OBITUARY REFERENCES

MR. SPEAKER : I have to inform the 
House of the sad demise of three of our 
friends, namely Chowdhury 'Abu Talib. Shri 
P. Muthiah and Shri Deven Sen. 

Chowdhury Abu Taiib was a sitting Mem¬ 
ber of this House from Murshidabad Consti¬ 
tuency of West Bengal. He was an education¬ 
ist and used to take interest in the uplift of 
backward communities. He passed away at 
Calcutta on the 20th May. 1971 at the age of 
57. 

Shri P. Muthiah was a Member of the 
Third Lok Sabha during the years 1962-67 
representing Tiruneiveli constituency of Tamil 
Nadu. He was a very amiable person and took 
active interest in the welfare of Harijans. He 
passed away at Tiruneiveli on the 15th April, 
1971 at the age of 65. 

Shri Deven Sen was a Member of the 


Fourth Lok Sabha during the years 1967-70 
representing Asansol constituency of West 
Bengal-He was a vigilant and active parlia¬ 
mentarian, deeply interested in the welfare of 
the labour and working classes. In spite of bad 
health he used to attend the last Lok Sabha 
regularly. He took active interest in the pro¬ 
ceedings of the House. He passed away at 
Asansol on the 29th April, 1971 at the age 
of 71. 

We deeply mourn the loss of these dis¬ 
tinguished friends and 1 am sure the House 
will join me in conveying our condolences to 
the bereaved families. 

PRADHAN MANTRI, PAR4MANU 
URJA MANTRI. GRIH MANTRI TATHA

(SHRlMATf INDIRA GANDHI) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, the beginning of every session 
brings a reminder that although law-making is 
a ceaseless process; law-makers themselves 
are mundane. 

We mourn the passing away of three for¬ 
mer colleagues who served Parliament and the 
country, each in his own quiet and dedicated 
manner. Shri Deven Sen was with us in the 
Fourth Lok Sabha only a few months ago. 
He commanded respect as a veteran labour 
leader. Trade union work, as we all know, 
makes exhausting demands on a person’s time, 
energy and nerves. Shri Sen rose to become 
President of one of the important national 
organisations of labour* the Hind Mazdoor 
Sabha. He was a patriot and a socialist, he 
sacrificed during the Quit India Movement, 
and his work as a leader of the PSP and SSP 
is well known. He leaves a large circle of 
friends among industrial workers and political 
co-workers in Bengal and throughout the 
country. 
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Shri Abu Talib Chowdhury also came from 
Bengal. He was interested in education and in 
the uplift of under-privileged people, especial¬ 
ly those of the backward classes. 

Shri P. Muthiah, who represented Tamil 
Nadu in the Third Lok Sabha, was also a 
teacher and a champion of equal righis for 
people of backward classes. The eradication 
of untouchability in our country is due not to 
the work of fop people or even laws passed 
by Parliament, but to the vigilance and untir¬ 
ing devotion of field workers such as Shri 
Muthiah. 

On behalf of the House I offer condolences 
to the members of the families of these 
colleagues and l request you to convery our 
deep grief to them. 

SHR] SAMAR MUKHliRJF.E (Howrah) : 
On behalf of my parly 1 associate myself with 
the homage paid to the deceased. We share 
the sorrow. Personally I have known Mr. 
Deven Sen and 1 know his record of service 
as a veteran trade unionist. He always stood 
for the cause of the working class. 

As for the others I have no direct know¬ 
ledge, but from the records placed here, we 
think their demise is a great loss to this House 
and also to the whole of the country. So, I 
fully share the sorrow expressed here. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : It 
is really a tragic fact that we have to mourn 
the loss of at least two of our colleagues who 
were present here in this House it seams only 
the other day. After the recent elections 
Chowdhury Abu Talib was elected for the 
first time. Barely two months after his coming 
to this House we have to mourn his loss. 

As far as Mr. Deven Sen is concerned, 
despite his age—he was over 70 years old—and 
despite his bad health, he was remarkable for 
the activity which he maintained, not only 
inside this House but outside, i think you 
probably know that the real field of his trade 
union activity was mainly in the coal fields, 
the coal mining areas of Asansol, where con¬ 
ditions are particularly difficult, but he 
remained active up to the last days practically. 
And he was one of the oldest of our veteran 


trade union leaders. He is known throughout 
the country for his contribution to the labour 
movement. He was ajso an old freedom fighter 
in the nationalist movement. 

Shri Muthiah may not have been a very 
vocal Member of this House, but those who 
knew him, remember him as a very devoted 
and consistent champion of the Harijans 
whom he represented here. 

1 would like to associate our party with the 
sentiments expressed by the Prime Minister 
and request you to convey our condolences to 
the families of the deceased. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras North): 
Chowdhury Abu Talib, Shri Muthiah and 
Shri Deven Sen arc no more today. On behalf 
of the DMK Party in Parliament I request you 
to convey our heart-felt condolences to the 
bereaved families of the departed souls.

MELKOTE (Hyderabad) : Sir, 1 had 
known Mr. Deven Sen for quite a long num¬ 
ber of years and I was associated with him in 
the Indian National Congress since 1949,1 
have known him as an ardent fighter in the 
labour movement. He had been holding pro¬ 
gressive views. A time came when we had to 
part company, but even so in spite of his 
views in the labour movement, he enriched 
the held. All credit to the work that he has 
done. 


On behalf of the Tclcngana Praja Samili, 
1 wish to associate myself in expressing our 
deep sentiments already expressed by the 
Prime Minister to him and to the others. 

SHRI TRIDIB CIIAUDHURI (Berham- 
pore):Sir, in associating myself with the 
condolences that have been expressed on the 
demise of three of our colleagues —one ofthem 
a sitting Member of this house—1 would like 
to make a special reference to Shri Abu 
Taleb Chowdhury. Although he was a new 
Member and not very well known to many 
of our colleagues here, he was elected from 
the same district as [ have been. I used to 
know him for long as an educationist and as 
one of the finest orators in Bengal. His death 
at a relatively young age is a real tragedy and 
1 associate myself with the tributes that have 
been paid to him here. 

About Shri Deven Sen, everybody has 
made a reference to his contribution as a 
labour leader, but before he switched! over to 
labour work, he had been from 1921 an active 
nationalist worker. He joined the young band 
of dedicated workers of Gandhi Ashram of 
Malikanda in Dacca district. Since then, he 
had led a life completely dedicated to the 
cause of the people. 

I once again associate myself with the tri¬ 
butes that have been paid to these three ex¬ 
colleagues of ours. 

SHRI. M.'MIJHAMMED ISMAIL (Man- 
jeri): Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of my 
party, the Muslim League and on my own 
behalf, with a heavy heart, I support the 
motion of condolence before the House con¬ 
cerning the deaths of Chowdhury Abu Talib, 
Shri Muthiah and Shri Devon Sen. 

Abu Talib was a member of our party. His 
parliamentary career was cut very short by the 
inescapable hand of death. But yet he was 
known to his friends and others as a very 
affable, amiable and affectionate gentleman. 
He was a scholar and a pious man. He was 
very much interested in the education of the 
people. He was very simple in his life and 
unobtrusive in his manners. Though he was 
steadfast in his views, he always tried to un¬ 
derstand the views of others~and those of his 
opponents. He had always been trying to do 
his best to relieve the sufferings of the poor 
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and the backward classes of the country. Hjs 
death is a very grave loss and is strongly felt 
by those who came into contact with him. 

Mr. P. Muthiah was another affable and 
amiable gentleman whose speeches in Parlia* 
ment were full of constructive suggestions. 
His speeches were also indicative of his im¬ 
patience experienced at the tardiness of 
development works. 

Mr. Deven Sen was also a very amiable 
and respectable gentleman. 

I request that our condolences also may 
be included in the message which the House 
is going to send on the death of these three 
learned gentlemen. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajgunj): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, during all my trade union 
life extending over 30 years, I have known 
Shri Deven Sen from the beginning as one of 
the most valiant fighters for the cause of free¬ 
dom and against injustice to the labour class. 
I wish to associate myself with the condolences 
that are being offered. Regarding the other 
two friends also, 1 associate myself with the 
condolences that are being offered here. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : Sir, I 
knew Shri Deven Sen from his younger days. 
He was dorn at Dacca and from his younger 
days he was one of the close associates of Dr. 
Profulla Chandra Ghosh, Shri Fuicndranath 
Banerjee and others. He worked in the Gan¬ 
dhi Ashram at Dacca amd thereby served the 
people of that area. Afterwards Shri Deven 
Sen switched over to labour work and it is 
probably not known that he became one of 
the most important leaders of colliery workers 
in west Bengal. 1 knew him quite well. He 
was a close colleague of ours and we worked 
with him during the labour movement in West 
Bengal. 

About the other two distinguished mem¬ 
bers of this House, 1 had no occasion to meet 
them and know them personally but it is our 
sacred duty to pay our homage to the departed 
soul. So, on behalf of my party and myself I 
wish to express our condolences.

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR (Quit- 
on) : She has read out something. We did not 
understand what she said. 

MR. SPEAKER : She was also reading in 
Eoglish. 

RE : DESIGNATIONS OF MINISTERS 

SHREK. MANOHARAN (North Mad¬ 
ras) : Sir, my point of order is this. I havq 
got the list of questions before me. The first 
question has been asked by Shri R- S. Paodey 
and Shri S. M* Krishna but I do no know to 
which Minister it is addressed because it 
reads; 
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“Will the Raksha Mantri be pleased to 
state”. 

(Interruption ). I am afraid, the slightest 
derailment of Raksha Mantri may land in 
Riksha Mantri also. But that is not the point; 
my point is this. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : A 
language cannot be ridiculed like that. English 
is a foreign language, 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : 1 am not ridi¬ 
culing. My intention is not to ridicule any 
language at all. 1 love Hindi and I respect 
Hindi. That is a different matter. The point 
is that 1 think this is unconstitutional. In arti¬ 
cle 343 of the Constitution it is very clearly 
stated: 

‘‘The official language of the Union shall 

be Hindi in Devanagari script.” 

But here it is in the Roman script. 1 think, 
this is against the spirit and letter of the Con¬ 
stitution. 

Secondly, it violates flagrantly the assur¬ 
ances given by the late lovable Prime Minister, 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, the father of the 
present Prime Minister. 

Thirdly, it violates the Official Languages 
Act. I can quote... 

MR. SPEAKER : Please be brief. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN ; Please have 
some patience. I have never in my parliamen¬ 
tary life created any scene whatsoever. This 
is the first time I am expressing my feelings 
oa behalf of the people of South, non-Hindi 
speaking people... 

SHRIMATI LAKSHM1KAN7HAMMA 
(Khammam): Let him speak on behalf of 
fail owtt State, not on behalf of others. 
(htermptions) 

SOME HON* MEMRERS: Sit down. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN 1 can afford 

to ignore her. 


I quote from the Official Languages Act, 

“3. (1) Notwithstanding the expiration 
of the period of fifteen years'from the 
commencement of the Constitution, the 
English language may, as from the 
appointed day, continue to be used, in 
addition to Hindi,-.. 

(a) for all the Official purposes of 
the Union for which it was being 
used immediately before that 
day; and 

(b) for the transaction of business 
in Parliament.” 

It has been an accepted practice that two 
Questions Lists are simultaneously printed, 
one for the sake of Hindi speaking people 
and another for the sake of non-Hindi speak¬ 
ing people. The Status quo was being main¬ 
tained. There has been no disturbance or 
difficulty whatsoever. Suddenly, like a bolt 
from the blue, this has been done and we are 
asked that we must swallow it. On behalf of 
my party, if the hon. lady Member has got 
any objection, and on behalf of my State, I 
categorically say that it is not acceptable to 
us, to the D. M. K. Party as well as to the 
people of South. 

Another point, the most important one, 
is this. In 1965, when there was a turmoil, if 1 
may be permitted to say, a conflagration, in 
Madras State, in Tamil Nadu, regarding anti- 
Hindi agitation, 1 am very happy to say that 
the, present Prime Minister who was then the 
Information and Broadcasting Minister had 
the courage to visit Madras State where she 
said to the press, “If the language issue is 
like this, I am sure it requires re-appraisal.” 
While she said “re-appraisal”, we never thou¬ 
ght re-introduction of Hindi in this Roman 
script. 

We feel this is an indirect declaration of 
cultural war on the people of non-Hindi spea¬ 
king people. 

I had a talk with the Parliamentary Affairs 
Minister* Shri Raj Bahadur. He said, “You 
are free to call the Prime Minister as Prime 
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Minister. You need not call as Pradhan Man- 
tri.” When I asked him why in the English 
Questions List Pradhan Manlri is also introd¬ 
uced, he said, it is Prime Minister/Pradhan 
Mantri—there is an oblique... 

AN HON. MEMBER : Oblique Prime 
Minister. 

SHR1 K. MANOHARAN : If you refer to 
the English dictionary, “oblique” means dis¬ 
honest. So, this oblique business must go... 
( Interruptions ) We are all one here. We are 
for the creation of a socialistic society and the 
process of consolidation of socialistic forces 
is in the offing. 

In 1^71, the people have given a clear man* 
date. Not for this language purpose. I must 
say that the people have forgotten the langu¬ 
age issue. Everywhere, there was tranquillity 
and the country pinned its faith on the per¬ 
sonality of the Prime Minister who could deli¬ 
ver the goods. Why is this Hindi issue being 
raked up again ? 

J request the Prime Minister that she 
must immediately see that the Presidential 
Order, the Notification, is withdrawn forth¬ 
with. Secondly the status quo should be 
restored. If these two things are not accepted 
by the Prime Minister, she need not express 
regret. ..{Interruption) 1 am*not like Mr. Jyotir- 
moy Bosu. 1 want to be sober. I request the 
Prime Minister to withdraw it forthwith. Who 
are the people behind the villainy, crimina¬ 
lity, I do not know. I urge upon the Prime 
Minister that she should understand the depth 
of the feelings of the non-Hindi speaking 
people. We must follow the previous practice. 
There has been absolutely no difficulty or 
disturbance whatsoever experienced so far in 
following that practice. So, shall I request 
you, Mr, Speaker, and through you, 
the Prime Minister, that she should make 
a statement immediately ? Because, Sir, 
our responsibility towards the people and 
our duty towards the people is much more 
than the petty language issue. This is high 
time for us to do something for the good of 
the country. Immediately after the historic 
announcement of the nationalisation of Gene¬ 
ral Insurance people are very happy and 
they have sent telegrams after telegrams to 
the Prime Minister. Why ? Because, people 


believe, the is tending towards the socialist 
path. Bnt then came a brake. In this way 
people definitely doubt and suspect the in¬ 
tention of the Prime Minister. 

MR. SPEAKER : You may kindly concl¬ 
ude. 

SHR1 K. MANOHARAN : Mr. Speaker, 
let me finish. Why I take some time is this. 

I prevail upon the Prime Minister that she 
should come out with a statement withdrawing 
the President’s Notification and the status quo 
ante should be restored. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN (Palghat) : We 
took up this matter. The Minister of Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs told-us also. I don’t know why 
this situation was created, because it is not 
for the sake of Hindi, it is not those who 
love Hindi who would like to do like this. All 
this creates suspicion, that they are imposing 
something. You said, Sir, there is some other 
order like that. We want to know what it is. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
This Presidential Order making these rules 
has been made under Clause (3) of Art. 77 of 
the Constitution. This relevant clause says : 

"The President shall make rules for the 
more convenient transaction of the 
business of the Government of India, 
and for the allocation among Ministers 
of the said business/’ 

I would like to know from the Govern¬ 
ment as to what were the great inconveniences 
which were being felt, like for instance writing 
the Finance Ministry as Finance Ministry ins¬ 
tead of Vitta Mantralaya in the Question 
Lists and in the papers circulated in English. 
What was the great inconvenience felt, for the 
purpose of writing these designations, to 
make the English-knowing Members under¬ 
stand the relevant designations of the Minis¬ 
ters ? I am unable to understand the reasons 
for any inconvenience being caused on this 
score. In viow of the delicate nature of the 
language problem, and the allergy which 
rightly or wrongly does exist in large 
areas and parts of this country on this 
question, it will take us some time 
more to solve this problem with patience. 
I cannot imagine a more tactless thing 
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that the Government could have done at this 
stage. This change is only a diversion from 
much more pressing and urgent problems 
facing the country and the people. This is 
nothing but a diversion, if I may say so, a 
provocation, which may have been unwittingly 
done, but nevertheless it acts as a provocation 
and disturbs the feelings of the Members who 
come from the non-Hindi regions. 

I do not know why Government should 
stand on false prestige in this matter. I don’t 
think it is necessary that this must be done. 
They could have continued in the old way, 
which was working quite well. 

Nobody has enmity to Hindi. I am not 
against Hindi. I understand Hindi perfectly 
well. But it is a question of what attitude you 
adopt which is behind all this. Why should 
they suddenly rake up this Hindi problem 
suddenly in this fashion, without consulting, 
anybody, without consulting any of the oppo¬ 
sition parties ? Suddenly wc arc confronted 
with this thing. 

So 1 very strongly support what Mr. Mano- 
haran has said. 1 would request the Govern¬ 
ment not to stand on a sense of prestige but 
to reconsider this matter and to withdraw this 
step. Nothing is going to be lost, heavens arc 
not going to fall if this change is not done. 
We should continue the old system which was 
working smoothly without any difficulty and 
we should be allowed to continue that system. 

. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA (Be- 
gusarai): 1 have no doubt that all these forms 
are bound to be acceptable in course of time, 
just as the term ‘Lok Sabha’ is acceptable 
to Hon. Members, which happens to be on 
the top of the Order Paper. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Siddipet) : 
That should also be changed to House of the 
People. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : But 
the more important thing is that Government 
should have thought that it would have suited 
-everybody if the new forms were given simul¬ 
taneously with the old forms in brackets. 


Would Government not be pleased to consider 
this? 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : That is what 
they have put in oblique— 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : My 
hon. friend is afraid of 'oblique’. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : May I 
submit... 

MR. SPEAKER • I am sorry; no debate is 
going on now. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I had written to 
you in advance. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Let the Prime 
Minister make a statement. Otherwise, we 
shall lose the Question Hour. The questions 
arc also equally important, 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : l had written to 
you in advance... 

MR. SPEAKER : I do not want the whole 
of the Question Hour to *be taken up by 
this.

SHRI A. P. SHARMA(Buxur): The point 
of order has to be disposed of by you and not 
by the Prime Minister. What is the point of 
order ? 

SHRISEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam) : The 
point of order is that this is a departure from 
the old practice. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO (Mahen- 
dragarh): On a point of order... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : The order that 
has been issued is in clear violation of the 
spirit of the Constitution and also the resolu¬ 
tion that had been adopted in this House in 
regard to language. This just cannot be done; 
they cannot suddenly switch over to Hindi 
translation, ft might be done by Hindi trans¬ 
literation- It could also be done simultaneou¬ 
sly; they could have English and side by side 
there might be Hindi transliteration also. I 
repeat that this violates the spirit of the Cor,- 
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stitution; this vitiates the resolution on lun- 
guage which had been adopted in this House, 
according to which it was said that Hindi and 
English would be there simultaneously. 1 am 
not opposed to the Hindi version. 1 would 
submit that the nomenclature could have been 
given by transliteration, instead of trying to 
discover some awkward words to designate the 
Ministries. I feel that in accordance with our 
Constitution and also the spirit of the resolu¬ 
tion that we have adopted, the nomenclatures 
of the Ministries should be in English; they 
may be in brackets in Hindi. 

SHR1 BIRENDER SINGH RAO : Sir, 
you have already been very partial to some 
friends who have allergy towards Hindi. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : No, no. 

SHRf SAMAR GUHA : There is no ques¬ 
tion of allergy. 

SHR1 BlRENDER SINGH RAO : 1 would 
like to know whether there is any such thing 
as pure English. English as such consists of 
words from all languages- English has got 
words from all languages in the world, if some 
words of Hindi arc added to the English lan¬ 
guage, English will still remain English. Sim¬ 
ply because of the addition of just a few words 
of Hindi, how can we say that English has 
ceased to be English ? English has got French, 
Latin and German words in it. So why can 
there not-be Hindi words also in English ? 

PRADHAN MANTRf, PARAMANU 
URJA MANTRI, GRIH MANTRI TATHA 
SOOCUNA ADR PRASARAN MANTRI 
(SHR1MAT1 INDIRA GANDHI): Last time, 
we’established a good system that we should 
meet, the Leaders of the Opposition to decide 
all these points. Since this is becoming a rather 
heated debate, 1 suggest that we may meet 
some time today or tomorrow and we may 
talk it over. 

So far as Shri Shyamnandan Mishra's 
suggestion is concerned, we have already 
taken that decision that English and Hindi 
should be there together. But we shall discuss 
this with all of the opposition leaders, rather 
than have this debate here. 

SHRI G. V1SWANATHAN : They should 


have discussed with all the leaders of the 
Opposition first. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : The assurance 
given by the Prime Minister is that we can sit 
shortly within a day or two .. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Today. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Our conveni¬ 
ence must also be taken into account. We can 
meet today or tomorrow, at any rate, not in 
the distant future. We must sit and we must 
see that a formula or a concrete proposal is 
evolved which would be acceptable to the non- 
Hindi-speaking as well as the Hindi-speaking 
people. Is (hat the spirit that she has expre¬ 
ssed ? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : Yes, 
that is it. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiruchi- 
rapalh) : Till that time, will the notification 
be kept in abeyance ? 

SHRI INDRAJ1T GUPrA : You said 
something about some new Presidential order 
coming into effect. We do not know what 
it is. 

MR. SPEAKER ; This is not the Presi¬ 
dential Order. The Presidential Order was the 
first one. The second one is from the Prime 
Minister's Secretariat. We can give the English 
equivalent also along with Hindi—that was 
what she said just now. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : The

(c) if so, the details thereof and whether 
necessary steps have been taken by Govern¬ 
ment to meet the situation created by Pakistan 
on the border ? 

RAKSHA MANTRI (SHRI JAGJIWAN 
RAM): (a) to (c). No abnormal movement or 
concentration of Pakistani trobps has been 
noticed along the Indo-Pakistan border. 
Unusual actvity by Wpst Pakistani troops has, 
however, been noticed along some sectors of 
the border with East Bangal. Pakistani forces 
have intruded into Indian territory on 7 occas¬ 
ions since 25th March in the Eastern Sectors. 
There have been 43 incidents of firing across 
the border and 3 cases of kidnapping. There 
have also been 16 air violations by Pakistani 
aircrafts. 19 protests have been lodged with the 
Government of Pakistan on these incidents. 
Our Security Forces are maintaining constant 
vigil on the borders and have instructions to 
take appropriate action against Pakistani 
intrusions.

SHR1 S. M. KRISHNA ; Sir, the hon. De¬ 
fence Minister has grudgingly conceded that 
feverish activities, almost on a war footing, 
are taking place on our borders, I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister if it has come 
to the notice of the Ministry that the regular 
Pakistani army have replaced the Pakistani 
Rangers who were on the holders. 

Secondly,.the digging of trenches and cons¬ 
truction of bunkers have been going on on a 
a war footing on Ihe eastern sector.

Refinery

roximately 2 million tonnes per annum of 
crude from Assam fields. The third million 
tonne unit of the Barauni Refinery is idle for 
want of adequate quantity of crude oil. For 
transporting the further quantity of crude 
from ONGC’s Assam fields, it was necessary 
to increase the capacity of OIL’s pipeline. To 
be able to do so, it was necessary to secure 
agreement between OIL and ONGC on crude 
oil transportation tafiff. Before that matter 
could be settled. Government decided to in¬ 
crease the refining capacity in Assam by 1 mill¬ 
ion tonnes. Assam crude had, therefore, to be 
reserved for that refinery, and the proposal to 
increase the capacity of the OIL pipeline for 
transporting crude to Barauni refinery was 
dropped- 

(c) It has since been decided to operate the 
idle unit on imported crude. This necessitates 
suitable modifications to enable the refinery 
to process high sulphur crude. With these 
additions/modifications the refinery would be 
able to operate at its full capacity. The Indian 
Oil Corporation have prepared a feasibility 
report which has since been received and is 
under consideration of Government. The proj¬ 
ect is expected to be completed in 2i years. 

Location of new Oil Belts

Twenty new structures were 
taken up for drilling. Drilling was continued 
in Jammu also. Presence of oil was indicated 
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in the Giilf of Cambay offshore well No. 1. 
Further testing is in progress. 

During 1970-7], Geological hnd Geophysi¬ 
cal surveys in the various sedimentary basirts 
were continued. 

On some of the structures., on which ckplo- 
ration drilling operations had been stared in 
the previous years, the operations were edriti- 
nued. 

Furthermore, exploration drilling opera¬ 
tions were started on 20 new structures. Indi¬ 
cations of the presence of oil in one of the 
structures and gas in another structure were 
obtained. On 8 of the structures, the wells are 
still under testing and on 5 of the structures, 
the wells are still under drilling. The Wells 
drilled on the remaining 5 structures did not 
indicate the presence of oil or gas. 

(b) The oil reserves in any particular field 
are necessarily limited. Consequently, as oil 
is produced from the field, the reserves must 
necessarily go on decreasing and in the course 
of years, oil production from the field must, 
therefore, nec&sarily come to au end. This is 
a normal phenomenon. 

• 

Vigorous efforts are being made to discover 
new oil fields. Geological and Geophysical sur¬ 
veys of the various prospective areas which 
have not been covered so far will be carried 
out. Also, geophysical surveys of some of the 
areas already covered will be carried out, 
using, to the extent possible, improved field 
techniques, instruments and data processing 
with methods the object of locating favourable 
structural conditions. 

The Commission propose to explore for oil 
in new areas like Tripura on land and ‘Bombay 
High’ in the Arabian Sea, where large accumu¬ 
lations of petroleum are pfogiibltichted. 
Drilling of deep wells to Ideate deep Seabed oil 
deposits are also proposed. Seismic surveys in 
the various offshore areas are also 'to be 
undertaken.

Kanpur during !l968-69. Depletion of oxygen 
and increase in carbon dioxide have not been 
observed from these cities. However the main 
sources of pollution of air are industrial 
emissions and human activity connected with 
traffic and burning of domestic.fuels. 

(c) From their ten years, observations 
based on the turbidity scale which measures 
the transperancy of air, the Indian Meteorol- 
gical Department have reported an increase 
in atmospheric pollution from 50 to 100 per 
cent in Delhi, Calcutta and Kanpur.

A Conference was held at Patna on 13th and 
14th April, 1971 of the Senior Agricultu¬ 
ral Scientists dealing with Promotion and 
Extension activities of the Fertilizer Corpora¬ 
tion of India Ltd., and Senior Marketing 
Managers. It was attended by two Directors 
of the Fertilizer Corporation of India Ltd. 
and General Manager, Barauni Division, 
Directors of Agriculture of Bihar and Bengal, 
Vice-Chancellor, Rajendra Agricultural Uni¬ 
versity, Patna and Director of Research, 
Rajendra Agricultural University, Patna. 

The agenda was as follows:

F. C. I. in collaboration with the State 
Governments and Budget for Khariff 
for: 

(a) Assam 

(b) Bengal 

(c) Bihar

(c) The value of fertilizers imported during

respectively. 

(d) Fertilizer projects are under constru¬ 
ction at Durgapur, Barauni and Talcher. 
Expansion of the Namrup fertilizer factory 
has also been*undertaken. TheSindri fertilizer 
factory is also being nationalised. These pro¬ 
jects in the Eastern Zope will have a total 
additional capacity of 685,000 tonnes of nitro¬ 
gen and 156,000 tonnes of Pg Os- Proposals 
for location of fertilizer factories at Haldia 
mid Paradeep in this zone are also under 
consideration.

use of the L S H S produced at the proposed 
refirery as feed-stock for the Sindri Fertili¬ 
zer plant. The matter was again discussed 
with the Assam Ministers and the Govern¬ 
ment of Assam conveyed their acceptance of 
Government of India’s proposal in December, 
1970. The I. O. C. has been asked to prepare 
feasibilty report of the scheme. The Indian 
Oil Corporation have also set up a Site 
Selection Committee to select the most 
Suitable site. This report is expected shortly.

1961-71 has been 107*8 million. 

(c) The measures introduced by the 
Government of India to check the population 
growth have not failed. The expert committee 
on Population Projections set up by the Plann¬ 
ing Commission had estimated in their medium 
projection that India's population would be 
561 million on 1st March, 1971. This was 
based on the assumed average decennial birth 
and death rates of 39'8 and 13*6 per thousand 
population respectively giving a geometric 
growth rate of 2*42% per annum during the 
decade. The provisional figure of population 
of India as on 1-4-1971 is 547 million which 
fails short of the Expert Committee’s medium 
projections by about 14 million. According to 
calculations made in the Department of 
Family Planning 5*202 million births have 
been averted as a result of the work done 
upto the end of 1969-70.

Oil found at Kualjan in Assam

The annual budgeted expenditure for 1971-72 
of the departments of the High Commission 
under the administrative and budgetary control 
of the Ministry of External Affairs is Rs.126'46

The question of economy consistent with 
functional effectiveness of the High Commi¬ 
ssion of India, London, is continuously under 
Government scrutiny and attention. 

The High Commission of India, London 
was inspected thrice by the Foreign Service 
Inspectors during the period 1967 to 1971 with 
accent on its staffing pattern. Recently 25 posts 
were reduced and 14 posts arc being kept 
vacantdn the departments under the admini¬ 
strative and budgetary control of the Ministry 
of External Affairs. As comparted to last year, 
this year a net annual recurring saving of Rs. 
6 95 lakhs is anticipated. 

In 1968-69 there were 745 posts in all the 
Departments of the High Commission of 
India. London, under the control of various 
Ministries of the Government of India inclu¬ 
ding the Ministry of External Affairs- In 
1970-71 the number of posts was reduced to 
646. There was thus an overall reduction of 
99 posts in two years. The expenditure in 
1968-69 on all the Departments of the High 
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Commission was Rs. 252'14 lakhs, while that 
accounted so far in the accounts for 1970-71 
(still open till August 1971) is Rs. 173'28 lakhs. 
This will mean an annual saving of approxi¬ 
mately Rs. 75 lakhs.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 
URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Reported Intrusions of Pakistan 
A n my into Jndian Territory on 
the East Bengal Border 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Sir, 

I call the attention of the Grih Mantri to the 
following matter of urgent public importance 
and i request that she may make a statement 
thereon: 

•‘The reported intrusions of Pakistan Army 
into Indian territory on the East Bengal 
border, killing of a large number of 
Indian citizens including some Border 
Security Force personnel, large-scale 
destruction of property and violations of 
Indian air space by Pakistani aircraft in 
that sector/’ 

GRIH MANTRALAYA AUR KAR- 
MLK VIBHAG MEN RAJYA MANTRl 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) rote- 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
On a point of order, Sir, May I know why 
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this subject is dealt with by the Defence 
Minister in answer to questions and by the 
Home Minister when it comes to calling 
attention ? Convenience of transaction of 
business is the formula being thrown at us. 
Then, why should this be dealt with by the 
Raksha Mantri in questions and by Grih 
Mantri in calling attetion ? 

MR. SPEAKER : They have addressed it 
to the Grih Mantri-Border Security Force. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : Mr. Mridha is not the Grih 
Mantri. Grih Mantri was here and she has 
left. The calling attention shou’d be answered 
by her. 

MR. SPEAKER • It is up to the Minister 
of State or the Grih Mantri to make the 
statement. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : Mr. 
Speaker sir, this House had in the last 
Session passed a unanimous resolution expres¬ 
sing our people's full sympathy and support 
to the people of East Bengal. The House is 
aware of the tragic developments that have 
taken place in East Bengal in the past few 
weeks. The Pakistani war machine has moved 
down innocent men, women and children in 
its insensate campaign to stginp out a popular 
democratic movement. The ruthless repres¬ 
sion of the duly elected representatives who 
are trying to give shape and form to the 
aspirations and mandate of people to esta¬ 
blish a popular and democratic Government 
has shocked the world. 

The Pakistani army in its attempt to ext¬ 
end itself upto the Indo-East Bengal Border 
has intruded into Indian territory seven times 
and resorted to firing across the border info 
our territory on 43 occasions. BSF patrols on 
border duty have been attacked and in all, 
four members of the Force have been killed, 
2} others injured, and 3 kidnapped; 16 civi¬ 
lians have been killed and 105 injured in these 
incidents. A number of huts and houses on 
Indian territory have been burnt or damaged. 
Two BSF border posts and one Railway sta¬ 
tion have been damaged. Some other pro¬ 
perty and cattle have also been destroyed. 
Even the evacuees who had been forced out 
of East Bengal as a result of the repression 


there, have not been spared, 14 of them hav¬ 
ing been killed and 67 injured in these inci¬ 
dents. Strong protests have been lodged with 
the Pakistan authorities and \vc have claimed 
the right to demand compensation. 

Since 30.3. 1971 there have been eleven 
violations of Indian air space in the Eastern 
Sector by Pakistani aircraft. In respect of 
seven of these incidents protests have already 
been lodged while in respect of the others 
they are being lodged shortly. 

Our security forces charged with the poli¬ 
cing of India's international border with East 
Bengal have dealt with all such situations 
w ith great firmness and determination and 
have promptly thrown back the intruders. 
However, the continuance of such attacks on 
and intrusions into Indian territory and viola¬ 
tions of our airspace do certainly pose a 
serious threat to peace in this region. Even 
the enormous influx of refugees from East 
Bengal on to our territory, which we had to- 
dcai with on humanitarian grounds, is a direct 
result of Pakistani atrocities in East Bengal 
and has a eater! a grave situation for us 
endangering the peace and security of this 
area besides imposing a tremendously heavy 
strain on our whole economy and resources. 
Wc are exploring all available avenues to 
secure the safe return of all these refugees to 
their own homes. In the face of such grave 
facts the claim of normalcy by Pakistanis 
an absurdity. 

Our security forces are fully alive to their 
responsibility and arc keeping constant vigil 
along the borders. I would like to assure the 
House that wc are carefully watching all these 
developments and will not hesitate to fake 
such steps as may become necessary to pre¬ 
serve the integrity of our territory and safe¬ 
guard the interests of our people. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Sir, by a unanimous 
resolution passed in this House on the 3lst of 
Maich. we expressed our anguish and concern 
at the genocide that is taking place in East 
Bengal and, at the same time, made the sugge¬ 
stion that all governments of the world may 
be approached to take constructive steps for 
the restoration of democracy in that part of 
the world and for the transfer of power to the 
real representative® of the people, fiftyfive 
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days have passed. During these Fifty five days 
of complacency except the sabre-rattling 
statements of some of the Ministers and of 
the Prime Minister nothing concrete has been 
done. This intervening period has exposed the 
bankruptcy of Indian diplomacy. No step has 
been taken to raise this question in the Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission of the United Nations 
or in any other international forum- On the 
other hand we find that Pakistan has stolen 
a march on this country and has secured the 
support of China. Turkey, Iran and Saudi 
Arabia. Even our friend, the United Arab 
Republic, did not grant an interview to Jaya 
Prakash Narayan when he visited that country 
on that mission. 

In the mean time more than 3 million 
refugees have come here. That has posed a 
very big problem to the economy of this coun¬ 
try. The border has been highly sensitive and 
combustible. The statement made by the Home 
Minister has made a very painful reading. 

Having failed to suppress the mass upsurge 
in East Bengal, Pakistan may be taking resort 
to these provocative measures just to provoke 
this country for a military showdown as 
the only means to unite these two regions 
on the basis of hatred towards India as Pakis¬ 
tan had been born out of hatred for India. 
That might be the reason. We should not fall 
a prey to this kind of a military showdown 
where not only will we be a party but the big 
powers are also likely to be sucked in and this 
country is likely to become a second Vietnam. 

Taking into consideration all these factors, 
when de facto Bangla Desh is emerging out 
of the pangs of birth as an independent 
nation, oor de jure recognition may not have 
any substance to it, but taking into consider¬ 
ation the security of this country there are 
only three alternatives which are open to us. 
Firstly, the border skirmishes may be locali¬ 
sed and dealt with firmly. Secondly, the 
Government should be prepared for a major 
military conflict if they cannot stop these 
intrusions and air space violations. At that 
time we have to consider our defence prepare¬ 
dness. We should not make the same Don 
Qjnxotic statement that pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru made while going to Ceylon that the 
Chinese would be thrown out. The scar of 


humiliation has not yet been wiped out from 
our faces-We do not want a repetition of that. 
The third alternative is to arouse the world 
conscience so that it may have some effect 
and may put pressure on Pakistan. Or, will 
t hey continue with this dilly-dally method? 
I would like to have a categorical answer 
from the Government regarding the steps 
that they would like to take in this regard. It 
is a matter of concern to the entire country. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS M1RDHA : It is not 
correct to say that Government has been 
complacent in this matter. We are in touch 
with world governments. The UN Secretary- 
General has also issued an appeal for sending 
assistance to deal with the refugee problem 
that has been created. The representative of 
the UN Commission for Refugees was also 
here for making an on-thc-spot survey. We 
are in touch with all the world powers and 
are putting our point of view across to them. 
So, there is no question of any complacency 
on the part of Government in this respect. 

As regards any provocation that Pakistan 
might provide, I can categorically say that we 
will not give in to any provocation coming 
from any quarter but would deal with the 
situation with firmness and determination, 
which we have been doing up till now. We 
have given clear instructions to our security 
forces on the border to deal very firmly with 
all intrusions and other similar things that 
happen there. One can fed assured that every¬ 
thing possible will be done to meet the 
situation as and when it develops. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : It is a veiy unsatis¬ 
factory reply.

SHRIINDRAJIT GUPTA : Sir, my ques¬ 
tion to the Government is whether in dealing 
with all these intrusions into our territory, 
violations of air-space, in regard to killing of 
our citizens or other type of military or dip¬ 
lomatic provocations by Pakistan, the Govern¬ 
ment of India stili adheres to the principle of 
reciprocity or whether this principle has been 
given up 1 That is all I want to know. 

For example, there are the ground rules. 
As far as I know them, the ground rules that 
have been existing during normal peace time 
between India and Pakistan are that the regu¬ 
lar armed forces of both the sides have to keep 
away at a distance of 5 Km. from the interna¬ 
tional border—there is a kind of no-man’s land 
-by mutual agreement which can only be patro¬ 
lled by the Border Security Force on our side 
and the corresponding formation on the other 
side. The regular army is not supposed to go 
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within 5 Km. of the international border on 
either side. 

Now, my first question is this. As the hon. 
Defence Minister in his statement revealed a 
little while ago, the Pakistani armed forces 
are violating these ground rules and in very 
many places, all along our border, they have 
dome absolutely to the international border 
ahd have established their posts there. My 
question to the Government is whether in view 
of this, the principle of reciprocity has been 
given up by the Government of India or whe¬ 
ther they arc trying to adhere to it so that 
unilaterally while the Pakistani army can 
come right upto the international border, our 
principle of allowing only the Border Security 
Force to stay there is being followed with 
some very dangerous consequences which 
have already taken place. 

My second question is this. In the light of 
the principle of reciprocity, I want to know 
what is the reason for continuing to have our 
Deputy High Commissioner accredited to 
Dacca. What is the reason ? lie is not accepted 
to the Dacca regime. They lui\e turned him 
out. Of course, you cannot get him back here. 
That is a tliffcrent matter. He is interned 
there. Still you arc continuing to accredit him 
to Dacca. Whereas the Deputy High Commi¬ 
ssioner of Pakistan in West Bengal has already 
declared his allegiance to the Bang la Desli. 
He no longer represents the Pakistan Govern¬ 
ment. But Mr. Masud who was sent from 
Islamabad as a new Deputy High Commiss¬ 
ioner to replace Mr. Hussain Ali in Calcutta 
was treated as a V. 1. p. whom no body in Cal¬ 
cutta wanted. He was turned out in the hotel 
in which he was staying. The waiters refused 
to serve him. He ran about like an absconder 
from place to place in Calcutta. But he was 
given VIP treatment by this Government. 
Masood is treated here as a VIP, This is the 
position about the Deputy High Commissioner 
of Islamabad to West Bengal, whereas our 
Deputy High Commissioner in Dacca who 
has been turned out by them saying ‘We don’t 
want you here’, is located in Dacca. We have 
not said that we are recalling him. Are we 
going to put a new Deputy High Commits* 
ioner in his place ? The Deputy High Commi¬ 
ssioner of Pakistan in West Bengal has anno¬ 
unced his non-allcgiancc to them and has 


declared his allegiance to Bingla Desh. I do 
not know what kind of principle is being 
followed in all these matters. Is there any 
principle of reciprocity ? Why does not 
Government tell that they are withdrawing 
our Deputy High Commissioner from Dacca ? 
I do not know why the Border Security Force 
could not act in time. 1 do not know what 
their instructions are. This happened in Bena- 
polc and Petrapole and this has been publi¬ 
shed in all the papers. They said, the Border 
Security Forces did not open fire although 
Pakistani troops were on the Railway line 
adjacunt to customs out-post. 

Therefore, I want to know : What principle 
of reciprocity arc you trying to follow ? What 
is it that you are going to do in respect of 
Pakislani violation of these ground rules ? Are 
you going to unilaterally adhere to these 
rules. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : As regards 
ground rules, these arc the rules regulating 
movement of security forces on both sidtn of 
the border. The ground rules themselves pro¬ 
vide the way of revolving disputes or in case 
conflicts arise and violations take place. 
Actually lot of violations of these ground 
rules have taken place. We have lodged pro¬ 
tests. We have had meetings for resolving 
disputes. But, I may say, actually, things have 
gone much beyond the violation of ground 
rules. 

These ground rules arc actually meant to 
provide only for normal mattcrs-incidents 
which take place in patrolling on the border, 
etc. But the situation, as it exists on the 
border now, is much more serious than can 
be tackled under the ground rule. . 

SHRI lNDRAJlT GUPTA : Are we stl’l 
unilaterally adhering to those ground rules 1 
He may say yes or no. If not why ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : I have 
said about that.... 

SHRNNDRAHT GUPTA : ^q- ^ |

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA ; There is 
no question of unilaterally violating or adher- 
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ing to ground rules. Ground rules are a set of 
principles for dealing with a situation in nor¬ 
mal times. Things have gone much beyond 
the point where the normal ground rules 
would apply. As regards their violations, we 
have given clear instructions to security forces 
to repel and meet them with as much force as 
the situation demands. 

VfDESH MANTRl (SHRl SWARAN 
SJ.NGH) : About our Mission in Dacca and 
Pakistani Deputy High Commission Mission 
in Calcutta, I hope the House is no doubt 
aware that a decision has been taken to close 
down both these Missions. We have decided 
to dose down our Mission in Dacca. Pakistan 
has been asked to close down their Mission in 
Calcutta. As a matter of fact, these officers and 
their staff in Dacca and Calcutta are awaiting 
agreement about their repatriation and about 
their being taken back to their respective 
countries. 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): Whereas 
our personnel in Dacca are interned, in Cal¬ 
cutta. they are at large.... 

SHRl 1NDRAJ1T GUPTA ; Our people 
have been kep> interned in Dacca. But the 
Pakistan people have been allowed full free¬ 
dom here. Where is the reciprocity in this ? 

SHRl S. M. BANliRJEE (Kanpur) : In 
Dacca, everyone of our personnel is interned. 
But here, Mr. Masood goes about merrily. 

SHRl. SWARAN SINGH : I know that our 
Deputy High Commissioner and also the 
other members of our Deputy High Commi¬ 
ssioner’s office in Dacca are being subjected 
to all these handicaps and their movements 
have been restricted. We have taken this 
matter up, and if we do not succeed in getting 
them out, wc shall also be imposing reciprocal 
restrictions on the Pakistan High Commission 
staff at Calcutta. 

SHRl H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta 
North-East) : How does he explain the 
position ? He owes it to the House to explain 
it further. Sir, you sltould at least treat the 
House with a little more consideration. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have treated it with 
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great consideration, and that is why 1 have 
allowed this, notice. 

SHRl N. K. SANGHI (Jalore) : We have 
heard the replies to this question during 
the Question Hour and also the reply of the 
hon. Minister to the calling-atte ntion-notice. 
The matter is rather serious. When we hear 
of these border intrusions and air violations 
of our territory, blood trickles down from our 
eyes. J am sure the replies of the hon. Mini¬ 
ster have not satisfied any Member of the 
House. There have been as many as 43 eases 
of intrusion and 16 air violations. As the hon. 
Minister himself has admitted, there have been 
11 air violations on our Bengal border. He lias 
also said that he will not hesitate to take 
strong steps to keep intact the integrity of this 
country. But I would submit that whatever 
the hon. Minister has said has not brought 
out the facts. To substantiate my point, 1 
would only draw your attention to the news 
appearing in The Pakistan Times of April 12th. 

They have said : 

"Two Indian B SEcompanies wiped 

out in Jessore District. 

Captured Sepoys reveal facts. 

Two companies of die Indian border 
security force operating well within 
Pakistan territory were wiped out by 
the Pakistan Army during an action 
yesterday in the Benapole area of 
Jessore District...’’ 

SHRl S. M- BANERJEE : This is false. 

SHRl N. K. SANGHI : The report further 
says : 

“...two men of the Indian botder security 
force were captured alive...”. 

And they have also given the names of the 
two captured sepoys as Mohan Lai and 
Pancha. 

SANSAD1YA KARYA TATHA NAU- 
WAHAN AUR PAR1WAHAN MANTRl 
(SHRl RAJ BAHADUR) : Nobody believes 
this abroad; nobody believes this in other 
countries, and nobody believes in it here- 
So, why should this be quoted here ? It is all 
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their propaganda. Why should the hon. Mem¬ 
ber believe this propaganda ? (, Interruptions ) 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : They have also 
given the photographs of these people in their 
newspapers. I would only like to submit that 
there is no need to be agitated over this. It is 
something which has appeared in their press. 
I do not for a moment accept that what they 
have said is true. We arc used to the Gocbbels 
lies, and so we take them at that. But, cer¬ 
tainly, when doubts aie created about our bor¬ 
der security forces, we should have some 
answer from the hon. Minister, since we are 
discussing this very question now. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR Why should it 
be quoted here ? 

SHRIN.K. SANGlll : I want to know 
whether it is a fact that these people had been 
captured... 

MR. SPEAKER ; The hon. Member may 
kindly sit down. I am not going to allow 
him... 

SHRI K. N. TiWARY (Bettiah) : The 
whole thing should be expunged. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: I would not mind 
if hon. Members do not want me to quote 
from it. But 1 would like to draw the attention 
of the hon. Minister to the fact that the ques¬ 
tion of the intrusion by the Pakistan forces is 
a very serious matter. It is not that the;’ have 
killed only 4 members of our border secunty 
forces...... 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : l would submit 
that things of this kind should be expunged 
from the record. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : I am just coming 
to my question. 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member should 
take my permission to quote from it. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : If there is objec¬ 
tion, 1 would not quote further from if. But 
the point is that the minds of the Members 
are very much agitated over this matter that 


there have been serious intrusions and viola¬ 
tions of our territory by the Pakistan forces, 
and the hon. Minister had admitted the fact 
that (here have been such violations, but we 
have not been able to take any action yet; we 
have not been able to shoot down even one 
plane; we have not been able to capture any 
of the Pakisan forces people, although they 
have entered our territory. This is really a 
very serious matter. We certainly do not want 
to go into their territory, but when they come 
into our territory, 1 feel that we should expect 
our border security forces to take them to 
task. This is a matter which is agitating the 
minds of our people. If we cannot really take 
them to task, there is no sense in keeping our 
border security forces. May I ask the hon. 
Minster whether he would take a decision to 
keep our Army on the East-Bengal border so 
that we can take them to task when they 
intrude, because our border security force has 
failed in taking them to task ? We find that on 
the 30th April, the whole population of Cooch- 
Bchar was evacuated and they fled away be¬ 
cause of these attacks. May I know whether 
Government would pay any compensation to 
the Indian citizens who are staying in the 
border and who have suffered colossal losses 
of their houses and homes and their families, 
and take care of them? May I also know 
whether Government would remove the bor¬ 
der security force and replace them by the 
Army as early as possible ? I would like a 
categorical anewer. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; What is your 
ruling about what he quoted remaining on 
record 7 

MR. SPEAKER : 1 am going to examine 
it. if it is objectionable, 1 will have it 
expunged. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; Where did he 
get that paper from ? 

MR. SPEAKER : i am just thinking 
about it. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : From 
the Prime Minister’s Secretariat this morning. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : He has quoted a 
portion from the Pakistan Times. That portion 
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must be deleted from the record ( Interrup¬ 
tions ). 

SHRl PlLOO MODY : I strongly object. 
We; are not living in a closed society. Any¬ 
thing can be said and anything can be quoted. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am going to examine 
it. There is nothing wrong in quoting from a 
newspaper as such. But if there is anything in 
it against the interest of the country, I will 
have to reconsider it. 

SHRI PlLOO MODY : We are mature 
enough to sustain this sort of quote. 

MR. SPEAKER ; But he should, in the 
first instance, not have quoted it unless he had 
brought it to my notice. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The hon. 
member alleged that the Border Security Force 
has not been able to maintain the security of 
our borders, and. therefore, it should be re¬ 
moved and replaced by the Army. All 1 can 
say is that the Border Security Force has been 
handling the situation with great determinati¬ 
on and, if ]. may say so, great success. We 
have repulsed a number of intrusions... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : ** 

MR. SPEAKER : What Shri Samar Guha 
has said is without my permission. It will not 
be recorded. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MrRDHA : The 
Border Security Force is a well-trained, very 
efficient force and it is very wrong to say that 
it has not been able to meet the situation as 
arose. Our instructions to them are very clear 
on this point, all intrusions have to be 
strongly met. I do not think any other thing 
needs to be done about it.

RE. THIRD PAY COMMISSION REPORT 

SHRI S* M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : Sir, 
I have a very important matter which, with 
your permission, I raise. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : No, no. 

SHRI S- M. BANERJEE : It is a very im¬ 
portant matter. 

On the 22nd of this month ws came to 
know from the newspapers that the report of 
the Pay Commission, which was appointed, is 
unlikely this year. The Third Pay Commission 
has ruled out the possibility of being able to 
submit the final report before the end of this 
year. They say that considerable delay may 
take place. I am surprised that the Commi¬ 
ssion makes such a statement. The Govern¬ 
ment can make a statement; I can understand 
that, but if the Pay Commission cannot submit 
the report by the end of this year, 1 think, 
such a commission should be strapped. When 
Shri Vidya Charan Shukla was in the Finance 
Ministry he made a statement that the report 
would be submitted very soon. The Finance 
Minister is here and l would like him to take 
the first opportunity to make a statement. 
The Commission should be asked not to give 
a misleading report. 27 lakhs of Government 
employees are agitated on this issue.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1971-72 

RAIL MANTRI (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA : Mr. Deputy Speaker.;Sir, I rise to 
place before the House the Railway Budget 
estimates for the year 1971*72. 

Preliminary Actuals for 1970 -ji 

2. The Interim Budget presented in the 
month of March revealed that the Revised 
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Estimates for the year 1970-71 would have a 
shortfall of Rs. 23.69 crores. The final figures 
of the year would be available in August on 
the accounts for the year being closed. How¬ 
ever, preliminary actuals of earnings and of 
expenditure for the year are running close to 
the Revised Estimates. The emerging financial 
picture indicates a shortfall of about Rs. 23*88 
crores; the marginal variation being about 
Rs. 19 lakhs from the Revised Estimates. 

3. In the two months of February and 
March, 1971, loadings continued to lag be¬ 
hind the corresponding months of 1970. The 
level of revenue-earning goods traffic for 
1970-71 was then apprehended to be less by 
about 4‘3 million tonnes than the actuals of 
1969-70. The shortfall is likely to increase to 
about 5*2 million tonnes. But the adverse 
swing has been more than neutralised by lon¬ 
ger lead of freight traffic and a larger pro¬ 
portion of high rated traffic. It is estimated 
that goods earnings may show an additional 
income of Rs. 3'31 crores. 

4. Income from “Passengers” and “Sun¬ 
dries” has shown shortfalls of Rs. 3.87 crores 
and Rs. 2*45 sroies respectevely. But they 
have been almost made good by increases of 
Rs. 2'61 crores under “Othpr Coaching” and 
of Rs. 3.31 crores under “Goods”. 

5. The total gross earnings would be 
Rs. 1,006*40 crores as compared to Rs. 1,006. 
80 crores shown in the Revised Estimates. The 
gross traffic receipts now stand at Rs. l,00l’93 
crores,’as compared to Rs. 1,004 00 crores 
envisaged in the Revised Estimates. Gross 
earnings are almost the same as anticipated 
in the Revised Estimates. But Gross Receipts 
have got reduced by Rs. 2 07 crores, due to 
earnings awaiting realisation. 

Ordinary Working Expenses, however, 
would be less than the Revised Estimate of 
Rs. 731*76 crores by Rs. 1*35 crores. The 
Miscellaneous Expenditure including “Open 
Line Works Revenue” is expected to show a 
reduction of about Rs. 52 lakhs. Appropria¬ 
tion to the Depreciation Reserve Fund, the 
Pension Fund, and the Dividend to General 
Revenues remain the same. 


Budget Estimates— 1971-72 

6. The Budget Estimates for the current 
year presented in March, were based on the 
Revised Estimates of the last year and on the 
then existing level of fares, freights and expe¬ 
nses. The latest traffic trends in April are 
slightly adverse. But no change seems to be 
necessary in the Budget Estimates. The total 
gross traffic receipts at the present levels of 
fares and freight rates have, therefore, been 
kept at Rs. 1,044*00 crores, that is, about Rs. 
42 crores more than the Approximates for 
1970-71. Similarly, the estimate of Working 
Expenses in the Budget Estimates, holds 
good. 

7. The Railways, therefore, are faced with 
a shortfall of Rs 33*12 crores for 1971*72 as 
shown in the Interim Budget. 

8. It was envisaged in the Interim Budget 
that the indebtedness of the Railways to the 
General Revenues at the close of 1971-72 
would amount to Rs. 153‘6 crores. It was 
foreseen that the financial position of the 
current year would be worse by nearly Rs. 9*5 
crores as compared with that of 1970-71. 
The prospects of the year do not seem to 
have improved since March. The total gross 
traffic earnings during April, 1971 are short 
by Rs. 1'63 crores over the proportionate 
budget target of Rs. 86 89 crores. If this trend 
continues, it may not be possible to reach the 
level of earnings stated in the Interim Budget. 
The Eastern and South-eastern Railways 
which account for 60 per cent of the tonnage 
carried by the Indian Railway system as a 
whole and hold 40 per cent of the total num¬ 
ber of Broad Gauge wagons, continue to 
cause anxiety. Their very functioning is being 
hampered by daily dislocation of train servi¬ 
ces. Thefts of overhead traction wire, theft of 
tele-communication cables and equipment, 
attacks on trains and staff, organised looting 
of wagons and luggage vans, large-scale thefts 
of wagon fittings and track fittings, have be¬ 
come the order of the day. On Eastern Rail¬ 
way alone, during the first three months of 
the current year, there were as many as 155 
cases of theft of overhead electric wire, 369 
cases of theft of fete-communication cables 
and equipment, 305 cases of attack on trains, 
39 cases of attack on stations and 33 cases 
of assault on railway staff. Hundreds of 
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wagons remain immobilised due to theft 
of brake beams, bearings and other fittings. 
Goods trains have had to be stopped for seve¬ 
ral hours a day in the busy sections in the 
Eastern region due to the theft of overhead 
wires. The two Railways should normally 
have loaded a minimum of 6,500 coal wagons 
daily in the Bengal and Bihar Coalfields. In 
the last few months they have hardly been 
able to load 5,500 coal wagons. It is, there¬ 
fore, that coal supplies to industry, power 
generation, brick kilns have been so unsatis¬ 
factory. The movement of foodgrains has 
also been adversely affected. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY JBOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : What about the Coal wagon racket¬ 
ing by Railway officials recently unearthed in 
Dhanbad ? 72 companies of C R P 2 battalions 
of Border Security Force, Rs. H crores of 
extra fund and Rs. 9 crore more of Central 
Policing were wasted. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : 9. It is not 
the number of wagons but their mobility 
that is now pertinent. The mobility of 
wagons has to be smooth and speedy. 
The toagons should not get stuck in large 
numbers specially in the busy arcas'like Cal¬ 
cutta region. Efficient operation requires 30 
goods trains to run every day from Calcutta 
to Anda! and another 30 from Andal to Cal¬ 
cutta. These trains run mostly at night, 
because large number of suburban and non¬ 
suburban passenger trains have to run during 
the day. Each theft of overhead wire causes an 
interruption in service of about 3 to 4 i hours. 
This time is required for the repairing teams 
to go to the spot with their special equipment 
and reconnect ihc 25,000 V0 !t contact line 
and the catenary. Since there arc at least 
two thefts occurring daily in these areas, the 
House can imagine the extent of interruption 
that is caused to the running of the goods 
trains. The Hon ble Members who arc the 
guardians of national interests have to see 
how compelling is the necessity to take relent¬ 
less measures to restore normalcy. These 
measures have lo be preventive as well as 
punitive. Armed Railway Protection Force 
Units have been already deployed in the spe¬ 
cified pockets for intensive patrolling of the 
track. I have been requesting the Chief Mini¬ 


sters of West Bengal and Bihar to help and 
co-operate in effectively putting down these 
organised thefts and violence. I have been 
discussing with my colleagues of the other 
Ministries for co-ordinating (he needed effo¬ 
rts. I want in particular the help and co-ope¬ 
ration of the concerned trade unions. This 
cumulative and comprehensive move on the 
part of all of us has become imperative. In 
the coming months, we have planned to meet 
as often as required lo combat the menace 
which is turning out to be the enemy inte¬ 
rnal. 

10. Financial performance of railways 
suffers from certain other handicaps. I seek 
your indulgence to explain some of them. 
The Railway Finances are mulcted with some 
social burdens. Rs. 8 crores is the annual loss 
sustained by the Railways on unremunerative 
branch lines. The loss on passenger traffic 
is of the order of Rs. 59 crores. The Railways 
run 5,200 passenger trains and carry 6'6 
million passengers a day. But the income 
from passenger traffic is not sufficient to 
cover its expenses. The passenger fare is be¬ 
low cost and it is virtually enjoying a subsidy. 
The suburban travellers in the three cities of 
Bombay, Calcutta and Madras who hold 
cheap monthly and quarterly season tickets 
have the benefit dfRs. 12 crores of the said 
sum of Rs. 59 crores. 

The preponderance of low-rated and bulky 
commodities like coal, ores, stone, cement, 
fertilisers, foodgrains and salt in the mix of 
the revenue earning traffic is getting accen¬ 
tuated. The originating tonnage of these com¬ 
modities increased by 60% between 1960-61 
and 1969-70, while traffic in the rest of the 
commodities increased by only 16%. In 
1969-70, this group of commodities accounted 
for about 73% of the total revenue earning 
tonnage but contributed only 53% of earnings 
from goods carried. The loss in the transport 
of foodgrains and pulses alone comes to Rs. 
17'5 crores, that on coal to Rs. 12‘0 cu>rcs, 
that on fodder and oilcakes to Rs. 5*8 crores. 
that on ores to Rs. 3'9 crores. The total loss 
ont he transport of all these and other bulk 
commodities came to Rs. 52 crores in 1970-71. 
Naturally the aggregate railway earnings have 
not increased proportionately with the origi¬ 
nating traffic. The Hon’ble Members will 
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agree with me that if Railways are to become 
financially viable again, the profitabilit y of 
the bulk traffic carried should be ensured. 
These may be termed as social responsibil¬ 
ities and the Railways being a public under¬ 
taking has to bear its share. Even so there is 
room for re-thinking on the extent of this 
share. Railway income must be able to meet 
the railway expenditure. 

11. The downward trend in Railway fin¬ 
ances started from 1964-65. The liability for 
Development Fund Works could not be met 
fully from that year nor the full annual divi¬ 
dend liability to the General Exchequer from 
1966-67. The Railways, in consequence, had 
to draw upon their Revenue Reserve Fund 
and later resort to borrowings from General 
Revenues to meet their obligations. The cos¬ 
ts of operation arc annually increasing, 
creating a big lag between the income real¬ 
ised from freight rates and passenger fares 
on the one hand and the working expenses 
on the other. The expenditure on staff which 
accounts for 60% of the working expenses 
has gone up by 72 per cent since 1963-64. The 
price of coal has gone up by 47 per cent, that 
of electricity and diesel oil by approximately 
27 per cent each in the same period. Their 
cumulative effect has pushed up the weighted 
index of cost of operation by 60 per cent. 
The fact of the position is that all the increa¬ 
ses we have effected during this period in 
passenger fares and in freight rates have been 
only 19 - 6 per cent and 22*7 Der cent respect¬ 
ively. The House will therefore, see that the 
Railways recover 36'0 per cent, only of the 
increase in their cost of operation. 

12. Hon’ble Members are aware that the 
interim relief awarded by the Third Pay 
Commission has increased the pay bill of 
the Railways by Rs. 36 crores an year. The 
daily allowance admissible to government 
employees has also been subsequently enha¬ 
nced. This has resulted in an additional 
expenditure of Rs. 13 crores on daily allowa¬ 
nces and running allowances for engine dri¬ 
vers, guards and firemen. The total of all these 
increases amounts to over Rs. 49 crores in the 
annual wage bill during the last twelve mon¬ 
ths alone. In fact, the cost of the staff which 
has been steadily gying up every year has 
more then doubled itself from Rs. 205 crores 
in 1960-61 tp Rs. 465 crores in 1971. 


13. The Hon’ble Members will appreciate 
that these factors and figures have to be so imp¬ 
roved as to put the railway finances on an even 
keel. The proposals I am proceeding to make 
will neither be a big burden, nor adversely 
affect our economy. May I now, with your 
permission, proceed to outline my proposals ? 

Proposals 

14. It is proposed to raise by one step the 
freight classification of commodities now 
charged at class levels 45 and below. But the 
foodgrains and certain export iron ores from 
Kiri burn and Bailadilla will be exempted. 
Commodities now charged at class 25 (for 
wagon loads) which is the lowest class, will 
now be charged at class 27 5, those charged 
at class 27*5 will be charged at class 30 and 
so on up to commodities grouped under class 
45, which will be charged at 47'5. This would 
broadly mean an increase in rates of 8’9% in 
respect of commodities now charged at class 
25, the increase gradually getting reduced to 
5‘3% only for commodities now charged at 
class 45. These low-rated commodities account 
for the bulk of the losses. The classifications 
for 'Smalls’, that is, consignments less than 
wagon loads will be correspondingly refixed. 
This proposal would bring in an extra revenue 
of Rs. 13 70 crores for the full year. 

15. Coal traffic has a separate scale of cha- ■ 
rges. Coal forms about 30*5% of the originat¬ 
ing traffic but accounts for only 19*9% of the 
total earnings. The cost of haulage of coal is 
covered up to a lead of 550 kms. only at the 
existing levei of rates. No change was effected 
in the coal rates up to distances of 800 kms. 
in the last revision of freight rates. The posi¬ 
tion is that the movement of this commodity 
for distances beyond 550 kms. has now be¬ 
come uneconomic. I propose, therefore, to 
increase the freight rates for coal and coke in 
such a manner that the charges cover costs up 
to about a thousand kilometres. The gap be¬ 
tween the costs and the rates beyond this dis¬ 
tance will get slightly reduced. 

16. I, however, propose to give an incen¬ 
tive to encourage train load despatches as well 
as off-season movements. There will be a 
freight discount of 2% for all distances if the 
traffic in coal is offered for movements in train 
loads from one station to one destination 
station on a single forwarding note. There will 
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also be a rebate in the freight rates for coal 
offered for movement for 500 kms. and above 
during the slack season, that is, during the 
months of June to September. This rebate 
will vary from 50 parse per tonne for distances 
beyond 500 kms. to Re. 1/- per tonne for dis¬ 
tances beyond 1500 kms. 

17. The proposal is expected to yield, after 
allowing for the discount and rebate, an extra 
revenue ofRs. 6’5 crores for the full year. 
Even at the revised rates, the loss on the trans¬ 
port of coal will be Rs. 5'5 crores. 

18. I propose next to step up the rates for 
categories of Iron & Steel falling underf reight 
classifications Division A and Division B by 
placing them at a class one step higher than at 
present. In other words, categories of Iron and 
Steel like Rope Wire, Wire net. Hammers, 
Hinges, which are at present charged at class 
82*5. Iron and Steel materials like Bars, Rods, 
Plates which are now being charged at class 
67*5 will be charged at class 70. As at present, 
the 'Smalls’ classifications will be refixed to 
bear the same relationship with the correspon¬ 
ding wagon load classifications. This increase 
is expected to yield an additional revenue of 
Rs. 1*6 crores. 

19. These new freight rates will bring in 
a total revenue of about Rs. 21‘80 crores in a 
full year. But the total revenue deficit is Rs. 
33*12 crores. The gap has to be closed and in 
doing so I have no alternative but to raise 
the passenger fares, spreading the burden on 
all passengers. There has been no increase in 
Third Class passenger fares for the last three 
years even though the costs of operation have 
increased by 15 per cent. I propose the 
increase in passenger fares not on full scale 
but on a very modest scale. There will be no 
change in any class of travel for the first 15 
kms. nor in respect of season tickets. For dis¬ 
tances between 15 and 30 kms, it is proposed 
to increase the Third Class ordinary fares by 
5 paiie per ticket and the Third Class Mail and 
Express fares by 15 paise per tickt; for distances 
between 31 and 50 kms. by 10 paise and 20 
paise respectively for Third Class ordinaty and 
Mali/Express travel, and so on. The maximum 
increase in a Third Class ordinary ticket will 
be only 25 paise for all distances above 200 


kms. and in a Third Class Mail or Express 
ticket Re. 1/- only for all distances above 1,000 
kms. Thus a Third Class Express ticket from 
Delhi to Bombay or Calcutta or Madras or lon¬ 
ger distance will cost only one rupee more, 
which the HonTlc Members will agree is min¬ 
imal. The proposed increases in Third Class 
fares (Ordinary and Mail/Express) are antici¬ 
pated to produce an extra revenue of Rs, 11'60 
croes. 

20. The fares for Upper Class travel inclu¬ 
ding Third Class air-conditioned Chair Car 
arc being enhanced at proportionately higher 
rates, the increases varying from 50 paise for 
the distance zone 16—30 kms. to Rs. 2/. for 
distances beyond 1,000 kms. in respect of 
Third Class air-conditioned Chair Car and 
Second Class (Ordinary and Mail/Express). 
The maximum increase in respect of First 
Class fares is Rs. 3*50 for distances beyond 
1,000 kms. ar.d Rs. 7/* in respect of air-condi¬ 
tioned First Class travel. 

The extra revenue from changes in the 
fares of the Upper Classes is expected to 
bring in Rs. 1‘60 crores. 

21. A Memorandum is being circulated to 
the Hon’ble Members giving the details about 
the proposals both ih respect of freight rates 
and passenger fares. 

22. All these measures together will bring 
in a total revenue of Rs. 35 crores in a full 
year. Since the revised rates can take effect 
only from 1st July of this year, the increase 
in receipts for the current financial year will 
be only Rs. 26 - 25 crores. This will still leave 
a deficit of Rs. 6'87 crores in the current year. 

23. I propose to leave this deficit uncove¬ 
red in the Budget. The efforts I propose to 
make along with the railwaymen of all classes 
from the Chairman, Railway Board, to the 
last gangman, to effect economy and improve 
efficiency will be directed to wipe out this 
deficit. 1 hope to succeed with your goodwill 
and co-operation. I have already initiated 
action to improve the working of the Railways 
so as to achieve better realisations in earnings 
and at the same time economies in expendi¬ 
ture. I have recently bad personal discussions 
with the General Managers of all the Zonal 
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Railways. 1 have formulated general guide¬ 
lines as well as specific financial objectives 
for the year. I have every confidence that the 
Zonl Railway Administrations will do their 
best to fulfil the objectives. 1 have found cost 
consciousness growing at all levels in the 
railway hierarchy and a transparent earnest¬ 
ness to maximise eamings and reduce expen¬ 
diture. Given normalised conditions of work¬ 
ing, there is reason to be optimistic that the 
uncovered deficit will be met by our extra 
efforts. 

Fourth Five Tear Plan—Targets and Outlay 

24. The Railways’ Fourth Five Year Plan 
as originally formulated, envisaged 264*7 
million tonnes of originating goods traffic 
during the last year of the Plan in 1973-74. 
The Plan had forecast 212*35 million tonnes 
in the first year, that is, 1969-70, but the 
actual materialisation was only 207*9 million 
tonnes. With this, the target for 1970-71 was 
revised from 224*6 million tonnes to 217 mill¬ 
ion tonnes in the Budget presented in Febru¬ 
ary 1970. Even this anticipation was up-set 
because of the deterioration in the law and 
order situation, strikes and bundhs in the 
industrial belt of the country and the difficul¬ 
ties in the working of the steel plants both in 
the Public and Private Sectors. The actual 
traffic for the year 1970-71 was 199 million 
tonnes—that is, a fall of 18 million tonnes. 
It, therefore, became necessary to review and 
to scale down, in consultation with the Plann¬ 
ing Commission, thd physical targets from 265 
million tonnes to 240-5 million tonnes. The 
Plan outlay was also reduced from Rs. 1,525 
crores to Rs. 1,275 crores. Steps have conse¬ 
quently been taken to cut down investments. 
The Plan outlay for 1971-72 has accordingly 
been reduced from the original figure of 
Rs. 308 crotes on Works, Machinery and Roll¬ 
ing Stock to Rs. 280 crores, in the Interim 
Budget. The Zonal Railways were directed to 
reduce inventories and expeditiously dispose 
of scrap and released material, thereby elimi¬ 
nating as much dead capital as possible- 

25. Much of the developmental expendi¬ 
ture on line capacity works and electrification 
in the earlier Plans was incurred in the 
Eastern coal-steel belt area. The traffic pattern 
having changed, we have now to develop the 
North-South routes covering three Zones, the 


Delhi-Bombay and the Bo mbay - Ahmedabad 
routes of the Western Railway and the Jolar- 
pattai-OSavakkot section of the Southern 
Railway. 

As the House is aware, the mid-term 
appraisal of Fourth Plan is in progress. We 
arc having three new steel plants and natu¬ 
rally, they require synchronous development 
of the Railways to serve them. It is also likely 
that as a result of the revival of the economy, 
there may be an upsurge in the traffic de¬ 
mands in various parts of the country. We 
are constantly and continuously reviewing the 
position in consultation with the Planning 
Commission and the Economic Ministries 
concerned. The Railway Plan is a flexible one 
and as and when new works arc needed by 
traffic demands, the necessary resources will 
to be found. 

26. J shall now dwell on a few important 
aspects of railway working which deserve 
your consideration. 

Gauge Conversions 

27. Informed public opinion is insistent 
on one gauge for the Indian Railways. The 
Administrative Reforms Commission, in their 
report on Railways, hive stated that the 
multiplicity of guages. presently in use, i9 
irrational and wasteful- Uniformity of gauge 
ensures smooth flow of traffic, increases trans¬ 
port capacity and reduces operating costs. 
The cost of operation on the Metre Gauge 
works out to 50 per cent more than that on 
the Broad Gauge for traffic above certain 
densities. The cost of handling at the break- 
of-gauge transhipment points is also heavy, 
being over Rs.3/-per tonne. Besides, the much- 
complained of thefts—pilferages and damages 
generally take place at transhipment points. 
The British inflicted the multi-gauge system 
on India, though in their own country, they 
strictly adhered to an uni-gauge system. Nor 
has any other advanced country got the multi¬ 
gauge system. The existing four gauges are an 
economic drag on the progress of India. This 
drag has to be done away as soon as 
possible. To begin with, we have to make at 
least a policy decision that no more metre 
gauge and narrow gauge lines will be built, 
that every new line should be broad gauge 
and that from now on, the gradual conversion 
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of metre gauge lines to broad gauge should 
begin. 

28 . I quite understand that an outright 
conversion of the entire smaller gauge systems 
into Broad Gauge is not practicable. It is 
estimated to cost about Rs. 2,000 crores on 
line construction and another Rs. 2,000 crores 
for Broad Gauge rolling stock. But the baffl¬ 
ing unemployment problem facing the coun¬ 
try could be solved to a great extent by under¬ 
taking this mighty task. It wilt presently 
create great employment opportunities and 
bestow on the nation permanent assets. 

29. The Indian Railways have drawn up 
a fifteen-year perspective plan of converting 
about 3,000 route kilometres to Broad Gauge. 
The civil works connected with this Project 
are estimated to cost about Rs. 175 crores. 
Rs. 15 crores are included in the current Plan 
for the purpose, out of which 7'53 crores have 
been spent. 

30. Railways have undertaken surveys 
for a number of conversion projects in vari¬ 
ous parts of the country. Of the survey reports 
completed and received, the following pro¬ 
jects are likely to satisfy the financial criteria. 
These lines are : 

(1) Guntakal-Bangalore; 

(2) Ernakulam-Trivandrum Sections of the 
Southern Railway; and 

(3) Viramgam-Okha and Kanalus-Porbun- 
der sections of the Western Railway. 

Some further data and clarifications have been 
called for from the Railways concerned and 
lhave directed that the examination of all 
these projects should be completed within the 
next three months. 1 expect that these three 
projects would prove to be viable even as 
they arc desirable. I hope that it will be 
possible for me to come up before this House 
for Supplementary Demands for implement¬ 
ing these projects. 

Instant Employment 

31. There are about 41,000 level crossings 
to the country. Now and then an accident 


occurs at one or the other of these level cross¬ 
ings. Almost all of them entail delays to the 
road users. The trains too have to slow down 
when approaching level crossings and to that 
extent running lime gets increased. There are 
innumerable demands for construction of 
over/under bridges from all over the country. 
Each over/under bridge taken up will give 
employment to about 400 persons for a 
period of 6 to 9 months. To finance such 
woiks, “Railway Safety Works Fund” was 
set up some years ago and is fed by contri¬ 
butions from the Railway Revenues. The Rail¬ 
ways will be contributing Rs. 2 28 crores in 
1971-72 towards this Fund an 1 with this the 
accumulation in the Fund will stand at 
Rs. 10-83 crores. 

32. Construction of over/under bridges 
confers three benefits. It avoids accidents, it 
makes for smooth and speedier running of 
trains and road traffic and affords immediate 
relief to the unemployed, skilled as well as 
unskilled. 1, therefore, attach great impor¬ 
tance to it and earnestly propose to launch a 
campaign to build as many over/under bridges 
as possible. For this purpose I need the co¬ 
operation of the State Governments, as the 
construction cost has to be borne half by the 
Railways and half by the State Governments. 
We have accordingly addressed the State 
Governments to this effect. 

33. I will be happy if the entire amount of 
Rs. 10 83 crores is spent this year itself on the 
construction of over/under bridges. These pro¬ 
jects generate immediate employment oppor¬ 
tunities to unemployed graduate engineers. 
Government of India schemes of providing 
employment will also get added potential. 

Modernisation 

34. The principal factor in the growth of 
traffic on the Indian Railways has been the 
movement of bulk commodities like steel, 
coal, iron ore, manganese ore, content etc. and 
their concentration in a few selected areas and 
routes. This is a feature which has created 
special problems for the Railways. The impor¬ 
tant routes of traffic movment began to get 
Saturated under steam traction. The Railway, 
therefore, had to go in for electrification and 
dieselisation of traction. 
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35. The Diesel and Electric traction have 
distinct advantages over the steam traction 
particularly in sections with heavy traffic den¬ 
sity. Steam engines have lower speeds and 
acceleration, less thermal efficiency and haul¬ 
ing capacity. In addition, they require coal¬ 
ing and watering facilities en route. Diesel and 
electric engines with higher speed, better 
acceleration, greater hauling capacity and less 
need for servicing en route are able to achieve 
improved operation and substantial savings 
in working expenses. 

36. .The change over, on a congested sec¬ 
tion, of even a few of the heavier long dis¬ 
tance goods trains to diesel operation can 
bring about sufficient relief and help to defer 
expenditure on costly line capacity works, 
like doubling of track. Dieselisation can be 
introduced selectively in successive steps 
embracing more and more goods services as the 
traffic builds up. For densities of traffic above 
8 to 9 million tonnes per annum, electric 
traction even with its comparatively heavy 
initial capital outlay generally becomes chea¬ 
per than steam or diesel traction. The diesel 
locomotive has, however, this advantage over 
the electric locomotive in that it can be readily 
moved from , one section to another as re¬ 
quired. 

37. Long distance gobds trains and some 
25 pairs of important Mail and Express trains 
have been diesei-ised, covering over 23,000 
route kilometres. 

38. The Indian Railways have a phased 
long-term programme of electrification, 
which, of course, has to be synchronised with 
the capacity to produce electric locomotives in 
the country, the availability of electric power 
and other required materials. The House would 
be glad to know that at present electric 
traction has been introduced on six out of 
nine Zonal Railways, namely, Eastern, South¬ 
eastern, Northern, Central, Western, and 
Southern Railways. During the decade 1960-61 
to 1970-71, 3,330 route kilometrage has been 
electrified. Some of the important sections 
proposed to be taken up during the Fourth 
Plan arc Virar-Sabarmati on the Western 
Railway, Waltair-Kirandul and Panskura- 
Haldia on South-Eastern Railway, Tundla- 
Delhi on the Northern Railway and Madras 
Vijayawada on the Southern/South Central 


Railway. These schemes together will 
electrify 1,758 kilometres and involve an 
expenditure of Rs. 103 crores. 

39. Wc arc, however, facing several diffi¬ 
culties in the transitional phase of moderni¬ 
sation. One major difficulty experienced by 
the Railways in the wake of electrification, as 
already pointed out, is the large-scale recurr¬ 
ing thefts of overhead copper wire and its 
serious consequences. 

40. The development of sophisticated 
methods of signalling, dieselisation. and 
electrification have raised certain staff prob¬ 
lems, in that personnel required to maintain 
and operate these sophisticated items have to 
be specially trained and suitably qualified. As 
Government has decided that no staff would 
be retrenched as a result of modernisation, 
arrangements have been made for retraining 
and proper placement of personnel in the 
operation and maintenance of the new and 
modern equipment. 

41. Yet another problem, which is perhaps 
inevitable in the nature of things, is the exis¬ 
tence of multiple traction on the same route 
during the initial stages of modernisation of 
traction. The Railways are aware of the 
advantages of homogeneous traction on a 
given route and are working towards this end. 
In this context the indigenous manufacture of 
Broad Gauge steam locomotives has already 
been stopped. 

42. The Railways have pressed into service 
high capacity Broad Gauge bogie wagons 
to meet the rising traffic demands particularly 
of the bulk commodities. These wagons have 
a carring capacity of 55 to 65 tonnes against 
the 22 tonnes of the conventional 2-axle 
wagons, and enable the running of heavier 
trains with corresponding increase in through¬ 
put. With their introduction, the permissible 
gross load of fright trains has increased from 
about 2,200 tonnes to about 3,650 tonnes, that 
is by nearly 65 per cent. To ensure the maxi¬ 
mum utilisation of these high capacity wagons, 
they are hauled by multiple diesel or electric 
locomotives in close circuits. 

Administrative Reforms Commission’s Report 

43. The Administrative Reforms Commi¬ 
ssion have, in their report ou Railways, made 
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40 recommendations. The recommendations 
are of far-reaching consequences and cover 
all the important faces of Railway activities. 
The Commission have emphasised that the 
Railways, which are owned by the Nation as 
their largest public sector undertaking, should 
be enabled to function on sound business and 
commercial principles within the framework 
of the policy laid down by the Parliament. 
Government attach great importance to these 
recommendations. Sonic of the recommen¬ 
dations have to * be examined at the highest 
level. So far six recommendations have been 
accepted fully or with minor modifications. 
Other recommendations are under various 
stages of examination. 

Punctuality 

44.1 am fully conscious of the criticism 
made against late running of trains. The pun¬ 
ctuality of passenger trains has suffered much 
this year. The reasons are two-fold. One is the 
interference the trains suffer at (he hands of 
the wire thieves, the chain pullers, and the 
political agitators, with their bandlis, dhar nas 
and attacks. ( Interruption ) The other is the in¬ 
efficiency of the concerned railway employees. 
In the coming year, wc have to devise mea¬ 
sures and methods for combating inter¬ 
ference and punishing inefficiency. 

Look at the number of cases of alarm 
chain pulling alone. In 1969, their number 
was 2,54,932 and it has grown in the very 
next year 1970 to 3,33,911. They are currently 
as high as a thousand a day. 

Passenger Amenities 

45. Continuous efforts arc being made to 
ensure basic amenities at every railway station 
with the resources available. 1 am glad to 
inform the House that the work of providing 
basic amenities like waiting halls, lighting, 
drinking water, adequate booking arrange¬ 
ments at all the stations on the Indian Rail¬ 
ways was completed during 1970-71. Third 
class sleeper coaches which were introduced 
in 1954 are now provided in all mail and 
express trains and certain pessenger trains. 
The total number of third class sleeper 
coaches in use at present on the Indian 
Railways is 1,900. The expenditure on the 


passenger amenities has progressively incr¬ 
eased from about Rs. 2'4 crores per annum 
at the beginning of the First Five Year Plan 
to about Rs. 4 crores per annum in the 
Fourth Five Year Plan. Iam sorry, however, 
to say that amenities provided like lights, 
fans and other eletricai fittings in the existing 
passenger coaches, have become the objects 
of organised thefts. 

46. My predecessor Shri G. L. Nanda did 
his best to effect improvement of passenger 
amenities, fuel economy and elimination of 
thefts and pilferages at important tranship¬ 
ment points. The public co-operation he 
initiated, deserves to be further secured and 
augmented. I am aware much more work 
remains to be done and it will be done. 

Hill Concessions 

47. Concessional return tickets atone and 
a half times the single journey fares are issued 
every year since 1951 during the summer 
months, that is, from 1st April to 31st October. 
The main objective when we started issuing 
these tickets was to attract traffic to certain 
hill stations. Till last year this concession was 
available to some 25 to 40 hill stations from 
any station from where the chafgeable distance 
is 240 knis. or more. The Railways lose about 
Rs. 20 lakhs on account of this concessional 
traffic. There is heavy rush during these 
months not only for journeys by rail but also 
for accommodation at the hill stations. Taking 
all these aspects into consideration, it has 
been decided to limit these concessions this 
year to stations situated at a distance of 400 
kilometres or more from the hill stations. We 
have to see if it is in consonance with econo¬ 
mic justice to continue to accord ihis conce¬ 
ssion to a limited number and a better off 
set of people. 

Labour Relations 

48. The House is aware of the Complaint 
that the management and labour could do 
better. They are undoubtedly doing much. But 
it is time that they do much more so that our 
economic progress may gain added speed. 

49. The President in his Address delivered 
to the Joint Session of Parliament on 2?rd 
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March, 1971, stressed the importance of 
Consulting the leaders of trade unions and 
management in order to evolve sound indus- 
trial relations and to secure increased product¬ 
ivity consistent with a fair deal for lobour. 
Where the means of production are owned by 
the People and private p rofit is not the ruling 
motive, as in the case of the Railways, strikes 
must be abjured as a matter of principle. The 
Administrative Reforms Commission has 
made several recammendations in this regard. 
Performance and production oriented labour 
relations are vital for making the Railways 
truly a Public benefactor. I agree that there 
should be an adequate machinery for quick 
redress of grievances and adjudication of 
disputes between the management and the 
employees. 

50, Pradhan Mantri in her inaugural 
speech at the Conference of Trade Union 
Organisations has said that : 

.labour is a major participant in the 

productive process, and the quality and 
intensity of its efforts are critical in increa¬ 
sing the rate of growth of production and 
therefore of investment in the economy... 
the employed particularly in the organised 
sector, who enjoy a measure of social 
security, should recognise that in our 
country to be employed is in itself a 
privilege. Hence they should not seek 
unilateral gains for themselves but have 
some compassion for those who are will¬ 
ing to work yet are not able to do so 
because of the comparatively low rate of 
capital formation in our country. 

Her advice is wholesome and timely and 
has to be followed if we are to ensure 
economic and social justice embedded in the 
Constitution. 

51. Iam happy to acknowledge that the 
relations with the organized labour during 
the year have continued to be generally cor¬ 
dial and satisfactory. The year has been par¬ 
ticularly hard and trying for the railwaymen, 
specially for those directly connected with 
the movement of trains. Regardless of the 
considerations of personal safety, all ranks 


of railwaymen showed exemplary courage and 
devotion! to duty and gave of their best in 
running the Railways—the ‘life-line’ of the 
Nation. 

52. Labour in particular is wedded to the 
ideal of socialism and rightly so. The over¬ 
whelming majority of us are committed to 
socialism. We have to realise afresh that the 
success of socialism in our country is inter¬ 
linked with the success of our public under 
takings. The Railways are the biggest of our 
public undertakings and therfore, the best 
means of proving the worth of socialism. 

53. Permit me. Sir, to thank you for the 
patient hearing given to me.

GRIH MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA 
MANTRI (SHRI K. C. PANT) : Sir, I beg to 
move the following Resolution • 

“That this House approves the Proclama¬ 
tion issued by the President on the 27th 
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March, 1971, under article 356 of the 

Constitution in iclation to the Slate of 

Mysore.’* 

I beg to move for approval of the Proclama¬ 
tion issued on 27th March, 1971. under Article 
356 of the Constitution in relation to the State 
of Mysore. 

Copies of the Governor's report leading to 
the issue of the Proclamation have been laid 
on the Table of the House. But I shall briefly 
mention the circumstances necessitating reco¬ 
urse to the provisions of Article 356. It may 
be recalled that when in Maich, 1971, discus¬ 
sions were in progress in the State Legislature 
on the Budget proposals for 1971-72, Shri 
Veerendra Patil resigned from the office of 
Chief Minister. His resignation was accepted; 
but the Governor requested him to continue 
in office till alternative arrangements could 
be made. As a result of this development 
the Budget for the year 1971-72 could not be 
passed and the Legislative Assembly was 
adjourned sine die. The Governor held consul¬ 
tations with leaders of opposition parties in 
an effort to constitute an alternative Govern¬ 
ment. He, however, came to the conclusion 
that this was not possible. The business of the 
Government would have come to a standstill 
on 1st April, 1971, because the Budget for the 
financial year 1971-72 had not been passed. 
The Governor, theteforc, recommended that 
the President might take over the administra¬ 
tion of the State under the provisions of 
Article 316. ].n accordance with the recommen¬ 
dation, the Presidential Proclamation was 
issued on 27th March, 1971. Since it was 
still hoped that the formation of an alterna¬ 
tive Ministry in the State would be possible, 
the Legislative Assembly was not dissolved. 

After the issue of the Proclamation, the 
Governor continued his efforts to form an 
alternative Government. When he found that 
this was not possible, he recommended to the 
President that the Legislative Assembly of the 
State be dissolved so that fresh elections 
could be held. On 14th April,'1971, the Presi¬ 
dent dissolved the Assembly by an Order 
under Article 174(2) (b) of the Constitution. 

The Election Commission is undertaking 


intensive revision of electoral rolls in a 
number of States, including Mysore. This 
revision is expected to be completed in 
October this year. Steps will then be taken to 
hold fresh elections to the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly of the State on the basis of the revised 
rolls. 

in accordance with clause 3 of Article 356, 
the Proclamation issued in relation to the 
State of Mysore will cease to operate on 27th 
May, 1971, unless meanwhile, it has been 
approved by the Parliament As 1 have stated, 
it will be possible to hold fresh elections in 
Mysore on the basis of the revised electoral 
rolls after October this year. Therefore, L 
would request the House to grant its approval 
of the Proclamation, so that it may continue 
for a further period of six months.

STATEMENT RE. SITUATION IN 
BANGLA DESH 

PRADHAN MANTRI, PARMANU 
URJA MANTRI, GR1H MANTRI TATHA 
SOOCHANA AUR PRASARAN MANTRI 
(SHR1MATI INDIRA GANDHI) : Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, Sir, ip the seven weeks since 
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parliament recessed, the attention of the entire 
country has been focussed on the continuing 
tragedy in Bangla Desh. Honourable Members 
will recall the atmosphere of hope in which 
we met in March. We all felt that our country 
was poi ( ed for rapid economic advance 
and a more determined aitack on the 
age-old poverty of our people- Even as wc 
were settling down to these new tasks, wc 
have been engulfed by a new and gigantic 
problem, not of our making. 

On the 15th and 16th May, I visited 
Assam, Tripura and West Bengal, to share 
the suffering of the refugees from Bangla 
Desh, to convey to them the sympathy and 
support of this House and the people of India 
and to see for myself the arrangements which 
are being made for their care. I am sorry it 
was not possible to visit other camps this 
time. Every available building, including 
schools and tiaining institution, has been 
requisitioned Thousands of tents have been 
pitched and temporary shelters are being 
constructed as quickly as .[possible* .in the 335 
camps which have been established so far. 
In spite of our best efforts, we have not been 
able to provide shelter to all those who have 
come across, and many are still in the open. 
The district authorities are under severe 
strain. Before ihcylcan cope with those who 
are already here, 60,000 ^norc are coming 
across every day. 

So massive a migration, in so short a time, 
is unprecedented in recorded history. About 
three and a half million people have come 
into India from Bangla Desh during the last 
eight weeks. They belong to every religious 
peisuasion—Hindu, Muslim, Buddhist and 
Christian. They come'from every], social class 
and age group. They are not refugees in the 
sense we have understood this word since 
Partition. They arc victims of war who have 
sought refuge from the military terror across 
our frontier. 

Many refugees are wounded and need 
urgent medical attention. I saw some of them 
in the hospitals 1 visited in Tripura and West 
Bengal. Medical facilities in all our border 
States have been stretched to breaking point. 
Equipment for 1,100 new hospital beds has 
been rushed to these States, including a 400 
bed mobile hospital, generously donated by 


the Government of Rajasthan. Special teams 
of surgeons, physicians, nurses and public 
health experts have been depu'ed to the major 
camps. Special water supply schemes are 
being execut'd on the highest priority, and 
preventive health measures are being under¬ 
taken on a larg®)scaie. 

In our sensitive border States, which arc 
facing the brunt, the attention of the local 
administration has been diverted from normal 
and development work to problems of camp 
administration, civil supplies and security. 
But our people have put the hardships of the 
refugees above their own, and have stood 
firm against the attempts of Pakistani agent- 
provocateurs to cause communal strife I am 
sure this fine spirit will be maintained. 

On Present estimates, the cost to the 
Central Exchequer on relief alon? may exceed 
Rs. 180 crores for a period of six months. 
All this, as Honourable Members will app¬ 
reciate, has imposed an unexpected burden 
on us. 

I was heartened by the fortitude with 
which these people of Bangla Desh have borne 
tribulation, and by the hope which they have 
for their future. It is m'cVcveous to suggest 
that India has had anything to do with what 
happened in Bangla Desh. This is an insult 
to the aspirations and spontaneous sacrifices 
of the people of Bangla Desh, and a calcula¬ 
ted attempt by the rulers of Pakistan to make 
India a scapegoat for their own misdeeds. 
It is also a crude attempt to deceive the world 
community. The world press has seen 
through Pakistan’s deception. The majority 
of these so-called Indian infiltrators are 
women, children and the aged. 

This House has considered many national 
and international issues of vital importance 
to our country. But none of them has touched 
us so deeply as the events in Bangla Desh. 
When faced with a situation of such gravity, 
it is specially important to weigh every word 
in acquainting this House, and our entire 
people with the issues involved and the res¬ 
ponsibilities which now devolve on us all. 

These twenty-three years and more, we 
have never tried to interfere with the internal 
affairs of Pakistan, even though they have 
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not exercised similar restraint. And even now 
we do not seek to interfere in any way. But 
what has actually happened ? What was 
claimed to be an internal problem of Pakistan, 
has also become an internal problem for 
India. We arc, therefore, entitled to ask 
Pakistan to desist immediately from all acti¬ 
ons which it is taking in the name of domestic 
jurisdiction, and which vitally affect the peace 
and well-being of millions of our own citi¬ 
zens. Pakistan cannot be allowed to seek a 
solution of its political or other problems at 
the expense of India and on Indian soil. 

Has Pakistan the right to compel at 
bayonet-point not hundreds, not hundreds of 
thousands, but millions of its citizens to flee 
■ their home ? For us it is an intolerable 
situation. The fact that we are compelled to 
give refuge and succour to these unfortunate 
millions cannot be used as an excuse to push 
more and more people across our border. 

We arc proud of our tradition of tolerance. 
We have always felt contrite and ashamed of 
our moments of intolerance. Our nation, our 
people arc dedicated to peace and are not 
given to talking in terms of war or threat of 
war. But I should like to caution our people 
that we may be called upon to bear still 
heavier burdens. 

The problems which confront us are not 
confined to Assam, Meghalaya, Tripura and 
West Bengal- They are national problems. In¬ 
deed the basic problem is an international 
one. 

Wc have sought to awaken the conscience 
of the world through our representatives 
abroad and the representatives of foreign 
Governments in India. Wc have appealed to 
the Unbed Nations, and, at long last, the 
true dimensions of the problem seem to be 
making themselves felt in some of the sensi¬ 
tive chanceries of the world. However, I must 
share with the House, our disappointment at 
the unconscionably long time which the world 
is taking to react to this stark tragedy. 

Not only India but every country has to 
consider its intesests. 1 think 1 am expressing 
the sentiments of this august House and of 


our people when 1 raise my voice against the 
wanton destruction of peace, good neighbour- 
lincss and elementay principles of humanity 
by the insensate action of the military rulers 
of Pakistan. They are threatening the peace 
and stability of the vast segment of humanity 
represented by India. 

We welcome Secretary General, U Thant’s, 
public appeal. Wc arc glad that a num¬ 
ber of States have either responded or are in 
the process ol doing so. But time is the esse¬ 
nce of the matter. Also the question of giving 
relief to these millions of people is only part 
of the problem. Relief cannot be perpetual, 
or permanent; and we do noi wish it to be 
so. Condition must be created to stop any 
further influx of refugees and to ensure their 
early return under credible guarantees for 
their future safety and well-being. I say with 
all sense of responsibility that unless this 
happens, there can be no lasting stability or 
peace on this sub-continent. We have pleaded 
with other Powers to recognise this. If the 
world does not take heed, we shall be const¬ 
rained to take all measures as may be necess¬ 
ary to ensure our own security and the preser¬ 
vation and development o^ the structure of 
our social and conomic life. 

We are convinced that there can be no 
military solution to the problem of East 
Bengal. A political solution must be brought 
about by those who have the power to do so. 
Wuikl opinion is a great force. It can influ¬ 
ence even the most powerful. The Great 
powers have a special responsibility. If they 
erercise their power rightly and expeditiously 
then only we can look forward to durable 
peace on our sub-continent. But if they fail— 
and 1 sincerely hope that they will not—then 
this suppression of human rights, the uproot¬ 
ing of people, and the continued homeless¬ 
ness of vast numbers of human beings will 
threaten peace. 

This situation cannot be tackled in a parti¬ 
san spirit or in terms of party politics. The 
issues involved concern every citizen. I hope 
that this Parliament, our country and Our 
people will be ready to accept the necess¬ 
ary hardships so that we can discharge our 
responsibilities to pur own people as well 
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as to the millions, who have' fled from 
a reign of terror to take temporary refuge 
Here. 

All this imposes on us heavy obligations 
and the need for stern national discipline. 
We Shall have to make many sacrifices. Our 
factories and farms must produce more. Our 
railways and our entire transport mid commu* 
nication system must work uninterruptedly. 
This is no time for any interplay of regional 
or sectional interests. Everything must be 
subordinated to sustain our economic, social 
and political fabric and to reinforce national 
solidarity. I appeal to every citizen, every 
man, woman and child to be imbued with 
the spirit of service and sacrifice of which, 
1 know, this nation is capable. 

SHR1 SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : All the 
opposition leaders met the Speaker in the mor¬ 
ning when we pressed for the admission of our 
adjournment motion. The Speaker told us that 
he would allow some discussion on the issue 
of Bangla Desh. Then we were informed that 
the Prime Minister would make a statement. 
1 want to know whether there will be a dis¬ 
cussion on the basis of the statement.

"It may be recalled in this connection 
that there was a Bill in the last Parliament 
which sought to lay down norms for the 
selection of Governors, the idea being 
that the Government should not have 
unfettered discretion to indulge in brazen 
political jobbery. It was felt that if the 
appointment could be formally ratified 
either by Pari lament, or the leaders of all 
political parties, the Government would 
be more cautious in making such appoint¬ 
ments. It will be interesting to see whether 
the present Government will revive that 
Bill, or formally codify any guidelines 
for Governors which will cramp its own 
freedom of action. At any rate, there is 
certainly a case for appointing persons 
with administrative experience as Gove¬ 
rnors.”

SHRI K. I.AKKAPPA (TUMKUR) : Sir, 
it is my privilege to commend the imposition 
of President’s rule in Mysore after the 
Government of Mysore headed by Mr. Viren* 
dra Pali! collapsed after the mid-term poll to 
the Lok Sabha. There were inner contradic¬ 
tions in the Government. It was a discredited 
and corrupt Government that was ruling 
Mysore for a long time. The aspiration of the 
people of Mysore to remove that Government 
was fulfilled after the Lok Sabha mid-term 
poll. 

I am very happy that the President’s rule 
has been imposed in Mysore, but unfortuna¬ 
tely, after that, certain* things have been 
happening there which are not good. The 
Governor has made several attempts to see 
that discredited politicians who are followers 
and henchmen of Mr. Nijalingappa and Mr. 
Virendra Patil are appointed as Chairmen of 
various corporations, etc. I would like to bring 
it to the notice of this House that the Gover¬ 
nor is not expected to use his position in this 
manner, taking advantage of President’s rule. 
He must know his limitations and he must 
exercise his powers under the Constitution. 
But this is an utter disgrace that even after 
the President’s rule has been imposed 
there, the Governor has made several attempts 
to do such things in league with the discre¬ 
dited politicians, who are the followers and 
henchmen of Mr. Nijalingappa, during whose 
period so many irregularities and corrupt 
practices have taken place in Mysore. Again 
this has been continuing there and the Central 
Government should take care of the situation 
there. 


The members of the dissolved Mysore Ass¬ 
embly and the Members of Parliament from 
Mysore have several times drawn the atten¬ 
tion of this Government to the pitiable condi¬ 
tion of Mysore, so far as devc'opmental activi¬ 
ties are concerned. Central assistance is so 
meagre. 1 would like to take this opportuniiy 
to urge on the Government to see that the 
various problems confronting Mysore are 
solved. Regarding the border dispute between 
Maharashtra and Mysore and Kerala and 
Mysore, ! submit that the recommendations 
of the Mahajan Commission should be imple¬ 
mented in tolo. 

The Cauvery river water dispute is hanging 
in the air and has not been settled. Mysore 
is suffering without food. The problems of 
Mysore have not been looked into in the 
correct perspective, because all the while under 
the leadership of Mr. Nijalingappa and Mr. 
Virendra Paul, they have helped only their 
own districts and they encouraged regiona¬ 
lism, casteism and communalism in Mysore. 
Therefore, to obviate the difficulties of Mysore, 
the river dispute should be settled. Also, 
there are more than 20 to 25 projects bending 
before the Central Government for sanction. 

I hope and trust that the Irrigation Ministry 
would look into this matter and see that all 
these projects are sanctioned. 

I also demand that an enquiry should be 
held against the Governor of Mysore regard¬ 
ing the appointments made by him during 
the President’s rule. I also want that early 
elections should be held in Mysore in view of 
the peculiar situation developing there. 
We will no longer tolerate President’s 
Rule in Mysore State. So, we would urge on 
this government that early elections should 
be held, so far as the Mysore legislature is 
concerned. 1 think the revision of the voters, 
list has been completed or it is under progress. 
Therefore, by October/November, which 
would be a suitable period, elections should 
be held. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA (Mandya): Sir, I 
welcome the promulgation of President’s Rule 
in Mysore State. With that will come to an 
end the nightmarish rule by a coterie of politi¬ 
cians, whose prime and solo aim was the 
perpetuation of an administration which was 
corrupt and caste-oriented. It so happens that 
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wherever Shri Dliarma Vira goes. President’s 
Rule follows him. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR1 VAJPAYEE (Gwa¬ 
lior) : Dharma Chakra. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : Yes, Dharma 
Chakra and Dharma Vira go together. In the 
circumstances that prevailed in Mysore in the 
month of March there was not much of an 
alternative for the Governor. A government 
which continued in power with manipulations 
and manoeuvres could not last long, because 
the times have changed. The people of Mysore 
had given a verdict against Virendra Patil 
Ministry for the last few years. With the 
cumulative effect of the recent general elec¬ 
tions, the days of the Patil Ministry were 
numbered. But even the bitter critics of Shri 
Virendra Patil and Shri Nijalingappa did not 
expect that this Ministry would collapse so 
soon and so quickly. 

Let me remind the House that not long ago 
35 members of the State Legislature had pre¬ 
sented memorandum to the Prime Minister, 
urging her to initiate a series of inquiries and 
investigations into many irregularities commi¬ 
tted by Shri Virendra Patil and his henchmen. 
When 35 elected representatives of the people 
present a memorandum to the government, I 
think it is the bounded duty of the govern¬ 
ment to initiate a judicial probe. Even now it 
is not too late. We know very many instances 
where the government succeeding the one that 
has fallen has initiated judicial inquiries into 
the various irregularities committed by the 
Ministers during their tenure of office. I feel 
that it is only fit and proper that the charge- 
sheet has got to be looked into by an indepen¬ 
dent agency. No useful purpose would be 
served by entrusting the whole matter to the 
Vigilance Commissioner of the State, because 
that would be only a limited inquiry. What 
the legislators have urged upon the Prime 
Minister and the Government of India is a 
Kairon type of inquiry into the maladministra¬ 
tion of Mysore State. 

My hon. friend, Shri Lakkappa. has drawn 
the attention of the House to some of the 
happenings after the advent of Governor’s rule 


in Mysore State. When the people have given 
their verdict and have thrown out Shri 
Virendra Path's government, it does not befit 
the Governor to nominate ex-ministers to 
head the new corporations that have been 
founded in Mysore State. To quote a few 
instances; a former Minister of State has bent 
nominated to be the Chairman of the Fisheries 
Development Corporation of Mysore; a former 
Minister of State, who resigned along with 
Shri Virendra Patil, has been nominated to 
be the Chairman of the Forest Development 
Corporation; and a former Minister has been 
named to be the Chairman of the Mysore 
State Development Corporation. I would like 
to pose this question: Could not the Governor 
find other suitable men to head these corpora¬ 
tions than those who resigned office only 
yesterday ? 

These are some of the things which the 
people of Mysore are asking the elected repre¬ 
sentatives and, naturally, we as elected repre¬ 
sentatives from Mysore have got in turn to 
pose these questions to the Central Govern¬ 
ment, 

The Governor has also baen taking very 
many administrative decisions. Recently, the 
working hours of the Government of Mysore 
have been curtailed.*The five-day week work¬ 
ing formula has been promulgated in Mysore 
State by the Governor. Representing the rural 
areas in Mysore State, I know how difficult 
it is for a man from a village to come up to 
the district or taluka headquarters. We also 
know that in Government offices delay has 
been a matter of routine. If Government offices 
are closed even on Saturdays, naturally, our 
officers and Government employees would 
work only for four days in fe week. They 
start very late on Mondays, go on till Friday 
and they Jre off on Saturdays and Sundays. 

There has been great public criticism of 
the actions of the Governor. I am not one of 
those wild Ate going to judge the actions of 
the GovetA# from the way he has functioned 
in the last ogij.month, but I would like to 
caution the Governor that he Iras got to take 
public sentiment also into his consideration, 
has got to realise that this is only a stopgap 
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or a transitory arrangement and* as Shri 
Lakkappa has pointed out, has got to realise 
the limitations within which he has to function- 

There is no substitute for popular rule. 
Popular rule might be good; it might be bad. 
It might be efficient or it might not be effici¬ 
ent. But, as votaries of democracy, we do 
realise that there is no substitute for a popu¬ 
lar government. So, I urge upon the Central 
Government and the Election Commission 
that they should immediately go ahead with 
elections in Mysore State. 

It is said that elections could not be held 
till about November. The excuse given is that 
the monsoon would still be prevalent in very 
many areas. Coming as we do from Mysore 
State we know that the monsoon does occur 
in the months of June and July but by about 
the middle of October the monsoon, for all 
practical purposes, would have ceased. We 
learn from the Election Commissioner that 
the revision of electoral rolls has started and 
will probably be over in a month or two. 
Therefore, by the first week or the middle of 
October elections have got to be held in 
Mysore State so that by the end of October a 
popular government could be established in 
Mysore State ahd the people could have con* 
fidence that at long last a really popular elec¬ 
ted government will be i&power. 

Shri Lakkappa has also mentioned some of 
the projects that are pending with the Central 
Government. Mysore S*ate has, no doubt, been 
the recipient of some of the Centrally sponso¬ 
red industries. But as compared to the Central 
aid given to other States in the Union, Mysore 
State’s quota falls far short of it. Simply beca¬ 
use the Indian Telephones Industry, the Hindu¬ 
stan Aircraft Limited, the Bharat Electricals 
Limited and the Hindustan Machines Tools, 
all these industries, are located in and around 
Bangalore, an impression is sought to be crea¬ 
ted in the country that all Central industries 
are being located in and around Bangalore. 
If yo u compare the Central assistance given to 
any other State, you will find that the Central 
assistances to Mysore State falls far short of 
it. So, 1 make out a case on behalf of the 
Mysore State that more Central assistance has 
got to be given to Mysore which is very much 
needed, 


Again, let me make a passing reference to 
the river water dispute. The percentage of 
irrigation in Mysore is hardly 8 per cent as 
compared to 38 per cent in Andhra, 32 per 
cent in Tamil Nadu and about 30 per cent in 
Maharashtra. But in the case of Mysore it is 
only 8 percent. In the Cauvcry basin, the 
Mysore State has brought under irrigation 
about 2 lakh acres of land as compared to 14 
lakh acres of land by the Government of 
Tamil Nadu. The river Cauvery takes birth in 
the Mysore State. Naturally, we have got to 
urge upon the Central Government for cleara¬ 
nce of some of our projects which have been 
pending for quite sometime. 

At times, when I was sitting on that side, 
1 have been a very bitter critic of the present 
Minister of Irrigation. I had also declared that 
so long as he continues to head that Ministry, 
I am afraid, the Mysore State may not get its 
due. Since then, much water has flowed under 
the bridge and I have come to this side and the 
same Minister continues as the Minister of 
Irrigation. Either Dr. K. L- Rao has become 
wiser or I have become wiser. I hope, in the 
next few months, Dr. Rao would make up his 
mind to give Central clearance, even under 
the 1924 Agreement, to some of our very vital 
projects like Hemavati Project which caters to 
the needs of chronically drought-stricken areas 
of Mysore State, Hasan, Mandia and Mysore 
districts. All these areas have been named by 
the Planning Commission as backward areas 
and these areas will have to be given greater 
assistance. 

I urge upon the Central Government to 
give clearance to some of these projects with¬ 
out any more delay because the delay has 
already cost us very much. We have taken up 
the Hemavati Project. No Central assistance 
has been given to us and the State’s Resources 
are not adequate to meet the commitments or 
the Hemavati Project. I again urge upon the 
Central Government and the Prime Minister 
in particular that the people have shown their 
affection for the Prime Minister and they have 
all their hopes that the Prime Minister will be 
the deliverer of goods so far as Mysore State 
is concerned. By one stroke, they have got rid 
of the Virendra Patil Government and streng¬ 
thened the hands of the Prime Minister. It is 
very necessary that the Prim© Minister should 
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reciprocate the good will that the people of 
Mysore have shown to her, and the minimum 
that she could do is to provide Central assis¬ 
tance and their clearance to the Hemavati Pro¬ 
ject. I am sure that the House will appreciate 
Mysore’s case in this regard. 

Before I conclude, let me caution once 
again that the Governor has got to take note 
of the change of times. He has to take note of 
the change in the mood of the people of 
Mysore. He has also got to lake no'e of the 
constitutional limitations that have been put 
on the Governor. After all, he is not an 
elected Governor. He is nominated by the 
President. Now, the Governor has taken upon 
himself to rule the Mysore State without the 
aid of advisers. If he had asked for the advisers, 
probably, the Home Ministry would have sent 
some senior civil servants from Delhi to advise 
and assist the Governor. But the Governor 
himself who was a civil servant of quite a good 
reputation feels that he is big enough to man 
the entire administration singlehanded, i hope, 
ihe Governor will seriously look into some 
of the questions we have raised. 

With these words, I whole-heartedly support 
the promulgation of the President’s Rule in 
Mysore State and I only hope that during the 
Governor’s regime, the administration will get 
toned up, the administration will get geared 
up, to take upon the gigantic tasks that lie 
ahead of the people of Mysore State. 

SHR1 M. K. KRISHNAN (Ponnani): *Sir, 
I take this opportunity, and 1 think it is 
my privilege, to speak in my own mother 
tongue—M aiayalam. 

Sir, the Resolution that has been intro* 
duced here is that this House should approve 
the Proclamation made by the president on 
27th March taking over the administration of 
Mysore State. Takmg part in this debate my 
hon. friend Shri Kiishna said that wherever 
Shri Dhainm Vira goes, he is followed by 
president’s Rule and mat is why Mysore has 
been faced with this unfoitunate situation. 
After the Indian Constitution came into 
existence we have had several general elec¬ 


tions and if we examine those elections, not 
in detail but even in a general way, we will 
find that from the first general c'ections in 
1952 to the elections held in 1971, Article 
3:6 of the Consiitut : on has been made use of 
by the Ruling Party to topple those govern¬ 
ments in States which weie formed by parties 
other than the Ruling Party at the Centre. 

After the general elections in 1952 this 
Article was used in PEPSU for the first time. 
Shri Dharma Vira was not ihe Governor 
there. After 1952 it was used in the State of 
Travancorc-Cochin. There also Shri Dharma 
Vira was not there. Afier that, in ail elections, 
especially after the elections iu 1967, in the 
States where non-Congress Governments came 
into power this Article was used to topple 
those Governments. In all those States, Shri 
Dharma Vira was not there. After the 1967 
elections in several States, governments 
belonging to parties other than the Congress 
came into power. In all those States this 
Article 356 was used to bring in President’s 
Rule. Today, Bihar and Gujarat are also 
passing through a similar situation. 

Therefore, the use of article 356, as far 
as our country is concerned, has been resorted 
to only as a result cf the policy followed by 
the Ruling Party not to allow £any other 
party to come into power. This is the first 
point I want to make and this is what 1 want 
to tell Shri Krishna also. 

When the Mysore Budget was discussed 
in the previous session of this House, I had 
the opportunity of making certain comments. 
I want to repeat them now. The Ruling Party 
does not want any other party to be in power 
in any State and if there is any State where 
any other party is in power, the Ruling Party 
at the Centre does everything to topple it. 
After the 1967 elections, as I said before, in 
many Stales non-Congress Governments came 
into power cither as DF governments or in 
any other form. The policy of the Ruling 
Party has changed now. The Ruling Party 
makes members defect from the State Govern¬ 
ments and thus makes them to have only a

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minority support. Mysore is an example of 
that. 

What happened in Mysore ? In Mysore 
the Government was of the Congress (O). 
Some Members (of Congress (O) were made 
to defect to Congress (R) and thus it became 
a minority government. The defectors were 
promised that a new government would be 
formed by Congress (R). Wisely Shri Virendra 
Patil, said that because the^majority was on 
his side he had the right to form another 
Government and those who defected from his 
party should go back to give him support. 
When this was done he said that he did not 
want to form a Government and advised the 
Governor to dissolve the assembly and order 
fresh election. 

Sir, to prevent defection why is it that 
the Government is not thinking of bringing 
a legislation ? Those who defect should be 
made to resign their seats and face the elec¬ 
torate again. If such a legislation is brought 
then only we will be able to stop defection. 
We have made this suggestion on earlier 
occasions also but the Ruling Party is not 
prepared to bring such a legislation. Only 
when they are prepared to bring such a 
legislation the elected governments in States 
will be able to function properly. I emphasise 
that my party is of the view that such a legis¬ 
lation should be brought in immediately. With 
these words, Sir, I couclude my speech. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM (Coimb¬ 
atore) : Mr. Chairman, Sir nobody need shed 
a tear over the fall of the Virendra Patil 
Government in Mysore. It was in conformity 
with the mandate of the people Still as my hon. 
friend Shri Krishnan has said. President’s rule 
or Governor’s raj cannot be a substitute for a 
popular government, however inefficient and 
however unpopular the latter may be. So I 
would like to stress this point that since they 
are taking over the government there, the 
Central Government should give an assurance 
along with this taking over that elections will 
be iield soon, and they should give a firm 
deSd-line so that the tendency to continue 
the Governor’s rule would he avoided. 

If we take Mysore particularly, I feel that 
a popular government could have been there 
if the alternative had been explored and the 


lack of unity which was manifested had been 
overcome. 

I am afraid, after the Delhi Corporation 
elections, the tendency to postpone elections 
may be there. So I would like Parliament to 
have an assurance from Government that 
elections will be held in the near future with¬ 
out undue delay. As Shri Lakkappa said, 
everything is ready; the electoral rolls are 
ready, and there is no reason why the elec¬ 
tions should be postponed. 

Secondly, it was urged that a settlement 
of the Kavery waters dispute should not be 
postponed. I suppose they do not mean to say 
that unitaterally the impetuous Governor 
should go ahead with the construction of the 
Hamavati dam. All the parties in Mpsore 
may support Shri Dharma Vira on this. But it 
should be a settlement of the dispute as 
between Mysore and Tamil Nadu by discus¬ 
sion, and not in the interest of one as against 
the other. Since there is no popular 
government in Mysore now, a settlement of 
the'dispute need not be postponed. The Gover¬ 
nor’s rule should not be trotted out as an 
excuse for dragging on this dispute. In spite 
of Governor’s rule, the Centre can effectively 
intervene and help settle it. 

So stressing these two points, that elections 
must be held without unduej delay and an 
assurance should be given to that effect, and 
that the Kavery waters dispute should not be 
dragged on but settled as quickly as possible 
in spite of President’s rule, I support the 
Resolution as the Virendra Patil Govern¬ 
ment could not continue. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am thankful to the 
hon. members who participated in the debate • 
and for the support they have given to the 
Resolution! 1 had the privilege of moving 
earlier. 

My hon. friend who spoke last, is Mala- 
yalam, alone of all the speakers seemed to 
have ignored the realities of the situation that 
existed in March in Mysore. If he had gone 
over the facts carefully-—and I had recapitu¬ 
lated them in my opening statement today—he 
would have seen that there was hardly any 
alternative, as Shri Krishna said, to the 
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issue of the Presidential Proclamation 
under Art. 356 of the Constitution, in relation 
to the State of Mysore. 1 need hardly go over 
the facts which I placed before the House in 
my opening statement; l can only say 
that the Governor, after satisfying himself 
that a Government could riot be formed, 
recommended that the President do issue 
a Proclamation, and that recommendation 
was accepted. 

Shri Balathandayutham referred to the 
Kavery waters dispute with some feeling, lie 
alluded to the possibility of another govern¬ 
ment being formed, if only further explora¬ 
tions had been held. ! do not at all want even 
by implication to question the judgement of 
the Governor. Wc accepted it. But if the 
House will recall the situation that existed 
then, the only possible Government that could 
have been formed was of our party; there was 
very little possibility of any opposition party 
being able to form a government. If at all a 
government was not formed and further 
explorations were not held, it was not to deny 
an opposition party the chance to form the 
government; if at all anyone was denied this 
chance, it was our party. I think that, in the 
context of what has been said in the House 
today and in the past about the need to take- 
some action to discourage defections, it was 
a healthy thing that was done and it was the 
right thing that was done. 

Many Members have referred to the need 
to bring forward a law about defections. 
Members ol the House who were in the 
previous Lok Sabha will recall that a Commi¬ 
ttee which had been set up to go into this 
question made certain recommendations and 
a Bill was drafted on the basis of the consen¬ 
sus which was evolved in the Committee, 
and this draft Bill was discussed with the 
leaders of the opposition by the Prime Mini¬ 
ster, After that, the leaders of the opposition 
were requested to let us have their specific 
and concrete suggestions jn regard to the 
Defections Bill. We have been issuing remin¬ 
ders to the opposition leaders'so that all of 
them may reply and give us the benefit of 
their suggestions. Some of them have replied, 
but not all of them, and that is the position 


at the momment. Wc have not received replies 
from all of them, wc have sent them remind¬ 
ers and wc hope that it will be possible for 
us to have a consensus on this Defections Bill 
and to bring forward a Bill as early as 
possible. We would like to do so. That is why 
we held discussions even before the elections 
in the matter *at the level of the Prime Mini¬ 
ster, but since at that particular meeting 
there were differences of opinion and further 
suggestions were promised, we thought it 
proper to await those suggestions fiom the 
leaders of the opposition. 

Then there was a reference by Shri Bade 
to certain guidelines or norms that were evo¬ 
lved after the 1967 General Elections for the 
Governors in the discharge of their discretion¬ 
ary functions. The House will recall that the 
then Home Minister Shri Chavan had consu¬ 
lted five leading Jurists of the country and 
he later held discussions with the leaders of 
the opposition, leaders of various political 
parties, on the result of his consultations with 
the jurists and there appears to have been a 
certain measure of agreement at their meeting 
and three points of concensus emerged at that 
meeting. • 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi) : What are 
those three ? 

SHRi K. C. PANT : You know them, 
they have come before the House in the past. 

Before commending these particular points 
to the Governors, the Government wrote to 
the leaders of the opposition and sought their 
consent in this matter. Despite many remind¬ 
ers, replies from only a few leaders have been 
received, and inspite of this, the points of 
concensus have been con vcyed by us to the 
Governors and the points which were men¬ 
tioned by the jurists have been brought to 
their notice. 

On the other issues like the water dispute, 
boundary dispute and so on, 1 hope the House 
will agree with me that this is hardly the occ¬ 
asion to go into these very complex issues. 

I would only like to say that I hope that 
these disputes are resolved in a spirit of amity 
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and co-operation and that, whether it is the 
Maharashtra-Mysorc dispute or the water 
dispute, we, that is our Government here, 
will be very happy to find solutions emerging 
which would bring satisfaction to all concer¬ 
ned. It is not a question, as one Member put 
it. of our taking advantage of these disputes. 
The Centre is only interested in trying to 
find an amicable solution to these disputes 
and it is only when the parties cannot come 
to a settlement amongst themselves that we 
try to help out in arriving at solutions. 

Two or three Members referred to the 
fact that we should have early elections. We 
would like to have as early an election as we 
can. We are never interested in extending the 
President’s rule, and we do hold elections in 
all the States where President’s rule is prom¬ 
ulgated as early as the circumstances permit. 
Shri S. M. Krishna said that we should have 
an immediate election, but then he himself 
went on to say that the monsoons would end 
in mid-October, and suggestd that we should 
have the elections then. Even if the process 
is started today, it takes six-weeks to two 
months in order to actually hold the elections. 
Therefore, all these factors have to be kept 
in mind in deciding upon a particular date. 

I have already said in niy opening state¬ 
ment that the Election Commission is revising 
the rolls. The House is aware that in many 
areas in the country I cannot speak for all- 
the rolls were defective daring the last elec¬ 
tions and most of us are aware that the rolls 
were defective and this has been brought to 
the Election Commission’s notice by various 
persons concerned, and therefore, they arc 
trying to icvisc the electoral rolls, in other 
States including Mysore, and this revision is 
expected to be completed in October this 
year, and steps will be taken to hold fresh 
elections to the Legislative Assemblies of the 
States on the basis of the revised rolls. It is 
only this factor that will have to betaken 
into account. Subject to this, w»e arc of cou¬ 
rse as interested as any lion. Member of this 
house in seeing that the elections are held 
there as early as possible. 

Sir, certain reftrcnccs were made to the 
development of Mysore. Shri S, M. Krishna 


referred to the fact that he used to criticise 
Dr. Rao when he sat opposite, but now that 
he has come over to this side, he sees it in a 
new light. Both Shri Krishna and Shri Lakk- 
appa perform a dual function which suits 
Shri Lakkappa particularly when there is no 
opposition Member from the State of My¬ 
sore. Therefore these friends in our party 
have to perform a dual function and it is in 
recognition of this dual function that 1 app¬ 
reciate thcii references to the developmental 
needs of Mysore. 

Sir, Mysore is a beautiful State with a 
great deal of potential for development. 1 
would only hope that during the President’s 
rule, it will be our lot to assist the State in 
its development and to be effective in how¬ 
ever small a measure to promote the welfare 
and the well-being of the people of Mysore. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The question is : 

"That this House approves the Proclama¬ 
tion issued by the President on the 27th 
March, 1971, under article 356 of the 
Constitution in relation to the State of 
Mysore."

MOTION RE : ANNUAL REPORT OF 
UNIVERSITY GRANTS COMMI¬ 
SSION FOR 1968-69 

SIUKSHA AURSAMAJ KALYAN MAN- 
TRALAYA MEN UP-MANTRI (SHRI D. P. 
YADAVA) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, I beg to 
move : 

"That the Annual Report of the University 
Grants Commission for the year 1968-69, 
laid on the Table of the House on the 15th 
May, 1970, be taken into consideration.’’ 

Though the report was laid on the table of 
the House nearly twelve months ago, it was 
not found possible to have it discussed earlier 
for want of time. 
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I may now invite attention to some of the 
salient points mentioned in the report before 
the House. 

India today has one of the largest educa¬ 
tional systems in the world, with a total enrol¬ 
ment exceeding 70 million and over 2 million 
, teachers. The pace of growth and expansion in 
the field of higher education has in recent 
years been extremely rapid. The student enrol¬ 
ment has been rising at an average rate or 13 
1 per cent per annum. It rose from 11*55 lakhs in 
1961-62 to 27'93 lakhs in 1969-70. This shows 
that the enrolment has increased 2j times over 
a period of 8 years. The annual increase in 
enrolment has been of the order of 2 to 3 lakhs. 
This equals approximately the total enrolment 
in higher education in the United Kingdom. 

The number of universities has risen from 
only 20 in 1947 to 83 today. The number of 
_ colleges has risen from 1,783 in 1961-62 to 
3;297 in 1969-70. This shows that about 1,500 
new colleges have come into existence during 
the last 8 years. 

The total strength of the teaching staff in 
the university departments and colleges rose 
from 63,063 in 1961-62 to 1,19,062 in 1969-70. 
The increase was about 90%. 

In recent years, the percentage increase in 
the output of graduates was significant in the 
field of science, commerce, education, medi¬ 
cine, engineering and technology. 

There has been a spectacular growth in the 
volume and diversity of academic achieve¬ 
ments in different fields and at various levels. 
The extraordinary tempo of growth and expan¬ 
sion has naturally imposed a severe strain on 
educational system, as regards the provision 
of basic needs and facilities, as well as the 
maintenance and improvement in standards. 
Within the resources available, the commis¬ 
sion has made a planned and concerted effort, 
to meet the challenge of the unprecedented 
expansion, involving a considerable extension 
of the existing facilities, as well as the need 
for raising the level and quality of academic 
achievement, 

* 

l may briefly refer to some of the impor¬ 


tant steps taken by the Commission. The exis¬ 
ting syllabi and facilities for advanced studies 
in various subjects have been reviewed by 
expert committees, and suggestions made for 
their improvement and modernization. Various 
aspects of the examination system have been 
carefully examined, and recommendations 
made for improving the procedures for assess¬ 
ment. A number of universities have already 
modified or re-structured their courses, and 
introduced the semester or tri-semester system 
in one form or another. Some universities 
have adoted the system of sessional assess¬ 
ments and revised methods of continuing 
assessment. 

Questions relating to student welfare have 
been examined and steps taken to improve the 
conditions in which students live and work. 
Funds have been provided for hostel acco¬ 
modation, student homes, non-resident student 
centres, and a number of other student welfare 
programmes. The Commission has recently 
formulated a programme for assistance to the 
universities and some selected colleges for the 
establishment of health centres. Financial 
assistance is being given to colleges for the 
establishment of book banks where from 
students can borrow textbooks for the period 
of their studies. A*scheme for setting up study 
centres in various towns and cities has also 
been formulated which will provide reading 
room facilities and easy access to the books 
needed for various courses of study- 

The Commission has already emphasised 
the need for a suitable consultative machinery 
in the universities and colleges for considering 
the genuind needs and difficulties of the stu¬ 
dent community, and taking expeditious action 
for removing them. The question of student 
participation in the affairs of universities and 
colleges, which has been discussed at length, 
has been carefully examined by a Committee 
appointed by the University Grants Commi¬ 
ssion. The first part of the report of the Com¬ 
mittee will soon be available. 

The programme of cummer institutes, semi¬ 
nars and orientation courses, for acquainting 
teachers with new concepts, perspectives and 
techniques, with a view to imroving their 
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professional competence has grown in dimen¬ 
sions over the years. The Commission has 
continued to provide financial assistance to 
teachers for research and learned work- The 
services of selected teachers arc being utilised 
after their superammuation. Travel grants are 
available to teachers and research workers to 
enable them to visit and work at centres of 
research or advanced study in the country, 
and for attending academic conferences 
abroad. 

A major programme undertaken by the 
Commission for encouraging the pursuit of 
excellence in specific fields, and raising the 
level of academic achievement at the postgra¬ 
duate and research levels, is the development 
of centres of advanced studies in the univer¬ 
sities. Thirty university departments are at 
present functioning as centres of advanced 
study, and provision has been made at these 
centres for scholarships and fellowships which 
have enabled them to attract talented students 
and teachers from various parts of the country. 
During 1969-70, over 700 scholars were enga¬ 
ged in research at the different centres of 
advanced study, and more than 600 research 
publications were produced by the academic 
staff associated with the centres. 

The Commission has also been supporting 
the development of centres of postgraduate 
studies at suitable places under the auspices 
of the universities concerned. A number of 
such centres have already started functioning. 

Under a special programme relating to 
area studies, steps have been taken to develop 
a few centres in the universities for under¬ 
taking specialised studies and research relating 
to the life, institutions, culture, etc. of a 
number of countries and regions with which 
India has close relations. 

A new programme for qualitative improve¬ 
ment of teaching in the physical, mathematical 
and biological sciences in predominantly 
undergraduate colleges, under the auspices 
and guidance of the universities concerned, 
has been initiated- Outstanding teachers and 
research workers are selected every year as 
national lecturers for visiting a number of 
universities and colleges, to lecture on recent 
developments in their specialised fields, and 


to participate in programmes of advanc ed stu¬ 
dies or research. 

The development expenditure incurred by 
the Commission has risen steadily, from Rs. 
11-56 crores in 1966-67 to Rs. 2153 crores in 
1970-71. However, it has to be emphasised 
that the rapidly changing and dynamic situa¬ 
tion in the field of higher education calls for 
a commensurate investment of resources, Edu- 
national reconstruction needs ideas, which 
are not in short supply, as well as adequate 
resources. The Education Commission (1964- 
66) observed : 

“The absolute amount per capita spent by us 
in education is about J/100th of that spent 
by a highly industrialised country like the 
USA. Japan, and the USA and the USSR 
are spending considerably more than 6 per 
cent of the GNP on education, about 
twice as much as India.” 

1 hope, the honourable members will agree 
with me that, within the resources available, 
the Commission has done commendable work 
in the field of higher education and has initia¬ 
ted and implemented significant programmes 
for the promotion and development of univer¬ 
sity education in the country. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Motion moved • 

“That the Annual Reports of the University 
Grants Commission for the year 1968-69, 
laid on the Table of the House on the 
15th May, 1970, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE (Burd* 
wan): Sir, today we are di scussing the Report 
of the University Grants Commission for the 
year 1968-69 when we are in May 1971, When 
we discuss the report of an important commi¬ 
ssion like this after two years it loses all its 
topical interest and it will really be an exer¬ 
cise in futility because by the time this august 
House has discussed the report another two 
years have passed during which the Commi¬ 
ssion has functioned without the benefit of the 
deliberations of this august House available 
before the Commission for their consideration. 
Therefore, I would submit that in future time 
must be found to discuss important reports 
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like this as early as possible so that the sugge¬ 
stions which ate given when deliberations 
take place in this House can be taken note of 
for the future functioning of the Commission. 

The report of the Commission is for the 
year 1968-69—1 regret to say that the speech of 
the Deputy Minister also, is nothing but a 
mere maze of figures it is a narrative of 
certain figures—and we do not have cith¬ 
er in the report or in the speech of the Deputy 
Minister anything about the future programme 
and how the objectives of this Commission 
have been achieved during the year under 
consideration. 

Although the objectives of this Commission 
are very limited, it still has some useful role 
to play in the promotion and coordinaiton of 
university education in this country. 1 am 
sorry to say that while one goes through the 
report, one will not find anything with regard 
to any project for coordination of university 
education in this country. Merely saying how 
funds have been distributed in a particular 
year will not solve the problems which we are 
facing. If the Commission thinks that it is 
nothing but a distribution agency of the 
money which has been sanctioned by the 
Government, 1 submit, the Commission does 
not fulfil its objective and does not discharge 
its function as the statute provides. Merely 
mentioning a quantitative growth of financial 
grants docs not achieve the object for which 
this Commission has been set up. 

As you know. Sir. one of the objects for 
which this Commission has been set up is the 
promotion and coordination of university 
education and the determination and main¬ 
tenance of standards of teaching, examination 
and research in universities. Therefore, merely 
saying that certain sums of money have been 
spent for a particular project, does not mean 
that we are achieving coordination and promo¬ 
tion of university education in the country. 

lam soriy to say that the report of the 
Commission is vitally lacking in showing any 
qualitative growth or improvement in the con¬ 
tent of real education in the country. Merely 
quantitative analysis of their achievement docs 
not suit the purpose for which the Commission 
has been set up. 


The object, that is, to promote and coor¬ 
dinate university education, cannot be achie¬ 
ved by tackling university education alone 
because university education cannot stand in 
isolation. It has to be considered whether, 
without a proper approach and without tackl¬ 
ing the problem of secondary education in the 
country, there can be a proper development 
and promotion of university education. We are 
sorry to find that school leaving students are 
not properly equipped to derive real benefit 
from univcisity education that is provided in 
this country. Therefore, although education is 
a State subject, there must be some coordina¬ 
tion between secondary education and univer¬ 
sity education, because students who are join¬ 
ing universities, because of sub-standard 
higher secondary education in some of the 
States, are not getting the real benefit of uni¬ 
versity education in the country. 

It is also necessary in this context to consi¬ 
der whether the three-year degree course that 
has been encouraged by the University Grants 
Commission in this country has achieved its 
purpose or not. It is very relevant to consider 
because before the introduction of this eleven- 
year course in the higher secondary schools 
and the three-year degree course, higher edu¬ 
cation was being imparted in colleges under 
the aegis of universities. Now, when the 
schools were given the responsibility of intro¬ 
ducing the eleven-year course, proper facilities 
were not made available to them. Many of the 
schools, which arc now supposed to have high¬ 
er secondary standards, have not got ade¬ 
quate laboratories, proper libraries and proper 
classrooms. They have ill-equipped teaching 
facilities and there are not properly qualified 
teachers also to teach them different subjects 
like science subjects, which previously were 
being taught in colleges only. 

Therefore, my submission is that for the 
purpose of achieving the objects for which 
this Commission has been set up it is necessary 
that there must be a proper and real coordi¬ 
nation between school education and college 
education. We have to see that a proper bala¬ 
nce is achieved between college education 
and school education so that facilities, which 
are given by university education, can be pro¬ 
perly utilised by students. 
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There are one or two special topics to 
which 1 would like to draw the attention of 
the Government. One is about the restriction 
that is imposeJ upon sponsored colleges. So 
far as colleges are concerned, there is a dis¬ 
tinction between the Central University coll¬ 
eges and the sponsored colleges. So far sis 
the grants to these sponsored colleges are 
concerned, they can receive the grants provi¬ 
ded they make their matching contributions. If 
these sponsored colleges are unable to make 
their matching contributions, they cannot 
receive the grants from the Government that 
arc provided by the University Grants Commi¬ 
ssion. Therefore, in many cases, many of the 
sponsored colleges are unable to take advant¬ 
age of the grant because they are unable to 
make their own matching contribution. So 
long as they do not make their own contribu¬ 
tions, they cannot take advantage of the 
grants and these grants lapse. 

Although we can say that so much funds 
were made available, these are not properly 
utilised for the purpose of giving help to 
many of the sponsored colleges because 
they*cannot make their own matching contri¬ 
butions. Now, because of lack of funds, these 
sponsored^colleges are unable,Jo make their 
matching contributions. Therefor;, to put it 
as a condition precedent to the availability 
of grants to these sponsored .colleges that they 
must first make their contribution out of 
their own share of funds out of their own 
coffers, would create difficulties in the 
working of the colleges and.would really affect 
the proper growth and development of these 
sponsored colleges. 

In many of these colleges, there are tea¬ 
chers and professors who are not getting their 
salary regularly. Therefore, it is a matter 
which requires immediate and urgent consi* 
deration at the hands of the authorities. 

In this connection. 1 may mention one 
college, a very well-known college in west 
Bengal, that is, K. N. college at Barhampur. 
Here also, that difficulty is being faced. It is 
a very old college; it is a very good institution 
and it has a very good record of educational 
standard. But they are facing this difficulty. 
In respect of the Central University Colleges, 


there is no such restriction of providing mat¬ 
ching contributions and, therefore, they are 
not facing any difficulty and Ihcy are getting 
the money without any matching contribu¬ 
tion. 

Thcn.it is regretable that the University 
Grants Commission in their Report under 
consideration has not made any reference to 
the provision relating to having more labora¬ 
tories in each of the colleges for different 
science subjects and also for adequate class 
rooms, adequate accommodation for the 
students and for the construction of hostels 
and teachers’ quarters, etc. for these col leges. 
All litis does not find any place in the Re¬ 
port. 

Further, I would like to draw the atten¬ 
tion of (he hon. Deputy Minister to another 
college by the name of the Ramakrishna 
Mahaviuyalaya at Kailasahar in Tripura. For 
the last three months, the teachers have not 
got their salary because of lack of funds. The 
college authorities made a proposal to the 
Government ofTiipura for taking overt he 
management of the college. They say, “We 
are short of funds. We are not getting funds 
adequately,:,We cannot run it. Please take 
over the management of the college.’’ A team 
from the Calcutta University went to Tripura 
for the purpose of investigation and they 
recommended the taking over of the mana¬ 
gement of the college with all the existing 
staff. The condition that vwas put by the 
University of Calcutta was that the college 
concerned should be taken over {but all the 
existing staff of the college should be absorb- 
bed in the respective posts. But the Govern¬ 
ment of Tripura is unable to accept it. They 
have refused to accept that condition. They 
say, ‘ ‘No. We shall not take over the college 
with the existing staff.” 

These are the cases which show that the 
University Grants Commission have not been 
able to discharge their role properly. Here is 
an old college with a high standard of educa¬ 
tion and good reputation- But it is unable to 
make both ends meet. It is almost; on the 
verge of being clos ed down. They are asking 
for grants; they are asking for Government 
support. But that is not coming. At the 
moment,: the teachers are not getting any 
salary. Under such state of affairs, one can 
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hardly imagine that proper educational stan¬ 
dard will be achieved. While making this 
reference to the 11-ycar course, 1 wish to bring 
to the notice of the honourable House that 
the time has come for us to reconsider whe¬ 
ther the object with which the 11-year course 
was introduced has served its purpose or not. 
The schools are finding it difficult to maintain 
appropriate standards for imparting education 
to the students in the subjects which were 
previously not taught within the 11-year 
course but were taught in colleges. Therefore, 
it is high lime that we reconsider the situa¬ 
tion and we should try to find out whether we 
should go back to the 10 year course. 

Because, after all, the education that was 
being given by the colleges under the aegis 
of the Universities was serving the purpose, 
though it had limited object, no doubt, but 
now with the difficulty and the strain that are 
being put on the colleges, they are unable to 
develop. Therefore, I would respectfully subm¬ 
it that we should give immediate consideration 
to this subject, namely, whether the 11-year 
course should be continued or not. 

Continuation of the 11-year course has 
brought about this situation namely when 
3 year degree course is introduced in univer¬ 
sities, we find students coming to universities 
and colleges without attaining proper educa¬ 
tional standards. 

The University Grants Commission as well 
as the speech of the Deputy Minister did 
not take into account the maladies which are 
besetting the educational world. There is a 
lot of unrest and frustration among students. 
One of the reasons is this. I am sorry to use 
this term, but it seems, today, we are only 
manufacturing gradautes, without considering 
as to what their future would be. 

The purpose will not be served unless we 
evolve a scheme of job-oriented education. 
We should provide them with jods, with a 
future. They should have something to look 
up to. What is it that we are giving them after 
they come out of the universities and 
colleges ? What is the scope, what is the 
utility of this education ? Jf a future is not 
assured, this wiil only be breeding discontent, 


Please think of the university graduate, 
who, with his family’s sacrifice, undergoes 
education. After 3 years of college education, 
he comes out into the world with the hope for 
the future; but what he finds is that the doors 
of even having a very subsistence and mini¬ 
mum income for maintaining his own family 
are closed for him. There are no opportunities, 
no prospects. 

Therefore wc shall be failing in our duty 
unless wc evolve a scheme of education that 
will take note of this feeling legitimately 
created in the minds of students about their 
future. Neither the UGC nor the speech of 
the Deputy Minister has taken note of this 
feeling and the difficulties faced by the stu¬ 
dents. They have to take appropriate methods 
to overcome this feeling of frustration among 
the students. Even in its limited object of 
coordination and promoting university educa¬ 
tion, the University Grants Commission, I 
think, should take note of these facts. 

So far as proper educational reform is 
concerned, the UGC must immediately add¬ 
ress itself to the task and not merely content 
itself with narrating what it h*s done, how it 
has distributed the money, without indicating 
the result of the investment of the money, 
and whether it has ‘really improved the con¬ 
tent of education and whether it has really imp¬ 
roved the basic structure of the student comm¬ 
unity and whether the students who would 
come out of these universities wouid be able 
to face the world and bring about a proper 
socio-economic revolution in this country in 
the context of the situation that is prevailing 
in this country. Merely saying that they have 
spent so much money, that they have opened 
one or two more colleges or that they have 
engaged a few more teachers or that there has 
been an increase in the number of students by 
13 percent every year, would only create a 
false impression and give a false picture be¬ 
fore the country without giving real thought 
to the problems that have arisen today. 

There is one more problem to which I 
wish to draw the attention of the House. 
Unless we tackle the problem of the terms 
and conditions of service of the university 
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and college teachers, especially their emolu¬ 
ments and amenities and benefits, it is very 
difficult, if not impossible, to have a pro¬ 
perly dedicated band of teachers who will 
address themselves to the task which they 
have been assigned. We find today that there 
is discrimination in the scales of pay and 
amenities, so far as the teachers in the various 
colleges, Government and Private Colleges 
and even Government-sponsored Colleges are 
concerned. 

SF1RI R. D, B HAN DARE (Bombay 
Central): There is uniformity now. The UGC 
suppoits even the private colleges. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: My 
hon. friend may have such information but 
our information is that there is still discrim¬ 
ination, Therefore, 1 would like to empha¬ 
sise that the question of providing proper 
facilities to the teachers including giving them 
residential accommodation and other facili¬ 
ties should be immediately attended to and 
these matters should be taken up at the ear¬ 
liest and with the urgency and seriousness 
which they deserve. 

In conclusion, I would like to say only 
one thing, namely that unless education is 
attuned to the objectives that this country 
has in view, namely a socialistic revolution 
education will lose its real content. Unless 
we evolve an educational policy which will 
instil in the minds of the educated a real 
desire to bring about social and economic 
revolution and to make large strides in the 
progress of this country, the object of educa¬ 
tion will not be achieved, and we shall be 
only groping in the dark and the maladies 
that are facing the university world will 
continue.

SHR1R.D, BHANDARE (Bombay Cen¬ 
tral) : Mr Chairman, Sir, since we have a 
new, young Education Minister under whose 
aegis we arc now discussing the University 
Grants Commission’s Report for the year 
1968-69, the first suggestion which 1 would 
like to make after reading the report, and 
reading it very carefully, and knowing fully 
well the educational system that has been 
prevailing in our country-primary, secondary 
and higher education—is that education must 
be made a concurrent subject. I hope the 
Minister will take it in all seriousness that 
education must be made a concurrent subject. 


So long as the Education Minister docs not 
show the courage to prveail on the States to 
make education a concurrent subject, there 
will be no improvement in the educational 
system in this country at all. 

I am not speaking here today on the state 
of primary education in our country. Again 
I shall have to revert back to your State, UP, 
and Bihat- I am not dealing with that 
problem and therefore I do not want to'dwell 
on that topic or take the illustration of secon¬ 
dary education that is prevailing in our coun¬ 
try. But I am certainly concerned with higher 
education, university education, since we are 
discussing the University Grants Commiss¬ 
ion's report. 

In this context, my first consideration and 
my first appeal is that education must be 
made a concurrent subject. I know the conno¬ 
tation and the implications of that word; by 
making education a concurrent subject. In 1967, 
when the Committee of MPs was appointed 
to study the report of the Education Commi¬ 
ssion, we had a conference of the State Edu¬ 
cation Ministers. They wanted to have funds 
from the Centre, but they did not like to 
share the subject of education between the 
Centre and the States. In other words, they 
did not like the idea that education should be 
made a concurrent subject. I hope the new, 
young, powerful, dynamic Education Minister 
will be able to Persuade the States to agree to 
the proposal of making education a concurrent 
subject. 

I must tell this House and through this 
House the different university authorities and 
the educationists that in democracy education 
is bound to expand. In democracy, since 
there is a new awakening and a new liking 
for education, education is bound to spread, 
and along with the expansion or spread of 
education, the standard of education to some 
extent is bound to fail. This is not a new 
phenomenon found in this country. Take the 
illustration of the Cambridge or the Oxford 
University. There is also a cry of those who 
are in charge of education there or the autho¬ 
rities of those two universities, that the 
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standards of education have fallen. So, it is 
not a new thing so for as our country is 
concerned. Let us, therefore, not cry that the 
standards of education have fallen along with 
expansion. The standards are bound to be 
diluted to that extent. I hope Prof. Mahajan 
will agree with me. 

The third point which 1 would like to 
make for the consideration of the Minister is 
this : Have we been able to achieve the object 
of the educational system ? It has been said so 
often, ad nauseam, that education is the instru¬ 
ment of social reconstruction in which social 
justice is a concept which we have accepted 
under the Constitution with the basic idea 
instilled in the minds of the youngsters. 

I do not know to what extent this objective 
of education has been achieved and whether 
we have been able to change the traditional 
minds of the students and take them out of 
the root of the caste system in order to bring 
in social equality and social justice. I would 
like the Education Minister to re-examine and 
re-evaluate the objects. We have been having 
the idea that education is an instrument of 
reconstruction of the new society. But as I 
move from place to place, I find the same 
social attitudes, not giving up the traditional 
attitude towards others born in lower castes. 

I will not dwell on it further, because 1 know 
the mind of the Education Minister is quite 
comprehensive to understand the implication 
of the few words that I have said about this. 

I want to mention some problems of the 
university with which I am connected—the 
Banaras Hindu University. There is this con¬ 
cept prevailing in universities that the 
sanctity of the campus must be preserved* l 
would have agreed with this, but looking at 
the state of affairs prevailing in different 
universities. I would like that there should be 
some provision fora security force, so that 
law and order may be maintained and preser¬ 
ved within the precincts of the university 
campus. Somebody made a reference to what 
happened during the day time on the univer¬ 
sity campus there and my hon* friend stood 
up and said, the matter is subjudice. 1 am not 
referring to that particular incident. There 
have been a number of instances of this type 
happening day in and day out. What should 
be the remedy ? We have been asking the 


Government to provide a security force there. 

I hope Government will come forward to help 
the Banaras Hindu University to take care of 
the law and order situation there, which is 
quite alarming. 

There is anotner suggestion 1 want to 
make Whatever incidents take place on the 
campus of the university, they should be in¬ 
vestigated by the CBI. The suggestion may 
appear to be obnoxious to the State Govern¬ 
ment, but when I went there for the first time 
as member of the executive, we invited the 
DSP and the District Collector, who are 
incharge of the law and order situation. They 
had played some part; let that be said to 
their credit. But the officers including the 
police constables are in league with some of 
the elements there. So, the situation cannot 
be improved so Jong as the incidents are not 
enquired into by the CBI. It is no use leaving 
the matter to the police there on the spot. I 
do not know whether the culprit who has 
been arrested would be put up before the 
court with a charge-sheet. We have our own 
apprehensions- I remember to have read in 
the newspapers that the Central Government 
has decided that the matter should be enqui¬ 
red into by the CBI. 

I am not talking of isolated instances. I say 
that all incidents which took place during the 
last two years must be looked into by the CBI. 

I think that if the matter could be looked into 
by the CBI, then to some extent matters could 
be set right. We have made this suggestion 
even at that time. Since wc are discussing the 
report of the UGC now I am making this 
suggestion to the Central Government. 

We had a Denarlment of Asian Languages 
Studies. For want of funds, or paucity of 
funds, we had to close down the Department 
of Asian Languages. I need not explain the 
importance and the necessity of having such 
a department in the Banaras Hindu University. 
Students from all over the world, more especi¬ 
ally from the Asian countries, come hero to 
study different languages and take their educa¬ 
tion. It is, therefore, in the fitness of things 
that we must have a Department of Asian 
Languages and any argument about paucity of 
funds should not be allowed for closing down 
this department. 
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Two more points and I am done. A sugges- 
tidn has been made by different commissions 
and committees appointed from 1965-66 on¬ 
wards that the students should be allowed to 
develop a sense of participation in the running 
Of universities and educational institutions. 
Even though this suggestion has been consi¬ 
dered from time to time, its implementation 
has not seen the light of the day. I think it is 
high time that we break the ice and cover new 
ground. Since student participation has been 
accepted as a proposition, it must be imple¬ 
mented immediately. 

Finally, 1 come to the examination system. 
We have discussed this point and while draft¬ 
ing the new policy on education we have 
incorporated some suggestions regarding the 
reformation of the examination system. Tho¬ 
ugh various methods have been tried, semester 
system, assessment system and what not, the 
basic question still remains, to what extent the 
reform of the system of examination will be 
able to bring about panacea or relief to the 
students. This question must be considered in 
all its seriousness. 

I again repeat that we must go into the- 
causes of indiscipline. It is not enough to say 
that because of a sense of frustration and dis¬ 
appointment there is indiscipline among the 
students. We find indiscipline and restlessness 
among the students all over the world but the 
causes are quite different. In America and 
Western democracies the restlessness js the 
result of an affluent society. In Europe it is 
the outcome of the second world war. I will 
not dwell on that subject because it is not a 
subject to be discussed openly in this House, 
because it would be a reflection on those 
societies. Many men were killed during the 
war and this is the result of that. Therefore, 
society there is totally different.

So far as our country is concerned, it is not 
enough to say that because of disappointment 
and frustration there is restlessness or indisci¬ 
pline among students. The causes arc far more 
deeper, to be found out. I hope, the Minister 
will be able to pay more attention and find 


out the causes. He can appoint a committee. 
There have been a number of committees and 
commissions, I know. I am aware of the feet. 
But in spite of the recommendations made by 
all the different committees, they have not 
been able to put their finger on the correct 
cause which could be removed from our 
educational system. 

With these words 1 support the University 
Grants Commission with one word that it 
should be discussed in this House every year. 
Let us not put it on the shelf or in cold stor¬ 
age for two or three years and then discuss it 
as a post mortem report. 

Then, what happened to the new University 
Grants Commission ? I have heard that new 
members of the University Grants Commission 
would be appointed. The list is pending- Where 
it is I do not know, nor do l know whether in 
fact the present members are functioning. They 
must be functioning but since we have told 
Dr. Kothari, the Chairman, that we would 
like to change the membership of the Commi¬ 
ssion, it is but natural for any human being 
not to pay more attention in that event. There¬ 
fore, let us either tell him to continue or, if 
you Want to change him, let us change him 
early along with other members. 

With these words. Sir, I have done.

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SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana): The 
report which has been placed before the 
House for its consideration is an important 
report. It is a record of the programmes and 
policies of the UGC and its achievements. 

Ever since the UGC was formally establi* 
shed in 1956, so far as people like me in the 
educational field are concerned, it has increa¬ 
sed our hopes and aspirations and inspired 
us to greater efforts. There is not a single 
aspect of higher education in which the UGC 
has not rendered yeoman service. It has given 
grants to universities and colleges not only 
for buildings, laboratories, libraries etc. But 
even for chalk boards in the colleges. The 
UGC has tried to fulfil its great responsibility 
of promoting and coordinating higher 
education and determining the standards of 
education and examination in the whole of 
India. But I would like to confine myself to 
two aspects of its policy. 

The first is regarding the establishment of 
new universities. After a survey of the re¬ 
sources in terms of men and money, the UGC 
has come to the conclusion that it should 
adopt a restrictive attitude towards the 
establishment of new universities. 1 believe 
that it is necessary to change this policy, we 
have now about 30 lakhs of students taking 
higher education in this country, and the 
number is increasing every year by 2£ lakhs 
Since the number increases by 2} lakhs, there¬ 
fore, the number of univeristies should also 
increase correspondingly. My experience as a 
teacher is that it is advisable to have a univer¬ 
sity for about 12,COO to 15,000 students working 
in different faculties. If the university be¬ 
comes bigger than that, then my experience 
is that it becomes a sprawling institution; its 
different bodies become bigger and bigger 
and there is no cohesion in the university, 
with the result that we find difficulty in gett¬ 
ing any leadership in the university, and there 
is no proper control and sometimes, the uni¬ 
versity affairs become faction-ridden. That is 
tHe state of affairs in regard to most uni¬ 
versities in the country. Factions and trou¬ 
bles beset many universities, and ultimately 
these extend to the student population* 

The UGC says that if we had more uni¬ 
versities, we would be spreading our resources, 


more thinly. But I suggest that we should 
increase our resources. After all, educational 
planning like economic planning not only 
involves a proper utilisation of resources but 
also an increase or development of our re¬ 
sources. If there are not enough men, we 
should get them trained and if there are not 
enough resources, we should collect them 
and see that the proper needs of education 
arc fulfilled in this country. 

The UGC Report has cited three or four 
instances where it has negatived proposals 
for new universities. I shall cite one case with 
which you are very well acquainted. Take 
the case of the Bombay University. It is such 
a huge and sprawling institution and it has 
so many colleges. There are nearly 60,000 
students. It is impossible for any vice-chan¬ 
cellor to look after its affairs properly. You 
may have a very great man as the vice- 
chancellor, and in fact, we do have a greatman 
as the vice-chancellor of this university, but 
he cannot properly look after the affairs of 
the university when the number is so large. It 
is high time that we had a second university 
in Bombay to look after some of the colleges 
in Bombay and the neighbouring areas like 
Thana and Kolaba. But I am not going into 
the details, I shall deal with matters of prin- 
cipale only, 

MR. CHAIRMAN : But it is an affili¬ 
ating university and not a residential univer¬ 
sity. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN : It is a teach¬ 
ing and affiliating university You can have 
another teaching and affiliating university 
roundabout that area. 

Then, I would like to deal with the 
question of affiliated colleges. 85 per cent of 
the students receiving higher education come 
from affiliated colleges. If we want to raise 
the standards of teaching and examination, 
then our work must be concentrated on these 
colleges. Again, here we find that the UGC 
says that our problem is to see that the growth 
of our resources is matched with the increase 
in the number of institutions. No doubt, the 
institutions are increasing in number, but the 
number of students is also increasing, and 

increasing more than we can look after. One 
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solution to this problem is this, and I am sur¬ 
prised that the UGC has not cared to 
tackle this question. It has looked after so 
many facets of university education, but I am 
surprised that it has not paid its attention to 
the question of student counselling, as is 
prevalent in the USA. The students who 
flock to the colleges can be given counsel or 
advice about whether they are lit for higher 
education, whether they are fit for taking 
science or a course in English or the humani¬ 
ties or social sciences. 

If we arrange for student counselling at 
the admission stage, wc could divert some of 
the students to technical institutions, indus¬ 
trial training institutes, polytechnics and so 
on. Thereby wc could reduce the rush of stu¬ 
dents to colleges. Higher education is not a 
matter of right, the Commission has said 
somewhere. But it is a matter of right to those 
who are fit to receive it. As to who is fit to 
receive it or not, it is our duty to tell them 
throughJl'student counselling. I regret that 
though the UGC has dealt with several 
aspects of education, it has not bestowed tho¬ 
ught on this aspect. 

As regards affiliated colleges, going thro¬ 
ugh the details of the annual expenditure of 
the UGC, you will find that the grants to 
them form a very small proportion of the 
total grants given to universities. I agree that 
affiliated colleges are receiving higher grants 
in regard to so many matters right from the 
construction of building and hostels to black¬ 
boards. There are 20 or 30 items listed. But I 
would say that the grants given are not eno¬ 
ugh. In many parts of our country, affiliated 
colleges are run by private bodies and they 
cannot collect sufficient funds to run these 
institutions on proper lines. The UGC 
says that unless they are well-established and 
receive permanent affiliation, it will not give 
grants under sec. 2 (b), as they will not become 
fit for them. But we find that the colleges do 
not get sufficient funds and after three or 
four years somehow or other grants are recei¬ 
ved from the UGC. 

SHRI K, G. DESHMUKH (Amravati): 
They are managed. 


SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN : Yes. 

The result, as you yourself said in your 
speech, is that though there is a material 
improvement in some campuses, there has 
been no corresponding improvement in the 
academic atmosphere of these colleges. I find 
in my part of the country—and I think it is so 
in other parts too—that the students join the 
colleges and simultaneously join private coach¬ 
ing classes also. We have in effect a dual 
system of education. If we impart education 
efficiently to the students in these colleges, 
there will be no need for them to go to private 
coaching classes. 1 consider this a test of the 
efficiency of our education in the affiliated 
colleges. 

Therefore, I suggest that the Commission 
pays more attention to the development of 
these colleges and find out ways and means to 
see that this dual system does not exist, and 
that their larger hopes and aspirations find 
some concrete realisation in the campuses of 
these private affiliated colleges. 

With these few remarks, I hope the 
Commission will continue its good work and 
fulfil, as I said at the beginning, the i hopes 
and aspirations of people working in the affi¬ 
liated colleges. I welcome the Report and hope 
that hereafter it will come regularly every year 
for discussion. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj): 
Mr. Chairman, it is a pity that we are 
discussing the Report of the UGC for 
1968-69 in 1971, two years after the period 
under report. This is not a very healthy pra¬ 
ctice. I hope'the new Minister will see to it 
that henceforth the report is brought here for 
discussion every year. 

SHRI SIDDHARTHA SHANKAR RAY : 

Jt is not our fault; the Report was filed in 
May. 1970. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : Now, 1 am all 
Praise for the Commission. It has a very good 
Chairman, one of our top men. The Commi¬ 
ssion has been working for 15 years, since 
J956. I think it is high time a high-power 
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probing Commission was appointed, as was 
done in the case of the C SI R., to find out 
and recommend how the working of the 
Commission could be further improved. We 
cannot have such a Chairman as wc now have 
for ever. I want that the progress of the 
Commission should not depend only on the 
personality of one single person. So, I want 
that a high power Commission, having some 
Members of the House also on it, to look into 
the working of the Commission during the last 
15 years to find out what its faults are and 
how it can be improved because education is 
the most important subject. On it depends the 
entire future build-up of the nation. 

We are today complaining of unrest among 
the students. Why is it so ? Because of wrong 
education. 1 have seen in socialist countries, 
Russia, Germany, Czechoslovakia etc., that 
every child from the very beginning is very 
carefully looked after and is treated and trai¬ 
ned in a manner which is bound to make him 
a very good citizen. The result is that children 
there are far more disciplined than our chil¬ 
dren. Here if you go to any school in a village, 
you will see that the children are sitting on a 
torn mat on the ground and the teacher asks 
them to do personal service for him, and to 
bring some food or cash for him. And the 
teachers have to be paid something by students 
at the time of passing their examinations. 
Otherwise, they are made to fail. This is what 
happens in genera',. How can such students 
become really good, disciplined citizens of the 
country ? What is necessary is that from the 
very beginning education must be co-ordinated 
as a single whole, from the first class right to the 
end. Therefore, I support the suggestion made 
by the previous speaker. Education must be 
nationalised so that the Government can have 
a real national educational policy, one single 
policy from the beginning to the end, so that 
we can make the children good citizens of 
whom we can be really proud. So long as wc 
do not dot hat, there will be unrest and un¬ 
employment. Because our present system of 
education is not oriented to the needs of the 
society, we have got unemployment increasing 
year by year. If we have proper education, I 
think this will not happen. 

In the Soviet Union I saw that all students 
upto 16 years of age are given common edu¬ 


cation and then those who are brilliant are 
sent to special institutions and given special 
education, while the rest go in for trades 
according to their applications. In our country 
everybody must go through the same system 
and pass B. A. or M. A. The result is that we 
do not get the real men at the top. Therefore, 
my first suggestion is that education should 
be nationalised and made competent. I think 
that the new Minister will try to see that the 
States agree to this and that we have a single 
system of education all over the country so 
that we can have really good citizens in future. 

The present Commission has not been able 
to do justice to backward regions. I come from 
the Tarai area of Gorakhpur and 1 run a Degree 
college. For three years 1 was told that I would 
not get a single pie as grant in aid and that 
Government would watch whether we could 
run on our own resources. After that they 
took another two years for sanctioning the 
grant and now we arc getting something. Our 
Jawaharlal Nehru Srnarak Degree College, 
Maharajganj, Gorakhpur, is on the Nepal 
border, just 20 miles from the border. There 
is no factory or market there to finance it and 
we have to bring everything by collection from 
outside. I think that such backward areas 
snouid have a special claim on the Commi¬ 
ssion, and they must see that the usual condi¬ 
tions are not enforced on colleges in back¬ 
ward areas and are suitably relayed. I hope 
that every college will be given grants from 
the very beginning and nurturerd as a child 
of the Commission.

[Mr. Durumr Speaker in the Chair.] 

Women’s education is also not getting 
proper attention. You will agree that until 
women arc also fully educated, given higher 
education in proper measure, we will not be 
able to produce a great nation. In fact, as 
Napoloan said, it is the mothers who make 
the nation. So, l hope that women’s education 
will be given special attention by tnc Commi¬ 
ssion. I hope the Minister will try to see that 
special grants are given to women's colleges 
for women’s education. 

Then, about science education. 1 think 
this is a most neglected subject in our country. 
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We have science colleges but with old appara¬ 
tus; the teachers are ill-equipped there and 
the departments are neglected. The result is 
that they cannot give proper training to keep 
up very high standards. We do not produce 
really good or great scientists, and that is the 
real cause, because education in science is not 
properly looked after and given due impor¬ 
tance* I hope that the University Grants 
Commission will give special consideration to 
this matter. 

The same thing about agiieultural educa¬ 
tion. Now, it has been said that we must have 
more agricultural colleges, because agriculture 
. is the most important occupation in our coun¬ 
try. I do not think we have enough agricul¬ 
tural colleges. I think we should have more 
of them, as many as are possible, and the 
Government should give such help to them as 
is possible. 

Then, 1 refer to affiliated colleges. I agree 
with the previous speaker that affiliated colle¬ 
ges are not treated well. Really very few 
people can go to the universities. I think 
therefore, that proper importance and special 
consideration should be given to affiliated 
colleges. It should not be said that they are 
the step-children of the universities. 1 hope 
they will all be treated in the same manner as 
the universities and particular attention will 
be given to them, and the same facilities that 
are given in the university would equally be 
given to the affiliated colleges, their staff and 
their students. 

Then, I would like to see that the staff in 
the University Grants Commission is really 
fi rst-class, and that the key officers there are 
really fit for the posts that they hold. 1 find 
that Dr. Phillips who was the Secretary of the 
University Grants Commission had retired 
one year back. Wc want men of that caiibre. 
The present incumbant is a very good person, 
but he is only a B. Sc. He has to deal with the 
policy of education in the whole country. I 
think that is not proper. He has never appea¬ 
red before Public Service Commission. ] hope 
the Government will see that really top men 
are put in such important positions. 


With these words, I conclude. 

SHRI P. ANTONY REDDY (Ananta 
Pur) : Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, the Univer¬ 
sity Grants Commission is really taking good 
care of university education. It is true that 
due to quantitative expansion in the number 
of colleges and the number of students, the 
standards have suffered to some extent. The 
syllabi are definitely better and are of a higher 
standard than they were previously. But be¬ 
cause of this quick quantitative development, 
the standards have suffered to some extent. 

It is also a fact that though the teachers 
who enter the universities are well-qualified, 
a good percentage of them have neither the 
aptitude nor liking for teaching. Naturally 
these teachers, after entering the teaching 
profession, would always be on the look-out 
for some other jobs, and at the first apportu- 
nity, they will quit the university. So, these 
teachers do not give their best attention to the 
teaching of students in the colleges. 

Secondly, some of the students who enter 
the portals of the universities are not fit for 
university education. As they do not have 
anything else to do, they entfcr the colleges, 
and once they face high standards, they are 
not able to cope with them, and this has led 
to indiscipline among the students in the 
colleges. 

The Kolhari Commission remarked that 
one of the main reasons for student indisci¬ 
pline is that the welfare of the students is not 
at all looked after by the colleges and the uni¬ 
versities. The students do not have enough of 
hostle accommodation; they donot have enough 
of supervision; they do not have facilities to 
study properly- All these things have led to 
indiscipline among students. The University 
Grants Commission, in this respect, have been 
taking good care of them. Now they have 
been providing rather liberal grants for con¬ 
struction of hostels and for other facilities 
which are absolutely necessary for the welfare 
of students. 

An opposition member was telling us that 
private colleges are bad, their laboratories are 
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ill-equipped and therefore they should be 
taken over by Government. I have to disagree 
with him. Still some of the best colleges in the 
country are run by private managements. 
Parents and students flock to them because 
they get higher percentage of passes in the 
university examinations; some of the best 
rankers also come out of them. If they arc 
really bad, why should parents rush there to 
admit their wards ? Because they are good, 
parents go there for admissions. Therefore, 
such private institutions should be encouraged 
to do better. They must be given more grants 
to provide better facilities for student’s wel¬ 
fare. They have special facilities to supervise 
the students and given special coaching for 
backward boys, which is not possible normally 
in a government college. 


The University Grants Commission have 
not given enough thought to solve the problem 
of unemployment among engineers. In a medi¬ 
cal college, the professors not only teach the 
theory of medicine, but they also practise in 
hospitals, with the result that after hearing the 
lectures in the college, the students go to the 
hospital and see their professors actually 
treating patients. But in the case of engineering 
colleges, post-graduate qualification is insisted 
for Professors but not practical experience in 
engineering. According to my knowledge, very 
few of the lecturers of any engineering college 
have ever constructed a house or a bridge or 
even done some la f he work. Their knowledge 
is purely theoretical. That is one main reason 
why engineering graduates coming out of the 
colleges cannot take up a trade and make a 
living. They always depend on Government 
jobs. I have experience of engineering college 
in Anantapur, where the joists of the ceiling 
had cracked soon after construction. The 
Principal was blaming the PWD engineers; 
When I asked the PWD engineers, they 
said, “That is the stuff coming out of the engi¬ 
neering colleges now. These works were in 
charge of junior engineers fresh from the colle¬ 
ge. They have no practical experience and the 
results are cracks in the buildings.” Therefore, 
1 suggest that professors and lecturers in engi¬ 
neering colleges should go to the field and 
work for a year or two once in every four or 
five years so that their teaching is functional 
and not purely theoretical. 


My last point is, some of the missionary 
colleges and institutions get certain donations 
from foreign governments. To accept it, they 
have to apply to the Education Ministry for 
permission. Unfortunately, the procedure is so 
cumbersome that it takes sometimes six 
months to one year to get the permit. Recently, 
I brought to the notice of the minister the 
case of a college in Tenali which was offered 
a big donation for the construction of a Home 
Science Block. They applied for permission 6 
or 7 months back, but nothing came out. The 
Principal came over here and sat for two mon¬ 
ths to get the permission. It seems the Educa¬ 
tion Ministry cannot give permission till it 
gets clearance from the UGC, from six 
departments of the Planning Commission and 
lastly from the Home Ministry. This procedure 
takes six months to one year and in quite a 
number of cases donations have lapsed because 
permission could not be got in time. Those 
donations were offered to some other coun¬ 
tries. I suggest to the Minister to see whether 
this procedure can be made more simple so 
permission may be granted quickly and these 
donations are accepted, as they are donations 
from foreign governments, so that a poor 
country like ours may get benefited and better 
educational facilities are provided.

SHRI NARAIN CHAND PARASHAR 
(Hamirpur) : Sir, I welcome the report 
submitted by the UGC continuing as 1 do 
as a teacher of Delhi University, I regard this 
opportunity as an occasion to make a few 
suggestions. 

One of the most important issues that have 
cropped up since this report which relates to 
1968*69 is that of theimedium of instruction. 
For fulLoneiyear the universities in the Punjab 
have been in a state of flux and confusion as 
to what should be the policy of the State 
about the medium of instruction. 

There has been a judgment by the Supreme 
Court regarding the medium of instruction. 
I wish the UGC gives,_a clear-cut line on 
this as to who is to decide about the medium 
of instruction. Is it the students or parents or 
teachers or an institution like a college or a 
university or the State Government ? Because 
a university that was established to promote 
education in Punjabi at Patiala and, unfortu¬ 
nately, two media of instruction were allowed, 
Punjabi and English, and Hindi was not allo¬ 
wed as a medium of instruction, some private 
institutions went upto the Supreme Court and 
appealed that since Hindi was their mother 
tongue the mother-tongue of the parents and 
their children they should be allowed to have 


Hindi as the medium of instruction. 1 am 
happy that the Supreme Court upheld this 
point. 

I wish the UGC gives a clear-cut deci¬ 
sion on this point. As a teacher, I feel asha¬ 
med that a sister institution goes to the court 
and gets a decision. 1 Think, the decision 
about the medium of instruction should be 
taken bv the teachers or by the Education 
Ministry or by the UGC and not by the 
court because that gives us some kind of an 
inferiority complex that for educational prob¬ 
lems, we will have to rush to the court, whe¬ 
ther it is the High Court or the Supreme 
Court. This is an important aspect that needs 
immediate attention. 

I think, if there is a clear-cut guide-line 
for the medium of instruction, it will some¬ 
how cancel out regional pulls and pressures 
that develop from time to time. At present, 
our educational system has, unfortunately, 
become a play-field of linguistic chauvinism 
and regional politics. I wish some kind of a 
via media is found out where by higher educa¬ 
tion is made either a Central subject or a 
Concurrent subject. 

I remember, those days, when 1 was in 
Punjab serving as a teacher, as the General 
Secretary of the Lecturers, Association, we 
made a recommendation to the then Educa¬ 
tion Minister who is an hon. Member of this 
House now, Mr. Prabodh Chandra, that the 
higher education may be made a concurrent 
subject.. .{Interruption) The Lecturers Associa¬ 
tion made this proposal to the Education 
Minister of Punjab and this matter was raised 
in the Parliament. Many States were consul¬ 
ted. We were rather unfortunate in that only 
the Punjab State agreed to placing higher 
education on the Concurrent List. I think, the 
matter needs reconsideration. Some via media 
should be found out whereby higher education 
is placed on a sound footing and there is a 
uniform policy for the whole country so that 
higher education is freed of linguistic chauvi¬ 
nism and regional pults and pressures and 
that the students, the parents and the institut¬ 
ions do not suffer on these scores. 
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There is another point which I want to 
bring to your notice. There are many univer¬ 
sities in the country .numbering 76 as mention¬ 
ed in the Report and now 83 as mentioned 
by the hon. Deputy Minister of Education. 

I would like to urge upon the Government 
that there should be some kind of a uniform 
policy for constituting the advisory bodies for 
the universities, namely, the Senates or the 
academic councils as they are called. 

According to the Report, 73‘3 per cent of 
the teaching Staff in the affiliated colleges are 
lecturers and similarly 68*2 per cent of the 
teaching staff in the universities are also 
lecturers. But unfortunately, the lecturers do 
not have an effective voice in these advisory 
councils...

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : The Quorum 
Bell is being rung-..Now there is quorum.

SHRl NARAIN CHAND PARASHAR: 
I was referring to the constitution of these adv¬ 
isory boards, senates and academic councils 
in the universities. In some places there are also 
syndicates and in some places there are exeu- 
tive councils and courts. I know that 73*3 per¬ 
cent of the teachers are lecturers; and yet they, 
do not have any effective voice. 

Taking the example of the Delhi university 
1 may submit that there are only 10 seats in 
the Academic Council for this big section of 
teaching community. There are large numbers 
belonging to the teaching community. There 
are professors and readers who just get into 
that advisory body just because of their desig- 
n ation or because of the posts they hold. They 
do not truly reflect the voice of the majority 
community of the teachers. 

There is one instance in my own state— 
Himachal Pradesh. There is no elective elem¬ 
ent there. The Kurukshetra university pattern 
is being followed there, whereby teachers who 
are heads of the departments and various oth- 
er nominated people are put on these bodies. 
1 wish the Education Minister is kind enough 


to look into this aspect of the problem so that 
the teaching community can get an effective 
representation on these bodies. Otherwise these 
bodies are meaningless. 

Since Education is a Hying experience, the 
teachers must be consulted. If a university is 
to be a ‘Temple of Lights’—since Tagore defi¬ 
ned Education as ‘the lighting of one lamp 
with another’—there can be no light and there 
can be no temple of lights, without the teach¬ 
ers voice getting into this arena. 

1 take the case of the denominational inst¬ 
itutions. There are various instances. Even in 
Delhi university lecturers have been dismissed 
for various reasons. There is some kind of co¬ 
mmunal ism that is being allowed to flare up 
there occasionally. From one point of view or 
another, the political parties or communal 
bodies* flare up agitation in the name of one 
community or one religion or the other and I 
wish that such practice should be discontinued. 
There are examples where teachers are dismi¬ 
ssed for marrying the person not belonging to 
that particular community which runs that 
college. I wish some attention is paid to this 
aspect of t!i e problem and it is studied in 
detail. 

I am afraid, so long as education is not 
teacher-oriented, but is rule-oriented, such 
education cannot flourish in our country. The 
welfare of the teacher should be the primary 
responsibility of the State. 

According to one of my friends here, there 
are certain institutions which indulge in bad 
corrupt practices such as paying lesser amounts 
and getting receipts for higher amounts. They 
should be penalised strongly and this matter 
should be brought up before the public so that 
the public may know what is happening. 
These are not temples of light, but these are 
temples of darkness where corruption is insti¬ 
lled into the blood and the veins of the 
teachers and the students. They are being 
asked to sign receipts for a higher amount and 
they are being given a lower amount. I wish 
this problem should be looked into and nece¬ 
ssary measures taken. 

There is the question of the welfare of the 
students which must be tackled. The 
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pHmary reason for the unrest among the 
students is the dark future that haunts them 
when they enter or leave the portals of a uni¬ 
versity. I remember those days when students 
used to crave for admission into Engineering 
colleges, Medical colleges and Agricultural 
colleges; but alas! the dark days have come.

Even in my own State, at the agricultural 
complex at Palampur, there are students who 
have passed various examinations in agricul¬ 
tural subjects, who are not getting employ¬ 
ment, and who have no hopes of getting any 
jObs. Similarly, there are a large number of 
engineering students who have passed BE and 
other examinations, and who had taken loans 
front the State Governments of Punjab, Har¬ 
yana and Himachal Pradesh, but who are not 
getting jobs. 1 am afraid that soon a day 
would come when even the medical graduates 
may not gel any jobs. I wish that the UGC 
applies its mind to this aspect of the problem, 
namely that unless admission to the univer¬ 


sities and higher centres of learning is limited 
so that we could provide employment to those 
who pass out from these institutions, the 
problem of student unrest cannot be solved. 
It is only when that is done that our education 
would become the means for the people to 
have hope of nourishment and some kind of 
welfare. Unless we can provide some hope of 
employment, it is meaningless to give them 
education for a higher job, when that job is 
not available. I wish that this would become 
the guiding line for our educational policy, 
Unless we provide employment and the hope 
or promise of employment, we shall just be 
landing them in a land where there is no hope 
for them and the dream of making education 
the instrument of national reconstruction and 
universal brotherhood would never be reali¬ 
sed.

Idle Capacity hi Industries 

♦34. SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Will the 
MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (AUDYOGIK VIKAS MANTRI) be 
pleased te state : 

(a) the extent of the idle capacity lying 
in different industries from 1968*69, year- 
wise; and 

(b) the steps taken by Government to 
rectify all avoidable imbalances in the 
matter ? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT (AUDYOGIK VIKAS 
MANTRI) (SHRI MOINUL HAQUE 
CHOUDHURY): (a) A statement indicating 
the percentage of utilisation of capacities 
m certain selected industries during 1968, 
1969 and 1970 is laid on the Table of the 
House (Placed in Library . See No, 
LT-/68/71) 


(b) The following steps have been taken 
by Government to facilitate fuller utilisation 
of the installed capacities :— 

(i) Import of raw, materials and 
components has been significantly 
liberalised. Steel imports parti¬ 
cularly has been permitted on a 
very liberal basis. 

(ii) Various developmental programmes 
aie being reviewed with a view to 
reviving tbo demand for capital 
goods etc., to the extent possible; 
and 

(iii) Industrial undertakings have been 
permitted to diversify their produc¬ 
tion for the manufacture of new 
articles without a licence to the 
extent of 25 % of tbe licensed 
capacity subject to certain condi¬ 
tion. A number of iadnsffhMi 
have availed of this relaxation Hi 
the licensing policy. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERIBE : I find from 
the statement that in as many as 24 out of 
the 36 engineering industries Uste4*&M0» 
the capacity utilised is below $0 per cept. 
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May 1 know if in view of this melancholy 
state of things. Government can tell us 
that there is an optimum figure below 
which the capacity utilisation being less 
means a very serious detriment to the 
economy, and if that is so, what steps are 
being taken in this regard ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : I would immediately agree with 
the hon. Member that it is a serious situa¬ 
tion, and I have already indicated in my 
answer the steps taken by the Government 
to ameliorate the situation, 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJKE : I find that 
this kind of question continues to be asked 
from year to year and even three years ago 
Government told us more or less the same 
kind of thing as the hon. Minister tells us 
today in regard to the steps being taken by 
Government. Is there any evaluation of 
the steps which have been taken so far and 
what has been the actual result of those 
steps having been taken from at least as 
early as 1966 ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : We have evaluated, and therefore 
we have taken certain steps as I have already 
indicated. Out oPthe total import require¬ 
ments of the economy estimated at Rs. 
9,730 erases for the Fourth Plan period, Rs. 
7,840 would be for maintenance imports and 
imports of raw materials, components 
and spares needed /or the sustenance and 
acceleration of the growth of industrial 
production. The import policy places growing 
recognition on the need for imported raw 
materials particularly for the priority 
industries, and export industries in the 
small-scale industry. Liberal imports of 
steel have been allowed to meet the existing 
shortage, and I hope this will meet the 
problem of the engineering industries. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : What is the 
idle capacity in HEC, Ranchi, and what 
concrete proposals are Government going to 
take to utilise that idle capacity ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : I want notice for this question. 

SHRI A. N VflDYALANKAR : Will 

the Minister giva us dig break-up of the 


idle capacity of the public sector and private 
sector industries ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : 1 have not got the figures sepa¬ 
rately for the public sector and puvate sector 
The figures are consolidated. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : The figures 
given in the statement reveal a very alarming 
state of affairs. Actually I would like to 
know from the Minister whether these very 
low figures of utilisation are also due to 
the fact that the licensed capacity and the 
actually installad capacity vary very greatly. 
Are these figures in relation to the licensed 
capacity or in relation to the actually ins¬ 
talled capacity, or is it that a large number 
of people who are given licences for a certain 
capacity do not in actual fact, particularly 
in the private sector, instal the capacity to 
which they are entitled under the licence ? 

How can such low figures of utilization 
be explained otherwise in all cases—engineer¬ 
ing and non-engineering industries alike ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : There are certain cases in which 
less than SO per cent utilisation is them. 
These are the wood-working machines, 
cement mill machinery, vehicular type of 
diesel engineering industries, structural— 

MR. SPEAKER : The question is very 
simple; whether this is the licensed capacity 
mentioned in the license or not. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU* 
DHURY : It is the licensed capacity. 

MR. SPEAKER : That is ail right. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA ; Sir, I want 
him to be clear about the reply. Does he 
mean to say that all these figures in this 
column refer to the licensed capacity—that 
is, in relation to the licensed capacity, so 
much is being utilised—or the actual instal¬ 
led capacity ?

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : No. I correct myself, this refers 
to the installed capacity. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Earlier. 
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you Mid it is , licensed capacity, 
{Interruption) 1 can get a licence for 
miking <0,000 units and actually set up a 
plant which will have a capacity of only 
2 , 000 . 

AN HON. MEMBER : Let him find out. 

$HR1 MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : These are the installed capacities. 
{Interruption) 

SHRl S. R. DAMAN1 : Out of the 36 
items mentioned in the list, there are 26 
items where the utilization capacity is less 
than 50 per cent, and it ranges up to eighty 
percent. There is no improvement in that. 
May I know from the hon. Minister what 
are the main reasons for such a low utilisa¬ 
tion on a big scale : whether it is due to the 
paucity of raw materials or due to demands. 
Let the hon. Minister find out this. 

Secondly, due to the unutilised capacity, 
we have to import many items. While we 
know the capacity, it is not being produced 
and so it has to be imported. May I know 
what steps the Government is going to take 
in future to remove this anomaly ? 

SHRl MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY ; There are three reasons for this. 
One is the inadequate demand in the case 
of certain industries; the demands are 
changing. Secondly, there is shortage of 
raw material in the case of some; and 
thirdly, labour-management problems. As to 
the steps taken, 1 have already enumerated 
in my answer. 

SHRl S, R. DAMANI: What steps are 
you going to take ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Order, order. Next 

question. 

SHRl G. V1SWANATHAN : Sir, I raise 
a point of order. 

MR. SPEAKER : No, please not now.

SHRI INDRAJ1T GUPTA t May I 
know whether there is any specific reason 
for the three States in the eastern region 
lagging behind in the matter of rurai 
electrification, whereas States like Punjab, 
Maharashtra and Tamil Nadu have gone for 
ahead ? Is there any particular reason for it 
or is it just a concidence that a particulars 
contiguous belt in the eastern region is 
lagging far behind, as shown by the figures 
given in the Statement ? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SINCHAl AUR VIDUT 
MANTRI) (DR.K.L, RAO): This is a State 
Subject of Course, it is very unfortunate. It 
so happened that in the last decade, 1961-71, 
more money was spent by the other States 
for this purpose, while Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa spent the least amount. For example, 
in the last decade, Tamil Nadu spent as 
such as Rs. 90 crores on rural electrification 
whereas Bengal spent only Rs. 8 crores. 
Orissa spent Rs. 9 crores as against Rs. SO 
crores spent by several other States. It 
shows that these three States did not attach 
much importance to rural electrification, 
now they are picking up. From this year, 
they have started giving special attention to 
this and 1 hope they will make some 
progresss hereafter. 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA: It is prima¬ 
rily the responsibility of State Governments, 
as he has said, but 1 would like to know 
what steps, if any, the Central Government 
has taken to try, when Central Plan alloca¬ 
tions and so on are made to tie states, to 
prestiade these GommmtM to pat*gma'er 
emphasis on the question of electrification 
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since this u not a natter which relates only 
to tin States but affects the whole of 
agricultural production. 

DR. K. L. RAO : We have got to take 
special steps specially in respect of West 
Bengal and Orissa because they are at the 
lowest now both in the matter of electrifica¬ 
tion of villages and electrification of pump¬ 
ing sets, which is very sad. 1 have written 
to the Rural Electrification Corporation that 
they should give special consideration and see 
that most of the schemes sanctioned are in 
these States. That is the only way in which 
we can help them. I hope, we will be able 
to do it. Bihar is picking up recently but 
Bihar also we keep in View. I want that the 
Rural Electrification Corporation should 
give much more assistance than usual 
particularly to these three States because 
they are lagging behind. The assistance that 
they can will be outside the State Plan.

DR. K, L. RAO : As I submitted, Bihar 
is picking up now. In the last five years 
they have made much better progress than 
before. Earlier, they were parctically hopeless¬ 
ly bad. Now they have put in the Fourth 
Plan Rs. 36 crores of their own Plan 
resources and are putting in another Rs. SO 
crores from other resources, bringing the 
total to Rs. 86 crores for the Fourth Plan, 
which will be a very good amount. If they 
are able to find that amount and spend it, 
rural electrification will take a very big step 
in Bihar. 

It U very unfortunate that North Bihar 
has got very little power. Per capita it 
to the lowest, almost, in the country, 
became there to little generation there. 
We are very keenly alive to the situation 
and am trying to put pew extra thermal 
stations and to augment power connections 
ftionf Jdtftliftfhar.

DR, K. L. RAO : Rural electrification 
fat not given separate funds. Central assis¬ 
tance to State is given by certian formula- 
population, backwardness and so on. It is 
for the States to adjust the amount of 
money that they would like to spend on 
rural electrification. 

SHR1 B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : The 
hon. Minister seems to be an expert m 
giving an assessment of what has been 
done in these three States. A plea has been 
advanced that these eastern States m the 
last 10 years have not been able to utilise 
the funds for their own electrification progr¬ 
ammes, I would like to have a clear 
answer from the hon. Minister. In the 
list year’s Report, it has been very specifi¬ 
cally stated that under the Rural Electrifica¬ 
tion Corporation, five pilot projects have 
been taken up and those States are : Andhra 
Pradesh, Maharashtra, Mysore and, probably 
Punjab and Uttar Pradesh. Those States are 
getting more power. But the hon. Minister 
does not consider the case of these eastern 
States where there is an acute shortage of 
power. May 1 know from the hon. Minister 
Whether these States also equally qualify to 
have such projects as it has been done in 
the case of other States under the general 
rural electrification scheme 7 The Rural 
Electrification Corporation is getting a 
large amount of money, about Rs. 150 
crones from the US Fund.

DR. K.L. RAO : The Rural Electrifica¬ 
tion Corporation is a finance organisation. 
As toon as they get the projects from 
various States, they clear them up. It is very 
Unfortunate that the hon. Member has made 
some insinuation. On the other hand, what¬ 
ever schemes are received from the States 
are immediately cleared. It is unfortunate 
that these three States have not sent 
sufficient number of projects. I have noted 
it. I have asked the Corporation to assist 
JMgWb these three States by sending 
igfgt|jal teams there. 


DASCHOWDHURY : I asst 
to you various schemes far North Bengal to 
which you also agreed.

Is it politically motivated not to 
develop rural electrification particularly 
in these eastern States by the State Govern¬ 
ments ? Secondly, I would like to know 
whether the Government of India are 
providing any special funds for Backward 
areas for rural electrification. 

DR. K. L. RAO : It is the intention of 
the Government of India to see that rural 
electrification scheme is implemented at the 
top-roost speed. 1 am glad to state that, at 
the present moment, the scheme has been 
very much accelerated and thht fa are able 
to give connections to as' much as 3-1/2 
lakh pumping sets every year. The total 
number of pumping sets has only been 
25,000 a few year ago. Today, the number 
has increased to 1$ lakh pumping sets. Every 
year, we are adding 3-1/2 lakh pumping 
sets. This scheme has been greatly accele¬ 
rated. In regard to the question of finance 
from the Government of India, apart from 
the Central assistance, the Rural Electrifica¬ 
tion Corporation has been set up in order 
to help the backward areas in particulai and 
they give assistance outside the State Plan.

Frequent Cancellation of Local Passenger 
Trains In Sealdah Division^ 
(Eastern Railway) 

*37. SHRI R. P. DAS : Wifi the 
MINISTER OF RAILWAYS (RAIL 
MANTRI ) be pleased to state; 

(a) whether attention of Government 
has been drawn to the frequent concellatkm 
of local passenger train services due to the 
scarcity of rakes in the Sealdah Division; 

(b) if so, the details thereof; and the 
reasons for the scarcity of rakes in Sealdah 
Division; 

(c) whether Government propose to 
take positive steps to supply sufficient 
rakes and run the passenger trains as

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANTRI) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA) : (a) There have been cancella¬ 
tions, but these were not caused by scarcity 
of rakes. 

(b) The cancellations have taken place 
because of— 

( i) Civil Disturbances, Bundhs and 
imposition of curfew rendering 
train running and attendance of 
staff difficult and risky; 

(ii) Hold-up of trains by passengers 
resulting in rakes getting locked 
up away from starting stations; 

(iii) Theft of Overhead wires resulting 
in rakes getting locked up away 
from starting stations; and 

(iv) Theft of equipment of rolling 
stock resulting in temporary 
immobilisation of the suburban 
electric rakes. 

(a) and (d). Do not arise, as cancellations 
ate cf a temporary or localised nature mi 
o« «» result of Rwstage of rakes. 
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smut R. P. DAS : When it is provided 
in the time-table how can it be cancelled 
on flimsy grounds ? How can you cancel 
Bfcs that causing great inconvenience to the 
jtytily travelling passengers ? 

SHRl HANUMANTHAIYA : I would 
Only submit that the grounds that I have 
ghNfcn are not flimsy and that they are 
the railways to run under such 
chaotic conditions that it is almost impossible 
to run the rakes on time. It is the violence 
that is taking place that is responsible for 
tjkis. 

SHRl P.R. DAS MUNSI: I do not deny 
the fact that there has been cancellation of 
trains due to civil disturbances etc. It is a 
fact mid 1, agree with my hon. friend on 
this point. But sometimes, it happens that 
there it scarcity of rakes; when the passengers 
are put to inconvenience and they ask the rail¬ 
way authorities for more rakts. The autho¬ 
rity say that there is scarcity of rakes. I 
think that this question has been put for 
this reason. The Sealdah division and the 
Sealdah station have the highest density of 
passengers in Asia. Is the hon. Minister 
aware that unless the number of trains is 
increased and special arrangements are made 
to avoid ail these distuibances and alter¬ 
native trains are run, these problems cannot 
be solved ? May I know what steps the hon. 
Minister proposes to take to give relief to 
the travelling public immediately ? 

SHRl HANUMANTHAIYA : 1 have 
answered the question already. In fact, the 
Railway Administration are trying to im¬ 
prove the train services but the difficulties 
in the way have been enumerated already. 

I agree with the bon. Member that the train 
services should be regular.

The co-operation of 
the State Government authorities is needed, 
and we have been having talks with them. 
We have to iacrease the protection forces. 
If necessary. It is under contemplation that 
the Army may be requisitioned in order 
to put a stop to ai) these robberies, train 
lootings etc. Various steps are being devised 
from time to time.

DR. RANEN SEN : The hon. Minister 
should not take shelter behind this plea that 
there are bundhs and strikes and disturban¬ 
ces etc. Is it not a fact that three years back, 
the Railway Minister had himself admitted 
that there was shortage of rakes in certain 
parts of India. Therefore, the question raised 
here raises a relevant point. As far as we know 
there is shortage of rakes. Therefore, would 
the hon. Minister make enquiries from the 
railway authorities and find out if there is 
shortage of rakes and if so, see that the 
shortage is made up ? * 

SHRl HANUMANTHAIYA : Yes; I 
agree with the hon. Member. But the 
information furnished to me from the 
Sealdah station is that the rakes are avail¬ 
able, but the difficulty is one of movement. 
But I shall mike enquiries again in the 
light of the hon. Member’s observation, 
whether the rakes are available in sufficient 
number.

Policy for Industrialisation of 
Backward Areas 

*69. SHRI S. R. DAMANI : Will the 

Minister of industrial develop¬ 
ment ( AUDYOOIK VIKAS MANTRI ) 
be pleased to state ; 

(a) the progress made to implement 
the policy of industrialising areas indent i- 
fied as backward or under developed; 

(b) whether any schemes have been

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (AUDYOOIK VIKAS MANTRA- 
LAYA MEN UP MANTRI) (SHRI 
SIDHESHWAR PRASAD) : (a) to (c). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

(a) to (c). In pursuance of the deci¬ 
sions of the N.D.C.Committee on the recom¬ 
mendations of the Working Croups on 
Criteria and Incentives for promotion of 
industries in backward areas, certain indus¬ 
trially backward districts have recently 
been selected to qualify for concessional 
finance from the financial institutions. 
Besides, certain districts/areas have also 
been selected to qualify for 10% outright 
grant or subsidy by the Centre to industries 
no their fixed capital investment. Also, 
Government are considering a recommen¬ 
dation of the Planning Commission to give 
vjfMMPort subsidy equivalent to 20% of the 


transport coat of both raw material and 
finished products for aii new industrial 
units to be set up in the States of Jammu & 
Kashmir and Assam including Meghalaya, 
Nagaland and Union Territories of Manipur, 
Tripura and N.E.F.A.. The transport 
subsidy will also be avaiable to existing units 
for expansion or diversification if this leads 
to an increase in production of at least 22% 
over the average annual output during the 
proceeding three years. 

Administrative details of the scheme of 
10% Central grant aad transport subsidy 
and the procedure for their disbursement are 
being worked out. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : According to 
the statement, Government have selected cer¬ 
tain backward districts/areas for concessional 
financial assistance for setting up industries. 
The matter is under consideration. How 
long will it take to come to a final decision 
on the recommendation of the NDC 
and the Planning Commission ? Also, 
which are the districts declared as 
backward ? 

SHRI S1DDHESHWAR PRASAD ; Tbe 
districts which are now under this prog¬ 
ramme include those in Andhra Pradesh, 
Assam etc. It is a long statement. I will 
lay it on the Table of the House.

The demand for scooters alone has not 
been assessed separately. 

(b) Yes, Sir. 

(c) The waiting period in respect of 
allotments scoo*ers from the Central Govern¬ 
ment quota varies according to the make 
of scooter, pay drawan and the nature of 
duties performed by the applicant. Gene¬ 
rally, it varies from 3 months to 1-1/2 years 
in respect of “Lambretta” scooter and one 
year to about seven years ‘in respect of 
‘'Bajaj 150” scooter on the basis of the 
current production of levels. 

As regards the public quota, the period 
of waiting varies from place to place. In the 
case of booking made with dealers in Delhi, 
it is about 7 years for Lambretta scooter 
and about 9 years for Bajaj 150 scooter 
on the basis of the present levels of 
production. 

(d) It is not correa to say that further 
capacity for the manufacture of scooters is 
not being licensed. In fact, letters of indent 
have already been granted to 16 parties for 
the establishment of new units for the 
manufacturers of scooters based on indi¬ 
genous designs and resources for a. total 
capacity of 3,66,000 Nos. per annum. Letters 
of intent am also being issued to two more

Setting up of Public Sector 
Scooterette Project 

*49. SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA ; 
Will the MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT ( AUDYOGIK VIKAS 
MANTRl ) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have taken 
any decision in regard to the setting up of 
Public Sector Scooterette Project in the 
country;

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT C AUDYOGIK VIKAS 
MANTRl ) (SHRI MOINUL HAQUE 
CHOUDHURY) ; (a) to (c). There is no 

proposal under the consideration to set 
up a Unit in the public sector for the 
manufacture of scooterettes, However, 
Government have decided to set up a 
public sector unit for the manufacture 
of scooters of a proven foreign design 
with an annual capacity of 100,000 
Nos. In pursuance of this decision, offers 
had been invited from interested parties in 
foreign countries. In response an offer of 
collaboration has been received from a 
firm in Italy manufacturing Vespa Scooters. 
This offer is under consideration. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; The 
Government’s policy regarding the scooter 
manufacture is characterized by procrastina 
tion, sluggishness and sloppinses, it seems 
probably that the hon. minister is not aware 
that in the past many decisions have been 
taken in this matter, but subsequently they 
have been set at rest; God knows for 
what reasons This is what has happened. 

You will find that the Government is 
seeking foreign collaboration, and, at the 
same time, in reply to another starred 
question, asking about the Government’s 


policy, the Government said that they am 
also thinking of taking it up under the 
public sector. 

Now, may I know from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter whether a technical committee, an expert 
committee was, formed last year and 
it was suggested that its report 
should be submitted by February of this 
year, and whether this report has been 
submitted and, if so, what has happened to 
its recommendations ? 

Then, about this foreign collaboration, 
may I know how long will this Government 
go on negotiating with this firm-Messrs 
Piaggiu of Italy, and when will they start it? 

Thirdly, will the hon. Minister please 
state before this august house what is the 
latest requirement and what is the demand, 
for scooters ? To my knowledge, it is said 
that more than three lakh applications are 
still pending for scooters today, which are 
regarded as the common man’s vehicle. 
May I know whether the Government 
will take up this matter expeditiosuly and 
come to a final settlement in (his matter? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU¬ 
DHURY .* it is true a committee of experts 
to work out and dvise the Government on a 
suitable iudigeous design and a programme 
of production of scooters in the public sector 
was appointed. The committee came to the 
conclusion that no indigenously developed 
design for a scooter was readily available 
and that the development of a new design 
of a scooter starting from the drawing-board 
would take about four to five years. 

Thereafter, the project planning and 
Implementation may take a further period 
of three years. Therefore, this question was 
abandoned. 

Thereafter, my predecessor made a S'ate- 
ment in the Lok Sabba as well as the Rajya 
Sabha on the 18th August 1970, in the 
course of which he said that we would set 
up a project in the public sector with 
an initial capacity for producing 1 lakh 
scooters per year on double shift. 
After this, we have started negotiation, 
which is in progress. It is true that there 
is a very Jpeat shortage of scooters. We 
have ourselves decided to go into produc- 
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tion after setting up this public sector com¬ 
pany. The question of allowing the existing 
producers to increase their capacity is also 
under consideration. Over and above this, 
me have issued 16 letters of intent to other 
parties as well. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: What 
is ottr total requirement of scooters now? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOUDHU- 
RY : It is very high. The study has not been 
made for scooters alone. But the demand 
for scooters, motorcycles, three wheelers, 
mopeds, etc. has been estimated by the 
planning group on machinery industries to 
be 2.10 lakhs per annum by 1973-74. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: The 
Minister is very much anxious to see that 
these industrial licences are given where 
employment opportunity is saturated. I 
would request the Minister to consider start¬ 
ing this foreign collaboration scooter project 
in an area which is really backward. North 
Bengal is the most backward area in India 
and I would request him to remember it. 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA : From 
small car, we have come down to scooter. 
In answer to my question, he said that 
there is no proposal before Government 
to set up this industry in the public sector. 
What are the major hurdls and difficul¬ 
ties before the Government in doing so ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : We are setting up a scooter 
project in the public sector. So far as 
scooterette is concerned, I said, we are not 
setting it up in public sector. 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA : What 
are the major hurides ? Is there any techni¬ 
cal difficulty, financial difficulty or some 
political difficulty? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : The difficulty is we cannot 
tod many things on our hand. 

SHRI K.LAKKAPPA: For a long time, 
we have been urging'on this Government 
peg only in this house bat outside also to 


set up plants for manufacturing acootevs. 
Several States like Mysore have suggested 
that a scooter industry should be started 
there. This is an instance where Govern¬ 
ment has not come forth to start a scooter 
industry in the public sector because 
the officers attached to the ministry 
are in the hands of big business houses and 
they are interested in seeing that this indus¬ 
try is not started in the public sector. Will 
the Government set up a scooter industry 
in public sector to meet our needs ? 


SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOWDH- 
URY : I strongly deny the insinuations made 
against the Ministery or the officers. So far 
as Mysore State is concerned, we have al¬ 
ready given a letter of intent to the Mysore 
State Industrial and Development Corpora¬ 
tion for setting up a project for producing 
24,000 scooters a year. 


SHRI PILOO MODY: I strongly recom¬ 
mend that they should not do it in the 
public sector because no poor man will be 
able to afford it thereafter. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: Has 
Government any knowledge *of the fact that 
a big cycle factory at Asansol in West 
Bengal, Sen-Raleigh by name, is closed for 
more than a month; if so, what steps will 
the Government take to see that this factory 
is reopened? 


SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOUDH- 
URY: I am afraid, I am at the moment 
on a scooter and not on a bicycle. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA ; 
He has said that Government has under its 
contemplation setting up of bicycle factories 
to meet the demands of the people for bi¬ 
cycles. Why will the bicycle question not 
come in here ? 

MR. SPEAKER: I think, a scooter 
is faster than a bicycle. (Interruption).

The link canals from 
the Ganga from near Patna to Mettur dam 
will have to go along or cross the 
various major river basins of the 
country, namely Sone, Narmada, Godavary 
and Krishna and smaller basins like Palar, 
Pennar, etc. The links will require the 
construction of a number of hydraulic 
structures in the various sub-basins to store/ 
lift up the water. About 2100 miles of 
canals with cross-drainage works, and neces¬ 
sary pumping stations would perhaps be 
needed.

A good metalled road runs 
close to the railway line. The bus services 
on this have been suitably augmented by 
the U.P. State Government to cater to the 
traffic that was formerly being carried by 
the S. S. Light Railway.

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(a) whether Government are aware that 
a huge accumulation of coal at colliery pit

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS (RAIL

(a) Yes Sir. Due to poor coal loading from 
West Bengal and Bihar fields in 1970-71, 
pithead stocks at the collieries have increa¬ 
sed. In respect of coking coal the demands 
of Steel Plants have lagged behind its 
production and this has also contributed to 
the increase in pithead stocks. 

(b) Drop in coal loading from West 
Bengal and Bihar fields during 1970-71 was 
partly because of a drop in demands as 
compared to the previous year upto 
August 1970, and thereafter due to the 
serious difficulties faced by the railways 
in the Eastern Sector for reasons beyond 
their control e.g. large scale thefts of wagon 
fittings, overhead traction wires, tele¬ 
communication cables, track materials etc. 
victimisation of passenger and goods trains, 
assaults and murders of Railway staff, 
lighting and prolonged strikes by Railway 
staff, looting and arson of railway property 
at stations and offices, bomb attacks at 
stations, yards and colonies, bundhs, hartals 
and other stoppages of work, paralysing 
railway operation, and many other such 
anti-social activities. 

The single largest factor affecting the 
smooth train running and supply of wagons 
to collieries in West Bengal and Bihar 
fields has, therefore, been the adverse law 
and order conditions in West Bengal. 
This is beyond the railways purview and 
control as the maintenance of law and 
order is primarily the function of the State 
Governments. On their part, however, the 
railways have strengthened their own Pro¬ 
tection Force in the area, to the maximum 
extent possible. Closest possible coordina¬ 
tion is being maintained by the Railway 
authorities at all levels with the State 
Government of West Bengal to enable them 


to deal with such activities effectively. They 
have been requested at the highest level to 
take firm and effective steps to restore 
normalcy in railway working in the area. 
There has, however, been no improvement 
in the situation so far.

(i) In order to avoid tampering with 
the consignments loaded in wagons, 
they are scaled, rivetted, padlocked 
or E.P. Locked and provided with 
dunnage (in consignments susceptible 
to bleeding) ; 

(ii) In order to localise thefts, seal 
checking is done at every checking 
point ; 

(iii) Yards and goods sheds etc, are 
watched round the clock by the 
R.P.F. ; 

(iv) Trains carrying valuable commodities 
are escorted by the R.P.F. ; 

(v) Vulnerable sectors, yards/spots are 
patrolled by the R.P.F. with or 
without arms or by R.P.F. Dog 
Squads ;

In the United 
States of America, Federal assistance to 
accomplish rural electrification is provided 
through the Rural Electrification Adminis¬ 
tration set up by the Rural-Electrification 
Act of 1936. The Rural Electrification Ad¬ 
ministration provides loans at low rates of 
interest to borrowers for supplying elec¬ 
tric power to rural areas. As the Power 
Companies showed little interest in using 
REA loan funds to build electric lines in 
thinly populated rural territory, rural elec¬ 
tric co-operatives* were formed to provide 
electric services on a non-profit basis, 
and the bulk of finances of the Rural Elec¬ 
trification. Administration is provided 
to rural co-operatives. The above pattern 
has been adapted to the special circum¬ 
stances prevailing in India by setting up 
the Rural Electrification Corporation regis¬ 
tered under the Companies Act, 1956, in 
July, 1969. The main objectives of the 
Corporation are to finance the rural electrifi¬ 
cation schemes of State Electricity Boards 
and to finance and promote rural electricity 
co-operatives in the country. The Corpo¬ 
ration has been directed to adopt a project 
approach for financing economically viable 
scemes, the condition of viability being 
waived fer a short initial period not exceed¬ 
ing five years in respect of schemes relating 
to backward areas and to advance loans on 
terms comparable to those advanced by the 
Government of India to other financing ins¬ 
titutions. The Corporation have so far 
sanctioned 110 schemes covering all the State 
Electricity Boards at an estimated cost of 
Rs. 62 crores. These Schemes, when com¬ 
pleted will provide electricity to 9451 vill¬ 
ages, energise 16438 irrigation ptunpsets/ 


tubewells and supply electricity to 28410 
small industries/agro industries. In addition, 
the Corporation has sanctioned about Rs. 13 
crores to the five rural electric co-operatives^”^ 
which have been set up on a pilot feasts. 
These cooperatives will electrify 729 villages, 
energise 27605 irrigation pumpsets and 
supply electricity to 1553 small and agro in¬ 
dustries in their areas of operation.

Braiihwaite Company Limited and 
Gresham and Graven of India, 
Limited, the Central Government 
have taken over the management 
after such investigation.

Three undertakings, namely M/s. Machine 
Tool Corporation of India ; Hindustan 
Paper Corporation and M/s. Bharat Pumps 
and Compressors Pvt. Ltd. were either in 
[■ construction or preliminary stages. Among 
the remaining undertakings, the two units 
which incurred heavy losses were Bharat 
Heavy Electricals Ltd. and Heavy Electricals 
t (lnJia) Ltd. two companies, which are 
, manufacturing heavy electrical equipment. 
|These two undertakings are engaged in the 
f manufacture of very sophisticated capital 
equipment for power projects where the 
gestation period for manufacturing units, 
inevitably extends over many years and 
where it was anticipated even when the 
plants were planned that they would break¬ 
even financially only after a number of 
years. 

During 1970-71, most of these under¬ 
takings have reported substantial improve¬ 


ment in their manufacturing programme and 
activities. Details regarding the profits and 
losses incurred by each of these under¬ 
takings, during the above year, are not 
however, immediately aviiltblcand will be 
available with n the next few months. How¬ 
ever, efforts were m ale to ensure that the 
producion targets set for this period were 
achieved by the various undertakings. 

(b) While there has been an increase in 
the utilisation of installed capacity in the 
case uf most of the plants, full u'ilisation of 
capacity could not be effected in some units, 
partly because production capacity is 
gradually being built-up as in the case of 
heavy electrical equipment manufactures. 
In some of the other plants, full utilisation 
of capacity was not able to take place 
because the order position, which showed 
improvement but did not fully cover the 
capacity o 1 ' plant as also because of certain 
other un ivoidable difficulties, including 
labour-management problems. 

(c) A careful reveiew is being under¬ 
taken regarding the walking of each unit. 
Their target for the next few months, the 
order position in each ctsc labour muiage- 
inent relations, together with various others 
measures to increase production in each unit 
is being carefully wotked out. 

It is expected that as a result of the re¬ 
view and the various measures for improve¬ 
ment adopted by the undertakings, their pro¬ 
duction capacity as also the working of each 
plant, would register subs'antial improve¬ 
ment during the next year.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND 
POWER (S1NCHAI AUR VIDYUT MANT- 
RALAYA MEN UP-MANTRI) (SHRI B.N. 
KUREEL ) : (a) With a view to increasing 
food production, rural electrification schemes 
are being oriented by the states towords 
energisation of pumpsets. About 3.3 lakhs 
of agricultural pumpsets are expected to be 
energised during the current year and 
another 8 42 lakhs pumpsets during the 
remaining two years of the Fourth Plan 
period. Incidentally, 18,000 villages are 
expected to be electrified during the current 
year and another 38,000 villages during the 
remaining two years of Fourth Plan. 

(b) the estimated expenditure on rural 
electrification during the Fourth Plan is 
Rs. 600 crorcs out of which Rs. 160 crores 
are expected to be incurred during the year 
1971-72. While it may not be possible to 
indicate the specific employment potential 
of this outlay, it is expected that about 18% 
of the outlay is expected to be incurred 
in providing employment to labour. 

(c) the Government of India have set 
up the Rural Electrification Corporation as 
as a public sector undertaking to provide 
financial assistance for rural electrification 
schemes sponsored by the various State 
Electricity Boards. This assistance is in 
addition to the outlays provided in the State 
Plan. 

Various Stale Governments and Union 
Territories have already geared up their 
arrangements to fulfil their targets. Arrange¬ 
ments have also been made for the import of 
essential materials which arc not available 
in the country.

' Messrs. Ashok Paper Mills Ltd., have 
granted a letter of intent for putting up two 
units one in Assam for the manufacture of 
36,000 tonnes per annum of pulp and 27000 
tonnes per annum of paper and the other in 
Bihar for the manufacture of 4500 tonnes 
per annum of pulp and 13,5000 tonnes per 
annum of speciality paper. 

2. The firm’s requirements for imported 
capital goods and their proposal for foreign 
collaboration has been approved. 

3. The firm is negotiating financial assis¬ 
tance with the Indusuial Development Bunk. 

4 . The Finn's Negotiations arc in pro- 
gn-ss with Railway Authorities for the resto¬ 
ration of the railway siding at Ramcshwar- 
nugar (Daibhanga). 

5. A team of technical staff is busy ins¬ 
pecting the condition of the plant and 
machinery which were imported by the 
Ashok Paper Mills Ltd., in 1963-64, so that 
thcie may be no held up in the progress in 
the erection and the starting up of produc¬ 
tion. 

6. Both the Units of the Mills are ex¬ 
pected to go into production by December,

7. After the rehabilitation of the Com¬ 
pany the present management took over the 
firm from the Joint Receivers on 19.7.70. At 
that time there were 46 employees in the 
Company and they have been taken in toto 
by the new managnient. 

Fire in Bombay Howrah Express Train 
between Champa and Bnraduar 
(South Eastern Railway) 

202. S1IRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA; 
Will the MINISTER OF RAILWAYS (RAIL

(a) the causes of fire in the running train 
29 Dn. Bombay Howrah Express between

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THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANTR1) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA): (a) According to the provisional 
finding of the Additional Commissioner of 
Railway Safety, Calcutta, who held his sta¬ 
tutory inquiry into this accident, the fire 
appears to have been caused as a result of a 
live cinder escaping from the engine chim¬ 
ney, lodging in the crevices between the roof 
and the body of the coach and igniting the 
roof material from where the fire spread 
rapidly due to strong breeze and high speed 
of the train. 

(b) In this "accident, 12 persons were 
killed and 7 injured of whom 4 were hurt 
grievously. 

Inability of Slate Electricity Boards to 
discharge their commitments due 
to shortage of electric material 

205. SHRI N.K. SANG1I1 : Will the 
MINISTER OF IRRIGATION AND 
POWER (SINCHAI AUR VIDYUT 
MANTRI) be pleased to slate : 

(a) whether Government are aware that 
in view of the chronic shortage of materials 
such as steel, poles, wire, cables, transfor¬ 
mers, switch gears and meters, the State 
Electricity Boards are not in a position to 
discharge their commitments ; 

(b) whether all the Electricity Boards 
are paying higher rates for their material 
requirements than anticipated, with the 
result that there is an imbalance in their 
budgets ; 

(c) whether the entire plan of electri¬ 
fication has received a setback and the 
various State Boards are competing with 
one another by offering higher prices for 
available materials ; and 

(d) the steps Government are taking to 
meet the shortage of materials and to stop 
unhealthy competition among the Slate 
Electricity Boards ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND 
POWER (SINCHAI AUR VIDYUT 
MANTRALAYA MEN UP-MANTRI) 
(SHRI B.N. KUREEL) : (a) The country¬ 


wide shortage of raw materials, specially 
steel and aluminium, has impeded to some 
extent progress of works of the State Elec¬ 
tricity Boards. 

(b) and (c). The requirements of steel 
for Power Projects/State Electricity Boards 
including Rural Electrification Schemes are 
received from the Projects/State Electricity 
Boards by the Central Water and Power 
Commission. Only those requirements of 
steel of the State Electricity Boords/Project 
authorities are posed by the Central Water 
and Power Commission to the Joint Plant 
Committee which are to be utilised directly 
in the implementation of the projects either 
through departmental works or through 
fabricators. Steel requirements of manu¬ 
facturers for conductors, transformers, 
generating equipments, switchgears etc. are 
provided under the industrial quotas of the 
DGTD to the various manufacturers. In so 
far as Steel materials are concerned those 
arc being purchased by the Stale Electricity 
Boards from producers at the rates fixed by 
the Joint Plant Committee from time to 
time. No cases of competition of offering 
higher prices by various Electricity Boards 
have come to the notice to this Ministry. 

(d) A statement containing the requisite 
information is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

STATEMENT 

There has been countrywide shortfall in 
the supply ot essential raw materials for 
Irrigation and Power Projects/State Electri¬ 
city Boards. The steps being taken for 
meeting the shortfall are as under :— 

L STEEL 

All possible steps are being taken for 
getting maximum allocation of steel from 
indigenous production through Joint Plant 
Committee/Steel Priority Committee. To 
meet the shortfalls imports are resorted to. 
For this purpose a review was taken in the 
Ministry of Irrigation and Power recently 
when the representatives of the Ministries of 
Steel and Finance were also present aad it 
was decided to allow bulk imports of most 
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critical sections of steel viz. M/S. Plates 
and M/S. Angles etc. Action to import a 
part requirements of 23180 M.T. valuing 
Rs, 2.75 crores has already been taken. 
Further imports during 1971-72 are under 
process. During the course of the year 
1970-71 a sum of Rs. 3.01 crores was re¬ 
leased for import of 25000 MT of most 
critical sections of steel required for Rural 
Electrification. 

2 . ALUMINIUM 

In respect of E. C. Grade aluminium 
(for conductors and cables ) for Power 
schemes allocations are made by D.G.T.D, 
and the Directorate of Small Scale industries 
to the manufacturers. After assessing the 
indigenous availability imports have been 
allowed by the Ministry of Mines and 
Metals to meet the shortfall. The Ministry 
of Mines and Metals have agreed to allow 
imports to some extent and to review the 
position further in consultation with the 
Ministry of Industrial Development to allow 
further imports, if necessary. 

3. OTHER RAW MATERIALS 

Other raw materials like copper and zinc 
essential for manufacture of power equipment 
are allocated by the D.G.T.D. In respect 
of manufactured items for the Power 
Programmes shortages have been experienced 
in respect of Power Transformers and Dis¬ 
tribution Transformers. The position was 
reviewed recently in a meeting with the 
manufacturers by the D.G.T.D. when the 
protracted delivery schedules for Power 
Transformers were reduced to 24 months 
instead of earlier delivery schedule of 38 
months. Similarly, for distribution trans¬ 
formers the periods of deliveries have been 
brought down to 4 to 6 months as against 
12 months earlier. Import of raw material 
for this Industry has also been allowed on 
a liberalised basis. 


Indigenous clearances arc also given by 
the D.G.T.D. to the C.W. and P.C. for the 
import of these items which are not avai¬ 
lable from the indigenous sources of which 
may be very much in short supply and may 
be required by the Boards urgently.

The progress depends upon the avail¬ 
ability of perennial water, development of 
the commanded area etc, Rajasthan Canal 
would receive perennial supplies on comple¬ 
tion of Beas Dam at Pong by 1973-74.

It is intended that the role of the public 
sector would, in the future, be extended even 
beyond the industries specifically reserved 
for the public sector in the Industrial policy 
Resolution of 1956 and would extend to pro¬ 
jects relating to various products, including 
consumer industries where major production 
gaps arc likely to arise in the coming years. 
With this end in view, some proposals for 
the manufacture of certain consumer goods 
in the public sector are under considciation 
and the techno--economic feasibility of some 
of these schemes is being worked out. 

(c) In addition to public sector projects 
directly under the aegis of the Central Go¬ 
vernment the state Industrial development 
corporations are also examining proposals to 
set up industries, some of which relate to 
consumer goods. 


Deteriorating Quality of Cars 

219. SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Will the

OZA): (a)and (b). Government have been 
receiving complaints about the deterioration 
in the quality of cars manufactured 
in the country. In July, 1967, Government 
had appointed an expert committee, named 
the Motor car Quality Enquiry committee, 
to investigate into the causes of the deteriora¬ 
tion in the quality of cars and to suggest 
remedial measures The committee made a 
number of recommendation for improving 
the quality of cars. These were communica¬ 
ted to the car manufacturers for compliance. 
In order to ensure compliance, statutory 
directions under section 16 of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1951, were also issued to the car manu¬ 
facturers in respect of the more important 
of these recommendations. In pursuance 
of one of the recommendations of the 
committee, a proposal to set up a Technical 
Audit cell for the car industry is also being 
pursued. 

In order to bring about better balance 
between supply and demand and to create 
healthy competition, Government have also 
decided, in principle, to set up a project in 
the public sector for the manufacture of pas¬ 
senger cars of a proven foreign design with a 
capacity of 50,000 Nos. per annum. Letters 
of intent have also been issued to three par¬ 
ties in the private sector for the establish¬ 
ment of new undertakings for the manufac¬ 
ture of Passenger cars based on indigenous 
designs and resources. 


Crisis in Bhakra Power Station 

220. SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Will the

(b) and (c). Yes. There has been redu¬ 
ced power generation at Bhakra due to the 
reservoir not filling to its nonnal full capacity 
at the end of the last mansoon due to inade¬ 
quate rainfall in its catchment area and 
poor river inflows thereafter. The 
matter has been reviewed from time 
to time and action taken to regulate 
the releases from the reservoir to meet 
the reasonable requirements of irrigation and 
power in the area. Allocation to the varions 
participant stales and other common pool 
consumers have also been made consistent with 
the availability of power. Relief has also been 
arranged from outside the Bhakra Service 
area such as from the Satpura Thermal 
Station in Madhya Pradesh and the DF.SU 
Thermal power station^ All available addi¬ 
tional sources of power generation such as 
the stand-by diesel sets have been brought 
into service. Additional diesel generating sets 
have also been sanctioned for installation in 
Punjab. 

In the states of Punjab and Haryana 
cuts on power consumption have been enfor¬ 
ced. 

Consumption of the centrally owned 
Nangal Fertilizer Factory has been reduced 
to the bare minimum of 60 MW as against 
its normal requirement of 160 MW and the 
relief arising therefrom distributed to the 
participants suitably.

(b) 198 closed units involved 63841 men, 
out of which 78 units involving 41607 men 
were subsequently reopened. 

(c) The State Government had appointed 
a Committee to inquire into the matter. 

(d) According to this Committee, the 
main reasons for closure were labour trouble; 
financial stringency, lack of orders and scar¬ 
city of raw materials. 

(e) Some of the measures being taken by 
the Government to facilitate reopening of the 
closed factories are as follows: — 


(v) The Government of India have 
recently set up the Industrial 
Reconstruction Corporation Ltd., 
with its headquarters in Calcutta 
for reconstruction of ailing and 
closed industrial units. 

(vi) The State Government are mak¬ 
ing every efTort to settle labour 
management problems. 

(vii) Government is also actively en¬ 
gaged in removing raw material 
scarcity in the State. 

(viii) Where closure is due to the fail¬ 
ure of management, investigation 
under the Industries Act is sug¬ 
gested. In fact, in two cases 
the Ccn'ral Government has 
taken over the management. 


(i) The Industrial Development Bank 
of India has constituted a regio¬ 
nal committee at Calcutta for the 
Eastern Region to guide and ad¬ 
vice the regional olfice for sanc¬ 
tion of financial assistance. The 
regional office has been given 
powers to deal with requests for 
refinance or direct financial assis¬ 
tance uplo Rs. 20 lakhs. 

(ii) The 1DBI would provide special 
technical or financial assistance to 
cases sponsored by the Banks or 
the financial institutions for such 
assistance. 

(iii) The S;ate Government have 
sanctioned a package of incen¬ 
tives such as refund of sales lax, 
an interest free long term loan, 
refund of entry taxes in specified 
cases and assistance from the 
State Financial Institutions for 
the sick/closed units.

(a) and (b). The Kabini project, costing Rs. 
2.5 crores to utilise 13.31 TMC was cleared 
by the Planning Commission in 1958. No 
clearance has so tar been given to the 
Hemavathi and Harangi projects, nor to the 
revised Kabini proiect proposed by the 
Government of Mysore.

offers received from foreign parties for 
collaboration for the manufacture of 
passenger cars are, at present, being 
examined with a view to selecting a suitable 
model and the foreign collaborator. It is 
not possible at this stage to indicate a 
definite time schedule for the setting 
up of the project. 

(b) Although the proposed car project 
has not been included in the Fourth Five 
Year Plan, the decision to take up the 
project has been taken in consultation with 
the Planning Commission. 

(c) It is proposed that the Central 
Government, together with connected public 
sector enterprises fully owned by the Central 
Government, would hold the controlling 
interest of 51% of the equity capital of the 
proposed undertaking.

Scientific Analysis of the Incidence of 
Floods in the Country

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND 
POWER (SINCHAI AUR VIDYUT MAN- 
TRALAYA MEN UP-MANTRI) (SHRI 
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B.N. KUREEL) : (a) to (c). The High 
Level Committee on floods appointed by 
the Government of India in 1957 made a 
comprehensive study of the flood problem 
in the different regions of the country, 
measures adopted and suggested in the past 
and the general lines on which the flood 
problem could be tackled. 

The findings of the Committee were laid 
on the table of the House in reply to Starred 
Question No. 81 on the 11th February, 1959 
in the Lok Sabha. This is available in 
Library of the Parliament. 

The Committee had laid emphasis on the 
preparation of the comprehensive plan of 
flood control for the various basins indi¬ 
cating the important points which were to 
be incorporated therein. This inter alia 
included further detailed studies of the 
history of floods, their frequency, magnitude, 
duration, damage caused, etc. 

The report of the Committee was circu¬ 
lated to the States for taking necessary 
action on the recommendations since the 
investigation, formulation and implementa¬ 
tion of flood control measures are to be 
done by the States. 

The preparation of comprehensive plans, 
keeping in view the recommendations of 
the Committee, has been taken up by the 
State Governments who have been reques¬ 
ted to finalise the same after analysing the 
available data by the end of 1972. Simul¬ 
taneously the State Governments have 
undertaken urgent measures as required 
taking into account the findings and recom¬ 
mendations of the Committee.

Research and Design Activities in Private

Research 
and Development work is institutionalised 
as well as carried out in individual manu¬ 
facturing units. Quite a few industrial units 
in private sector have their own Research 
and Development facilities for effecting 
improvement in quality, project design, 
substitution of imported raw materials etc. 
These units have spent approximately Rs. 8 
crores on R D work in the year 1969-70 
which comes to about 6% of the total R 
D investment in India as compared between 
36 to 74% in advanced countries. For 
historical reasons the Indian industry has 
relied more on imported know-how. The 
Indian entrepreneurs generally go for colla¬ 
boration with foreign firms which enable them 
to get foreign know-how. 

Government havt? initiated several steps 
to remove the restraints in this regard. 
Some of the steps beiug (i) setting up of 
a project under 'cost’ to undertake an 
overall review of the existing Government 
policy in regard to provision of tax con¬ 
cession as well as means to encourage 
industry to spend more on R & D work 
(ii) proposals are being worked out to accord 
priority to applications for industrial 
licences, capital goods and raw materials 
imports in the case of industries using local 
know-how. (iii) The working group set up 
by the Third Conference of Scientists, 
Technologists and Educationists held in 
November, 1970 have also suggested certain 
incentives to be provided for encouraging 
R & D in the private sector industries. 
Their suggestions are under examination. 

Production of Engineering Goods

■ (a) whether the Railway employees of 
Dhanbad Division in the Eastren Railway 
had gone on strike for a few days in the 
month of February last ;

(a) Yes, Sir. There was a strike by a 
section of railway employees of Dhanbad 
Division from 3rd to 10 th February, 1971. 

(b) Disciplinary and legal action was 
.Remanded against the Havildar of the Rail¬ 
way Protection Force at Hazaribagh Road 


Station, who was alleged to have assaulted 
the wife of a Switchman of that station on 
27-1-71. The staff also demanded that the 
Officer Commanding, Railway Protection 
Foice, Gomoh and the Station Master, 
Hazaribagh Road should be transferred 
forthwith and disepilnary and legal action 
taken against them. 

(c) A fact finding enquiry was con¬ 
ducted into the incident which took place on 
27-1-1971 and on receipt if the report, the 
Havildar was placed under suspension with 
effect from, 2-2-(971. 

(d) and (c). No such assurance was 
given by the Railway Board. Besides 
the natural consequences of break in 
service of the employees who participated 
in the strike, 9 employees have been placed 
under suspension for violation of the 
Essential Services Maintenance Act, 1968 
and,or for indulging in violent activities, 
intimidation etc. Prosecution cases are also 
pending against these 9 employees.

of Madhya Pradesh across Sone river. At 
the same time, it requests the Central Gov¬ 
ernment that orders may be issued to post¬ 
pone action on this project, because cons¬ 
truction of this project will fatally affect the 
Centuary old Sone Canal system and com¬ 
pletely damage cultivation of 7.5 lakh acres 
kharif, 6 lakh acres rabi and 1 lakh acres 
hot whether crops in Bihar State. 

The Bansagar project proposed by the 
Government of Madhya Pradesh has not 
been approved by the Government of India. 
Efforts are being made by the engineers of 
Central Government, in consultation with 
the engineers of the Madhya Pradesh, Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar Governments to evolve 
revised pioposals for the Bansagar psojeet 
which might bo acceptable to ail the three 
States.

(b) (i) Apart from tightening up normal 
security arrangements by the 
Government Railway Police, 
such as keeping watch at im¬ 
portant stations and periodical 
raids to round up criminals and 
anti-social elements. Govern¬ 
ment Railway Police escorts are 
provided on important night 
passenger trains. 

(ii) Close liaison is'maintained by the 
Railway Protection Force with 
the Government Railway Police 
so that crime is effectively check¬ 
ed and surveillance is kept over 
bad characters. 

(iii) Co-ordination meetings at all 
levels are also held by the R.P.F. 
officials with the Government 
Railway Police officials with a 
view to improving prevention 
and detection of crime on Rail¬ 
ways. 

(iv) Strict instructions have also been 
issued to the R.P.F. staff, on 
duty in yards or station plat* 


forms for guarding railway pro¬ 
perty to rush to the scene of 
crime and render all possible 
help to the victims.

On the other hand, the 
expenditure and hence the losses would 
further increase due to the obligations placed 
on Government as a model employer and 
manager.

(c) and (d).' Evolution of a National 
inter-connected trnasmission net work is a 
continuous process and the inter-connections 
are required to be strengthened from time 
to time as new loads and sources of genera¬ 
tion materialise.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHl) 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : Due 
to increase in the area under the High- 
Yielding Varieties, production of wheat 
during crop year 1970-71 for the country as 
a whole is expected to be better than that 
during the last year. This is despite relatively 
unfavourable seasonal conditions during the 
greater part of the winter. 

2. During April and May this year, 
there have been reports from Bihar, Uttar 
Pradesh, Punjab and Haryana of hail-storms 
and thunder-storms with equally winds of 
high intensity. These rains coming as they 
did at the time of harvesting and threshing 
of the wheat crop are reported to have 
affected the grains as well as bhtisa. They 
have also affected other crops like Mangoes, 
Melons, vegetables etc. Preliminary reports 
about the damage caused have been received 
from the States concerned and it will take 
some time before an accurate assessment is 
made. 
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3. The earliest report of rain damage to 
wheat was from the State of Bihar in the 
month of April, 1971. It was reported 
that some standing crops were damaged 
but the damage was mostly to the harvested 
wheat lying on the threshing floor to the 
extent of 20 to 25 percent. Bihar Govern¬ 
ment have asked for help for giving relief 
to the people in the affected areas. A 
Central Study Team is to visit this State 
soon and necessary action will be taken on 
the receipt of the Team’s report. 

4. Damage to wheat in the States of 
Uttar Pradesh, Haryana and Punjab took 
place in the month of May, 1971 when the 
crops had been harvested and were lying on 
the threshing floor. Reports indicate that 
of the grain lying on the threshing floor, 
the damage may be of the order of 10 to 15 
percent in the case of Punjab and Haryana 
and about 20 to 25 percent in the case of 
Uttar Pradesh. No report of any serious 
damage has been received from Rajasthan. 

5. Though rains have damaged the 
wheat, the damage is more in terms of 
quality than quantity. In order to give 
relief to the producers, Government have 
relaxed the specifications for procurement 
for wheat in order to facilitate purchases of 
the rain-damaged wheat. It is expected 
that it would be possible to procure a very 
substantial quantity of the rain-damaged 
grain under the relaxed specifications. Where 
the grain had been harvested and put in 
granaries, there has been no damage due to 
rains. Procured grain particularly in 
Haryana lying in the mandis or in the open 
awaiting despatch has been also been 
affected to some extent despite the pre¬ 
cautions taken of covering it with tarpaulins 
etc. The affected grain is being recondi¬ 
tioned and salvaged. 

6. The unseasonal rains emphasis the 
need for improving the post-harvest hand¬ 
ling and storage particularly at the 
produceres level. Government are a ware of 
this problem and have been considering 
steps that are to be taken In this regard. It 
is not expected that availability of seed for 
the next Rabi sowing will be affected to any 
significant extent by the recent rains. How¬ 
ever, Government will examine this and 
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take suitable steps to make good seed avai¬ 
lable to producers io case it became 
necessary to do so. 

7. Though the wheat in a number of 
states has been affected in varying degrees, 
this will not make any impact on the 
general foods position in the country. 
Government have built up substantial stocks 
of food grains and procurement of wheat 
this year is more than double than that 
of last year for the corresponding period.

Naturally, he seems 
to be out of touch with some of the facts 
of the case. In Haryana, the food corporation 
of India is not operating. It is the civil 
supplies Department of the state Govern¬ 
ment that is procuring.

If we examino the record of 40-50 years, 
that is so with an exceptional year or so.

There has been 
some damage as I mentioned in the state¬ 
ment state-wise, in Haryana, U. P., Bihar 
and Punjab also. But the extensive damage 
occurred first in Bihar, then in U. P. and 
in Haryana.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
hon. Member has made a suggestion that we 
should send teams to the various states. 
If there is a request from the state Govern¬ 
ment we can consider that. Yesterday only 
I was visiting some of the mandis in western 
UP. I am visiting some mandis in Haryana 
tomorrow. We are constantly in touch With 
the state Government. Everytning will be 
done to see that maximum quantities which 
have been rain-damaged due to rain havoc 
will be salvaged. 1 could see that very large 
quantities can possibly be salvaged. There 
was bright sun yesterday and day-before¬ 
yesterday. If this continues, 1 think, quite 
a good quantitity of foodgrains can be 
salvaged. 

The hon. Member referred to the price 
less than the procurement price in certain 
mandis in the country. That happened 
because certain rumours were floated that 
the Government is not going to effect 
purchases after the 18th May That rumour 
was spread by some interested parlies. There 
was rush of foodgrains in the market and 
in UP alone it was 4 or S times more than 
the normal. This created some problems. 
May 1 assure this on the floor of this house 
to the farmers and wheat-growers of this 
country that we will procure every single 
in this country-which is available, which is 
brought to the market, which is of the 
specifications as prescribed by the food 
corporation and the Government of India,~ 
at the procurement price or at the price 
which has been specified and that no food- 
grain will be rejected? The farmers need not 
be afraid thinking that Government would 
stop purchases or that farmers interest will 
be adversely affected.

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : I 
quite see the point that there may be cases 
of extreme hardship. In fact, when the hon. 
Member was with me, we came across some 
ases of extreme hardship. I went to the 
threshing floor of a farmer who had only 
two or three acres of land, that is, leasehold 
land, and all his wheat crop was practically 
lost, so, there may be cases of extreme 
hardship. The state Government are expected 
td attend to such cases. 


As far as the total quantum of damage 
is concerned it is too premature at this state 
to give precise figures. I have requested the 
state Government to assess the damage and 
give us their assessment. Though the chief 
Minister has mentioned some figures, they 
include the damage to mangoes also. He 
did not refer specifically to wheat alone. We 
are keeping in touch with the state Govern¬ 
ments, and we shall have^some assessment 
them, and on the basis of the assessment, 
if any steps are needed or desired at our 
end, we shall take those steps. 

One point which has been raised by my 
hon. friend from time to time is what 
Government propose to do, after taking into 
consideration that such damage occurs on a 
large scale. As 1 have already mentioned in 
my statement, it raises a fundamental issue, 
namely that in the background of massive 
production, the post-harvest technology has 
to be changed; threshing harvesting methods 
etc. have to be changed. We have requested 
the Agricultural commission to go into this 
matter and submit an interim report to us. 
An expert of ours is also looking into this 
matter, and we shall do whatever needful 
is required. But it is an important thing 
which needs to be attended to in the context 
of this massive production in our country. 

The greatest relief being provided is by 
way of relaxation of specifications, by 
permitting FGI to purchase rain-damaged 
wheat. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA : What about 
corruption? That is the main thing.

But the general problem 
in UP appears to the poor marketing condi¬ 
tions. There are Pucca adhadhias and 
Kacfiha adhadhias. A lot can be done by 
the state Government in order to improve 
marketing conditions and marketing laws 
so that the grip of the middlemen and 
exploiters is loosend if not eliminated, . . 

SHRI PHOOL CHAND VERMA : Rose 

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : Even 
when his party was in power there, we had 
written to the gtate Government to take 
necessary steps. I am again drawing their 
attention to take necessary steps to improve 
market conditions. 

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA 
(Nagaur) : The FCI should recognise 
the farmer as the seller. Now they only 
recognise the adhadhias. That is the basic 
trouble. This policy has to be changed. 
Government should give a directive to the 
FCI to purchase from the farmers direct 
through their agencies.

SHRI F. A, AHMED : As the House is 
aware, complete control on sugar was impo¬ 
sed on April 1963 on account of the low 
production of sugar that year and increase in 
its prices. The control continued in this 
form upto (he 1966-67 season when sugar 
production was one of the lowest in resent 
years because of the drought conditions 
which had affected the sugarcane crop, the' 
production during the year being under 22 
lakh tonnes. In order to encourage the 
production of sugercane as well as of sugar 
through the incentive of higher cane prices, 
the policy of partial decontrol of sugar was 
introduced from 1967-68 season. Under 
this modification, a major part of the pro¬ 
duction of sugar was procured by Govern¬ 
ment at fixed prices, mainly for controlled 
distribution to the domestic consumers and

a portion released to the factories for sale 
in the free market. This ensured that while 
the domestic consumer obtained his require¬ 
ments at reasonable prices fixed by Goven- 
ment, the factories could realise higher prices 
for the free-sale sugar and, therefore, pay 
higher prices for sugarcane to the growers. 
During the years, 1967-68 and 1968-69, the 
growers received for their cane prices which 
were substantially higher than the statutory 
minimum prices. The objectives of this 
policy have thus been achieved inasmuch as 
the production of sugar went up to 35.6 
lakh tonnes in 1968-69 and to 42.6 lakh 
tonnes in 1969-70 and sugar has been avail¬ 
able to domestic consumers in adequate 
quantities through controlled ' distribution 
channels at prices fixed by Government. 

2. With the substantial increase in 
production and accumulation of slocks of 
sugar with the factories which weie about 
21 lakh tonnes at the close of the last 
season, the situation has materially changed. 
Although internal consumption has gone up 
from 26 lakh tonnes in 1968-69 to 32.5 lakh 
tonnes in 1969-70 and may be about 37 
lakh tonnes during the current year, the 
stocks with the factories at the end of the 
sjgar year in September will still be of the 
order of 19 lakh tonnes. The prices of sugar 
in the open market have also been going 
down substantially since 1969-70 sugar 
season and the prices realised by the facto¬ 
ries (exclusive of excise. duly) have been 
more or less at the level of the levy prices. 
Factories in high cost zones have not been 
able to sell the released levy sugar on 
account of easy availability of free sale 
sugar and the reluctance of deficit States to 
lift high priced levy sugar for distribution. 
This has resulted in accumulation of dis¬ 
proportionate stocks with factories in several 
zones and consequent financial difficulties. 
There have been persistent demands from 
sugar industry for a revision of prices on 
the ground that there has been increase in 
the cost of production and holding of stocks. 
Many factories have had recourse to litiga¬ 
tion in recent months and have secured 
interim orders involving substantial increases 
in prices, which vary from factory to factory 
in the same zone, with the result that at 
present in several parts of the country the 
system of price control and distribution is 
under great strain. 
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3. Government have therefore reviewed 
the entire sugar policy in the light of the 
changed circumstances. It is considered 
that, in view of the easy supply and stock 
position of sugar, control over prices of 
sugar, distribution of sugar to consumers 
at fixed quotas on the strength of cards and 
other procedural handicaps have little place 
in (he present situation. Government have 
therefore decided to remove all controls on 
prices, distribution and movement of sugar 
with immediate effect. Releases of sugar 
from factories for sale to wholesalers will, 
however, continue to be regulated in order 
to maintain reasonable and stable prices in 
the market and to ensure availability of 
adequate supplies throughout the year. By a 
process of judicious releases it will also be 
ensured that there are always adequate 
reserve stocks of sugar in the country to 
meet future contingencies. Government hope 
that these steps will help in removing the 
present strain in the distribution system and 
enable the consumer to get his requirements 
at competitive prices throughout the 
country. Further, in order to protect the 
interests of the sugar cane growers, control 
over minimum prices of sugar cane to be 
paid to the growers will continue and 
minimum piices will be fixed for each crop 
season, as in the past.

DISCUSSION RE : INFLUX OF 
REFUGEES FROM EAST 
BENGAL 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Shri A. K. 
Sen. 

SHRI A. K. SEN (Calcutta-North 
West) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, we are 
called upon to discuss one of the greatest 
tragedies in human history. It is not merely 
enough to say that we stand at the cross¬ 
roads of history. That will not be saying 
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enough. It will also not be enough to say 
how millions of people have been throttled. 
Because that is a truism. The whole world 
knows about it. It is also not enough to 
say that many more millions are fleeing 
from the blood and fury let loose by 
Pakistan. Because that is again a truism. 
And the Prime Minister has referred to it 
only yesterday how this country has been 
pressed down with the problem of millions 
thrown across the border, who have left 
everything behind them and who are now 
looking forward to the future to return to a 
very happy land. 

Truly, the hawks of politics of Pakistan 
are stalking around and the blood, fire and 
fury have become the order of the day. 
What are we to do 7 Is it enough to extend 
again the words of sympathy which this 
House so unanimously expressed before the 
last session ended ? 

Is it enough to say that we shall not 
tolerate this outrage committed across our 
borders and that we refuse to accept the 
position where our neighbour will be at 
liberty to drive away its unfortunate citizens 
just because it wants to thrust a bloody 
colonial rule upon them ? Is it enough to 
say that we are prepared to extend all our 
sympathy, support and succour to these 
millions of unfortunate refugees ? I do not 
think either the country, or the people, or 
this House will accept such a position. Such 
a passive role would not be consistent with 
our history and our past tradition. It has 
been the glory of this nation that whenever 
human freedom and dignity have been at 
stake we have not only raised our voice in 
opposition but wc have gone with active 
help to see that forces of freedom and 
democracy succeeded. I think a more grim 
test has now come before as and we must 
overcome all tne difficulties and obstacles 
that lie in our way and pass this grim test 
with glory and with success. 

It is very difficult to say in what particular 
manner and with what particular strength this 
country must act, but I think it will be the 
unanimous feeling of this House, and of the 
people outside, that this country must act with 
valour and strength. We do not expect the 
Prime Minister of the government to tell 


us actually what are the steps which are 
to be taken or which ought to be 
taken, but we shall be satisfied if we 
are told that this country is going to act 
with strength, for we have seen that not 
merely Pakistan but the world outside only 
understands strength. If that is not so, 
the anguished voice of these millions of 
slaughtered corpses, whose past tales have 
not yet been told, their tragedy would have 
moved all the capitals of the world. But in 
its place we are finding a pathetic indifference 
being expressed all over. 

If we judge the history of the past two 
centuries and how these powers acted in the 
past, it may be worthwhile to recount a few 
instances when far less tragedies have moved 
into action the so-called great powers. 
Let us take the recent past, before the world 
war. In the 19th century when Greece was 
invaded and oppressed by the Turks, three 
great powers rushed therein in 1827, and 
those powers were England, France and 
Russia. Why ? It was said openly that 
they could not be silent spectators of thou¬ 
sands of innocent Greeks being butchered 
by the Turks. Not only were the armies 
rushed but the whole of the Greek Coast 
was blockaded and that resulted in the 
battle of Navarino where # the Turkish fleet 
was entirely destroyed. History is replete 
with instances of so many interventions in 
the cause of freedom, as it was said, and 
England was one of the countries which 
proclaimed in its loudest voice in those days 
that where freedom was in peril the English 
army would be active, so much so that 
when a British citizen, John Rosion, was 
injured and his property was seized by the 
Greeks the British fleet blockaded the Greek 
Coast and they declared an embargo, claim¬ 
ing the right of. reprisal, stating that no 
country in the world had the right in the 
exercise of its domestic jurisdiction to hurt 
the lives and property of the citizens of 
another state. The right of reprisal is re¬ 
cognised in international law as inherent in 
any sovereign State. 

What is happening today is this. Not 
merely the Pakistani citizens, the minorities 
and the majority community who have been 
slaughtered, but thousands of villages on 
our side have been attacked and hundreds 
of Indian citizens have been shot. Their 
bodies have been seen by our Ministers. 
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Mr. Khadilkar is here. Ask him. Sir. 
Other Ministers have gone ; other Members 
of Parliament have gone. I have seen myself 
Indian citizens with bullet wounds, leave 
alone, thousands and thousands who have 
come along from the fury of the Pakistani 
demons with injuries on their bodies, men, 
women and children, leave aione those tales 
of atrocities of international crimes in 
opposition to which every nation has a right 
to act. 

I am only confining myself at the mo¬ 
ment to the injuries inflicted on Indian 
citizens and their properties. When wanton 
shooting is resorted to by the Pakistan army 
are we to sit quiet ? Have . we not got the 
right in international law to act and hit 
back ? Must we not then cross the border 
to neutralise the areas from which these 
attacks have been inflicted on our citizens 
and on our properties ? Have we not then 
the right to calm those very guns which are 
aimed at us ? I think, we shall be well 
within our rights to go to the other side of 
attack and finish them so that those guns 
can no longer be aimed at us and we are 
not inflicted any injury on our persons and 
properties. 

Sir, that is> our right of self-defence. No 
State-however powerful it may be-has a sight 
to unleash forces of destruction on another 
Stale. That is not merely inter-national law, 
but that is also domestic law too. If l have 
a right to live peacefully in my house, I 
could not let out flood-waters into my 
neighbour’s land and flood my neighbour’s 
property, nor can I use my gun, injuring 
the properties or the persons of my neigh¬ 
bours. That is domestic law as well. And 
International law is much more important, 
because there, armed sovereign States con¬ 
front each other and there the armies have 
to be restrained to the limits so that the 
army of one State cannot be allowed to 
carry on rape and plunder on the persons 
and property of any neighbouring State. 

Therefore, this answer has to be given 
by us, by this House and by the Govern¬ 
ment whether we will allow any longer this 
audacious attempt on the part of Pakistan 
to flout our sovereignty and to inflict injury 
on our own citizens and on the property 
belonging to them. They must be taught a 


lesson. The only lesson they understand iu 
this world is the lesson of force and that 
has to be shown to them so that they may 
know that this country, however wedded we 
are to peace and to the principles of non¬ 
violence—which have been our cardinal 
ways of life— nevertheless knows how to act 
in our self-defence, as we did in 1965, which 
we shall do again whenever we are threat¬ 
ened. I can assure the Prime Minister that 
this House and the world outside, to the 
last man. stand behind her in her effort to 
uphold the dignity and the sovereignty and 
the integrity of this country and the rights 
of its citizens. 

Take the cases occurring outside our 
borders. Has Pakistan the right to send 
away thousands and thousands of citizens 
belonging to the minority community and 
the majority community across the borders? 
This House debated the grim tragedy on the 
last occasion. All of us said we shall never 
let down our neighbours ; we cannot forget 
that wc were one until 1947, that we belong 
to the same ethnic group, sharing the same 
traditions, culture and civilisation. And, 
for many of us, we speak the same langu¬ 
age ; wc have the same cravings, 
the same history, all through the 
ages and in our struggle for independence 
all of us fought together. How can we, 
therefore, forget these unfortunate people 
and neglect them and relegate them to the 
barbarities of an alien race which has come 
with mighty arms, armed with the borrowed 
weapons given to them by others and now 
being used on innocent victims ? 

I do not think that history affords a 
parallel to this. The atrocities of Atilla, 
the massacres of Timurlane, the pillages of 
Chenghiz Khan and the barbarity of Hitler 
have all been surpassed by these latest ex¬ 
ploits of Pakistan and its rulers. Those 
who have seen these innocent victims feeling 
in terror and have heard their tale of we 
have learnt to their grief and anguish how 
brutal their own countrymen could be aud 
bow badly the weapons have been used 
which have been given to them by their 
friends for the alleged purpose of self- 
defence of Pakistan. Those who have armed 
Pakistan now see very well in what manner 
and for what purpose these weapons given 
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to them for self-defence are now being used. 
We have been told solemnly by the British 
Government that after all, this is an inter¬ 
nal problem. Well, we have nothing against 
Mr. Heath personnally, nor have we any¬ 
thing personal against the British Govern¬ 
ment. But we can only say that at least 
there are still a few men left in England 
who speak the voice of freedom and try to 
carry on the tradition which had made 
England great in the past and they are not 
following the wretched example of their 
rulers who cruelly look upon the slaughter 
of millions and say that they shall turn their 
faces away and will do nothing to the 
matter. 

As 1 said, 1 shall give the history 
of the English race itself, when 
the English Army went to Greece 
and the British fleet blockaded the 
coasts of Greece to protect Greece against 
the Turkish invaders ; I remember the words 
of Gladstone who was the Prime Minister 
then ; he said that he could not look with 
calmness at the murder of innocent Greeks, 
because, after all, Europe owed so much to 
Greece. That very English race is now tell¬ 
ing its people and the world with such 
indifference that this human tragedy is to be 
looked upon as a mere internal incident of 
Pakistan. The disgrace of Chamberlain is 
being repeated again in front of us. 

When Abyssinia was conquered and 
invaded by Italy, de facto recognition was 
given to Mussolini long before Abyssinia 
was fully conquered. Similarly, when Spain 
was revaged by Franco’s hordes with the 
aid of the Fascist troops, England rushed 
to give de facto recognition to Franco’s 
awaiting de jure recognition, and before 
de jure recognition came. Franco said ‘Yes, 
these people are rushing to accord recogni¬ 
tion to me, because they know that 1 am 
going to succeed*. If they knew that Mujib's 
forces were going to succeed, as they will 
hi the future and as we know that they must, 
then they would alt rush to recognise the 
Bengla Desh Government. They think still 
that these armies of Pakistan would be able 
to hold on and perpetuate their oppression 
cm Bangia Desh. They little know the 
usons of history, because when a whole 


people have risen to the last man, it is 
impossible to keep them. Could the Britain 
keep us ? Could the British keep the 13 
American colonies which revolted ? Could 
the Kuomintang Government keep the 
Chinese revolutionaries in check ? Could 
anybody ever perpetuate the bonds of 
slavery over a people who had risen ? 
History has said that slavery is not the 
badge for all times, and the lesson of his¬ 
tory is that whoever tries to perpetuate 
bondage becomes the victim ultimately. 
Hitler had over run the whole Europe and 
made half of Europe the slaves of Germany. 

But the end of Hitlar is well known fact 
of history and the end of Yahya Khan and 
the hordes of Pakistan is also written on 
the wall ; only those who can read them will 
know what fate awaits these barbarous people 
of Pakistan. 

Now, therefore, the problem is : what 
are we going to do when we are standing at 
the crossroads of history when four million 
these people have crossed the borders and 
seeking to swamp the whole economy and 
stability of the eastern part of india. There 
is Assam. There is Tripura, a small State, 
which has received more refugees than its 
own population. How can*it sustain such 
a pressure? West Bengal, which has been re¬ 
ceiving floods of refugees caused by perpetual 
oppression of the minorities in East Pakistan 
is now swamped not merely with refugees 
of the minority community, but Muslims 
who have now been driven out for the first 
time. Every Awami League leader has 
been marked : his family has been des¬ 
troyed ; intellectuals have been liquidated, 
and the name of the Awami League 
is sought to be completely erased from 
the face of East Paskistan with bullets, guns 
and bombs. 

I have heard these tales not from people 
who have heard them from outside but from 
people who have seen such murders un¬ 
known in history being committed in front 
of them. I remember the story related to 
to me by the editor of People , one of the 
most progressive dailies of Dacca, which 
was the champion of the Awami League and 
carried on a campaign for it for days. He 
told me that at dead of night suddenly the 
tanks bad come, rushed across his press, 
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destroyed it completely without any provo¬ 
cation. They were searching for him. 
Fortunately or accidentally for him, his 
name plate which was in English was taken 
away by the Awami League volunteers, 
because they were taking away everything 
wh:ch was not written in Bengali. Therefore 
the Pakistani army people could not spot 
his house and he succeeded in fleeing from 
that terror. He is not safely lodged in West 
Bengal, receiving succour and help from us, 
as it is our duty to extent to him. 

This is the story of every man who has 
fled; this is the story of hundreds of 
thousands of villages which have been burnt 
and ravaged. Whenever a train is derailed, 
a whole radius of five miles is surrounded, 
entire villages are burnt down and hundreds 
of men, women and children are put to fire. 
This is the story of East Bengal today. Let 
England know, let Russia know, let the 
whole world know all the big capitals be 
filled with stifled voice of anguis of millions 
of slaughtered men, women and children, 
and then I hope the conscience of the world 
may be awakened. 

The Prime Minister has been trying, 
our Government has been trying, to 
kindle that sense of duty and cons- 
cisnee which we so much expect from 
these big capilals. Unfortunately, it seems 
human conscience has become very, very 
slow to act. Wc have become im¬ 
mune to tales of tragedy. Nothing seems 
to move human compassion and sympathy. 
The age of chivalry and the age of rushing 
for people’s freedom seems to have comple¬ 
tely disappeared and we seem to take every 
act of oppression for granted. When 
millions are sacrified, we never seem to 
move. This has become a sad episode in 
this world. In this latter part of the 20th 
century. 

I hopo in this crisis of history, India will 
give a lead mid will show to the world that 
the forces of freedom and democracy can 
never be crushed, that this country stands 
solidly behind every campaign, every stru¬ 
ggle, for freedom, and that wherever human 
tragedies are perpetrated, wherever the voice 
of oppressed rises to the skies for succour 
and help, this country will rush, with what¬ 
ever power in its command, to help the 
sup tested and oppressed humanity. 


May I, therefore, before I conclude, 
appeal to Government to act, act will vigour 
and valour. We must extent recognition 
to Bangla Desh. This is our prerogative. 

I want to read this dispatch which was 
sent very quickly long before the Red 
Chinese Army had conquered the whole of 
China. They appealed for recognition to 
the Soviet Union, and this is what was 
written on 2nd October, 1949 by the Soviet 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, quoted by this 
publication of the Academy of Science of 
the Soviet Union, at page 119 : 

“Having considered the request of 
the Chinese People’s the Soviet 
Government, prompted by the un¬ 
swerving determination to maintain 
friendly relation with the Chinese 
people and confident that the Central 
People’s Government of China is the 
expression of the will of the over 
whelming majority of the Chinese 
people, informs you that it has deci¬ 
ded to establish diplomatic relations 
between the Soviet Union and the 
Chinese People’s Republic and to 
exchange Ambassadors." 

Is there any doubt that the overwhelming 
wishes of the people of Bangla Desh were 
expressed elearly and unequivocally in the 
last elections when 98 per cent of the people 
of East Bengal voted for Mujeeb’s party, 
that the majority of the National Assembly 
Members were people belonging to the 
Awami League and the National Awami 
party and that the microscopic minority of 
this military junta were completely separa¬ 
ted and were exposed to the whole world 
as people who had no following, who had 
no grass roots at all ? Yet, with that clear 
verdict of Ihe people, the conscience of the 
world is still completely benumbed. It 
refuses to recognise a fact of history. No¬ 
body has recognised these poor people who 
are fighting with their arms and fists and a 
few rifles and small arms which they have 
been able to procure. The time has come 
when we must take note of the overwhelming 
wishes expressed by the people of Bangla 
Desh and the people of Pakistan, and we 
must accord recognition as others have 
done in the past and others will do In the 
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future. Therefore, this is the first thing 
that can be done and that should be 
done. 

The second thing that should be done 
is to prevent the sources from which these 
attacks on India are aimed, attacks in all 
forms, in the firm of sending millions of 
refugees, in the form of shooting across 
the border and in the firm of undermining 
the economic, social and political stability 
of India. We should act, and then alone 
we shall have the respect of the rest of the 
world. 

In this welter of confusion and indiffer¬ 
ence and coldness of the world and the 
democratic opinion of the people all over 
Europe and Asia, we see a glimmer of hope 
when the voice of the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the Senate of America ex¬ 
presses itself so strongly, when Senator 
Fullbright and Senator Edward Kennedy 
oppose the cold indifference of the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States, when the demo¬ 
cratic Members of Parliament of England, 
Lord Fenner Brockway and others, so 
solemnly declare their support for Bangla 
Desh, when the Peace Council meeting in 
Budapest declares before the whole world 
its support for the struggle in Bangla Desh. 
When democratic Members every where 
have come forward to express their soli¬ 
darity with the great struggle for freedom 
now raging in Bangla Desh, we feel that 
all is not lost yet, and hope still survives 
that the conscience of the world will still be 
awakened and that with solid support given 
to these people, their struggle is bouud to 
succeed. Long live Bangala Desh. This 
House must give the lead.

SHRI J. B. PATNAiK (Cuttack) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, this House is meeting 
after its historic resolution on Bangladesh 
in the last session. In that historic resolu¬ 
tion this House expressed its solidarity with 
the struggle of people of Bangladesh. After 
that certain incidents have taken place 
which again have a roused the conscience of 
the people of this country and international 


opinion in favour of the people of Bangla¬ 
desh. Now the question arises as to whether 
this country should have done more in 
respect of Bangladesh than what it has done 
so far. 

There are f$veral aspect to this question 
of giving recognition to Bangladesh. Noy/ 
there is a demand that we should give 
immediate recognition to Bangladesh and 
that would solve our problem. I do not 
think that by giving recognition alone we 
can solve this problem. 

A more important factor is that the 
struggle of the people of Bangla Desh should 
succeed and conditions created in which the 
3.5 million refugees, who have come over 
our country could go back to Bangla Desh 
and live in safety. To create those condi¬ 
tions we must carry internal iodal opinion 
with us. We should not act alone in this 
respect, because it is not our responsibility 
of the entire world to see that conditions 
are so created in Bangla Desh that these 
rofugees return there and the political and 
economic rights, which are inherent in the 
people of Bangla Desh, are enjoyed by 
them. 

To carry international opinion with us 
have a very clear case, firstly, because of the 
influx of 3 5 million people of Bangla Desh 
inio India. That is no longer the domestic 
jurisdiction of Pakistan. Pakistan cannot 
take shelter under the plea of domestic 
jurisdiction, because the problem of main¬ 
taining these refugees is a severe problem 
which has affected our country's economy. 

Secondly, there is the unwarranted act of 
genocide perpetrated on the people of 
Bangla Desh, We know that about a 
million people, including intellectuals, 
professors of universities, student leaders, 
technicians and even military officials, that 
is, those who belonged to East Bengal 
Rifles, and Bengalis in general, have been 
killed. This act of carnage, arson and 
geoncide is going on even now. 

The international law is clear on this 
act of genocide. We have the precedent of 
the findings of the Nunmburg trial which 
clearly condemns this act and holds persons

responsible for this liable to prosecution. 
Whether Yahya Khan and his group of 
people would be brought before the inter¬ 
national bar of justice is a different thing. 
The day may dawn when this would happen, 
when military rule would end in Pakistan 
and those people who are responsible for 
this act of genocide, for this killing, hunger 
and suffering, perpetrated on the millions 
of innocent people of Bangla Desh, would 
be brought to trial. But there is a clear 
case for international intervention on this 
act of genocide on the part of Pakistan. 

Then, there is racialism. I feel that it 
is a case of the worst type of racialism that is 
being practised by Pakistan in Bangla Dcsh. 

If we consider the strength of the people of 
Bangla Desh, they arc in a majority. They are 
75 million as against 55 million people in 
West Pakistan. So, it is not the question of 
the majority seceding from the minority. 

It is a majority which was elected to power 
but was not given the opportuniiy of 
moulding its own destiny, the destiny of 
Pakistan. They were denied the political right 
that was inhenent in them though they were 
elected to the National Assembly as the 
representatives of the majority of the people 
of Pakistan. 

Then, East Bengal has been treated as 
a colonial territory. In the last 23 years, 
although it has contributed 50 per cent of 
foreign exchange to the coffers of Pakistan 
and has given the raw materials necessary 
for running its industry and for the develop¬ 
ment of Pakis'an at large, it has been 
treated as a colony. In this respect I wo Id 
like to quote from the famous book “Asian 
Drama” of Professor Myrdal who has said 
that in all respects East Bengal has been 
treated as a colony by Pakistan. 

Besides this treatment of the Bengali 
people as colonial people, Pakistan has also 
denied them all the rights that are inherent 
in a sovereign people. 

So, this oppression, these barbaric acts 
perpetrated on innocent people are no longer 
an internal issue of Pakistan. This is 
racialism of the worst type. And racialism 
it something which has been condemned 
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again and again before the bar of the public 
opinion in the world. 

In 1948, South Africa raised this issue 
of domestic jurisdiction when this question 
came up before the United Nations and 
pleaded that this question should not be 
taken up. But the United Nations rejected 
it. And it became since then the concern 
of the United Nations and of the entire 
world. So, I say, there is tlcar case now 
for international concern and may be inter¬ 
vention. When this has become the concern 
of the entire world, it will be wrong to say 
that India should take unilateral action in 
this respect without persuading sufficient 
world opinion to come along with it. India 
has succeeded to a large extent though it is 
disappointing that the world opinion is not 
sufficiently aroused to take necessary action 
in this respec*. ! should not feel that 
India has not succeeded in ths respect at all. 
In fact, it is not only the Soviet Union 
which has shown its sympathy for the people 
of Bangla Desh in the famous letter of 
Mr. Podgorny to Mr. Yahya Khan. I had 
tn opportunity of visiting the Soviet Union 
a few days back and 1 have found that 
there is an immen*e spmpalhy in the Soviet 
Union for the people of Bangla Desh. 
I met some of the Minister and some of the 
important leaders and they have expressed 
the opinion that a political settlement in the 
manner Sheikh Mujibur Rahman wanted 
it should be arrived at and that the problem 
of Bangla Desh should be settled politically. 
So far as the Soviet Union is concerned, 
she is doing hei best to see that a political 
settlement of the problem is arrived at. 

Again, we know the public opinion in 
the U S.A. We also find that Senator 
Fulbright and Senator Kennedy have 
expressed their opinion against the acts of 
carnage going on East Bengal. So, we have 
been able to arouse pubhe opinion of two 
superpowers and in many countries of the 
world and we have succeeded to a great 
extent in that. 


So, as regards the recognition of Bangla 
Desh is concerned, whatever is possible, the 
Government is doing and I fully hope that 
whatever will be necessary in future, the 
Government will not hesitate in doing it. 
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The Government should be the best judge 
of the situation and it should be left to the 
Prime Minister and to the Government to 
do whatever is necessary in this respect, 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East) : Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, what is 
going on in Bangla Desh is known to the 
entire world. We are now discussing this 
proplem here. The first thing is, how to 
help Bangla Desh freedom fighters is to be 
decided here and now. 

We are watching, the entire people of 
the country are watching, as to what the 
Government of India is doing. During the 
last session of Parliament also there was 
a unanimous resolution adopted expressing 
the support to these freedom fighters in 
Bangla Desh. But the Government is still 
hesitating to recognise Bangla Desh, their 
Government and to establish diplomatic 
relations with them. This delay is doing 
a great harm to the cause of Bangla Desh 
freedom fighters. Even the Government 
sometimes make a statement that the 
situation should be created in Bangla Desh 
so that these evacuees can go back to their 
mother-land as early as possible. 

Our Prime Minister has appealed to 
other countries also to put some pressure 
on Yahya Government to create such condi¬ 
tions whereby the evacuees can go back to 
their country. But, Sir, how can this 
condition be created ? How will this 
condition be created ? Such a condition 
can be created only if the Pakistan army is 
ousted out from Bangla Desh, but how are 
you to oust these people ? Merely passing 
a Resolution or expressing our sympathy 
to those people of Bangla Desh and aNo 
condemning the butchery perpetrated by 
Yahya Khan is not going to solve the issue. 

It can only be done by ousting the Pakistani 
army from Bangla Desh. If we really want 
to oust the Pakistani army from Bangla 
Desh, then, certainly, something must be 
done here and now. 

It is my plea that material aid must be 
given by us to these freedom fighters to 
strengthen their striking power so that they 
can fight back these Pakistani armies 
effectively. If that material aid is not 
[ given, then, I am sorry to say, merely 
passing Resolutions or condemning this or 


that, or expressing our sympathy with these 
people will not solve the problem. This is 
my feeling. 

Now, we are talking of solving the evacuee 
problem. Yesterday the Prime Minister made 
a statement stating that 3$ lakhs of people 
have already come to India^ Mine is a small 
state, a small territory, Tripura. We have 
got 9 lakhs of evacuees with us now, where¬ 
as our original population is only 
15 lakhs. Now we have got 9 lakhs 
of evacuees and many more are coming. 
That is the position. They are coming 
from various parts of Bangla Desh and this 
is creating a serious problem for our State. 

These people cannot ro back unless 
Bangla Desh is completely liberated from 
Pakistan army. Oily if Bangla Desh is 
liberated from Pakistan army can these 
people go back to their own country. 

The more you delay in recognising the 
Bangla Desh Government, the more you 
delay in establishing diplomatic relations, 
with the newly-formed Bangla Desh re¬ 
volutionary Government, the more you 
delay giving material aid, the more will be 
the influx of refugees and you will not be 
able to solve the problem and this problem 
will conlinue to be lingering. Therefore my 
suggestion is that the Government must im¬ 
mediately recognise Bangta Desh and i/ 
should be done here and now and there 
should not be any delay in this regard. 

By not recognising the Government have 
done great damage to the cause of the 
freedom-fighters. We have done great 
blunder in allowing the new Deputy High 
Commissioner of Pakistan Government to 
land in India. We should not have done so. 
Why cannot our Prime Minister say, we 
cannot give security to this man who re¬ 
presents a Government killing lakhs and 
lakhs of people in Bangta Desh and that 
man cannot be protected from the anger of 
millions of Indian people ? She should have 
said this thing, but it is very unfortunate 
that she has not said this. The represen¬ 
tative of a murderer is allowed to en'er 
India and is allowed to stay here. This is 
completely not in tune with the feelings of 
the masses. The whole jj country is now 
demanding the recognition of the Bangla 
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Desh Government and is demanding that 
these people should go. But our Govern¬ 
ment, though they advocate themselves to 
be democrats, are not, however, respecting 
and responding to the demands made by the 
entire people of India. Is this because our 
Government allowed the Pakistan troops to 
overfly Indian territory in 1969 to suppress 
the students’ movement in Bangla Desh ? 
We cannot forget that. 

15.00 hrs- 

I would like to submit that my State 
Tripura is the worst affected State. The four 
States involved are Tripura, West Bengal, 
Meghalaya and Assam. Out of all these, 
the worst affected is Tripura. 1 have visited 
so many refugee samps in our parts, and 
I And that their condition is deplorable. 
Lakhs of people are still in the open. In the 
Subrum division itself, according to the 
latest census, the original population is only 
53,000. But now, about 2 lakhs evacuees 
have entered there. Our people were telling 
us that even if the 5.1,000 people evacuated 
their homes and allowed these new evacuees 
to take shelter, still, they could not give 
shelter to them. So, proper steps have to 
be taken in this respect. Epidemic has 
already started in some parts and there is 
insufficiency of medical facilities also. 
Medical arrangements must be there. 

Further, it must be remembered that 
Tripura is a very small State. After the 
addition of this new population, the prices 
of essential commodities has gone up and 
they are not availabe, and practically, our 
economy has completely collapsed. The 
Government of India should take full res¬ 
ponsibility to provide for all these evacuees. 
Otherwise, our State will be in a terrible 
mess very soon. 

The other day, the Rehabilitation 
Minister had made a statement that the 
evacuees who came to India should not be 
shifted to other States, but should be kept 
in the border area. From four districts 
evacuees are coming into our small State 
and how can our small State provide shelter 
to all of them ? Already, we have about 
9 lakhs people ; I do not know how many 
more would be coming. If the decision not 


to shift them to other States is adhered to, 
I do not know what will happen to such a 
small State like Tripura. Therefore, I would 
submit that these evacuees should be shifted 
to some other States also. Otherwise, the 
Tripura State cannot bear this new burden. 

Further, the operation of the Yahya 
Khan military junta in Pakistan which is 
indulging in this butchery in Bangla Desh 
is endangering our security also. From 
Akhaura in Pakistan which is very near our 
Agartala town, the Pakistan Army had been 
shelling at our town continuously day and 
night. These bullets came to our town, and 
four were seriously injured and one was 
killed, But wc find that no step has been 
taken to meet this danger ; instead, we find 
that our Army keeps quiet and does not do 
anything ; instead, they go to the border 
and raise the white flag of peace. What 
peace ? We all know what sense of inse¬ 
curity prevails in Agartala town. I do not 
know about military secrets. 1 do not koow 
what the Border Security Force has done. 
But it seems they are lagging behind, as is 
shown by the inc'dent in Agartala town 
itself. 

With these words, 1 again say that our 
Government should not ‘(delay recognising 
the Bengla Desh Government. They should 
immediately establish diplomatic relations 
with that Government and give all material 
help so that the freedom fighters can streng¬ 
then their striking power so that they can 
fight back (he Pak. army and Bangla Land 
and Bangla Desh is fully liberated. 

DR. H. P. SHARMA (Alwar) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, during the 23 years of 
our history as a. free country, I do not 
think there has been a single event which 
has so agonised our conscience as the tragic 
developments in Bangla Desh. The tragedy 
is even more agonising because it is not only 
an attack on the fundamental values which 
the international community holds dear to 
it ; it is also a tragedy which has resulted 
in the deaths of hundreds of thousands of 
people and caused the migration of tmllilo'S 
of people as refugees, with the remaining 
millions who are there afraid of their ife 
from hour to hour that this country has felt 
it so intensely does not need much explain¬ 
ing as, except for the duration of these 23 
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years, this part of Pakistan or East Bengal 
used to be an integral part of our country 
and whatever happens there is bound to 
affect us emotionally because of the bonds 
of culture, language and other factors that 
tie us closely with them. 

One of the solutions being put forth— 
and in this perhaps the whole nation is 
united— is that if we accord recognition to 
Bangla Desh, most of the problems would 
be solved. 1 do not for a moment wish to 
be understood as saying that 1 am against 
such recognition being accorded, but 1 
would still like *.o put forth some of the views 
which may not be so palatable to us but 
which nevertheless have to be examined in 
the context of international law. From the 
point of view of international law, simplified 
there are four definite requirements : first, 
that the government must exercise effective 
control over a definite territory ; second that 
there should be a semblance of permanency 
about it—it should not be a transitory affair; 
third, that the emerging government should 
be williug to entertain and discharge its 
international obligations; and fourth, that it 
should have received the mandate of the 
majority of its people. 

• 

Starling from the last criterion, as far 
as the mandate is concerned, 1 suppose 
nowhere in the hisiory of the world has 
there been such an astonishingly overwhelm¬ 
ing declaration of support -for the movement. 
The elections were held by the opposite 
party, the Pakistan military people, and so 
the veracity or the truthfulness of the 
elections cannot be challenged. The Awami 
party won 149 out of 151 seats. 1 think 
there is no other example that we can cite 
where there has been such an astonishing 
affirmation of public will. But, as for re¬ 
cognition, which is being cited as a solution 
to all our difficulties, I would like to point 
out that most of the international authorities 
on the subject do not agree that in the 
present circumstances recognition should be 
granted. Perhaps this site of the picture is 
not very palatable to us, but we must be 
willing to face what international law 
authorities say. 

About the recognition of a new State, 
Prof. Lauterpact mentions this condition ; 


“effectiveness of power, nccom- 
penied by a sufficient degree of 
stability and a reasonable prospect 
of permanence.” 

This is the most frequently follwcd standard 
of recognition. 

Another authority. Prof. Hackworth, 
says that recognition can be granted, 

“once a new authority has 
difinitely established itself after 
utterly defeating the former 
Government beyond any reason¬ 
able prospect of reestablishment, 
and once, according to the widely 
adopted qualification of the test of 
effectiveness, the revolutionary 
change has been approved by a 
substantial expression of national 
will.” 

Till then recognition should not be granted. 
Most of the international authorities agree on 
this that the Slate must be able to exercise 
effective authority and it should hate a sem¬ 
blance of permanancy before recognition can 
be granted. 

T do not want to be misunderstood as 
being against the cause of Bangla Desh, 
but I would like the House to face facts as 
they are, what we will have to hear in the 
other capitals of the world. 

This does not tie down our hands or 
close the option of recognition for Bangla 
Desh for ever. This is only in the present 
context. These are other considerations, 
political considerations, considerations of 
national security etc., because of which 
nations accord recognition. For instance, 
in the Spanish Civil War, two and a half 
years before the war ended, Germany and 
Italy granted recognition to the France 
Government. At that time there was no 
clear idea which side was going to win. 
Peking is still recognising only Prince 
Sihanouk as the head of the Government of 
Combodia. But here again we must have a 
clear idea as to where our self-interest lies. 
What is going to happen if recognition is 
granted ? If recognition is granted, then 
from tomorrow onwards we will consider 
the OQverqpnent Of Bangla Desh as the oiffy 
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legitimate Government in that part of the 
world. 

If they are the only legitimate Govern¬ 
ment, of course, if we grant recognition, we 
do want to help their cause with which 
the entire nation is in sympathy. If they 
ask for military help, or they ask for 
economic or food help-- leave alone the mili¬ 
tary help—tmd suppose if we send aeroplanes 
with urgent medical supplies or trucks with 
food supplies as soon as you crosss the 
border, the Pakistan military forces which 
are there will stop them and then there 
would be an immediate armed clash, what 
is going to be the responsibility of this 
country ? 

So, I think before we think about recog¬ 
nition, we should face squarely that facts; 
we developments are going to follow imme¬ 
diately after we grant recognition. What 
I wish to put before this House is that we 
must not be pushed info war. If this 
House and this Government and this 
country, after a mature, responsible thinking 
over the problem, if we do think that we 
want to go as far as that and even to face 
a war, then we should be prepared to work 
on (hat line of thinking, but wc should not 
be pushed indirectly just because there is no 
way out and that there is such a kind of 
political frustration that wc feel that some¬ 
how recognition is going to do all the 
other things which we have not been able 
to do. 

There is no other aspect which I should 
like to point out before 1 close. There are 
other problems. I do not say that the 
Government should sit silently about it ; we 
should also have consideration for the 
security or that part or our country, which 
is a most sensitive border. Of course 
there are our misguided frends amongst the 
Nagas and the Mizos and there is the 
looming figure of Chairman Mao on the 
other side of northern Burma ; all that is 
a sensitive area. So, I do say that we 
must do all that we can to advance the 
cause of Bangla Desh. Wa must do every¬ 
thing as far as we can, for the establishment 
of a friendly Government in Banla Desh. 
But we must not try to find an easy solution 


to difficult problems. We must face the 
problems squarely. We must analyse them 
and fully realise what is involved and then, 
if it is our decision, the decision of the 
nation and this House, that we want to go 
that far, then perhaps we will be better ad¬ 
vised to go that way. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta - 
North East) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, for 
two months now, the Macabre tragedy 
which this House unanimously deplored is 
going on in Bangla Desh. Except for the 
atom bomb, every other hitherto-used 
weapon of annihilation has been used 
ruthlessly against a virtually unarmed people 
under orders of a ghastly bunch of crazy 
power-seekers in Islamabad. 

I know that seatiment and gush is 
insipid in the last analysis and does not 
lead to results But is there is no denying 
that our emotions have been deeply touched 
in regard to what has happened, and we are 
only waiting now to see what tangible steps 
our country takes in order to meet this 
menace to Bangla Desh. 

So many My Lais have taken place : 
atrocities of an order which is almost un¬ 
imaginable. But the people have resisted 
heroically. Except for embattled Viet Nam 
I do not think there has been any other 
instance of an unequal and harrowing 
contest in history like the one that is going 
on in Bangla Desh. 

1 think this House is certain that the 
inevitable corollary and the natural comple¬ 
ment of our resolution has been the 
recognition of Bangla Desh, not merely as 
an emotional gesture but as a mechanism 
for the implementation of whatever assis¬ 
tance and support materially we want to 
convey to them. Why then this delay in 
recognition. 

Why this pathetic persistence in copy 
book diplomacy of the Anglo-mandarins of 
South Block ? Why the silence—preter¬ 
natural silence, shall I say,—of this owlish- 
wise Minister of External Affairs, Sardar 
Swaran Singh, who has not yet opened his 
lips to say a in regard to Bangla 
Desh. ’ ‘ ‘ 
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The Prime Minister told us yesterday 
I am quoting her words— "We have to 
sought to awaken the conscience of the 
world.” She said some very good thing 
for which I compliment her. But I do 
wish that our Foreign Office had sought 
properly to awaken the conscience of the 
world. 1 know world conscience is a very 
hard nut to crack, but even so, we have 
not done our duty. On a proper occasion, 

I think this House will have to evaluate 
what our Foreign Service has done or has 
done in this regard. For instance, our 
Ambassador at the United Nations has tried 
to do a job of work, but our Embassy in 
Washington has been guilty of default of a 
sort which has got to be looked into by the 
Government of the day. 

Several million refugees have already 
streamed into India and more are coming. 
Famine, epidemics and other concomitant 
evils are too likely to break out and filter into 
our country. We can neither tolerate this 
genocide nor ;an we permit Bangla Desh 
to be besieged and starved and beaten into 
submission. If in the middle thirties, 
Jawaharlal Nehru could rush up to Spain 
to help the Republicans fight for their 
Government, when Britain and France were 
screeching about non-intervention, if an 
international brigade could be formed to go 
and assist the fighters in Spain, are we today 
supinely to watch the annihilation of Bangla 
Desh by infintely superior brute force ? Is 
not recognition the first essential step fcr en¬ 
abling the Bangla Desh Government to buy 
arms abroad and strengthen itself through 
propoganda and other means ? But we have 
not done so. 

If international assistance is to be sent 
for relief of the evacuees, and it must be, 
India will be the main theatre of operation 
Islamabad tries to seal off even purely 
humanitarian assistance to Bangla desh. But 
with the world organisations and even the 
contemplative Secretary General of the Uni¬ 
ted Nations at last awaking out of his coma, 
this will not be very easy. However, the 
doling out of charity and compassionate 
assistance to refugees is not the main thing. 
It has to be done and will be done to the 
extent of our capacity. Even if we have 
to stretch our capacity to breaking point, 
we will have to do it. But the main thing 


is, as the Prime Minister said yesterday, to 
create conditions for their return to Bangla 
Desh and not to remain in unmanageable 
conditions, a great deal worse off than the 
Palestinian refugees, who are there as a 
permanent factor. Are we going to have 
these refugees and evacuees as a permanent 
feature of the Indian scene? We cannot do 
so and a political solution is imperative. 
The die having been cast as far as Bangla 
Desh is conccrnned, recognition of Bangla 
Desh is an absolute pre-condition of acti¬ 
vity for such settlement. I know Government 
may justify its approach-cold feet-by harping 
on the rcqiremcnts of protocol and the legal 
continuity of international relations, as they 
say in juridic terms. All countries are 
normally expected to respect the legal conti¬ 
nuity of international relations, but have we 
not unanimously declared in Parliament that 
in Bangla Desh, it is not a bona fide con¬ 
test between the parent state and belligerent 
insurgents? By utterly mala fide action 
against a whole people, a nearly unanimous 
democratic demand for autonomy has been 
metamorphosed into a call for a sovereign 
Bangla Desh. The new Republic has the 
right to recognition from us first of all who 
are their blood brethren. From all other 
civilised countries they have the right to 
recognition and to a variety of civilised 
human assistance which they require in order 
to be free in their own country. 

international law did not prevent 
France, monarchical France, pre-revolu¬ 
tionary France, recognising the United states 
in 1778, when Britain, which was fighting 
its American colonies, did not recognise 
them till 1783. The United states in 1837 
did not hesitate to recognise Texas, which 
was a part of Mexico. Mexico jumped about 
it but nothing happened. The United states 
did not hesitate to recognise Panama 
straightaway when Columbia used to be there 
on the scene and was very angry about it. 
The United states and so many other govern¬ 
ments did not hesitate to recognise in 1943. 
De Gaulle’s Liberation committee, even 
though they had no footing in France and 
they were operating from north Africa. So 
many instances could be given. 

i would be told, and 1 know it is a fact, 
that India is not in the same position like the 
United states or the other big powers. But in 
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the days when our foreign policy had some 
lustre and spirit about it, we did n )t hesitate 
to champion Indonesia's independen and 
sovereign status right from the time of our 
independence or even before 1947. Though 
Holland was the legal owner of the empire 
in the East, and Indonesia was part of it, 
when Holland breaking an agreement 
conducted a war against Indonesia till 
November 1949 India championed Indo¬ 
nesia's independent status which raised our 
status also. In the Bandung conference of 
1955 Jawaharlal Nehru was the leading 
figure. But later we climbed down in the 
lndo-China matter and our behaviour was 
not so striking. Again, in 1958, when the 
FLN, the Liberation Movement of Algeria, 
started their Provisional Government with 
headquarters in Cairo, and many countries 
recognised that government, India offered 
them facilities for opening an office in 
Connaught Circus but India did not give full 
recognition, which was why in the heart of 
Algeria a sore was planted which possibly 
has not healed yet. It was not till after 
France got defeated in 1962 that we recogni¬ 
sed Algeria. 

So, this is the kind of behaviour which 
we have shown, though in regard to Indo¬ 
nesia to our conduct was so much better. 
We delay offering our hand of friendship 
and fellowship. About Bangla Desh, which 
has won her right today first by democratic 
elections and secondly by a popular mass 
revolutionary action. Delay will hurt, hurt 
both our countries, and help the neo-Fascist 
regime that keeps west Pakistan in its grip. 

We do not wish ill to Pakistan, 
whatever the maniac propaganda of Islama¬ 
bad may say. It is not India's responsibility 
that Bangla Dcsh has broken away from 
Pakistan. India's interest and desire has 
always been to have a friendly Pakistan. A 
massive national revolution has taken place, 
however, in East Bengal to which I doubt 
not that two of the grand features of 
Islamic thought, the quality of man and the 
sense of social discipline, have made a 
contribution. We have to make. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : He should

SHRI H.N. MUKER3EE : Sir, you have 
to give us a little more time. This point 
was raised even today morning. Otherwise, 
the very purpose of this debate would be 
defeated. 

I was saying that the concept of 
equality of man and the concept of social 
discipline which are characteristic of Islam 
have made their contribution to the develop¬ 
ment of a movement which has succeeded 
in implementing to the point that is 
possible the maximum aspect of democracy. 
This is a fact which has to be conveyed to 
the Islamic countries which are today keeping 
mum not knowing what has happened in 
East Bengal. This is a matter where India, 
with her knowledge of things, can help and 
this is a matter where, if we have diplomatic 
relations with Bangla Desh, they would be 
enabled to conduct their propaganda in 
other countries, as well as they could do a 
great many things in regard to collecting 
their arms, weapons and other assistance 
from other countries. 

Arc we to be in fear and trembling 
before Pakistan all the time merely because 
we do not want to do something when other 
countries arc not recognising Bangla Desh ? 
This is something which hgs led us to 
behaviour which has got to be condemned 
without any equivocation. 

We gave super VIP treatment to a 
minion of Yahya Khan who came to 
Calcutta as the so-called Deputy High 
Commissioner at a point of time—in a 
series of answers to questions yesterday 
Government acknowledged it—when our 
Deputy High Commission in Dacca was in¬ 
terned altogether, when the wife of our High 
Commissioner in Karachi or Islamabad had 
been ill-treated. We sent a protest note on the 
lOih April and nothing more has been heard 
about it. On the basis of reciprocity—reci¬ 
procity, my foot!—this kind of super-VIP 
treatment was given to this person in 
Calcutta. 

My hon. friend, Dr. Ranen Sen, tells 
me that when the Pak Army entered our 
territory, absolutely without justification, 
on the border of the 24-Parganas District, 
no effort was made to chase them out of 
the picture. Our border Security officers 
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shook hands with the officers of the Pak 
Army in the Akhaura-Agariala sector. They 
had no business to be there. We found 
our Army behaving with them in that 
fashion. As my hon. friend has told U9 
a little while ago, our people show 
cowardice. When they send shells into our 
territory, we show the white flag. There 
aie so many instances of the Pak Army 
entering our territory and this kind of 
thing and they are not even being pursued. 

All this is happening because we are 
allowing ourselves to be blackmailed by 
Pakistan. They hijack a plane ; they do 
all sorts of dirty things to it ; they go to the 
ICAO, make all sorts of allegations against 
India and they try to put us in the wrong. 
What India does or what India's wonderful 
External Affairs Ministry does is to behave 
in a fashion which makes our face look 
absolutely silly before the world. 

Therefore, are we to truckle down to 
Pakistan merely because of her powerful 
friends abroad and the appearance of 
atrophy at least for the time being of the 
world's conscience ? If we do, we shall 
not only be letting down the martyred 
masses of Bangla Desh but will appear 
before the world as a country which, while 
holding a sixth of the population of man¬ 
kind, as someone recently said, has neither 
the guts nor the credibility which should go 
with that position. 

Our interest is to have a friendly neigh¬ 
bour. We want to have a friendly country 
on the east. Can we spurn the hand of 
friendship ? If Bangla Desh wins without 
further adequate help from us, Bangla Desh 
will be alienated. If Bangla Desh loses 
on account of our not having given adequate 
assistance to her, Bangla Desh will remain 
terribly embittered. Are we going to face 
this alternative ? We have to have a 
friendly territory on our side. Here in 
Pakistan democratically a wonderful move¬ 
ment of Indo-Pak friendship was growing. 
We have to do Ail we can in order to help 
them. 

I know that the Prime Minister has a 
difficult job. I do not contest that. She 
has said some good things. Let us see her 


acting accordingly. She had said only 
yesterday referring to the big powers :— 

“if they fail.then the suppres¬ 

sion of human rights, the up¬ 
rooting of people, and the conti¬ 
nued homelessness of vast numbers 
of human beings will threaten 
peace." 

She has also said 

"If the world does not take heed, 
we shall be constrained to take 
all measures as may be necessary 
to ensure our own security and the 
preservation and development of 
the structure of our social and 
economic life.” 

We do not propose to take on Pakistan. 
We do not throw challenges here and 
there, but a job of work is before us. The 
task is imposed upon us. We have got to 
face this job and, therefore, when Bangla 
Desh is there, it requires to be recognised 
as the first essential and basic step towards 
the implementation of those activities of 
sympathy and friendship for them that we 
have professed so very eloquently. That is 
why I say, as a first step, let us go ahead 
and recognise Bangla Desh. 

There are risks, but there are risks all 
the time with Pakistan. If we leave the 
ball in the court of Pakistan all the time 
they go abroad and put us in the wrong. 
If the world conscience is as atrophied as 
it is now, of course, we have to go even 
alone if that becomes necessary. But I 
find the world conscience is gradually 
awakening. 1 find, even the United Nations 
Secretary-General is beginning to wake up 
from his stupor and from his coma. 

Let the Government of India show some 
spirit, some courage, some initiative, some 
regard for the practical needs of the day. 
And let the Foreign Office tone itself up. 
1 am not going to be fobbed off by what 
Mr. Khadilkar says in regard to relief 
operations and all that. The Foreign Office 
is the guilty piece as far as this particular 
question is concerned, the roconition of 
Bangla Desh which has been distorted, by 
many people among the minions of the 
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Prime Minister in the Foreign Office. The 
recognition of Bangla Desh is a must and 
it is the primary responsibility of the 
Government of India to do that.

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY (Nomi¬ 
nated—Anglo-Indians) : Mr. Deputy- 

Sreaker, Sir, the question that is being 
asked by every thinking Indian today is : 
Can India avoid war 7 With this calculated 
genocide and the influx of mounting millions, 
as mentioned by the Prime Minister, this is 
perhaps the most critical challenge the 
country has faced since independence. 

it is a challenge to our whole polity,— 
challenge not only to the form, but the 
content of our political way of life, to our 
secular motive, to which we are passionately 
committed and, indeed, to the whole 
concept of the migration of the people in 
a pluralist society. 

What we are seeing today is a continu¬ 
ing paralysis in the international community 
and especially among the great powers. It 
was so abundantly clear that what was 
happening in Bangla Desh was a deliberate 
exercise in medieval military barbarism, 
a crime against humanity. Apparently the 
international community will find out too 
late that events have overtaken everybody. 

My own real fear is this that events 
have overtaken India, and that whether we 
like it or not, we are going to be forced 


into a war with Pakistan. I do not know : 
events may overtake the international comm¬ 
unity bacause a conflagration forced on us by 
Pakistan may precipitate an international 
conflagration. 

It is elementary arithmetic that the 
Indian economy is not going to be able to 
carry this burden of mounting millions of 
refugees. The militarists of Islamabad in 
Nazi style may think that they will be able 
to solve this in Nazi style. I do not want 
to canvass the legal position, nor do I have 
the time for it. This is not a rebellion; 
this is not a secession, but it is a revolution 
by a majority of the people of Pakistan. 
This military minority perhaps thinks that it 
can crush this revolution in the Nazi style. 
Perhaps, another blank to their plan is that 
they will solve in their own militarist Nazi 
way, as the Nazis solved or they thought they 
had solved the Jewish problem, and drive out 
those Hindus who have not been massacred. 

We are seeing today what is in fact an 
unprecedented refugee problem. India has 
faced many unprecedented refugee problems, 
but this is perhaps the most unprecedented 
of all unprecedented refugee problems. And 
1 say this advisedly. During the Partition 
holocaust, it was a two-way traffic. After 
Partition, there was a traffic largely from 
East Pakistan. But it was spread over a 
period of several years. Today we see 
this sudden one-way traffic. For India, it 
is a convulsive and indeed traumatic 
experience. 

Despite what the Government may want 
to do—and I have no doubt that it wants to 
try control the situation—I do not believe 
that with the best will in the world it is 
going to be able to control the situation. 

In my respect ful view, the position has 
already got completely out of control. Toe 
Pakistani militarists might be thinking 
gleefully that they are going to solve their 
problem of 10 million Hindus. We do not 
realise that we have equally f matte counter¬ 
parts in this country, and if they ever had 
their way, Pakistan would not have a deluge 
of 5 million refugees but Pakistan would 
be drowned by 50 million refugees. But I 
have no doubt that the Government, as I see 
it, with this passionate commitment to the

secular motive—and I am the spokesman 
of a small minority and I know what is 
involved—should realise that the only 
alternative to prevent this deluge not only 
from Pakistan but a much greater deluge 
from India will be that we will be compelled, 
as I see it, to go to war. And the irony 
of it is this,—and I believe that every Indian 
Muslim must have realised it long ago—that 
here was a nation ironically founded in the 
n-me of religion; it is a political, geograp¬ 
hical monstrosity. But in order to save 
that geographic and political monstrosity, 
Pakistani militants are butchering their own 
co-religionists and what is more, they are 
putting in peril 60 to 70 million Indian 
Muslims. 

We have not got any inside knowledge 
of what is taking place; I suppose Govern¬ 
ment has, but I do not think that any govern¬ 
ment could in the circumstances share that 
knowledge with us, even if they have it. 
But if war is forced on us, there will be the 
danger of what China may do. But that is 
another risk that we will have to take. But 
’ my own respectful view is that China today 
is following a calculated game of measured 
duplicity. There is an avowed support for 
the militarists of Islamabad. It has encour¬ 
aged them to pnetise and to continue 
to practise genocide. But there are increa¬ 
sing reports today that China is keeping its 
options open, that it is giving increasing 
help to those who ate Peking-oriented. I 
have no doubt that ultimately China will not 
pull Pakistan’s chestnuts.' out of the fire, 
because 1 believe China’s basic objective is 
to weaken both countries in order to spread 
its Peking-oriented hegemony over the 
whole sub-continent, and it is keeping its 
options open for that purpose. It is helping 
as I said, certain of the extremists commu¬ 
nist elements, helping some of the extre¬ 
mist elements in the Bhashani group, and 
the day it feels it will be able to instal a 
Peking-oriented, marionette government in 
East Pakistan, that day it will drop Islama¬ 
bad. 

I am not one of those who will say 
categorically : recognise immediately. 
Because I think Government is in the best 
position to assess when to recognise. I say 
this because immediate recognition would 
give a handle to Pakistan, to divert attent¬ 


ion from its own tottering regime from the 
death-rattle, as I say, of this political and 
geographic monstrosity, and be able to rein¬ 
force its canard that India is instigating them, 
as if a person of the calibre and character 
of Mujibur Rahman would accept instiga¬ 
tion from a country like India. But the 
militarists of Islamabad are obviously in a 
desperate mood. If we recognise Imme¬ 
diately, no effective difference may be made 
to the help. The only thing is that they 
may seize an immediate recognition as a 
landle for a further desperate adventure 
against India. 

As I see it, he alternative to immediate 
recognition is to implement the Resolution 
that this House has already adopted, and 
that is to give support, as the Government 
thinks where, when and how it should be 
given. Because there is no doubt that the 
people of Bangla Desh predominantly will 
have to Gght this war. Inevitably, it has 
assumed the character of a guerilla war. I 
have read books on what the Russian 
partisans, Yugoslav partisans did and how 
the terrorists in Cyprus forced the British 
to give up and all that. Let us remember 
that. 

I have no doubt about the ultimate 
result. The people of Bangla Desh have 
priceless advantages. They have a flaming 
cause. They are lighting among their 
people. They have an ideal base. Yes, I 
say this openly, they have a 1350-mile 
border with a friendly country and they are 
lighting in a terrain that is ideal for such 
warfare. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): 
Without giving recognition, inviting inter¬ 
national complications ? Let him remember 
the implications of what he is saying. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY : I will say 
this of my Bengali friends, among whom is 
my hon. friend, the interruptor, that they 
have never lacked patriotism, they have 
never lacked courage. 

As 1 said, they have a stern, disciplined 
organisation. Pakistan, on the other hand, 
has crucial disadvantages, and those dis¬ 
advantages are going to multiply. Here 
you hfcyq a colonising minority, separated 
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by 1,500 miles of torritory and sea. The 
Punjabis and the Baluchis are mercenaries 
fighting on foreign soil. They have nothing 
in common with the people of Bangla 
Desh. Already the barriers had been built 
up over these many years, of language, race, 
culture ; and as .one of the Bangla Desh 
loaders has said the whole concept of East 
Pakistan has been buried inevitably under 
the bodies of millions of Bengali martyrs. 

1 know the liberation struggle will be 
long and it will be costly. But the whole 
of the Pakistan Army would not be able to 
contain 20,000 to 30,000 Bangla Desh 
guerillas. That has been the experience of 
guerilla warfare in the last several years. 
The ratio is 20 to 30 regular soldiers to one 
guerilla. 

Finally, 1 know that the Government is 
in a cruel dilemma. The Government may 
decide to recognise with all the necessary 
consequences, war sooner than later, but 
there may be an alternative. I leave it to 
the Government to decide where and when 
and how to support the liberation lighters. 
1 am not as pessimisltc as my hon. friend 
there because they have only one alternative 
freedom or slavery, and I have no doubt 
that they will consummate their freedom 
in blood and in volour. 

SHRI SAMAR GUFfA : The freedom 
may pass into the hands of somcbodyelse 
not too friendly to India.

[Shri K.N. TiwarY in the Chair] 

SHRI CH1NTAMAN1 PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar) : The proclamation of 
Bangla Desh by its entire population is 
a unique event of revolutionary import. It 
is an open revolt agains* occupation, against 
the tyranny of a few and against the worst 
dictatorship of the modern era. The struggle 
in Bangla Desh is the collision between 
two worlds, one world which wants change 
and freedom,! which wants progress and 
which wants liberation, and the other 
world which wants to maintain the status 


quo and which resists all change and which 
wants to prepetuate the kind of thing that 
was continuing. Therefore, as India, as a 
nation which stands for the process of 
change, for democracy, for freedom, for 
liberty, for progress and secularism, we have 
expressed our national solidarity with the 
heroic people of Bangla Desh. 

Today millions of people in Bangla Desh 
are being butchered and massacred. Chengis 
Khan, Hannibal and Hitler have paled 
into insignificance before Yahya Khan, but as 
individuals have their souls, so also a nation 
has its soul, and the soul of Bangla Desh 
which was kept in boundage for the last 
23 years has broken all its fetters and seeks 
emancipation and liberation. In their thirst 
for freedom, they have faced bullets, they 
have been machine-gunned and they are 
dying in millions. And yet the conscience 
of the world has not been aroused to its 
full height. However, in the message that 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman has given to the 
people of Bangla Desh, one finds solace and 
inspiration. He has said : 

“They have money, they have 
influence, they have the capacity 
to use force against the people. 
History, however,, testifies that a 
determined people can successfully 
resist and overcome such forces of 
oppressions.” 

Wherever he may be, his words of appeal 
have gone to the hearts of the people of 
Bangla Desh and they can never be defeated, 
they can never be crushed. 

It is unfortunate that the Big Powers who 
swear by the name of revolution, by the 
name of socialism and democracy are com¬ 
pletely silent when millions have been 
butchered and it is most unfortunate that 
even the International Trade Union Move¬ 
ment, which stands for international working 
class solidarity, has not today come out in 
the open to protest and see that from the 
port military ammunition and materials 
are shipped to Pakistan. They have not 
taken that action yet. Therefore, it is India 
which has taken the entire brunt, which is 
facing all the burdens today and has taken 
one of the biggest risks since independence. 
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And as such, we had to face the biggest 
of the tasks before us now. In history of 
some rare moments come for a nation when 
it can rise to its height of glory and can 
play its historical role and fulfil the neces¬ 
sity of histroy. Such a moment has come 
for India today. I wish she seizes this 
moment, this opportunity, rises to the 
occasion and take the right initiative at the 
right moment, or we shall go down.

When we are discussing this situation 
today, we find the Pakistani army crushing 
the liberation struggle ; not only that, but 
it has gone to the extent of besieging our 
own border posts. Could this be possible 
for the Pakistan troops in the first weeks of 
April ? Therefore, our Government should 
take into consideration these developments. 

Recently, our good neighbour, Ceylon, 
faced the insurgents, and rightly we went 
to the rescue of the Ceylonese Government. 
These insurgents might as well say that it 
was the internal affair of Ceylon. We had 
to go and rightly so to the aid of Ceylon 
because Ceylon stands and the people of 
Ceylon stand for a way of life, for demo¬ 
cracy, and for .liberty for which we also 
stand and the values for which we also 
stand. Therefore, there is nothing wrong in 
it. In the recent years we have seen how po¬ 
werful nations had, for their own national 
security, taken initial risks,, and the world 
has never condemned them, and when they 
had taken initial risks and prevented any 
further catastrophes which could come to 
their countries. Now, when more to three 
million poople have migrated from Bangla 
Desh to our country—so far as my infor¬ 
mation goes, perhaps in another few months 
this figure may go up to 10 million—we 
think of Rs. 180 crores for providing for 
their maintenance for a period of six months 
only. But as far as I know, and I have 
calculated, that perhaps -in the coming 
months or years. India should be prepared 
to spend at least Rs. 2,000 crores if this 
is the way that things go on. 

Therefore, two alternatives lie before 
India. It is very clear that we should pre¬ 
pare our mind to receive these 10 million 
refugees and see that they should settle in 
our country, and we shall try to do whatever 


we can by spending Rs. 2,000 crores. Per¬ 
haps our internal economy would be 
shattered, and that is what Pakistan and 
other colonical powers are aiming at. At 
then we will find a coustantly hostile border. 
Or we shall have to see that all these 10 
million people go back to Bangla Desh and 
we have a friendly Government there. If not 
then we have three hostile borders already 
and we will have another hostile border in 
the east. Therefore, strategically we shall 
have to take into consideration all these 
factors. 

One can ask, how can Pakistan move 
three divisions of its troops in such a short 
time to Bangla Desh. I was thinking 
whether it was not possible in the first week 
of April to have a troop movement in the 
western sector. A troop movement is not 
equal to war. Warlike postures are not 
wars. Sometimes big powers, by their war¬ 
like. postures, also achieve the desired 
results. Some have done it. I do not know 
what are the difficulties in our way. But 
when there is still times, perhaps the 
Government should think of it. 

Secoundly, the West Pakistan military 
rulers also in the initial stages provided 
some cause for limited action on our part so 
for as Bangla Desh is concerned. They 
intruded into our territory, violated our air 
space, caused damage to our property and 
killed our citizens. 1 do not know whether 
by sending 19 protest notes, we have done 
tho work. Of course, as civilised nations, 
we have to send protest notes. But there 
are instances in history where a nation had 
sent 344 warnings to another nation for 
violating its air space, but at least on the 
345th occasion, it took some positive action. 

I do not know whether we could have sent 18 
protest notes and reserved one protest note 
for some positive action. 

SHRI N.K.P, SALVE (BETUL) : In the 
20th note it can be done. 

SHRI CH1NTAMANI PANIGRAHI : I 
agree with Mr. Salve, because his intelligence 
is more than mine and I respect him. 

The facts are before us. I have no doubt 
that Bangl^ Desh is a fact. It was boro out 
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of a blood bath. It is just like the new 
dawn. You cannot say that the dawn has 
not dawned. Bangla Desh is there and it is 
a fact, when the entire world wants to know 
what is happening in Bangla Desh, what is 
the harm if our Government allows the Ban¬ 
gla Desh, Government to open information 
centres in Delhi and in the world capitals, 
so that the world may know what is happen¬ 
ing in Bangla Desh ? I hope we will go a 
great length in that direction. 

When this House passed unanimously 
the resolution expressing solidarity with the 
people of Bangla Desh, we took a great risk, 
As the situation develops, it must be left to 
the Government to do what is necessary. 
Some friends have quoted international laws 
and authorities about lecognition. Facts are 
recognised not on basis of outmoded inter 
nationol laws or authorities. Facts are 
recognised as they are, We shall have to 
consider the emerging fact in Bangla Desh so 
far as our own national security is concerned. 
In the past. West Pakistani military rulers 
had tried to seek solutions of their problems 
at the cost of India. The Prime Minister 
said rightly yesterday that Pakistan should 
not try to seek solution of its problems at 
the cost of India and in Indian territory, 
1 hope we stand by this declaration of the 
Prime Minister and Pakistan souid not be 
allowed to commit this mistake once again, 
and we shall not allow Pakistan again to get 
some advantage out of the present sitnation. 

It is too much to hope from a handful 
of top bureaucrats in the Foregn Office that 
they will be able interpret the significance of 
of the revolution in Bangla Desh to the out¬ 
side world. It is just like Ficdel Castrol 
drafting some top civilian officers to 
America to interpret the importance of the 
Cuban revolution to the American public. 
The significance of the Bangla Desh revolu¬ 
tion cannot be understood by anyone 
sitting in the secretariat. They cannot go 
to the people outside whith that kind of kno¬ 
wledge and sympathy to focus world attention 
on this. If the world has not reacted very 
much against the Pakistani aggression, who 
is responsible for it ? Is not the suffering of 
millons in Bangla Desh sufficient to attract 
the attention of the world ? Therefore, let vs 


not side-traek the issue. We should know 
our own shortcomings, I am confident that 
so far as Bangla Desh is concerned, India, 
USA and the Soviet Union have a common 
ground to work together to find a political 
solution. I know that China cannot agree. 
China is the geo-political enemy of India, 
So far as we are concerned, we are the geo¬ 
political enemy of China If China has 
taken a different stand, it is understandable. 
But I cannot understand why India, Soviet 
Union, America, West Asian and South 
East Asian countries cannot come together 
and why a conference cannot be called to 
thrash out the differences and find out a poli¬ 
tical solution for Bangla Desh. India should 
take the lead in this matter. I am happy 
that the Prime Minister has thrown up suffi¬ 
cient hints yesterday that India has pot the 
options open to take any action it likes. 


SHRI G. V1SWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash) : Mr. Chairman, at the outset let 
me congratulate the people of Bangladesh 
who are fighting for their freedom. They 
are fighting against a pow'er which is 
possessing all sort of sophisticated arms 
procured from all countries, procured from 
China, Russia and America. But the 
people of Bangladesh have*no arms. Only 
courage and confidence are their arms and 
ammunition. For the last two months 
thousands and thousands of people of 
Bangladesh arc sacrificing their lives for 
their freedom, culture and language. This 
freedom struggle has been going on for a 
long time. But when their culture was 
threatened, when their language was 
suppressed and even Tagore songs were 
prohibited it reached a breaking point. 

Now imperialism, in whatever form it 
may be, from wherever it has come, it can¬ 
not survive in the 20th century. 20th century 
is a century of freedom. People cannot be 
suppressed by arms, however sophisticated 
the arms they possess may be. An army 
can suppress a nation for a month or two 
but not for ever. 

Utlimately, Bangladesh has to and will 
become a reality. We have to do everything 
possible to see that the people of Bangla¬ 
desh with their freedom struggle. The 
super-powers, Soviet Union and the United 
States, grp npt doing what they are 
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expected to do. Let me quote the Hindustan 
Siandard : 

“Peking has made Its choice and 
it is firmly aligned with the Yahya 
gang. That does not mean that 
Moscow and Washington should 
restrict themselves to exerting 
diplomatic pressure. Something 
stronger is patently indicated.” 

What are these powers doing ? They are 
more interested in balance of power than 
the freedom struggle. They are more 
interested in aligning with this country or 
that country than in a freedom struggle or 
the humanitarian problem. 

So far as Pakistan is concerned, accusa¬ 
tion and provocation seems to be the order 
of the day. They are accusing India of 
taking the initiative for the freedom struggle 
in Bangladesh. As the Prime Minister has 
said yesterday, India has nothing to do 
with the war that is going in Bangladesh 
and yet we are paying for it. A number 
of border security men have been kidnapped, 
a number of villagers have been killed by 
the Pakistan army and yet we ore keeping 
quiet. It looks the problem of Pakistan 
has become the problem of India. Thous¬ 
ands and thousands of people are coming 
daily into our refugee camp' and I do not 
know when they are going to return to 
their country. Unless Bangladesh becomes 
a free nation I do not think the refugees will 
return to East Bengal. According to the 
Nehru-Liaqat Pact those Hindus who have 
crossed the borders and come here and 
chose to remain here, we cannot drive them 
out. Even the Muslims, if they choose to 
remain here, we cannot ask them to go 
back on the point of the gun. 

So, this is going to be a permanent 
problem for the border States of Meghalava, 
Assam, West Bengal and Tripura. Already 
the hon. Member from Tripura has stated 
that it is a small State and it cannot absorb 
the thousands aud thousands of refugees 
who are coming in daily. Hence it has 
become the porblem of our country. 

What is our duty now ? Some of the 
Previous speakers pointed out the legal 
niceties that international law will not 


permit the recognition of the country. 1 
do not think international law will stand in 
the way if we want to recognise Bangla 
Desb. We have heard of a number of 
countries in exile, existing in hotel rooms 
in the city of London, which were recogni¬ 
sed at the time of the Second World War. 
Naturally, when there is a territory, people 
and government, it can be recognised. 
After all, it is the discretion of the country 
to do so. 

It has been our history that India, after 
its freedom, has never taken the initiative 
in matters relating to foreign policy. We 
have never been a leader ; we have always 
been a follower. 1 do not think India will 
set the same example in this case also. 
I think, this would be the first time when 
India would also take the initiative and 
recognise Bangla Desh. 

This is the first time when State 
Assemblies also have passed unanimous 
resolutions that recognition should be given 
to Bangla Desh. Parliament, which must 
be reflecting truly the sentiments of the 
people of this countty, must take immediate 
action to recognise Bangla Desh. 1 think, 
if we recognise, a number of countries now 
sitting on the fence like a cat on the wall 
may also turn round and recognise Bangla 
Desh. Then, Bangla Desh may become 
a reality and the refugees also can return. 
Unless and until Bangla Desh comes into 
existence, refugees will be coming to India 
only ; they will not return. 

The Prime Minister has pointed out 
only for six months it will cost us Rs. 180 
crores. We will be requiring another 
Rs. 300 ct ores or Rs. 400 crores and we will 
have to spend for a long time. It may even 
mean thousands of crores of rupees. When 
we are going to spend this much, India has 
a duly to see how far it can help the 
forces of Bangla Desh to win the war and 
gain freedom. There may be difficulties, as 
has been pointed out already, but we 
have to take it. We do not want to go to 
war but when war is thrust on us, we have 
no other alternative. 

Finally, the Government says that they 
are constantly reviewing the policy of 
recognition. I do not know when they are 
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going to take a decision. 1 think, already 
we are too late, but better late than never. 
When they are going to do it, it is the time 
now to recognise Bangla Dcsh. 

SHRI B. R. BHAGAT (Shahab.id) : 
Mr. Chairman, 1 will be only repeating if 
I say that the situation in Bangla Desh has 
posed the greatest threat to our security and, 
if I may say so, to our existence. But 
before we analyse the situation, let us not 
simplify events and seek a straight or an 
easy solution because this is an event un¬ 
precedented in history and because of the 
present day cruel world, it has assumed a 
very intricate completion. 

The attitude of the world powers, their 
apathy, indifference and even hostility to 
the aspirations of the people of Bangla 
Desh, show that in the present day world 
events are not judged on their merits but 
from the point of view of national interest 
as each one of them sees it. 

It is also curious to notice that some of 
the societies are divided in their attitude to 
this situation. Take, for example, the 
American society. The While House is 
hostile ; even more so is the State Depart¬ 
ment and the Pentagon, but the Congress is 
sympathetic and so is the national press 
where sentiments in favour of the people 
of Bangla Desh have been expressed. So, 
this has even divided a society like the 
American society. Similarly, in other 
countries the national press has expressed 
sentiments in favour of a political solution 
and against the unprecedented atrocities 
that are being committed by the militarist 
regime of West Pakistan against the people 
of Bangla Desh. But the Governments of 
the world are silent about it. Prof. Hiren 
Mukerjee blamed our Foreign Office and, 
particularly, he chided the Foreign Minister 
for not taking this ma'ter with the world 
capitals more vigorously. If he analyses the 
present-day world and the constitution of 
the Governments and their reactions to 
situations, 1 think, he will be the first 
person to agree that it is not only the 
question of our taking up this matter more 
vigorously, the case of the people of 


Bangla Desh which is so just and which 
does not need any explanation. Al¬ 
most every item of human rights has 
been violated in Bangla Desh. But still in 
the present-day cruel world not a word is 
said by the Governments of the world. This 
is a situation and we have to function in a 
situation like this. 


Similarly, there are various forces work¬ 
ing. The people who are aware of the events 
in Asian scene know that whenever any new 
event takes place in a small country, it a 
becomes the cal's paw of the world powers 
They begin to se** how the balance of forces 
effects them and it is their interest which 
judges the balance in that situation. That will 
provide a clue to the attitude of the world 
powers. It happened in Korea ; it 
happened in Vietnam ; it happened in many 
other places. The attitude of the world 
powers is determined by the balance of 
force and how it will effect them as they see 
it in this particular case as well. 

Then, there are other aspects of it. 
There is the ideological attitude to such 
issues. Many people will like to see that 
the national democratic progressive move¬ 
ment which is trying to assert its will against 
the undemocratic regime,* the militarist 
regime, must succeed. But there are powers 
as our neighours who will like this move¬ 
ment to be crushed because out of its ashes, 
they think will emerge the revolntionary 
extremist forces. That determines their 
attitude, particularly, the attitude of the 
Government of People’s Republic of China. 

Pakistan thinks that China is support¬ 
ing West Pakistan, the militarist regime. 
Well, it is not to farther the interests of 
Pakistan or to strengthen or to safeguard 
the integrity of West Pakistan. They want 
that the democratic progressive forces, the 
freedom movement, led by Mujibur Rahman 
is crushed so that the extremist forces in 
Bangla Desh take shape and they may be 
more amenable to the policies of the 
People’s Republic of China. 


These are the complexities involved in 
this. When we look to the situation and 
discuss it, we should try to understand all 
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aspects of it. I have the greatest sympathy 
for the sentiments expressed here in favour 
of an early action, in favour of recognition 
of liangla Desh, in favour of taking prompt 
action and even trying to find fault with 
the Government as to why not immediately 
in the very first week the Government could 
have marched over Bangla Desh and taken 
over the problem so that this situation 
could not have arisen. 

Sir, I have had the occasion to go to 
the border areas and spend quite a few days 
there. I have seen the vast nu nbers of 
unfortunate people who are crossing over 
to our borders and who have suffered en¬ 
ormously at the hands of the West Pakis¬ 
tani forces. It is but natural' that India 
should give them shelter, welcome them 
and to help them in whatever way we can. 
But this is an enormous burden, as the 
Prime Minister has said in her statement. 
If you take the burden for feeding and for 
giving shelter to a million of people, it head 
costs almost Rs. 100 crores. If you take per 
expenditure of a minimum of Rs. 2/- or a 
little over Rs. 2/- which is a very small sum 
just to keep them alive and give them a 
very modest shelter, it comes to Rs. 100 
crores for one year. If 5 millions come, 
the figure will go up to Rs. 500 crores and 
if 10 millions come, it will come to Rs. 1000 
crores. The burden is not only staggering. 
But it has become such a serious problem to 
us that.it has created an alarming situation 
for a country like ours. By one stroke 
Pakistan is trying to frustrate, to neutra¬ 
lise, all the good work that we are doing 
to build up our economy and to build up 
a progressive socialist society in our coun¬ 
try. 

Therefore what has happened as the 
greatest tragedy in Bangla Desh, as the 
greatest atrocities on the peace-loving people 
of Bangla Desh, has become to the greatest 
tragedy for us. Various sentiments have 
been expressed that Government must do 
something and they are all right ; the Prime 
Minister in her statement said about that, 
that Government is determined to protect 
the national interest, an<J that there 
will be no slackness in taking positive 
.action when the situation demands. But 
what action is to be taken can be determi¬ 
ned only if we know what are the objec¬ 
tives. W« have the. greatest sympathy for 


the people of Bangla Desh. We want that 
all the human rights should be restored. 
We belong to the same geographical area. 
We belong to the same ethnic group. Their 
aspirations and our aspirations are the 
same. 

It has been the greatest tragedy that 
even after 23 years of independence, the 
elementary democratic right of the people 
are not given to them. The people of 
Bangla Desh showed their solidarity and 
unity against the militarist regime by their 
democratic election with 98% of the votes in 
favour of Awami League. Such a thing 
has never been done in any other democra¬ 
tic country. For one reason or another, 
the military regime is trying to crush their 
freedom movement. Freedom movements 
and revolutionary movements can never be 
suppressed like this by any amount of force 
or any amount of atrocities that can be 
perpetrated. It is only a matter of time.

[Shri R. D. Bhandare in the Chair] 

This only shows the contradictions in the 
creation of Pakistan. This has now come 
out so eloquently. In modern times. 
Nation States are not founded on the basis 
of religion. Here what we find is this, that 
the same people who belong to the same 
religion are fighting for certain political 
principles. They are fighting for certain 
identification, national identification. They 
have shown the expression of the national 
will in the sharpest focus and this cannot 
be suppressed and there cannot be two 
opinions about it. 

It has been stated earlier in the state¬ 
ment of the Prime Minister that our objec¬ 
tive is to see that the atrocities by the West 
Pakistani forces in Bangla Desh must be 
stopped. A political solution to this prob¬ 
lem must be found. That means, the es¬ 
tablishment of the democratic rights of the 
people as demanded by the Awami League 
and Mujibur Rahman should be ensured 
and we should work for achieving this 
end.

Secondly, the international conscience 
which has been so very much lacking in its 
• favour, must be roused. • 
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It is said that Government have been 
lukewarm in coming forward to recognise 
the Bangla Desh Government. There have 
been many reasons for this. Some people 
say that if the people of Bangla Desh them¬ 
selves bad established a territory and they 
. had reasonable chance of success, then all 
the Governments would have come forward 
to recognise them. I think that that day 
will come and will come soon. This is 
what I can say from whatever personal 
knowledge that I have, it has to be re¬ 
cognised that this war has to be fought by 
the people of Bangla Desh. It is no use 
saying that we should rush forward. We 
must recognise that we are faced with a 
situation when Pakistan is trying to involve 
us. It is sending so many millions of 
refugees and trying to paralyse our economy. 
But, essentially, this war has to be fought 
by the people of Bangla Desh, and they are 
fighting. They have excellent morale des¬ 
pite all the early reverses that they had. I 
have no doubt that the people of Bangla 
Desh will win and they will redeem them¬ 
selves and the day will come when the 
whole world will recognise them. 

But i feel that it is our duty at this 
moment to arouse the international cons¬ 
cience in this matter. 

I am glad that the Prime Minister has 
written to the heads of Governments, and 
our Ambassadors and Heads of Missions 
in various countries are in touch with the 
Governments of those countries. I would 
like this to be purstued even more actively 
because there cannot ke a case in which 
Pakistan can be more guilty of all the 
crimes against human rights and civi¬ 
lisation. I would submit that we have 
to press this more and more so that Pakis¬ 
tan becomes isolated completely. 

These being our objectives, how do we 
.solve it ? it has been said that we must 
recognise Bangla Desh. The hon. Prime 
Minister has said that this is under active 
consideration. We should leave it to the 
Government to choose the time or to t ake 
whatever steps are necessary. But if some 
people feel that by recognising Bangla Desh 
we shall immediately rush to their help and 
vp shad match our Army and give all the 


he lp to them, then 1 would submit that that 
is not the way to solve the problem. 

As has been pointed out by Shri 
Frank Anthony, Pakistan is trying to show 
that it is not a war that the people Of Bangla 
Desh are fighting, it is not a war for the 
democratic rights of the people, rights which 
were suppressed by the ruthless, undemo¬ 
cratic and militarist regime there, but it is 
India which is trying to foment trouble 
on others. So, I would submit that we 
should not walk into that trap. But that 
does not mean that the situation that is 
emerging does not warrant an action. I 
grant that the situation that is emerging is 
this. In order to escape the inherent con¬ 
tradictions in the situation, namely that 
they have to accept the verdict of the people 
and that they have to bow down to the 
sufferings and sacrifices of the people of 
Bangla Desh and give them their freedom 
and democratic rights, Pakistan is trying 
to convert it into an Indo-Pak war, and 
Pakistan is trying to raise a hue and cry 
in the courts of the world that it is India 
which has invaded Pakistan and it is India 
that has sent troops into Pakistan. Thus 
Pakistan is wanting to give a different 
colour to it. Therefore, I would caution 
that we should not walk into that trap. 
Once Indo-Pak war starts with a big conflict, 
in the present-day world, the international 
community would also be involved, the 
World Powers may also be involved, and the 
voice of the people of Bangla Desh and the 
liberation movement that is going on in 
Bangla Desh will be forgotten. What the 
outcome of it would be later on is something 
which I do not want to discuss at this 
moment. Pakistan wants that India should 
get involved in this and it becomes an Indo- 
Pak war, that they can have a different case 
to plead in the woild courts. Today, they 
have no case at all. Even President Yahya 
Khan has been forced to accept that they 
would welcome their citizens coming back to 
their country across the border. Their repre¬ 
sentative in the UN had earlier said that 
about 40000 have crossed when nullions have 
act ally crossed our, and now President 
Yahya Khan says that those who have gone 
over are welcome back. They are slowly 
forced to accept the fact, because their 
guilt is becoming more and mote evident 
in the world. But once it is converted into 
an Indo-Pak war-—and this is what 1 am

pleading with my hon. friends to realise— 
all the issues that are involved, the issue of 
human rights, the issue of the unprecedented 
atrocities committed by the militarist regime 
iin west Pakistan over their own citizens 
would all be forgotten. Therefore, we must 
be cereful. 1 know that there is solidarity 
among Members in this Parliament and 
the people in this country on this issue. 

Tsee there is a consensus in the country 
that the democratic rights of the people of 
Bangla Desh, the main objective for which 
they are suffering today, must be redeemed. 
But let us not take a wrong or hasty step. 
In international affairs, in dealing with 
matters of war, we should not act in haste 
or without preparation. This matter must 
be left to the cool, calm calculations of 
Government, what steps have to be taken, 
when they have to be taken and what pre¬ 
parations have to be made. If we take 
an emotional step, we will be landing our¬ 
selves in trouble. 

Having said that there is unanimity, 
consensus and solidarity, that it is to our 
national interest that that the people of 
Bangla Desh must triumph, that all elements 
of human civilised existence demand that 
the people of .Bangla Desh must triumph, 
we have to make the solidarity and unity 
among ourselves complete without any 
divergent or discordant voice. There should 
be complete unity in the country ; peace 
in the country has to be .maintained. The 
strength of the country lies in the unity of 
of the people. Unity and complete peace 
will give strength to Government. The rest 
should be left to Government to decide what 
teps take. Once the task is known, onces he 
objectives are known, and once the country 
is behinded Government in solidarity and 
unity, it will be easier for Government 
to deal with Pakistan and all its nefarious 
activities and solve the problem in our best 
national interest and to the ultimate satis¬ 
faction of the people. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN M1SHRA 
(Begusarai): Mr. Chairman, I find myself 
now as a residuary legatee since this subject 
has been almost sucked dry. It does seem 
to me that the appeal made by the Prime 
Minister yesterday in her statement ought 
to be warmly supported. On that I have 


no manner of doubt in my mind. The 
appeal was for complete unity and solidarity 
in the country at this juncture. My party 
would like to say in no uncertain terms that 
that is indeed the need of the hour and the 
Prime Minister will have all the support she 
would require at this moment. I would 
also like to add our small voice to her call 
for hard work and sacrifice all round, in 
all spheres of our activities to face this grim 
situation. 

But I am also reminded of the fact that 
the Prime Minister is an expert in creating 
illusions, illusions of action which may not be 
taken later. That is in fact the broad impres¬ 
sion created in my mind after going through 
the statement made by the Prime Minister. 
This is also borne out by the fact that 
earlier it was at her prime initiative that 
this House and the other had unanimously 
passed a resolution, which is bound to go 
down in history as one of the historic docu¬ 
ments of our times. 

But that was also another mayct, illusion 
that was created on that occasion. I do 
not concede that this illusion-making is 
mostly the prerogative of womanhood, more 
particularly of the present Prime Minister. 

SHRIMATI LAKSHMIKANTHAMMA 
(Khammam) : No illusion ; it is ail 
practical. She how they are very chivalrous 
on the other side. Women are a nightmare 
to them. 

SHRI BRIJ RAJ SINGH-KOTAH 
(Jhalawar) : Do not dream of us. 

SHRI SHAYAMNANDAN M1SHRA : 
That has in fact been the experience of this 
country during the last general elections to. 
the Lok Sabha too. And very soon, I have 
no doubt, again, in my mind, the people 
who come out of this maya Jal that has 
been created by her. However, I do not 
want to run down in any manner the 
import and the seriousness of the appeal 
made by the Prime Minister and I would 
again like to be a wilting victim of her 
maya on this occasion because if she gives 
any impression of doing something to persue 
with determination the national interests 
and protect them with all her might, then 
it becomes our bounded duty to support her. 
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Let us hope that yesterday the Prime 
Minister expressed the determination and 
the will of the nation that it will do every¬ 
thing in its power to pursue and protect 
the national interest. But what exactly 
do we find after have passed the great reso¬ 
lution which I said a moment ago is bound 
to go down in history as a great document? 
It has been a very sad and disappointing 
experience. 

The Government, to my mind, has 
brought us, and, in fact, this is the great 
massive gift that the country has been given 
after the massive mandate given to the 
Government, a massive calamity. What 
was apprehended to be a massive calamity 
for Pakistan has been transformed into a 
massive calamity, I must say, for India, and 
let there be no burking the fact, let there be 
no mincing of words, that it is going to be 
a great calamity for this country, consider¬ 
ing the way in which Pakistan is allowed to 
perpetrate aggression on us. What we are 
finding at the moment is nothing less than 
aggressisn. Whether you drop bombs or 
you drop millions of people on a country, 
the result may be the same. Why do we 
find ourselves in this present plight? Let 
us analyse the situation. Although time 
would not permit me to do so in any detail 
or depth, I must say that from the very 
beginning the Government has been suffer¬ 
ing from a confusion of mind, the parallel 
of which would not be found anywhere. 
The Government has been falling between 
two stools. So, we are confronted with the 
present situation. 

Did the Government, in the emerging 
situation in Pakistan, try to indentify its 
national interest? That is the basic question. 
The Government did not identify it, and if 
the Government did have any conception of 
it, it did not try to implement it. This can 
be the only conclusion that we can derive 
from the policies pursued by the Govern¬ 
ment during the last two months or so 
after this great Parliament passed the 
resolution. 

After failure on both the fronts, in 
-clearly concieving the nation: interest in the 


first instance and secondly in pursuing it 
relentlessly and with adequate will and 
determination, what is to be done now ? It 
is not so much a question of thinking in 
altruistic terms about Bangla Desh, although 
that is important. Bangla Desh is not a 
country in the north pole or the South Pole. 
From the very beginning we have recognised 
the facts that there is a unique relationship 
between Bangla Desh and India and there 
arc unbreakable ties of history, culture and 
all the rest of it between the two countries. 
So if that is the view, then, how are we 
going to face this situation ? Are we going 
to have this unbearable burden of 3.5 
million refugees, a number at the present 
moment which can easily mount to 10 million 
in no time? And if it goes up today, it must 
not be though out only in financial and 
economic terms, although it is going to 
mean a serious derailment plans of our 
country. For this is going to mean a great 
dislocation of the political life of the country. 
And that is the reason why we think it should 
cause us the gravest concern ? 

It is going to bring about dislocation all 
along the line, from Assam to Bengal. 
There are going to be tensions of a kind 
which might prove to be explosive. What 
are we going to do about 4 ? 

I am really surprised at the simplistic 
calculation made by the Government of 
India about the expenditure that would be 
involved in looking after the refugees. 
Their calculation leads up to a figure of less 
than Rs. 200 uuies. If 3.5 million people 
are going to be looked after, and at a rate 
of Rs. 5 a person a day, and if the number 
goes up to five million,. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Rs. 2 a day. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
He mentions Rs. 2. Well, look at the 
wonderful conception they have of looking 
after our brave brethren on the other side. 
This is the noble feeling they have for these 
people ? If that is so, it is going to consume 
resources of no smaller order than the entire 
defence budget of the Government of India 
during the course of a year. - It would not 
be less than that there is no question of 
being less. It is also bound to be two -and 
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a half times the cost involved in the Indo- 
Pakistan war in 1965. Again, the Govern¬ 
ment of India is creating an illusion and that 
would be to the detriment of our economy 
and also without adequate information to 
the world outside. If this is the kind of 
conception they have got of the magnitude 

of problem, what is to be done. 

( Interruptions ) 

Now, the situation has changed so radi¬ 
cally that we are forced to think more of 
ourselves than about our great and brave 
brethren in Bangla Desh. Probably we are 
thinking more of ourselves because the situa¬ 
tion confronting us now as serious as that. 
Therefore, it becomes our national duty 
today to think of this : how conditions are 
going to be created to meet this aggression 
by Pakistan, and how to get this aggression 
vacatad. 1 put this in simple and clear 
terms that this is aggression. How is it to 
be vacated ? this is the basic question before 
us. ( Interruptions ) 

I am giving an answer, whatever occurs 
to me. What we can do is that if we are 
able to persuade the international community 
to create sanctions for their return, well 
and good. If they do not heed us, as it 
seems to be the suggestion in the statement 
of the Prime Minister herself, then we 
cannot sit tight and quiet. There is again 
a hope here that the Prime Minister would 
do something. 

There was a suggestion thrown out by an 
hon. Member of the ruling party—and 
that was a suggestion made earlier by sardar 
patd—that if these people go on sending 
torreuts of refugees as part of a systematic 
plan, and as a part of systematic aggression, 
there is no other go for India but to demand 
adequate land for their rehabilitation. The 
international community will have to be 
persuaded to this. It is not with a desire 
to grab land, but it would be for rehabilita¬ 
ting them properly. Let it be quite clear 
in the minds of the hon. Members here 
that if the refugees are going to be of the 
order of five million, then even a small 
driblet is not going to be received by other 
states, and the situation in west Bangal 
would become truly explosive. 

This is also in fact, the implication of 
the 14th May note of the Government of 


India to Pakistan that they would demand 
compensation from them. Now if they 
are not able to do that, you will have to 
think of alternatives. I am trying to 
delineate the problem in all its aspects. The 
refugees are not going to be received in 
any other state. If they are going to be 
received in other states, the number is going 
to be meagre. That being so, is West 
Bangla going to bear all the load itself ? 
Therefore, sanctions will have to be created 
first by appeal to the international 
community. 

We have had very sad experience of 
Indian diplomacy. We have failed systemati¬ 
cally at the level of the United Nations in 
our diplomacy. We have also failed in 
the case of uncommitted nations, non-aligned 
nations. They have not spoken a word 
about it. May be. Marshal Tito had some¬ 
thing to say about it. We have failed in 
our diplomacy with great powers also in 
this matter. So, all through there has been 
systematic failure and this has also been 
because of the fact that the Government 
of India has not been very careful in coll¬ 
ecting information. The person who is 
presiding over the collection of intelligence 
is one who has done the greatest damage 
to both India and our brethren in Bangla¬ 
desh. The kind of intelligence which has 
put across people in (his country was not 
based on correct analysis and interpretation 
and the person who presides over this—I 
donot mean the Prime Minister who happens 
to be the Home Minister but the off jeer 
who is presiding over this—I must say that 
he has been a colossal failure and he has 
done a great disservice to us. 

Finally, 2 would like to say that we 
stand by the government and by the Prime 
Minister at this grave hour when our coun¬ 
try is facing a difficult time. We have 
absolutely no doubt that the entire Indian 
national community would behind the 
Prime Minister. Any suggestion that any 
section of the community does not have 
that feeling is a dangerous suggestion, t 
have found that the entire Indian commu¬ 
nity is imbued with the idea of helping 
this country and our patriotic brethren in 
Bangladesh. So, the meaning suggestion 
that certain section of the Indian commu¬ 
nity does not seem to be full-throated about

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARWAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. 
KHAD1LKAR) : Mr. Chairman, 1 share 
the sentiments and feelings expressed by 
the military regime in East Pakistan. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Sir, on a 
point of information. Is he replying to 
the debate ? 

SHRI R.K. KHADILKAR ; I am only 
intervening. 

t 

What happens in East Pakistan or 
Bangla Desh has to be viewed from the 
perspective of history. When the Britishers 
decided to withdraw from the Indian soil, 
they created Pakistan in two parts, an 
artificial creation of a nation. 

Since then, though world powers have 
txied to keep it secure and safe by giving 
all sorts of help, the forces released after 
the second world war were operating openly 
or and not so openly and ultimately we 
have seen what has happened. But this is 
not the first time. A few years after the 
creation of Pakistan, East Bengal fought a 
war of language and won that battle. West 
Pakistan had to surrender and accept 
Bengali language as a national language. 
That was the first victory. Then, under 
the military dictatorship for the last 12 
years, there was seething discontent due to 
the economic exploitation and suppression 
of East Bengal. This accumulated bitter¬ 
ness, resentment and the sense of outrage 
that was harbouring in the minds of East 
Bengalis found an opportunity of expression 
when the military dictator thought that he 
could play with some sort of a democratic 
experiment. But when people expressed 
themselves and showed what strength the 
democratic feeling had gathered, he was 
taken aback. Then the real question star¬ 
ted not only for us but also for those big 
powers. They might be friendly to us, 
but when we judge situations like this, we 
must, remember that_ efforts _ will, be made 
even now to see that Pakistan is not dis¬ 


membered. With that end in view, all 
sorts of diplomatic manoeuvres are bound 
to take place. 

Today the Bangla Desh people are fight¬ 
ing a battle that remained to be fought. 
As I said when the colonial power withdrew 
they thought, by creating an artificial 
nation they could stem the tide of demo¬ 
cracy and nationalist upsurge in this part 
of the region as elsewhere. If you take a 
glance from Islamabad to Vietnam, what 
do you find ? A certain new order is emer¬ 
ging. The Colonial powers thought that 
after they left, a certain new artificial order 
could be created and sustained. They 
have now realised that this artificial creation 
of some sort of obstacle or break on the 
growing sense of nationalism, freedom and 
independence, cannot last long. In Viet¬ 
nam, for more than two decades, a war is 
being waged. There the western powers 
supposed to be fighting for democracy 
against insurgency or subversion. But so 
far as East Bengal is concerned, non one 
in the world has accused that there was 
subversion or insurgency or outside insti¬ 
gation. It was a spontaneous thing and, 
as I said, it was an outburst of accumula¬ 
ted anger and resentment against the estab¬ 
lished order dominated by West Pakistan, 
always treating East Pakistan as something 
inferior. In an independent state of Pakis¬ 
tan, how many East Pakistani army officers 
were there and how many key positions 
were given to the East Pakistan people ?

They are a proud people. They had a 
great share—everybody is proud of it—in 
our national struggle. Do we imagine for 
a minute that because they are separated,' 
they wilt forget their past which could be 
obliterated ? Nothing of the sort. They 
have shown to the world that inside the 
fire is still alive. Now the question that 
they have posed to Pakistan military regime 
is : Either you have democracy or you 
grant freedom. 

People are talking of a compromise and 
a political settlement takes place, I ■ have no 
objection. Let there be a peaceful political 
settlement. But if we keep the reality in

our mind, as certain things were there, is a 
compromise possible? The USSR Presi¬ 
dent, Podgbmy, and Badshah Khan sugges¬ 
ted, have a political settlement. I realise 
the predicament of the military dictator in 
Pakistan. A point of no return has been 
reached. The only possible solution, if 
Pakistan were to accept the past example 
of the Britishers in 1947 when they decided, 
with all the other things which were not so 
helpful to us, to quit, is that the West 
Pakistan military dictatorship must accept 
the verdict of the people and quit East 
Bengal ; otherwise, 1 am sure, whatever 
may be ihe patchwork solution today or 
tomorrow, it is not going to last in the 
course of history. 

The western powers are planning some¬ 
thing else, as I said, from Islamabad to 
Vietnam. In Vietnam they have suffered 
a defeat. In this sensitive region they 
would like to persist and create a situation 
of a type of a guerilla warfare on our border. 
I do not want to go into details but what 
is the genera] feeling on the border on our 
side and on the Burmese side ? There is 
uneasiness and a certain amount of dislo¬ 
cation in that region that is taking place. 
Keeping that in view, the bigger game, 
just possible, is pf giving support and crea¬ 
ting a situation on our border where we 
will be faced with a problem that will have 
to be faced for a number of years. If 
within the democratic framework a solution 
is found, well and good ; but the people of 
Bangla Desh, who have sacrificed so much, 
who have suffered humiliation for so many 
years and who, now with a detemination to 
liberate their and from exploitation by the 
west, will not keep quiet. This prospect 
of a continued liberation struggle in this 
sensitive area should not be lost sight of 
on this occasion. 

People are saying that the problem has 
been created because of the experiment with 
democracy. Gen. Yahya Khan could not 
face it and has thrown the burden on India. 
That is correct. What attitudewe adopt 
and in what way we respond to the situal 
tion. is the main question before this House 
on this occasion. Does a neighbouring 
country have the right to create a sense of 
insecurity and terror, practise genocide aod 
push out millions of people* throwing them 


outside its border with impunity ? Is it not 
a type of a new Bggression ? There are a 
number of constitutional and international 
lawyers ; it is not very difficult to define 
whether it is aggression or not. But cer¬ 
tainly, if a neighbouring State were to foist 
on us a large number of their citizens— 
still they are their citizens ; we have not 
accepted them as our 0 citizens and they 
have come in a very difficult situation — 
are we to keep quiet and try simply a 
method by which we will arouse the world 
conscience ? 

As 1 said the other day, on internatio¬ 
nal issues, the world conscience is an elas¬ 
tic commodity. It shrinks or expands 
according to the national interest. This is 
the experience all over the world. We must 
remember that there is a response. But it 
is a limited response. What we have re¬ 
ceived so far by way of help is almost in¬ 
significant. Therefore, we have to find out 
ways and means to face the situation. The 
situation is putting a great burden on us. 

Sometimes, the people ask whether it 
is a genocide or not. 1 can tell the House 
and share the confidence with you that when 
the United Nations representatives were 
here, when we were discussing certain simi- 
lar situations, one of the senior members 
of the United Nations who is there for the 
last 25 years—he is not an American— 
said that what happened in Biafra was 
known all over the world and, as compared 
to Bangla Desh, it was nothing. I asked 
him how it got such a wide publicity. He 
said that the international agencies in their 
own interest were concerned about giving 
publicity to it and they organised such a 
wide publicity and he said that the situa¬ 
tion in Bangla Desh is in many respects 
worse than what happened in Biafra. 

This is the situation. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Why did our 
Government not organise proper publicity ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR: I will 
come to that. 

So many questions have been raised, ] 
The hon. Member just now said that we are j 
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living in a world of illusion. We 
are not living in a world of illusion. I would 
like to quote some of the figures and facts. 
We are living in the world of reality. The 
people have given us a massive mandate. If 
you will dispassionately survey the world 
scene, no where there is a democratic 
leadership of this stature with such a 
massive mandate. We have the moral 
authority. In such a situation, if some¬ 
body were to say that we arc living in a 
world of illusion, I do not want to argue 
with him. The people will judge where the 
illusion of reatily lies. I am not concerned 
with that. 

1 would like to give some figures. Till 
15th March, 1971, do you know how many 
refugees came from Hast Bengal in the wake 
of the partition ? I would like to quote 
the figures on this occassion because that 
is very relevant. It is 52.30 lakhs—that 
is the total figure of old refugees. And 
today, the latest figure is 35,56,405. 

( Interruption ). 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : What is the 
date of the figure. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Every¬ 
day, it is changing. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; Yesterday 
the Prime Minister told the House that 
everyday 1 lakh refugees are coming. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : This is 
the latest figuie that 1 have got. It is 
35,56,405. Everyday, it is changing. The 
expenditure on old East Bengal refugees 
alone was Rs 358 crores,and that is apart 
from other concessions and other things that 
were being given. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY (Cooch- 
Behar): The hon. Minister has quoted 
wrong, disputed figures. On several occasions 
in the past we disputed that figure. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR: I am 
telling about the magnitude of the tra ge dy 
and the burden that we have to face now. 
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SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : I 
think you should have no different figure 
than the figure given to UNO, what figure is 
being quoted by UNO about Bangla Desh... 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA (Hapur) ; That 
figure was quoted in the UNO only recently. 

SHRI P1LOO MODY (Godhra) : That 
was meant for a different sort of audience... 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : I may 
say, this is the only figure so far as old East 
Bengal refugees are concerned. 

Another point was raised. I was told, 
’Your estimation of the expenditure is not 
correct.* I may inform the House about 
this. For one million refugees in camps, 
the total expenditure that we have to incur 
is Rs. 53 crores for 6 months. You can 
calculate how much it will come to. The 
daily figure is changing. For this one 
million refugees in camps we have to spend 
in 6 months, Rs. 53 crores. Let me repeat. 
That is the figure I have. 1 have seen 
many Members have gone there and seen 
the situation and what the local adminis¬ 
tration and the central administration are 
doing. At that time the refugee influx was 
at the highest,—in one day more than 
50,000 have entered. And, I must say this. 

I have seen from the record how this was 
done. They have dealt with the situation 
most deficiently and expeditiously and in 
such a situation certain deficiencies are 
bound to occur in the beginning. But at 
the moment the administration there has 
done a really wonderful job. 

A point was made about the situation 
in Tripura. I recognise that Tripura has 
a population of hardly 15 lakhs. More 
than 6 lakhs refugees have come. It is a 
great burden on the administration. We 
are trying to relieve as much burden as 
possib'e. it has been made clear on 
several occasions that it is not our intention 
to remove them to other distant States, 
creating a sense of feeling in their minds 
that they are going to be settled there. If 
we want to really support the liberation 
struggle in East Bengal, we should do 
nothing that will create a sense of frustra¬ 
tion, or demoralisation. But at the same 
time I can assure the hon. Member that we 
are taking steps to relieve that State of some 
of their burdens. 
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A point was made about transport. 
There were originally hardly 35 vehicles at 
our disposal. 

AN HON. MEMBER The adminis¬ 
tration has collapsed. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : 1 am 

giving them more vehicles. It is not correct 
to say that administration has collapsed. 

So on all these points, 1 would like to 
share the information with the House. 
Some people always grumble that this was 
not done or that was not done and all that. 
1 assure the House that all steps have been 
taken regarding sanitation and medical help, 
and I must say that voluntary organisations 
have come forward to help. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; But all the 
foreign help has not been able to touch even 
one hundred per cent of this basic problem. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : In regard 
to West Bengal, because of the former 
regime which was there, we found that the 
administration there was not adequate to 
meet the situation, and certain attitudes had 
developed. We have now strengthened it 
to meet the situation, by getting good 
officers at every district level. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : How much are they spending 
per head per day ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Since he is 
replying to the debate and not intervening, 
let him give this information. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR: The 
reply is on the main political issue, and 
the hon. Prime Minister had made a state¬ 
ment yesterday and she is going to reply 
to the debate. So, 1 am not going to deal 
with that. But 1 would like to share some 
more information with the House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: In the 
last budget, it was 86 paise per adult. How 
much it is now ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : The hon. 
Member is far behind. It was never 86 
paise ; lately it was one rupee, and we have 


taken a decision to have it revised to 
Rs. 1.25, including oil, pulses, vegetables, 
condiment etc. 

I would like to share some information 
with the House in regard to the type of 
provocation that is going on on our borders. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; , More 
than 50 per cent are living under the open 
sky. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Yesterday 
morning, Pakistani troops attacked one of 
our border posts near Karimganj and the 
attack was repulsed by our forces, and by 
the evening, the Pakistani troops withdrew. 
There were a few casualties to the border 
security force personnel manning the posts. 
The attack was effectively repulsed, and we 
inflicted some casualties on the Pakistani 
troops also. 

This morning, Pakistan attacked our 
border post near Turn in Meghalaya, the 
details of which are. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Let the hon. 
Minister deal with this problem of refugees ; 
let him not deal with these extraneous 
matters which pertain to other Ministries. 

SHRI R .K. KHADILKAR : I have 
mentioned these two instances just to show 
the type of intrusion that is taking place 
on our border. 

SHRI A. K. SEN : We all feel that we 
want a Mahratta answer and not this type 
of answer. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : That 
answer was echoed yesterday in the Prime 
Minister's statement. That Mahratta answer 
was evidently echoed by the Prime Minister 
when she made that statement. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB : The 
Mahratta answer was not there. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : In con¬ 
clusion, I would like to say that the problem 
is of such magnitude th*t we have appea'ed 
to the United Nations, and our embassies 
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are very active, and they are doing their 
best to see that world conscience is aroused. 
In such situation, when we are faced with 
a problem of this magnitude, whatever 
shortcomings may be there, I would appeal 
to the House at this juncture. 

SHRI 3YOTIRMOY BOSU ; They 
have been there for two months now. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : .to 

those who want to support in whatever 
manner the struggle of the East Bengal 
people, the liberation struggle of Bangla 
Desh, that the only way now is that we 
must show unity and determination—which 
this house has expressed already—by 
expression and action. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Unity and 
determination to support the Government’s 
inaction ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : .that 

India is soldily behind this struggle.

[Shri K.N. Tjwary in the Chair ] 

SIIRI P.K. DEO : At the outset, I pay 
my tributes to the gallant fighters of Bangla 
Desh and for their supreme sacrifice. I was 
stunned to hear from the lips of Shri 
Khadilkar the distortion of history. He 
wanted to pass the buck regarding the 
creation of Pakistan to the imperialists. 
He has forgotten that those who swear by 
secularism, these power-hungry Congress¬ 
men sitting on the Benches oppisite, are 
responsible for the creation of Pakistan, 
for the vivisection of our motherland on the 
basis of religion. 

They may have acquiesced in that, but 
f we who have sacrificed all we had for the 
integration of this country can never re¬ 
concile ourselves to this state of affairs. 

Coming to the affairs of ihe sub¬ 
continent, there is no denying the fact that 
history and geography have'made India and 


Pakistan one entity and on Indo-Pak amity 
depends the progress of the sub-continent. 
When I say this, 1 am reminded of the 
noble effort of the late great Prime Minister, 
Lai Bahadur Shastri, who sacrificed his life 
for the cause of peace in the sub-continent. 
That time is past, the Tashkent spirit is 
gone. 

High hopes were raised when General 
Yahya Khan ordered elections on the basis 
of adult franchise and when the Bangla 
Bandhu, Sheikh Mujuibur Rahman, was 
returned to the Pakistan National Assembly 
with a thumpihg majority, with massive 
support from East Pakistan. But it was a 
very sad state of affairs when General 
Yahya became a prisoner of the military 
clique and had to teverse the wheel of 
democratic progress and instead of bowing 
down to the verdict of the people, take 
recourse to suppression, oppression and 
tyranny in East Pakistan. What Mujuib 
wanted was an autonomous Bangla Desh in 
confirmity with the 1940 Lahore Resolution 
of the then All India Muslim League. That 
resolution categorically stated : 

‘areas to be grouped to constitute 
an independent State in which the 
constituent units will be 
autonomous’. 

That was why there was nothing wrong in 
Mujuib asking for more autonomy for East 
Pakistan to fulfil the aspiration of Bangla 
Desh’s people. 

It was said that this was a movement 
for secession. It was never so. How can a 
majority secede from the minority ? It was 
struggle to be free from the tyranny of the 
minority, as we find in South Africa, 
Angola and Rhodesia. 

On 31st March in this August House, we 
passed a unanimous Resolution expressing 
our anguish and concern at the happenings 
in Bangla Desh. at the same time, request¬ 
ing all the governments of the world to 
play a constructive role for the res'oration 
of the democratic righ:s, and transfer of 
power to the kgaily elected representatives 
of Bangla Desh. But we have been most 
inactive. This period of 55 days was a 
period of complacency. Except for a few 
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statements b|y which we did not cut any ice, 
wjs never moved in the matter. We slept 
for all the SS days. Rather 1 find that 
Rakistan has stolen a march over us and 
has secured the support of China, Iran, 
Turkey and Sau,di Arabia. Even our friend 
the UAR refused to grant an interview to 
S{hri Jayprakaah Narayan when he went 
there on a peace mission. AH this happened 
in this period, 

Then, till the other day U Thant, 
except for a humanitarian appeal, never 
actively iutervended in this struggle though 
Pakistan has violated the UN Charter on 
as many as seven counts. He is unlike nis 
predecessor Mr. Hammerksjold who had the 
courage to intervene in Congo despite the 
opposition of the Western Poewrs and 
Russia. 

People talk glibly about recognition. 
This question of recognition is of secondary 
importance to me because de facto Bangla 
Desh has been emerging as a free nation 
through the pangs of birth. No force on 
earth is going to stop the independence of 
Bangla Desh. So, how far is de jure re¬ 
cognition going to fulfil their requirements ? 
If our de jure recognition will improve 
matters, certainly go ahead, but at the same 
time do not forget that by this we are 
falling into the trap of Pakistan which is 
anxious to create a war phobia and hatred 
of'India as the last resort to unite the two 
wings of Pakistan. 

So far as recognition is concerned, if 
you study the international law, there is no 
hard and fast rule. It is the national 
interest that guids. It is more a question 
of policy than of law. The national 
interests of this country demand restoration 
of; peaceful conditions in Bengla Desh 
where we can send back these 3.3 million 
refugees. For that if necessary all steps 
have to, be taken. I underline the word 
‘ejl’. If it requires strong action on the 
part of the Government, then the entire 
country will stand behiud the Government, 
And, ff>f <heir safety in Bangla Desh, an 
International guarantee has to be secured. 
W* cannot afford to foot the bill for the 
Tffy g efs for loqg. As pointed out by Shri 
Khadilkar, the figure Is bound to go upto 
Ri. 1,000 croref. That means one third 


of our entire Budget. This is not an inter¬ 
nal question of Pakistan. It is an inter¬ 
national question and has to be tackled at 
that level. If necesary, if the world powers 
are silent, we will have to take the initiative 
to create conditions of security in Bangla 
Desh, at least in some portions of Bangla 
Desh, where these refugees can go. 

In this regard, I would like to point out 
the famous statement of Sardar Patel. 
When there was an influx of refugees from 
Pakistan, Sardar Patel stated : 

“If Pakistan is going to push more 
and more people out of Pakistan, 
who are coming to India as 
refugees, we shall have to demand 
land to rehabilitate them," 

Sir, I hope the Government will rise to the 
occasion and will act in a most befitting 
way and we will whole-heartedty support 
that action of the Government. 

L stly, I associate myself with the 
sufferings of the people in East Pakistan 
and in their fight for freedom and in their 
fight for liberation from the Pakistani 
military junta. 

SHRI P.M. SAYEED (Laccadive, 
Minicoy and Amindivi Islands) : Sir, I only 
want to stress two points. One is the 
secularism which has been our policy and 
which is one of our principles and to which 
we are paying out utmost attention and 
importance. Pakistan was born in 1947 on 
the basis of their religion and it declared 
itself as an Islamic Republic, and from the 
very Pakistan, part of which is now Bangla 
Desh, comes the same policy of secularism. 
It was a nation which was born for its 
religion, and only separating itself from the 
rest of the majority community. And Mr. 
Jinnah was made a tool in the hands of the 
British. I say in this war also, a big 
conspiracy is played by the British, 

You know it is the policy of the 
British and the imperialistic countries not, 
to allow India to become stronger economi¬ 
cally and in other respects also. Now, their 
role is to shatter our economy, if not 
directly, at least try their level best to 
disturb us indirectly. Ibis is what exactly 
they played if! P^ngl* Desh. 
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Sir, when Mujibur Rehman secured such 
a historic victory for his people in Bengla 
Desh, Mr. Bhutto want to England, and 
after this fight has begun he is still in 
England. He is doing his conspiracy. A 
massacre unparallelled in the history of the 
world is taking place and yet the British 
say that it is the internal affair of Pakistan. 
That is why 1 said it is a plot conspired 
and executed by the imperialist forces. 

Pakistan always raises a hue and cry 
whenever communal riots take place in 
India. We witnessed the worst riots in 
Ahmedabad, but here every one condemns 
such riots. Bnt in Pakistan, not even a 
single mulia, not even the Jamiat Islami, 
which calls itself the only organisation to 
look after the Muslim community, has 
condemned this wholesale massacre in 
East Bengdfr 

I demand from our Government that 
Bengla Desh has to be recognised immedi¬ 
ately, because by merely looking after the 
refugees, we are not going to solve the 
problem. We are going to spend Rs. 180 
crores for six months on looking after 
them. But every day millions more are 
coming. Pakistan is trying its level best to 
involve us in (he Bangla Desh affairs. 
Therefore, it is highly necessary that before 
long, the Government of India should 
recognise Bangla Desh and mobilise world 
opinion in the nonaligned countries and 
the Arab world in favour of Bangla Desh. 
We should also use our good offices with 
USA and USSR, both of whom are keeping 
quiet. The lead should be given by our 
country by recognising Mujib’s Government 
as the legally constituted Government and 
we should set an example to the rest of the 
world.

SHR1 TR1D1B CHAUDHURI (Berham- 
pore): Mr. Deputy-Sp®ak«r, Sir, I hops 
I am not the last speaker in this debate. I 
do not waat to take unnecessarily long tine 
because on both sides, from the Govern¬ 
ment side and also from the side of the 
Opposition, most of the points have been 
made out. 

I would dhty point out that we have 
allowed 55 valuable days to pass without 
doing anything tangible. Whatever 'the 
Prime Minister may have indicated in her 
statement made yesterday,' up'till now all 
that ‘we have got frdm the Government 
BebdHfes tnd from the supporters of the 
Government in the Congress Benches is 
that they are tryirtg ‘to arolise tbe conscience 
of the world’ attd that they would do the 
‘right thing at the right moment'. 

If i may bepermitted to say so, these 
ate Very vague things and the world does 
not move an vague gefef&nties. Already l 
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must point out this that a situation has 
developed when Pakistan has succeeded in 
turning the tables on us. They have sent 
3^ million refugees into our territories. They 
have succeeded in perpetrating unspeakable 
inhumanities to perpetuate the military 
control over East Bengal not only that. They 
have immobilised Shiekh Mujibur Rahman 
and we do not know what would be his fate. 
Only yesterday Yahya Khan was holding a 
press conference at Rawalpindi with fo¬ 
reign press correspondents who were invited 
by him. He curtly refused to discuss the 
future of Mujib who was in his hands, with 
the foreign press correspondents. 

In the meantime, while we are trying 
to 'arouse the conscience of the world’ let 
us judge how that conscience has been 
aroused. Only 2 or J days ago, the news 
has come about Britain and USA’s help to 
Pakistan. Whatever Senator Edward Kennedy 
may have said: Whatever may be the 
Resolution that the Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittee may have passed, the fact is that the 
United States Administration represented by 
President Nixon does not agree with the 
views that have been expressed by Senator 
Kennedy or other statesmen there who are 
not in the Administration. The man who 
counts is President Nixon and he, along 
with the British Prime Minister Heath has 
agreed that Britain and USA would join 
together to shore up the expenses incurred 
by Pakistan in supressing this movement 
and the devastations that have been caused 
by military operations there. After consul¬ 
tations with the US treasury, Mr. Peter 
Cargill of the world Bank .has been sent out 
to visit Pakistan, to consult with the 
leaders of Pakistan as to what help is 
required. 

The Prime Minister has lamented the 
fact that although international help has 
started coming to India that is only in 
trickles. But on the othei band we see that 
one of the topmost officials of the World 
Bank, after consultation with the Secretary 
of the US Treasury and at the behest of the 
US President, is coming to Pakistan to 
consult with the authorities and to assess 
what financial help would be requited by 
Pakistan in their military operations and for 


rehabilitating their economy. They have 
undertaken to recoup Pakistan in regard to 
the devastation and the destruction that has 
taken place. That is, Pakistan will get all 
the help from these two big Western 
Powers, but not India with 3$ million 
refugees in her hand. 

The less said about the attitude of China 
in this context the better. In the letter of 
Chou-En-Lai to Yahya Khan published - on 
14th April, he strongly supported the step of 
‘unification’. That was the precise term 
that he used, that is, he upholds unification 
of East and West Pakistan. That is the 
stand that people's China has taken, namely 
that who ever tried to spilt the couatry was 
acting against the interests of the people of 
Pakistan. Shri Khadiikar has told us that 
no big power, whether it is China on one 
side or Soviet Union or Great Britain or 
USA on the other, wants to see Pakistan as 
it was constituted disremembered. That is 
the stark reality.

The other reality with which we are 
confronted with are that about 3-J million 
refugees have come, and in no time, in a 
month's time, that figure will go up to one 
crore, We can easily assume that, and 
our entire economy is going to be broke 
and to be pulled down, and all our plan¬ 
ning and all our plans of economic develop¬ 
ment will be frustrated. That is the rea¬ 
lity which cannot be imagined away. So, 
it is no use waiting any further and hoping 
for the world community to come to our 
aid. We ourselves must act. 

The central point of our demand is not 
recognition. Recognition must come as 
part of an overall solution. The question 
is whether the Government are pre¬ 
pared to act and take risks. We must bear 
this in mind. Little Israel, a very smati 
country could create a situation in the 
Middle East, and the Middle East crisis 
became a world problem. Unless Govern¬ 
ment have that strength, that, courage of 
conviction that boldness and that imagina¬ 
tion, unless they could tell the world power! 
that a situation will be created here which 
wiU make their existence and their influence 
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in this part of the world almost impossible, 
unless that sort of thing is created, no¬ 
body’s conscience is going to be aroused. 

That is why I would only reiterate what 
another hon. Member from this side of 
the House said just now that we must act 
here and now, and recognition must come 
as the first step towards that kind of bold 
policy and programme of action. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Earlier we 
had decided to conclude this debate at six 
o’clock. But there are a number of hon. 
Members who still want to speak, and the 
Prime Minister is yet to reply. What shall 
we do ? Shall we continue the debate ?... 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : Postpone it 
for tomorrow.

“I have the honour to inform you 
that Shri Lalji Bhai, Member, Lok 
Sabha, was tried at the Parliament 
Street Court before me on a 
charge under Section 188, Indian 
Penal Code. 

The allegation against him was 
that he, along with 251 other per¬ 
sons, demonstrated and raised 
slogans on Raj Path near Parlia¬ 
ment House, New Delhi, on the 
24th May, 1971 and thus violated 
the order of the Additional Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate (South), Delhi, 
dated the 20th May, 1971, ban¬ 
ning demonstrations and shouting 
of slogans in this area. 

On the 25th May, 1971, after a 
trial lasting for one day, I found 
him guilty of offence under section 
188, Indian Penal Code, on his 
plea of guilt and sentenced him to 
imprisonment till the rising of the 
court."

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR (Karimganj) : 

stion No. 61. , 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiruch- 
irapalli) : On a point of order. You are 
aware of 'the heated controversy that had 
developed in this House about the notifica¬ 
tion regarding the designation of Ministers 
and Ministries in Hindi. Some of the 
members, those belonging to the DMK, have 
decided to abstain during the Question Hour 
on this issue. Even though we have not 
joined them in this abstention, we feel no 
less strongly about it. So we want to know 
when a decision will be taken with regard to 
this. 

Secondly, I would like to ask why the 
Lok Sabha should implement it automatically 
when a notification is issued only by the 
Government. Who is responsible for print¬ 
ing these question lists ? It is the Lok 
Sabha Speaker. So he should consult the 
leaders of parties before he introduces any 
change here. So may I ask whether you 
propose to convene a meeting of the leaders 
of parties to resolve this controversy so far 
as the Lok Sabha is concerned ? Let the 
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Government look after themselves. I would 
appeal to you to intervene in this matter in 
so far as it relates to the proceedings of this 
House. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN 
(Madurai) : 1 wirh to state, 1 also agree 

with my hon. member Shri Kalyanasundaram. 
This is a very serious matter and we must 
do something in the matter, We cannot 
leave it like this. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM 
(Coimbatore) : This is a question of privilege. 

MR. SPEAKER : This matter was 
raised in the House the other day. The 
Prime Minister agreed to call a meeting and 
that was agreed upon in this House. First 
they issued a notification. Then a second 
notification came. We have already issued 
the corrigenda. They have revised their 
decision. First, we will have the nomen¬ 
clature in English followed by that in Hindi. 

I think that is a good solution. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : No... 

MR. SPEAKER : When there is a 
Presidential Order, we have no other choice 
but to implement it. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : The 
Presidential Order relates to the functioning 
of Government and not to the functioning of 
this Honse. This House functions inde¬ 
pendently. 

MR. SPEAKER : I think in future 
when such orders are to be promulgated, I 
will propose to the President that in case it 
affects the proceedings of this House or some 
other matter connected with the work of this 
House, they should normally take us into 
consultation. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : Was 
there consultation held in this case ? I 
presume no consultation was made. 
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MR. SPEAKER : When I make this 
proposal, naturally l will be consulted. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North East) : Could I recall that when the 
nomenclature ‘Lok Sabha’ was adopted, Shri 
Mavalankar himself announced it in the 
House from his place in the House ? 

And it was after that that we changed 
the nomenclature. Therefore, the tradition 
is there and you have to uphold that 
tradition. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN : I 
would like to suggest that the Speaker may 
write to the President requesting him to with¬ 
draw the Notification in view of the fact that 
he has not consulted the Speaker.

SHRI MAYA VAN : 

Will the Minister of PLANNING 
(YOJANA MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Pradhan Mantri has 
reorganised the Yojana Ayog in order to 
fulfil the aspirations of the people for a 
socialist programme ; 

(b) if so, the main changes made ; 

(c) whether she is also considering certain 
changes in the existing Fourth Five Year 
Plan ; and 

(d) if so, ihe proposed changes ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (YOJANA 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI 
(SHRI MOHAN DHARIA) : (a) The reorga¬ 
nization of the Planning Commission is in 
progress and will be finalised shortly. 

(b) and (c). Details are being worked 

out. 

(d) A re-appraisal of the Fourth Plan, 
will be made after the Planning Commission 
i s reconstituted. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : Nothing 
has come out in the answer. Anyway, I 
would like to point out that in order to 
achieve our goals there has to be a much 
greater emphasis on the implementation of 
the Plan, and in this aspect the Planning 
Commission has failed so far. We have 
seen there has always been a gap between the 
Plan target and the achievement. So, I 
would like to known in what way the Prime 
Minister is going to achieve it by reorganis¬ 
ing the Planning Commission. Or, is it 
simply another experiment ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : While 
having a re-appraisal, the implementation 
of the Plan will also be taken into considera¬ 
tion, and what sort of mechanism can be 
created will naturally be considered. 


SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : While 
considering the re-organisation of the Plann¬ 
ing Commission, I would like to know 
whether the Planning Commission will be 
able to give us future guidelines on priorities. 
On this aspect the Planning Commission has 
failed so far. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : After this 
reappraisal, natually the 'priorities shall be 
fixed and in order to meet the demands of 
the people and fulfil our promises to the 
people, due care will certainly be taken. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : May I know 
the mechanism by which and the extent to 
which the investment structure of the fourth 
Plan will be changed in favour of agriculture? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : It will all 
be taken into consideration after the reap¬ 
praisal of the fourth Plan. A panel has 
been informally set up to go into it and after 
the Planning Commission is reconstituted all 
these aspcets will be taken into consideration. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
What exactly does the Government mean by 
the reorganization.of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion ? Does it only mean change of faces 
or there is going to be a structural change in 
the Planning Commission ? Secondly, may 
1 know whether it is a fact that the members 
of the Planning Commission were asked to 
resign and the message was conveyed through 
a Secretary of the Government of India that 
they should tender their resignation ? 

THE MINISTER OF PLANNING

MR. SPEAKER : May I ask the 
Minister to treat it as one question. 

SHRI C. SURRAMANIAM : 1 submit 

to your ruling. Whether there should be 
any change in the structure of the Planning 
Commission also is under consideration. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
About the second question : whether a 
message was conveyed through a Secretary 
to the members of the Planning Commission 
to tender their resignation. That is a point 
which has been talked about very much, and 
in fact, a very important person has made 
the charge that Prof. Gadgil the Deputy 
Chairman of the Planning Commission was 
asked to resign ; he was almost dismissed. 
This had hastened his death. Mr. Goray, 
t he Chairman of the PSP, has made that 
charge. 

MR. SPEAKER : That is not a matter 
which is relevant. You asked about structural 
changes. The Minister said, yes, structural 
changes. So far as the other matter is con¬ 
cerned. you can ask a separate question. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Is it not relevant to this question ? 

SEVERAL HON. MEMBERS : rose— 

MR. SPEAKER : Order, order. We 
met only for a few days in the previous 
session. It is very difficult to get acquainted 
with the new faces. I think we will be able 
to catch up during this session, which is 
quite long. Wherever sometimes I hesitate 
to mention the correct name, or if there is 
some difference in pronunciation, hon. 
Members will kindly bear with me. For 
instance, with regard to Mr. Vikal, I have 
been calling him as Vikaal. He mentioned 
it is Vikal, That was the correction made 
by him. 


SHRI SIJRENDRA MOHANTY : Since 
the Planning Commission has no control 
over the implementation, may I know how 
the reorganization of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion is going to lead to the fulfilment of the 
socialistic aspirations of the people and 
whether some change of personnel will 
achieve this objective ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : I have 
already answered it. All these aspects are 
being taken into consideration. It will be 
the duty of Government to see that the plans 
are properly implemented. A liaison between 
the Planning Commission and Government 
is existing today because the Planning Mini¬ 
ster is in charge of Planning and he is also 
the Deputy Chairman of the Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

SHRI K. I.AKKAPPA : In view of 
the commitment to the people of this country 
to bring about a new change for the realisa¬ 
tion of their aspirations, may I know whether 
this Government has put forth new proposals 
to bring about a new change in the new 
dimens’on of socialism so far as planning is 
concerned to accelerate the process of growth 
of the economic condition of the weaker 
sections of the country ? What are the 
broad outlines that the Planning Commission 
has envisaged in this respect ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : It will be 
our endeavour to see that our promises to 
the people are properly fulfilled and demo¬ 
cratic socialism is established through this 
effective weapon of planning. So far as the 
other aspects are concerned, they are being 
considered. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : What about 
the broad outlines. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : The broad 
outlines are also under consideration. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI : There 
has been some controversy after the new 
Presidential Order about the Status of the 
Planning Commission was announced in the 
Press. Formerly the Planning Commission 
used to be known informally as the Econo¬ 
mic Committee of the Cabinet. Now the 
Planning Minister has been made responsible 
for the entire planning process and its 
implementation. May 1 know what is in 
the mind of the Government about the actual 
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locus standi of the Planning Commission— 
whether it still remains the Economic Com* 
mittee of the Cabinet or it is an advisory 
committee to the Planning Ministry ? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMAN1AM : It is a 
national Commission. It is not only an 
Economic Committee of the Cabinet but it 
is a commission intended for the whole 
country, including the State Governments. 
That status will be retained. There is no 
question of down-grading the Plaining 
Commission as far as this is concerned.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (GRIH 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI K. C. PANT) : (a) to (c). The inten¬ 
tion of Government to abolish by appro¬ 
priate constitution! measures the privy purses 
and privileges of the Rulers of former Indian 
States has been announced in the President's 
address to Parliament on 23rd March, 1971. 
Government will soon be ready with their 
proposals in this regard. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : Is it not a 
fact that recently in the newspapers it was 
mentioned that some compromise fromula 
about compensation is being discussed by the 
princes themselves ? May I know whether 
any information has reached the Govern¬ 
ment either from the princes or from any 
other source ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : We have seen 
some press reports of some statements made 
by some princes, which talked in a general 
way about their desire to have talks with the 
Government. We have not heard anything 
about any concrete compromise formula.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : From the 
answer of the hon. Minister it appears that 
government have not made up their mind 
finally as to when they would bring the 
legislation. After the Supreme Court judg¬ 
ment it was stated by the hon. Prime 
Minister both inside and outside the House 
that they would like to amend the Constitu¬ 
tion so that if the privy purses are abolished 
the princes may not be able; to go to the 
Supreme Court and the Supreme Court may 
not sit in judgment on Parliament. I would 
like to know when the Bill is likely to be 
brought here and what steps have been 
taken to amend the Constitution and to see 
that such legislations are not undone by the 
Supreme Court. 
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SHRI K. C. PANT : My hon. friend 
has spelt out some of the complication that 
have arisen as a result of the Supreme 
Court judgment. Naturally, all these points 
have to be considered in detail before 
framing appropriate proposal for legislative 
measure. We are trying our best to bring 
these measures forward as early as possible 
and we are working towards bringing them, 
if possible, even in this session. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : My question 
was what steps have been taken to amend 
the Constitution and when the Constitution 
is likely to be amended. 

MR. SPEAKER : That is what he has 
stated. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : My question 
was very specific. Since the Constitution 
stands in the way, a solemn assurance was 
given that the Constitution and the Supreme 
Court will not be allowed to stand in the 
way. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: When we are 
discussing a question it will not be right to 
say much. Of course, if the Constitution 
has to be amended, and it seems it will have 
to be, then we shall bring forward a Con¬ 
stitution Amendment Bill. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD : Since 
the mandate has been given by the people 
against compensation, if I understood the 
Minister correctly, government is not think¬ 
ing in terms of any compensation what- 
•dttver and the Bill wiii be brought forward 
vary quickly in the House. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Actually, the 
question of compensation never arose earlier, 
because we were only talking in terms of 
transitional payments. As I said earlier, the 
whole matter is under consideration and at 
this stage I would not like to say much 
about it.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : A few days 
ago the press had carried a statement by 
Shri Fatehsinhrao Gaekwad in which he 
had suggested that, instead of proceeding

SHRI S. RADHAKR1SHNAN : 

Will the Minister of PLANNING 
(YOJANA MANTRD be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Government of Tamil 
Nadu have set up a Yojana Ayog of its 
own ; 

(b) whether the functioning of the 
State Yojana Ayog will in any way overlap 
the functioning of the Yojana Ayog at the 
Centre, particularly, in the spheres of 
industrial development ; 

(c) if so, in what way co-ordination 
between the two Planning tx>dies is sought 
to be maintained ; and 

(d) whether any other State Govern¬ 
ment propose to set up such Ayog ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (YOJANA 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI MOHAN DHARIA) : (a) It is under¬ 
stood that the State Government of Tamil 
Nadu have recently set up a Planning Com¬ 
mission for the State. Full details have 


been sought from the State Government 
and are awaited. 

(b) and (c). Do not arise. 

(d) According to the information avail¬ 
able so far, no such proposal is under the 
consideration of the Governments in other 
States. 

SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJHUH- 
WALA : One of the terms of reference of 
the Tamil Nadu Planning Commission is to 
see that the ownership and control of 
material resources of the community are so 
distributed as to subserve the common good 
and prevention of concentration of wealth 
and means of production. The words 
“ownership and control of material 
resources’* raise a slight doubt. If the 
reference is to the sphere of industry, some 
overlapping with the function of the Central 
Planning Commission is bound to happen 
since the administration of the Industrial 
Development and Regulation Act falls 
within the Central jurisdiction. So, my 
first question is whether the Central Govern¬ 
ment have got it. clarified from the Govern¬ 
ment of Tamil Nadu as to that is meant 
by this expression. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : The 
Government of Tamil Nadu has set up a 
State Planning Commission as other States 
are having their Planning Committees and 
Planning Boards. So far as the duties of 
the State Planning Boards or Committees 
are concerned, the Administrative Reforms 
Commission has recommended what should 
be their job and, I believe, it will be accord¬ 
ing to those recommendations of the Ad¬ 
ministration Reforms Commission that the 
State Planning Commission will function. 

I do not think there will be any conflict 
between the Planning Commission at the 
State level and the Planning Commission 
at the national level. Ultimately, it is the 
National Development Council which co¬ 
ordinates overall planning in the country. 

SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJHUN¬ 
WALA : Since there is already a clamour 
for sharing more financial powers with the 
State Governments, may I know whether the 
Government of India has examined if the 
formation of a Planning Commission by a 
State Government as distinct from the 
Planning Boards will qualify for any change 
in the pattern of sharing of financial powers 
between the Central and State Planning 
Commissions ? 
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SHRI MOHAN DHAR1A : The 
constitution of Planning Boards or Planning 
Committees at the State-level is in no way 
going to affect the financial relationship bet¬ 
ween the Central Government and the State 
Governments. 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN : In 
view of the fact that the Chief Minister of 
Tamil Nadu in his press conference on 
March 16 has said that the D.M.K. will 
urge the Centre for a State Planning Board 
for proper economic and industrial growth 
of Tamil Nadu and for decentralisation of 
licensing powers now accumulated with the 
Centre, may I ask the hon, Minister whether 
such formation of Planning Boards at the 
State level will in any way affect the federal 
and financial relationship with the Centre 
and also whether any guide-lines have been 
laid down in this regard. 

SHRI MOHAN DHAR1A : The guide¬ 
lines have already been laid down according 
to the Report of the Administrative Reforms 
Commission about the machinery for 
planning, f do not think there will be any 
conflict between the Centra) Government 
and the State Governments because they are 
governed not by creation of Planning Boards 
and Planning Committees but by the pro¬ 
vision in the Constitution. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : We 
have got the Planning Commission in Delhi 
at the Centre. If we are going to have 
another Planning Commission in Tamil 
Nadu, there is going to be some sort of 
confusion. May I know w'hcthcr the 
Government of India will advise the Tamil 
Nadu Government to call their planning 
body either as a Planning Board or a Plann¬ 
ing Committee. They are opposing even 
the Hindi version of the designations of 
Ministers here. Can’t the Government of 
India advise them they should not call their 
planning body as the Planning Commission 
and that they should call it as a Planning 
Board or a Planning Committee ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : The State 
Government of Tamil Nadu ts absolutely 
within its competence to call it as a State 
Planning Board or a Stale Planning Com- 
ipfe&ion or a State Planning Committee. I 
think, we have no right to interfere in that 
way. 


SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : 
There will be two Planning Commissions 
then. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : That is 
a State Planning Commission ; ours is a 
National Planning Commission. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : As 
my hon. friend, Shri S. Radhakrishnan, 
mentioned, the Government of Tamil Nadu 
requested the Government of India to 
approve of their appointing Iheir own Plann¬ 
ing Commission. If that is so, what is the 
reaction of the Government of India 
thereto ? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : I have 
stated in my reply that full details have 
been sought from the State Government and 
they are awaited. 

Monopoly Hold of Big Business Houses

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SOOCHANA AUR 
PRASARAN MANTRALAYA MEN 
RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRIMAT1 NANDINI 
SATPATHY) : (a) According to the 

Registrar of Newspapers Annual Report 
“Press in India” published in 1970, there 
were 65 common ownership units owing 222 
news-interest newspapers (including 170 
dailies) at the end of 1969. As against this, 
there were 3,739 news-interest newspapers 
(including 702 dailies) in existence at the end 
of 1969. During the year 1969, the total 
circulation of all newspapers and periodicals 
stood at about 270 lakh copies, of which 
62.72 lakh copies or 23.3% was accounted 
for by news-interest newspapers of common 
ownership units. 

(b) A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House setting out the steps taken so far 
by this Ministry contain the growth of 
monopolies in the Indian Press.

Statement 

(a) Government is fully alive to the 
danger of concentration of ownership in the 
newspaper industry which may result in 
regimentation of thought and opinion and 
is anxious to prevent such developments as 
far as practicable. Towards this end, the 
following steps have been taken :— 

(i) The Press Registrar makes an 
annual review of the ownership 
of newspapers and periodicals, 
and studies the development of 
common ownership units and 
publishes them in a publication 
called “Press in India”, so that 
the public may become aware of 
the facts relating to- the owner¬ 
ship of newspapers. 

(ii) Under the Registration of News¬ 
papers (Central) Rules, 1956 
framed under the Press and 
Registration of Books Act, 1867, 
it is obligatory for newspapers to 
publish annually in the first 
issue after the last day of 
February information, inter alia, 
relating to the individuals who 
own the newspaper and partners 
or shareholders holding more 
than one per cent of the total 
share capital. Failure to com¬ 
ply with this statutory obligation 
is an offence under the Press and 
Registration of Books Act, 1867 
which is punishable with fine 
which may extend to Rs. 500/-. 

(iii) Under the Newsprint Allocation 
Policy, additional newsprint is 
not issued to a group or chain 
of newspapers for bringing out 
a fresh publication. 

(iv) On the recommendation of the 
Diwakar Committee, of the total 
annual foreign exchange made 
available for printing and com¬ 
posing machinery 50% is allotted 
to small newspapers (up to 
15,000 circulation), 35% to 
medium newspapers (circulation 
15,000—50,000) and only 15% is 
allotted to big newspapers 
(circulation over 50,000). 

(v) Government's advertisement 
policy aims at staggering and 
releasing advertisements to news¬ 
papers in suitable rotation in 


order to ensure the use of as 
many papers as possible so that 
papers with a big circulation do 
not get a large share of Govern¬ 
ment’s advertisements. It is the 
policy of Government to make 
increasing use of small and 
medium newspapers, particularly 
those published in Indian 
languages. 

(vi) With a view to obtaining first¬ 
hand and detailed factual infor¬ 
mation regarding the methods of 
unfair competition and/or restric¬ 
tive practices, if any, adopted by 
the larger newspapers to 
suppress, weaken and eliminate 
the smaller ones about which 
there are often complaints, a 
sub-committee, set up by the 
Press Council, invited specific 
information and instances by a 
letter addiessed to newspapers 
and periodicals in all languages 
having a paid circulation of 
5,000 copies and above. In 
reply, only ten dailies and four 
weeklies mentioned specific cases 
of what they considered restric¬ 
tive practices Indulged in by 
bigger papers. The Council is 
currently pursuing the enquiry 
by collecting further information 
regarding instances of restrictive 
practices. 

(vii) Government are considering the 
question of setting up a News¬ 
paper Finance Corporation to 
give financial assistance to small 
and medium newspapers and not 
to big newspapers, to help the 
healthy growth of the former. 

(viii) (a) Government are of the view 
that but for the steps taken by 
the Government so far the 
growth of big chain newspapers 
would have beat more than 
what it has been. It is not, 
however, possible to estimate the 
extent to which steps already 
taken by Government have been 
effective. Government believe 
that the best way to check the 
growth of big chain newspapers 
is to foster the growth of small 
and medium newspapers which 
arc managed on healthy lines 
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and follow an enlightened 
editorial policy keeping the 
national interests in view. 
Government are confident that 
the steps already taken and the 
further steps to be taken in the 
matter will effectively foster the 
growth of small and medium 
newspapers and thereby check 
the growth of big chain news¬ 
papers. 

(viii) (b) As recommended by the 
Diwakar Committee on Small 
Newspapers, Government have 
started a slow speed news bulle¬ 
tin over the All India Radio 
which purveys important news, 
particularly for use by small and 
medium newspapers who, due to 
financial reasons, are not in a 
position to subscribe to the 
service of news agencies. 

A departmental study of the ownership 
pattern of the companies pub'ishing news¬ 
papers has been instituted by the Depart¬ 
ment of Company Affairs. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM : Is 
the Government aware that the Press 
Commission report was given in 1954 and in 
1956 a price page schedule was ordered and 
that Supreme Court struck it down and 
there were the other two recommendations 
namely diffusion of ownership, and to make 
Public Corporations of PTI and UNI ? If 
the Government is aware of all these th>ngs, 
will the Government let us know as to why 
they dropped the same like not potatoes 
and on what grounds ? Further, 1 want to 
know whether the Government consider the 
steps they have detailed in the statement as 
adequate to deal with this kind of mono¬ 
poly ? Are they going to give milk to the 
snak which has bitten them recently ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
I admit that the steps taken by the Govern¬ 
ment to restrain the monopoly in the Press 
are not adequate. Even then we believe 
that we should help the small newspapers 
and that is, in a positive way, restraining 
the monopoly of the big newspapers, More¬ 
over a departmental study of ihe ownership 
pattern of the companies publishing news¬ 
papers has been instituted by the Depart¬ 
ment of Company Affairs. 


SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM : Is 
the Government considering any structural 
change in the monopoly ownership of news¬ 
papers ? Are they contemplating anything in 
this regard, since they think that the steps 
are not adequate ? I want an assurance. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
This is under the study of the Department 
of Company Affaire and we are expecting 
their recommendations. Only after that 
can we take some decision about this. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : Is 
the Government aware of the fact that many 
of the restrictions imposed by the Govern¬ 
ment in order to curb the monopoly in the 
chain of newspapers are sought to be 
circumvented by resorting to acquire large 
number of advertisements at the cost of 
small news papers and also trying to starve 
the sma’I newspapers with such unhealthy 
competition ? If so, I want to know whether 
the Government proposes to set up a 
Newspaper Finance Corporation so as to 
give the necessary help to the small news¬ 
papers and the language newspapers and 
also see that the advertisements will not 
unduly be given for the benefit of the big 
newspapers. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
Government is contemplating to bring in this 
Newspaper Finance Corporation Bill during 
this session. The advertisement policy of 
the Government is under review. 

SHRIMATI LAKSHMIKANTHAMMA: 
May I know whether the Soochna and 
Prasaran Mantri is aware that apart from 
the Monopoly Commission’s report, even 
late Panditji was very much perturbed at the 
way that the monopoly hold was going 
on the newspapers in the country, which 
was detrimental and dangerous to the func¬ 
tioning of democracy ? May I know whether 
Government have noticed the way that there 
papers mislead the public and give wrong 
information during all these days ? If so, 
may I know whether Government contem¬ 
plate to have partial control or socialisation 
of the press ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
Government are quite aware of the role of 
the press, and as I have already mentioned, 
we are studying the common ownership 
pattern. 
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SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI : This is not 
relevant to the main question. ( Interrup¬ 
tions ). 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Sensitive con¬ 
sciences will always react.

SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI : One 
leading newspaper in West Bengal, namely 
the Dainik Basumatl has been completely 
closed and the employees are already having 
a life of starvation. May I know whether 
any memorandum has been received by the 
Government from the employees of “Basu- 
mati” and if so, the measures taken by 
Government in this regard ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
That is not related to the main question. 
I would require separate notice of that 
question. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : 1 am the 
president of the PTI Federation, and so, I 
would like to ask this question. In reply to 
an earlier question, an assurance was given 


by the then Minister in this Ministry, namely 
Shri I. K. Gujral that necessary steps would 
be taken after a proper investigation and on 
the basis of the Press Commission’s report 
to convert the PTI into a public corporation. 
I would like to know what has happened to 
that, and why it is not being done ? The 
PTI : s also controlled by the same press 
magnates as other newspapers. 

MR. SPEAKER : The main question 
relates only to newspapers and not to news 
agencies. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The PTI 
is also a news agency controlled by the 
monopoly press. 

MR. SPEAKER l The main question 
relates only to newspapers and not to news 
agencies. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : After all, 
what is the PTI ?... 

MR. SPEAKER : If I disallow Shri 
Atal Bihari Vajpayee’s question, then I have 
to disallow the hon. Member’s question also. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : He had 
shifted his question to AIR. but I am still 
with the press only... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
You may be pleased to allow both the 
supplementary questions. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : You may 
disallow both the questions. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: 1 notice that 
this bogey of monopoly in the press is being 
raised from time to time with a very sinister 
purpose. If you are even a casual reader of 
the Indian press, you will find that the only 
monopoly that is exercised in the press is 
exercised by the Prime Minister because 
nearly 80 per cent of the press is singing her 
praises day in and day out... 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member 
may please be relevant to the main question. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I was under 
the impression that we woe discussing the 
question of monopoly in the press. 

MR. SPEAKER : We are not discussing 
anything. The hon. Member has only to 
ask a question. 
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SHRt PILOO MOOY : Therefore, I 
would like to know from the hon. Minister 
whose title or designation I cannot conceivably 
pronounce, what steps Government will take 
to separate the press and re-establish its 
independence from the various governmental 
organisations which have taken a stifle-hold 
over the entire press and particularly the 
journalists. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
The press in this country is absolutely free 
and Government has no control over it. 
Whenever the press seeks any help from 
Government, the Government is there to 
help it, but it is wrong to say that Govern¬ 
ment has got any hold over the press or is 
influencing it in any way. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL : During 
the last four years. Government has not 
taken any concrete steps to curb monopoly 
in the press. Now the Minister has replied 
by saying that by giving help to small and 
medium-size newspapers, we will be able to 
contain monopolistic tendencies. But experi¬ 
ence has been quite the contrary. By merely 
giving help to small and medium-size news¬ 
papers, we are not going to curtail monopo¬ 
listic tendencies which are on the increase. 
Does Government contemplate the appoint¬ 
ment of a Commission to inquire into 
monopolistic tendencies in the press ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 

I have replied to this ; 1 have said that the 
matter is under study by the Company 
Affairs Department. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Does Govern¬ 
ment accept that notwithstanding these 
steps, the pernicious and malicious strangle¬ 
hold of monopoly in Indian newspapers 
continues unabashed? If so, and if the 
public trust form of management and owner¬ 
ship for the Indian press is accepted, what 
prevents Government from bringing forward 
legislation to curb outright and once for all, 
the stranglehold of monopoly on the Indian 
press ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Nationalise 
the press. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: To effect this, 
there is already provision in th Companies 
Act. All that is needed is to improve the 
Companies Act in that respect. Why is that 


not being done and we are proceeding in an 
extremely lamentably slow manner in this 
direction ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
When the whole question is under Govern¬ 
ment’s study, I do not like to comment on 
that. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Nationalise 
the press. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD : 
Socialise it. 

SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM : 
Why is it that Government is not implement¬ 
ing the Report of the Newspaper Monopolies 
Commission of 1954 ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : That was 
before her time. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
There is was no Monopoly Commission on 
the Press. 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI : He 
means the Press Commission. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA : Is Government 
aware that the working journalists in their 
conference in Ahmedabad came out with 
certain formulations for an independent, 
free press in India ? The monopoly press 
in India has become a branch of bigger 
industry in the country. Will Government 
really free the press from this stranglehold 
of the monopoly press ? The poison gas 
that was generated during the days of the 
split in the Indian National Congress, at the 
time of the Presidential election and at the 
time of the nationalisation of the banking 
industry should open the eyes of Govern¬ 
ment and it should come out with autono¬ 
mous press corporations controlled by the 
people of India and not by the strangulating 
monopolists. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER

Advertisements by Foreign Countries 
in Indian Newspapers 

*68. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN 
MISHRA : Will the Minister of INFOR¬ 
MATION AND BROADCASTING 
(SOOCHANA AUR PRASARAN MANTRI) 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have any 
control over the advertisements given by 
foreign countries to the Indian newspapers ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND

SATPATHY) : (a) The Government of India 
has framed rules under the Vienna Conven¬ 
tion on Diplomatic Ralalions, 1961, laying 
down norms for the issue of publicity 
material by foreign missions in India. There 
is, however, no law or regulation preventing 
a foreign mission or a foreign country from 
giving an advertisement in an Indian news¬ 
paper. 

(b) The information is not available. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Would the Government be pleased to say 
whether they keep track of the advertise¬ 
ments given by foreign agencies or foreign 
Governments to the Indian newpapers, 
whether they have any means of keeping 
track of the advertisements that are being 
given to the Indian newspapers ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHI : 
As far as this Ministry is concerned, we do 
not have any means to find out from the 
foreign Embassies what advertisements they 
give the Indian papers. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Then, may I ask as a corollary, whether 
Government does not think that it might 
well constitute a threat to the internal 
security of the country as it did in Ceylon 
anextent, and also it might amount to 
an. interference in the interoal affairs of the 


country through identification with certain 
political parties which these advertisements 
seek to help. 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHI : 
In fact, the External Affairs Ministry keep 
track, and whenever there is any advertise¬ 
ment which is against the interests of the 
country, they call the particular Embassy 
people and launch a protest.

SHRI B. S. BHAURA : 

Will the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS 
(GRIH MANTRI) be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Administrative Reforms 
Commission’s recommendation regarding 
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the setting up of an Inter-State Council to 
discuss issues of national importance has 
been considered by Government; and 

(b) if so, the decision taken thereon ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(GRIH MANTRALAYA AUR KARMIK 
VIBHAGMEN RAJYA MANTR1) (SHRI 
RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) : (a) and (b). 
The relevant recommendations of the 
Administrative Reforms Commission are 
nder examination. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : How 
long has this question been under con¬ 
sideration and when will a decision be taken 
in the matter as it relates to an important 
question concerning the nation as a whole. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
report of the Administrative Reforms Com¬ 
mission on Centre-State relations was 
submitted in June 1969. It contains very 
important and complicated recommenda¬ 
tions which need to be thoroughly examined 
and many ministries have to be consulted ; 
the State Governments may also to be con¬ 
sulted. That is why it is taking a long time; 
it is hoped that very soon we shall be able 
to complete the processing of the recom¬ 
mendations. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : May 
I know whether the Government have taken 
steps to ascertain the views of the State 
Governments ? Which are the State Govern¬ 
ments which have sent their replies ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : There 
are many recommendations in this report— 
not merely about the inter State Councils 
about which this question is concerned. It 
contains recommendations regarding the 
role of Governors, inter-State water disputes, 
problem of law and order, procedure for 
appointment of High Court Judges and so 
on. It is not clear which particular recom¬ 
mendation the hon. Member has in view. 
Where necessary the State Governments 
would certainly be consulted. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA : This ecom- 
mendation is based on the constitutional 
rovision. What ate the factors preventing 
the Government from implementing this 
recommendation ? 


SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
Constitution does make a reference to the 
establishment of inter-State Councils by the 
President when he thinks appropriate. The 
recommendation of the A.R.C. in its report 
is that such councils should be constituted 
under the provisions of the Constitution. 

So it is true that whatever has been recom¬ 
mended is covered by the provisions of the 
Constitution. At what stage and under 
what circumstances and in what context 
this provision of the Constitution has to be 
brought into effect—these are matters for 
consideration by the President.

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH ; May 
I know whether the setting up of an Inter- 
State Council in consonance with the cotsti- 
tutional provisions is often mixed up with the 
demand for giving more autonomous powers 
to State Governments, and has the recent 
statement of the Chief Minister of Tamil 
Nadu that he will seek the co-operation of 
other Chief ministers for getting more powers 
for making the States more autonomous has 
this move anything to do with the setting 
up-of an Inter-State Council, or, it is only 
a question of placing on a formal footng 
the provisions that have been enshrined ® 
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our Constitution with regard to Centre-State 
relationship ? 

SHR1 RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
Inter-State Council as contemplated under 
the Constitution is actually a co-ordinating 
body. It will investigate certain matters and 
enquire into certain aspects and then make 
recommendations. I do not think any man¬ 
datory powers of arbitration are coptempla- 
ted under the Constitution. Therefore, the 
question whether anything could be said 
about these things does not arise. The con¬ 
cept under the Constitution for an Inter- 
State Council is very clear, and .t is more 
or less a Co-ordinating and advisory body. 

Reinstatement of Delhi Policemen 
Snspended/Dismissed during 
1967 Agitation

Statement 

The Government announcement with 
regard to the reinstatement of the dismissed/ 
suspended police personnel can be summaris¬ 
ed as follows :— 

(i) 717 persons under suspension will be 
reinstated in the Delhi Police; 

(ii) 165 temporary persons whose send¬ 
ees were terminated will be taken 
in the Delhi Police as fresh entrants; 
and 

(Hi) 62 persons dismissed for misconduct 
during suspension will be found 
fresh employment in other Central 


Police formations ; but one sim*‘ 
lariy dismissed lady employee will 
be obsorbed in the Delhi Police. 

In pursuance of this announcement, 717 
persons under suspension have been rein¬ 
stated. 

153 persons of the second category have 
been taken in the Delhi Police and orders of 
appointment of other 9 persons are being 
issued. Three persons have not turned up 
so far. 

As regards the third category, 9 persons 
including the lady employee have been rein¬ 
stated while orders of appointment of 52 
persons in the Central Reserve Police and 
the Border Security Force are being issued. 
While checking individual cases, it was 
found that out of these 63 persons, two per¬ 
sons had been dismissed for reasons not 
connected with the agitation. 

As regards allowances during the suspen¬ 
sion period, the suspended men have been 
paid according to rules, namely, at 50% of 
the pay for the first year and 75% for the 
remaining period.

The 
Government of Kerala have informed us 
that they have sanctioned a scheme for the 
grant of pension to freedom fighters. State¬ 
ment containing a note giving the salient 
features of the scheme is laid on the Table 
of the House. 

Statement 

The Government of Kerala have sanc¬ 
tioned a scheme for the grant of pension to 
freedom fighters who had participated in the 
National Movement for the emancipation of 
the country till 15th August 1947. The 
scheme is also applicable to ex-I.N*A. per¬ 
sonnel and to those who had participated 
in the Goa liberation Movement and the 
liberation of Mahe from French Rule. 

2. “Freedom Fighter” for the purpose 
has been defined as a person who (a) had 
been sentenced to imprisonment for not less 
than 6 months, or (b) had been kept under 
detention (including detention as uttder-trial 
prisoner) for not less than 6 months, or 

(c) was killed in action, or (d) was sen¬ 
tenced to death, or (e) died dub to 1 the 
Police or Military firing or lathicharge, or 
(f) lost his/her job or means of livelihood 
or the whole or a substantial part of his/her 
property, or (g) became permanently in¬ 
capacitated due to such participation or 
affoCMS with grivi. disease for life. 
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3, The amount of pension is Rs. SO 
per mensem, and is payable either to a 
freedom fighter or his widow or minor 
children whose annual income from all 
sources including help from near relatives 
does not exceed Rs. 300 per mensem. The 
pension is payable during the life-time of 
the freedom fighter and in the case of his 
widow for her life time or till re-marriage. 

4. An Advisory Committee will be 
constituted in each district consisting of old 
freedom fighters who command respect 
among the people, preferably those who 
had participated in the 1930 or 1942 move¬ 
ments, and in Malabar in the 1938 Move¬ 
ment in Travancorc etc.

Four 
Regional Research Laboratories arc function¬ 
ing at present under the C. S. I. R. in 
Jammu (Jammu and Kashmir), Jorhat 
(Assam), Hyderabad (Andhra Pradesh) and 
Bhubaneswar (Orissa). 

(b) to (d). Proposals for setting up 
Regional Research Laboratories in some 
other slates including Kerala were included 
in the 4th Five Year Plan proposals of the 
CSIR. However, t lie Committee which was 
appointed by the Governing Body of the 
CSIR to consider the Fourth Five Year Plan 
proposals of the CSIR de novo recommended 
that CSfR should not set up any more 
Regional Research Laboratories during the 
lVlh Plan as there are enough commitments 
on hand for the available resources. If 
there arc special programmes of regional 
importance, they should be undcitaken in 
the existing National Laboratories/Institutes. 
The Governing Body of the CSIR have 
accepted the recommendation. 

However, an Indian Ocean Biological 
Centre and the Biological Oceanography and 
Physical Oceanography Division of 
the National Institute of Oceanography, 
Goa are already functioning at Ernakulam. 
The Central Indian Medieica! Plants 
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Organisation (CIMPO) has also a farm in 
the Kerala State near Trichur for cultivation 
of medicinal and aromatic plants. Besides, a 
proposal for taking over the Production-cum- 
Extension Centre at Ettumanoor for the 
establishment of a Regional Centre of the 
Mechanical Engineering Research and 
Development Organisation in Kerala is under 
consideration of the C.S.I.R. 

In addition the Indian Council of Agri¬ 
cultural Research (ICAR), the Defence 
Research and Development Organisation and 
the Department of Atomic Energy have also 
set up their research organisations in the 
Kerala State. 

Relaxation in Import Licensing of 
Raw Materials

(a) and (b). The Import Policy for 1971-72 
attempts to provide industry with imported 
raw materials in consonance with production 
requirements. In order to make the best 
possible imports at the chcepest price, a 
number of raw materials are to be imported 
by State Trading agencies in bulk, so that 
the requirement of industry can be met on 
demand by the supply of such materials by 
the canalising agencies. In so far as 59 
priority industries are concerned, apart from 
continuing the “need based” policy for 
import of raw materials and components 
various relaxations have been made in the 
Import Policy for 1971-72. These are mainly 
as under : 

(i) Industrial units in the small-scale 
sector and engaged in priority 
industries will be enabled to obtain 
their import requirements for raw 
materials and components having 
regard to their assessed capacity. 
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(ii) The entitlement of the small scale 
units for non-ferrous metals would 
be increased by 50 per cent on the 
basis of import licences/release 
orders issued for April 1970—March, 
1971. 

(iii) The modes of financing against 
which import licences for raw 
materials and components will be 
issued to small scale units will be 
more favourable than before. 

(iv) Bulk imports will be made by the 
STC for meeting the additional 
requirements of small scale indus¬ 
trial units engaged in chemicals, 
dyestuffs and plastic goods industry. 

(v) Industrial units registered with the 
DGTD and engaged in industries 
other than priority industry will be 
granted import licences for raw 
materials and components on an 
annual basis. 

(vi) Small scale units set up in the 
backward areas will receive prefer¬ 
ence over their counterparts in 
regard to their import requirements 
for raw materials and components. 

(vii) Qualified engineers and ex-service 
personnel setting up small scale 
industries will, receive special 
facilities for import of raw materials 
and components. 

(viii) Units engaged in the engineering 
industry particularly those located 
in West Bengal, which have closed 
down for want of raw materials, 
will be given special facilities to 
enable them to restart their manu¬ 
facturing activities. 

(ix) Items not normally permissible for 
import will also be allowed to 
exporters to a limited extent to 
enable them to improve their export 
production. For the same reasons, 
items normally allowed to be 
imported on restricted basis will be 
permitted to exporters on a com¬ 
paratively liberal scale.

(1) An Indian Delegation consisting of 
the representatives of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Indian Investment 
Centre, and a number of our in¬ 
dustrialists, participated in the 
Conference held at NAIROBI 
between 30th November and 4th 
December, 1970 co-sponscrcd by 
the UNIDO, the African Develop¬ 
ment Bank and the Economic- 
Commission for Africa, which pro¬ 
vided an opportunity Tor the entre¬ 
preneurs from (he developing as 
well as the developed countries, to 
meet together and discuss about 
the possibilities of setting up in¬ 
dustrial joint ventures in African 
countries of mutual interest. It is 
too early to assess the outcome of 
this Con fei once. 

(2) A list of Indian entrepreneurs in¬ 
terested m the establishment of 
joint ventures in Africa has been 
supplied to the Economic Commis¬ 
sion for Africa, Addis Ababa. 

(3) It is one of the aims of India- 
Africa Development Association, 
which has the support of the 
Government of India, to encourage 
joint ventures in African coun¬ 
tries. 

(4) Our Missions in Africa take active 
interest in bringing together the 
Indian and African parties for the 
purpose of industrial collaboration. 
They are furnishing upto-date 
information regarding investment 
opportunities in African countries. 

Besides, the following general measures 
have been undertaken to promote our 
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industrial joint ventures in all the countries 
including those in Africa : 

(i) The concerned Ministries have 
been strengthened to collect and 
disseminate information among 
Indian entrepreneurs regarding in¬ 
vestment opportunities abroad. 

(ii) For speedy disposal of the appli¬ 
cations received from Indian entre¬ 
preneurs, an Inter-Ministerial 
Committee for approval of such 
joint ventures has been set up in 
late 1969 to examine such pro¬ 
posals. 

(iii) Cash assistance, if otherwise ad¬ 
missible, is also allowed against 
export of machinery and equip¬ 
ment against Indian equity subject, 
however, to ccilling of 10% f.o.b. 
value. 

(iv) Normal import replenishments as 
available to exporters under the 
policy for registered exporters is 
allowed on exports against equity 
capital. 

(v) Indian entrepreneurs are permitted 
to remit a small amount in cash to 
meet their preliminary expenses. 

(vi) Indian industrialists are also offer¬ 
ing training facilities to foreign 
nationals in their factories in 
India.

referred to by Prof. Sher Singh, the then 
Minister of Communications during his 
recent visit to these Islands. 

(i) Formation of a separate Postal 
Division for the administration 
of the postal services on the 
Islands. This would also enable 
the Islands to be regarded as a 
separate unit of recruitment for 
the clerical grades in the Post 
Office and would ^obviate the 
need to bring staff from the main 
land. 

(ii) Utilisation of all available 
steamer services, both passenger 
and cargo, for conveyance of 
mails between the main land and 
the Islands. 

(iii) Utilisation of sailings of all 
Government vessels between the 
various islands on other duties 
for conveyance of mails betw jgp^. 
various post offices. ' 

(iv) Opening of a floating Mobile 
Post Office on an experimental 
basis by the inter-island steamer 
serving the Southern group of 
islands. 

(v) Improvement of the Wireless- • 
Telegraph and Radio links 
between the mainland and the 
Islands. 

(vi) Provision of Wireless Telegraph/ 
Radio Telephone links for inter¬ 
island communication working 
between Port Blair and five 
side stations viz. Mayabundcr. 
Nan Cowrie, Rangat, Diglipur 
and Cambell Bay. 

(vii) Relexation of the condition of 
minimum income for opening of 
rural post offices on the Islands. 

(viii) Employment of part-time staff 
to enable expeditious sorting of 
mails received for delivery, 
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(ix) Delivery of telegrams in Port 
Biair through Motor Cycle 
despatch riders. 

(x) Acceptance of TMOs up to 
Rs. 100/- for transmission 
through Police Wireless net¬ 
work. 

(b) The developmental proposals are all 
within the present policy of the Department 
for extension of P and T facilities in the 
country with special reference to the less 
developed areas. There will thus be no 
additional financial implications specially 
for the Islands, as a result of these pro¬ 
posals e. ff. constituting the Islands as a 
separate recruitment unit, will mean appre¬ 
ciable savings, as it will obviate the payment 
of special allowances to the staff brought 
over from the mainland. 

(c) The Postal Division has already been 
opened and its effect on the postal services 
will be apparent within the next two to 
three months. Orders have also been 
issued for opening the Mobile Post Office 
in the inter-islands steamer and lor the 
employment of part-time staff. 

The Provision of Wireless Telegraph/ 
Radio Telephone links between the mainland 
and the Islands is expected to be completed 
by the end of 1972. 

The provision of the Wireless Telegraph/ 
Radio Telephone links between Port Blair 
and the five side stations on the other 
islands is expected to be completed by the 
end of this year. 

The other proposals are under examina¬ 
tion and an early decision will be taken.

Switzerland. 

(d) 2% Import replenishment on F.O.B. 
value of exports is allowed to registered 
exporters of beedis for importing permissible 


types of packing material. The Tobacco 
Export Promotion Council, Madras, 
sponsored by the Government, undertakes 
a number o f measures for the promotion of 
export of tobacco and tobacco products 
including beedis, by dissemination of market 
information, participation in exhibitions 
conducting market surveys, distribution oi 
publicity folders, sending trade delegations 
etc. 

Export of Salt

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

and (b). Yes, Sir. The value of exports 
during 1970-71 was Rs. 96.47 lakhs 
(provisional figures) as compared to Rs. 
164.91 lakhs during the previous year. The 
fall in exports of salt is mainly on account 
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of the fact that one of our most important 
customers viz. Japan has not purchased 
this item from India during the last year. 
From 1960 to 1969 Japan has been purchas¬ 
ing salt from us at the rate of about 3 lakh 
tonnes per year. However during the last 
year Japan purchased most of her salt 
requirements from other countries. 

(c) Government are taking remedial 
measures. The STC which is the canalised 
agency for the export of salt have 
approached Japanese buyers and are trying 
to pursuade them to import at least a part 
of their requirements of salt from India. 
The STC have also penetrated other markets 
and salt is now being exported by them to 
Singapore, South Korea and other countries. 
Vigorous efforts are also being made to 
improve the loading rate for salt at selected 
ports in India. 

Deaths by Police Firing in West Bengal

(ii) to identify the needs of the 
industry both organised and small 
and medium scale sector for 
Research and Development and 
also programmes to build up 
forward technology ; 

(iii) to attempt continuous contact and 
have dialogue with the industry to 
locate users of R and D at an early 
stage of the projects to be under¬ 
taken ; 

(iv) to farm out R and D projects

Forecast by World Bank re Indian 
Exports

(iii) The export figures for August, 
September and October 1970 avail¬ 
able at that time were subsequently 
revised upward.

The 
Administrative Reforms Commission have, 
however, recommended raising of age limits 
for the non-technical higher services to 26 
years so that candidates .who might have 
pursued higher studies in specialised fields 
or have received training abroad, may be 
eligible to appear at the competitive exami¬ 
nations for such services. This recommen¬ 
dation is under examination.

Council of the 
Joint Consultative Machinery for raising 
the upper age limit recruitment to Class Hi 
ministerial posts is also under examination.

The substantial increase in the outlay of the 
subsequent Plans which covered much 
larger field of development required not 
only the strengthening of the existing techni¬ 
cal Divisions but also warranted the creation 
of additional units to handle the multi-type 
complex development problems. Keeping 
in view the usual growth rate of administra¬ 
tive expenditure over a period of fifteen 
years, the expenditure on the additional 
units which had to be added to meet the 
needs of the subsequent plans and also 
additional benefits sanctioned by the Govern¬ 
ment to its employees in the shape of 
revision of pay scales, repeated revision of 
dearness allowance, sanctioning of interim 
relief and other fringe benefits like the 
Children’s Education Allowance, refunds of 
tuition fees etc., the above increase in the 
expenditure of the Planning Commission 
over a period of fifteen years cannot be 
considered abnormal. 

(b) The Planning Commission being an 
advisory body has to employ not only eco¬ 
nomists but also specialists in various fields 
and disciplines like agriculture, engineering, 
public health, geology, sociology, statistics 
etc. Since all these officers work for the 
Plan purposes, they form the hard core.

Statements showirg exports 
of iron ore by MMTC and private Shippers 
Of Goa couQtrywIse during the last three 
yean are laid on the Table of the House.

(c) MMTC have concluded contracts for 
stgiply of 12.6 million tons of iron ore to 
various countries during the year 1970*71. 

(d) Of late, serious competition has 


developed for Indian iron ore in the 
Japanese market from other sources, such as, 
Australia, Brazil and USSR. In the last 
four years, Japan has contracted for imports 
of very large quantities of ore of A> stralian 
origin. Japan has also been trying to 
locate potential sources of supply in Africa 
both in the West and South. The Japanese 
have been trying to diversify their sources 
of supply of iron ore to the maximum 
extent so that there dependence on any 
single source is not unduly high. 

In spite of the grim competition which 
the Indian iron ore is meeting from other 
iron ore producing countries, our exports 
have been steadily going up as will be 
evident from the statement laid on the 
Table of the House. [Placed in Library. 
See No. LT—188/71]. 

Export of Manganese Ore

(b) The information is contained in 
statement II laid on the Table of the House, 
f Placed in Library.

(c) and (d). The world pattern of 
production and supply of manganese ore is 
undergoing a change, particularly because of 
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of the emergence of new sources of supply 
(especially Australia) and the growth of 
‘•captive sources”, namely Brazil. Gabon 
and Ghana, These “captive sources” have 
the advantages of assured markets, as well 
as mechanised means of production and 
modem port facilities. Indian manganese 
ore is, therefore, finding it difficult to 
compete with these emerging suppliers, the 
more so because of certain handicaps, such 
as the closure of the Suez Cana], which has 
substantially increased the sea freight 
involved in exports to Europe and the 
U.S.A. 

The pattern of internal availability and 
overseas demand for the higher grades of 
manganese ore (which were mainly being 
exported to West Europe, U. K., and the 
U.S.A.), has also changed considerably in 
recent years, as these grades of ore are now 
being diverted for the production of ferro¬ 
manganese within the country. 

While, therefore, the M. M. T. C. will 
endeaeour to keep the exports of manganese 
ore during 1971-72 at least to the level of 
1970-71, a return to the old marketing posi¬ 
tion of Indian manganese ore cannot be 
relied upon.

Statement 

A Memorandum setting out the pro¬ 
blems of the Coffee Growers in Kerala State 
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was submitted to Government in December, 
1970. The more important among the points 
covered in the Memorandum related to 
larger representation for coffee growers on 
the Board, adequate return to Growers for 
the coffee delivered by them, simplification 
of procedures for levy of various taxes on 
coffee, issue of forms of transport permits 
in the regional language, strengthening of the 
technical, advisory and extension services 
provided by the Coffee Board in Wynad 
area, and intensification of measures to pro¬ 
mote coffee consumption in the country, 
etc. The Memorandum has been examined 
in detail in consultation with the Coffee 
Board. Some of the points raised by the 
Growers have already been met, as indi¬ 
cated below : 

(1) The payment made by the Coffee 
Board on the coffee delivered by 
Growers into the Pool has already 
been higher than the cost of pro¬ 
duction, as determined for each 
season’s crop. 

(2) Steps have already been taken to 
strengthen the technical, advisory 
and extension services of the Coffee 
Board in the Wynad area. 

(3) Transport permits have now been 
made available in the regional 
language, viz. Malayalam. 

(4) The Coffee Board is formulating 
schemes for a major crash pro¬ 
gramme of promoting consumption 
of coffee in the country. 

(5) Coffee growers already represented 
adequately on the Coffee Board, 
and no further enlargement of 
their representation is considered 
necessary. 

The other points made in the represen¬ 
tation have been remitted to appropriate 
authorities of the State Governments who 
are primarily concerned in the matter.

However, the 
Director of Industries, Jammu and Kashmir, 
Director, Export Promotion, Maharashtra 
Government, Mysore State Handicrafts 
Development Corporation, Mysore Small 
Industries Corporation and Gujarat Export 
Corporation participated in their own 
entity. 

(c) Under Fair Regulations spot sales 
are not permitted but business can be 
negotiated. Business booked/negotiated 
Rs. 60.20 million in 1970 and in 1971 Rs. 
68.19 million. This information does not 
reflect the totality of export prospects 
generated. The results in terms of specific 
business booked can be fully gauged over a 
period of time only.

(a) to (c). No, Sir ; the export of nylon 
tyres to the U.A.R. is not banned, as such. 
In July, 1970 the two Governments had 
mutually agreed to a list of items allowed 
to be traded between the two countries 
through the “Special Trade Arrangements”, 
and Nylon tpres do not appear in the 
mutually agreed list. However, there is no 
ban to their export outside these arrange¬ 
ments under norma] commercial considera¬ 
tions. 

Revival of Sick Jute Units 

400. SHRI MAYAVAN : Will the 
Minister of FOREIGN TRADE (VIDESH

(a) A statement is attached. 


36,000 hectares to 90,000 hectares in 1971-72- 
Complete saturation with all developmental 
inputs has been aimed at in the areas 
selected for the programme. Similar arrange¬ 
ments are being made also for Mesta. The 
area under aerial spraying of urea, subsidised 
distribution of improved seeds, foliar spray¬ 
ing have also been extended. A new scheme 
for ground spraying of urea has also been 
undertaken. The crop in 1971-72 is expected 
to be good. 

(2) Restricted production capacity : In 
order to increase production capacity, mills 
are being encouraged to instal additional 
spinning and preparatory machinery. Mills 
have also agreed to work extra shifts and 
also to work on Sundays. 

(3) Labour unrest : Following the strike 
in jute industry in December, 1970, settle¬ 
ment was reached on outstanding issues. 

(4) High Prices : With the anticipated 
increase in production of jute and jute goods 
prices are expected to come down. A 
number of steps including imposition of 
margin and ceiling restrictions and periodical 
closure of hedge market were taken by the 
East India Jute and Hessian Exchange in 
the forward and futures markets for jute 
goods with a view to curbing speculative 
pressures.

Pak Spies Apprehended After Recent

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

such suspect has been arrested in the States 
of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Haryana, 
Himachal Pradesh, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh 
Maharashtra, Mysore, Nagaland and Uttar 
Pradesh and Union Territories of Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands, Chandigarh, Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli. Delhi, Goa, Daman and 
Diu, Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindivi 
Islands and Manipur and NEFA during the 
period under reference. Assam and 
Meghalaya have reported 14 arrests. In¬ 
formation from ’the remaining States and 
Union Territories is awaited and will be laid 
on the table of the House. 

Apart from arrangements made for 
screening the refugees, utmost vigilance is 
maintained by all concerned agencies of the 
Government. Provision is now available 
for detaining the suspects. 

(c) Under an Order issued by the 
Government of India on the 5th may, 1971 
any foreigner who enters or has entered 
India from East Bengal without a valid 
Passport is required to report to the police 
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or such other authority as the State Govern¬ 
ment may specify in this regard about his 
arrival and to make declaration in writing 
to the police or the other authority giving 
the particulars about himself and the 
dependents below the age of 16 accompanying 
the foreigner. Contravention of such order 
by a foreigner and abetment of such 
contravention by any person are actionable 
under the existing provisions of law. 

Selection of Telegraph and Telephone 
Engineering Officers for Deputation 
to I. T. I., Bangalore and 
Allahabad

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SANCHAR MANTR1) (SHRI 
H. N. BAHUGUNA) : (a) The Indian 
Telephone Industries is a Public Sector 
Undertaking under the Department of 
Communications. It produces goods mainly 
for the consumption of P and T Department 
and as such is very much associated with 
this Department. In view of the special 
type of personnel requirements of I. T. 1. 
some of the Officers of the P and T are 
working on deputation with I, T, I, after 


being jointly selected by the Managing 
Director, I. T. I. and the P and T Board. 

(b) and (c). The Government have 
approved this procedure in public interest. 
Suitability of a person in a job is the only 
determining factor for such a selection. 

(d) Please see the statement laid on the 
Table of the House.

Decline in Export of Leather Goods 

410. SHRI D.K. PANDA : Will the 
Minister of FOREIGN TRADE (VIDESH 
VYAPAR MANTR1) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether export of leather goods has 
registered a fall in 1970-71 ; 

(b) if so, rhe extent of fall registered ;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

(a) No, Sir. 

(b) and (c). Do not arise. 

(d) Some of the important steps taken 
in this connection are indicated in the en¬ 
closed statement. 

Statement 

(1) The Export Promotion Council for 
Finished Leather and leather Manufacturers 
at Kanpur has been set up to promote the 
export leather goods. The Council under¬ 
take promotional activities such as 
sponsoring of Trade delegation and sales- 
cum study team to visit markets abroad, 
participation in Exhibitions abroad, develop¬ 
ing new designs and samples to meet exact 
foreign requirements, collecting market 
intelligence and guiding new exporters. 

(2) Basic raw materials required for this 
Industry, such as raw hides and skins and 
tanning barks and extracts, are permitted 
for import under Open General Licence. 

(3) "Leather and Leather Goods are one 
of the 59 priority industries. Units in this 
industry can, therefore, secure import licences 
on the basis of actual consumption. 

(4) Import licences are allowed against 
exports of Various leather and leather 
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products to replenish the import content in 
such export products. 

(5) To ensure quick deliveries the 
Government of India have granted air freight 
subsidy at the rate of : 

(i) 50% Air freight rate but limited to 
10% of the FOB value in case of 
leather footwear and components 
thereon. 

(ii) 50% of air freight but limited to 
15% of FOB value in the case of 
finished leather and leather goods. 
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Rise in Prices of Essential Commodities 
in Tripura 

412. SHRI BIREN DUTTA : Will the 

hfinistcr of HOME AFFAIRS (GRIH 


MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the prices of essential 
commodities namely. Kerosene Oil, salt and 
rice have gone up in Tripura ; and 

(b) if so, what steps have been taken to 
check blak marketing and to maintain supply 
of these commodities ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (GRIH 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI K. C. PANT) : (a) and (b). The 
Government of Tripura have intimated that 
the prices of essential commodities in that 
territory have not registered any rice except 
in the case of rice and salt. The price of 
rice in the open market has gone up from 
145/—per quintal on 15th January, 1971 to 
Rs. 176/— per quintal on 15th may, 1971 
owing to seasonal deficit and heavy influx of 
evacuees from East Bengal. Even then it 
compares favourably with Rs. 176.83 per 
quintal prevailing on the corresponding date 
last year. To arrest the rise in price of 
rice. Government of Tripura have opened 
304 fair price shops in the territorry. The 
price of salt has also gone up from 30 paise 
per Kilo on 15th January to 40 paise on 
21st May, 1971 in the open market on 
account of delay in movement of supplies 
from Jamnagar and the higher price of salt 
procured from Calcutta.' To meet the 
situation, the Government have been 
procuring salt locally and supplying it 
through Fair Price Shops at the fixed price 
of 35 paise. As supplies from Jamnagar 
arrive, the price in the open market as also 
in the Fair Price Shops will gradually ccme 
down. As regards Kerosene oil, the 
Government of Tripura have reported that 
its supply position is satisfactory. Further, 
the ‘‘Kerosene Fixation of Ceilling Prices 
Order 1970” is in force in the union 
territory to check black marketing in 
Kerosene oil. The Tripura Administration 
are also keeping in touch with the Assam 
Oil Company and the Indian Oil Corpora¬ 
tion to maintain a steady flow of oil in the 
territory. 

Amendment of Press Council Act 

413. DR. RANEN SEN : Will the 
Minister of INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SOOCHANA AUR 
PRASARAN MANTRI) be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether at a Conference hol<f 
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recently, the Working Journalists of India 
have drawn the attention of Government to 
the rise and strengthening of monopoly in 
newspaper and to the need of amending the 
Press Council Act ; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Government 
to the same ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SOOCHANA AUR 
PRASARN MANTRAl.AYA MEN UP- 
MANTRI) (SHRI DHARAM B1R SINHA) : 
(a) and (b). Yes, Sir. A Resolution adopted 
by the Indian Federation of Working 
Journalists at its fifteenth annual session 
held at Ahmedabad in April, 1971 has 
drawn attention to the existence of monopoly 
in the newspaper industry and the need to 
amend the Press Council Act. 

Government is fully alive to the danger 
of concentration of ownership in the news¬ 
paper industry which may result in 
regimentat’on of thought and opinion and 
is anxious to prevent such developments as 
far as practicable Towards this end, the 
following steps have been taken 

(i) The Press Registrar makes an 
annual review of the ownership of 
newspapers and periodicals, and 
studies the development of common 
ownership units and publishes them 
in a publication called “Press in 
India”, so that the public may 
become aware of the facts relating 
to the ownership of newspapers. 

(ii) Under the Registration of News¬ 
papers (Central) Rules, 1956 framed 
under the Press and Registration 
of Books Act, 1867. it is obligatory 
for newspapers to publish annually 
in the first issue after the last day 
of February information, inter alia, 
relating to the individuals who 
own the newspaper and partners 
or shareholders holding more than 
one per cent of the total share 
capital. Failure to comply with 
this statutory obligation is an 
offence under the Press and 
Registration ot Books Act, 1867 
which is punishable with fine which 
may extend to Rs. 500/—. 

(iii) Under the Newsprint Allocation 
Policy, additional newsprint is not 
issued to a group or chain of 


newspapers for bringing out a fresh 
publication. 

(iv) On the recommendation of the 
Diwakar Committee, of the total 
annual foreign exchange made 
available for printing and compos¬ 
ing machinery 50% is allotted to 
small newspapers (up to 15,000 
circulation) 35% . to medium news¬ 
papers (circulation 15,000—50,000) 
and only 15% allotted to big 
newspapers (circulation over 
50,000). 

(v) Government’s advertisement policy 
aims at staggering and releasing 
advertisements to newspapers in 
suitable rotation in order to ensure 
the use of as many papers as 
possible so that papers with a big 
circulation do not get a dispro¬ 
portionately large share of Govern¬ 
ment’s advertisements. It is the 
policy of Government to make 
increasing use of small and medium 
newspapers, particularly those 
published in Indian languages. 

(vi) With a view to obtaining first-hand 
and detailed factual information 
regarding the methods of unfair 
competition and/or restrictive 
practices, if any, adopted by the 
larger newspapers to suppress, 
weaken and eliminate the smaller 
ones about which there are often 
complaints, a sub-committee, set up 
by the Press Council, invited 
specific information and instances 
by a latter addressed to newspapers 
and periodicals in all languages 
having a paid circulation of 5,000 
copies and above. In reply, only 
ten dailies and four weeklies 
mentioned specific cases of what 
they considered restrictive practices 
indulged in by bigger papers. The 
Council is currently pursuing the 
enquiry by collecting further in¬ 
formation regarding instances of 
restrictive practices. 

(vii) Government are considering the 

question of setting up a Newspaper 
Finance Corporation to give 
financial assistance to small and 
medium newspapers and not to big 
newspapers, to help the healthy 
growth of the former, 5 
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Government are of the view that but for 
the steps taken by the Government so far 
the growth of big chain newspapers would 
have been more than what it has been. It 
is not possible to estimate the extent to 
which steps already taken by Government 
have been effective. Government believe 
that the best way to check; the growth of big 
chain newspapers is to foster the growth of 
small and medium newspapers which are 
managed on healthy lines and follow an 
enlightened editorial policy keeping the 
national interests in view. Government 
are confident that the steps already taken 
and the further steps to be taken in the 
matter will effectively foster the growth of 
small and madium newspapers and thereby 
check the growth of big chain newspapers. 

As recommended by the Diwakar Com¬ 
mittee on Small Newspapers, Government 
have started a slow speed news bulled i over 
the All India Radio which purveys important 
news, particularly for use by small and 
medium newspapers who, due to financial 
reasons, are not in a position to subscribe 
to the service of news agencies. 

Under the Press Council Act, 1965, the 
Press Council is already empowered to study 
developments which may tend towards 
monopoly or concentration of ownership of 
newspapers and news agencies, including a 
study of the owdership or financial structure 
of newspapers and news agencies, and if 
necessary, to suggest remedies therefor, it 
is, therefore, not necessary to amend the 
Act further. 

Unofficial Trade with Bangla Desh 

414. DR. RANEN SEN : Will the 
Minister of FOREIGN TRADE (V1DESK 
VYAPAR MANTR1) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether for all practical purposes 
Pakistan hat) no control over the border of 
Bangla Desh with India and that people are 
coming over to India with various commo¬ 
dities for sale and trade with India of vary¬ 
ing amount and size ; 

(b) if so, whether such unofficial trade 
is doing immense harm to people on both 
sides of the border and only helping the

(b) and (c). Reservations have been 
provided as a proportion of the vacancies 
arising from time to time and not in relation 
to the total strength of any cadre or service. 
The overall representation of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes in the services 
does not correspond to the percentages of 
reservations provided for them mainly 
because when the reservation orders came 
into force, their representation particularly 
in Class I and II posts was negligible. There 
has been considerable improvement in their 
representation as a result of the various 
steps taken by Government in this regard 
from time to time. Some of the more 
important steps taken by the Government 
recently for accelerating the intake of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
candidates in services are given below :— 

(1) The percentages of reservation 
have been increased with effect 
from 25th March 1970 from 12|% 
to 15% for Scheduled Castes and 
from 5% to 7|% for Scheduled 
Tribes.' 

(2) The period of carrying forward of 
reservations has been increased 
from 2 to 3 years. At the end of 
this period, vacancies reserved for 
Scheduled Castes could be utilised 
for Scheduled Tribes and vice 
verse thus reducing the chances of 
lapsing of a reserved vacancy. 

(3) The procedure for advertising the 
vacancies reserved for Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes has been 
revised with effect from 31st July, 
1970. The reserved vacancies in 
the posts filled by 'selection would 
now be advertised calling for 
applications of Scheduled Castes/ 


Scheduled Tribes candidates, as the 
case may be, against such vacan¬ 
cies in the first instance. Should 
this advertisement prove jnfruc- 
tuous, a second advertisement 
would be issued calling for applica¬ 
tions of Scheduled Castes/Scheduled 
Tribes candidates as well as general 
candidates. The general candidates, 
however, would be considered only 
if Scheduled Castes/Scheduled 
Tribes candidates are considered 
unsuitable for appointment against 
such vacancies. 

(4) Instructions have been issued that 
Scheduled Castes/Schcduled Tribes 
candidates should be called for 
interview on a separate day or a 
separate sitting of the Selection 
Committee. 

(5) The criterion for relaxation in 
standards of suitability in favour of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes has been redefined in the 
instructions issued on 25th July, 
1970. Under these instructions for 
appointment against reserved 
vacancies, candidates of these com¬ 
munities could be selected even if 
they do not fulfil the general 
standards of suitability as long as 
they are not found unfit for 
appointment to such posts. 

(6) In promotions by selection to posts 
within Class I, which carry an 
ultimate salary of Rs. 2000/- per 
month or less, the Scheduled 
Casies/Scheduled Tribes officers 
who are senior enough in the zone 
of consideration for promotion so 
as to be within the number of 
vacancies for which the select list 
has to be* drawn, would be included 
in that list provided they are not 
considered unfit for promotion. 

(7) Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes officers in Class I services/ 
posts would be provided with more 
opportunities for institutional train¬ 
ing and for attending seminars/ 
symposia/conferences. It would 
also be the responsibility of the 
immediate superior officers of the 
Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes 
officers in Class I to give advice 
and guidance to the latter to 
improve the quality of their wofk, 
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(8) Officers of the rank of Deputy 
Secretary have been nominated as 
Liaison Officers in ail Ministries/ 
Departments to look after the work 
relating to representation of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 
URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Reported Misappropriation of over Sixty 
Lakhs of Rupees from the State Bank 
of India, New Delhi. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Sir, 
I call the attention of the Minister of 
Finance to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon :— 

“The reported misappropriation of 
over sixty lakhs of rupees from the 
State Bank of India in New Delhi.” 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (VITTA MAN- 
TRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTR1} (SHRI 
K. R. GANESH) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, parti¬ 
culars as are availabe of the incident that 
took place on 24-5-1971 are as follows : 

At about 12.30 P. M. on the 24th May, 
1971 Shri V. P. Malhotra, Chief Cashier of 
the State Bank of India, Parliament Street, 
took out a sum of Rs. 60 lakhs in hundred 
rupees notes from the currency chest of the 
State Bank of India, Parliament Street 
Office. According to the Officer-in-Charge 
of Cash, and the Deputy Chief Cashier 
responsible for the withdrawal of cash from 
the Currency Chest who gave the above 
information, Shri Malhotra told them that 
the money was needed for making some 
large payment. He is further reported to 
have told the Deputy Head Cashier that he 
would give him the relative voucher shortly. 
The money was taken by Shri Malhotra in 
the bank’s staff car requisitioned by him 
from the Security Officer for some urgent 
official work. Shri Malhotra had the box 
containing Rs. 60Jakhs kept in the bank's 
car, drive it himself and took it to a short 
distance from the bank’s office where he 
was allegedly met by some person, who sat 
with him in the car. 

At about 2.30 P. M. Shri Malhotra 
accompanied by a police officer, came to the 
Parliament Street Police Station to report 
that he had fallen a victim to a fraud of 
Rs. 60 lakhs and the box containing the 
money had been shifted into a taxi at 
Sardar Patel Marg. The police investiga¬ 
tion started soon thereafter. 

At about 10.30 P. M. on 24-5-1971, the 
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e.itire amount, with the exception of a sum 
of Rs. 5,700 is reported to have been 
recovered from one Shri Rustam Sohrab 
Nagarwala who has been arrested by the 
police. Subsequently, at the instance of the 
accused a further sum of Rs. 2,600 was 
recovered from a friend of his. The accused 
was produced before a magistrate and has 
been sent for judicial custody. The police 
investigation is still continuing. 

The State Bank of India authorities are 
separately looking into the various aspects 
connected with this incident. Shri V. P. 
Malhotra has been suspended by the bank 
management pending investigation. By an 
order of the court, the sum of Rs. 59,94,300 
has been entrusted to the State Bank of 
India, under bond. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : To begin with, 
I would like to make a complaint that the 
Minister’s statement was handed to me only 
at 7 minutes to 12. In this particular case, 
it was not material because anybody who 
has read the newspapers this morning would 
have read more about it than what the 
statement says. You will note that the 
statement conveniently forgets to mention 
that Mr. Malhotra went to the Prime 
Minister’s house. It also conveniently 
forgets to mention that at the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s house, he Was told that the Prime 
Minister is in Parliament House, at which 
point he comes to Parliament House. I 
do not koow how the chief cashier of a bank 
can possibly have access to the Prime 
Minister’s house and thereafter can wander 
into Parliament House and get confirmation 
of the fact that he has been duped. (Inter¬ 
ruptions). I do not want Mr. Salve to 
defend the Government; I am sure Govern¬ 
ment is strong enough to defend itself. Nor 
do I understand how this cashier can come 
into this House, when all of us have so 
much trouble to get our friends and relatives 
into the galleries here, to ascertain that no 
such thing had happened and that he has 
been duped, then go to the police station 
and make his statement there. What is 
most fantastic is not the swindling part of 
it. People are swindling this country left 
and right a dozen times a day... 

AN HON. MEMBER : People like 

you. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Not by people 
lik9 me ps is mentioned but by a great many 


people in this very House, who do this 
from day to day. (Interruptions). 

SHRI C. C. DESAI fSabarkantha) : 1 
object to this statement. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam) : 
He can speak for himself, not for others. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Mr. C. C. 
Desai is extremely sensitive. When the 
accusation was made against me personally, 
he did not object. But when it is made 
generally about members of the House, he 
becomes very sensitive. I do not think I 
should bother to reply to him. 

MR. SPEAKER : You should not be 
so sensitive yourself also. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : This is a most 
fantastic episode in the sense that I cannot 
understand how an ad hoc method like this 
can be employed to draw out such large sums 
of money from the largest bank of this coun¬ 
try in this cavalier fashion. Who is this fellow 
Mr. Malhotra, who can get telephone calls 
purported to be from the Prime Minister’s 
house, go to his bank, pull out Rs. 60 lakhs, 
walk away and give it to a man whom he 
has never met ? Is this the procedure for 
any sort of financial transaction ? Not only 
is this some sort of gross carelessness but a 
sort of blatant abuse of known practices for 
drawing money out of the bank. 

I am sure that if such a thing could 
happen yesterday or the day before, it has 
been happening for a long time and this 
procedure must have been the accepted 
practice ; otherwise, it cannot happen, and 
certainly not for a sum as much as Rs. 60 
lakhs. How does it happen ? Has it been 
happening in the past and, if so, for what 
purpose is this money being used ? Is it 
being used, for instance, for arranging 
defections or is it being used for conducting 
elections ? I would like to know what these 
funds are for, at the disposal of the Prime 
Minister, or anybody else for that matter. 
1 would also like to know what is the 
purpose of these funds, what are the extent 
of these funds, who are to operate these 
funds and what is the procedure for their 
withdrawal and what is its accountability ? 
Why is it that Parliament has no review 
over this money 7 Unless I get satisfactory 
answers I am compelled to deduce that 
there is gross mischief, gross misuse and 
gross misappropriatiop.

As far as our friend, Shri Malhotra, the 
Chief Cashier, is concerned, I would like to 
know a few things. Is it true that Shri 
Malhotra had free access to the Prime 
Minister’s house ? Is he accepted there as a 
social worker, as a Congress worker...

Is it a fact that 
Shri Malhotra was deputed to receive gold 
and cash at the Prime Minister’s residence 
from a company ..(Interruptions)...and that 
money was later deposited in the bank ? Is 
it a fact that the State Bank proposes to 
start a special service of delivering cash at 
the houses of VIPs and Shri Malhotra has 
been asked to prepare a scheme for the 
purpose ? Has it been the practice in the 
past for the Prime Minister’s Secretariat or 
any other institution of government to call 
for money to be delivered at particular 
places ? I want answers to these questions 
and I think the answers to these questions 
would be in the public interest. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(VITTA MANTRI) (SHRI YASHWANT- 
RAO CHAV AN): I certainly agree that 
it is fantastic and unbeliveable that an 
officer of long standing, with more than 
20 years of service, should act in such 
a stupid manner. If 1 may say so, it was 
something more than that. But I do not 
want to express an opinion at this stage. 

At the same time, I certainly do not under¬ 
stand. the way the hon. Member has tried 
to bring in the name of the Prime Minister, 
making certain mischievous suggestions, 
which certainly does not become him. 


SHRI PILOO MODY : It has appeared 
in every newspaper. 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Whatever the newspapers may say, some of 
these matters are under police investigation. 
It is true that the Chief Cashier has 
certainly acted in a peculiar manner 
way. He claims that he went to the 
Prime Minister's house to verify the facts. 
When he learnt that the Prime Minister was 
not likely to return for lunch he tried to 
contact somebody else in Parliament House. 
When he was told that he had been duped, 
he naturally contacted the security officer 
who took him to the Parliament Street 
police station and the investigation started. 
And we must not overlook the most impor¬ 
tant point that is the manner in which the 
police acted so quickly and wonderfully for 
which they deserve our appreciation. Cerain- 
ly I could say that I have gone into the 
procedure of withdrawal of money and I 
find that this man has not observed any 
single rule out of it. I do not know what 
happened to this man. It looks as though 
he acted under some charm. I would say 
that at this stage we should suspend our 
final views in this matter and allow the 
investigation to have its proper course. For 
God’s sake, do not brii\g in the name of 
Prime Minister or malign that name merely 
because it po'itically suits you to do so. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Sir, I was surprised to read the statement 
given to us. If you will kindly read the 
statement, it says :— 

“At about 2 30 P. M. Shri Malhotra 
accompanied by a police officer, came 
to the Parliament Street Police Station 
to report that he had fallen a victim to 
a fraud of Rs. 60 lakhs and the box 
containing the money had been shifted 
into a taxi on Sardar Patel Marg. The 
police investigation started soon there¬ 
after.” 

The hon. Minister has admitted that 
this gentleman, supposed to be one of the 
highest officials of the State Bank, the Chief 
Cashier, acted in a stupid manner. People 
can be stupid but this is not stupidity 
alone ; this is something more than 
stupidity. 

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is a fact that he got a 
telephonic c^ll front the Prjipe Minister’s

House. Somebody might have used the 
Prime Minister’s name—I do not take her 
name—but on a telephonic call from anyone 
in the name of the Prime Minister, can the 
Chief Cashier take out Rs. 60 lakhs in a 
staff car and just walk to the particular 
place ? This is a sad commentary on the 
working of the State Bank. I would like 
to know from, the hon. Minister whether he 
has referred the matter to the police autho¬ 
rities or to the intelligence department for 
investigation or whether this will be referred 
to the CBI for a further probe because it is 
not what appears on the surface but is more 
deep and there should be a proper inquiry 
by the CBI. Is he prepared to do that ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : This is a very 
fantastic and a very unbelievable story. 
The question that the hon. Member has 
asked is whether he got any telephone call. 
All that I can say is that these are matters 
under police investigation. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : We know 
more about it from the press report than 
from this statement given to us. We 
expected something more from the Govern¬ 
ment than this statement. That is why 
we gave this calling-attention notice. Shri 
Malhotra might have made some statement. 
What is his statement ? That statement 
should be laid on the Table of the House 
so that we know what he has said... 

(, interruption ). 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : Why has he 
not been arrested ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : As I submitted, 
this matter is under police investigation... 

( Interruption ). He cannot expect me to 
answer what he wants me to answer. He 
cannot get that out of me. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I do not 
want anything out of you ; I want every¬ 
thing out of the Government. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : I would like 
to repudiate that there was any telephonic 
talk between him and any official from the 
Prime Minister’s Secretariat. It is a fabri¬ 
cation and I want to repudiate it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I said, some¬ 
body m i ght has wrongly used the Prime 
Minister’s name. I never said that the 
waa. fram some official of the 


Prime Minister’s Secretariat. I do not 
accuse anyone. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJFE (Calcutta- 
North-East) : On the Prime Mbuster’s 
telephoue call, can the bank give out 
money ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : His second 
question was that the whole matter appears 
to be rather serious and very deep one. It 
is true that the whole matter appears to be 
a very fantastic story, the entire way in 
which the operation was conducted, the 
way in which the money was taken out and 
all that. All this requires serious considera¬ 
tion. I am sure the police will investigate 
all that. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The amount 
is also fantastic; the story is equally 
fantastic ; everything is fantastic. May I 
know whether the Government is prepared 
to refer it to the C.B.I. ? 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
The investigating authority, certainly, 
is a matter of choice. I have no reason to 
doubt the efficiency of the police. The 
speed with which they acted, as a matter of 
fact, deserves appreciation from us. At 
this stage, when they are doing a wonderful 
job, why should we change the investigating 
agency ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : Sir, I want to make a submis¬ 
sion. Since the Prime Minister’s name has 
been dragged to the press during the last 
two days extensively, 1 shall be putting a 
few questions and I would appeal to my 
friends not to get provoked. Since the 
Prime Minister's name has been dragged in 
extensively, let this House, know the facts 
and get a correct position from the Govern¬ 
ment. There should be no provocation 
about it. I am not going to say anything 
against the Prime Minister. But I must 
place before the House certain things that 
have come to my notice. 

Before doing that, I must agree with 
Mr. Chavan that the police, may have done 
a wonderful job because they have detected 
it immediately* We must , appreciate it. 

Mr. Nagarwala is a man who has been 
a teacher half his life and he can never be a 
fit criminal. Perhaps, that is the reason 
why the police have been able to do a good 
job easily 
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[Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu] 

Mr. Malhotra, the Chief Cashier of the 
State Bank has been in service of the State 
Bank for over 20 years. He is not a new 
man. an unreliable man, nothing of the 
sort. He wanted a staff car from the State 
Bank Transport Officer without driver and 
any security guard. The Transport Officer 
told him that the Bank does not permit 
him to carry cash in a staff car and that it 
should go in a cash van which is specially 
guarded for locking the door from inside 
and in which safes are chained. He refused. 
He did not want to take a cash van or a 
security guard. This man some how in 
spite of the refusal of the Transport Officer 
managed to take it in an Ambassador staff 
car. Let this fact not be denied. 

Then, no voucher was signed. I have 
seen banking operations at least in 12 or 15 
countries. I must say that the State Bank 
rules are very much foolproof. It take it a 
surprise that in the State Bank rules such 
a provision exists by which a middle-cadre 
executive of the Bank can take away Rs. 60 
lakhs from a strong room without the know¬ 
ledge of the principal executive and without 
signing a voueher. There must be some 
super-power. That you have to find out. 

Now, I am told by some persons who 
have had an opportunity to work with Mr. 
Malhotra that he is rather a nice sort of a 
person who is anxious to help for any cause 
of anybody. T do not know if he is a Con¬ 
gressman and, if so, which variety of Con¬ 
gress. What is he I do not know. I am not 
going into that. But this much I have been 
told by people who are in the know of 
things, from reliable persons, that on behalf 
of the State Bank, he had been going to the 
Prime Minister’s house for receiving con¬ 
tributions, etc. When the Indo-Chinese 
conflict took place, he had been going to 
the Prime Minister’s house for collecting 
funds, etc. Let us take it for granted that 
Mr. Malhotra was not unknown to the 
Prime Minister. Mr. Malhotra was acquaint¬ 
ed with the Prime Minister’s office. We 
cannot deny the fact. The Minister can 
deny it. This gentleman used to boast 
amongst his friends saying, "I have frequent 
conversation with the Prime Minister. I 
know her and she knows me.” He used to 
boast like that, etc. I take it for granted that 
he know the voice of Mrs. Gandhi. 

MR. SPEAKER : You cannot go heyoqd

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am not 
trying to throw any mud on anybody ; we 
don't do that. I want to know whether 
there is a special account that the Prime 
Minister is operating. It is done in every 
civilised country, by Prime Ministers, 
Generals, Chiefs of Staff, Chief of Intellig¬ 
ence, etc. They are required to operate 
such special accounts. We want to know if 
the Prime Minister was maintaining special 
account and wc want to know what type of 
account was this, what was the source of 
the money and what was it meant for. 
Dhirendra Brahmachari was caught with 
cash at Palam airport. I want to know 
whether the strong room and the vault was 
being used for keeping the excess election 
collection money of a particular party ; 
( Intermptions). I Just want to know one or 
two things. 

MR. SPEAKER : Don’t provoke others. 
You may say only to which is relevant. 

SHRI JYOTIMOY BOSU : I am asking 
the Finance Minister to tell us this. Was 
the Prime Minister operating any special 
account with the State Bank ? If so, what is 
the source of the money ? I want to know 
whether the State Bank vault and strong 
room was being used for keeping the money 
which was not in the books of account of 
the State Bank of India, Parliament Street. 
These are all my questions. Thank you. Sir. 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
may say that you are allowing your imagina¬ 
tion to run rather too fast. There are no 
special accounts which! are run by the Prime 
Minister. There was no question of the 
State Bank of India vault being used for 
any political purpose. This is possibly the 
technique that their party may be thinking 
of. But this is not what we do. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA (Mandya) : It 
is unfortunate that the Prime Minister’s 
name is dragged in this sordid state of 
affairs. Anybody can use the name of the 
Prime Minister. The case was made out 
by Mr. Mody and others that Mr. Malhotra 
went to the residence of Prime Minister. 
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Sir, all of us know, including Mr. Mody, 
that hundreds of persons go daily to Prime 
Minister’s house and no body can prevent 
that. I hope this Rustam Sorab Nagarwala 
is in no way related to Mr. Piloo Mody. It 
is not in the fitness of things that Prime 
Minister’s name should be dragged in this 
peculiar manner. I would like to ask the 
Minister about the rules that have been 
framed by the State Bank of India for 
withdrawals. Shri Malhotra happens to be 
a very senior officer. How could he violate 
every norm and every rule that has been 
framed by the State Bank ? This is for the 
first time that this has happened. It has been 
conceded that on very many occasions in 
the past, he had drawn much larger sums 
for disbursal. 

I would like to know whether the 
Finance Ministry would go into this ques¬ 
tion of framing rules so as to see that this 
kind of thing does not happen and see that 
those rules are adhered to strictly without 
any disobedience so that such incidents 
could be prevented once and for all. 

I join the hon. Finance Minister in 
paying compliments to the Delhi police. 
They have done a wonderful and excellent 
job, and this House must go on record to 
commend the service of the Delhi Police. 
Instead of trying to malign some highly 
placed officer or the Prime Minister, we 
should appreciate the services rendered by 
the police. I would like to know from the 
Finance Minister whether the rules will be 
looked inu> again so that such episodes 
would not occur again and again. 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
think that is a good suggestion. Bur I may 
tell the hon. Member that even before 
we came here to answer this notice, we went 
into the exact procedures and rules 
which are followed. I think the rules 
themselves appear to be fool-proof, but if 
some body who is in charge of the whole 
procedure wants to over throw all the rules 
and act the way Shri Malhotra did, one does 
not understand what one should do. Even 
then, we have asked the Baok authorities to 
look into the matter further so that such 
things do not occur again.

I have received a request from Shri 
Jyottrmoy Basu that he should be allowed to 
ask for information when papers are laid on 
the Table. I told him yesterday that the 
book could not be quoted here. I also 
invited his attention to certain directions 
which might be against the spirit of the rules 
which could not be implemented. 

When papers are laid on the Table, we 
in this House have been following this 
practice since years—I am told by the Secre¬ 
tary, since the Lok Sabha came into being, 
knd even during the days of the Central 
Legislative A&emhly—that they are just laid 
on the Table. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : We 
ate hiTowed to ask questions. I can quote 
Dorn the 'parliamentary record. 

MR. SPEAKER : They are just laid 
on the Table, and the practice that has been 
followed is that they can ask questions about 
the delky in presenting those papers before 
the* House. In certain cases the constitu¬ 
tional validity can be questioned. For instance, 
a point of order was raised by Shri Shiv 
Chandra Jha during the last Lok Sabha. I 
have examined the rules. The relevant rule 
does not mention that questions can be 
asked.

In other cohifitries there it ho such 
practice of laying papers on the Table. They 
are just notified, sent to the Secretariat and 
copies'are Sertt to the Members, I do hot 
know how this practice came into being. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I ’have been 
here since 1957. I do net dispute the rules, 
but certain conventions have been evolved 
here. I can quote certain instance where 
Members have objected, seriously objected, 
individually and Collectively, that such and 
such and such a paper should not be 
allowed. 

Secondly, about delay, you are perfactly 
correct, and the Minister has to reply. 
About eliciting information, if it is important, 
that could be asked. 

I am not questioning your ruling. I abide 
by your ruling, but I want to point out that 
there are certain concessions which were 
given to us arising out of conventions Eke 
Calling Attention Notices in the name of 
so many people. That has now been 
curtailed to suit the convenience of the 
House, and only five are allowed. Similarly, 
only 30 Questions are allowed, and that also 
has to be balloted. The right to ask any 
number of Questions has been curtailed. So, 
instead of getting more privileges in the 
House to make it more lively, since 1957 it 
has been my sad experience that we are 
losing our rights. I would only urge upon 
you to view it with impartiality and « sense 
of justice and see that these concessions 
arising out of conventions which have been 
followed in this House are not withdrawn 
suo motu with out consulting Members of 
Parliament. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North-East) : May I say with all respect 
that I quite appreciate your difficulty When 
yesterday Mr. Bosu raised this question. I 
appreciate your desire to expedite the pro¬ 
ceedings of the House, but what 1 do not 
appreciate, I am sorry to have to say. Is die 
extreme promptitude with which you have 
issued this amendment to the Direction 
which has been there for a long enough time. 

I would explain, if you do not mind my 
doing so. We did have ttfs particular 
Direction in the HShd book. Normally 
quebttona cdtiia be asked In regard to delay.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE : In the 
Handbook for Members you give certain 
Directions which you are pleased to change 
overnight. Since the matter has been brought 
up in this House and it is found to be 
inconvenient, you decided in your wisdom 
overnight to have an amendment. With all 
due respect my submission is that if the 
matter is mentioned in the House, you have 
to take into consideration the views of the 
leaders of different Parties. By this kind of 
a sudden amendment you bring us down to 
only a question regarding delay. You cannot 
tell us that constitutional matters... 

MR. SPEAKER : They are different ; 
they are permissible under point of order. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE : It is very 
peculiar ; we get a one line note in the dak 
this morning which certainly changes the 
entire picture. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have seen all these 
years that this was only about delay. So 
far as constitutional validity is concerned, 
that was on a point of order, not on ques¬ 
tions. That can still be done in that manner 
at any time. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE : Mr. 
Banerjee has been here since 1957 and I have 
been here 1952. I have found that not 
only matters regarding constitution, but 
other matters, extra-constitutional matters 
have been allowed to be discussed. In your 
wisdom you can cut it short if you like. But 
when the matter is brought before the House 
and there is a controversy you change it 
overnight without referring to the respresen- 
tativas of different parties. It is not respect 
to the House which I expect from the Chair. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am bound • to 
consult if I change the rule. I have always 
consulted, There are some guidelines. If 
it is not in keeping with the spirit of the 
rule, you can say so. But I have seen the 
rule. We accepted this. If somebody objected 


to delay, he was normally allowed, In many 
cases there was delay and I allowed 
Members. This has been followed.

been pleased to delete should not have 
caused so much discomfort because at the 
same time it lays down that the points have 
to be submitted to the Speaker in advance. 
The Speaker can be pleased to admit these 
points or he may not be pleased to admit 
them. 

Another aspect of. the matter is that 
you have tried to pin us down, as the hon. 
Member Prof. Muketjee pointed out, only 
to constitutional points or to delay... 
( Interruptions ) We would humbly differ 
from you. There are other aspects or 
objections which can be raised with regard 
to such papers. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry. You 
can ask for a discussion of the statement; 
you can take some other time. But when 
it is being laid on the Table of the House 
you cannot make it question hour... 
( Interruptions ) There is another procedure 
for raising discussions. But there should 
be no discussion of the matter when certain 
documents are sought to be laid on the 
Table of the House-. .{Interruptions). 

SHRI JYOHRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : May I make a submission ? 
I have every hope and confidence that you 
will try to safeguard the rights of the 
Members and enhance the prestige of the 
House. Let us see what the preface reads; 
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there should be uo difficult in interpreting 
that. The Preface says : 

‘The Hand-book is intended to serve 
as a guide on various parliamentary 
matters to the Members returned at the 
general election...The information con¬ 
tained in this publication is not exhaus¬ 
tive. It cannot be quoted as an autho¬ 
rity if it is in conflict with the provisions 
of the Constitution...” 

Secondlp. “If it is in conflict with the 
rules of procedure and conduct of business 
in Lok Sabba.” Thirdly, "if it is in con¬ 
flict with the directions issued by the 
Speaker under the Rules of Procedure.” It 
is very clear that I was fully entitled to 
seek information under that hand-book, 
para 38(2), page 76. I did not require your 
permission to seek that information.... 
( Interruptions ) 

MR. SPEAKER : I have seen the 
rules. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOS1J : Sir, I 
am on my legs. Now, what has happened ? 
I had given three notices the day before 
yesterday. A person from your Secretariat 
came to me and said, “Sir, you cannot ask 
such questions.” I wrote a letter saying, 
"Do not make such mistakes in future. 
You are trying to come into my territory ; 
you are acting outside your jurisdiction.” 
Again, yesterday, I gave three notices, and 
in the notice, at the foot-note, I have got in 
printed—an extract of what you have said, 
—namely, that I am fully within my rights 
to ask that. 

Sir, you in your wisdom, had said that 
you would not allow me to raise such 
matters. I had very humbly submitted that 
you have been depriving me of my rights 
here. As it is, outside today, problems 
surround us. We have to go and face the 
people. ( Interruption ) Mr. Bhandare, please 
keep quiet for a minute. We have to go 
and face the people in regard to the 
hundreds of thousands of problems which 
are being created to misrule and mismanage 
things. If we cannot get information to go 
and tell the people whom I represent here, 
our staying here becomes completely point¬ 
less. It applies to you, to me, and to my 
friend Shri Mishra. 

We would expect the Chair to be a 
little partial if possible towards the Members, 


and not to protect the Government who 
have the entire machinery at their disposal. 

MR. SPEAKER : No, no. There is 
no question of protecting the Government. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am 
not drawing any conclusion. I am only 
making a submission. What has happened ? 
In the afternoon, I talked to some of our 
friends who have been authors of books on 
rules in this House ; authors of books in 
this Home. One of them said, "You were 
quite within your rights to do so. You 
write to the Speaker seeking his permission 
to raise this point.” So I wrote this letter. 
I pointed out, without casting any reflection 
on you, that "May I point out, my dear 
Speaker, Sir, that you have exceeded your 
jurisdiction unwillingly perhaps, unconciously 
perhaps, perhaps guided by considerations 
which are of very great importance to you.” 
1 wrote a letter. On the face of it, instead 
of getting a reply to my letter, instead of 
giving me a hearing, you had the wisdom 
to issue this bulletin summarily. If I were 
you—may I make my submission—I would 
have referred it to the Rules Committee to 
give a decision, and not taken a summary 
decision. 

Again, by issuing this, you have made 
an admission,—you have admitted—that I 
was within my rights to submit such notices 
which make things uncomfortable for the 
Government. Therefore, you in a hurry, 
overnight, working overtime in the. Secre¬ 
tariat, got this out. It is a bad day for 
democracy and this Parliament. Thank 
you. 

MR. SPEAKER : So far as this per¬ 
mission is concerned, it was not given to 
him. I conveyed it to the Secretariat. I 
conveyed it personally to him. ( Interruption ) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This 
letter ? I had nothing. 

MR. SPEAKER : No, no. It was 
not allowed. I did not convey this. I con¬ 
veyed it to the Secretariat that I did not 
allow this. We have not been following 
this practice. So far as any change of the 
rules is concerned, we normally do it ; but 
the Speaker allowing certain guidelines—that 
has never been the practice. Because I have 
to see whether this is within the scope of 
the rules or not. I saw the rule myself, 
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There was nothing in it. It was just a 
procedure of laying it. The teat was guided 
by the residuary poets, 

I am very sorry that this has arisen ; 
and there was no way nut. There cannot 
be a hard and, fast rale about it. 

AM HON. MEMBER : Send it to the 
Rules Committee, 

MR. SPEAKER : But still, I do not 
want to shut out anything. 1 hope you 
will agree that much time is taken by these 
things. ( Interruption ) So far as the rules 
are eoneeraed, they will normally operate, 
But If 7 think my directions are wrongly 
issued I am entitled to change them- Of 
course, they are before you. We can dis¬ 
cuss it in the Rules Committee. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The direc¬ 
tions of the Speaker is law as far as we are 
concerned. 

MR. SPEAKER : That unfortunately 
is a very confusing aspect. But I hope you 
do agrees and I think if there is any ques¬ 
tion that ought to be allowed, I would not 
mind the statement being discussed in this 
House, or any special time being allotted 
for questions pn it. 

But do not take advantage of just this 
moment when the papers are laid. Already 
the zero hour hae gone much beyond its 
time limitations. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Let the 
matter be held in abeyanee till the Rules 
Committee considered it. 

MR. SPEAKER : 1 do not agree to 
it. I will put the rule for the interpretation 
of the Rules Committee. If they think 
that the interpretation we give to it is not 
in keeping with the rule, I will accept it 
very gladly. But so far as the Direction 
and the guidelines are concerned, I am not 
going to put them before it. But I can 
put the question of the interpretation of the 
rule before the Rules Committee. Of 
course, according to the practice and con¬ 
vention, the Speaker is fully entitled to 
interpret, but myself and my predecessors 
have always been seeking guidance on some 
pontroversial matters. ,

SHRI DINESH SINGH (Pratapgarh) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, the situation in Bangla 
Desh has really to be judged in the back¬ 
ground of developments in the sub-continent. 
I am not referring to the historical back¬ 
ground, to the past when the imperial power 
devided the sub-continent and left behind a 
state from where they would be able to 
‘balance’ India or to the subsequent develop¬ 
ments where the colonial powers have 
consistently been helping a military build-up 
of Pakistan far beyond its requirements. I 
am referring to recent events, to the 
elections in Pakistan, Ceylon and India 
where their peoples have unmistakably given 
their overwhelming support to three things 
to democracy, to change and to stability, and 
the parties and leaders they have supported 
are the people from whom they expect that 
democracy would be preserved, stability 
would be kept and rapid changes would be 
ushered in that the aspirations of the peoples 
would be realised. 

It was in this background, that when the 
expressed will of the people was attempted 
to be thwarted in Ceylon, that we went out 
in full support of the government established 
by overwhelming majority. Therefore, it was 
only right, when a situation of the same 
kind was created in Pakistan, that we should 
have taken a similar stand. 

It was in this background that I think 
this House unanimously passed the Rcsolu- 
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tion giving full sympathy and support to 
Bangla Dcsh. I welcome the statment that 
was made by the hon. Prime Minister the 
other day, which is a continuation of this 
sympathy and support that has been pledged 
by this House. 

In talking about Bangla Desh we have 
generally not stressed the real situation in 
Pakistan. It is not only a question of the 
struggle of Bangla Desh, it is a question of 
the struggle of the people of Pakistan against 
the military rule, and it is a question of 
struggle for democracy and for establishing 
fundamental human rights. If you look at 
the figures of the elections, it will be quite 
clear that out of 320 seats, 169 in East 
Pakistan and 151 in West Pakistan, the 
Awami League of Mujibur Rehman com¬ 
manded the support of 207. In the whole 
of Pakistan they had the majority in favour 
of democratic changes, and therefore it is 
not only a question of Bangla Desh. Tt is 
not a question of secession. In the six 
points that Sheikh Mujibur Rahman present¬ 
ed, they very first point talks of a Federa¬ 
tion. Therefore, it is a question of the 
upsurge of the people of Pakistan against 
the military rule, and it is a question of our 
lending full support not to a secession as 
Pakistani strying to make out, but to the 
people of Pakistan in their struggle against 
the military dictatorship. 

I would say that our support is in 
keeping with the traditional approach that 
we have had in international affairs, where 
we have always supported the people’s effort 
for liberation from domination. And 1 
think that never before, since independence, 
have our national interests and our ideals 
convenged so closely as they have done in 
Bangla Desh. Therefore, we eannot be 
mute spectators of what is happening in 
Bangla Desh when we have supported the 
people of South Africa against the policy 
of apertheid ; when we have supported 
armed intervention in the case of Sou;hern 
Rhodesia, how can be sit back and not 
do any thing when a serious situation has 
arisen just across our borders, when our 
brethren who are striving for the same 
values which we have supported in the 
international forum are asking for help. 
Therefore, if is a question in which the 
action takea by this House if I may say 
respectfully, and the Government is in 
keeping with our policies, with our national 
interests and the ideals that we cherish. 


Then, we have this big question of 
refugees, 5 million today, 10 million 
tomorrow, nobody knows how many will 
come and how much we shall have to spend 
on them and for how long. Therefore, it is 
not an internal affair of Pakistan. 

My colleague, Shri Asoke Sen and many 
other hon. Members in this House and 
friends out side have brought out legal 
support for any action that we may take for 
the recognition of Bangla Desh and for 
saying that Bangla Desh is not an internal 
affair of Pakistan, and therefore I shall not 
go into it. But when large numbers of 
people are forced out of a country’s borders 
into another country, it is not a question of 
internal affair, but a question of aggression. 
It is a question of moving a large number of 
people across the border, so that they are 
really lightening the economic burden there, 
so that Pakistan can balance the number of 
people in West Pakistan and East Pakistan, 
so that Pakistan, military regime can say 
that they have solved the problem of Bangla 
Desh and create problems for us. Problem 
not only of large number of people but also 
the question of their hopes and aspirations 
as to what is to be done to them. There is 
the question of the trampling of human 
rights ; there is the question of genocide 
there is also the question of uprooting of 
millions of people and millions more are 
being forced across the border. In these 
circumstances it is no longer an internal 
matter for Pakistan, nor is it an internal 
matter for India. It is really an inter¬ 
national situation. If our efforts are to get 
the international community involved in it, 
we cannoi say that it is an internal affair 
of Pakistan or of India; we shall then 
not be able to bring in the international 
community. It is essentially a matter in 
which the world as such has to take 
interest. 

It is from this point of view and I think 
rightly that the Government is seeking 
international support. It is not a question 
of trying to get some little money from same 
country, although I should say that the 
response to the U. N. Secretary-General’s 
appeat has been, if I may say so, shocking. 
But even so, it is really a question of 
getting other countries involved in the 
problems of Bangla Desh and the problems 
of Pakistan because Pakistan is bound to 
use every tactic to prevent those people 
from going back. Therefore, we shall have 
to involve ttye international community in a 
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large way if we want to lighten this 
burden. 

There have been several criticisms about 
the functioning of Government and of the 
Ministry. I think it is a question of reflect¬ 
ing what we think, how we would have 
wanted it done, how the Government should 
or should not have done it. The real issue 
is : is the Government action supporting the 
status quo that the military regime of 
Pakistan wanst or is the Government action 
supporting a situation in which change will 
take place, democratic institutions will be 
restored ? It is for the people of Pakistan 
to decide what association there will be ; 
whether Bangla Desh should remain inde¬ 
pendent or whether they should follow any 
other courses. It is really for the people of 
Pakistan to decide. We can judge our course 
from the actions of the Government, the 
people and parliament can see whether we 
are supporting the status quo or whether wc 
are assisting in the process of change. 

One point is that we are losing time. 
In the first three weeks the newspapers were 
busy bniiding up a euphoria. I am afraid 
that we did not take enough steps to correct 
it. Those were the days for action which 
the locusts ate away. We have therefore 
to redouble our efforts now and try to 
regain time and initiative that was lost in 
the first three weeks when we were reading 
in the newspapers of situations which were 
different on the ground than what they are 
today. Therefore, the efforts that have to 
be made now, have to be very much 
greater. 

The question of recognition of Bangla 
Desh and the timing of it are really matters 
for the Government to decide. I am not 
concerned about the legality of recognition. 
Although there is no doubt in my mind 
that enough constitutional and legal points 
can be marshalled in support of recognition 
of Bangla Desh and if we were to recognise 
Bangla Desh to day there would be no 
international crisis, ft will, in fact, give 
strength to the steps that we may inevitably 
have to take to try to redress the situation 
there. 

But the real point is, what is it that we 
can do to reduce this pressure. If we had 
been able to assist and if the Mukti Fauj 
had been able to retain a Jarge liberated 
area entirely and fully under their control, 
then these refugees could have been housed 


there. Then it would have been a pressure 
on Pakistan to find a solution. To day it 
is a pressure on us to find a solution. If 
these refugees had been in Pakistan, most 
probably there would have been no refugges 
coming out. If some would have to move 
out from the areas in which the Pakistani 
army committed atrocities they would go to 
another section of Bangla Desh, and it 
would have been for the Government of 
Bangla Desh to seek international support. 
They would have internationalised the 
situation. Today it falls on us to try to 
internationalise the situation within our 
borders, and that is going to be a fairly 
difficult task. 

Therefore, T would say that even at this 
stage, if the Mukti Fauj, if the Bangla Desh 
Government, could in some way re-establish 
complete control over certain areas, then it 
would be for the refugees to move into 
these areas and for some solution to be 
found. But we cannot just sit back and 
watch. There has to be some action. We 
cannot go to the international community 
and talk in negative terms of what Pakistan 
is doing. There has to be a positive idea 
for which we must seek the support of the 
international community and that positive 
idea has to be evolved quickly if we are to 
get the support of the international 
community before even the progressive 
section ot the world community gets to 
accept a State of status quo as the imperial 
and commercial powers have got into 
supporting. 

Only one point more. Whether this 
take two weeks or two months or two years, 
the people of Pakistan are bound to win in 
their struggle for freedom ; the people of 
Bangla Desh are bound to win in their 
struggle for independence, or any arrange¬ 
ment that they wish to establish. Therefore, 
it is for us to take this step ; that when the 
time comes, let the people of Pakistan, let 
the people of Bangla Desh, feel that we 
stood by them in this hour of need. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : As already 
announced, the Prime Minister would be 
called at 3.30. So, I would request hon. 
Members to try to be as brief as possible in 
their speeches. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : Mr, 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, at the very outsat, | 
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want to scotch the fallacious posture that 
has been put forth by the Government that 
the present confrontation between Bangla 
Desh and Pakistan will be converted into 
a confrontation between Tndia and Pakistan 
if immediate recognition is given to Bangla 
Desh. Such a contention is either a 
comouflagc for inaction on the part of the 
Government or it lacks assessment in depth. 
We are already in confrontation with 
Pakistan. Had it not been so, the Prime 
Minister herself would not have said that 
the problem of East Bengalees has become 
our internal problem. Has it not been a 
fact that Pakistan Radio is belching out 
accusations against India day in and day 
out ? Had it not been a fact, our Govern¬ 
ment would not have gone to the door of 
the UNO and to the door of any other 
international forum. It is not only the 
issue of refugees but on other issues also, it 
has become a confrontation between India 
and Pakistan, because India is just going to 
uphold the ideals of Bangla Desh as also 
uphold the national interests of our country, 
because we arc being imperilled, politically, 
socially, economically and militarily by the 
activities of the Pakistan army as also the 
Pakistan people there. 

If we give them recognition, at the 
moment, probably there will be no quali¬ 
tative change. May be there will be a 
little bit ef emphasis in the degree of con¬ 
frontation with Pakistan. But 1 do not 
understand why the Government is fighting 
shy in accepting or acknowledging the fact 
because already we have given de facto 
recognition to Bangla Desh.** 

Had it not been so, how did we get 
ourselves entangled, involved, in many 
ways, in the affairs of Bangla Desh and the 
freedom struggle of Bangla Desh ? 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat) : Sir, 
this statement made by Shri Samar Guha 
should not have been made in the House. 
This is not a fact and should not be men¬ 
tioned in the House in this manner. 

This is doing disservice to the cause of 
Bangla Desh. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Go through 
the language I have used. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore) : You said** 


It is not a fact. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : l have not said 
so. You have not heard me. You, gentle* 
men, are hard of hearing. I know what 
is to be said and what not to be said. I 
have gone to Mujibnagar and stayed there. 
I have not said what you are telling.** 

It is a faet that there has been a shift. 
First our Government was saying “East 
Pakistan”. Then our Government changed 
the vocabulary to East Bengal. But 
yesterday, both the Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Minister used not once but every 
time the words “Bangla Desh". So, it is 
a fact that wc have already given de facto 
recognition to Bangla Desh. Had it not 
been so, why should they use the words 
“Bangla Desh” ? If that is so, why is the 
Government fighting shy to give formal 
recognition. If formal recognition is given, 
it will mean a quantum jump for the 
freedom struggle in Bangla Desh. It will 
qualitatively change the whole character of 
the freedom struggle there. It will electrify 
the patriotic people of Bangla Desh with 
a renewed confidence in the ultimate success 
of their struggle. It will galvanise the 
fighting spirit of the Mukti Fauj. It will 
fatally demoralise the already disheartened 
Pakistani Army of occupation. It will 
frighten the Muslim League, the Jamat-E- 
Islami and other collaborators of the Pakis¬ 
tan Army, who are now engaged in savage 
atrocities against women, youth, intellec¬ 
tuals, Awami League men and minorities 
general. It will embolden the civil servants 
and Government employees in Bangla Desh 
to resolutely continue their non-cooperation 
with the Martial Law Administration, It 
will frustrate the nefarious game of Yahya 
Khan to foist a puppet Government in 
Bangla Desh. It will create a faith in the 
people of Bangla Desh not to leave their 
homeland and thereby it will reduce the 
problem of refugee exodus. It will raise a 
hope in the minds of the Bangla Desh 
refugees in India about their going back to 
that county and thus enable them to bear 
hardship and suffering as refugees. It will 
frustrate the communal strategy of Yahya 
Khan, trying to create communal trouble in 
India mid in Bangla Desh. 

Recognition is not an end in itself. It 
is just a means. It is a means to see that 
the freedom struggle is completed, and 
completed expeditiously and in the shortest 
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possible time. If the freedom struggle is 
protracted, the suffering of the people will 
increase and there is the grave danger of the 
continual war spreading. If in the com¬ 
munal war that is unleashed by Yahya 
Khan just to create confusion, if he wins in 
this communal war, the fate of India would 
be sealed. The politics of theocracy would 
be perpetuated not only in Bangla Desh 
but it will have its reaction in India also. 
If in this communal struggle Yahya Khan 
succeeds then not a single minority from 
India will go back to Pakistan. Already 
there are nearly 40 lakhs of refugees in India 
and I know from personal knowledge-during 
the last fifteen days I was in the border of 
Bangla Desh and I have entered Bangla 
Desh at many points, sometimes fifteen 
miles deep—that more than 50 lakhs of 
refugees are already on the run. They will 
be reaching the Indian borders within 10, 15 
or 20 days. Then the volume of refugees 
would be near about 70 lakhs. If Pakistan 
turns to be a theocratic state, not a single 
refugee will return to East Pakistan. I also 
do not know the fate of the intellectuals 
and others who have taken shelter here. I 
know their nefarious game. According to 
today’s papers thousands and thousands of 
people from West Pakistan are being trans¬ 
ferred and transported to East Pakistan to 
fill the vaccum that has been created by 
the large-scale exodus of minorities to 
India. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : He should 
try to conclude soon. There are other 
members of the House who would like 
their views to be recorded. He should try 
to conclude in another five minutes. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I will try to be 
as brief as I can. 

If recognition is given, it will formalise 
and regularise our diplomatic relations ^vith 
the Government of Bangla Desh and spare 
India accusation by Pakistan and other 
powers of clandestine involvement in the 
affairs of Bangla Desh. Secondly, it will 
formally enable India to give military, 
political and economic assistance to Bangla 
Desh freely and openly as between two 
independent countries under mutual treaty 
obligation. Thirdly, India will be able to 
give straighway military training to Mukti 
Ftatjin Indian territory. Fourthly, India, 
if necessery, will be able to send military 


experts, technologists and volunteer forces 
for directly helping Mukti Fauj in their 
liberation operations. Fifthly, India’s 
decision will create international compulsion 
to initiate re-thinking in many world powers 
for giving recognition to Bangla Desh. 
Sixthly, it will give powerful impetus and 
freedom to the Government to start its 
political, diplomatic and military offensive 
against Pak army of occupation. Indian 
recognition to Bangla Desh will not auto¬ 
matically lead to recognition by UNO or 
other world powers but it is known that 
if India gives recognition it will certainly 
stimulate the process of recognition by 
other powers. 

The question of legitimacy of sovereignty 
of Bangla Desh has been raised. I want to 
remind these experts on international law 
that no new nation was ever bom in the 
dissertativc theory of academicians in inter¬ 
national law. All nations have been created 
by the suffering and sacrifice of the people 
and the blood of the martyrs with help from 
one or more world powers or under inter¬ 
national compulsion. I say that most of 
the conditions for the legitimacy of sover¬ 
eignty of Bangla Desh have been fulfilled. 
East Pakistan has been named as Bangla 
Desh with its own national flag, national 
anthem and national language. Also, the 
Government of Bangla Desh has been 
formed with the support of 99.6 per cent of 
the democratically elected representatives of 
the people. 

In the last three months the civil admi¬ 
nistration of Bangla Desh has completely 
non-cooperated with the Pakistan authorities 
and has switched over its loyality to Bangla 
Desh. The Bangla Desh Government has 
formally constituted itself on the soil of 
Bangla Desh on the 17th April last in the 
presence of International Reporters. Bangla 
Desh Government has organised its own 
civil and police administration and defence 
forces. The Pak Mission in Calcutta has 
switched over its loyalty to the Bangla Desh 
Government. The Pak Government has 
failed to run the civil administration in 
Bangla Desh. Out of 62,000 villages in 
Bangla Desh, 45,000 villages are under the 
control of the supporters and civil adminis¬ 
trators of the Government of Bangla Desh, 
though from a distance. The people of 
Bangla Desh are wholly non-cooperating 
with the Pak authorities. 
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There is a talk of political solution. I 
want to warn the Government that they 
should not echo the word “a political 
solution" that has been coined by some 
foreign powers. The people of Bangla Desh 
have already made the political solution for 
their fate. I have already said that they 
have given the verdict of the will of the 
nation by electing 99.6 per cent of the 
representatives of the Awami League. They 
have declared war ; they have declared 
independence. Nearly half a million 
freedom lighters and the people of Bangla 
Desh have shed their blood and tears. They 
have sacrificed their lives not just for 
allowing the reimposition of the shackles of 
slavery of West Pakistan upon the people of 
Bangla Desh. 

There is only one political solution. 
That political solution may be to enter into 
negotiations, through some intermediary, 
with the West Pakistan Government about 
the withdrawal of the army of occupation of 
Pakistan from Bangla Desh, the repatriation 
of Bengali civil servants, military officers 
and other Bengalis who are in West Pakistan, 
and allowing them to constitute a Consti¬ 
tuent Assembly of the elected representatives 
of Bangla Desh to frame their own national 
Constitution. 

There is a lot of talk of war if recogni¬ 
tion is given. I want to know from the 
Government. Is it not a fact that China 
has given recognition to the Cambodian 
Government in exile ? Is it not a fact that 
China has given recognition to the PR 
Government of South Vietnam ? Has South 
Vietnam declared a war against China or 
has Cambodia or Laos declared a Aar 
against China ? Recognition does not auto¬ 
matically mean that India and Pakistan will 
be at war. At the moment because of 
military, political and economic reasons and 
also as a result of a adverse international 
reaction against their atrocities it will not be 
possible for Pakistan to make any misadven¬ 
ture against India. 

About China, it is known to everybody 
how China is fighting in Laos, Cambodia 
and Vietnam. They will fight, if necessary, in 
Pakistan also with the last Pakistani. They 
will never be physically present anywhere. 
That is not unknown. The ping pong diplo¬ 
macy of China and USA is also another 
factor that has to be taken into consideration. 

But even if it means that as a result of 
recognition given to Bangl a Desh there is 
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an armed confrontation with Pakistan, as a 
nation which has to live with self-respect 
and honour and which wants to defend and 
safeguard its future, we have to take all the 
calculated risks of entering into that confron¬ 
tation. 

The revolution in Bangla Desh is the 
greatest politico-military event after parti¬ 
tion. It has revolutionary potentialities. I 
ask Shrimati Gandhi whether she has the 
guts to seize these revolutionary potentialities 
to undo and resolve for good the tragedy 
and misery of partition, whether she has 
the guts to wipe out the politics of theocracy 
from this sub-continent from Khyber of 
Kohima. Has she the guts to seize this 
revolutionary opportunity ? 

If Bangla Desh becomes a settled fact, 
a revolutionary change will take place in 
Pakistan. Then, it will be possible for us 
to have an understanding with all the three 
units in the Indian sub-continent to change 
our defence expenditure to socio-economic 
development. 

Sir, it is an acid test for Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi. Hers is now an image of courage 
and decision. But if she fails in this fateful 
hour, I will say, posterity will draw out 
another image, an image of great lady who 
mastered expertise in cooking home politics 
quite well but failed to deliver the goods for 
the nation and for its future. 

Lastly, these are the pictures of hundreds 
of thousands of mothers and sisters whose 
honour and flesh has been butchered by the 
Pakistani army. In the name of the 
mothers and sisters of Bangla Desh, I appeal 
to the Prime Minister to rise to the occasion 
and show her guts and take the fateful 
decision to save not only Bangla Desh but 
to ensure the future of India and seize this 
revolutionary potentiality to resolve the 
tragedies and miseries of the partion. 

I will give these pictures to the Prime 
Minister. 

DR. RANEN SEN : May I make a 
submission, Sir ? Again, I am going to 
request you to go into the record of the 
speech of Shri Samar Guha wherein he has 
mentioned** 

That should be expunged. I would 
request you to go through the records. 
(Interruptions). 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I have not 
said tint. I have been wrongly quoted. 
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MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : You have 
dented that. You say that you have not said 
anything like that. If there is anything on 
record which suggests that, we will go 
through it and we will expuge it. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : On a point of 
clarification. I said** 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Shri Shiban 
Lai Saksena. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I have known the 
Prime Minister since her childhood. I know 
hers is an image of indomitable courage, 
burning patriotism and quick decision. 
But I am very sorry to say that 
she has not risen to (he occasion this time 
in this crisis. Her policy today is ostrich¬ 
like. She hopes that world opinion will 
assert itself and resolve the problem. She 
must know that no world opinion can 
influence Pakistan. When Pakistan has 
indulged in such a brutal carnage, hew can 
it be influenced by any world opinion. 

I can appreciate her desire for avoiding 
war. But can she avoid it ? Today, we 
have got 4 million refugees ; tomorrow, we 
may have 10 million refugees and even more. 
Then, site will be forced to go to war against 
Pakistan. Can she avoid it ? If that is what 
has to happen, then why delay ? I think, 
she had a golden opportunity at the time we 
passed a unanimous resolution in the last 
session on 31st March to recognise Bangla 
Desh and give all the help possible. If we 
had given recognition to Bangla Desh 
immediately at that time and given arms and 
ammunition to the Mukti Fauj, Bangla Desh 
would have been a reality. 

At that time we would have driven the 
Pakistan army out of the Bangla Desh in no 
time. Today you will have to make greater 
sacrifices. If you want to send back the 
refugees you must establish law and order 
there and provide security to the returning 
refugees. It is only possible when we send 
our forces to East Pakistan on a mission of 
mercy to end this continuing genocide and 
put Bangla Desh Government in full power. 
You should not be afraid of sending the 
army. It should be done immediately. 
Otherwise it will become more difficult. 
What would have been much easier on the 
1st or 2nd of April has become more 
difficult; and if you delay further it will 
become till more difficult. " 
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The great powers, Britain, America and 
China are against you. Russia is not openly 
coming to your support. You have to take 
the risk yourself ; it is your own concern. 
Bangla Desh is your problem. If you have free 
Bangla Desh on your eastern border you will 
be safeguarded. America and Britain created 
Pakistan to keep us down as a third-rate 
power. How can you think that they will 
help you ? You must not be afraid of 
sending your troops there on a mission of 
mercy. Whatever may happen, ultimately we 
will have to go to war ; therefore, why delay 
this ? The number of refugees will go on 
increasing and this problem will become 
more difficult in future if you don’t act now 
itself. Therefore, I say, you should send 
your troops on a mission of mercy without 
further delay. 

You should get rid of the illusion that 
the world powers will come to your help and 
be able to influence Pakistan to take back 
the refugees. The world powers cannot 
influence Pakistan. It is we, who have to 
act today. If you want to send all the 
refugees back and make Bangla Desh safe 
for Bengalees, there is no way out except 
that you should send your troops on a mercy 
mission to end this genocide. You should 
not be afraid of sending your army, because 
you will have to send them ultimately. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
(Cooch-Behar) : Sir, we are very much 
concerned with the affairs of Bangal Desh. 
It is not only Members of this august House 
and the people of India, but the whole world 
is very much concerned today about the 
affairs of Bangla Desh, 

While welcoming the Prime Minister’s 
statement made the other day, I find that 
there are certain points of firmness and 
determination but followed by hesitation. I 
quote what she said : 

’‘Conditions must be created to stop 
any further influx of refugees and to 
ensure their early return under credible 
guarantees for their future safety and 
well-being. I say with all sense of 
responsibilty that unless this happens, 
there can be no lasting stability or peace 
on this sub-continent. We have pleaded 
with other powers to recognise this. If 
the world does not take heed, we shall 
be constrained to take all measures as 
may be necessary to ensure our own 
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security and the preservation and 
development of the structure of our 
social and economic life.” 

15.00 hrs. 

It is a very bold statement indeed but at 
the same time we cannot And out what 
positive steps we have taken. 

Simultaneously, we find from the news¬ 
papers that President Yahya Khan has made 
a press statement, stating it very clearly that 
he is not going to take back all those Indian 
destitutes or refugees who have taken shelter 
on the Indian order, but only those 
people who are truly Pakistanis. I do not 
know how we have to reconcile the two 
statements from the two statesmen of the 
two sides. On the one hand,' there is the 
determination of the Prime Minister, and I 
feel that it is the determination of the people 
of India to create conditions of peace ; on 
the other, there is a strong statement made 
by the President Yahya Khan not to take 
all those Indian destitutes. I feel that it is 
really creditable that our Government are 
determined to create conditions of peace, so 
that all those Bongla Desh evacuees may go 
back to their homeland and live with peace, 
honour and with their fundamental human 
rights. Here seems to be an apparent struggle 
and confrontation between the two sides. 

The question about what action should 
be taken by the Government has been well 
debated upon in this House and also out¬ 
side. It is a crucial time that we are passing 
through ; it is a very, delicate issue. 
Naturally, we have to consider many facts. 

The hon. Member who initiated the 
debate referred to what happened in Turkey 
and what action the big powers took in 
simitar circumstances. 1 would like to add 
just one or two more such instances. What 
happened in Spanish Cuba in 1898 ? At 
that time. President Mckinley took a very 
drastic step for the USA's self-defence. I 
may restate that President Mckinley sent a 
message to the American Congress, saying, 
“I have exhausted all the measures to relieve 
the country of the danger due to the intoler¬ 
able situation created by Spanish Cuba, and 
the dangers are at our doorsteps, 1 am 
obliged by the Constitution and the law of 
the country to take action. I await your 
action”. That was the message that he 
sent, and the American Congress passed a 
uo§aimau$ resolution demanding that ‘Spain 


should and must withdraw from Cuba,’ 
otherwise, ‘the President was authorised to 
take legal action with the aid of the land 
and naval forces’. That was a similar 
sitution. 

Today, it goes without saying that what 
is happening in Bangla Desh is similar. 
Intolerable conditions have been created in 
Bangla Desh. Not only has it been an affair 
of Bangla Desh, but it has crossed the 
boundaries and become an internal affair of 
ours also. The hon. Prime Minister was 
very right in making a statement to this 
effect. 

Today it is not merely a question of the 
domestic jurisdiction of Pakistan, according 
to International law, under article 2, clause 7 
of the UN Charter, but it is an internal 
problem relating to us as well. 

We know what is happening in Bangla 
Desh. Practically, a million persons or so 
have been butchered and murdered for no 
fault of theirs. Mothers, babies, intellectuals, 
doctors, lawyers, professors, peasantry, all 
alike were massacred, and nobody was 
spared. What was the reason ? The reason 
was that the people wholeheartedly supported 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman to uphold their 
fundamental rights, and to save them from 
the political and economic exploitation by 
the military rule of the Yahya Khan regime. 
That was their only fault. 

It is not merely a problem before our 
people and before the hon. Members of this 
House, but it is a problem of freedom, 
morality and humanity. On many an 
occasion in the past, this Parliament had 
supported freedom movements and liberation 
movements in various parts of the world. 
Here is a fit case where we have to support 
the liberation movement and the support the 
cause of Bangla Desh, not only considering 
the facts of Bangla Desh but also our own 
self-defence and our own protection. Our 
economic life, our economic development and 
our planning, all seem to be affected very 
much by this. 

The question of relief to the refugees 
has been well debated upon. It is not a 
question of spending a few hundred crores 
of rupees only, but it might go up to a 
thousand crores of rupees or even more. 

If this goes on in this way, how will we 
be able to achieve our national objectives ? 
How will we be in a position to solve our 
own economic problems ? pow will we be 
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able to march ahead with our programme 
of garlbi hatao ? All these things seem to 
be in danger of being thwarted or stopped. 

So it is the crucial time for us to 
consider what further action we should take. 
In a similar situation in 1958, both the US 
and Great Britain sent troops to Lebanon 
and Jordon, of course at the request of the 
respective governments. But the matter was 
raised in the General Assembly and it was 
found that ‘it was not fair’. But they had 
to march their troops in to protect the rights 
of the people, those who were in Jordan and 
Lebanon. 

What are the sanctions available under 
International law ? I will quote a few lines 
from Oppenheimcr in this regard : 

“There is a substantial body of opinion 
and of practice in support of the view 
that when a state renders itself guilty of 
cruelties against and persecution of its 
nationals in such a way as to deny them 
fundamental human rights and shock the 
conscience of mankind, interventioi in 
the interest of humanity is legally 
permissible.” 

The same view is upheld by many other 
jurists of international law, whom I would 
not like to quote now as it takes time. 

What is the situation today ? It is not 
only a question simply of helping the Bangla 
Desh refugees. It is also a question of the 
policy we have to pursue. Tt is also a 
question of evolving a policy with firmness 
and determination to see that conditions 
conductive to the return of these refugees to 
their homeland are created. But in what 
way ? It is not enough to say that we 
should make sacrifices. We should do what 
we can to bring this about. We have to 
consider what other steps we should take. 
The whole world is looking to India to see 
what steps the India Government is going to 
take in this matter. I agree that the world 
powers are very hesitant to take any steps 
under such circumstances. I agree that may 
be because of their game of power politics. 
But can we not draw sanction even from the 
UN Charter and go forward ? Can we not 
do so under international law ? Let us come 
to this point that if the whole world hesi¬ 
tates to take drastic action even to uphold 
the sanctions and to discharge the obligations 
enjoined by the UN Charter, should we, as 
8 member of the UN, not go forward, faying 


that these steps are enjoined on us by the 
iuternational body. Can we not go before 
the UN and say : ‘What are we going to do? 
If you do not take this step under your own 
sanctions, in discharge of your own obliga¬ 
tions, under your treaties and conventions, 
we are ready to take that action'. 

I agree this may entail a confrontation. 
But what is going to happen ? Unless we 
take very determined steps, unless we go 
forward, ultimately we are going to suffer. 
It is not just a question of spending Rs. 200 
crores ; for that matter, it may mean a 
thousand crores of rupees. But it also 
means something more than all that. What 
are involved are certain basic, fundamental 
human rights both in our own country and 
also in Bangla Desh. In such circumstances, 
what have we to do ? 

Mr. Dulles speaking on the Suez issue 
in the General Assembly debate in 1956 said 
that ‘a condition of peace must be created.' 
He added that ‘peace is a coin which has 
two sides to it, one the avoidance of the 
use of force, and the other, the creation of 
conditions of peace'. He further added ‘one 
cannot expect to get one side of the coin 
without the other’. Here, our Government 
seems to be very much determined to create 
conditions of peace, so that all Bengal Desh 
evacuees may go back to their homeland 
and the Bangla Desh people may get their 
right of self-determination and fundamental 
freedoms, but how to create that ? So, I 
would appeal to the Prime Minister and this 
Government to take further determined 
action, I dearly wish our Prime Minister 
will rise to the occasion and show her firm¬ 
ness, determination and statesmanship, as 
was shown by Bismarck in the recorded 
history, at least to save us from the introler- 
able situation with which we are confronted 
today. 

SHRI KRISHNA MENON (Trivandrum) : 
It is now 60 days since the armed might of 
Pakistan has been unleashed on a people 
who are unarmed and who are in no position 
to meet it. Those 60 days have been days of 
slaughter of thousands and thousands of 
people and more numbers fleeing from 
there. There is no point in recalling these 
facts as everyone knows them. I only want 
to say that the first time when we had a 
debate in this House, I along with many 
others expressed the vipw that wp must 
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recognise this new State, not because it has 
all the paraphernalia of a State, but in 
order to stop war spreading on this con¬ 
tinent, in order to prevent imperialist Powers 
fishing in troubled waters. I say with great 
respect that those views are still widely held 
and they appear to be right. 

I do not yield to anybody in conceding 
that the Government has difficulties which 
are not usually felt by Members of Parlia¬ 
ment or people who speak on a platform, 
but all I want to say is that there is a great 
deal of talk about the law of recognition. 
Recognition is not really a legal matter. 
You call in a lawyer and say it should be 
done by the afternoon. It is a political 
issue, a political issue which is not prohibited 
by any canons of law. There have been the 
cases of Yugo-Croatians and others. I will 
not repeat them because I have not got the 
time. All those attributes and necessities 
of recognition exist, political compulsion 
and the rest. I think it is not correct to 
say in this House or anywhere else that our 
attitude towards Bangla Desh is governed 
by a desire either to rescincd partition or to 
send people across without passport and 
things of that kind. We have not done 
anything of that kind so far, but everyday 
the Government delays recognition, it finds 
that it becomes mere difficult. If you had 
done this before, people would have accepted 
it. After all, Pakistan has recognised what 
they call Azad Kashmir and nothing has 
happened very much. In the past we have 
been very particular, going out of our way, 
not to perform our obligations but to meet 
sesitiveness on the part of Pakistan. When 
some very over-zealous officials shut out 
waters many years ago, we not only apolo¬ 
gised to them for something which we had 
not done, but even today we are supplying 
water to them to some extent. 

This is a political issue. It is not a 
question of the Prime Minister’s individual 
decisioa. What is to be done about it 7 
There is no doubt that some progress has 
been made, not because the Prime Minister 
^used the words “Bangla Desh”. This is a 
terminology which has been very much in 
the/orefront, but much does not turn on 
that. The fact is that there is no difference 
opinion in this House or in the country 
broadly speaking in regard to the necessity 
of enabling the Bangla nation to attain 
its nationhood and express itself. Therefore, 
whather we have' t to say in criticism of the 
Gov ernmen t or by way of expressing minute 


differences should not be used by other 
people to say that even in India there is no 
unanimity of opinion ; there is the Parlia¬ 
mentary opposition whose business it is to 
oppose and, therefore, they are opposing 
the Government. This is not the position. 

Therefore, I would say without moving 
an inch from recognition that if we do not 
recognise, who else do we expect to recog¬ 
nise ? People say that the Government of 
Tndia is sending delegations asking other 
Governments to recognise. With what face 
do we ask anybody else to do something 
which we do not do ourselves ? 

I was in Budapest last week. We found 
very few people knew anything about it. 
Generally it was regarded as a matter of 
internal affairs. How does It become an 
internal affair when three million people 
flee a territory, flee from a neighbouring 
country upsetting and changing the balance 
of economic, social, political and other 
factors, bringing the threat of war. Because 
the war machine that fights, the bombs and 
shells and everything else that are used in 
Pakistan arc the same and are made in the 
same place, whether they are used in 
Pakistan or whether they are used in Viet 
Nam ; there is only one place from where 
all these things come ; the same biscuit 
factory send them out to every other place. 

We found that there was very little 
knowledge about this matter. Nobody 
wanted to talk about it ; they had not 
heard about it. There were a large number 
of people who thought that this was a 
matter between Pakistan and India. Fort¬ 
unately we found it very easy to dispel their 
misbelief. I am not saying this for a moment 
by way of criticism of our publicity or any¬ 
thing of that kind. The time has come for 
us to rejognise that we have a special 
responsibility in this matter. If we do not 
recognise or take steps towards recognition, 
nobody else will ; they will say : India has 
not done and why should be rush into that 
position ? They will be even more sensitive 
to the idea. The Soviet Union, for example, 
may quite well say : we do not want to 
create a situation which gives the Americans 
an excuse to do what they are doing in 
Viet Nam ; they are quite right in that way. 

The Prime Minister has said that we 
would recognise Bangla Desh at the approp¬ 
riate time. Even while we let the world 
know that, I think the time is appropriate 
now and we should recognise theiq. At any 
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rate we Should take such steps as may not 
amount to recognition but will lead to 
recognition. I am not trying to water down 
the immediate necessity for recognition. 
But it is far better to get something done, 
that Is to say, through information and 
other offices ; these offices should be opened 
up not only in our country in a large way ; 
we should offer facilities for them in other 
places because no one else would. That is 
the only way in which it could be known 
outside. I am glad to think that large 
sections of the American opinion mostly 
prompted by circumstances of the racial 
agitation and anti-war compaign against the 
war in Viet-Nam have been sympathetic on 
this question ; they have said that slaughter 
anywhere is like slaughter everywhere ; war 
somewhere leads to war everywhere. 

1 come to another aspect and 1 hope the 
Foreign Minister would not think that I am 
taking the attitude of I told you so. We 
should have withdrawn our diplomatic 
representatives long time back ; but we 
waited to be kicked out. We could have 
walked out. Instead of that we were pushed 
out. The word reciprocity has been used 
by my good friend Mr. Indrajit Gupta. It 
is a dangerous word in this particulal con¬ 
nection. Our people in Dacca are diplomatic 
personnel covered by the Vienna Conven¬ 
tion but the Bengal people here who have 
defected from the Pakistani mission are 
people seeking asylum and they are entitled 
to be here. Pakistan has no right to ask 
them back under any international law. 
Under the law and practice of asylum they 
are entitled to be here. It is a great disgrace 
for our country to barter them away for 
that purpose. On the other hand we have a 
right to demand that those other people 
should be repatriated. 

It is also important that in regard to the 
question of the so called refugees anybody 
who takes the attitude that we are providing 
succour to them is really getting away from 
the realities. What else would you do ? 
The only way you deal with people fleeing 
from terror, fleeing from neighbouring 
country is : you let them in or shoot them. 
That is the situation that we were faced 
with in Goa and we decided to shoot the 
Portuguese rather than shoot our own 
people. There is no particular virtue in 
this matter. It has imposed great economic 
burden upon us which should be shared by 


the world as a whole. 1 think the time 
has come for the Foreign Minister to 
summon all his ambassadors in sensitive 
countries for personal consultations so that 
his own personality could be impressed 
upon them to convey to the capitals our 
concern in this matter. This cannot be done 
merely by morse messages or anything of 
that character. This is a time when it 
should be done even from the point of 
view of making a political gesture, making 
people believe that we are so concerned 
about it. Our ambassador in Washington, 
our High Commissioner in Britain and our 
man in Yugoslavia and Arab countries 
should be called—not every one of these 
people but those who are in sensitive areas— 
and Government’s views should be deeply 
impressed upon them and they should know 
the Prime Minister’s stand : we do not 
intend to keep quiet for ever. 

Then comes the question ; in what way 
we can assist them. Anything that we say 
here should not be used by the others, in 
the sense that one should not say in this 
House what is not a fact. Some say that 
these men are travelling on Indian passports. 
That is not true. Our passports are for our 
citizens. Even if we recognise them, we 
should not give them passports, because they 
arc not our citizens ; they are citizens of 
other countries. They may travel under 
papers given by any friendly Government; 
given by Afghanistan or given by anybody 
else. So they may travel on travel papers 
for those purposes. The size or the dimen¬ 
sion of this aspect is important. It is not 
sufficient for two men who have defected 
from the Pakistan mission to say that there 
is some information in Delhi. It is good as 
far as it goes. But the dimension and the 
impact it makes should be sufficiently large 
and we have nothing to be ashamed about 
it in this matter. 

A mighty army which is ruthless—not 
mighty in the context of the armed might 
of India—but mighty in the context of the 
defenceless people in Pakistan is acting. All 
this talk of war is there. If a war comes we 
take it; war is not a remedy. It is a cala¬ 
mity which we meet when it comes. There 
is no guarantee, there is no insurance, that 
if we do not recognise Bangla Desh, Pakistan 
would be at war or somebody else would 
not intervene. That has to be considered on 
its own. Therefore, no further time should 
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be lost in the recognition of these people, 
either fully diplomatically or step by step 
towards it. The Government must be aware 
and I speak with reserve in this matter— 
that it is partly due to the fact that were 
recognition possible and necessary, we have 
been playing slow as in the case of the 
German Democratic Republic and various 
other places. 

Since my time is short, I do not dwell 
at length. If one’s voice could be heard 
further than this chamber, in fiangla Dcsh, 

I hope there will be movement in that area 
also. It is quite true that the Awami 
Party has polled a large number of votes 
practically to the extinction of all others, 
but this is not a situation that arises out of 
the election. It is a national revolution, 
and the election was an incident in this 
matter. If they are to make any impact 
upon public opinion abroad,. let us make 
it easier for the Government of India to 
come to a decision. 1 cannot advise them ; 
I can only talk for myself. There should 
emerge in Bangla Desh without any further 
delay a government which would absorb in¬ 
to themselves people who represent, or 
rather, not only represent but reflect in 
themselves the entire population ; may be 
the communist party or Maulana Bhashani's 
party or may be the war leaders, because in 
a revolutionary government, war leaders 
are members of defence as in the case of 
the Provisional Revolutionary Government 
of Viet Nam. In South Viet Nam, for in¬ 
stance, there is no question of a liberation 
front. It is just the most overwhelming 
party. But still, they have come out to the 
world and said, we are willing to have a 
government composed of everybody except 
two or three men like Ky who have mur¬ 
dered those people and who are known 
collaborationists, and others with whom no¬ 
body can sit in the same room and so on. 
There may be individuals like that. But there 
should emerge in Bangla Desh some sort of 
government which can come and say to the 
people, this is a new revolutionary govern¬ 
ment that has come up, which would create 
a new situation with regard to some new 
States that have been coming out of the 
struggle, like Angola and some other States, 
Viet Nam and so on. It should come in 
the same line of thinking as such. That is 
another thing that could happen. 

Then there is the question of our en- 
coaragiag those who flee from terror, who 
are ablebedied, or persuading them to go 
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back, in order not merely that it must 
lighten the burden upon us, because the 
moral effect of ablebodied people staying 
away from the country fighting, is a thing 
to be considered. There are no refugees from 
South Viet Nam and some other countries. 
Therefore, those ablebodied persons should 
be told about the conditions of war and how 
they could go back and fight on as best as 
one can. 

It is not for me to say in this House as 
to in how many other ways the liberation 
forces should be assisted. It will not be 
part of our duties so long as we do not 
recognise. 

There is some doubt in Government cir¬ 
cles whether recognition by itself offers any 
further assistance or further sympathy than 
this country is already giving. My submis¬ 
sion is, once that country is recognised, 
then the question either of people going 
from here as volunteers or giving armed 
assistance, not in the sense of expeditionary 
force but in the sense of lending arms and 
giving other facilities—they become legal. 
Now it is a matter of doing it in some other 
way which is both inefficacious and which 
would not fit in with our ways of thinking. 
As I said, if we do not recognise, nobody 
else will. 

Much has been said about danger to 
ourselves. So far as that is concerned, 
there are so many dangers and we have to 
face them when they come. I do not think 
our minds should be inhibited on this ques¬ 
tion by thinking that this balances or re¬ 
dresses the evils of partition. Nothing of 
that kind. I do not know if there is any 
responsible person in this country who 
wants that we should take over territories 
given at the time of partition. I remember 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru saying in this 
House, “I do nat want and part of Pakistan. 
I have troubles of my own. I do not want 
to take theirs on.” We as a large country 
have our problems and this is not an issue 
of annulling the partition or creating a 
counter-poise against communal ratios and 
things of that character. It is a question of 
trying to deal with the situation so far as 
the apparatus of war is concerned. 

I think it is right and proper, appro¬ 
priate and necessa y, that our Diplomatic 
Missions shouid exert the greatest pressure 
that is possible on Britain on the one hand 
and on the United States on the other in 
the total stoppage of arms supplies,, bo- 
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cause we have a right to say this. They are 
pleading that these arms go to Pakistan 
under article 52 of the UN Charter for 
the purpose of self-defence. That does not 
arise in this case. There is sufficient opinion 
in America at the present time to lend 
support to that view, because some Senators 
have said that no more arms should be 
supplied. On the other hand, there are 
others who have said that the economy of 
Pakistan must be sustained. But fortunately, 
the United States is in no position today 
to sustain the economy of other countries 
in the way she might have done ten years 
ago. That may be a factor in our 
favour.

[Mr, Speaker in the Chair ] 

But we should put sufficient pressure on 
Britain, more than on the United States in 
this particular case, that no arms supplies 
are made. They have probably not succeed¬ 
ed in the case of South Africa, but that is a 
different question. 

Then, I would beg of the Prime Minister 
not to use the word “political solution”. It 
is a dangerous word, a word similar to the 
one she uses in regard to Vietnam, that all 
foreign forces should be withdrawn. There 
are no foreign forces in Viet Nam, except 
the foreign forces of the United States. 
Vietnamese are not foreigners ; they are in 
their own country. If we repeat these 
phrases, it demoralises the people who are 
fighting. There are no political solutions in 
the case of aggression of this kind, except 
for the aggressor to withdraw. It is for the 
Pakistani army to withdraw and this country 
has never said, our Government has never 
said, none of us has ever said, that in the 
conditions of the withdrawal, Bangla Desh 
should not be a part of Pakistan or should 
be a part of Pakistan. That is their pro¬ 
blem and they may deal with it as they like. 
So far as we are concerned, there is no talk 
of a political solution when people are fight¬ 
ing for their notional liberation, when what 
is being waged is not a war to suppress dis¬ 
order, but a war of extermination, with 
genocide and so on, when napalm bombs 
are used. There were some talks in Buda¬ 
pest about the use of chemicals and things 
of that kind. I do not know about bac- 
tcriological warfare, but chemical warfare 


in this place is quite possible. Newer 
weapons like those which were used in Indo¬ 
china may be used here also. Therefore, it 
is very necessary that our Diplomatic Mis¬ 
sions are vigilant. I hope the Foreign 
Minister will consider calling back our 
Ambassadors for personal discussions, so 
that they can go back with a mandate from 
him and try to put pressure wherever it is 
possible to the extent they can, whether 
there are cultural relations or friendly re¬ 
lations or whatever be the level of the recog¬ 
nition. 1 am not talking of recognition in 
the diplomatic sense only. The fact is that 
it is existing. By recognition, we do not 
create anything. International law says, 
recognition is not a creative act. We create 
nothing by recognition. We only recognise 
what exists. In this case, they have pro¬ 
claimed their independence and they 
exist. 

Then, whatever we say here, it should 
not go out as if we are trying to grab some¬ 
thing or interfering in their internal matters. 
It is not an internal matter. When our 
security is threatened, when 300,000 or 
400,000 people come into our territory, 
when various other things happen and when 
armed forces stand by their side in this way, 
when our air space and land space is 
violated, it ceases to be their internal 
matter. 

This definition of “Internal affairs of 
another country” has changed fast since 
1949 when the United Nations by a majority 
decided that they could not discuss South 
Africa because it is an internal matter. That 
was a 1 ong time ago. Therefore, we should 
now call upon the Colonial Committee to 
deal with this question because it is a colo¬ 
nial war. We have to take it up with the 
Human Rights Commission in the same way. 
We are now nearing the month of June and 
soon the Assembly meets. It is time that 
the government, with the mobilisation that 
is necessary, will bring this up in the Sep- 
temper session of the United Nations. It is 
too late already. It requires a great deal 
of time, a great deal of organisation and 
capacity to be able to reach the minds of 
the people who go there to take decisions. 
Our own neighbours, Nepal, Afganistan and 
other countries are in a difficult position 
and they have also to be induced to give 
their support in the way we want. 
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I thank you for giving me this opportu¬ 
nity to participate in this debate.

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER OF 
HOME AFFAIRS AND MINISTER OF 
INFORMATION AND BROADCASTING

(SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, may I express my deep 
appreciation of the sentiments voiced on all 
sides of the House in regard to the struggle 
of Bangla Desh ? I fully realise that even 
though some hon. Members have used harsh 
words, they have done so out of deep 
emotion and feelings of concern. They have 
reflected the anguish which we and the 
entire country feels at the tragic and hear¬ 
trending happenings in Bangla Desh. My 
government and I share that anguish the 
deep concern. 

It is only natural that with our own 
tradition of love of freedom, our involve¬ 
ment with the values of democracy and 
human rights, we should feel deeply con¬ 
cerned when these values are crushed. 

We have heard much talk of democracy. 
The Allies claimed that the Second World 
War was fought to save democracy. But 
when democracy is so flagrantly and so 
brutally being destroyed, we do not hear 
much comment, nor do we see the sort of 
spontaneous strong responses which the 
situation warrants. Could there be a greater 
or a clearer expression of democracy than the 
one we witnessed in the elections in Paki¬ 
stan ? Let me remind the House that al¬ 
though the elections were held under the 
rules formulated by the military regime, 
immediately afterwards military repression 
was used mercilessly to halt the process 
leading to the formation of a democratically 
elected government in Pakistan. 


We are told by some countries that 
while they may disapprove of what is being 
done by the military rulers, they cannot be a 
party to the disintegration of Pakistan. Is 
it suggested that we wish the disintegration 
of Pakistan ? Have we not, as many Mem¬ 
bers have pointed out, at every step tried 
not only for propriety in our relationship 
but also for friendship ? 

If there is a struggle between the two 
parts of Pakistan, it is certainly not of our 
making but of the rulers of Pakistan. Is it 
anybody’s contention that the methods being 
used today can achieve any integration or 
stability, worth the name, now or in the 
future ? 

The question of secession is also raised, 
if I may say so. This is a distortion of 
facts. It is conveniently forgotten that the 
majority of Pakistan’s people live in the 
eastern region. In a democratic system, 
tl.e majority does have certain rights. They 
cannot be accused of secession if they assert 
those rights. However, if today there is 
such strong feeling amongst our people, it is 
not merely because the democratic rights and 
liberties of 75 million people are being 
crushed but because of the damaging effect 
which this cruel tragedy is having on our 
entire country, economically, politically and 
socially. 

This is the reality of the situation. It is 
not propaganda or the figment of anyone’s 
imagination. Our experience of the influx 
of refugees and the preposterous propaganda 
by Pakistan has reinforced the fact that 
what is happening in Bangla Desh does 
have many sided repercussions on our 
internal affairs. That is why I have said 
that this cannot be considered merely as an 
internal problem of Pakistan. It is an 
Indian problem. More, it is a world-wide 
problem. The . international community 
must appreciate the very critical character 
of the situation that has now developed. 

Any failure to do so may well lead to 
disastrous consequences. For what is hap¬ 
pening in Bangla Desh is not just a political 
or an economic problem. It is a problem 
of the very survival of the people of that 
whole area, the people of Bangla Desh. 

It is a problem created by calculated 
genocide that is resulting not only in the 
murder of tens of thousands of man, women 
and children but also forcing many more to 
seek refuge and shelter in India. It is a 
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problem that threatens the peace and 
security of India and, indeed, of South-East 
Asia. The world must intervene to see that 
peace and security is re-established and 
maintained. 

As hon. Members know, yesterday, there 
was a similar debate in the other House. 
I had to sit there also for a part of the 
time and, so, I could not listen to all the 
speeches which were made here. I was 
sorry, however, to hear some hon. Members 
take even this opportunity to cast aspersions 
on our Foreign Office. I must deplore this 
tendency to try and find an easy way out by 
blaming the services. I do not say that we 
have not made mistakes or that all our 
representatives are always upto the mark. 
When there is a mistake, we should certainly 
find fault. But constant criticism is dis¬ 
heartening and demoralising. We should 
not blunt the instruments with which we 
have to function. Our work here and 
abroad has to continue. We do realine that 
any help given to the rulers of Pakistan will 
be used against the innocent people of 
Bangla Desh. 

On this occasion our representatives 
abroad have worked haro and have done 
excellent work. They have been as effec¬ 
tive as they could possibly be in the 
prevailing circumstances. Some Govern¬ 
ments have set views, and even if their 
sympathies are roused, they are not often 
willing to take a stand on a matter such as 
this. I would like to say that all our 
services engaged in dealing ,,with the present 
situation have shown fortitude and a sense 
of dedication. 

If it gives some solace to hon. Members 
to abuse the Government and blame them 
for lack of courage, for lack of direction 
and even of understanding, I certainly do 
not want to deprive them of this comfort. 
To some Members, guts are equated with 
voice-power and the use of passionate words. 
I wish life were so simple. 

Now, this Government may have many 
faults ; but it does not lack courage nor is 
it afraid of taking a risk if it is a necessary 
risk. As I have said many times over, we 
are not merely concerned with the legal 
aspect of this situaiion or, indeed of any 
situation. We are concerned with one thing 
and one thing only—our own national 
interest and security, and naturally that of 
Ihe heroic people of Bangla Desh, That is 


why it is important to act calmly. The 
situation is far too grave for anything else. 

The word ‘recognition’ has echoed from 
every side, as if recognition by itself could 
solve the many difficulties which confront 
the people of Bangla Desh or the many 
difficulties which our country faces, especial¬ 
ly our States on the border, that is, West 
Bengal, Assam, Tripura and Meghalaya. 
We have given deep and anxious thought 
to all aspects of this question. It is, as my 
colleague has said, constantly under review. 
We are not writing to see that what other 
countries will do in the matter. Whatever 
decision we take in this, or other issues is 
guided by our own independent assessment 
of the situation and how our interests in the 
broadcast sense are served. 

Yesterday I spoke in very deliberately 
measured words of our present difficulties 
and of the likely dangers and burdens, not 
because I am or ever have been afraid of 
burdens or of danger, but because 1 want 
hon. Members to think deeply about all 
these matters. 

Danger can be faced only when one is 
prepared for it. This,—as I said previously 
and 1 should like to repeat,—is no time for 
party rivalry. We must stand together ; we 
must help one another in the economic and 
other tasks which confront us. Communal 
tendencies must be curbed. All parties, I 
think, must help to ensure that the question 
of Bangla Desh and of the refugees is not 
reduced to a communal level but is kept on 
its true level, which is a national and an 
international one. 

I shall continue to keep in touch with 
the Leaders of the Opposition and with 
other Members of this hon. House on these 
questions and developments. I hope that 
Members will feel free to come to see me 
to express their view or whatever knowledge 
they have on the subject. In the mean¬ 
time. there is not much else that 1 can say. 

T would only say, let us not lose heart. 
Let us have faith in ourselves and in our 
people. Let us have faith in the courageous 
people of Bangla Desh and in their deter¬ 
mination to fight for their rights. No 
great task is achieved without sacrifice. 

There is an old saying : 

“Is experience gained with a song ? 

No, it takes all that a man has.” 
Sacrifice and hardship there must be, for 
Evil who fight for freedom or for justly qf 
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[Shrimati Indira Gandhi] 
for a great cause. But I have no doubt 
that the spirit of man and the spirit of 
freedom cannot be vanquished. We must 
face this entire problem with confidence, 
and as I said, do what we have to do with 
calm and deep thought and with unity 
amongst ourselves. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS rose— 

MR. SPEAKER: 1 shall allow just 
one or two questions. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
In terms of our own national security, there 
appears to have been a sudden accentuation 
of the crisis, in the light of the news that 
has come today from Assam. A statement 
has been made in the Assam State Legis¬ 
lative Assembly by the Chief Minister of 
that State wherein he has made serious 
revelations of large-scale Pakistani intru¬ 
sions into Assamese and Meghalayan territory 
seizure of several villages and killing of 
several of our cirizens as well as of the 
border security force personnel ; he has 
made an appeal in the State Assembly, as 
reported in the press, to the Central Govern¬ 
ment to take immediate action to see that 
the intruders are prevented and our own 
territory is properly defended. I would 
like to know whit the latest position is and 
what we are doing in the matter. 

MR.. SPEAKER : I have already ad¬ 
mitted a calling-attention-notice on that. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : This is 
a very urgent mitter and, therefore, we 
want to know it. There is a general state 
of panic and a feeling of uncertainty has 
been created by the report of the Chief 
Minister for the first time in his own State 
Assembly, where he has been brought to a 
position where he has to make a public 
appeal. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
He has appealed to the Centre. It has 
come out in banner headlines in the news¬ 
papers. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : It 
is true that there was an intrusion in part 
of Assam, and the Chief Minister has 
phoned to me. But we sent immediate 
and the intruders vyere (jriveq oqt. 


The situation is under control. They were 
driven out by five O’clock the day before 
yesterday. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRl 
(Lakhimpur) : I have seen personally the 
problems of the refugees. They have no 
proper shelter. Particulary in the Dalu 
area, there are more than 1,20,000 refugees, 
but there is shelter available only for about 
40,000 or 45,000 people. I have learnt from 
the Relief and Rehabilitation Commissioner 
of Meghalaya that tents and other things 
would be supplied by the end of June. 
May I know whether Government’s attention 
has been drawn to this matter and they 
are giving serious thought to this matter. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARWAS MANTRl) (SHRI KHAD1L- 
KAR): I had already made a detailed state¬ 
ment on this yesterday. We have already 
placed orders for 50,000 tents, and every 
week we get at least, 3000, and we have 
supplied these. In addition, about 10,000 
tarpaulins have been ordered. I know that 
there are some places where the rush is so 
great and some people find some difficulty 
for two or three days in getting shelter. 

If there is any deficiency and if it is 
pointed out, we shall certainly remove it. 
I am in constant touch with the Chief 
Minister of Meghalaya every day ; every 
day almost he is giving me a ring. We are 
in touch with him, and I have assured him 
that all thc3c deficiencies will be removed. 

SHRI BIRENDRA SINGH RAO 
(Mahendragarh) : Since this problem of 
refugees is already colossal, and 60,000 are 
coming in everyday, do Governmeat propose 
to introduce any family planning over 
there ?...( Interruptions) Secondly... 

MR. SPEAKER : 1 am sorry. I do 

not think we should treat this subject so 
lightly. He had better practise it himself. 

SHRI BIRENDRA SINGH RAO : 
Since there is no prospect of the refugees 
going back in the near future, what woutd 
be the position about citizenship of the 
children born to them in Indian soil ? This 
is a very important question. 
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SHRI A. K. SEN (Calcutta-North- 
West) : Let us not be frivolous. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI (Gauhati) : There has appeared a 
newspaper report that an IAF officer has 
been arrested in Borjhar airport for passing 
on information to Pakistan. Is Government 
contemplating serious steps so that spying 
is not done in that most sensitive and 
strategic area of Assam ? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : Any 
case of spying is always treated with the 
utmost seriousness, whether in Assam or 
anywhere else in the country. 

SHRI S. M. BANEERJEE : There is 
a feeiing among certain sections of the 
people that the India Government is not 
recognising Bangla Desh because it does not 
want confrontation with China or a war 
with Pakistan. What is the actual truth in 
it and is the Prime Minister going to declare 
here and how that India is not afraid of 
China or of Pakistan ? 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : This 
point has been answered on many occasions. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : She 
has said more than that ; that she is not 
afraid of Banerjee. What more do you 
want ? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : It 
has been reported in Calcutta that Mr. 
Mahdi Masud, former Dy. High Commis¬ 
sioner for Pakistan in Calcutta, is indulging 
in serious communal activities, instigating 
communal troubles there in collaboration 
with the Yahya Khan regime. Gen. Yahya 
Khan is trying to create communal troubles 
in India, in West Bengal in particular. 
What steps have been taken against Mr. 
Masud to prevent him from abusing his 
freedom in Calcutta ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : He should 
be arrested and all the communal organisa¬ 
tions in India should be banned. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : On the 
other hand, he is being given VIP treat- 


SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: The 
hon. Member told me about this yesterday. 
We are looking into the matter. 

SHRIMATI BIBHA GHOSH (Nabha- 
dwip) : I come from the border area. As 
regards the refugees who are coming in, 
there is no proper authority to issue border 
entry slips to them, with the result that 
they are not allowed to get entry into the 
camps. They have been going from camp 
to camp. Most of them are women and 
children. Is there any arrangement there 
under which at the border posts there is a 
proper authority to issue to them these 
entry slips so that they do not have difficulty 
in getting admitted to camps ?

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : So 
far as I know, always all such entrants are 
being registered except some who manage 
to avoid registration. Although my colle¬ 
ague, the Minister for Rehabilitation, is 
doing all he can to provide tents, tarpau¬ 
lins etc., there is no doubt that we are not 
fully equipped to deal with such a large 
influx. So, there is bound to be disconfort 
and hardship which we are. trying to mini¬ 
mise to the extent possible.

♦SHRI DHANDAPANI (Dharapuram) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, under Section 18 of the 
University Grants Commission Act, 1956 
the Report for the year 1968-69 of the 
Commission is now under discussion and 
many hon’ble Members have referred to the 
valuable suggestions made by eminent 
educationists of the country.

On behalf of my Party, the Dravida 
Munnetra Kazhagam, I would like to say a 
few words about the functioning of the 
University Grants Commission. We regret 
very much that the U. G. C. is functioning 
under the aegis of the Central Government 
and all its day to day activities are under 
the control of Central Government. We 
would very much like that this Commission 
should be free from any influence of the 
Government here and function independently 
and autonomously. 

Today, the students of Medicine, after 
completing their precribed course, are given 
practical training as House Surgeons in 
various hospitals for a period of one year. 
If such a facility is extended to the students 
of Engineering also and they are given 
practical training either during the course of 
their studies or after completion, it would 
facilitate them in having greater job 
opportunities, which in turn will reduce the 
rigours of unemployment among the 
engineering graduates. 

A number of Colleges and Universities 
have been established in various parts of the 
country. But there are no separate Uni- 
veresities for Medicine and Engineering. If 
separate Universities for both these disciplines 
are established, then they will receive greater 
and more intensive attention and the 
standared of teaching as also research 
facilities will receive a fillip. I therefore, 
request that in the coming years the U.G.C. 
should formulate plans for establishing 
separate Universities of Medicine and 
Engineering. 

If the State Government want to start 
a new University, they have to seek the 
permission of the U. G. C. All of us are 
aware that it is a difficult task for the State 
Government to get this permission. This 
power which is vested in the U. G.C. acts 
as a stumbling block to the aspirations of 
the State Government. On the other hand, 
the Commission is also a mute witness if 
any State Government starts a new 
Univeristy. This goes to show the futility 
of having such a power without exercising 
it to any degree. To given an example, the 
State Government of Madhy Pradesh sought 
the permission of the U. G. C. to start a 
new University in the State. But, the 
U. G. C. refused the permission to the 
State Government. Inspite of that, the State 
Government started that University, which 


is today functioning well. Here. I would 
like to quote from the Report of the 
U. G. C. as to what they had to say about 
this : 

"The question of establishing new 
Universities may be considered only 
were the existing universities cannot 
cope with the increasing number of 
students coming from the schools and 
on compelling academic and administra¬ 
tive grounds. The Commission con¬ 
sidered the proposal of the Government 
of Madhya Pradesh for the establishment 
of University in Rewa and expressed the 
opinion that 3ince the State already had 
8 universities where the standards of 
teaching and research had to be 
strengthened, there was little justification 
for the establishment of another Uni¬ 
versity at the present stage. The State 
Government however, went ahead 
with the establishment of the University 
and named it as Avadesh Pratap Singh 
University.” 

I would like to point out here that the 
U. G. C. has now recognised and approved 
this new University. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Professiors 
and Lecturers of Colleges under private 
management are not getting the U. G, C. 
scales of pay. I would also like to add 
that the U. G. C. is discriminating against 
these professors and lecturers. I would also 
add here that certain colleges and uni¬ 
versities get donations from foreign 
countries. The U. G. C. must see that 
these donations are utilised for the im¬ 
provement of academic standards. The 
conditions laid down for receiving such 
donations should be relaxed so that these 
donations are not allowed to lapes but 
utilised for betterment of educational 
standards. The U. G. C. has demanded 
that an amount of Rs. 9.94 crores of foreign 
exchange must be provided during the 
Fourth Five Year Plan. In order to utilise 
the foreign exchange the Commission has 
also stressed the need for delegation of 
authority. I would suggest that the hon'ble 
Education Minister should see that necessary 
powers are vested with the U. G. C. for 
this purpose. 

Counselling services to guide the students 
regarding future employment opportunities 
Ijpforf they seek admission iq different 
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courses of study are available only in 
Bombay and Delhi Universities. But, no 
such counselling services are available in the 
Universities in South with the result that the 
students suffer due to lack of expert guidance. 
I request that the U. G. C. should take 
steps to establish such services in all 
Universities in South. Then, the standard 
of teaching also has gone down so much 
that the students, immediatly after joining 
a collage, start seeking the succour of the 
tutorial colleges. This has been realised by 
the educationists of repute. There is im¬ 
perative need for reorientation of our present 
educational system and then only the 
students can be extricated from the clutches 
of the tutorial colleges. 

Many leaders have come to realise that 
there is widespread student unrest and 
indiscipline in the country. If we analyse 
the basic cause for this, I would squarely 
put the blame on the sholders of the 
Congress Party which has been ruling this 
country for the past 23 years. I don’t care 
whether it is the ruling Congress Party or 
old Congress Party, The responsibility for 
the sordid state of affairs rests on the 
Congress Party. After Independence, the 
people of this country had implicit faith in 
the leadership of Mahatma Gandhi who 
fought and got us Independence and they 
were all at the beck and call of his leader¬ 
ship. But the leadership failed miserably 
in inculcating a spirit of nationalism in the 
minds of the youth and other sections of 
the society so that they might feel that the 
country belonged to them and the wealth 
of the country was for them to exploit and 
utilise for the welfare of the society. 
Though they preached from the platform 
about national unity, language and so on, 
they indulged in self-seeking activities, which 
led the students to think that the leaders 
themselves were a bunch of salf-seekers and 
that they could also take to them their day 
to day activities. As a result, through t the 
country, you find a sense of intolerance on 
the part of students and widespread student 
unrest to the detriment of all. I would 
cotegorically state that the Congress Party is 
mainly responsible for this. 

Today, there are four Central Uni¬ 
versities funcioning in the North—Aligarh 
Muslim University, Banaras Hindu 
University, Delhi University and Viswa 
Bharati. 583.84 lakhs of rupees have been 
spent on these Central Universities by 
the U. G. C. It is a matter of great regret 


to us that no Central University has so for 
been established in the South. I 
would like to request that the Central 
Government should take over the famous 
Dr. Aiagappa College and run it as Central 
University. 

The U. G. C. does not give any financial 
assistance to the Colleges teaching languages. 
I am connected with an organisation 
running four colleges—2 collages teaching 
Arts subjects and the other two imparting 
education in Hindu Culture. No grant has 
been given by the U. G. C. to a college 
teaching Tamil Language. 

MR. SPEAKER : You should confine 
yourselves to the scope of this Report ; 
otherwise, those matters pertaining to the 
Ministry of Education can be discussed at 
the appropriate time when the Demands of 
the Ministry are taken up for discussion. 
This report is very specific on certain sub¬ 
jects. I would request you to coniine your¬ 
self to those subjects. 

SHRI DHANDAPANI : The Hindu 
Cultural Oriental College which devotes to 
the teaching of Hinus Culture is not receiving 
any assistence from the U. G. C. When we 
sought the permission of the U. G. C. to 
run this college, permission was not given. 
It was a great disappointment to us. I 
request that grants should be given to 
college teaching languages and Hindu 
culture. 

We find that the U. G. C. is giving 
scholarships for studies in Persian and 
Arabic languages. I would like to submit 
here that in the Universities of North not 
even in one there is a Chair for teaching 
one of the Southm languages. I request 
that a Chair must be established in the 
Universities of North to teach any one of 
the languages of South. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I don’t know whether 
the leaders of the nation have any conviction 
in their professions of national integration. 
But, I feel that by taking this step to 
establish a Chair in the Universities of 
North for teaching any one of tbe Southern 
languages the cause of national integration 
will be better served. 

I am grateful to you for having given 
me an opportunity to participate in this 
Debate.

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur): Mr. Speaker, Sir, as one who has 
been a university teacher for the last 25 
years, I have a deep sense of involvement 
in this discussion that is taking place on the 
report of the University Grants Commission. 
T will not fully agree with the hon. Minister 
for Education that the scope for the discus¬ 
sion is very much restricted. There are 
certain items in the Report presented here 
which can be discussed in a wider connota¬ 
tion along with some of the allied issues. 
Unless they are discussed and debated here, 
some of the issues like examination reforms 
and steps that have been taken by the 
University Grants Commission cannot be 
adequately discussed at all. 


I would like to touch three important 
points in relation to this Report which has 
been presented here. Firstly, the need to 
bring about fundamental and redicai reforms 
in our educational system including the 
examination reforms to which a reference 
has been made in the Report ; secondly, the 
urgency to remove the root causes of 
students’ unrest because under the item 
‘students’ affairs and discipline,’ even this 
issue will come up and, thirdly, the question 
regarding the development of a programme 
for teachers. I think, there even, the 
problems related to some of the legitimate 
grievances, both academic and otherwise, of 
the teachers are very relevant. 

1 would only briefly try to touch upon 
some of the important problems. Firstly, 
let us take the problem of radical reforms 
in the system of education, examination, 
reforms, the revision of syllabi, etc. I feel 
that unless we are able to revise our syllabi 
and curricula in a drastic way, it will not 
be possible for us to ensure the results that 
we desire in the system of examination 
reforms. Our syllabi and curricula have to 
be revised. The methods of teaching have 
to be changed. The semester system to 
which a reference has been made in the 
Report will have to be extended to a large 
number of universities because there are a 
number of universities where this system 
has not been operated at all. If that is to 
be done, I would suggest that our entire 
attitude to the system of education reforms 
will have to be altered altogether. For 
instance, we will have to revise our syllabi 
and curricula in such a way that the students 
will be liberated from the strangle-hold of 
old customs and beliefs. 

We want to build up modem India. 
But we can never build modern India unless 
we foster among the alumni the spirit of 
modernism. If that is to be done, it is 
necessary that our education system is made 
more science-oriented. Here, I must point out 
that science has to deal not merely with the 
properties of matter but with the attitude 
of mind as well. Therefore, the methods of 
teaching of history and of modern sciences 
like physics and chemistry will have to be 
radically alterted. 

I would just like to give an illustration 
of the method of teaching of history in our 
universities. Unfortunately, our entire 
attitude and outlook is very unscientific. 
History is being presented ip pur text-books 
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merely as a chronological documentation of 
the achievements and failures of great men. 
The motivation of history is completely 
discarded ; the interpretation of history is 
often missed and the objective assessment of 
history is also overlooked. History is being 
taught in our universities with an element 
of passion, prejudice and bias. Under these 
circumstances, T do not think that a correct 
assessment of history will be possible. The 
method of teaching will have to be changed, 

I would also like to make concrete 
suggestions regarding curricula and syllabi, 
say, of modern sciences. We are living in an 
atomic age ; wc are living in a space age. 
But even in respect of study of modem 
sciences, in this modem age, we find that 
our entire curricula and syllabi are most 
outmoded. Take, for example, the subject 
of physics. It is most surprising that in most 
of the universities, even upto the post¬ 
graduate stage, some of the important 
techniques and laboratory equipments deal¬ 
ing with nuclear physics and electronics are 
not included in the curriculum for labora¬ 
tory work. We only touch the fringe of 
the problem even at the post-graduate 
level. 

Even in the curricula of Chemistry, 
Physics and Mathematics, great stress is 
given on trivial details to the comparative 
neglect of basic concepts. This outlook has 
to be changed. For instance, if you very 
caryfully go throjgh the Reports as to 
what happens to our students who go in 
for advanced studies, they arc found to be 
lacking in adequate mathematical equip¬ 
ments necessary for higher studies. Therefore 
these things will have to be completely 
altered. 

I would also touch the problem of 
‘students affairs* and indiscipline. We find 
that there is a growing number of angry 
youngmen. I have no anger against angry 
youngmen. In fact, my quarrel is that our 
youngmen are not adequately angry. Unfor¬ 
tunately, their anger and sullenness lacks 
that divine quality which must be the hall¬ 
mark of a new age. If th-y are merely 
interested in destroying the seats of learning 
and the Vice-Chancellor’s Office, I do not 
think their anger takes them towards crea¬ 
tion of a new world or new temper. The 
problem of student unrest is very important. 

I suggest that an Inquiry Committee should 
be appointed which should go into the 


problem of student-unrest. No doubt that 
problem is touched upon in this Report but 
what I suggest is that a comprehensive 
enquiry must be ordered by the Government 
to investigate into the root causes of the 
student unrest. 

To my mind, the root causes of student 
unrest are to be traced to the unwarranted 
interference by the Government and politicians 
in the affairs of the universities. There is a 
receding rapport between the teacher and the 
taught. There is a complete dissatisfaction 
so far as amenities are concerned. There is 
the problem of congestion in the universities 
and last but not least there is a grinding 
poverty. All these factors manifest them¬ 
selves in the form of student discontent. 

In regard to the mode of manifestation 
of that discontent, the youth and the 
students follow the pattern set by the elder 
politicians in the country. On the one side 
they find that politicians and rulers who are 
drunk with power arc showing total disregard 
for their opponents. They also find that 
professional politicians undertake agitations, 
bringing people on the streets and provoking 
them to indulges in arson, loot and violence 
and all other anti-democratic methods. By 
this they have set a pattern for the youth. 
The students therefore feel that there is a 
respectability for this methodology. That is 
how the students pick up violent methods 
of agitations. 

Very often they are told that they must 
be responsible and behave in a responsible 
way. But here I must say that unless and 
until the elder Statesmen and politicians are 
able to reform themselves, there is no hope 
that the younger generation will be reformed 
at all. ‘Physician, heal thyself that is 
what the youth and the students of the 
country would like to tell their elder politi¬ 
cians. Unless we are able to put more 
premium on democratic methods, it will not 
be possible for the students to show respect 
for democratic norms. If our students find 
that there is a total disrespect and intoler¬ 
ance for those who hold different views, if 
they find that only methods of violence are 
being used in agitations by elders, if they 
find that in our legislatures there is a physical 
trial of strength by the legislators with the 
Marshal and if they find that there is com¬ 
plete disregard for all the accepted norms 
and democratic values, that certainly the 
younger generation is not going to show any 
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respect for democratic institutions and 
democratic norms. That is how the indis¬ 
cipline in the country is growing. 

I would like to make a reference to one 
aspect which is very relevant—apparently it 
may appear to be outside the scope, but it 
is very relevant. If we want to improve 
our academic life, it is very necessary that 
certain reforms have to be introduced and 
at the same time we must try to build up a 
contented teaching fraternity. 

There were references made to examina¬ 
tion reforms. As a teacher I would like to 
relate some of my experiences in this regard. 
In most of the universities our examinations 
are becoming merely memorisation tests. It 
is not always the best student from whom 
we can draw out the best talent,- through his 
performance at the examination. Very often 
the student, like a politician, acts like a 
gambler. He may be able to gamble in the 
examination and succeed. This sort of 
examination system must be reformed. This 
question has been touched upon in the 
University Grants Commission’s report, and 
they have spoken about the semester system. 
There are some universities where this 
system is operating but there are large 
number of universities where this system is 
yet to be introduced. The reforms in 
examination system should be undertaken 
as early as possible. 

Then, in regard to the work conditions 
and the grades of teachers, large number of 
teachers’ organisations have made representa¬ 
tions for better scales, better working con¬ 
ditions and also better academic life in the 
universities. And their experience invariably 
is that the university authorities always 
tell them, we are prepared to concede your 
demand but there are no resources available. 
There is a demand, for instance, for running 
grades for university teachers. But the 
authorities point out that there are no 
adequate funds available from the Centre 
and from the states. Therefore, the Centre 
must apply its mind. Parliament must take 
cognisance of all these problems. It is a 
tragedy that whenever political discussions 
and debates are going on, the House has 
full strength, but both in the State legisla¬ 
tures and in Parliament we always find that 
whenever problems of education are being 
debated, we always have a very thin House. 
That itself is a sad reflection on our attitude 
towards educational problems. We treat the 
educational problem as the last problem to 


be tackled, and when grants are given, then 
also, educational grants are the last to be 
granted. Unless the Centre is going to make 
available more and more grants and unless 
the quantum of grants is increased, probably 
the universities will not be able to meet the 
requirements of the teachers. 

The U.G.C. has taken certain good 
concrete steps. New grades and new scales 
of pay have been introduced, but a number 
of educational institutions are trying to 
circumvent the provisions laid down by the 
U.G.C. For instance, I may give a concrete 
illustration. In introducing the new scales 
and new grades, for the highest grade of 
the university teachers, the U.G.C. has 
actually prescribed that the teacher con¬ 
cerned must participate in the scheme for 
post-graduate teaching. What is the net 
result ? Of course, this has been done with 
the best of intentions, in order to see that 
the calibre of post-graduate teaching is 
imported. In reality, what has happened 
in a number of educational institutions is 
that manipulations are going on, and in 
order to rehabilitate a number of teachers to 
the highest grade, a large number of post¬ 
graduate teachers are forced on the students, 
with the result that some of the students go 
to the extent of saying that teachers may be 
given their higher grades, but let them not 
be imposed on them for teaching post¬ 
graduate classes. This is what is happening. 
Therefore, I have personally come to the 
conclusion that it is better that this criterion 
of post-graduate teaching for higher grades 
is complexly removed by the U.G.C., and 
only those who have an aptitude for teach¬ 
ing post-graduate classes may be requested 
to take up post-graduate classes. Otherwise, 
what will happen is that a large number of 
Teachers would be given post-graduate 
lectures, and there would be fragmentation 
of courses, and here wou'd be no continuity 
in the lectures with the result that the 
alumni would suffer. This is what is 
happening everywhere. 

A very dangerous trend has developed 
during the last year, which is relevant to 
and falls within the scope of this debate. 
Though the UGC has introduced certain 
steps and made certain provisions and intro¬ 
duced new scales, a large number of institu¬ 
tions are trying to circumvent these provi¬ 
sions. For instance, revised grades are 
offered to laboratory demonstrators in 
science institutions science colleges. 
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But what the educational institutions are 
doing is that before these demonstrators 
reach the stage of permanency, most of them 
are retrenched, with the result that no 
demonstrator is able to stabilise his position, 
and we are not able to get experienced 
demonstrators in a large number of institu¬ 
tions. Therefore, this particular matter 
must be supervised in a proper way and 
educational institutions and universities 
should not be permitted to circumvent the 
provisions introduced by the UGC. 

If these steps are taken towards intro¬ 
ducing all the reforms that I have suggested, 
and if certain positive steps are taken to 
implement some of the measures that have 
already been undertaken since last year, I 
feel that the UGC, which with all its best 
intentions and professions has not been able 
to do a lot, will in times to come be able to 
give us a good account of its scheme for 
educational development. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA (Madhugiri) : I 
would like to speak in my mother-tongue 
Kannada. 

**I am grateful to you for having given 
me an opportunity to speak on the Report 
of the University Grants Commission. 
Several members have expressed their view¬ 
points on the Report. I would also like to 
place before the House a few points in respect 
of the same.

In Mysore State there are many private 
colleges for which Government is giving 
grants. These colleges are run by different 
communities. The selection of teachers in 
these colleges is based on caste considera¬ 
tion. Even in the matter of admission of 
students, preference is given only to the 
community which runs the college. 

In the constituency of my hon. friend 
Shri Lakkappa, there is one Siddaganga 
Science College. Here the selection of 
professors. Readers and lecturers is on caste 
consideration. In case people belonging to 
other communities are selected the manage¬ 
ment harasses them to -such an extent 


that they are forced to leave the institu¬ 
tion. 

The University Grants Commission have 
fixed the pay scales of the teaching staff 
which have not been made applicable to 
them. There is also a system of paying 
salaries to the teaching staff by means of 
cheques. Even though that system exists, 
the management while appointing the 
teachers come to an understanding with 
them for a share in their emoluments. This 
mismanagement and malpractice in the 
affairs of the institutions have been brought 
to the notice of the University Grants 
Commission and the Government, but no 
action has been taken. 

There is one engineering college at 
Jumkur in our State run by the head of the 
Math. This college was working well about 
three years back. Now there is laxity in 
the administration. This college has further 
started collecting capitation fee amounting 
to Rs. 10,000—Rs. 15,000 per seat from the 
students coming from the neighbouring 
State of Andhra, Madras and Kerala. By 
this means they have collected large sums of 
money. 

This college which is supposed to cater 
to the educational needs of the backward 
communities and weaker sections has not 
helped them. 

Coming to the affairs of Belgaum 
college, I would like to say that the tuition 
fees has been fixed at Rs. 1,200. But 
actually the authorities are collecting 
Rs. 1.800. The University Grants Com¬ 
mission and the Government have not taken 
any step to put an end to this malpractice 
in spite of their attentio i being drawn. On 
account of this illegal collection students 
have gone on strike. I, therefore, suggest 
that an inquiry committee should be set up 
immediately to go into the question of 
collection of fees, system of admission of 
students and other related matters. 

In Mysore there are three Universities. 
Each of them has different syllabus. This 
has resulted in discontentment amongst the 
students. This will aggravate if uniformity 
in the syllabus is not introduced in all the 
three universities.

In the matter of granting scholarships 
also, caste and community is the main

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consideration in some of these institutions. 
This preferential treatment is not desirable 
from the point of view of education and 
student community as a whole. 

When Government is giving grants to 
private institutions, they should have control 
over them. Otherwise, the heads of the 
religious institutions will develop a tendency 
to use these institutions to further their 
cause. 

In the end I would suggest that the 
Government should take over these private 
institutions and also those run by the 
religious heads in Older to put an end to 
the mismanagement in the affairs of the 
educational institutions.

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, while considering the 
University Grants Commission’s report, I 
have to appreciate the good work that is 
being done by the Commission to spread 
university education throughout all parts of 
the country. The people coming from the 
backward and rural areas have certain 
expectation from the University Grants 
Commission. The suggestion was made here 
in this House yesterday by one hon. 
Member that private societies or associations 
or private educational institutions should be 
discouraged from conducting the colleges, 
because there are certain malpractices. I 
know there are certain malpractices going on 
especialy while making payments to the 
teachers, staff, etc., but you cannot forget 
that these educational institutions have a 
past glorious history, and they have given 
us research scholars, scientists, social 
workers and politicians. 1 may point out 
the universities of Bombay and Poona. I 
do not want to confine myself to that area 
only. Throughout the country, you will 
find that these institutions have turned out 
great scholars and great men from their 
colleges which have been conducted with 
selfless and devoted feelings. So, it will not 
be correct to discourage these institutions 
from running the colleges. I would, how¬ 
ever, suggest that strict vigilance should 
be enforced to stop malpractices wherever 
they exist. 

I am connected with one of these instl- 
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[Shri Dhamankar] 

tutions, which is run by a youngman of 
backward classes, Harijan-Girijan Sanisg 
Unnatti Mandal, and which is doing very 
good work in TTiana district, in spreading 
education in backward areas, especially for 
backward Scheduled Caste and Scheduled 
Tribe boys and girls. They are running 
Bal Bhavans, primary schools, and high 
schools. Not only that; they are running 
one college also. But what we find is that 
we are forced to discontinue certain develop¬ 
mental work because of the lack of funds 
which is always there. The University 
Giants Commission gives grants to build 
libraries, laboratories and other things. 
But what happens is, the University Grants 
Commission has laid down certain condi¬ 
tions ; that is, they fix a certain percentage 
to be given as matching grant or matching 
contribution. 

The institutions in backward and rural 
areas find it difficult to collect the matching 
grants. I request the UGC to make an 
exception in the case of institutions run by 
backward classes for the educational uplift- 
ment of their students. In so many cases, 
the matching grant comes to 40 or SO per 
cent. If an institution in a backward area 
is doing good work, the UGC should be 
content with a token matching grant of 10 
or 15 per cent from the institution. If this 
is done, it will give encourgement to the 
development of education in rural and back¬ 
ward areas. 

The number of university students is 
fast increasing. Prof. Mahajan said 
yesterday that Bombay University is catering 
to 60,000 students. So, the time has come 
to establish another university in Bombay. 
Suburban Bombay beyond Dadar, with 
CoJaba and Thana districts will be a compo¬ 
site area to start a new university. But it 
should not merely have courses in commerce, 
art, engineering, medicine, etc. Times are 
changing. .The new university should have 
a special bias in electronics, nuclear techno¬ 
logy and chemical technology. Petro¬ 
chemical industries are fast developing there 
and they want science graduates equipped 
with knowledge of electronics, atomic 
physics, etc. This should be borne in 
mind. 

I come to my last point. Backward 
Class Students are given scholarships for post¬ 
graduate studies, but the scholarships are 
received by the universities rather late and 


the boys are put to a great deal of hardship. 
If the scholarships are disbursed as advance 
grants, the students can prosecute their 
studies with peace of miad. 

1 hope that the University Grants Com¬ 
mission will give due consideration to my 
suggestions. With these words 1 conclude.

RAILWAY BUDGET 1971-72,— 
GENERAL DISCUSSION 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, we shall 
take up general discussion on the Budget 
(Railways) for 1971-72. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : I 
would files to know how much time has been 
allotted for this discussion. Since the 
Business Advisory Committee is not meeting 
at aU, I do not know what the position is. I 
dp not know whether it has been abolished. 
Earlier, it had been constituted, and I used 
to attend it. In the absence of any know¬ 
ledge about the time allotted, it is difficult 
for us to fix up the speakers. I would 
request you to convey our feelings to the 
Speaker, and let him call a meeting 
tomorrow so that we may also fix up our 
speakers accordingly. As it is, we do not 
know how many hours have been allotted. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The time likely 
to be available for this is about 10 hours. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : That is the 
time fixed up by the Minister of Parliament¬ 
ary Affairs. But it is for us to fix up the 
time. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : What the hon. 
Member has said has gone on record, and 
the hon. Minister will see it. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACH AR Y Y A 
(Scrampore): 1 am glad that 1 have the 

privilege to open the debaic on the railway 
budget placed before the House by the hon. 
Minister of Railways. From the budget 
papers, I do not find any change in the 
policy of the Government at all. So far as 
is evident from the whole of the budget 
speech and the other documents that have 
been placed before us—the same old outlook 
and the same old policy have been placed 
before us once again. It is a mere balance¬ 
sheeting of the railway accounts and a typical 
way of putting up things, namely a shortfall 
in earnings and rise in working expenses, as 
a consequence of which there will be a net 
deficit of Rs. 33.12 crores on the revenue 
account. The reasons adduced for this are: 
rise in the staff bill, unremunerative position 
of certain lines and the loss due to haulage 
of low-rated and bulky goods traffic. I am 
thankful that the hon. Railway Minister has 
by his railway budget indicated the shape of 
things to come and as such this budget is a 
precursor of the things to come. An illusion 
had been created just on the eve of the 
elections that certain steps will be taken by 
the Government to fight against the poverty 
of the people. But I find that instead of 
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‘Gareebi hatao ’ Government have adopted 
the policy of 'Gareebon ko Hatao’-- 

‘Gareebon ko hatao and looto'. That is 
what has come out from the facts placed 
before us. 


The people had expected that at least 
there would be a reorientation in the policy 
and at least the assurance given before the 
elections would be respected and honoured 
to a certain extent. But we find that after 
cataloguing the reasons for the failure of the 
railways to cope with the situation, the hon. 
Minister has come forward with a proposal 
to increase passenger fares and to make 
readjustment of the freight on goods traffic 
and an increase in freight. Even now, I 
would request hon. Members of the House 
to judge things for themselves. From the 
budget speech we find that there is a proposal 
for an increase of passenger fares, and even 
here, we find that the total amount that will 
be realised from third class passengers is 
Rs. 11.60 crores. 

From the upper class passengers, it is 
Rs. 1.60 crores. This is your socialism ; this 
is your garibi hatao. The maximum number 
of people travel by the third class. On them 
falls the heaviest burden. The Minister will 
graciously say that he is not charging any 
extra fare for short distance passengers. 15 
kins ; what is 15 kms ? Just between two 
stations. I know this from my experience. 
At the same time, he poses as if he is doing 
much service to the poorer people. He has 
cited the examples of the daily passengers 
in the big cities, Calcutta, Bombay and 
Madras, lakhs of them, purchasing monthly 
tickets, and the railways losing Rs. 12 crores 
on that account. Has he got any knowledge 
of the conditions finder which these daily 
passengers travel during the peak hours in 
the morning and evening ? I have personal 
experience of Calcutta. I have seen that 
they have to heard the train even at the risk 
of their life. Has the hon. Minister calculated 
how many passengers can be accommodated 
in the coaches that are provided morning 
and evening, and how many actually travel 
in them ? Then you will find that this talk 
of concession is nothing but a stunt. The 
trains are always overcrowded in these 
suburban sections. Many times 1 have seen 
that for petty reasons trouble starts and there 
is a train dislocation.

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION 
AND SOCIAL WELFARE AND MINIS¬ 
TER OF DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE

MANTRI) (SHRI SIDDHARTHA 
SHANKAR RAY) : Who starts it ? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
The people, because of the conditions they 
have to face. After spending 8 or 10 hours 
in their places of work, they have to literally 
fight with those who are inside the train to 
get inside. Lakhs of them have to do it. 
You will say that they may wait for the 
next train. But that is not so easy. You 
will have to wait longer hours, These things 
have a psychological reaction on the people. 
These things must be taken into considera¬ 
tion and remedied. 

Even after these proposals for increase 
in the fares and freight, the Minister is not 
in a position to cover the deficit; there will 
still be a balance of Rs. 6 crores odd left 
uncovered. He has hopes that this will be 
made up by a top-to-bottom economy effort, 
that is, beginning from the Chaitman of the 
Railway Board down to the gangman. That 
is good, no doubt. But 1 would remind the 
House of the proverb: charity begins at home. 
If you really want to improve the condi¬ 
tion of the railways, you have to remove the 
‘white elephant’, the Railway Board. Until 
and unless this is done, there is no chance 
of real improvement in railway operations. 
So my first point is that the Railway Board 
must be abolished. I know the Minister will 
hesitate because it is a legacy from the old 
British days. They have no courage to take 
this step because there is a den of vested 
interests in the form of the Railway Board, 
The Demand for Grant No. 1 gives a picture 
of how the Board is constituted and what is 
its structure. So far as I know, there are 
three or four members. 

Along with them there are five Additional 
Directors. I do not know what their func¬ 
tion is. There are so many Directors, Deputy 
Directors, Secretaries and Assistant Secretaries. 
In this way a h.irarchy has been created in 
the Railway Board. At the present moment 
you can abolish the posts of five Additional 
Members. There is no necessity for Addi¬ 
tional Members and this will reduce the 
expenditure of the Railways. There is one 
Additional Director for Establishment. There 
are two Joint Directors, one Deputy 
Secretary, Director (Mechanical Engineering 


and Production) and Directbr (Finance 
Accounts). These are not necessary and can 
be easily done away with. Actually, the 
real work is done by the lower ranks, either 
clerks or technical parsons, and the person 
at the head simply signs and passes the 
papers, and for this lakhs of rupees are 
spent. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar) : What 
is the change you are suggesting ? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
I am suggesting the total abolition of the 
Railway Board, and if it is not immediately 
possible, at least you can do away with 
the posts that I have mentioned. 

In the Southern Eastern Railway there 
are four Engineers. I know that two 
Engineers can do the whole job. 

I do not know what extra facilities the 
ordinary passengers will get after this Budget, 
but from the report it appears that the 
Railway is incurring losses on the Rajdhaui 
Express and Deluxe trains. So, it is better 
to introduce more ordinal y Janta passengers 
and expresses. This will facilitate travel by 
the ordinary public and will save the 
expenditure of the Railways. 

The Railway must establish human 
relationship between the top officers and the 
ordinary employees and natural justice must 
be done to the Railway workers. Eight 
hours a day was assured in this Parliament 
long ago, but still I know that loco drivers 
have to work for 14 hours. The Minister 
must look into this and see that the eight 
hour day is introduced. 

The Railway refused to implement certain 
things which are agreed to and implemented 
by certain other public sector undertakings. 
It happened in Barauni in respect of project 
allowance and the workers wait on strike. 
The P and T Department and the Fertiliser 
Corporation gave that allowance ; the mil- 
ways did not. Because of strike the railways 
bad to incur heavy losses and ultimately the 
railways had to settle the matter. 

While the Railway Board itself certified 
that the Railway Electrification Organisation 
had done good work, it suddenly decided, 
for reasons best known to itself, to split it 
up. They planned to electrify 75 per cent 
of the railway lines ; it was progressing well 
and the department could efficiently under¬ 
take all sorts of electrification work. But 
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this was suddenly changed and contractors 
were given the work. I do not know how a 
particular contract or is connected with 
high-ups in the Government or the Congress 
Party but he was given the contract for 
Kanpur to Tundla electrification. He was 
given more than Rs. 90 lakhs but did not 
complete the work of 30 lakhs. The work 
is still incomplete and the line is not in 
operation. 

There arc a group of contractors and 
when tenders are called for they combine 
together in a surreptitious way and give 
tenders. If one is accepted, the other 
contractors help the person who gets the 
contract. In this way they decide among 
themselves who should get the contract. 
This goes on merrily under the Railway 
Board. 

There is a proposal in the Railways that 
contract labour should be abolished ; s till 
the practice is continued even in respect of 
certain works which are of a permanent 
nature. In the Loco shed in Bandit some 
workers are appointed to remove the ashes ; 
this is a regular job. Still these men are not 
absorbed directly by the Railways. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : It is time you 
wound up your speech. You have taken 20 
minutes while the total time to which your 
party was entitled is 26-27 minutes ; there 
are two speakers from your party. 

SHR1 DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 1 
come to my other proposals. There should 
be no increase in the fares. No new deluxe 
or Rajdhani type coaches should be intro¬ 
duced. I also want to ask the hon. 
Minister : what happened in regard to 
the Calcutta underground railways ? 

I was a Member of this House in 
1965-66. This issue was taken up then, and 
a dispersal line from Dum Dum to Princep 
Ghat was decided to be taken up for com¬ 
pletion. In the last year, there was a big 
conference of Parliament Members with the 
Managers, etc., etc., and there it was adopt¬ 
ed. I know that a certain amount has been 
sanctioned for that dispersal line. But it is 
still in the air. Nobody knows what is the 
fate of that. In the meantime, the Soviet 
experts who really have tt knowledge of 
underground railways—because in Leningrad 
whew there are nearabout 40 tunnels they 
hive built an underground railway—came 


here, and gave their recommendations that 
an underground railway may be built in 
Calcutta. That is still in the shelves of the 
Railway Board. I do not know what is the 
real fate of it. My submission is that the 
matter should not be delayed' any more. It 
should be taken up with due earnest¬ 
ness. 

Then my point is regarding the Howrah- 
Amta railway. It concerns a large part of 
West Bengal. If to meet the needs, a 
narrow gauge line is not possible to be taken 
up by the Government, I suggest that you 
should at least built a new broad gauge line 
which will have a direct link from Suntragachi 
to Bishnupur via Dhankuni and Tarkeshwar. 
If this fine is taken up, lakhs of people who 
have no conveyance in that area—1 come 
from that area—will be benefited. If the 
Minister visits that area, he will find that 
even a bullock-cart cannot pass through the 
road. The Government is saying that they 
will introduce buses. I do not know when 
they will introduce it and build proper roads 
for the buses to ply. Even if you want it, 
you cannot do it before two years, because 
you have to build the roads first. So, 1 
humbly suggest to the Minister to reconsider 
the proposal of taking over the Howrah- 
Arnta and Howrah-Sheakala light railways. 
If it is not possible, immediately, and ulti¬ 
mately they should see that a broad gauge 
line may be laid in that area. 

Along with it, I also request the 
Minister one thing. He assured this House 
in his last budget speech also that the em¬ 
ployees who are working in the Howrah- 
Amta railway would be absorbed. But it has 
not yet been done. So, 1 request him to 
expedite action in this matter. 

Then I come to certain other suggestions 
which have been given io the railways in 
the form of a memorandum by the Passen¬ 
gers’ Association there. The first suggestion 
is that a dispersal line from Dum Dum to 
Princep Ghat and a small link with the 
Bendel section neax Bally with the Calcutta 
port should be taken up. A small link with 
the Calcutta Chord near Bally and the 
extension of the line up to the southern 
section may be taken up afterwards. 
In Balurghat, which is the only distHct 
headquarter in West Bengal which has got 
no railway, 1 want a railway line there. 
In Tripura, in reply to a question the 
minister said that from Dharamnagar to 
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Agartala, they have undertaken survey work. 
That should be completed immediately and 
construction should start forthwith. 

Regarding subways and overbridges, the 
minister says, if the State Government con¬ 
tributes, we can take them up. I do not 
understand this. Year after year we are 
pointing out that people are suffering, but 
neither the railway nor the State Govern¬ 
ment takes up the construction of these sub¬ 
ways or overbridges. In our State, there 
are so many subways requiring remodelling 
like Bandel and Konnagore. There were 
built long back and during rain, you cannot 
go through them. There are cetain places 
like Skrampore portion of the G. T. Road 
where overbridges are necessary. But the 
work has not been undertaken. From the 
minister’s statement, it appears that Rs. 10 
crores will be accumulated in this fund. I 
suggest that the railways should spend the 
whole amount and not depend on the State 
Governments’ contribution for these small 
works, because the State Governments will 
say, “we do not have enough money.” 

18.00 hrs. 

I am surprised to find from the minis¬ 
ter’s speech that in the eastern section, 
blame has been levelled against ordinary 
people for dislocation of trains. What have 
the poor people to do with it ? I want to 
mention one incident. On 16th of this 
month, Mr. Mohammed Ismail, Member of 
Parliament, was travelling from Howrah to 
Ranchi. As soon as ne boarded the train 
at Howrah and kept his bag, some four or 
five persons came there and snatched away 
his bag. He asked the policemen on the 
platform to catch them. But he was told, 
“You go to the thana and steps will be 
taken.” He had to get down from the train 
because his purse, identity card and every¬ 


thing was inside the bag. Later, he addressed 
a letter on 17th April to Mr. Hanuman- 
thaiya. But he did not even reply to his 
letter. If this is the fate of an MP, you 
can imagine the state of things. 

We are fully in agreement with the 
minister that these things should be stopped, 
but for that certain measures should be 
taken boldly. If you depend on the State 
police, they are in collusion with the 
waggon-breakers. They are all anti-social 
people. Now these anti-social people are 
ganging up with the Congress and the Con¬ 
gress people arc standing as their saviours. 
Where are we ? I humbly request that these 
things must be stopped by taking strong 
measures, in which case, the people will co¬ 
operate with the efforts of the minister. If 
the minister wants, we can give hundreds of 
cases of waggon—breaking. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now he should 
conclude. Mr. R. N. Sharma.

Will the Minister of -AGRICULTURE 
(KRISHI MANTRf) be pleased to state : . 


(a) whether the Agricultural Prices 
Commission wanted uniform price for food- 
grains, especially wheat; and ‘ 

(b) whether Government would 
announce the prices only after consulting 
the Chief Ministers ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDF.) : (a) 
The Agricultural Prices Commission recom¬ 
mended a uniform price of Rs. 68.00 per 
quintal for indigenous fed wheat and Rs. 
74.00 per quintal for all other varieties of 
wheat for 1971-72 marketing season. 

r 

(b) After obtaining the views of the 
Chief Ministers, Government have fixed the 
procurement prices of all varieties of wheat 
excepting the indigenous red wheat at Rs. 
76 00 per quintal. The procurement price of 
indigenous red wheat have been fixed between 
Rs. 71.00 and Rs. 74.00 on the basis of the 
proposals received from the State Govern¬ 
ments. Most of the State Governments were 
not in favour of reducing the procurement 
prices as suggested by the Agricultural 
Prices Commission. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA : I want to know 
whether it is a fact that the Government had 
rejected the recommendations of the Agri¬ 
cultural Prices Commission under pressure 
of big land owners and landlords and, if not, 
I want to know under what conditions, under 
what grounds, the Government had rejected 
the recommendations of the Agricultural 
Prices Commission when the Commission 
had recommended a reduction in the prices 
of wheat. Why had the Government not 
accepted that recommendation ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
insinuation made by the hon. Member is 
not correct. The normal procedure is that 
after receiving the Report of the Agricultural 
Prices Commission, we discuss it in the 
Chief Ministers’ Conference and, in consul¬ 
tation with the Chief Ministers, some price 
is suggested. Now, this time, there was a lot 
of discussion among the Chief Ministers and 
a consensus emerged that the same price 
which was being paid to the farmers last 
year should be maintained. The AgricaHwal 
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Prices Commission had suggested only a 
marginal reduction of Rs. 2/-. That was not 
accepted by the Chief Ministers. It was not 
done under any pressure because the argu¬ 
ment of the Chief Ministers was that the 
cost of production has also gone up and 
that it will not be in the interest of produc¬ 
tion since we have yet to become self- 
sufficient and that in the interest of national 
economy, the same procurement price should 
be maintained as last year.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
There are many varieties of wheat like any 
other foodgrains. As far as superior variety 
wheat is concerned, we have not fixed any 
price. That fetches a higher price than Rs. 
76/- per quintal in the market and, therefore, 
that can be sold by the farmer at any price 
above Rs. 76/-. In addition the only price 
has been fixed in the case of indigenous red 
variety wheat which is between Rs 71/- and 
Rs. 74/-.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
consumer interest has been taken very much 
into consideration. We purchase at Rs. 76/- 
and issue at Rs. 78/- all over the country. 
Our cost price is much higher if we take into 
consideration mandi charges, freight charges, 
etc. It will come to Rs. 94/-. But we issue 
the same wheat at Rs. 78/-. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN : May I 
know from the hon. Minister whether the 
Agricultural Prices Commission while sug¬ 
gesting the uniform price for foodgrains have 
suggested! any uniform price for rice and, if 
so, what is the rate fixed. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : This 
is regarding wheat prices. We get separate 
reports from the Agricultural Prices Com¬ 
mission about kharif cereals including rice. 
That is also discussed w*th the Chief 
Ministers. I can jay on the Table of the 
House a statement showing the prices which 
have been fixed for Hce on the basis of the 
recommendations of the Commission and on 
the basis of the advice of the Chief 
Ministers. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN You 
have no idea about rice ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P, SHINDE : I 
have the idea. But the broad structure varies 
from State to State. It is between Rs. 74/- 
to Rs. 90/- per quintal. It varies from State 
to Stale. It is not uniform. 

SHRI B. S. MURTHY : Is the Minister 
aware that the cost of production varies 
from area to area and also from State to 
State ? In that context, how is it that the 
Commission was able to arrive at a uniform 
rate of foodgrains for the whole country ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : It 
is in the interest of national food economy 
that some broad pattern, uniform pattern is 
evolved as far as the price structure is con¬ 
cerned so that the interest of the producers 
and consumers are fully protected. There is 
also one long-term aspect of the problem 
which has to be taken into consideration. 
Even from the point of view of land use and 
crop pattern it is desirable that that crop 
should be encouraged which gives the 
maximum income to the farmer. Naturally 
this broad, uniform pattern of prices will 
help proper land dues and crop pattern in 
the long run. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The 
rising prices is a matter which is worrying 
all of us, in West Bengal. Could you tell us 
what steps you propose to take to narrow 
down the regional disparities in the prices of 
essential foodgrains that exist in the country 
today ? 

MR. SPEAKER ; This is about 
‘Procurement’... 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : He is 
almost a mobile encyclopaedia in agricultural 
matters... 

MR. SPEAKER : For me, the question 
must be relevant. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The 
position in West Bengal is alarming. A kilo 
of rice in West Bengal today costs Rs. 3-50 
whereas in the neighbouring Slate of Andhra 
Pradesh, paddy is available at Rs. 40 per 
quintal. That is why I want the Minister to 
tell us the position. 

MR. SPEAKER : The question is about 
procurement price. I am sorry. You think 
of another question in the meanwhile. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : 
Cost of production has gone up. In spite of 
that he is giving the rate of last year only. 
Cost of production goes up. If it is not paid 
in proportion to cost of production, yield 
will go down. What is the explanation of the 
Minister for this ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : As 
an intelligent Member, the hon. Member 
should know that there has been some 
marginal rise in cost of production. But 
there has been also increase in productivity. 
The whole society has some share in the 
rising productivity, because there is invest¬ 
ment of public exchequer in research and 
infra-structure which helps to increase pro¬ 
duction and contribution by society as a 
whole. As a result of increasing productivity 
the society is entitled to have its share.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) . (SHRI R. K- 
KHAD1LKAR) : The hon. Member has put 
two questions. The first is regarding recogni¬ 
tion of unions. He is well aware that the con¬ 
ference of trade union leaders was convened 
with a view to find out a common approach 
to the question of recognition and bargaining 
by them. There was divergence of views on 
whether it should be by a ballot, as the hon. 
Member would like to have it, or by the 
present method of verification. In order to 
get further clarification from all parties 
concerned, the labour leaders are discussing 
this matter among themselves, and I hope 
that they will reach some unanimous con¬ 
clusions. For, as the hon Member knows, 
before we take final decisions at the tripartite 
meeting, if we get some unanimity, then 
consensus is possible, on the basis of which 
Government could take a decision 
ultimately. 

Regarding the Prabandhak Committee, I 
think the hon. Member is referring to 
management. I have already made it clear 
that Government have taken a decision 
regarding giving representation to the union 
representatives, excluding a few crucial indus¬ 
tries like defence and others and we would 
like to give them representation... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I have got a 
letter from Shri Jagjivan Ram, the Minister 
of Defence on this matter. I do not know 
how the hon. Member is saying this .. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILK.AR : The only 
question is how it is to be given So far as 
the nationalised banks are concerned, there 
is a statutory provision, and action is being 


taken. In other places, we shall have to give 
some further thought regarding represen¬ 
tation, because the questions of recognition 
of a union and the bargaining agent are 
interlinked with appointing some represen¬ 
tative from the trade union to sit on the 
board of management, but it is being done.

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : As for the 
first question regarding the conference, he 
, must have seen from the papers that a major 
decision was taken but a final decision was 
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not taken regarding the selection or a 
bargaining agent. Until we reach a final 
decision on this, no further progress is 
possib'e. But I must say from the temper 
and tone of the debate and the final con¬ 
clusions and response shown by the trade 
union leadership that we will arrive at a 
decision acceptable to all concerned regarding 
the bargaining agent. That will put an end 
to that problem.

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : There arc 
closures and some industries are in the red, 
but even ihen, in textile mills we have taken 
steps so far as sick mills are concerned to 
take them over. No decision has been taken 
on the question whether they should be 
handed over to the workers to be run by 
them. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : A declara¬ 
tion signed by all the trade union centres and 
various federations was handed over to the 
hon. Minister at the time of the conference 
on 20th of this month, where they have 
said that there should be no wage freeze and 
no ban on strikes, and in case these two 
things are not accepted by the Government, 
the trade unions will not co-Qperate. I want 
to know whether Government have taken a 


final decision not to impose any wage 
freeze or ban on strikes. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : I have 
seen the declaration to which the hon. 
Member is also a signatory. That declaration 
is a sort of thesis giving the picture of our 
economy and what should be done, but we 
are functioning in a certain socio-economic 
complex and wc are bound by democratic 
methods, and there are certain limitations. 
That point I have made clear. Regarding 
the question of wage freeze and ban on 
strikes, nobody has raised that question at 
all. There is no question of wage freeze 
anywhere even mentioned, nor is there any 
question of banning strikes, but we want to 
create conditions where there would not be 
any strike and where wages would be linked 
more to productivity. That is our effort. 

SHRI RAJA KUI.KARNI : Has the 
Government decided to scrap the existing 
machinery of conciliation nnd arbitration 
under the Industrial Disputes Act, and if 
so, is the Government thinking of bringing 
forward any new legislation to enforce 
it ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Nothing 
has been decided on this point. There was 
a certain amount of common ground regar¬ 
ding collective bargaining and conciliation, 
but the main point of difference is what 
should be the sct'lement machinery. On 
that there was no unanimity. But on one 
point ultimately a certain amount of common 
ground was discovered, that is that we should 
have some machinery to settle disputes, and 
Government should not abdicate its position 
in such a situation. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
Just now the Minister said that the final 
decision will be taken by the Government 
after a consensus is arrived at regarding the 
bargaining agency and the question of recog¬ 
nition, and that in the meantime the existing 
system will continue. What is the existing 
system and what steps did Government take 
before sending this year the labour represen¬ 
tative to the ILO in which the Minister also 
participated ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : So far 
§s the machinery is concerned, the present 
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machinery has representatives of the trade 
union leaders. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
What is the machinery to determine the 
representative character ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Verification 
is the machinery. In 1968, if I mistake not, 
verification had taken place and in the 
current year we shall have the second 
verification. Verification will be done to 
determine the representative character, I 
know the breakaway-. (Interruptiom). The 
trade union leaders know it very well. 

MR. SPEAKER : When you put a 
question, you should try to be as concise and 
brief as possible. The question may be 
linked with previous parts if you want ; they 
may be linked together but it must be one 
single question. The Minister should also 
avoid giving long replies. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : There are 
four questions in one question. 

MR. SPEAKER : Much depends on 
you also ; if you give a long reply it becomes 
more difficult for you. We go to the next 
question. 

Closure of Collieries in Asar.sol Coal Belt 

*93. SHRI B. K. MODAK : Will the 
Minister of LABOUR AND REHABILI¬ 
TATION (SHRAM AUR PUNARVAS 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the attention of Govern¬ 
ment has been drawn to the large-scale 
closure of collieries in Asansol Coal belt 
during the last one year ; 

(b) the total number of collieries closed 
down from 1970 upto date ; 

(c) the total number of employees ren¬ 
dered jobless due to the same ; and 

(d) the action Government propose to 
take to reopen these collieries ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRAM AUR PUNARVAS 


MANTRALAYA ME UP MANTRI) (SHRI 
BALGOVIND VERMA): (a) and (b). Atten¬ 
tion of the Government has been drawn to 
the closure of 15 collieries out of about 
200 collieries in the Asansol Coal belt, 

(c) 8000 approximately. 

(d) Out of these 15 collieries, 5 collieries 
wtre got re-opened due to the persuasive 
efforts made by the Officers of the Central 
Industrial Relations Machinery and one by 
bi-partite settlement. 

SHRI B. K. MODAK: It is evident 
from the reply of the hon. Minister that 
there has been widespread closure of 
collieries in the Asansol belt. What are 
the reasons for the closure of the collieries 
and what steps have the Government taken 
to open the collieries which are still closed ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Out of 
200 about 15 collieries were closed and 
out of them five had been reopened. There 
are many causes for the closure : serious 
mining difficulties, financial losses, exhaus¬ 
tion of the coal, etc. Under the circums¬ 
tances we cannot compel the closed collieries 
to start again. Efforts arc being made to 
find out whether they could be opened or 
not but we cannot compel them. 

SHRI B. K. MODAK : What steps have 
the Government taken to see that proper 
compensation or retrenchment benefit is 
given to the miners of the closed mines by 
the management ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Under 
the Industrial Disputes Act there is provision 
that if a worker has worked for more than 
a year in an undertaking, subject to the 
provisions of sub-section (2) he is entitled 
to notice and compensation in accordance 
with the provisions of section 25 (f) of the 
Act. If a worker is retrenched under 
section 25 (f) he will get one month's notice 
and wages as a condition of retrenchment. So, 
when there is retrenchment, then these 
sections apply. But when the collieries have 
been closed, then we cannot compel them 
to make any payment as a condition 
precedent. 
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SEVERAL HON, MEMBERS rose - 

MR. SPEAKER : I will call one by one, 
side by side. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI rose— 

MR. SPEAKER : How are you 
interested ? 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : I am very much 
interested. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT : What is 
the total annual output of coal from these 
collieries and to what extent has this adver¬ 
sely affected the coal supply in this 
country ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : This 
does not arise out of the question. Separate 
notice may be given. {Interruption) 

SEVERAL HON. MEMBERS rose— 

MR. SPEAKER : Did you give the 
reply to that question ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : Yes, 
Sir. I have said that it does not arise and 
that a separate question may be tabled for 
that. ( Interruption ) 

MR. SPEAKER : I have seen the ques¬ 
tion again. This is regarding the closure 
of collieries.

MR. SPEAKER : I am sorry you are 
also irrelevant. I am sorry I cannot allow 
that question. This is not within the scope 
of this question. 


SHRI S. R. DAMANI: May I know 
from the hon. Minister whether it is a fact 
that much stock of coal has accumulated at 
the pit-heads and are piling up, and, on 
the other hand, the factories are suffer¬ 
ing on account of the non-availability of 
coal and that in certain cases the stock of 
coal in the consumer industries is enough 
for only two or three days ? If so, may 
I know from the hon. Minister whether 
any steps are being taken to remedy the 
situation, and- 

MR. SPEAKER : You are completely 
lost in your question. May I request you 
to sit down ? I sometimes have to be a 
little lenient to the new Members, but what 
about you ? You are completely lost in 
your question. Ask a direct question, 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : I am putting 
a direct question. Is it not a fact that the 
accumulation is due to wagon shortage and 
the industries are not getting sufficient coal 
for their requirements ? May I know 
whether the Minister is aware of this and 
what steps are the Government going to 
take to remedy the situation ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR) ; The hon. Member is 
right in saying— 

MR SPEAKER : It is only between 
you two. I have not been able to follow his 
question. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : —because, 
the coal movement depends on the wagon 
movement, and there is a serious bottleneck. 
On this point, 1 would advise the hon. 
Member to address his question to the 
Minister concerned, namely, the Railway 
Minister. Regarding the second part, the 
closure is not due to the wagon shortage ; 
the reasons are stated here, as my colleague 
has stated. 

It is because of certain other reasons 
that these 15 collieries are closed. 

DR. RANEN SEN : When the Mini¬ 
ster says that due to mismanagement of 
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financial toss some collieries have been 
closed, may I know whether Government 
have made any serious study of this question 
and not simply taken the information doled 
out by the companies ? It is known to us 
that many companies refuse to pay bonus 
and other dues and they have closed the 
collieries to deprive the workers of their 
legitimate dues. 

SHRl R. K. KHADILKAR : We have 
made a study. I am prepared to give colliery 
by colliery the reasons for closure, but that 
will be a long exercise. But 1 certainly agree 
that in some cases there is an element 
of bypassing the present obligation as far as 
possible. 

SHRI R. N. SHARMA : About section 
25F of the Industrial Disputes Act, the 
minister said closure is not retrenchment, 
whereas it has always been treated as 
retrenchment. How docs he come to the 
conclusion that closure is not retrenchment 
of workers ? 

SHRl R. K. KHADILKAR : On the 
question of retrenchment, it is obligatory on 
the employer to give notice and make pay¬ 
ment. But on the question of closure, 
though it is obligatory, it is difficult to give 
notice. That is the distinction. ( Interruption ) 

MR. SPEAKER : Next question. 

Demand for Increase in Supply of Boiled 
Rice to Kerala 

*94. SHRl C. JANARDHANAN : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether there was any demand 
from Kerala Government to increase the 
supply of boiled rice to that State ; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Government 
thereto ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) and 
(b). The Government of Kerala have, from 
time to time, been demanding supply of as 
much quantity of coarse boiled rice for public 


distribution in the State as possible. While 
Kerala is being given a substantial share 
of the coarse boiled rice available in the 
Central pool, the availability of coarse 
boiled rice and even of boiled rice of medium 
and fine varieties being limited, it is not 
possible to make the entire supply to Kerala 
in the shape of boiled rice. Supply of raw 
rice against part of their requirement is 
inescapable. 

SHRl C. JANARDHANAN : Time and 
again, we, the Kerala members are raising 
this question of boiled rice in this House. 
In the last Lok Sabha also we asked a 
question and almost the same answer was 
given. When we hear such answers, the 
people of Kerala arc forced to think that 
the Central Government are treating us 
with callousness. Anyway, wc are not 
asking for the entire amount of coarse 
boiled rice. We are used to such rice. Now 
it is the monsoon season there and within 
a few days, the whole coastal region will be 
flooded and if you give raw rice to those 
areas, surely cholera will break out there 
and this Government will have to spend 
more to check the cholera. Under these 
circumstances, will the minister reconsider 
the matter and send some more boiled rice 
to Kerala ? 

SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
position of supply of rice in the country 
as a whole including Kerala is very easy. 
The difficulty is about boiled rice. Even 
there we are doing whatever is possible. Out 
of the total coarse hoiled rice available 
27,000 tons weie given to West Bengal and 
2,27,000 tons to Kerala. So the maximum 
that is possible to being given to Kerala. 
Therefore I do not know why the hon. 
Member is complaining. The other types 
of rice are easily available in the country and 
even the Kerala depots are full with rice. 
There is limitation only on the supply of 
boiled rice. 

SHRl C. JANARDHANAN : I Was 
referring to boiled rice and not to some 
other varieties of rice. If the position of 
the Central Government is so difficult on 
this issue, will ihc government consider the 
repeated demand of the Kerala Government 
to supply rice from Andhra to Kerala through 
the FCI ? 
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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
FCI is looking into it and the maximum 
possible help will be given by us. 

SHRI SHANKARRAO SAVANT : 
Which are the areas which demand boiled 
rice ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
Kerala and West Bengal.

SHRI P. R. SHENOY : May 1 know 
whether the artificial scarcity of boiled and 
other rice in Kerala and some parts of 
Mysore cannot be removed by abolishing 
the present zonal system and creating one 
single zone for the whole of South India 7 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 

I do not think a solution is so easy. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : The Food 
Corporation of India is supplying very bad 
quality rice at 20 per cent above the market 
rate. It is very bad quality rice and I 
wish I could produce it here to show how 
really bad it is. Why is it that such rice 
is supplied at such high prices ? Will the 
government enquire into the reasons ? Is 
it not a fact that the bureaucrats of FCI 
are corrupt and that is why this is 
happening ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
There is no shortage of rice in Kerala. In 
fact, even the market availability is easy. 


If there arc any specific cases where our 
standing instructions are not followed, if 
they are brought to our notice, wc will take 
necessary action. Now the consumers can 
get their requirements from the FCI but 
there is no compulsion. Moreove, there 
arc standing instructions that such rice 
should not be issued. 

Nationalisation of Sugar Industry

*95. SHRI MUHAMMED SHERIFF : 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
(KR1SHI MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have chalked 
out any programme to nationalise the sugar 
industry in the country ; and 

(b) if so, the details thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI SHER SINGH) : (a) and (b). The 
Central Government have already set up a 
Commission of Inquiry on the 28th 
September, 1970 under the Chairmanship 
of a 'etired Chief Justice of Calcu ta High 
Court to undertake a detailed and com¬ 
prehensive examination of the working 
of the sugar industry and the various pro¬ 
blems relating thereto, especially in the 
context of the demand for nationalisation 
of the industry. Government will examine 
the matter further on receipt of the report 
of the Commission. 

SHRI MUHAMMED SHERIFF : May 
I know whether the Government expect, 
after the decontrol of sugar, any upward 
trend in the price of Sugar, particularly in 
Tamil Nadu where there is a glut of stocks ? 

SHRI SHER SINGH : This question 
is about the nationalisation of the industry. 

MR. SPEAKER- : The upward trend 
of prices too big a question to be answered 
on this very simple question. You can ask 
another question. 
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SHRI MUHAMMED SHERIFF : Does 
he want notice ? 

MR. SPEAKER : No, this is not within 
the scope of this question ; it is not 
relevant. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Since the 
hon. Minister has mentioned that a com¬ 
mission has been appointed to investigate 
into the working and various aspects of 
the sugar mills and unless that report is 
submitted the Government is unable o 
take a decision, I would like to know 
whether he is aware that the Chief Minister 
of Uttar Pradesh, after a unanimous decision 
of the UP Cabinet, has requested the Central 
Government to give the green signal to 
the Uttar Pradesh Government to nationalise 
this industry. Why is this matter being 
delayed; is this due to the pressure of 
the sugar magnates ? Why is the Central 
Government feeling hesitant to nationalise 
or to give the green signal to the UP Govern¬ 
ment to nationalise the sugar industry ? 

THE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 
(KRISHI MANTRI)-(SHRI F. A. 
AHMED) : The hon. Member is aware 
that there has been difference of opinion 
regarding the competency of the State 
Government or the Central Government to 
legislate so far as nationalisation is concer¬ 
ned. According to the opinion available 
to us, both the State Government and the 
Central Government are competent to legis¬ 
late on this matter. We have given that 
information to the UP Government. So far 
as the Central Government is concerned, we 
cannot go in for legislation on a piecemeal 
basis because we have to take into considera¬ 
tion all the States concerned and that will 
be done after the report of the inquiry 
commission is available to us. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, I want 
to seek a clarification. 

MR. SPEAKER : No. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL : May I 
know from the Government whether coopera¬ 
tive sugar factories will be excluded from 
the proposal of nationalisation ? 


SHRI SHER SINGH : It depends 
upon the recommendations that we shall 
receive from the Commission. 
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Construction of Bokaro Steel Plant 

*96. SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA : 
Will the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRI) be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether the construction work of 
Bokaro Steel Plant is being handicapped 
at present owing to an acute shortage of steel 
material; and 

(b) the steps taken by Government to 
solve the problem ? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRI) 
(SHRI MOHAN KUMARAMANGALAM): 
(a) and (b). To a certain extent, the progress 
of structural fabrication and erection work 
for the Bokaro Steel Plant has been affected 
by the shortage of some strategic sections 
of steel. Necessary steps have been taken 
for import of such of the critical require¬ 
ments as cannot be met in time from the 
indigenous production. 


SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA : Sir, 
the indigenous production comes from the 
Heavy Engineering Corporation, Ranchi and 
the Mining and Metals Corporation, Dur- 
gapur. May I know whether during the 
last throe years, those two Corporations did 
not supply indigenous steel and, therefore, 
the cause of Bokaro Steel Plant is going to 
be hampered ? 

SHRI MOHAN KUMARAMANGA¬ 
LAM : The hon. Member is not entirely 
correct in saying that steel is coming from 
the Heavy Enginesing Corporation and 
the Mining and Allied Machinery Corpora¬ 
tion. The shortage of steel has nothing 
to do with the shortage of equipment that 
is not manufactured in time by the Heavy 
Engineering Corporation Steel is produced 
by the Steel Plants in the country. But in 
certain sections, we have not been able to 
produce an adequate amount of steel. That 
is the reason for the shortage. 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA : The 
hon. Minister has stated in his reply 
that the Government is going to import 
steel. May 1 know from which countries 
the Government is going to import steel ? 

SHRI MOHAN KUMARMANGA- 
LAM : We are planning to import steel fiom 
USSR and Japan. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI : May 
I know whether as a result of these difficul¬ 
ties and delay in importing the required 
steel for strategic construction sectors, the 
cost schedule of the first phase of Bokaro 
Steel project will be further raised ? 

SHRI MOHAN KUMARAMANGA¬ 
LAM : No, Sir,

(b) Hindustan Steel Limited expect 
that, subject to satisfactory industrial rela¬ 
tions, production of steel from their steel 
plants at Bhilai, Rourkelaand Durgapur in 
1971-72 would exceed the actual production 
in 1970-71 by nearly J.O million tonnes of 
steel ingots. Towards this end, they are 
taking all necessary measures which include 
organisation of maintenance programmes 
for enhancement of equipment availability, 
speeding up mijor capital programmes so 
as to correct existing imbalance in produc* 
tion facilities, procurraent of raw materials. 


essential spares, refractories, locos and 
introduction of technological improvements 
etc. For this, a three-year rolling plan 
is being prepared for each plant and the 
organisation is being geared to attain the 
production targets for 1971-72. 

A 'Task Force' has been constituted 
in the Ministry to evaluate performance 
every month, to deal with problem areas 
effectively and to ensure proper implemen¬ 
tation of the various decisions taken.

(d) No, Sir. 

Statement 

The workers of the Durgapur Steel 
Plant observed three general strikes during 
the last six months from November, 1970 
to April, 1971. On 8.12.1970, the workers 
observed Bangla Bundh for 24 hours in 
response to a call made by some political 
parties on the following issues 
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(i) Soaring prices of commodities ; 

(ii) Withdrawal of Central Industrial 
Security Force and Central 
Reserve Police for alleged atroci¬ 
ties committed by police. 

(Hi) Immediate mid-term Election in 
the State. 

On 22.21971, another Bangla Bundh 
was observed as a mark of respect to the 
memory of late Shri Hcmantakumar Bose, 
President of the Ali-India Forward Bloch 
Party who was fatally stabbed in Calcutta 
on 20.2.1971. February 22, 1971 was dec¬ 
lared as a public holiday by the State 
Government. 

The Third Bangla Bundh was observed 
on 31.3. 1971 on a Call given by political 
parties in the State against repressive 
measures in East Bengal. 

Besides the above general strikes, there 
were several instances of stoppage of work 
by the workers without notice, to press 
their demands regarding manning, upgrada- 
tion of posts, etc. 

Famine Areas 

*100. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISRA .

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI

(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) 
Only in Bihar State an area covering 20 
blocks in 8 districts has been declared famine 
affected area. Scarcity conditions have been 
reported by the Governments of Andhra 
Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Kerala, Jammu & 
Kashmir, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Mysore and Rajasthan. 

(b) tHh State Government has drawn 
Up a relief programme potting about Rs. 12 


crores, which includes provision for hard 
manual labour schemes, gratuitous relief, 
public health measures, drinking water supply, 
cattle relief, energisation of wells and minor 
irrigation schemes. A central team of 
officers is visiting the state shortly to make 
an on the spot assessment of the situation 
and the request of the State Government 
for central assistance will be considered on 
receipt of the team’s report. Meanwhile, the 
State Government has allotted Rs. 1.75 
crores for immediate relief measures.

taken by Government of the detailed survey 
with regard to the implementation of Rs. 306 
crores Master Plan for fisheries from the 
Kerala Government ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : The 
Master Plan proposes introduction of 555 
large steel-hulled vessels and 8100 mechanised 
boats, development of 16 fishing harbours, 
creation of capacity for additional production 
of 950 tonnes of ice per day, provision of 
2200 tonnes of cold storage capacity, eastabli- 
shment of 14 boat building yards and 22 
centres for the construction of steel-hulled 
trawlers, 19 repair and refitting workshops, 
4 wire-less stations, 1 net making factory, 
6 industrial estates, 10 canning plants, 14 
fish meal plants, 1 marine diesel engine 
factory etc. The Plan also envisages organi¬ 
sation of 4050 primary cooperative societies, 
construction of nearly 35,000 houses for 
fishermen, 186 fish markets and 340 fish 
stalls. The total outlay envisaged in the Plan 
is Rs. 305.92 crores. 

The Plan covers a period of 20 years, 
that is, a period which would normally be 
covered by four five year plans. A detailed 
survey with regard to implementation of the 
Plan is, therefore, not practicable at this 
stage. The Plan, however, provides a useful 
framework with reference to which the five 
year plans and detailed programmes 'can be 
formulated. The programmes listed in the 
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Master man, relate to over-all development 
of Frisherles in the State, and concern all 
sectors of the economy—public, private and 
cooperative. It is accordingly necessary to 
have a broad assessment of the resources 
expected to be mobilised in the various 
sectors including I he private and cooperative 
sectors so ihat the formulations in the Plan 
may be effectively co-related to the total 
resources likely to be available. This has 
already been suggested to the State Govern¬ 
ment. The Fourth Five Year Plan of the 
State envisages an outlay of Rs. 11 crores. 
The programmes under the State Plan have 
been examined in detail in consultation with 
the State Government. In addition, several 
schemes for construction of harbours in the 
State, survey of resources and subsidy for 
deep sea fishing vessels have been taken up 
by the Central Government. Additional 
investment is also expected in the public and 
cooperative sectors. Detailed plans can be 
usefully drawn up only in respect of such 
programmes for which funds have been 
earmarked or are likely to be available for 
development or investment in commercial 
ventures. The assessment of resources in 
various sectors which the State Government 
has been requested to undertake will facilitate 
more detailed planning for successive phases 
in the period of 20 years covered by the 
Master Plan. 

Durgapur Steel Plant 

*102. SHRI TR.1D1B CHAUDHURI :

THE MINISTER OF STEEL & MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRI) (SHRI 
MOHAN KUMARAMANGALAM) : (a) 

The ninth open hearth furnace in Durgapur 
Steel Plant was commissioned only on 
9-4-1971. It is too early to estimate the 
increase in production as the furnace avail¬ 
ability in general was less due to some of the 
furnaces remaining under repair. There was, 
therefore, no appreciable increase in product¬ 
ion immediately. However, in comparison the 
production of 58, 123 tonnes of steel ingots 
in March, 1971, the production in April was 
60,534 tonnes and the present rate of pro¬ 
duction for month of May is around 68,000 
tonnes of steel ingots. 

(h) The installed capacity of the 
Durgapur Steel Plant is 1.6 million tonnes 
of steel ingots. The ninth open hearth 
furnace is a part of the 1.6 million tonnes 
expansion stage. 

(c) The production target for 1971-72 
is 1.15 million tonnes of steel ingots. It is, 
however, too early to estimate what would be 
the gap between the installed capacity and the 
production of steel in 1971-72. 

(d) Yes, Sir. 

Workers’ Participation in Management 
of Public and Private Undertakings

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR &

(b) Apart from the statutory Works 
Committee, the scheme of Joint Management 
Councils has been in operation on a voluntary 
basis both in public and private sector 
undertakings since 1958. Government have 
also decided to introduce a scheme for the 
appointment of a workers’ representative on 
the Boards of Management of some appro¬ 
priate public sector undertakings. The 
Nationalised Banks (Management and 
Miscellaneous Provisions) Scheme, 1970 
framed under the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) 
Act 1970 inter alia provides for the 
appointment of one Director from among the 
employees of the Nationalised bank who are 
workmen on the Board of Directors. A 
scheme for the workers to hold some shares 
in suitable central public sector undertakings 
is also under consideration of the 
Government. 


Scheme to form Labour Pools for unprotected 
Port £ nd Dock Workers 


*104. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Will 
the Minister of LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the scheme to form labour 
pools for unprotected workers in ports and 
docks has been implemented in any of 
the ports ;

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR): (a) As far as Dock 
Labour Boards are concerned, apart from 
registered gnd unregistered Scheme farmed 
undo: the Dock Workers (Regulation of 
Employment) 1943 in respect of the 
Dock Labour Boards at Bombay, Calcutta, 


Madras, Cochin, Visakhapatnam, Mormugao 
and Kandla, Government have no such 
scheme. However, in Bombay Docks, 
engagement of General Purpose Mazdoors 
and in Madras engagement of casual workers 
is regulated in terms of memoranda of 
settlement between the Employers and the 
Unions. Further, the Bombay Custom 
House Agents have formed a Labour Pool 
of clearing and forwarding workers from 4th 
May, 1971. 

(b) and (c). The Genera! Purpose 
Mazdoors including clearing gang workers 
and tindels, palawalias and sewingmen in* 
Bombay Docks get benefits of permanency 
and monthly wages and other benefits such 
as Provident Fund, Gratuity, Roster off, etc. 

In the case of Madras Docks, Casual 
Workers in the pool run by the Madras 
Stevedores Association, get all the benefits 
such as Minimum Guaranteed Wages, 
Attendance Allowance, Rotational Booking, 
Paid Holidays, Medical Facilities etc. 
admissible to the Listed Dock Workers. 

In the case of clearing and forwarding 
workers of Bombay Custom House Agents 
Labour Pool, workers in ‘A’ category will 
get employment by rotation, 15 days Minimum 
Guaranteed Wages, Attendance Allowance, 
Paid Holidays and Weekly Off. Workers 
in category ‘B’ will be given preference for 
employment as and when there is a shortage 
of labour from list ‘A’. 
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Financial Crisis in Sugar Mills of 
Southern States 

*106. SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN :

(b) Yes, Sir. 

(c) To reduce the difficulties of factories 
carrying larger proportion of stocks to pro¬ 
duction, releases of sugar for sale are now 
being made in proportion to stocks held 
instead of production. Additional releases 
of sugar have also been given to such 
factories. 
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Relay Hunger-strike by Workers of Bailadila 
Iron Ore Project, Madhya Pradesh

(b) and (c). Earlier one of the workers' 
unions had submitted a charter of demand* 
to the Management regarding implementation 
of revised pay-scales and other fringe benefits 
as recommended by the Wage Structure 
Committee, The dispute was taken up in 
conciliation by the Assistant Labour Com¬ 
missioner (Central), Raipur/ Even during the 
pendency of the conciliaWbn proceedings 
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some representatives of the union started a 
hunger strike. The hunger strike was called 
off on the intervention of the officers of the 
Control Industrial Relations Machinery. The 
negotiations on the demands arc in progress. 

Benefits available to Small Farmers for 
Agriculture Development Plans 

*109. SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE (KR1SHI 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) the latest study, if any, made of the 
appropriation by a small minority of rich 
farmers of the lion’s share of total agricul¬ 
tural production; 

(b) the position in respect of the alleged 
near-monopoly of such rich farmers in 
respect of the allocations to them of irrigation, 
credit, fertilisers, seeds, implements and other 
facilities ; 

(c) the extent to which benefits of the 
new technology arc available, if at all, to the 
small farmers ; and 

(d) Government’s present thinking and 
performance projects in this matter ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (K.RISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN UP MANTRI) 
(SHRI JAGANNATH PAHADIA) : (a) 

to (d). The two main objectives of the 
Fourth Plan in the agricultural sector are to 
increase agricultural production by about 
30% per annum and to enable the maximum 
participation of the rural community particu¬ 
larly the weaker sections in development and 
share its benefits. It has been accepted that 
in the uneven pattern of distribution of land¬ 
holdings, the new agricultural technology 
making it available the resources and tools 
of development has tended to sharpen the 
disparity between the more privileged and the 
less privileged. 

A number of studies conducted at the 
instance of the Planning Commission show 
that the small farmers were not less 
progressive than the larger in their willingness 


to adopt modern inputs and agricultural 
practices, They were, however, handicapped 
by such factors as fragmentation of holdings, 
insecurity of tenure, inadequate and untimely 
supply of imputs and water, lack of credit 
facilities and unsatisfactory arrangements for 
marketing and storage. The All India Rural 
Credit Review Committee has also referred 
to the fact that the small farmers have not 
benefited in proportion either to the numbers 
or their needs through the various programmes 
of rural development and that this is parti¬ 
cularly true regarding availability of 
institutional credit for agriculture. They had, 
therefore, recommended, apart from ihe 
general re-orientation of loaning policies apd 
procedures, the setting up of special agencies 
as a pilot experiment to undertake specific 
measures for helping potentially viable small 
fanners to earn the surplus out of their farm 
business and activities. 


This recommendation has been accepted 
by the Government and a Central Sector 
project for setting up 46 Small Farmers 
Development Agencies in selected districts to 
benefit about 30,000 small farmers in each is 
being implemented. These Agencies will 
identify the programmes of small farmers in 
their areas, prepare appropriate programmes 
and ensure availability of inputs, service and 
credit, through the existing institutions as far 
as possible. A grant of R$. 1*5 crores 

approximately will be provided for each such 
Agency by the Government of India during 
the Fourth Plan. 


In addition, another project for the large 
class of sub-marginal farmers, agricultural 
labourers and landless labourers, a .pilot 
project for provision of supplementary 
occupations and other employment oppor¬ 
tunities has also been drawn up to be 
implemented in 41 selected areas all over 
the country. Each such project is expected to 
cover about 20,000 among this category. A 
grant of Rs. 1 crore roughly has been made 
available for each project in the IV Plan. So 
far 45 projects in SFDA and 34 projects in 
MFAL have been approved by the 
Government of India. The experience in 
these projects is expected to yield results foa 
wider application for the development of the 
less-privileged section in the rural community. 
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Loss incurred by Hindustan Steel Ltd.

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRI) 
(SHRI MOHAN KUMARAMANGALAM) : 

(a) Hindustan Steel Limited incurred a loss 
of Rs, 104.73 million in 1969-70. The 
accounts for the year 1970-71 arc being 
compiled and the position would be known 
only after the accounts for this year arc 
closed and audited. The present indications, 
however, are that the Company would incur 
a loss during 1970-71 also, which might be 
more or less of the same order as in the 
preceding year. 

(b) The loss is primarily due to 
production during 1970-71 being lower than 
that in 1969-70 in the Durgapur Rourkcla 
Steel Plants, which, in turn, was due partly 
to disturbed industrial relations throughout 
the year in Durgapur and during the first 
half of the year in Rourkela. There were also 
certain technical and operational constraints/ 
deficiencies at these Plants. 

(c) Within the limitations imposed by 
the industrial relations situation, the 
Management of Hindustan Steel Limited is 
concentrating on all possible efforts to raise 
production to rated capacity levels as rapidly 
as possible. These include improved main¬ 
tenance of plant and equipment, procurement 
of spares, refractories, locos and other 
essential materials, speeding up of capital 
programmes required to correct imbalances 
in production facilities, intioduction of 
technological improvements, etc. 


Development of Basic Forest Resources for 
Industrial Requirements 


*111. SHRI TEJA SINGH SWATAN-

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

(SHRI SHER SINGH) : (a) and (b). Yes 
Sir. A Centrally-sponsored scheme ‘Planta¬ 
tion of quick-growing Species’ was specially 
introduced during the Third Plan period 
aiming at plantation of fast growing species 
such as Eucalyptus, Bamboos, etc., to meet 
the growing demand of raw materials for 
the forest based industries particularly pulp 
and paper. The scheme was introduced 
with the object of creating an industrial 
bias in the country, to meet the rapidly 
growing requirements of these industries, 

2,58,460 hectares were planted up with 
these species during 1961-62 to 1968-69. 
This scheme is now in the State Sector and 
accordingly State Forest Departments pro¬ 
pose to raise 3,02,000 hectares during the 
current Five Year Plan. In 1969-70 and 
1970-71, about 97,000 hectares have been 
planted up with last-growing species. 

The scheme on ‘Raising of Economic 
Plantations of Industrial and Commercial 
Uses in the State Sector also provides for 
raising of the economic species suitable for 
forest-based industries such as panel-woods, 
matches, etc. 


6,02,300 hectares of Economic Plantations 
weie raised during 1961-62 to 1963-69 and 
?,39,I70 hectares will be covered during 
Fourth Plan period under this scheme. 
During 1969-70 and-1970-71 about 1,07,580 
hectares have been planted.

Production of milk goes down substanti¬ 
ally during summer months in the Delhi 
milk shed area because of the natural lacta¬ 
tion cycle of buffaloes.

In order to ensure 
supply of fluid milk to the consumers, par¬ 
ticularly to children expectant and nursing 
mothers, patients, hospitals etc., it becomes 
necessary to impose restrictions on the uti¬ 
lization of milk for the manufacture of 
milic products including khoa, rubree, paneer, 
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cream, casein, skimmed milk or any kind 
of sweets in the preparation of which milk 
or any of its products except ghee, is an 
ingrediant. Some of these like khoa and 
rubree are luxury items, 

2. In the interest of maintaining and 
increasing supply of milk and for securing 
its equitable distribution the Central Gov¬ 
ernment have been promulgating “ the Delhi, 
Meerut and Bulandshahr Milk and Milk 
Products Control Order” every year from 
the year 1968 to 1971. This order is pro¬ 
mulgated with the concurrence of U.P. 
Government and Delhi Administration. 
Similar Orders aie also promulgated by 
Punjab and Haryana Governments. 

3. The Delhi, Meerut and Bulandshahr 
Milk and Milk Products Control Order does 
not ban the utilisation of milk for the manu¬ 
facture and sale of ice cream, kulfi or 
kulfa, in the preparation of which no khoa, 
rubree or cream is used. The Control Order 
also does not prohibit the manufacture,of 
sweets other than those in the preparation 
of which milk or any of its products, except 
ghee, is an ingredient. The Control Order 
is also limited to a period of 90 days 
or less during summer months when the 
availability of milk is in short supply. During 
the year 1971. the Control Order will be- 
applicable only for 70 days fiom 7th of May 
1971 to 15th of July, 1971. Thus, while, 
some hardship is unavoidable, every clTort 
is made to restrict this hardship to as small 
a number as possible and for a limited period 
only. 

4. The following measures are in hand 
for increasing milk production in the milk- 
shed areas of Delhi Milk Scheme 

(i) Under Operation Flood, an amount 
of Rs. 18 to 20 crores has been 
earmarked for expansion of milk 
processing facilities in Delhi 
and for increasing milk production 
in the milk-shed areas of Delhi 
Milk Schemes, located in U.P, 
Haryana, Punjab and Rajasthan 
States. The increase in production 
will be achieved amongst others by 
provision of technical inputs which 
will include production of ready 
mixed concentrates and green fod¬ 


der, artificial insemination, veteri¬ 
nary services and medicines and calf 
rearing assistance. 

(ii) Four Intensive Cuttle Development 
Projects with an outlay of over 
Rs. 80 lakhs per project during the 
period of five years are being imp¬ 
lemented in the District of Meerut 
in U P., Districts of Gurgaon and 
Karnal in Haryana and the District 
of Bikaner in Rajasthan. These 
projects provide for a comprehensive 
development programme including, 
among other things upgrading of 
cattle by artificial insemination, feed 
and fodder development, veterinary 
aid and dairy extension activities. 

Central assistance to States for Projects 
under Integrated Dry-Land Agricul¬ 
tural Scheme

to (d). During the Fourth Plan period 
and starting from 1970-71, there will be 
24 Pilot Projects under Dry Land Farming 
in 12 States. During 1970-71, 9 projects 
were started, one each in Andhra Pradesh, 
Gujarat, Haryana, Madhya Pradesh, Mahara¬ 
shtra, Mysore, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and 
Uttar Pradesh and these will continue 
during 1971-72 and onwards. 
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'The remaining IS pilot projects will start 
from 1971-72 onwards. Proposals for 
starting 13 new projects have been received 
from the State Governments of Andhra 
Pradesh, Bihar, Gujarat, Haryana, Jummu 
and Kashmir, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Mysore. Orissa, Tamil Nadu and Uttar 
Pradesh. The proposals for two projects 
from Rajasthan are still awaited. 

The main points include soil conserva¬ 
tion, land development, suitable tillage 
operations and soil management ; water 
harvesting practices ; use of Sprinkler Irriga¬ 
tion ; introduction of new varieties, new 
crops and improved implements and training 
of farmers. Coordination between the ICAR 
Research Centres and the project is an 
important feature of these projects. 

The total cost of the new projects drawn 
up by the Slate Governments excluding 
Rajasthan comes to about Rs. 2.89 crores 
for 1971-72. The Government of India have 
approved all the proposals which have so 
far been received. 

Since it is a Centrally sponsored scheme, 
besides, technical guidance, the entire cost 
of the scheme comprising of loans and 
grants will be met by the Centre. The 
amount of assistance will vary from project 
to project depending upon the actual situation 
obtaining in each project.

Assistance sought by States for Refugees 
from East Bengal

The Govern¬ 
ments of border States, viz, West Bengal, 
Assam, Meghalaya and Tripura, to which 
the refugees are trekking from their homes 
in Ea-t Bengal, are providing necessary 
relief facilities in the shape of Shelter, food 
and medical assistance, under instructions 
from the Government of India. The cost 
of all such relief measures is, however, 
borne by the Central Government. 

It is expected that these refugees will 
return to their homes as soon as conditions 
become favourable. It is, therefore, the 
policy of the Government of India to provide 
accommodation for them as far as possible 
in border States only, from where repatria¬ 
tion to their homes in East Bengal will be 
relatively easier. 

For the same reason, the question of 
providing any employment to these refugees 
in India does not arise. 

No refuges is reported to have entered 
Nagaland according to available information.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY AF STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI (SHRI 
SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) and (b). 
The Geological Survey of India is already 
engaged in a systematic exploration of the 
bauxite deposits in the area east of Nileswa-, 
run District Cannanore, Kerala. As a result 
of the investigation carried out so far, five 
bauxite patches have been demarcated, 
aggregating about 4 sq. km. In one of the 
patches 96 boreholes were drilled, to tailing 
about 766 metres. The thickness estimated 
from the borehole data approximates 3.5 
metres. Reserves will be assessed after 
completion of drilling. 

(c) and (d). A request has recently been 
received from the Government of Kerala for 
accelerating Bauxite exploration in the State. 
The scope for intensification of operation is 
under continuous review by the Geological 
Survey of India and further acceleration will 
depend upon results obtained from the tests 
being carried out in the area.

Refugees from East Bengal 

463. SHRI DAL1P SINGH : 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : 

SHRI JHARKHANDE RAI : 

Will the Minister of LABOUR AND

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR PUNAR¬ 
VAS MANTRI) (SHRI R.K. KHADILKAR): 
(a). Upto 24.5.1971, 35.56 lakhs of refugees 
have entered India from East Bengal. 

(b) There is no question of settlement 
of these refugees from East Bengal in India ; 
it is expected that they will return to their 
homes as soon as favourable conditions are 
available in East Bengal. 

Accumulation of Coal Stocks In West 
Bengal and Bihar 

464. SHRI C.K. CHANDRAPPAN : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES (ISPAT

huge coal stocks have piled up at the pit- 
heads in West Bengal and Bihar in between 
November 1970 and April 1971 ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWAZ KHAN) : (a). Yes, Sir. 

(b) and tc). Information is available 
up to March, 1971 only. As at the end of 
March, 1971, the pit-head stocks in Bengal- 
Bihar coalfields were estimated at 7.58 million 
tonnes, as against 7.06 million tonnes at the 
beginning of November, 1970. The 
pit-head stocks in the corresponding period 
of 1969-70 were 5.22 million tonnes and 
4.151 million tonnes respectively. 

(d) This was due to non-availability of 
adequate number of wagons for the move¬ 
ment of coal and poor off-take of coal by 
steel plants, Railways and other consumers 
whose coal requirements had been affected 
by strikes. 

Unauthorised Mining by Companies near 
Asansol 

465. SHRI C.K. CHANDRAPPAN: Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES (ISPAT 
AUR KHAN MANTRI) be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government’s attention has 
been drawn to unauthorised mining by some 
companies near Barachak Railway Station 
and Kalipahari area, near Asansol, seriously 
endangering the railway lines: 

<b) if so, the details thereof; 


(c) the steps taken by the Coal Board 
in this direction and the expenses involved 
to rectify the situation ; and 

(d) the measures Government have 
taken or propose to take against this unau¬ 
thorised mining ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI SHAH 
NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) The Coal Board 
has come to know about unauthorised 
mining of coal due to which the main 
railway line between Asansol and Barachak 
stations has been threatened with danger 
of subsidence. The Board has also come to 
know of some unauthorised mining of coal 
in the Kalipahari area near Asansol, which 
has, however, not affected any railway line. 

(b) (i) Details of unauthorised mining 
near Barachak Railway Station. 

Inspection has revealed that in an area 
of about 120 in x 100 m, mostly beneath the 
railway acquired land, unauthorised mining 
was going on recently. Underground coal 
pillars were reduced to very small dimensions 
causing a dangerous condition which posed 
a serious risk of subsidence of the railway 
line. 

(ii) Details of unauthorised mining 
in Kalipahari Area. 

On investigation it was found that three 
small quarries had been opened without 
statutory permission from the Coal Board, 
in the Kusadanga seam along the Numia 
river, in the Ghusick mouza near Kalipahari 
in the Asansol sub-division. 

(c) (i) Towards unauthorised mining 
near Barachak Railway Station. 

The Coal Board, in consultation with the 
Director-General of Mines Safety took imme- 
diat action in erecting forty three (43) B.G. 
sleeper cogs (wooden chocks) in tbe under¬ 
ground galleries in question in order to 
support the roof temporarily to guard against 
any possible collapse of tbe surface above, 
over which the railway line passes. 
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Further precautionary measures adopted 
included the slowing down of trains by the 
Railways, while passing over the area, 
regular inspection of underground workings 
by the officials of the Coal Board, the 
D.G.M.S. and the Railways, and the 
posting of guards. 

To provide for permanent stability of 
the area in question, the following measures 
have already been adopted by the Coal 
Board and work to this end is in progress : 

(a) construction of cement concrete 
pillars ; 

(b) cement concrete walls encasing the 
weak coal pillars in the under¬ 
ground workings ; and 

(c) the filling up of the remaining voids 
with sand. 

The estimated expenditure of the pro¬ 
tective measures outlined above is about 
Rs. 4-40 lakhs (four lakhs forty thousand 
rupees only) 

(ii) Towards unauthorised mining 
in Kalipahari area. 

As these unauthorised mining operations 
have not endangered any neighbouring mine 
railway or road, no protective measures and 
consequent expenditure are involved. 

(d) Action against the offenders has 
already been initiated by the Coal Board. 

Decline in production and profits of National 
Coal Development Corporation 

466. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
Will the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRI) be pleased 

to state : 

(a) whether the production and profit 
of the National Coal Development Corpo¬ 
ration have sharply declined in 1970-71 in 
comparison to the previous years and if so, 
the figures thereof;

(c) whether Government propose to 
probe into the working of the National Coal 
Development Corporation in view of the 
serious criticisms of wastage, lack of planning

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) The production of 
the National Coal Development Corporation 
has not declined in 1970-71. The production 
during the year 1970-71 was 13.77 million 
tonnes as against 13.75 million tonnes in 
1969-70. 

The annual accounts for the year 1970-71 
have not yet been finalised. The provisional 
estimate indicates a loss of about Rs. 42 
lakhs as against the profit of Rs. 106.42 lakhs 
in 1969-70. 

(b) The factors responsible for the 
likely loss in 1970-71 are : 

(i) Increase in variable dearness 
allowance of the workers, increase 
in power tariff, and higher cost of 
machinery and equipment without 
corresponding increase in the selling 
price of coal ; 

(ii) Inadequate demand for coal in the 
first half of the year ; and 

(lii) Unsatisfactory transport position. 

(c) and (d). The performance of the 
National Coal Development Corporation 
during the year 1970-71 (which was an 
unfavourable one for the entire coal 
industry) has been fairly satisfactory. It is 
not correct to say that the Corporation 
has been following an anti-labour 
policy, or that there is wastage, lack of 
planning and general inefficiency. Hence, 
Government do not propose to conduct any 
probe into the working of the Corporation 
at present. 
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Coal found in Bankura District 
(West Bengal) 

467. SHRIMATI BIBHA GHOSH : 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA : 

Will the Minister of STEEL AND 
MINES (1SPAT AUR KHAN MANTRI) 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Geological Survey had 
discovered a considerable deposit of coal in 
Bankura District, West Bengal ; 

(b) if so, the details thereof ; and 

(c) the steps likely to be taken to locate 
and utilise this coal deposits ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(1SPAT AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI SHAH 
NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) and (b). As a result 
of the investigations carried out by the 
Geological Survey of India a small area 
called Barjora coalfield was discovered in the 
year 1951. This coalfield spreads over an 
area of 33 Sq. km. and the total gross 
reserves are of about 24.7 m. tonnes including 
12 m. tonnes of proved reserves of inferior 
grades of non-coking coal. 

(c) Prospect of utilisation of the coal 
from this field do not seem to be bright, in 
view of the coal being non-coking and inferior 
in quality. The seams are generally thin 
and the proximily of the large Raniganj 
coalfield supplying better quality coal will 
also deter utilisation of these coal deposits 
at present. 

Strike by Workers of Chrestien Mica 
Industries, Sibsagar, Hazaribagh 
Bihar

The Marine 
Geology Unit of Geological Survey of India 
set up in 1965 is carrying out exploration 
work in off-shore areas in Indian ocean and 
it has drawn a long term programme for 
exploration of the entire continental shelf 
of the cuuuliy. As a result of the work so 
far done, sixteen million tonnes of high 
grade calcareous sand have been proved in 
two lagoons in Laccadive Islands. A Preli¬ 
minary Survey of the reported occurrences 
of Phasphorite ‘ off North Andamans has 
also been taken up by Geological Survey of 
India and samples collected from the sea 
bottom are being analysed. The question 
of exploiting mineral deposits in sea-bed 
will be considered after the Survey in the 
off shore areas is completed. 

Closure of iron and manganes ore Mines 

470. SHRI DHANDAPANI : Will the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES (ISPAT 
AUR KHAN MANTRI) be pleased to 
state: 
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(a) whether a number of iron and 
manganese ore mines are likely to be closed 
if effective steps are not immediately taken 
to move the ores to the ports of exports ;

Govern¬ 
ment is not aware of any iron ore or 
manganese mine about to be closed down 
for want of wagons to moye the ore to the 
ports. 

However, the Government of India are 
fully aware of the gravity of the situation 
arising out of shortage of wagons for the 
movement of iron ore, manganese ore, etc., 
in the Bengal-Bihar area. This is mainly due 
to increasing thefts of railway equipment. 
Steps are being taken, in consultation with 
State Governments, to improve the 
position. 

Provision of Tube-Wells for Irrigation to 
Rural Areas of Delhi

The concerned State Agro-Industries Cor¬ 
porations are taking steps to arrange return 
of modified RS-09 tractors according to the 
terms of that Protocol. 

No special arrangements 
have been made to import tractors in replace¬ 
ment of defective RS-09 tractors. However, 
the concerned Slate Agro-Industries Corpora¬ 
tions have been advised to arrange replace¬ 
ment of RS-09 tractors with popular makes 
of tractors such as Zetor, and Ursus to the 
extent possible. In case where the farmers do 
not wish for any other tractor, the Corpora¬ 
tions could consider the question of 
repayment in cash in consultation with the 
financial institution that had advanced the 
loan in the first instance. Allotment of 
these tractors has already been made by 
this Ministry to the concerned State Agro- 
Industries Corporations out of current 
import. More tractors will be allotted to 
them according to their availability.

(b) The decline in the production was 
mainly due to shortage of wagons for the 
transport of coal and the reduced off-take 
of coal by steel plants etc. 

(c) and (d). Setting up of many major 
thermal power stations is already envisaged 
in the Fourth Five Year Plan and more may 
be taken up in the subsequent Plans. There 
are similar developmental programmes in 
some of the other major coal consuming 
sectors. The Government have set up a 
High Powered Committee to recommend a 
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National Fuel Policy and its recommenda¬ 
tions are expected to have considerable 
impact on the future development of the 
Coal Industry.

The U.S. Embassy, in New Delhi 
brought to our notice in February, 1971 a

States under false Customs Declaration, by 
Messrs Herters Inc. Waseca, Minnesota. 
The number of skins imported and the 
source from which they were obtained in 
India are not available. There is no 
information to show that these neck heckles 
were removed from Mudumalai Sanctuary in 
Tamil Nadu. Further investigations regarding 
other sources of supply are however in 
progress. 

Unhealthy Conditions in Refugee Camps 
for Displaced Persons from 
East Pakistan

Due to over-crowding 
caused by sudden influx of a large number 
of refugees, there has been initially some 
difficulty in ensuring the requisite standards 
of sanitation. But necessary arrangements 
have now been geared up through the Public 
Health Departments of the State Govern¬ 
ments for providing medical and public 
health facilities, including water supply and 
sanitation, to meet the requirements of the 
refugee population in the camps. Wherever 
necessary, the Central Government is pro¬ 
viding medical stores, drugs, disinfectants, 
and also, in certain cases, medical personnel 
to strengthen the State Governments* depart¬ 
mental organisations. Continued vigilance 
is being kept against the outbreak of epidemb 
diseases. The refugees are immunized against 
Cholera and Smallpox after registration at 
the camp. Other preventive measures which 
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are being taken include intensification of 
immunization campaign in the areas borde¬ 
ring East Bengal, stockpiling of adequate 
quantities of vaccines, disinfectants and 
drugs, improvement of environmental sanita¬ 
tion, particularly disinfection of water 
sources, and provision of extra beds for 
isolation of infections cases.

KHAN) : (a) to (d). About 79 workers 
of East and West Mine of the Chasnala 
Colliery of M/s. Indian Iron & Steel Co. 
Limited, P. O. Patherdih (Dhanbad) resorted 
to tool down strike without notice with effect 
from the first shift of 2 4.1971, on the ground 
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that the workmen previously employed by 
contractors for shaft Furnishing Work in 
Chasnala Colliery and who were retrenched 
but later re-employed by the Management 
of USCO for a temporary period should be 
made permanent, on tneir existing salaries. 
The strike spread to all the sections of the 
Mine with effect from 3.4.1971. 831 workers 
of Chasnala Colliery were directly involved 
in the dispute. As a result of this strike, 
the work of the Repeway used for transpor¬ 
ting Coal from the Jitpur Colliery to their 
Chasnala Coal Washery was also stopped ; 
thereby the management was forced to lay 
off about 2,000 workers of Jitpur Colliery. 
The strike was sponsored by the Mine 
Mazdoor Union. 

The Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(Central) Dhanbad-H immediately intervened 
and called the parties for discussions on 
5.4.1971 and 6.4.1971 but no settlement 
could be reached. While efforts were being 
made for calling off the strike, the President 
of the Minj Mazdoor Union resorted to 
hunger strike with effect from 7 P. M. on 
17.4 1971. The strike and the hunger strike 
were, however, called off with effect from 
the second shift of 20.4.1971 on the basis of 
an understanding reached between the 
parties during the discussions before the 
Additional Chief Secretary to the Government 
of Bihar, Patna on 13.4.1971 and further 
discussions with the Deputy Commissioner, 
Dhanbad on 20.4 1971. 

The issue regarding preference in absorp¬ 
tion of workers who were previously 
employed by contractors against future 
vacancies in IISCO as also question of 
wages during the strike period etc. were to 
be referred to- the arbitration of the Chief 
Labour Commissioner (Central). The arbi¬ 
tration agreement in this regard is awaited 
from the parties.

varieics. The Government have accepted 
the recommendation at (a). As regards 
recommendation (b), it has been decided 


that the procurement prices for all varieties 
of wheat other than indigenous red will 
continue to be at Rs. 76 per quintal. As 
regards the indigenous red variety, it has 
been decided that the State Government 
will fix its price in consultation with the 
Central Government provided it is at least 
Rs. 2 per quintal lower than the prices of the 
standard variety. 

The Commission have also recently 
submitted Reports on Price Policy for 
Sugarcane, Cotton and Jute as also on 
Minimum Support Prices for Kharif Cereals 
for 1971-72 season. These Reports are 
under consideiation of Government.

(c) As it is expected that these refugees 
will go back to their homes as soon as 
normal conditions arc available. Govern¬ 
ment does not propose to take any action 
for their rehabilitation in India. 

(d) Yes. The Government of India have 
sent an appeal to all foreign Governments 
seeking their help in solving this colossal 
human problem. Some assistance both in 
cash and in kind has been received from 
some International Voluntary Organisations. 
A delegation from UNHCR has also visited 
the refugee camps and has made an assess¬ 
ment of the situation and the needs. The 
quantum of foreign assistance that may be 
forthcoming, is however, still not known. 

(e) The actual expenditure incurred is 
not available as most of the expenditure 
is incurred by the State Governments to 
be eventually reimbursed by the Government 
of India. A sum of Rs. 6 crores 80 lakhs 
has been sanctioned to the concerned State 
Governments etc. as 'on account advances’ 
upto 24.5.1971 for expenditure on relief 
and Rs. 800 lakhs advanced to the Food 
Corporation of India for procurement of 
food grains for these refugees.

The following 
points were discussed at the meeting : 

1. Level of ceiling . 

It was noted that in a number of States 
the level of ceiling was still on the high side. 
However, since the data available with the 
Committee was considered inadequate it was 
decided that before any decision with regard 
to lowering of ceiling was taken further 
information should be cojlected from the 
various States. 

2. Unit of application of ceiling 

With regard to the unit of application 
of ceiling, it was decided that the manner in 
which ceiling should be made applicable to 
the aggregate area held by all the members 
of a family should be decided after detailed 
information has been received about the 
working of the previsions of the existing 
legislation in the various States. 

3. Exemptions 

It was agreed that the exemptions from 
ceiling should be curtailed to the minimum 
in the light of local conditions.

Foodgrains Prices

Statement 

Recommendations of the Chief Ministers' 
Conference held on i 7-4-1971 . 

1. The target of procurement of wheat 
for 1971-72 marketing season, 
recommended at 4 million tonnes, 
was accepted. 

2. In order to provide continued 
incentive to the farmer, most of the 
States felt that there was no justi¬ 
fication for reducing the procure¬ 
ment price. 

3. The issue prices should not be 
increased in view of the need to 
protect the poorer sections of the 
society. 

4. The need for reviewing the function¬ 
ing of public agencies handling 
foodgrains to work on the principle 
of minimum costs, was emphasized. 

5. It was agreed to eliminate inter¬ 
mediaries as far as possible and 
foodgrains procured directly from 
the cultivators. The services of the 
cooperatives for opening procure¬ 
ment centres in the village to be 
utilised to the maximum extent 
possible, 

6. In view of the rapid build-up of 
stocks, the need for expediting 
construction of storage godowns, 
was emphasized. It was agreed 
that the State Governments wilt 
give maximum possible assistance 
in acquiring land for the purpose 
of storage construction works. 
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7. It was agreed that necessary planning 
of movement be done in consultation 
with the Ministry of Railways to 
ensure that procurement and 
movement go on smoothly during 
the Rabi season. 

8. Considering the improved avail- 
abiliaty of foodgrains, it was felt 
that the remaining restrictions on 
the movement of wheat in the 
statutorily rationed areas of Bombay, 
Calcutta and the Asansol-Durgapur 
industrial complex should be 
removed.

To a certain extent, 
the losses incurred by Heavy Engineering 
Corporation can also be attributed to slow 
build-up of production due to a combination 
of factors, including unsatisfactory industrial 
relations. The heavy burden of interest, 
depreciation and over heads have also contri¬ 
buted to these losses. 

A number of steps have been and arc 
being taken over a wide front to improve 
planning and production control, inslal 
objective-oriented programmes, improve the 
efficiency of management and the produc¬ 
tivity of workers. As a result of these 
measures, the performance of Heavy 
Engineering Corporation is expected to 
improve significantly over the next two 
years.

Loss of Cotton Produce Due to Slump in its 
Price in Gujarat

producing Stales, prices of cotton (lines) 
recorded sharp increases between September 
1970 (the beginning of the current cotton 
season) and January, 1971. From February 
1971, however, prices showe^J some fall. 
Despite this fall, the present prices are 
generally higher than those in the beginning of 
the season or at the corresponding period last 
year. The Economic Adviser’s Index Number 
of Wholesale Prices for raw Cotton for the 
week ending 1st May, 1971 stood at 223.8, 
compared to the corresponding index 188.7 
a year ago, thus showing a rise of about 
19%. 

(b) The fall in prices in recent months 
ts due mainly to the withdrawal of the 
substained demand for cotton by cotton 
mills ; actual and prospective arrivals of 
imported cotton ; Credit restrictions imposed 
by the Reserve Bank of India and other 
price regulatory measures taken by 
Government. 

(c) It is not correct to say that there is 
any discrimination against Gujarat’s cotton 
growing farmers or forcing them to sell their 
cotton at lower prices. Wheatever steps are 
taken arc taken on the national level.

KHAN): (a) The work of preparation 
of the Techno-economic Feasibility Studies 
for the Salem Special Steels Project has been 


entrusted to M/s. M. N. Dastur & Co. 
Private Limited, Calcutta. Their report is 
expected by the end of August, 1971. On 
the advice of the Consultants, a composite 
block consisting of about 2,750 acres for 
the plant proper has been demarcated. This 
falls within the area already notified by 
the State Government under Section 4 (i) of 
the Land Acquisition Act. It has also been 
decided to go ahead with the land acquisi¬ 
tion proceedings in phased manner. The 
area for the development of the township 
has also been provisionally demarcated. Hin¬ 
dustan Steel Works Construction Limited 
have been entrusted with the work of carry¬ 
ing cut exploratory work in connection with 
the mining of Kanjumalai iron ore deposits 
and preliminary site work and soil studies. 
Hindustan Steel Works Construction Limited 
have also set up an office at Salem. 
Negotiations with the concerned agencies, 
for the tests to be conducted on various 
raw materials are in progress. The Survey 
of Tndia have undertaken the detailed topo¬ 
graphical survey work of the project site 
and the township area. The printed survey 
maps are expecled to be ready in June, 1971. 
The Railways have also commenced survey 
work for the provision of marshalling and 
exchange yards and other railway facili¬ 
ties etc. 

(b) The total expenditure incurred so 
far on the Sale Project is about Rs. 6.33 
lakhs. 

Scheme for Distribution of Seeds, Fertilisers 
and Plant Protection Materials 

530. SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE (KRISHI

U. P. Agricultural University, Pantagar has 
shown that the gap between the market 
price of high-yielding varieties and the 
‘deshi’ seeds is widening ; 

(b) whether the study has also shown 
that the farmers with limited resources 
find it difficult to use improved seeds because 
of the high costs of inputs required for the

No, Sir. 

(b) No, Sir. Generally both big and 
small farmers use less than the recommen¬ 
ded dosages of inputs. 

(c) The State Governments are res¬ 
ponsible for distribution of all inputs like 
seeds, fertilisers and pesticides through 
departmental agencies, cooperatives, agro¬ 
industries corporations and private dealers. 
So far as seeds are concerned, there has 
been a downward trend in prices. There 
is, however, no statutory control over the 
price of seeds and pesticides. Neverthless, 
in order to bring down the prices of pcsti- 
ticides, the Government of India have given 
reduction in customs duty on 63 essential 
items of pesticides when imported in tech¬ 
nically pure form. Moreover, pesticides 
which are mostaly dis'ributcd by the State 
Departments of Agriculture are purchased 
on rate contract/tender and sold to farmers 
on no-profit-no-Ioss basis or at subsidised 
rales. In case of epidemics pesticides are 
supplied to farmers at 50 % cost under 
the Calamities Relief Fund of the Central 
Government. As regards fertilisers, the mixi- 
mum selling price of four important nit¬ 
rogenous fertilisers are statutorily controlled. 
Besides, recently the price of urea has been 


reduced by Rs. 20/- per ton. The impor¬ 
ted fertilisers are distributed by the Central 
Fertiliser Pool at a uniform fixed price 
throughout the country upto the nearest 
railhead destinations. The Central Ferti¬ 
liser Pool operates on a no-proiit-no-loss 
basis. The economies made in the import 
of fertilisers are generally sought to be 
passed on to the farmers by way of price 
reduction.

The OPC 
prices and HSL stockyard prices of steel 
have remained unchanged since 1-1-1970. 

In order to bring down the prices of 
re-rolled products. Government have, however, 
evolved a scheme to regulate the distribution 
and prices of Billet re-rollers’ products. The 
Scheme came into effect from 1-5-1971. In 
this connection the announcement by B.R.C. 
(No. 1 dated April 28, 1971) may be seen 
in the Statement laid on the Table of the 
House.

(b) Since 1968, there have been two 
revisions of OPC prices, other than what has 
been mentioned in para (a) above.

SHRI P.K. DEO : 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : 

Will the Minister of LABOUR AND

(a) whether unemployment among the 
highly educated and technically qualified men 
in the counliy is assuming alarming 
proportions; 


(b) if so, what steps are contemplated 
to create suitable employment opportunites 
for these classes ; 

(c) whether consultations have taken 
place with the State Governments on this 
issue and if so, what are their views ; and 

(d) whether Government would evolve 
a policy to afford employment to the highly 
qualified youngmen on priority basis and 
make categories of the unemployed as per 
their qualifications ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR) : (a) Precise information 

regarding the number of unemployed 
(including the educated) in the country is 
not available. However, there has been an 
increase in the number of educated un¬ 
employed registered with the employment 
exchanges. 

(b) and (c). A statement is attached. 

(d) The question of providing employ¬ 
ment to the highly qualified youth is being 
constantly examined by the Government. 
Unemployed persons are already being 
registered and categorised by educational 
qualifications at the Employment Exchanges. 

Statement 

Continuous efforts are being made to 
create more and more employment oppor¬ 
tunities for unemployed persons (including 
the educated) through implementation of 
various development programmes included 
in the Fourth Five Year Plan in the field of 
agriculture, industry, transport, communica¬ 
tion, irrigation and power, social services 
such as education, health and family planning 
and social welfare. 

Increasing stress on rural electrification 
and diversification of industrial activity in 
rural areas and the development of agro- 
based industries would require persons with 
higher qualifications ; educated youth in 
rural areas are likely to benefit by these 
developments. Organised industries and 
mining are likely to offer a large number of 
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openings to engineers, technicians, skilled, 
semi-skilled and unskilled workers. The 
services sector such as general administration, 
education, health and family planning are 
also expected to provide considerable employ¬ 
ment opportunities to teachers and doctors 
and para-medical personnel. 

For certain categories of highly educated 
persons like engineers and technicians, 
special measures for meeting the situation 
have been initiated. 

Steps arc also being taken to strengthen 
the Career Advising and Vocational Guidance 
Services in Universities and Schools to 
channelise the youth into productive cniploy- 
ment/self-cmploymcnl. Simultaneously, a 
programme for training-in-industry and 
reorientation of existing training programmes 
is envisaged with a view to making the 
educated unemployed (particularly the 
engineers and craftsmen) belter equipped 
for self-employment and employment. 

A Conference of Chief Secretaries of all 
States and Union Territories was held in 
June 1970 where the various special schemes 
such as the small farmers’ agencies and 
rural works programmes (including schemes 
for chronically drought affected areas) were 
discussed with the State Government/Union 
Territories to ascertain views and difficulties 
in implementing these schemes. Another 
Conference of Chief Secretaries was held in 
April, 1971 with a view to discussing the 
various aspects of employment generating 
schemes.

(a) whether the employees of the 
Employees Provident Fund Organisation 
throughout the country went on a day's 
token strike on the 16th April, 1971 ;

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND

the Employees’ Provident Fund is the 
concern of the Central Board of Trustees set 
up under the Employees’ Provident Funds 
and Family Pension Fund Act, 1952 and 
not the direct concern of the Government 
of India. The Provident Fund authorities 
have intimated as under :— 

(a) On the I6th April, 1971, of the 16 
offices of the Employees' Provident Fund 
Organisation (including Central Office) a 
majority of the employees of the Central 
Office and six Regional Offices of Bihar, 
Gujarat, Maharashtra, Mysore, Rajasthan 
and Uttar Pradesh absented themselves 
from duty without authority. 
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(b) A statement containing the 9 
demands of the All India Employees’ 
Provident Fund Stall Federation is 
attached. 

(c) Of the 9 demands, 7 hid been 
included in the 2nd Charter of demands 
submitted by the Federation in June F769. 
These were pending because the Federation 
did not furnish the grounds in support of 
the demands, for neatly 16 months. No 
assurances have been given by the Shram 
Manlri or the Shram Mantralaya about the 
acceptance of these demands. 

(d) By-partite talks on the U demands 
had, however, taken place between the 
Central Provident Fund Commissioner and 
the representatives of the All India Em¬ 
ployees Provident Fund Stall' Federation at 
New Delhi on 18-1-71 and a report was 
submitted to the Central Board of Tiusice.s. 
The Central Board of Tins ees set up a 
Committee to examine the demands. The 
recommendations of the Central Board of 
Trustees on the report of the Committee 
will be referred to Government shortly for 
appropriate action, where necessaiy. 

Statement 

1. Revision of pay scales to hiing the 
scales of the pay of the employees with those 
available in the Reserve Bank of the ‘A' 
Class Banks pending provision of a need 
based living minimum wage. 

2. Payment of House Rent allowance

Steps to check losses suffered by Con¬ 
sumers Cooperatives 

547, SHRI S. A. MURUGAN-

sumer Cooperative', in the country have 
incurred losses in their working ;

THE DEPUTY MINISTFR IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN UP MANTRI) 
(SHRI JAGANNATH PAHADIA): (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) The main reasons are : (i) decline 
lo their sales turnover in recent years due 


to relaxation of controls on food-grains 
and sugar, which formed bulk of their 
business ; (ii) adverse fluctuation in prices 
of agricultural commodities ; (iii) high 
overhead costs as against low margins of 
profit, especially on controlled comm, dities ; 
(iv) large over-dues from member societies, 
against supplies made on credit ; (v) inju¬ 
dicious purchases and lack of inventory 
control ; (vi) comparative inexperience of 
management and staff ; and (vii) in some 
cases, mismanagement, heavy shortage in 
stocks, pilferages, and other mal-practices. 

(c) Yes, Sir. 

(d) Through inspections and studies 
conducted at Central and State levels, the 
reasons for uneconomic working of 
Consumer Cooperatives in general, as also 
of individual institutions, have been identi¬ 
fied, and measures for improvement in their 
working have been spelt out. General guide¬ 
lines, together with detailed suggestions in 
respect of various Cooperative Stores, have 
been sent to State Governments. The pro¬ 
blems, and the remedial measures therefor, 
are discussed at Conferences, Seminars, 
meetings of the Central Advisory Committee 
on Consumer Cooperatives, and other 
forums, and the decisions and recommenda¬ 
tions circulated to all concerned.

(c) Production in Bhilai has been 
adversely affected by shortage of refractories 
and locos. Industrial relations were distur¬ 
bed throughout the year in Durgapur and 
during the first half of the year in Rourkela. 
There were also certain technical/operational 
deficiencies at these Plants.

with effect from 1.4.1969 all operations 
relating to import/procurement, storage and 
distribution of foodgrains were transferred to 
the F.C.I. So far as 1968-69 in concerned, 
the port operations were handed over to the 
F.C.I. in stages—in December 1968 and 
March 1969. Therefore, the loss indicated 
for 1968-69 also takes into account the 
resul of operations handled by Food Depart¬ 
ment. As the payments booked in a year 
take also into account some of the payments 
relating to earlier years, the loss mentioned 
above does not all relate to the operations 
of the same year. 

The loss in the food supply operations is 
due to issue of foodgrains at subsidised prices 

i.e. at a price less than the economic cost, 
in the interest of the consumer, especially the 
vulnerable sections of the people.

The families from Kishanganj represented 
that they should be given further loans for 
running their business. They also said that 
the homestead plots allotted to them had 
many pits and holes, on account of which 
they had to spend more money on the 
levelling of the area before building the 
houses. 

The main grievance of the families from 
Madhubani was that, because of a ‘nala’ in 
between the colony and the Purnea town, 
they were racing difficulty of communication. 
It was also represented that 10 families of 
this colony were not being allowed to do 
business in the Maranga (Pur.<ea) camp 
premises and that they had been served with 
notices to vacate the business plots in the 
camp. 

(c) An officer of this Department 
visited these colonies in the last week of 
April, 1971, and discussed the problems of 
these settlers with the officers of the State 
Government. 

The following action has been taken for 
the rehabilitation of these families :— 

Kishanganj Colony. 

The Government of Bihar had sent 67 
families of East Pakistan migrants for 
resettlement in small tradc/busincss in this 
Colony in March, 1969.

The Executive Board of the UNICEF have 
already agreed to provide, free of cost, 
equipment and stainless steel of the value 
of US S 1.5 million including freight ; and 
a formal Plan of Operation between Gov¬ 
ernment of India and the UNICEF has 
already been signed. The Plan of Opera¬ 
tion provides for the supply of dairy pro¬ 
cessing equipment, components and stainless 
steel of the value of $ 1.5 million (including 
freight) for expansion of the installed capa¬ 
cities of the Public Sector Milk Plants in 
the four metropolitan cities of Bombay* 
Calcutta, Delhi and Madras. The UNICEF 
equipment of India have requested for the 
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supply of additional .9 million dollar worth 
of dairy equipment and stainless steel 
during 1971-72 in addition to the commit¬ 
ment made by the UNICEF for supply 
of $ 1.5 million worth of equipment during 
1970-71. The requests had been sent by 
the local UNICEF office to the Executive 
Board. The approval of the Executive Board 
has not yet formally been communicated to 
the Government of India. 


Estimated demand for Steel during the 
4th Plan

Research had estimated the demand for steel 
at 7.401 million tonnes in 1970-71 and at 
11.934 million tonnes in 1975-76. Since both 
these studies have become somewhat out of 
date, fresh estimates of demand for steel 
are being attempted now. 

(b) and (c). The rated capacity of the 
five main steel plants in the country is at 
present 6.7 million tonnes of saleable steel. 
In addition, there are a large number of 
electric furnaces using scrap and they are 
also expected to produce substantial amount 
of steel by 1973-74. By the end of the 4th 
Plan, first stage of Bokaro with capacity of 


2.5 million ingot tonnes will also be ready. 
Production from all these sources will largely 
meet the domestic demand.

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(b) Production in BhiJai has been 
adversely affected by shortage of refractories 
and locos. Industrial relations were disturbed 
throughout the year in Durgapur and during 
the first half of the year in Rourkela There 
were also certain technical/operational 
deficiencies at these Plants. 

In TISCO, the reduction in output of 
saleable steel during the year 1970-71, as 
compared to that in 1969-70 was primarily 
due to reduced tonnage of purchased ingots 
available for rolling. The Plant had also 
operational troubles at the Coke Ovens and 
blast furnaces, non-availability of adequate 
quantities of purchased coke, shortage of 
furnance oil, etc. 

The production in 11SCO was afiected 
by disturbed industrial relations. 

(c) Hindustan Steel Limited expect that, 
subject to satisfactory industrial relations, 
production of steel from their steel plants 
at Bhilai, Rourkela and Durgapur in 1971-72 
would exceed the actual production in 1970-71 
by nearly 1.0 million tonnes of steel ingots. 
Towards this end, they are taking all 
necessary measures which include organisation 
of maintenance programmes for enhancement 
of equipment availability, speeding up major 
capital programme so as to correct existing 
imbalances in production facilities, procure¬ 
ment of raw materials, essential spares, 
refractories, locos and introduction of 
technological improvements etc. For this, 
a three-year rolling plan is being prepared 
for each plant. A close watch is being kept 
on the rate of production and the organisation 
is being geared up to attain the annual 
production targets. 

Similar steps are also being taken by 
the managements of TISCO. 

Industrial Relations Commission

(a) which national trade union organi¬ 
sation has the largest membership in the 


country and what is the method to ascertain 
this membership ; and 

(b) whether Government are in a 
position to state the membership of the 
various national trade unions as on the 3ist 
March. 1971 ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR) : (a) The Indian National 
Trade Union Congress has the largest 
membership in (he country in terms of the 
varified membership as on the 31st December 
1968. The mcmbeiship of trade unions 
afliliaied to the four Central Trade Union 
Otganisations, namely, the Indian National 
Trade Union Congress ; the All India 
Trade Union Congress ; the Hind Mazdoor 
Sabha ; and the United Trades Union 
Congress, is verified in accordance with the 
procedure for verification adopted in pur¬ 
suance of decision taken at the 16th Session 
of the Indian Labour Conference held 
in 1958. 

(b) No, Sir. The veriheation of member¬ 
ship is undertaken once in two years on 
calendar year basis instead of financial year. 

Assessment of Unemployment Position 

580. SHRI A. P. SHARMA : 

SHRI SEZHIYAN : 

Will the Minister of LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) be pleased to 
state : 

(a) the number of unemployed persons 
(both educated and uneducated) in the 
country as on the 31st March, 1971 ; 

(b) the steps Government propose to 
take to provide employment to these persons ; 
and 

(c) whether they are going to be 
employed in phases or whether Government 
have chalked out some scheme for their 
employment, State-wise and District-wise ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
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PUNARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR) : (a) The only information 
available on the subject relates to the number 
of job-seekers on the live register of employ¬ 
ment exchanges which was 42.21 lakhs. The 
number of educated job-seekers (matriculates 
and above) among them was 18.22 lakhs. 

(b) and (c). Various development 
programmes included in the Fourth Five 
Year Plan in the fields of agriculture, 
industry, transport and communications, 
irrigation and power and social services 
which are expected to create more and more 
employment opportunities for the unemployed 
(including the educated), have been spelt 
out in detail in the Fourth Five Year Plan 
(1969-74) document. 

Apart from the programmes included 
in the Fourth Five Year Plan, some special 
schemes designed for the benefit of the 
weaker sections of the society, particularly 
in the rural sector have also been taken up 
for creating increasing number of employ¬ 
ment opportunities. The details of these 
schemes have been spelt out in the document 
“Towards Growth with Social Justice" 
distributed to the Honourable Members 
along with Budget papers for 1970-71. Some 
of the more important of these schemes are 
setting up of small farmers’ development 
agencies ; scheme for marginal farmers and 
agricultural labour ; scheme for development 
of dry farming ; rural works programmes ; 
area development schemes. Special emphasis 
is also being laid on the promotion of 
medium and small scale industries. A 
scheme for providing technical and mana¬ 
gerial “know-how” as well as necessary 
credit through the State Bank of India, 
nationalised Banks and other institutions 
like the National Small Industries Corporation 
to technically qualified persons to come 
forward as entrepreneurs, is being 
implemented. 

More recently, a crash programme for 
rural employment has been introduced with 
effect from April, 1971. The programme, 
which has a provision of Rs. 50 crores per 
year during the fourth Plan, envisages employ¬ 
ment of a minimum of 1,000 persons in 
each district of the country on works of 
an infra-structure najure which would 
ultimately dovetail into area development 
plans of the District. 


Necessary steps arc also being taken for 
strengthening the Career Advice and 
Vocational Guidance programmes in 
Universities and Schools to channelise the 
youth into productive employment/self¬ 
employment. Simultaneously, the existing 
training programmes are being re-organised 
and re-oriented with a view to making the 
persons with technical qualifications, parti¬ 
cularly engineers and craftsmen, better 
equipped for self employment and 
employment. 

import and Export Prices of Steel 

581. SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRI) be pleased 
to refer to the reply given to Unstarred 
Question No. 60 on the 30th March, 1971 
regarding import and export prices of steel 
and state : 

(a) the reasons for the vast difference 
between the average f.o.b. Indian export 
prices on actual exports during April- 
December, 1970 and the average price at 
which four categories of steel was imported, 
particularly from the U.S.A., and the U.K. ; 

(b) the total loss, if any, incurred by 
India on this account during the same 
period ; 

(c) the average production cost for 
each category of steel in India during 
1970-71 ; 

(d) the difference between the produc¬ 
tion cost and average f.o.b. export prices on 
actual exports during 1970-71 ; and 

(c) the loss or gain on this account ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI SHAH 
NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) As mentioned in 
reply to Unstarrcd Question No. 60 on 30th 
March, 1971, none of the categories of steel 
exported were imported in significant quan¬ 
tities. A meaningful comparison of prices 
is, therefore, not possible. 

(b) Does not arise, as there was no 
import of these categories. 
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(c) to (e). Detailed data relating to 
cost of production are not available in a 
form to make a meaningful comparison. 

Production, procurement and price of 
Cereals in West Bengal 

582. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
(KRISHI MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) the total production of rice, wheat 
and other cereals in West Bengal in 1969-70 
and 1970-71 and the anticipated production 
in 1971-72 ; 

(b) the total procurement of rice by 
the Food Corporation of India in 1969-70 
and 1970-71 and the target of procurement 
for the year 1971-72 ; 

(c) whether in spite of rise in produc¬ 
tion, prices of rice in West Bengal, outside 
the area under rationing, have increased in 
the recent period ; if so, the causes thereof ; 
and 

(d) the steps, if an}', taken to stabilise 
prices ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) 
The total production of rice, wheat and other 
cereals in West Bengal during 1969-70 was 
estimated at 68.6 lakh tonnes. Estimates of 
production during the year 1970-71 will be 
available only in July or August 1971. It is 
to early too make any estimate of production 
during the agricultural year 1971-72 which 
will commence only in July 1971.

(c) In the absence of final estimates of 
production during 1970-71, the rise in produc¬ 
tion cannot be confirmed. Some seasonal 
rise in prices of rice during this part of 
the year is a normal phenomenon. Other 
factors responsible for the rise in prices this 
year are :— 

(1) Lower production of Aman rice 
this year (according to preliminary 
estimates), 

(2) Serious law and order situation in 
the State. 

(3) Mid-term election which kept the 
Distt. Administration and the 
Police busy. 

(4) Pre-election uncertainty disturbing 
the market. 

(5) Heavy influx of people from East 
Bengal. 

(d) Supplies of foodgrains from the 
Central pool to West Bengal have been 
increased. Larger number of people parti¬ 
cularly poorer sections have been brought 
under modified rationing coverage and 
progressively greater allotments of rice are 
being made by the State Government, for 
deficit districts and deficit pockets of surplus 
districts. Arrangements have also been made 
by the State Government, for open market 
supply of levy free portion of rice mills’ produ¬ 
ction. As a result of all these measures the rice 
prices in West Bengal have shown a steady 
to easy trend from the beginning of May, 
1971. 

Amendments of State Cooperative Acts 
to Provide Loans for Agricultural 
and Landless Labourers 

583. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the State Cooperative Act 
at present provides for giving loans to land¬ 
less peasants, share croppers and agricultural 
labourers ; 

(b) whether this excludes about two- 
thirds of the rural population from getting 
any benefits from the Co-operatives and 
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bars them from getting any institutional 
credit ; 

(c) whether it is proposed to immedia¬ 
tely amend the Cooperative Acts and Rules 
or to provide for and ensure separate co¬ 
operatives of agricultural labourers and 
landless peasants in each pnnehayat of the 
country ; and 

(d) if so, the details thereof ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICHLTI RE (KRISHI 
MANTRAIAYA MEN IJP MANTRI) 
(SHRI JAGANNATII PA1IADIA) : (a) and 
(b). The Cooperative Societies Acts and 
rules framed theiennder do not preclude 
landless peasants, share-croppers and agricul¬ 
tural labourers from enlisting themselves as 
members of cooperatives and getting ciedit 
facilities and other services. 

(c) and (d). In view of reply to parts 
(a) and (b) abo\e, the question of amend- 
mcn of the cooperative Socieiiis Aus 
and Rules does not arise. Amend¬ 
ments of these laws is a continuous pioccss 
which is being attended to by Stale Govern¬ 
ments sinec the subject matter falls within 
the Slate list under the Constitution 
of India. 

Under the Crop loan system all possible 
steps are being taken to make the loaning 
policies and procedures of cooperatives 
production-oriented instead of being security 
based and thus be of benefit to landless 
peasants, share-croppers and agricultural 
labourers etc. 

Government lias also set up 41 Small 
Farmers Development Agencies and 34 
Marginal Farmers and Agricultural 
Labourets’ Projects. These institutions arc 
expected to increase the availability of credit, 
inputs and other services to small farmers, 
landless peasants and agricultural labourers 
through institutional agencies like Coopera¬ 
tives and Commercial Banks. 

Rehabilitation of Muslim Employees of 

Heavy Engineering Corporation, Ranchi 

584 SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Will 
the Minister of STEFI. AND MINES (ISPAT 
AUR KHAN MANTRI) be pleased to 
state : 


(a) whether hundreds of Muslim em¬ 
ployees of the Heavy Engineering Corpora¬ 
tion, Ranchi uprooted during the communal 
riots of 1967 have not yet been rehabilitated 
and 

(b) if so, the steps taken for their 
immediate rehabilitation ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(ISPAT AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI SHAH 
NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) About 500 Muslim 
employees who weic affected in the riots, were 
temporarily accommodated in two hostels 
of the company. Sixty-onc of these emplo¬ 
yees returned in 1970 to the quarters in the 
township allotted to them. Oul of these, 26 
have since surrendered their quarters and 
made their own arrangements, it has not 
been possible so far to persuade more 
employees to accept allotment of quarters 
in llic township ; 

(b) This is a delicate social pioblcm 
requiting the willing cooperation of all con¬ 
cerned, Earnest dibits in this regard are 
being continued by the Management of the 
Corporation. 


Production and Demand of Sugar and 
Payment of Dues to C tae-Growers 


585. SHRI SEZHIYAN : 

SHRI RISHWANATH ROY : 


Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
(KRISHI M \NTR1) be pleased to state : 

(a) the position of production and 
demand of sugar for the p;ut two years in 
the country ; and 

(b) the steps taken by Government to 
pay the cane-growers their dues and to 
clear the surplus stocks of sugar in the 
market and with the mills ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRAYALAY MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI SHER SINGH) : (a) The production 
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and off-take of sugar during the two years 
1968-69 and 1969-70 was as under ;

(b) (i) The State Governments have 
been asked from time to time to 
arrange for prompt payment of 
cane dues by factories and to take 
stringent measure against the 

defaulting factories. 

(ii) The authorities concerned have 
been requested to allow increased 
bank credit to sugar factories. 

(iii) In order to reduce disparity in 

proportion of stocks with factories, 
releases of sugar for sale are now 
linked to stocks instead of produc¬ 
tion. Additional quantities of 

sugar have also been released for 
sale in the open market to factories 
having larger proportion of stocks. 

(iv) Restrictions on price and distribu¬ 
tion of sugar have been removed. 

Creation of Special Agency to Tackle 
East Bengal Refugees Problem 

586. SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHRI : 

Will the Minister of LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government arc consider¬ 
ing the necessity of creating any special 
agency to tackle the problem of new refugees 
from East Bengal who have crossed the 
border to seek shelter and safety from 
military oppression perpetrated in East 
Bengal since the 25th March, 1971 ; 

(b) whether Government are also 
considering to treat the responsibility of 


looking after these new refugees as an 
entirely Central responsibility under items 
10, 12, 17, and 19 of the Union List of 
subjects and item 27 of Concurrent List of 
subjects under the Seventh Schedule of the 
Constitution ; and 

(c) if so, what is the structure and 
nature of such specialised organisation ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR 
PUNARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. 
KHADILKAR) : (a) and (b). No, Sir. 
The Union Department of Rehabilitation, 
with the assistance of the State Governments, 
arc providing necessary relief facilities to 
the refugees coming from East Bengal ; all 
expenditure incurred in this connection is 
being borne by the Central Government. 

(c) Does not arise, as no special agency 
outside the existing Department of Rehabili¬ 
tation has been created. 

Additional supply of Poodgrains 
to West Bengal 

587. SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI : 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
(KRISHI MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) what are the additional supplies of 
foodgrains in terms of rice and wheat that 
the Government of West Bengal have asked 
for this year (1970-71) over and above the 
promised quota of central supplies on account 
of the shortages in the food procurement 
programme in the State ; and 

(b) whether the Food Minister of West 
Bengal had any discussion with him recently 
in New Delhi in this regard ; and if so, the 
outcome thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a). 
Demands for rice are received from the 
Government of West Bengal on the basis of 
calendar year and those for wheat on a 
monthly basis. For the calendar year 1971, 
the State’s original demand for rice as com¬ 
municated in October 1970 was 4 lakh 
tonnes. This was raised to 5 lakh tonnes in 
March 1971 and again to 6.25 lakh tonnes 
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in April* 1971. In addition, they have now 
communicated a requirement of 2 lakh 
tonnes of rice for East Bengal evacuees. 

As regards wheat, the monthly demands 
received from the State Government during 
the financial year 1970-71 totalled up to. 
12.45 lakh tonnes. Their demand for April 
1971 was 125 th. tonnes and for each of the 
months of May and June was 135 th. 
tonnes. 

(b) The increased demand for 6.25 
lakh tonnes of rice was communicated by 
the State Government after their Food 
Minister’s discussion with the Union Agricul¬ 
ture Minister on 17.4.1971, The Government 
of West Bengal have been told that their 
revised requirement of rice has been noted 
and that efforts would be made to meet 
their full reasonable requirements. Adequate 
stocks of rice are held by FCI on behalf of 
the Central Government in their godowns 
in West Bengal. More rice from other States 
is being moved to these godowns and releases 
from stocks in these godowns are made to 
the State Government every month according 
to their requirements. The State Govern¬ 
ment's demands for wheat are already being 
met in full. 

Damage of Foodgrains by Rats 

588. SHRI K. S. CHAVDA : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the attention of Government 
has been drawn to the news appearing in a 
section of the Press that there are about, 
2,400 million rats—an average of over four 
rats to a person in the country—and they eat 
away as much as 2.4 million tonnes of food- 
grains annually ; and 

(b) if so, the steps Government propose 
to take to stop the eating away of food- 
grains either by reducing rat population or 
by other adequate measures ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) Yes 
Sir. The news item hgs been noticed by 
Government. 


(b) The Central Government and the 
State Governments have taken up rat control 
work. Until the year 1969-70, a scheme to 
eradicate rats by the use of Rodenticides 
was being implemented by the Government 
of India as a Centrally-sponsored scheme 
through the State Governments, which has 
been transferred to the State Sector from 
1969-70. The various methods of rat control 
such as trapping, baiting, gassing of burrows 
are used to control the rat population. The 
Central Food Department has also intensified 
the extension work for making improved 
type of receptacles popular at the farmers’ 
level. Storage of foodgrains is also being 
modernised by the application of the latest 
scientific techniques of storage and pest 
control in order to minimise the damage 
to foodgrains on account of rats.

Procurement of Rice 

592. SHRIMAT1 JYOTSNA CHANDA : 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
(KRlSfll MANTR1) be pleased to state : 

(a) wliether procurement of rice has 
been made upto the target, State-wise ; 

(b) whether target has not been reached ; 
if so, the reasons for the same ; and 

(e) whether Government propose to 
supply rice to those State where refugees 
from East Pakistan have settled ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OT AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MAN- 
TRI) (SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : 
(a) and (b). As kharif procurement season 
in most of the States is from November 
to October, procurement of rice in the States 
is still going on. While the targets recom¬ 
mended by the Agricultural Prices Com¬ 
mission for Madhya Pradesh and Punjab 
have a'ready been exceeded, the target is 
likely to be achieved or nearly achieved 
in Andhra Pradesh, Haryana, Maharashtra 
and Uttar Pradesh before the season is over. 
On the basis of present indications, the 
targets may not be achieved in the State of 
Assam, Bihar, Jammu and Kashmir, Kerala, 
Mysore, Orissa, Tamil Nadu and West 
Bengal. In Gujarat, no procurement is being 
made this year as the State Governments are 
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holding substantial stocks carried over from 
last year and the offtake from fair price 
shops is very poor on account of easy 
availability in the open market. Some of 
the reasons for non-achievement of targets 
of procurement recommended by the Agri¬ 
cultural Prices Commission are lower pro¬ 
duction in certain States than that anticipated 
at the time of the APC’s recommendations, 
high prices and law and order problems 
(in the case of West Bengal). 

(c) Yes, Sir. 

Recommendations of Coal Wage Board 

593. SHRI R. N. SHARMA : Will 
the Minister of LABOUR AND RLHAB1- 
UTATION (SHRAM AUR PUNARVAS 
MANTR1) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Wage Board for Coal 
Mining Industry recommended in February, 
1967 for coal mine workers provisions for 
gratuity, increased quantum of earned leave 
with wages, introduction of casual leave 
with pay. House rent, minimum wages for 
the apprentices and deletion of attendance 
qualification from the quarterly bonus 
scheme ; 

(b) the reasons why these recommen¬ 
dations have not been accepted by the 
Government so far ; and 

(c) when Government propose to ac¬ 
cept them ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR PUN¬ 
ARVAS MANTRI) SHRI R. K. HAD1L- 
KAR) : (a) to (c). The need for a gratuity 
scheme has been accepted in principle. The 
proposal involves legislation and is being 
processed in consultation with the con¬ 
cerned Ministries/Departments. The question 
of deleting the minimum attendance quali¬ 
fication from the Quarterly Bonus Scheme 
is also being examined. Recommendation 
regarding increase in the quantum of earned 
leave, introduction of casual leave with pay 
and house rent allowance have not been 
accepted because of the additional financial 
burden involved. The recommendation re¬ 
garding remuneration to apprentices and 
learners is being examined in ail its impli¬ 
cations.

Displaced Persons in Tripura 

595. SHRI DASARATHA DEB : 
Will the Minister of LABOUR AND REHA¬ 
BILITATION (SHRAM AUR PUNARVAS 
MANTRI) be pleased to slate : 

(a) whether any steps are being taken 
to settle the displaced persons, who entered 
Tripura during 1970-71, outside Tripura ; 
and 

(b) if so, the progress made so far ? 
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THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR PUN- 
ARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. KHADfL- 
KAR) : (a) and (b). Rehabilitation of 

families who entered Tripura during the year 
1970*71 forms part of the over-all prog¬ 
ramme of rehabilitation of new migrants who 
had entered the border States. The fami¬ 
lies are moved to transit camps at Mana 
and elsewhere and from there to rehabili¬ 
tation sites in a phased programme corre¬ 
lated to the progress of the Rehabilitation 
Projects. Agriculturist families are resettled 
on land in the existing rehabilitation projects 
Maharashtra, Madhya Pradesh, Mysore etc. 
They are also resettled in Dandakaranya. 
Various State Governments have also been 
requested to provide additional land to cope 
with the increased requirements. The non- 
agricultural families are resettled under 
various schemes, including the grant of 
business loans and employment in industrial 
schemes. 

Out of 5,818 persons who entered 
Tripura during 1970-71, 5,305 persons were 
admitted to camps in Tripura. Out of the 
5,305 persons admitted to camps in Tripura, 
3,846 persons have already been shifted 
from Tripura in the process indicated above. 
1,000 persons are being shifted shortly. 
The balance consists mainly of persons of 
Long Term Liability Categories, who will be 
provided accommodation in the Permanent 
Liability Homes in Tripura. 

Resettlement of Landless Agricultural 
Labour in Tripura 

596. SHRI DASARATHA DEB : Will 
the Minister of LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRAM AUR PUNARVAS 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether there is any scheme for 
the resettlement of landless agricultural 
labourers in Tripura ;

(c) how far the Scheme has been 
implemented ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR PUN¬ 
ARVAS MANTRJ) (SHRI R. K. KHADIL- 
KAR); (a) Yes. 


(b) The scheme was taken up for the 
first time during the Third Plan period and 
relates to resettlement of landless agricul¬ 
tural labourers other than Scheduled Castes, 
Tribes and Refugees. 

During the Fourth Plan period it is 
intended to resettle 1500 families @ 300 
families per year at a cost of Rs. 29.00 lakhs. 

(c) During the Third Plan period 840 
families were rehabilitated. 

Supply of Foodgrains to Tripura 

597. SHRI DASARATHA DEB : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) the total amount ol foodgrains 
(rice and wheat separately) allotted to Tri¬ 
pura during 1970-71 and April. 1971 ; 

(b) whether in view of the recent deve¬ 
lopment in ‘Bangla Desh’ and in view 
of heavy influx of displaced persons this 
allotment will be increased ; 

(c) the total amount of Rice and Atta 
already despatched to Tripura from Centre 
during this period ; and 

(d) whether this despatched quantity 
is inadequate ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE TN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(KRISHI MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA 
MANTRI) SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SH1N- 
DE : (a) While the allotments of rice 
from Central pool to Tripura are made for 
the whole of a calendar year those of wheat 
are made on a monthly basis. For the 
calendar year 1971, allotments amounting to 
22 5 thousand tonnes have so far been made 
to Tripura. For the calendar year 1970, 
the quantity of rice actually supplied to 
Tripura from the Central pool was 15.5 
thousand tonnes. 

The total quantity of wheat allotted to 
Tripura during the financial year 1970-71 
was 3,000 tonnes. The allotment of wheat 
made to them for April 1971 is 2 th. tonnes. 

(b) The additional requirements of 
Tripura Government for East Pakistan eva¬ 
cuees also be met. 
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(c) Against the allotments of 22.5 th. 
tonnes of rice made for the calendar year 
1971. 13.3 th. tonnes has already been des¬ 
patched. The quantity of wheat despatched 
to Tripura during the financial year 1970-71 
was 2.2 th. tonnes. The quantity des¬ 
patched during April 1971 was 205 tonnes. 
Further despatches are in progress.

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Arrears of Employees Provident Fund 
contributions with Employers 

601. SHR1 R. P. YADAV : Will the 
Minister of LABOUR AND REHABILI¬ 
TATION (SHRAM AUR PUNARVAS 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) the steps being taken by Government 
to reduce the mounting arrears of Employees 
Provident Fund contributions not being paid 
by the defaulting employers ; and 

(b) the number of cases pending under 
the E. P. F. Act in Bihar at present and in 
other States and the reasons why they are 
not being disposed of quickly ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRAM AUR PUN¬ 
ARVAS MANTRI) (SHRI R. K. KHADIL- 
KAR) : The administration of the Emp¬ 
loyees’ Provident Fund is the concern of the 
Central Board of Trustees, appointed under 
the Employees’ Provident Funds and Family 
Pension Fund Act, 1952 and not the direct 
concerd of the Central Government. The 
Provident Fund authorities have reported as 
under : 

(a) The following steps are taken agonist 
the defaulting un-exempted establishments 
which default in the payment of provident 
fund dues 

(i) Prosecution is launched under section 
14 of the Employees’ Provident 
Funds and Family Pension Fund 
Act, 1952. 

(ii) Revenue recovery proceedings are 
initiated under section 8 of the 
Employees’ Provident Funds and 
Family Pension Fund Act, 1952. 

(iii) In suitable cases, complaints are 
filed with the Police/Courts under 
section 406/409 of the Indian Penal 
Code. 

(iv) Penal damages are levied under 
section 14 B of the Employees’ 
Provident Funds and Family Pen¬ 
sion Fund Act, 1952. 


(v) The default is brought to the notice 
of the Employers’ and the Workers’ 
Organisations including the Trade 
Unions. 

(vi) In some cases, the establishments 
are afforded a chance to pay the 
dues in suitable instalments subject 
to production of adequate guarantee, 
surety etc. 

(vii) In the case of Textile Mills which 
have gone into liquidation, recons¬ 
truction schemes drawn up by them 
(to which the State Governments 
usually are party) are examined on 
merits. 

(b) As on 31-12-1970, there were 429 
recovery cases and 2210 prosecution cases 
pending in Bihar State, as against 14,841 
recovery cases and 21,262 prosecution cases 
pending in other States. Prosecution cases 
ate pending as adjournments arc frequently 
sought by the cmploycisand generally allowed 
by the Magistrates. 

Establishment of Grape Research 
Station at fiyderabad 

602. SHRI GANGA RFDDY : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE (KRISH1 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether grapes have become cheaper 
than brinjals and tamatoes in Hyderabad ; 

(b) whether Hyderabad "produces more 
than rupees 10 crorcs worth of grapes every 
year and there is a great difficulty of market¬ 
ing the grapes ; 

(c) whether Government propose to 
arrange for export of graphs ; and 

(d) whether Government propose to 
establish a grape research station at Hydera¬ 
bad on the lines of Bangalore and Delhi to 
solve the problems of grape growers ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (KRISHI 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a). 
No, Sir. 
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(b) The value of grapes produced in the 
Vicinity of Hyderabad is estimated at about 
Rs. 5 crores. 

The main difficulty in marketing of grapes 
produced in Hyderabad is declining prices, 
which is due to rapid increase in areas under 
grapes in Hyderabad as well as in areas 
surrounding the main markets to which Hy¬ 
derabad grapes are despatched for sale. 

(c) Yes. The State Trading Corporation 
is sending trial consignments of grapes to 
different countries to explore the export 
market. There is also a cash incentive for 
export of fresh fruits and vegetables which 
includes grapes as an item. 

(d) No, Sir. 

Setting up of Steel Plants in Southern States 

604. SHRI M. RAJANGAM : Wili the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES (ISPAT 
AUR KHAN MANTR1) be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government have taken any 
further steps in developing the steel plants to 
be located in the Southern States ; and 

(b) if so, the details of the same and 
when they are likely to be put into commis¬ 
sion ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MfNESfISPAT 
AUR KHAN MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA 
MANTRI) (SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN): 
(a) and (b). Consequent to Government 
decision to set up three new steel plants in 
the Southern States {viz. Mysore, Tamil Nadu 
and Andhra Pradesh), a number of Commit¬ 
tees for selection of sites and linking sources 
of raw meterials to the steel plants were ap¬ 
pointed. On the recommendations of the Site 
Selection Committee, sites for the three new 
steel plants have been selected. The Salem 
Plant will be located in the Northern flank of 
Kanjamalai hill, 14 km west of Salem town ; 
the Hospet plant at Tonagalu, midway bet¬ 
ween Bellary-Hospet railway line ; and the 
Visakbapatnam plant at Balacheruvu about 
23 km south of Visakhapatnam along the 
coast. On the joint recommendations of the 
Consultants and the Hindustan Steelworks 


Construction Ltd. (a Public Sector Under¬ 
taking), the project areas have been earmar- 
cated. Land acquisition proceedings have 
commenced. The Committees on coal and 
on raw materials other than iron ore and 
coal have also submitted their reports. The 
Committee on Iron Ore will be submitting 
its report shortly but the linkage of Visa¬ 
khapatnam plant to Bailadilla ore and that 
of Hospet plant to Bellary-Hospet ore depo¬ 
sits has been decided. The Consultants for 
the preparation of the Techno-economic 
Feasibility Reports for all the three plants 
were appointed in February 1971 The Cen¬ 
tral Engineering and Design Bureau of 
Hindustan Steel limited are the Consultants 
for the Hospet project, and Messrs M. N. 
Dastur & Co., Private Ltd. for (he Salem and 
Visakhapatnam plants. It is expected that 
the Feasibility report for Salem plant will be 
ready by the end of August, 1971, while those 
for the Visakhapatnam and Hospet plants 
are expected to be ready in November 1971. 
The Survey of India are undertaking detailed 
topographical survey work for all the plant 
sites. The printed survey maps are expected 
to be ready by the end of June 1971. Hin¬ 
dustan Steelworks Construction Ltd., have 
been entrusted with the soil investigation 
studies. In the case of Salem project, HSCL 
will also undertake the exploratory work in 
respect of Kanjamalai iron ore deposits. The 
proposals of the State Governments for supply 
of water to all the three plants are being 
examined. The Railways have commenced 
their survey work for the provision of mar¬ 
shalling and exchange yards and railway 
sidings facilities etc. for the plants. 

At this stage when the Feasibility Reports 
are still under preparation, it is too early to 
indicate when the plants will be commissioned.

(Rohtak) : I call the attention of the Minister 
of HOME AFFAIRS (GR1H MANTRI) to 
the following matter of urgent pubic impor¬ 
tance and I request that he may make a 
statement thereon : 

‘The reported heavy shelling by Pakistani 
soldiers in Dalu Sector of Meghalaya’s 
Garo Hills District on 25-5-1971 as a 
result of which 22 persons including 9 
Indian Border Security force personnel 
were killed.' 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (GRIH 
MANTRALAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) 
(SHRI K. C. PANT) : Mr. Speaker, Sir. 

On 25th May. 1971, at 4-30 A. M. Pakis¬ 
tani troops in strength supported by heavy 
mortars attacked the BSF CHECKPOST at 
Kilapara situated about 500 yards away from 
Dalu. The Border Security Force detachment 
fought back the attack gallantly but they were 
over-whelmed by the superior numbers of the 
Pakistani troops and the post was over-run. 

I regret to inform the House that as a 
result of this attack, 9 BSF personnel were 
killed and 2 are missing. According to the 
information received from the Assam Govern¬ 
ment, 13 civilians were also killed and II 
injured in this attack. 

However, the Border Security Force 
contingent at Dalu stemmed the advance of 
the Pakistani troops and beat them back 
from Indian territory.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : I do 
not know when the present timid posture of 
the Government of India against persistent 
Pak aggression will end because I do not 
know when the mouthing of the virtuous 
platitudes of peace, patience and toleration 
against Pak aggression will come to a stop.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : It is really a 
sickening scene for a nation of 55 crores to 
to see that it has almost become a ritual to

send bundles of protest notes to Pakistan and 
to witness our Defence Minister issuing flam¬ 
boyant statements giving warnings to Pakistan 
that serious consequences would follow if Pak 
aggression or incursion into our borders 
continued. These warnings are being ans¬ 
wered not only by repeated aggression but by 
fresh aggression the next day. 


These border incidents should be viewed 
not as isolated border skirmishes but as part 
of a pattern of Pakistan aggression against 
Bangla Dcsh as well as India. I do not 
know who was the official who was respon¬ 
sible for briefing the press yesterday when 
referring to this border incursion he said that 
the influx of refugees had diminished by 
10,000, that is, from 60,000, it had come 
down 50,000 a day. That gentleman does not 
know the pattern of Pakistani atrocities; they 
are creating trouble and killing people with 
the result that millions are on the run, both 
minorities as well as those belonging to the 
Awami League. They are preventing these 
people from crossing the border ; as soon as 
they get an opportunity to do so, they will 
enter India in millions again. 

In view of these facts, will Government 
take a total perspective of the pattern of 
Pakistani aggression or incursions against our 
border, and call it aggression by Pakistan 
against our security ? if so, despite continued 
and calculated violation of the ground rules 
by the Pak army, why are our defence forces 
observing these rules unilaterally ? 


Secondly, instead of entrusting the task 
of meeting the regular Pak army to the BSF, 
which is equipped with only limited supplies 
of live arms for a limited purpose and there¬ 
fore cannot adequately meet the Pak army 
equipped with much superior equipment and 
superior fire-power, will the regular Indian 
army be asked to meet the aggression of the 
regular Pak army ? if not, why not ? 

Lastly, will Government issue a time- 
bound ultimatum to the Government of 
Pakistan, as was done by the late Pandit 
Nehru in 1950 in a situation of much lesser 
danger, to stop killing of the Indian citizens 
in Bangla Desh, stop the brutal uprooting of 
the people of Bangla Desh and poshing them

to India and also to stop the barbarous geno¬ 
cide of the people of Bangla Desh, and failing 
that, whether the Government of India will 
undertake direct action against the Pak army 
to defend Indian national security and save 
the lives, honour and properties of the Banga- 
lis in Bangla Desh; if not, what are the 
alternative means of the Government to 
defend Indian national security as also the 
lives and properties of the people of Bangla 
Desh ? 

SHRI K, C. PANT : There were two 
questions raised by the hon. Member. One 
was why the BSF is only there and why they 
have only light arms. The BSF is there 
because of the arrangements that were made 
and have persisted over a number of years, 
by which the BSF is on the border and the 
Army is a little behind. My hon. friend 
knows this arrangement. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
That is to be unilaterally observed by us only? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : In this case they 
are armed with ammunition and mortars. So, 
the remarks that they were left here without 
adequate arms is not correct, and that is why 
in spite of the strength of the Pakistani 
forces, which according to my information 
as much more than the BSF, the BSF was 
able to halt them and repulse them effecti¬ 
vely and send them back. I would request 
him not to question me too closely and draw 
his conclusions from the result. 

Secondly he asked whether we would be 
prepared to use the Army in case our secu¬ 
rity needs it. Naturally, depending on the 
nature of the situation we face on the border, 
by the Pakistan Army. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I wanted to 
know about the ground rules, why our border 
forces are observing unilaterally the ground 
rules when they are being persistently violated 
by the Pakistan Army. 

MR. SPEAKER : You take him to the 
Control Room sometime. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : That is a very 
important question because a ten mile gap 
has been maintained between our security 
forces and their security forces, and they 
are persistently violating the ground rules. I 
want to know why no steps have been taken 


by our Government . That is an important 
question and it should be replied. 

MR. SPEAKER That was asked yes¬ 
terday also. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA ; The ques¬ 
tion was asked yesterday also, but he has 
avoided answering it.

I am not going 
to allow it. You must give me a chance 
to study it and see whether it is possible 
under the rules. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Under 
rule 377, I have sought your permission 
to raise it during zero hour. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have not allowed it. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : May 
I know what would constitute advance notice 
in this particular case ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : 1 handed 

it over before 10 o’clock. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have received it 
just now. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : That is 
upto the Secretariat. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have not yet given 
my permission. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You did 
not inform me that you have not permitted 
it. That is the usual practice. 


SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : At least for 
the guidance of the new members, we should 
know what constitutes advance notice. 

MR. SPEAKER : I expect you to know 
the rules. I cannot tell you everything. 
There is a procedure laid down for it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I have 
acted according to the procedure. I have 
given a regular notice. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have not permitted 

you. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I was 
not informed of that. This is a serious 
matter involving misappropriation. 

MR. SPEAKER : Anything said without 
my permission will not be recorded. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAR1 VAJPAYEE : 
(Gwalior) : Are we to understand that the 
matter is under consideration ?

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : May I 
make a submissson ? If something has been 
sent to you before 10 O’clock in the morn¬ 
ing, at least the member should consider 
that it has been delivered to you in proper 
time. Thereafter, if the Secretariat does 
not give it to you till 10 minutes after 12 O’ 
Clock, it cannot be our fault. 

MR SPEAKER : I have already said 
that I will enquire about it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Sir, we have given notice of a Calling At¬ 
tention on the firing in Ishapur. 

MR. SPEAKER : If hon. Members 
abruptly raise matters like this in the House 
my only alternative is to see that it is not 
recorded. Anything said without my pre¬ 
mission will not be recorded.

So they cannot be treated as 
notices ...[interruptions) So, unless you give 
me advance notice in the regular form, I will 
not allow it to be raised.

MR- SPEAKER : The calling-attention 
motion is not a notice. There are so many 
of them and I have to admit only one... 
( Interruption ). Nothing can be raised unless 
I have a notice. I am not going to tolerate 
it. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, I rise 
on a point of order on what you have 
said just now. You have said that a calling- 
attention notice 's not a notice. We, the 
Members of Parliament, without knowing 
your mind and in anticipation of your 
order, table so many calling-attention notices. 
On every form, not only on one, it is written 
‘•Notice”, We submitted a notice on Isha- 
pore firing where one death took place, 
it is for you to accept it or reject it. But

MR. SPEAKER : When a calling-atten¬ 
tion motion comes to the Speaker, he 
selects one out of the many and that is 
put on the agenda paper, but the Speaker 
does not mention anything about the others 
which were rejected. But it is not a regular 
notice like the one under rule 377 or 
rule 193. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, I 
want to make a submission arising out of 
your decision. As required by the Rules, 
I had given you a duly written notice under 
rule 377 before 10 O’clock today seeking 
your permission to raise the matter.

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar) Mr. De¬ 
puty-Speaker, Sir, I rise to support the budget 
proposals brought in this house by the Rail¬ 
way Minister. I have a definite reasion to do 
that. It is only in this year, unlike the previ¬ 
ous year, that the Railway Minister has per¬ 
haps realised that unless and until the rise in 
costs and the increase in the working expen¬ 
ses of the railway are met by increasing the 
rates and fares on passenger tickets the 
railways are bound to run in a loss. 

The running of the railways in a loss has 
been a very controversial matter. The 
railway is bound to run in a loss if the prices 
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of coal on the one hand, the prices of steel on 
the other and the prices of such commodities 
which are required for the running of railways 
are increased day by day, and the rates and 
fares on the railways are kept as they were 
three or four years back. The railways are 
bound to run in a loss. Therefore, this is 
perhaps the first time that the Railway 
Minister has realised this aspect of the 
working and has come out with a sound 
business proposition in this house by 
making a slight increase in the rates and 
freight of the railways so that the railways 
could be run neither in a loss nor in a 
profit. 

It is always said that the railway is a 
public utility service. If it is a public utility 
service, then the question of loss or gain 
should not be taken into account. Even if it 
runs in a loss, since it is a public utility ser¬ 
vice, we have to run the railways ; we cannot 
dose them. But, if the railway's commercial 
aspect taken into account, then the earlier 
factors that I have staled have to be kept 
in mind. The fact is that most of the railways 
in the world today are running in a loss. 
Only in a very few countries do die railway 
make a profit. Thciefore, if we are concerned 
about the loss and gain so far as the railways 
are concerned, wc have, always to take all 
these factors into account. 

1 would like to deal with another aspect, 
the financial aspect, of the railways which is 
mostly responsible for indicating or giving an 
impression that the railways are running in a 
loss. Here, you will find a very unique thing. 
A very unique financial arrangement is always 
placed before us. We pay a certain amount 
of dividend out of the earnings of the rail¬ 
ways, irrespective of the fact that particular 
sections on the Indian railways always run in 
a loss and they are never going to make 
any profit. For example, I can say that 
some of the railways in India like the North¬ 
eastern Frontier Railway, the Northeastern 
Railway, the Northern Railway and also 
the Southern Railway are not making profit. 
But when the question of payment of dividend 
comes, according to the present financial 
arrangements of the railways, dividend is 
calculated on the Indian railways as a whole. 

The Railway Minister himself said that 
they have run into a loss of Rs. 8 or 9 crores 
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but on that also the dividend has been 
calculated. 1 do not know whether the 
Minister will apply his mind to this problem 
and see that this faulty financial arrangement 
changed. 1 can understand if railways arc 
asked to pay dividends on earnings where 
they make a profit. In this connection, I 
suggested that the following recommendaions 
of Transport Committee should be implemen¬ 
ted : 

“(1) In the planning of transport in 
future, the need for ensuring finan¬ 
cial solvency of the railways should 
be kept in view. 

(2) In all cases of lines which aic expe¬ 
cted to be unremunerative even after 
a few years of their opening, provi¬ 
sion .should be made to compensate 
the railways for the losses. 

(3) Concessions given by the railways 
in fares and freight rales have to be 
considered on merits. To the extent 
that these concessions are granted 
in the larger public interest and 
involve losses to the railways, the 
losses should be taken off them in 
determining the railways’ commit¬ 
ments to the general finances.” 

If these recommendations arc implemented, 
a lot of worries of the minister about losses 
in railways w ill be removed. 

So fur as economy in railways is con¬ 
cerned, we have had a very sad experience. 
We always start from the wrong end. In the 
name of economy, the number of class IV 
employees, gangmen, porters, etc. who are in 
the lower grade is reduced and the number 
of higher grade people is increased. This is my 
experience about economy. Therefore, although 
it is necessary to curtail unnecessary expen¬ 
diture in railway working, this type of 
economy I just mentioned should be avoided. 

Coming to my State ol Bihar, if you look 
at the railway map of India, a large portion 
of the Indian Railways runs through that 
State. Apart from givinig us more lines, 
even for recruitment through the service 
commission, there is* no arrangement. 


All members, irrespective of party affilia¬ 
tions from Bihar have been demanding 
the location of the headquarters of the 
service commission in Bihar somewhere at 
Danapur or Patna. In this House, all succes¬ 
sive ministers have given assurance, but 
nothing has been done. There is one Assistant 
Secretaiy who has been posted there. It is 
just like a post office, no work of the service 
commission is carried on there. It is a 
meaningless expenditure If it has been deci¬ 
ded not to have the headquarters of the service 
commission there, it is better not to have it. 

If there is a full-fledged Railway Service 
Commission there are many advantages to 
the people ot both Bihar and UP. It is very 
necessary and we have been demanding it 
for a very long time. I am sure the Railway 
Minister will see the genuineness of this 
demand of the people of the area and agree 
to the establishment of a full-llcdgcd Railway 
Service Commission at Patna or Danapur. 

Then there has been a demand that the 
divisional headquarters of the North Eastern 
Railw-ays should be located at Sonepur. In 
fact, there were even some agitations for it. 
The previous Railway Minister had given the 
impression that he is going to decide this 
question in our favour. I referred to this 
demand when I spoke on the railway budget 
last year in the other house My feeling is that 
politics arc introduced even in the working 
of the railways. For instance, the former 
Railway Minister decided to locate the head- 
quaiters of a railway division at Rangiapara 
in Assam. I do not know what justi¬ 
fication is there for that. Similarly, Banaras 
has been selected for location of another 
headquarters. I do not know how Banaras 
is better than Sonepur. I am not say¬ 
ing that Banaras or Rangiapara should not 
have railway headquarters but 1 feel politics, 
plays a greater part than justification in 
the location of headquarters. 

Coming to De-lux trains, Shu Dinen was 
against the running of De-lux trains. But I am 
in Bhattacharya favour of them. I say that after 
the introduction of the Rajdhani Express 
there is enough justification for the diversion 
of the weekly De*lux service to Patna. Now 
it is done once a week. I say that it should 
be done twice. It is a convenient train for 
people going to North Bihar and Assam. 
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Then I come to a very important part of 
the speech of the Railway Minister where he 
casually quoted from the address of the 
President where he has referred to consul¬ 
tation with trade union leaders in evolving a 
sound industrial policy. I lake it that be 
meant workers’ participation because other¬ 
wise consultation with trade union leaders in 
evolving a sound industrial policy has no 
meaning. The railways have done some work 
in this direction and a team of railway officers 
and labour representatives were sent to 
Yugoslavia and some other countries to study 
this system in 1965. 

They have submitted a report also, but since 
1956 this report has not seen the light of the 
day. If the Railway Minister wants to asso¬ 
ciate the representatives of railway workers 
with increasing the production, decision 
making and running of the railways, it is 
absolutely necessary that right from the plant 
level up to the Railway Board the represen¬ 
tatives of the railway trade unions and wor¬ 
kers should be associated. It is not that a di¬ 
rector is appointed at the level of the Railway 
Board and v.e arc very happy. That will 
serve no pm pose. The association of railw-ay 
representatives right from the plant level up 
to the Railway Board is absolutely necessary. 

Regarding disturbances caused in the 
running of the railways, it is a very sad 
commentary on people who, for serving their, 
political interests in season and out of season, 
attack railway property and railway employees. 
They squat on the railway lines. Not only 
that, in the north eastern part of the country 
it has become absolutely impossible 
for to run the Railways, railway employees 
are assaulted. Sometimes people are 
killed also. If that is the situation 
continuing in certain areas of the country, 
is it possible for railway employees to run the 
railways ? 

The employees arc expected to run the 
railways under normal conditions. They are 
not supposed to fight with the hooligans and 
people who indulge in violence. If the em¬ 
ployees keep away from work, they are 
treated as strikers and their service is broken. 
I want not only to inform the Railway Minis¬ 
ter but also to sound a note of warning that 
we had a meeting of the National Railway- 
men’s Federation where we have taken a 


decision to give a directive to our workers 
that, if such a situation continues in certain 
pans of the country and if the people for 
whom railwaymen render loyal services start 
beating and killing them, they should stop 
the running of railways under all circums¬ 
tances till such time as normal conditions of 
working are restored. 

My hon. friend, Shri Oinen Bhatta- 
charyya, said yesterday that by increasing the 
freight and fares the Railway Minister is 
now goirg to hatao the garibi instead of 
garibi hatao He made a r eference to our 
Prime Minister’s assurance given to the people. 
I want to assure that so far as railwaymen, as 
a class, are concerned, they have given enough 
proof of their patriotism and of their loyal 
services to the country and the nation and 
they will continue to do that. I want, on 
the otber hand, that the Railway Minister 
must lake severe steps to see that such people 
are dealt with a heavy hand so that normal 
conditions of working exist in these areas. 
Then only the railwaymen can be held 
responsible for not doing efficient work. 

Only one sentence and I finish. I am 
very happy that the present Railway 
Minister has dealt in his speech with certain 
things as a practical man. He has not 
talked about corruption or eruption of so 
many things on the Railways. I want to 
inform him that as a trade union we have 
decided that we are not going to support the 
wrong people. There are wrong people in 
every sphere of life and, therefore.it is no 
use making propaganda about that. I asked 
a question about the eleven-point programme 
of the formar Railway Minister. 1 have not 
got an answer. I would like the Railway 
Minister to see to that aspect of railway 
working where a parallel body has been intro¬ 
duced for a certain purpose, where employees 
are made a special target of attack by certain 
officials and non-officials associated with that 
organisation. I would like to know how much 
money has been spent on that account and 
how much profit the railway has made. I would 
like the Railway Minister to examine ibis 
aspect and see that as a practical man he 
should see that the working of the railways 
improves by associating the representatives of 
the workers, as I suggested earlier. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiru- 
chirapalli): Mr- Deputy-Speaker, Sir, at the 
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outset, I have to say that the speech read out 
by the Railway Minister was not only dis¬ 
appointing but even provocative. I have to 
take very strong objection to many of the 
points that he has brought into his speech. 

No doubt, he is aware that there is 
intense criticism and discontent not only 
from the Railwaymen but also from the 
public in regard to the way in which the 
railways have been mismanaged. He wanted 
to come out with an explanation. So, 
perhaps, the Railway Minister was advised 
to be on the offensive rather than on the 
defensive He was on the offensive against 
railwaymen, against the public, against poli¬ 
tical parties, against everyone. That seems 
to be his attitude. 

In his speech, there is an impression 
created as if the railwaymen are very greedy 
and they are asking for more and more. I 
do not know whether the Railway Minister 
goes through the Reports that are placed 
here and distributed to the Members from 
the Railway Ministry itself. If he goes 
through them, he will find that the percen¬ 
tage of e xpenditure incurred in respect of 
staff in the Indian Railways is the lowest as 
compared to other Western countries. In 
Britain, 64 per cent of the total expenditure 
is incurred in respect of start’ and that means 
only 36 per cent is incurred in respect of 
other operational costs, fuel, etc. In Japan, 
which is nearer to us, in Asia, the expendi¬ 
ture in respect of staff is 59 per cent and 
that m:ans the expenditure in respect of 
other operational costs, fuel, etc, is 41 per 
cent. Here, in India, the expenditure on 
staff is 50 per cent and the expenditure on 
other operation costs, fuel, etc. is also 50 per 
cent. So, that is what is taking away more. 
If he dispassionately examines this question, 
he will see that the working expenditure in 
other respects, that is, what is spent on 
workshops, what is spent on contracts and 
other things, is very high and out of pro¬ 
portion. I wish his speech were a little 
more humble and he ought to have tried to 
find out the truth. 

No doubt, the performance of railways 
in the past three years .has deteriorated even 
in respect of operational efficiency and punc¬ 
tuality. As regards operational efficiency. 


so far as it relates to the workers, it has not 
deteriorated. On the contrary, the Report 
itself says that the worker has done his best 
and has given his maximum. 1 do not want 
to bother the House with figures. 

Why this grudge against the workers ? I 
endorse one aspect of the statement made by 
Mr. A. P. Sharma that our workers are not 
wanting in patriotism. I endorse that. But 
don’t put their sense of patriotism to too 
much of strain. They have borne all these 
difficulties far too long. 

How do the Railways incur loss ? First 
of all, I want to remove the idea that the 
Railways are incurring a loss. The figures 
are so manipulated as to present a picture 
that the Railways are incurring losses. If you 
concede that the Railways should work as a 
public unilily service, in the interest of the 
railwaymen, in the interest of the travelling 
puh'ie and for the speeding up of the econo¬ 
mic activities of the country, what is it that 
you find in the Financial Statement ? The 
Financial Statement does not show any loss, 
and that is, in spite of these mismanagements. 

I will come to this aspect of the matter later 
on. 

Here we find Depreciation to the extent 
of Rs. 105 crores and they show it as ex¬ 
penditure. Certain amount under ‘Allo¬ 
cation for Railway Development’ is shown 
as expenditure. And what is worse,—Mr. 
Sharma missed this point,- interest is being 
pa>d for the arrears of contribution on the 
General Revenues. In other words, the 
Finance Ministry is squeezing the Railways 
like anything. I do not know whether the 
Railway Ministry is independent, whether 
it is able to act independently. I do not 
know whether the Financial Commissioner in 
the Railway Board is acting in the interest 
of the Railway Board or acting as an Agent 
of the Finance Ministry. I want to have 
his point cleared up when the Minister 
replies to the debate. The Finance Ministry 
wants to squeeze as much as possible for the 
general revenues. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad) : Some money is invested by the 
Government in the Railways, Towards the 
interest on that, dividend is paid. 
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SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM: Even 
in private enterprise, they get dividend only 
when there is profit ; not otherwise. Nobody 
has paid interest for their failure to pay 
dividend. 

We have listened to the speech of the 
hon. Minister where he mentioned about 
thefts, in spite of interruptions from this side. 
No doubt thefts have been there not only 
now, but ever since the Railways have start¬ 
ed. Perhaps the problem is becoming very 
acute now. But, who is responsible for this ? 
He referred to this problem in three places 
in his speech. He said, it is a menacing 
thing ; It is a very serious thing and particula¬ 
rly he was mentioning one thing-that is, 
overhead wires. I think the Railway Minister 
knows something about electricity. If he 
does not know, let him say so. 

The overhead line is always alive ; it is 
live wire with energy with great tension. 
What is the tension ? 25,000 volts. There 
is no question of going near it. Nobody 
can go anywhere near even upto a distance 
of 3 feet. If he goes he will be finished. He 
is gone. 

From his speech, I learn that these thefts 
of copper wires occurred not during the con¬ 
struction period, or when they were stored in 
the storage yard, or they were under custody 
of the contractors, but after the line has been 
energisrd and handed over to the Railways. 
Then only these thefts have happended. Can 
it be done so easily ? Can a thief go and take 
away copper Wire like this, which is liyng 
overhead ? Even the worst dacoit of our 
country cannot do it, taking away a line 
which is energised at such a high tension. 
Whom does the Railway Board want to fool ? 
Anyone who has knowledge of electrical 
engineering will admit that. Here the thieves 
aro those who are clothed as big officials and 
big Contractors. A metre length of 
copper wire weights more than n kilogram 
in weight. How to carry these things ? If 
the hon. Railway Minister is willing to listen 
to the voice of truth from the 13 lakhs of 
railwaymen and the public, he will be bene¬ 
fited. But his Railway Board will not listen, 
and he is guided only by his Railway Board. 
So long as he is guided by his Railway 
Board, he is not going to contribute anything 
for the betterment of the railways and the 
railways will continue in the same old way. 


Electrification and dieselisation are no 
doubt an advancement, although they create 
problems regarding staff. They lead to 
retrenchment and loss of employment poten¬ 
tial, and so, some of us are only cautioning 
them to do it in the proper way without its 
resulting in unemployment. 

Wc know that electrification has taken 
place. In 1958, a separate organisation 
called the Railway Electrification Organi¬ 
sation was constituted, and a general manager 
was put in charge of it. For what purpose ? 
It had a bunch of well trained engineers and 
technicians. But was this organisation 
entrusted with the construction of all this 
railway line under the new electrification 
scheme ? Where was the need to give all 
these works to the contractors ? It was 
given to three big contract firms, two British 
and one Italian. It will be difficult for me 
to pronounce the Italian name, and, therefore, 

1 shall mention only the names of the British 
firms ; these are the BICC, London and the 
Cromptons. The Cromptons arc very well 
known. These three companies have formed 
a club. 

There was no open tender and no open 
competition. When they form themselves 
into a club, you can understand what will 
happen. They dictate their terms. If the 
hon. Railway Minister wants to know the 
truth, 1 would request him to get all the ten¬ 
der documents and place them before the 
House. 1 shall show to him that they have 
not spent even half the amount that was paid 
to the contractors, and they have swallowed 
more than half of the amount intended for 
these projects. If the hon. Minister is inter¬ 
ested, let him please get the documents. I 
do not want to give him the details 
now. Let him get all the tender 
documents in regard to the contracts 
that were entered into between the 
Railway Electrification Organisation and the 
three firms whose names I have mentioned. 
If he wants my help, I am prepared to give 
him the correct details to show how these 
three companies have swindled to the extent 
of nearly 50 per cent of the amount that was 
allotted for these projects. 

I shall give just one instance regarding 
the Rourkela-Bilaspur section. Let the hon. 
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Minister verify. The amount of the tender 
agreement was Rs. 257 lakhs. The details 
are : Supply of spare parts : Rs. 90 lakhs ; 
Erection charges : Rs. 80 lakhs, and Estab¬ 
lishment charges : Rs. 87 lakhs. In regard 
to the Rs. 90 lakhs which is said to have 
been paid to the contractor for the materials, 
that is, the overhead equipment purchased 
from a supplier, he must produce a voucher 
for that. Kindly ask him to produce the 
sales tax account which lie has submitted to 
the State Government. He has mentioned 
only Rs. 45 lakhs in icspcct of the materials 
purchased, to the sales tax officers. But here 
he has given the amount of Rs 90 lakhs 
and has drawn the amount of Rs. 90 lakhs. 
Let the hon. Minister examine these things 
and produce them before us. In the name 
of this House, 1 ask the hon. Railway 
Minister to get all these documents and sub¬ 
mit them to scrutiny by a committee of this 
House. Then, he will know how much 
money has been wasted. If he wants eco¬ 
nomy, we arc all for economy, but not for 
retrenchment of a casual labourer or a gang- 
man or a porter or a peon. This is how 
you should economise. Crores of rupees are 
wasted like this, swindled by private contrac¬ 
tors and corrupt officials. Not that all our 
officials are corrupt ; we have fine engineers, 
the best engineers, the cheapest engineers and 
the most efficient engineers. That is why 
there is so much demand for our technicians 
in capitalist countries like America. Our 
labour is the cheapest and most efficient. I 
am proud of our labour. But our Railway 
Minister docs not admit that. He is angry 
with our labour. He thinks that the failure 
of punctuality is due partly to inefficiency of 
labour. Will he kindly give me the breakup, 
to what extent failure of punctuality was due 
to political agitations, theft of overheap 
copper wires and to what extent it is due to 
labour inefficiency. 

Cordon off the eastern portion. What is 
happening in the rest of India. Are the 
trains running f o time ? If any foreigner 
reads the budget speech of the Railway Minis¬ 
ter, he will think that India is passing through 
a big turmoil, everywhere there is unrest, 
agitation, theft of wires, theft of everything. 
What will others think of our country ? Did 
any of them opposite think about it ? Is this 
the reality in our country ? For the sake of 


concealing-I do not want to use harsh words— 
corruption and inefficiency of he adminis¬ 
tration, these charges are levelled against the 
workers and the public. I request the 
Minister to inquire into these matters which 
l have raised. 

There is an engineer who was Chief 
Engineer in the railway electrification organi¬ 
sation. It will not be fair for me to give 
his name in the House. But he was awarded 
a Padma Shri For what ? he had been in 
service for ten years and he has helped these 
contractors a great deal. Today he is in the 
service of one of the contractor firms on a 
monthly salat y of Rs. 10,000 or so 
(Interruption). Such an engineer was 
awarded a Padma Shri If I am wrong, let 
the Minister deny it. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Was it after 
retirement ? 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : During 
service. Two years later he joined that firm. 
He is such an attractive person that so many 
officials in service are also after him, because 
he has got the power of inducement. He can 
get any son of any official employed anywhere 
through these private firms. So he is a 
most sought after person. Perhaps it is be¬ 
cause of that that he was given a Padma 
Shri. This is how the so-called big officials 
are swindling the railways, being hand in 
glove with contractors. And the Minister 
has the courage, the guts, to- chaige the 
workers, who are sweating for the railways, 
with all these things. 

Then what .about the incentive scheme ? 
Last time I raised it. I do not have the time 
to go in detail,. If I had to do full justice to 
all the points raised in the Minister's speech, 

I would require not less than two hours. I 
have got enough material to occupy that much 
ol time. I am basing myself on facts, not on 
gossip. But I know I do not have that time 
and I will not be able to do full justice to the 
subject. 

About the incentive scheme, they have 
realised that it has not been fully implemented. 
Why ? In the name of incentive scheme, they 
have created posts of the higher category 
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while retrenching and surrendering posts of 
semi-skilled and skilled workers in the work¬ 
shops. How does the Minister expect the 
workers to be very happy about this scheme ? 
It has been in force for some time now. 
Appoint a high-power committee to assess the 
advantages and disadvantages. 

One should know the merit or demerit of 
the scheme and should know whether it has 
been successful or otherwise. As it works at 
present, it is just deceiving oneself to have 
this incentive scheme. Figures on paper look 
wonderfuly so many units have been turned 
out. But in such a hurry, in such a haphazard 
manner. Wagons and engines which are 
sent out of workshops in the name of incen¬ 
tive scheme increase our expenditure on 
maintenance twofold. 1 am not opposing the 
incentive scheme as such. If it can be worked 
with the co-operation of the workers it can 
achieve the results desired. But the way it is 
implemented in several workshops is a 
damage to the scheme itself. I am speaking 
with personal knowledge. 

The Railway Minister says that the rise 
in freights and fares arc marginal—one rupee 
for a journey from Madras to Delhi. But the 
Railway Ministry has no moral right for 
demanding this from the nation. That is my 
objection. The increase asked for may be 
trtvial. He has misled the House by saying 
that the railway fare in our country is the 
cheapest. Maybe, the railway fare may be 
low. But compare it with the purchasing power 
of our masses. The masses have no houses 
near their working places. Is it not the duty 
of the Govermcnt to provide food and shel¬ 
ter and clothing for all its citizens ? Next to 
food, shelter and clothing conics traval facili¬ 
ties. Cheap travel facili'ics should be provided. 
Even if you cannot make it pleasant, at least 
make it cheap. 

Catering establishment in the railways is 
miserable. I have listened to criticisms made 
in the earlier Houses that it was worked by 
the Railways and so it was miserable. It is 
not true. Wherever you bring the contractors, 
you are swindled. That is what happened 
under the Railway Electrification scheme. In 
some places this is done by the contractor, 
while some stations are worked by the depart¬ 
ment. Both are now going down in standard. 


Let them institute a committee to enquire 
into it. It is costlier than outside. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : What is your 
suggestion ? ( Interruptions .) I ani talking 
about improvement of railway canteens. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : Per¬ 
haps he is agreeing with some of the critici¬ 
sms I have made. I come from the south. 

I know that outside the station a meal costs 80 
paise where as a meal, which is bad in quality, 
costs Rs. 1.55 on the railway platforms and 
five paise for sales tax. If it is served on the 
trains, it costs Rs. 2.05. I am referring to a 
vegetal ian mean; 1 am a vegetarian and I do 
not know about the quality of non-vegetarian 
food on the railways. Perhaps it is worse. The 
catering establishments have become bad 
after they were given to the contractors. I 
can inform the House that the contractor 
boys purchase edibles from outside and bring 
them in. There are places where the selling 
side is left to the contractor. 

Even where the refreshment rooms are run 
by the railways, the selling alone is given to the 
contractor. The contractor employs boys. He 
docs not take the edibles from the refresh¬ 
ment rooms. He gets them from outside and 
sells them to the deteriment of the health of 
the passengers. Rotten "stuff is brought and 
sold. If an enquiry is made, it is not very 
difficult to find out all these things.

So, I want to make some suggestions. 
With regard to the working of the catering 
establishment, I wish the Railway Ministry 
appoints a Committee to enquire into the 
conditions and to make suggestions as to how 
to improve the quality of food and the ser¬ 
vice to the passengers. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : There was a 
Committee. ( Interruption ) 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : Rever¬ 
ting to railway electrification organization 
and its functioning, there is the 70th report 
of the Estimates Committee which I happened 
to go through. It had made some recommen¬ 
dations about reorganisation. In 1968,it has been 
reorganised or decentralised. The Estimates 
Committee had said that the expenditure 
incurred as a result of the reorganisation is 
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more and they have also suggested to the 
Railway Ministry that they should submit a 
report on that, whether it has resulted in an 
economy or has resulted in greater expendi¬ 
ture, after two years, to this House. Two 
years are over and 1 do not yet sec any 
report, or I do not know whether any atte¬ 
mpt has been made to submit the report 

With regard to the railway budget speech 
of the Minister, i ain opposed totally to all 
the increase in rates proposed by him, and I 
take strong objection to the criticism that he 
made about the workers.

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA G OSWAMI 
(Gauhati) : Sir, while congratulating the 
Railway Ministei for injecting a sense of 
urgency in his Budget speech for eradicating 
the evils prevailing in the railway administra¬ 
tion today, we the members coming from 
the north-east frontier region of this country 
particularly from Assam, cannot but accept 
this budget with a sense of regret and 
resentment for the failure of the railway 
administration to take note of the most 
urgent problems concerning the railways in 
that part of the country. Ours is a strategic 
State and we are connected with the rest of 
India by only a small strip of rail line, which 
can be called the life-line of the State. 
Unfortunately, in spile of this fact, the 
railway administration has shown utter 
neglect for the improvement of this line. For 
a long time there was a demand for the 
extension of the broadgaugc line to Assam 
and then it was extended to Bengaigaon a 


border Station of Assam. I do not know 
why it was extended only up to Bongaigaon. 
Was it only to give a psychological satisfac¬ 
tion to the people of Assam ? Thereafter, 
we have demanded times without number 
for extension of the broadgauge line from 
Bongaigaon in Pancharaina, Joggigoppa to 
Tinsukia. As early as on 31-7-55 a resolution 
was passed by the Assam Pradesh Congress 
Committee, which was reiterated by the 
Assam State Assembly in 1969 for making 
this demand but the railway administration 
is absolutely silent over it. The late revered 
Prime Minister, Lai Bahadur Shastri had 
assured the people of Assam that he would 
give adequate consideration to this demand. 
But, unfortunately, before he could take a 
deep interest in the matter he passed away. 
A memorandum was submitted on behalf of 
15 lakhs of people, signed by 5 lakhs of 
people, to the hon. Prime Minister but we 
are in such a position that till now we do 
not even know what has happened to this 
memorandum. In the Railway budget discus¬ 
sion of last year also, this point was raised 
and an answer was given by the Railway 
Minister that it is not economically viable. 
Those upon whose advice it has been said 
that it is not economically viable have either 
no knowledge about the potentiality of the 
economic development in this State of Assam 
or they have done so with an absolute sense 
of inditfcrencc to the healthy development of 
this State. It is absolutely economically 
viable and I will put some points, to subs¬ 
tantiate this contention and be glad if the 
minister will refer to these points when he 
replies. 

The people in the south bank, parti¬ 
cularly in the districts of Goalpara were 
absolutely dependent upon trade and 
commerce with East Bengal for their liveli¬ 
hood before partition. After partition their 
economic condition has become extremely 
poor. But the paradox is that according 
to a report of the Geological Survey of 
India Goalpara is abundant with minerals 
like sulphur, coal, siliminite, lime stone, 
china clay and cement and also there is an 
abundance of forest wealth. But these 
resources have not been tapped till today 
because of the absence of good communica¬ 
tion system. If all these industries have to 
be developed and other industries have to 
come into being the broad-gauge line has to 
be extended via the south bank in the State 
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of Assam. This is Ihc first economic con¬ 
sideration which should weigh with the 
railway administration. 

Secondly, in spite of the fact that this is 
the only life line with the rest of the country, 
this railway line is under heavy stresses and 
strains from natural calamities like floods and 
it remains out of operation for a considerable 
number of days almost every year. A line by 
the south bank has no such probability 
because the south bank does not have any 
turbulent river. Obviously, if a line is con¬ 
structed through the south bank it will have 
mote stability. As the Railway Minister 
himself said, if a railway line remains out of 
operation for quite some time, the loss is 
very heavy. To a great extent this loss can 
be cut down by the extension of broad 
gange line through the south bank. Apart 
from it each year we have to pay huge sums 
as compensation for claims arising out of 
loss, damage and deterioration of goods 
transmitted through Railway. I have some 
personal experience of cases relating to loss, 
damage and deterioration because 1 happened 
to be the counsel for some time on behalf of 
the railways. Now, in most of the cases 
the loss, damage or deterioration takes place 
because of the transhipment. If there is a 
direct broad-gauge line to Assam much of 
these losses, which run to crores of rupees, 
can be avoided, keeping aside the tranship¬ 
ment cost. The Railway Minister should 
consider this also when he is thinking of 
economic viability. 

Apart from it, from the defence point 
of view also there should be two lines because 
railway line is the only line through which 
there can be actual movement of troops to 
Assam and Meghalaya. Lastly, should only 
economic consideration guide the administra¬ 
tion in such matters. After all, the railways are 
public utility concern. And the considera¬ 
tion of public utility also demands the 
extension of the broad-gauge line and even 
on the basis of economic consideration the 
railways will be economically viable. 

Then Assam abounds in natural resour¬ 
ces. We have some extremely beautiful natural 
spots and some of the best game sanctuaries 
of the world and a golf course which is one 


of the best in the east. But, unfortunately, 
the number of tourists who come to our 
State is probably the lowest and that is 
because of want of good communication. If 
there is proper communication, tourism will 
be developed in the stable along with other 
allied developments. 

Therefore, from all these points 1 feel 
that there should be an extension of the 
broad gauge line through the south bank 
and 1 hope the Hon'ble Railway Minister, 
instead of giving a curt reply this time, at 
least will tiy to consider those points and 
give a reply which may be satisfactory to us. 

1 will request that the Railway Minister 
should take into account this persistent 
demand from the people of Assam for the 
extension of the broad gauge. In fact, I may 
tell you, sir, a sense of isolation ;s growing 
in this most strategic region of Goalpara, 
which is on the border of the border Stale 
of Assam, and they have developed a feeling 
that they have been neglected by the Centre.' 
Such a sense of isolation in such a region is 
extremely dangerous to the integrity and 
security of the country. In order to end 
this sense of isolation also I feel that this 
long standing demand should be fulfilled im¬ 
mediately. 

Having laid stress on these points I now 
pass on to some other points to which I 
hope adequate attention will be given. So 
far as employment, appointment and transfer 
in the Northeast Frontier Railway is concern¬ 
ed, we often see that it has become an 
“ajab duniya .” Corruption, bribery, 
nepotism and arbitrary highhandedness 
always play their part. The local youth are 
are getting a very raw deal in the matter of 
appointment in the Northeast Frontier 
Railway. 1 do i\ot know if I will be called 
parochial, but, after all, this is the demand 
from every State that in matters of employ¬ 
ment the aspirations of the local youth should 
be given due consideration. But unfortena- 
tcly in N. F. Railway not only preference 
has not been given to local youth but their 
aspirations have been denied. 

I will cite only one example which the 
hon. Railway Minister may pursue. Last 
January nine doctors were appointed by the 
Northeast Frontier Railway without any adver¬ 
tisement in the newspapers. What prompted 
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the administration to appoint these doctors 
without advertisement, 1 do not know. But 
out of these nine doctors, there was none 
from the local community though there aie 
hundreds of doctors in the State awaiting 
avenues of employment. I can give dozens 
of such examples but the time at my disposal 
will not permit me to do so. 

Not only in matters of employment 
but even in the case of patronage to local 
industry a raw deal is given by the Northeast 
Frontier Railway administration. I will give 
an example. A booklet of only 193 pages 
on the administrative aspect of the railways 
was printed a few months back though there 
arc a number of printing presses in Gauhati, 
the order was placed with a press outside the 
State of Assam. The only ground was that 
the rate quoted in the tender from the prin¬ 
ter outside the State of Assam was Rs. 27 
compared to Rs. 30 given by the presses at 
Gauhati. A very reasonable argument, it 
seems ; but subsequently it was found out 
that after adding TA and DA, which had 
to be given to the officers of the railway 
administration for looking to the proof¬ 
reading job and other things, this book 
cost the administration Rs. 6,821 whereas it 
could have been printed at Gauhati for only 
Rs. 5,990. This is only a specific instance 
which I have given and if the Hon’ble 
Minister so wants 1 will be able to multiply 
it. 

In matters of appointment, I will give 
two specific instances for being pursued by 
the Railway Minister. Recently an appoint¬ 
ment has been made in the Northeast 
Frontier Railway for the post of some wel¬ 
fare officers. Surprisingly, two persons have 
been appointed to these posts whotc positions 
in the seniority list are 200 and odd and 460 
and-odd. After all, the Constitution guaran¬ 
tees equal opportunity to all in matters of 
employment. Was there none who could be 
found suitable among those persons who 
were on top of these two persons occupying 
260 and odd and 460 and-odd position ? 

I will give another curious example. A 
few years back in the matter of selection of 
some posts an examination was held and 
some of corrupt officials of the Northeast 
Frontier Railway by giving grace marks to 
some of their favourite candidates made 


them pass and the other candidates were 
shown as having failed in the examination. 
Some of those persons who were shown to 
have failed having come to know of the 
irregularities, approached the General 
Manager, some approached the Railway 
Board and some went to the court. The 
General Manager rejected the memorandum 
on the ground that there was no irregularity. 
In the court, affidavit with solemn affirmation 
was hied by the administration of the 
Northeast Frontier Railway that there was 
no irregularity. When the matter came to 
the Railway Board, the Railway Board 
found that in this case the allegation of the 
persons wcie correct and the favoritism 
was shown and a number of persons were 
made to pass this examination by giving 
grace marks. I do not think any action lias 
boon taken against these delinquent 
officers. 

Now the situation has developed that after 
the Railway Board set aside that examination, 
those persons who were promoted approached 
the Court. The railway administration had 
to swallow a bitter pill as they had to take 
a stand absolutely contradictory to their 
earlier stand. 

We do not want these things to happen. 
Such type of affairs demoralise the entire 
administration. I hope, the lion. Minister, 
who has introduced a sense of urgency in 
his Budget speech, will follow these instances 
and will try to root out all corruption which 
could bo found out with a certain amount 
of probing. 

Sir, it has been the most uufortunate 
experience of our State that in many cases 
without any agitation, our State is not given 
their due share. I do not want to cross 
swords with my hon. friend Shri A. P. 
Sharma because of the way he referred to 
Rangia Division. After the Divisionalisation 
Scheme was introduced, the people of Assam 
made a demand for a Division in Rangia 
and the Railway Administration agreed that 
the Division would be established. The 
cx-Railway Minister, Shri Nandaji, made a 
promise that this Division will operate from 
the auspicious day of 2nd October, 1971. 
The only condition was that the State 
Government was to give free land to the 
Railway for estab lishment of the Division. 
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The State Government has given land. But 
nothing has happened so far. The Railway 
Administration is saying that they have not 
been able to carry on with this project 
because the land requires filling up. Those 
persons in the Railway Administration who 
are saying that ihc project cannot be 
executed because the land is required to be 
filled up have exhibited an utter sense of 
ignorance, if I may say, so of the topographical 
conditions of the State of Assam. In Assam, 
even an individual cannot construct a small 
house without filling up his land, not to 
speak of such big projects. The Railway 
Administration think that they would be 
able to build up the headquarters of the 
Division on the top of the Kamakhya hills. 
The land has been given. The promises 
were given to the people of Assam by the 
Railway Administration, by the ex-Railvvay 
Minister, Shri Nandaji, by the Central 
Government, that it will come into operation 
on 2nd October, 1971. But nothing has 
happened so far. 

Now, there is a limit to the elasticity of 
patience of an individual or a community, 
and it seems we have reached the breaking 
point. I hope the Railway Administration by 
their negligence, by their callousness, will not 
allow our patience to run out. 

Before I conclude, I would like to make 
one or two more points. The employees of 
the North-East Frontier Railway are 
demanding certain frontier railway allowance 
because the cost of living in our State is 
extremely high. These employees have to 
face the hazards of floods, influx of refugees 
and also other consequential hazards. A'so. 
certain amenities which are given to 
employees in other Railways are not given to 
the employees of the North-East Frontier 
Railway. I would like to make a very humble 
request to the Railway Administration, 
through you. Sir, to consider seriously the 
legitimate demand of the employees of the 
North-East frontier Railway. 

Now, it has been said that the North- 
East Frontier Railway is a losing concern. 
It seems to me that there is some foul-play 
in regard to this and this foul-play has been 
prompted by certain persons who are in the 


road transport business. Often, the wagons 
of the North-East Frontier Railway are shown 
to have returned empty. But the irony of 
fate is that often merchants, and businessmen 
of Assam fail in their demand for wagons 
for transportation of goods, including jute, 
from different stations of Assam. They are 
not given the wagons on the ground that 
wagons are not available, whereas one of the 
reasons for which the North-East Frontier 
Railway is running at a loss is that the 
wagons are to come empty from Assam. This 
should be taken into consideration by the 
Railway Administration. 

Then, we have seen that the prices of 
essential commodities in our State arc rising 
very high. In fact, the most essential 
commodity, salt, is now being sold at a very 
high price of 50 paise per Kg. in some places. 
If some direct wagons are allowed to run 
from western coast to Assam as a special 
measure, it will give relief to the people of 
Assam. This demand has come from the 
people of my State recently and I urge upon 
the Railway Administration to consider it. I 
hope, as in the past, our demand will not be 
brushed aside with a curt reply and due 
consideratjon will be given. 

Lastly, the new Railway Minister has 
given a new outlook to his budget proposals 
by saying in his speech that economic drag 
on the progress of India because of these 
metre-guage and narrovv-guage lines should 
be done away with. I hope, he will fulfil his 
promise by trying to implement it first in 
our State because of its strategic and other 
importance. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Sivaganja) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 1 am not in a 
position to congratulate the Railway Minister. 

I would call hi§ Railway Budget as a conven¬ 
tional and a conservative budget. 

The hon. Minister has taken much pain 
to follow the footsteps of his predecessors 
and submitted a deficit budget. He has tried 
to fill up the fiscal gap by increasing fares 
and freights. But in more advanced 
countries the Railways cannot enhance fares 
and freights just to fill up a fiscal gap. 
Before they make enhancements they take 
into account all the aspects, including what 
the public, the customers, and the common

man have got to say, whereas in India, every 
year a new Minister comes and places the 
proposals to increase fares and freights.' But, 
Sir, who is going to be affected ?—We all 
know, “the common man”. 

The increase in freight charges announced 
by the Railway Minister will result in higher 
costs of production of steel, cement, caustic, 
soda ash and Iron and Steel castings, as the 
freight charges on the movement of raw 
materials like iron ore, limestone, coal, salt 
and other items have been increased. There 
would have been adjustments in selling prices 
as costs in other directions also have been 
rising steadily. 

Sir, the increase in fares and freights 
will fetch Rs. 26*25 crores this year. Since 
the Railways are faced with a shortfall of 
Rs. 33*12 crores, our hon. Railway Minister 
proposes this increase. 

But the real question is whether this is 
a real shortfall, and whether this shortfall 
is to be filled with this increased rate. Kindly 
look at the present levels of fares and 
freights. 

The total gross receipts have been kept 
at Rs. 1044 crores—that is, about Rs. 42 
crores more than the approximates for 
1970-71. Similarly, the estimates of working 
expenses had been Rs 903*35 crores which 
gives Rs. 140*65 crores as a surplus. So, from 
the layman’s point of view, nearly Rs. 141 
crores are being contributed by the Railways 
towards their investment requirements both 
directly and indirectly. But, to suit their 
convenience, with conventional financial 
calculations and certain accounting formali¬ 
ties, they have shown the required deficits. 

All over the world the Railways are 
receiving subsidies from the Government. 
But, here, in the name of dividend payable 
to the General Revenues, the Railways have 
to pay Rs. 173.77 crores leaving a revenue 
deficit of Rs. 33*12 crores. 

I feel this and also this House as a 
whole is of the opinion that the rate of 
dividend is too high and there has been a 
repeated demand that we should review the 
rate of dividend. 


I would like to come to the next point; 
that is about the working of the Railways. 
The Railways constitute the nation’s largest 
commercial cum industrial undertaking with 
the capital-at-charge of about Rs. 3250 crores 
and an estimated revenue budget of about 
Rs. 1000 crores. The Railways operate daily 
about 1200 trains to serve about 7000 stations 
and 2500 million passengers and 200 million 
tonnes of goods. The total strength of the 
railway stall' is about 13*5 lakhs. The 
Railways are a public utility of national 
importance and the largest public undertaking 
in the country. But the working of the 
railways is far fiom satisfactory. The 
Railway Board with its chairman and 
members who sit on the ivory tower deliver 
nothing but the frequent orders and circulars 
which aiTecf mostly the low-paid employees. 

Much was spoken and is being spoken 
about economy, for which purpose, a ban on 
recruitment was effected. I would like to 
take the House into confidence in regard to 
this mailer. Where was the ban on recruit¬ 
ment ? In 1961, the number of class I and 

II officers was about 3000 while that of class 

III and IV employees was about 11 lakhs, 
but in the year 1969, the number of class 1 
and II officers was increased to 8000, whereas 
that of the class III and IV employees was 
increased to about 13 lakhs. The total 
number of employees has registered an 
increase at the rate of about 2*3 per cent per 
annum during 1961-69, though the rate of 
increase of the staff' in class I and II 
categories appears to be higher than in the 
other categories, being of the order of 147 
per cent. So, 1 do not know whether the 
ban on recruitment was effectively 
implemented and economy was effected. But 
due to this ban on recruitment, there was 
and is a tremendous stagnation in the 
promotion of the class II and IV employees. 
Even in some categories like those of 
commercial clerks, a number of posts were 
and are being surrendered. But at the same 
time, a number of people are officiating in 
the higher posts without getting due promo¬ 
tion and salary. Even the casual labourers, 
after having rendered five or ten years* of 
service are still without confirmation and 
they are officiating as clerks and firemen. In 
place of skilled labourers, casual labourers 
are now officiating and are being designated 
as unskilled labourers. Thousands of 
vacancies are still to be filled up. This is 
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the position as far as the class III and IV 
employees are concerned. There is a large 
amount of discontentment among the railway 
employees, and they are working under even 
frustration. 

How can you expect co-operation from 
the low-paid employees, without looking into 
their grievances ? So, I had pleaded for a 
separate Pay Commission for the railway 
employees who constitute nearly 50 per cent 
of the Central Government employees, so 
that we can get a dear picture of the 
pay-scales and service conditions of about 
14 lakhs of employees. Even now, it is not 
too late. 1 would plead with the hon. 
Minister to arrange and request the present 
Pay Commission to prepare a separate report 
for the railway employees. 

Then, what is economy ? I could under¬ 
stand the dictionary meaning of the word, 
but not the railway meaning of the term. 
Whenever economy is effected, the axe falls 
generally upon the poor employees only. 
When I visited the Tanjorc PWD office on 
the Southern Railway during the last month, 
I could see a shirt supplied to an employee 
who was going for night patrolling on the 
line. It was a sleeveless or armless shirt. It 
seems, therefore, that the Railway Board 
saves crores of rupees by cutting the sleeves. 
Is it not a ridiculous thing really ? 

Then, they have supplied only one 
whistle. You can see how much economy is 
achieved by not supplying one whistle each 
for two persons. 

Then, I visited the yard at Trichv, 
where 1 could see only three pointsmen 
working, whereas a minimum of four points¬ 
men was essential there. 

In the name of economy, the Southern 
Railway Administration is shifting the loco- 
shed at Tanjore by dismantling the buildings 
and lines and shifting the families of the 
employees. I strongly protest against this 
move. 

Then, the Southern Railway Administra¬ 
tion has decided to shift the present stores 
depot from Nagapattinam to Golden Rock 
by stages in the name of economy. I 


strongly protest against this move also, 
since no useful purpose will be served by 
such shifting except that it will make about 
300 families suffer, and an existing model 
depot would be dismantled and a lot of 
money would be spent in erecting now 
sheds and stores at Golden Rock, a place 
which is already over-congested. So Instead 
of finding fault with the railway employees, 
you can easily get their co-operation by 
simply hearing their long-pending giicvances 
and trying to pacify their frustration. 

In this connection, I would like to stress 
the following and request the hon. Minister 
to see that the needful is done immediately. 
Firstly, I would like to impress on the 
Railway Minister and also the Prime 
Minister the crucial and historical necessity 
for an early announcement of the recommen¬ 
dations of the Third Pay Commission 
embodying rcdical changes in the pay 
structure and service conditions commen¬ 
surate with the expectations of the Central 
Government employees. Secondly, I strongly 
feel that in a nationalised undertaking like 
the railways, the practice of engaging labour 
on a daily-rated basis, utilising them as 
substitutes for unspecified time-limits 
against regular vacancies should be dis¬ 
pensed with and those casual labour 
employees who have put in more than six 
months continuous service should be 
absorbed against existing vacancies accord¬ 
ing them temporary status forthwith and 
on completion of three years continuous 
service as casual labour on CPC scale with 
temporary status, should be confirmed so 
as to enable them in derive the benefit of 
pension etc. Thirdly, the anomalous denial 
of legitimate monetary benefits of HRA 
and CCA to such of those railway employees 
residing in and working at stations like 
Tambaram which are declared contiguous 
to Madras City in terms of the Order of 
the Government of Tamil Nadu should 
be reconsidered. Further in terms of Ministry 
of Finance (Expenditure Department) Memo 
No. 2 (22) 1 (B)/60 dated 2-8-60 read with 
GOMS No. 206 (Finance) dated 13-3-68 of 
the Government of Tamil Nadu, the benefits 
of HRA and CCA as admissible in the 
case of Madras City be extended to those 
railway employees residing and working at 
places like Tambaram. Fourthly, immediate 
steps should be taken to fill up the class 
IV (kbalasics) posts which remain unfilled 
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for a long period so as to provide long 
awaited promotional outlets for existing 
staff at the Southern Railway Press. Fifthly, 
the RPF staff should be given night duty 
allowance. Sixthly, even after repeated 
attempts, nothing has been done by the 
administration to chart out a roster for 
loco running staff with train links for a 
minimum distance of 100 kms and also 
enforcing a rest for 8 hours at outstations 
and rest for 24 hours at headquarters. This 
should be done. Seventhly, clearance 
work in the docks and in the Customs at 
Calcutta port is done only by the supervi¬ 
sory staiT under the control of COS whereas 
the same kind of work in the Madras 
harbour is extracted from a few inadequate 
staff in the scales of 130-300 and 110-180. 
This should be remedied. Eighthly, many 
categories of railwaymen do not have the 
required statutory limit of leave reserve. 
A thorough study of the leave reserve posi¬ 
tion of each category has to be done and 
arrangements made to provide for leave 
reserve. Ninthly, most of the running 
rooms do not have proper amenities to the 
staffs particularly in AC traction. This 
should be attended to. Tenthly, occupants of 
railway quarters are charged electric installa¬ 
tions, water tax, conservancy etc. besides 
the abnormal assessed rent. Since several 
quarters were built many years ago, they 
would have already fetched several times 
more than the actual value. Electrical 
charges etc. form part of the rent ; such 
recoveries should be discontinued and increas¬ 
ing of the assessed rent of quarters every 
year be stopped. Lastly, industries keep pace 
with the railways and the latter act as the 
pace-setter for the former. If certain areas 
are not developed in our country, it is 
not because entrepreneurs were not available 
nor because Stale Government lack the 
initiative, but because the railways did not 
provide for it. The road engineers had a 
belter sense of perspective planning 
■ ■■(Interruptions.) They tried to connect all 
important centres, major ports and state capi¬ 
tals and they prepared a plan of a national 
high way system in this country and today we 
have almost fulfilled that programme. Unfor¬ 
tunately the railway Engineers and the Railway 
Board have not cared to draft such perspec¬ 
tive planning. In the South we have been 
pleading for a circular railway and rapid 
transport system. I should ask the Railway 
Minister to look into the grievances of the 


people of Madras. Nothing has been done 
to take up electrification work between 
Madras and Arkonam, Madras and 
Vijayawada, Madras and Trichy. The pro¬ 
posal for forming broad-gauge line between 
Karur and Oindigal, Madura and Tuticorin 
is still in coid storage. Construction of 
railway line between Tinnevelly and Cape 
Comerin has not been considered at all. In 
the matter of construction of railway lines 
Tamil Nadu as well as the whole of south 
is neglected. Every year the Members 
of Parliament make a hue and cry about 
the Railway Board. Our demand is that 
the Railway Board should go and regional 
Boards should come in ; the zonal managers 
should be given more powers. Even for 
small disputes the customers have to come 
to the board which means delay and more 
expenditure. 

With these words I complete my speech 
and hope that the hon. Minister would 
take all these things into consideration. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar) : The hon. Ministe. Hanu- 
manthaiyaji has highlighted some of the 
most urgent and immediate problems facing 
the Railway Administtation in his Budget 
speech. As head of the Administrative 
Reiorms Commission he has made some 
recommendations and we can expect that 
as minister in charge of Railways he will 
give immediate attention to the recommenda¬ 
tions he has made so that they could be 
implemented. Some persons are so much 
wedded to the traditional way of thinking 
that even for acute maladies they always 
prescribe traditional medicines. Here is the 
case of the Railway budget which is prapared 
in this kind of a simple, traditional mathe¬ 
matical formula. Find out how much 
resources are there and cut down the expen¬ 
diture accordingly We have been told that 
earnings are falling and that expenses are 
mounting. Therefore, the plan expenditure 
has been cut and to meet the still existing 
deficit the fares and freights have been 
increased. Even then there is some deficit 
which is left uncovered. That is the line 
of least resistance. This is not the way of 
accepting a challenge of a new developing 
economy. From the Himalayas to Cape 
Comerin, the land and its people cry for 
development to meet the rising aspirations 
of the people every day. We want more 
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amenities. But this is like accepting a defeat. 
Because of the line of least resistance, you 
have decided to scale down the physical 
targets from 265 million tonnes to 240.5 
million tonnes. So also, the Plan outlay for the 
'year has been reduced from the original 
sum of Rs. 308 crores to Rs. 208, crores, 
and the total fourth Plan outlay has been 
reduced from Rs. 1,525 crores to Rs. 1,275 
crores. One who understands the simple 
economics of development and keeps in 
mind the commitments that we have made 
to the people knows that the coming four 
years are most crucial moments in the 
history of India. Hither we fight the poverty 
or we go down ; either we provide employ¬ 
ment to the unemployed millions or we go 
down. When this is the challenge before 
the country and the people and Parliament 
such a huge cut in the Plan outlay cannot 
he under stood. What does it mean ? It 
means simply a halt and a suspension of 
economic activities in many spheres, when 
the declared objective of the of the Govern¬ 
ment is to ensure more and more economic- 
activities for providing employment to the 
millions of unemployed people. 

The result or the natural corollary of 
the increased rates af passenger fares and 
freight rates is that it puts the economy 
in the spiral of rising prices. I know there 
is a Financial Commissioner of Railways. 
I do not know which part of the finance 
he deals with, but cverytime a budget is 
put forward in this House, he addresses 
a press conference, and he says 
that there would be no price rise ; nothing ; 
and that the prices will remain as they are. 
1 do not know what kind of economics is 
this and wherefrom he has learnt it. 

Now there has been a hike in the freight 
rates on cement, coal, salt, organic and 
chemical manures and on steel. Are they 
not essential commodities ? Will the traders 
absorb it in their profits ? I do not know 
If they agree with the Financial Com¬ 
missioner's views. If they assure it, it is 
ail right. But 1 have never seen in the 
past, in my experience, any traders who 
have said, "All right, I will absorb it in my 
profit." If they are essential commodities, 
I tell you they are going to increase the 
prices of those commodities by 10 per cent. 
There is nobody who can deny it. If any¬ 
body dentes it, he is misleading himself 


and is fooling himself. The traders will 
seize this opportunity to increase the prices. 
They will try to pass it on to the consumers. 
They will do it. There is no way out for 
them. Is this the understanding of the 
Financial Commissioner ? Does he think 
that after this freight rise in essential com¬ 
modities, the whole economy will not be 
caught up in the spiral of rising prices ? 

Now I must congratulate the Govern¬ 
ment on one thing : the price rise which 
had soared to an all-time high, of eight per 
cent late last year, has been finally brought 
down to the most manageable level of 3.5 
per cent in recent months, thanks to the 
Government’s strick fiscal and monetary 
measures. It is a commendable thing to 
bring down the price rise from eight per 
cent towards the end of last year to 3.5 
per cent, and it has been a commondable 
thing which arrested the price increase. 
But alas, what I find from these proposals 
is that it reverses the trend and once again 
the economy will be caught up in the spiral 
of rising prices. 

Sir, the hon. Minister, Shri Hanumath- 
aiya, is a very practical man ; he is a 
pragmatist, and he is a good administrator. 
I plead before him, because his whole budget 
speech is businesslike. I like it. It is very 
frank, forthright and businesslike. There¬ 
fore, may I try to persuade him—I know 
he is subject to persuasion—with as much 
power of emphasis as I have got along with 
the Members on this side, that he should 
at least consider the question of excluding 
some commodities like cement, salt, organic 
and chemical manures from the purview 
of the freight rise at this stage when 
we declare to the world that we have had 
a green revolution. We have produced so 
much that wheat and cereals worth Rs. 250 
crores have been damaged because the rail¬ 
ways could not provide the wagons to lift 
them. 

The Financial Commissioner may ask, 
“You say, reduce the freight. Where from 
are we to find the resources ?” Sir, I do not 
have that much time at my disposal. The 
Chair has the right to oppoint some com¬ 
mittee to look into these things. If you 
appoint a committee tomorrow and give me 
that task, if nobody else takes it up, I 
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will do it. If you economise in the use 
of coal and diesel and ensure better pro¬ 
tection of the goods carried by the railways 
and settle the claims which are due—I 
do not know how many millions of cases are 
still unsettled—if only you could do these 
few things, you can make up the deficit. 

One of the most curious and puzzling 
things in railway finance which is being 
advanced to this House is the capital at 
charge. Today it is more than Rs. 3000 crores. 
It was about Rs. 900 crores in 1950-51. 
There should not be any conventional think¬ 
ing on these matters. One should break 
new ground. I will just give one or two 
instances to show that there is too much 
of over-capitalisation in this kind of moun¬ 
ting capital at charge. The Railway Ministry 
has no control over it. If the Ministry 
of Petroleum and Chemicals says, “We want 
this complex to come up in another ten 
years. Please invest Rs. 100 crores here”, 
Mr. Hanumanthiya has no option. If the 
Ministry of Mines says, "Japan will import 
200 million tonnes of iron ore in 20 years ; 
please double this line of 500 KM or 
electrify it”, Mr. Hanumanthaiya will have 
to find another Rs. 300 crores for it, even 
though that much iron ore may not be 
available in that place. I am just giving one 
or two instances. The Ministries of the 
Government of India are having perspective 
planning for their respective ministries 
and putting it before the Railway Board. 
The Chairman of Railway Board and the 
Railway Minister have to provide for 
20 years perspective planning, investing 
Rs. 3000 crores, having a return of 3.5 per 
cent. I do not know what kind of economics 
and planning it is ! 

I know the minister has deep knowledge 
and understanding, because he was Chair¬ 
man of the A R.C. Let him be bold enough. 
A railway convention committee was ap¬ 
pointed, but because the Lok Sabha 
dissolved, it did not recommend anything. A 
new committee is going to be formed. Let 
this committee look at this question of 
capital at charge. Let the minister give his 
views forthrightly. Even the little study I 
have made shows that even today Rs. 300 
crores are over-capitalised. It may be more. 
If I am called as a witness, I will give 
evidence before the committee. What is 


this kind of calculation of the rate of divi¬ 
dend to general revenue ? You are making 
no profit. Therefore, we have to adopt 
better methods. For example, take the case 
of Yugoslavia. Whenever they want to ex¬ 
tend their railway lines they will call for 
debentures or loans. In that way, they will 
be independent of the general revenue and 
they will mobilise their own resources. 
Capital formation is sound when it is from 
its own sources. Now you are paying 
Rs. 160 crores as dividend when you have 
no profit. This method of accounting 
should be throughly gone into. 

Then, if you look into the budget you 
will find one thing which is perturbing. In 
1961 the number of Class I officers was 
1,067. In 1967 it went up to 3,003 and 
in 1969 the number was 7,601. At the same 
time, if you look at ihe strength of 
Class III in 1961 the figure was 4,58,024. 
In 1967 it went up to 5,54,424, a marginal 
increase. So also in the case of Class IV 
which went up from 6,84,326 to 7,97,416 
during the period 1961 to 1967. In the 
case of Class I the increase is 248 per cent. 
For what ? We have been told that they 
have to supervise. If in this country 
everybody goes on supervising the other 
then who is going to work ? By supervision 
alone we cannot bring about a socialist 
economy. Wc will not be able to gear 
our economy by increasing only the 
strength of supervisors and thereby we will 
not be able to achieve anything. I hope 
serious attention will be paid to this problem. 

Here I will cite one or two instances 
to show the working of the railways. Take 
the case of the Varanasi Diesel Locomotive 
Works on which you have invested heavy 
capital. Though its rated capacity is 150 
locomotives per year in 1969-70 it has pro¬ 
duced only 82 locomotives. So, how much 
of in-built capacity is being wasted ? You 
are trying to collect Rs. 26 crores by adi- 
ditional fares and freights when so much 
of money is being wasted by under utilisation. 

Then again, what is the performance of 
the Chitlaranjan Locomotive Works. I 
would request the Minister to set up an 
enquiry committee to fmd out what is the 
wastage at Chittaranjan. It is not doing 
well. A foreign expert who came and saw 
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the working of the Chittaranjan locomo¬ 
tives has submitted a report to government. 
I would request the Minister to go through 
the report and act on it and also lay 
it on the Table. 

Coming to the increase in fares, Rs. 11.60 
crores are to be collected from third class 
passangers and Rs. 1.60 crores from the 
first class passengers. What is the expla¬ 
nation ? The explanation is that there is 
a limit to which first class fares can be 
increased. But is there no such limit for 
third class fares ? 

As the Chairman of A.R.C. Shri Hanu- 
manthaiya had recommended that as the 
electrification programme of the Indian 
Railway has increased—now it is 24 per cent 
and it may be 38 per cent in the coming 
year, which is good progress for which I 
compliment the Railway Ministiy—they 
should stick to six members of the Railway 
Board and have a member in charge of 
electrification on works. I hope they will 
stick to that. 

Then, 1 have not been able to under¬ 
stand one remark which the Railway Minis¬ 
ter has made in his budget speech when 
he says : 

“Much of the expenditure on develop¬ 
ment has so far been incurred on the 
eastern coal-steel belt area but the 
traffic pattern had changed and wc have 
now to develop north-south routes 
covering three zones, the Delhi-Bomby 
and the Bombay- A hmedabad routes 
of the Western Railways and another 
section of the Southern Railway.” 

This must be explained.

You have been submitting figures of 
the capital at charge and the revenue that 
you are getting. What do you find ? You 
find that the best return is coming from 
the South Eastern Railway, which is 7.95, 
whereas on all other sections of the railways 
it is 6, 5, 4, 3 or 2. What does it mean ? 


You talk of the entire South Eastern 
Railway. But let this not be confused with 
Hawrah to Kharagpur. Howrah to Kha¬ 
ragpur is not South Eastern Railway. What 
about Khurda Divi ion ? Then, there is 
Bihar and major portions of Orissa There¬ 
fore, the investment is not much in that 
section of the South Eastern Railway. 
When you develop this portion, you should 
sec that new po tentialilies are growing 
up. Paradip is coming and a new rail link 
is being laid. Rourkela is being expanded 
and a new steel plant wi*l be coming up. 
We have demanded it and it should come. 
Naturally, the whole belt is coming up on 
that side and attention should be paid 
to that also. 

Then there arc three or four points 
about Khurda Road Division. Sometimes 
one has to take the trouble of going and 
gettmg the figures from the Division Head¬ 
quarters. I find from the table of work¬ 
load vis-a-vis the staff strength in the 
civil engineering department of the South 
Eastern Railway that in 1966 the plinth 
area was 23,41,410 eft and in 1970 it had 
gone up to 62,68,180 eft, an increase of 
225 per cent. Similarly, in the pipeline 
sector the work has gone up from 2,72,880 
rft. to 7,31,610 rft., an increase of 225 per 
cent. Similar is in the case of roads, 
bridges and tracks. This workload is in¬ 
creasing like anything. It is commendable. 
But what is the staff strength ? It has 
increased from about 8,000 in 1966 to only 
12,000 in 1970 in this section. 

Now perhaps heaven, which is the 
Railway Board, has sent to Orissa, which 
is a peaceful zone, a divisional superinten¬ 
dent. I do not want to name him but 
I am told that .this godly man has super¬ 
seded 42 seniors—I do not know how it 
could be possible—and has become the 
divisional superintendent. He must be very, 
very efficient ! Wc arc so fortunate that the 
Railway Board has sent us so efficient 
a man ! 

Now, what is his efficiency ? 
His efficiency is that such a godly 
man, in collaboration with the Assistant 
Engineer (Mechanical), Berhampur and 
Bhadrak, has decided to implement the 
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socialist policies of the Prime Minister and 
Shri Hanumanthaiya by retrenching hund¬ 
reds of people. Therefore I say that so¬ 
cialism and all our efforts are going to be 
nullified by a handful or half a doien— 
1 do not say, all - of uncommitted bureau¬ 
crats. They are not committed to this 
ideology or programme ; they are deter¬ 
mined, in collusion with others, to sabotage 
all the efforts that the Government of India, 
the Railway Ministry and the Prime Minister 
is pledged to make. I hope, the time has 
come when the Government should be 
careful about these people who are not 
commited to the ideals of the Congress 
Party, the Government and the nation. 
They are there to sabotage it. Therefore, 
I think. Government should be careful in 
watching these people. I must pray to 
the hon. Minister if he could take such a 
godly man to some other division. 

Then, there is a railway high school in 
Khurda Road. It is a railway responsibility. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Do not 
come to details. You can send the details 
to him in writing. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
There is lack of accommodation, lack of fur¬ 
niture and shortage of teachers. 

Then wc have submitted many limes 
before that the progtess of tne Paradip rail 
link is not very satisfactory. The rail link 
to Pradip is being delayed. It is not coming 
up according to schedule. The rail yard 
at Pradip has not yet been sanctioned. 

I wanted to bring these points to the 
notice of the hon. Minister so that we get 
justice. I know the hon. Minister is always 
sympathetic to the right cause and will give 
justice to us. 1 hope, he will consider all 
these things. 

There is dissatisfaction amongst the 
railway porters, the gangman, the Class IV 
labour, etc. I think, the Committee looking 
into their grievances have submitted their 
grievances have submitted their recommen¬ 


dations to the Government and, I hope, they 
will be given due consideration. 

The railway line from Khurda Road 
to Phulbani via Daspalla is a vable one 
and I hope he will look into it. 

With these words, 1 support the Railway 
Budget and I hope the hon. Railway Minister 
will look into all the demands that 1 have 
made.

SHHTT I 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA (Eluru) : 
After hearing the members of the Opposition, 
I want to say something in particular about 
increasing the freight, and rates and the 
amenities for passengers and the service 
rendered by the railways. On the one side 
they say there is no need for increasing the 
rates and freights. On the other side they 
want to support the labourers. Then again 
they want to give more facilities to I, II and 
III class passengers without increasing the 
fares or freights. It appears that their 
approach is politically motivated and they 
want to take this occasion to publicise their 
views, though they must concede that the 
rise in the rate is small and is intended to 
meet the demands from the passengers for 
more amenities. 

I do not want to blame the Railway 
Board or the officers for the defects that we 
find in the Railway department. Mr. Berwa 
said that Ministers are changed for the 
convenience of the Government but the 
Railway Board remained the same. I want 
to make one specific request to the Members 
of the Railway Board and other top ranking 
officers. Instead of using the railways, they 
are travelling by air quite often. If they 
travelled by the railways they will know what 
the difficulties of the passengers are. I make 
this request to Mr. Hanumanthaiya ; he 
should ask them to consider these points so 
that passengers may have more amenities. 

If you travel from Delhi to Nagpur, you 
will be covered with dust even though you, 
may travel first class. One could imagine the 
fate of II and III class passengers. Some 
ways should hp found out to make them 
dustproof. At the time of discussion on the 
lailway budget during the last four years we 
have been saying these things ; unfortunately 
that has not been considered. Between 
Vijayawada and Delhi and in some 
intermediate stations the old bogies, BG type 
bogies are attached to the Express Trains to 
Delhi ; that should be changed. 

The State Government of Andhra 
Pradesh have made certain proposals and 
the previous Railway Minister himself had 
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been to Andhra Pradesh. In spite of all (hat 
there Is no reference in the Railway Budget 
to the proposals made by the Government 
of Andhra Pradesh, not only to benefit that 
part of the country but other parts as well. 
Take for instance the export of surplus 
paddy to deficit States. 

In the morning, question arose that the 
Kerala Government wanted to get rice, but 
there are no export facilities from Andhra to 
help them. No facilities arc being given for 
that purpose, except at the request of some 
merchants who are trying to manage this 
work with the railway people. Proper 
facilities must be given by the Railway Board 
to the Government of Andhra Pradesh for 
such purposes. 

Then, there is the question of conversion 
of the metre gauge line from Guntur to 
Macheria to broad gauge. We have 
requested the Central Government many 
a time. They have not indicated anything 
about it in the railway budget. I request 
that this work also should be taken up 
soon. 

Then, about the electrification from 
Madras to Vijayawada. They wanted to 
complete it by the end of the fourth Five 
Year Plan. Three years have already passed 
since the beginning of the fourth Plan. I do 
not know how they will be able to implement 
it in the remaining two years. The Andhra 
Pradesh Government have installed and 
completed the protect to supply electric 
power to the railways for electrifying the 
track from Madras to Vijayawada. But there 
is no specific time as to when the railways 
will take electric energy from the Andhra 
Pradesh Electricity Board. I request the 
Railway Board to complete the electrification 
from Madras to Vijayawada without any 
more delay. 

Last year, Sir, about 30 Members of 
Parliament had given a memorandum to 
the Railway Board, to the Railway Minister, 
about a separate train from Delhi to Waltair. 
They have introduced only one mixed bogie 
twice in a week, which is being attached to 
the GT express and detached at Vijayawada. 
People are waiting to see that a separate 
train is given from Delhi to Waltair. If 


there is any possibility, they must divert the 
Link Express to Waltair. There are so many 
trains to Madras. We arc not grudging it. 
We only want the same facilities to be 
extended to Andhra Pradesh. 

Then, there is the Dakshin Express. 
Formerly, it was the understanding that it 
should run direct to Hyderabad and other 
centres in Andhra Pradesh. Now, they have 
arranged in such a way that only 50 per cent 
of the bogies are going to Hyderabad and 
the other 50 per cent to Madras. What 
about the Waltair people coming from 
Delhi ? It is only a legitimate request of the 
Andhra Members, the Andhra people 
especially from the northern districts of 
Andhra Pradesh, that if not the entire train, 
while 50 per cent of Dakshin Express may 
go to Hyderabad, the remaining 50 per cent, 
the Link Express should be diverted to 
Waltair. If theie is no availability for an 
extra train, at least 50 per cent should be 
diverted to Waltair. I am not trying to 
deprive others of theii rights, to deprive the 
facilities that are given to people going to 
Madras city and elsewhere. But they have 
already got two trains from Delhi to 
Madras ; the Grand Trunk Express and the 
Janata Express. There arc also three to four 
bogies for cochin and other places attached 
to the GT express. 

Lastly, Sir, they say that they have no 
capacity or they have no bogies. But 1 am 
told that after .Shri Hanumanthaiya became 
the Railway Minister, a through third-class 
bogie was introduced to carry passengers 
from here to Bangalore. This request had 
been made several times in the past, but 
only after Shri Hanumanthaiya became the 
Minister of Railways, such a facility has 
been given. They want to favour the top 
people. We are not suspecting the bona 
fidcs of anybody. But to satisfy somebody at 
the top, they do this ; they do not want to 
satisfy the people who are suffering, and who 
are contributing to the major portion of 
railway earnings. So, I request that to cater 
to the needs of the Andhra people from the 
north to the south and vice versa, the Link 
Express may be diverted from Vijayawada to 
Waltair. That is my last request. 1 think 
our Railway Minister will certainly give his 
best attention to this legitimate request of 
ours and accept it.

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Mr. 
Chairman, to begin with I must stress my 
sense of disappointment at reading this 
speech of the Railway Minister on the 
Railway Budgets. I feel that from every 
point of view it is a very defeatist Budget . 
It is defeatist in the sense that it has given 
up all hope of ever being able to run the 
railways as a profitable proposition for the 
nation 

Since the year 1964-65 there has been 
a deficit in the railways. Year after year, 
the Railway Minister has tried to fill the gap 
by increasing a little fair little tariff there, 
thinking that he can go on in perpetuly 
increasing fares and tariffs and hoping thereby 
to mend he fence in one way or the other 
This is an entirely backward look at the 
railways. You cannot meet deficits by con¬ 
tinuously increasing fares. You have finally 
to come to grips with the real problem and 
realise why the railways are making losses. 
You cannot dismiss it or explain it away and 
provide alibis for yourself by saying that 
thefts have gone up, people are pulling chains 
law and order situation is bad. 

When we complain about the law and 
order situation in this country, the Govern¬ 
ment blandly turns round and tells us not to 
forget that this is a socio-economic problem. 
So, for us it becomes a socio-economic pro¬ 
blem ; for him it cannot remain a law and 
order problem. If it is a socio-economic 
problem, it certainly is outside the scope of 
the Railway Budget. 

So, I do not think that these excuses 
should be used in order to explain away large 
deficits, which generally arise because there 
is a basic inefficiency in the railways, there 
is a basic backward thinking in the railways 
and there is a basic lethargy in the railways 
to move it in keeping with other modes of 
transport. 

Has the Railway Minister in this entire 
speech made any reference that he wants to 


appoint certain independent efficiency experts? 
Has he said anything about getting some 
management consultancy firms to advise 
him ? Has he said anything about making 
time and motion studies ? Has he mentioned 
anything about using modern technology ? 
Modern technology does not merely depend 
upon your getting bigger locomotives and 
faster trains or for that matter, if he goes 
from coal to diesel and from diesel to 
electricity. That is not using modern techno¬ 
logy. That is not the essence of it. Yet, 
this is what one reads throught the Budget 
speech, that is, how to patch up. And, even 
so, at the end, he leaves a deficit ! Having 
exhausted all means of trying to collect more 
revenues from the Railways, at the end he 
leaves the deficit. How does he explain 
away the deficit ? If you look at p. 10, para 
23, he says : 

“The efforts I propose to make along 
with the railwaymen of all classes from 
the Chairman, Railway Board, to the 
last gangman... 

—I want to see really what efforts he is 
going to make with the gangman — 

“...to effect economy and improve 
efficiency will be directed to wipe out 
this deficit.’’ 

I really congratulate him on his courage, 
not perhaps on his wisdom, but certainly on 
his courage. But this is no way of filling 
deficits by saying that I intend to approach 
the gangman and the Chairman of the 
Railway Board ! 

As regards thefts, he has blamed a great 
deal of inefficiency of the railways thefts. 
Of course, thefts will take place. Thefts 
take place because the actual management of 
the railways is so sprawling and so comple¬ 
tely disorganised. Take, for instance, the 
question of adopting modern techniques. Do 
the Railways have a computer, a simple 
thing like a computer which small companies 
use ? An enormous undertaking, the 
largest undertaking of the public sector, that 
is going to usher in socialism, does not even 
have a computer. Do they computerise 
their inventories ? Small companies have 
managed to bring down their inventories to 
one-third of .what they were stocking by 
computerising them. Take a company like 
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TELCO. They used to have Rs. 6 crores 
worth of stocks. By computerising, they 
brought it down to Rs. 2 crores. In your 
case, I am informed by the hon. Minister, 
you have Rs. 136 crores worth of inventories 
and stocks. They can be brought down to 
something like Rs. 50 crores or Rs. 40 crores 
worth of inventories and stocks. Think of 
what the Railways can save When it comes 
to a matter of thefts, you will find *hat 
thefts come down if your stocks come down 
and your security improves, and everything 
will improve, all dependent on thccomputej. 

As regards the law and order situation 
in the eastern belt of the country, it is consi¬ 
derably worse. Bui this goes on all over 
the country. There is an absolute sloppi- 
ncss about railway security. In many place 
there is connivance between the local police 
and the railway police. I cannot imagine 
how without this connivance this sort of 
thefts take place. Take any railway yard. 
It is a play-ground for every criminal, every 
night, and they drive in with impunity and 
they drive out with impunity. They take 
away whatever the', can, in cars, in vehicles, 
in trucks. I know it from my personal 
knowledge. They drive in with a truck or a 
jeep and they drive out after having filled it 
up with impunity. I think, just bemoaning 
the fact does not do anything. We have 
lo do something in order to get down to the 
bottom of it. 

Coming to inefficiency in respect of avai¬ 
lability of wagons, there is a large surplus of 
wagons in the country. I think, the Rail¬ 
way Minister will admit it. But for some 
strange reason, they do not happen to be 
where they should be. If they are required 
in one place, they are in some other place. 
There again, it is so because it has not been 
computerised. The Railways do it by some 
sort of a sixth sense. There are seasonal 
demands. We heard just recently that the 
Minister of Agriculture or the Chief Minister 
of Punjab, I think, wanted 6 lakh tonnes of 
wheat that is rotting over there to be moved 
out of the Punjab and with their best efforts, 
they have only been able to handle some¬ 
thing like 2 lakh tonnes. 

Then, take the case of timru leaves at 
Piplod. I do not know how many hundreds 
of letters I have written to the Railway 


Administration. At a particular time, just 
before the monsoons, you need to move 
timru leaves to the south where they utilise 
them for making bidis. There are no wagons 
available. There are wagons available 50 
miles away on this side or 30 miles on that 
side. But no wagons are available where 
they are needed. That is primarily because 
of the lack of a computerised movement of 
your wagons. We talk about third-class 
passengers. We cry about how much we 
feel for the poor or oppressed people of 
this country. But just look at the condi¬ 
tion of travel of the third-class passengers. 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANTRI) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA) : Have you travelled ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Occasionally 
I don’t do it out of choice I assure you, 
nor do I do it out of hypocricy. If I 
can, l will never do it. But look at the 
condition of the thitd class compartments. 
You can imagine a certain amount of 
over-crowding. Bui there is no excuse for 
fans not working, lights not burning, 
windows not working, doors not locking. 
How can you continue like this ? You are 
talking about socialism on the one side and 
taking no action to remedy this kind of 
situation on the other. 

The Railway Minister says that he is 
subsidising suburban travel. But have you 
looked at the condition of the suburban 
railway passengers, in Bombay, for instance ? 
In Bombay, considered to be better than 
elsewhere, people are just hanging out of 
the windows. They arc paying two or 
three feet out of the windows. They are 
paying full fares to you. They are not 
cheating you. They are hanging you full 
fares for the privileg: of hanging out of 
windows and they do it only because if they 
do not hang like that they will lose their 
jobs. What other facilities arc you provid¬ 
ing them ? How can you say, you are 
subsidising them. It is the other way about, 
it is the passengers who are subsidising 
the Government of India. 

The mo it unfortunate and indeed the 
saddest part of this statement is where he 
says that because of the difficulties that 
we are experi;ncing the Railway Minister 
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proposes to do away with all development— 
practically all development ; this is the 
most retrograde of alt the steps that 1 can 
think of. If development works arc properly 
oriented and completed, that is the thing 
which is going to make your Railways pro¬ 
fitable. If you say, because of financial 
stringency, we are going to do away with 
development, you may as well do away 
with the Railways. How long do you think 
the Railways can go on in this way,—going 
on making up the deficit by increasing 
fares ? 

You talk about labour. There is a great 
deal said about labour. Do you know that 
you have 38,000 commercial clerks in your 
organisation whose conditions of service 
have not been improved for the last 21 
years ? I have not said it once ; but I 
have said about it half-a-dozen times over 
here. 1 must have written dozens of letters. 
Even their Union is not recognised. There 
arc 38,000 such employees and yet their 
Union is not recognised. For the last 21 
years, there has been no change in the 
conditions of their service. I recommend 
that you look into it, and bring it on a par 
with the other employees you have. 

The trouble with the Railways is this, 
that when an Organisation gets so big, it 
becomes very insensitive to human sufTeiing. 
In 3 or 4 years I must have come across 
a 100 cases and now I am talking about 
individual cases of injustic being done to 
your own employees, where the poor fellow 
has got to go through 24 channels before 
he can get his grievance looked into and 
in the end he does not get justice. You 
have Personnel Managers ; they act only 
like Managers instead of Personnel Managers. 
They must be moving from station to station, 
from colony to colony, but instead they 
just sit at headquarters, trying to dispose of 
cases through files. 

Ultimately, there is. a chapter in this 
document which is titled—'Instant employ¬ 
ment’. Instant Coffee, yes ; Instant Tea, 
may be ; but here it is 'Instant employment’. 
Instant employment can only come about 
during election time. How can instant 
employment be created ? Yesterday you 


made a brilliant suggestion. You said, .a 
great deal of employment can be created 
if only we turn our narrow gauge railway 
lines into broad gauge lines. 1 think that 
is a very good idea. You will be employing 
more people in this way. It would be even 
bet'.er if you build new lines. Such new lines 
are very imperative for the nation’s economy. 
Take the port of Paradeep. It is the largest 
deep draft port that we have in India There is 
no railway connection to it, and no hope 
of seeing one in the near future. There 
must be a railway line from Rourkela to 
Paradeep. You have contracted to move 
that steel ; but you have contracted to build 
that railway ? If so, I would appreciate 
it if he signs that contract here and now 
and turns it into an assurance on the 
floor of this Parliament.

Similarly, there is a great deal that can 
be done. There are two paragraphs in the 
budget speech regarding punctuality and 
passenger amenities. All this has been 
dismissed in just two brief paragraphs. 
Punctuality and passenger amenities should 
be the bulk of his nightmares. The Railway 
Minister should be thinking of this, morn¬ 
ing, noon and night. I hope that he 
does it. 

Ultimately, he ends like all good Con¬ 
gressmen with a homage to the Prime 
Minister and an offering to socialism after 
paying lip service to employment. I hope 
that whatever else he may do, he does not 
listen to one of his colleagues, namely Shri 
Chintamani Panigrahi and turn the Railway 
Board and the employees of the railways into 
committed Government servants. 

SHRI RAMSHEKHAR PRASAD 
SINGH (Chapra) : Before I offer my 
comments on the railway budget, I want 
to extend my thanks and gratitude to the 
Railway Minister Shri Hanumanthaiya for 
his sympathetic attitude and democratic 
approach in accepting the demand of the 
people of my constituency for opening a 
new train halt between Baragopal and 
Goldenganj, in my constituency. This 
demand had been voiced in this House and 
outside since long, and all the Ministers 
including Dr. Ram Subhag Singh while he 
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was the Minister of State for Railways, 
promised, but this could not be done. But 
it is to the credit of Shri Hanumanthaiya 
that this has been done now. I hope that 
the Railway Administration in NE Railway 
will rise to the occasion and expedite the 
matter and the opening of this halt will 
start soon.

[Shri R. D. Bhandarh in the Chair.) 

I fear that in spite of the order of the 
Railway Minister, probably the stoppage of 
trains may not start immediately. There¬ 
fore, I urge that this should be opened 
immediately. 

Then, I would like to draw the attention 
of this popular Railway Minister towards 
the step-motherly treatment accorded to the 
State of Bihar at the time of the creation of 
the divisional system in NE Railway. In 
1969, the divisional scheme was introduced 
in the NE and NF Railways. There were 
four divisional district headquarters in the 
NF Railway and five in the NE Railway. 
All the four district heaquarters on the NF 
railway were given the status of divisional 
headquarters, but in the NE Railway, out 
of five, only three got promotion and got 
the status of divisional headquarters, namely 
Izatnagar, Samastipur and Varanasi. 
Under political pressure, the fourth one at 
Gonda was replaced by Lucknow. But the 
case of the remaining one, namely Sonepur 
had been hopelessly ignored. 

The whole range of operation of the 
NF Railway is about 3000 k.m. There arc 
already four divisional headquarters for this. 
As regards the fifth one, my hon. friend 
from Gauhati was speaking about Rangia. 
But that is yet to start, since the Govern¬ 
ment of Assam have not been able to 
provide the necessary land or other equip¬ 
ment for the purpose. But in the case of 
Sonepur, nothing is required ; only a simple 
order is necessary. 900 quarters are lying 
vacant, and about two hundred acres of 
land are lying idle, and a large number of 
people are also unemployed, because this 


place has not been given the status of 
divisional headquarters. I do not know 
why the case of Sonepur has been ignored. 
Since the days of the BNWR and also the 
OTR, Sonepur was considered to be the 
best place for the Railway Administration, 
and all the offices of the railways were 
located there and it was running efficiently. 
But at present, we find from experience that 
the working of the office at Samastipur has 
become very difficult. The Samastipur 
office was unable to do justice to the trading 
community. The purpose of creating this 
system was to provide efficient service to 
the trading community and the passengers 
and also improve the condition of the 
workers on the railways. None of these 
aims has been fulfilled. Trains run late 
even by as much as four hours. Passengers 
are pul to trouble and inconvenience. The 
trading community also suffers. Some of 
them have to go to Banaras to settle some 
matters and some have to go to Samastipur. 
So the time has come to give a rethinking 
on this matter. You will have to take a 
portion of Samastipur and some portion of 
Banaras and form a divisional headquarters 
at Sonepur whose claims have been ignored 
so far. I hope our popular Railway 
Minister, who has an attitude of appreciat¬ 
ing the public demand, will respond to this 
request favourably. This has been a long¬ 
standing demand. As I said just now, in 
the case of Rangia on NF railway, where 
the length is only 3,000 kms. you are having 
five divisional headquarters ; so what is the 
difficulty in crea'ing two divisional head¬ 
quarters in an area of operation of 
2,000 kms. in Bihar. 1 hope the Railway 
Minister will consider this case sympatheti¬ 
cally and announce this decision very soon. 

If a decision is announced, there will be no 
difficulty in starting this office even on 
2nd October, as is being done in the case of 
Rangiya. 

Coming to the condition of third class 
passengers, a lot of murmur has been raised 
about the proposed increase in freights and 
fares, as it affec s the users. It is true the 
Railway Minister is justified in proposing 
this increase, but on the other hand, the 
passengers also expect a corresponding 
improvement in their amenities. Go to 
third-class compartment. You will find the 
fans am not working, light is off, there is 
no water available in the wash-basin or in 
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the bathroom. What to talk of third 
class compartments ? Even m first class 
compartments in the Howrah-Delhi Express, 
the Assam Mail, the Toofan etc. you will 
see that the fans are not properly working. 
So when they are increasing the fares, they 
are not improving the amenities. People 
are not grudging the enhancement of the 
rate of fare, but they complain rightly when 
they do not get what they expect in return 
for what is being taken from them. 

Another complaint concerns the two- 
and three-tier compartments. When 
passengers go to the counter to purchase 
tickets, they find there is no place. Even 
when they get the tickets, only with the 
help of coollies and other agencies can they 
enter their compartment. This is the 
position even at bigger stations like Delhi, 
Howrah and Bombay where you find the 
names not properly written in the list pasted 
outside the compartment. Even when a 
passenger's name is there on the list, out¬ 
siders are allowed to enter the compartment, 
with the result that the bona fide passengers 
find trouble in occupying their own scats or 
berths. 

Another point is that the enquiry offices 
do not work properly. I am referring 
specially to the enquiry office at Patna. I 
made a complaint last year. 1 was told 
by D. S., Dinapur that the enquiry clerk 
could not reply on the ’phone because there 
is only one telephone line and it icmains 
busy always so that he gets little time to 
respond to telephone callers. He said they 
arc trying for another telephone connection 
and as soon as that connection came, tncy 
will be able to attend to telephone callers. 
The position that was there last year at the 
enquiry office at Patna is still continuing 
and people are not getting reply on 
telephone. They aie not getting informa¬ 
tion even when they go to the counter. 
Indications of late running of trains are not 
given correctly. This state of affairs conti¬ 
nues and passengers arc facing trouble. 
One of the members from the Jan Sangh 
spoke that he was not in favour of dc luxe 
trains. He may not be in favour of it but 
the dc luxe train is patronised in our 
State. If he is not in favour of de luxe 


train, kindly change it from that side- 
Shri A. P. Sharma also referred to the 
twice running of de luxe trains through 
Patna. If you cannot run de luxe between 
Howrah and Delhi, make it at least twice 
in Patna, as this is the only good train 
passing from Delhi to the capital town of 
Bihar, Patna. I hope the Railway Minister 
wall consider this demand and introduce 
at least bi-weekly dc luxe train for which he 
will get much appreciation from the people 
of Bihar. 

There arc two or three local matters. 
Pahlczaghat connects North Bihar and 
South Bihar ; it is just opposite Patna. 
If you come from that side to catch any 

train at Patna you have to go to Pahleza- 
ghat. There is no big market there and 

you cannot get food there. He should at 

least order the opening of a janta meal 
restaurant at Pahlczaghat. 

Just now there was reference to the late 
running of trains. The Railway Minister 
himself admitted. I do not want to 

comment more about that. But that is not 
the only defect in the working of the 
railway administration. The life and 
property of persons going to the northern 
side, between Motihari and Bhagha from 
Pahlczaghat is in danger and within fifteen 
days there had been five or six murders in 
the compartments. If you do not take care 
not only the railway properties but even the 
life of the passengers will be endangered, 
especially of the upper class passengers. 

Before concluding I once more fervently 
appeal to the Railway Minister to undo the 
wrong done to the people of Bihar by 
creating one divisional office at Soncpur 
which is the fittest place because of the 
geographical position but which was not 
done by the' former Railway Minister for 
reasons which I do not want to state just 
now.

“While the number of rail wagons for 
coal movement is restricted, there is 
no such restriction on the movement of 
stone chips. Taking advantage of this, 
now some of the merchants and colliery 
owners have started despatching coal 
to different destinations in the name of 
black stone. They pack coal in bags 
and put them as black stones with the 
help of the railway authorities. Several 
wagon-loads of coal have already been 
despatched in this way and now more 
and more merchants and colliery owners 
have been adopting this method for the 
disposal of their huge accumulation of 
coal.”

I would like, first, to highlight the 
difficulties felt by the people of my consti¬ 
tuency in some areas, then I will come to 
the needs of my State and then I will come 
to problems at the national level. 

There is a station by name Nagulavansa 
between Vijaywada and Secunderabad. It 
has been there since 35 years. It is not 
yet a permanent station ; there is no per¬ 
manent booking office to issue tickets. For 
this reason, the people there suffer a iot. 
Originally they used to take the passengers 
into the compartment and then collect the 
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money after issuing ticket. This went on 
till 1963. Then they changed it to 6-1/4 
per cent commission basis. Then they 
fixed it at Rs. 80 per month. So the person 
in charge there of issuing tickets just does 
not bother because he gets his Rs. 80 all 
right anyway. Thus passengers are put to 
a lot of inconvenience. When the train 
comes, they have to run to the TTE and 
others and ask them to issue the tickets. 
There is criminal harassment of these people. 
This station is not only fetching now Rs. 
5,000 per month, but this will increase 
manyfold if there is a regular booking 
office. The railway department should 
realise the need of making it a permanent 
station. Some material was brought in and 
they thought that something would be 
constructed but ultimately nothing happened 
and we do not know why. I request the 
Minister to hasten the construction of a 
regular station there. This is a big village 
where they grow agricultural products which 
they transport by bullock carts to Khammam, 
22 kins. away. There are about fifteen villages 
nearby. There is also another station called 
Alakampet in Warrangat district where also 
the same difficulty exists. When they want 
to buy a ticket, they ask them to pay Rs. 10 or 
so and then only issue the tickets. A petition 
has been given by a number of villagers and 
1 request the hon. Minister to look into 
this matter. 

There is another place—Mahbubabad. 
Because of the doubling of the line they arc 
constructing a footbridge from platform to 
platform for the use of passengers. This is 
a big village with 15,000 people or more 
and there are about 2,000 students in different 
schools and colleges. The railway station 
almost divides the city into two halves and 
if you want to go from the old city to the 
new mohatia you have to cross the railway 
line and even tittle kids have to go across 
the lines, which is illegal according to the 
railway rules. Every day almost 10,000 
persons cross these lines. So they have 
requested that a pedestrian footbridge be 
constructed from road to road. It will not 
be difficult. The other day the Minister said 
that the municipalility would have to 
contribute something. But there is no 
municipality there though it is a big business 
centre with many schools.. The Railways are 


already constructing an overbridge from 
platform to platform and if the request 
made by**the people of that locality is 
conceded, it would mean only the extension 
of that bridge on both sides to touch down 
on the road. There should also be a tap 
provided there... {Interruptions) Drinking 
water is needed by everybody. 

There is another place called Madira 
which is a very busy centre. I think Andhra 
Pradesh is the most neglected State in the 
matter of provision of railways. 1 do not 
know why there should be this step-motherly 
treatment. People used to say that unless 
it is inevitable to take some line through 
Andhra Pradesh, say, to connect Madras, 
they will not consider the construction of 
any line. If you could lake a line over the 
sky, they would have done so but because 
it has not been possible, they laid some lines 
in Andhra Pradesh.

Certain proposals had been made by 
Andhra Pradesh. We have been requesting 
for a broad-gauge line between Nadikude and 
Secunderabad. The Nagarjunasagar is 
almost complete and we are going to produce 
more rice and you have to carry the food 
grains. There is need to get this grain to 
the capita! and then distribute it. At the 
earliest time you should have the broadgauge 
line. 

There has been the request for the 
conversion of Guntur-Macherla line. Macherla 
is an important place ; cement and other 
industries are there. 

This would also be helpful.

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : Is it not a fact 
that the strike and go-slow attitude and 
the subsequent lock-out were largely due 
to the controversy that was raised about 
Avrd 748 7 Has a decision been taken 
about the air-worthiness of Avro or Safety 
of Avro ? Secondly, what exactly is the 
load that Avros arc carrying now 1 The 
stipulated load that an Avro is capable of 
carrying is 44,500 lbs. 

MR. SPEAKER : The question is 
about lock-outs. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : The whole 
controversy was around Avro What is 
the load that Avros are carrying ? 


DR KARAN SINGH : I think the 
han. Member is not correct when he says 
that the lock-cart was connected directly 
with the Avros. This lock-out was the res¬ 
ult the of action which the IATA took, not 
thepilots ; that was an earlier situation which 
developed, if you will remember,'towards 
the end. of December. Then 1 may say 
that wp have set up a committee to look 
very carefully into the air-worthiness of 
the Avros and that committee's work is 
proceeding.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : The hon.

-dispute with the pilots!- During, the-period 
of the lock-out certain skeleton services 
were operated, or tried to be operated.' 1 
want to know from him whether it is a . 
fact or not that these skeleton services 
were operated by the executive pilots, who 
altogether probably, number only 15 or so 
in the Indian Airlines, whereas the regular 
pilots, the Commercial Pilots* Association, 
have issued a statement saying that since 
this dispute was not with them they were 
prepared to offer their services to run the 
skeleton services in the interests of the 
public. When there was nO dispute with 
these pilots, why were they not permitted 
to operate the skeleton service and why 
only the executive pilots were utilized ? 

DR. KARAN SINGli : Before I answer 
the question 1 must say that although the 
pilots were not directly concerned with 
this, there was a dispute earlier and it was 
a continuing dispute resulting from the 
December situation. But the bon. Mem¬ 
ber's point is quite simple. When a lock¬ 
out is declared, you lock-out the entire 
staff. It is not possible to lock-out 
selectively that you lock-out the air host¬ 
esses and leave out the pilots. When you 
lock out the entire staff are covered by 
that lock-out. But the executive pilots, 
being employees of the management, qre 
not effected by the lock-out. Therefore, 
the only pilots we could possibly use [were 
the executive pilots. 


SJIRI SOMNATH CHATTERIEE :The 
hon. Minister has stated that a comnUtfee 
has been set up for the purpose of f(*ing 
into the question of organisation of the 
Indian Airlines. Will that committee go 
into the question of the 'feasibility of 
adopting a policy of workers* participation 
in the management so that in future the 
differences between the management and 
the employees can be narrowed down ? 

PR. KARAN SINGH . The - Com¬ 
mittee, will recommend specially with 
regard to the personnel policy. That 
can certainly include wotkers' participa¬ 
tion^ , But I may mention-that the broader 
question of workers’participation in the 
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public Sector undertakings is separately 
under the active consideration of the 
Government,

Investment in Public and 
Private Sector 


*123. SHRI S. R. DAMAN1 : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE (VHTA

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(VITTA MANTRl) (SHRI YESHWANT- 
RAO GHAVAN) : (a) and (b). A state¬ 
ment giving the Information asked for is 
laid on the Table of the House. 
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Statement 


(a) Hitherto public sector industrial 
undertakings, specially in the Central 
sector, were not expected to raise their 
requirements of long-term capital either 
from the capital market or from the 
financial institutions. L1C had, therefore, 
little scope for investing in these under¬ 
takings. The statutory framework 
governing the investment policy of the 
LIC makes no distinction between public 
sector and private sector industrial under¬ 
takings. The companies in which invest¬ 
ments have to be public limited companies 
and their share and debentures or the 
loans to be granted to them have to 
satisfy the criteria prescribed in the law 
for what have been designated as ‘approved 
investments'. Investments of the “unap¬ 
proved” category can be made only within 
a certain overall limit. Government huve 
recently taken a decision that public 
sector industrial undertakings should 
not be precluded from taking recourse to 
public financial institutions. Lie’s invest¬ 
ments in the public sector industrial 
undertakings are expected to increase 
gradually as a result of this decision. 

(b) L.I.C.'s investments in the

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: In the state¬ 
ment, some guide-lines have been made for 
approved category of investment. But 
as regards “unapproved” category of 
investment, the statement says ; 


‘‘Investments of the “unapproved” 
category can be made only within a cer¬ 
tain overall limit.” 

May I know from the hon. Minister 
what is the overall limit ? Secondly, 
may I know whether in regard to “unap¬ 
proved” category of investments ar.y 
guide-lines have been made or it has 
been left to the officers to do it ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN • 
Normally, an overall limit is never 
supposed to go beyond 15 per cent. But 
even there, naturally, the financial prop¬ 
riety, the prudence and their Knowledge 
of the investment also counts. The in¬ 
vestment Committee goes throughly into 
these matters. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI ’• According to 
the Government’s policy, the small-scale 
industries are getting preference. May 
1 know from the hon. Minister whether 
the LIC has been requested to give more 
financial assistance by way of investments 
or loans to backward areas for the dev- 
lopment of small-scale industries. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: We 
are not giving directions in this matter. 
Normally, they are supposed to look un- 
creasingly to the social objectives. Natu¬ 
rally, they are also supposed to look to the 
developmental aspects the investment also. 
Tn the recent years, therefore, the LIC 
is looking for investment avenues in the 
Electricity Boards, the Housing Boards, 
etc. They will look into the investments 
of backward areas also if they are viable 
as such. 

SHRI CH1NTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
If you look at the statement, you will 
find the monstrosity of investment so far 
as private sector is concerned- 1 would 
like to know from the hon. Minister why 
the balance is so much tilted against the 
the private sector that it got Rs. 233.94 
crores and the return on that is only 
6.83 per cent whereas the return on inves- 
ment in the. public sector which is only 
Rs. 1.14. crores is to the tune of 10.74 
par cent. 
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Therefore whet it the investment 
.policy followed by (he Board when the 
return for the public sector is 10.72 and 
when the return from the private sector 
is 6,53 7 How does the investment Board 
like this? We would like to know from 
the Minister about the private sector 
investments and as to how much is shared 
between the different business houses 
who have got this. After the new policy 
decision is taken has the Government 
decided to take note of the new trends 
and see that between 1971 and 1972, the 
policy is reversed ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Ask one question. 

SHRl CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
You will .not allow me a second question ; 
that is my difficulty. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
He has asked a legitimate question. 1 
asked it myself when the reply was 
formulated. Till 1968 Government was 
discouraging investment the Government 
sector or public sector. There was 
a change in the policies since 1968 on¬ 
ward, It was sometime in January, 
1970 that positive indication was given 
that public finance corporations and insti¬ 
tutions should look to the public sector 
undertakings with more interest. 1 would 
like to tell the hon. Member that Rs. 183 
crores or so invested iu the Electricity 
Board though they are not actually 
public sector or Undertakings. That 
has been done. He wanted to know 
about the categorisation etc. I would be 
glad to give that but there are more than 
1,000 private sector companies. 1 have 
not got that information, nor their classi¬ 
fication. I can very well understand 
his worry. 1 am sure with the change 
in the policy and approach of the 
Government this difference that we see 
now will not survive. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
I said, monopoly bouses. How much is 
invested ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: I 
have not got that information. 


SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU ; What is 
quantum of L1C investment made in 
Calcutta-based Eastern region, both in the 
public and private sector, compared 
with Bombay-based western region 
within the Inst 3 years ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : If 
it is his intern ion to find out whether 
there is less intvestment in the.eastern 
sector, 1 am prepared to concede that. But 
if he really wants some specific imformation 
may I seek the indulgance of the lion. 
Member to put another question speci¬ 
fically ? 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU : I will 
put a short notice question ; you will 
accept, 1 hope. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : The invest¬ 
ment policy of the LIC about investment 
in the private sector is scandalously 
private. Is it the policy of the 
LTC to buy shares and holdings, of big 
money bags and monopolists to extricate 
them out of financial morass ? During 
preceeding 6 months period, have any such 
holdings been acquired by the LIC ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
If the hon. member puts a specific question 
1 will give him the information. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE Is it part 
of government policy ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
As I said, the policy certainly is to see 
the economic trends and act accordingly. 
Such holdings are in the interest of the 
policy holders and as investments, this 
may be attractive. Normally they do 
that. There is nothing unusual about it. 

SHRI PI LOO MODY : Let him first 
ask him to supply a list of moneybags.

Rupee 

*124. SHR1 S. C. SAMANTA : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE (VITTA 
MANTRl) be pleased to state :

Rupee has been fallen considerably in the 
world markets ; 

(b) if so, the exchange rate of 
Pakistani Rupee with Indian Rupee before 
the last devalutaiori of Indian Rupee and.

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (VITTA 
MANTRl) ( .SHRI YESHWANTRAO 
CHAVAN): (a) The value of the Pakistani 
Rupee in unofficial dealing is reported to 
have declined as seen from the reported 
change in the rate of exchange from 
Pakistan Rs. 10.10 per U.S. dollar in Janu¬ 
ary 1971 to Pakistan Rs. 11.80 per U.S. 
dollar in the middle of May, 1971. 


(b) Prior to the devaluation of the 
Indian rupee on June 6, 1966, the official 
rate Of exchange between the Pakistan 
was 1 *. I. Following the devaluation, the 
Official rate Of exchange between the two 
currencies works out to 1 ; 1,57. 


(c) The decline in the value of the 
Pakistani rupee in unofficial dealings is 
unlikely to have any consequences for the 
Indian rupee. 


SHRI S. C. SAMANA : Are Govern¬ 
ment aware that after devalution of the 
Indian rupee, Pakistan was allowing more 
and more subsidy to the exporters to earn 
more foreign exchange instead of 
devaluing their rupee, though it is 
equivalent to devaluation ? 


SHRI YFSHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Yes, 1 think Pakistan was trying to do 
that also.»ut 1 do not see how that effects 
the value of the Indian rupee. The main 
question is about the internal economic 
policies Pakistan follows for its own sake. 


SHRI PILOO MODY : International 
competition. 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
That need not affect the Indian rupee as 
such. 


SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : 1 would like 
to ask a general question, whether external 
pressure internal necessity cause the deva- 
lution of the cuirency. 


SHRI S M. BANERJEE : Unless 
there is internal pressure, there is no exter. 
nal pressure. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I think Shri Banerjec has rightly answered 
that. 


SHRI TR1D1B CHAUDHUtU : Re¬ 
cently, after trouble started in Bangia 
Desh, may People, particularly refugees 
and also other people who have taken 
shelter in India, brought with them what¬ 
ever savings they bad. In this way, a lot 
of Pakistani currency come in. I under¬ 
stand that the Government of West Bengal 
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wrote to the Government of India about 
fixing some kind of exchange rate between 
the two currencies so that the poor refu¬ 
gees may not suffer. Has be looked into 
this mattter or has anything been done 
about it ? 


SHRt YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Certainly this question was taken up and 
we have made some arrangement. But l 
do not think I need go into it during 
the question hour. If he wants to 
know something about it, let him sec 
me. 


DR. RANEN SEN : Though this 
question that Shri chaudhari has put 
relates to a confidential matter and there¬ 
fore need not be gone into in detail now 
at least it should be made known as to 
what is actually Government’s policy which 
has bee circulated to respective departments 
and offices in the border areas, because the 
poor people particularly who are bringing 
some money, whatever they could bring, 
find a lot of difficulty in the exchange 
market. There is bad blood between the 
local businessmen and these poor people. 
Therefore though it is a confidental mat¬ 
ter, still what the official exchange rate is 
should be made known to the public. 
Otherwise, these poor people are being 
exploited and cheated and there is a lot of 
difficulty experienced on this score. 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
All the branches of the State Bank of 
India working in tlie bolder areas have 
been given certain instructions about it. 
Certainly, in the beginning there was some 
confusion, but after the instruction were 
issstted, 1 have not heard any specific 
complaints. Of course, there arc always 
antisocial elements taking advantage of 
such a situation. Some private money¬ 
lenders may possibly have taken advantage 
of it. 


'SHRI P1LOO MODY : Is the State 
Bank taking any advantage ? 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
In this situation, we gave certain instruc¬ 
tions to the branches about these transac¬ 
tions. 

DR. RANEN SEN : This is not a 
correct statement. I represent a border 
constituency. You should understand 
our difficulties. People there ask me. 1 
have to say ‘I do not know’ So they 
have to go to the businessmen. No-body 
knows. Certain instructions might have 
been given to the State Bank of India, but 
how do the people know ? How do the 
business houses know ? This should be 
known. 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
If he has got any specific complaints, he 
can came and discuss them with me. We 
will certainly sort out any problems that 
are there, I think it is much better that 
we go into details about it separately. 1 
am prepared to discuss them with him. 


SHRI JYOTlRMOY BASU : What 
about the common man ? 


SHRI PI LOO MODY : In pursuance 
of the same question, I think it is very 
necessary that the poor refugees know 
exactly what they are going to get for 
their money. Unless they know and it is 
widely broadcast, they are likely to be 
cheated. Whatever small amounts these 
poor refugees might have been able to 
bring with them should be exchanged at the 
announced rate. So nobody is confused 
about the rate, it should be widely broad¬ 
cast. Instead of letting them be cheated, 
this is what should be done. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
The point is not about fixing up any ex¬ 
change rate for the same. Let us be clear 
about that. It is a question of helping 
the person in difficulty. Whatever they 
bring will certainly be recorded, hut what 
is to be given for their use in Indian 
currency is a matter that has been fixed 
up. This is not going to be for conver¬ 
sion by any body and for any sum,

480 funds for technical and 
agricultural education and for housing 
and urban development has been under 
discussion with the U.S. authorities. In 
this context, the question of creating end¬ 
owments for these activities is being dis¬ 
cussed. These discussions have not yet 
reached a stage where formal i reposals 
emerged. These matters involving inter¬ 
governmental decisions will take time to 
mature. Meanwhile, the funds remain 
invested in the Government of India secu¬ 
rities. 

SHRl M. KAT1IAMUTHU : The total 
accumulation of PL 480 is about Rs. 2,500 
crores as on November 1970. Now it 
might be more. The hon. Minister said 
that discussions are going on as to how 
to utilise these funds in agricultural edu¬ 
cation and other things. I want to know 
whether Government put forward any pro¬ 
posals to utilise the funds for the develop¬ 
ment of the country in such fields as the 
building of basic industry. 

Is it not a fact that.U.S. authorities 
are. not ag eing to utilisation of the 
fugda for. them develop meat projects, but 
areagreeing only for agricultural college 
and for creating some endowment ? 


*HR! YISHWANTRA© LHAVAN : 
It is Only a constructive effort to make use 
of these funds for developmental icttvi- 
ties. Proposals for two or three types of 
endowments are being formulate# end 
discusssicms are going on. As 1 told you, 
these inter-governmental discussions raise 
many complex issues and a decision on 
them takas time. 


SHRl S.M, BANERJEE ; That money 
will be kept like tbet till the discussion 
is completed ? 

SHRl YESHWANTRAO t'HAVAN I 
That money will be certainly invested in 
the endowment and the interest from the 
endowment will be used for the develop¬ 
mental activities. That is the basic plan 
now. That does not cover the entire PL, 
480. funds. Let us also be clear about 
it. 1 do not want to give that impression, 
because at the present moment there are 
certain investments in securities 7 Betides 
funds which have been given by way 
of rupee loan, are supposed to be paid in 
the course of the coming 40 years, and at 
repayments become due, the funds are 
credited to PL-480 account. Thus, funds 
get accumulated. That general question 
of FL. 480 funds will also have to be 
gone into in detail, and some examination 
of the problem has also been undertaken. 

SHRl M. KATHAMUTHU : May 1 
know whether there is any concrete pro- 
rosals put forward by thd Government of 
India bow to utilise these funds ? 

SHRl YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
As 1 said them are the proposals that have 
been made.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
For instance, in the case of the endowment 
for agricultural universities, it is the 
States which are going to run the univer¬ 
sities. ’Naturally in any developmental 
activity that we undertake, the States will 
have a share. 

SHRI M. RAM GoPAL REDDY : 
What is the total of the PL 480 fund and 
have we’ utilised any amount from that ? 

Are we still purchasing foodgrains 
under PL 480. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
We are going to stop the purchase of food- 
grains under PL 480 by the end of 1971. 
The total rupee derosits for PL 480 imports' 
from I960 to 31 3-1971 amount to 
Rs. 2234.38 crores and the interest accruals 
to the United States Government amount 
to RS. 211.80 crores, so that the total is

Statement 


In a Conference held in April 1971, the 
Alt India Bank Employees Association 
passed some resolutions pertaining to the 
banking industry. Copies of these resolu- 
tions were forwarded by them to the 
Government. Some of the important 
matters referred to therein were extension 
of credit to small farmers and other 
categories of neglected sectors, curbing 
the supply of credit for speculative and 
unproductive purposes, merger of small 
and one - State banks, nationalisation of 
all remaining banks including foreign banks 
giving representation to the employees on 
all policy-making bodies at all levels of 
banks, reconstitution of the Boards of 
Directors of the Reserve Bank of India, 
State Bank of India, etc. 


Since the nationalisation of the Banks, 
we have placed before ourselves the two 
basic objectives of creation of large scale 
employment opportunities and extension 
of credit to hitherto neglected sectors. 
Considerable progress has already been 
made in this direction and the policies of 
the public sector banks are being re-orien¬ 
ted to achieve these objectives. Large 
borrowal accounts are also being scru¬ 
tinised more carefully with a view to put 
down the use of bank credit for specu¬ 
lative and unproductive uses. In my 
meeting with the Custodians of the public 
sector banks last month, several important 


issues relating to the policies and pro* 
grammes of the banks were discussed in 
depth. The views expressed by the All- 
India Bank Employees Association will be 
given due consideration while taking 
decisions on various matters which relate 
to this vital sector of our economy, 

SHRI MUHAMMED SHERIFF : May 
I know whether there is any proposal for 
the extension of credit facilities to the 
small farmer and, if so, the details there¬ 
of ? 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is one of our major planks in the. new 
policy of nationalised banks, to give credit 
to the so far neglected sectors, of the 
population, particularly in the priority sec¬ 
tors. The small farmer is also one of them. 
But 1 can not say with satisfaction that the 
policy was implemented thoroughly, because 
there were certain procedural difficulties 
and there was the Question of attitudes of 
the people working in that field. In order 
to facilitate this change a Credit Guarantee 
Corporation was formed which started fun¬ 
ctioning since the beginning of April and 
which would guarantee the loans of this type 
where possibly the third party security will 
not be necessary, this will give confidence 
to the Branch Managers to form a judge¬ 
ment on the loan proposals and to take a 
decision on these applications. So, this is 
really one Of the important, major planks. 
Naturally, it will take some time, because 
the first major objective of the nationalised 
banks was to reach the unbanked areas ar 
underbanked areas. Therefore, there has 
been a certain expansion of branches.,Some 
people have started finding fault with this 
expansion. 1 suppose there was small 
element of wastage in opening new bran¬ 
ches, but this step had to 4a taken. 
We have to reach those untapped areas so 
that the banking habit may .spread.,

SHRl YF.SHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Among those who did not want the hanks 
to be nationalised certainly there is 
a discontent. 1 do not deny that fact. 
Members of parties which never believed 
in nationalisation were discontented ; it is 
very ovious, I do concede that point.

I 
had a discussion with representatives of 
bank employees and officers and I was 
pleased to lind that they were equally 
interested in the success of nationalisation.

About the other point, there is certain¬ 
ly some truth in it and 1 have myself said 
that considering what you and I and this 
Parliament expect from nationalisation, 1 
am not yet satisfied with the results 
achieved so far. ( This is something for 
which we Will have to make continuous 
efforts. The hon. member is in corres¬ 
pondence with me and he has brought 
certain facts to my notice. I am trying 
to look into them from time to time.

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SHRI C, E. BHATTACHARYYA : Is 
the hon. Minister aware that this resistance 
on the part of hank managers has notice¬ 
ably reduced the load advances to the 
'small men, in fact defeating the policy of 
the Government ? The bank managers 
are allergic to giving small loans because 
of the difficulty of realisation. 

SHRI YPSHYVANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I thin k that conclusion is not justified. If 
we compare the number of accounts in the 
agricultural sector during the years 1968, 
1969, 1970 and 1971 there is a gradual 
increase in the number of accounts. The 
quantum of money that is advanced to 
these accounts is also gradually increasing. 
Whether it is increasing in the propoition 
that we desire is a different matter. 1 can 
say that 1 am myself not quite satisfied 
with it. But it again depends upon the 
capacity to mobilise savings and supplying 
it where it is needed. It also largely 
depends upon the guarantee scheme. It 
came to my notice that although the 
Corporation announced that the scheme 
was to come into operation on the 1st of 
April some of the branch managers in the 
far of areas are not yet aware of the 
existance of the scheme.

May I know 
that number above which if you carry 
passengers you will be required to pay 
compensation ? To my knowledge, the 
compensation is a very heavy one which 
puts the Air India commercially to dis¬ 
advantage. I would also like to know 
whether. similar arrangements have been 
made to fly Jumbos Over Trans-Pacific 
which will bring substantial revenues to 
Air India ? 

DR, KARAN SINGH : We have 
acquired Boeing 747s and, as a result of 


this, fresh agreements have got to be 
negotiated with all the countries through 
which new planes will fly including the 
United Kingdom. The Atlantic route to 
New York is very lucrative and paying. 
If Air India is to maintain its position 
among the leading international airlines, 
it has got to fly that loute with the latest 
equipment. Therefore, it has entered into 
negotiations with the BOAC and negoti- 
at ions are in progress with a number of 
other countries. I would submit that 
these commercial agreements which the 
airlines arrive at need not be disclosed 
because, when we talk with other countries 
if the details of one agreement are known, 
it weakens our bargaining position with 
other countries. Whatever agreement 
takes place is with the approval of the 
Government. Se, there is no question of 
entering into any shady deal and all that. 

I am sorry to say that any hon. Member 
should have any doubt about it. It is really 
a commercial arrangement. Air India will 
□ever agree to anything which is against 
their interest. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : I accept your 
suggestion.

Bhootballngam Committee's Report

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN

MANTRI) (SHRI K. R. GANESH) J 
(a) and (b). Shri S. Bhoothalingam 
was appointed by the Government in 1966 
to study the tax laws and make suggestions 
for their simplification and rationalisation. 
Shri Bhoothalingam submitted his First 
Interim Report to the Government on Sth 
April 1967 and his Final Report on 26th 
December, 1967 suggesting several measures 
for rationalisation and simplification of 
the tax laws.

Statement 

Main features of the PL. 180 
Agreement signed on 1* 1-1971 
as ameuded. 

A PL. 480 Agreement was signed with 
the US Govt, on 1st April, 1971 for the 
supply of Agricultural Commodities from 
that country. The value of this Agreement 
was slightly increased in May 1971 (from 
$ 150.00 million to S 158.3 million). Taken 
with these additions, the agreement pro¬ 
vides for an import of 15,70,000 tonnes of 
wheat, 250,000 Indian bales of cotton 
(200,000 bales in terms of US bales) and 
102,000 tonnes of soyabean oil valued at $ 
158.3 million. About 80% of the imports 
do not requite'rupee payment ; these will 
be under what are called Convertible Local 
Currency Credit Terms i. e. repayable in 
dollars over a period of 40 years, inclu¬ 
ding a grace period of 10 years. The 
remaining 20% imports will be paid for 
in rupees, which rupees in turn have 
been earmarked for loan to Govt, of 
India 93%, and US uses 7%. Both the 
dollar and the rupees loan will carry 
interest at 2% during the first 10 years and 
3% during the subsequent 30 years. 

2. The Agreement further allows the 
U.S. to convert 9 7.5 million from the 
rupees earmarked for their uses into third 
country currencies foi agricultural and 
educational exchange activities and for sale 
to U.S. tourists and citizens in India.

(a) to (c). The freight rates for trans¬ 


port of salt on the coast have not been 
increased. However, the Indian Coastal 
Conference has recently revised the charter 
party terms governing salt shipments. 
The matter had earlier been discussed bet¬ 
ween the Conference and the shippers using 
the good offices of the Director General 
of Shipping and the following terms had 
been arrived at : 

(i) Under existing salt charter party 
rates of loading and unloading are 1,000 
tonnes per day. Due to improved working 
conditions at ports, a rate of loading of 
1,300 tonnes per day, and rate of unloading 
at Calcutta at 1,200 tonnes per day were 
agreed to. 

(ii) Rs. 5,000/2,500 as demurrage/ 
despatch rates was agreed to as against 
existing rates of Rs. 3,000/1,500 respec¬ 
tively. 

(iii) Under existing salt charter 
party, laytime to count from 7.00 A. M. on 
next working day when holiday intervened 
before expiry of notice period. Laytime 
is to count now as from midnight, i.c. 
00.01 hours on that day. 

(iv) Under existing charter parly th: 
detention of a salt ship at Calcutta prioi 
to commencement of discharge due to 
borctide was on shipowners account. Now 
both the shippers and the shipowners ate to 
share liability on this account on 50 : 5<! 
basis.

Statement 

Judging from the inadequacy of the 
credit schemes of banks and the deficien¬ 
cies in the internal organisation and 
administrative set up in banks, the Com¬ 
mittee has suggested lines of action in 
regard to piovisions of credit to profess¬ 
ional and self-employed Petson. The 
Committee's recommendation is that the 
credit schemes should be flexible and take 
into account the special needs of indivi¬ 
dual entrepreneurs ; the emphasis of lend¬ 
ing should be on viability rather than on 
security. The Committee has recommen¬ 
ded that special facilities are necessary for 
the relatively underdeveloped areas as 
well as the weaker sections of the society, 
h has laid emphasis ou the development 
of household and cottage Industries. 

In regard to organisational matters 
the Committee feels that the discretionary 
^wers of the branch agents be enhanced 
with due care and that massive training 
programme should be arranged for them. 
It has recommended selling up of multi- 
service agencies in various parts of the 
country by banks with mutual co-opera- 
tion to provide technical assistance to 
self-employed persons and offer guidance 
about feasibility of the projects or pro¬ 
posals. 

The Committee bus stressed the need 
for further liberalisation of the terms and 
conditions of advances. In suitable cases 
of term loans the Committee has suggested 
the banks to charge a lower rate of interest 
in the initial s'agcs and a higher rate of 
interest subsequently ensuring that the 
average rate retrains commercially 
viable. 
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The Committee has stated that in suit* 
able cases banks may give due weightage 
to the technical contribution of the entre* 
preneurs while giving assistance. It has 
also stated that in appropriate cases where 
the self-employed persons just start 
bvisiness or leave well established jobs and 
take up self-employment, the scheme 
should provide for reasonable personal 
drawings during the first year or two 
which will be in addition to the basic 
loan, and that the hanks should not insist 
on the guarantee of third parlies for the 
grant of loans as a matter of course. 

Recommending the use of simplified 
forms for use by professional and retai¬ 
lers, the Committee has stressed the need 
for .a suitable machinery for prompt detec¬ 
tion of unhealthy trends and for banks to 
organise adequate follow-up and supervi¬ 
sion arrangements and for effecting reco¬ 
very of advances according to schedule. 


. The .Committee recommended that 
Reserve Bank of India may work out a 
suitable programme to help the small 
entrepreneurs who are put to difficulties 
because of.delay in payment of their bills 
by large and medium industries and by 
Government Departments and public sector 
concerns. The Committee has also 
emphasised the : need for credit-planning 
and for financing the Schemes on the 
bisls of additional deposists' mobilised by 
the banks. 


* The recommendations of the-Committee 
are*being processed by the Reserve Bank 
of India and the Government. The Reserve 
Bank of India on March 19, 1971 has 
issued a circular letter to the Chief 
Executive Officers of all commercial 
banks indicating a set of broad guidelines 
based on the Thakkar Committee Report. 
Banks have also been asked to liberalise 
t^e terms and conditions in the manner 
suggested by the Thakkar Committee, 

A Committee has also been appointed 
under the Chairmanship of K.N.R. 
Rsraeaujam of Reserve Bank of india 
to look intp the question of Undue 


delays of payment of bills due to small 
scale industries by medium and large 
scale industries and suggest suitable 
remedial measures. 


The matter was also considered at the 
conference of Custodians held in the 
last week of April 1970, when Vitta 
Mantri/Minister of Finance suggested to 
the Custodians to send their views and 
suggestions on the implementation of 
Thakkar Committee Report.

Gradually the system of allowing 
rebates was substituted by straight deduc¬ 
tions from an assessec’s gross total income, 
which indirectly reduced the incidence of 
tax on him. With filed from the assess¬ 
ment year 1968-69, rebates are available 
only on the taxed share of one’s income 
from an Unregistered Firm or an Associa¬ 
tion of Persons, and on interest on tax- 
free securities of the Government. 

The Hon’ble Member evidently wishes 
to have information about the assessments 
completed from 1%7 to 1970, which rough" 
ly correspond to the financial year 1967-68 
to 1970-71. During this period more than 
130 lakh assessments were made by the 
Department, many of which involved tax 
rebates of the type leferred to above.

The general 
index of wholesale prices for the reriod 
April 1969 to April 1971 is gi\en month- 
wise in the attached statement. Details 
of individual commodities arc available 
in the publication entitled ‘‘Index Num¬ 
bers of Wholesale Prices in India”, 
copies of which arc supplied to the 
Parliament library. 


(c) It is not possible to isolate the 
factors responsible for changes in the 
prices of individual commodities. Broadly 
speaking, the pressure on prices during 
the last two years has been due to short¬ 
falls in the outrut of some of the coarse 
grains, pulses, cotton, jute and oilseeds. 
There has also been a set-back in the 
production of iron and steel. 


(d) and (e). The Government has been 
taking appropriate steps to control price 
increases. The prices of cereals have 
been stabilized through the operation of 
a public distribution system for major 
foodgrains. In lcgard to industrial raw 
materials, particularly law cotton, raw 
jute and oilseeds, a policy of selective 
credit control, aimed at reducing the 
availability of credit tor speculative pur¬ 
poses, is being pursued; simultaneously, 
the availability of these industrial raw 
materials, as of other s like steel, is being 
augmented through larger imports. Credit 
control nipasuies were further intensified 
in January 1971 when the Bank Rate, too 
was raised from 5 to 6 per cent. The 
Government has also been imposing price 
and distribution controls in respect of 
essential commodities. There have, no 
donbt, been seasonal variations in the 
prices but as a result of the various steps 
which have been taken by the Govern¬ 
ment it has been possible to maintain a 
reasonable degree of price stability during 
the last few months.

(b) As can be seen from the infor¬ 
mation in the Annexure, as far as Union 
Territories are concerned, education at the 
primary level is free, But it has not be¬ 
come universal due to economic and social 
causes except in the Union Territories of 
Delhi, Manipur and L M.A. Islands where 
enrolment of 100°,, has been nchieved in 
the age group 6-11. Due to lack of 
finances sufficient number of teachers have 
not been appointed nor school rooms 
constructed to meet the demand of in¬ 
creased enrolment. Efforts are being 
made to locate additional financial 
resources. 

As regards the States, it will he seen 
that all States have Compulsory Primary 
Education Acts except Nagaland and 
Himachal Pradesh. The latter State had 
recently repealed an existing legislation 
as it was found of much use. Due to 
finuncial reasons all States have not been 
able to provide free education. Even in 
States which have got Compulsory Primary 
Education Acts and provide free education, 
enrolment has not become universal 
except in the case of a few States such as 
Kerala, Tamil Nadu etc. The underlying 
social and economic causes will have to 
be removed and additional financial 
resources found before universal, com¬ 
pulsory education can be expected. 
No specific date for this purpose can be 
given.

Special efforts to enrol non- 
attending chikhcn which mostly consist 
of girls, children of the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and children 
of economically handicapped social groups 
like landless agricultural labourers ; 

(2) Reduction of wastage and stagna¬ 
tion which are very high at present. 

It is expected that as a result of these 
two programmes the contribution of 
primary education to the promotion of 
literacy would he significantly greater. 

In so far as promotion of literacy 
among adults is concerned, the present 
allocations in the Fourth Five-Year Plan 
are very limited, especially in the State 
sector. The Government of India is, 


therefore, considering the launching of g 
major programme for liquidating' illiteracy, 
whose target will be to make about 10 
million adults literate during the remain¬ 
ing period of the Fourth Plan. The 
scheme is now under active consideration. 

Government rial iso that literacy 
among the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes is low and spend effoits are, 
therefore, being made to piomoic primary 
education as well as adult literacy among 
those groups.

There was previously some 
survey undertaken in respect of the 
Bhadrachellam Road to Dandakaranyn. 
A formal survey was made. I would like 
to know what has happened to it. A 
complete, detailed survey was not taken 
up. They have now stopped further action. 
I would like to know why they have 
stopped a detailed Survey of this line. 

There is another line which the 
Governmeat of Andhra Piadesh has been 
often representing and the agent of the 
Andhra Pradesh Government in Delhi has 
also written to the Railway Ministry 
about it. It is the Vizag-Kiriburu railway 
line. The Mineral Development Corpo. 
ration is carryinicg minerals on this line 
and this is not open for pessenger traffic. 
This line passes through the picture sque 
Araku valley where there is a lot of tourist 
attraction. Besides, there are many 
sriniof areas in that locality. ■ A number 


of representations have been made by the 
people from that area as well as the 
business community for opening up this 
line for passenger traffic also. Such u 
measure would provide not only employ¬ 
ment to the tribal people living in that 
area, but also raise the standard of living 
of those people. It will also helpthe devel¬ 
opment of the local industries, the forest 
produce and the exploitation of mineral 
wealth in that area. As this line passes 
through, as 1 have already mentioned, 
the picturesque Araku valley with 
extensive orchard plantations as well ns 
the Sorr.i caves, the tourist traffic will 
increare tremendously if this line is opened 
for passenger traffic. This will earn the 
much-wanted foreign exchange for our 
country. I request the Hon, Minister to 
visit this place ; not only the Minister 
hyi. 1 request the hon. Members also to 
visit this place and see how nice, how 
fine a place it is, and how we can 
develop this as a tourist centre. The 
Tourist Department as well as the Ministry 
of Railway should have talks in this 
matter and see that this area is developed. 

As per the report of the Economic j 
Times dated 25 December, 1970, it is 
learnt that the Railway Board has agreed 
in principle to open this line for both 
passenger traffic and private goods traffic, 
but nothing has been so far done. 
The State Government as well as the 
people there, including the business 
community, are all very anxious about 
the speedy implementation of this line 
since they have accepted in principle, 
the opening of this line for passenger 
traffic also. A lot of mineral wealth is 
also lying there; 


There is another proposal, and that 
is for the electrification of the Madras- 
Vijayawada railway track. This is pending 
before the Government since 1966. Some 
talks have been going on between the 
authorities concerned, and this scheme 
was included in the Fourth Five Year Plan 
and, after finalisanction, the terms and con* 
d it ions of the draft agreement were sent to" 
the Railway 'Ministry. I do not know 
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what has happened thereafter, whether a 
clearance has been given or whether the 
Government has accepted it or not. ! 
would like to know what has happened, 
because it is very important in view of 
the railway traffic between Madras and 
Vijayawada which is increasing enormously 
because of the increase in the goods tiaffie 
such as movement of foodgrains, fruit, 
coal, etc. 

Now every day 400 tonnes of coal are 
carried to the Ncllore thermal station. 
When the Ennorc thermal station is ready 
in less than an year, more than 3000 tonnes 
of coal will have to be carried every day 
over this section. So, there is need for 
speeding up on this line. Only electri¬ 
fication will be able to meet the demand. 
The Railway Minister visited Hyderabad 
in 1968 and said that the scheme would 
be included in the fourth plan, but no 
clearance has been given. Once you 
decide on electrification, the State 
Government also will have to fulfil certain 
formalities. The State Government 
had already placed an order lor the con¬ 
ductor costing Rs. 95 lakhs and it must 
have arrived in 1969. The whole thing 
would cost Rs. 2 crorcs to the Andhra 
Government. If clearance has not been 
given yet, 1 request the minister to sec 
that it is given immediately so that clectii- 
ncation of the line between Madras and 
Vijayawada may start. 

Regarding recruitment of Class IV 
staff in the South Central Railway, under 
the Home Ministry's older, all Class IV 
staff will be from the local areas. But 
since the Railway Service Commission is 
located at Madras, more than 80 per cent 
of the people are recruited from that area 
and sent here. They are recruited as 
Class IV employees. Within three years, 
a nominal test is held and they are made 
clerks. This injustice to the local people 
should be removed by shifting the 
Railway Service Commission from 
Madras to Hyderabad. 

U has been mentioned in, the budget 
that thpfts have become the order of the 


day. This should be considered as a 
national problem and not of the railways 
alone. Sometimes the States do not co¬ 
operate in the investigation to the extent 
they should. Somehow the minister should 
see that the States cooperate by making 
them a rally to some of the damages, if 
necessaiy. All the political parties also 
should cooperate with the railways because 
it is national property. They should not 
be indifferent to what is happening in the 
railways. They should contribute to the 
the efficient functioning op the railways. 

The foimer Railway Minister, Mr. 
Nanda, tried to do something in this dire- 
ction. lie u.,ed to sit in places like 
Mughalsarai, notorious for the thefts, and 
lie sought the cooperation of the public 
m this icgrud. He could achieve some¬ 
thing by this. 1 am told thefts were reduced 
to nearly 50 rcr cent during his stay there. 
He could check ticketless travelling also 
by taking the cooperation of volunteers. 
Yesterday some communist member oppo¬ 
site was making fun of sadhus, 1 think 
they aie allergic to whatever is good in 
oni culture. 

1 here is a doubt in everybody's mind 
that these tegular thefts on a large scale 
cannot take place unless they have the 
connivance of Hie railway staff and railway 
police. Goods are stolen from the station 
and sold in ihe nearby shops. How is it 
that they arc not able to check it ? Rail¬ 
way motor belts arc stolen and used in 
some local mills Why cannot they have 
some nid and lecover the stolen property 
of the lailways Apart fiom the Railway 
Protection Force you have some people 
drafted from the State Police. When you 
draft people from the State police you 
have to ensure that they are honest and 
efficient. 

Now whenever any theft of railway 
property takes place once the property 
goes outside the railway premises the 
RPF take the stand that it is out of their 
jurisdiction. But these rules about juris- 
diction have been framed for convenience 
|and not for evasion, if the property goes 
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oat of the railway premises they should 
take the co-operation of the local police 
end catch the culprits and punish them. 
In this matter the co-operation of the 
public is very important. The public should 
be'made to feel that it is their property 
that is being lost. If the public make it a 
point to bring all such instances to the 
notice of their elected representatives and 
Ministers and if the Ministers take them 
seriously then the officers will be very 
careful and the thefts will be minimised 
to a great extent. 

SHR1 P. R. DAS MUNSl (Calcutta 
South) : Sir, 1 congratulate the Minister 
of Railways for submitting his budget in 
lime after the return of the ruling party 
in the elections by committing themselves 
to socialism. The budget speech is a very 
formal one. I am sure the hon. Minister 
is aware that hon. Members are also com¬ 
mitted to their people and, therefore, to a 
certain extent their demands should be 
given due importance. 


I represent the Calcutta South consti¬ 
tuency which is thickly populated and is 
cosmopolitan in its composition. That big 
constituency has only one booking centre 
at Hazra which is not able to cater to 
the needs of that constituency. The people 
of that constituency have been clamouring 
for facilities in the matter of booking and 
reservation and other things. So, my first 
demand is provision of more booking 
centres in Calcutta South. 

Secondly, there arc so many junctions 
inside the Calcutta traffic zone of the 
railways. Yet, there is no overbridge and 
every week two or three people are killed 
at the important level crossings. We have 
bees demanding that some over-bridges 
be built at these points, specially at Kasha 
Ballyganj spot. 1 find that in the budget 
Speech4>f the Railway Minister there are 
aojpfce proposals in this respect. I say that 
some prevision should be made for over. 
VidfiS in thf args I mentioned. 


The traffic problem of Calcutta is being 
considered by the Railway Ministry for a 
very long time and the position has reach¬ 
ed such a stage that the assurance given 
by the Railway Ministry are taken as a 
part of a drama by the people of Calcutta. 
There were assurances about tube railways, 
circular railways, under-ground railways 
and metropolitan system. Now the people 
arc hesitating to believe any of the assu¬ 
rances of the Railway Ministry for solving 
the traffic problem inside Calcutta. In the 
present budget also there is some reference 
to survey and so on. 1 do not know how 
long it will take. The people of Calcutta 
who have to go to their offices and busi¬ 
ness premises daily are put to a lot of 
inconvenience and if the assurances given 
to them are treated in this cavalier 
fashion, the people of Calcutta will not 
only agitate before the Railway Ministry, 
but they will do something serious which 
the Government has to take care of. 

Then, in the Diamond Harbour Section 
and the Canning Section, there are only 5 
to 7 local trains which cannot cope up 
with the needs of millions of pepole 
coming daily to Calcutta offices and 
suburbs. 1 would just say about the 
Circular Railway in Calcutta, that it is a 
drama going on, assurance after assurance, 
and that nothing is happening. 

About the problems of the Northeast 
lionUer Railway, my lion, friend, Mr. 
Goswami from Assam yesterday referred 
to them and gave his views. 1 agree with 
him. 1 would like to inform the House 
and the hon. Railway Minister that in 
these days of civilisation, after 23 years of 
Independence aud democracy in India, 
there is one district headquarter in the 
Slate of West Bengal, that is, Balurghat, 
which is a largely populated zone, is still 
continuing without a railway station and 
the railway line. This is the position 
after 23 years of Independence and 
domoooacy in fudia and the growth of the 
lailway administration, 

I would also like to inform lb* boo. 
Minister that th? late Prime Minister, 
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Shri Lai Bahadur Shastri, and the present 
Defence Minister, Shri Jagjivan Ram, so 
many times assured the local people that 
it was coming up soon. But nothing has 
so far happened. I would like to appeal 
to the bon. Minister. Shri Hanumanthaiya, 
that he should at least try to do some 
thing positive about it within a short 
time. 


Then, I would like to come to the 
problem of absorption of the Howrah- 
Sheakhala and Hov'rah-Amta Light 
Railways. As you know, the employees 
of the Martin Light Railway are now 
facing starvation because the Martin 
Light Railway has been closed down. 
It is all due to the unjust bureaucratic 
attitude of the management. These 
employees have made various represen¬ 
tations to the mangement and they have 
made many protests and gone on deputations. 
The hon. Member of the Rajya Sabha, 
Shrimati Purabi Mukhopadhyay submitted 
a scheme with concrete proposal. But 
nothing has been done for the employees 
thtie. Yet, it was decided by the Ministry 
of Railways, after taking into considera¬ 
tion all aspects, not to take over these 
Light Railways because of the fact that 
the Companies have eaten up all of their 
reserves and have failed to effect the 
required Replacements and Renewals 
thereby reducing the Railways to “Junks”. 
Then, the Government decided on 
16.12.70 that—I quote : 

“The staff of the Light Railways 
would be absorbed by offering them 
jobs in the categories in which they 
will-be found suitable ; 

they will be appointed as fresh 
recruits since they get the terminal 
benefits from the Light Railways.” 


In this connection, I would like to inform 
the hon. Minister that the employees of 
the Sbahdara-Sabararvpur Light Railway 
wfcKL -absorbed. But the employees of 
the Howrab-Amta and Howrah-Sheakhala 


Light Railways have not yet been absorbed. 
They must be absorbed immediately. 

Now, I have heard fiom reliable 
sources that efforts are being made by 
some political parties, particularly, the 
C.P.M., to rrovide subsidy to the manage¬ 
ment and to have it regularised and allow 
them to run the railways. Coming to the 
nature of the management of this poor 
Light Railway, 1 would like to place be¬ 
fore the House some figures. The Manager 
draws a salary, including allowances, of 
Rs. 5750 ; his Assistant draws a salary, 
of Rs. 2680 and another Deputy Manager 
draws a salary of Rs. 3435, etc., etc. This 
is being allowed under the socialistic 
pattern of society which is under process. 
These are the big monopolists and private 
enterprises which are creating trouble for 
the employees. It is dangerous to see 
that a particular political party committed 
to socialistic programme, committed to 
social justice, should arrange to provide 
a subsidy to the management, regularise 
it and allow them to run the Railways. 

Once again, 1 would like to inform the 
hon. Railway Minister that if such action 
is taken by the Railway administration to 
put all the bureaucrats in the chair again 
and to provide subsidy to the management 
the people of Calcutta, the people of West 
Bengal, will march and shout against the 
Railway administration and even against 
all the political parties that are behind 
this conspiracy. 

Many hon. Members have talked about 
the law and order situation in West Bengal 
1 say, 50 per cent of the Calcutta crimes 
would be siopred if the thefts of the Rail¬ 
ways are stopped and if the Railway pro¬ 
perties are fully protected from thefts, 
Railway crimes are associated with the 
political crimes. 1 would like to tell the 
hon. Minister that he should tone up the 
administration and if the railway thefts 
are stopped, 50 per cent of the crimes of 
Calcutta would be stopped. There are 
various yards where these crimes are tak¬ 
ing place. They are: Shalimar yard, 
Kossipore and Chitpore yard : Beliaghat 
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and Kankurgachhi ; Balliganj railway sid¬ 
ing ; Jadavrur and Dhakuria railway sid¬ 
ing, Uttadauga to Barrackpore zone etc. 
All these have now become under the con¬ 
trol of political criminals under the 
patronage of a particular political party. 
They manage to open wagons at the night. 
They provide criminals inside. The bombed 
the Jadavpur University Vice-chancellor's 
building. In the recent death of Nepal 
Roy, MLA, wc find that this is connected 
with this crime and these railway thefts 
from these sidings are patronised by one 
particular party which I do not want to 
name. They do it in cooperation with 
some personnel and some railway police 
people there. I would therefore request 
the Minister to tone up the Railway Ad¬ 
ministration to protect the Railway’s pro¬ 
perties. 

The statistics relating to law and order 
reveal that 11,454 thefts of properties have 
taken place in 1970, in respect of Rail¬ 
ways. As Members of Parliament we are 
privileged : we get an attendent and police 
also if necessary when we travel in First 
Class. What about the poor third class 
passengers ? I would like to tell the 
hon. Minister that there should be some 
police protection to the III Class passen¬ 
gers in the mail and express trains espe¬ 
cially in the midnight. 

The increase in III Class fare is ex¬ 
pected to produce only Rs. 11.60 crores. 
Extra revenue from change of upper class 
fares is estimated to fetch Rs. 1.60 crores. 
We should not put more pressure on the 
common man ns we are committed to 
pursue the policy of socialism. Our alti¬ 
tude progressively should be to do away 
with monopolists and monopolize trends 
and we should help the common man and 
lighten his burden, 1 request the hon. 
Minister will give his deepest considera¬ 
tion for the convenience and benefit of 
the common people who are the third* 
class passengers, who travel in the railway. 

It is aaid that General Managers have 
be?n told to behave as family members 


with the employees. The General Mana¬ 
gers actually treat the employees as their 
servants and not as their colleagues. This 
is not proper for the healthy development 
of trade unions in the country. This is 
not good for the Railways. Therefore, 
1 would request the Minister to inform 
the General Managers and zonal autho¬ 
rities that they should behave with their 
employees and their trade union officials 
ns companions, as collegues, as members of 
one family. 

Finally, I request the Minister to take 
steps to stop the Railway crimes so as to 
stop the political crimes in West Bengal 
and also to take care especially of my 
constituency, (Calcutta South) in which 
Booking Reservation Centre and over- 
bridge are essential. 

SHRI P M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar) : At 
the outset, 1 shall deal with one impor¬ 
tant project, namely the construction of 
the broad gauge railway line from Bhav¬ 
nagar to Tarapur. The railway autho¬ 
rities had submitted the survey report long 
be* ore During the last debate on the 
railway budget, 1 had raised this point, 
and the then Railway Minister Shri Nanda 
had replied that the survey report was 
under examination by the Railway Board. 
1 hope that by now the Railway Board 
would have completed the examination, 
and I would request the hon. Minister to 
take up this project for quick implemen¬ 
tation. 


This is an economic aud viable pro¬ 
ject. The State Government has given 
top priority to this project and the figures 
show that it fulfils the criteria for cons¬ 
truction of railway lines. It is a matter 
which has been pending for long. I 
would, therefore, request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to expedite and implement the same. 


The proposed broad gauge line M 
useful not only to the concerned regioo 
or area, but it has jts own importance fpt 
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the whole of India, because it connects 
the westernmost part of Our country with 
the rest of India and through a port town. 
Therefore, this is a very useful and 
important link for the whole of the 
country. So, it is not as if it is useful 
and important for the concerned area 
only. 

Coming to the budget, l would sub* 
mit that this budget is a budget of the 
routine type. It is not a planned budget. 
No further amenities have been proposed ; 
there are no new constructions of any 
line proposed ; nothing further is proposed 
to be done to give more facilities to the 
travelling public. I do not find any 
measures to redress the hardships of the 
travelling public. 


The hardships are so well known, and 
they have now become a permanent feature 
of the Indian railways. For instance, 
there is the overcrowding problem. The 
Administration does not care to take any 
steps to reduce this overcrowding. We see 
that all the mail and express trains are 
overcrowded. As for the third class, how 
do the people ^travel in the third class? 
They have no sitting accommodation. The 
overcrowding is not only in the bogies, 
but it starts right from the booking 
windows; people stand there for hours 
together and find n difficult to get either 
the ticket or the reseravlion. After 
nearly twenty*five years of Independence, 
the people expect that at least this over¬ 
crowding should be stopped. For solving 
this problem, it is necessary that new 
trains should be introduced. For instance, 
there are the Divisional Railway User’s 
Consultative Committees, and many times, 
the Members suggest the introduction of 
new trains in order to curtail the hardships 
of the travelling public. But the 
Administration negatives all the sugges¬ 
tions and proposals made by the Divisional 
RftNray users’ Consultative Committees 
and the Zonal Railway Users’ Consultative 
Committees, Their scrutiny is always 
done with a negative outlook. If you go 
through the minutes of the Divisional 
Railway Users’ Consultative Committees 


and the Zonal Railway Users’ Consultative 
Committees, you will find that all the 
suggestions or proposals made are ruled 
out by the Administration without ‘excep¬ 
tion, because they do not want to 
scrutinise any suggestion with a positive 
outlook. This is the trouble with the 
Administration that they do not want to 
accept the suggestions which are be¬ 
neficial to the travelling public, with 
the result that the hardships of the 
passengers are never attended to. 


In the compartments, the fans are 
mostly out of order. There is no ade¬ 
quate lighting arrangement. There are no 
lamps or bulbs in the toilets. So, the 
people are obliged to travel in darkness or 
in faint light. This affects also the 
security of the passengers. When we ask 
the railway authoiities why proper or ade¬ 
quate lighting arrangement is not there, 
sometimes, we are told that the bulbs have 
been stolen away and sometimes we 
are told that there are no bulbs in stock 
or that some other railways had taken 
away the bulbs and there were no spare 
bulbs available with them. Therefore, 
the trains start without proper lighting. 


In paragraph 45 of the budget speech, 
hon. Minister has made some reference 
to passenger amenities. This paragraph 
reflects the impression that the provisions 
of amenities, is more or loss complete. 
But 1 would submit that this reflection 
is not true, because the factual position 
is otherwise, Take, for instance, a basic 
amentity like provision of waiting halls. 
What do we provide in the waiting halls 
for the third class ? There is just a big hall; 
there also, the fans are not working and 
at some places there are no fans at all ; 
and there are no drinking water facilities. 
We see coolers at some stations, but the 
coolers are always out of order, and no 
cooler is working on the platform. The 
hon. Minister says that he is giving free 
service in this regard.... 


MR* SPEAKER : The hon. Member's 
party had been allotted 17 minutes.

This is a simple Bill and is not of a 
controversial mture. I think the House 
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[Shri Mura soli Maranl 

will appreciate the split and the intention 
behind this Bill. The idea is that no 
Slide should he penalised by the loss of 
its representation in the House of the 
people, for sincerely implementing the 
family planning piogramme and no State 
should he depiived of icvenues by way of 
grants or plan assistance by the. Union 
just because of that reason. Article SI 
of the Constitution describes the com¬ 
position of the House of the People : there 
shall he allotted to each Slate a number 
of scat-' in the House uf the People in 
such manner that the ratio between that 
number and the population of tire Slate i< 
so far as practicable the same for all 
States. Clause (3) defines ‘population’ : 
population ns ascertained at the last 
preceding census of which the relevant 
figures have been published. Article 82 
seeks the readjustment of seals after each 
census; upon the completion of each 
census, the allocation of seats in the 
House of the People to the States and the 
division of each State into territorial con. 
Sliluencies shall he teadjusted by such 
authority and in such manner as Parlia¬ 
ment may by law determine. It means 
the delimitation commission is created 
and it goes into the Question of fixing the 
number of seats for each State so that the 
proportion of seats to the population is as 
far as practicable the same for all the States. 
As representation in the House of the people 
is linked with preceding census, the compo¬ 
sition in the context of such represent¬ 
ation to the states changes every time after 
the census figures. Let me remind the 
House of what happened to our composition 
after the 1961 census. Because of decrease 
in the population, Andhra Pradesh and 
Tamil Nadu lost two seats and U.P. lost 
one sent .whereas Assam, Gujarat, Punjab 
gained two scats each. So also, 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh. Maharashtra, 
Mysore and Rajasthan gained one seat each 
and Vtfest Bengal, the luckiest State got 
the phenomenal increase of four scats. The 
Union Territories in toto got three seats. 
The picture would have been changed if 
the Delimitation Commission which 
functioned under the Central Act of 1961- 


62 acted differently. If the total number 
of seats of the House of the People were 
retained and distributed according to the 
population of 1961, some of the States 
would base lost heavily. For instance, 
Andlua Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and U.P. 
would each have lost three seats and Bihar 
would have lost one. This has been 
mitigated by increasing the total number 
of seats in the House. The Delimitation 
Commission could save two seats for U.P. 
and one seat for Bihar but Andhra and 
‘Inmil Nadu lost two seats each. This may 
look natural in democratic countries 
because democracy after all is nothing 
but counting of heads. But India is in a 
•millue situation. 1 ike other developing 
countries there is the problem of a 
galloppping rise in population. On the one 
hand there is decrease in mortality rate 
and on the other hand increase in the 
birth rate. Had 1 moved this Bill in 
1921 1 would have known for certain the 
immediately preceding decennial percen¬ 
tage variation was negative of the order 
of 0.31. Between 1911 and 1921 our 
population declined by one million 
from 251 million to 250 million. Thereafter, 
we never looked hack.

The population growth between 1921 
and 1931 was 10.6 per cent. In the year 
1931 to 1941, the grow ih was 13.5 per cent. 
Between 1941 and 1951, the growth was 12.5 
per cent. Betsveen 1951 and 1961. the 
growth was 21.5 per cent. Accoiding to 
the latest provisional figures of the census, 
between 1961 and 1971, our population 
growth is 24.57 per cent. Our demographic 
curve is not a straight line but asteadily 
claiming curve. So, it is not a source of 
satisfaction, but a cause of concern. 
Never in the history of India was there 
Such a galloping rate of increase in popula¬ 
tion as it did happen from 1951 onwards. 
In the continuous race between a decrease 
ia mortality and an inciease in birth, we 
are caught in dilemma. 

Science itself is contributing to this 
factor, because science increases the pros- 
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pect of longevity and decrease-? the 
mortality rates. So, science itself has come 
forward to our rescue by maintaining the 
balance through methods of family 
planning, 

India's family planning programme is 
assuming the dimension of a social revo¬ 
lution. It is said that the world’s largest 
and most widespread campaign of educa¬ 
tion and motion is taking place in our 
country. Family planning programme 
was adopted in our country in 1952 as 
an official programme. Perhaps we are the 
only one of the developing nations which 
have taken np family planning programme 
as an ollicial policy. Starling with a caut- 
mus approach in the first Five Year 
Plan, more vigorous action cum research 
programme was taken up for implementa¬ 
tion during the second Plan. The third 
Plan gave a clear and emphatic recogni- 
sation to the family planning programme. 

I want to quote here from the third Plan 
record. It says t 

'‘The objective of stabilising our 
growth of population over a reaeon- 
able peiiod must be at the very centre 
of planned development.” 

The fourth Plan went one step further 
and it says : 

"it is a programme of highest prior¬ 
ity.” 

Now, Sir, we have fixed our aim and tar¬ 
get regarding the family plannig programme. 
The aim is the annual rate of increase 
should not he more than one and a half 
per cent. But it is not so actually. Between 
PJ51 and 1961, the actual rate of increase 
was 2.15 percent and now, according to the 
piovisional figures of the new census, it is 
2.457. Another target is to bring down the 
birth rate from 40 per thousand to 25 
within a decade or two. In this context we 
should see how other States which are 
implementing the family planning program¬ 
me rigorously are affected. 


Here i« the State of Tamil Nadu or 
any other State in Tndia which endeavours 
to present a creditable achievement in 
containing the growth in | opulution. 
Instead of lewarding the State with 
increased participation in this House, this 
Parliament, and granting a bonus of seats 
in Parliament, we are curtailing the privi¬ 
lege and doing the exact oprositive of 
justice by the population policy. Some 
seats have been lost to us. We lost two 
seats because of the last census figures, 
and proponionate damage is done to the 
State legislature—bodies like the Assembly 
and the Council. This is not a question 
of merely losing one oi two seats here and 
there. Out system is described as a co¬ 
operative federalism. Members of the 
Treasury Bench often refer to it as a co¬ 
operative federalism, but if we go deep 
into it and remove this appendage attached 
to it, the sham lucude put in fiont of it, 
you will see that ours is not a co-opera¬ 
tive federalism but a bargaining federa¬ 
lism. Those who have more bargaining 
power receive more in the form of finan¬ 
cial assistance and other help. In this 
context, it is not just one seat in this 
House. One seat is equal to one unit of 
haigaining power. Let us not minimise 
the value of one seat. During the last 
Parliament, history was created in the 
Rajya Sabha when the privy purses Bill 
was defeated not by one vote but by a 
fraction of a vote. So. we can evaluate 
the value o! a single seat at times of 
political controversy. 

The census figures show that the South 
Indian population is getting decreased. 
According to the last census, the South 
Indian population was 27.2 per cent of 
the total Indian population. But accord¬ 
ing to the latest figures, it has come down 
to 24.7 per cent. That means, 2 or more 
South Indians will be missing in the All 
India picture out of every 100 persons. 
The increase in population is indicated 
by the difference between the natural 
birth rate nud mortality rate. But if you 
look at the figures, you will find that the 
birth rate is too high in the northern^one 
of India, i.e. Punjab and Haryana where 
it is 43.6. In the southern zone comprising 
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Andhra Pradesh, Tamilnadu, Kerala and 
Mysore, it is 3815 per cent. In the centr.-.I 
tone comprising UP and MP it is 42 p.'r 
cent. In the eastern zone comprising 
Assam, Bihar, Orissa and West Bengal, it 
is 43 3 per cent. In the western zone com¬ 
prising Gujarat and Maharashtra, it is 
428. per cent. So, the birth rate touches 
the rock bottom in the southern zone. 

The death rate is lowest in the western 
zone and next comes the southern zone 
where it is 22 3 per cent. The highest rate 
of natural increase of population is in 
northern India—24.6. The lowest rate of 
increase of population is in southern 
India—16.2. 

Another interesting figure is this. Of 
all the Indian women, the women of 
Bihar be get more children. According to 
statistics. In Bihar 8.50 children are born 
for every woman who is 47 years of age 
and who has had unbroken family life. 
Next comes UP with 7.47. Next comes 
Mr. Piloo Mody’s State i.e. Gujarat with 
7.07. Next come Punjab and Haryan.i 
with 6.76. The southern States have the 
lowest figures. In Tamil Nadu, it is only 
5.79 and in Andhra it is 5.59. But in Bihar, 
it is 8.50. 

So, they are increasing the population 
whereas some state, and among them the 
Southern States, are not doing so in the 
sense that they are vigorously and genui¬ 
nely implementing the family planning 
methods. Why this situation of higher 
rate of birth in some States and lower rate 
of birth in other States, even though we 
are having family planning programme as 
the official policy ? Firstly although family 
planning is a State subject it is a Central¬ 
ly sponsored programme. Yet, there is no 
uniformity in attaining the target. Because 
of poor performance or lethargy in some 
States the birth rate has increased and 
those States where there is lethargy in 
fattiliy planning programme are mostly in 
thtf tiorth, namely Uttar Pradesh, Bihar 
aQ#;ft»ja$thev. They are not vigorously 
i m p fom d n tmg the' population control 


methods. Mr. B. P. Patel, Secretary of 
the Union Ministry of Health and Family 
Planning, while addressing the Conference 
of the State Health Secretaries and Family 
Planning Officers in Delhi during April 
1970 observed as follows : 

“The three major states Uttar Pradesh, 
Bihar along with Assam have conti¬ 
nued to show results which are below 
the national average considering that 
the population in these States consti¬ 
tuted about 40 per cent of the total 
population of the country. Tremend¬ 
ous efforts are called for in these 
States to give a big push to this pro¬ 
gramme. 

Here is a picture of India where while in 
the southern States the population is gett¬ 
ing reduced in the northern States, 
because they have not vigorously adopted 
the family planning programme, the 
population is getting increased with the 
result that while our representation in the 
house of the people is proportionately 
getting reduced, the representation of those 
States which are not genuinely adopting 
family planning programme is increasing. 

In the context of the language issue 
and in the context of representation in the 
Central services it is a grave problem. 
Already our share in the Central services 
is getting reduced. As Mr. Lakkappa corre¬ 
ctly points out, unless we produce quality 
men our share in the Central services may 
become smaller still. States reorganisation, 
which is continuously taking place, is 
creating inequality between populous Sta¬ 
tes and smqller States and it is one of the 
major problems of the seventies. The larg¬ 
est population of a single State is 90 
million whilst that of the smallest State is 
less than half a million. The ratio between 
them is I: 225. There is such a yawning 
gap between the big and small State. 

Ever, though the States are Considered 
i!i|nal in the National Development coun¬ 
cil and in the Governor’s conference 
there is always a battle between ^e small* 
er States and the giant States. Tb® north¬ 
ern States of U. P. and Bihar, ^fci c h have 
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higher birth rates have increased their 
population while the population has 
decreased in the southern States. Consequ¬ 
ently, the southern States are discriminated 
against in the process in the matter of 
parliamentary representation. According to 
the provisional census figures the share of 
Tamilnadu and Andhra Pradesh will be 
reduced by one in the parliamentary repre¬ 
sentation. Of course, there will be no 
change in the case of Mr. Lakkappa's 
State, Mysore. West Bengal gains 1 or 2 
seats; Raiasthan gains 1 seat; Gujarat 
gains 1 seat; Madhya Pradesh-the State of 
the Minister-gains 2 seats; Maharashtra 
also gains 2 seats. In the political field, 
this is the penalty we are paying for effec¬ 
tively implementing the family planning 
programme. 

Let us look at the economic side of it. 
We are also penalised on the economic 
side. Let us think for a while about the 
consequences of not getting enough gran¬ 
ts, allowances and assistance normally 
recommended by the Finance Commission 
only because that also follows the pattern 
of Population figures of the previous 
census. 

My Bill provides remedy for the injury 
done by the Finance Commission which 
swears by the population figures. Articles 
280 and 281 deal with Finance Commission. 
Actually, our Finance Commission are 
called as the umpires between the Union 
and the States in financial relations. But 
the pity is that they take into account the 
population figures while determining the 
distribution of income-tax and excise 
duty. Actually, the Finance Commission 
comes into being because of articles 280 
and 281. But there is no mention of 
population figures in that article. 

Whatever disagreement we may have 
with our Indian Constitution, it cannot be 
on the score at sufficient attention has not 
been given to details. As Ivor Jennings has 
said, "Our constitution abounds in too 
many details," But somehow or other, the 
Finance Commissions use population figures 


as one of the determining factors to fix 
allocation of divisible taxes and duties. 

I want to tell the House bow the Fina¬ 
nce Commission have divided the divisible 
taxes. The First Finance Commission ba¬ 
sed its calculations, regarding income-tax, 
on the basis that 80 per cent should be on 
population basis and 20 per cent on colle¬ 
ction basis. The Second Finance Commi¬ 
ssion fixed it in a different manner. It 
fixed at 90 per cent on population basis 
and 10 percent on collection basis. But the 
Third and Fourth Finance Commission 
differed with the Second Finance Commi¬ 
ssion and, agreeing with the First Finance 
Commission’s formula, it fixed at 80 per 
cent on population basis and 20 per cent 
ou collection basis. 

Thie question is being asked from the days 
of’Sir Otto Niemeyer in 1936 .down to the 
latest Finance Commission. Every time, 
the Finance Commission opens the subject 
and closes it. But the succeeding Finance 
Commission reopens it. So, the inquiry is 
going on and on every five years. The 
Fourth Finance Commission felt strongly 
about this procedure. The Fourth Finance 
Commission headed by Dr. P. G. Rajam- 
annar says like this. 

“Taking these two factors of popula¬ 
tion and collection, here can be diver¬ 
gence of opinion as to the relative 
proportion to be assigned to those 
two factors. Though we discussed 
various proportions, we were eventually 
impressed byjhc fact that a sense 
of certainty and stability as 
regards the principles to be adopted in 
the distribution of income-tax should 
prevail. It is not desirable that every 
time a new Finance Commission is 
appointed, there should be re-opening 
of the basis of distribution.” 

This is the opinion of the Rajamannar 
Commission. Is it necessary that we 
should leave the tax share to the decision 
of five wise man of the Finance Commi. 
ssion every five years ? The answer is ip 
the nepativf. 
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Firstly, there should be a sense of 
certainty and stability in the division oi 
income-tax and other divisible taxes. The 
best thing would be that the Constitution 
may fix the percentage of share, without 
going deep into the population figures and 
thus do justice to those States which aie 
adopting family planning methods. Wc can 
fix the pci cent ago in the Constitution 
itself. It will not be very difficult because 
we have a wealth of infoiinalion and the 
experience gained by five successive Fina¬ 
nce Commission. 

Dr. Kajamannnr in his note in the re¬ 
port of the Finance Commission, 1965. 
agrees with it and says : 

"As regards disribution inter se among 
the several States, the general princi¬ 
ples and criteria may be laid down by 
the Constitution. Here again, there has 
been a great divergence in the suggesti¬ 
ons but forward by the States before the 
Finance Commission, relative finan¬ 
cial weakness, social and economic 
backwardness, per capita income are 
some of the different criteria urged by 
one or other of the States. Since it is 
such an important matter as determina¬ 
tion of the resources which will be 
available to each State as a result of a 
scheiiuof devolution, there should not 
be a gamble on the personal views 
of five persons or a majority of them,” 


He has used strong words and he has 
said : 

"There should not be a gamble on the 
personal views of five rersons or a 
majority of them." 

There is no constitutional bar, nor is there 
, a constitutional saiction for taking into 
consideration the jopulation figures while 
j distributing llie divisible taxes and excise 


Secondly, wc should consider whethci 
population basis is a sound criterion for 
distributing resources among the States.

S11R1 MUR A SOI I MARAN: Secondly, 
we should consider whether population basis 
is a sound criterion for distributing the 
resources among the States in an equitable 
manner. The nnswci here is ‘No’, since 
it requires that more per capita income 
assistance should be given to poorer 
States and less to the richer Stales. 

Now, what have ■ the Finance 
Commission done ? They are fixing a 
certain share of the income-tax and 
excise duty, so that they may be distributed 
to the Stater according to the population. 
But what is the result 7 The rich States 
become richer, and the poor States become 
poorer. The sharing of these revenues 
and taxes by way of excise duties 
pci rcliiatcx inequities in the growth 
pattcin of the States. Sr, 1 think that 
the per capita need rather than the size 
of the population should be the ideal 
criterion. 

Regarding Tamil Nadu, I want to 
quote another set of figures. The per¬ 
centage of Tamil Nadu’s population to 
all India's is gelling reduced census after 
census During 1951, we were 8.3 per 
cent; in 1961, it came down to 7.7 per cent 
and now, according to the 1971 census, 
wc are only 7.5 per cent. We begin to 
think that if we were as we were in 1951, 
wc would have got a larger share of the 
national pool of rcsouiccs, the total 
resources flow would have increased by 
nearly 10 per cent per year. According 
to one calculation, our share of central 
taxes would have been Rs. 5 crorcs more. 
That means,' we arc losing Rs. 5 crores 
per year because of the division of taxes 
and excise duties on the population basis. 
So also Central assistance would have 
been greater in that order. Ill toto, wc 
are losing early Rs. 10 crorcs annually on 
this account, just because wc arc adopting 
family planning methods. This js a rough 
calculation. . 


What is the alternative 7 

SHRl K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur) : 
Madras has got the lion’* share. Recently 
the Prime Minister visited Madras. 

SHRl MlJRASOLl MARAN : As 
Mr. Das Chowdbury says, we would have 
had to live with fewer things if we had 
a larger population. That is true, but 
according to art. 275, the Finance 
Commission, considering all these factors 
give a separate grant also. So even if 
we bad kept quiet, even if we had not 
implemented the family planning 
programme effectively, we would not 
have suffeicd. It is alter all a deficit 
gap. That would have been filled by the 
Finance Commission. Even by keeping 
quiet, be a supine attitude like Bihar and 
other Stales, we would have got that 
amount. But we are implementing the 
family planning programme effectively. 

So the alternative should be that 
those States which are implementing the 
family planning programmes should get 
increased representation in this Parliament. 
This is a straightforward case. As 
Australia has proclaimed that they will 
give a bonus for every additional child 
born, here wc have, here and now, to 
do it in the reveisc way. 

1 want to base my case on the census 
iigmes of 1951. 1 have these reasons for 

it. Firstly, wc started our family 
piogranunc after 1951. Secondly, we 
had an annual natural lute of growth of 
population in that year only. Thirdly, 
we began our democratic career with our 
republican Constitution in 1950-51, So 
1 make bold to clinch this issue 1950-51 
as the base year on the eve of the birth 
of democracy in India, as the bench-mark 
to measure our strength in the successive 
Houses of Parliament. Statisticians 
speak of index numbers and normal base 
years. In their language too, 1 should 
add that the index of the State's strength 
in Parliament should be in terms of the 
year 1961, 
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What stands in the way is the 
constitutional provision which protects, 
encourages and perpetuates the 
system of parliamentary representation on 
a principle which tantamounts to: “the 
more the children, the merrier the 
politicians"; “the larger the population, 
regardless of unemployment, illcteracy, 
backward agriculture or oppression by 
the crime of untouchability against the 
socially under-privileged, the larger will 
be the share of their parliamentary 
representation." I think this is an anti, 
social policy. 

One question may be asked. Are we 
to close our eyes to the reality of 55,OpO 
babies born every day in India ? Are 
we to close our eyes to the reality that 
we are adding our population equal to 
all the population of Australia every year? 
The answer is, we should consider that 
factor deeply. So, the 1951 figure may 
be taken into account. Others have 
expressed different opinions. But, public 
opinion is being developed for this kind 
of idea. The Central Family Planning 
Council which met in Bhopal on November 
7, 1969 have strongly recommended that 
the estimated population in 1968 
should continue to be the basis of 
representation in Parliament and allocation 
to the States for the next 15 years. This 
is their recommendation. 

Today, we read in the newspapers that 
the Rajamannar Committee on States’ 
Autonomy have submitted a report. 
They have supported this idea. Thiy 
say, the number of seats fixed for each 
State in 1951 should remain unaltered 
except where there was population increase 
snbject to a maximum. They have given 
out this report. They have said, let us 
fix a maximum. Beyond that let us fix 
it according to the population figure of 
1951, That is the idea. Otherwise we 
Should give a bonus to those States which 
are effectively implementing and genuinely 
implementing the family planning 
pro grammes. The question may be asked: 
ffqw pan they be given bonus? Thp 


904 


answer is this: The number of 
representatives in this House of 
Parliament, that is, the strength of the 
House may be increased regarding allocation 
of seats, over and above the existing 
number. Well, let us arrive at some 
number. That number should be applied 
uniformly. Those States which are 
implementing family planniog programmes 
resulting in reduction of population, to 
the marginal extent, they should be given 
a bonus of seats in this Parliament. 

MR. DEPUTY.SPEAKER : You have 
taken more time. Kindly conclude. 

SHRI MURASOL1 MARAN : Sir, the 
aim of the Private Member’s Bill is not 
that it is accepted by the Government; 
the idea is to focus the attention of the 
Government to this particular problem so 
that they may offer their point of view. 
I have the support of hon. Members of 
the House. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : But you 
should give some time for the Govern¬ 
ment to convey their views also... 

SHRI MURASOU MARAN : It 
seems the Union Cabinet—1 understand 
from Press repous—discussed this problem 
and the question of modification of the 
criteria of plan assistance to the States 
in such a way that those States whicn had 
done good work in Family Planning and 
reduced the birth rate could get more. So, 

I understand this idea is receiving the 
consideration of the Government of India. 

The former Union Health Minister 
(Mr. K. K. Shah) said about this On 
October 28, 1970, the Cabinet discussed 
this. I wish to read a report of the 
‘Hindustan Times’ It says ; 

“The Health Minister Mr. K. K. Shah 
who raised the discussion proposed 
that the population in 1966 should be 
the basis for allotment of funds to the 
States and any additional births should 
not bp reckoned with, 
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AN HON. MEMBER : Be is your 
Governor now. 

SHRI MURASOL1 MARAN : Former- 
1y t he was your minister. I think the 
Government is also thinking about it. 
Moreover, he said this and 1 quote the 
same report Of the ‘Hindustan Times’. It 
says: 

"Mr. Sbah argued that since the bulk 
of the Plan assistance was being deter¬ 
mined on the strength of population, 
under the present dispensation, the 
States that lagged behind in family 
planning and had a higher birth rate 
could get more funds.” 

So this view has been endorsed by one 
of the Members of the Treasury Benches 
also. So, now we have to decide : Are 
we really interested in the Family 
Planning methods or not ? We should 
resolve this. Here, three things are invol¬ 
ved. One is, the actual Family Planning 
Programme itself. The other is, fixation 
of representation in this House according 
to the population basis. And then comes 
the devolution of the revenues to be spent 
on the basis of population. These and the 
Family Planning programme as such are 
contradictory and conflicting with each 
other. So, we have to decide. We should 
strike at the root of rtiis anomaly and thus 
rave the way for clipping of a few branch¬ 
es of intruding trees of injustice. 

1 think the hon. Minister will in his 
reply clarify the points I have raised, 
whether we are actually interested in 
family planning or not. In the situation 
is allowed to continue like this some 
recalcitrant States tomorrow may not 
necessarily adopt family planning methods; 
they may utilise these funds for some 
other purpose defeating the very purpose of 
this move. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central) ; Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I have 
iSfcfuliy listened to the speech pf Mr. 
Nlarao. 1 quite appreciate.his sentiments 


and arguments. His speech appears to be 
more of an evaluation of the family plan¬ 
ning programme; he feels that the States 
which have failed to implement the family 
planning should be punished and those 
which have implemented it fuithlully 
should be given bonus, 1 would certainly 
join him in his plea for bonus to States 
which implemented the family planning 
programme.

[SHRI sezhiyan in the Chair ] 

T do appreciate his view that States 
which have failed to implement the family 
planning programme should be punished. 
From the figures he gave, he has made 
out a good case for a bonus for his Slate. 
But his speech appears to be more in the 
nature of a grievance against the Finance 
Commission. 1 concede his point that the 
Finance Commission has laid down certain 
criteria which should not have been 
charged from time to time. 1 also appre¬ 
ciate the view point expressed regarding 
the Fourth Finance Commission. But 1 
think, Mr. Chairman, your State should 
have pleaded more powerfully with the 
Finance Commission for getting more 
allocation on the basis of collection, 
backwardness of the State and other good 
things which your State has done. You 
should have raised your voice perhaps a 
little more loudly and strongly in order 
to get more allocations. His speech 
appeared to have a political grievance 
regarding language and quota in the 
services: because the Southern States 
are reduced in population. They may not 
be able to raise their voice whenever the 
language question is raked up in this 
House or outside. Similarly, In the Central 
Secretariat also because of the reduction 
in population, they may not be able to 
get a fair share. 

Therefore, his speech deals with these 
three grievances : first, for not imple¬ 
menting the family plaining programme in 
some of the States. Secondly, not giving 
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justice and proper allocations to the Sou¬ 
thern States because of the reduction in 
the population, by the Finance Commiss¬ 
ion, and thirdly, it dealt with political 
grievances in respect of language and the 
services. 

The main question is, do these three 
types of grievances entitle the hon. Mem¬ 
ber to come forward with a measure 
which seeks to amend the Constitution 
which has laid down a principle that rep¬ 
resentation should be given to the people 
in Stales in accordance with the population 
figures ? Mr Chairman, you arc quite 
aware of the fact that our Constitution has 
accepted what is known as the principle of 
equality or the people. This principle has 
been accepted by various countries and 
enshrined in their Constitutions. The 
founding partners of our Constitution have 
also accepted the principle of equality of 
the-people and that representation to be 
given in accordance, with the population of 
a particular State in the legislatures and in 
Parliament. Should we give up that prin¬ 
ciple ? I* it a new phenomenon so far 
as our country is concerned, namely, bec¬ 
ause of a reduction in populations we 
should go back to the out-dated census 
report of 20 or 30 years hack ? 

Have the other countries given up this 
principle of equality of the people ? 
What is the argument assigned, apart from 
the three grievances 1 have enumeiated for 
the amendment of the Constitution ? My 
first submission, therefore, is that these 
grievances are not sufficient enough to 
amend the Constitution arid giving up the 
principle of equality of the people enu¬ 
nciated and incorporated in the Constitu¬ 
tion under articles 81 and 82 

While I presume that hon. Members 
may be aware of similar provisions and 
similar provision about the equality of the 
people incorporated in the different consti¬ 
tutions of the different co.uptries of the 
world, I may.report with your permission 
that the same principle is found in the 


Constitution of the United States of Ame¬ 
rica. Article 1, section 2 (3) of that 
Constitution provides that for enumeration 
°f census at the interval of only 10 years 
in such a manner as the Congress may by 
law direct and the representation of the 
people should be given to accordance with 
the population existing in a particular 
State. .This principle is there in the Consti¬ 
tution of the ll.S.A. 

The same principle is found, for giving 
representation to the people in accordance 
with the population basis, in the Constitu¬ 
tion of the USSR. 1 have forgotten 
that article, of course, the basis of the 
working of a people's democracy is totally 
different. According to that nrtiele— 
1 think it is article 136—in the USSR Con¬ 
stitution, the party is the nucleus and the 
party alone has the right since it is the 
vahguard of the people and the working 
classes. 

Therefore in a sense, representation 
is given to the people, may be according 
to the party basis, but the fact remains 
that the population or the people has 
been taken into consideration even in 
giving repiesentalion to the autonomous 
States or the federal Stale. That is the 
Constitution of the USSR. 

Similarly, let me refer to the Consti¬ 
tution of Canada. The same principle is 
available there, it lias been incorporated 
in the ( (institution. I need not take the 
time of the House by reading the article 
in Into. But I will refer to some porti¬ 
ons of it. Section 51 of the British North 
America Act provides to note "on the 
completion of the cencns in the year 1871 
and at each subsequent decennial census, 
the representation of the four'provinces 
shall he readjusted by such authority in 
such manner and for such time as the 
Parliament of Canada from time to time 
provides.” The same principle Isj there¬ 
fore, incorporated . there also. It is also 
found in our Constitution. The Consti¬ 
tution of Eire also has accepted the same 
principle. Our Constitution, therefore, or 
rather our founding fathers in their 
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wisdom have accepted and enshrined that 
principle. 

According to the latest census figures and 
population, representation is given to that 
State or to that constituency which ought 
to be delimited according to the Constitu- 
tion, and that constituency should be so 
delimited as to give proper representation 
on the basis of population, translating 
thereby the principle of equality of the 
people which has been the basis of article 
81 and article 82. Therfore, if this princi¬ 
ple has found acceptance over the world 
and accepted by the people nil over the 
world in their different Constitutions, 
should we give up that principle because 
some of the States have failed to implem¬ 
ent the family planning programme ? By 
increasing the population, should we 
amend the Constitution, or should we 
insist on such a remedy ? If there is to 
be a remedy, the remedy lies in the family 
planning programme vigorously. That sho¬ 
uld be the remedy, and the amendment of 
the Constitution cannot be considered to 
be a proper or wise remedy. Therefore, 
let us retain the provision as it is. 


We have from time to time, ucco.ding 
io the census figures, passed the Delimita¬ 
tion Act. The Delimitation Act 1952 
came after the census of 1951 and after 
the census of 1961, Delimitation of Con¬ 
stituencies Acl was passed in 1962. 

Therefore, we are following a certain 
principle and certain methods of 
procedures which have been enjoined 
upon us by the Constitution itself. 

Coming to the question of their 
grievance regarding the finance and 
distribution of revenue, I would appeal 
to the public meii of the southern States 
to make out their case and fight it out 
with the Finance Commission. 


. AN. HON. MEMBER 1 We have, been 
fighting for so many years. 


SflRl R. D. BHANDARE : Please 

continue to fight. Ultimately wisdom 
must prevail on the Finance Commission 
to take into consideration those four 
factors, namely, collection, population, 
backwardness and necessity of a particular 
State. 

1 have gone through the diflerent 
reports of the Finance Commission and 
I have seen how they have changed and 
modified their views and principles from 
time to time. Now we are reaching some 
finality. 1 hope that before we reach 
the final stage of that finality, if you 
continue yuur efforts, you will suceed in 
getting certain specific, clear, principles, 
which would not be changed or modified 
in future. 

I hope you will do it. 

Now, regarding the bonus and the 
distribution of revenue and payment of 
grants by the Union, ..(Interruption) I 
do not find fault with your fight, Since 
you have not been able to succeed so 
far, T am advising you to continue 
your fight until you suceed. 1 
appreciate your problem and the 
sentiments behind the speech made by the 
hon. Member. So far as the distribution 
of revenue and payment of grants by the 
Union is concerned, it is a matter to be 
dealt with by the National Development 
Council. Have we not evolved a forum, 
a nexus, between the Centre and. the 
States in the gamut of Centre-States 
relationship that we thrash out certain 
problems in the National Development 
Council 7 


1 have gone through the Report 
which was submitted only yesterday the 
extracts of which have been published 
in today’s papers. The Times of India 
has given extracts elaborately. Ever 
since your Party has got certain powerful 
voice in the House and ever since 
Shri Manoharan spoke, for the first time, 
in the month of March, 1967, I was the 
first man to deal with the position of the 
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Centre-States relationship incorporated 
in the Constitution. We have developed 
certain nexus. There is some constitutional 
arrangement and we have also evolved 
certain extra-ordinary-extrn-constitutional 
methods whereby the nexus is established 
between the Centre and the States. For 
example, there is the Planning 
Commission or, to give you an other 
example, there is the National Develop* 
ment Council. If you want to fight for 
more money and finance, you should 
take up the matter in the National 
Development Council. 1 am certain that 
your Chief Minister is powerful enough 
to enable his voice to prevail upon in the 
National Development Council. 1 have 
no doubt whatsoever, not the slightest 
possible doubt about it. As a result of 
that powerful voice, the Central 
Government is also from time to time 
allocating certain sums which are the 
caiise of grievances made by some of the 
other States. Anyway, I am not dealing 
with that problem at all. My appeal to 
you is that you should take up the matter 
with your Chief Minister and ask him to 
flgbt your Case in the National Develop¬ 
ment Council. 

Sir, with these words. 1 think, no 
useful purpose will be served by amending 
the Constitution and I hope that my 
hon. friend will, seek the remedy in the 
proper forum and withdraw this Bill if 
he can. 

SHRl SOMNATll C'HATTERJEE 
(Bqrdwan): Mr. Chairman, Sir, the 
Bill that we ore considering today relates 
to the amendment of the Constitution. 
Articles 81 and 82 are proposed to be 
amended to provide for representation 
in this House on the basis of 1951 census 
figures. 

So fa; as we on this side of the 
House are concerned, we appreciate the 
sentiments that have prompted the hon, 
Member to move this Bill. But we wish 
to make an objective study, of the proposed 


amendment. I request the hon. Mover of 
the Bill also to consider it on that basis. 
It is not a question of either north or 
south, or north vs—south. After all, 
what is being proposed to be done is to 
amend the Constitution itself which is 
the organic law of the country as a 
whole. 


We cannot amend the Constitution 
mid make a provision in regard to the 
representation in the House of the 
People on the basis of the failure or 
success of the f amily planning programme. 
It requires something more than that. 
So far as the total number of membership 
of the Hotise of the people is not to be 
altered as is provided in article 81, we 
feel it will be creating an unreal situation 
ir on the basis of the 1951 census figures 
we go on having representation in the 
House of the People. That will result 
in giving preference of weightage to 
particular States and creating an unreal 
situation so far as the total population 
is concerned. An increase or decrease 
in population may not be only due to the 
success or failure of the family planning 
programme. There may be diverse 
causes and reasons for it. 

Coming from West Bengal as 1 do, 
there has been a great increase in the 
population of West Bengal for causes 
wholly beyond the control of the State 
Government. So many othel- factors are 
also there. I do not wish to place it 
before the House from the point of view 
of a particular State. Here, we are 
considering an amendment of the 
Constitution which is applicable to' the 
country as a whole. Therefore, to consider 
representation in this House only on the 
basis of a particular census figures, and 
for that matter of 1951, will create an 
unreal situation. It will not take noite of 
an increase or decrease in the pQpulatipn 
for diverse reasons. So far as we on 
this side of the House are concerned, we 
feel that a proper representation in the 
House depends on a completely different 
structure than as it is contained in 
article 81 of the Constitution, We fed 
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'bat untjj gnd unless the House represents 
different classes, different societies, as a 
whole, it does not truly reject the 
representation of the total population in 
the couptry. This proposed amending 
Bill does not take that into consideration. 
It on|y seeks to retain the total number 
of membership. The basis of population 
is also maintained. The only difference 
that is sought to be achieved is to 
rerretuate the representation that has 
already been given on the basis of the 
1951 census figures 


Our submission is that so far as the 
question of representation in this House 
is concerned, it has to be related on the 
basis of population which is sought to be 
retained. But it must take note of the 
difference' in the" population, either 
increase or decrease in the population. 
For that purpose, the census figures have 
to be taken into account. For that matter, 
only the current census figures have to be 
relied upon. Therefore, we regret that 
we arc unable to suprort the hon. 
Member who has moved this Bill. This 
is so far as clauses 2 and 3 of the Bill 
are concerned. 

Clause 4 raises a very important 
question, namely, the allocation of 
revenues between diffeient States. For 
that matter, we from our part of the 

country also feel very strongly about it. 

1 am very glad that the Tamil Nadu 

(iovernment has set up a Committee 
consisting of very high dignitaries and 
well-known persons. They have given a 
Rcrort the extracts of which have 

ari cared in today's parers. The Committee 
is asking or suggesting for re-orientation 
in the Cent re-States relationship and 
suggesting a re-thinking on it. We do 
feel and we have demanded that the 
States must have greater resources that 
what they are being given now-a-days.

W« are at oue with the bon. Mover, 
and is fact, We hsvf demanded this, and 


if l may say so, we shall be asking the 
Central Government to reconsider the 
position, and if necessary, we shall also 
try to move appropriate Bills for the con- 
sideration of this House so that the entire 
Centre-State relationship and structure is 
reconsidered and the States are given 
their due position in the federal structure 
of India, so that we may not have to rush 
to Delhi for the purpose of meeting our 
own needs, when large amounts of reso¬ 
urces are being realised from the States 
and given to Delhi and are not given 
back to the States from which they are 
coming. Therefore, it requires a compl¬ 
ete overhaul of the entire Centre State 
relationship as now laid down in the Con¬ 
stitution of India, which does not fulfil 
the aspirations of the people of the diffe¬ 
rent States. 

We cannot be subservient to the cen¬ 
tre for all time. We are providing the 
centre with funds, and we cannot bend 
our knees before the Centre for all time 
for the purpose of meeting our needs. 

Therefore, 1 would request the hon. 
Mover not to press this particular amend¬ 
ing Bill, but if necessary to come forward 
with a proper amendment to the Consti- 
tution which will take note of the 
maladies that have crept in because of 
certain provisions of the Constitution of 
India in the bodypolitic of India as a 
whole, and give a complete reorientation 
to the provisions especially the financial 
provisions as are enshrined in the Consti¬ 
tution of India today. 

There is a provision in the Constitu¬ 
tion for the setting up of an Inter-State 
council, which has not been given a shape 
as yet. We have demanded that various 
subjects which are now either in the 
union or Concurrent List should be 
assigned to the State list only, because 
after all, the States are functioning in 
their areas and they have been given 
certain powers only, but not all the powers. 
They have their obligations, but they have 
not their rights. They have not the finan¬ 
cial resources. Therefore, It requires consi¬ 
derable' change - and re-thinking about 
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How several aitjclcs of the Constitutions 
can be amended or altcicd. 

The amendment which has been 
proposed by the bon. Mover does not 
in.our submission mccl wbh the ical equip¬ 
ments of the situation. VV'c (eel that unless 
and until there is a real approach made 
to solve these problems, piece meal pro¬ 
visions like this would not help very 
much. 

Heloic 1 conclude, I would like to 
assure the lion. Mover that we have 
been considering these pioioscd amend¬ 
ments fioni a puicly object i\c point ol 
view. Although we aprcciatc bis 
sentiments, yet, 1 whould like to submit 
that this is a mallei which must depend 
upon an objective assessment of the 
situation 1 wish to assuic my lion. 
Friend that we have got nothing against 
the State of Tamil Nadu on the contrary, 
we have the most fraternal feelings for 
the people and the Government of Tamil 
Nadu, and 1 would icMueM my lion. 
Friend not to treat our opposition from 
-the point of view of any particular State 
or any particular poity oi the people of 
any particular State. J'lom an nhjcetisc 
point of view, we (eel that this Hill 
will not ho worth-while. I hat is why 
1 would request the hnn. Mover not 
to press this Bill in its ptescnl form, lie 
can bring forward new legislation to 
meet the requirements ol the situation, 
and we shall certainly consider it on 
a proper and objective basis. 

SllRl N. SHIVAPPA (Hassan) : I rise 
to make some salient constitutional points 
for the consideration of the hon. 
Mover of the Bill. 1 think that he has 
completely lost sight of the very objective 
with which this Bill ought to have been 
brought forward, namely the economic 
point of view. 1 am glad that he ventured 
to exploit the achievement made by Tamil 
Nadu.so far a? the ' success of the family 
planning operations are concerned, and 
my hon. friend who spoke earlier has 


already complemented him on this, 
1 think this particular aspect is mostly 
regressive in nature. After all, we are 
living'in a world of progress and com¬ 
mitted to progressive policies and 
programmes. When that is our commit¬ 
ment when that is our aspiration, 1 do not 
know why we have to go back from 1971 
to 1951. Considering what is basically in 
the mind of the hon. Member in adducing 
this argument, may 1 quote to him a little 
bit of statistics ? The States reorganisa¬ 
tion took rlace in 1956. With that, Madras 
State lost one or two seats. But it was 
not because of any significant result in 
the family planning drive but mainly 
because ( f the loss of certain areas from 
that State. Some areas formly in the State 
were divided; some portion was added to 
Madras from Andhra, some have been 
given to Mysore. For example, the South 
Kanara disti ict which was in Madras and 
many other parts which were in Madras 
were given to Mysoie. That means loss 
of a towm or.area with a population suffi¬ 
cient to elect two Ml’s. It was a consi¬ 
derable loss of population. That being so, 
to think in 1971 that it is the success 
of tltc family planning drive that has been 
responsible for this decrease in population 
and so we should go back to the yeai 
1951 when the position was not so, and to 
make it the giound for such a constitu¬ 
tional amendment looks too small 
a point for this August House to 
consider. 


1 hope my hon. friend will also bear 
with me if 1 give him some more infor¬ 
mation. Take the Andhra Pradesh and 
Madras (Alteration of Boundaries) Act 
of 1959. Under Parts 1, 11, 111, and IV 
thereof, something like 300 villages had 
been left out from the area of the Madras 
State. This w'Ould constitute not less 
than one big parliamentary constituency. 
How can this be compensated by bringing 
the argument of the reduction of popu¬ 
lation by the family planning drive. That 
argument brought as a reason for the 
amendment of the Constitution in a 
Private Member's Bill like tbe one we are 
considering does not seem to have any 
bearing on the point. 
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Again, under the SR Act of 1956, 
Madras lost a considerable part of Chiltoor 
district to Andhm and also some parts of 
Smith Canara ami some other parts to 
Mysore. 

SHR1 DIIANDAPANI (Dharapuram): 
In 1%2 our representation was 41; in 1967 
it tame down to 3°. 

SI IK I N. SHIVAVPA : After 1956, 
whichever party may have been in power, 
whatever may be the legal aspect, both 
the concerned Governments, the partner 
Governments committed themselves to 
exchange the boundaries and in tkc pro¬ 
cess, the Madras Government lost a 
considerable part of its erstwhile popula¬ 
tion. That means you are going back to 
1951. You arc bringing luiwaul this Bill 
now and say that we have to go back to 
1 ■ 51: If you have got a population prob¬ 
lem. let ns sec what you say ? What is 
the ical shortage ut the population which 
ha f ically hit >om representative chara- 
itci ? Where is the ease ? The word is : 
the preceding census. It is a constitu¬ 
tional piovision. Foi that you want to 
have the census held in 1951. You want 
the Constitution to be stagnant and there 
liould be no flexibility. But some other 
committee to be formed now and then 
once in ten years oi so for giving repre¬ 
sentation to the pcoplp us and when 
population glow's. Lither on the family 
planning front or on some other front, it 
1 not desirable for Parliament to have it 
> igid as in 1951. what ease has been made 
out that it should bo 1951 ? There is no 
mason why it should be 1951. No case 
has been made out. 

The financial aspect comes under 
2K1. We are glad our great stalwarts, 
educationists, retired judges and sitting 
judges contribute all their intellect and 
experience to certain things in the Consti¬ 
tution. When we want to change it 
lor the progress of the really deserving 
People, whenever socialist programmes 
and policies are introduced or imple¬ 
mented we find them not co-operative 
r *‘ 0m th at corner. If there arc some com¬ 
mittees at the instunpp pf Madras or 


Mysore or UP. and if they do these 
things, what will be the fate of this 
supreme body ? 1 want to 'infcum the 
hen. Mover that he should have brought 
before this House a Bill in a different 
manner. He may want to appoint some 
other committee to probe into the feasi¬ 
bility or economic viability as to what 
should be done in respect of a particular 
matter, whether a quota should be taken 
out from the Central Government for that 
pail of the country. We have a program¬ 
me to encourage backward areas, whether 
in Madias or Mysore. That is our policy. 
If the Opposition people arc co-operative 
with us, schemes will be implemented 
and we shall welcome that. There should 
be financial allocation fioin the Centre 
through constitutional methods by means 
of investigation, feasibility, etc. on a 
national basis. Why should there be a 
constitutional amendment lor article 280 
or 281 ? AH the resources that the Centre 
is getting arc to be distributed through 
the agency of the people and we are the 
voice of the people heie and we are sitting 
here. Are we to be guided or directed 
to by some small minor committee which 
is to be set up by some State ? 

We take sliong objection to it. When 
we see some States arc developing some 
disintegrating tendencies, methods and 
manners m a federal or unitary sliuctures 
of our couiiliy, when we have got our 
own structures, when we have got our 
own unitary system, and this Central 
l’ailiaincnt, why should we not ask the 
Patliamenl to deliberate this, at our own 
instance, and ask that a Committee be 
appointed to problc into the matter ? 
Instead of that, for a particular Slate, 
for a particular reason, if one such 
amendment is to be made, then some of 
my friends arc opposing the amendment 
and lightly so on the ground that the 
Constitution is in the interests of the 
nation and its progress. When some talk 
of more power, nobody will raise his hand 
and say that the Constitution should be 
amended. When it is a talk for the sake 
of some Supreme Court judges or high 
court judges or some others, the privileged 
class, thtP pf epursp the fundamental

Tight is always there; the green signal is 
to be given; nothing to he touched. This 
is how we are thinking. These are smaller 
things. Let us be broad and let us have a 
broader thinking; let us have a broader 
outlook to sec that something is done only 
within the ambit of the Constitution. 

There is absolutely no necessity for 
a Bill like this to amend the Constitution 
on this ground. There is every opportu¬ 
nity, there is every provision, which is 
enshrined in our Constitution through 
which we con constitute anybody, we can 
constitute somebody at the instance of 
the Government, with the co-opcration 
of all sections of the House, and thereby 
some relief can be given to the govern¬ 
ment or »ne people concerned. Or, this 
Delimitation Commission will come again 
within 10 years to go into it. If you are 
interested in raising the population, you 
will so deal with family planning and 
raise the population and take a greaier 
quota. But is it our intention to ce that 
Parliament should give representation by 
having, say, a thonsind Members here ? 

So, this is not the object with which 
we have to function. Therefore. I request 
the Mover to withdraw tins Bill in the 
broader interests o! the nation and to 
safeguard the Constitution and the inten¬ 
tion of the framers of the Constitution.

SURI N. K. P. 'SALVE (Betul) : Mr. 
Chairman, 1 me to oppose this Bill totally, 
not because 1 am opposed to any large 
representation to the Stale of Tainilnudii in 
this chamber, nor am I opposed to more 
just and equitable allocution of funds 
from the Centre to Tamilnadu—in fact, 
it would be over-simpliiication of the 
entire matter to say that the Bill purely 
seeks these two added facilities and con* 
cessions for Tamilnadu, namely, larger 
representation in the House and better 
allocation of funds from the Centre—but 
because the Bill dislodges and dispenses 


with a cardinal and a very basic and 
fundamental concept on which our entire 
polity and our Constitution has been built 
ur. 

This Bill in fact hits at the root of 
the equality of people to which 
Mr. Bhandare referred. He brought in 
a lot of erudition in his speech; I wish 
to confine myself to the common 
point only. The object has been fairly 
well explained in the purpose of the Bill. 
I was wondering whether there is a case 
to be considered. After I heard the 
arguments of the learned Mover of the 
Hill 1 am ever more convinced that this 
Bill deserves out light rejection; the 
sooner we do it, the better it will be. 


Sir, 1 can understand the grievance oi 
the Mover of the Bill. Ilis grievance 
to my mind, is this. That is, the people 
of Tamilnadu were sensible enough after 
1951 to implement the teachings of the 
family Planning Department; they behaved 
with certain caution and restraint and 
discipline in the hedroomms after 1951 and 
as a result of that, there is a direct 
penalty to the people of Tamilnadu. 

S1IR1 MURASOL1 MARAN We 
took it up only after 1951. 


SURI N. K. P. SALVE : That is, 
ought we to penalise anybody retrospec¬ 
tively ? Why did they not do it before 
1951 ? 


Why should they not be penalised 
retrospectively ? 


SHR1 MUR A SOLI MARAN I said, 
we took-it up only after 1951.... 

SHR1 N. K. p. SALVE : If all the 
States want to undo the damage, how can 
they do it retrospectively now ? That b 
the point. There should be a fair chaucr- 
That is his grievance. I appreciate the 
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argument. His point was this. The 
Tamilnadu citizens, as responsible citizens 
took the Famil Planning programme moie 
seriously. There are other States also. 
They took this programme seriously and 
therefore they must not be penalised. 
That is absolutely clear. All right; but 
then, is this the only way? 

Is this the only manner, the only 
method, by which the gtievance—-if at all 
genuine—could be redressed ? Would it 
make any difference if insted of 30, there 
wouid be 32 Members here ? My 
responsible submission is that that by itsell 
would not make any difference such. 

Nor, Sir, do I see any point in the 

contention raised by the Mover of the 
Bill that the existing provisions of Art. 
81 in the Constitution is giving a 

tremendous incentive to the success of 
family planning. This is contrary to human 
psychology. Can a man behave himself, 
because he is worried that as a result of 
his misbehaviour there is going to be 

lesser representation or more representation 
to the Lok Sabha ? As 1 said, it is a 

common-sense point of view. I am not 
a constitutional lawyer. 

Argument have been advance. It has 
been said that Art. 81 as it is enshrined 
postulates or contemplates representation 
to States on the basis of population. 
People would not lake family planning 
teachings very seriously, for, if they take 
it seriously, representation in this chamber 
would be less. S ir, rarely have 1 heard 
arguments which are more fantastic than 
this. They have no idea; it makes little 
difference to people whether there are 30 
representatives of Tamilnadu or 31 or 32, 
33 or 35. 35 of them can do as good work 
as all 520 of us put together. So, there 
is no qualitative evaluation. 

After all, the Mover seems to reduce 
the entire human problem to a simple 
mathematical formula like the Malthus 
theory. He worked this out with some 
geometry and came out with certain 


Malthusian proposition on population -- 
someone said he propounded this thcoiy 
without consulting hi' wife and that is 
why the human aspect, was completely 
forgotten. But. Sir let us not be guilty 
of amending the Constitutions without 
piopcr consultations. If .one were 
to see carefully and examine the scheme 
of Article 81, one would find that in 
terms of Article 81. the entire country is 
divided into territorial constituencies in 
different Stales. 

There are 500 such constituencies 
and 25 constituencies for the Union 
tetr Kories. The Constitution as such 
does not speak of so many seats per state. 
It postulates that live hundred people 
would be elected to this Chamber and 
would consider the interests of the 
country or the national interests 
Over and above any parochial 
or narrow interests. My very serious 
objection to all that has been staled today 
is this, Voluminous statistics have been 
quoted by my hon. friend. I was simply 
overwhelmed by it; I am a student of 
accounts, but 1 was overwhelmed by the 
statistics 1 was reminded of the saying 
that theie arc three types of lies, namely 
lies, damm lies and statistics.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72 

MR. SPEAKER ; The hon. Finance 
Minister. 
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THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(V1TTA MANTR1) (SHR1 YESHWANT- 
RAO CHAV AN) : Sir, on the 24th ol 
March this year, 1 had presented to the 
Honourable House an interim budget for 
1971-72. 1 had then assured Honourable 
Members that the Budget proper to be 
presented in the current Session will 
provide for a significant increase in the 
Outlays on development and social welfare 
over and beyond what the interim Budget 
had indicated. It is in fulfilment of this 
commitment that 1 rise before you today. 

Econornie Conditiims 

2. Earlier this week, the Governn ent 
have laid on the floor of the Honourable 
House the Economic Survey for 1970-71. 
The Survey shows that the economy 
presents in general a promising picture 
indeed and that it is now better poised to 
tackle the tasks ahead than at any other 
time in recent years. We have once more 
been able to fulfil during 1970-71, the 
target set in the Fouitli Plan with respect 
to the overall rate of economic growth. 
In agriculture, progress has been main¬ 
tained; foodgrains production has conti¬ 
nued to expand at a most satisfactory 
rate. In the industrial sector, lack of 
certain essential raw materials has 
hampered production in some areas and 
there is still under-utilisation of capacity 
in a few other areas. But new grounds 
have been broken in our import substitu¬ 
tion efforts, and recovery from the years 
of recession in the middle 196Q’s is consi¬ 
derable. Besides, the growth in the small- 
scale sector is most encouraging. Enough 
symptoms abound which indicate that once 
a significant improvement occurs in the 
scale of public investments, industry as a 
whole will surge forward. After a few 
initial set-backs, there has been a remark¬ 
able spurt in exports towards the later 
months of the year. Better organisation 
is, however, still the major outstanding 
task for both industry and exports Apart 
from raw material shortages and proce¬ 
dural delays, we have also to face prob- 
•lems of low scales of operations and high 
unit cost in some industries. Cost 


reduction and improvement in efficiency 
are thus vital for imparting a new dyna¬ 
mism to indusirinl growth and exports, 

3. In agriculture too, there is yet 
no occasion to relent on our efforts. 
We must continue the search for high- 
yielding varieties of paddy which will 
prove durable in our varying agro-climatic 
conditions. Irrigation facilities will 
have to be expanded to ensure the 
extensive propagation of double cropping. 
Our search for better pest-resistant 
dualities of seeds for millets must go on. 
The picatest area of responsibility will 
lie in improving the productivity per 
hectare of pulses and the cash crors, 
including cotton, oilseeds and jute. 
During 1970-71. there was a marked 
stability occasionally even a certain 
fall in foodgrain prices. In fact, but 
for the Government’s price support 
opeialions intended to protect the 
farmers, there would have been a steeper 
order of decline in these prices. Despite 
this, there was an overall increase in the 
general pi ice level largely induced by the 
shortage in the availability of commercial 
crops. Against this background, we 
cannot acceleiatc our rate of growth with 
price stability unless we raise the output 
of commercial crops. 

4. On the external side, while we can 
take credit for repaying our outstanding 
obligations to the International Monetary 
Fund, our balance of payments is not as 
satisfying as it was ut the end of 1969-70 
Exports have shown a remarkable improve¬ 
ment. At the same time, with the rising 
tempo of industrial activity, imports 
have been going up Outstanding import 
licence‘Suggest that there will be a further 
increase in imports during the current 
year. Because of shortage in steel, 
cotton, oils and oilseeds, we have had to 
plan Tor much larger imports than 
originally envisaged. Fresh aid allocations 
have declined dating the past year even 
as the burden of debt servicing has 
continued to mount. Net aid available 
to finance imports has, therefore, shrunk. 
Thus we can scarcely afford to relax in 
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the matter of a prudent management of 
our balance of payments. 

Reorientation of policies 

5, The massive mandate which this 
Government received from the people 
three months ago was a mandate for 
socialism, a mandate lor rapid economic 
growth matched hv increased social 
justice. There can be little doubt that 
social justice must begin with increasing 
the opportunities of job and work for 
every one. A good deal has been done 
in the course of the past year to initiate 
measures for cieating gainful work for 
the urban unemployed as well as the rural 
under-employed. During the past year, 
the nationalised banks have expanded 
their scale of operations so as to provide 
more credit to the hitherto neglected 
sectors and for purposes of self-employ¬ 
ment, They intend to do much more in 
future. A crash programme for rural 
employment has been announced and the 
Government’s broad objective is to ensure 
employment to at. least one person in 
each family in all pans of the country. 
At the same time, the Government is 
determined that such schemes for creating 
emi loyinent do not take rhe form of ad 
hoc measures but contribute to the 
accretion of additional physiol assets in 
the countryside in the form of new roads, 
land reclamation, land development, 
diainnec etc, 

(>, Honourable Members will also 
remember that special works programmes 
were introduced last year to improve job 
opportunities in the countryside, 
particularly for the small farmers and in 
the backward areas. These schemes will 
continue. In addition, as 1 shall 
describe presently, we propose to make a 
special budgetary provision for assisting 
the educated unemployed in their search 
for a constructive opportunity to serve 
the nation. 

7. The largest stimulus to employ¬ 
ment can, however, come only by increas¬ 


ing the tempo of economic activity all 
round. It is therefore essential that 
expenditure under the Plan is maintained 
on projected levels and that no shortfalls 
occur. I am afraid that our performance 
in 1970-71 in Ibis tespect leaves much to 
be desired. While I am proposing to 
increase significantly the Plan outlays 
over what was allocated last year, the 
emphasis has to be even more on the 
timely implementation of Plan projects 
for which budgetary provision is being 
made. 

ft. Faster growth and greater social 
justice will lie elusive goals unless 
pursued in a milieu of relative price 
stability. We can scarcely ignore the 
ad vet sc effects of unabated price increases 
on both investment and income distribu¬ 
tion. Inflation also dislocates attempts 
to increase the etliciency of production 
and to lower unit cost, which in turn 
alTccls exports. There is therefore need 
for continuous vigilance. The drive for 
a fastei rate of growth in this sense, 
theicforc, blends with the parallel goal 
of achieving price stability. In this task, 
we must also keep under examination 
the operation of the monetary forces. 

u. Our procedure for formulating 
annual Plans is itself in the nature of a 
icasscssmenl of Plan priorities and 
objectives. At the present juncture, when 
wc have just received a new mandate, it 
is also necessary to make a fresh appraisal 
of the Plan as a whole. The emphasis 
from now on has to be on measures which 
will speed up the process of implementa¬ 
tion of projects, foster the expansion of 
employment opportunities and reduce 
dispar'ics, including regional disparities. 
Honour able Members are aware of the 
various steps taken in recent years for 
encouraging growth, including growth of 
industry in the backward areas through 
allocation of Plan assistance and similar 
fiscal and other means, I he same objective 
has to be kept in mind in the allocation 
of our foreign exchange resources 
including those mobilised through external 
assistance, Schemes tntended for back- 
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ward areas liav’e to be given due 
consideration at the stage of the 
formulation of the J’lan itself, so that in 
general allotment of internal and external 
resources under the Plan, the different 
parts of the country, and pmliailarly the 
retarded regions, get their due share. 

10. Our public sector cnterpiiscs 
have deepened and widened the industrial 
base of the economy and achieved certain 
basic social objectives; liflicient perfor¬ 
mance on the part of these enterprises is 
crucial for the (iovernment's overall 
development effort. The extent of 
buoyancy that can he added to the 
economy each yeni will he luigcly 
related to the ability of the public sector 
to implement the Plan ptOposals. 
Administrative and procedural delays 
which hold back piogrcss of these 
enterprises are thus matters of considerable 
concern. Similarly, the public sector has 
to yield a sizeable smplus, since this 
surplus is a key source of future growth. 
During the past year, a number of steps 
have been taken to raise the general 
efficiency of public enterprises. Increasing 
attention is being devoted for the proper 
maintenance of inventories as well as of 
plant and machinery in each public sector 
unit, and lowatds tackling the problem 
of personnel management and industrial 
relations. In rcgaid to the hitter, we 
would certainly like to have the advice 
and counsel of tiade unions. They have 
an equal stake in the clliciency of the. 
public sector. 1 hope that, with llicii 
cooperation, it will be possible to initiate 
a new chapter of industrial relations in 
our public enterprises. 

11, A large segment of the commer¬ 
cial banks is also now a pail of the 
public sector. Here too, I would seek 
the cooperation of the trade union leaders 
to improve the clliciency of the banking 
system. A beginning was made recently 
when 1 initialed a dialogue with the 
employees and the management of the 
batiks; our discussions covered such 
areas as credit planning and deposit 
mobilisation. 1 propose to continue this 


practice. The new Boards of Directors, 
he composition of which will be 
announced soon and which will include 
representatives of the Award stall' 
and oflicers. will, I hope, carry forward 
the task of improving the procedures and 
policies of the banks along intended 
lines. 

12 . leach of the nationalised banks 
has been urged to have an annual credit 
plan which could ensure that the credit 
apportioned to the different sectors, and 
particularly the sectors neglected hitherto, 
is rn conformity with their needs and at 
the same time within the norms of 
monetary expansion. The Committee 
appointed by the Reserve Bank of India 
to suggest credit schemes for promoting 
self-employment has made a number of 
valuable suggestions which are being 
given shape to by the commercial banks. 
Another committee which was asked to 
recommend a scheme of differential lending 
rales for helping, the smaller borrowers 
and the weaker sections of the community 
has just submitted its report. A Credit 
Cuarantee Corporation has been set up 
with effect from first April to underwrite 
the advances offered by banks to small 
borrowers. Honourable Members are 
also aware that the Government have 
iccently framed the guidelines for the 
ciinversion into equity of loans offered 
by public tin metal institutions. These 
guidelines should go a long way to 
promote the establishment of a joint 
seciui to whidi we attach considerable 
significance. 

13. Honourable Msembers, 1 am sure 
aie happy with our decision to take over, 
the business of general insurance in the 
country. This decision marks a 
culmination of the pioccss which was 
started when we nationalised the 
Imperial Bank of India and the life 
insurance business and to which we gave 
a major thrust less than two years ago 
through nationalisation of majar 
commercial banks. With these measures, 
virtually all the savings of the people 
mobilised by financial institutions can 
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be deployed in accordance with national 
priorities. 

Revised Estimates, 1070.71 

14. in the Interim Budget, I had 
indicated that the year 1970-71 will close 
with an overall deficit of Rs. 230 crores. 
The Budget documents I am presenting 
today repeal from the Interim Budget the 
Revised Estimates for 1970-71. since 
actuals are not yet available in most 
cases. According to the latest indications 
however, the overall deficit for 1970.71, 

1 am afraid, may be of the order ot 
Rs. 270 crores. 

15. While presenting the Interim 
Budget, I had occasion to express concefn 
over the fact that a number of States 
were over-drawing their accounts with 
the Reserve Bank of India. 1 regret to 
say that despite the increased special 
assistance of Rs, 195 crores to the States 
during 1970-71, there has been no abatement 
in the States’ recourse to overdrafts 
from the Reserve Bank as will be evident 
from the fact that, at the end of last 
March, as many as 14 States had overdrafts 
aggregating to Rs. 260 crores. The 
special assistance to States, which was 
designed to help them to fulfil their 
targets of Plan outlays, is to taper off in 
the coming years. In this context, the 
problem of overdrafts assumes an 
additional gravity. I would appeal to 
the States to maximise their efforts foi 
raising additional resources and to 
enforce the strictest discipline on the 
growth of non-I’lan expenditure. 

Budget Estimates, 1971-72 

16. Honourable Members will recall that 

in the Interim Budget l had provided a sum 
of Rs. 1,195 crores for the Central Plan for 
1971-72, that is. at the same level as in 
the Budget for 1970-71. 1 had then stated 

that the provision for the Central Plan 
for a current year was to be augmented 
following a review of requirements and 
resources. I propose to raise the outlay 
voder the Central Plan by Rs. 155 crores, 


that is, to Rs. 1,350 crores. This represents 
an increase of more th in Rs. 300 crores 
over the likely actual level expenditure 
in 1970-71. That more important areas 
whore the budgetaay provisions have been 
significantly raised over what was provided 
in the Interim Budget include shipping 
(Rs. 16 crores), ports (Rs. 13 crores), 
roads (Rs, 10 crores), mine 1 ; and metals 
(Rs. 9 crores), health rind family 
planning (Rs. 12 ciores), Posts & Tele¬ 
graphs (Rs, J1 crores), agiicullure 
(Us. 32 ciores) and food ; roev cment 
(Rs. IS crores). 1 had already pn'vided 
in full in the Interim Budget the s.im of 
Rs. 785 ciores towards Central assistance 
lor the Plans of the States and the Union 
Territories, as against a ptovision of 
Rs. 711 ci ores in the Budget for 1970-71. 

17. Eor cieaiing immediate employ¬ 
ment opportunities, even a larger Plan 
outlay may not be enough in the short 
period. 1 have therefore decided to add 
a further thrust to the public sector outlay 
v hich could both generate additional 
c ivloyni8nt and provide relief to 
the weaker sections o| 7* he community, 
l or the crash programme for rural 
employment a provision of R c 50 ciores 
was already made in the March Budget. 
But the problem of unemployment is 
equally acute among om educated young 
men and women Wc arc determined 
not to rermit them to be a lost and 
frustrated generation. We propose to 
a sist them actively so that they might set 
themselves up in gainful creative 
endeavours which would at the same 
time accelerate the pace of economic 
progress of the country. To this end, in 
the Budget I am now presenting, we 
propose to allot a further sum of Rs. 25 
crores for schemes specilly designed to 
suit the educated unemployed including 
engineers and technicians. The detail* 
of these schemes are being worked out 
in consultation with the Planning 
C ommission and the Ministries concerned, 

18. Honourable Members will be 
glad to know that the provision of Rs. 4 
crores made in the Interim Budget for a 
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nutrition programme for children is now 
being raised to Rs. 10 crores, and included 
in the Plan. I have no illusion that 
even this larger provision will mean much 
more than a baginning in the task of 
protecting and nurturing the health and 
welfare of the poor children. I do hope 
that, in this matter, we will be in a 
position to do substantially more in the 
coming years 1 might also mention here 
that we propose to reserve 25 per cent of 
fresh admissions to public schools for 
meritorious candidates, who will be 
offered Government scholarships. 

19. The special provisions made last 
year for improvement of slums are being 
maintained. The work of the Calcutta 
Metropolitan Development Authority will 
be pursued with vigour, 1 would also 
like to state here that the Government 
would consider sympathetically proposals 
for a similar improvement in living 
conditions for slum dwellers in other 
metropolitan cities and towns; it State 
Governments and municipal bodies could 
initiate viable schemes for this purpose, 
we will consider the question of financial 
accommodation. 

20. Finally, 1 have to refer to the 
tragedy that has been enacted over the 
past two months in East Bengal represen¬ 
ting some of the darkest episodes in human 
history. Already, some three million 
evacuees have crossed over the borders. 
In fact by now this number is nearly 4 
millions. It is our hope and endeavour 
that all these unfortunate people will be 
able soon to return to their homes and 
hearths in dignity and honour. Meanwhile, 
we shall do our utmost to offer succour 
and relief to all those who have taken 
temporary shelter with us. It will clearly 
be beyond our capability to meet on our 
own the financial burden involved. We 
regard it as the responsibility of the 
international community to share with 
us this burden. In the Budget, I have 
tentatively, made a provision of Rs. 60 
crores for providing relief to the evacuees 
from East Bengal. For the present, we 


have taken credit on the revenue side tci 
the extent of Rs. 20 crores which we 
expect will accrue to the Budget by way 
of external assistance for the relief of the 
evacuees. In addition, it is our hope 
that substantial supplies from abroad will 
be available for providing relief without 
being routed through the Budget. 
Honourable Members will not that the 
provision we have made will suffice only 
for a limited period and that a considerably 
higher order of assistance from the 
international community will be necessary. 

21. Let me now sum us the overall 
budgetary picture as it emerges following 
the increase in the Plan outlay, the 
provision for employment assistance, and 
certain inescapable additions to the 
non-Plan items of expenditure since the 
presentation of the Interim Budget in 
March. Apart from the provision for 
evacuee relief, I might mention in 
particular the addition in the expenditure 
on account of food subsidy, which is now 
placed at Rs. 30 crores instead of Rs 10 
crores as indicated in the Interim Budget. 
On preseut reckoning, the revenue receipts 
in 1971-72 are likely to be of the order of 
Rs. 3,562 crores. Expenditure to be met 
from revenue will amount to Rs. 3,587 
crores. Thus the revenue surplus, placed 
in the Interim Budget at Rs. 114 crores, 
will now turn into a deficit of Rs. 25 
crores. On the capital side, the collections 
under the various small savings schemes 
are now expected to be Rs. 180 crores as 
against Rs. 155 crores indicated in the 
Interim Budget; correspondingly, however, 
loans to the States will also go up by 
Rs. 16 crores, so that the net increase 
under this head will be only Rs. 9 crores. 
1 have also taken credit for an additional 
accrual of Rs, 40 crores under PL 480 
receipts representing largely the spill-over 
from 1970*71. Total capital receipts 
inclusive of loans and advances and 
transactions under various debt deposit 
beads are now placed at Rs. 2,024 crores 
and total capital expenditure, including 
loam and advances, is estimated at 
Rs. 2,396 crores. The capita] budget will, 
therefore, show a deficit of Rs. 372 crores 
as against Rs. 354 crores in the Interim 
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Budget. .The over-all budgetary gap. 
taking revenue and capital accounts 
together, will now be of the order of 
Rs. 597 crores. This takes into account 
the effect on the Central Budget of the 
changes in Railway fares and freight rates 
announced a few days ago and of changes 
in the Post and Telegraph tariff to 
which I will refer a little later. 

22. Honourable Members, 1 am sure, 
would not like me to leave uncovered a 
deficit of this magnitude in the Budget. 
I will, therefore, seek their indulgence if 
1 have now to turn to what all of you, 
1 nm sure, are waiting for, namely, 
proposals to bring down the deficit to a 
more tolerable order. 


23. The task of raising additional 
resources through fresh imposts on the 
people is the least enviable of a Finance 
Minister's responsibility. If 1 still have 
to approach this House with proposals to 
raise additional resources, it is because of 
the imperatives of the situation, including 
the need to augment the Plan outlay, to 
create additional employment opportunities 
and to offer succour to the evacuees from 
Fast Bengal. 


General Principles 

24. In framing these proposals, I 
have endeavoured to follow certain broad 
principles. These are : 

(a) The tax structure must be simplified 
and rationalised in such a way 
that the burden of assessment for 
the assessee as well as the tax 
collector and the opportunities 
for evasion are minimised; 

(b) The overall burden of taxation 
must be distributed amongst 
the- different sections of the 
community in such a manner that, 
in the process, there in an 


appreciable scaling down of the 
concentration of economic power 
and reduction in the inequalities 
in income and wealth; and 

(e) The incidence of the fresh imposts 
should not, as far as possible, 
disturb the general level of prices 
of essential goods. 

25. Accordingly, the concentration of 
the additional tax effort, to the extent 
feasible, should be on direct taxes, 
particularly on the affluent groups, and 
on such categories of indirect taxes as 
affect the luxury and near-luxury 
commodities. In so far as we succeed in 
limiting the burden of indirect levies on 
the latter group of commodities, we are 
also able to achieve in part the other 
objective of improving the structure of 
income distribution in society. 

Tax Administration 

20 . The tightening and streamlining 
of tax administration has two facts. 
First, it helps to garner additional yield 
from the existing tax sources and thus 
makes it less necessary to took for fresh 
lax heads every year. Second, since it 
is generally the well-to-do and the rich 
who avoid and evade taxes, a tightening 
of tax administration, including closing of 
loopholes, would compel them to part with 
a larger proportion of their incomes and 
assets and would therefore further one 
of the overriding objectives of fiscal 
policy. 

27. Undervaluation of properly has 
been one of the means to evade 
wealth tax capital gains tax and 
stamp duties. It has also been an 
important avenue for the circulation of 
black money. This practice could be 
greatly discouraged if Governments bad 
the power to acquire properties at price 
that correspond to what is recorded in sale 
deeds. Accordingly, we propose to move 
a Bill during the current session to 
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acquire this power. I hope it would not 
be considered dishonourable to take a 
dishonest man at his word. 

28. In pursuance of the Administrative 
Reforms Commission’s recommendations, 
it is also proposed to sponsor legislation 
in the current session to discourage 
benami holding of property. If. at the 
time of assessment, a person fails to declare 
income from a piece of property or the 
property it self so as to evade payment of 
income and wealth taxes, the intended 
legislation will debar him from enforcing 
his claim to such property in a court 
of law. 

29. Pursuant to the recommendations 
of Administrative Reforms Commission, 
we further propose to transfer the work of 
recovery of arrears of estate duty from the 
State Governments to the Income Tax 
Department at the Centre. Since, in this 
matter, we can move only with the 
concurrence of the State Legislatures, a 
Bill is being drafted for circulation among 
the States. 

30. It is proposed tn strengthen 
the Valuation Cell located in the Central 
Board of Direct Taxes for making valuation 
of buildings in order to enable it to extend 
its activities and speed up valuations in 
cases involving the assessment of wealth 
tax. For assessment of income tax, under 
the new procedure which has come into 
effect from the current year, summary 
assessments will be completed in most 
cases which do not involve substantial 
points of dispute, and only a small propor¬ 
tion of the cases will be subjected to a 
sample scrutiny subsequently. This will 
enable the Income Tax Officers to devote 
correspondingly more time for cases 
involving substantial revenue. 

31. In the field of excise duties, 1 
propose to set up a Committee to review 
the Self Removal Procedure scheme, which 
has been in operation for the last two to 
three years, with a view to suggesting 


improvements which could reduce 
leakage of revenue. A Study 
Team, which considered the issues relating 
to over and under invoicing, have made a 
a number of suggestions for checkitig the 
leakage of foreign exhange through 
manipulation of invoice values. The 
Government will give early consideration 
to implement its recommendation With 
a similar purpose, a comprehensive review 
is being undertaken to the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act’ and we pro- 
pose to introduce soon a Bill to amend 
several provisions of this Act. 


Consultation with States 


32. In the pa at the Centre, we 
have taken several fiscal steps to discour¬ 
age the growth and concentration of 
excessive income and wealth in a few 
hands in the urban areas. The constitu¬ 
tional prerogative of the Union Govern¬ 
ment to initiate measures for similar 
reforms in the countryside is iiowever 
severely restricted. But this does not 
mean that some of the present anomalies 
must continue, or that we can be oblivious 
of growing inequalities in rural areas. 
Ultimately, the basis of tax has to be the 
size of income or wealth irrespective of 
whether it is derived from agricultural or 
non-agricultural sources. 


3J. Similarly, there are constitutional 
limitations on the powers of the Centre 
to tax services even when these are of a 
luxury or semi-luxury character. As the 
States and the Centre have to share the 
responsibility of raising resources for 
economic development, it is the duty and 
obligation of the Centre to point out to 
the States untapped resources for 
mobilisation where the Union Government 
it self is precluded by the constitutional 
provisions to impose any levy. It is my 
intention to consult and seek the advice 
of the State Finance Ministers on the 
entire range of these issues and to remain 
in continuous touch with them so that a 
concerted view is taken. 
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Hired Taxation 


34. I now come to the new proposals 
in respect of direct taxation. If we are 
going to make an effective dent on the 
problem of income inequalities in our 
society, we cannot possibly flinch from 
deploying increasingly the instrument of 
direct taxation. The proposals that l am 
outlining will have only a limited yield 
of revenue in the current year. Over a 
number of years, however, the cumulative 
effect of these proposals will be to raise 
revenue of a considerable order ; what is 
much more significant, they will bring 
about a significant change in the distribu¬ 
tion of disposable income and wealth. 

(a) Taxation on Income and Wealth 

35. In the field of personal income 
taxation, the rate of surcharge in the case 
of individuals as well as Hindu undivided 
families is being increased from 10 per cent 
to 15 per cent provided the total income 
exceeds Ks. 15,000 per annum. In a full 
year, the impact of the proposal will be to 
provide an additional Rs. 20 crores to the 
exchequer ; for 1971-72, the reverue yield 
is expected to be around Rs, 12 crores. 

36. I also want to take this opport¬ 
unity to increase the tax on capital gains, 
which we a species of unearned income. 
The deduction from long-term capital 
gains allowed in computing the taxable 
income of non-corpornte assessees in being 
reduced from 45 per cent to 35 per cent 
where such gains relate to lands and build¬ 
ings and from 65 per cent to 50 per cent in 
respect of other capital gains. 

37. The incidence of tax on long-term 
capital gains will be increased in the case 
of companies as well. This increase is 
being brought about by raising the rates 
of 'tax from' 40 per cent to 45 per cent 
in respect of gains relating to lands and 
buildings and from 30 per cent to 35 per 
cent in respect of other gains. 


38. I have some fairly stiff proposals 
regarding wealth tax. If a significant reduc¬ 
tion in the concentration of wealth is of be 
brought about, it is essential that the 
taxation of wealth is made, more rigorous. 
Honourable Members will recollect that 
last year's Budget made a beginning in 
this direction by raising the rates of addi¬ 
tional wealth tax on tu ban property. This 
year, 1 propose to rabe drastically taxation 
on slabs of net,wealth above Us. 15 lakhs, 
where the rate of lax will now be uniformly 
8 per cent as against Use current rates of 
4 per cent on net wealth between Rs. 15 
lakhs and Rs. 20 lakhs and 5 per cent on 
net wealth above Rs, ?0 lakhs. 1 also 
prorose to include in net wealth for 
purposes of taxation the first Rs. 1 
lakh of wealth m the case of all 

individual assessees and the first Rs. 2 
lakhs for Hindu undivided families. Thus, 
while no wealth tax will he leviable unless 
the net wealth exceeds Rs. 1 lakh in the 
case of individuals and Rs. 2 lakhs in the 
case of Hindu undivided families, once 
they are liable to tax. it will apply to 
their entiic wealth However, the exemp¬ 
tions in respect oi approved financial 
invesmie: is, nwm ioccupied house and 
agricultural assets will continue. 

3‘). To tighten the incidence, the 
exemption from wealth tax currently 
available for household or personal 
jewellery and fm shares I'oiming part of 
initial capital issues is being withdrawn. 
In the case of conveyances, the exemption 
will now be limited to Rs. 25,000 in the 
aggregate. ‘I lie exiting provision in the 
Wealth lax Act excluding from aggregation 
the assets transferred by an individual to 
the srouse or minor children is being done 
away with. A similar provision is being 
made m respect of conversion of assets 
of individuals into those of Hindu 
undivided families. While all these 
changes will not naturally yield any revenue 
this year, in future, the annual additional 
yield from ihete measures affecting 
wealth tax could be around Rs. 14.5 
ciores. What is more important, tlsey 
will impose a virtual ceiling on individual 
wealth at a much lower level than at 
present. 
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40. As a further measure to discour¬ 
age evasion of tax, conversion of the 
separate property of an individual into 
property belonging to a Hindu undivided 
family will be brought within the ambit 
of the gift tax. 

(b) Taxation oj Companies 

41. I am proposing several structural 
changes affect in g the incidence of company 
taxation. While the rates of taxation on 
the ordinary income of companies are 
being maintained at existing levels, except 
for the rates on carital gains, the rate of 
surtax on company profits will be increased 
from 25 per cent to 30 per cent in the 
case of chargeable profits in excess of 15 
per cent of the capital. 

42. The practice of offering a 
develoment rebate in respect of new 
investment has had, I feel, a full play. 

T am accordingly serving the required 
notice that no development rebate will 
be allowed on ships acquired or machinery 
or plant installed after May 31, 1974. 

Whatever the revenu implications of this 
step—and they arc sixe-able—will be 
fully revealed only after 1974-75, i.e., from 
the Fifth Plan onwards. But 1 shall 
consider myself amply rewarded if 
advanee notice of this change quickens 
the pace of investment in the remaining 
of the Fourth Plan. 

43. At present, in the case of new 
industrial undertakings, ships and approved 
hotels, profits upto t> per cent of the 
capital employed are entitled to tax 
exemption for a period of five years. 
Since debentures and long-term borrowings 
do not in any manner represent risk 
capital and interest thereon is in any 
case deducted, it was generosity on the 
part of the Government to extend the tax 
holiday provision even to such constituents 
of capital. I now propose that in 
calculating the limit of 6 per cent of the 
capital for purposes of tax-exemption, 

' debentures and long-term borrowings will 


be excluded. This single measure will 
provide the exchequer with Rs, 10 crores 
during the current year; the yield for a full 
year will be of tbe order of Rs. 14 
crores, 

44. Priority industries currently enjoy 
a special tax exemption upto 8 per cent 
of their profits. 1 am proposing that the 
special exemption be reduced to 5 per cent 
of such profits. In addition, we have also 
decided to shorten the list of priority 
industries by excluding aluminium, motor 
trucks and buses, cement and refractories, 
soda ash, petro-chemicals and automobile 
ancillaries. The general economic condi¬ 
tions are now such that it is not necessary 
that these industries should contiune to 
enjoy special benefits which were accruing 
to them hitherto. The two measures in 
relation to priority industries should yield 
Rs. 8 crores in future years; in 1971-72. the 
yield is likely to be about Rs. 6 crores. 

45. The deduction of income upto 
Rs. 3,000 in the aggregate from invest¬ 
ments in specified financial assets which 
was provided for last year will from now 
on be admissible only to individuals and 
Hindu undivided families. 

46. Tbe concessional tax treatment 
of dividends received by foreign companies 
from a closely-held Indian company 
engaged in a priority industry will be 
discontinued: the foreign companies will 
be subjected to tax on such dividends 
at the usual rate of 24.5 per cent. 

47. I am firmly of tbe view that the 
fiscal instrument must be deployed to 
discourage payment of high salaries and 
remunerations which go ill with the 
norms of egalitarian society, 1 
accordingly propose to impose a ceiling 
on the remuneration of company 
employees which would be deductible in 
the computation of taxable profits. The 
ceiling is being set at Rs. 5,000 pet month. 
Together wiih the existing ceiling of 
Rs. 1000 per month in tbe^case of perqui¬ 
sites, the allowable overall ceiling on 
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romuoeratlou and perquisites, for purposes 
of taxation, will be at Rs. 6,000 per month 
la addition, I am proposing to reduce the 
tax deducatiblc limits of daily allowance 
to employees while on tour. 

(c) Miscellaneous Concessions 

48. Having already delivered the 
rough tidings, let me now detail some of 
the smoother ones. I propose to raise 
the standard deduction currently allowed 
for the computation of taxable income, 
of employees who own a motor-cycle, 
a scooter or a moped from Rs. 60 to 
Rs. 75 per month; of others, who do no 
possess any of these, the standard deduction 
will be raised from Rs. 35 to Rs. 50 per 
month. 

49. The quantum of deduction in 
respect of long-term savings through 
life insurance provident fund contributions, 
etc., is being substantially modified. At 
present, 60 per cent of the first Rs. 5,000 
together with 50 per cent of the balance 
of such long-term savings are tax exempt. 
1 am now proposing that for the first 
Rs. 1,000 of such savings, the quantum of 
deduction should be 100 per cent. On 
the next Rs. 4,000 of the qualifying savings, 
the proposed deduction will be 50 per cent, 
and on the balance 40 per cent. The 
limit for the savings qualifying for 
deduction will be raised from Rs. 15,000 to 
Rs 20,000 in the case of individuals. 

50. As a result of the changes in the 
standard deductions allowable for convey¬ 
ance and long-term savings, an employee 
with an annual income of Rs. 6,000 will be 
exempt from income taxation provided 
he saves at least Rs. 400 in the approved 
form. 


51. The tax concessions for promoting 
development and export of technical know 
how and technical services, which have 
been available only to companies, will 
from now on also apply to individuals, 
HJodn undivided families and partnership 


firms. Certain further tax concessions aie 
also at present available for expenditure on 
research and development. A committee 
has recently been set up by tbe Govern¬ 
ment to review the position au>l make 
recommendations regarding further fiscal 
incentives that could be offered to en¬ 
courage industrial research. The recom¬ 
mendations of the Committee will be 
given due weight. 

52. The special deduction of income 
upto Rs. 3,000 from investments iu speci¬ 
fied financial assets available to individuals 
and Hindu undivided families would hence 
forth also cover interest on deposits with 
a cooperative society made by its mem¬ 
bers. Moreover, the interest paid by a 
coopciative society to its members on dep¬ 
osits made by them will be exempted from 
the requirement of deduction of tax at 
source. Shares of, and member-deposits 
with, a cooperative society will be regarded 
as approved investments which arc exempt 
from wealth tax upto Rs. 1.5 lakhs. But 1 
propose to withdraw the exemption in 
resrcct of such investment in the case of 
discrcationary trusts which are Subject to 
taxation on their net wealth at the Mat 
rate of 1.5 per cent, or at the rate appli¬ 
cable in the case of an individual, which¬ 
ever is higher. 

53. There are certain minor conce¬ 
ssions which 1 would now mention together. 
Cooperative societies of workers of those 
engaged in fishing and allied activities will 
be extempted from tax on their entire 
business income. Local authorities deri¬ 
ving income from the supply of water or 
electricity to villages outside their juris¬ 
diction will be exempted from tax on such 
incomes. A member of a cooperative 
housing society, to whom a building or a 
flat has been allotted under a house-build¬ 
ing scheme of the society, will be regar¬ 
ded as the owner of that piece of proper¬ 
ty for purposes of wealth tax. 

54. The Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment Finance Corporation will be exemp. 
ted from tax on its income for a period of 
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tea years ; the .tax-exempt status of the 
Deposit Insurance Corporation will be 
extended by a further period of five years. 

55. This brings me to the close of the 
various proposals relating to direct tax¬ 
ation. After taking into account the conce¬ 
ssions, the net yield from the new direct 
tax measures from 1972-73 will be of the 
order of Rs. 57 ciorcs. 1 or 1971-72, how¬ 
ever, the realisation is unlikely to exceed 
Rs. 27 crores. 

Indirect Taxation 

56. 1 now turn to indirect taxes. My 
proposals regarding customs duties belong 
broadly to two categories. The first set of 
proposals is aimed at rationalising the 
rates structure of import duties. The 
other group of proposals is related to, and 
consequent on, the arrangements reached 
with a number of foreign countries who 
have agreed to release us from the bind¬ 
ings under the General Agreement on 
Tariff and Trade in the matter of imrort 
levy on certain commodities. 

(a) Import Duties 

57. The existing rates structure of 
import duties, ] confess, forms a compli¬ 
cated pattern. As of now, there are seven 
ad valorem rates of duty in force : 15 per 
cent, 27£ per cent, 35 per cent, 40 per cent, 
50 per cent, 60 per cent and, finally, 100 
per cent. In order to introduce an across- 
the-board simplification and to remove 
existing anomalies, I propose to have only 
four effective rates of import duty, namely 
30 per cent, 40 per cent, 60 per cent and 
100 per cent. 

58. I propose to bring in all items of 
machinery within the orbit of 30 per cent 
import levy. While this would imply a 
marginal increase of 2s percentage points 
in the rate of duty in respect of project 
imports, the decrease of duty by 5 percent¬ 
age points in respect of machinery in gene¬ 
ral would! provide relief to smaller indus¬ 
trial units and units manufacturing equip¬ 


ment who import a part of the components 
and to all those who need to import small 
items ol machinery by way of spares or 
balancing equipment. The equalisation of 
rates for all kinds of machinery would 
also simplify assessment and, I hope, speed 
up assessment work. Items such as agri¬ 
cultural machinery and impliments, dairy 
and poultry farming appliances would also 
now attract duty at the rate of 30 per cent 
instead of 15 per cent. 

59. Certain basic raw materials and 
non-ferrous metals will from now on be 
liable to duty at the uniform rate of 40 per 
cent. Iron and steel and unwrought copper 
will, however, attract the lower duty of 
30 per cent. 

60. It is proposed to eliminate the pre¬ 
sent rate of duty of 50 per cent and levy 
instead a higher rale oi 60 per cent on 
most items. A similar upward revision has 
already been made in the course of the 
past two years with respect to the duty on 
chemical, drugs, medicines, electrical and 
non-elcctrical appliances. What I am pro¬ 
posing no\s, thcicfore, is to bring all 
similar items together under the umbrella 
of the same rate of duty. 

61. Till now, certain items used by 
the more affluent sections of the commu¬ 
nity, such as automobile components and 
diy fruits, were liable to a duty of 60 per 
cent instead of 100 per cent which is the 
standard rate for most imported consumer 
goods. This anomaly is now being remo¬ 
ved. In addition, in view of the increase 
in the c. j. f. price as well as the high 
margin of profit, the specific rate applicable 
to cloves is being increased from Rs. 18 
per kilogram to Rs. 60 per kilogram. 

62. As a result of the release from the 
GATT bindings, we arc now in a position 
to either impose a duly, or raise the exis¬ 
ting rates of duty, on a number of items, 
including agricultural tractors, earthshift- 
ing machinery, steple fibre excluding yarn 
raw wool, unwrought copper, zinc and 
pig lead. 1 propose to avail of the ..op- 
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port unity. In view of the high margin of 
profit on imported staple fibre I am pro¬ 
posing that the duty on it be fixed at 100 
per cent. On unwrought rinc, pig lead 
and raw wool, the duty will be 40 per cent, 
and on copper, 30 per cent. Given the 
large disparity between the prices of im¬ 
ported and indigenous tt actors, I have 
also decided on a levy of 30 per cent on 
imported agricultural tractors. The same 
rate of duty will apply on earth-shifting 
machinery. 

63. Taking into account the effect of 
the rationalisation of import duties ns well 
as the adjustments following from the 
release from the GATT bindings and the 
countervailing levies related to changes in 
exeise duties to which 1 would soon turn, 
vve should be able to get additional reve¬ 
nue to the extent of nearly Rs. 54 crores 
during the remaining part of the year. 

(b) Excise duties 

64. 1 now come to the proposals with 
lespect to excise duties. Pursuant to the 
decision to continue the scheme of levying 
additonal excise duties in lieu of sales tax 
<>n sugar, textiles and tobacco, we are 
committed to raise the over-all incidence of 
these additional duties ro 10.8 per cent on 
the value of clearances by the end of the 
Fourth Plan period. Since this target has 
to be attained by 1 973-74, it has become 
necessary to make a substantial beginning 
in the currervt year itself. For the present 
1 have decided to concentrate on cigarettes 
and, to some extent, on textiles. 

65. There comes petbaps a time in 
the life of every smoker when the concern 
for his own health begings to outweigh the 
loyalty to an old and faithful companion. 
For those who cannot shake off their con¬ 
suming passion, there is at least the conso¬ 
lation that the more taxes they pay. the 
more they serve the common cause. I am 
therefore, fortified in my dedision to in¬ 
crease onec/agetq the taxation on cigarettes 
bjr the thought' that whichever way my 
esaot^filf frfhnds leant, there would be a 
net gain to national welfare. In place of 


the existing three slabs of duty on ciga¬ 
rettes, 1 propose to have five. By suitable 
adjustments of the basic and acditfonal 
duties on these slabs, 1 hope to raise 
during the current year Rs. 33.20 
crores of which Rs. 16.40 crorcs would 
go to the States by way of additional excise 
in lieu of sales tax. The effect of the 
proposals would be a marginal increase in 
the price of the cheaper varieties of ciga¬ 
rettes, but a much sharper increase for the 
more expensive varieties. 

66. textiles, particularly coarse and 
medium varities of cloth, are a basic nece¬ 
ssity, ami their prices rose rather inordi¬ 
nately in 1970-71. Despite other constraint 
1 hove therefore decided that the impost 
on textiles should be modest this year. I 
piopose to step up slightly the additional 
excise duties on medium A and medium B 
varities of cotton textiles from 4.8 paise 
to 6 paise per square metre and also to 
round off the additional duty leviable on 
coarse cloth from 3,6 paise to 4 paise per 
square metre. With respect to superfine 
and line cloth, however, I propose to go 
much further, and raise the rates of the 
additional excise duty to 25 paise and 15 
raise respectively per square metre. These 
sevetwi measures should fetch an additional 
revenue of Rs, 4 60 crorcs which will 
accrue entirely to the States. 

67. My other major proposal in regard 
to excise is in the area of motor spirit, 
solvents and a number of other minor 
lubricants. In \ lew of the rise in inter¬ 
national oil prices, there is need for the 
maximum economy in the utilisation of 
petroleum and petroleum products if we 
are to conserve our scarce foreign exchange 
resources. No doubt, there will be a 
certain hardship involved in this, but 1 am 
afraid it has to be borne by our people. To 
emb consumption, I therefore, propose to 
increase the duty on motor spirit by Rs. 
:ou per kilo litre or 20 paise per litre. This 
measure will fetch an additional revenue 
of Rs. 36.30 crores in the current year. 

68. There is extensive misuse of 
certain special boiling point spirits, 
otherwise known as solvent oils, as 
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adulterants for motor spirit. To discour¬ 
age this practice I propose to raise the 
duty on solvents from the present rate 
of Rs. 45 per kilo litre to R».. 845 per 
kilo litre. This msasure will yield Rs. 4.25 
crofes during the current year. 

69. Similarly, to prevent the adultera¬ 
tion of mineral turpentine oil with supe¬ 
rior kerosene, an extra duty of Rs. 100 per 
metric tonne is being imposed on the 
former. In the case of liquid petroleum 
gas, 1 am proposing to abolish the ad 
valorem duty of ?5 per cent and. instead, 
impose a specific duly of 25 paise per kilo¬ 
gram. The rate of duty which at present 
obtains on lubricating stock oils and 
greases directly derived from refined 
petrolium would also from now on apply 
to blended lubricating oils, greases and 
calcined petroleum coke. However, 
the base petroleum products used in the 
manufacture of the latter items would be 
be given a credit lor the duty that might 
already have been paid. 1 expect these 
measure to yield an additional revenue of 
Rs. 9 crores during 1971-72. 

70. At present, carbon dioxide is 
liable to duty, but other gases, such as 
oxygen, chlorine, ammonia and refrigerant 
gases are exempt ; these exemptions are 
being withdrawn. However, oxygen for 
•medicinal use and ammonia used in the 
manufacture of fertilizers would continue 
to be expempted from duty. This measure 
is expected to yield Rs, 1.60 crores. 

71. 1 also propose to raise the basic 
duty on glassware to 20 per cent and on 
sheet and plate glass to 15 per cent. Glass 
shells, glass slabes and laboratory glass* 
ware would be left untouched. Wnile the 
duty on sanitary and glazed wares was 
revised lust year, tablewere and china 
ware left undisturbed. This defliciency 
I propose to make good this year ; both 
these items will now attract a uniform 
duty of- 20 rer cent. These two changes 
are estimated to provide us this year with 
additional revenue of around Rs. 3.15 
crores. 


72. While'air-conditioners pay a duty 
at the rate of 53.3 per cent, till now, the 
evuporulive type of coolers have -been 
exempt from duty. This discrimination 
deserves to be removed. However, I am 
proposing a duty of only 25 per cent on 
them and, at the same time, exempting 
them fiom the payment of the special 
excise duty. Vaccum flasks, similarly ex- 
empt till now, will also have to bear a levy 
of 15 per cent ad valorem. The gain to 
revenue would be Rs. 54 lakhs in Ihe 
current year. 

71. It is proposed to revise the duty on 
soap from the present effective rate of 11.4 
per cent to 15 per cent. This would result in 
only a marginal incicuse in the price of 
toilet soaps. Household and laundry soaps 
are being left untouched. Because of partial 
exemption, the effective rate of duty on 
snrfaee active agents works out to even 
less than that on ordinary household and 
laundry soaps. It is therefore proposed to 
abolish the partial exemption and restore 
the full statutory rate of duty on these 
products. These two revisions—relating 
to soap and surface active agents—are 
likely to yield a revenue of Rs. 2.55 
crores for the rest of the year. 


74. It is also proposed to tax certain 
other luxury items, l.atex foam sponge, 
used extensively in the manufacture of 
foam mattresses, bears at present a rela¬ 
tively low basic rale of duty of 20 per cent 
ad , valorem. 1 propose to double this 
rate of duty. \ similar levy will be im¬ 
posed on polyurethane foam as well as 
certain products made out of this particular 
foam. The basic rate of duty on plates, 
sheets and strips of rubber is also being 
stepped up from 20 per cent to 25 per cent 
ad valorem. These measures would bring ■ 
in Rs. 2.60 crores of additional revenue in- 
1971-72. 


75. The duty oh. crown corks ajntf 
pilfer-proof caps is - proposed fo be. raided 
from 1 paisa to 2 paise each. Thi^^we; 
is expected to yield Rs; 1.9^cr0jcs. 
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76. A few other changes me being 
proposed by way of rationalisation. These 
include an excise levy on dehydrated can¬ 
ned and bottled vegetables and on pre¬ 
parations of glucose and dextrose, the 
removal of the special concession of 50 
paise per kg. on the basic excise duty for 
certain varities of staple fibre, the round¬ 
ing off of the duty on cement from 23.76 
per cent to 24 percent, revising the duty 
upwards on woolen yarn and shifting a 
portion of the incidence to wool tops, 
revising the rates of duty on electric light¬ 
ing bulbs other than those of 60 Watts and 
less, revising the rates for flourescent 
tubes as well as for eleclric fans and in¬ 
dustrial fans other than those of a dia¬ 
meter not exceeding 16 inches, and remo¬ 
val of the concession of Rs. 500 per tonne 
on copper used in the manufacture of 
wires and cables. These assorted measures 
would yield a combined revenue of over 
Rs. 6 crores. 

77. 1 have talked earlier about the 
need for the rapid reduction of income 
inequalities not only in the urban areas 
but also in the countryside. One way in 
which this could he brought about is 
through levying selectively indirect taxes 
(in, products and equipment used in agri¬ 
cultural operations by the richer sections 
of the peasantry. I propose, therefore, to 
ux agricultural tractors by charging a 
duty of 10 per cent ad valorem; this levy 
is likely to fetch a revenue of Rs. 3.40 
crores in the current year, 

78. To augment revenue, several new 
items are being introduced into the orbit 
of Central excise taxation. The commo¬ 
dities and the rates of duty are being so 
chosen that the net effect of these imposts 
on the price level will be negligible. The 
itejnsJ propose to bring in include per¬ 
fumed 'hair oil, shampoos, lipisticks, 
pressure cookers, playing cards, zip fast- 
ners, photographic cameras, cinemato¬ 
graphic projectors and linoleum. Very 
few.of-us perhaps would like to venture 
an..opinion on the contribution made by 
perfumed- hsisu oil,. lipsticks or playing 
cards ta: th». style, pace and quality of 


living in modern India. But Honourable 
Members will, T am sure, agree with me 
that most of these commodities constitute 
the appurtenances of high .living; excise 
levies on them will have little effect on 
the level of living of the overwhelming 
mass of the community. 

79. For the same reason, I am propo¬ 
sing a levy on ceitain ready-made garments 
which are mostly purchased by the well- 
to-do. However, in order to protect the 
small manufacturers, this levy will be 
confined to ready-made garments manu¬ 
factured with the use of power and sold 
under registered trade marks or brand 
names. As a fuilher concession to the 
small producers, clearances upto a speci¬ 
fied value would be excluded from the 
excise provided the aggregate annual out¬ 
put in the unit concerned does not exceed 
a ceiling. 

80. 1 also propose to introduce an 
excise levy on a number of producer goods 
such as ball and roller hearings, boils, 
nuts and screws, eleclric insulation and 
non-medical adhesive tapes, welding 
electrodes, grinding wheels and motor 
starters, as it is difficult to tax the end- 
products of these items and we are current¬ 
ly losing some potential revenue. The 
rate of duty will be 10 per cent. It is also 
proposed to charge a duty of 10 per cent 
on electric supply meters, typewriter rib¬ 
bons, mosaic tiles, fork lift and platform 
trucks and certain motor vehicle parts 
accessories. Wherever necessary, the into- 
rests of the small producers will be prote- 
cted by a concession similar to the one I 
have mentioned in the context of ready¬ 
made garments. 

81. Four more chemicals are being 
added to the list of excisable chemicals, 
and will be liable to duty at 10 per cent. A 
similar levy will also be imposed on cam¬ 
phor and menthol. 

82. These various measures of new 
excise levies together are likely to yield 
Rs. 15 crores.

83. I now want to announce an 
important new' measure intended to meet 
the cost of the programme for children’s 
health and nutrition. I propose to levy a 
duty of 10 paise per kg. on Maida proces¬ 
sed by roller flour mills in the organised 
sector. This particular flour is visually 
consumed by the richer sections of the 
population and otherwise used in the 
manufacture of sweets; the consumption 
of bread, another item in the manufacture 
of which Maida is used, is again mostly 
eonlined among the higher income groups. 

1 am sure the slight additional expenditure 
which this levy would imply would be 
cheerfully borne by these consumers since 
the resultant revenue of Rs. 7.4 crorcs 
which will accure to the Centre will be 
earmarked for being spent on the welfare 
of children. In addition, the States also 
will receive nearly Rs. 1.8 crores from 
this measure. 

84. I will now reler to a few excise 
concessions which 1 have considered desi- 
rable. To promote the use of minor oils 
in the manufacture of soap and thereby 
reduce our dependence on imported tallow 
and oils, I propose to reduce the inci- 
donee of the duty on soap wherever there 
is certain minimum use of minor oils like 
neem and sal. The rate of duty on sodium 
silicate will be reduced to encourage the 
output of cheaper varieties of soap in 
the small-scale sector. In order to foster 
the greater utilisation of cottonseed oil, 
the existing excise rebate for using this 
oil in the manufacture of vanaspati will 
be increase.! A siimihir concession is 
also proposed to he accorded to rice-bran 
oil. 

85 With a view to providing some 
relief to the small and marginal units 
using powerlooms for nianulacturing 
cotton fabrics, 1 propose to reduce the 
rate of compounded levy on units where 
not more than 4 powerlooms are installed 
from Rs. 50 to Rs. 10 per loom per 
aonum In the case of units employing 
more thin 4 powerlooms, the compounded 
levy will be half of the existing rates. 


The concession at present available to 
independent processors; will be rationali¬ 
sed. There are also a couple of marginal 
concession lor the manufacturers of 
embroidery and leather clothes. 

8(5. All these reliefs and concessions 
together would cost the exchequer around 
Rs. 1.50 crores for the remaining part of 
the year. 

87. This brings me to the end of the 
rather long enumeration of the proposed 
changes with regard to excise duties. 
Taking all the proposals for excise duties 
together, the total yield for the rest of the 
current ilnancial year will be roughly 
Rs. 89 crores for the Centre and Rs. 43 
crores for the States. 

(C) Other Measures 

88. I am afraid, having dealt with 
direct taxes, customs and excises, I am not 
quite through as 1 have yet to propose to 
the Honourable Members a new measure 
which is not quite in the nature of an 
excise levy. This is a tax which I propose 
to impose on foreign travel. The levy 
will be at the rate of 20 per cent ad 
valorem on all tickets purchased in 
rupees ; tickets paid for in foreign ex¬ 
change will be exempt. The only other 
major exemption would be for students 
anc! scientists. The estimated revenue 
from this measure which would come into 
effect from a date to be notified later, 
would be about Rs. 7.0 crores. [ n case 
any Honourable Member feels that I am 
taking away what many airlines have 
graciously offered by way of concessional 
fares, I wish to assure that with the pro. 
posed ad valorem tax, the value of the 
concession in absolute terms would in fact 
be enhanced. 


89. And now l come to the final set 
of proposals I have to announce on behalf 
of my colleague, the Minister for Com- 
muoicatious. Honourable Members are 
aware that Posts and Telegraph branches 
have incurred heavy losses in the past and 
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are anticipated to show a loss of as much 
aa As. IS crores during the current year. 
Both the Tariff Inquiry Committee which 
was set up to examine the rates structure 
Of the Posts and Telegraphs Department 
and the Administrative Reforms Commis- 
sion have recommended the need for 
financial viability and the desirability of 
surplus beihg generated from the operation 
of Posts and Telegraphs. A certain up¬ 
ward revision in tariffs is therefore inesca¬ 
pable. While proposing this revision, we 
have kept in view the problems faced by 
the less affluent sections of society; items 
like postcards, letter cards, aud letters 
have thus been kept completely out of the 
purview of the upward adjustment of rates 
Most of the proposed increases relate to 
registration fees for postal articles, and 
teregraph and telephone tariffs. The 
registration and parcel fees are being raised 
by 5 paise and 10 paise respectively for 
400 grams. There are also minor adjust, 
ments in the charges for telegrams consist¬ 
ing of more thad 8 words as well as in the 
rentals for telephones, teleprinters and 
teles services. The Memorandum detail- 
inag the proposed charges is being circulat- 
e along with the Budget papers. 


90. So far as the Union Budget is 
concerned, the various proposals outlined 
would imply, for 1971-72, additional 
revenue aggregating to Rs. 177 crores. 
The budgetwy gap of Rs. 397 crores I had 
indicated earlier will accordingly be now 
scaled down to Rs. 220 crores. 


91. 1 have now come to the end of 
my labours. Quite candidly, it has been 
for me a difficult Budget to frame. There 
are a wide range of fiscal proposals and, 
in some directions, the impact of the new 
levies cannot but be considerable. Let me 
remind Honourable Members, however, 
that the price rise in the economy has 
been sufficiently disquieting last year, and 
the budgetary deficit must therefore be 
kept within reasonable limits. In addition 
to the obligation that we owe to the 
community to increase substantially the 
size of the Plan and to provide for greater 


employment opportunities, there is, at thl“ 
stage, still the imponderable .factor of the 
developments in East Bengal and the rising 
flood of evacuees, 

92. Fiscal policy, however, is not a 
matter simply, or even primarily, of rais¬ 
ing resources to meet the inescapable 
demands on the national exchequer. It 
must serve larger objectives as well and 
guide the economy in desired directions. 
It must in particular, make a significant 
impact on existing inequalities in income, 
wealth and economic power and reduce 
ostentatious consumption. It is for this 
reason that, in the ffeld of direct taxation. 
I have introduced a number of measures 
whose significance to revenue in the short 
run may not be so great but which are 
vital for the achievement of a just society. 
In the field of indirect taxation also, ob¬ 
jectives such as those of reducing pressures 
on our balance of payments have been 
kept in mind; and care has been taken to 
ensure that only a small proportion of the 
additional burden is borne by the common 
man. 

93. It is hardly possible to claim that 
a new social and economic order can be 
ushered in through budgetary policy alone 
much less through a single Budget. In a 
Budget of this magnitude it is also diffi. 
cult to reconcile all the objectives we have 
set before ourselves But 1 hope I have 
not flinched from the duty of trying to 
meet the immediate and urgent require¬ 
ments while furthering our accepted ob¬ 
jective of a truly socialist saciety.

SINGH) : (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) It is understood that some references 
were made during the discussions to the 
extension of facilities to the Soviet Union at 
Visakhapatnara. 


(c) There is no basis for such observa¬ 
tions. As has already been srated in 
this House, Government extends the same 
facilities to naval vessels of all friendly 
countries including those of the Soviet 
Union at Indian ports including Visakha- 
palnam. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
this was a very responsible seminar where 
experts wire present, and when they made 
reference to these facilities having been 
afforded, it must have been made with some 
sense of responsibility. Could the Govern¬ 
ment say what was the evidence they 
adduced ? They must have referred to some 
evidence on the basis of which they made 
these references in the seminar. 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (V1DISH MANTRI) (SHRI 
SWARAN SINGH) ; This was a seminar 
and we are not aware of any reference or 
evidence which formed the basis of these 
observations, but we know ourselves that 
we have not given any facilities. That I 
think, should be accepted against any refe¬ 
rence with might or might not have been 
made by foreigners. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : May we request 
the hon. Minster to re-statc—he has already 
stated—the policy of this Government re¬ 
garding the activities of the powers in the 
Indian Ocean ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : We have 
taken the view that the big powers should 
leave the Indian Ocean free of tension, free 
of big power rivalries, and free fiom deploy¬ 
ment of nuclear weapons. This has been 
the consensus of opinion amongst the vast 
majority of littoral powers surrounding the 
Indian Ocean. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Has the Government any information as to 
which power has got the largest naval fleet 
jn the Indian Ocean. 
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MR. SPEAKER That is a different 
question. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : It is difficult 

» 

to answer that question because the presence 
of a fleet is something which continues 
changing. 

MR. SPEAKER : It is not relevant to 

this. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 
May I know whether Government has taken 
note of the subversive activities that aic being 
undertaken by China in collusion with Pakis¬ 
tan and that it will have any adverse effect 
on our position in Indian Ocean ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : According to 
our information at present, there is not 
much of Chinese presence in the Indian 
Ocean. 

SHRI B. S. MURTHY: What is the con¬ 
sensus of the opinion at the seminar and 
how does it reflect about India ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : 1 am not 
aware of consensus because seminars are 
seminars, and they seldom try to arrive at 
a consensus. These are academic dis¬ 
cussions. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA ; May I know 
whether the attention of the Government 
has been drawn to the news item appearing 
in today’s Hindus tan Times on the last 
page regarding the presence of Soviet ships 
in the Indian Occean and, if so what is the 
reaction of the Government thereto. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : Soviet naval 
ships do patrol the Indian Ocean and so do 
the naval ships of other countries. In accor¬ 
dance with the so wsll-recognised principle 
of the freedom of the high seas ; there is 
very little that cn be done about it. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : I would like to ask 
a supplementary regarding my statement 
Which has been quoted by Mr. Chavda. It is 
a very important question which affects the 
security of the country. Since the decision 
of the British navy to withdraw from east 
of Suez, there has teen a competition bet- 
;'^ce* the various powers to fill up the 


vacuum In the Indian Ocean. Some photo¬ 
graphs have been brought to me and I 
would like to know If these photographs 
which have been supposed to have been 
taken by the South African Defence Minis¬ 
try probably by the satellites giving the 
bearings—latitude and longitude. 

MR. SPEAKER : How can you rope in 
all these things in this question ? Kindly 
give notice of a separate question. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : The Russian flags 
arc flying all over in the Indian Ocean, but 
so far as the bearing are concerned, they 
particularly point particular region, i.e. Soco¬ 
tra which is a South Yemini port. Will the 
Defence ministry verify the authenticity of 
these pictures ? With your permission, I 
would like to lay them on the Table. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am not allowing it. 
Next question. Mr. Banerjee. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Send the pic¬ 
tures to me. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : I do not have any 
extra-territorial loyalty like him. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : He should 
withdraw it. I have no extra-territorial 
loyalty. I am more loyal to my country 
than the ex-princes. 

They will write to the Britishers, not to 
the Indian Government. 

MR. SPEAKER : That remark was not 
in good taste, if is the same as what the 
hon. member says. You may have some 
very good pictures. You can pass them on 
to the .Minister. You can show it to every¬ 
body, even to me. Now, next question. 

Reduction in work-load in Ordanance 
Factories 

*153. SHRI S. M. BANERJFE : Will 
the MINISTER OF DEFENCE (RAKSHA 
MANTR1) br pleased to state : 

(a) whether some of the workers in 
O rdnance Clothing Factory, Shahjahanpur; 
O rdnance Equipment Factory, Kaaptff i 
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Parachute Facfory, Kanpur and Clothing 
Factory, Avadi are still on idle-time ; 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor : 

(c) the steps taken to step up produc¬ 
tion in these factories ; 

(d) whether giving jobs to private sec¬ 
tor at the cost of these Ordnance Factories 
has been totally stopped ; and 

(c) if not, the reasons for the same ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DEFENCE 
PRODUCTION) IN THE MINISTRY OF 
DEFENCE (RAKSHA MANTRALAYA) 
(RAKSHA UTPADAN MEN RAJYA 
MANTRl) (SHRI VlDYA CHARAN 
SHUKL.A); (a) to (c). A statement is laid on 
the Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) There are at present no workmen of 
idle time in Ordnance Parachute Factory, 
Kanpur and Ordnance Clothing Factory, 
Avadi. However, workmen totalling about 
1040 men. contint e to be placed on idle 
time in Clothing Factory, Shahjahanpur and 
Ordnance Equipment Factory, Kanpur. 

(b) The above incidence of idle time 
has been mainly due to shortage of work¬ 
load on account of decline in the demands 
of the services and partly on account of 
temporary shortage of material. 

(c) The following steps have been taken 
to provide adequate workload to the Cloth¬ 
ing Factories. 

Production has been diversified by 
undertaking manufacture of items like tents, 
durries, etc., for the Services. Efforts have 
been made with some success to obtain 
orders from other Central Government 
Departments and Public Sector undertakings 
for garments/stitched items and further 
efforts are continuing in this direction. 
Efforts are also being made to undertake 
manufacture of readymade garments for sale 
in the country and for export. As regards 
the temporary shortage of materials, suitable 
steps have been taken to speed up supply 
on priority basis. 


(d) No item of Ordnance Factories* 
production has been off-loaded to trade. On 
the other hand, certain orders in respect of 
some items like tents and durries which 
were being traditionally procured from 
private sector have been placed on 
Ordnance Factories with a view to gainfully 
utilise the existing capacity in the Fac¬ 
tories. 

(e) Does not arise, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The statement 

says : 

“There are at present no workmen 
on idle time in Ordnance Parachute 
Factory, Kanpur and Ordnance 
Clothing Factory, Avadi. However, 
workmen totalling about 1040 men, 
continue to be placed on idle lime in 
Clothing Factory, Shahjahanpur and 
Ordnance Equipment Factory, 

Kanpur.” 

May I know whether it is (rue that the 
work which is given to the contractors by 
the Railways and P. and T. is not given to 
ordnance factories, though there is idle 
capacity in them ? What steps have the 
Defence Ministry taken to persuidethe 
Railways and P and T to place orders on 
ordnance factories ? 

SHRI VlDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
We have pursuaded the P and T and the 
Railways to place orders, but as the hon. 
member knows, the railways have their own 
cutting shops and (heir own co-operative 
unions which are composed of the family 
members of ihe railway employees for 
stitching uniforms. But even in spite of 
that, railways have placed some orders with 
our clothing factory. The Dircclor-Oeneml 
of Posts and Telegraphs has also placed 
ordnance factories for about 12 lakhs 
mail bags, we have also approached the 
various departments and Ministries of the 
Government of India who have clothing 
requirements and although we have not 
succeeded to the extent we expected, we are 
setting good response from the Government 
departments and we are soon hoping to 
overcome this difficulty. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : May I know 
whether it is a fact that at present indents 
for tents and durries placed on the rrivate 
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sector although it is mentioned in the 
statement : 

“On the other hand, certain orders in 
respect of some items like tents and 
durries which were being traditionally 
procured from private sector have 
been Placed on Ordance Factories 
with a view to gainfully utilise the 
existing capncify in the Factories.” 

May 1 know whether it is fact that not 
even 50 per cent of the orders are placed on 
tne ordnance factories but an other small 
manufacturers who can put the government 
into trouble in times of need ? Since we 
are facing confrontation with China and 
Pakistan, may 1 know whether the full 
capacity of the ordnance factories is being 
utilized so that there is no idle time and 
no employee is likely to be retrenched in the 
near future ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA ; It 
is not our policy to retrench any worker. 
So, hon. members need not have any worry 
On that score. As far as tents and durries 
being traditionally procured from the private 
sector is concerned, as 1 have already said, 
we have made a beginning with our 
ordnance factories. We have now asked 
the ordnance factories to take up production 
and production of these items has commen¬ 
ced in the ordnance factories. Because the 
production of this item was not so far done 
in the ordnance factories, they had some 
initial difficulties. They are getting over 
those difficulties. As 1 said earlier, we are 
having a very good measure of diversification 
of production in the clothing factories so 
that there is no idle time and the employee 
are fully absorbed in the work. 

Arms to Pakistan from China 

*154. SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Will 
the MINISTER OF DEFENCE (RAKSHA 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether since the out break of the 
freedom struggle in East Bengal; China 
supplied additional arms to Pakistan; 

(b) whether any other country also gave 
arms to Pakistan during the same period* 

WA 


(c) whether China assured Pakistan any 
direct help to her in case of any armed 
coflict with India ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE 
(DEFENCE PRODUCTION) IN THE 
MINISTRY OF DEFENCE (RAKSHA 
MANTRALAYA (RAKSHA UTPADAN) 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI VIDYA- 
CHARAN SHUKLA) ; (a) Yes Sir. 

(b) Government are not aware of 
any other country having supplied additional 
arms during the same period. 

(c) A message was sent on 12-4-71 by 
Premier Chou En lai to President Yahya 
Khan stating that China would “always 
fully support” Pakistan, should India 
commit aggression against her. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : In view of 
the developing ping-pong development 
between USA and China and the keenness 
of USA to give a seat to China in the UNO 
may I know whether the Government have 
drawn the attention of USA to the arms 
supply made by China to Pakistan which 
have adverse consequences upon the freedom 
struggle in Bangla Desh ? May I also know 
whether the recent note of the Government 
of India to the different world powers was 
also sent to China ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
US authorities know the situation fully and 
when they discussed the matter with us all 
the aspects of the question were discussed. 
So, it is not correct to presume that they 
do not know what role China is playing 
in the present crisis in Bangla Desh. As 
far as the Government of India is concerned, 
it has done its best to see that all world 
powers, particularly major powers, are kept 
fully informed of the current situation in 
Bangla Desh. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : May I know 
whether the same note has been sent to 
China also ? I want a categorical answer. 

MR. SPEAKER ; He is mixing up both 
Ministries, Defence and External affairs. 

SHRI ATAL BEHAW VAJPAYEE: 
Both are represented here. 
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THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (VIDESH MANTRl) (SHRI 
SWARAN SINGH) : We have not issued 
any circular of note. I do not know which 
is the note about which the hon. Member 
is asking. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : The Govern¬ 
ment have sent notes in regard to the 
developing situation in Bangla Desh to all 
world powers. I want to know categorically 
whether that has been sent to China also, 
may be in the form of a circular or a note. 

MR. SPEAKER: Your question is about 
the statement by the Chinese Premier. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : It is a very 
categorical question! 

MR. SPEAKER : It is very categorical 
but it is very ambiguous at the same time. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
The question is quite categorical but it does 
note really relate to the question that the 
hon. Member has tabled. If he could ask 
a specific question, a specific reply could 
be given to him probably by the Minister of 
External affairs. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Sir. there is 
one very interesting question that I want to 
ask on a point of order. This question 
relates to the defence Ministry. How is the 
Minister of state for Finance answering it ? 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : He is in 
defence now. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I am extremely 
sorry. I apologise to you. 

My next question is whether it is a fact 
that Pakistan is raising two divisions of its 
armed forces with the help of Chinese arms; 
if so, whether such strengthening of the 
defence forces in Pakistan will upset the 
defence balance between India and Pakistan. 

MR, SPEAKER ; You are getting out 
too much from one simple question. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : That is the 
consequence of the supply of Chinese arms 
to Pakistan. 


MR. SPEAKER ; You are asking 
questions about army division. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : That is directly 
related to this. China is supplying arms to 
Pakistan and what they are doing with 
them we are entitled to know. 

MR. SPEAKER : He may answer only 
about the arms supply. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
It is well known that China has been sympa¬ 
thetic to Pakistan in this matter. They 
have also announced that whatever aid is 
necessary for Pakistan to overcome the 
present difficulties or the supposed or 
alleged threat from India, they will be 
willing :o give that to Pakistan. This 
int'oi .nation we have got and this is what 
has been printed in the newspapers also. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; He did not 
answer my question. I have categorically 
asked whether it is a fact that two divisions 
of additional forces are being raised in Pakis¬ 
tan with the help of Chinese arms; if that 
is so, whethei it will upset the defence 
balance between India and Pakistan. 

MR. SPEAKER : i have declared this 
quesion as not relevant. He is not bound 
to answer that. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : What more 
relevant question could be there 1 cannot 
understand. You should help me. this is 
a very relevant question. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am not going to 
hear you. Shri Swaminathan. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN : 
Arising out of the reply given by the hon. 
Minister I would like to ask him whether 
since the assurance of Chou En-lai to Yahya 
Khan .came after the much publicised Mao’s 
smile, as if the smile had softened the atti¬ 
tude of China, may I know the present 
prosition whether it is sober or tense. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA ; 
It is well know that the relations between 
India and China are nnfriendiy.

MR. SPEAKER : The part (b) is : 

“(b) Whether any other country also 
gave arms to Pakistan during the same 
period; ” 

You are referring to the statement that 
came only today in the papers. 

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE 
(RAKSHA MANTRi) (SHRI JAGJIWAN 
RAM) ; The question is whether the arms 
have been supplied to Pakistan after the 
trouble in East Bengal arose. What the 
hon. Member wants to know is about 
the use of arms supplied by various counties 
before the 3angla Desh trouble started. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : You have not 
gone through the quest ton. It says “since 
% outbreak,,of the freedome struggle in 
Ufa Bengal”, How could 4t be before then ? 


SHRI JAGJIWAN RAM : Let the hon. 
Member have some patience. I am answer¬ 
ring the question put by shri Vajpayee about 
the arms supplied before the outbreak of the 
trouble in Bangla Desh. His question was 
whether these arms are being used for 
crushing freedom movement in Bangla Desh. 
Our answer to the question has been that we 
have no information whether any other natiohs 
have supplied arms to Pakistan after the 
outbreak of trouble in Bangla Desh. I have 
nothing more to add. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Arising 
out of what the hon. Minister said just 
now, will the hon. Minister tell us if he 
has information that—I quote : 

“Testifying before a joint committee 
of the U. S. Congress, Mr. Chester 
Bowles, former U. S, Ambassador in 
India, referred to Pakistan’s efforts 
in recent years to secure additional 
tanks and disclosed that it was the 
U. S. Government which had asked 
one by one “the West Germans, the 
Belgians, the Italians and finally the 
Turks to sell one 100 American tanks 
to Pakistan for a nominal price.” 

There is another thing also—I quote : 

“A member of the United states 
Senate Foreign Relation Committee 
charged yesterday that US supplied 
weapons have implemented and made 
possible the carnage in Eist Bengal 
and called for drastic limits on the 
export of U. S. arms.” 

I would like to know if he has information 
and, if so, what action he has taken in 
this regard. 

% 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
The hon. Minister has already answered 
in reply to question put by shri Vajpayee 
which referred to the arms supplies made 
prior to the uprising in Bangla Desh that 
this is not covered here. The question that 
the hon. Member has asked is about the 
supply of arms since the uprising in Bangla 
Desh. Therefore, this is really not arising 
out of this question. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Arising 

out of what he has stated, the carnage 
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was possible by supply of U. S. arms during 
these disturbances they haye been canvass¬ 
ing other countries to sell arms to them 
for carnage in East Bengal at nominal price. 

MR. SPEAKER : Next question. 

Demand of Drags during Fouth Plan 

*155. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN 

MISHRA: Will the MINISTER OF 
PETROLEUM AND CHEMICALS (PET- 
ROLEUM AUR RASAYAN MANTR1) be 
pleased to state : 

(a) the rate at which the demand for 
drugs is expected to increase during the 
Fourth Plan period ; and 

(b) the steps being taken by Govern¬ 
ment to meet the increase in demand ? 


THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (PETROLEUM AUR RASA¬ 
YAN MANTRALAYA MEN UP-MANTRI) 
(SHRI DALB1R SINGH) ; (a) The demand 
for drugs is expected to increase during the 
Fourth Plan period at the rate of about 8 to 
10 per cent per annum. 

(b) The Development Council for Drugs 
& Pharmaceuticals has given in 1970 certain 
revised assessments of the demand for 
various drugs and pharmaceuticals during 
the Fourth Plan period. These assessments 
are reviewed by Government from time 
to time in consultation with the Directorate 
General of Technical Development and the 
Ministry of Health. On the basis of this 
review, expansion of existing units or 
creation of new capacities is licenced on 
merits after receipt of applications from 
manufactures. Imports are also resorted 
to meet urgent demands wherever necessary. 
Imports of certain essential bulk drugs and 
intermediates are canalised through State 
Trading Corporation. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
May I know whether Government has any 
concept of self-sufficiency and, if so, what is 
the time-horison m which the Government is 
intending to achieve this self-sufficiency ? 


THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
CHEMICALS (PETROLEUM AUR RASA¬ 
YAN MANTRI) (SHRI P.C. SETHI) : Out 
of the total production of, Rs. 250 crores, 
the import content is hardly Rs. 12 crores 
and to that extent we are also achieving self- 
sufficiency as far as this is concerned. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
I wanted to know whether Gouernment 
wants to eliminate it within a foreseeable 
future. That was my question. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI ; As far as the 
production of pharmaceuticals is concerned 
1 would like to tell him that we are not 
so advanced in the research of basic drugs 
and on account of that fact, sometimes we 
have got to import. Also l would like to 
point out in this connection that while we 
arc imparting Rs. 12 crores worth of drugs, 
we are, at the same time, also exporting 
Rs. 8 crores worth of drugs. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
I want to know whether it is within the 
knowledge of the Government that there is 
a serious public complaint that some of the 
medicines being imported by the STC are 
being charged very high prices by the STC 
and some raw materials which have been 
imported by it are lying in the stock 
because they have been in excess of the 
demand. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : When the Drug 
Price control was introduced, certain drugs 
went in shortage and on account of that 
import of certain drugs had to be resorted 
to, through the STC. The drugs which have 
been imported through the STC are pooled 
with indigenous production and are being 
sold to various manufacturers either by 
STC or through 1DPL at pooled prices 
which apply to indigenous production also 
it is likely that on account of high costs of 
indigenous production in some basic drugs 
the price on account of pooling is higher 
than imported price. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
What about the second part of my question ? 
Some raw materials imported by the STC 
are lying in slock because they are in excess 
of the demand here. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : Some basic drugs 
like tetracycline for instance are lying in 
stock because at one time them was shortage 
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but after the import, the indigneous produc¬ 
tion also increased and certain tetracycline 
stock is lying with the IDPL. 

• • 

SHRI SOMCHAND SOLANKI : There 
are certain medicinal drugs which are 
imported from foreign countries ; they are 
converted and sold in different names in 
our country. Due to that there is a big 
gap in prices. May I know from the 
Minister whether Government is going to 
produce such kinds of drugs and medicines 
in this country so that there could be no 
conversion of those drugs and medicines. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : I have said that 
so far as formulations are concerned, 
they are in thousands. So far as the 
basic drugs and the essential drugs 
are concerned which are required in 
our country, I may say, most of them are 
being produced in the country. 

MR. SPEAKER : May I point out 
that during last week, and even during the 
last session, we had not been able to do 
more than eight to ten questions per day ? 
So, I shall be limiting the number of 
supplementary questions to three or at the 
most four or sometimes even less, so that we 
may cover more questions. Those Members 
whose questions do not come up and who 
do not get their turn feel quite uneasy about 
it. So, we shall have to increase the total 
number of questions that we cover. That 
is why 1 have to be strict in many ways, in 
judging the relevancy, in giving lesser time 
for supplementary questions and so on. 
I would request hon. Members not to press 
me very much for supplementary questions, 
because we shall have to cover more 
questions.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : It depends 
on the importance of the question. 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member 
every question so important. Let 


the hon. Members promise me that they 
would not stick to that habit. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: May I 
know whether it is not a fact that the IDPL 
which imported drugs worth Rs. 2,5 crores, 
that is, bulk drugs recently, finds it very 
difficult to sell them because the drug 
manufacturers were not coming forth to lift 
the stocks, although it is a fact that the 
total turnover of the drug industry in this 
country exceeds Rs. 200 crores a year ? It 
is also a fact that the STC while procuring 
these basic drugs does not go in for global 
tender or global enquiries, but enters into 
private negotiations, with the result that 
they pay a much higher price than they 
ought to ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : As far as certain 
basic drugs are concerned, for instance, 
tetracycline, they were imported, and after 
the import, they are lying in stock with the 
IDPL. As regards the basis of the STC’s 
purchases, I have no idea just now. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What 
steps are they taking to dispose of them ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : We arc making 
all possible efforts to sell them. 

Protest Note to Nepal Against Pakistan’s 
Propaganda Against India 

*156. SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : 

Will the Minister of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (VIDESH MANTRI) be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether Government have protested 
to Neppl in regard to Pakistan’s propaganda 
in Nepal against India ; 

(b) if so, the nature of propaganda 
made against India by Pakistan in Nepal ; 
and 

(c) the action taken by Nepal Govern¬ 
ment in this regard ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(VIDESH MANTRALAYA MEN UP-MAN- 
TR1) (SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH): (a) 
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Our Embassy in Kathmandu has taken up 
with the Government of Nepal the anti- 
Indian propaganda of the Pakistani Em¬ 
bassy in Kathmandu. 

(b) The two publications of the Embassy 
of Pakistan in Nepal (“Pakistan Samachar” 
and “Pakistan News”) have been attempting 
to poison the existing friendly relations 
between India and Nepal by making base¬ 
less allegations on the Indo Nepal negotia¬ 
tions on a new treaty of trade and transit. 
The Pakistani press releases also accused 
India of “aggressive designs” against 
Pakistan. 

(c) In reply to our representation, the 
Government of Nepal have stated that our 
representations have been noted and that 
appropriate requests will be made to the 
concerned Mission “not to publicise in 
Nepal any material prejudicial to any conn- 
try friendly to Nepal so that there may not 
be any occasion of misunderstanding of 
Nepal's relations with its friendly countries”. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA: Ate Government 
aware of the firm rapport that is being 
established between Nepal and Pakistan, 
particularly after the protracted trade nego- 
tiasions which did not materialise between 
Nepal and India, and the consequent hostile 
attitude exhibited by the leaders of the 
Government in consonance with the Pakis¬ 
tani propagadda and anti-Indian tirade, and 
if so, what steps are they contemplating to 
take in this matter ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : 
While it may be true that relations between 
Pakistan and Nepal may be friendly and 
they may be growing on friendly lines. But 
there is no reason to believe that our rela¬ 
tions with Nepal are not friendly ; they are 
also very friendly. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : I would like 
to draw the attention to the hon. Minister 
to the hostile statements that were issued 
after the trade negotiations broke, by the 
Minister of Industrial Development of 
Nepal and Shri Kirti Nidhi. Bist also. I 
would like to draw the attention of the 
hon. Minister to the statements of these two 
Nepalese Government leaders. 


SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : May 
I first correct, the hon. Member because 
he has used the word ‘broke’ or 
‘broken down’ ? In fact, the discussions 
and negotiations with Nepal have not 
broken down. Certain difficulties have 
arisen in the discussions and they are being 
sorted out, and we are very hopeful that 
very soon our talks will be resumed. 
As regards the hostile statements to which 
the hon. Member has made a reference, l 
would submit that the Nepalese spokesmen 
expressed their disappointment at the slow 
progress in the discussion, but I do not 
think that those statements can be called 
hostile by any means.

SHR1 B1SWANARAY AN SHASTRI : 
Apart from lodging protests with the Nepal 
Government against Pakistan's anti-Indian 
propaganda there, what positive action 
has been taken by our embassy there, that 
is Kathmandu, to present the real picture 
of happenings in our country ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : Our 
embassy in Kathmandu, through its pub¬ 
licity media, does take action to counter 
Pakistani propaganda and to put the pro¬ 
per picture before the people of Nepal as 
regards the situation prevailing in this 
country. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : We 
are bound by cultural ties with Nepal but 
there may be some shortcomings in our 
policy. That is why Nepal is moving away 
from us. Can the Minister spell out those 
shortcomings ? 

MR. SPEAKER : It is too general a 
question. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Has the Mi¬ 
nister’s attention been drawn to a state¬ 
ment issued in Calcutta and which appeared 
in almost all the newspapers that several 
thousand Nepalese in Dinajpur, Rangpur 
and other districts in East Bengal have been 
butchered by the Pakistan army ? If so, has 
this been brought to the attention of the 
Government of Nepal by our embassy 
there ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : The Nepal 
Government know full well about what is 
happening to their citizens in Bangla Desh 
or anywhere else. It is not for us to tell 
them. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Is it not our 
duty to counteract Pakistan propaganda 
through our embassy there ? Why is our 
erhbassy there if not for doing this duty ? 

, MR: SPEAKER : I have to seek some 
mmedy against the hon. member interrup- 
lag every now and then. In the last Parlia¬ 


ment, I used to get over this by taking as¬ 
pirin, but not this time. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA You should 
also protest our rights. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I would again request 
him not to interrupt every now and then. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I always sub¬ 
mit to you. 

MR. SPEAKER : Do not force me.

Repatriation of Staff of Indian Deputy High 
Commissioner's Office at Dacca 

*157. SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM: 
Will the Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(V1DESH MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Pakistan authorities 
tried to scuttie the measures taken by 
India to evacuate the families of Indian 
Diplomatic staff in Dacca ; and 

(b) if so, the steps taken so far by 
Government to get these Indians evacuated 7 

THB MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (V1DESH MANTRI) (SHRI 
SWARAN SINGH): (a) Yes, Sit, 
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(b) Government is in continuous touch 
with the Pakistan Government over this 
matter. Government has also been in touch 
with the Ambassadors of some friendly 
countries in New Delhi in this matter. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM : May 
1 know whether we still believe that 
Pakistan will stick to diplomatic etiquette ? 
Is it not necessary for the Government to 
take more drastic action with the experience 
we have now gained, and how is it that 
our Government is not even acting on the 
principle of reciprocity, but allowing Mr. 
Masud in Calcutta to go and interview 
those who have opted for Bangla Desh ? 
If you are so tolerant, how do you expect 
your threats to -have any value ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I have no 
information that the ex-Deputy High 
Commissioner of Pakistan in Calcutta has 
gone to the houses of those belonging to 
the original Pakistani Deputy High Com¬ 
mission in Calcutta for the purpose of 
interviews. In fact, that has been one of 
the suggestions made by Pakistan that they 
would like to ascertain by such interviews 
whether those who defected had genuinely 
defected or not. I am not aware of any 
such interview that the former Pakistani 
Deputy High Commissioner in Calcutta 
might have had. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM : Why 
are you ,not intervening those in Calcutta 
when they have intervened our people? Why 
is it we are not acting in reciprocity ? 
What stands in the way ? Why are we 
hesitating ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : Our Deputy 
High Commissioner and his staff have 
ceased to be of any functional character in 
Dacca and similarly the Deputy High 
Commissioner of Pakistan in Calcutta is 
also not working. Our effort is really to 
get out our people and also to send out 
these people, and talks are going on in 
this respect. It is easy to be hard on those 
who are here, but our main objective in 
this should be to get our people out. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : The 
hoc. Minister replied just now that our 


personnel in Dacca working in the Deputy 
High Cammissioner's office have not been 
allowed to function so far. As a matter of 
fact, though the Minister -has not said $0, 
they have been interned, but we find that, 
though the Minister has not said so clearly, 
the former Pakistani Deputy High Com¬ 
missioner in Calcutta has been allowed to 
interview those who are working in the 
Bangla Desh Mission. Mr. Mchdi Masud 
has been given VIP treatment. On the one 
hand our people are not allowed to function 
in Dacca, but on the other hand we are 
given him VIP treatment. Will the hon. 
Minister be pleased to declare him persona 
non grata and immediately extern him 
from Calcutta ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : He is no 
longer the Deputy High Commissioner of 
Pakistan in Calcutta. The office of the 
Deputy High Commissioner has ceased to 
function ihere. You should try to under¬ 
stand the delicacy involved rather than 
pressing the same point again and again. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : My 
question has not been answered. Why is 
he given VIP treatment ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : There is no 
question of any VIP treatment. We are 
committed, according to the Geneva Con¬ 
vention, to give him.... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: In Dum Dum 
he was kept in (he VIP room, as he had 
no place in Calcutta. 

• 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : If he had 
no place in Calcutta, the Government has to 
protect his person, and nobody should 
grudge whatever arrangement we made for 
that. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : He was put up in 
Orissa Bhavau in Calcutta. 

SHRI TRIDIB CAHUDHURI : It has 
been the contention of the Pakistan Govern¬ 
ment that unless Mr. Masud is allowed to 
interview separately their former High 
Commission officials who have declared 
their allegiance to Bangla Desh, they will 
not talk about repatriation, but has it been 
pointed out to them from our side tltt! 
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since the Pakistan Government took the 
decision to close down tbeir Deputy High 
Commissioner's office in Calcutta, Mr. 
Masud has no Ioqus standi and he cannot 
demand the Inrerviews because it is on 
their demand that the Deputy High Com¬ 
missioner’s Office was closed ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : The basic 
question is not whether Mr. Masud should 
interview them. If we take a narrow legali¬ 
stic point as mentioned by the hon. 
Member, the Pakistan High Commissioner 
in Delhi can send some other person to 
interview. That is not the basic point. 
What we have been saying is that we do 
not prevent or come in the way of those 
who have indicated their desire to remain 
in India or to represent Bangla Desh if they 
want to meet Mr. Masud or anybody else. 
It is their concern. What we cannot do is to 
compel them to moot him.

A statement is laid on the Table of the 
Sabha, 

Statement 

According to (he Central Services (Medi¬ 
cal, Attendance) Buies, a Central Govern- 
ment servant can receive medical attendance/ 


treatment in any of the civil hospital, run 
by the State Government without consulting 
Chief Medical Officer. In a case where the 
Central Government servant wiehes to re¬ 
ceive treatment in a specialised institu¬ 
tion, such treatment can only be received on 
a reference from the Chief Medical Officer. 

So far as Punjab is concerned, the 
Government of India have not issued any 
orders prohibiting Central Government ser- 
avnts from directly receiving treatment from 
any civil hospital. No protests have also 
been received from any Government Orga¬ 
nisation. In so far as Chandigarh is con¬ 
cerned, a representation was received that 
Central Governmen t servants should direc¬ 
tly receive treatment from the out-patient 
departments of the Nehru Hospital attached 
to the Post-graduate Institute of Medical 
Education and Research, C.'iandigarh. This 
representation was considered, but was 
not agreed to as there is a civil hospitals 
already functioning in Chandigarh in Sec¬ 
tor 16. 

DR. SARADISH ROY : In view of 
the fact that till now treatment was allow¬ 
ed in the Out-patient Department of the 
Nehru Hospital attached to the Post-gradu¬ 
ate Institute of Medical Education, what 
prompted the Government to withdraw 
such permission ? 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (NLRMAN AUR AWAS 
TATHA SWASTHYA AUR PARIVAR 
N1YOJAN MANTRI) (SHRI UMA 
SHANKAR D1KSH1T) : There was really 
never any such permission given at 
all, and so there is no question of 
the permission having been withdrawn. 
It is a post-graduate institute. In the 
first instance, the Central Government 
servanrs have to go the civil hospital, 
and if there is any special case requir¬ 
ing specialised attention, then with the 
permission of the chief attending there and 
the approval of the Director of Medical 
Services, he can get all the attention and 
treatment there in he Post-Graduate Ins¬ 
titute. 

DR, SARADISH ROY : Government 
servant servants aie facing much difficulty 
in getting permission from such high offi¬ 
cials who are often away on tour and not 
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available, and there is much resentment 
among Government employees. Will the 
Government reconsider their demand of 
allowing them to have their treatment from 
the Out-patient Department of the Nehru 
Hospital. 

SHR1 UMA SHANKAR DIKSH1T : It 
is not in their own interest also. They 
will take much more time they go to the 
OPD of this Institute. I really do dot 
understand what is the difficulty, because 
after OPD, only when they went to enter 
the hospital for specialised treatment or 
clinical and pathological examination, they 
need go to the PG1, but far OPD work it is 
not really necessary. It will take much 
more time for them to do this. The matter 
has been considered in great detail in con¬ 
sultation with all the authorities concerned. 
We can give a second look if you like, but 
I do wot think it will help.

SHRI JYOTJMOY BOSU : The figures 
reveal that the number of applications for 
registration has exceeded 3,000. I could 
not quite catch him. These applications 
are more than one and a half years old. 
Will the hon. Minister kindly tell us why 
there is this unusual delay in disposing of 
these applications, because the allotment 
has not exceeded 460 altogether. This is a 
very deplorable figure. Will the hon. 
Minister kindly tell this House why there is 
this unusual delay in disposing of the whole 
number of registered applications ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUSING 
(NIRMAN AUR AWAS MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI I. K. 
GUJRAL) ; There has not been any in¬ 
ordinate delay about anything. I said that 
3,501 persons were registered in the middle 
income group, and 1 also gave the other 
number for the low income housing scheme. 
Simultaneously, satisfaction is being given. 
For instance, up till now, we have allotted 
421 houses in the middle income housing 
scheme. The othor houses are under cons¬ 
truction ; they are in different stages of 
completion, and we hope to reach full 
satisfaction by April, 1972. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : At first, 
he said that the houses would be sigle- 
storeyed. The price was fixed on that basis; 
that is, the total cost of land in respect of 
a single-storeyed house. You will be 
aware that as soon as you go to the first- 
floor and the second floor, it costs much 
less, apart from the fact that the cost of 
land is also not there. Will the hon. 
Minister kindly tell us why you are wanting 
to levy the same charge for this accommoda¬ 
tion which you had fixed on the basis of 
one floor ? Now, you are selling, delivering 
actually, mulii-storeyed flats. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : I do not think 
his information is correct. In the middle 
income housing scheme, the price varies 
from Rs. 27,000 to 32,000 depending on the 
sector of location, construction and design. 

I would not say that any increase has been 
made. We are selling these houses on a 
no-profit-no-loss basis, i e. cost of construc¬ 
tion plus cost of the land. So far as the 
janata scheme is concerned, which I thought 
my hon. friend would be concerned with, 
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there we are adding an element of subsidy 
by giving the land free. In some categories 
we are even giving 33 per cent subsidy on 
the cost. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; If it is 
a single-storeyed house, the centire cost of 
the land is added, but if it is two or three 
storeyed, the cost of the land is divided, 
into each floor, so that the cost of first and 
second floor is lower. Initially the price 
was fixed for a single-storeyed building, 
including the total cost of the land. When 
they have switched over to the first and 
second floor, why does the price remain 
constant ? 

SHRI I. K. (jUJFAL : Again I do 
not think he is correct. These are indivi¬ 
dual tenements we are giving. It is not 
part of group housing scheme. That is 
different. 
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MR. SPEAKER : The reply is very 
categorical. Next question.

(b) As already stated Government of 
India continues to maintain contacts with 
the P.R.G. of South Vietnam. However, 
they feel that no immediate changes are 
necessary in the representational pattern in 
view of the fluid situation obtaining in 
Indo-China and India’s position as the 
Chairman of the International Control 
Commission. 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA ; Af 
Chairman of the International Control 
Commission, has the Government of India 
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done anything other than maintaining 
connection, namely, sending notes to 
America for the withdrawal of lakhs of 
army men. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH ; The 
question is about recognition of PRG, and 
not about the functioning of the ICC. 

MR. SPEAKER ; He is correct. This 
is about recognition, not about functioning 
of the ICC. 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA : Is the 
Government of India ready to give recogni¬ 
tion in the near future to the PRG of South 
Vietnam ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH ; This 
question has been raised and replied to 
a number of times. The Government of 
India does not propose to recognise the 
PRG at the moment. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEe : T would like 
to know whether the delay in recognising 
the PRG of South Vietnam is due to the 
pressure of the imperialist powers headed by 
the US Government. If not, what is the 
reason ?

This revision has been 
worked out by them on the basis of the 


formula laid down in the Arbitration award 
of Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao. It is this awrd 
that has governed the Price for the five year 
period ending 31. 3. 1971. The Award 
provided for the revision of the price for the 
next period of five years effective from 
1.4. 1971. According to ONGC’s compu¬ 
tation, the well-head price will increase from 
Rs. 50/- to Rs. 80/- per 1000 cubic metres 
of gas and to this would be added a 
premium of Rs. 26/- to recoup the under¬ 
recoveries on well head price for the past 
supplies bringing the revised well-head price 
to Rs. 106 per 1,000 cubic metres. In 
addition there will be charges on account 
of royalty and scles tax and on account of 
transportation where also a premum will be 
added to lecoup past under-recoveries and 
this will dill'er from consumer to consumer. 

(c) Yes, Sir. 

(d) Government have taken the view 
that it would be best if this question is settled 
in discussion between the ONGC and the 
consumers.

4. Vitamin B Complex deficiency. 

(c) A co-ordinated approach towards 
the problem of mal-nutrition is being un¬ 
dertaken by the various Departments of the 
Government. This comprises supplemen¬ 
tary feeding programmes amongst the vuln¬ 
erable sections of the population, production 
of nutritious processed food and its distri¬ 
bution, nutrition education and extension, 
applied nutrition programmes, and treat¬ 
ment and screening of early cases.

5. Production of adequate quantity of 
food of right quality to the extent 
possible.

7. Control of environmental sanita¬ 
tion in order to reduce infection 
which always precipitates malnu¬ 
trition.

When the first batch of 151 Indian ILtj 
pilgrims landed in Jeddah on the 18 January, 
1971, they were quarantined for 2 days as, 
according to revised regulation issued by the 
Saudi Arabian Ministry of Health, all 
pilgrims from cholera-endemic countries 
were required to spend 5 days in a cholera- 
free country. This new requirement had 
not been made known to us earlier. The 
matter was, therefor, taken up with the 
Saudi Arabian Government and as a result, 
the new regulation was withdrawn on 
January 20. Two of the flights which were 
originally scheduled for the afternoon of 
18th January and 20th January had to be 
postponed to the 23rd and 24th January, 
respectively. The remaining flights were run 
on scheduled dates.

THE MINISTER OF STATE (OFFENCE

SIUJKIA) : Mr. Speaker, Sn. on 
Saturday, ilie 2?nd M; y 1*>7| at about 
7.15 A.M. an indiistn.il cmplotce of 
of the Rifle Factory. Ninpore. Shu Hikramut 
Banerjce, v.lio was Hatching in a public- 
bus to the r.ctory for work was 
dragged out of the bus at an intemicdiarv 
bus stop by a gang of mi-creams and I a lady 
slabbed. 

His fellow woikers travelling in 
the same bus brought i.'iu tragic news to 
the Factory and the Factory management 
also immediately inio.u.ied the Naopara 
Police Station netrby to investigate into this 
incident. 

The news of this outrage rapidly 
spread amongst the workers in the Factory 
and at about 8.30 A.M. hundreds of workers 
entered the Office ol the Officer-in-Charge 
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of (he F.ic'ory ami demanded lo know the 
whereabouts of Shri Banerjec. The Officer- 
in-Charge informed (hern t'.at Ike Police 
were investigat’ i; am! l.e , 1 pet ed to bear 
from the Police v!t<ni!v. 

This did not sail !> the worker-, 
and llrcy demundid that the (>!.leei'iii- 
charpe should go with tin m in a procession 
to the Niiopar r Police Sia.’ion. Por-ds’eiit 
persuasion of die (dfieer- m-Charge agai.rf 
this course of nit.m did not i.uecec!. 
Meanwhile, nearly four ihousun.l works-.s 
had slopped work in the. v,ir ons production 
shops and broke otc of ii e Factory in a 
large proix-sino in a disrege.d of t-’e regu- 
lations of seceri’y semen. M my 
of the Ikveio-y includin'*, the Ohiicr..i- 
chatge weie forced out of t!ieir olTiccs *o 
join this procession. 

At about 10.10 A.M. tire, pivccs.don - 
ists smrnundcd the Police Si mi si, he ; ■.» 
unruly, threw brie!.bats on the Police, end 
tried to oven tin the S. at ion. Prohibit* -''y 
order under Section 144 Cr. P. C. w*. al¬ 
ready in fotec in this area and after due 
warning lathi-chares was ordered by the 
Police to disperse the crowd. 

Seven persons were arrested by the 
Police and two bombs were recovered. 

Later, at about 11.30 A.M, about 
1,000 persons reas.cmWcd and obstructed 
t'aiTic by pk'ctn.f barricades on !he Barrack- 
pore Trunx Roa !. The loci! Police 
authorities rushed in a con ingenl of tha 
Central Reserve Po'ice Force by way of 
reinforcement. A’ this stage (he crowd 
startl’d pelting s'oncs/bo'nbs on the CRP 
personnel and die local Police vcMc'cs, 
resulting in injuries to two CRP constables. 
As die si'untion was t e'ting out of control, 
the olficc-in clurgo, Naopara Police Suit ion 
ordeed firing Tiro CR!T fired three round;, 
wlfiih resulted rn th’ dei'h of one perron 
and inmriis to three others. Five more 
persons sustained minor injuries, 

On Mjrrdi”. the ?4'h May IM*71 a 
‘bundh* wes organised in the Barrackpore. 
Baranar.nr area sfn telling ovi r a didunce 
of 12 milts, as a result of which hardly any 
Workers were able to attend (he factories. 


Jn consequence all the four Factories, viz. ; 
Rifle Factory Islmpore, Metal and Steel 
Factory Islmpore, Gun and Shell Factory 
Cossipore and the Ordnance Factory, Dunr 
Dum, remained idle. Although a large 
number cf woiher? turned up on the 25th 
May, very little work is done. This has 
seriously affected production of vital De¬ 
fence Riores. 

Subs-quent to these incidents, the 
officers of the DGOF’s Organisation called 
o.i tire Chief S.-erciary, West Bengal. As 
a re u.t of this discussion, intensive Police 
patrolling had been introduced and addi¬ 
tional Police pickets have been posted in 
this area. I hau* also taken up the matter 
with the Chief Minister and the Chief 
Minister requesting them to stren¬ 
gthen the seem:iy arrang*ments in this 
area. 

SHRI S. M. n,\NRRJF.E : This is nm 
the only incident where one of the 
employees—this time Shri Bikramjit 
Hanoi ice—was dragged out of a public bus 
.rod stabbed to death but there aro so many 
ri-C'd-ms where workers of the Rifle 
Fuc.ory, ishapore, and Metal and Steel 
Factory; Ishapore, ivho are engaged in this 
production of very vital items pertaining 
to defence as explained by the hon. 
Mmis'cr in his statement, wore stabbed to 
death. This strle of affairs is going on for 
a very long time. As President of the All 
India Defence Fniplovces’ Federation I per¬ 
sonally have been taken up the matter 
ami have writTn lo the Chief Minister anti 
Home Minister of West Bengal as also to 
the Union Home Minister and Defence 
Minister m this regard. I have also for¬ 
warded 1 11*5 telegrams is tied by the various 
unions pertaining to (hoc four ordnance 
factories me.itmeed by ihe hon Minister. 

Now, I would like to know whether 
this panicukir re nor. (hat he has received 
is the report of the police authorities of 
West Bengal or of some independent 
agency. ld<e some olficers of the DGOF's 
organ'sat ion or of a Central agency deputed 
to investigate into the whole incident and 
to see whether this firing was necessary and 
w hether the employee, who has been killed as 
a result of the firing, was an employee who 
h id nothing to do with the whole thing and 
who perhaps wanted to go blit could not go. 
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I would also like to know fiom the hon. 
Minister as to what concrete steps were 
taken by the factory authorities that patti- 
cular area —there are Defence Security Corps 
people working in the factory for secuiiiy 
purposes—to safeguard the in'erests of the 
employees against such antisocial elements 
because, as he has aheady mentioned m 
his statement, he was dragged out of a Inis 
by gang of miscreants and fatally stabbed. 
He has not mentioned anythin;., politr..d 
about it ; It cannot be given a puli'',al 
colour as such. 

I would also like to know whether, 
since many workers are involved in it and 
there was a strike by nearly 12,000 

employees of Cossiporo, Ishaporc and Dam 
Dum, he has taken up the matter vvi It the 
Chief Minister of West Bengal and has 
asked him to have a judicial inquiry into 
this so that the guilty persons may be 
brought to book. It is a sad affair which 
is going on in that paiticukir area which 
is hampering defence production. 

1 may mention here that the Rifle 

Factory, Ishapore, is manufacturing the 
most sophisticated arms now and is pro¬ 
ducing them veiy well. Tin's has affected 
production and production is bound to 
be affected more if these employees arc 

likely to be killed. Therefore, naturally, 
l would like to know whether he has asked 
for a judicial inquiry by the State Govern¬ 
ment ; if not whether any senior officer 
will be scr.d either by the Defence MmFvr 
or by the Minister to investigate into 

whole affair. Due compensation should be 
paid to the families of tho.e who have been 
killed. 

SHRI VIDYA Of ARAN SI JUKI. A ; 
We have received the repoit ah; ui th.s 
incident from a senior officer of the 
Directorate General of Oidnancc Fa -lories 
whose headquarters is in Calcutta itself. We 
have also checked up the situation from the 
West B.ngal Government because, a-, the 
hon. House knows, law and order matter 
outside Ihe factory premises rest entirely 
with the West Bengal Government. After 
ascertaining the facts from them I have 
made this statement here in this Heme. 

As far as the desirability or undesir¬ 
ability, the necessity or otherwise of firing 


is concerned, that had to* be decided on 
the spot by the people who were in charge 
of maintaining law and order in the area. 
As the hen. Member very rightly stated 
the situation in this area for some time past 
has been very unsaiistaclmy and several 
murders of defence workers, unfortunately 
have i;den place there. We have been 
taking up this maMer from time to time 
w.di the Wes; Hen;")* authorities.

We hope, as a result of the steps that 
have been taken, (he- siltia'ion will improve 
and tlie dclk.ice s.ores which are vitally ne- 
ce,.sary and the production of which has 
suffered as a consequence of these incidents 
wall again pi«.k up. I can assure the 
Hot!'* lh'! wo oiv s. iecd of ilie seriousness 
of die m ilter. Whencvei it is necessary for 
nnv v.'iui,- oflivr fiom here to go and talk 
with the Wo t B .ngal Government or if i.v 
nccc.s.'.ry for me to g>, we will definitely 
take iif-ee ,sary‘.tens to s-e that atl possible 
action i- tak-n to pievent recuirence of such 
incidents tlieie. 

R1IR1 S. M. BANFRJBi: : What about 
ihe judicial inquiry and the payment of 

compensation ? 

SHR! VIOYA Cl 1 ARAN SflUKLA : 
Generally, wh never steps are necessary to 
prevent recurrence of such things, we take 
up with the West Bengal Government and 
discuss matters with them. As far as the 
matter of compensathm is concerned, we 
are looking into it.

Now if 5(),0(X) 
refugees arc suddenly shifted to Malta, it 
means a change in policy has taken place, 
and if the Minister could not make a state¬ 
ment here his deputy is here and he could 


have come before Parliament and made the 
announcement.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1971-72-GENERAL 
DISCUSSION (Contd.) 

MR. SPEAKER ; The House will now 
take up further discussion on the Railway 
Budget. 

AN HON. MEMBER : How much time 
remains ? 

MR SPEAKER : Don't worry. We 
have still got four hours and 50 minutes. 

If you do not want it, wc can finish it 
today. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJF.E : (Kanpur) : 
The Minister will reply tomorrow ? 

MR. SPEAKER : If you want to take 
the whole time, naturally it will have to be 
so. Now, Shri P. M. Mehta. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I do not want to take 
much time, and therefo r e, I shall confine 
myself to only one point now. This is 
regarding the non-supply of wagons for the 
transport of coal. This is creating a very 
serious situation especially in Bhavnagar, in 
my constituency in Gujarat State. There are 
two textile mill units there, and these mills, 
—The New Jehangir Vakail Mills and the 
Mahalakshmi Mills—are facing acute shor¬ 
tage of coal, and it is very likely that they 
want to close down their working. The 
New Jehangir Vakai! Mills is closing down 
from the 4th June, owing to the non-supply 
of coal. This is the telegram I received 
from them yesterday, Sunday. With your 
permission, 1 would like to read it. It 
says : 

“As per separate telegram 
addressed to Shri Hanumanthaiyaa- 
ji and Shri Ganguliji we have 
coal stock to keep mill running up 
to fourth June against monthly 
allotment thirty seven wagons in 
May only twenty-two wagons 
despatched but we received only 
seven wagons remaining despatched 
wagons no trace. It appears rail¬ 
way intercepted and utilised these 
wagons somewhere which has 
made our position very precarious. 


Western Railway aNt> not supply¬ 
ing liom dump. Request take up 
matter with proper authorities and 
arrange immediately supplies from 
any sources. Otheiwbc mill defi¬ 
nitely dosing tout ill June rendering 
all workers unempii ..ed. Regard¬ 
ing earlier reply to you (>v 
Chairman Railway li urd, a ie 
writing \.>u sep irately as (bey have 
avoided giving you proper explana¬ 
tion.

New Jehangir Vak.ul Mill..." 

Sir, If the on I wagons do not tear!) 
Bhavnagar in time, 2.S00 workers in 
the New Jehangir Vakail Mills will be 
rendeied unemployed. This v.ill adversely 
affected nearly l:>O00 persons in Bh.iva- 
nagar and it will a! o adversely affected the 
general economy 01 the district and the 
Muic. Therefore, 1 would icq ,cst the lion. 
Minister to kindly take up this matter to¬ 
day and issue an order to the concerned 
authorities so that (lie workers may not be 
rendered unemployed and the mills may get 
the coal in proper time. 

Wiih these words, I conclude my 
speech. 

DR- V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary) : Sir, I do not propose to say 
anything about the problet is regarding my 
constituency. But 1 would like to speak as 
an economist, it 1 may, and take the whole 
subject of railways in the context of plan¬ 
ning India’s economic development. 

I find that there has been a steady 
downward trend in the investment in the 
railways which has begun after the end of 
the third Plan. During the first Plan period, 
the investment was Rs. 422 crorcs ; in the 
second Pian, it was Rs. 1,044 crores ; in 
the third Plan, it was Rs. 1,686 crores. 
Now, the investment proposed for the 
fourth Plan was Rs. 1,525 crores. Then, the 
other day 1 was horrified to hear from the 
Railway Minister that there has been a 
further cut by Rs. 250 crores, with the 
result that the investment in the railway in 
the fourth Plan would be Rs. 1,275 crorcs 
against Rs. 1.610 crores in the third Plan. 
When one sees during this period the rise 
in prices that has taken place both in terms 
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of wages and construction material one can 
sec that practically there has been a very, 
very sharp decline in the investment on the 
railways. 

This decline is also linked up with the 
question of traffic estimates, f find dial (he 
fourth Plan document has gi'ni a broad 
estimate of 280 to 290 millions of otigina- 
ting traffic in 197.1-74. 1 could not, there¬ 

fore, understand how the Railway Minister 
in his speech icfeircd to the Railway 
Board's projections as being 265 million 
tonnes. As a matter of fact, when the 
Planning Commission nude their projections 
they made it on tlie basis of the increased 
targets of industriil development, port 
development, etc. and they drew up a figure 
of 280 to 290 millions tonnes. The Railway 
Board estimated 265 million tonnes. 1 
want to know how the Planning Commission 
went above the estimate of the Railway 
Board. Now, Ihe Minister in his speech — 
1 hope he is as unhappy as I am about it— 
says that the freight target has been further 
reduced to 241 million tonnes. I do not 
know the relation of this estimate of 241 
million tonnes to the enormous economic 
development we expect in the fourth plan. 
We are going to have a big break-through 
and the Finance Minister has given a very 
optimistic picture. We have come back 
with a huge majority. The country expects 
a lot. Port traffic is going to increase from 
55 to 77 million tonnes. There are going 
to be more steel plants and more of indus¬ 
trial development. Agricultural production 
is going to increase at the rate of 5 per 
cent. Export production is going to 
increase at the rate of 7 per cent per year. 
How do these various targets of our plan 
fit in with this drastic reduction that the 
Minister announced in the traffic projections 
and plan outlay namely, a. cut of Rs. 250 
crones ? 1 hope 1 will not be called un¬ 

charitable, but I wonder if this cut has 
anything do with another Rs. 250 crorcs 
which Government wants fore some other 
thing, for which, they do not want to get 
extra money and therefore, they have 
sprung upon the railways and taken away 
Rs. 250 crores, I am not saying it is so, 
but I am just wondering whether it is a 
possible explanation. I hope when the 
Railway Minigtor replies he would explain 


to the House the logic of the freight esti¬ 
mate, the logic of the plan outlay and the 
relation of the investment or various targets 
set out in the plan of economic develop¬ 
ment. 


The second topic I would like to take 
up is the financial position of the railways. 
I want to draw the attention ot the House 
to the steady deletion'ion which is taking 
place in (lie pioporlion of working expenses 
to gross traffic receipts, l-rom an all-tinu. 
low ol 74.4 per cent in I9 hJ-(> 4, the propor¬ 
tion of working expenses to cross trail ie 
icecipls has now reached 84.8 per cent. 
Not only that. Since 1965, the net surplus, 
i.c. Ihe net ro'.enue minus the dividend 
which the railways have to pay to general 
revenues, j,as been falling steadily. The 
net surplus has not been a net surplus but 
a deficit though the Railway Minislcr calls 
it a net surplus and then puts a minus mark. 
I do not blame him for that because that 
is the tradition of the Railway Minister. 
The net surplus has become a net a deficit, 
beginning from 1965-66 when it was Rs. 18.3 
crorcs. After 1965-66 there was no real 
net surplus and the deficit during the 
current year is Rs. 33.1 crores. This is 
something to which the House has to pay 
serious attention and I shall presently make 
a suggestion about it. 

A major reason for this fall has been 
the big rise in the ratio of working expense. 
There is one ihing to which 1 would 
like to draw' attention because 1 did spend 
some time on it. Now f have more time 
at my disposal, 1 have gone through all 
the explanatory memorandum and all the 
notes. 1 find that this figure of 84.8 per 
cent, which is the overall average, really 
conceals a big differences in the position of 
the working expenses ratio in the different 
railway systems. I find, for example, that 
there arc four railways in this country, namely 
Eastern, North Eastern, North East Frontier 
and Southern Railways-- 1 have got all the 
figures but l do not have the time to give 
them—these four railways together account 
for a total capital at charge of nearly one- 
third of the total railway capital ; they 
account for more than Rs. 1,034 crores, 
On these four railways the ratio of working 
expenses to traffic receipts is 100 per cent. 
It is highly important that the Railway 
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Minister should ask the Railway 
Board and he should ask his railway 
officials to give to this House a proper ex¬ 
planation ; it is no good palming out over¬ 
all Figures and putting these figures in the 
explanatory memorandum. Tim House 
would be very much inleresied to I.now 
from the Railway Minuter, either durini the 
course of the reply or at a later stage, wli.ti 
are the reasons for this difference in the 
ratio of wot king expenses. I find, for 
example, that in the Western Railway the 
percentage is 77.8, in Smth Eastern 70 •) 
while in the case of North East Frontier 
Railway it is 140 8 per cent. It seems to 
me that it is very important that this matter 
should he gone into in detail and explained. 

Trom I his- increase in the working 
expenses we can obviously see the unecono¬ 
mic character of the railway loans in 
financial terms. li is my feeling that the 
burden of the 1965 Railway Convention is 
hanging at the back of (he Railway Ministry 
like the Old Man of the Sea. Hn\ the Rail¬ 
way Ministry is not able to gel rid of it. 
When this Convention Marled the railways 
vo re in a good position and so the Convention 
said- 5,5 pet cent of the capital at charge at 
the end of ls>t>4 and 6 pci cent on further 
additions to the railway capital should In¬ 
fixed as divided I Hat must be paid by the 
Indian Ruilwavs as contribution to the 
general revenues. That was on the assump¬ 
tion that the railways would keep on 
making surplus. In fact, the House wmild 
he interested to know that the railways have 
not been getting enough rev-rue to meet 
this dividend and government have to lend 
money to the railways, Rs. 80 crores during 
the last three years, in order to get the divi¬ 
dend. What kind of accounting or finineial 
procedure this is, 1 fail to understand. 
Government have alteady lent railways 
Rs. 63.2 crores for the development fund. 
It seems to me that the railways obviously 
need for a frcsli look and a downward 
tevisioti is imperative in regard to the obli¬ 
gation laid on the railways for contribution 
to the general rm ernes. 

We must also remember that in no 
country in the world is the railways making 
profits. The time has gone when the rail¬ 
ways were regarded as a profit-making 
industry. Now railways are an essential 
and important instrument and tool ef econo¬ 
mic development. The development of the 


steel industry, the development of coal, 
the development of our experts, the 
tremendous increase in bulk trade, 
the container traffic, alt 'these require 
that the railways should be used as an 
instrument of economic development and 
not turned as a money earning agency. [ 
am sorry for the Railway Minister : I do 
not blame him for the kind of rise- in 
freights that he has conic before the House 
with We have already seen in this morning’s 
papers that the Chairman of the Hindustan 
Steel company has said that on account of 
the rise in freight he is going to raise the 
price of steel. There is going to be a ri«e 
in prices. 

Railways freight is not the best wav of 
bringing about an mcivise in revenue. We 
want our exports to go up ; vve want our 
pi ices to remain at least stable if not go 
down and we want to economic development. 
It se, ms to me, therefore, that this whole 
sublet needs to he gone into thoroughly 
and I would like to suggest for the cotisi- 
dermion of the R.iilwav minister dm! this 
House that the time has come when we 
should have a parliamentary committee to 
go into (he subject of Indian Railways in 
their ent rely—what is the role of Indian 
Railways in economic development, what 
should be their investment, what should he 
their contribution to the revenues, what is 
their rcl.itionship to all the other Plan 
targets. A proper railway policy; not an 
isolated commctcial venture policy hut a 
proper railway police, from the point of 
view of economic development needs to be 
enunciated and f would beg of (his House 
to consider this suggestion for a parliamen¬ 
tary committee to he appointed to go into 
this whole subject and make its report to 
this House. 

One last word and I have done. I 
would like to commend, if I may, the 
programme which the Railway Minister has 
placed before the House for instant employ¬ 
ment. I do not know if he used that phrase 
when he made his speech, but when I read 
his speech the headline was “Instant 
Employment.” I was immediately reminded 
of instant coffee, instant tea, instant id/ is 
instant dosais. I think now these are the 
days of instant solutions and the Railway 
Minister has given a solution for instant 
employment. But I must say, his solution 
is a good solution. 
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We all know —I knew as Minister 
of Transport—what tremendous obstacle 
level crossings from in road transport and 
how they send up the cost of road transport 
and goods, apart from expenses and all 
that. Therefore, if 41,000 level crossing are 
taken up for ova - —or under-bridges, accord¬ 
ing to his estimate of 400 persons including 
engineers who will be employed for each 
level crossing for six to nine months—let tis 
take the cmv-crvaiiv; figure of six months— 
that will give i mplo’mtnt to 8.2 million 
persons. If you have a programme spread 
over a period of eight years for doing all 
these level crossings, you will be able to 
provide employment to 1 million people 
every year and this employment will be 
spread all over I he country. Every district 
and every taluka has got level crossings. It 
gives employment both to the educated and 
to the uneducated people. I would like, 
therefore, very strongly to commend to the 
Finance Minister and to the Prime Minister, 
who have provided Rs. 75 crorcs in this 
year’s Budget for employment and arc 
proposing to provide Rs. 75 crores each 
year for employment programmes, that this 
is a very practical, economic and productive 
method of getting value for the money 
spent and, at the same time, of creating 
employment. 1 hope, therefore, that the 
instant solution suggested by the Railway 
Minister will be accepted by his colleagues, 
if not instantly, at least before this Budget 
is finally passed. 

SIIRT K. RAMAKR1S1INA REDDY 
(Nalgonda) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, i represent 
Nalgonda parliamentary constituency in 
Tclangana region of Andhra Pradesh. 
Nalgonda is a very backward district. 
There are no adequate industrial communi¬ 
cation facilities. Even to the district head¬ 
quarters there is no Railway connection 
except only in one Bhongir taluka. For the 
past 50 yeats wc have been asking for a 
railway line at least to connect with the 
district headquarters. At last in the year 
1968, the Railway Board ordered survey 
from Nadikudc to Secunderabad, which 
connects Nagarjunaiagar Project and Nal¬ 
gonda District headquarters. The Southern 
Railway authorities have surveyed and they 
have sent the-report in September 1970. In 
4pjte of it the Railway Board or the 


Government have not taken any action j n 
this regard. There are no technical hurdles 
in this line. I request the hon. Railway 
Minister to pay his attention to it and see 
that this line is sanctioned. It is the cheapest 
line. It covers 150 kilometres and 
costs only Rs. 12| crores. The return will 
be 12.42 per cent. 

Not only this, by this mighty Nagarjuna¬ 
sagar Project after completion, more than 
36 lakh acres of land will be irrigated. The 
potentiality in this area will be increased 
and more than 12 lakh tonnes of foodgrains 
and 50,000 tonnes of sugar will bs available 
annually. If you calculate the approximate 
value of all this, it will be more than 
Rs. 100 crores. For getting the markets for 
all these foodgrains and sugar, it is but 
necessary that the abo*e mentioned railway 
line should be opened. 

As mentioned above, in Nalgonda 
district except in Bhongir taluk, there is no 
railway link. Near Bhongir there is a 
Raigi Railway station which is near to the 
Yadgir temple which is considered the 
second famous temple in the southern area. 
Thousands of pilgrims will be going there. 
At first, the railway gate was on the Kazipet 
side. It was then changed towards 
Secunderabad side. On road to Yadgir 
temple there is a tank which is on a high 
level. The adjacent lands are on the other 
side which are on lower level. The farmers 
are not in a position to manure the fields. 
It is but necessary that the old gate should 
be re-opened so that the problem of the 
village people fheie is solved. 

Hyderabad and Secunderabad are twin 
cities covering 100 square miles. There is 
a broad guage line, Nampali to Secundera¬ 
bad and metre-guage line from Fallaknuma 
to Secunderabad. This area needs more 
suburban circuit trains to fulfil the needs of 
the people of the twin cities of Hyderabad 
and Secunderabad. This is also a big city 
like Bombay, Madras. I hope the hon. 
Minister will do the needful jn this 
connection. 

In Hyderabad city, the Santnagar is an 
industrial area. There is no over-bridge on 
the Railway gate due to which, for hours 
together, thousands of people have to wait 
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(here. Unless and until an over-bridge is 
built in the Saptnagar industrial area, there 
will be hardship to the people of that area, 
1 would request the hon. Minister to pay 
attention to this also. 

Nizantabad and Ramagundum are the 
industrial areas. Nizamabad is the district 
headquarter and very large quantities of sugar 
are produced there and in Ramagundam, there 
is a thermal station and an important centre 
for coal production. These are both indus¬ 
trial areas. There is no rail link available 
between these two places. There should be 
a rail link to connect these two 
places so that the distance between these 
two is shortened. 

Moreover, when the Nizam’s Railways 
merged with the Indian Union Railways, 
there was a surplus fund of Rs. 6 crorcs 
at the disposal of the Nizam’s Railways, 
An assurance was given that this surplus 
money available would be utilised for the 
purpose of new lines in that area only. 
I am now suggest ing to the hon. Railway 
Minister that they can utilise this fund also 
in addition to other funds for opening of 
the new lines in this area. This will 
facilitate the Railway authorities in starting 
the works at the earliest. The whole of 
Telengana is backward area. So, an 
immediate attention is needed there. 

Lastly, there is the Dakshin Express 
which runs between Delhi and Hyderabad. 
It is said that it is exclusively for Hydera¬ 
bad, but it is rot so. It is a link railway 
line for the southern area. The bogey of 
Madras will be linked at Kazipet. I request 
that it should be electrified. 

With these words, I hope, the hen. 
Railway Minister will pay special attention 
to the suggestions that I have made.

SPEAKER : Only 2 hour more, 
and the list given by the Minister of Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs is rather unusual—it con¬ 
tains 50 Members from Congress benches.

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I may 
submit to ihe House that I am not merely 
Minister for my party but I ha\o to take into 
confidence all the Members of the House 
and reply io the points that they have made. 

MR. SPEAKER : You can take the 
whole time and make my work easier ! 
Mr. Ci. M. Stephen. You may just start 
and continue after lunch. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha) ; Mr. Speaker, Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am very sorry you 
will have only 5 minutes. You may conti¬ 
nue after lunch. Don’t go for lunch ; try 
to think of each and eveiy thing.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1971-72—GENERAL 
DISCUSSION- Contd. 

Mr. DFPUTV-SPEAKER : Shri C. M. 
Stephen may now continue his speech. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : I am not to 
continue, but I am just beginning my 
speech. 

Wc have pot a deficit budget before us. 
Deficit budget have become so much the 
order of the day that nobody will be 
surprised by the deficit character of a 
budget. But as far as this budget is 
concerned, J am really surprised over the 
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deficit character of it, not because of the 
bigness of the deficit but because of the very 
smallness of the deficit. 

The question that arises before my mind 
is this. For a huge venture like the Indian 
railways with a capital investment of about 
Rs. 4000 crores and with a turnover of over 
Rs. 1000 crores per year, was it really im¬ 
possible for the railways to present before 
us a budget which was balanced ? Was it 
really impossible for the Railway Minister 
to cover this small deficit of Rs. 6 crores ? 
When the interim budget was placed before 
us, there was a deficit of Rs. 33 crores or 
so. To my mind, sufficient has happened 
in the country to warrant an optimistic 
forecast and put forth an estimate of income 
which was higher than the interim estimate 
by certainly mote than Rs. 33 crores. This 
Rs. 33 crores has been attempted to covered 
by some increase in fares and freight, but 
even then Rs. 6 crores have been left un¬ 
covered. 

The question is : is this deficit budget 
a matter of inevitability or a matter of 
railway budgetary policy ? 1 refuse to 

believe the former, it is not like the 
general budget where you raise taxes and 
there is a limit. Bui for the railways, with 
nine zones, it would not have been im¬ 
possible to raise their estimate of income 
by, say, a crore of rupees per zone. For each 
of the zones, it would certainly have been 
possible to do that. 

The Minister has told us that after the 
interim budget was presented, he had dii- 
cussions with the General Managers. I do 
not know whether he discussed this question 
with them, was this dealt with only by 
the budgetary wing of the Railway Board 
or did it really figure in the discussions with 
the General Managers. Was it indicated to 
the GMs that their promised income could 
be raised by one or two crores. It could 
have been done, it should have been done. 

I say this deficit is an absolutely un¬ 
necessary exercise in atitbmetic. The 
purpose is clear from the observations made 
by the Minister in the course of his speech. 
He had a lot to say by way of the railways 


having to bear the social burden, the burden 
of the staff expenditure, increase in salaries, 
the enhancement of working expenses and 
all that. All this is absolutely unnecessary 
and unavailing to dwell on because these 
butdens are inevitable ; the railways will 
certainly have to carry these burdens. It 
will be a far cry for the railways to expect 
that they can cut down the expense with 
regard to staff salary. The handbook given 
to us shows that tho staff expenses on the 
Indian railways is lower than the staff 
expenses which form part of the overall 
working expenses of other railways. There¬ 
fore, this wail is unavailing, and will not 
take us anywhere. 

May I put another aspect before the 
Minister ? In the explanatory note is given 
a comparative table which shows that during 
1950-51 the investment was Rs. 827 crores 
and the gross receipts Rs. 263 crores ; in 
1971-72 the corresponding figures are 
Rs. 3,472 crores and Rs. 1,044 crores. 
Here one picture emerges. The percentage 
of gross income to capital at charge is in 
1950-51 is 32 ; today it works out to 30 
only. 1 am not concerned about the net 
income ; l am concerned about the gross 
income. In 1960-61 the percentage was 
34. If the same percentage that is, 32. 
could be maintained in 1970-71, the income 
has got to be Rs. 1,111 crores. It is not a 
far cry ; it should have been possible to 
bring the figure up to what 1 have indicated. 

If the figures are worked out, the comp¬ 
laint about working expenses is absolutely 
unavailing. In 1950-51, it was 79 99 per 
cent. Today they say it is 84 per cent on 
the basis of Rs. 1,044 crores. If the return 
were to be raised to the level of 32 per cent 
of.the total investment namely, Rs. 1.111 
crores, you will find that the working 
expenses keep in line with the 1950-51 level. 
That is to say, if the income is Rs. 1,111 
crores, the working expenses will be just 
79.8 per cent. It was 79.8 per cent before, 
it would be today 79.8 per cent. Therefore, 
the snag is not about the staff expenditure 
going up. The snag is that the railways 
are not able to utilise their capacity fully. 

According to the calculations they have 
given, freight and passenger rates have gone 
up. With 1950-51 as 100 or the base, in 
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1970-71 the index figure was 166. Neverthe¬ 
less, your income has come down from 
32 to 30 per cent, and you are complaining 
that the working expenses are mere. That 
is putting the cart before the horse. The 
aim has got to be to increase the earnings 
to Rs, 1,111 crores. 

The Railway Board have got their own 
formula. They calculate that the Southern 
Railway must give so much, the Western 
Railway must give so much and so on. 
The General Managers and Divisional 
Managers are not taken into confidence. 
That targets come to them from above. Let 
the Railway Board calcalata'c but the 
General Managers must be called in and 
must be asked if they can raise so much 
revenue. Further, if they are taken into 
confidence, they will be committed to it, 
and they will go ahead with achieving the 
target. 

What is necessary today is not only 
exploitation of the scope which is every¬ 
where. That is not being done. But there 
are gold mines in this country which 
you are not tapping. If this is done 
intensively, this problem can be solved. 
Therefore, the balancing of the budget may 
not be attempted by the Minister by cutting 
down the number of posts of the stuff, by 
not recruiting people when there are 
vacancies, by curtailing increase in salaries, 
which is absolu'cly not possible. No wage 
freeze is possible. You will not be able to 
cut down the staff. In 1966-67 the staff 
employed was 13.65 lakhs ; in 1969-70 it 
was only J3.57 ; which means that you 
have reduced the staff strength in the cnirse 
of these two years by 8,000. There is 
another point. While the passenger train 
operating costs have gone up 70 per cent 
and goods trains operating cost by 109 per 
cent, the increase in expenditure on staff 
has gone up by only 48 per cent. Therefore, 
the difficulty is not that the working 
expenses have increased because of the staff, 
the difficulty is that the capacity is not 
fully utilised. How is that to be done ? 

I do not know what is happening 
elsewhre, but l know what is happening 
in my S ate where the density of population 
is about 1,400 per square mile. It is an 
area where industrialisation is coming up 
and high-rated goods traffic is available. 


A real gold mine is there., but it is not 
being tapped. The total length of railways 
there is 888 k. m. whereas, on the basis of 
population, it must be 2,250 k; m. or some¬ 
thing like that. There is shortage of 1,500 
k. m. That is to say. Kerala is completely 
a suburban area, if I tiny say so, there is 
no village system. The whole Stale intensely 
populated. If you can cover the State 
vvi'h a crisscross of railway I in as and tap 
the possibilities, you will be getting a 
veal income from tint am Nothin?, is being 
done One metre gauge line and a small 
stre cli ot broad gauge line is there, liven 
that is not utilised. Condemned wagons 
are coming ; condemned bogies arc coining ; 
condemned engines are given. There is no 
workshop there. There is no store establish¬ 
ment there. Tucre is no divisional head¬ 
quarters there. Nothing at all. It is an 
appendage of something else. I am only 
giving an instance to show how it should 
be the endeavour of the railways to find 
out the areas where you can raise your 
income ; that endeavour is not being made. 
Investment must be on that basis. That 
is not being attempted. 1 am instancing 
Kerala only for that purpose. The problem 
has got to be approached tint way. 

Kerala can cortiinly claim, the Ratlwdy 
Board will concede, the Southern Railway 
will concede tint those lines are the most 
remunerative than all the others, and in the 
Souihern R ml wav, with all the divisions 
put tog^'her, wc arc giving a greater income 
from thill area than all the divisions. But 
it is not being expanded. 

Then again, take another eximplet’i 
A wo: dance of waste, there must be. But 
what is now being done ? The entire sout, 
is being run on steam engine. Of courses 
tli.-re aic certain diesel engines. What is 
th; rneaivng of tba 1 ? Goal must come 
from the north. About 2.500 tonnes of 
coal are to be consumed per day. 225 
wagons have got to be moving to the south 
through the whole distance from the north. 
Coal costs Rs. 60 iri the north; it costs Rs. 
90 in the south. It has to travel dawn the 
whole area. The entire railway track is 
used for that purpose. Therefore, disl icition 
takes place. The wagons which could have 
otherwise been utilised, are not being utilised. 
What l am saying is this. Supposing you 
diselise that area intensively. There are

some diesel engines now. Let that area be 
more intensively dieseliscd. There will be 
saving on the tracks; there will be saving on 
coal; there will be saving in the expenses, 
and there will be better hauling. As against 
the steam engine, with diesel, you can put 
20 bogies, and you can haul more people and 
goods there with the use of diosel engines. 
More lines and more engines could be utilised 
there. That is the sort of calculation which 
has to be done; but that sort of calculation 
is not taking place with respect to that area. 

One more point and l will finish. What 
is the policy of the railways with respect to 
catering to the needs of the travelling public? 
The Railways function in such a national 
framework that somebody else cannot fulfil. 
What I mean is, connecting long distances, 
city to city, can bo done only by the railways. 
Transporting masses of people through short 
distances can be done by the buses; the cars 
can do that also. But transporting men and 
material over thousands of miles, say from 
Madras to Delhi,-lhe buses cannot do that. 
It is only the Railways that can do that. 
These things should be properly scheduled. 

In this matter of scheduling, may I point 
out one instance? From Trivandrum, a 
train come to Mtdias. The passengers in 
that trian are coining to Delhi. The train 
comes to Madras say, in the evening, by 5 
O’Clock. But by that time, one hour earlier, 
the train for Delhi would have left. That 
is the sort of scheduling that now exists. It 
is not by accident. The passengers get sluck 
up there; it causes great inconvenience to 
the whole lot of people; ha« nothing is 
provided for them, they take to something 
else. This is the sort of dislocation which 
takes place in the matter of scheduling. 

Sir, 1 am finishing with one more 
observation. Even income may be raised, 
and it can be raised. If income can be 
raised, if proper re-scheduling takes place, 
if waste can be avoided in those places where 
the areas can be spotted out and exploitation 
takes place intensively in those areas, if the 
operation is chalked out by the Divisional 
Superintendents and the General Managers 
together who are to execute it, things can be 
improved. 'That way, there can certainly be 
a remedy. This situation can certainly be 


remedied. The remedy is not in cutting 
down anything; (be remedy is not in raising 
the income; the remedy lies in an intensive 
exploitation of the whole area. The remedy 
is in avoiding waste. The problem before us 
is not appalling. It is promising.Only the 
Minister must accept this policy, not to pre¬ 
sent a dificit budget, but to present a budget 
which is the reverse of it. 

With these observations, l conclude.

SIIRl J. B. PATNAIK (Cutiack) : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker. Sir, as the nation’s largest 
commerciai-aim-iiiuustriol underiaking the 
railways play a key-roie in our developing 
economy, It is not enough, tlicrefore, that 
the railway Minister dies laigely to wipe 
out the big deficit. 

It is true that a vast uanspori system in 
which so much public money is invested 
should iK't run at a loss and the hon. 
Railway Minister Ins done a good job in 
seeing to if that U docs not, but what the 
country wants of a railway budget in the 
present context is as 10 how far it offers 
employment opportunities to our people ami 
bring new area;, u.idcr the pale of the 
nation’s increasing commercial and indus¬ 
trial activities. 

In this respect the Budget preesnts a 
drab and disappointing picture. First, the 
reduction of the Plan outlay for the year 
creates an adverse psychological effect on 
the public and. secondly, the hon. Minister 
shows the direction for vast possibilities of 
employment but has taken a very small 
step in this regard. He says that conver¬ 
sion of fhc smaller gauge system 
in to broad gauge system offers 
immense possibilities of employment, but 
wbaP ho provides for in the Budget is 
only Rs. 15 crorcs though this would 
entail a cost of Rs. 2000 crores. If this would 
be the pace of conversion, it would take 
133 years to reach our desired goal offering 
very little possibilities of employment. 

Then, the hon. Minister holds out great 
cmpoiyiuent possibilities in construction of 
over-or under-bridges on 41,000 level cross¬ 
ings existing in our country. But, here 
again, he promises only Rs. 10 crores. That 
also becomse uncertain when he awaits the 
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proposals of Sate Governments in this 
regard. 

SHR1 HANUMANTHA1YA : It is noi 
vetting from State Governments. According 
to rules, they have to bear 50 percent of the 
cost. 

SHR1 J. B. PATNA1K ; If one looks to 
the record of the Railways for the last ten 
years, one finds that the employment 
possibilities it officers to the people is really 
very scanty. With a capital of P.s. 4 000 
crores and an annual budget of Rs. 900 
crores, the railway offer employment facili¬ 
ties to less than 3,000 people a year. This 
is not expected from the nation’s largest 
undertaking. 

Now F come to the more important 
aspect of the part that the railways out to 
to play in the removal of regional disparities 
and bringing in of new areas of develop¬ 
ment under its wings. I would confine 
myself to only one point, namely, opening 
of vast mineral bearing areas, particularly 
areas rich with iron ore, and connecting 
them with the nearest ports. In Cuttack, 
Sundergarh and Keonjhar districts of Orissa 
lies such a rich iron ore belt. An official 
mineral survey of the area arrives at the 
figure of 8,000 million tonnes of iron ore 
desposits. This vast desposit would not 
only feed several new steel plants in this 
area and out side but would also boost our 
country’s export trade. 

We have a big customer in Japan whose 
requirement would be 150 million tonnes of 
iron ore a year by 1973-74. We could 
reasonable meet 20 to 30 per cent of this 
requirement. Our iron ore production, so 
far as the figures for 1969 are available, is 
29.2 milliones tonnes. So, if we want to 
boost up our foreign trade, we must double 
this figure. 

An estimate made by a sub group of the 
Planning Commission in this regard said that 
with an investment of Rs. 235 crores for 
export of iron or to Japan. India, could earn 
foreign exchange to the tune Rs. 555. crores. 
Thus, not only would we cover this invest¬ 
ment of Rs. 235 crores but we would make 
a profit of Rs. 300 crores in this regard. 
This investment certainly includes opening 
of new railways lines. 
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This iron ore hell in Oftssa shoul be 
connected wiih the nearer part ot Paradip 
by two alternative lines—one Taleher- 
Bimlagarh line wiih extension to Loira 
valley and the other Jukhpura-N.ivugurii 
Bansapam line. Any one of the two aher- 
native lines would shorten the distance 
between Paradip and Kouikela In jso 
kilometres, besides connecting Rourkcla 
directly wiih the Slate capital. Now there 
is a circuitous winch passes through two 
other slates and extends over 750 kilomcres 
between Rourkela and Paradip. 1 plead with 
all the emphasis at my command that the 
Railway Minister should give it th*. top 
priority it deseixes. I am quiiu sure, with 
his capacity lor sweet persuasiveness, which 
lie has empty demonstrated to this House 
in his pioposals for increase in passenger 
fares and height rates, he would overcome 
ail the bottleneck''. ;>nd noes with which our 
bureaucracy is tiin.hir and earn the gKttilutc 
of a State which is pleading for it for the 
Iasi ten years. Sir, I have got a few sub¬ 
missions to make. There are two small- 
gauge rail lines Rupsa Talbund and 
Nuapnra-Gunapvr lines. A traffic Survey 
Team of the Railways have recommended 
that Rupsa-Ta’bund line should be converted 
into a broad-gauge huge line and Nuapara- 
Gunapur line should immediately be 
rehabilitated so that trains could run with 
50 Km. speed. 

Then, Sir, the D. V. K. Railway which 
has been opened up .since the last two years 
serving two States of Orissi and Andhra 
Pradesh does not entertain passenger traffic 
Besides, a vast area in Koraput district, 
remains neglected though it has a big 
factory and vast mineral licit. 


With these words, 1 support the Railway 
Budget. 

SHRI SANJEr'.Vl RAO (Kakinada) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, at the outset l 
want to congratulate our Railway Minister 
for presenting such a balanced Budget in 
spite of the heavy odds. No doubt, he is 
justified in increasing the fares. But the 
point is whether the common man can afford 
to cope up with the increased fares. 

The hon. Minister has himself informed 
us that the railway finances have started 
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falling from 1964 onwards. So, we have 
to consider whether the traffic can withstand 
and bear the increased fares. I request the 
hon. Minister to think dispassionately and 
find ways and means of increasing the 
finances to cover up the deficit Budget by 
increasing the efficiency and not by increas¬ 
ing the fores. 

To start with, he must take effective 
steps to check the tickctless travel. I am 
told that as much as Rs. 25 crorcs are being 
lost every year due to this reason. Apart 
from ticketless travel Rs. 12 crores are being 
spent on replacements and maintenance. 
The anti-social elements remove apparatus, 
instruments and fixtures. Above all, I wont 
that he should improve the efficiency 
of the Railways. 1 do agree that the 
, Railway authorities uie having difficulty in 
running trains due to tiie removal of over¬ 
head lines in tin Eastern sector and the 
disturbed conditions in the eastern part of 
of the country. But I see no reason for 
not improving the perfot mance of the Rail¬ 
ways in the rest of the countrv. Having 
been equipped with electric and diesel 
locomotives, efficiency signalling equipment 
and micro-wave system for effective 
communications and computers for data- 
processing, the common man has every 
right to ask the Government : Why is the 
performance not improving ? The common 
man expects and anticipates reasonable 
return on the heavy investment that the 
Government has made for the modernisation 
of railways. The fuller u ilisation of loco- 
motives as indie tfed by train-engine-hour 
ratio would improve operations. For exam¬ 
ple, electric and' diesel locomotives are 
used for 10 to 13 hours and which can be 
increased to 16 to 18 hours. I feel that we 
are not effectively utilising either the 
locomotives or the wagons or even the track. 
For example, the Bailadaila-Walter Section 
is open for iron ore transport since two 
years back and yet they have not introduced 
either passenger of freight transport in 
this sector in spite of the repeated requests 
made by the State Government and the local 
people there. Not only are we losing 
revenue but we are also depriving the tribats 
who from 90 per cent of the population 
there of the facilities. Do you call it 
efficiency ? 


I congratulate the hon. Railway Minister 
for realising the importance of converting 
metre-gauge and narrow-gauge lines into 
broad-gauge. But I see that the Budget 
has hot provided enough for it. We have 
to convert 27.000 Km. of metre-gauge and 
8000 Km. of narrow-gauge lines. I also 
not enough provision being made for the 
new lines in the budget. 

No mention is made of Naidikudi- 
Secunderabad line. Also, I appeal to the hon. 
Minister to provide in the Budget for connect¬ 
ing Kakinada port to Pitahapurm in South- 
Central Zone because by constructing 14Km. 
line, Kakinada part can be brought to the 
main Calcutta-Madras line. This point is 
being brought out for the past 25 years. I 
hope, the pragmatic and practical Minister 
will consider it sympathetically, and allot 
funds for construction of this new line 
immediately. As regards the metropolitan 
schemes 1 feel that wc should not any more 
take up the surface transport, We should 
concentrate only on the under-ground 
system. 1 feel that we should take up the 
metro system in the Princep Ghat Dum Dum 
orea of Calcutta Ctty. 

Out of interest in this subject, I studied 
the under-groud systems in London, Paris 
New York and Moscow. And, in my 
opinion, Moscow Metro is the best. 

Since we have very friendly relations 
with the Soviet Union, 1 request the hon. 
Railway Minister to lake the help and 
assistance from the Soviet Union. The 
Rail Minister should depute a senior engi¬ 
neer to study th.* details of the under-ground 
construction at Munich which they aro 
constructing for the past 2 years in connec¬ 
tion with the the World Olympics which is 
coming up next year, that is, in 1972. 

Lastly to sum up, what is our concep¬ 
tion of the function and role of the Railways 
in the society which we are thinking of and 
hoping to creat in this country ? There is 
a great deal of room for fresh oriendation. 

The Railway planning should not be any 
more isolated from a dynamic, integrated 
optimised longe-range rational, national, 
transport policy. 

The Railway Minister should, in con¬ 
sultation with the Transport Minister, draw 
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up a perspective plan, encompassing rail 
transport, road transport, inland transport 
and coastal shipping, in order to achieve 
high efficiency and to reduce the all-round 
wastages for the betterment of the common 
man. 

*SHRl M. M JOSEPH : (Pecrmade) : 
Mr, Deputy Speaker, Sir, the Indian Rail¬ 
ways is in the public sector. Not only that 
the Indian Railways should be considered 
as a monopoly organisation in the public 
sector. Even with these to special features, 
it is really surprising to note that the Indian 
Railways are being run at a loss, not for 
one year alone but continuously for the last 
two or three years. 

Four days after the presentation of the 
Railway Budget' in this House the General 
Budget of this country was also presented 
by the Hon. Finance Minister. If you 
consider the Railway Budget in the light of 
the General Budget that has been presented 
you will have a suspicion whether two- 
Ministers of the same Cabinet and two 
Ministers of the same Government are 
having some kind of a competition. Taking 
into consideration the loss suffered by the 
Railways in the transport of goods the 
Railways Ministers raised the freight rates 
for petrol and diesel oil. After four days, 
as if to beat the Railway Minister, the taxes 
on these materials have again been in¬ 
creased. The next result will be that next 
year the Railway Minister will be forced to 
present a deficit budget. Does this not 
amount to a competition between the 
two Ministries ? 

The Indian Railways are having the same 
set-up which they were having ten years 
before. The number of Class I Officers has 
increased and the number of Class IV Offi¬ 
cers has been brought down. Will it in any 
way effect any economy. Unless and until 
the Government is able to reduce wasteful 
expenditure it will not be possible for the 
Minister to present a surplus Budget. 

There are one or two things mentioned 
in the Railway Budget which we would like 
to welcome. The Railway Minister said; “The 
Railway Plan is only a flexible plan”. He 
has mentioned that according to traffic needs 
new lines will be attepted to be taken 


up. As my hon. Friend Shri Stephen said, 
this is a to be welcomed. Thp railway line 
from Cochin to Trivendrum is metre gauge 
at present and there is provision in the 
Budget to change it to broad gauge. 1 wel¬ 
come this provision. 

The hon. Minister in his budget speech 
slated that concessions are allowed to people 
going to hill stations. I would like to bring 
it io the notice of the Government that 
every year more than five lakh people are 
attracted to Sabari Mila in the Sahya Ghat. 
Even today these pilgrims go in buses and 
cars. If a Railway line is provided here it 
wouid be very beneficial. This area produces 
cardamom and pepper which are foreign 
exchange earners. 

Sir, l have only one more point. Along 
with the construction of the Railway line 
from Punalur to Tiruvallah I suggest that 
a railway line from Eanakulani to 
Trivendrum should be constructed along the 
sea coast. 1 request the Centre to pay 
immediate attention to this. 

**SHR1 SUBODH HANSDA (Midna- 
pore): Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, since 

I will speak in Bengali l require more time. 
When the Railway companies were nationa¬ 
lised by the Government, there was no 
deficit in the Railway Budget, but from 
196$-69 onwards there hive been deficit 
budgets. In 1968-69 (five was a deficit of 
Rs. 7.86 crores ; in 1969-70 it was 9,8(1 
crores ; in 1970-71 it was 23 88 crores and 
in 1971-72 it is 33.12 crores. Every day 
there is an increase in Railway expenditure 
but in proportion to that the income is less 
and the Government is not taking any 
remedial steps to prevent the loss in the 
railway income. 

In this respect 1 would request the 
Railway Minister to say who is 
responsible for this loss. This mismanage¬ 
ment in the Railways is responsible for the 
present day loss. The freight rates that have 
been increased are uniusttfled, accordig to me 
If tne ratlwy fare is incread for the conveni¬ 
ence of the passengers, then, l have no'hing 
to say but in proportion to the rise in fare, 
the passengers are not getting amenities from 
the railways. The Railway Minister has

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said lhat there have been a number of 
obstacles to the maintenance of railway 
service apd those obstacles are responsible 
for the present day loss. The railway staff 
are sometimes beaten up by the people and 
trains are stopped mid-way. Who are 
responsible for this ? f feel the railway 
authorities are responsilbe as they are not 
properly doing their duties. The passengers 
have sufficient grievances agaist the railway 
authorities and in order to demonstrate 
their grievances they sometimes stop the 
(rain movements. Therefore the grievances 
of the passengers should be solved by the 
railway authorities and if it clone there 
won’t beany obsttaction to the train move¬ 
ment. The demonstrations by the people 
generally take place in the South-Eastern 
Railway. 1 know that Bombay Mail never 
comes in time. I aslo find that there are 
number of theft cases in the railways, but 
I would like to know whether these thefts 
occur in the running trains or when the 
trains remain at the stations. It is the 
primary duty of the railway protection force 
to protect the railway property, but on 
account of the large number of theft cases 
in the trains, 1 feel, that there must be 
collusion of some members of the railway 
staff with the railway protection force. 

Lastly, I want to say something about 
the representation of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in railway services. 
According to the Railway Board’s report, 
the represents ion is very low. The reason 
given is that suitable qualified candidates 
are not available. When the General 
Managers are empowered with certain 
special powers to appoint under-qualified 
candidates and there is provision for giving 
them training to make them qualified. How 
many of them have used these special 
powers to recruit under-qualified candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes ? 

I hope at least the Railway Minister will 
see it to that the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes are given due representa¬ 
tion in the railway services. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA l will 
do it.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order

Now Shri S. P. Bhattacharya. Not 
more than five minutes. 

•SHRI S, P. BHATTACHARYYA (Ulu- 
beria) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, from the 
Railway Budget it seems that the promises 
that were made during the election time 
have not been fulfilled by the Ruling Part y. 
In this Budget we find that the same old 
system prevails. 

Bengali, 
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Railways are the biggest public under¬ 
taking in our country andhough that though 
this Budget something would be done 
to solve the unemployment problem. 
But in this Budget we find that there 
is no indication thereof. Therefore, I feel 
that the hon. Minister will announce that 
from now on the automation and other 
labour-saving devices will be abolished so 
long as there is unemployment in the 
country. After the solution of the un¬ 
employment problem, these schemes shou'd 
be started, and if it is done, it will genera c 
hope in the unemployed youth of our 
country. 

An hon. Member had said that there 
have been a number of thefts from wagons 
around Calcutta and those thefts tire 
occuring with the help of CPM Party, but 
this statement is totally incorrect. These 
wagon-breakers with the help of the Police 
also kill our party-men. On behalf of my 
party, X also strongly demand that these 
thefts should be slopped. Therefore, we 
shall be very glad if the Railway Minister 
takes stem measures against all the theft 
cases. That will save not only the railway 
property but also lives of our party-men. 

Now I wish to raise certain important 
points. The Howrah-Amta and Ifowrah- 
Siakhala lines of Martin Railway should be 
taken over and administered by the 
Government. Because of the closure t f 
these lines ten lakh people are affected. 
Those who come to Calcutta by Daily 
Passenger trains are unable to do so and 
the villagers ate also unable to carry their 
goods from their villages to the towns. 
Therefore the interests of the daily 
passenger and the villagers are being affected 
very much. There are also many weavers 
who are facing great difficulties in bringing 
their goods to Howrah for want of these 
railway lines. Therefore I would request 
tho railway Minister to restart these lines. 
Shri Nanda said that the 12,000 woikers 
affected by the closure of the lines, will be 
provided with alternative jobs somewhere 
elM-but if these lines are restarted they can 
be observed there itself, and that would be 
good both for the people and the country. 

Now I wouid like to place a few more 
demands before the House. Shift-wise 
trains should be started for the Durgapur 
Worker from Burdwatt to Asansol. When 


they are without job they cannot stay in 
Durgapur. But after getting employment 
again they will have to go to 
Durgapur. As there are no adequate 
number of quarters for the worker there, 
they are compelled to stay outside. We 
also want that a link railway should be 
constructed from Malda to Balurghat 
is a big town in West Dinajpur and if it is 
connected wi li Malda thu will be beneficial 
to die peop'e. We ul.su want that there 
should be a ruilwav line from l.axmikanl- 
pur to i-'iu/cr-Ganj in Sealduh Division. In 
the Sunderbans are Fra/crganj is the most 
backward place. There camps aic being set¬ 
up by the Government and if railway iines 
are constructed there the condition of lhat 
place will improve. 

The Miralguda uilway schemo in 
Andhra Pradesh has been kept pending for 
the 1 ist ten years and that should be 
completed by the Government ns soon as 
possible. In Tripura there is a railway line 
of 10 miles upto Dharmanager. The 
engineer after making an inspection there, 
suggested that this line should be extended 
upto Agartala. This should be done 
immediately not only because it will benefit 
the people of Tripura but because it will 
meet the urgent situation that has developed 
in the border areas there. With these 
demands, 1 conclude my speech.

SHRI BISWANaRAYAN SHASTRI 
(Lakhimpur) : Sir, late running by five 
minutes is not considered as late in the 
Indian Railways and I am given only five 
minutes to speak. However, I shall speak 
out certain points. 

The Indian Railways is like an old 
banyan tree with a big trunk and small 
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leaves. It does not provide any facilities 
to the passengers. What I mean to say Is 
that the Indian Railways have superb 
Railway Board with big paraphernalia but 
serve the people less. 

Railway is a public utility service. Of 
course, it is a commercial concern. So, the 
scale of Shylock should not be in l he 
hands of the Railway Minister cr the 
Railway Board ; it should weigh when 
the demand comes from the public. 
Whenever any demand is submitted to the 
Ministry the usual reply is that there is no 
justification for doing this and that as if 
they are the dispenser of justice. 1 say 
that the public service should always be 
kept in view by the railways. 

About the shortfall of Rs. 39.12 crorcs 
the Railway Minister has stated in his 
budget speech : 

“At the end of the year the total 
indebtedness of the railways to 
the general budget would be about 
Rs, 133.6 crores.” 

How has this deficit arisen ? The Railway 
Minister has increased the passenger fare 
and freight rates. But how much can be 
increase them ? By increasing them alone 
he will not be able to meet this deficit. So, 
has he tried to plug the loopholes in the 
form of pilferage, theft, damage and loss ? 
Every yearthe railways pay a huge amount 
as compensation to various parties for dam* 
age or loss and they arise mainly by wagon¬ 
breaking and pilferage and things of that 
nature. In this connection, I am sorry to 
say that the Railway Protection Force is 
not doing the duty as is expected of it. 

There is another aspect. Whenever 
there is any agitation in any part of the 
country the attack is generally direcied to 
railway wagons, equipment and railway 
lines. Thou h the primary responsibility 
for their protection lies with the State 
Government, the railways cannot sleep over 
it. In consultation with the State Govern¬ 
ments they should find out some ways and 
means to protect the railway property. 
Otherwise, even if the Railway Minister 
increases the passenger fares and freight 
rates by hundred per cent. He will not be 


able to meet the increasing demand for 
payment as compensation. * 

There are some instances t of attack on 
railway employees but I am sorry to say 
that there is counter-attack also. There is 
organised attack by the railway employees' 
on passengers. Only two months ago there 
was an attack on passengers at Lumdig of 
the NF Railways by the railway employees. 

Coming to my State, though railways 
are the biggest employer in the country 
the representation from the State of Assam 
is very poor. 1 would request the Minister 
to see that the case of Assam does not go 
by default. 

In this connection ! would like to poiot 
out that there are different schools main¬ 
tained by the railways with different media- 
Bengali, Hindi and such other media—but 
there is no Assamese medium school 
maintained or run by the railways. The 
Railway Minister would kindly look to this 
aspect also. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The rest 
of the suggestions you can send to him. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI : 
There is only 100 kilometres of broad gaugo 
line in Assam. Perhaps, this is the lowest 
figure in the country. Therefore, 1 request 
the Railway Minister to see that tho broad- 
gauge line from Bongaigaon is extended to 
Gauhati and other places because this is 
the lifeline of Assam. After partition, the 
link of Assam with the rest of the country 
is snapped and the water route was closed 
after the Pakistani aggression in 196$, 
Therefore, whenever there is any strike ia 
any of the railway stations in the Assam 
link the prices of commedities go up. As 
a matter of fact, there was a strike at 
Barauni railway station recently—as a result 
of this the price of foodgrains etc. has gon* 
up in Assam. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER t That point, 
has been made again and again. Shd 
Goswami also has made that point. Kiodty» 
conclude. -v 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI 
Assam’s development depends on 
improvement of the railway system because 
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whenever any question of public or private 
sector industry is discussed, they point out 
the transport bottleneck. Therefore the 
railway system should be improved and 
Assam should be linked with the broad 
gauge line. 

Regarding freight, it is a zigzag line that 
connects Assam with the rest of India. 
Therefore, I would submit that the Railway 
Board should consider in charging freight 
national distance from certain points of 
India to Assam. If they do that, Assam 
can prosper : otherwise, Assam will lag 
behind. I hope, the Railway Minister, who 
has taken up some ambitious schemes, 
particularly for the construction of verbrid- 
ges and other things, will look into this 
matter and give special consideration to 
this strategic region in the easternmost part 
of India, 

♦SHRI J. M. GOWDER (Nilgiris) ; Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, we see the sorry 
spectacle that 24 years after attaininig our 
Independence the Railways have not been 
able to provide even the minimum amenities 
to the travelling public of our country. The 
Government at the Centre should realise 
what sort of opinion the people of other 
countries would have about our Railway 
Administration. 

Most of our people travel in trains haul¬ 
ed steam locomotives. I wish that the 
Railway Minister tells the House how long 
will the Railway Administration take to 
replace the steam locomotives by diesel 
engines. Every year the Railway Budget 
seeks to increase the railway fares. But, in 
qur history, that day has not yet dawned 
When the railway fares have not been 
increased but reduced by our Railway 
Minister. There has not been proportionate 
increase in the amenities to the passengers 
with the increase in fares. In the recent 
past the railway fares have gone up by 
three, font times. But the amenities to be 
given to the third class passengers have not 
even been doubled. There has been no 
significant improvement in the amenities to 
way passengers since the British days, 
ippe , there, fags been no charge at ail the 

original ' speech was delivered in

matter of amenities to the passengers; 
Apart from providing two-tier and three-tier 
coaches for third-class passengers, no other 
perceptible progress has been made in this 
regard. 

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I am of the 
opinion that the Railway Administration is 
incapable of increasing the amenities to 
third class passengers and they neither wish 
to do it. We have gone through the saga of 
Four Five Year Plans and yet very little has 
been achieved in this matter. What is the 
reason for this dismal state of affairs ? 
The plan provisions meant for this sector 
are generally diverted to other sectors. 
The plan proposals are not formulated on 
the basis of proper assessment of amenities 
that exist and that require to be augmen¬ 
ted. The availability of raw materials and 
their movement do not seem to be the 
criterion for formulating plan programmes. 
Instead, the political pulls and pressures 
operate upon the Railway Administration 
and they also fall an easy prey to them This 
has led to tardy planning and yawning 
gap of regional disparities. Equal truth has 
not been meted out to the peoples of 
different regions in our country. 

The hon’ble Railway Minister hails 
from Mysore which is the neighbour ing 
State of Tamil Nadu, to which I belong. 
So far no Railway Minister earned a good 
name. I am sure that the present Railway 
Minister will break this tradition and earn 
a good name by not submitting himself to 
political pressures and by meeting the just 
and genuine demands of the people living in 
different parts of our country. India is on 
the threshold of celebrating the Silver Jubilee 
of her Independence next year. You may 
celebrate the Silver Jubilee, but that celebra¬ 
tion will not be because we have fulfilled 
the objective of providing minimum ameni¬ 
ties to the travelling public of our country. 

1 do not say that diesel locomotive 
should be provided for hauling goods and 
passenger trains. What I would stress here 
is that at least for Express trains diesel 
locomotives must be provided. To give an 
example, take the case of Express Train 
which rune between Madras and Nilgiris^— 
Nilgiri Express—and you find that though 
Nilgiris is a first class tourist Centre of the 

Tamil. 
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South, no diesel locomotive is attached to 
this train. How can you attract more 
tourists if you don’t provide diesel traction 
to such important tourist spots ? You may 
do certain things because of political 
pressures and you may not attempt 
anything if there is no demand from 
the people or if that demand is not 
followed by political pressure. Where- 
ever there is urgent requirement of 
diesesation, more especially all the express 
trains, the Administration should not 
hesitate to provide diesci locomotives. 
There must be time-bound schedule for 
implementing this programme and the 
hon. Minister of Railways should inform 
this House of the proposals his 
Ministry has got in mind. There 
must be proper correlation between 
the increase in fares and the provision of 
amenities to the people. 

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 1 would like 
to state that from one central point you 
cannot administer effectively a large number 
of departments. As we saw in the Budget 
that was presented last week, the Centre 
has imposed taxes on items like readymade 
garments. All the powers are concentrated 
at the Centre, with the result that no 
Department functions well. 1 can under¬ 
stand the Railways and Postal Departments 
being under the Central Government. But, 
other ordinary departments must be handed 
over to the States for proper and effective 
administration. 1 am certain that the 
Centre will not be having effective control 
on all these departments for any length of 
time. 

Sir, we manufacture bogies in our 
country. But there is this strange paradox, 
when our requirement of bogies is not being 
met in full, they are exported to various 
countries. I request to the hon. Minister to 
explain this conondrum. 

All the Express trains originating from 
Kerala pass through Coimbatore to Madras. 
The hon. Minister knows that Coimbatore 
is a vast industrial complex and there is 
no express train starting from Coimbatore 
to Madras, This must be looked into and 
an express train must run between Coimba¬ 
tore and Madras. We have common 
benders between Tamil Nadu and Mysore. 
There is a long standing demand for a rail 


link between Coimbatore and Mysore via 
Satyamangalam and Cheaturajanagar. The 
previous Railway Ministers must not have 
realised the importance of this link. But, 
1 am sure the present Railway Minister, 
who haiis from Mysore, is aware of its 
importance and 1 hope that he will do the 
needful during his tenure. Similarly, from 
Mysore the track terminates at Nanjangode. 
There is a rail link upto Nilgiris. But, 
Gudalur, which is a central place between 
two States has no rail link either from 
Nanjangode or from Nilgiris or Calicut. 

1 request the hon. Minister to extend the 
track from Nanjangode to Gudalur. There 
must be a new railway line between Salem 
and Tiruchi via Rasipuram and Namakkal. 
In Salem the steel plant is coming and in 
Tiruchi there is Heavy Boiler Plant. These 
two (owns arc fast developing industrial 
towns and there must be a rail link 
Similarly, there must be rail link between 
Tiruppur and Palani via Darapuram, which 
is a backward area. In the trains running 
from Madras to Trivandrum, at least one 
First Class Bogie must be attached at 
Tiruchi. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : These are 
details which can be handed over to the 
hon. Minister in writing. 

SHRI J. M. GOWDER : They would 
not send suitable replies to our requests. 
Overbridges must be constructed at the 
Cross-cut Road in Coimbatore and at 
Karamadi which is between Coimbatore and 
Mettuppalayam. There is heavy congestion 
of traffic in these two places and I request 
the hon. Minister to consider this request 
favourably. Lastly, the Grand Trunk 
Express between Delhi and Madras takes an 
unduly long time of nearly 42 hours. The 
train stops at ail unnecessary places, contri¬ 
buting to this long time. The Rajdhani 
Express between Delhi and Calcutta covers 
a distance of 1300 kilometers in 17 hours. 
If this could be achived, 1 am sure that the 
G.T. Express between Delhi and Madras 
can be run in 24 hours. I request the hon. 
Minister to pay attention to this problem. 
The Pay Commission must be asked to 
submit a separate report expeditiously for 
the Railway employees because they are 
all greatly agitated. 

With these words, I conclude. 
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■ SHRI KADAR (Bombay-Central- 
South) : A long subject is to be covered by 
a mini-speech. I will cutout all my pre¬ 
liminaries and‘preambles and come to the 
main subject proper. 


1 The losses from 1966-67 onwards has 
been continuous. If you look to the figure 
given in the Railway Book you will find in 
respect of 1969-70 that all the items of 
rolling stock, passengers and so many other 
items are absolutely normal, except the 
profit, 1 do not know why after 1966 
the profit has gone down so suddenly, and 
why continuous deficit budgets are presented 
to this House. Possibly, as the other public 
sectors are not presenting surplus budgets 
1 think Railways might have thought it 
better to fall in line with them and present 
such deficit budgets before the House. 


I would like the Railway Minister to 
institute a hi^h-level enquiry as to why and 
where all this deficit has come about. I 
would like to point out certain economic 
measures which are necessary foi reducing 
losses and augumenting the income of the 
Railways. 

I am told that the railways are 
overstaffed. Some put it at 50 per cent 
but we may not agree with that. But one, 
thing is certain that if the railways are 
overtaffed, then the deficit is bound to go 
up. The Railway Ministry should institute 
an inquiry as to the adequacy of the staff, 
keeping in mind the efficiency of working. 
I am sure that if such an enquiry is under¬ 
taken, it would be found that the railways 
are overstaffed. 


The other day, my hon. friend Shri 
Chintamoni Panigrahi pointed out how a 
sudden jump had taken place in recruitment 
|n all the cadres of railway staff. We find 
that the level of staffing has been main¬ 
tained up till now. That means that 
although the passenger traffic has gone up 
the goods traffic has gone up, the rolting- 
mpck ha* gone up, the staff has not increased 
tardier, mid this shows that after that big 
jump which -came about suddenly, the defi¬ 
cit has started. 


I would also like the hon. Minister to 
find out how much loss is incurred if a 
train is delayed by one hour. I am sub¬ 
ject to correction when I say that a train 
delayed by one hour means a loss of about 
Rs. 5000. It may be Rs. 5000 or Rs. 100. 
But it has been invariable found that the 
Frontier Mail from Bombay reaches Palghar 
about li hours earlier and from there, it 
slowly goes on and on, and we reach 
Bombay Central about five to ten minutes 
earlier and on some occasions a little later 
also. Whatever the actual quantum of loss 
may be, there are about 5200 trains running 
a day, and we can imagine easily how much 
total loss the railways would be incurring. 

I wish that the Railway Minister would give 
some attention to this aspect as that we may 
be saved from this loss, and this may lead 
to this betterment of our economy. 

Then 1 come to the question of stores 
purchase. It is an open fact that corruption 
is on the increase. 1 would like to repeat 
with some adaptation what Ghalib has said 
about bewaqoofs in regard to corruption 
on the railways also : 

ffTfasr, 

The stores purchase of the order of Rs. 865 
million and now it has gone up to about 
Rs. 3300 million. If proper supervision is 
exercised and if proper care is taken, 
possibly there may be some saving and 
better results would emerge. 

Then, 1 come to the Railway Board. 
Whatever the position or status of the 
Railway Board, from the report and papers 
submitted we find that it appears to be all 
supreme, except for supervision by the 
Minister and the Deputy Minister. I would 
like that the Railway Board should be 
judged from the productivity point of view. 
If on inquiry it is found that the Railway 
Board is useful from the productivity point 
of view then it must be kept; otherwise 
alternative arrangements should be made, 
because the zonal managers are there and 
the other paraphernalia are there, and we 
should not incur high expenses on this 
account. 
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Then, I would like to make one sugges¬ 
tion for consideration. If you travel in tne 
third or first class bogies, during the hot 
season, you will find that the bogie is 
hotter than the atmosphere outside. There is 
a research department in the railways. We 
have not had any report about it, and 
therefore, we do not know what work they 
are doing. The hon. Minister should see 
that the Research Department should evolve 
a design for bogies which will be cooler 
inside than what the atmosphere is outside. 

Then, I come to the youths and the 
railways. The youths are a national as set, 
and it will also help in national integration 
if the youth of our country are encouraged 
to go from one . State to another with as 
much subsidy as we can give for railway 
travel. 

I would suggest to the Minister that 
as far as the youth is concerned, their 
organisations should be put on the railway's 
list and should be given ad hoc concession 
for going to and from different States. Now 
if any concession is to be given, it is to be 
decided by the Railway Board ; I suggest 
that the zonal managers be empowered to 
give this concession immediately if it is 
applied for so that we could encourage the 
visit by youth to different parts of the 
country, thus promoting and bringing about 
the emotional integration of the country 
much quicker, an objective for which the 
railways will also be doing their social and 
national duty. 

SHRI AHMED AGA (Baramuila) : I 
am encouraged by one sentence in the speech 
of the Railway Minister and that is that 
the Railway Plan is a flexible one and as 
and when new works are needed, necessary 
resources will have to be found. 

I do not want to go into the 
disquieting features of the railways. 
I would draw attention to only basic fact. 
It is that they have seen my region not even 
on the map. So far as they are concerned, 
my region is not on their map or in 
their calculations. Though they have reports 
with regard to railway line there which lie 
with them, they seem to have heard about 
my region as in a fairy tale. As one hears 
about heaven, they have also heard that 
there is heaven like this. 


My whole point is that during the last 
25 years, they have not been able to take 
the railways to Jammu. Jammu did have a 
railway connection in 1947. During the 
Maharaja’s rule, there was a survey conduc¬ 
ted which revealed that there were three 
routes which could be possible for a railway 
line via Jammu, not via Abbotabid, which 
would go up to Srinagar. But they have 
completely ignored it and given the stock 
reply whenever this question is raised by 
the people, (hat the railway can not be taken 
there. Does this mean that a hungry man 
is not supposed to ask for food ? For the 
last four years, whenever I sought to speak 
the reply was : ‘There is no railway there. 
Why do you want to speak.’? 

The whole point is that as early as 1902 
there was a survey conducted by J. Adam 
and W. U. Weightman. 1 do not want to dis¬ 
cuss the survey report of Adam and Weight- 
man but so far as ihe report of Maj. Genl. 
Bourbeli is concerned ; he says that the 
railway could very easily be taken to 
Kashmir and the route he gave was this : 
Jammu to Riasi 50 miles; Siroli Galli 
tunnel 2 miles ; then tunnel to Arnas 10 
miles ; Culabgarh tunnel 8 miles ; then 
from tunnel to Srinagar 50 miles. This was 
said as early as 1902. Bourbeli had sad 
even at that time that it is possible to 
employ machinery and appliances to enable 
us to have a tunnel of 8 miles. Now we 
are living in an age when man has landed 
on the moon. If it is said in this day and 
age that it is impossible to construct an 
8-mile tunnel, I simply refuse to believe 
it. I refuse to believe it if the Railway 
Board or the Ministry or the experts say it 
is impossible to bore such a tunnel. 1 am only 
saying that the economic development of the 
State depends on the railways. But the 
railway facilities are lacking there. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Your time 
is up. 

SHRI AHMED AGA : 1 am completing 
in one minute. 1 have not taken time at 
all. The time given is also not 
enough The whole point is, at the moment 
51 lakhs quintals of materials ate being 
imported into the valley by motor vehicle 
and other kinds of transport. About 3.43 
lakh litres of oil, and five lakh animal! for 
eating purposes are also being carried. We 
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have, on the other hand, to export timber. 
That for is carried by surface. Power is not 
there ; the power potential has not been 
developed. We can not have small scale 
industries without power potential being 
developed. Again, we have 8,000 sq. miles 
of forests. We have to extract timber from 
‘them. That timber has to be brought out 
again by those patrol-driven vehicles. Then 
fresh fruit and dry fruits including all 
other minor products add up to about 
10 lakh quintals, and all these have to be 
brought down. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, 
please. This case of a railway to Srinagar 
has been berore this House and has been 
put effectively by many Members. it need 
. not be repeated. 

SHRI AHMED AGA : I only wanted to 
emphasise that aspect of the matter. I 
will not say any more. I thank you very- 
much for having allowed me to say that 1 
am hungry, in effiectively though. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 
the time at my disposal being very short, 
I do not wish to address the House on some 
of the disquieting aspcctss of this railway 
budget. But I will begin by saying that it is 
really heartening that the railway budget as 
presented this year recognises the responsi¬ 
bility of the jailway—the biggest nation¬ 
alised undertaking- in solving the un¬ 
employment problem to the best of its 
ability. In this context, I commend the 
Railway Ministry’s decision for undertak¬ 
ing construction of over and underbridges 
in a big way. The Railway Minister stipu¬ 
lates that the construction of a bridge will 
provide employment to about 400 persons 
for a period of six to nine months. I am 
sure this will go some way in mitigating 
the unemployment prob'em which is bed¬ 
evilling our national economy. 

Rut the Railway Minister hat linked 
. this programme with the ability of the 
State Governments to contribute 50 per cent 
of the cost. Sir, I do not know what is the 
rule or what la the procedure in this regard, 
rfcst you will surely appreciate that such 


States as are not able to generate enough 
internal resources for undertaking tbeir own 
construction programmes will certainly go 
by default if they are not able to contribute 
50 per cent of the costs. Therefore, I should 
plead that at least such States as are not 
able to generate resources for their own 
construction programmes should be shown 
some concession by the Railway Ministry. 
Otherwise, 1 fear their case will go by 
default; whereas the States which are able 
to generate their own resources will take 
advantage of this measure, the other States 
will find themselves in a disadvantage. 

There is another aspect of the railway 
budget: which seeks to address itself to the 
problem of mitigating unemployment, by 
the conversion of small gauge systems into 
broad gauge. This is anothar of those 
instant employment programmes which seek 
to solve unemployment problem in a rather 
big way. The Indian Railways have drawn 
up a 15 year plan for converting 3,000 
route KM into broad gauge. But I regret to 
mention that the Railway Minister has 
turned a blind eye on the Orissa Govern¬ 
ment’s demand for conversion of Nuapanda- 
Gunupur and Rupsa-Talband branch lines 
into B.G. 

15.40 hrs. 

[shri k. n. tiwari in the Chair ] 

It may be recalled that the Railway 
Minister had promised to conduct a detailed 
traffic survey based on the recommendation 
of the Uneconomic Branch Lines Committee 
of 1969 for the conversion of Rupsa-Talband 
N.G. line into B.G. The Railway Ministry 
owes us an answer why this project has 
been dropped and nothing has been menti¬ 
oned in the works programme of the Rail¬ 
way Ministry for the year under review. 

Similarly, the Committee on Un¬ 
economic Branch Lines had reccmmened 
the rehabilitation of the track and rolling 
stock of the Nuapanda-Gunupur line, to that 
trains may run at the maximum speed of 
50 KMPH, but the budget is silent on this. 
This brings me to the aspect of regional 
disparity about which so much has been 
said and heard in this House. I would 
invite the attention of the Minister to the 
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gross injustice meted out to States like 
Orissa in the Railway Budget. You will find 
from Works, Machinery and Rolling Stock 
Programme of the Railways for 1971-72 
that the Railway Ministry is going to invest 
large sums of money in government com¬ 
mercial undertakings, road services. You 
will find that Bihar will get Rs. 35 lakhs, 
Punjab 5.25 lakhs, Mysore 23,7o lakhs, 
Maharashtra 50 lakhs. Andhra Pradesh 
30 lakhs, M.P. 20 lakhs, Gujarat 30 lakhs, 
Rajasthan 2 50 lakhs, Kerala 50 lakhs, 
Tripura 5 lakhs, Assam 35 lakhs and 
Bengal 5 lakhs. 1 do not find the name of 
Orissa in this list of investment. I expect 
the minister to tell the House why the 
State of Orissa has gone by default and 
why the Railway Ministry has not invested 
a single paisa under this Head. 


There is another aspect to which I 
would like to invite the attention of the 
Railway Minister. Barring Kerala, Orissa 
has the lowest length of railways in India. 
This accounts to a very large extent for the 
under-deteloped economy of the State. 
Compared to other States, opening of new 
lines in Orissa in the post-independence 
period is very inadequate. In that context, 
I would invite the attention of the Minister 
to the continued and pressing demand of 
the people ' and Government of Orissa for 
the construction of the Talcher-Bimlagarh 
line. We were told in 1970 that this pro¬ 
jected railway would be extended further 
to Koira Valley and then onwards to Ban- 
spani. We were told that survey over some 
portion had already been undertaken, so 
that this railway line would be constructed 
early. But I regret to find that in the 
present year's railway budget, not a single 
word has been mentioned about the 
Talcher-Bimlagarh line This line is very 
important for Orissa’s economy. It will 
connect Rourkela and the adjoining mineral 
ore areas with Paradip by the shortest 
possible route. The minister may kindly 
enlighten us why not a single word has been 
mention about this line, about which the 
Railway Ministry had promised that con¬ 
struction would be undertaken sooner than 
later. 

Similarly, the Cuttak-Paradip railway 
link is another project which, I am glad, 
the Railway Ministry has undertaken, but 


/ ts progress is so slow that I hjvc my grave 
misgivings whether it would be completed 
even by the end of 1972. This railway 
line is very important to keep the supply of 
mineral ore to Paradip at a sustained leva). 
If there is delay in construction of the 
railway line it will not only hamper the 
development and growth of the Paradip port 
but will adversely affect the economy of 
Orissa. So, 1 would request the Railway 
Minister to see that the construction of the 
Cuttak-Paradip railway line is expedited and 
completed by the scheduled time. 

There is another aspect about this rail 
link. Here the local people are not being 
afforded any opportunity in the matter of 
employment. The other day this matter 
was brought to the notice of the Railway 
Minister and he had promised to look into 
it. 1 am sure that he will see that in the 
construction works that go on in the state 
the local people find adequate opportunity 
to work.

SHRI 3. V. NAIK (Kanara) : Mr. 
Chairmen, in the very initial stage I would 
like to welcome the increas that has been 
proposed in respect of the fare structure. 
The reason for this-I will try to elaborate- 
is that in the district where I come from, 
whether there is an increase in the fare or 
there is no increase in the fare, the conse¬ 
quence on the common man will be zero. 
It will be zero because we have hardly about 
10 or 15 kilometres of railway line. 

SHRI N. K. SHARMA (Dausa) : Sir, 
I would draw your attention to the absence 
of the Railway Minister in the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The other Minister 
is taking notes in his place. He has gone 
out for a short while. 

SHRI N. K. SHARMA : The usual 
practice should be that either the Railway 
Minister or the Deputy Railway Minister 
should be here. After all, we are dicussing 
the Railway Budget and in the absence of 
the Minister and the Deputy Minister it is 
no use Members speaking here. All this 
is futile. There is no Cabinet Minister. 
It is very strange. 

•MR. CHAIRMAN : Either the Deputy 
Minister or the Minister should be here. 
That is true.

SHRl B. V. NAIK : After the diversion 
of temper, coming back to the hard facts 
of the case which I would like to make on 
behalf of the area which 1 represent...

SHRl K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur) : Sir, 
the Minister should be present. 

SHRl B. V. NAIK : If I may bo per¬ 
mitted to continue with my speech, if we 
look to the railway map of this country as 
well as the history of railways in this 
country, we will find, historically, in 1843, 
the trains started moving out of Bombay 
and reached upto Thana It stopped there. 
Thereafter, it went eastwards and not south¬ 
wards. Geographically, we see from the 
Gulf of Cambay right upto Bombay, there 
is a rail connection. Thereafter, there is a 
sort of a railway desert right from Bombay 
upto Mangalore. And the whole of the 
coast of this country is soft of girdled with 
railway lines, of metre-gauge, narrow gauge 
and broad-gauge lines. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Ju-. a minute. 
The Railway Minister should note that 
either he should be present or, in hit 
absence, the Deputy Minister should be 
present here. ( Interruption ). 

SHRl HANUMANTHA1YA : 1 want 
to make it clear. It is not a question of 
clapping. The General Discussion on the 
Railway Budget is going on in the Rajya 
Sabha and the Deputy Minister is there. 1 
am here. I just went out ftw two minutes 
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to answer the call of nature. I think, 
nobody should feel elated at the remark 
that the Ministers are absent. 1 think, we 
have to exercise a sense of restraint. 

MR. CHAIRMAN The position is 
now clear. 

SHRI HANUMANTHATYA : I obey 
your observation. But this must be noted 
that the Deputy Minister is in the Rajya 
Sabha as the General Discussion on the 
Railway Budget is going on there. 


been towards how to improve, [ find that 
the question of expansion of the railways, 
the question of extending the mileage of 
railways or the Kilometres of Railways 
has been given a back seat. ‘Die 
hon. Minister for Railways has publicly 
announced that it shall be his endeavour to 
convert all the metre-gauge and narrow- 
gauge linjs into broad-guage. 1 would 
suggest that the question of priority should 
be fixed in respect of the expansion of the 
railways before there is a conversion from 
metre-gauge into broad-guage.

MR. CHAIRMAN : The Members of 
your party are also insisting... 

SHRI HANUMANTIIA1YA : Whether 
it is Members of my party or other parties, 
everyone has to realise what the situation is. 

SHRI B.V. NAIK r I feel, the complaint 
ought to have been registered with to the 
Chair by myself. 

Now, let me get back to the point 
which I was trying to make out. From 
Bombay upto Mangalore, there is what is 
called a railway desert. In the course of last 
120 years, we have been able to build at 
various stages, in this courtry, about 
60,000 Km. of railway line. On an average, 
it comes to about 500 Km. per year. But 
the Railway administration in their Report 
for 1969-70 mentions that only 125 Km. of 
railway line has been built. Just as one of 
my colleagues suggested that there should 
be a perspective integrated plan, I do not 
see any reason why we should not have a 
tort of a perspective plan here, in the 
Course of the next 25 to 30 years, say, by 
the close of this century. I do not see why 
we cannot increase the railway line mileage 
from 600,000 Km. to 100,000 Km. by the 
dawn of 21st Century. I make this serious 
suggestion because it will be a question of 
finding employment also. What is good for 
the part is not true for the whole. 1 feel 
that with such a perspective plan, it should 
be possible to fill in the gaps first and, 
thereafter, try to improve upon it. 

While much of the concern of my 
learned colleagues in this august House has 


I would like to make one more point. 
I see no reason why the pace of expansion 
of railway has been given a short of retro¬ 
grade status. That means that in order to 
complete 40,000 Km., wc will have to have 
an increase by about 1250 per cent in the 
construction of new railway lines. It will 
mean 1500 k.m. per annum. In that case, 
It is of foremost importance that these gaps 
in the Railways, particularly along the 
coast, which from the industrial point of 
view and strategic point of view are impor¬ 
tant, should be filled. This gap between 
Bombay and Mangalore must be filled. 
Th is is my request. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNIAH (Tiru- 
pathi) : While supporting the Budget 
presented by the hon. Minister for Rail¬ 
ways, I would like to say something about 
the local conditions particularly relating to 
my constituency namely, Tirupathi cons¬ 
tituency. Most of the hon. Members know 
that Tirupathi is a hill-shrine... 

AN HON MEMBER : The hon. Minis¬ 
ter is a great devotee. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNIAH :...the 
biggest hill-shrine and the most sacred 
pilgrim centre in the whole of India. 
Daily 20 to 30 thousand pilgrims from all 
over India are visiting Tirupathi. In that 
way the Railways get major income through 
these pilgrim visitors. But I atn sorry to 
say (hat ample facilities have not been 
provided for these pilgrims visiting 
Tirupathi. 

Now trains are run from Madras to 
Tirupathi bi-weekly. This is called 
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Tirnpathi express; From Vijayawada to Tiru- 
p'athi trains are run. That is called Triu- 
malai Express. These are run twice a week. 
There is great need and demand to convert 
these trains into daily trains instead of 
bi-weekly. 

I had occasion to travel from Madras to 
Tirupathi. I found that the whole train 
was over-crowded and I asked why this is 
so. They say, these trains are run only 
twice in a week—Friday and Saturday. 
Those two days are sacred days for Hindus 
and all the pilgrims who want to visit Tiru¬ 
pathi get into these trains. That is why the 
train is over-crowded. Those who have 
purchased first-class tickets do not find 
place in the first class compartments. That 
is the difficulty which we are experiencing. 
I therefore request the authorities to con¬ 
vert these bi-weekly trains into daily 
trains. 

Between Bangalore and Tirupathi there 
is no broad gauge line. From Rcnigunta 
to Tirupathi there is broad gauge line. But 
there is no broad-gauge plateform. 1 wish 
to bring to the notice of the Minister that 
many pilgrims, old and young travel ; they 
are not able to alight from the trains pro¬ 
perly ; sometimes they have to jump from a 
higher level to a lower level to get into the 
platfrom from the broad geuge train. There 
is a lot of difficulty which is experienced 
by them on this account. I want that 
immediately the platform should be 
constructed... 


SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA ; It will 
be done. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHN1AH ; In many 
places there are railway level crossing gates 
which are causing much of hardship to tfie 
public., The names of places where these 
level crossings are situated are : Puttur, 
Kalahasti, Nayudupet and Taduku. There 
are no gate’s men. There gates are closed 
throughout the day. Unless intimation is 
given to the station master, these gates will 
not be opened. This is causing much hard¬ 
ship, and many people are complaining 
bitterly, and are suggesting that these gates 
should be kept open. 1 would', therefore, 
roptiest that gatemen should be appointed at 


all these places, because that wifi solve the 
problems of the public and it will also help 
some unemployed people to get employ¬ 
ment. 


SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA ; Have 
over bridges or under-bridges. 


SHRI T BAlAKRLSHNIAH : Then, in 
Chiuour and Tiiupati, two overbridges are 
needed. Tiiupati is a piigrim centre where 
there is a heavy traffic, and Chitloor is the 
district headquarters with heavy traffic, and, 
therefore, overbridges at these two places 
are very essential. 

There is also need for converting the 
Katpadi-Rcnigunta line into a broad gauge 
line. The hon. Minister knows very well 
that many pilgrims coming from Mysore 
State are going by private buses and tourist 
buses because of want of facilities or want 
of accommodation in the trains and 
because the trains that aie running on that 
route are mostly express trains and generally 
they 8re trains from Bangalore to Madras 
and, therefore’ (hey find it difficult to 
travel by train. If the Katpadi-Rcnigunta 
line is converted into a broad gauge line, 
then it will facilitate to have a direct train 
from Bangalore to Renigunta. That will 
go a long way to help the pilgrims also. 
That will also help the public in Chittoor 
district to have facilities for commerce and 
trade and for transporting their commercial 
goods like mangoes, tamarind etc. which are 
produced in that district to other places. 

SHRI NANUBHAI N. PATEL (Bulsar): 
It is most unfortunate for the people of this 
country that every year there is an incre¬ 
ment in passenger fares and freights in the 
railway budget. 

Government are spending more and 
more money for laying new railway lines, 
for widening railway tracks, for electri¬ 
fication, for introducing new trains, more 
coaches, for providing passenger amenities 
etc., but due to lack of proper administra¬ 
tion travelling public are not able to get 
proper, benefit and all the burden falls upon 
the general public. 
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When I heard the speech of the Railway 
Minister regarding theft of overhead wires, 

1 was reafiy shocked, beause theft of over¬ 
head wins at high voltage is not an 
easy job. But this happens, according to 
me, because most of the railway staff 
including the RPF might be in collusion, 
because it is impossible otherwise to cut the 
over wires which are at such a high voltage. 

This is also due to the negligence of 
the administiation. If it not checked, I do 
not know where it will end. 

The hon. Minister has stated that late 
running of trains is due to wire thefts, 
chain-pulling, political agitation and other 
things such as the inefficiency of the con¬ 
cerned railway employees. In my opinion, 
the railway employees alone are responsible 
for the late running of trains. Why should 
they give a chance for chain-pulling and 
for political people to launch agitations or 
demonstrations ? If they take proper steps 
to prevent all this, then 1 shall do not think 
that such things can happpen. 

Now, f would like to place before the 
hon. Minister some important grievances of 
the travelling public who travel from Baroda 
to Dahanu on Western Railway. There is 
one train called 46 UP Baroda Passenger 
which runs between Baroda and Bombay 
Central, by which train most of the students, 
bussinessmen, office workers, and vegetable 
and milk sellers come from Broach side to 
Surat and from Surat to Bulsar. But I am 
sorry to say that this train never runs on 
time. This can be checked from the con¬ 
cerned authorities. It always runs two 
hours, three hours and sometimes four to 
five hours late. The Railway Users Asso¬ 
ciation, Merchants’ Chamber and other 
organisations brought this matter to the 
attention of the higher authorities but 
nothing has been done. They got tired of 
it and at least started satyagraha at 
Gothangaon station near Surat and Amalsad 
station near Bulsar, within this one month 
and detained all up and down trains. If 
their grievances had been heard and red¬ 
ressed, this conld have been avoided. 

1*0 solve this difficulty, for the last four 
Of five yean I have been requesting the 


Railway Minister in my budget speech to 
extend the Bulsar-Surat Shuttle up to 
Dahanu on Bulsar side and upto Broach on 
the Surat side. I know of the difficulties 
of the people of this area. So many asso¬ 
ciations are also approaching me to get 
this problem solved. But I am sorry to 
state that nobody cared for my suggestion 
and demand from the passengers of that 
area. Therefore, the people of this area 
are bound to resort to this type of agitation. 
Again I would request the hon. Minister to 
extend the Bulsar-Surat shuttle upto Broach 
and Dahanu. 

There has been heavy overcrowding in 
the 22 UP Flying Ranee. I am glad they 
attached two locomotives and 17 bogies by 
which the problem cf overcrowding is a 
little bit solved. But these two locomotives 
take more time for watering as a result of 
which this train reaches late at destination 
on up and down direction. 

The Western Railway authorities have 
requested the Railway Board to provide a 
diesel engine for this train but there is no 
response. Therefore, I would like to 
request the Minister to provide a diesel 
engine for this train. 

There is one railway station named 
Vapi between Bulsar and Dahanu where 
recently one of the biggest industrial estates 
has come up. The Government has 
acquired nearly 3,000 acres of land for this 
purpose. At present, nearly 75 industries 
are already working, about 250 are under 
establishment and about 500 are on the 
waiting list. Besides Vapi itself is a big 
city. People from Dawan and Nagar 
Haveli make use of this station. Looking 
to all these aspects, there is a big demand 
for a two-minute stoppage of the 22 UP 
Flying Ranee. The People from this are 
aprroached me and 1 arranged a meeting 
with the DS, DOS and DCS. I had shown 
them this area and request them to arrange 
for the stoppage before people resorted to 
agitation. I would like to repeat this request 
to the Minister now so that this stoppage 
is arranged as soon as possible. 

I am sitting in this House from 1957. 
My nearest railway station is . Dungri, 
between Bulsar and Bilimora on the Western 
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Railway. Not a single fast or express train 
stops at this station. 1 have requested the 
Minister so many times during my budget 
speeches to let any express or mail train 
stop at this station. The passenger train 
comes after 8 to 10 hours. Therefore, I am 
compelled to go to Bulsar or Bilimora to 
catch the fast or express train, but nothing 
has been done upto now. Therefore, 1 
would humbly request the Minister to have 
this stoppage arranged at this station. 

Lastly, I would like to say something 
about overbridges. Looking to the expansion 
of the Bulsar city, I would suggest that 
an overbridge be thrown at Mogra Wadi 
Railway Culvert and another overbridge at 
Vapi Railway ciossing. When there is heavy 
traffic, that gate remains closed sometimes 
for half an hour. As it is near the station, 
when the goods trains pass along, the rail¬ 
way crossing again remains closed. There¬ 
fore, I request the hon. Railway Minister to 
consider all these matters and take proper 
steps to solve this problem. 

Lastly, I would like to request the hon. 
Railway Minister to consider one thing, 
namely, the amenities for the third class 
passengers which are lacking. In the third 
class waiting rooms, wherever they exist, 
there is no facility, for water ; there is no 
facility for bathroom ; there is no facility 
or latrines. In Bulsar station, for example, 
there is a third class waiting room, but 
there is no facility for water and for bath¬ 
room. So, I request the hon. Railway 
Minister to provide all these facilities and 
help the travelling public. 

When we are travelling, and when we 
see particularly the third class coaches, 
everywhere you will find that there is no 
sufficient water, no sufficient light, and no 
sufficient fans, and the coaches remain so 
dirty that it is impossible to travel by those 
coaches in the third class. Therefore, 1 
request the hon. Minister to see to this and 
provide as many amenities as they can for 
the third class passengers. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY (Gopalganj) : 
Mr, Chairman, Sir, before I begin my 
speech, I want to make two requests to the 
Railway Minister. One is that after two 
years of effort, his predecessor in the Rail¬ 
way Ministry, Shri Nanda, introduced a 


system to reply to the Members* points 
which had not in the House been replied to 
by the Railway Minister. That system 
should continue. All those points that we 
make here, if they are not replied to in the 
House, should he replied to through a 
letter after enquiry. But tha; enquiry should 
not be perfunctory Last year we got rep¬ 
lies and almost all the replies were per¬ 
functory and they had not gone into the 
details. So, i w>ulJ request the Railway 
Minister to take note of it. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAiYA : l agree. 

SHRI D.N. TIWARY : The second 
point which 1 wanted to make is this. 
Once, three or four years ago, the present 
Railway Minister had raised the question, 
at the party meeting, of late-running of 
trains. He was so vehement and had said 
that either the running of trains should 
be stopped or the timing should be in¬ 
creased, so that the people coming to the 
stations may know when the (rain is going 
to leave. At present, these days, late-runn¬ 
ing has become more chronic. The trains 
are sometimes late by 12 hours to IS hours, 
and no information is given as to when the 
train is coming. That is one thing which is 
very inconvenient to the passengers. The 
authorities compute loss of man-hours ; 
when there is a strike in some undertaking, 
people say, and the reports say that so 
many man-hours have been lost. How 
many man-hours are being lost by late- 
running of trains, nobody can say. It may 
work up to millions of hours. So, I request 
the Railway Minister, now that he is pre¬ 
siding over the destinies of the railways, 
to take note of this, and see that late-runn¬ 
ing of trains is stopped. 

Sir, the railway is sick ; there is no 
doubt if the railway is sick. It has lost its 
revenue ; it is running into deficits. It is the 
largest public undertaking not only in India 
but in the whole world, and nowhere in the 
world does any undertaking employ so 
many men. More than 14 lakhs people are 
employed in the Indian railways, and the 
payment made to them runs to hundreds of 
crores of rupees. In that undertaking, 
if there is a loss, that is a very shame¬ 
ful thing for us. Why is there a 
loss ? Because the railway has become sick 
both economically, physically and also in 
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the matter of control. What are the sick¬ 
nesses ? Firstly, lack of control by the Rail¬ 
way Board 'and differential treatment of 
employees. They do not apply the circulars 
issued by the General Managers or the 
Board uniformly to all the employees. So, 
there is heart-burning. I made this point 
last year, but it was not replied to. Then, 
there is carelessness of the railway staff. 
They do not think (hat railways exist for 
the possengers. They think passengers 
exist for the railways. They should know 
that railway gets money from fares and 
freights. But the passengers are treated like 
beggars. If a complaint is made by a poor 
man, nobody cares. Even when people 
holding important positions in public life 
make complaints, the reply is very perfun¬ 
ctory. For instance, between Palezaghat and 
Mahendru Ghat they run a steamer service. 
But the coal is loaded when it is time for 
the steamer to leave. It takes half an 
hour. The coal should have been loaded 
before the starting time. It causes great in¬ 
convenience to passengers who miss their 
connecting trains elsewhere. Fourthly, there 
is thoughtlessness in action. When one 
train is coming, the connecting train 
leaves, with the result that passengers have 
to wait for 4 or 5 hours. If the train was 
late by 1 hour or half an hour, I can under¬ 
stand. But when just one train is coming 
in, the other is leaving, causing so much 
inconvenience to the passengers, is beyond 
my comprehension. 

Then comes the hazird in travelling by 
train. Every day there is some murder on 
this train and loot on that train. It has 
become hazardous to travel. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : That is 
only in Bihar and Bengal. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: If it is in Bihar, 
what action has been taken by the Railway 
Board ? In that part of Bihar which is near 
Assam, there may be some Naxalite 
m naee, but not in the whole of Bihar. It 
is ddno by the goondas and unsocial 
dements. Fifthly, in order to relieve the 
sickness you have to control the Railway 
Board, you have to change the method of 
work and you have to see that all employed 
(He treated in the same way. 


■ Sixthly, there is over-employment in the 
railways. If you go to any office you will 
find that the railway employees are not 
doing any work. There are just going 
hither and thither without doing any work 
and the wage bill increases. 

Seventhly, pilferage and theft in the 
railways are increasing. Theft of coal from 
the railways is proverbial. Everywhere you 
will find theft of coal. Even the engine 
driver will throw out a bucket of coal and 
get one rupee. If you can check this theft 
it will save you crores of rupees and your 
coal bill will come down. 

Coming to the divisions in the North- 
East Railways, Bihar is in a very unfortu¬ 
nate position. Everybody wants to take 
liberiy with Bihar. The Railways in Bihar 
have been cut imo three parts. Some rail¬ 
ways come under UP and some unJer 
Assam and there is only one DS office in 
Bihar in Samastipur. If you take into 
account the mileage and load of work there 
should be more of DS offices in 
Bihar. We have been agitating for this for 
quite some time. I have met the Railway 
Minister several times and after arguing with 
him for hours and convincing him, we got 
nothing. Last year when 1 met him and 
represented the case he said that something 
would be done. I do not know what that 
‘'something” is. You can very well give a 
full-fledged DS office at Samastipur. You 
have got hundreds of quarters and offices 
lying vacant there. Now they are lent out 
to other dempartments for occupation. 
Their windows and doors are being taken 
away by tbe village people. At the same 
time, you am constructing office buildings 
and quarters at Samastipur. Why not 
divert some of the office staff from Banaras 
and Samastipur and have another office at 
Sonepur ? Now at Sonepur you can get 
no information about the railway trains in 
that area. Now we are not abbs to get 
them because the lines are always out of 
order. 

Now because of the present divisions 
them is surplus staff in some areas and 
they are thrown out or transferred for ho 
fault of their own. Ail such difficulties 
could be avoided if there is a DS office at 
Sonepur. I would request the Railway 
Minister to look into the matter whether 
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Bihar requires another DS office, Assam 
has four DS offices, even though Assam is 
smaller than Bihar. I am not grudging 
t hose offices to Assam. But what sin has 
Bihar committed that you are not prepared 
to have even one more DS office at Sone- 
pur ? I hope the Minister will consider this 
genuine long-standing demand and see that 
justice is done to Bihar. 

SHRI DHARNIDHAR DAS (Mangal- 
dai) : Mr. Chairman, the different aspects 
of the Railway Budget have been difcusscd. 
What has interested me more is the speech 
made by the Railway Minister highlighting 
the socialist objective (o achieve which (he 
railways must be run. He was, in his 
conclusion of the speech, laying emphasis 
on socialism. He has stated that the 
railways are the biggest public undertaking 
and, thercfoie, the best means of taking the 
country towards socialism. He has said 
that the success of socialism r i$ inter-linked 

tt 

with the success of public undertakings. 
This is the fundamental aspect to which we 
have to give more attention. We have to 
see whether the railways have served the 
cause of socialism or have opposed it. 

The Railway Minister was trying his 
utmost to see how to c’ose the deficit 
gap of Rs. 33 crores but we are 
to see how to have improvement in 
the working of the railways. I think an 
economy drive is an urgent necessity. The 
Railway Board is a white elephant. It is 
ind'fferept to the people and to the workers. 
Therefore it has failed to get the co-operaiion 
of the working people in the railways. 

When wc talk of socialism, we have 
to see to the practical application of socialist 
principles in the day-to-day working of public 
undertakings. Much has been said about 
nationalisation. When this Government 
passes any measure of nationalisation, the 
peop'e have given massive support to it. 
Now you have to show to the people that 
these nationalised undertakings are really 
serving the people and the cause of the 
working masses. 

If we just look at the pay structure 
of the Railway Board employees, we 
find that 22 persons in the topmost position 
in The Railway Board get about Rs. 36,000 
annually each whereas at the bottom more 
than 1,500 employees get just Rs. 2,500 


annually each. This is a big gap. This 
has to be narrowed down to the smallest 
possible range ; otherwise, there is no use 
talking of socialism if we dp not reduce this 
inequality.

[Shri Sezjhyan in the Chair} 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : What is 
the reasonable pay for the members of the 
Railway Board ? 

SHRI DHARINDHAR DAS : We 
have to apply social ist principles in fixing 
wages. A socialist pay .structure has to be 
introduced. There should not be much 
d fFrrer.ee between one class of employees and 
other class of employees — the topmost 
persons getting Rs. 36,000 annually each 
and persons at the bottom getting less than 
Rs. 3,000 annually er.ch This gap is actually 
causing all unrest and nor.-cooperation of the 
workers towards the authorities. So we 
have to remove this gap. 

SHRI HANUMAN THA1YA : I agree. 
What are your ideas of the pay structure ? 

SHRI DHARINDHAR DAS : A social¬ 
ist pay structure should be based on 
productivity and the contribution of tho 
workers to the concern having regard to 
higher living standard. It should be need- 
based. There is a parasitic class in all 
public undertakings. If we go into the 
record of public undertakings, we find that 
this parasitic class is to the extent of 50 per 
cent of the total employees. They contri¬ 
bute less to the undertaking compared to 
the workers but get more as salaries and 
amenities than the latter. 

I am just saying about the application 
of socialist principles. This is the largest 
public sector undertaking. So, it must 
show the way for all public undertakings in 
the application of socialist principles. From 
that point of view, it is important for us 
to know the gap of income or salary between 
different classes of employees and to reduce 
it. 

Another thing is the regional disparity. 
A balanced infra-structure is most essential 
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for the balanced development of our national 
economy on socialistic principle. The 
Railway system is to provide such an even 
iotra-structural complex, but on the 
contrary it is creating great regional dis¬ 
parity which must be removed. In the 
Budget, we have provided for electrification 
of some railway tracks whereas there 
are some stations even now with kerosene 
oil lamp. 1 can mention the name of a 
station, Tongla in my own constituency. 
The people there are demanding for years 
for a foot-bridge and their demand has not 
been accepted by the Railway authorities. 
They do not pay heed to the just demands 
of the people. So, 1 call it a stiff-necked 
bureaucracy. They arc not guided by any 
socialist principles. The Railway Board 
must be moulded by the hon. Railway 
Minister as the socialist cadre. Without 
socialist cadre in the Railways or in our 
public sector undertakings, the people have 
now come to see that there is no difference 
between the public sector and private sector. 
These Railways arc the paradise of the 
capitalists, the contractors and all these 
people. This public sector should have 
developed a cooperative sector in the railway 
business, in the contract business and 
other things. These are the two sectors, the 
public sector and cooperative sector, 
quite indispensable for Socialism, to 
squeeze out the private sector in course of 
time. That we have not done. 

Now coming to Assam, 1 come from 
the most backward region. It is not 
only for the interest of Assam but it is for 
the national interest that the development 
of that area must get top priority because 
that is the strategic area. Supposing the 
people of Assam are not able to strengthen 
defence, it is the look-out of the Central 
Government to strengthen defence and that 
cannot be done without having a 
more developed railway system there. This 
regional imbalance is a danger to the 
national integration. To stop that, we 
must have a balanced development of rail¬ 
ways in all the regions and, particularly, in 
backward regions like Assam. 

About the Divisional Headquarters at 
Rangia, his predecessor, Mr. Nanda, assured 
the people at Gauhfti that the Divisional 
Headquarters would be located at Rangia 


and that was to be inaugurated on 
2nd October last year. Uptiil now, nothing 
has happened and there is no chance of that 
work being completed. 

The hon. Minister has said about the 
uniform conversion of meter-gauge and 
narrow-gauge lines into broad-gauge. There 
has been a persistent demand from the 
people of Assam for a long time for extend¬ 
ing the broad gauge line from Bongaigon to 
Gauhati first and then to Tinsukhia. All 
these are simple demands. The reasonable¬ 
ness of such demands has been pointed to 
by the hon. Minister himself in his speech. 
All these demands have been placed before 
the Railway Minister by the people and the 
Government of Assam, already and they are 
still banging in suspense. I request the 
Railway Minister to fulfil these long-pending 
demands of Assam. Thank you. 

SHR1 B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich) : 
Before I express my views on the various 
aspects of the spech of the learned Railway 
Minister, 1 would like to congratulate him 
on bringing a realistic budget, taking note 
of the necessities of the situation. 

As you know. Sir, the removal of 
regional imbalances and restricting of the 
monopolies is the declared objective of this 
Government. It is necessary that regional 
imbalances which are stilt in existence in 
the railway administration should also be 
removed in order to bring out social trans¬ 
formation in this country. 

Since the time is very short, I will only 
put forth certain suggestions for imple¬ 
mentation. NE railway has escaped unfor¬ 
tunately the shrewd attention of the Rail¬ 
way Minister in the long speech which he 
has delivered before the House. 

North-Eastern Railway extends from 
Tripura region to Bareilly, and Agra in 
U. P. It runs closely parallel to the 
Himalayan Kingdom of Nepal and Bhutan. 
On either side of the Railway line there 
are two wings of Pakistan, namely. East 
Bengal which we are now prepared to call 
as Bangla Desh and on the west of it, there 
is West Pakistan. These two wings are 
surrounding this area and on the northern 
side we have got the constant menace from 
China, 
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Therefore it is necessary that this factor 
should be taken into consideration. This 
line has got military significance. There¬ 
fore, this line should be connected through¬ 
out from Assam and Tnupra to Barelli so 
that the movement of the military vehicles 
and military personnel should be facilitated. 

This line extends up to Katarniaghat. 
Thereafter there is the intervention of two 
rivers, namely, Gagra and Kaudiyala. This 
railway line extends from Lakhiinpur 
district to Bareily in UP. There is a gap 
of 12 miles in between. There is a project 
called Sharda Canal Project under the 
Irrigation Department. A barrage is being 
constructed on this river and the guidelines 
are also being laid down for the taming of 
the river. The expenses of the construction 
of this barrage and guidelines are being 
borne by the Irrigation Department. The 
laying of the railway track on this distance 
of 10 or 12 miles would therefore not 
involve any large expenditure of the Railway 
Department. Therefore, it is my request 
that Lakhimpur district should be Jinked by 
extending this railway line ftom Katarnia¬ 
ghat over river Ghagra. This railway line 
should go to Bareilly and Agra and run 
throughout. This is of economic and com¬ 
mercial importance. The area through which 
this line passes is a vast area where there 
are timber and teakwood forests. From 
commercial point of view it is important. 
It will shorten the distance ; it will also 
relieve the strain and congestion which is 
the headache of the Railway administration 
because of constant number of chain pull 
ings and strikes. So I request that my 
suggestion may be considered and this line 
be constructed in time. 


There are a number of railway stations 
in my district—half a dozen of them— 
where there are no waiting rooms even for 
the third class passengers to sit. On 
the one hand, the railways are providing 
facilities for air-conditioned coaches and 
they are trying to run electric trains and 
they are trying to diesclise the engines. But 
on the other hand, they are not providing 
even the bare minimum facilities for the 
stay of the railway passengers at the railway 
stations. So, my suggestion is that without 
undue delay, this matter should be attended 
to, so that whatever may be the important 


or size of the railway station the railway 
passengers must be provided everywhere, 
throughout the country, and especially in 
the district of Bahraich with proper 
facilities. 


Then, I would like to pointout that the 
district headquarter of Bahraich is situated 
on a branch line on the NE Railway. No 
mail or express trains pass through that 
route. There is one Jarwal Road station 
which is situated in this district, which is 
the only place on the main line. My 
suggestion is that all the trains including 
the mail and express trains should invariably 
stop at Jarwal Road station, which is the 
only station through which all these trains 
pass. 

The next point which is not of regional 
importance is this. Concessions have been 
announced by the railways for tourists. 
My suggestion is tha* concessions should be 
given for patients who want to go to far 
off places for medieal treatment such as the 
Cancer Institute of Bombay, the Sanatorium 
at Bhuwali or the Medical Institute at 
Delhi or to Vellore. These concessions 
should be extended to them on production 
of a certificate from a prescribed medical 
officer that their condition is such that they 
cannot travel as they have no sufficient 
means for travel. There should be some 
provision also for some concession to the 
person who is accompanying such patients. 

A lot of things has been said about the 
corruption which is prevailing everywhere. 
It is unfortunate that the expansion of the 
public undertaking has its concomitant in¬ 
crease in corruption side by side. How are 
we to remove corruption ? Let me give 
just one instance. Whenever there is any 
scarcity in any article or commodity, 
there is always blackmarketing and 
hoarding in that Commodity. Similarly, 
the corruption in the railways is 
caused largely by the scarcity of seating 
accommonation or first class bogies 
or wagons. So, the solution is to increase 
the number of first classbogies, the 
number of wagons and the number of 
trains. If that is done, then it will be found 
that the corruption in the railways could 
b$ minimised to a very great extent.

MR. CHAIRMAN : Shafquat Jung— 
absent ; Shri Chaplendu Bhattacharyya— 
absent. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, while 
1 have been just listening to the 
speeches for the last two or three days, 
justice fails me to call our officers as 
bureaucrats and Rakshasas, and therefore, 
I want to bring to the notice of the House 
that they are our own with and kin ; they 
are educated in the same schools in which 
we were educated. They were educated in 
the same colleges as ourselves. Fortunately 
we are MPs and unfortunately they are 
officers. If possible, we should ban calling 
our officers as bureaucrats. This is the 
legacy of the British days still lingering. 

17 hrs. 

Railways have not suffered losses. In 
1966-67 they paid Rs. 132 crores to the 
general revenues. They paid Rs. 141 crores 
in 1967-68, Rs. 150 croies in 1968-69, 
Rs. 155 crores in 1969-70 and Rs. 170 crores 
in 1970-71 to the general revenues. In the 
last four years, they have contributed 
Rs. 759 crores to the general revenues. 
Also, they have provided Rs. 100 crores 
for the depreciation and development fund. 
These are big contributions. If there are 
some loopholes here and there, that can be 
brought to the notice of the minister. There 
should not be wholesale condemnation. We 
should not call the Railway Board a 
white elephant. What is the crime they 
have committed 7 There is a particular 
system evolved and they are there doing 
their work. The real low is on account of 


the attacks on the railways,, destruction of 
property, etc. That can be controlled by 
us, Members of Parliament ; that should 
be our real contribution. 

Moreover, today railways are facing 
keen competition from road transport. On 
account of parv'h viti raj, every village is 
covered by roads and buses, tempos, cycle- 
rickshaws, etc. reach every nook and corner 
of the country. So, instead of going to 
the railway staiion, people use other con¬ 
veyances which aic available at their door¬ 
step. In Nizamabad, 1 am the President 
of a cooperative sugar factory. We load 
1000 bags of sugar per day to Bombay, 
Rajasthan, Madhya Pradesh, etc. But we 
do not book it by rail, because it has to be 
taken to Manmad and then transhipped to 
BG waggons. It takes time and meanwhile 
the price fluctuates. If we load it in a lorry, 
it reaches Bombay in 24 hours, Madhya 
Pradesh in two days and so on. Thus, most 
of the traffic nowadays is diverted to road 
transport and that js why railways lose. 
Wc cannot take railways to every village. 

In Nizamabad. which is my constituency, 
there arc two facories. 11 is a sugarcane 
growing area and every day we produce 
5500 to 6000 bags of sugar. We burn the 
bagasse in our boilers, which is a national 
loss. We can make newsprint and paper out 
of bagasse, but if that is to be done, we 
want something to be put in our boilers 
ins;ead of bagasse. We require coal. If 
coal is to be brought from Ramagundam to 
our factories, first it has to be brought to 
Hyderabad or Secunderabad in BG and then 
transhipped to MG. This difference comes 
to about 240 miles. If there is a direct 
line from Ramgundam to Nizamabad— 
somehow or othei it is always being post¬ 
poned—the bagas could be used for news¬ 
print instead of being used in the boiler. 
For that coal has to be transported which 
requires a direct line and I hope the Railway 
Minister will consider that. At present 
the goods have to travel 240 mites to reach 
Nizamabad from Ramgundam. With the 
construction of this line the distance will be 
reduced to 100 miles. 

DR. MELKOTE (Hyderabad): The 
time at my disposal being short—only four 
minutes— I would like to make out and 
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[Dr. MclkoteJ 

speak only two of three important points. 
After independence quite a number of native 
States joined the Indian Union and of these 
States two States in particular had railways 
Of their own, one was Mysore and the other 
being Hyderabad. I do not know what 
happened to Mysore railways, but so far as 
Hyderabad railways is concerned right from 
1952, when I happened to be the Minister 
of Finance in the State, and subsequently as 
a Member of Parliament here—I am here 
for the fourth term now—every time I have 
been urging that when the Nizam’s railways, 
as it was then called, was merged with the 
Indian railways there was a surplus of 
Rs. 6 croies and the Indian railways bad 
promised that this would be utilized for the 
benefit of Hyderabad, It is nearly twenty 
years now and not a pie of that has been 
spent for the benefit of Hyderabad. One 
of the hon. Members from the Government 
benches has referred to a railway line from 
Ramgundam to Nizamabad in the Telengana 
region. That was one of the earlier sugges¬ 
tions. Another line was from Vizag to 
Ramgundam to Sholapur, which would cut 
short the distance. But nothing has been 
done so far. 

Quite apart from this, on account of 
the development of the Nagarjunasagar Dam 
facilities for transport of the products under 
the dam by the railways is absolutely 
necessary. Gundur-Kasipet and Hyderabad' 
Nalgonda and Gundur are some of the lines 
which I would like to press because they 
have been pressed for by the State Govern¬ 
ment for the past several years. Yet these 
Rs. 6 crorcs have not been spent on 
Hyderabad. 


Though the Telengana people have been 
contiguously pressing for some facilities 
they have been meted out with injustice by 
both the present Andhra State Government 
as well as the Central Government. It is 
not merely the present State Government 
but the Central Government is equally res¬ 
ponsible for the present position, including 
the railways. Would the Railway Minister 
please look into it, unearth these Rs. 6 crores 
and spend'it on Hyderabad for the improve¬ 
ment of Ike railways ? 


Secondly, whenever merger takes place 
it always happens, because bureaucracy is 
the same everywhere, that the employees of 
the smaller region or unit is not given 
justice. Whether it is the employees of 
Mysore or Hyderabad, they do not get the 
necessary promotion or weightage of service 
in the Indian railways. Sometimes they 
are posted at out of the way remote places 
so that they may not create trouble, or 
people from outside are brought in, depriv¬ 
ing the local people opportunity to get 
employment. For a variety of reasons, this 
has been the fate of the Telengana area all 
along. Would the Railway Minister please 
find out how many Telengana people have 
been employed in the railways during the 
last twenty years in the South Central Zone 
and see to it that this kind of injustice is 
rectified immediately ? I do not think he 
will attend to this because the same trouble 
is taking place in Mysore also. Mysore 
people came and told me the same thing. 

The third point that I would like to 
make out is that travel is increasing and 
the railway is one of the methods for cheap 
travel but the railways are becoming costlier 
and costlier and they are not able to meet 
the expenses. In all foreign countries they 
are opening a number of tourist hotels 
organised by the railways themselves. People 
from the north go to Madras or Rameswaram 
and find that they do not get the type of 
food that they want. Similarly, people from 
the south come out to the north, to 
Kashmir or Srinagar or any other place, 
and they do not get the type of food that 
they would desire. In Delhi itself there is 
not a single good South Indian hotel to cater 
to the needs of the southern people. The 
railways should open such hotels at tourist 
centres and other places. Will the railways 
do this and see that it does whatever is 
possible to help the travelling public ? This 
is an important point which I would like 
the Minister to consider. 

He has mentioned, quite conrectly. that 
the amount of loss that he is incurring, 
particularly in the eastern zone, is very 
heavy. He has given the causes also. I 
do not want to go into them. Corruption, 
stealing, cheating—these are things which 
no nation should succumb to, I do not 
know what measures to adopt be has been 
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thinking about. The public are aware of 
this and the public would like to support 
him. Would the Railway Minister take the 
public into confidence and see to what extent 
they can help him to overcome this kind of 
a difficulty because we the public are the 
lowrs ultimately ? He has not spelt 
out what he is trying to do. 1 wish he had 
said this in the speech itself. At least in 
his reply let him mention it so that we can 
give whatever help we can in that direction 
and try to help him.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON 
CAR PRICES 

• 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA (Mandya) : 
The automobile industry in the country is 
one of the most pampered monopolies. It 
has ruthlessly exploited the sellers’ market 
prevailing in the country. With almost 
impunity, it has turned a deaf year to the 
consumers’ needs as well as its obligations 
to societly I sometimes wonder if there is a 
conspiracy hatched between the Govern^ 
men! of India and the autombiie manu¬ 
facturers. In din i$st decade; the price of’ 
passenger cars have incerased by 100 per 
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ceat» to the last |8 months, an upward 
revision of prices has taken place twice. 
We khow the parade* in the situation iff 
the country. Even a junk on four wheels 
could be sold. 

A study group under the Planning 
Commission which went into the needs or 
demands for passetlgcrs cars in this country 
has estimated that in 1973, the annual 
demand would be to the tune of 75,000 
cars. As of Deo. 1968, there was a backlog 
of demand of about 80,000 cars in the 
country. 

Sir, the Tariff Commission was 
appointed by the Government in 1968 and 
they went through the whole gamut of the 
price structure and the cost structure of 
passenger cars in' this country. They have 
made certain tentative recommendations, 
and even while the Government was studying 
those recommendations, an ultimatum by 
the three automobile manufacturing com¬ 
panies in this country was thrown, and 
they said regardless of the fact whether 
the Government is going to take a decision 
or not, they are going to raise the prices 
of motor-cars in this country. The Govern¬ 
ment for once showed the courage of their 
conviction and put their foot down on those 
automobile manufacturers, but the Supreme 
Court had to intervene because the manu¬ 
facturers moved the Supreme Court. The 
Supreme Court advised the Government to 
appoint a Commission with a former judge 
of "a high court as Chairman, a chartered 
accountant and an automobile engineer as 
members, to go into the cost structure of 
passenger cars in this country. 

While dealing with the price structure, 
I beg your permission to quote one or two 
paragraphs from the report of the Tariff 
Commission, just to make out a case that 
as the situation that is prevailing in this 
industry today, there could not be a 
rational or scientific decision—with regard 
to the cost structure of (his industry. Let 
me quote. 

“It was discovered that the practice 
in case of the different units was 
far from uniform. One of these 
needs particular mention on account 
pf the |gok of any cost system at 


all ; two others for having wotttfei 
them out without meticious details ; 
the remaining five fin'd their place’ 
in the middle. 

to the case of Hindustan Motors, 
satisfactory data for manufacturing 
cars were not available to obtain 
the desired accuracy in costing. 
Its record of issue of raw material 
and utilisation as against the 
number of cars manufactured was 
not at all kept. Even in respect of 
the purchase of material, data 
was not available to indicate the 
rates at which a particular raw 
material was purchased from time 
to time in order to arrive at an 
average rate." 

This was the situation, and this is the 
situation which is prevailing in most of 
the automobile manufacturing companies 
in this country. How can we arrive at a 
rational consenus as to what exactly is the 
cost structure when we are flooded with 
demands ? For example, for an Ambassador 
car put up on the roads we will have to 
pay Rs. 25,000 7 How many of us ami 
how many in this country can afford to buy 
that junk which is named as Ambassador 7 
How can we afford to buy that junk for 
Rs. 25,000. Today, the licensed capacity 
is to the tune of 35,007 cars a year as 
against the demand of 60,000 to 67,000 cars 
a year. 

There is another paragraph from the 
same Tariff Commission’s report to which 
I would like to draw the attention of the 
House. I qutoe : 

"It is now unmistakably established 
that this car has been manufactured 
at a high intrinsic cost over a 
large number of years and the 
remedy lies not so much in 
increasing the price as in reducing 
the cost. The consumer cannot be 
burdened by higher costs because 
of the inability of the unit to 
conform to certain norma or 
standards and to exercise the 
necessary degree of caution in 
keeping its cost within reasonable 
limits. The price of the car 
cannot, therefore, be related to the" 
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cost structure. An alternative has, 
therefore, to be found for fixing 
the' price of this car by 
the ' adoption of some other 
principles." 

On every car that is manufactured, the 
percentage of taxation is as high as 46 
per cant. I do not wholly blame the 
automobile manufacturers, even though I 
fix the responsibility for deterioration of 
quality at their door. But I am not 
prepared to absolve the Govenment of its 
own responsibility. They will have to 
think in terms of bringing down the price 
of car, because car is no longer a luxury ; 
it is an absolute necessity today. 

In 1969, Japan sold about 3§ lakh cars 
in their country and about 8 million cars 
outside, as against 36,000 cars we manu¬ 
factured. Japan is starting a plant in 
Hungary and Poland. What is our Govern¬ 
ment contemplating to do ? The small car 
project remains as illusory as it has always 
been. Millions of our people are thinking 
that the small car project would materialise. 
Is Government going to soccumb again to 
the dictates of automobile manufacturers or 
will they muster enough courage to take 
over the 3 units and nationalise the 
industry ? The high price of spare parts 
and components is also responsible for the 
high price of cars. Every type manufac¬ 
turing company is making a minimum of 
70 to 80 per cent profit. If the price of 
tyres is reduced, then there can be a 
reduction of Rs. 300 to 400 in car prices. 

I would like Government to spell out 
without mincing words when they are 
starting their public sector project. They 
have been negotiating with 8 or 10 com¬ 
panies and I believe 5 of them have been 
asked to send prototypes for testing under 
rugged Indian conditions. We are sick of 
dry assurances from ministers about the 
small car. I want an assurance with a view 
to implementation from the ministers about 
the public seetpr project.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Don’t raise 
it in the midst of this. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) ; The trick in car price is 
inflated cost of production. Suppose they 
have 20 radiators. They deliberately 
damaged just slightly 8 of them and sell 
them as scrap for the metal value. If a 
new one costs Rs. 150. I can get this 
slightly damaged one for Rs. 110 and by 
spending ano’her Rs. 5, I can use it. But 
as far as Hindustan Motors are concerned ; 
in their books of account, it is shown as 
scrap sold for a metal value of Rs. 15. 
The balance is collected in cash. So, the 
trick of infla'ed cost of production and 
deflated sales revenue is doing all these 
wonders. In (he world market where there 
is more compc ition, where price is deter¬ 
mined by denand and supply and not 
dictated by the Government, in considera¬ 
tion for high subsidy to the election fund, 
the Indian cars cannot be sold for even 
half the present value. If they try to sell 
one Hindustan or Standard in one of the 
show-rooms in Regent Street or Oxford 
Street, London, I tell you that they will 
not even get admission because our cars 
are so full of defects. 

So, I want to ask of the Minister 
whether a stalwart of the ruling Congress 
party, a practising barrister, who talks 
about socialism in the same breath, 
appeared before the Car Prices Commission 
as counsel for Birlas and whether that 
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person, who is a sitting Minister in this 
HOuse today, counselled and pleaded for 
increase in car prices. He is Shri 
Siddhartha Shankar Ray. Secondly, have 
you any idea to nationalise car production ? 
Thirdly, you must give an assurance that 
the production in future would be only in 
the public sector, as you have yourself 
resolved in your industrial policy resolution, 
and that you will not scuttle your own 
resolution. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur) : The 
manufacturers of Fiat, Hindustan and 
Ambassador, the capitalists of this country, 
have put pressure on the government and 
made them to revise the price of car up¬ 
wards all these years. It has been mentioned 
by the World Bank that the cars manufac¬ 
tured in lnd : a are costlier by 120 per cent 
than those manufactured in Europe and 
USA. Yet, the capitalist automobile manu¬ 
facturers of this country have been violating 
the labour laws, pressurising and cheating 
this government and making them yield to 
increase in prices. The big business still 
have influence with high-ups in the Ministry 
and that is how they arc able to get a price 
rise whenever they want it. The capitalists 
are also trying to sabotage the small car 
project with the help of their influence with 
the high-ups in the Ministry. Taking all 
these facts into consideration, will the 
government ensure that they are free from 
influence of the capitalists and that all 
future production of cars will be in the 
the public sector or, better still, nationalise 
all the existing automobile plants in the 
country ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (AUDYOGIK VIKAS MANTRA- 
LAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI 
OHANSHYAM OZA): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, this half an hour discussion arose out 
of an answer given by the Minister to an 
Unstarred Question. The points raised by 
the hon. Member for raising this half-an- 
hour discussion are these. He has said 
that nothing has been said about the inter¬ 
ference of the Supreme Court when the 
Government are considering the report. As 
the House very well knows, the matter is 
sub judice ; it is before the Supreme 
Court and an interim order has been passed. 
So, how could I reply to that ? The delay 


in taking a decision on the recommenda¬ 
tions, no inquiry regarding Ithe raising of 
prices—all these matters are sub judice. 
The final hearing is still to take place in the 
Supreme Court. After the final hearing, 

I think, we will be competent to discuss all 
these questions. As a matter of fact, I was 
happy when 1 saw that the hon. Member 
strayed away from the points he had raised 
and went to some other points of general 
interest—1 am very glad about it—though 
not pertinent. 

The projected demand of cars as put 
by the Planning Commission is about 80.000 
units in 1973-74 and our present production 
is 35,000 units. Therefore, as the .House 
very well knows, we are putting up a plant 
in the public sector. For that we have 
invited offers. We received from as many 
as eight companies from abroad out of 
which nearly four or five were straightaway 
rejected about the rest we are entering into 
negotiations. We have asked for further 
details. Some of them have given a reply 
and some of them have not replied. We 
are going to take decision as early as 
possible so that this backlog, as has been 
pointed out by the hon. Member, can be 
cleared. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi) : We 
have been getting the tame sort of reply 
for the last 20 years. 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : Cars can 
wait in a poor country. After all, resources, 
both interna] and external, are limited and 
we have to fix certain priorities. Now we 
have decided to put up a plant in the public 
sector and we will take a decision very 
shortly. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN 
(Madurai) : Within three months ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : We will 
take a decision appropriately when we have 
received the n plies from all the firms 
abroad. We have still to await certain' 
information from the parties which have 
made the offers. 

We are putting up in the private sector 
also a plant for 50,000 units. That also we 
will see that it comes as early as possible. 
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About tyres my boa. friend put a perti- 
tffcht qdWbi^The price of tyres is also so* 
Hit up and it adds to the cost of motor cars. 
¥hat is why about tyres also we have added 
to the capacity of the existing units so that 
fifty can |o into commission immediately 
and produce tyres. 


We have also issued letters of intent to 
private parties who want to put up new 
units. By 1972-73 we are sure that we will 
m able to fulfil the requirement of tyres and 
tufas for cars. Then we will be able to 
check the price of cars which, as my hon. 
friend says, IS not qjiite commensurate with 
the production cost. 


Then, my hon. friend has paid compli¬ 
ments to Government by saying that once 
in a while Government has been bold 
enough to fix the prices. It is true that the 
manufacturers have taken unilateral action 
pnd fixed up the prices. We put our foot 
down and said that by a statutory order 
the prices will be such-and-such. Against 
that the parties have chosen to go to the 
Supreme Court. The Supreme Court is 
seized of the matter. According to the 
orders of the Supreme Court an inquiry 


commission was appointed. The commission 
has submitted the import, While the 
commission's report wee being considered, 
the Court passed an interim order fixing the 
prices. The matter will come up in August 
and after the final order is passed if, accor* 
ding to the final order, the prices are fixed 
at a lower level, the manufacturers h|lve 
given an undertaking that they will refund 
the difference to persons who have bought 
cars from them. So, I think, that should 
allay the fears of the hon. Members. Since 
we are going in a big way for the 
manufacture of cars, both in public aad 
private sectors, it is a transitory difficulty 
and 1 am sure, before long, before 1973-74, 
we will be in a easier position and we shall 
not have to worry so much about it. 

I am thankful to the hon. Members for 
saving me the embarrassment about entering 
into the field where the matter is before the 
Supreme Court.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The 
chaotic traffic in Calcutta is the cause of 
the social tension in the city.

Mr. Nanda made a categori¬ 
cal assurance in April, 1970 stating that 
Calcutta will have an underground railway 
and ^Oftstruftiqn work on its first phase

will be taken up by March 31st, next year. 
This was announced by Mr. Nanda. In 
view of this, will the Minister say how soon 
the actual work will be taken in hand with 
regard to the scheme for the dispersal of 
the density of traffic in Calcutta. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : My nega¬ 
tive answer does not actually mean that I 
am negativing the intention of my hem. 
friend. The way he asked the question 
attracted that ‘No* answer. The Soviet 
team have recommended this system. So 
far as Railway Board and Administration 
is concerned, they have accepted that recom¬ 
mendation. They are undertaking consulta¬ 
tions between Railway Administration and 
Planning Commission. As far as approval 
of the idea is concerned, this has been done. 

I am sorry I am not able to fix any date 
or time-limit. I will be going to Calcutta 
shortly and I welcome my hon. friend Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu to assist me. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : So, your 
predecessor Mr. Nanda had no authority to 
say so. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I don’t 
contradict my predecessor. In fact, he is 
one of the most earnest men that we have 
ever had in the Ministry. Things are 
moving in that direction. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : In this 
Book demands for Grants, Railways, on 
page 115, there is an item, item No. 14 for 
Calcutta. It says about techno-economic 
feasibility study. Regarding final allocations, 
we find the amount of Rs. 69,33,000 on 
item 1 and Rs. 12,96,000 on item 2. Is it 
meant for any work or for continuing the 
perpetual processes of survey and acquire¬ 
ment of knowledge by the Railways ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : That is 
hardly a question. 

SHRI B, K, DASCHOWDHARY ; It jl 
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a very important question. In view of the 
enormous traffic problem in Calcutta, the 
matter has been debated several times-.. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am not going to 
allow any preambles. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : I 
am doming to that. There are two things 
under discussion. One is the suburban 
dispersal line, which was sanctioned, and for 
which an amount of Rs. 35 crores or so was 
sanctioned in the earlier budget. With your 
permission, I would like to quote one line 
from the statement of the predecessor of the 
present Railway Minister. He said : 

“There will be no postponement of 
the targets now laid down for com¬ 
pleting thfc final location survey of the 
suburban dispersal line.” 

I would like to know from the hon. Minister 
what has happened to the suburban dis¬ 
persal line, and whether the final location 
survey has been completed. 

MR. SPEAKER : The question was 
‘No’, ‘No’, and yet the hon. Member is still 
making supplementaries out of these ‘Noes’. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY : This 
is about the suburban dispersal line. The 
two things under discussion are the suburban 
dispersal line and the underground or ele¬ 
vated railway or whatever else that might 
be. I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister the decision about the underground 
line and also about the suburban dispersal 
line which is very important. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : As the 
hon. Member has correctly mentioned, so 
far as the dispersal line is concerned, the 
question has been vetoed. It is a question 
of the underground or mass transport system 
and the technical survey thereof. Govern¬ 
ment can reach a final decision about the 
time-table of construction only after the 
project report is received. That is the 
situation at present. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY : Pro¬ 
ject report for what ? For the underground 
railway or the suburban dispersal line ? 


SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHARY : The 
hon. Minister has mixed up both the things 
together. One is the suburban disposal 
line while the other is the underground or 
elevated railway. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : It is the 
hon. Member who has mixed up both the 
things. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let not the hon. 
Member quarrel now. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Is the 
Railway Ministry of the opinion that the 
proposed underground or elevated railway, 
whatever it is, which the Soviet experts have 
recommended is something which can be 
counterpoised with the Dum Dum-Princep 
Ghat dispersal line ? If I am not mistaken... 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I think 
that that is also covered... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Let me 
complete my question first. 

Is it not a fact that the proposal of the 
Soviet experts is for an underground line 
runningfrom north to south and from east to 
west within the city itself, whereas the Dum 
Dum-Princep Ghat dispersal line is only 
meant to bring the commuters from the out¬ 
skirts of Calcutta on the north up to the offioe 
area ? How are the two counterpoised with 
each other ? Why should acceptance of 
the one load to the giving up of the other 
one ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : The re¬ 
commendations so far as this is concerned, 
are as follows. Construction of mass rapid 
transit system extending from Dum Dum in 
the north to Tollygunge to the south is re¬ 
commended. The intra-city passengers who 
constitute the bulk of the city traffic will get 
maximum benifit. The proposed mass 
rapid transit system will serve even 
more effectively than the suburban dis 
persal line the function of dispersal of 
commuters to the CBD area. When I 
go to Calcutta, I shall examine that problem. 


MR. SPEAKER ; Order, order. I am 
to. allow arguments during the 
Hour. 



SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : that was 
an intra-city transport plan, that is, the mass 
rapid transit system. But may t fcpqw 
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whether the hon, Minister has familiarised 
himself with the topography of Calcutta 
to understand the problem... 

MR. SPEAKER : He is going there 
shortly. 

SHRIINDRAJIT GUPTA : The Dum 
Dum-Princep Ghat line has nothing to do 
with intra-city transport. It is intended to 
bring people from the outskirts on the north 
up to the Dalhousie office area by a line 
along the alignment which already exists in 
the old port commissioners’ railway along 
this track. 

SHRI HANUMANTHA1YA : This is 
what I have been told. I am not familiar 
with the topography. I shall do so, when 
I go to Calcutta. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : He has 
already abandoned schemes without going 
to Calcutta. First, he has abandoned the 
schemes, and then he is going to Calcutta. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : It is not 
a point for dispute. It is the Soviet study 
team’s report which has been accepted. If 
the dispersal line has been vetoed it has 
been vetoed. In addition to what the report 
has recommended, if there is any further 
issue for consideration, I shall do so. That 
is what I have said. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : All right, 
let him go to Calcutta. 

Manufacture of Scooters with Italian 
Collaboration 

*182. SHRI A. K. SAHA : Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (AUDYOGIK VIKAS MANTRI) 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government are negotiating 
with the Vespa Company of Italy to colla¬ 
borate in the manufacture of scooters in 
India in the public section ; and 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY QF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (AUDYOGIK VIKAS MANTRA- 
LAYA MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI 
OHANSHYAM OZA): (a) and (b). A 


statement is laid on the fable of the 
House. 

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The Committee of Technical Experts, 
which had been set up to work out and 
advice Government on a suitable indigenous 
design of a scooter and programme of its 
production in the proposed public sector 
project, had come to the conclusion that no 
indigenously developed design of a scooter 
was readily available in the country, and 
that the development of a new design of a 
scooter from the drawing board stage to the 
stage of production might take about seven 
to eight years. The Committee had also 
pointed out that to set up a successful pro¬ 
ject for manufacture of scooters to cater to 
both the domestic and international markets, 
it was necessary that the model selected 
should be competitive with the best design 
of the world. 

In the light of the findings of the Com¬ 
mittee and in view of the growing imbalance 
between demand and supply of scooters in 
the country, it was felt that it would not 
be desirable to wait many years for a com¬ 
pletely indigenous design to be developed 
for meeting the large and growing demand. 
Accordingly, Government decided to take 
up in the proposed public sector project a 
scooter model of a proven foreign design 
so that production could be established with 
as little delay as possible. In pursuance of 
this decision, offers had beat invited from 
interested parties in foreign countries. In 
response, an offer of collaboration has been 
received from the firm in Italy manufactur¬ 
ing Vespa scooters. 

SHRI A. K. SAHA : In view of techni¬ 
cal and credit facilities available in the 
country, why does Government enter ipto 
collaboration with foreign manufacturers for 
this purpose ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : If I have 
heard him correct, I think he means to ask 
why Government does not encourage small 
scooter producers by giving them credit. 
As a matter of fact, we are going in a big 
way in producing scooters in the public 
sector. We are trying to encourage scooter 
producers using indigenous designs also. So 
many letters of intent have been issued both 
in the private and public sector. - ' 
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SHRI A. # K. SAHA : Apart from the 
announced negotiations with an Italian firm 
of scooter manufacturers for production in 
the public sector, what steps does Govern¬ 
ment take to encourage indigenous scooter 
manufacturers without foreign collabora¬ 
tion 7 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : It is the 
same thing. As I said, we are encouraging 
the private sector also ; we are eucouraging 
some public corporations too, because we 
wants to go on producing scooters on a 
mass scale to meet the increasing demand. 
In view of this huge requirement, we want 
a foreign design which can be put quickly 
into the market. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD : If I 
am correct in assuming from the statement 
of the Minister, scooter is not regarded by 
Government as an item luxury as a piece 
of bread is, according to the Finance Minis¬ 
ter. May I know when the scooter so 
urgently required as per the statement will 
be before the public in the country. 

SHRI GHANSYAM OZA : It will 
take three years or so. 

HTf «Tfi : Jff ?FT JTPTHT 
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SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : I have 
said that we want to have it in the public 
sector. We have entered into negotiations. 
It is being actively considered and within 
a period of three years, we are going into 
production. At the same time, we are 
encouraging private sector people also as 


also some corporation of the States in pro¬ 
ducing indigenously designed scooters in the 
country. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA rose— 

MR. SPEAKER : So Lakkappa is 
interested in Vespa ! 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : This Govern¬ 
ment has been making big promises since 
many years that it would meet the demand 
for scooters which is very much needed by 
by the middle—and upper middle-classes 
in the country. But it is going very slow 
with the implementation of the promises. 
That being so, is the Government thinking 
of making use of technical knowhow avail¬ 
able indigenously while simultaneously 
manufacturing scooters in the public sector/ 
before some negotiation for collaboration 
with outsiders. Secondly, they have said 
that offers have been invited from interested 
parties from foreign countries. Which are 
the other countries which are interested in 
manufacturing scooters in this country ? 
By what time would the Government be 
able to meet the demands for scooters in 
this country by manufacture both in the 
public and private sectors ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : About the 
first part of the question, I would say that 
we had appointed an expert committee to 
go into this matter to see whether any 
indigenous design is readily available for 
productson. We are advised that it is not 
possible. Therefore, we went in for foreign 
collaboration and left the indigenously design 
to the private sector which is going to pro¬ 
duce scooters on a small scale. About the 
second part of the question, we had offers 
from two firms, out of which we are 
considering the offer made by the Italian 
firm. 

Running of Rajdbani Express with 
Vacant Seats 

*183. SHRI S. M. BANERIEE : Will 
the Minister of RAILWAYS (RAIL 
MANTRI) be pleased to state : 

(a) whether a number of seats in Raj- 
dhani Express go vacant because no passen¬ 
ger is allowed to travel from Kanpur and 
Mughal Sarai to Calcutta ; 

(b) if so, the reasons far sustaining this 
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loss when the Railways are already having 
a deficit budget; and 

(c) whether a final decision has been 
taken to allow passengers to travel from 
these places to Calcutta ? 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANTRI) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA) : (a) No, Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

(c) It has been decided not to book 
passengers to and from any intermediate 
stations. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I was 
assured in this House 'by his predecessors. 
Dr. Ram Subhag Singh and Shri Nanda 
that because the train stops there for 11 
minutes... 

MR. SPEAKER : No introduction. 
In future I am not going to allow preambles 
and introductions. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : It is a fact 
that this train stops in Kanpur for 11 
miautes and Moghul Sarai for six minutes 
and still passengers are not allowed to travel 
from Kanpur or Moghulsarai to Calcutta ? 

I would also like to know whether this 
decision has been taken by the Government 
only because the people of Kanpur are 
peaceful and do not believe in dharana 
ete. ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : What 
the hon. Member says in correct, but the 
railway administration seems to feel... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : You are 
the Minister. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
also in the administration. 

They feel that this is a train between 
these two stations and they are not in favour 
of issuing tickets at intermediate stations. 
Besides, even at the start every seat is taken. 
These are the difficulties. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: May I 
know whether as in the other Express trains, 
some quota will be allowed to Kanpur and 
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other places where it stops, whatever the 
quota may be. four or even two. Either 
the train should not stop at Kanpur. As 
the people of Kanpur have been denied 
the quota when the trains stops there for 
11 minutes, I would like to know whether 
this matter will be re-considered. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : The 
answer is that these stoppages are made 
only for the purpose of service, watering 
and other things, but the persuasiveness with 
which my hon. friend is urging the point 
makes me say that I will re-think.

Lying Unutilised 

*184. SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Will

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : From the state- 
meat. it appears that the position is a very 
disappointing one. The Government of 
India has squandered foreign exchange by 
importing turbine, boilers and such other 
machines, and some of the boilers were 
.damaged during transit, and some of them 
. have heen--- 

MR. SPEAKER Please put it in the 
Shape of a question. Frame it into a ques¬ 
tion, 

SHRI R,S. PANDEY : I am referring 
to the stotowent which gives certain reasons 
ftkT' die delay. The House is very anxious to 
|atow the reasons— 


MR. SPEAKER : The House is in pos¬ 
session of the statement. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : The question 
is, who is responsible for the delay ; if the 
machines are damaged during transit, who 
will be responsible, and what action has 
been taken, taking into consideration the 
scarcity of power, of electric power, practi¬ 
cally in all the States. 

Secondly, foreign exchange to the tune 
Of Rs. 5 crorcs has been wasted because of 
the delay and damage in transit. The 
reasons given in the statement are, a wrong 
site was selected, and a dispute is going on 
between the contractor and the Electricity 
Board, May I know who 4s resp on si bl e ? 
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TheHouse is anxious to know who is res¬ 
ponsible for this, and what is the punish¬ 
ment the Government are going to give 
him. 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K. L. RAO) ; I would 
like to submit that we have imported equip¬ 
ment worth about Rs. 43S crores in all, and 
equipment worth about Rs. 5 crores is now 
lying unused because the plants could not be 
commissioned because of the delay in these 
four projects. So, strictly speaking, it is 
not very much, but still, I would not be 
happy about that, because we are very short 
of foreign exchange and more than that, we 
are short of power. Therefore, we must see 
that we commission as many projects as 
possible ; and we will try to do that. 

The next question that he raised is, who 
is responsible for this. T wish to submit that 
all these four projects are State projects, 
and the State Governments are responsible 
for seeing that these projects are carried 
through. I have taken up the matter with 
the Chief Minister of Assam in respect of 
two of these projects, namely, the Tura 
Thermal Project and the Gauhati Thermal 
Project. Both of them have been delayed 
very considerably, and so I have written to 
the Chief Minister of Assam, requesting 
him to find out who is responsible for the 
delays in organization and take the neces¬ 
sary steps so that in future such delays do 
not occur. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : What special 
steps are being taken by the Government to 
see that the equipment is not damaged in 
transit and the civil work keeps pace with 
the arrival of the equipment ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : What the hon. Mem¬ 
ber said is very correct. We have set to in- 
stal the equipment soon and there should 
not be any delay. I will try to see that 
such damage do not occur during transit 
and that the civil works are kept up. The 
reasons why we could not start the work in 
these four projects are : one, the damage in 
transit which is really regrettable. We 
should take more careful steps. We are 
asking the various power stations to make 
more careful steps in this direction. This 
occurred at the time of disembarking and 
embarking. In fact, in one case, even in 
New York, when one of the machines 
fqg Dhuvatan was being loaded, it 


just slipped into the sea. There has been 
delay on account of such accidents for 
nearly a year and a half; *it is certainty 
regrettable. But hereafter, moat of thine 
equipment wilt come from indigenous sources 
and I hope we will be avoiding each 
damages. Anyway, we have got to keep 
up with great vigilance, and-.- 

MR. SPEAKER : Let the Minister's 
answer be brief. 

DR. K. L. RAO ; Yes, Sir. There are 
delays in the civil works. These delays are 
due to four factors. 

SHRt R. S. PANDEY : Let the Minis¬ 
try reply also to the point about the dispute 
between the Electricity Board and the con¬ 
tractor. 

DR. K. L. RAO : There are four reasons 
for the delay. One is, inadequate finance ; 
second, the contractor's lapses, third, the 
labour strike ; the fourth reason is, some 
engineering difficulties that came up during 
construction. Here, the hon. Member U 
referring Io Kuttiadi in Kerala in respect of 
the dispute between the contractor and the 
F.lectricity Board. 

There has been some trouble between 
the labour and the contractor and Govern¬ 
ment could not maintain law and order at 
that time. There are one or two cases like 
that occurring in the country. We will be 
careful and we will ask the various States 
electricity boards also to be more careful. 

DR. RANEN SEN : May I know 
which are the foreign countries which have 
exported these generators ? Is it a fact that 
apart from damage during transit, even be¬ 
fore that these generators were defective ? 
What steps are Government taking to see 
that such defective generators are not 
supplied ? 

MR. SPEAKER : That is about non¬ 
utilisation. It does not arise out of this. 
I am passing on to the next question. The 
minister’s reply was very detailed.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW AND JUSTICE 
(VIDHI AUR NYAYA MANTRALAYA 
MEN RAJYA MANTRI) (SHRI NITIRAJ 
SINGH CHAUDHURY) : (a) Persons pos¬ 
sessing qualifications as laid down in the 
Income-tax Appellate Tribunal Members 
(Recruitment and Conditions of Service) 
Rules, 1963 and found suitable to hold the 
post of Judicial Member are appointed; 
there are no other guide-lines prescribed by 
the Government for the purpose.

(c) No preference has been given by the 
Government in such appointments to candi¬ 
dates from the Members of the State Judicial 
Service over the practising Income-tax

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : From the state¬ 
ment lain in answer to my previous ques¬ 
tion, I found that out of 10 persons 
appointed, two were from advocates and 8 
from the judicial service. Since we are 
appointing judges to the High Court also 
from advocates, may I know why a different 
method is being followed for the appoint¬ 
ment to the judicial tribunal ? May I 
know if something is being done in this 
regard mid there are no instructions from the 
department (hat .persons from the judicial 
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service will get preference over practising 
advocates ? 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAU¬ 
DHURY : The break-up in respect of 
applications for the post of Judicial Member 
for recruitment in 1970 was : From profes¬ 
sion 82 ; from service 117. These were the 
number of applications received. 22 persons 
from the profession and 73 from service 
qualified for interview. 21 from the profes¬ 
sion and 49 from the service appeared 
before the selection board. Out of them 
a panel was made, out of which orders were 
issued for the appointment of 10 persons. 
Out of these ten, three persons—Shri V. 
Rajagopalan, Shri S. Basu and Shri Kalyan- 
brota Roy—did not join. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : May I know 
what has made the department take people 
from the Indian Revenue Service ? Certain

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SHRI S. R. DAMANI : According to 
the statement the entire matter is still undo* 
consideration.* The memorandum was 
submitted nine months back. According 
to that memorandum 4 lakhs tons of pulp 
can be produced if only foreign exchange 
to the tune of Rs. 7.S crores is released for 
import of machinery. When there is 
shortage of paper why is the Government 
taking so much of time in taking a deci¬ 
sion ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : We are 
helping the small units in our own way. It 
is true that we cannot fulfil all their 
demands. For exnmple, they say that 
they should be allowed to import second¬ 
hand machinery. We do not encourage 
the import of second-hand machinery. 
When the import of pulp is absolutely 
necessary we make some exception here and 
there. Then they say that the Hindustan 
Paper Corporation should reserve some pulp 
for the small industries. We requested 
them to put up a plant of their own in the 
co-operative sector. Because of the commit¬ 
ments already made, we are sorry we would 
not be able to establish a pulp unit the 
public sector for them. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : A paper pulp 
plant will require a foreign exchange of 
only Rs. 5 crores whereas now we are 
spending a huge amount on import of pulp. 
Could the government not allow the import 
of a plant for which we require only Rs. 5 
crores ? If the government do not want the 
import of second hand machinery, would 
they allow the import of new machinery ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : There 
was no request for import of new. machinery. 
The request was for importing second-hand 
machinery, which was not acceptable to the 
government. Regarding the import of pulp, 
we do allow import of some quantity for 
the small units.

Not 
a single new rail line has been constructed 
there in Kerala for the last 15 years. Not 
a single kilometre of railway line has been 
constructed. Is it not a fact to show that 
Kerala is being neglected in this matter too ?

The Madhya Pradesh Govern¬ 
ment have sent the Bansagar Project for 
acceptance by the Planning Commission for 
inclusion in the developmental plans of 
Madhya Pradesh. 

The Government of Bihar have protested 
against the Bansagar Project as proposed by 
the Government of Madhya Pradrsh in¬ 
volving diversion of the Sone waters to the 
Tons river, on the ground that it will affect 
the large irrigation system in Bihar from 
the Seme Lower down where the position 
of supplies is stated to be already critical. 

The Government of Uttar Pradesh have 
been urging that the Bansagar Project is the 
only source of irrigation to the famine 
stricken plateau areas in Mirzapur district 
and that the Bansagar Project proposed by 
the Madhya Pradesh Government should be 
modified to make provision for irrigation in 
this area also. 

Efforts are being made by engineers of 
the Central Government in consultation 
with engineers of Madhya Pradesh, Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar Governments to evolve 
revised proposals for the Bansagar Project 
which might be acceptaple to all the three 
States. 

SHR1MATI BIBHA GHOSH : May I 
know the volume of water the proposed 
dam will Contain and whether the dam will 
dry up some of the rivers in Bihar ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : Exact quantity of 
water varies from place to place. I don’t 
know at what point the hon. Member wants 
this information. The river Sone passes 
through 1 States, Madhya Pardesh, U. P. 
and Bihar. We should know the require¬ 
ments of various States before we take up 
the project. 

SHRI D. N. TiWARI: Has any 
representation been made by the Bihar 
Government about this project ?

(b) A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House. 

(c) Some of the measures have already 
been put into effect and there is no time¬ 
limit as such fixed for putting into effect 
other measures. 

Statement 

(b) The following steps have been taken/ 
are being taken to improve the industrial 
and economic climate in West Bengal : 

(i) Government of India have recently 
set up the Industrial Reconstruction 
Corporation of India Ltd., with 
headquarters at Calcutta, mainly 
with a view to tackling the financi¬ 
al and other problems of industrial 
units in the country, particularly 
in West Bengal, to begin with. 
The paid-up capital of the Corpora¬ 
tion would be Rs. 10 crorcs. It 
will deal with the problems 
relating to rehabilitation of sick 
and revival of closed industrial 
units. 

(ii) Government of West Bengal have 
sanctioned a package of incentives 
such as refund of sales-tax, interest 
free long term loans, refund of 
entry taxes in specified cases and 
assistance from the State Financial 
Institutions for the sick/closed 
units. 

(iii) Provision has been made in the 
Import Policy for 1971-72 for 
advance allocation of imported raw 
materials to closed industrial units 
in West Bengal, to enable them to 
re-start their manufacturing 
activities. 

(iv) Government are also examining 
certain measures with a view to 
developing the Haldia/and Calcutta 
Metropolitan area in order to 
improve the industrial climate 
there. 

(v) 8 Districts have been selected in 
West Bengal for purposes of giving 
concession al finance from financing 
Institutions to industries started 
gwp. On* of those districts vfr. 
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Purulia is eligible for 10% Central 
grant/subsidy oj the'fixed capital 
investment for industries . located 
there.

SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJHUN- 
WALA : The economy of West Bengal is 
on the verge of collapse and more than 
124 industrial units remain closed down. 
The unemployment figure has crossed the 
2 million mark and the production in the 
existing units has not been up to the mark 
at all. I would, therefore, ask the hon, 
Minister what steps Government have taken 
to get the closed units opened, nnd to bring 
about industrial peace in the State. 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : All possible 
steps are being taken. We have recently 
up an Industrial Reconstruction Corporation 
of India, which is specially looking after 
such units in Calcutta and West Bengal. 

SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJHUN- 
WALA : May I know what Government 
have done to save the industries from the 
existing power famine ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : That 
question is also being looked into with the 
State Government. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE : 
May I know whether any particular scheme 
has been evolved for the purpose of employ¬ 
ment of the engineers who are now 
unemployed in West Bengal, and if so, 
what that scheme is ? 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : There is 
no particular scheme, but in a general way, 
they will be helped. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : My hon. 
friend has raised a very pertinent question 
about the closure of industrial units in West 
Bengal. I would like to know whether aay 
meeting has been held with the employers 
either by the hon. Minister of State or his 
colleague the Labour Minister, to see that 
all the industrial units are opened, so that 
the growing unemployment problem in 
Calcutta and other places comes to 
an end ; 

SHRI GHANSHYAM OZA : Many 
meetings have been already held not only by 
the Central Ministers but also by the State 
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Ministers. A high-level committee has also 
been appointed under the chairmanship of 
Shri K. C. Pant, which is also going into 
these details.. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : From 
the statement, we.find that some steps have 
been taken to improve the economic and 
industrial climate of West Bengal. Can 
this be done in view of the deteriorating 
law and order situation in the State ? If 
not, what steps do Government propose to 
take in consultation with the West Bengal 
Government to first restore law and order ? 

MR. SPEAKER : It is a hypothetical 
question—not allowed. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : In 
para 5 of the statement, it has been men¬ 
tioned that 8 districts have been selected in 
West Bengal for giving concessional finance.

A 
statement on the results of the enquiry con¬ 
ducted into the surplus ballot papers found 
in Chandigarh, has already been made in 
the House on 29.3.1971 in reply to a Calling 
Attention Notice by S/Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
and others. At the time of the enquiry by 
the Deputy Election Commissioner (Shri 
P. I. Jacob) at Chandigarh on 26.3.71, it 
was alleged that some waste papers suspected 
to include ballot papers had been despatched 
from Chandigarh to Mandi Deep Paper 
Mills, Sehore, near Bhopal, by two railway 
wagons and a request was made that these 
wagons should be intercepted and examined. 
Accordingly, the wagons were redirected 
to Chandigarh, opened and their contents 
inspected on 13.5.71 in the presence of Shri 
Sri Chand Goel, Ex. M.P., Shri Hit Ablashi, 
General Secretary, Punjab Jan Sangh, and 
Shri K. L. Manchanda, General Secretary, 
Jan Sangh, Chandigarh, and Shri Sham Lai 
Gupta, President, Territorial Congress, 
Chandigarh, and others. As a result of the 
Inspection, only 354 whole ballot papers of 
six different parliamentary constituencies were 
found in the two wagons. Only some of 
these ballot papers were numbered. Besides 
these 354 ballot papers, 813.45 Kilograms of 
ballot papers cuttings (i.e. ballot papers cut 
into small pieces) were also found in the 
two wagons. All these ballot papers and 
cuttings are stored in safe custody in the 
Civil Defence Control Room at Chandigarh 
under thc-seals of the Chief Electoral Officer, 
Chandigarh and the Jan Sangh Party.

Rise in price of bricks due to Coal 
shortage

previous year. This Ministry is not, how¬ 
ever, aware of any large scale unemployment 
and the rise in price of bricks or the reasons 
thereof. 

(b) The Railways have all the resources 
to meet the existing demands of coal trans¬ 
port from Bengal and Bihar fields. The 
drop in the supply of wagons has, mainly 


been on account of the pom- law and order 
conditions and such miscreant activities as 
large scale thefts of wagon fittings, over head 
traction wires, telecommunication cables, 
track materials etc. victimisation of passenger 
and goods trains, assaults and murders of 
Railway staff, lightning and prolonged 
strikes by Railway staff, looting and arson 
of railway property at stations and offices, 
bomb attacks at stations, yards and colonies, 
bundhs hartals and other stoppages of work 
paralysing railway operation, and many other 
such anti-social activities. 

On their part, the railways have strength¬ 
ened their own Protection Force in the 
area to the maximum extent possible. 
Closest possible coordination is being main¬ 
tained by the Railway authorities at all 
levels with the State Government of 
West Bengal to enable them to deal with 
such activities effectively. They have been 
requested at the highest level to take firm 
and effective steps to restore normalcy in 
railway working in the area. Recently, the 
situation was also reviewed at a specially 
convened meeting by the Rail Mantri with 
State and Central Ministers concerned. There 
has, however, been no improvement in the 
situation so far.

Government decided 
on 16.12,1970 that the staff belonging to 
Shahdara-Saharanpur, Howrah-Amta and 
Howrah-Sheakhala Light Railways should 
be given appointments on the Indian Rail¬ 
ways. On the same day a Press Com¬ 
munique announcing the above decision 
was also issued. 

(c) and (d). Instructions were issued to 
Northern, Eastern and South Eastern 
Railways* to offer employment to the non- 
gazetted staff of these Light Railways after 
adjudging their suitability by a Screening 
Committee. 

Most of the employees belonging to 
Shahdara-Saharanpur Light Railway have 
been screened by the Northern Railway and 
so far 162 employees have been appointed 
to Class III posts on the various Divisions. 
590 Class IV employees have been empanel¬ 
led after being screened and the panels have 
been sent to various Divisions to offer 
appointments. 
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On Eastern and South Eastern Railways 
there have been some difficulties because of 
the opposition of the recognised unions and 
of casual labour awaiting appointment to 
regular posts. Having regard to the employ¬ 
ment situation in West Bengal, the possibi¬ 
lity of giving appointment to the Light 
Railway staff on Railways elsewhere is now 
under consideration. 

Dieselisation and Electrification of 
Locomotives in Gujarat 

*201. SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will the 
Minister of RAILWAYS (RAIL MANTR1) 
be pleased to state when dieselisation and 
electrification will be completed and coal- 
fired steam operated locomotives discon¬ 
tinued in Gujarat, there being no coal 
deposits in that area ?

Shortage of Power In West Bengal 

*205. DR. RANEN SEN : Will the 
Minister of IRRIGATION AND POWER 
(S1NCHAI AUR VIDYUT MANTRI) be 
pleased to state :

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION

There have been some load shedding in the 
Calcutta area during May, 1971 due to plant 
trouble at Bandel Power Station of the West 
Bengal Electricity Board and also at Durga- 
pur Power Station of the West Bengal 
Government. Also there are problems 
relating to coal mills maintenance outages. 
The shortage is about 30 to 35 MW at peak 
hours. 

The power position in North Bengal 
has been difficult due to inadequate gene¬ 
rating capacity and outages at Jaldhaka 
Power Station. 

(b) Yes, to some extent. 

(d) Repairs are being effected at the 
Power Stations and it is expected that normal 
supply will be resumed in a week. In 
North Bengal arrangements have been made 
for augmentation of power supply by 
additional power generation from a package 
thermal plant of 6 MW which is being shift¬ 
ed there from Dishergarh and by installation 
of diesel sets purchased from Assam and 
Gujarat Electricity Boards. In such emer¬ 
gency situations, transfer of additional power 
from Damodar Valley Corporation area can 
be done only if additional transmission lines 
are constructed. This is being studied. 
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Extension of Railway Lines in Mining 
Areas of Bihar 

•207. SHRI N. K. SINHA : Will the 
Minister of RAILWAYS (RAIL MANTR1) 
be pleased to state :

Firm demand for the 
machines with reference to types, sizes and 
prices has not been assessed so far. The 
question of the Company meeting fully the 
country’s requirements of the types of 
machines for which it is licensed, does not 
arise at present, as the factory is yet to go 
into regular production. Even when it 
reaches the full productions level, the com¬ 
pany is not expected to meet all the require¬ 
ments of grinding machines since even in 
the same basic types of machines for which 
the Company is licensed, it will take up 
manufacture of machines of certain sizes and 
ranges only. 

Where definite gaps in requirements of 
the machines exist. Government will consi¬ 
der proposals from other existing units to 
diversify, and proposals for establishment of 
new units on merits, taking care to ensure 
optimum utilisation of available resources 


and avoidance of duplication and wast¬ 
age. 

(d) The Company has not yet commen¬ 
ced regular production and as such it would 
not be feasible at present to compare the 
prices of machines manufactured or assemb¬ 
led by the Company with international 
prices. 

Looting of Trains on Eastern Railway

(a) Three trains namely 5 Up Howrah- 
Amritsar Mail, 312-Down Samastipur-Sealdah 
Passenger and 337 Up Sealdah-Gaya Fast 
Passenger were victimised on the night of 
May 6/7, 1971, between Bandel and Adi 
Saptagram Railway Stations. While the 9 Up 
Doon Express was stopped twice, once near 
Adi Saptagram Station and again near 
Magra Station, by disconnecting hosepipe 
and pulling the alarm chain respectively, 
neither any passenger complained about any 
theft or looting nor was any luggage re¬ 
moved from the brakevan of this train. 

(b) The extent of properties lost has not 
been assessed as yet. 

(c) R.P.F. are not empowered to investi¬ 
gate such cases. However, they had ascer¬ 
tained the facts of the cases. Government 
Railway Police registered all the three cases 
and their investigation continues.

In consideration of the 
services rendered by the foreign firm, the 
Indian Company will pay a lump sum to 
the foreign firm for the supply of the techni¬ 
cal and technological documentation and the 
cost of the detailed project report. A 
recurring royalty on the production of 
tractors will also be paid for a period of 5 
years. 

(c) and (d). The Punjab State Industrial 
Development Corporations Ltd. propose to 
take up the manufacture of Swaraj 20 (20 
HP) tractor developed by the Central 
Mechanical Engineering Research Institute, 


Durgapur. They have been granted a 
Letter of Intent for the purpose Oh 12-11- 
1970. They propose to set up their factory 
at Mohali near Chandigarh. The proto¬ 
type of the tractoi developed by the CMBKI 
had been tested at the Tractor Testing 
Station, Budni and a number of modifica¬ 
tions had been suggested. The modifica¬ 
tions have been carried out by the Punjab 
State industrial Development Corporation 
Ltd. and the prototype with the modifica¬ 
tions is at present undergoing bests by the 
Budni Station. After acceptance of the 
prototype by the Budni Station, the Punjab 
State Industrial Development Corporation 
will work out the phased manufacturing 
programme for implementing their project.

Steps taken to check pilferages are 
given below : 

(i) Emphasis is being laid on proper 
paking and marking of packages 
labelling and securing of relevant 
documents with the wagons to 
prevent their going astray and also 
pilferage during hurdling by 
contractor's labour. 

(ii) Proper rivettiag of wagons and 
Ellis Patent locking of wagons 
carrying valuable goods to prevent 
criminal interference. 

(iii) Pad locking of luggage vans and 
parcel vans. 

(iv) Insistence on provision of dunnage 
specially where required in case of 
wagon load consignments of sugar, 
grains, pulses and oilseeds. 

(v) Close supervision over loading and 
unloading of packages at certain 
selected stations and in respect of 
selected commodities to prevent 
loss/pilferage from unlocalised 
causes. 

(vi) Escorting of goods trains carrying 
valuable consigaments/foodgraina 
in open wagons by the armed 
Railway Protection Force personnel 
in vulnerable sectors. 

(vii) Patrolling by armed Railway 
Protection Force personnel as well 
as by Dog Squands in vulnerable 
and major yards. 

(viii) Development of crime Intelligence 
staff of the Zonal Railways and the 
Central Crime Bureau staff of the 
Railway Board for collection of 
crime intelligence with a view to 
tracking down criminals, receivers 
of stolen property and organising 
raid for their arrest and recovery 
of stolen property. 

(ix) Maintenance of close co-ordination 
between the Railway Protection 
Force, the Government Railway 
Police and the local Police at vari¬ 
ous levels for dealing with criminals 
and receivers of stolen property 
effectively as also railway employees 
co nniv ing with criminals.

consumers is generally growing at a rate 
faster than that at which power generation 
facilities are being added presently. 

(b) In States where there is power shor¬ 
tage, it has affected setting up of new 
industrial units. 

(c) The Government is reviewing every 
year the power requirements of all cate¬ 
gories of consumers including industries 
through the Annual Power Survey Com¬ 
mittees. 

(d) New generation and transmission 
schemes are being implemented in the 
various States to meet the load demands 
arising in the Fourth Plan. 

A Plan for the decade 1970-71 to 1980-81 
in respect of power generation and trans¬ 
mission facilities is being drawn up so that 
requisite action can be taken well in time 
to make power supply available and when¬ 
ever required and to obviate power shortages 
in future.

Even though the Reserve 
Bank of India increased its bank rate and 
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there was a general tightness in the money 
market, yet the Reserve Bank has not fixed 
ceilings for borrowing by scheduled commer¬ 
cial banks for financing Small Scale Indus¬ 
tries. According the Reserve Bank of India, 
no Bank has so far complained that the 
credit stringency has affected the flow of 
hank credit to small scale projects. There 
is also no evidence to show that a large 
number of small scale units have closed 
down merely for want of financial assistance 
from institutional sources.

aim of the Government to ensure that there 
are uniform tariff rates for each category of 
consumers within each State in the first 
instance and in the country as a whole 
ultimately. 

(b) On the interconnection of various 
State Grids and formation of an all India 
Grid the power tariffs lbr various categories 
of consumers may be rationalised and 
brought to a uniform structure. 

The Electricity Boards in the following 
States have introduced uniform rates within 
their own areas of supply for each category 
of consumer : 

1. Andhra Pradesh 

2. Assam 

3. Bihar 

4. Gujarat 

5. Haryana 

6. Kerala 

7. Mysore

The position in remaining States is as 

under: 

(a) Tamil Nathi The rates in Tamil 
Nadu are also uniform except in 
Madras city only where a ftid 
surcharge Is levied on H.T. indus¬ 
trial consufners. 


(b) Uttar Pradesh . The rates ate 
uniform throughout the State but 
fbr the tariff fbr domestic and 
commercial consumers and street 
lighting which are slightly lower in 
Allahabad, Lucknow and Kanpur. 

(c) Rajasthan : Uniform tariff rates 
are prevelant in the State for each 
category of consumer, except in 
diesel areas. 

(d) Orissa : The rates and Uniform 
for each category of consumers, 
except in the diesel areas. With 
the extension of hydro-power 
gradually to diesel areas uniformity 
will be achieved.

SHRI MADHURRYA HALDER : 

Will the Minister of RAILWAYS (RAIL

since February last, huge quantities of coal 
have accumulated at the pit-heads ;

Bengal and Bihar coal-fields only ; in other 
fields the position is normal. 

(b) Drop in coal loading from West 
Bengal and Bihar fields during 1970-71 was 
partly because of less demands as compared 
to the previous year upto August ’70, and 
thereafter due to the serious difficulties faced 
by the Railways in the Eastern Sector for 
reasons beyond their control e.g. large scale 
thefts of wagon fittings over head traction 
wires, telecommunication cables, track 
materials etc. victimisation of passenger and 
goods trains, assaults and murders of Rail¬ 
way staff, lightning and prolonged strikes 
by Railway staff, looting and arson of rail¬ 
way property at stations and offices, bomb 
attacks at stations, yards and colonies, 
bundhs, hartals and other such anti-social 
activities. 

(c) Programmes for movement are drawn 
up in advance every month but the actual 
allotment of wagons for loading is done on 
a day to day basis, depending upon the 
anticipated materialisation of empties for 
the day. 

(d) The single largest factor affecting the 
smooth train running and supply of wagons 
to collieries in West Bengal and Bihar fields 
jtas been the adverse law and order condi¬ 


tions in West Bengal. Maintenance of law 
and order is primarily the function of the State 
Governments and the matter is being follow¬ 
ed up with them. Once the Railway work¬ 
ing in that area is restored to normal there 
will be no difficulty in meeting the coal 
demands satisfactorily.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND

(SHRI B. N. KUREEL) : (a) to (c). The 
Edamaiayar Project was received from the 
Government of Kerala in November, 1970. 
The Government of Kerala as well as some 
Members of Parliament have been urging 
the early clearance of the Scheme. 

The preliminary comments of the 
Central Water and Power Commission on 
the scheme have been sent to the State 
Government. The Union Minister for 
Irrigation and Power had also, during his 
recent visit to Kerala about two weeks ago, 
discussions with the engineers of the State 
Government on this project. It has been 
suggested that the canal system for irrigation 
under the project should be investigated in 
detail with reference to various possible 
alternatives to find out to what extent the 
cost of the project could be reduced. The 
State engineers had also been asked to 
examine the possibility of locating the 
power-house at a place lower down. Clear¬ 
ance of the project will be considered after 
the suggestions have been examined by the 
State Government and a revised project, 
inetndiwg modifications where necessary, is 
received.

(e) The recent budget proposals for 
1971-72 for increase in fares and freight 
rates are expected to bring in additional 
earnings of about Rs. 26.23 crorcs in the 
current financial year. Besides, additional 
revenue of about Rs. 40.20 crons is exported 
to accrue from the growth of traffic in the 
same period. 

Coal Fields Facing Closure due to 
Shortage of Railway Wagons 

954. SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJ- 
HUNWALA : Will the Minister of RAIL¬

(a) whether it is a fact that as many as 
123 coal-fields in Bihar are facing dosure 
as the pit-head stocks of these mines have 
accumulated to 4.9 million tonnes due to 
non-availability of Railway wagons ; 

(b) whether the industry has repeatedly 
requested his Ministry to tackle the situa¬ 
tion on an emergency basis ; 

(c) whether the State Government have 
also made a similar request to his Ministry ;

the MINISTER OF RAILWAY! 
(RAIL MANTRI) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
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THAIYA) : (a) This Ministry is not aware 
of any closure* of mines in Bihar. The pithead 
stocks in Bihar at the end of January 1971 
were however, 4.82 millon tonnes including 
1.88 million tonnes coking coal against 3.48 
million tonnes including 1.37 million tonnes 
of coking coal at the end of January 1970. 

(b) and (c). Yes, Sir. 

(d) Drop in coal loading from West 
Bengal-Bihar fields during 1970-71 was partly 
because of less demands as compared to the 
previous year upto August 1970 and there¬ 
after due to the serious difficulties faced by 
the Railways in the Eastern Sector for 
reasons beyond their control. The single 
largest factor affecting the smooth train 
running and supply of wagons to collieries 
in this field has been the adverse law and 
order conditions in West Bengal and the 
massive increase in such miscreant activities, 
as the thefts of wagon fittings, over-head 
traction wires, telecommunication cables, 
track materials etc., victimisation of passinger 
and goods trains, assault and murders of 
railway staff, looting and arson of railway 
property at stations and offices, lightning and 
prolonged strikes by railway staff, bomb 
attacks at stations, yards and colonies, 
bundhs, hartals, and other stoppages of work 
paralysing railway operation and many other 
such anti-social activities. Proper and effec¬ 
tive action to control sach activities is a 
function of the State Governments. The 
Railways on their part have strengthened 
their own Protection Force in the area to 
the maximum extent possible. Closest 
possible coordination is being maintained by 
the Railway authorities at all the levels with 
the State Government of West Bengal to 
enable them to deal with such activities 
effectively. They have been requested at 
the highest level to take firm and effective 
steps to restore normalcy in railway working 
in the area. There has, however, been no 
improvement in the situation so far. 

Investment hi Industries in West Bengal

It 
is true that during the last two years or so a 
number of factors including difficult labour 
management relations, recessionary condi¬ 
tions in certain industrial sectors, shortage of 
raw materials, strikes, lock-outs, etc. con¬ 
tributed to a slowing down of industrial 
growth in West Bengal. While the conditions 
affected both the private and public sectors, 
in respect of the latter, however, the actual 
expenditure in 1969-70 and the anticipated 
outlay in 1970-71 for large and medium 
industrial schemes in the State were of the 
order of Rs. 111.54 lakhs and Rs. 139.46 
lakhs respectively as against an approved 
provision of Rs. 943.77 lakhs for large and 
medium industries in the State for the entire 
Fourth Wan. 

Transport Subsidy for Industries in 
Backward Areas

(a) whether Government have formulated 
a scheme to give subsidy on transport for 
transporting raw materials for industries to 
be set up in backward area ; 

(b) if so, the details thereof ; 

(cX whether it is a fact that only Jammu 
and Kashmir, Assam and Meghalaya, Naga¬ 
land, Manipur, Tripura and N.E.F.A. have 
been included in the backward areas ; and 

(d) if so, the reasons for not including 
States or parts of States which are economi¬ 
cally backward 7 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (AUDYOGIK VIKAS MANTRA- 
LAYA MEN UP-MANTRI) (SHRI 
SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD) : (a) and (b). 
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The Planning Commission has made certain 
proposals for giving transport subsidy for 
industries in the States of Jammu and 
Kashmir, Assam including Meghalaya and 
Nagaland and the Union Territories of 
Manipur, Tripura and N.E.F.A. Details of 
the proposals are given in statement ‘A". 
These proposals are under active considera¬ 
tion of the Government. 

(c) and (d). Among the various back¬ 
ward States and Union Territories only 
J amm u and Kashmir, Assam including 
Meghalaya, Nagaland, Manipur, Tripura 
and N.E.F.A. have been selected for trans¬ 
port subsidy, keeping in view the remote¬ 
ness of these areas and consequent high cost 
of transport of raw matcrials/finished 
products involved in setting up industries 
there. 

Statement ‘A' 

Recommendations of the Committee on 
Transport Subsidy : 

(i) A transport subsidy should be 
given by the Centre for promot¬ 
ing growth of industries of all 
sizes in certain selected areas. 

(ii) The scheme of transport subsidy 
should be limited only to the 
States of Jammu and Kashmir, 
Assam including Maghalaya, 
Nagaland and the Union Terri¬ 
tories of Manipur, Tripera and 
N.E.F.A. 

(iii) Transport subsidy should be 
given only in respect of indus¬ 
trial raw materials which are 
brought into and finished 
products taken out of the State 
of Jammu and Kashmir and the 
north-eastern region, and not for 
internal movement. 

(iv) In the case of Jammu and 
Kashmir State, the subsidy 
should be given for transport 
costs between the rail-head at 
Pathankot and the site or loca¬ 
tion of an industrial unit in the 
State. When the railway line 
is extended up to Jammu and 
opened for traffic, subsidy may 
be restricted to movements bet¬ 
ween Jammu and the site of an 
industrial unit. 


(v) In the case of Assam, including 
Meghalaya, Nagaland, N.E.F.A. 
Manipur and lYipura, subsidy 
should be given on the transport 
costs between Siliguri and the 
side of an industrial unit. While 
calculating the transport cocts, 
the cost of movement by rail to/ 
from the nearest railway station 
and cost of movement by road 
from/to the nearest rail-head to/ 
from the location of an indus¬ 
trial unit, should be taken into 
account. ]n the case of goods 
moving entirely by road or other 
mode of transport, the transport 
charges may be limited to the 
amount which the unit might 
have paid had the goods moved 
by rail up to the nearest rail¬ 
head and thereafter by road. 

(vi) Freight charges for movement by 
road should be determined on 
the basis of transport rates fixed 
by the Government concerned 
from time to time or the actual 
freight paid, which ever is lower. 

(vii) Cost of loading or unloading and 
other handling charges such as 
from the railway station to the 
site of units should not be taken 
into account for the purpose of 
determining the transport subsidy 

(viii) All new industrial units to be 
set up subsequent to the announ¬ 
cement about the transport 
subsidy, should be eligible for 
subsidy equivalent to 50 per 
cent of the transport costs of 
both raw materials as well as 
finished products. 

(ix) The existing units should also be 
eligible for the subsidy provided 
that th:y undertake expansion of 
diversification subsequent to the 
announcement about the trans¬ 
port subsidy, resulting in an 
increase in production of at least 
25 per cent over the average 
annual output during the preced¬ 
ing three years. In such cases, 
the subsidy should be restricted 
to 50 per cent of the transport 
costs of the additional raw 
materials required and finished 
goods produced as a result of the 
expansion or diversification. 
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(x) Except for the plantations, 
refineries and the power generat¬ 
ing units, all other industries, in 
the public as well as the private 
sectors, should be eligible for 
the transport subsidy, irrespective 
of the size of the industrial 
units. 

(xi) 50 per cent of the transport 
charges for movement of steel 
from the Gauhati stockyard to 
the site of the industrial unit in 
the north-eastern region should 
also be subsidised. 

(xh) Claims for transport subsidy 
should be scrutinised and settled 
by the Directorates of Industries 
of the States and Union Terri¬ 
tories and, there after the Govern¬ 
ments concerned should be 
reimbursed by the Ministry of 
Industrial Development and 
Internal Trade. 

(xiii) In order to check any misuse of 
the subsidy, it would be necessary 
for these Directorates of Indus¬ 
tries to carry out periodical 
checks to ensure that the raw 
materials and the finished pro¬ 
ducts in respect of which the 
subsidy had been given, were 
actually used for the purpose by 
a system of scrutinising of con¬ 
sumption of the raw materials 
and the output of the finished 
products. 

(xiv) The proposed scheme of trans¬ 
port subsidy should be imple¬ 
mented for a period of five 
years.

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THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANT&l) (SHR1 HANUMAN- 
THAIYA) : (a) Yes. Brief particulars are 
given in the statement attached. 

(b) 21 criminals have so far been 
arrested. 

(c) (i) Apart from tighteing up normal 

security arrangements by the 
Government Railway Police, such 
as keeping watch at important 
stations and periodical raids to 
round up criminals and antisocial 
elements, Government Railway 
Police escorts are provided on 
important night passenger trains. 

(ii) Close liaison is maintained by the 
Railway Prtoection Force with the 
Government Railway Police so 
that crime is effectively checked 
and surveillance is kept over had 
characters. 

(iii) Co-ordination meetings at all 
levels are also held by the Railway 
Protection Force Officials with the 
Government Railway Police officials 
with a view to improving preven¬ 
tion and detection of crime on 
Railways. 

(iv) Strict instructions have also been 
issued to the Railway Protection 
Force Staff, on duty in yards or 
station platforms for guarding 
Railway Property to rush to the 
scene of crime and render all 
possible help to the victims. 

Statement 

Brief details about the incident are as 
follows : 

On 3-4-1971, train No. 63 UP Hatia- 
Ranchi-Asansol Passenger left Mohuda at 
22.S0 hours and was stopped unusually due to 
alarm chain pulling between Mohuda and 
Jamuniatand Stations. A group of criminals 
numbering about 30-33 boarded the train 
and entered different 3rd class compartments, 
assaulted the passengers and intimidated 
them by explosion of bombs and snatched 
away their personal belongings at the point 
of pistols, knives and other deadly weapons. 
They also looted parcels from the luggage 
van of the train. The train was escorted by 
2 Government Railway Police Constables 
equipped with lathis. During resistance 
given by the Government Railway Police 
Constables, one of them sustained injuries, 


Railway Protection Force Dog of 
Kharagpur Kennel was utilised in this case 
on 5-4-1971, who led the Police to the 
houses of two accused persons. They were 
arrested on 6-4-1971 and on interrogation 
are reported to have admitted their compli¬ 
city in this case. Subsequently 19 more 
suspects were arrested in this case. During 
raids conducted in the houses of accused 
persons, large quantities of stolen materials 
were recovered. Besides, 3 country made 
pistols, 25 bombs, 15, 12 bore cartridges 
and some other weapons were also recovered. 
Five parcels were recovered from the bushes 
from near the place of occurrence. 

Government Railway Police, Bhojudih 
registered case No. 2 on 4-4-1971 under 
section 395/412 IPC in this connection and 
their investigations still continues. 

Mail Bags piled up due to strike by 
Railwaymen in Baraunl

RMS was concentrated at Samastipur RMS 
by pressing a soecial set into service.

(b) Due to paucity of funds and inade¬ 
quate traffic justification, the proposal for 
construction of any new railway line in this 
area will not merit consideration during the 
Fourth Five Year Plan period. 


Speed of Trains hi Gnjarat 

969. SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will the 
Minister of RAILWAYS (RAIL MANTRI) 
be pleased to state when present obsolete 
alignments of tracks will be corrected to 
ensure an average 60 miles per hour speed 
of Railway trains operating in Gujarat ? 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANTRI) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA) : Speed of 60 m.p.h. is at present 
permitted only on B. G. trunk routes and 
main lines. There are no obsolete alignment 
on such B. G. sections in Gujarat, requiring 
correction for permitting a speed of 60 m.p.h. 
On B. G. branch lines as also on Metre 
Gauge and Narrow Gauge lines, the speeds 
are necessarily lower. 

Restoration of Timings of Trains Passing 
Through South Gujarat 

970. SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will the 
Minister of RAILWAYS (RAIL MANTRI) 
be pleased to state when the timings of trains 
passing through South Gujarat, which were 
extended by a couple of hours after Narmada 
and Tapti floods, will be restored and the 
great hardships and inordinate delays to 
general public remedied ? 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS

THA1YA) : To the extent feasible, the extra 
time provided by trains on Bombay-Baroda 
section in the wake of floods/breaches last 
year, has already been curtailed. The 
engineering allowance of 155 minutes each 
in the Down and Up directions provided in 
October, 1970 was reduced to 13S minutes 
from 18-1-1971 and further to 118 minutes 
from 1-4-1971. In the context of works in 
progress on the route for electrification of 
Virar-Sabarmati Section further curtailment 
of extra engineering time will be possible 
after completion of the electrification works. 

Extension of Embankments of River Kamla 

in Bihar beyond Jai Nagar to Sisapani 
in Nepal 

971. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Will

There 
is no agreement with H.M.G. Nepal for 
extending the embankments of the Kamla 
in Bihar beyond Jai Nagar upto Sisapani. 
They have however agreed in principle for 
such extension of embankments. 

The State Government have decided to 
implement an alternative scheme which 
provides for strengthening of right bank of 
Western Kamla Canal and the left bank of 
Eastern Kamla Canal to serve as flood banks 
and adequate cross drainage works for pro¬ 
tecting the irrigated areas from the spills of 
the Kamla. The work on this alternative 
scheme has been taken up by the State 
Government. It is proposed to watch the 
effect of these works before considering the 
extension of the embankment in Nepal 
territory. 

Issue of Licences to Monopoly Houses 

972. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Will

1968, 19® 
and 1970, 12 industrial licences for setting 
up of new industrial undertakings were issued 
to the Larger/Large Industrial Houses. 
Details regarding names of the Industrial 
Houses and dates of issue of licences as well 
as items of manufacture are given in the 
attached statement. 

(c) In the interest of accelerating indus¬ 
trial growth and the need for creating greater 
employment opportunities in the country, 
Government does not contemplate any 
blanket denial of grant of industrial licenoes 
to the Larger/Large Industrial Houses. 
While Government’s policy is to give maxi¬ 
mum encouragement to newer and compara¬ 
tively smaller entrepreneurs in the industrial 
development of the country, the energies and 
expertise of these Houses would also be 
utilized in the larger interest of the economy. 

The main purpose is to ensure a greater 
degree of regulatory control in respect of the 
future growth and activities of the Houses. 
The “Larger Houses’’ will be expected to 
participate along with others primarily in 
the ‘Core’ and ’heavy investment sectors’. 
Undertakings belonging to or controlled by 
the 20 Larger Industrial Houses cannot 
expand or diversify in future without a 
licence. Expansion of existing undertakings 
falling in these categories in the ‘middle’ 
sector would be permitted only if such 
expansion is in the interest of gre ater cost 
efficiency or it is concisdered ess ential to 
reach a minimum economic size. Applica¬ 
tions from these concerns would be considered 
for new undertakings even in the ‘middle’ 
sector, provided these are established in 
backward areas where no other entrepreneur 
is willing to invest, or substantial exports 
are undertaken.

As a matter of fact, 
an exercise was taken in hand by the 
Government with a view to identifying the 
consumer goods which could be taken up in 
the Public Sector and in respect of some of 
them feasibility reports have also been pro- 
pared which are under consideration of the 
Government.

In this endeavour the Appropriate Techno¬ 
logy Ceil will function as a catalyst and 
will bring together the various research 
laboratories and organisations as well as 
other agencies working for promoting 
industrialisation in the rural and semi-urban 
areas of the country. 

2. The programme of the Appropriate 
Technology Cell consists of capital output 
studies, compilation of technical and tech¬ 
nological information, co-ordination of 
research on technological problems of the 
rural and urban areas, documentation of 
the various process available, and effecting 
liaison with other national and international 
organisations working in this field. 

3. The Appropriate Technology Cell 
organised a Seminar on April 28, 1971 in 
which more than 100 delegates participated. 
Ijt was an inter disciplinary assembly where 
representatives of Central Ministries and 
Departments, State Directorate of Industries, 
Directors of Research Laboratories, Pro¬ 
fessors, eminent industrialists and delegates 
from international organisations like OECD, 
ILO, Ford Foundation etc. participated.

There were 84 engineering and 72 non¬ 
engineering industries on the banned list in 
1969-70, besides 47 industries reserved 
exclusively for development in the small 
scale sector. In the past ‘banned’ lists 
were drawn up from time to time for the 
purpose of indicating industries in respect of 
which licence applications would ordinarily 
be rejected. These lists normally comprised 
of (i) items for which adequate capacity had 
already beer, licensed and (ii) items reserved 
for development in the small scale sector. 
The reservation for the small scale sector is 
now covered by a separate Notification issued 
by the Government on 19-2-1970 and the 
list of industries reserved for the small scale 
sector has since been further expanded to 
128 items. Consequently, a separate ‘banned’ 
list for reserving certain industries and 
items for small scale sector was not consi¬ 
dered necessary. It was decided to dispense 
with such lists from the point of view of 
capacity for six months with effect from 13th 
March, 1970 as an experimental measure 


and it was indicated that Government would 
watch the situation as it developed and 
would, through appropriate action, discou¬ 
rage the undue flow of resources into the 
establishment of manufacturing capacity for 
non-essential or luxury goods or into indus¬ 
tries which would exert undue pressure on 
supplies of relatively scarce raw materials, 
components etc., whether indigenous or 
imported. Subject to these conditions, the 
setting up of industries which were previously 
included in the “banned list’’ would be 
allowed with or without a licence as the case 
required. 

A study was recently made of the impact 
on different industries of the ‘banned list’, 
The picture broadly revealed that the sus¬ 
pension of such lists had not resulted in 
undesirably high investments in various 
sectors nor had any significant pressure been 
felt on scarce raw materials. It has accor¬ 
dingly been decided to dispense with the 
“banned lists” altogether in future.

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANTRI) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA) : Sir, there have been recently a 
few incidents of robbery in various trains 
in Bihar. Details of these are as 
under:— 

(I) On 3-4-1971, Train No. 63 Up 
Asansol-Ranchi-Hatia Passenger left 
Mohuda at 22.50 hrs. and was 
stopped by the use of the alarm 
chain between Mohuda and 
Jamoniatand Stations. A group of 
Criminals numbering about 30-35 
boarded the train, entered different 
III class compartments, attacked 
the passengers with b ombs and 


belongings on the point of pistol, 
knives and other deadly weapons. 
They also looted parcels from'the 
luggage van of the train. The 
train was escorted by 2 Government 
Railway Police Constables equipped 
with lathis. One of the Govt. 
Railway Police Constables sustained 
injuries while resisting the crimi¬ 
nals. 

Railway Protection Force Dog 
of Kharagpur Kcnitel was utilised 
in this ease on 5-4-1971, which led 
the Police to the houses of two 
accused persons. They were 
arrested on 6-4-1971 and on 
interrogation are reported to have 
admitted their complicity in this 
case. Subsequently 19 more sus¬ 
pects were arrested in this case. 
During raids conducted in the 
houses of accused persons, large 
quantities of stolen material were 
recovered. Besides, 3 country 
made pistols. 25 bombs, 15, 12 
bore cartridges and some other 
weapons were also recovered. Five 
parcels were recovered from the 
bushes from near the place of 
occurrence. 

Government Railway Police, 
Bhojudih registered a case under 
section 395/412 IPC in this connec¬ 
tion and their investigation still 
continues. 

(2) On 14-5-1971 while Shri Brjj 
Kishore Shrivastava S/o Shri Ram 
Chandra Prasad Shrivastava, of 
village Mirzapur Harpura, P. S. 
Sonepur, Distt. Chupra was 
travelling in a Ij class compartment 
of train No. 485 Up (Muzaffarpur- 
Narkatiaganj passenger train), he 
was attacked by 8 unknown persons 
equipped with pistol and daggers 
when the train was on run between 
Pipra and Jiwadhara Stations at 
about 22.00 hours. The miscreants 
snatched away his wrist watch, 
personal belonging and cash Rs. 
51/— (in all property worth about 
Rs. 1,000/—) and escaped. 

The complainant Shri Shri- 
vastmva reported this occurrence to 
the Government Railway Polio of 
Sugouli wbo registered a case under 
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arrest* has been reported so far. 
Police investigation is proceeding. 

(3) On the night of 14/15-5-1971, Shri 
fiaidya Nath Singh S/o Shri 
Khdawan Singh of village Ashwani 
P. S. Patepur, Distt. Muzaffarpur 
was travelling by the 455 Up 
passenger train from Laheria Sarai 
in a 3rd class compartment. About 
seven unknown persons boarded the 
compartment at Muzaffarpur. Two 
of them attacked and threatened 
Shri Baidya Nath Singh who was 
sleeping on the floor of the 
compartment and demanded money. 
They took away his wrist watch 
valued Rs. 136/—and cash amount¬ 
ing Rs. 315.35 P. 

The Government Railway 
Police/Muzaflarpur has registered 
this case under section 395 1PC 
which is under investigation with 
them. No arrest or recovery has 
been reported so far. 

(4) On 23-5-1971, ShriBbagmal Tandan 
S/o Shri Sardar Sowar Singh 
Tandan was travelling in the 487 
Up passenger train in a III class 
compartment. 4 unknown persons 
attacked him with daggers etc. at 
about 03.00 hours when the train 
was on the run between Motihari 
and Semra Stations and snatched 
his wrist watch and suitcases 
containing his personal belongings 
valued at approx. Rs. 7,000/— 
which included Rs. 4,300/— in 
cash. The miscreants pulled the 
alarm chain and got down near 
KM No. 16.9 (East) after exploding 
some crackers. 

The complaintant Shri Bhagmal Tandan 
lodged a complaint to officer-in-Charge, 
Government Railway Police Station, Sugouli, 
who registered a case uader section 392 I PC. 
The Officer-in-Charge, Sugouli who went to 
the spot found four empty suitcases near the 
place of occurrence. No arrest has been report¬ 
ed so far. Police investigation is proceeding. 

As protection of life and property of 
passengers travellings in trains falls within 
the ohm duty developing on the State 
GevcrhnMnltt the attention of the Chief 
^' S hcaB ta r y . to the Govt, of Bihar has been 
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incidents in the area. He has been asked 
to take such other suitable measures as may 
be considered necessary to check the rising 
trend of these crimes in addition to the 
usual escorting of night passenger trains.

SHRi HANUMANTHAIYA : I share 
ihe anxjcly of my hon. friend. In fact, I 
feci very much depressed that in a State like 
Bihar such dacoitics should be taking place. 

As I stated, the legal position is that in* 
vestigation and prevention of crime is within 
the jurisdiction of the State Government. 1 
have had a talk witli the Chief Minister and 
1 am urging the State Government to take 
sufficient steps. So far as the Railway 
Protection Force is concerned, it is not 
legally empowered to deal with crimes except 
to protect railway property. But 1 am not 
a person who wants to make a subtle 
distinction between the responsibility of the 
State Government and the Central Govern¬ 
ment. Wc have to come together jointly 
and see that such horrible crimes are 
prevented and the culprits are punished. 
For this purpose 1 am planniag to go to 
Patna next week, hold a conference with the 
people there, the concerned State Ministers, 
if there would be any at that time-.. 

AN HON. MEMBER : And dacoits 
also. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : My hon. 
friend is cutting a joke when one has to 
shed his tears. This is not a matter for joke, 
Therefore, I am proposing to hold a meeting 
of the concerned officers. By that time, if 
there is a Chief Minister, I will have a 
discussion with him. If not, I will discuss 
it with the Governor. I am also going to 
summon a meeting of the officers of the 
RPF. So long as I am here, 1 will ensure 
that every possible step is taken by both the 
Centre and the State in order to put down 
these incidents.

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
sorry this translation equipment is not 
working properly and, therefore, I have not 
been able to follow all the questions that 
my hon. friend put. But I was able to

the police are in league with dacoits and 
whether they have been found out. There 
are allegations to the effect that so far as the 
Railways are concerned, whenever there is 
looting and thefts are committed, the police 
concerned, including the R, P. F., some of 
them, may be participating in it that is the 
suspision that is being entertained and 
allegation made. 

I am also trying to understand the 
intricacies of this problem. Of course, when 
such people are found, certainly, they will 
be punished. The question is how difficult 
it is to find such people and track them. 
But that will be done. 

So far as Bihar situation is concerned, 
the gravity of the situation has gone to such 
an extent that it is not merely that the 
police or a few officials who can bring the 
situation under control. I am told, the 
whole villages are organised for this purpose 
by the goondas and some other dacoits end 
their colleagues. I would beg of the hon. 
Member whose constituency lies in this area 
to take steps to organise resistance move¬ 
ment in villages. Both officials and non¬ 
officials who are concerned about the fair 
name of Bihar have to take measures in 
order to put a stop to this.

SHRI BI RENDER SINGH RAO 

(Mahcndragarh) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, there has 
ben a very strong criticism on the working 
ofethe railways from both sides here. But 
the saddest commentary is provided by the 
Rajlway Minister himself in his speech. I 
should have expected from a veteran leader 
like him that before agreeing to read that 
speech prepared by his officers, he/should 
have sacked them all. But I am glad he 
has very boldly and frankly admitted all the 
deficiencies in his department. He has made 
a very doleful appeal to this House for help¬ 
ing him in finding solutions to the various 
difficulties he is facing. But I do not know 
how this House can help him if his own 
party and his colleagues in the Cabinet are 
not helpful to him. His party is dominating 
the House and he is a very senior minister. 
If he cannot stop all these hundreds of 
cases of attacks on trains occurring every 
month and thousands of cases of pilferage, 
thefts of wires, murders, ete., then there is 
something basically wrong with the person 
at the head. With due respect to him, he 
bears the name of the powerful God, 
Hanuman, who could move mountains. But 
our Railway Minister has not been able to 
move railway waggons even with the help of 
engines on rails. 1 should have expected 
that he would certainly come to feel that 
there is no justification for his sitting in 
charge of this ministry if he cannot improve 
things. He is feeling very helpless. If he 
cannot prevail upon the Prime Minister to 
twist the ears of the Chief Ministers of 
States where they cannot keep law and order, 

then whd else could ?

I would reining him that his Railway 
Protection Force could shoot one, dozen in- 
noeent ‘students at Rewari railway station 


only for shouting slogans; but he tas not 
been able to shoot a single dacoit or 
murderer when so many crimes are taking 
place every day or the railways. This 
Government could dissolve the Haryana 
Assembly, dismiss the Government to stop 
defections but they cannot dismiss those 
ministries in Bengal or Bihar where they 
have utterly failed to maintain law and order 
completely. He presents such a pathetic 
picture ; I really sympathise with him. He 
hus been Chairman of the Administrative 
Reforms Commission. If the cannot reform 
things in his own department, who would 
have faith in the report of that commission ? 

1 would like to help him with a few 
suggestions. If he thinks the Railway 
Protection Force cannot do better, let him 
put me in charge of it for three months. 
After that, if there is a single case of attack 
on any train, I will resign my membership 
of this Parliament ; or, he should resign 
from the Railway Ministry.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1971-72—GENERAL 
DISCUSSION— Contd. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Shri 
Birender Singh Rao to continue his speech. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am doubtful whether 
the hon. Minister would accept my honorary 
services. But the situation is so deplorable 
that I would appeal to you to advise him, if 
not in the public interest, in his own interest 
to save his reputation and, perhaps, to ensure 
a Governorship for himself, while there is 
yet time to resign. Otherwise, I am sure, 
sooner or later, and, perhaps, sooner than 
later, he would find himself organising a 
Sadhu Saniaj outside or a resistencc move¬ 
ment of which he was talking only a few 
minutes back. 

It is unimaginable that the largest com¬ 
mercial undertaking of the Government of 
India should run at a loss. I would humbly 
make a few suggestions and, I hope, the hon. 
Railway Minister would pay attention to 
them. In my view, there is no justification 
whatsoever for increasing the rates of fares 
and freights. If he only puts down his foot 
strongly and tells the General Managers of 
various zones that anyone who does not 
stop the leakage in the Railways would be 
demoted or would be forcibly roiired prema¬ 
turely. I am sure, if these large-scale leakages 
are stopped, at least 25 per cent more 
income can be derived. They can be asked 
to increase the inepme, the earnings, of the 
Railways by 25 per cent at least in a year 
and they can also be ordered to sec that 
there is 23 per cent economy in all expendi¬ 
ture of the ’ Railways, That is not a very 
difficult thing to do. It has been done in 
variohs Departments. < The States try to do 
it in the Excise Department, and in other 
peptitmeoii end the. interne goes up ia vari¬ 


ably. I am surprised and shocked to see that 
no mention at all has been made in the 
speech of the hon. Railway Minister about 
any stringent measures being taken to effect 
economy in the expenditure or to stop the 
leakages in the income of the Railways. 

I would like to give a few suggestions, 
particularly, with regard to my area. The 
metre-gauge lines fall in two zones, the 
western zone and the northern zone. The 
metre-gauge system is put in one zone along 
with the broad-gauge lines with the result 
that very little attention is paid towards 
expansion of metre-gauge railway lines. I 
would suggest that the metre-gauge systems 
in the western zone and in the northern zone 
should be placed in one separate zone in 
order to receive better attention. 

There is no justification whatsoever, as I 
said, in increasing the fares and freights. 
How can he increase tire fares when he 
knows very well that at least 25 per cent of 
the passengers travel cither on foot-board of 
the trains or on the top of the railway 
wagons. If they cannot even provide sitting 
accommodation how do they want more 
fares from the poor- people ? The condition 
of the railway stations, platforms, waiting 
rooms, running carriages, c(c. is, to say the 
least, sickening. They cannot even decorate 
the stations properly ; they cannot maintain 
the station yards properly. If you go to 
some of the interior lines, you would find 
that the railway sations look like slaughter 
houses. There are hundrcdvS of khalassies, 
but they are only working for the station 
masters, carrying water to their homes and 
their bath-rooms etc. but they cannot give 
a better look to the railway stations which 
are used by millions of railway passengers, 
by planting a few flowering shrubs and 
trees. 

Thousands of people, like contractors, 
licensees, refreshment-room contractors, 
dinning car contractors etc. have become 
multi-millionaires up the expense of railways. 
There is no reason why the Railway 
Department cannot take these works in their 
hands to earn additional revenues : it would 
be of help to millions and mitlions of 
persons who use the Railways dailyin 
providing better services also. 

There is a very busy railway line bet¬ 
ween Rewari and Delhi. This is the line 
on the metre gauge system. About 25 K. 
Ms. between Gadi Harsaru and Rewari only 
is left fo be dcnibiotj- If this portlonii 
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tShri Bi/ender Singh Rao] 
also doubled, there will be much better 
operational ease for traffic between Rewari 
and Delhi, There is another demand from 
my area. The broad gauge line runs up to 
Delhi cantonment from Delhi junction. If 
this could be extended up to Rewari that 
would be very beneficial as this area is to be 
included in the Master Plan of the Capital 
city of Delhi. Then there would be indus¬ 
tries ; people would like to set up their 
factories there. They could not do it now 
for want of broad gauge line, on that section 
of the Railway. So, industries are not com¬ 
ing up in the area so close to Delhi. This 
would not cost much. There are very few 
trains running between Rewari and Narnaul. 
For instance there is the Janta express train 
running from Delhi. It stops at a place 
Ateli in my constituency for half an hour 
to take water. These are the 31 up and 32 
down trains. No tickets are issued for this 
station from Delhi or Rewari. The people 
travel without tickets. Railways lose much 
revenue. They could very easily make it a 
stopping station to provide additional service 
for Ateli Mandi on Rewari-Narnaul section. 

There are many level crossings on the 
railway lines without manned gates. There 
is no reason in the present modem world, 
why we should not provide manned gates 
everywhere for public convenience. There 
are many villages and important towns, eg. 
Atali Mandi, Kanina and hundreds of 
villages where the gates are without gatemen. 
During the day time, the villagers whose 
lands are divided by the railway lines could 
play their bullock carts to carry their 
produce. But after 6 P. M. no traffic is 
allowed. People are virtually impounded in 
their villages. They cannot get out even if 
they are sick ; they cannot take patients out 
in bullock carts or other vehicles. So, there 
is no reason why we should not provide a 
whole time man for each and every gate. 
Let the Minister calculate how many million 
man-hours are lost for the nation because 
these gates are closed for long hours. Some¬ 
times they close the gates half an hour 
before the arrival of the train and the gate 
man sit unconcerned smoking. There 
should be at least a time limit. Not more 
than 5 minutes should be allowed for a gate 
tO fwnaia closed. There should be a fool¬ 
proof system, so-that millions of man-hours 
of this developing nation are not lost every

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH (Inner Man!- 
pur) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am getting 
this rare chance after having waited in deep 
suspense and with a lot of anxiety for pretty 
long time. I represent a region Which is 
very far away from the nearest railway 
station. The railway station and the possibi¬ 
lity of railway lines are further than the 
'moon from this place, it appears. 

Having listened in rapt attention to the 
discussions that have taken place in this 
connection, I would like to observe that a 
very important aspect has been forgotten 
and neglected for the matter of that. 

For making a better analysis of the 
subject, I would like to divide the country 
into three zones. The first is the zone where 
the rail conditions are such that the railway 
lines are best arranged ; the second is the 
zone where there is extension but still there 
is a lot to be done yet, ana the third is the 
zone consisting of difficult areas where there 
is not an inch of railway lines. 

Sir, I represent such an area, namely 
Manipur which is on the eastern strategic 
border of the country. The people of this 
territory have to travel more than hundred 
miles to see the nearest railway station, and 
the only national highway which provides 
an opening for this area to the rest of the 
country was opened hardly sixty years ago. 
A railway station or a railway line or what¬ 
ever is related to a railway line is stranger 
than the moon to the people of our region. 

When raising this question in the course 
of the deliberations on the railway budget, 
I am not merely expressing my personal 
sentiments, but am pointing out to the hon. 
Members sitting here, who are representing 
the country, that in this country there are 
such neglected areas where railways have 
yet to Be extended. I quite appreciate that 
the conditions are quite difficult. But then, 
these areas also have to live, have to 
develop and have to exist in their own 
interest as well as in the interest of the 
country. Only by encouraging the develop¬ 
ment of these areas, the country can streng¬ 
then its economy and security. 

Our demand for the extension of the 
railhead to the Jiribam area of Maaipur from 
Silchar or the near by station in Cachar, 
which would help in Manipur’s better 
integration with the rest of the country has 
been vgfced tine and again Jot Use lend 2? 
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yean, and I remember the assurances and 
re-assurances of the successive line of Rail¬ 
way Ministers in this regard. But uptil now, 
it is clear that nothing has been done. Even 
the survey work has not been taken up. 

As you know. Sir the Cachar-Impha! 
road has been under construction, and it has 
been completed. Therefore, our demand has 
become stronger and the need for the exten¬ 
sion of the railway line from Silchar or the 
nearby station Jiribam has become an issue 
of tremendous significance, which will on 
the one hand give satisfaction to the people 
that a beginning has been made and on 
the other it will develop the economy 
and strengthen the security of this area. 

We recall with pride and a sense of 
gratitude the - visit of the hon. Railway 
Minister to our place as chairman of the 
Administrative Reforms Commission some 
time back. He saw the difficulties there. We 
have industrial possibilities, but due to want 
of communication facilities and so many 
other factors, in spite of rich resources, this 
part of the country could not be developed 
yet, and industrial projects cannot be taken 
up. This is about the extension of the 
railway line to Jiribam from Silchar or near¬ 
by station. 

The next suggestion is about improve¬ 
ment of the conditions obtaining today. We 
have the nearest railway station at Dimapur 
via Kohima. From Manipur round the 
year, hundreds of pilgrims go out in groups 
to different places of India. The pilgrim 
season is specially between the summer and 
winter, it will be interesting to note that 
many of the railway employees who are 
experienced in exploiting innocent passengers 
serving in the Assam-Bengal sector do not 
go on leave at this time ; even those who 
were about to go on leave, cancel their 
leave. This is a known fact, because this 
is the time what Manipuri pilgrims move 
out in groups mostly for the first time in 
their life times. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He could 
write about the details to the Minister. 

SHR1 N. TOMBI SINOII : I appreciate 
the difficulty of the lack of time. Sir. But 
the sig nificanc e of a few words said on the 
floor of the House cannot also be ignored. 
Ope minute more and I finish. In order to 
remove the difficulty of these pilgrims as also 


of ordinary passengers going out from 
Manipur via Kohima and then taking the 
train from Dimapur either to east or west, 
I would suggest that special bogies be 
attached from Dimapur, to the Assam Mail 
and to one of the trains going to Howrah. 

1 would also suggest to the hon. Minister 
to look into the question of the employment 
of adequate Manipuri personnel on the 
railway staff who will be able to help the 
pilgrims and the other passengers whose 
ignorance and inexperience is now being 
exploited to the maximum by the railway 
employees. I would, therefore, suggest the 
employment of Manipuris this sector. 
Employment statistics in this respect now 
show nil. So I would again request the 
hon. Minister to fill up this deficiency and 
also see to it that the extension from 
Silchar to Jiribam demanded since long be 
taken up as quickly as possible. The hon. 
Minister in his reply may be pleased to say 
a few words on these points. At least that 
would give us the consolation that we have 
been heard and our suggestions have been 
attended to. With these words I conclude.

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SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, I welcome the Bugdet present¬ 
ed by the Railway Minister even though it 
is a deficit one. I welcome the measures 
taken by him to increase the traffic receipts. 
But I will like to give a few suggestions to 
improve this. 

It is an accepted fact that our railway 
system is faced with very stiff competition 
from road transport. What are the measures 
to counteract it ? Road transport offers 
a lot of facilities to the customer. They 
have the door delivery system and .o many 
other things. What the business community 
needs today is quick service. They are not 
bothered about .the charge. It is one’s sad 
experience when one consigns one’s goods by 
the railway system, be it by passenger or 
QTS or ordinary goods, th t it takes at least 
three weeks or even more for the goods to 
reach Delhi lrom any place in South India, 
whereas it takes hardly 10 to 12 days by 
road transport. When such is the case, 
what is the point in going on saying that 
we are faced with competition from road 
transport ? We have to offer better facili¬ 
ties than road transport. Just like travel 
agents, we can have goods agents who can 
collect goods on behalf of the railways. It 
can be left to contractors for the time 
being. 

Coming to passenger fares, 1 am told 
that the fare is below cost and is virtually 
enjoying a subsidy. I am surprised to know 
that. Today all the passenger trains are 
always overcrowded. With all that, they 
say that passenger fares enjoy a subsidy. I 
do not know what will happen on the 
day when trains carry early the exact capa¬ 
city. 

Coming to the express trains, when 
they leave big junctions, the rakes are placed 
just a few minutes before the departure of 
the train. This results in a lot of hardship 
to the travelling public. One cannot just 
go a few minutes earlier, specially a third 
class passenger, and find accommodation in 
the train. Therefore, it shou.d be ordered 
that all rakes should be placed one hour 
before the departure of a train from junc¬ 
tions. This will facilitate passengers in 
finding accommodation. 

Then, at some junctions they display the 
reservation chart on the platform whereas at 


other junctions they do not do that. It will 
not involve any extra work, except taking one 
more copy, if these charts are displayed 
on the platform of all junctions. This 
requires the attention of the Railway 
Minister. 

About enquiry offices, you will agree 
with me when I say that we men do not 
possess as much patience as ladies do. So, 
it should be a matter of policy that only 
ladies should be posted at enquiry offices ; 
otherwise, one does not come away with 
pleasant memories when one goes to an en¬ 
quiry office. 

Therefore, only ladies should be posted 
«u the enquiry counters. 

Then, there is a class whose interests 
are not being looked after. Due consi¬ 
deration should be given to the travelling 
staff and their interests should also be looked 
into by the Railways. 

Coming to my own constituency, the 

Karur-Dandagal-Madurai-Tuticorin railway 

line is a long felt need. It is an urgent 
necessity. The Salem Steel Plant is coming 
up and the Tuticorin Harbour project is also 
coming up. The area is also very back¬ 
ward. So, the work should be expedited 
and the line should be laid as early as possi¬ 
ble. This is my request to the hon. Railway 
Minister. 

Finally, some hon. Members here sug¬ 
gested to appoint a committee for various 
purposes, To appoi nt a committee is just 
like a man going to the bath-room. A sitting 
is held followed by a report and the matter 
is ultimately dropped. So, instead of hav¬ 
ing committees, some concrete steps should be 
taken by the Administration to improve the 
working of the Railways.

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY 
(Chittoor) : In regard to the railway budget 
presented to this House, I would like to 
make a few observations on some of the 
main features made mention of in the speech 
of the hon. Railway Minister. 

No doubt, the finances of the railways 
have been in the red for the past seven 
years. The whole position of finances has 
to be judged by the need and necessity for 
paying substantial dividend to the general 
revenues. Any shortfall in the payment of 
dividend to the general revenues is taken to 
be a loss and it is sought to be made good. 
I do not disagree with the attempt to make 
good such loss, but certainly, the methods 
resorted to by the hon. Railway Minister 
for making good this shortfall are rather 
undesirable, in my opinion. On the same 
analogy, if our public sector steel plants 
which are losing heavily are sought to be put 
on the right side of the accounting books 
and the losses are sought to be made good 
by simply raising the price of steel, it would 
lead to a very undesirable and anomalous 
situation. The attempt that has been made 
now to make good the shortfall by enchanc- 
ing the fares and freights on goods |s in my 
opinion a blow to our economy and is a 
step which could have been avoided by a 
systematic and further prolonged and serious 
efforts at plugging the leakages in the reve¬ 
nues and by stepping up the revenues from 
other directions and by a better and more 
effective utilisation of the wagon capa¬ 
city. 

We agree with the laudable objective 
mentioned by the hon. Railway Minister 
towards achieving a uniform gauge on pqr 
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railways. This objective has been long over¬ 
due, but the pace at which we are going in 
for the achievement of this objective is in 
my opinion very slow, and at this rate, 
we do not know how many more decades 
it will take for this goal to be achieved. 

Constituent with the socialistic objectives 
pursued by our Government, it is also better 
in my opinion if along with this objective 
of a uniform gauge we also strive for attain¬ 
ing a uniform class in our railways. 1 do 
not know why such different classes such as 
particularly the air-conditional classes and 
others should exist on the railways. Judging 
by the enhanced revenue that we arc seeking 
to get by the enhancement of the fares, we 
find that the bulk of the fare income comes 
from the third class passengers, but as many 
hon. Members have mentioned, the condi¬ 
tions of third' class travel such as accom¬ 
modation and other amenities are deplor¬ 
ably low. 

In these circumstances, along with the 
objective of uniform gauge, our request to 
the hon. Minister is to strive to effect a uni¬ 
form single class on all railways. 

The question of converting uneconomic 
metre gauge lines to broad gauge to realise 
the goal of a uniform gauge is said to in¬ 
volve a vast outlay of Rs. 4,000 crores. It 
would have been better if the Railway 
Minister had spelt out in detail the ways 
and means and the phases in which this 
conversion could be effected. 

We have been discussing in this House 
the utilisation of the surplus PL-480 funds. 
In my opinion, these funds could not be 
better employed than for this conversion of 
all the gauges into a uniform broad gauge 
throughout the country. 

In regard to my constituency of Chittoor 
in Andhra Pradesh, the metre gauge link 
between Katpadi and Tirupati is a big 
bottleneck. This has been holding up trans¬ 
port of valuable fruit and other articles. 
Crores of rupees worth of fruit have, on 
account of the metre gauge bottleneck, to be 
transported by road to distant broad gauge 
stations and get them loaded from there to 
distant market places. The bottleneck 
caused by this metre gauge line has already 
resulted in a great loss of valuable fruit in 
that area, to the detriment of the develop¬ 
ment of the backward districts there. There¬ 
fore, I would appeal to the Minister to 
immediately undertake a survey of die oon- 
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version of the metre gauge link between 
Katpadi and Tirupati. 

If you look at the railway map of India, 
you will lines thick and thin crossing and 
criss-crossing the country frorp east to west 
and north to south, but we find that the 
vast hinterland of the Daccan and Rayala- 
seema stands neglected. Absolutely no new 
rail link has been established in that area 
since independence. 

We have all been told, and we also 
know, that out Railway Minister is a 
dynamic personality devoted to public 
interest. He is also devoted to to Lord 
Venkcteswara of Tirupati. No better proof 
of this could be given by him than by 
creating a railway link connecting Bangalore 
direct with Tirupati via Kolar and Pala- 
maner. This backward area is chronically 
drought-affected. It has never seen a rail¬ 
way train. In fact there are still aged 
persons who have not seen a railway line or 
a train. 

I hope the hon. Minister will implement 
the suggest I have made to the best of his 
ability.

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana) : 
Mr. Chairman, I congratulate the Railway 
Minister on the Budget presented by him. 
The railways are our biggest commercial 
enterprise and represent an investment of 
nearly Rs. 3,200 crores. Naturally, it is 
expected that they should be run on sound 
commercial principles. But since 1964-65 
the finances of the railways have been in a 
bad shape. So, this year the Railway 
Minister has come forward with certain 
increases in railway freights and passenger 
fares, increases which, in my view, I agree 
with the Minister are of a marginal character. 
In the very trying and difficult conditions 
it! which the railways are working. I think, 
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the Railway Minister has done his heat to 
make for their smooth functioning and 
efficient working. » 

As regards the increase in railway freights 
I would like to bring to the attention of 
the Railway Minister only ode point, namely, 
the excessively high rates which are charged 
for transporation of fresh fruits, specially 
bananas. 1 am interested in this matter be¬ 
cause my district, Jalgaon District, produces 
bananas worth about Rs. 20 crores every 
year and this crop is transported mostly to 
Punjab and Delhi. I think, everyone will 
agree that bananas are the poor man's fruit. 
They are par excellence to fruit for a poor 
democracy like ours. Last year the Railway 
Minister stated in his Budget Speech that 
the average rate charged per tonne kilo¬ 
meter for goods had increased by 61 per 
cent during the period 1950—70 but so far as 
the freight charges on bananas are concerned, 
during the same period the rates increased 
by 300 per cent.

[Shri K. N. Tiwary in the Chair ] 

For instance, for a wagonload from 
Bhusaval to Delhi the rate was Rs. 592 in 
1949 but it incrcscd to Rs. 2,000 per wagon 
by April, 1970. After some representations 
last year the Minister was kind enough to 
reduce the charges to about Rs. 1,800 per 
wagon. The increase in charges was due 
partly to an increase in the rate and partly 
to the increase in weight charged per wagon. 
First the weight was increased from 170 
quintals to 185 quintals and then it Was 
increased from 185 quintals to 203 quintals 
for a wagon load. After some representa¬ 
tions again, the weight per wagon was 
creduced from 203 quintals to 185 quintals. 
Sir, the price of bananas varies enormously. 
But we find that in the last 20 years the cost 
of production has gone up steadily and as a 
result of the excessive freight charges many 
an agriculturist has come to grief. This 
year the railway freight for a four-wheeled 
vehicle of bananas is even more than what 
the railway earns on a first class or air- 
conditioned bogie for the same distance, 
that is, from Bhusaval to Delhi. 

Does it mean that the transportation of 
bananas is regarded as more important than 
traffic by air-conditioned coach between 
Bhusaval and Delhi by the Railways ? Use 
maintenance of the prejent rate struptuft 
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will ruin maqy of the agriculturists. This 
will lead to the cultivation of other kinds of 
ifruit which are more expensive and that is 
likely tb be a, contributory factor to the 
nfUitipn&ry trends in the country. I there- 
tbrc, suggest to the hon. Minister that he 
should follow the practice which was being 
ftilioWed between 1964 to 1969 and charge 
the weight per wagon for 170 quintals. 

Secondly, the hon. Railway Minister 
should also explore the possibility of start¬ 
ing-, a quick-transit-service which is being 
followed on the Western Railways between 
Surat and Delhi. We find that the Western 
Railvyays charges much less between Surat 
and Delhi for a wagon load than what the 
Central Railways charges between Bhusaval 
and-Delhi. 

Thirdly, I would request the hon. 
Railway Minister to provide specially 
designed or suitable wagons for transporting 
perishable commodities like bananas. At 
present, there are no special facilities avail¬ 
able for transportation of bananas which is 
a parishable commodity. I hope, the hon. 
Railway Minister will kindly pay attention 
to-the three points that I have made and 
do- the needful to save thousands of farmers 
in Jalgaon- district from ruin.

SHRt D. D. OESAI (Kaira): White I 
sympathise with the Railway Minister, my 
forefathers had some sham in those'Railway 
lines and in those years we considered 'theitt 
as gilt-edged securities because there was 
consequent revenue from these securities. 

But, in recent years we find that our 
Railways are making losses. Now, I have 
some suggestions to make. Firstly, tire 
Railways may be divided into smaller 
divisions which could be managed mere 
profitably within their budgeted balance- 
sheets, so that the Railways may be made to 
earn a minimum revenue that is at least the 
equivalent of interest rates which the Central 
Exchequer may obtain as a result of income 
on the investment made. 

Secondly, the raiiway alignment* may.-he 
taken up at the earliest and the minimum 
statutory limit of speed on the rafinWgn 
should be 60 miles per hour. At present 
there are some idle capacities and wastages 
which we cannot afford, because, the over all 
expenditure is based on the time factor. 

This expenditure could -be brought ‘down 
if we align our raiiway tracks and resort to 
a 60 miles minimum speed with greater turn 
round. 

Thirdly, I would request toe boo. 
Minister to concentrate on such areas as ace 
potentially revenue-earning, particularly, for 
example, tracks in Gujarat on the W es te r n 
Raiiway which are revenue-earning. On the 
other hand there are certain tracks which are 
causing certain debits to toe Csntntl podt 
with oo future. It would be paofi tobte tp 
us to concentrate and increase the revenue 
somehow or the other so that toe - raft way* 
are not a drag on ■ our i budget or as sst 
plans, but they contribute to our expenditure 
and to our plans. 

1 would like to refer to tbe coatihued 
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delays that we are suffering on the Western 
Railway between Surat and beyond. This 
is.because the Tapti and the Narmada are 
flooding those tracks every year and the 
trains are, therefore, usually a couple of hours 
delayed. So, these tracks need rectification 
so that the delayed conld be removed. 

There are also one or two minor items 
like the tracks between Nadiad and Bhadran. 
This track has been of a narrow gauge. This 
was expected to be widened. I would, 
therefore, request the Railway Minister that 
this work may be taken up at the earliest. I 
would like to make a similar request in 
regard to the extension of broadgauge from 
Sevalia to Balarinor to Birpur to Lonavda 
and Modasa in Sabarkantha district, which 
are in an under-developed area and that it 
may connect right up to Udaipur. This 
request also may be looked into and the 
earlier a decis'on is taken and work started, 
the.better would it be. These are the areas 
which generate a lot of weatlh. There are 
a lot of traffic, there are goods, and there is 
ho loss, and there are no thefts, and there is 
ho burning of railway wagons. The people 
are also law-abiding and peaceful by and 
large. The revenues potentials are excellent. 
Therefore, the railways could profitably 
exploit these opportunities for their own 
benefit and provide amenities at the same 
time to the community and develop the 
country as a whole.

S11RI NARAIN CHAND PARASHAR 
(Hamirpur) : The Railway Budget does not 
provide a ray of hope for the northern 
regions of our country, specially the hilly 
regions, i had stated in my interim budget 
speech on 26lh Match, 1971 that there is an 
urgent necessity for linking Una and Nongal 
by a railwayt track. 1 had also tabled a 
question. The reply given was that a 
traffic appreciation survey had been conduct¬ 
ed in 1963 and it was not found feasible to 
have a project linking Nangal with Talwara. 
Then 1 said that political conditions in those 
areas wore different now. Both Nangal and 
Una were part of Punjab then. Since 1966, 
Nangal has gone to Punjab and Una to 
Himachal Pradesh. There is a lot of goods 
traffic between Nangal and Una, that is 
between Punjab and Himachal Pradesh. 

Our State came into existence on 
January 25, 1971. But unfortunately there 
is not much hope for the economy or for 
industrialisation in our State. 

This is a vicious circle. The industries 
do not flourish there because there is no 
railway line, and the railway line is not 
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there because there is no industry. I wish 
that some kind of hop his provided to us 
so that our State also conies up to the 
standard of other States and there is some 
industry in that area. 

There are many new lines urgently 
needed for instance from Jwalamukhi 
Road to Jwalamukhi Mandir and beyond 
Up to nadaun. But not to speak of 
new railway lines, even the existing lines 
are in a hopeless condition. 1 may bring 
it to your notice that from Hoshiarpur 
to Jullundur there are many buses and 
the traffic by rail is decreasing day by day. 
Again it is a vicious circle. Since the trains 
ate late by more than two hours while the 
buses cover the distance within one hour, 
there is decreasing earning for railways on 
that line. If this continued late running of 
trains is not stopped, then one day the 
Railway Minister would order this line to be 
dismantled. Since there is late running, 
there is decrease in revenue, and since there 
is decrease in revenue, a demand arises for 
dismantling the line by the Department. 1 
wish the Department looks into this aspect 
of the situation and feels that the Depart¬ 
ment itself is responsible for the late running 
of trains. What is the justification for a 
railway line which caters to the needs of 
the people like this ? Buses carry the 
passengers in one hour and the railway 
train is late by the two hours. This is the 
hopeless aspect of the situation. Similarly, 
a train has been provided from Delhi to 
Nangal Dam, but unfortunately it is late by 
two hours almost every time both on its 
outward and inward journeys. I have to 
travel by this train almost every week and 
I find that this kind of situation cmnot be 
tolerated. It is painful for the people who 
are sitting inside the train as well as for the 
peopie waiting on the platform. The train 
does not come in time and the whole 
programme is upset. Therefore, this late 
running should be looked into and the 
Department seould provide some remedy. 

I am thankfal to the Railway Minister 
for the dieselising Srinagar Express the 
train from New Delhi to Pathankot, but 
one more train is needed. There can be a 
weekly train to cope with the extra rush 
that is there in these days. Also, a new 
train is needed, on the Kangra Valley 
Railway, which is a line catering to the 
hilley area of Himachal Pradesh, but which 
is a very Small line, a narrow gauge line. 


So, its capacity is limited. So, I would 
request the Railway Minister to took into 
the demaad of the people for providing one 
more train in that area. 

I have visited the Railway colonies In 
Ludhiana and some other areas. I am 
ashamed to see that these colonies do not 
even have electricity. I wish the officers 
visit these colonies. There is no sanitary 
arrangement worth the name. People have 
to live in such conditions which are shame¬ 
ful to the authorities as well as to the 
people who are working and living there. 

I am thankful to the Railway Minister 
for the restoration of the hill concession 
tickets, but I may point out that formerly 
they were available for passengers travel¬ 
ling 240 km, while he has now raised the 
distance to 400 kms. I request him to 
reduce the distance again to 240 km, because 
otherwise it is not giving us what we 
wanted. 

16 hrs. 

I am thankful for similar other conces¬ 
sions provided in the Railway Budget, but 
I would plead that the administration 
recognises the vital importance of Himachal 
Pradesh as a border State. Its borders 
touch China on the one side and Jammu 
and Kashmir on the other. Whereas the 
Border Roads Organisation is providing 
road from Manali to Leh and other areas, 

I am very much pained to say that the 
Railway Minister is not paying the same 
attention in this regard. I hope he will see 
that Railway traffic is as essential as road 
tmasport. Competition between road trans¬ 
port and railway could be cut down to the 
minimum if the railways are run efficiently 
and if the trains are faster. 

Whereas Japan has set the record for 
the Trains by running them at a speed of 
100 km. per hour, our fastest trains are 
much below this standard. Even the fastest 
train that our country has got, namely, the 
Rajdhani Express, which covers a distance 
of 1,441 km in 17 hours that is the fastest 
train in our country does not run to the 
norms of 100 km. per hour. I wish the 
speed of our trains should be maintained at 
the proper rate by checking of stopping and 
the late-running of trains, so that the 
passengers do not flsel the pinch and the 
others concerned also do not feel die 
pinch. 
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Then, some other amenities in the trains 
ate very much needed. The coditions in 
the compartments, especially in the third 
class compartments, are below standard at 
any time. I wish some attention is paid to 
this aspect of the problem also. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
(Cooch-Behar) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, at the 
outset, I would request the hon. Minister, 
that in future before he presents his budget 
speech, he should read it very carefully. 
Perhaps he is unaware that in the entire 
course of his speech, there are certain 
contradictory facts, contradictory statements 
and contradictory lines. Perhaps he is still 
not aware of the fact that there are certain 
officers in the Ministry of Railways and the 
railway administration it self who are really 
anxious and interested to place the Minister 
in charge of the railways in difficulties. 

There are some lines in the budget 
speech, which I would like to quote. At 
page 3, this is what he has said : 

“The Eastern and the Southeastern 
railways which account for 60 percent 
of the tonnage carried by the Indian 
railway system as a whole, and hold 40 
per cent of the total number of broad 
gague wagons, continue to cause 
anxiety.” 

The facts are coming out. There are two 
factors, namely 60 per cent of the total 
tonnage is being carried by the Eastern and 
the Southeastern railways ; and by taking 
only 40 per cent of the total number of 
wagons that are in use. In the next 
sentence, it has been explained that it has 
caused anxiety because of certain troubles 
like law and order, strikes and lock-outs and 
all these things. But may I ask the hon. 
Minister, if that be the case, if this parti¬ 
cular zone, covering portions of West Bengal 
and Bihar and some parts of Orissa, if this 
particular zone covered by the Eastern and 
the Southeastern railway can bring revenues 
to the Railway Minister to the extent of 60 
per cent of the tonnage and by utilising only 
40 per cent of the total number of wagons, 
is this not the most viable, the economically 
viable and feasible area to which the 
Railway Minister ought to have given much 
more attention ? 

Here, in another place, at page 11, it 
has been said : 

“The traffic pattern having changed, 
wp have now to develop the North- 
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South routes covering three Zona, the 
Delhi-Borabay and the Bombay-Ahmeda- 
bad routes..." and so on. , 

How could the Railway Minister find 
from the report of the Railway administra¬ 
tion that the traffic pattern ha! changed ? 
Had it been changed, this particular zone 
ought not to have carried 60 per cent of the 
total tonnage only by holding 40 per cent of 
the total number of wagons. Is it not in¬ 
consistent ? Is it not contradictory ? 1$ 

it not good enough on the part of this 
benevolent Railway Minister at least to go 
through it before he makes his speech ? 
Only one or two I will mention ; though 
there are many others. 1 would humbly 
request the hon. Railway Minister to go 
through them. 

Here, it has been mentioned that 
“Owing paucity of funds, the Railway 
Minister is not in a position to proceed 
ahead with much of the works that are in 
his mind." 

But he was good enough to say : 

“We are constantly and continuously 
reviewing the position in consultation 
with the Planning Commission and the 
economic ministries concerned. The 
railwa) plan is a flexib'e one and as and 
when new woiks are demanded by traffic 
demand, the necessary resources will 
have to be found.” 

I do not know how it will be found. If 
resources could be found, then why this defi¬ 
cit budget ? Why arc you putting the 
burden on the poor passengers and com¬ 
muters for utter ineffieiency of the railway 
administration ? They arc giving certain 
succour here and there, even though they 
are short of funds and they say, for imme¬ 
diate necessities resources will have to be 
found. From what source ? We found 
from the statement made by his predecessor 
year before last that the amount to be paid 
to the general revenue was not paid. It 
was freezed. Even this year, from the 
accounts it appears that it is partly freezed. 
But the Minister has no where mentioned 
as to what happened about the Railway 
Convention Committee that was formed hist 
year with one or two Members of Parlia¬ 
ment of the last Lok Sabha, to go into the 
rate at which dividend should be paid to 
the general revenues. It has not been 
settled yet. When the Minister coma be fea . 
the House with the new budget, we e*peo$ 
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that he would mention those policy deci¬ 
sions at least. 

My colleague, Mr. Mandal, mentioned 
about the ^branch lines that have to be 
restored in all the zonal Railways. We 
have mentioned since 196$ that two flood- 
damaged branch lines of the N.F. Railway 
should be re-opened. In 1969, the present 
minister's predecessor was good enough to 
say that this would be done when the mon¬ 
soon is over. In 1970, it was said that a 
technical committee’s report is awaited. 
Then, it was said, we have received the 
report just now ; we will go through it. But 
since then nothing has been done. Innumer¬ 
able letters and representations have been 
made to the minister and so many questions 
hava been tabled, but he has not considered 
whether he is going to restore the Jalpaiguri- 
Haldibari line and Domohini or Lataguri- 
Changrabandha line. These two branch 
lines were heavily damaged by the great 
October flood of 1968. I know this matter 
was referred back to the Zonal Manager of 
the N.F. Railway, who submitted a report 
that it needed about Rs. 78 lakhs to restore 
them. But 1 request that the minister 
should not be frieghtened only by that 
Rs. 78 or 80 lakhs. Recently the matter 
has been substantially changed, because it 
it was thought that 7 lakhs cusccs of water 
must pass through the river Tista and the 
railway alignment should be strengthened 
and hightened to the extent it can cover 
this entire volume of water, so that it may 
not be dimiged fu>ther. But thereafter, 
having taken up the programme of the 
North Bengal Flood Control Commission, 
the edtire area has been covered and he 
should know that he has nothing to fear 
from the floods whatsoever, if the flood 
protection work goes on properly. He 
shauld see that these two branch lines are 
restored immediately. 

What is the condition of the scheduled 
castes and tribes in the railway administra¬ 
tion ? Very recently it has been stated that 
in the entire railway administration the pro¬ 
portion of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes is as follows : Class I 3.4 per cent ; 
Class II 3.2 per cent ; Class III 8.6 per 
cent and in Class IV, consisting of sweepers 
and other 17.3 per cent. Is it proper that 
the socially ostracised and oppressed people. 
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people for whom we shed tears, people for 
whom we have given so much of consti¬ 
tutional guarantees should be given this 
treatment ? Should they not be given 
justice in the hands of the Government ? 
It was suggested by a parliamentary com¬ 
mittee that in the Raiiway Service Com¬ 
mission at least one member in such 
Commissions shonld be belonging to these 
people. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : In spite of my 
repeated requests he is not resuming his 
seat. So, whatever he says now will not go 
on record. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Sir, I 
have not said anything irrelevant. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : But there are 
so many other hon. Members who also want 
to speak and the time is limited. Shri S. 
K. Sarkar. 

•SHRI S. K. SARKAR (Joynagar) : 
Hon. Mr. Chairman, I cannot fully support 
the Budget, presented by the Railway Minis¬ 
ter, although I intended to do so. Nowhere 
in the Budget mention has been made about 
the corruption and inefficiency that we find 
in the Railways. 1, therefore, must say 
that the Minister has not said anything 
about the corruption and departmental in¬ 
efficiency in the Railways in his entire 
Budget speech. Sir, we have some experience 
of the corruption and inefficiency that the 
Railway departments are subject to, 

I shall particularly confine my speech to 
the problems of Sealdah Division. There 
I have found that everyday trains do not 
run in time and very often railway wires are 
cut; of course this has been admitted by 
the Railway Minister in his speech. But we 
want a remedy for it. Lakhs of rupees are 
being spent to maintain the Railway Protec¬ 
tion Force. But every day there is some 
trouble in the Sealdah division—either the 
trains do not run there regularly in time, or 
the transmission wires are cut or the trains 
are sometimes burnt. As a mult of all 
these troubles lakhs of commuters, who 
depend upon the regular service of the trains 
in the Sealdah division, face great difficul¬ 
ties in reaching their destinations. You 
must know. Sir, that trains in the Sealdah 


♦The original speech was delivered ia Bengali. 
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Division carry the largest number of daily 
passengers in India. But in order to remove 
all these troubles in the Sealdoh Division 
no efforts have so far been made by the 
JUttlw&y Ministry. It is my complaint that 
the Railway Protection Force, in connivance 
with the anti-social elements, are responsible 
for all these troubles. If today we travel 
by train In Sealdah Division we shall find 
that some compartments are without doors, 
windows and even fans. In some compart¬ 
ments we do not even find seats. In ex¬ 
treme winter the people face great hardships 
while travelling by trains in the Sealdah 
Division. During rainy season it so happens 
that sometimes rain waters fail upon the 
heads of the passengers. If the railway ad¬ 
ministration goes in this manner, the situa¬ 
tion is not likely to be improved by 
increasing the passanger fares in the name 
of the deficit budget. Because of the rise 
in passanger fares the poor people are to be 
affected ultimately. I find that the Minister 
wants to .aise rupees eleven crorcs by 
increasing the train fares. I am sure this 
income from the increased fare is not going 
to benefit the poor passangers. 

I feel that the Government is incurring 
losses to the tune of Rs. 10 crores because 
of numerous thefts occuring in the Railways. 
In order to prevent such a loss what steps 
ate the Government taking ? Then, we 
have noticed that food grains carried by 
wagons are very often looted by the people 
after breaking the wagons and because of 
this the Railway Administra.ion has to pay 
the heavy claims of the affeeted people. I 
do not find that any remedial steps to this 
effect have been proposed in the Budget. I 
feel that in order to remedy the troubled 
situation prevalent in the Eastern Zone, 
particularly in the Sealdah and Howrah 
Divisions, the Government should appoint 
a special Committee consisting of the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament belonging to those areas 
and their suggestions may be invited by the 
Government. We have many unemployed 
youngmen in our State and if they are en¬ 
trusted with the work of Railway Protection 
Force—especially those youngmen who are 
living in villages near Railway Stations -we 
need not mimtain the huge staff of the 
rarftwiy protection force. In this way I feel 
that the work of protecting railway property 
will become easier. Apart from this, this 
arrangement will help us to bring these 
youngmen, who are gradually becoming anti- 
{foments for want of employment to 


our fold. Therefore, I shall request the 
Railway Minister to apply his mind to fids 
suggestion of mine. * 

I shall now say two or three more points 
which specialty relate to the Sealdah divi¬ 
sion. I have come to know that the daffy 
passengers there are now demanding the 
withdrawal of the electric trains. Instead 
they have been demanding for the introduc¬ 
tion of steam engines. People say that 
because of the theft of overhead copper 
wires almost daily It is impossible to run 
the electric trains there. Therefore, I would 
like to know from the Railway Minister 
what remedial measures he has in his mind 
in regard to such a situation. 

Then, 1 would like to know from the hon. 
Minister what are his future plans about 
Calcutta. We have been hearing for a long 
time that underground and circular railways 
will be introduced in Calcutta and also we 
have heard of the suburban dispersal scheme. 
But nothing has been done so Far, So how 
long will the Government bluff us on these 
issues ? This question is also being asked 
repeatedly by the people. We do not want 
to carry the same bluff. Tnerefore, I feel 
it my duty to raise this question to the 
Minister. 

One more question l will raise and that 
was also raised previously by other mem¬ 
bers from West Bengal. You already know. 
Sir, that the narrow gauge line of the 
Martin Burn Railway Company was closed 
and at the time of its closure assurance was 
given by the Government that the affected 
employees will be absorbed in various depart¬ 
ments of the Railways. When the Martin 
Burn Railway line in Northern India 
closed, the affected employees there were 
absorbed in other departments of the Rail¬ 
ways. But the employees of the Martin 
Railway in the Eastern and South Eastern 
Sections are not being absorbed in other 
Railway Departments. I have come to , 
know that Railway Board In oonnivance 
with some trade union elements is trying to 
prevent these people from being absorbed in 
other Railway Departments. We have also 
come to know that the efforts are being 
made to reopen the Martin Burn Railways as 
subsidiary tail ways. But in this House a 
clear assurance was given by the Government 
that employees of the Martin Bam Company 
will be absorbed in other railway depart¬ 
ments but nothing has been done so 
implement that -assurance. The delegation 
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of the poor employees have already come to 
Delhi and they have been waiting for a 
number of days to see the Railway Minister 
tot the Railway Minister has no time to 
meet those people because he is very much 
busy , with the Railway Budget these days. 
I want a categorical assurance from the 
Minister that the delegation of the em¬ 
ployees which has come to Delhi to meet 
him will return with this assurance that they 
will be absorbed in other departments of 
the Railways. 

One thing I would like to say that we 
have adopted the socialist path for our 
country and that path cannot be followed 
by increasing the third class fare on the one 
hand and by encouraging the wagon breakers 
on the other. I would request the Railway 
Minister to prevent the wastage of lakhs of 
rupees as claims which the Railway admi¬ 
nistration is bound to pay on account of the 
mischief of wagon breakers. I further hope 
that the earnest efforts made by Shri Nanda 
to improve the conditions of the Railways, 
will be continued by the present Minister. 
I feel the hon. Minister will find out some 
means for eradicating the problems of the 
Railways in the Eastern side in consultation 
with the Members of Parliament belonging 
to West Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. With 
these words I support the Railway Budget. 
I conclude my speech after paying thanks to 
the Railway Minister. 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU [Diamond 
Harbour) : Sir, the Indian Railways, after 
23 years of utter mismanagement, corrup¬ 
tion and bungling, has come to a place that 
it can never become economically viable. 
If can never give you a dividend for the 
Rs. 3,000 or Rs. 4,000 crores that the people 
have invested in this sole monopolistic com¬ 
pany, a unit which enjoys the monopoly 
right of running the railway transport in 
this vast sub-continent. This is because of 
continuous mismanagement, bungling, cor¬ 
ruption and inefficiency. 

The greatest evil in the Indian Railways 
today, if you ask a man who understands 
transport economy, is the great evil of over¬ 
capitalisation. Indian Railways is suffering 
from overcapitalisation. You have never tried 
to understand it because you do not have 
anybody to understand it. You are trying 
to behave like a village quack. When you 
see a hole here, you try to patch it; you 

W)?th?r hole and you try to j>a.tph it. 


tot you do not try to understand the over* 
all difficulty and position. 

What are the examples ? Even tea 
years ago if you designed a passenger bogie, 
you could design it, say, for Rs. 80,000 for, 
construction. You did not go in for lami¬ 
nated plastic wailing costing Rs. 6 per 
square foot; you did not go in for 
aluminium chequered plates for flooring ; 
you did not go in for linoleum. Every¬ 
where you are overcapitalising. In the 
waiting room, which is frequented by 26 
persons in a month, half of them pass- 
holders, you go in for canary colour mosaic 
flooring, which costs Rs. 2.50 while ordinary 
cement grey flooring, giving you the same 
material comfort, would cost you 50 paise. 
You cannot run the railways because you 
are just not competent to do it. You do not 
understand the economy of it. 

Then, you exaggerate to a great extent 
the safety margin of the permanent struc¬ 
tures of the railways. I remember, when 
Mr. Khruschev came, he went to a public 
sector unit in Bangalore. He saw the steel 
design and said that if the design had be¬ 
longed to his country, he would have sent 
the designer behind the bars. 

They do not go in for research whether 
all the ordinary constructions should be 
done with reinforced cement concrete where¬ 
by you could save steel. You are not in¬ 
terested in that. You are trying to pamper 
your Engineering Department and the 
Engineering Department has become a big 
hole on the wall of the Railway economy. 

What about the dead stocks ? Anybody 
who came to the Railway Board, a General 
Manager oi a big man in the Board, tried 
to buy semething special in a huge quantity, 
say, for example, cast iron sleepers. The 
hon. Members while they travel will see 
billions of them lying and getting rusty. We 
want to know how much was ordered and 
how much has been actually used. Why is 
it that the man who placed an order has 
not been penalised and prosecuted ? 

You depend for everything on the 
R.D.S.O., the Bible of the Indian Railways. 
You do not have anybody else to advise 
you. There are ghosts, manufacturer ghosts, 
working and the Indian Railways .have be¬ 
come a dancing and playing ground of 
monopolist producers. Why dp you. want 
to have non-ferrous fittings ? Why do you 
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have imported stainless steel fittings for 
latrines ? In a country where you spend 
36 p, for a man to live in a day, you are 
using imported stainless steel for latrines. 
You want to run the Railways like this. 
Not in your life-time, you will improve the 
Railways like this. You may wear what¬ 
ever type of cap you like. But the Indian 
Railways are not going to improve. 

Let us see the lack of planning in your 
coach-designing. The cubical content utili¬ 
sation of a coach is so very poor. You have 
not gone into that research. What about 
designing wagons on the Chinese type, a 
convertible variety ? Have you gone into 
this ? No. A open wagon suitable for 
taking coal goes to Ghaziabud and comes 
back empty because it cannot take wheat. 
There is empty haulage every time. During 
the last 23 years Congress rule, the wheel 
continues to move and it cuts a hole on the 
people’s pocket. This is the Indian Railways 
today. 

What about rails that are rejected in 
this country ? They arc sent to Malaysia, 
Burma and Hong Kong for use in their 
Railways. You do not think of recon¬ 
ditioning them. You do not think of using 
them for other purposes. You sell at the 
rate of Rs. 300 a tonne white outside it is 
sold in the black market at Rs. 1800 a 
tonne. 

Who asked you to go in for diescli- 
sation which has caused widespread un¬ 
employment in the coal mine areas. The 
former Railway Minister conspired with 
American Diesel Engine producers and 
designers and ruined the Indian Railways. 
The diesel traction is far more dear. It is 
greatly foreign exchange orinted. How 
many crores of rupees have been paid to 
Yankee designers of diesel engines. We 
know the bluff. Even year before last, the 
Varanasi factory produced diesel engines 
which consisted of 85 per cent of imported 
components. Dod’t try to tell stories to us. 

Not very long ago, yom importation of 
diesel fuel amounted to Rs. 5,00,000 tonnes 
per year. On the one side you talk of self- 
sufficiency in essential items, on the other 
hand, in conspiracy with foreign mono¬ 
polists, you conspire and dig a hole on the 
wall of Railway economy in the country. 
That is your class character. 

Von have completely surrendered to the 
road transport business. This .oad trans¬ 
port is foreign Investment oriented. Amongst 


all the forms of transport in the country, 
it is the dearest. Why ? 1 H.P. pull few 

road transport is 100 Kg— 1 caVinot give you 
exact figures here—for rail, it is 500 Kg. 
and for water it is 2000 Kg. In spite of 
that, you cannot make profit. It is because 
you deliberately co-operate with foreign 
monopolist oriented road transport. 

Sir, this is so much a part of the econo¬ 
my of the place from which you have been 
elected. The Railways have lost all the 
high-freighted traffic in favour of the road 
transport. You carry a sackful of limestone 
500 miles for Rs. 5. A box of bata shoe 
company’s product of a small size is carried 
for Rs. 10 for 200 miles. Thus, you are 
losing the freight. You go on increasing the 
fares as much as you like. But you cannot 
give a good enough account for running this 
organisation. 

Have you ever thought about the schcdu- 
1 ing of the structurals and the specifications? 
Have you thought about reconsideration of 
the safety margin ? No. Your whole idea 
is only to make money, give some to mono¬ 
polists, something you lake, you rob the 
common man in all this. We wanted coir 
cushion with gunny cover and drinking water 
tanks but the Railways said, no, because 
the big capitalists do not make money out 
of it. You use sun-mica, stainless steel, 
aluminium, non-ferrous metal etc. and dump 
them there. In all this the material com¬ 
fort is nil ; visual comfort is good. You 
may feci encouraged Mr. Hanumanthaiya, I 
do not. 

The value of Martin-Burn Railway 
would be about Rs. 35 lakhs today. For 
that little money what a wonderful service 
that has been rendering ? It was carrying 
35,000 passengers daily, who have been 
getting Rs, 50 to Rs. 200 a month. They 
have to pay only Rs. 15 or Rs. 17 whereas 
if they travel by bus, they would have to 
pay Rs. 55 to Rs. 60. But you wanted to 
do away with this light Railway. That is 
because you had pressure from the road 
transport. That is why you wanted to do 
it; no other reason. 

There are 2,000 employees who are 
stranded in Calcutta and Mr. Nanda said 
that they will be absorbed in the month of 
December, 1971. Almost 6 months have 
passed. They are still starving in the streets. 
You have got wonderfnl air-conditioned 
office and limousine and everything.. The 
man who makes the money starving in 
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the streets of palcutta. This is the Samajvad 
of Mrs. Indira Gandhi. 

What about your industrial policy reso¬ 
lution ? Why should you abolish it ? Why 
Uj^nOt it b? nationalised 7 About Sealdah 
division, you collect the money in advance. 
You are undo* contractual agreement. But 
3 times a week you say you cannot give the 
ftjain This is your socialism. What about 
your saviours, the CRP, the police and the 
army and the RPF. This is the miserable 
economic condition which we witness today 
and for this you are wholly and solely res¬ 
ponsible. 

Pay before yesterday a gangman at 
Kfaukar station was murdered by the 
£RP men, Po you want the Railway to 
behave in this way ? I can assure you that 
this Government will never be able to run 
this public sector organisation of the biggest 
size in this country on efficient and economic 
lines, 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(RAIL MANTRI) (SHRI HANUMAN- 
THAIYA) : About 65 hon. Members have 
participated in the debate. I am thankful to 
them that they have dealt with the problem 
of railways from various points of view. They 
have dealt with policy matters ; they have 
dealt with individual grievances and requests; 
they have had some words of appreciation, 
and plenty of words of depreciation as well. 
It is all in the nature of the game. When a 
budget proposal comes before the House I, 
for one. as a democrat do not expect every¬ 
body to praise the budget. The occasion is 
meant for Members to see what is wrong 
With the Railway Administration. It is their 
duty and, responsibility to suggest remedies.

[Shri R, P. Bhandftre in the Chair ] 

It is these parliamentary discussions that 
keep every person in the Railway Admini¬ 
stration including th9 Minister on his toes. 
Therefore, 1 heartily welcome whatever 
cariti^ism has. been made, and in the true 
democratic spirit, I respond, by owning the 
mistakes wherever there are mistakes and 
defending the' Railway Administration 
wherever there is an uncharitable charge 

< iwifrtn with. I shall deal with policy 
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matters, pr. V. K. R. V. Rap, Shri C. M. 
Stephen, Shri A. P. Sharma, Shri Piloo 
Mody and Shri M. Kaiyanasundaram and 
various other Members gave their point of 
view of the financial and other policies 
pertaining to Railway Administration. Pr. 
V. K. R. V. Rao in particular reviewed the 
allotment made to the railways in the Fburth 
Five Year Plan. I very much value his 
contribution to the debate. He has had 
experience of the Planning Commission and 
administration ; besides, he is an economist. 
He has said, as also Shri Chintamani Psni- 
gralii and Shri Piloo Mody, that the reduc¬ 
tion in the railways’ Fourth Plan traffic 
targets and outlav was not justified in view 
of the Government’s commitments to the 
public to provide for the development of tbe 
economy and additional employment 
potential. 

1 explained the reasons why the Rian 
allotment was reduced by Rs. 250 crores. The 
estimated traffic did not materialise according 
to calculations. That was because of the 
recession. That was because of the strikes 
and bundhs that adversely affected production 

in steel and various other sectors. But that 
is not a permanent feature. Therefore, even 
though it may be the estimate of our own 
Minis'ry and the connected Ministries, I find 
it difficult to accept the final position that 
they have taken. 

Therefore, I have deliberately included 
the sentence m my speech that the Plan 
allotment has to be reviewed according to the 
exigencies of the time. I agree with Pr. Rao 
and other hon. members that our economy 
is picking up. Our exports have been hope¬ 
ful. It is only the law and order position 
in the eastern sector that is causing anxiety. 
But for that, I would have summoned 
courage to state before you that our economy 
is picking up, and therefore, corresponding 
investment has to be made m the railways. 
This hopeful feature of onreoonomy warrants 
the. restoration of the cut made by the Plann¬ 
ing Commission and other authorities. I 
may take the House into confidence and say 
that I propose to discuss this matter with 
the Planning Commission andother authori¬ 
ties so tfaaf feta Railways m# get at least the 
cut made of Rs. 2S© ctrores restored. 

From another point of view also, it is 
absolutely necessary. The Govecoment of 
India are committed to. tha poifey of raHev- 
i*K imemptoynaent. Then i* .an. better 
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sector than the railways to provide employ, 
ment opportunities, immediately and all over 
the country. The distinguishing feature of 
investment in railways is that it will leave 
permanent assets for the nation. I am 
thankful to hon. members for giving me 
encouragement for pleading for restoration of 
the cut made of Rs. 250 erores. It may be 
that I may be asking for more. As everyone 
knows, this public undertaking is not merely 
a commercial proposition ; it is also meant 
to serve the people, by providing employment 
opportunities and by rendering day to day 
service required by industry and various 
other sections of our people. Therefore, 
the railways have to be looked upon as a 
many-sided blessing. It is not merely a 
one-sided blessing that it is conferring on the 
country. 

I happened to read several months ago 
a magazine article. In the US it seems the 
automobile industry constitucs the core of 
industrial activity and progress ; it seems 
almost every tenth man or so is in one way 
or another connected with the automobile 
industry. Therefore, it is the core of their 
industrial structure. In India, it is the 
Railways that is holding that place. Any 
encouragement given to the railways will, to 
that extent, advance not merely the railways* 
assets but every other industrial and economic 
activity in the country. So we have to see 
that this railway system is given momentum 
and impetus not merely on technical and 
business considerations but on larger consi¬ 
derations of economic development and 
progress.' That is why I sponsored the idea, 
and I am thankful to many hon. members 
who have blessed the effort, that overbridges 
and underbridges have to be constructed/ 
in as great a number as possible. That will 
give instant employment as my hon. friend 
Dr. Rao said, and it can also spread employ¬ 
ment opportunities all over the country. 
There is the Safety Fund of the order of 
Rs. 10 erores, and as Dr. Rao has pointed 
out, the Government of India is making a 
provision Of about Rs. 75 erores to relieve 
the unemployment problem. Out of this 
Rft. 75 erores, I want to request the Prime 
Mfaj f ft w to help me get at least Rs. 10 
erores so that I can build more and more 
mm and under bridges which will bring 
satisfaction tp many Members of this House 
wbo want them. 

Sj^U lYOTIRMOY BOSU : Will they 
hom/fim utilisation oriented ? 


SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I have 
discussed the problem in my speech. It 
would take a very long time for me to 
explain again. Mr. Jyotinnoy Bosu who is 
one of our ablest Members understands the 
problem much better than I do. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Don’t 
be sarcastic. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : No, no. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I can 
retort if you talk like that. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He has maunder* 
stood. You have complimented him. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA ■ Thgt k 
the misfortune of the country that such 
people get into the category of ’‘easy mis¬ 
understanding”. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Even 
people in Mysore as far as you are 
concerned. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : In this 
matter of constructing over and under brid¬ 
ges as soon as possible, the State Govern¬ 
ments have to co-operate because the neces¬ 
sary land has to be acquired, the necessary 
civil works, the road-making portion, has to 
be done by the Slate Government. I propose 
to address a letter to them, and I have 
already done in the matter of some States, 
to have as many bridges as possible. What¬ 
ever 1 visit a State, 1 propose to make this a 
matter of discussion and immediately devise 
the measures so that as many over and under 
bridges as possible are butit. I am much 
beholden to hon. Members who have given 
this idea their considered support. 

So far as financial policy is concerned, 
several Members wondered why there should 
be any deficit at all. 1 had explained it 
very clearly in my Budget. If this interim 
allowance to our employees had not been 
given,— so far as railways ate ooece*ed, I 
have given the figure which is much mote, 
Rs. 36 erores—there would have beet) no 
necessity to see a deficit in the Budget, but I 
am not putting the blame on the workers. 
They need increase in emoluments to eke 
out their livelihood when the post of ttvipp 
goes on rising. They must be made tp live 
at least tolerably well in order to render 
tolerably good service. We,, therefore, rod 
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committed to the proposition that the workers 
must be paid to the extent possible as well 
as the resources permit. We had to agree to 
this interim relief, which was of the order of 
Rs. 100 crores all over the area of the 
Government of India, and this was an 
additional burden. It is, therefore, primarily 
this unforeseen expenditure that came in the 
way of our effort to balance the income with 
expenditure. 

Sir, I may as well take the hon. Mem¬ 
bers into confidence because every Member 
is concerned with corruption and inefficiency 
and it does not take much effort to say so. 
I myself know ; it is not that 1 know it 
today ; 1 have been in public life for almost 
35 years and I began my political career as 
the Leader of the Opposition in the Mysore 
Assembly when the British people were 
ruling. This was the charge I was making. 
To find some deficiency is one proposition : 
to remedy it is another proposition. It is 
not merely in India. In every country, and 
for that matter, in every age, corruption and 
inefficiency are having their sway. It is our 
continuous and constant effort to keep (hem 
under check ; we are making that effort. 
But l must say that if the allegation made 
with gusto by some of my hon. friends was 
true—that there is corruption everywhere 
and inefficiency everywhere—then these 
60,000 km of railways would not have run 
at all. That this huge system, the biggest 
system in the world, is running and is runn¬ 
ing to some satisfaction, itself proves that 
there is efficiency and there is honesty also. 
You will naturally not expect me to give 
correct figures as to what percentage of our 
personnel is honest and efficient. With your 
watchdog attitude on the railway adminis¬ 
tration and with our efforts, it will be 
possible to lower this level of inefficiency 
and corruption. I propose to do so during 
the coming months. How far I succeed, 1 
myself do not know. All that 1 can say 
today is that I will make the best of efforts 
and I have the satisfaction that I have your 
support in the matter. 

I will make one proposition, and that 
will not be liked or relished by people like 
my hon. leftist friends over there. The rule 
of law that we have embedded in our Con¬ 
stitution makes it * impossible for us to 
punish inefficiency ; it makes it. almost 
impossible for us to punish the dishonest. As 
yOuJtnow, even if a man is punished 


properly, he can go in writ petition and the 
case goes on for years and years and many 
a lime, the distance and time and the 
distance from the place of the crime so 
work as to acquit the person. I have myself 
seen many such cases. But on that ground 
we cannot dispense with the rule of law and 
try to punish everyone through discretion. 
( Interruption ) 

AN HON. MEMBER : Change the 
law. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
coming to it. The American economy 
advanced so rapidly because of the hire and 
fire system. If a person, even if he is the 
executive head of an organization, is found 
inefficient, he will be given 24 hours’ notice 
to quit. Nothing of the kind can be done 
in India. In the socialist countries like 
Russia or China, inefficiency and dishonesty 
will not be punished merely by dismissal ; 
their very liberty and life will be at risk. 
Therefore, that is the fear. 

Here we have neither the Power to hire 
or fire nor fhe kind of a punitive power they 
have in China or Russia. Can you ever 
imagine a labour leader going on strike in 
China or Russia ? Here even in the public 
undertakings owned by the people 
and managed for the people, they go 
on strike. There is no distiuction between 
private sector and public sector so far as agi¬ 
tations, strikes, ete. arc concerned. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maliarajganj) : 
Here the workers are not the owners of the 
factories, 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA: Even in 
China and ‘Russia, the workers are not the 
owners. I have myself gone and seen it. 
workers are nowhere owners. 

I will deal with the proposition made by 
Mr. Sharma. I have already made a recom¬ 
mendation in one of the ARC reports 
that the workers are entitled to participation 
in management. But only, management is 
management, where you require, skill, ability, 
techniques, etc. Merely because you ate a 
labourer if you sit there, how will you man¬ 
age ? If one does not know driving, even if 
he is our dearest friend, can we put him at 
the wheel ? It will be risky to human lives. 
The only qualification for management is 
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ability and all techniques pertaining to man¬ 
agement : Whether he is a labourer, white- 
collared worker or any other type of man, he 
ought to be allowed to go up to the level of 
management, irrespective of class distinctions. 
That is the proposition. We have to think 
deeply, not superficially. As soon as we pur¬ 
chase a house, we do not begin to demolish 
the windows, doors, etc. When we own 
something, we protect it, Therefore, any 
laboure leader who sponsors the idea of parti¬ 
cipation has to see the logical conclusion of 
it that there can be no question of strike or 
agitation against the management on which 
he sits. To have cheap popularity, you 
should not say in one breath, “let workers 
participate in management ”, and in anotner 
breath, “let them go on strikes as they do in 
capitalist countries.” These two ideas do 
not harmonise. We should be consistent in 
regard to the proposition. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : But workers 
must be in effective control of the manage¬ 
ment if strikes are to be avoided. 

SHRI HANUMANTHA1YA : This Go¬ 
vernment, after obtaining a massive majo¬ 
rity, is thinking on those lines. It is not 
merely myself. The Prime Minister has 
made one of the most famous pronounce¬ 
ments on labour policy. Most of you must 
have read it. I approve of it not because 
for the time being I am serving under her. 
I have been stating ihis proposition tor a 
very long time and I bavc done it in writing 
in ihe ARC reports. Therefore, let us all sit 
together and avolve correct policies of man¬ 
agement, labour, trade unionism, etc., so that 
ultimately vve may achieve the aim of natio¬ 
nal progress through better production. 

The hon. Member, Shri Pillo Mody, 
made a great point that our railway adminis¬ 
tration is not following modern techniques 
of management. Incidentally, he had a dig 
at public enterprises and he had a soft word 
to say about private enterprises because they 
are making use of all these computers and 
techniques of management. He said that the 
railways do not have a single computer even 
though small firms in the private sector have 
got computers. Shri Mody never loses an 
opportunity to pay homage to the private 
Sector and blame the public sector. 

I welcome his views and criticisms. I can 
only say that his views are plausible but his 
9 ritieis|P 8 are awry. J would like to. enligh¬ 


ten the hon. Member in absentia on this sub¬ 
ject. 

The Indian Railways are tjpe largest users 
of computers in the country. They have 14 
computers, one for each zonal railway and 
the production unite, one for* the Railway 
Board and one at Mughatsarai. All of them 
are IBM 1401, the latest and the biggest 
model among the second generation of com¬ 
puters, They are being used for f reight 
accounting, passenger accounting and statis¬ 
tics, wagon control. Production control and 
pay sheets. A beginning has been made in 
respect of inventory oonro! as well. The 
Indian Railways have, however, 50,000 items 
of stores which arc of diverse character, cove¬ 
ring rolling stock components, electric traction 
equipment, signalling items; steel, cement, 
fuel, oil and other consumer stores. A com¬ 
prehensive plan for computerising stores ac¬ 
counting and inventory control with the 
overall object of minimising inventory 
holdings and, at the sametime, improv¬ 
ing the services of the consuming depart¬ 
ments has been introduced in stages since 
1%8. The first phase of this scheme 
has been completed in all the railways 
and production units and inventory ledgers 
are also now on the computer. The compu¬ 
ters also produce debit and credit summaries 
and other account statements, including ex¬ 
ception reports' required to assist the man¬ 
agement in exercising better control on the 
inventory. Sophisticated techniques such as 
ABC analysis are being introduced steadily 
and it is expected that the full schem would 
be completed bv 1973-74. The inventory, 
excluding fuel, held by railways totalled Rs. 
151.87 crores as on 1-4-69. As a result of 
the various steps taken, the inventory came 
down by Rs. 16.46 crores to Rs. 135.41 crores 
as on 1-4-70. In spite of the increasing price 
levels the inventory has been maintained at 
more or less the same level in 1970-71. The 
present inventory represents roughly 8.3 
months’ requirements. It Is hoped that with 
the implementation of the full scheme of 
computerisation or inventory control and in¬ 
troduction of other techniques it will be pos¬ 
sible to reduce inventory to a level of six 
months’ requirments in the near future. 

Recognising the value of modern manage¬ 
ment techniques, works study organisations 
were created on the zonal railways as far 
back as 1965. The Works Study Cells of 
railways study the various problems assigned 
to them so as to suggest methods to impcqvp 

working. . r 
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These studies are proving useful. A large 
number Of officers and supervisory staff have 
been given advanced training in management 
and work study techniques. Several officers 
have also been trained abroad in modern 
concepts and techniques of management in 
almost all spheres of railway working. 

1? hrs. 

Besides, it is the regular feature of our 
training also. The curriculum of the Rail¬ 
way Staff College at Baroda also includes the 
subject of management science for officers at 
ail levels. So far as the non-gazetted staff 
is Concerned, such instructions are imparted 
In the zonal Tailway training schools. Over 
1,500 others and staff have been trained 
during the last six years in various modern 
management techniques and the training has 
been so Useful that the working of the rail¬ 
ways has shown improvement to some extent. 

Apart from the above domestic arrange¬ 
ment, the railways have also engaged outside 
experts from time to time. Recently it was 
decided .o obtain the services of outside ex¬ 
perts or consultants in the field of efficiency 
and modern management study, some aspects 
of railway working. A number of projects 
have also been entrusted to well known 
organisations in the field, like, the Adminis¬ 
trative Staff College, Hyderabad, the Indian 
institute of management, Ahmedabad, and 
the National Institute for Training in Indust¬ 
rial Engineering, Bombay. 

Therefore, so far as modern techniques 
ate concerned, the railways are quite alive to 
the requirements thereof. In future we hope 
to make use of every advance made or ideas 
evolved in this field of business management, 
so that our railway officers may be better 
equipped to work in an efficient and eco¬ 
nomic manner. 

Many Members attacked the Railway 
Board. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Not attacked, 
critiicized. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : You, in 
your wisdom, merely criticized but you will 
kindly remember that an hon. Member of 
the fans Sangh went to the extent of saying 
that they Were takshisas. May be, the hon. 
Member, Shri fCachwai, Instead of saying 
rakshaks, must iu^ve said rakshasas. Maybe, 




the Sanskrit pronounciation was a little 
faulty.

[Mr, Deputy-Speekef in the Chair] 

I know, except for a few Members of 
this House, most Members are critical of the 
Railway Board. If I speak today about the 
Railway Board, please do not take H that I 
am the Railway Minister and, therefore, of 
necessity I have to defend them. No ; but I 
hive studied the problem when I was toe 
Chairman of the Administrative Reforms 
Commission and I will place some facts and 
figures before you and you Can draw your 
own conclusions ; you need not accept my 
judgment. 

When you compare the railway finances 
and personnel with some of the State Gdvfcrn- 
ments, you will see the immensity of it. 
Take the biggest of our States—Bihar, UP and 
Madya Pradesh. They make almost more 
than half of India. The total budget of 
these three States put together is less than 
the budget of our railway administration. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What are 
you driving at ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAtYA : In the 
matter of employment also, all the three 
State administrations have only 11 to 12 
lakhs of employees, whereas the railways is 
nearing the figure of 14 lakhs of employees. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Including 
caual labour or excluding casual labour ? 

SH£I HANUMANTHAIYA : These 
oausual remarks you can keep for later use. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU i Provided 
you are there. Does this figure include 
casual labour whom you are exploiting ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : Let me 
deal with more serious problems. So far as 
that problem is concerned, I am prepared to 
come to an agreement with what my hon. 
friend says on the subject. 

In respect of these three State Govern¬ 
ments, today, I think, the total figtwewili go 
to mote than 150 or so. This Railway 
adtofausttatioa Which manages « ht^e 
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undertaking has a personnel of 5 Members 
on the Board, one Minister and one Deputy 
Minister. Therefore, you will see that the 
organisational set-up at the he id is if at all 
exemplary instead of what is called being a 
white elephant as some of the hon. Members 
put it. ( Interruption)

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I invite 
the two hon. Members who do not know 
what the Board is doing for a cup of tea and 
let them see what is the work they arc doing. 
If they are really interested in knowing what 
the Board is doing, I invite them to see for 
themselves what they arc doing and th:n talk 
later. 

Some of my friends rightly ask : Why 
should all authority get concentrated in the 
hands of the Railway Board ? Let me take 
you into confidence and tell you that 15 
days ago I had a meeting with all the 
General Managers along with the Members 
of the Board and we took a decision to 
decentralise the powers and functions, as 
much as possible, in consonance witn the 
recommendations made in the Administrative 
Reforms Commission Report on the subject 
as well as in the Report on Decentralisa¬ 
tion of Powers and Functions—there is a 
separate Report on that. 

The famous sentence that is written 
there is that the delegation of power must 
be ‘"maximum possible and not minimum 
necessary.” If this formula is followed, the 
whiteness of the elephant will, I am sure, 
turn into green to please all your eyes. 

I am myself aware when I go into the 
building of the Rail Bhavan and I am 
against at the size of the centtal adminis¬ 
tration of the Railways. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Beautiful 
rooms ; large spacious air-coiditioned bath 
rooms and all that. It is very good ; I 
appreciate it. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA: I pro¬ 


pose to discuss with the Members of the 
Railway Board as soon as I find time after 
this general discussion on the Railways is 
over. I think, 1 will be abi<^ to prune the 
establishment of the Board to the necessary 
minimum level. 1 hope you will not ask 
me to disclose straightway what steps I am 
taking because in a democracy, you have to 
consult many authorities in the Government 
of India before the actual economy in per¬ 
sonnel is effected. 

As you know, the Indian Administration 
suffers from one lacuna. It may be Swaraj. 
But literally it is Sifarish raj. As soon as 
1 try (o remove one or the other officer, he 
will start a campaign with all the relatives 
of Members of Parliament and various per¬ 
sons in authority not to retrench him. This 
is a major difficulty in the way of effecting 
economy in personnel. Bui since you have 
created necessary atmosphere, I have no 
doubt whatsoever that I may succeed in 
effecting great reduction in the establishment 
of the Railway Board and I propose to 
do so. 

I will deal with some of the minor pro¬ 
blems also. Several Members belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
urged that proper representation should be 
given to the candidates of these communi¬ 
ties in the railway services. I was very un¬ 
happy to know that the percentage guaran¬ 
teed to them has not been fulfilled even 
though so many years have passed. Happily 
for me, I came here from the Ministry of 
Social Welfare. Within the course of about 
6 months 1 appointed several Scheduled 
Caste persons to several posts and whoever 
it was a case that Scheduled Caste persons 
of requisite qualifications were not available, 
1 have passed orders that it is given to the 
best among the Scheduled Castes candidates. 
In the Railway administration, I am hopeful 
that hon. Members will give me support and 
encouragement to follow this policy. I 
follow the oath which I have promised to 
uphold under the Constitution. It is not a 
procedural formality. The Constitution 
guarantees certain things to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. I take it in 
that spirit. I hope I will be able to see 
that the representation of the Scheduled 
Castes and Schedulad Tribes in the Railways 
goes up appreciably high. 

So far as local candidates are concerned, 
I am in agreement with the idea which has 
been expressed. There is no use bringing 
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in a clerk or gangman from 1,000 or 2,000 
miles away. I admit, local people should 
be given encouragement. 

I said in some other connection that for 
several decades—maybe, even a century and 
odd—, the whole administration of India was 
based upon the three Presidency towns that 
is, Bombay, Calcutta and Madras. That was 
the pattern followed by the British in the 
days of the British administration. Every 
office was concentrated in those cities. 

The Railway Service Commisson is now 
located in Madras, Bombay and Calcutta. 
Now I am thinking whether it is possible 
to shift some of them to lesser represented 
areas. I don’t know how far this is practi¬ 
cable, but this is my feeling. 

The urban population in these three 
great cities have great employment oppor¬ 
tunities. Therefore it is but right that we 
must give equal opportunities to all. This 
is one of our Fundamental Rights. Thereby, 
I hope I will be able to relieve the popu¬ 
lation pressure in these three great cities 
and also rectify the regional and local im¬ 
balances of the last so many years. 

One hon. Member said, let there be at 
least one Scheduled Caste man in the Rail¬ 
way Service Commission. I may inform 
the House that the Chairman of the Bombay 
Railway Service Commission is a Harijan. 
Hereafter, whenever appointments are 
made to these three or four public service 
commissions, 1 would see that there is at 
least one chairman, not merely a member, 
but at least one chairman, so that he may 
really help the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes to get proper represen¬ 
tation.

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
prepared to make way for my hon. friend, 
provided he would come over to our 
party. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : They are 
already with his party.

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I shall 
give a reply to that also, which will make 
him happy. Recently, 1 have given in¬ 
structions that the circular must be adhered 
to strictly, and any hon. Member can bring 
to my notice any instance where that cir¬ 
cular is violated by any of our officers, and 
I shall strictly enforce it. 

AN HON. MEMBER : What about the 
board ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : There is 
already a Chairman in Bombay. As for the 
Railway Board, there is no Harijan, so far 
as I could see, in any of the top classes, 
such as zonal managers or the members ot 
the Railway Board etc. I think we have to 
wait for sometime before these ambitions are 
fulfilled. 

My hon. friend Shri Mr. Kalyanasund- 
ram has made some very good suggestions. 
But he sprung a surprise on me as it were 
by the ignorance that he displayed. Several 
other hon. Members also have commented 
upon my statement about wire-cutting and 
constant interruption of services. Shri R.N. 
Sharma has asked why the interruption 
should be for as long as four or four and a 
half hours. Shri M. Kalyanasundaram 
doubts the whole thing and wonders how 
anyone can go near a wire with 20,000 to 
25,000 volts tension and steal it. I may 
first explain thet the restoration of overhead 
electric traction wires, after a portion has 
been cut, requires the following action, 
namely (i) location of fault, (ii) moving the 
power repair wagon to the site and, (iii) the 
time taken for actual repair work. The 
location of fault itself takes a good deal of 
time, as the remote control system pinpoint¬ 
ing the interrupted section does not often 
work due to the theft of underground tele¬ 
communication cables or the theft of 
batteries and other equipment for the re¬ 
mote-control post. Very often, the men 
have to proceed to the switrh-post to operate 
the switch manually. The tower wagons 
are located at points 40 k.m. apart. After 
the faulty section has been located, the tower 
wagon along with the repairing crew and 
materials has to be taken to the site by an 
engine. The men thereafter have to locate 
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a^m fau, . t and carry out the repairs. 

All this takes time. As I mentioned in my 

budget speech, most of this takes place 
during the night. Hon. Members can 
imagine the plight of the crew working 
under such difficult conditions at night. 
They have also to guard themselves against 
possible attack by the criminals. Consider¬ 
ing all the circumstances, it is not surprising 
that this much of time is required. 

Regarding Shri Kalyanasundaram’s 
doubt s, I can take him to the area so that 
he can see for himself how these thefts are 
taking place and the havoc they cause to 
railway operation. He will see how the 
persons engaged in these nefarious activities 
know all about the tricks of the trade and 
the precautions that should be taken in 
handling high voltage equipment. They arc 
adequately protected with rubber gloves, 
shots and other equipment. A popular method 
of cutting high voltage wire seems to be to 
short circuit the wire by throwing a chain 
tied to the end of a rope or just throwing a 
wet rope with a stone tied at one end, the 
other end of the rope being held to the rail. 
There arc two wires and then they are 
shortcircuited by the chain or wet rope. 
They become dead. Thereafter, the wires 
can be safctK cm by hacksaw blades mount¬ 
ed at the end of long wooden poles. It is 
clear that the miscreants indulging in these 
thefts have acquired all the necessary skill 
and experience necessary for carrying on 
these criminal activities in record lime. 

In the morning, when l made a state¬ 
ment on train robberies, some hon. members 
asked me whether any compensation would 
be given to people who lose their luggage or 
lives. Under section 75 of the Indian Rail¬ 
ways Act, the railways are not responsible 
for loss of luggage belonging to passengers 
unless it has been booked- -1 am stating the 
legal position. If the booked luggage is 
carried under the charge of the guard, the 
railways are liable as common carriers in 
the same way as other goods and parcels, 
but if the booked luggage is carried by the 
passenger in his charge, the railways are liable 
only if the loss was due to negligence or mis¬ 
conduct on the part of the rpilway adminis¬ 
tration. In view of this position, the rail¬ 
ways who have no knowledge of the volume 
and contents of thef luggage which has r,ot 
been booked and which is in the custody of 
the passenger hitrself are not liable if the 
lugp x is lected in the train. In case of 
loss to ape rsfr cr property resulting from 
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an accident to a person inyhe train, the 
railways are liable to pay* compensation 
under section 82-A of the Indian Railways 
Act, irrespective of the cause of the accident. 
The amount of compensation paid for death 
or injury to persons is governed by a 
schedule and the amount of compensation 
for loss of luggage is determined on the 
basis of evidence tendered. This amount 
is determined by the Ad Hoc Claims 
Commissioner, which is a separate organi¬ 
sation, in the case of major accidents and 
the ex-officio Claims Commissioner in the 
ease of other accidents. If a passenger is, 
killed or injured by criminals in train, the 
railways are not liable. In fact, at no place 
is Government liable to compensate for the 
acts of dacoits and criminals 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY (Bettiah) : There 
was call attention this morning. Our names 
were there. We raised this question about 
dacoitics in train and safety in travel. 1 had 
tabled a short notice question also. The 
hon. Speaker directed the Minister to reply 
to that now. Perhaps he is replying to that 
question. 

The whole difficulty is this, ir the goods 
are booked, the railway is responsible ; if 
the railway carries the goo Is. they are res¬ 
ponsible : but if the railways carry the 
passengers, they are not responsible for the 
safety of the passengers or property with 
them. That might be the law of many 
years ago during British rule, when travel 
was not as unsafe to life and property as it 
is today. 

There was a high power Commission 
on railways. They spent thousands of repees 
on it. They arc not taking their report into 
consideration. That Commission recommend— 
I was a member of it—that the RPF should 
be empowered to take action and to see to 
the safety of life and property of the travel¬ 
ling passengers. 

So, in the changed circumstances, the 
railway oust take the burden on itself. 

SFRI HANUMANTHAIYA : So far as 
my hon. friend is concerned, I share his 
anxiety. 1 am not discounting what he 
says. I am only statirg the legal position. 
If the hon. House is of the opinion that the 
law n ust be changed, it will be changed, by 
a majority. Whether we should do so or 
not is a question that we have to think 

over. 
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SHRI K. N. TIWARY : This is a very 
callous reply from the Minister. Two marri¬ 
ed girls were travelling by that train 
and they were«talcen away with other belong¬ 
ings of passengers. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Not an¬ 
other speech now. He has stated the 
position. Yoj may not be satisfied with it, 
but that does not mean there should be a 
debate. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : Don’t you 
think it is a serious matter ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is a 
very serious matter and the Railway 
Minister cannot be allowed to evade the 
issue as he is trying so much to. 

SHRI HANUMANTHATYA : I am very 
happy that my Marxist friend is supporting 
Tiwaryji. 

During the course of the discussion, my 
hon. friend Shri Abdul Kadar Saheb men¬ 
tioned that the temperature inside the coaches 
is higher. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : Please excuse 
me. The matter is very serious. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Unless he 
yields, I cannot do anything. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : l know 
you cannot direct him, but you can request 
him. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : It is not 
the duty'df the Chair to direct one Member 
to yield to another. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : The whole 
diffic^H y is that it is very unsafe to travel 
in trains in Bihar, and he is not considering 
it from the safety point of view. 

SHHI HANUMANTHAIYA : That is 
a relevant point that my hoa. friend nude. 
Therefore I have made special efforts to get 
the situation clarified. All the new coaches 
have steel bodies and are integrally con¬ 
structed. To minimise the effect of tem¬ 
perature inside the coaches, the outer sur¬ 
face of the roof of coaches is coated with 
aluminium paint with a view to reducting 
absorption of heat. Besides, the coaches are 
; jfci o spread with asbestos on the inside .of 


the roof to provide insulation against heat. 
The question of making further improve¬ 
ment is receiving the attention of the re¬ 
search organisation RDSO. Trials have been 
carried out with fibre glass to replace as¬ 
bestos as the insulating material. Depending 
upon the successful completion of the trials, 
the possibility of providing insulation on 
the side* of the coaches also upto the 
window level besides the roof will be con¬ 
sidered to see whether further reduction in 
the temperature inside the coach could be 
effected. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You have 
got any heat-resisting insulation between 
the outer surface of the co vth and inner 
surface ? 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : This is 
what I said. 

I am not able to reply in definite terms 
to the various demands made by hon. 
Members regarding new linei. The hon. 
Members would see that the whole govern¬ 
mental effort proceeds on a planned basis. 
We have got Five Year Plans. Unless 
provision is made for a particular purpose 
in the Five Year Plan we are unable to 
include it in the Budget. 

Therefore, I will mention it again, as 
my friend Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao was rtbt 
here when I replied to that point. He and 
many of our Members have convincingly made 
the point that our Plan provision, so far as 
the railway investment is concerned, mus*t 
be increased. Unless we get a substantial 
amount for this purpose it is impossible to 
provi Je even a mile of new railway in the 
next Plan period. In the Plan, apart from 
what is required for works in progress I 
have only just Rs. 15 crores for new railway 
lines, which is already earmarked for two 
small ore-carrying lines, one in the north 
and the other in the south. The amount 
left is about Rs. 5 crores. ( Interruption) 
Therefore, 1 propose to discuss with the 
concerned Ministers and also the Planning 
Commission to provide in the revised Pladr— 
in the re-thinking of the Plan-adequate 
allotment for this purpose. I am grateful 
to Dr. Rao and other hon. Members who 
have lent their weight and support for this 
cause. 

My friend Shri Jyotrrmoy Bosu I think 
he mentioned it in his speech referred , to a 
point in his letter and the telegram han ded 
jeme to me, that some gangman is dead. 
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SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU : Murdered 
by the CRP 

SHRI HANUMANTHATYA : But he 
will be happy to know that I have received 
the information that though no doubt he 
was attacked and hurt, he is in the hospital 
and is progressing well. He is not dead. 

SHRI JYOTTRMOY BOSU: I have 
given yon the original telegram, Mr. Hanu- 
manthaiya, so that you know exactly what it 
is. But you are very cleverly concealing 
that part as to who had attempted to murder 
him ; it was one of your disciples in the 
name of the CRP. Of course we are happy 
that the man is recovering ; one poor gang- 
man. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, 
ordei. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I beg of 
the hon. Members to be aware of one 
insinuation ; certain political parties always 
make a point to denigrate and decry the 
RPF, the State police and the security 
police. 

SHRI JYOTTRMOY BOSU : Anti¬ 
fascist parties. 

SHRT HANUMANTHATYA : All of 
us want to restore law and order today. One 
of his friends, Shri Mohammed Ismail—it 
was meitioned—sat in the train in Howrah 
and his suit-case was lost. I have written 
a letter to him also wnunthising with him. 
Thev were very much a'ive to one of their 
comrades losing his suit-case. I very much 
wished they had asked me how many 
people ar>* losing thHr lives at the hands of 
those criminals and some of them who are 
imbued with political motives and activities. 
Unless these political motives, the unhealthy 
revolutionary urns, as thev sav. are put 
under control, the rail wavs will pot be 
safe ; looting cannot be stopped ; murders 
of the kind he envisages can never be 
eliminated. So far as this Government is 
concerned, we may or mav not be able to 
hntao garth, hut I assure you that we will 
hatao this kind of political activity genera* 
ted by a particular patty ? 


SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
sure the House will approve of it. In th* 
coming months even in the railway adm 1 
nistration, we are going to book all the*® 
political goondas who are abetting loot* 
violence and theft. ( Interruptions ). 

There are several requests by hon. 
members for improvement of some railway 
stations, battt room, water, etc. If I am 
not able to deal with all those points on the 
floor of this House, let them not think that 
I have not taken notice of them. I am 
most anxious to comply with every request 
of that kind. The Speaker, Deputy-Speaker 
and the presiding authorities have made it 
clear about these individual requests, you 
can write to me or come to my office. Then 
and there, I will see that these matters are 
settled. 

About catering, I donot think there was 
ever a time when catering brought satisfaction 
to any one. I have been in Parliament for 
a long time, almost from the very beginning. 
In the olden days the complaint was that 
the contractor was not giving quality food 
at reasonable price because of the profit 
motive. Therefore, we brought into exis¬ 
tence what is called departmental catering. 
But the corruption, nepotism and inefficiency 
were there to such a large extent that for 
many years after its introduction we suffered 
a loss of several lakhs of rupees. Only 
recently it has been able to run at a small 
profit. This ministership I have is just like 
one the dresses I wear ; it is not a perma¬ 
nent feature of my life, I myself know 
tha f departmental catering is bad.

I do not 
want to abolish departmental catering 
system. At the same time. I want to 
Improve it. In fact, fifteen days ago I had 
a conference and we have taken decision on 
several matters which will effect some 
improvement in the situation.

One or 
two of my friend* ft IhMrlHrtnent suggested 
tbit Instead of departmental catering 
there should be catering by co-opera* 
tiVe sodeties. I have rtadily agreed to 
this provided they give an assurance that 
they will personally see to the satisfactory 
condition of the quality and price of food¬ 
stuff*. I have already given two contracts 
to co-operatives on (hat basis. If hon. 
Members want to serve the oatiota in a 
truly patriotic spirit they may come forward 
with suggestions for catering in the co¬ 
operative sector in any areas they like. 1 
will give them such contracts provided they 
take personal responsibility for satisfactory 
catering. This is one of the things I want 
to pursue. 

Many hon. Members have referred to 
late running of trains. It is impossible to 
improve the situation in the eastern region 
just at present wlih the present number of 
alarm chain pulling, deteriorating law and 
order situation, looting and stealing. But 
there is no such excuse for late running of 
trains in other zones like southern and 
western zones. I have already instructed 
my officers to watch the movement of trains 
every day and see the progress. Here I 
concede that the members of the Railway 
Board should take responsibility. 1 propose 
to hold the member in charge personally 
responsib’e if there is late running of trains 
and if they do not bring railway punctuality 
to certain standards I will have no hesitation 
in making a recommendation against them 
to the Appointments Committee of the 
Cabinet This is not usually said but I am 
saying it because I am very particular about 
the punctuality of trains than the security of 
tenure of anv member of the Railway Board. 
I want to pursue the matter in that spirit. 
The General Managers and (Operating 
Superintendents in whole area the trains run 
late without extraneous factors coming In 
will not be recommended for promotion. 

I have taken more than an hour and a 
quarter and will conclude by referring to 
just one point.

“It is easier to die for the country* 

than to live for it.” 

In the heat of the moment you can go to 
jail or to the battlefied and set killed within 
a minute. But if you want to devote all 
your time and energy and attention to the 
service pf the country continuously, none of 
us will be found equal to the task. 

Therefore I would anneal to the brave 
new Member there was the Brave New 
World of Aldous Huxtev that he has to see 
that a talking point does not solve problems, 
that there is no instant solution to inefficiency 
and corruption. 

So far as his offer to became the TO Is 
concerned, I can oniy say that he shows a 
great deal of humility in offering to becom* 
a minor official, for a person who deserves 
to be the Chief Minister or a Central 
Government Minister at anv time. There¬ 
fore, 1 do not want to insult him bv 
accepting his offer. But, at the same time 
I want Member of his calibre to serve on 
on the various committees that the railways 
form and give direction and drive to our 
effort.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 
Export of Handicrafts 

*211. SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Will the 
Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether there is a great demand for 
Indian handicrafts and novelties abroad and 
the goods exported at present are not 
sufficient to meet the demand there ; and 

(b) the major Government agencies 
engaged in the export of handicraft items 
and whether they have been asked to survey 
the foreign markets to promote the export 
of handicrafts ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) : (a) Yes, Sir. Exports 
of Handicrafts from India in 1967-68, 
1968-69 and 1969-70 were Rs. 54'76 crores, 
Rs. 75'24 crores and Rs. 83'29 crores 
respectively. There is no scarcity of handi¬ 
craft goods to meet export demands. 

(b) Three Central Government agencies 
namely, the Handicrafts and Handlooms 
Exports Corporation of India Ltd., Central 
Cottage Industries Emporium, New Delhi 
and Handicrafts Emporium, Madras are 
engaged in the export of handicrafts. 
Competitive position of Indian handicrafts 
in overseas countries has been under 
continuous study. 


SHRI R. S. PANDEY : May I know 
what are the promotional programmes for 
exporting handicrafts in order to earn foreign 
exchange ? Secondly, may I know whether 
there is a good demand from practically all 
the countries for oor handicrafts because 
these are very popular and attractive too and, 
if so, whether you are going to introduce 
agencies by which you can ask those people 
to tour abroad and explore the export 
markets for our handicrafts in order to earn 
more foreign exchange and popularise further 
our articles ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : As regards 
promotional programmes, the different 
agencies of the Government of India are 
making intensive efforts for market survey 
and for making our handicraft products 
popular in all the foreign countries. Apart 
from this, we are making raw material 
available on easier terms. Also, new designs 
are introduced and the real effort is being 
made to revive dying crafts to improve tools 
and to improve training of craftsmen under 
master craftsmen. 

Secondly, with a view to exploit the real 
potentiality of handicrafts exports in different 
countries, we have arranged exhibitions and 
other promotional programmes. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : May I know 
whether the Government of India, 
particularly, your Ministry has assessed the 
potentiality of handicrafts exports, say, for 
five years to come and how much foreign 
exchange we can earn. If you accelerate 
your programme and introduce a sort of new 
method by sending agencies abroad to explore 
the market, by how much you can increase 
the exports in five years ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) ; As my 
hon. colleague stated, we have a definite 
programme for the expansion of the export 
of handicrafts. The House will be glad to 
know that for the Fourth Plan, we had a 
target of exports of Rs. 100 crores worth of 
handicrafts and we have already achieved 
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the level of Rs. 95 crores worth of handi¬ 
crafts. We are going to revise the target for 
the remaining period of the Plan. As regards 
making studies, etc., we have got officers 
who go about and organise exhibitions, etc. 
in foreign countries for popularising our 
handicrafts. The demand for our handicrafts 
has been increasing. There has been Some 
shortfall in respect of particular items like 
carpets, etc. specially in U.K. We are trying 
to catch up with that. I must say that the 
prospect of export of handicrafts is really 
very bright. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
What percentage of the total produc¬ 
tion of handicrafts is exported and which 
are the countries that are the largest 
consumers of our handicrafts ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I require 
notice for that. I can give the figures later.

Export of Iron Ore to Japan 

*215. SHRI S. R. DAMAN1: Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be pleased 
to state: 


(a) the quantity of iron ore committed 
for shipment to Japan in 1C70-71 against 
the long-term contracts and how much was 
actually shipped ; 

tb) in case of short supplies what are 
the reasons ; and 

(c) whether it resulted in penalties for 
delayed shipments cy non-fulfilment according 
to the terms of the contracts and, if so, the 
loss sustained thereby ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : (a) and 

(b). A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House. 

(c) Under the terms of the concerned 
contracts, there is no penalty for short 
delivery of quantity and hence there was no 
loss on this account. 

Statement 

Taking the various contracts together, a 
total quantity of 10*34 million tonnes of iron 
ore was to be shipped to Japan during the 
financial year 1970-71, compared to which 
the total shipments were 8*24 million tonnes. 
Of the consequent shortfall of 2*10 million 
tonnes, about half was on account of the 
production shortfall in the Bailadilla mine. 
The rest of the shortfall was due to various 
causes, prominent amongst which were the 
strike in Madras Port in April last year, the 
prolonged strike in Calcutta Port later in 
the same year, and fall in the railway 
movement of Barajamda ore towards 
Paradeep Port and Calcutta about the middle 
of last year. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : I specifically 
asked how much quantity has been exported 
against long term contracts. But in the 
statement, all are combined together. I want 
a specific answer to my specific question. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : In the 
statement, we have mentioned that taking 
the various contracts together including long¬ 
term contracts, a total quantity of 10*34 million 
tonnes of iron ore were to be shipped to 
Japan during the financial year 1970-71 as 
against which the total shipments were 8*24 
million tonnes, leaving a shortfall of about 
2*10 million tonnes. I accept there has been 
a shortfall. 
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SHRI S. R. DAMANI : The shortfall 
is on account \>f low production at Bailadilla 
mines. In the current year what has been 
the increase in production and could we 
completely * fulfil our contractual 
commitments ? 

SHRI L. N. M1SHRA : There has 
been a shortfall in Bailadilla Then there 
were the strikes in the Madras and Calcutta 
ports. The Bailadilla mine is being operated 
by the NMDC. Initially, the shortfall 
was due to faulty planning. Last year 
particularly, the shortfall was due to 
inadequate availability of spare parts. 
An inquiry committee was set up and a list 
of spare parts has been drawn up. A team 
was flown to Moscow to obtain these spare 
parts. Unfortunately, there has been some 
delay in the arrival of the necessary material. 
That has been the main reason for the 
shortfall in Bailadilla. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : Will the 
shortfall continue ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I explained 
that there has been some faulty planning. 

SHRI SANJEEVI RAO : Regarding 

the export of iron ore, I am afraid we may 
not be able to fulfil our commitments in 
spite of the Visakhapatnam Outer Harbour 
project. Is Government contemplating cons¬ 
tructing another line connecting Bailadilla 
wi h Bhadrachalam on the banks of the 
Godavari, because once the ore reaches 

Bhadrachalam, it can be sent to Kakinada 
by barges ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : The hon. 

member is very much correct that inadequate 
transport facility is the main reason for not 
increasing the export of iron ore. I cannot 
say at this stage about this particular railway 
line, but we also feel that if we have 

additional rail facilities, we can increase the 
export of iron ore. 

SHRI K. LAKHAPPA : We are losing 
export potential to Japan because of the 
failure of effective port and rail facilities in 
the country. Also, Australia is competing 
with India in this line Would Government 
consider overcoming these transport 
difficulties by constructing the requisite rail 
and port facilities ? Also, by what time do 
Government expect that these difficulties 


would be surmounted so that we are able to 
promote our exports to Japan and effectively 
compete with Australia ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I have 
already stated that we have shortage of both 
railway and port facilities. About Japan, 
there is no competition from Australia. We 
have got a long-term contract with Japan, 
and fortunately we are able to fulfil this long¬ 
term contract with Japan. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Is it a 
fact that the export of iron ore to Japan 
from India means a loss of Rs. 15 per tonne 
on FOB value, which includes only mining 
and transportation cost, and no real value 
for the iron ore is included ? Is it a fact or 
not ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : It is a pet 
subject of my hon. friend Shri Jyotirmoy 
Basu. He has raised this question a number 
of times. This contract was entered into 
three or four years back, and according to 
the information that I have in my possession, 
there is nothing to suggest that there is a 
loss in these exports, but it depends upon the 
method of calculation that he adopts. He 
feels that there is a loss, but the MMTC 
feels that there is no loss in this contract. 
It will be difficult for me to make any 
comment or give my own views on this 
matter. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Mr. 
Speaker, we serve in your committee, and 
you must be kept in the know of things. In 
the Foreign Trade Ministry’s Consultative 
Committee he admitted, after consulting the 
MMTC Director, that on each tonne we are 
losing Rs. 15 on FOB and that it does not 
include the value of the exported item, 
namely iron are. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA ; I did not 
admit. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I regret 
to say that the Minister is misleading the 
House 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA .* He should 
not disclose what happened in the Committee. 
It is a matter of privilege. 
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Dearth of Post Boxes in Villages 

♦217. SHRID. D. DESAI : Will the 
Minister of COMMUNICATIONS be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether he is aware that the rural 
population, in villages with around 1000 
inhabitants, are not even provided with a 
Post Box, clearance of which could be 
easily done by daily delivery Postman ; 
and 

(b) the steps contemplated to be taken 
by Government in this regard ? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA) : 
(a) and (b). A statement is laid on the Table 
of the Lok Sabha. 

Statement 

According to the standards of the P & T 
Department, a letter box is formally pro¬ 
vided in a village which receives on an 
average 2 letters a day and which is situ¬ 
ated at a distance of one mile from the 
nearest post office or letter box. Provision 
of letter boxes to villages is thus dependent 
upon the letter traffic generated in the 
villages and the distance from the nearest 
post office or letter box and not upon the 
population of the village. In villages 
where letter boxes are not installed, colec¬ 
tion of letters is even now being done 
by the delivery agent or village postman 
and the frequency of such collection de¬ 
pends upon the frequency of delivery in 
village. Therefore, the fact that the deli¬ 
very postman or delivery agent can easily 
clear a letter box cannot be a standard 
for planting of a letter box in a village 
when collection facilities through the delivery 
agent are already available. It may, how¬ 
ever, be mentioned that while there are 
1,62,282 letter boxes in the villages of the 
country as on 1.1.1971, there are only 
95,953 villages having a population of more 
than one thousand in the country accor¬ 
ding to the census of 1961. It can thus 
be presumed that most of the villages 
having a population of one thousand have 
already been provided with letter boxes, 
however, steps to extend the facility 
of collection and delivery of mail to 


more villages and to increase their frequency 
arc under constant review by the P & T 
Department. 


SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will the Minister 
consider providing letter boxes in villages 
which have facilities of school or at least 
Panchayatgarhs, in view of the resolu ion 
from District Panchayats that such faci¬ 
lities should be provided ? 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : The 
fixing of a letter box depends upon the 
number of letters received by or despatched 
from a village. If it is two letters received 
by them on an average a day, ws fix a 
letter box there. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : Without a test 
survey being carried out, how would it 
be possible to determine the letter traffic. 
In view of the Government’s interest in the 
rural population and since literacy is in¬ 
creasing, some facility could be made avail¬ 
able on the basis of the 1971 census of 
the village population. 

SARI H. N. BAHUGUNA : The po¬ 
pulation of a village is no index of the 
need of a village for a letter box. Actually, 
it is the dak that goes to and from the 
village which determines the need for a 
letter box. The Government is very liberal 
on that, and as I have said in my statement 
most of the villages with a popula ion 
of 1,000 arc covered by letter boxes because 
their number is hardly 95,000 while we have 
1,62,000 letter boxes all over the country. 
The Government is always reviewing that 
and the Postal Department, wherever 
the facility is needed or called for, does 
provide a letter box. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNIAH : Will 
the hon. Minister consider appointing re¬ 
gular postmasters in the place of Branch 
Postmasters in the villages, taking into 
consideration the unemployment problem pre¬ 
vailing among the educated youth in (he 
rural areas and also in the urban areas ? 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : My hon. 
friend has spoken about the post masters. 
The question is hardly connected with them ; 
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the main question is connected only with 
the provision qf letter boxes.

Assistance by I. F. C. for Modernisation 
of Jute Industry 

*219. SHRl INDR A JIT GUPTA : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Industrial Finance 
Corporation had sanctioned assistance for 
the modernisation of the Jute industry and, 
if so, the amount sanctioned till March, 
1971 ; and 

(b) whether the amount has been 
utilised by the Jute Industry ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : (a) The I.F.C. 
had sanctioned loan assistance to jute mills 
for modernisation/diversification, to the extent 
of Rs. 645.95 lakhs upto the 31st March, 
1971. 

(b) Loans totalling Rs. 261.53 lakhs 
have so far been availed of by the industry. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : From the 
reply given just now it seems that the 
amounts which have been sanctioned are 
not being fully utilised by the industry. 
May I know from the Minister whether 
in view of the fact that due to the disloca¬ 
tion of the Pakistan jute industry at the 
moment, favourable conditions had been 
created in the export markets for selling 
our goods and for sometime to come there 
can be suspension of financing or lending 
for the jute mills as it is not required 
because they can sell easily now without any 
fear of effective competition ? 


SHRI L. N. MISHRA : Modernisation 
of the jute mills is a must for us. A 
special situation has arisen because of the 
developments in East Pakistan ; that is a 
fact. But we have to maintain our own 
market ; we cannot depend upon the 
difficulties of our competitor or on some 
other factors. Therefore, I still feel that 
we should go ahead with modernisation 
programme of the jute mills. As Mr. 
Indrajit Gupta knows, we have not the 
necessary co-operation from the jute mill 
owners ; they should come forward to 
modernise the mills if this industry has 
to survive. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Is the 
hon. Minister aware that the benefits which 
are supposed to accrue from modernisation 
in the form of lower cost of production and 
therefore more competitive selling price 
are being offset by the fact that the owners 
are going in for speculation so that instead 
of going down the prices are being boosted 
up. That will lead to loss of markets in 
jute carpets and bags. What is he doing 
to curb speculation ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I am not likely 
to go into the speculative aspect ; this is 
mainly concerned with export of jute goods. 
It is a fact that the demand for jute 
carpet had come down considerably last 
year and it is picking up at this point of 
time in the United States market and the 
Western European market. For that pur¬ 
pose we want to provide other facilities also 
to this industry because this is the time 
when we should enter the market. I should 
request Shri Indrajit Gupta not to go 
into the other aspects, speculative activities 
etc. I am concerned with the export of 
my goods to European countries and the 
American market. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : My point 
is that speculation is hindering your export 
potentialities. What is he doing to check 
speculation ? The possibility of selling 
goods in foreign markets is ruined because 
of speculation. What is he going to do 
about it ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : He is a member 
of the jute advisory committee. We were 
in Calcutta. I have said that speculation 
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is not desirable in jute industry. I have 
discouraged this. I have asked them not to do 
this. 1 do not know what legal powers we 
have. If we have, we can exercise them. 
I have always tried to discourage this spe¬ 
culative activity on the part of the jute 
industry ; it is not a desirable thing. 

Setting up of an Atomic Power Plant 
in Western U.P.

PROF S. L. SAKSENA : 

Will the Minister of ATOMIC ENERGY 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the proposal to set up an 
atomic power plant in the Western U. P. 
region has been approved by Government ; 

(b) the estimated cost of the Project; 
and 

(c) when the work on the Project is 
expected to begin ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : (a) No, Sir. 

(b) and (c). Do not arise. 

SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM : 
May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether the Government propose to set up 
any other nuclear plant in the fourth five 
year Plan and, if so, the number of plants 
to be set up and their location ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : In the fourth 
Plan there is an allocation of Rs. 15 crores 
for advance action on new atomic power 
stations. As for the location of these new 
plants, the Atomic Energy Commission has 
set up a new site selection committee in 
September, 1970. and that is examining the 
various sites and it is engaged in this work, 
and it is to submit its report within one 
year. 

MR. SPEAKER : Shri Saksena,— 
absent. Shri S. M. Banerjee. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : In reply 
to the question, the hon. Minister has said 
that no such atomic power plant is going to 
be established in Western Uttar Pradesh. 
May I know whether it is net a great 
injustice in the sense that we were told 
that there was a committee appointed by the 
UP Government to select a site for this ? 
I want to know whether the Present Govern¬ 
ment of Uttar Pradesh has again approached 
the Central Government with the request 
that this plant should be set up in Uttar 
Pradesh because there is unemployment in 
Uttar Pradesh. I want to know whether 
any request has been received from them 
and, if so, the reac'ion of this Government. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I never said that 
a new plant would not be set up in Uttar 
Pradesh. The question was whether the 
proposal to set up a power plant in Western 
Uttar Pradesh has been approved by Govern¬ 
ment. I said that a site selection com¬ 
mittee is going to different sites and the 
sites it is going into include sites in Uttar 
Pradesh. Therefore, there is no question 
of my saying that it would not be approved. 
I merely gave the present factual position. 

SHRI N. N. PANDEY : May I know 
whether the Minister has received a request 
from the Chief Minister of Uttar Pradesh 
for an atomic power station to be opened 
in eastern Uttar Pradesh and, if so, what 
action the Government is proposing to take 
on that matter ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I cannot say 
whether the Uttar Pradesh Chief Minister 
has made such a request to the Centre, 
but I would like to submit for the informa¬ 
tion of the hon. Member that earlier also 
another site selection committee had gone 
into this question. That was a committee 
which was appointed much earlier, and they 
had also made certain suggestions ; this is 
the second site selection committee that is 
going into it. The earlier suggestion did not 
include any site in eastern Uttar Pradesh. 
This work is continuing and various factors 
have to be taken in*o account in dete mining 
the site. All these factors will be kept in 
mind while taking the final decision. This 
is primarily a matter for which experts have 
to choose the best location. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS rose—

TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : (a) to

Statement 

(a) to (c). Yes, Sir. Owing to shor¬ 
tage of cotton in the country, import of 
10.55 lakh bales of cotton has been 
authorized for the cotton year 1970-71.

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : Though 
cotton is very essential to the common 
man. Government of India is still depend¬ 
ing on other countries for import of cotton. 
The statement of the hon. Minister does 
not indicate the actual shortage of cotton. 
What is the shortage and what are the 
reasons for that ? 


cotton has been rather high. Earlier we 
were under the impression thaf instead of 
62 lakhs bales wc will have 66 lakhs bales. 
But later calculations suggested much lower 
indigenous production. EarlieY we were 
thinking of importing 8.5 lakhs bales of 
cotton from foreign countries. Then wc 
decided to have 10 lakhs bales and later it 
came to 12 lakhs bales. Now the figure is 
varying from 14 to 16 lakhs bales of cotton. 
At the moment we have decided to import 
10.5 lakhs bales of cotton from foreign 
countries, including from USA under 
PL 480. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : Even though 
there is a very congenial atmosphere for 
the growth of cotton in this country that is 
not take advantage of. At the same time, 
there are some affluent businessmen who 
want to create a good market for American 
cotton here. They are procuring import 
licences and making this country depend on 
American cotton. What steps are the 
Government taking to curb the hoarding of 
cotton by blackmarketcers and big business 
houses who want to create an artificial 
scarcity for the import of American cotton ? 
Have the Government taken any action so 
far as the private licence-holders are 
concerned ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : There is no 
private licence for import of cotton. Since 
September last the import of cotton is 
through the Cotton Corporation of India. 
The yield of cotton per acre in India is 
very low. We had set up a Committee 
consisting of the representatives of the 
Agriculture Ministry, Planning Commission 
and the Ministry of Foreign Trade to 
examine and suggest ways and means as to 
how to increase the yield of cotton and 
other crops. That Committee has submitted 
its report and I may assure the House that 
we are going ahead with the programme 
suggested by it. We feel that assistance 
and facilities to the cotton growers by better 
seeds, pesticides, irrigation facilities etc. arc 
the only solution for the chronic shortage of 
cotton in this country. 


SHRI L. N. MISHRA : The shortfall 
is not only this year but it is a chronic 
one. Only this year because of the bad 
crop in Maharashtra, Haryana and Madras 
the shortfall in indigenous production of 


SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 
The shortfall in the case of short staple 
cotton will not be so much next year 
because of favourable monsoon conditions. 
But the country is still short of long staple 
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cotton. So, what steps do government 
propose to take to induce the fanners to 
grow long staple cotton in the country so 
that we can attain self-sufficiency and we 
need not *depend on imports from other 
countries ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I will not 
say that there will be no shortage next year ; 
there will be shortage of cotton for a 
number of years to conic in this country 
because wc are in that position. Wc have 
to do something really positive to increase 
the yield of cot Ion per acre. In that 
rcgaid, as I have said earlier, we have set 
up a committee with representatives of the 
Agriculture Ministry, Planning Commission 
etc., and a special provision is being made 
to give assistance to cotton growers to 
increase their yield. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 1 

have asked about long staple cotton. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will the hon. 
Minister consider, for the substitution of 
imported cotton ; removal of credit res¬ 
trictions and factors inhibiting growing or 
cotton and resulting in unrcmuncrativc 
prices to the farmers ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : The Agri¬ 
cultural Prices Commission suggests only the 
support prices. There is no restriction on 
prices. There has been an abnormal rise 
in the price of raw cotton this year. So, 
this is not the consideration that stands in 
the way of increased production of cotton. 
The real thing is that wc have poor arrange¬ 
ments as regards irrigation and supply of 
pesticides and giving other help to the 
growers. This year the prices ha\e been 
fantastically high. The price is Rs. 3,600 
per bale as against the support price of 
Rs. 1,300 or so.

Withdrawal of Court Cases against Central 

Government Employees who participated 
in 19th September, 1968 Strike 

*224. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : 
Will the PRIME MINISTER be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether a final decision has since 
been taken to withdraw' all the court cases 
against the Central Government employees 
who participated in the strike of 19th 
September, J968 ; and 

(b) if so, whether instructions have 
been issued to the various State Govern¬ 
ments ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM N1WAS MIRDHA) : (a) 
No proposal is under consideration of 
Government for withdrawal of Court cases 
pending against the Central Government 
employees who participated in the strike of 
September, 1968. 

(b) Docs not arise. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : A decision 
was taken after the strike of taking back 
all the employees and they were taken back. 
Today, in respect of more than 1000 
employees of the Posts and Telegraphs 
alone, 300 employees of Defence and an 
equal number of Railway employees and 
other employees, the court cases are pending. 
This is continuing since very long. There 
is no evidence available against them. The 
Government was kind enough to withdraw 
cases in respect of Police who participated 
in the agitation. I would like to know why 
they have taken this rigid attitude to punish 
Government employees by not withdrawing 
court cases against them. They have all 
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been taken back. But the cases against 
these employees have not been withdrawn. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS M1RDHA : 
There is no Question of punishing Govern¬ 
ment employees. The policy of the Govern¬ 
ment in regard to prosecutions has all along 
been that law should be allowed to take its 
own course and that there should be no 
interference in that. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I would 
like to know whether it is a fact that 
instructions have been issued by the Home 
Ministry, in Delhi, either by the Lt. 
Governor or by the Deputy Commissioner 
that where there are no witnesses and pro¬ 
secution witnesses are not coming forward 
to give evidence, the cases should be 
withdrawn. I would like to know whether 
those cases will be withdrawn. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : As 
I have said, it is not the policy of the 
Government to withdraw the cases. But 
we have been impressing upon the State 
Government that legal processes should be 
expedited and the cases that arc pending 
should be terminated as early as possible 
according to law. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : On a point 
of clarification. Some State Governments 
have agreed to withdraw the cases. But it 
is the Central Government which is not 
withdrawing the cases. It has happened in 
Kerala, Rajasthan and other States. I 
would like to know, if the State Government 
withdraw the cases, will they allow the 
State Government to withdraw the cases. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
case in Kerala is of a different nature 
because the Government of Kerala withdrew 
all the cases. Since the cases have to be 
withdrawn by a particular procedure, we 
were opposed to withdrawal of cases in such 
a manner because those cases were about 
contravention of certain provisions of law. 
The policy of the Government has been 
that the processes of law should not be 
interfered with. If the State Government 
proceeds to terminate proceedings according 
to law, we will have no objection. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, it 
is now going to be 2| years since the Strike 
took place. It was in September, 1968 and 
now it is May, 1971. I want to put one 
straight question to the hon. Minister and 
1 want a frank answer to that Are you 
not only guided by political considerations ? 
Is it not a political victimisation ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : 
There is no question of political victimi¬ 
sation. The interest of Government 
employees is much more the concern of the 
Government than some of the hon. Members 
who want to make a political issue out 
of it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We are 
wholly convinced ! 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : These 
cases have been instituted on the basis of a 
var.ety of grounds. The charges are 
different. I want to ask specifically about 
those cases only in which the charge brought 
against the employees concerned is under 
Section 4 of what was then the Essential 
Services Maintenance Ordinance. That is 
the only charge that they did not report for 
duty on that particular day and they 
abstained from work. There is no other 
charge, for instance, like intimidation, 
violence or any such thing. I would like 
to know whether in those cases prosecutions 
are being continued. It was very clearly 
stated in the House as a matter of policy 
that those employees against whom there is 
no other charge except mere absence from 
duty will be taken back to work and the 
Government has no intention to prosecute 
them. Why are those cases also being 
continued in this matter ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : Law 
and order is a State subject. It is not 
open to the Central Government to withdraw 
any case. Our instructions to the State 
Governments are very clear. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : You can 
give a directive. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : We 
have issued instructions that if the prose¬ 
cution is merely for absence from duty 
under Sec. 4, a very linient view should be 
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taken of such cases. There is no question 
of persecution. 

MR. SPEAKER : Next question. I 
find that Members are absent in respect of 
these questions. We go to Question No. 
231. Mr. Chandrappan, after all, it has 
come to you. 

Downward Trend of Rubber Price 

*231. SHRI CHANDRAPPAN : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether rubber price has again 
shown a downward trend in the market and 
it is likely to go down further with the 
beginning of the tapping season ; 

(b) if so, the reasons for the fall in 
price; and 

(c) whether the State Trading Corpo¬ 
ration has a plan for large scale purchase of 
rubber from the planters at the minimum 
price fixed by Government last year ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) : (a) and (b). The rubber 

price has shown downward trend due to low 
off-take by tyre and non-tyre manufacturers 
as a result of industrial disputes in some of 
the manufacturing units. 

(c) The State Trading Corporation has 
already increased purchase of raw rubber 
from about 1200 tonnes to about 1700 per 
month. 

SHRI CHANDRAPPAN : The hon. 
Minister stated that the STC has decided to 
purchase a few more tonnes of Rubber than 
what it used to purchase before Is this the 
big way in which Government would like to 
help the rubber growers in Kerala ? I doubt 
it very much. I would like to know from the 
Minister whether the Government would 
instruct the STC to buy the entire rubber 
produced in India ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : As already 
stated, certain factories are already closed 
down due to various reasons. It may be 


difficult for the STC to buy th^ big stockpile 
of rubber. We are doing the best and making 
the best effort to stock as much as possible. 

SHRI CHANDRAPPAN : I would 
like to know whether the present situation in 
the prices of rubber is only due to the fact 
that certain factories are closed down, I think 
it is also due to the fact that Government 
is allowing indiscriminate import of synthetic 
rubber. I want to know whether Government 
would take measures not to allow indiscri¬ 
minate import of synthetic rubber and thus 
to help the indigenous production of rubber. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Synthetic 
rubber that is now being allowed to come in 
is of some special chemical nature and will 
never replace the raw rubber produced in 
India. 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE : There is 
a large stock of rubber in the country. Will 
Government explore the possibilities of 
exporting it ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : There is a big 
variation between the prevailing price in 
India and the international price. Still, we 
may explore the possibilities of exporting 
rubber. 

MR. SPEAKER : Now, the Question 
Hour is over. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Kindly 
permit me to put one question. Every time 
your car breaks down, you pay very heavily 
for your tyres, but the giower gets less 
money. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have already 
declared that the Question Hour is over. 
We are only 3 short of the full list of 
questions today. Still, there are many hon. 
Members who have been left out. In spite of 
this rush, we have been able to do only 11 
questions today and some hon. Members 
have felt unhappy that I did not allow them 
to ask supplementary questions. I am going 
to be strict again tomorrow.

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purchases of jute generally, and to give 
price support and maintain a buffer stock 
of jute, with a view to ensuring a remune¬ 
rative price to the jute grower. The 
Corporation will also look after the import 
of raw jute, export of raw jute, and jute 
goods and undertake measures for promotion 
of export of jute goods. 

(2) The Corporation will have an 
authorised capital of Rs. 5 crorcs and a 
paid-up capital of Rs. 1 crore. 

(3) By its judicious purchases of raw 
jute, the Corporation is expected to ensure a 
remunerative price to the jufe grower and 
thus help in increasing jute production. This 
coupled with other export promotion 
measures that may be undertaken by the 
Corporation is expected to' augment foreign 
exchange earnings from jute goods.

chronous satellite to augmented television 
receivers for community viewing in isolated 
villages. Government is also studying the 
feasibility and cost effectiveness of an 
Indian National Satellite for communications 
which could provide on going service for 
T.V. as well as point to point communi¬ 
cations including telephones. 

Import of Man-made Fibre Yarn

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : (a) 
and (b). Government have not chalked out 
any scheme for large scale import of man- 
made fibre or yarn because a substantial 
quantity of man-mad: fibres and yarns is 
produced in the country and further capacity 
fs being created. For encouraging exports 


of textiles containing man-made fibres/yarns, 
import of the different kinds of man-made 
fibres/yarns has been allowed as replenish¬ 
ment under the Import Trade Control 
Policy for registered exporters. For distri¬ 
bution to actual users in the art silk industry, 
only nylon filament yam is being imported 
to the extent considered necessary to main¬ 
tain prices at a reasonable level.

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E.E.C.’s Decision to extend Tariff 
Conclusions for Indian Handicrafts 

*239. SHRI DHANDAPANI : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be 
pleased to state ;

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : (a) Yes, Sir. 
So far as we are aware, in practice the 
tarriff concessions arc extended only to 
India and Pakistan although legally they 
are meant to be on a global basis. 

(b) The steps taken by the Government 
of India for utilising the duty free quota 
for handicrafts to the fullest extent are given 
in the enclosed statement. 

Statement 

(i) By trying to remove the individual 
ceiling for the import of each item of 
handicrafts which has been standing 
in the way of effective utilisation of 
the duty-free quota scheme. If the 
EEC cannot agree for completely 
doing away with the individual 
ceiling, we are suggesting that they 
should agree for grouping of similar 
items (e.g. art metal-wares group, 
wood-wares group and leather- 
wares group) and prescribe a com¬ 
bined ceiling so as to provide for 
more flexibility. 

(ii) By including more items in the list 
of handicrafts eligible for duty-free 
entry. During the current year, 
the E.E.C. have allowed 10 more 
items, but there are still other 
items like palm-leaf articles, lace 
goods, dress accessories (cuff-links, 
tie-pins, brooches) and leather print¬ 
ed by hand, which are of export 
interest to us and are at present 
excluded from the purview of duty¬ 
free scheme. 

(iii) For dispensing with the sub-divi¬ 
sion of quota among the member- 
states of E.E.C. 

(iv) A numbei of measures were adopted 
for taking maximum advantage of 


the concession in India. This 
included giving full particulars of 
the duty-free scheme to the handi¬ 
crafts exporters, etc., giving wide 
publicity to the scheme in the 
press, deputation of a trade-cum- 
study team of exporters to the 
common market countries to 
transact on the spot business and 
to study prospects to enhance ex¬ 
ports to the community, preparation 
of designs by the Design Develop¬ 
ment Centres of the All India Handi¬ 
crafts Board especially for exports 
to E.E.C. countries, helping expor¬ 
ters of duty-free goods and issuing 
certificates of origin and bringing 
out special brochures on art 
metalwares, woodwares etc. for 
distribution in the E.E.C. countries.

The total estimated cost on this 
project is Rs. 306 lakhs out of which 
the expenditure incurred so far is 
Rs. 53.21 lakhs—Rs. 50.18 lakhs in 
rupees and Rs. 3.03 lakhs in foreign 
exchange. Work on the construc¬ 
tion of studios, transmitter and 
the road leading to the transmitter 
site is in progress.

(ii) BOMBAY/POONA : 

The total cost on Bombay/Poona 
TV project is estimated at Rs. 
336.67 lakhs, out of which equip¬ 
ment worth about Rs. 113 lakhs is 
to be received as gift from the 
Government of Federal Republic 
of Germany under an agreement 
and part of it has already arrived.

On 24th May, 1971 Pakistani troops 
attacked the BSF Out-post at Sutarkandi.

According to the information 
received from the Assam Government, five 
civilians including two women were killed 
and four civilians were kidnapped by the 
Pakistani Army. 

On 25th May, 1971 Pakistani troops 
attacked the BSF Check-post at KILAPARA 
near BOP DALU. Nine BSF men were 
killed and two am missing. According to 
the information received from the Assam 
Government, 13 civilians were also killed 
and 11 injured. 

Damage and destruction to property in 
this area caused as a result of this attack 
is not readily available.

(b) There have been 11 air space 
violations from 25th/26(h March, 1971 upto 
the 17th May, 1971.

(b) A line of credit of Rs. 20 million 
was extended to Government of 
Ceylon in February 1966 for im¬ 
porting from India cotton textiles, 
dried fish and chillies. 


(c) In August 1967 and June 1968, two 
credits of Rs. 50 million each were 
extended to Government of Ceylon 
for import from India of certain 
types of machinery, machine tools, 
motor vehicles etc. 


(d) A Joint Committee on Indo-Ceylon 
Economic Cooperation has been 
constituted charged with task of 
formulating and pursuing continu¬ 
ously measures for closer coopera¬ 
tion between the two countries. In 
accordance with the decisions taken 
at the first meeting of the Joint 
Committee, the promising areas 
for expansion of mutual trade and 
industrial co-operation were examin¬ 
ed by the Joint Study Groups 
constituted by the Committee. 
Their recommendations arc to be 
placed before the next meeting of 
the Joint Committee. 


(•> The Government of India and 
Ceylon concluded an Agreement 
in 1966, for determining the citizen¬ 
ship status of the stateless persons 
of Indian origin in Ceylon.

2. It is well known that India is 
always prepared to do whatever she can, 
consistent with her own national interests, 
to cooperate with Nepal in the development 
of Nepal’s economy and trade. Towards 
this end, the Government of India arc ready 
to resume talks as soon as His Majesty’s 
Government of Nepal are willing to discuss 
the outstanding issues in a spirit of mutual 
understanding and within the framework of 
the long-term interests of the two countries.

Shri N. K. Singh, Official on Special 
Duty, Ministry of Foreign Trade. 

(c) U. K. and Belgium. Discussions 
with the United Kingdom Government were 
held on the British proposal to impose a 15 
per cent tariff on imports of cotton textiles 
from the Commonwealth Preference area and 
the abolition of quotas w.e.f. 1st January, 
1972. During these discussions the Indian 
Delegation reiterated their strong opposition 
to the British proposal, in view of the 
adverse effects this would have on our exports 
of cotton textiles. The reaction of the British 
Government to the points made by the 
Indian side are awaited. 

In Belgium, India's trading problems 
with E.E.C. were discussed with the 
E.E.C. officials. During these discussions 
it was agreed that a continuous dialogue 
between India and the E. E. C. must be 
maintained and further discussions with a 
view to the conclusion of the commercial 
co-operation agreement would be resumed 
shortly.

The programmes suggested by the 
NCAER for Anantapur are ; 

Large-scale soil conservation, afforesta¬ 
tion, harnessing of surface and ground water 
resources, improvement of livestock and 
sheep and provision of incentives to private 
entrepreneurs willing to set up industrial 
units in the district.

The Scheme 
envisaged a total outlay of Rs. 15.59 crores 
consisting of Rs. 13 45 crores as loans and 
Rs. 2.14 crores as grants. The State 
Government also envisaged that the entire 
expenditure should be borne by the Central 
Government. The Scheme was examined 
by the Government and it was decided that 
the Planning Commission would set up 
a Study Group for (a) making a compre¬ 
hensive review of the development of the 
Coir Industry since the* Third Plan period 
with a particular reference to export per¬ 
formance, and (b) making recommendations 
for developing the industry on sound lines. 
The Study Group submitted their Report 
in August, 1970. In the Report, the finacial 
requirements of the Kerala Government’s 
scheme have been re-assessed at Rs. 6.99 
crores. The break-up of the expenditure as 
envisaged by the Government of Kerala 
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r/s-o- vis the Study Group estimates is as follows :—

The Study Group have also endorsed the 
views of the Planning Commission, earlier 
expressed in the discussions with the Kerala 
Government authorities, that working capital 
requirements should be met by institutional 
finance. State funds may, however, be 
provided as support during the period of 
switching over to institutional finance. The 
requirement for this period is estimated to 
be within Rs. 1.0 crore over the Fourth Plan 
period. As for the share-capital contribution 
of Rs. 0.45 crores (which includes Rs. 5 
lakhs for the Coir House), the Study Group 
has recommended that the provision of 
Rs 0.40 crores for the primary and central 
societies should be found by conversion of 
the working capital loans already advanced 
by the Government into equity. Welfare 
schemes for nurseries and creches should, 
appropriately, be financed from the State 
Plan provision for social services. Thus, 
the Study Group has recommended a total 
provision of Rs. 3 54 crores for Kerala’s 
Coir Industry for the entire Fourth Plan 
period. 

There is a total approved Fourth Plan 
provision of Rs. 10.43 crores for the deve¬ 
lopment of Kerala’s village and small in¬ 


dustries, out of which the State Government 
has made a provision of Rs. 3 0 crores for 
the Coir Industry. A balance of Rs. 2.033 
crores is still available for the implemen¬ 
tation of the scheme during the 3 years 
1971-74. It is assessed on the basis of 
Kerala's Plan finance spending during the 
past two years, that the total expenditure 
over the Fourth Plan period for Kerala’s 
Coir Industry may not exceed the approved 
outlay of Rs. 3.0 crores. In case, however, 
expenditure in excess of the approved 
outlay became necessary for the implemen¬ 
tation of the Study Group's recommenda¬ 
tions, the State Government would have to 
adjust the excess amount within the total app¬ 
roved Plan outlay for the Kerala State, on an 
annual basis, in accordance with the Plan¬ 
ning Commission's view on the subject. 

Legislative measures to Eliminate 
Monopoly in the Press 

1032. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU :

(c) if the replies to parts (a) and (b) 
be in the affirmative, the measures so far 
taken in this regard and whether these 
measures helped to check the growth of 
Press monopoly and, if so, to what extent ; 
and 

(d) whether Government are contem¬ 
plating to initiate a comprehensive legisla¬ 
tion for the purpose and, if so, the details 
thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING 'SHRI DHARAM BIR 
SINHA) : (a) and (b). The ISth Annual 
Conference of the Indian Federation of 
Working Journalists was inaugurated by my 
colleague, the Minister of Law and Justice, 
who inter alia emphasised the need for 
measures to prevent the growth of mono¬ 
polies in the Indian Press. 

(c) and (d). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House setting out the steps 
taken so far by this Ministry to contain 
the growth of monopolies in the Indian 
Press. 

Statement 

Government is fully alive to the danger 
of concentration of ownership in the news¬ 
paper industry which may result in regi¬ 
mentation of thought and opinion and is 
anxious to prevent such developments as far 
as practicable. Towards this end, the follow¬ 
ing steps have been taken 

(i) The Press Registrar makes an 
annual review of the ownership of 
newspapers and periodicals, and 
studies the development of common 
ownership units and publishes 
them in a publication called "Press 


in India”, so that the public may 
become aware of the facts relating 
to the ownership of newspapers. 

(ii) Under the Registration of News¬ 
papers, (Central) Rules, 1956 framed 
under the Press and Registration 
of Books Act, 1867, it is obligatory 
for newspapers to publish annually 
in the first issue after the last day 
of February information, inter 
alia, relating to the individuals who 
own the newspaper and partners or 
shareholders holding more than 
one per cent of the total share 
capital. Failure to comply with 
this statutory obligation is an of¬ 
fence under the Press and Regist¬ 
ration of Books Act, 1867 which 
is punishable with fine which may 
extend to Rs. 500/-, 

(iii) Under the Newsprint Allocation 
Policy, additional newsprint is not 
issued to a group or chain of 
newspapers for bringing out a fresh 
publication. 

(iv) Qn the recommendation of the 
total annual foreign exchange made 
available for printing and com¬ 
posing machinery 50% is allotted 
to small newspapers (up to 15,000 
circulation), 35% to medium news¬ 
papers (circulation 15,000—50,000) 
and only 15%, is allotted to big 
newspapers (circulation over 
50,000). 

(v) Government’s advertisement policy 
aim> at staggering and releasing 
advertisements to newspapers in 
suitable rotation in order to ensure 
the use of as ‘many papers as 
possible so that papers with a big 
circulation do no get a large share 
of Government's advertisements. 
It is the policy of Government 
to make .increasing use of small 
and medium newspapers, particu¬ 
larly those published in Indian 
languages. 

(vi) With a view to obtaining first-hand 
and detailed factual information 
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regarding the methods of unfair 
competition and/or restrictive prac¬ 
tices, if any, adopted by the larger 
newspapers to suppress, weaken 
and eliminate the smaller ones 
about which there are often comp¬ 
laints, a sub-committee, set-up by 
the Press Council, invited specific 
information and instances by a 
letter addressed to newspapers and 
periodicals in all languages having 
a paid circulation af 5,000 copies 
and above. In reply, only ten 
dailies and four weeklies mentioned 
specific cases of what they consi¬ 
dered restrictive practices indulged 
in by bigger papers. The Council 
is currently pursuing the enquiry 
by collecting further information re¬ 
garding instances of restrictive 
practices. 

(vii) Government are considering the 
question of setting up a Newspaper 
Finance Corporation to give finan¬ 
cial assistance to small and medium 
newspapers and not to big news¬ 
papers, to help the healthy growth 
of the former. 

(viii) (a) Government are of the view 
that but for the steps taken 
by the Government so far 
the growth of big chain 
newspapers would have been 
more than what it has been. 
It is not, however, possible to 
estimate the extent to which 
steps already taken by 
Government have been 
effective. Government believe 
that the best way to check 
the growth of big chain 
newspapers is to foster the 
growth of small and medium 
newspapers which are mana¬ 
ged on healthy lines and 
follow an enlightened edito¬ 
rial policy keeping the 
national interests in view. 
Government are confident that 
the steps already taken and 
the further steps to be taken 
in the matter will effectively 
foster the growth of small and 
medium newspapers and 


thereby check the growth of 
big chain newspapers. 

(viii) (b) As recommended by the 
Diwakar Comiflittee on Small 
Newspapers, Government have 
started a slow speed news 
bulletin over the All India 
Radio which purveys impor¬ 
tant news, particularly for 
use by small and medium 
newspapers who, due to finan¬ 
cial reasons, are not in a 
position to subscribe to the 
service of news agencies. 

A departmental study of the ownership 
pattern of the companies publishing news¬ 
papers has been instituted by the Department 
of Company Affairs. The conclusions of 
the study are awaited. 

Taking over Balarama Varma Textile 
Mill by Textile Corporation

Closure of Jute Mills fir West Bengal

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

of 10 closed jute mills in West Bengal, 2 were 
re-opened in September-October 1970 Efforts 
are now being made to re-open yet another 
closed mill in the State. The remaining 7 
have old and obsolete machinery and are 
unable to work economically. The possibi¬ 
lity of reviving these units is remote ; how¬ 
ever, all possible measures are being taken to 
see whether they can be re-opened. 

Joint Ventures in Selected Industries 

1035. SHRI S. R. DAMANI : Will the 
Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be pleased 
to state :

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

1968 till now the Government have received 
approximately 165 concrete proposals from 
the Indian entrepreneurs for setting up indus¬ 
trial joint ventures abroad. 

The industrialists are encouraged to go 
abroad for participation in joint industrial 
ventures only for such industries where there 
is surplus machinery production capacity and 
where internal demand for the products is 
largely covered. These include such indus¬ 
tries as, textiles, chemicals, engineering, 
pharmaceuticals, canning, confectionery, 
rubber products, plastics, paper and pulp, 


scooter assembly, flour mills, etc. The Govern* 
ment have prescribed the general guidelines 
governing Indian participation in joint ven¬ 
tures abroad, a copy of which is enclosed. 

A statement showing the proposals 
approved by the Government so far for setting 
up Industrial joint ventures abroad, is placed 
on the Table of the House: in reply to Lok 
Sabha Unstarrcd Question No. 1005 to be 
Answered on 2,6.1971. 

Statement 

General Guidelines Governing Indian Partici¬ 
pation in Joint Overseas Industrial Ventures 

(i) Normally minority participation only 
by Indian parties is allowed. The 
intention is that Indian parties 
should not insist on majority hold¬ 
ings abroad, but if the foreign past 
and the foreign government are 
willing to accept majority Indian 
participation, there would be no 
objection. Government favours 
associations of local parties in 
foreign countries ; also local deve¬ 
lopment banks, financial institutions 
and local Governments wherever 
feasible. 

(ii) No cash remittance will be allowed 
except small amounts required in 
connection with preliminary expenses 
for setting up the Company abroad. 

(iii) Indian participation should be in 
the form of indigenous machinery, 
equipment, technical know-how etc, 
required for the new venture, value 
of structurals, steel items, const¬ 
ruction meterials, components etc. 
are not allowed to be capitalised. 
However, where the value of machi¬ 
nery etc. falls short to make up the 
necessary reasonable equity and 
there is need to retain Indian equity 
holding at a level higher than what 
is obtainable through export of 
capital goods alone, there will be no 
bar to consider such cases on merits 
for permission to include structurals, 
steel items and construction meterials 
(but not components), to the extent 
these are required for the particular 
project against Indian equity. 
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(ivl Machinery etc, exported should be 
of Indian make ; no second hand or 
reconditioned machinery would be 
allowed for export against Indian 
Investment. 

(v) Normal import replenishments, as 
available to exporters under the 
import policy for registered expor¬ 
ters, will be allowed on exports 
against equity capital. 

(vi) Cash assistance, if otherwise admis¬ 
sible, will also be allowed on ex¬ 
ports of machinery and equipment 
against Indian equity, subject, how¬ 
ever,to a ceiling of 10% f.o.b. value. 

(vii) Indian industrialists should as far 
as practicable propose a turn-key 
job, as this will lighten the respon¬ 
sibilities of the foreign investor. 

(viii) Indian parties should as far as 
possible provide in their agreements 
with the foreign parties for training 
facilities in India to nationals of 
the country of investment.

261.53 lakhs. As regards cotton textile 
industry, loans for modernisation have been 
advanced by N.I.D.C., I.F.C., I.D.B.I., 
State Finance Corporation and some of the 
scheduled banks. A statement showing the 
loans sactioned/disbursed to the industiy by 
the various financial institutions since 1960 
for modernisation purposes is laid on the 
table of the House. [ Placed in library.

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Statement 

The progress of implementation of the 8-Point 
Programme announced by Prime Minister 
in Lok Sabha on llth April, 1969. 

Points / to iv : Regional D. velopment 

Following the Bhargava Committee’s 
recommendations and taking into account 
the developmental needs of the Telcngana 
region, the Government of India decided 
that an amount of Rs. 45 crores should be 
spent for the accelerated development of this 
region by the end of the Fourth Five Year 
Plan. They have already released Rs. 19 
crores during I960—71. 

The Tclengana Development Committee 
appointed to identify programmes and 
schemes rclateablc to the Tclengana region 
and review the progress has met on 26th 
June, 1969, 26th March, 1970 and 4th 
January, 1971. 

The Plan Implementation Committee 
appointed to ensure speedy implementation 
has met on 21st October, 1969, 10th June, 
1970 and 4th November, 1970. 

Point v : Delegation of Powers 

The Plan Implementation Committee has 
found the existing powers adequate. 

Point vi : Employment opportunities 

(i) On the recommendation of the 
Committee of Jurists the following items 
have been placed within the purview of the 
Regional Committee : 

(a) Methods of recruitment, and the 
principles to be followed in making appoint¬ 
ments to subordinate services and posts in 
the Tclengana region. 

(b) Securing provision of adequate 
employment opportunities to the Telengana 
people in the State Government, quasi- 
Government institutions. Statutory 
authorities and Corporate bodies in the 
Telengana region. 

(ii) The Committee of Jurists had also 
recommended decentralisation of subordinate 


cadres. The Regional Committee communi¬ 
cated their views to the State Government 
on the 19th December, 1970. Meantime, the 
Andhra Pradesh High Court t held on 9th 
December, 1970 that Mulki Rules continue 
to be valid in Telengana area. Taking into 
account these factors, the State Government 
have sent their proposals for regionalisation 
of certain service cadres to the Government 
of India. These proposals are under 
consideration. 

Point vii : Integration of Services 

On 6th March, 1969, the State Govern¬ 
ment invited representations from 
Government servants who had any service 
grievance arising out of integration of 
services. The Central Government have 
passed orders on all the 3594 representations. 
Petitioners’ requests were accepted in 565 
cases, partially or wholly. The State 
Government have given effect to the decisions 
in 520 cases as on 1st May. 

In 1191 cases, the requests made by the 
petitioners were rejected and they have been 
informed. 

In 419 cases (most of which relate to 
PWD) even though orders of the Central 
Government had been communicated these 
have remained pending due to references 
pending in courts, etc. 

1419 cases were found to be not directly 
arising out of the States’ reorganization. 
Even so, a team of two Joint Secretaries of 
the Central Government is advising the 
State Government in the disposal of these 
cases. Only about 150 cases remain to be 
considered by this team. Out of the 487 
cases in which the team recommended the 
acceptance of the requests of the petitioners, 
partially or wholly, the State Government 
have implemented the recommendations in 
340 cases. The other recommendations are 
in the process of implementation. 

Point viii: Review M. etings 

The Third Review meeting was held on 
llth May, 1971 under the chairmanship erf 
the Prime Minister. It was decided that the 
amount earmarked for the region for 
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development schemes should be utilised in 
time and a special development programme 
covering the entire Fourth Plan period should 
be drawn up. ( It was also decided that the 
formula for working out the fair share 
would be discussed by the Minister for 
Planning with the Chief Minister of Andhra 
Pradesh and the Chairman of the Regional 
Committee. It was also suggested that a 
regional plan for Tclengana should be 
formulated by the State Government with 
reference to the State Plan as already 
approved by the PJanning Commission. 

Subsequently, the Minister for Planning 
had a meeting with the Chief Minister of 
Andhra Pradesh and the Chairman of the 
Regional Committee in which it was agreed 
that for the current year 1971-72, the 
allocation of resources will be on the basis 
of 90% based on population, with the balance 
of 10% for backwardness with distribution 
pro-rata on population within the backward 
areas. The actual percentages of allocation 
for different areas on the basis of this 
formula has to be worked out by the Andhra 
Pradesh Government. 

Amendment of Central Silk Board Act and 
Rules made thereunder

This 
report will be considered by the Board at 
its next general body meeting scheduled to 
be held in June, 1971. Thereafter the decision 
of the Board on the recommendations of the 
Committee would be forwarded to the 
Government for consideration. In the 
circumstances, it is unlikely that in the event 
of acceptance of the recommendations, the 
amending Bill would be introduced during 
the current session of Parliament.

Statement 

The reconstituted National Integration 
Council at its Srin3gar meeting on June 
20-22, 1968 made specific recommendations 
on the communal, regional, educational and 
mass media aspects of national integration. 
The Standing Committee set up by the 
Council reviews progress of these recommen¬ 
dations ; in view of the importance of the 
communal problem, it also set up a Sub¬ 
committee on Comnjunalism. 

2. To give effect to the Declaration of 
Objectives, State level Integration Councils 
have been set up in twelve States and seven 
Union Territories. 

3. Besides, a Committee of Writers 
and a Committee of Educationists and 
student Leaders have been set up to advise 
the Ministry of Education and Youth 
Services in regard to national integration 
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work. A Committee of Trade Union Leaders 
is similarly functioning under the Ministry 
of Labour and Employment. On the basis 
of a plan drawn up by a Committee of 
experts on Mass Media the Media units of 
the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting 
are implementing the publicity plan approved 
by the Standing Committee. 

4. To assist voluntary agencies in the 
task of national integration, the Ministry of 
Home Affairs have a Scheme of grants in-aid 
for such voluntary organisations and institu¬ 
tions. The Scheme was started in 1969 and 
grants-in-aid to the extent of about Rs. 
2,00,000 have been disbursed under lhi> 
Scheme during each of the last two years. 
The budget provision for the current year is 
Rs. 3,75,000/-. Under this Scheme, study 
projects have also been assigned to reputed 
scholars/institutions for objective examination 
of basic issues relating to national 
integration. 

5. Since 1968 a National Integration 
Pledge Campaign is launched every year 
from the week starting from October 2 and 
the campaign is observed in all government 
institutions and by non-ofTicia! organisations. 

6. Following the Gujarat disturbances 
in 1969, the Standing Committee of the 
National Integration Council at a meeting 
called for joint mass compaigning by all 
political parties to restore communal 
harmony. An all parly conference which met 
in November 1969 endorsed this approach 
and laid down the basis for the campaign. 
While official efforts were fully made to 
propagate the statement in as wide a scale 
as possible, it has not yei been possible to 
embark on the joint mass campaign by the 
political parties. The matter is still under 
consideration. 

7. Government are constantly engaged 
in finding out ways as to how best to 
promote popular participation in the 
movement for national integration and to 
encourage greater voluntary efforts in this 
direction involving especially students and 
youth in such programmes. The question 
is also being examined as to how best the 
Central Government can show its initiative 
to promote national integration through the 
encouragement of all Indian languages in a 


manner to convey the basic theme of the 
unity of Indian culture and so make it the 
basis for emotional integration.

Exports of Small Scale Industries Products 

1099. SHRI N. K. SANGHI : Will 
the Minister of FOREIGN TRADE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) the percentage of Indian exports 
contributed by the small-scale industries, in 
the last three years : 

(b) the incentives provided by Govern¬ 
ment to increase their exports ; and 

(c) whether Government are considering 
simplification of the procedure for issue of 
licences for the import of raw materials 
required by the small-scale industries when 
such licences are not above a certain limit. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) : (a) Export figures 

are not maintained separately in respect of 
small scale or large scale sectors. However, 
during 1969-70 as many as 467 smal 1 scale 
units exported 10 per cent or more of their 
total out put. 


(b) For small scale units exporting 
more than 10 per cent oP their output 
specially favourable modes of financing arc 
provided, in addition to all other incentives 
like cash assistance import entitlements given 
under REP Policy. 

(c) Hitherto, licences for raw materials 
and components were being issued to the 
actual users under different modes of 
financing irrespective of the value of entitle¬ 
ment. During April 1971-March 1972, the 
modes of financing have been relaxed as 
under 

(i) In the ease of small scale units 
whose entitlement works out upto 
Rs. 5,000/*, licences .are to be 
issued against free foreign exchange 
for the entire entitlement. 

(ii) Tn the ease of small scale units 
whose entitlement works out to 
more than Rs. 5,000/- but not 
more than Rs. 50,000/-, licences 
will be issued against convenient 
sources of financing irrespective of 
their export performance. 

Presidential Order Regarding Training in 
Hindi Invalidated by Madras High Court 

1100. DR. SARADISH ROY: Will 
the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether the attention of Govern¬ 
ment has been drawn to the judgment given 
by the Madras High Court stating that the 
President of India’s Order dated the 27th

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) : (a) 

Yes, Sir. Government are aware of the 
judgement of the Madras High Court. The 
Court has held that the Presidential Order 
dated 27th April, 1960 is invalid to the 
extent it makes in-service training for Centra! 
Government employees obligatory. 
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(b) Government have decided to go in 
appeal in thn Supreme Court against the 
judgement of the Madras High Court. 
Suitable instructions have, however, been 
issued separately for guidance of the Central 
Government offices located in Tamil Nadu 
and also those in States other than Tamil 
Nadu. 

Proposed Agitation by Kerala Telephone 
Employees 

1101. SHR1 M. K. KRISHNAN : 
Will t!;c Minister of COMMUNICATIONS 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the attention of Govern- 
ment has been drawn to the proposed 
agitation by the Telephone and Telegraph 
PMR Employees* Union in Kerala in 
support of their demands ; 

(b) if so, what arc their main demands; 
and 

(c) whether any steps have been taken 
by Government to meet their demands ? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI II. N. BAHUGUNA) : (a) 

to (c). The P&T Board had leceived 
information that Kerala Telephone and 
Telegraph PMR Employees Union had 
launched an agitation for settlement of 
certain problems pertaining to mazdoors and 
casual labourers working in the Telegraph 
and Telephone Wing. The agitation 
launched was in the form of a token 
Satyr,graha in front of the office of the 
Postmaster General, Trivandrum for three 
days from 19th to 21st April, 1971. A 
small group of about 25 persons collected 
in front of the main gate on the 19th April, 
1971 and shouted slogans demanding 
settlement of demands of the mazdoors. 
The main demand of the Union was to 
make its members a part of the regular 
establishment and also grant them all the 
benefits of regular establishment, including 
security of employment, benefit of Provident 
Fund, enhanced allowances, etc. The above 
demands were of a general nature and 
pertain to all Departments of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. So far as the P&T Depart¬ 
ment is concerned, some of these mazdoors 
have been absorbed against regular vacancies 
from time to time. 


Regional Disparities and Imbalances 

1102. SHRI N. S. BISHT : Will the 
Minister of PLANNING be pleased to state 
the remedial steps Government have taken or 
propose to take to reduce the regional 
imbalances ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRI 
MOHAN DHARIA) : A statement is laid 
on the Tabic of the House. Attention is 
also invited to paragraphs 1.38 to 1.40 
(pages 17-19) of the Fourth Five Year Plan 
Report, a copy of which was laid on the 
Tabic of the House in April, 1970. 

Statement 

The various remedial measures under¬ 
taken to correct the regional disparities and 
imbalances are set out below : 

(i) In allocating Central assistance 
among various States for the 
Fourth Five Year Plan, after 
providing for the requirements of 
the States of Assam, Nagaland and 
Jammu & Kashmir, which have 
special problems, 10% of the sum 
available for distribution by way 
of Central assistance has been 
allocated to the six States of Bihar, 
Orissa, Rajasthan, Kerala, Madhya 
Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh whose 
per capita income was below the 
national average ; 

(ii) The nnn-Plan gap in the resources 
of nine States (Andhra Pradesh, 
Assam, Jammu & Kashmir, Kerala, 
Madhya Pradesh, Mysore, Orissa, 
Rajasthan and Wes' Bengal) 
estimated to .be Rs. 795.23 crores 
during the Fourth Plan period, is 
being met by the Centre, so that 
they can utilise all the additional 
resources which they can mobilise 
during the Fourth Five Year Plan 
period for financing their develop¬ 
ment programmes ; 

(iii) A liberal pattern of Central 
assistance has been evolved for 
the development of hill and border 
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areas. The entire expenditure on 
their development programmes is 
being met by the Government of 
India within the total Central 
assistance for each of the States 
concerned ; 90% of the amount of 
expenditure incurred in this behalf 
in Meghalaya, Assam, Nagaland, 
Jammu & Kashmir (Ladakh) and 
Himachal Pradesh (Lahaul, Spiti 
and Kinnaur districts) is given as 
a grant. The balance of 10% is 
treated as loan. The pattern of 
Central assistance in the hill and 
border districts of Uttar Pradesh, 
Darjeeling (West Bengal) and 
Nilgiries (Tamil Nadu) is 50% 
grant and 50% loan. 

(iv) For the reason that they are 
socially and economically back¬ 
ward, the development programmes 
of all the Union Territories, 
including N.E.F.A., are fully 
financed by the Centre. Their 
non-PJan gap is also met by the 
Centre. 

(v) Special assistance of Rs. 45 crores 
is being provided to the Govern¬ 
ment of Andhra Pradesh to enable 
it to spend this amount during the 
period ending on 31.3.1974 on the 
special regional development pro¬ 
gramme of Telengana area in 
addition to the Plan outlays in 
that area ; 

(vi) A special area development pro¬ 
gramme costing Rs. 4.5 crores is 
being implemented in the Andaman 
& Nicobar Islands under the 
auspieces of the Department of 
Rehabilitation ; 

(vii) An important measure for reducing 
disparities is accelerating the pace 
of industrial development in 
backward areas. The districts 
needing attention have been 
identified and notified with the 
cooperation of the State Govern¬ 
ments in pursuance of the criteria 
laid down by the Pande and 
Wanchoo Committee Reports. 
Preference is being given to such 


areas in the location of large-scale 
industrial projects ie the public 
sector, provided they are found to 
be feasible on techno-economic 
considerations. The Licensing 
Committee also gives preferential 
treatment to applications from the 
backward regions. 

(viii) Rs. 32.50 crores have been allocated 
during the Fourth Five Year Plan 
for 489 Tribal Development Blocks 
under a Centrally-sponsored 
scheme. 

(ix) Techno-economic surveys have been 
conducted for the States of Assam, 
Himachal Pradesh, Jammu & 
Kashmir, Nagaland, Manipur, 
Tripura and NEFA. Surveys of 
backward districts of Orissa, viz. 
Kalahandi, Bolandgir and Phulbani, 
hill and backward areas of Punjab, 
primitive tribes of Madhya Pradesh 
and of Basti districts in U.P. have 
also been conducted. A Study 
Team has conducted a survey of 
the development programmes of 
tribal areas. A Central Team has 
also studied the problems of tribal 
people in Andhra Pradesh. 

(x) District Plans are being prepared 
in some of the States which will 
result in identifying the problems 
of backward regions and will help 
in evolving measures for solving 
their problems. 

(xi) A Hill Development Board has 
been constituted in Uttar Pradesh. 
Advisory Committees have been 
set up for the backward districts 
of Eastern Uttar Pradesh and 
Bundelhand. 

(xii) A Telengana Development Com* 
mittee and a Plan Implementation 
Committee have been constituted 
to expedite the progress of develop* 
ment programmes in Telengana. 

(xiii) 209 industrially backward districts 
have been selected throughout the 
country for concessional finance for 
new industries from the financial 
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and credit institutions, in addition, 
the .Central Government is giving 
an outright grant or subsidy 
amounting to l/10th of the fixed 
capital investment of new units 
having a total fixed investment of 
not more than Rs. 50 lakhs each, 
in two selected districts in each 
of the 9 States identified as 
industrially backward viz. Andhra 
Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Jammu & 
Kashmir, Madhya Pradesh, 
Nagaland, Orissa, West Bengal 
and U. P. and one district in each 
of the remaining Stales and Union 
Territories. 

(xiv) Under the Border Roads Develop¬ 
ment Programme considerable 
investment is being made in the 
border areas. 

(xv) Special programmes of large 
magnitude are being implemented 
for the benefit of the weaker 
sections of the rural population and 
for the development of dry and 
arid areas. These special pro¬ 
grammes are being sanctioned and 
implemented under the guidance 
of a Central Committee of Co¬ 
ordination presided over by a 
Member of the Planning Com¬ 
mission. An officer of the rank 
of Additional Secretary is the 
Member-Secretary of this Com¬ 
mittee. 46 Small Farmers’ Deve¬ 
lopment Agency Projects, 41 
projects for sub-Marginal Farmers 
and Agricultural Labour and 24 
projects for farmers in dry areas 
have been sanctioned. An 
amount of Rs. 100 crores has also 
been provided for an integrated 
programme of rural works in 54 
chronically drought affected areas. 

(xvi) A crash scheme for rural un¬ 
employment has also been launched 
with a provision of Rs 50 crores 
per annum. 

(xwii) A Rural Electrification Corporation 
has been set up recently and is 
giving finance on concessional terms 
to State Electricity Bsards for 


rural electrification programmes in 
backward areas. 
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Lowering of Retirement Age from 58 
to 55 Years 

1104. SHRI K. M. MADHUKAR : 
Will the PRIME MINISTER be pleased to 
state : 

(a) the reasons for raising the retire¬ 
ment age of the Central Government emplo¬ 
yees front 55 to 58 years some years ago ; 

(b) whether this decision has an ad¬ 
verse impact on he employment of educated

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA): (a) to (c). 
The age of retirement of Central Govern¬ 
ment employees was raised from 55 to 58 
years with effect from 30th November, 1962, 
after a through examination of all relevant 
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factors and on the basis of the recommen¬ 
dation of the Second Pay Commission. The 
circumstances have not changed to warrant 
reconsideration of this decision. 


Radio Broadcast on Development Plans 

1105. SHRI TilSHWANATH ROY : 
Will the Minister of INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING be pleased to stale 
whether in view of the increasing importance 
of propaganda for development plans in the 
rural area, Government have prepared any 
plan for radio broadc ist from new centres 
in defferent, Stales ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM BIR 
SIN HA) : The following measures have been 
taken with a view to providing radio support 
to development plans in rural areas : 

(i) A number of new stations are being 
set up in the Fourth Plan in those parts of 
the country which were not covered by 
medium wave service. The relay stations 
(auxiliary centres) which were set up in these 
areas earlier are being upgraded as full-fled¬ 
ged programme originating stations according 
to a phased programme. This will extend 
radio coverage of rural areas. 

(ii) Support to development plans is one 
of the main objectives of radio programmes. 

(iii) Farm & Home Units are being set 
up at all stations. Twentyseven such cen¬ 
tres have been set up and 19 more will be 
set up during the Fouth Plan. These Units 
pay particular attention to programmes for 
agricultural development and health and 
nutritional education and rural development.

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dered the Report of the Committee set up to 
examine the r feasibiiity of establishing new 
Jute Mills in certain Jute growing areas 
including Tripura. 

Uneconomic Tea Estates in Tripura

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 

URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 
* 

Reported threat of closure of 
Cotton Textile Mills 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur) : I call the attention of the 
Minister of Foreign Trade to the following 
matter of urgent public importance and 1 
request that he may make a statement 
thereon : 

"The reported threat of closure of cotton 
textile mills in the country which is 
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likely to cause unemployment of 

thousands of textile workers”. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, As 
the House is aware, the cotton textile 
industry has been facing difficulties since 
1965, for one reason or the other. The 
accumulation of heavy slocks as a result of 
the Indo-Pakistan hostilities in 1965, the 
cotton crisis in 1966, the drought and 
consequent depression in 1966 and 1967 and 
the difficulty regarding cotton again in 
1970-71 have all affected the industry 
adversely. While steps were taken from 
time to time deal with the specific situations, 
as and when they arose, all these factors 
have resulted in the closure of many mills 
from lime to time. For the last three years, 
the number of closed mills in any month 
has ranged between 40 to 60. In the first 
half of 1970, the position was somewhat 
better and the number of closed mills on an 
average remained around 40. In March, 
1971, it rose to 56, while in April, 1971, ac¬ 
cording to the figures available, it was 55. In 
May, 1971,4 closed mills arc reported to 
have re-opened, but the figures of fresh 
closures have yet to come in from the 
different States. However, reopening of a 
few closed mills and closures of a few weak 
running mills has been a fairly common 
feature every month during the past few 
years. 

I do not know whether the Honour¬ 
able Members have based this Calling 
Attention Notice on a Press Report of a 
Bombay daily in their issue of 23rd May, 
1971. The position with regard to the five 
mills mentioned in the Press Report has 
been checked, through the Textile 
Commissioner and the Labour Commissioner 
of Maharashtra. It is understood that while 
these mills arc facing financial difficulties, 
there is no immediate threat of their closure ; 
nor has any notice of c'osure been received 
from any of these mills. In fact, the paper 
appears to have already published a contra¬ 
diction. 

Apart from this reference, I have 
had no reports of any imminent closures of 
any large number of mills, it is, however, 
true that the sharp rise in the prices of 
cotton during the current cotton year and 


textile mills (C A.) 

the credit restrictions accompanied by 
accumulation of stocks have adversely 
affected the liquidity position of the cotton 
textile industry in general. To meet the 
situation, substantial imports of cotton and 
staple fibre have been authorised and 
suggestions regarding credit relaxation have 
been made to the appropriate authorities. 

The only instrument available to 
Government (ill 1967 for dealing with fhc 
closed mills was the Industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951. The 
management of a number of mills was taken 
over, under that Act, but it was found that 
this Act did not permit effective Government 
management. The Cotton Textile Companies 
(Management of Undertakings and Liquida¬ 
tion or Reconstruction) Act, 1967, was, 
therefore, enacted and the National Textile 
Corpora* ion was formed in 1968. This Act 
provides for the effective management of 
mills by government and, simultaneously, 
for their liquidation as running concerns, or 
for reconstruction of the mill-companies. As 
a result of this, and of the activities of the 
National Textile Corporation, as also the 
State Governments or State Textile Corpo¬ 
rations, 27 mills are being managed today 
by Government. 

In spite of the serious situation 
caused by the steep increase in the price of 
cotton, creating special difficulties particularly 
for weak mills, Government have tried to 
deal with the situation by providing special 
relief to such mills by financial assistance, 
by preferential credit limits and allocations 
of foreign cotton and other measures. The 
Centra! Government, in consultation with 
the State Governments, are constantly 
watching the situation and are not hesitating 
to take prompt measures to avert threatened 
closures by any mill o* groups of mills. It 
will be seen that effective action has been 
taken to arrest the closure of any large 
number of mills, and there is no reason for 
apprehension on this account. The National 
Textile Corporation as well as the State 
Textile Corporations, wherever they have 
been established, have been specially charged 
with the responsibility on this account. I 
hope the Honourable members will appreciate 
that Government are taking all necessary 
measures to deal with this important 
problem. 
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PROF, MADHU DANDAVATE : Sir, 


is Government aware of the fact that the 
recurring crisis in places like Bombay, 
Kanpur, Calcutta and elsewhere with the 
consequent tfireat of unemployment is not 
just an accident but a calculated conspiracy 
on the part of the millowners to pressurise 
the Government to disproportionately increase 
imports of cotton so that artificially the 
prices of indigenous cotton are brought 
down and with the availability of cheap 
cotton, the margins of their profits are 
increased. Not satisfied with this, last 
year the millowners had demanded from 
the Government the upward revision of 
prices of controlled varities of cloth. On 
the pica that the entire issue of prices has 
been actually referred to the Brcau of 
Industrial Costs and Prices, the Government 
did not yield to the pressure of the mill- 
owners. But again pressure is being 
mounted on the Government. Will the 
Government take firm steps to see that 
it will not be further pressurised by mill- 
owners and there will not be any further 
increase in the prices of controlled varieties 
of cloth ? 

The millowners have been playing another 
game. For instance, under the pretext of 
non-availability of cheap cotton, inade¬ 
quacy of capital for replacing old machinery, 
either wholly or in part, lack of credit 
facilities and stringent restrictions on them 
and many other considerations they have been 
indirectly compelling the Government to 
take over the sick mills. They manage 
to get compensation when the State takes 
over the sick mills. When the machinery 
is replaced, new machinery is brought in 
and the mills are rehabilitated and placed 
on a sound footing, by the State, the mills are 
handed back to the millowners. Thus they 
find in Government some sort of a sana¬ 
torium or a health centre where their sick 
mills can be treated and brought back to 
health and normalcy after which they could 
take them over. This is the type of health 
insurance they get from the Government. 

Will Government take some positive 
steps to see that the millowners are forced 
to change this attitude with regard to 
the sick mills ? 

Then the problems of cotton growers, 
consumers and textile workers have to be 


tackled in a very effective manner. Will 
it be possible for the Government to extend 
and widen the scope of the present National 
Cotton Corporation so that all the three 
important aspects, namely, providing neces¬ 
sary seeds to the cotton growers, supervising 
the activity of production of yarn and 
ensuring its equitable distribution among the 
textile units, will be taken over by the 
Corporation ? 

Is the Government aware that in places 
like Bombay the trade union organisations 
have advised the workers that in the event 
of closure of mills, they should resort 
to sit down satyagraha in the mills and 
refuse to leave the mills ? Is Government 
aware of the gravity of the situation through¬ 
out the country. According to the Report 
of the Indian Cotton Mills Federation, let 
us not forget that the millowners belonging 
to the federation are the very people 
responsible for bringing about the closure 
of the mills-by April, 1971, 81 mills have 
been closed down and 81,000 textile workers 
have been rendered unemployed. Probably 
the Government is not counting those 23 mills 
which they feel deserve to be scrapped. 
That is how their number of the closed 
mills and the number given by the Federation 
do not tally. This is a grave situation. 

Since the crisis in textiles has been of 
a recurring nature, rather than tinkering 
with the problem and trying to solve it in 
a piecemeal way by taking over the sick 
mills only, will it be possible for the 
Government to have a more comprehensive 
review, ovorhaul its policy and move in the 
direction either of nationalisation of the 
textile mills, or putting the textile mills 
under co-operative agencies ? 

The Sakseria Cotton Textile Mills in 
Bombay was taken over as a sick mil! by the 
Government in 1967. The matter went to the 
Bombay High Court, and they sanctioned 
a reconstruction scheme under which actually 
the Government had to give up the charge 
of the mill. It was transferred to private 
management, and ultimately the mill went 
into liquidation and the workers have 
been thrown out of employment. Such a 
situation is developing. Therefore, will the 
Government now take a firm stand, taking 
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into account the over-all picture of the 
textile industry, its problems, difficulties 
and the pressures exerted by the textile 
magnates, and see to it that some policy of 
nationalisation or socialisation—the form is 
unimportant—is introduced ? Will some 
positive steps be taken in that direction ? 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : My statement was 
exhaustive and wc have said that wc are 
aware of the situation obtained in the textile 
mills. It is a fact that the situation in 
many of the mills is not good or healthy 
or heartening. The N.T.C. has been taking 
over the sick milis. There are 27 with 
them now and the cases of 13 more are 
under consideration. It is just possible that 
we will be able to take over- these mills also. 
The question is this, that the State Govern¬ 
ments have also to agree to make an 
investment of 50 per cent when the N.T.C. 
takes over a mill. 

The hon. Member also raised the question 
of yielding to the pressure of the textile 
mill-owners for higher prices of controlled 
varieties. There is no question of yielding 
to any pressuse. We are going to increase 
the prices of medium, coarse and other 
controlled varieties of cloth. This I have 
made clear on a number of occasions in 
the past, and I make it clear today also. 

As regards unemployment of the working 
class. It is a fact when mills arc closed, 
a number of workers are unemployed, 
and this is a very unfortunate position. 
The main reason for the closures is that 
wc have mills which are out-dated and old 
and cannot compete with others. These mills 
have to be either modernised or scrapped. 
The N.T.C. is doing that job, and it deserves 
our compliments for whatever it has been 
able to do in the last two years. I must 
say they have done a good job. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): In the cotton textile industry there 
arc a set of people who are exploiters, who 
are exploiting the cotton cultivators, the 
mill workers and the consumers at the same 
time, of course with the collusion of the 
Government. In March, 1971, the number 
of closed mills has risen to 56 from the 
previous figure of 40, and the N.T.C. has 


been a silent spectator. In West Bengal 
18 mills closed out of a total of 41, six 
during the President’s rule. Unemployment 
in West Bengal alone is 24,000 textile 
workers. The owners swallowed all the 
reserves, even the Provident Fund contribu¬ 
tions of the workers were misappropriated, 
and the Government has been a silent 
spectator. The Bombay and Ahmedabad 
tycoons want to continue their grip over 
the West Bengal market which produces 
only five per cent of the total requirements. 

For exemplc the Bengal Fine Spining 
and Weaving Mills had not opened for quite 
a long time. I should like to know what 
steps arc (he Government going to take and 
how soon they will come to a decision ? NTC 
has taken over 7 mills in Maharasnlra, 5 in 
Gujarat, 4 in Temil Nadu, two in U.P., 4 
in M.P., one each in Rajasthan and Pondi¬ 
cherry. How many out of the 24 mills in 
West Bengal have they taken over ? The 
hon. Minister Shri Mishra has assured in 
the Rajya Sabha on 24 November, 1970 that 
he was going to take some quick steps to 
examine the matter. What specific steps 
have been taken with regard to the taking- 
over the closed mills, especially in West 
Bengal, in view of his assurance. In West 
Bengal the distress is mainly lack of working 
capital and I am told that due to that only 
thirty per cent of the built-in capacity of 
the mills are being utilised at the moment. 
Another thing is that the textile mill owner 
in West Bengal is required to pay Rs. 100 
per bale more that what his counterpart in 
Gujarat or Bombay pays. Will the hon. 
Minister consider the suggestion to have a 
national retention price as he has done in 
the case of steel ? The Bengal cotton mills 
have been paying Rs 5 crores to the Central 
revenue. The first mill was opened in West 
Bengal in Bauria about 100 years ago. There 
the textile mills are really in great distress. 
What specific steps have been taken to tackle 
the problem and also to improve the position 
of unemployed workers in West Bengal. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I am in full 
agreement with Mr. Bosu. A number of 
textile milis in West Bengal are dosed and 
workers are unemployed. I had discussions 
with officers of the West Bengal Government; 
perhaps the Chief Secretary was also here. 
I had suggested to him that the West Bengal 
Government should agree to the proposal of 
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the NTC to takeover some of the mills which 
could be run. There were a number of mills 
which were to be scrapped, very old mills. 
There were fife or six mills which we can 
take over profitably provided the State 
Government agrees. Later when the popular 
Government come into power I wrote to the 
Minister concerned that the State Govern¬ 
ment should agree to fifty per cent of the 
capital required for the purpose and that the 
NTC will then lake over the mills. 

With regard to the support price to 
cotton, at the moment we have got support 
price for cotton. It will be difficult for me to 
say anything about the retention price at 
this stage. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : How 
many ootton mills have you taken over in 
West Bengal ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: We have sugges- 
sted the names of six or seven mills which 
we wanted to take over and for that we need 
the co-operation of the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The reply 
is nil. Why should he mislead the House. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I say : none ; 

I myself say so. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
According to information available with me, 
22 textile mills in West Bengal and 13 in 
Coimbatore alone are closed ; 19 mills are 
closed in U. P; two mills are under threat 
of closure. The Labour Commissioner of 
Maharashtra might have contradicted the 
statement but my friend Mr. Dandavate has 
already stated the position. Workers were 
asked to squat in the mills and do dha'na 
and some mills were closed. It appears that 
Government is going to take over certain 
mills after detailed investigations. That is 
exactly what is. delaying matters. Textile 
mill owners have the maximum profit till the 
machinery is turned into a junk and when it 
becomes sick or because of mismanagement 
it is handed over to the Government. After 
sometime it is given blcod plasma and every¬ 
thing and the mill is again handed back to 
the mill-owners. 
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I am happy to know that some of the 
mills have been taken over recently in Utter 
Pradesh on a permanent basis ; they will not 
be handed over to the millowners again. I 
would like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether any policy has been evolved. Now, 
detailed investigations under the industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act take con¬ 
siderably a long time. I want to know 
whether any other method has been evolved 
to take over hese mills without such a detail¬ 
ed investigation which is delayed by the 
employers. The employers do not produce 
the documents and they do not tell the 
Government what their assets and liabilities 
are, and these things take a very long time 
in many places. 

Anothei solemn promise was made in 
this House and outside also that in Kanpur, 
the Lakshmi Ratan Mills headed by Shri Ram 
Ratan Gupta—I am sorry to mention his 
name—would be taken over. This gentleman 
does not pay any tax : neither the sales-tax 
nor the income-lex nor the wealth-tax or any 
other tax as payment to Government reve¬ 
nues. The hon. Minister was kind enough 
to appoint a team consisting of the Textile 
Commissioner, the managing Director of the 
National Textile Corporation of India and 
one of the very able Joint Secretaries in his 
ministry. They visited Kanpur recently and 
saw the horrible, wretched conditions of the 
workers in these two mills—Atherton West 
Mills and Lakshmi Ratan Mills. 

I want to know, firstly, what positive 
steps are being taken to lake over the closed 
mills in West Bengal, Bombay and Coimbatore. 
In Shcncottah, the Balavarme Textile Mills, 
employing about 600 workers, closed in 1969 
and was ordered to be taken over on 
11-3-1971 by State Government, but it still 
remains closed. Another mill in Rajapalayam, 
employing 400 workers, closed on 18-7-1970 
and there is no mor& for opeing it in the 
near future. Both the State Government 
and the Ccniral Government are not taking 
action on it ; it is a sad commentary on 
our taking over the mills. 

So, 1 want to know whether in West 
Bengal, Bombay and Coimbatore, what posi¬ 
tive steps have been taken and how many 
mills are going to be taken over immediately 
and what steps have been taken to place a 
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ban on the closure of the textile mills. Many 
laws have been passed and many ordinances 
have been passed, but 1 would like to know 
from the hon. Minister whether there is any 
ban on the closure of textile mills, that they 
should not close the textile mills. 

I would like to know whether there is 
any order or ban that the Government would 
like to make to the effect that no textile 
mill should be closed without prior 
notice or without adequate reasons for 
closure. The millowncrs cannot close the 
mills according to their whims and declare 
the workers as surplus. I want to know 
whether any final dicision will be taken to 
take over the Lakshini Ratan Cotton mills 
and Atherton West Mills in Kanpur and, if 
not, the reasons for the delay in taking them 
over. The hon. Minister must know that 
the workers of the Lakshmi Ratan Cotton 
Mills in Kanpur are on strike since the past 
four to five days, and they are determined to 
remain on stricke until the mill is taken over 
by the Uttar Pradesh Government, until 
the Uttar Pradesh Government takes a 
decision to take over this mill. I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister what are 
the decisions of the Central Government ; 
whether they are going to take over this 
mill. 

SHR1 L. N. MISHRA : The hon. Mem- 
ber has asked about a number of individual 
mills. It would be difficult for me to give 
any categorical answer about individual 
mills. But as a genrral principle, the posi¬ 
tion is like this. If in the case of any indi¬ 
vidual mill, if it has to be taken over and a 
decision is to be made about it, a team for 
investigation is set up and it is only after 
such an investigation that a decision regar¬ 
ding the taking over of the mill is taken. 
The hon. Member said that we should take 
over the mills without any investigation. It 
is not possible. There are some methods. 

SHR1 S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, kindly 
hear me. I have not suggested that. I asked 
whether there is any other method by which 
the delays can be avoided ; whether there is 
any other method by which these mills can 
be taken over immediately, and whether they 
will ban the closure of a mill. These are 
the two questions ; the third question is 
about the Lakshmi Ratan Mills. 


SHRI L. N. MISHRA : As I said, without 
detailed investigation, mills oannot be taken 
over. If it is not in national interest and 
if it is difficult for the textile corporation 
to run the milts how can we*take over such 
mills which are not working at all or which 
cannot be made to work ? About Lakshmi 
Rattan Cotton Mills, I have discussed it 
with him on a number of occasions and also 
with the officers of U.P. Government. 
We had appointed a team of officers for 
investigation and their report is before us. 
We are in correspondance with the State 
Government. The moment the State 
Government agrees to invest 50 per cent of 
the capital required, we will take it over. 
In principle, we have agreed to take it over. 

He said, no textile mill should be closed 
without prior notice. There is a provision 
that proper notice should be given to the 
workers before closure is done. So far as 
workers are concerned, he may tak up 
the matter with the Labour Ministry. But 
my advice to the textile mills has been 
if they are in difficulty, they should come 
to our ministry and we shall help them 
with credit facilities, funds for modernisa¬ 
tion of machinery, etc. But there are a 
number of mills which have not been coope¬ 
rative in this respect. But the main reason 
why a number of mills had closed was 
that they felt that it would not be profitable 
for them to run the mills. 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA 
(Jammu) : Most of the points have 
already been answered. Only one thing 
remains. Since this problem is coming up 
from time to time before Government, may 
I know what specific steps Government 
have taken to see that the mill-owners try to 
modernise their machinery because one main 
reason for closure is, the machinery is 
out-dated ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : Our mills have 
to be modernised. This is the problem 
in Europe also that the textile mills 
have to be modernised. Our mills 
are very bad and they have to be 
modernised, but the mill-owners are not 
coming forward. We have made a provision 
in the plan for modernisation of mills, 
but that amount is not being utilised. I 
would request the hon. member to prevail 
upon the mill-owners to take advantage 
of this facility. 
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MR. SPEAKER: Shri S. M. Krishna 12.30hra. 
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SHRI JYQTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, I 
know you have admitted a catling attention 
notice on this tomorrow. But may I say, 
one former M.P., Mr. Badrudduja and Dr. 
Yazdani have been detained under the 
Preventive Detention Act. The Chief Minister 
has all along been saying that they will 
prosecute them. But they have not been 
prosecuted. It has been done with a political 
motive, because the bye-elections are coming 
Let them make a statement. ( Interruptions ). 

MR. SPEAKER : I have already admitted 
that calling attention notice. I am not 
allowing anybody to raise it now.

STATEMENT Re : APPOINTMENT 
OF ONE-MAN COMMISSION OF 
ENQUIRY BY THE SSP-LED 
GOVERNMENT IN BIHAR 

THE MINISTER OF, FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : Mr. 
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in Bihar (St.) 

Speaker, Sir, I seek your permission to say 
a few words relating to the issue of a Noti¬ 
fication by the former SSP-led Ministry of 
the Government of Bihar establishing a 
One-man Commission of Enquiry to look 
into certain allegations against me in 
connection with the working of public co¬ 
operation work of the Bharat Scwak Samaj 
in the Kosi Project.

MR. SPEAKER : I have seen it. The 
statement was sent to me earlier I have 
seen it from that point of view and after¬ 
wards 1 have allowed him. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I was out of 
the country when the Notification was issued, 
and with out prejudice to further steps in 
connection with the said enquiry, I have 
been anxious, since my return, to place 
before the House a general account of the 
facts of the case. 

I might mention, Sir that it is little odd 
that even the principles of elementary 
justice of seeking my explanation, much 
less consulting me, was not followed by 
the SSP-led Government of Bihar, before 
setting up this Commission of Enquiry. 

Perhaps, if they had consulted me, 
looked into their papers a little more care¬ 
fully, gathered some preliminary evidence, 
they would themselves have come to the 
conclusion that a Commission of this kind 
was uncalled for and infractuous. It is 
nothing but an act of political vindictiveness. 

Within day or two on my appointment 
as parliamentary Secretary in the Govern¬ 
ment of India some time in May, 1957, 
I resigned from the Convenorship of the 
Kosi Section of the Bharat Sewak Samaj. 
This is not a matter which is unknown to 
this House. This was discussed on Shri 
Madhu Limaye’s allegation in the Lok 
Sabha on 22nd March, 1968 and the replies 
furnished by me are available in the proceed¬ 
ings of this House. 
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The Notification ssued by the Govern* 
ment of Bihar mentions mainly three allega¬ 
tions against me : 

(1) It has been alleged that accounts 
for a sum of Rs. 2,10,000 with¬ 
drawn from the Community Savings 
Fund some 12 or 13 years back 
have not yet been rendered by me 
to the Government of Bihar. 

1 might mention that the Bharat 
Sewak Samaj Community Savings Fund was 
not created from the money of the Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar nor the project authorities. 
It was entirely the result of deductions from 
the wage bills of the woikers engaged by the 
local agencies of the Bharat Sewak Samaj. 
In other words, this fund represented the 
accumulation of a part .of the money to 
be paid to the workers for the earth-work 
already done by them for the Project and 
for which regular bills were made and 
passed for payment by the Project officers 
concerned. This was hundred per cent 
workers money, Government having no 
right or claim over it. 

Government having no connection with 
either the creation or the accumulation of 
this fund, naturally was not competent to 
enquire into the use or the disbursements of 
this fund. 

The Community Savings Fund was 
started with the objective of raising local 
resources for local developmental work. 
These savings were left in deposit with the 
Project authorities oi a clear understanding 
that the Bharat Sewak Samaj will be free 
to withdraw this money as and when it 
likes. 

For disbursement of this fund, two 
different committees were constituted by 
the Bharat Sewak Samaj for Western and 
Eastern sides of the Kosi and these com¬ 
mittees were authorised to withdraw money 
from this fund for community works like, 
construction, repairs of schools, hospitals, 
panchayat ghars, community halls and 
provision of tube-wells for drinking water. 

I was authorised to withdraw from this 
fund for the various construction works 
on the western side of the Kosi. A sum 
of Rs; 2,10,000 was withdrawn in two instal- 


Government in Bihar {St.) 
ments sometime in the years 1959 and I960 
and not Rs. 23 lakhs as publicized by SSP 
leaders. This amount was* sent to the 
various people concerned for the purposes 
it was meant on the recommepdation of the 
committee fully constituted for the purpose. 

I can categorically state here that no 
money drawn from this fund remains 
unaccounted for. Full accounts were sub¬ 
mitted by me to the Convenor of the 
Western Embankment Community Savings 
Committee sometime eight years back and 
these accounts were duly accepted. 

The Convenor of the concerned 
Committee, in accepting the accounts, 
submitted by me, in his letter dated June 
15, 1963, addressed to me said : “As directed 
by you, your letter along with the state¬ 
ment of account was placed before the 
meeting of the Community Savings Fund 
(Western Embankment) held yesterday and 
it was accepted unanimously. The Com¬ 
mittee has directed me to convey to you 
our sense of gratitude for your help and 
guidance. The Committee feel* that you 
have acted not only as a treasurer to further 
the cause of the Community Savings but 
have also provided the leadership and 
we have been able to do justice to our 
work only because of your able guidance. 
Now that you have decided not to continue 
as the treasurer, we confirm that no balance 
of this fund is left with you. You are the 
leader of the people of this area and they 
would continue to have the right to look 
to you for guidance and help.” 

Before I go to the next point, I would 
like to reiterate here that the Government 
of Bihar had no claim or right over this 
money. It was neither a grant nor a loan ; 
it was not even an advance or a subsidy. 
This was hundred per cent Bharat Sewak 
Samaj money which has been fully accounted 
for as I have started earlier. 

On my return from London, and on 
hearing about this Commission of Enquiry, 
I got in touch again with the concerned 
Organisation, and I have been re-assured 
that the accounts for this period have been 
checked and certified by the chartered 
Accountants. 
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(2) The second allegation is about 
the outstanding dues lying with the Unit 
leaders (Chiefs of the village panchayats and 
labour co-operatives). 

This is a strange way of assigning 
responsibilities and liabilities to individuals. 
There was a well-defined procedure for 
allotting work, and hundreds of public 
spirited men were allotted specific areas 
of work on their entering into individual 
contracts in the areas of the Executive 
Engineers concerned. 

These Unit leaders worked in a hierarchy 
of organisation, and were under a direct 
contractual obligation with the project 
authorities. For all practical and legal 
purposes, it was a relationship between a 
contractor and the authority awarding the 
contract between the Unit leaders and the 
Project authorities. 

I was neither the guarantor, nor did 
I stand surety for the amount drawn by 
the Unit leaders for the construction work. 
Bharat Sewak Samaj too was only a catalytic 
agent for generating the spirit of public 
cooperation and involvement of lakhs of 
local people In gigantic work of immense 
local significance. 

If any amount has been left unrccovcred 
from the Unit leaders the Kosi Project 
is fully competent and free to take legal 
action against the defauling parties as 
they are in the case of other private con¬ 
tractors. This is a bilateral question between 
the Project authorities on the one hand and 
the Unit leaders on the other. 

1 am informed that in some cases, the 
Project authorities have instituted certificate 
Proceedings under the Public Demands 
Recovery Act for the realisation of the 
outstanding amounts from some Unit 
leaders. This is, as you know, the normal 
procedure for dealing with the defaulting 
contractors. 

It is, therefore very unfair and strange 
that I should be held concurrently responsible 
fpr the default of third persons in the 
contractual obligation between them and 
the Project authorities. 
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You will appreciate that I cannot be 
held responsible either legally or morally 
for such acts of commission, If any, on the 
part of Unit leaders who had direct relation¬ 
ship with the Project authorities. 

(3) The third change is still more 
amusing—the Commission of Enquiry has 
been called upon to report on my assets 
and liabilities before the commencement 
of the works in the Kosi Project and for 
the period there after. I am not sure how 
far the Government of Bihar is competent 
in setting up a Commission of Enquiry to 
look into questions of this kind. 

You arc aware, Sir, that like my other 
colleagues in the Government, l have been 
submitting my Annual Siatement of Assets 
and Liabilities to the Prime Minister. 

I wi.l be the last man to shirk from any 
investigation for comparing my assets and 
liabilities before and after I entered public 
life. Why should it remain confined to 
the period of my association with Bharat 
Sewak Samaj alone ? 

However, you will appreciate that this 
should not be confined merely to me or 
to the Members of the Treasury Bench. 
Should not such an enquiry include all 
those involved in public life including the 
former SSP Ministers of Bihar. 

About myself, I say this with some 
feeling I entered public life as a young 
student in 1940 and today, after 31 years, 
I am left with not even one-tenth of the 
assets that I inherited from my father prior 
to my joining public life. 

I do not wish to inflict these personal 
details on this House, but I seek your per¬ 
mission, Sir, to raise before this House an 
issue of far-rcaching importance, arising 
out of this unilateral ‘action of the former 
SSP-Ied Government of Bihar. 

In a federal structure and in a free 
democracy, the type of Government and 
the Ruling Party at the Centre and the 
states may often vary. Would the different 
States have the freedom to politically black¬ 
mail Ministers of the Union Government 
by unilaterally setting up Commissions of 
Enquiry against their conduct and that 
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MR. SPEAKER : I have already ex¬ 
plained it. There is no need of repeating it. 
He has raised very important issues and, 
before raising all these issues, I think, all 
this background was very necessary as to 
whether, where in the State and at the 
Centre different parties are ruling, any action 
against a Minister here should be unilateral 
without any proper code or procedure or 
without any reference to the Prime Minister 
or the President and whether we can do it 
in respect of a State Minister without any 
reference to the Governor or the Chief 
Minister. These are very important issues 
and he had to give the whole background.

GENERAL INSURANCE(EMERGENCY 
PROVISIONS) BILL 

MR. SPEAKER : Item 11—Maharaja 
Martand Singh—absent. 

Shri Y. B. Chavan. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): I beg to 
move : 

“That the Bill to provide for the taking 
over, in the public interest, of the 
management of general insurance 
business pending nationalisation of such 
business, be taken into consideration.” 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Item No. 11 and No. 12 have been taken 
together. * 

MR. SPEAKER : No. In regard to 
item No. 11, fhe Mover is not here ; it is 
not moved. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Maharaja 
has walked out or Delhi. 

MR. SPEAKER You have relied on 
them for this. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : There is no 
disapproval Motion before the House. 

MR. SPEAKER : The Mover is not 
there. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : There is 
one difficulty. We have 4 hours. We really 
wanted to move certain amendments 
though we have discussed very exhaustively 
with the hon. Minister. 

MR. SPEAKER : That is all right ; 
now we will accept them on the main 
motion. Shri Chavan. He has already 
moved the motion. 

SHRI CHAVAN : This Bill really 
proposes to convert the Ordinance into 
an Act. This has to be done within a 
limited period and hence this Motion 
in the early part of the session. This 
question was debated for many many 
months, perhaps, many years. There 
was a growing demand for nationalisation 
of general insurance along with nationalisation 
of banks. There was certainly different 
thinking at different times. Some people 
possibly thought that this Government itself 
had taken a certain position in 1968 
and made certain statements but now 
in 1971 we have come forward with 
proposals to take over the management 
and, ultimately, to take over the ownership 
of the entire structure of general insurance, 

I am trying to anticipate the arguments 
that might possibly be made although the 
hon. Member who wanted to move that 
motion of disapproval is not here. It is much 
better that I cover his arguments. 

There is one point which has been made 
that there is not much of funds available in 


general insurance business. The other point is 
that there is not much of profitability in this 
business. The third point is that there is so 
much scope of discretion and so many 
cases calling for the use of discretion, and 
that there will be much more risk in this 
matter. Therefore, the argument is advanced 
that not much of public interest is likely 
to be served by the taking over of general 
insurance. This argument has been advanced 
by those who wanted to oppose the Govern¬ 
ment’s move. 

In reply I would like to say that the 
volume of funds depend upon the volume of 
activities. I quite concede the point that 
the volume of funds available at the present 
moment is comparatively small. But I 
find that it is small because the general 
insurance business had confined itself 
to very limited fields of activities, 
only to Commerce and Industries. They 
could go and expand theii activities to other 
social purposes. It may certainly take 
more time. Therefore, the argument that 
there is a small volume of funds and there¬ 
fore we should not go in for it does not 
stand the test of logic. 

The second argument is that its 
profitability is low. If the profitability, was 
not high, I do not know why the companies 
were agitating and opposing the proposal 
for nationalisation. If there is no case of 
profitability where is the cause for opposition to 
its nationalisation ? Really speaking, it is not 
meiely the question of profitability alone 
that matters. That certain assets are 
becoming available more and more for 
social purpose is the most important 
factor which we have got to take into 
account in this particular case. 

Personally, I feel that there is more 
justification to take it over, because after 
nationalisation, under th,e directions of this 
Parliament, and under the direction of 
public opinion in this country possibly, the 
general insurance business as such will break 
some new grounds, see some new horizons 
and try to serve more social objective. The 
investment policies also will have to be 
more socially oriented, and we can achieve 
some new objectives by nationalisation. So, 
this was the main ground on which we took 
this deci ;ion. Certainly, it was one of our 
major commitments to the electorate. When 
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we went to the electorate, this was one of 
our major planks, and I am glad that I am 
in a position to come here and say that we 
have fulfilled at least one of the important 
promises that were given to our electorate, 

I would like to give certain information 
which would be useful for discussing this 
Bill and the general scheme of the Ac - . 
As you might be able to see, at the present 
moment, we are not taking over the owner¬ 
ship, but we are merely taking over the 
management. But for taking over the mana¬ 
gement, we have decided to give them 
certain compensation per month. This 
formula is included in the Bill itself. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
Compensation for what ? - 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Hon. Members will see in clause 6 that we 
have provided that every insurer shall be 
given by the Central Government compen¬ 
sation for the vesting in it under article 3 
the management of the undertaking of the 
insurer. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 
When Government are not taking over the 
ownership, why should they pay 
compensation ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is only the first step. Ultimately, we 
shall have to come before the House to take 
over the ownership. The first step is being 
taken now, and we shall have to take the 
next step also... 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : Compen¬ 
sation is to be paid only when the owner¬ 
ship is taken over. Why is he paying 
compensation just now ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
We shall come to that just now. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : But why 
compensation now ? Compensation for 
what ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
For vesting the management. 


PROF. S. L. SAKSENA' : But the 
ownership still remains with them. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO .CHAVAN : 
We have to act according to the present 
legal position. It is no use merely having 
some political views in this matter. This is 
the present legal position, and we have to 
act according to the legal advice, and this 
is what we are doing. 

The general gross assets are worth Rs. 
240 crores. I think the compensation that 
we shall have to pay to these companies 
will be about Rs 28 or 30 lakhs per month 
varying according to the formula prescribed. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI 
(Shajapur) Per year ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Per month. The basis that we have taken 
for paying compensation is the average annual 
distributed profits of all Indian insurers 
during the last three years, namely 1 ) 67 , 1968 
and 1969. It works out to about Rs. 2.03 or 
Rs. 2.04 crores. The profits of the foreign 
insurers is not known ; it might be about 
a crore of rupees. I find that the total pre¬ 
mium written by the Indian insurers in 
1969 was about Rs. 108 crores, and by the 
foreign insurers in 1969 was worth about 
Rs. 23 crores. This is just by way of 
information. 

The House would be interested to know 
the number of insurers whose management 
lias been taken over. There are 64 Indian, 
(including three subsidiaries of the LIC) and 
42 foreign insurers who are covered by the 
Ordinance. The three subsidiaries of the 
LIC are the Oriental, the Jupiter and Indian 
Guarntee companies. The employees in¬ 
volved in this whole business number about 
25,000. 

I have given a general outline of the 
organisation that we are taking over, the 
purpose of taking it oyer and I have also 
expressed our further intention to bring 
forward a Bill. When we take over the 
ownership, naturally, that matter will have 
to be gone into very carefully and considered 
fully. I know some members want this Bill 
to go to a select Committee. Actually, there 
is a motion also tabled to that effect. That 
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will defeat the very purpose of this Bill and 
this Bill may not then become an Act 
within the • stipulated period. I cannot 
afford to entertain that idea. Certainly 
when we come to the House with a Bill for 
full-fledged talcing over of the ownership, 
it can be referred to a select committee. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : How soon 
is that Bill coming ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
As early as possible. I do not think I will 
be able to introduce it this session. This 
much I am clear. But certainly I would 
like to finish the whole process as early 
as possible. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon) : 
Half work has been done. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
I do not think I need take any more time 
at this stage. According to me, this pro¬ 
position is non-controversial. I think it 
is in fulfilment of the demand of the people 
that we have taken this step. .So I hope 
without much of a controversy it will be 
accepted. 

MR. SPEAKER : Motion moved : 

“That the Bill to provide for the taking 
over, in the public interest, of the 
management of general insurance 
business pending nationalisation of such 
business, be taken into consideration.” 

There is a motion for reference to select 
committee. It is from Shri Jyotirmoy Basu. 
I am told he has not mentioned the names 
of the members who have agreed. Moreover, 
he is not present. So it is not moved. 

We have four hours for this. I think 
we can have 2£ hours for general discussion 
and If hours for clause by clause. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : They have 
made it abundantly clear that they are not 
going to accept any amendment. 

MR. SPEAKER Actually there is no 
amendment. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA * You said 
you would accept amendments. What is 
the position ? 

MR. SPEAKER : He said he had 
certain amendments concerning the disap¬ 
proval of the Ordinance. On that, there 
cannot be any amendment. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : I only 
wanted to move an amendment that no 
compensation should be paid. I can move 
it orally. 

MR. SPEAKER : No, it is very difficult 
for me to accept that like that. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : Members 
arc entitled to move amendments. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan) : Government have said that 
it is due to the persistent general demand 
of the people that they are now taking over 
general insurance, but at the moment it is 
said they are taking over only management. 
Although it is a stop gap measure, we, of 
course, support it. But our demand is that 
the general insurance business should be 
nationalised as a whole in all the its aspects. 
We would like to impress upon Government 
the necessity of fixing a timelimit within 
which Government should come forward 
with a proper Bill for outright taking over 
of the business as a whole. However, we 
do welcome the Bill as a small step in the 
hope that it will help check the power of 
individual monopolists in this country. As 
we are opposed to all forms of private 
monopoly, we welcome the measure as a 
step in the right direction, although at the 
moment a somewhat halting step. 

There is a fundamental point on which 
we have to disagree with the proposal which 
has been mooted. That is what is put 
in clause 6 of the Bill, that is with regard 
to payment of compensation. The hon. 
Minister said that the legal opinion that has 
been received by the Government seems to 
suggest that it is necessary to pay compen¬ 
sation even for taking over the management. 
We beg to disagree with that and we would 
like to bring to the notice of the hon. 
Minister certain provisions of the Consti¬ 
tution the meaning of which is now well 
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settled. Judicial construction is now avai¬ 
lable. There is no provision under the 
present Constitution to make payment of 
compensation for taking over of management 
only. 

Article 31A (1) reads :

GENERAL INSURANCE (EMERGENCY 
PROVISIONS) BILL— Contd 

[Mr. Deputy-Speaki r in the chair ] 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : I have given notice of an 
amendment for referring the Bill to a select 
Committee. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You were 
called but you were not here. We have been 
following a certain procedure. At a particular 
stage a particular thing has to be done. 
It was not done and therefore it cannot be 
done now. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I had to 
go out for a minute to attend to a phone 
call. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You know 
the procedure. The hon. Minister has moved 
the motion for consideration. Now an hon. 
Member has started speaking on that. How 
can I upset all the procedure now ? It is 
not possible. Mr. Chatterjee. 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan) : Before the access, I was 
drawing the attention of the hon. Minister 
to certain relevant provisions of the Consti¬ 
tution, article 31A (1) (b), with regard to 
taking over of managements : 

“Notwithstanding anything contained in 
article 13, no law providing for...the 
taking over of the management of any 
property by the State for a limited 
period either in the public interest or in 
order to secure the proper management 
of the property...shall bedeemed to be 
void on the ground that it is inconsistent 
with, or takes away or abridges any of 
the rights conferred by article 14, article 
19 or article 31 ” 

Therefore, when the management of the 
general insurance business is being taken 
over not for an indefinite period, inasmuch 
as the Government has already come to a 
decision ultimately to nationalise it, when 
therefore, the management will be taken up 
for some definite period, if the Government 
can decide as to the period during which 
the management will be taken over and if 
a law was passed without making any 
provision for payment of compensation, 
such a law could not be challenged under 
article 31A of the Constitution of India, 
even on the ground that such a law violates 
article 19 or 31 of the Constitution. This 
amendment was made in the Constitution 
through the Constitution (Fourth Amendment) 
Act. 1955. This Act was challenged before 
the Supreme Court in the Golaknath case, 
and the Supreme Court has decided that 
although fundamental rights could not be 
amended, that is, the provisions relating 
to the fundamental rights could not be 
amended, so far as the Constitution 
(Fourth Amendment) Act, 1955 is 
concerned, it has been held to be a valid 
piece of amending legislation, as it has been 
established and incorporated in the Consti¬ 
tution for a long time. Therefore, if article 
31A is referred to, then, it is clear that no 
payment of compensation need have been 
made for taking over the management of 
any of the properties by the State. 

It has now been well-established that an 
industrial undertaking is a property within 
the meaning of clause (b) of sub-article <i) of 
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article 31 A ef the Constitution. Thererore, as 
the Government has already decided and as 
the hon. Finance Minister was referring to the 
point, at the*time of moving the Bill,, that in 
public interest nationalisation will come but 
we cannot fix a date, we could have taken 
up for three years or five years the manage¬ 
ment of the general insurance business ; then 
that would be for a definite period, and if 
taking over was for a definite period, no 
compensation would have been payable. In 
the meantime, the Government could have 
come with an appropriate Bill for the 
nationalisation of the entire general insurance 
business. 

Therefore, when in our country wc are 
told by the Government that wc cannot find 
adequate resources to implement all our 
nation-building projects or public welfare 
schemes, and even when we arc to tax the 
common people for their necessities of life 
including bread in spite of the astounding 
discovery by the Finance Minister that it is 
only the affluent who take bread, to provide 
for a legislation to pay Rs. 33 lakhs a month 
to these business-houses only for the purpose 
of taking over the management, I submit, is 
a surrender to big business, and a betrayal 
of the common people of the country. We 
are taxing the poor people of this country 
for the purpose of payment of compensation 
to these big business-houses. We all know 
that these insurance companies are owned by 
or controlled by big business-houses. For 
what purpose they will get this compensation ? 
They will be out of actual management 
only. There is neither acquisition or 
requisition. In our Constitution, as it is 
framed uptill now, compensation is payable 
for acquisition or requisition of property but 
here we are neither acquiring nor requisition¬ 
ing any property. Therefore, there is no 
necessity, under our Constitution, to pay any 
compensation. Why then is this large sum 
of money, Rs. 33 lakhs a month, to be 
given for these big business-houses for the 
purpose of payment of compensation only 7 

Therefore, so far as clause 6 of this Bill 
is concerned, we have our fundamental 
objection and we request the hon. Finance 
Minister to consider whether any amendment 
could be moved by the Government for 
deleting clause 6 and for taking over the 


management of the insurance business for a 
definite period of time, which will be within 
the constitutional provision as contained in 
article 31 A. 

In the Bill, there is no indication as to 
for what purpose this money will be given. 
Clause 7 says : 

“(1) compensation referred to in section 
6 shall be paid by the Central 
Government in cash to every 
insurer. 

(2) The compensation received by an 
insurer under section 6 shall be 
dealt with by him in such manner 
as may be prescribed.” 

So far as the utilisation of the money is 
concerned, the Bill does not make any 
provision. It is very much in doubt whether 
the Government can provide for any legis¬ 
lation as to the actual utilisation of the 
money given by way of compensation. The 
management is being taken over until there 
is nationalisation. The entire management 
will be in the hands of the Government, 
except, I think, the Board of Directors, all 
other in management will continue. For 
what purpose is the money given, until and 
unless there is acquisition and vesting of 
property in the State ? So long as the Bill 
does not provide why compensation is to be 
paid and how it is to be utilised—we do not 
know what provision will be made about the 
actual utilisation of the amount—wc feel it 
is liable to be challenged if any restriction is 
sought to be put later on by means of 
subordinate legislation or rule-making power 
about the actual utilisation of the money by 
the insurer. In view of the financial position 
of the country and in view of the fact that 
there is no vesting of property in the State, 
there is no justification either financial or 
political or any other justification to make 
any sum available to the insurer during 
the period of management by the Government. 

Hon. Members are aware that the 
Oriental Gas Company was taken over by 
the West Bengal Government in 1961, That 
Act was challenged before the Calcutta High 
Court. No compensation was provided there 
for taking over the management. Justice 
Ray, who is now a Judge of the Supreme 
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Court, expressly held that in view of article 
31A, you cannot challenge it, although no 
payment of compensation is made. Similarly, 
when the management of the Calcuttta Tram¬ 
ways was taken over, no compensation was 
paid. In this case alone why is the Central 
Government so anxious to put Rs. 33 lakhs 
every month into the pockets of big business 
houses, unless the reasons are otherwise ? 
There is no constitutional requirement for 
payment of compensation, unless it is a 
return for the contribution that was made 
during the elections by these big business 
houses to the election fund of the ruling 
party. But we cannot really achieve socialism 
in this country by pampering big business 
houses or by pleasing them by doling out 
public money in the fashion that is sought 
to be done under this Act. 1 would request 
the Finance Minister to really go into the 
legal aspects and decide whether law requires 
payment of compensation as provided in this 
Bill. 

There are two other points I want to 
raise. One is the question of future 
management. Clause 3 of the Bill says : 

“.the persons in charge of the 

management of such undertaking 
immediately before the appointed day 
shall, on and from the appointed day, 
be in charge of the management of the 
undertaking for and on behalf of the 
Central Government.” 

No time-limit has been imposed as to 
how long the same set of managerial 
personnel will continue to manage these 
undertakings. We know these have been 
the persons who have so long served the 
interests of big monopolists. We will be 
perpetua'ing the same mistakes, the same 
outlook, the same policies, which so far have 
governed these undertakings, if we continue 
the same management. Therefore, unless 
there is a total, radical change in the entire 
management pattern, we will not achieve 
the purposes for which wc have been asking 
for nationalisation of general insurance. 

The other point which I wish to 
emphasize for the consideration of the 
Finance Minister and this House is that the 
resources - may be, initially large resources 
may not be available—the resources that 


would be available in the case of manage¬ 
ment of the insurance companies should be 
utilized for diversifying the types of insurance. 
We ought to consider and take up insurance 
like unemployment Insurance, crop insurance 
and insurance for providing social security 
which has never been undertaken by the 
companies so far. These are the types of 
insurance which we should consider and the 
government should very seriously take up 
this proposal so that the common man can 
really derive some benefit. 

Then I come to the question relating to 
employees. So far as the employees are 
concerned, 1 submit that the government 
should consider laying down definite terms 
and conditions for the employees of those 
insurance companies and to provide for 
their security of service. There is one 
organisation called the Calcutta Claims 
Bureau, which is a non-official organisation. 
This Bureau was set up by a large number 
of insurance companies with the object of 
acting on behalf of the insurance companies 
in connection with the settlement of claims 
arising under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1923. So far as the management 6f the 
Bureau is concerned, it was and still is under 
a committee consisting of the representatives 
of the member insurance companies and the 
payment of their wages and other expenses is 
borne out of a levy on the premium of 
the member insurance companies. There 
are 75 members in the staff of the Calcutta 
Claims Bureau. Unless they are recognised 
as servants of some undertaking, unless the 
government recognise their service and absorb 
them, 75 persons will lose their jobs with 75 
families suffering. Therefore, 1 would request 
the government to consider giving recognition 
to the Calcutta Claims Bureau and to absorb 
their employees so that they may not be 
thrown out of employment for no fault of 
theirs. Let them be not the victims of 
nationalisation. 

SHRI V1KRAM CHAND MAHAJAN 
(Kangra) : Sir, the Finance Minister and 
the Prime Minister deserve full credit for 
bringing in a measure which will put the 
nation on the march towards socialism and 
for ushering in the great socialist society. The 
funds of these insurance companies were 
previously used for the benefit of a few. 
Now these funds would be used for the

development Activities of the country, in 
removing unemployment and in putting the 
nation on the road to progress. 

There were many malpractices indulged 
in by the insurance companies. To give a 
few examples, the business houses used to 
put certain detective goods in their godowns 
and then set hie to the godown and recover 
the full money from the insurance company 
in collusion with some of the officers. 
Similarly, a car would be insured. When it 
had some minor accident, in collusion with 
workshops and the inspectors, the entire 
amount for the repair of the car engines 
even would be recovered from the insurance 
company though that is not permissible 
under the rules. Let us hope that all such 
malpractices will be curbed in future. 

One of our friends suggested that clause 
6 need not find a place in the Bill and he 
has cited an article of the Constitution. 
Article 31A (I) (b) reads : 

“the taking over of the management of 
any property by the State for a limited 
period either in the public interest or in 
order to secure the proper management 
of the property.” 

The emphasis is on ‘ a limited period.” 
If any corporation or a company is taken 
over for a limited period then you need not 
pay compensation. So, this clause does not 
apply here. 

The present Bill, if one reads it carefully, 
docs not envisage the taking over of the 
management for a limited period ; this is, 
in facCa step towards the taking over of 
the complete ownership. So, if you are not 
taking over the insurance companies for a 
limited period, you have to pay compen¬ 
sation unless you do not want the present 
Bill to go through or you want to see that 
this Bill is struck down by a court of law. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE : 
Take it over for a limited period and do not 
pay compensation. Afterwards come out 
with the nationalisation Bill. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : When 


you mention a specific period, the concept 
behind it is to return it. Here, we are taking 
over the insurance companies with the definite 
intention of not returning them. 

SHRI VIKRAM CHAND MAHAJAN : 
My learned friend is making the point that 
you should take them over for a limited 
period and then take over their entire 
ownership. That would be colourable 
exercise of power which would be struck 
down by the Supreme Court on the ground 
that you are exercising your power mala 
fide. When you have the power to do a 
thing and you do it in such a way as to 
cause a loss to the party, the question of 
mala fide comes in and the Supreme Court 
will strike it down. You cannot circumvent 
the powers given in the Constitution to the 
detriment of the public in general. Therefore, 
this clause had to be introduced and a 
limited compensation had to be paid as you 
arc acquiring the management permanently 
and subsequently you are going to take over 
the ownership. You cannot take it over for 
a limited period and then jump to taking 
over the ownership merely because that may 
help you. That will be struck down on the 
ground that you have exercised your power 
colourably or mala fide. Therefore, I submit 
that this clause had to be introduced, to 
save the Bill from being struck down. 

The second attack was that the present 
management would be allowed to continue 
and they would go in for the same malprac¬ 
tices or they would not be going in for 
helping the weaker sections of the society 
in using the funds but would be helping 
monopolies and so forth. Obviously, you 
need trained hands and, therefore, you have 
to work with the existing management. 
When you get new hands, you can replace 
them. At present we do not have trained 
hands for the purpose of tunning the 
insurance companie's. Therefore, we have to 
do with the existing staff If and when a 
bad fish is found out, the person concerned 
would be turned out. Therefore there is no 
justification for attacking the Bill on that 
ground also. 

Now I would like to submit a few points 
which may be considered while the final Bill 
is prepared. Firstly, the workers in the 
insurance companies should be given some 
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share in the management; that is, in the 
board of directors they should be given some 
representation. 

Similarly, policyholders, that is, people 
who go in for insurance policies, should also 
be given some representation on the board 
of directors so that their interests are 
protected. 

Thirdly, there is a trend with the State 
Governments to take loans from the 
nationalised banks. State Banks and so 
forth. I hope, the Finance Minister would 
introduce a clause in the case of insurance 
companies that they would not give any 
loans to State Governments for overcoming 
their deficits in their budgets. 

Again, I congratulate the Government 
on bringing forward this Bill and 1 hope that 
the Government would come forward with 
proposals for the implementation of the 
other ten points. 

SHRi S, M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I, no doubt, 
support the Government and I must con¬ 
gratulate them on bringing forward the 
legislation for nationalising the management 
of general insurance. But my support, 
unfortunately, is limited to certain clauses of 
the Bill, because the word “compensation” 
has completely upset me. Nowhere, when 
the management of a particular concern was 
taken over, was compensation paid. I have 
before me a glaring instance of the Calcutta 
Tramways. When the management of 
Calcutta Tramways was taken over the 
United Front Government—it was not 
ownership but management—it was not 
paid any compensation. I do not know 
whether the Government is suffering from a 
fear complex from the various verdicts of 
the Supreme Court. I know, the Supreme 
Court is trying to undo whatever is done in 
this House. 

SHRI VIKRAM CHAND MAHAJAN : 
It is a very unfair aspersion. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : If I had 
the power, I would have abolished the 
Supreme Court before long. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : No asper¬ 
sion on the Supreme Court. » 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : If it is a 
fear of an adverse judgement br pronounce¬ 
ment which seems to have prompted the 
Government to pay compensation, let me 
refer to article 31 of the Constitution which 
requires payment of compensation only in 
cases where ownership rights of property 
holders are affected. I am not a lawyer 
like Mr. Mahajan. But I should say that 
this fear is unfounded and baseless. Let 
them go without compensation. If the 
Supreme Court comes out again and upsets 
the Bill, I say, this Government is committed 
to the people of this country to change the 
Constitution, to suit the convenience of the 
people of this country and not those 11 
Judges who are sitting in the Supreme 
Court. 

The total annual premia of this 
nationalised industry the management of 
which has been taken over amount to 
Rs. 125 crores ; the total assets of the 
industry amount to Rs. 240 crores and the 
total paid-up capital of the General Insu¬ 
rance Companies including the capital by 
way of issue of bonus shares are to the tune 
of Rs. 12-13 crores. It was also raised in 
a meeting yesterday that the question might 
be raised whether the Government is going 
to gain anything out of this and that what¬ 
ever revenue is derived out of it is very 
meagre. It is true the Government is not 
going to get more than Rs. crores to 
Rs. 6 crores by nationalising the general 
insurance industry. The amount may be 
very little. But at least we must learn a 
lesson from what happened in the case of 
those private Companies, the New Asiatic 
and the Ruby General Insurance. We have 
been raising the question about that. We 
have been asking for the audit reports of 
these two Companies owned by Birlas to 
see as to what extent falsification of accounts, 
defalcation of accounts, misappropriation of 
funds and mismanagement and mal-practices 
were being induled in. Still these reports 
have not seen the light- of the day. Even 
the late lamented Prime Minister, Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, refused to lay them on the 
Table of the House. Now that these 
Companies have been nationalised, we would 
like the Finance Minister to lay the Audit 
Reports of the New Asiatic and the Ruby 
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General Insurance on the Table of the 
House to prove to this House and ouside 
as to what mat-practices were being induled 
in by these two private companies. - 

Another question has been raised about 
the appointment of Custodians. I fully 
support the views of my hon. friend Shri 
Chatterjee who initiated the debate. Why 
have the same people who do not believe 
in nationalisation as the Custodians of the 
nationalised concerns ? I do not impute 
any motive to anyone. Without imputing 
any motive, I say, the Custodian of the New 
India who is going to be made the Custodian 
of nationalised concern has very clearly 
said that he does not believe in nationali¬ 
sation. Still he is one of the heads of 
these nationalised concerns. It surprises 
me and it surprises the country at large. 

I remember the story when Shri 
Vaidyanathan was put as the Managing 
Director of the nationalised Life Insurance 
Corporation. Before nationalisation, 3 or 
4 days before nationalisation, he made a 
scathing criticism of nationalisation and he 
wrote an article in the Ststesma t. He 
went all way to condemn nationalisation of 
life insurance and the day it was nationa¬ 
lised, he was made as the head of the 
nationalised industry, that is, of the Life 
Insurance Corporation. 

Can we not possibly nationalise the 
personnel, those persons, before they are put 
in-chargc of the nationalised industry. It 
will be better to do that. Otherwise, I do 
not know whether the people will have any 
faith in this nationalisation. So, Sir, it is 
my view that those custodians should not 
be there. 

If the difficulty is that the present 
managers who are at the helm of affairs or 
who are the heads of particular Insurance 
Companies should suo morn become the 
Custodians, that is a different matter 
altogether. But, I do not think that there 
is any hard and fast rule like that. You 
can possibly change them and it is my view 
that the earliest opportunity should be taken 
to remove them. 


Then, Sir, as far as Compensation is 
concerned, it has been argued by my hon. 
friend (Shri Mahajan) that this has to be 
done. Well, Sir, if there is difference of 
opinion between the Barrister and the 
Advocate,—Mr. Chattejee is barrister and 
he is advocate,—this question should be 
referred to the Attorney General. This is 
a lit matter which deserves to be referred 
to the opinion of the Attorney General. 
The point is whether, without taking the 
ownership, without acquiring anything, 
without acquisition or requisition of any 
concern, whether such a compensation can 
be paid or should be paid—not for taking 
over the management. This is a very 
limited question. I would therefore request 
you, Sir, and through you, the Finance 
Minister to do this. None of us are 
repositories of legal wisdom. So, let this 
question be referred to the opinion of the 
Attorney General. The Attorney General 
is considered to be the greatest legal 
luminary in the eyes of the Government at 
least though it may not be so in the public 
eye. Therefore this question should be 
referred to him. Let this Bill be passed 
after 2 days. Let the Attorney General 
address this House. Let the lurking fear in 
the minds of mmy of us that this Clause 
has been brought about as a pressure from 
those magnates controlling these Insurance 
Companies, be removed. We want to clear 
ourselves of such doubts. So, I request that 
this question should be referred to the 
Attorney General. 


The hon. Law Minister is here. I 
would like to hear his views. I want to 
know from him whether they have taken 
legal opinion and if so, from whom. Who 
were the Law Officers who give opinion that 
this amount of compensation to the tune of 
Rs. 33 lakhs has to be paid to them every 
month 7 

There was a statement in the Press and 
we have had some discussion with the hon. 
Minister, in regard to the statement that 
Government wants to have 4 corporations. 
The All India Insurance Employees Asso¬ 
ciation (the only recognised representative 
organisation of the Insurance employees) are 
of the view that this is not feasible and this 
should not be done. 
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When the Life Insurance Corporation 
was ushered in and the life insurance was 
nationalised, the then Finance Minister 
(Shri C. D. Deshmukh) said no, there should 
be only one Corporation to avoid extra¬ 
vagance and more expenses. If there are 
4 corporations, what would happen ? 
Government will have to pay more. If the 
Government feel that a monolithic organi¬ 
sation like this one Corpotation will result 
in inefficiency, let them decentralise them. 
Nobody in the country can say that LIC 
is not efficient because it is under one 
Corporation. Of course there were some 
difficulties in the beginning, some teething 
troubles and certain troubles created by big 
and vested interests and all those who did 
not want Nationalisation. Fortunately for 
us, we have overcome this difficulty and the 
work of the Life Insurance Corporation is 
going on extremely well. 

What is to be done is that there should 
be only one Corporation, but there should 
be decentralisation. There should not be 
any centralisation because centralisation 
results in delays. That is exactly what 
happens. When some of these companies 
were dosed some people were declared 
surplus only because there was centralisation. 
We do not want centralisation, but we want 
decentralisation. 

As regards the employees, there are 
34,000 employees who are there. There are 
many disputes pending, and I would request 
the hon. Minister to find out a way how 
these disputes should be settled. 

Then, there are certain temporary 

employees. The custodians are trying to 

terminate their services. I would request 
the hon. Minister to protect the interests of 
those employees, and the services of no 
employee should be terminated without a 

reference to Government. Since the 

management has heen taken over by Govern¬ 
ment, and management means all personnel 
right from the custodian to the ordinary 
peon, the Government are solely responsible 
for this. 

I am happy that the hon. Minister met 
some of the representatives this morning and 
he said that such instances could be brought 
to his notice. 


Another question which has been raised 
by my hon. friend is about the claim 
assessors. The Calcutta Claims Bureau is 
one such organisation, and there are about 
75 employees there, some of whom met the 
respected Shrimati Sushila Rohatgi and gave 
a memorandum to her and explained their 
difficulties. She was quite sympathetic, as 
she is sympathetic to everyone of us, and 
she gave them a patient hearing. I would 
request that those employees also should te 
regarded as employees in one of the con¬ 
cerns, so that their services also could be 
saved. The fire brigade and claim assessors 
are actually running the risk of losing their 
jobs. Their services also should be 
protected. 

While supporting the Bill, I would 
request the hon. Minister that if he can 
possibly get. the legal opinion of the Attorney- 
General, this question may be delayed. Let 
us also have an assurance that when the 
comprehensive Bill is brought forward, the 
All India Insurance Employees Association 
and the general insurance employees and 
also the council which has been formed, 
comprising of both, will be consulted. 

I hope also that when the corporation is 
formed, the employees’ representative will 
be taken on the management, not as in the 
case of banks where the employees’ represen¬ 
tative has still not been taken on the board. 
When we are talking of socialism, and of 
participation of labour in management, and 
we are talking so loud about it, and we 
want to get the co-operation of the employees, 
this is very necessary. Just as the bank 
employees have co-operated with Govern¬ 
ment after nationalisation, and the insurance 
employees have co-operated with Govern¬ 
ment after nationalisation of life insurance, 
likewise, the general insurance employees 
also will co-operate’ with Government. 
So, it is very necessary that they should have 
a share in the policy-making body, and I 
hope the hon. Minister will give favourable 
consideration to these suggestions. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): I rise 
to support this Bill. As everybody knows, the 
nationalisation of general insurance was among 
the items in the ten-point programme of 
our party, which has received the massive^ 
support of the people. It is that massive 
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support to this programme which has resul¬ 
ted in this measure. 

My hon. 'friends from the Opposition 
who had spoken had opposed the reappoint¬ 
ment of the managers as custodians. I 
think that Government have taken a very 
wise decision, and I do not agree with what 
my hon. friends from the Opposition have 
stated, purely on practical considerations. 
Firstly, the general managers or the manag¬ 
ing directors are experts... 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEF. : Exper in 
what ? 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : Experts in 
general insurance business. Insurance busi¬ 
ness is not a simple business. It is a very 
complicated business to decide what the 
premium should be, what the risk involved 
is and so on... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : It is comp¬ 
licated. That is why I have not insured 
for myself. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : It is not 
like working out the cost price and the 
selling price of a commodity. But the 
insurance business is very complicated. 
Therefore, it is necessary that we should 
retain the services of those experts who 
have been in the field for five to ten years. 
Therefore, I congratulate the hon. Minister 
on his having retained, with some modi¬ 
fications, the existing experts ; he may have 
changed one general manager here or there 
but he has kept the experts in the industry 
so that the business will not be disturbed. 
1 believe that the hon. Minister has done 
a very wise thing by retaining them because 
the working of the general insurance busi¬ 
ness will not be affected very much thereby, 
and they would be able to serve better. 
Therefore, I support this action of the 
Government, and I do not think that what 
my hon. friends from the Opposition. I have 
stated is correct ? 

General insurance is like a state servicing 
industry: It covers risks of many kinds, 
fire, marine, motor and so on. it is a 
* business the management of which requires 
expertise of a high order. It has also 


contributed to developing industries. Ours 
is a developing country ; so many 
new industries have to come up. We have 
to have more production, more employment 
and surplus. In this matter, general insu¬ 
rance will be of great help. I think the 
measure taken by Government will help 
further the development of industry in the 
country. In one way, general insurance is 
already helping industry by underwriting 
capital. Thereby, the general insurance 
business has also benefited. If we see the 
investment portfolio of general insurance, 
you will find that it has been done very 
wisely. I would request the hon. Minister 
to see that this aspect of their business is 
continued and expanded so that they can be 
more useful and their capital can be more 
useful in the further *’ndustrialisation of the 
country. We have to go ahead and in 
this matter, the under-writing of equities 
or debentures of good companies coming 
in the market will help considerably. 

These insurance companies are doing 
one more service. They issue guarantee 
policies. This is issued to small industries, 
and big industries and so on that their money 
is not locked up in this way. They are 
secured and they can proceed ahead with 
their business. This aspect of business 
should be expanded so that small business¬ 
men can secure loans from financial insti¬ 
tutions on the strength of the guarantee 
policy issued by the general insurance 
companies. It is a continuous process and 
can be expended. General insurance compa¬ 
nies will also be benefited because they 
charge a commission on the policy. The 
public will also be benefited, and industrial 
development is also given a boost. So 
I hope Government will give guidance 
to the general insurance companies to take 
to such business more and more and issue 
guarantee policies in greater number. Already 
the L.I.C. is doing it. So it is not a new 
thing. But I think Government should nee 
to it that this aspect of the business is 
explained in a big way. 

My hon friends have spoken about 
compensation. In a democratic set-up 
we have to go by the law of the land 
and we have to pay compensation. As the 
hon. Minister said in his opening speech, 
we are now only taking over the manage¬ 
ment ; when the comprehensive Bill ib 
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nationalisation comes, this aspect can be 
fully discussed. Now the decision of Govern* 
meat to give compensation for taking 
over management is a welcome feature and 
when the comprehensive Bill is brought, 
I hope it will cover all these aspects. 
I support the motion. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka) : 1 
rise to oppose the Bill. I do so because 
I think it is unnecessary and is also undesir¬ 
able. I say it is necessary because I cannot 
see what purpose it is going to serve 
except to serve the purpose of having fulfilled 
one of the election pledges, or if you 
like, of achieving nationalisation in yet 
another sphere. If that is so, 1 think they 
are going against what the Prime Minister 
said in her reply to the debate on the 
Motion of Thanks to the President's Address. 
She said that they were not going to 
nationalise for the sake of nationalisation, 
that there would be a purpose behind it, 
and that purpose, as she mentioned it, was 
that the public sector may dominate the 
economy. The public sector in this case 
was already dominating the economy. 

It is not worth arguing this matter. It is 
a decision. A pledge has been taken and 
so they nationalise. But it seems to be 
unnecessary because from Government’s 
point of view it does not necessarily add 
greatly to their sources for development 
purposes. 

The Finance Minister said that they 
could always enhance their resources by 
extending their activities. What are the 
directions in which he would extend the 
Government's activities ? As he rightly 
said, new directions. But those are pre¬ 
cisely the directions in which it would be 
for the Government to undertake the insu¬ 
rance business, and i’ should not be 
entrusted to general insurance, in which 
the kind of duties to be performed would be 
very different. For instance, war risk, 
unemployment insurance etc., are things 
which only the Government can undertake. 
Social security is another item, for which 
the Government should set up a separate 
organisation. 

General insurance is concerned with 
insuring risks of a certain nature necessary 


for business and industry and ordinary in* 
dividuals also for accidents aruJ so on, and 
these are all contracts from year to year. 
It is a business in which servicing is of the 
greatest importance, and in performing that 
service efficiently, a considerable amount of 
discretion has to be exercised. If that 
discretion is to be exercised wisely and well, 
so that the business may run at a profit 
and to the advantage of the insured as well 
as the insurer, it has to be absolutely 
wide, and yet such discretion is impossible 
in the public sector by its very nature because 
of public accountability, There arc necessary 
unavoidable limitations and restrictions 
to which all enterprises publicly accountable 
arc subject. 1 hope that this is an aspect 
to which the Finance Minister is devoting* 
some thought, to set up some kind of body, 
may be a body consisting of Members 
of Parliament, who may be entrusted 
with the general over-all review of tire 
working of general insurance when il is 
taken over, and whom the House can trust. 
But some such thing is necessary, so that 
it may not be open to question as it would 
be under the present arrangement. Then 
perhaps a general insurance can continue 
to give even the limited profit which it is 
bringing in today. 

The Finance Minister made light of 
the point that it brings in a small profit, 
and asked if that was so, why was there 
opposition. I am not talking about it now. 
The profit is small, and the reference to the 
smallness of the profit is not from any 
other point of view except to ask this question. 
Is it worthwhile for the Government to make 
it liable for so much unnecessary and 
avoidable criticism, something for which they 
may not themselves be responsible but for 
something for which they will have to be 
responsible merely because the employees 
have had to exercise their discretion and 
use their initiative in order to make the 
business prosper. In doing so they may 
have to give discounts and rebates and so 
on which are absolutely unavoidable in .he 
running of this business. They have to 
take risks ; it is their business. I can only 
warn that this is unnecessary and undesirable. 

We heard just now one of the hon. 
Members say : let a clause be inserted so 
that the State Governments will not get 
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any advances *or credits. In his Budget 
speech the hon. Finance Minister said that 
with the nationalisation of general insurance 
wc shall be controlling all the financial 
institutions in the country. Undoubtedly 
the moment you do that, the State Govern¬ 
ments are going to be very vitally affected. 
It will be the Central Government which 
will dictate national priorities and the State 
Governments will accept them provided 
they have been determined in consultation 
with them. 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
It is normally done. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : Nevertheless wc 
know there is a great deal of dissatisfaction 
with the way in which credit facilities are 
available at present. You are aggrieved with 
them and they are aggrieved with you ; 
this feeling will increase I have no doubt 
that the Finance Minister is devoting some 
thought to the establishment of some type 
of council wherein the representatives of 
the States will always be there and would 
be consulted before the national priorities 
are determined. 

I do not wish to take any more time. 
To my mind the nationalisation of general 
insurance was unnecessary and undesirable. 
Since it has been done, I hope that the 
Finance Minister and the Government will 
take care, when the Bill is brought forward 
finally taking over all the companies, 
to guard against some of the risks. Believe 
me when I say that what I said about 
discretion, etc. was not said in any other 
spirit except to see that the Government 
guards itself against being unnecessarily 
criticised. To get over that some very 
special machinery will have to be devised. 
This Is a suggestion which should not be 
considered lightly.

SMRI VfRENDRA AOARWAL 
(Morad ibad) : Mr. Djputy-Speaker, Sir, 
the Finance Minister deserves to be com¬ 
plimented for using a sledge-hammer to kill 
a fly. He claims that it is a part of the 
measures to fulfil the pledges made in the 
election manifesto to the people by the 
Congress Party. It is know that the nationa¬ 
lisation was one of the main points of the 
10*point programme of the Congress Party, 
This particularly indicates that the nationa¬ 
lisation of general insurance is essentially 
a political decision and has got nothing to 
do with the economic considerations. 


We have to see as to how the common 
man in the country will be benefited by 
the nationalisation of general insurance. 
There is a wrong impression that we as 
the party are opposed either to nationalisa¬ 
tion or expansion of the public sector. 
But it is equally true that nationalisation is 
not the panacea of all economic ailments. 
At this moment, we have to go into the 
question and analyse the arguments that 
the Government is advancing for nationalisa¬ 
tion of general insurance. 


The first argument is that the Govern¬ 
ment will get more funds for investment 
purpose. One of my friends just argued 
that they will help in eradicating poverty 
and unemployment in the country. Recently, 
we had nationalised the commercial banks, 
but we have seen that during this period 
of one year to what extent poverty in the 
country has been eliminated. We also 
know to what extent the employment 
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opportunities *have been created through 
this nationalisation process. 

% 

The Government can expect only about 
Rs. 109 crores as total annual premium 
in this nationalisation sector. The annual 
profit in the industry as a whole would be 
about Rs. 2.5 crores These are the basic 
factors which give a clear idea as to what 
benefit the common man would have by 
the nationalisation of general insurance. 
What is the guarantee that this profit of 
Rs. 2.5 crores would continue to come 
out of the nationalised industry during the 
next year or this profit of Rs. 2.5 crores 
would not be reduced to a huge loss because 
of mismanagement and inefficiency as we 
have seen in other public sector under¬ 
takings. 

The second argument is that private 
insurers, as a general rule, have indulged 
in all sorts of mal-practices. In a way, 
I agree that it may be true. But I would 
like to know from the Government whether 
it can guarantee that the nationalised 
general insurance would not indulge in 
similar mal-practices. We can say and 
we believe that even these mal-practices 
may go on to the extent of finding the 
election expenses from the premium of 
insurance companies for ruling Congress 
workers. 

Thirdly, the Government expects that 
the nationalised sector would be run efficien¬ 
tly. If you see the past experience of the 
nationalised sector and the way in which the 
industry or banks have been nationalised, 

I would just ask three things, namely, as 
to whether these institutions have accumu¬ 
lated heavy bad debts or not, secondly 
what services they have rendered to the 
common man and whether living conditions 
of the employees have improved in any 
way. Let us also analyse whether the 
nationalised sector, in any way is helping 
the consumers and the employees of these 
institutions. 

Sir, general insurance is essentially a 
service organisation. Insurance is a type 
of institution and nature of business of 
extrordinary complexity, requiring great 
promptness, and considerable exercise of 


discretion on the part of the insurer is 
absolutely essential. 

Whenever an institution is taken over 
by the Government we have to see whether 
the Government can really run these institu¬ 
tions effectively and efficiently. 

General Insurance is a complex type of 
business. I will give one illustration. If a 
car is damaged of course the inspector has 
to settle the claims. But here he has to 
employ a great deal of discretion and if 
his discretion is subjected to scrutiny by 
Parliament he would shirk his responsibility, 
and the functioning of the entire General 
Insurance would suffer greatly. General 
Insurance is a peculiar and a different type 
of business in which really effective service 
has to be rendered and if the Government 
officers arc incapable of rendering the 
proper service, naturally, the whole organisa¬ 
tion will run into lossess. 

I would like the hon. House to 
appreciate and understand the record of life 
Insurance Corporation. We should know 
the way in which the various claims in the 
LIC are being settled and how much time 
is taken, and to what extent the policy¬ 
holders are satisfied with the claims made. 
These arc the different aspects which should 
be looked into before we go into the different 
aspects of general insurance. The 
philosophy which we have heard in this 
House is the philosophy of loot and grab¬ 
bing. What we want is an efficient economy 
and the entire structure must be based on 
decentralisation, competitiveness and a little 
profitability This is the essential virtue of 
any economic organisation. If General 
Insurance is to be run on proper lines, we 
have to take care of these points. 

At present these' organisations suffer a 
great deal from bureaucratic delays, excessive 
concern for rules and a pathological fear 
of Parliament which would ultimately 
jeopardise the growth of Genera] Insurance 
as well. 

With these words, I propose that if 
General Insurance is nationalised, its Board 
of Directors should be so constituted as 
to include not only representatives of the 
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employees and insurers, but also econo¬ 
mists. Only then the functioning of the 
General Insurance would be carried on sa i$- 
factorily to bring Inspiration to the common 
man. 

SHRI K SURYANARAYANA (Eluru) : 
Whenever the Government comes forward 
with any progressive measure, if is being 
opposed by some persons This happened 
at the time of the nationalisation of Life 
Insurance also. If we take the experience 
of the service of the Life Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion after nationalisation, we sec that the 
business has increased now several times. 

The LIC has also taken the life insurance 
business to the rural areas. Further, the 
LIC is also financing the development of 
industries in the villages and in the rural 
sector. In general insurance also, we can go 
in for a similar increase. 

Tt has been said (hat the gain to the 
exchequer will be vuy small in general 
insurance, because the amount involved 
is only veiy small. To start with, it would 
be small, but later on. we can increase it 
by taking up other types of insurance which 
we do not have at present, such as catt'e 
insurance, crop insurance etc. Govern¬ 
ment may explore the possibility of introduc¬ 
ing these types of insurance business as 
well. 

So far, the main objective in general 
insurance has only been to earn some 
profits or to gain some poisonal benefits. 
But hereafter. Government should come 
forward to emulate what other countries 
are doing in general insurance. For each 
and every thing, we want to compete with 
other countries and we want to compare our 
conditions with those elsewhere. In the field 
of general insurance also, why should we 
not adopt their policies and their methods ? 

My hon. friend Shri Mukcrjee had 
criticised about the appointment of custo¬ 
dians. General insurance business is not 
an easy business in which anyone and every¬ 
one can Ik appointed. But it is a technical 
job, and only technical men should be 
appointed. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEJEi : There is 
no Mukerjee, but only Ghatterjce or Banerjec 
has spoken in this debate. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : I do 
not mind what interruption the hon. 
Member is making. I am only presenting 
my views by way of reply to the points 
that he had made. 

I think I may safely say that all the 
Members who had spoken before me had 
no personal expci ience of general insurance 
business. Hut I can claim to have some 
personal experience, because I have been 
a principal agent. 1 was with late Dr. 
Pattabhi Sitnramayya who. had started two 
insurance Companies in Andhra Pradesh, 
and we were maintaining the political 
vvorkets’ strength, and I had been trained 
to work in the filed by him, so that we 
could maintain the workers’ strength and 
also our politic"*! status among the public 
and not meiely strive for some personal 
pecuniary benefits. By working in the field 
of insurance, we wore maintaining our status 
among the people ; besides, I was also 
earning some little income out of it, in 
order to maintain myself. That was how 
1 was having my political life there. I do 
not think that other MPs could claim to 
have had that type of living or experience. 

It was last year that I had to give up 
my business, because after having heard 
about nation disa'.ion and other things, 
I thought that I had to settle the accounts 
etc. because then only I could invest my 
savings or my earnings in my field or 
something like that. Having worked in 
the field of genetal insurance, therefore, 
I can claim to lave some technical 
experience in thi.. field. 

The business of general insurance is 
more complicated than life insurance. In 
life insurance, one may get the policy after 
thorough scrutiny of the proposal, but in 
the case of general insuranse, the policy 
must be obtained immediately after the 
proposal is presented and the loans etc. 
from the banks as such must be settled 
in the quickest possible period. 

At present, general insurance is confined 
mainly to Industrial areas and urban centres 
where there is big business, and it has 
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not yet Extended its activities to the rural 
areas. They are not insuring thatched 
sheds or tiled sheds, and if they do, they 
are charging greater premia amounts. So 
far as towns are concerned, there is some 
element of safety there because there is 
the fire brigade to quench fires etc, but 
these are not available in the villages, and, 
therefore, if the housing properties etc. 
are insured in the villages, they have to 
charge 25 per cent premium in some cases. 
After alt, villages are also the responsibility 
of the Government, and it is their duty to 
save the village people also from the risk. 
In my village, for instance, there is no fire 
brigade, and if we have to get a fire engine, 
we have to run 10 miles away. I would 
submit that Government should extend 
the activities of general insurance to the 
rural sector also without any extra premium. 

Recently, 1 came across a statement 
made by Shri Ranga, the leader of the 
Swatantra Party at Vijayawada, in connec¬ 
tion with the nationalisation of general 
insurance. You know. Sir, that when he 
was a Member here, he always used to 
oppose ail proposals for nationalisation. 
I was very heartened and glad to read 
his statement which appeared in The Times 
of India dated 15 May, 1971, which read as 
follows : 

“The Swatantra Party leader Mr. N. G. 
Ranga said at -Vijayawada that the 
take-over of general insurance was 
another step towards social insurance, 
strengthening the business demand for 
crop, cattle, famine and flood insurance. 
Such social insurance to be construc¬ 
tive and progressive should result in 
lowering premia, more benfits and higher 
efficiency.”. 

This is the change that has come about 
in the thinking of people. So what is the 
use of opposing measures like this at this 
time ? 

When nationalisation of life insurance 
was undertaken, some experts expressed 
doubt about the desirability or the usefulness 
of such a step. They have had many years 
experience in such matters. But once 
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taken, those experts who were in service 
sincerely accepted it and implemented it. 
There is the case of Shri N. V. Naidu who 
was in one of the private insurance com¬ 
panies before nationalisation; he has 
become now the Managing Director of LIC. 
Initially, he was opposed to nationalisation. 
But now he himself has become one of the 
top executives of the state insurance 
corporation. This is the way in which people 
can render service to the country. Technical 
people have no doubt their value and it is in 
this direction that they should serve the 
country. We know these ICS officers. 
During the British days, they were faithfully 
serving them. They have even seen to it 
that we were beaten up when we were engaged 
in our freedom struggle. But now times have 
changed. Why should there be any doubt or 
hesitation expressed now ? The Custodians 
arc there. Why should there be any doubt cast 
about their bona tides ? If there is any malprac¬ 
tice or any grievances, Government is there 
to check it up. But now there is no 
reason to doubt their integrity. For techni¬ 
cal posts, technical people only should be 
appointed. 

Lastly, Sir, when the comprehensive 
Bill comes, l hope it will contain provisions 
covering all sorts of insurance like crop 
insurance, cattle insurance and so on. People 
will be quite willing to pay one per cent or 
two per cent. We insure the manufacturers’ 
proper- ties so that if they lose, they are 
compensated. But the poor farmer or agri¬ 
culturist has no such cover or protection. 
People come to my doors and ask for relief 
on this score. I am not able to do any¬ 
thing for them. We have to look to the 
common man's interest in these things. 
There are grievances of the workers also in 
these companies. They have also to be 
attended to. The old days when things 
used to move on slowly or not at all in 
these matters are gone. AH that suspense 
is a thing of the past. The experience 
of the technical people should be utilised ; 
at the same time the grievances of the 
common people and workers in the institu¬ 
tions should be attended to. 

I welcome this Bill as the first progressive 
measure brought forward after the election 
and also welcome it as a progressive measure 
of insurance. 
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SHRIKADAR (Bombay-Central South) : 
The long-awaited step has at last been 
taken and general insurance has been 
nationalised. The speech of the Finance 
Minister shows that this is the first measure 
which we have been asked to pass so that 
the continuity of the step taken by the 
Ordinance may be maintained. But the com¬ 
prehensive Bill which is to be formulated 
later will come and then all these sugges¬ 
tion that arc being made today may be 
taken into consideration. 

So much has been said about compensa¬ 
tion. But Government cannot ignore 
certain rulings of the court. As long as 
we work under the present Constitution, we 
have to take note of this fact. Hence the 
clause for compensation introduced in the 
Bill. But let us hope that before the Bill 
comes the Constitution will be so modified 
that the compensation clause, though not 
entirely done away with, will be in tune with 
the actual investment of the industry, and 
not based on the market value, the present 
income value etc., which are under 
consideration. 

This general insurance after nationalisa¬ 
tion has to go a long way to re-organise 
itself and pull itself out of the morass of 
the private sector. In the private sector 
today the real insurance work is done by 
the field officers and the agents, but even 
there many agents and the field officers 
are merely in name. There are vested 
interests which put in fictitions names as 
field officers and draw salaries and allow¬ 
ances. Also, anybody can be enrolled as 
ail agent provided he or she pays the fees. 
There should be some qualification laid 
down as to who should be the insurance 
agent and who should be the field officer. 
If this is done, it wilt help promotion of 
general insurance business in our country. 
Today 1 am told that some of the field 
officers on the list arc the wives of well 
placed persons in different industries who 
are thus getting insurance commission 
indirectly which otherwise they would not 
get. People taking indirect advantage of 
general insurance by using fictitious names 
should not be allowed and only those who 
are genuinely interested in general insurance 
should be allowed to work in the field. This 
aspect also should be taken into considera¬ 
tion while framing the Bill. 


There is a difference between We insur¬ 
ance and general insurance, life insurance 
you just receive the money for giving, a 
policy, though the risk is there. In general 
insurance you insure for one year and 
lake a risk which may happen at any 
time and you have to fork out a handsome 
amount if the tragedy is great. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam) : 
Life insurance is also like that. 

SHRI KADAR : Not to the same 
extent, let us be very dear about it. I hope 
my lion, friend understands that they have 
two different duties to perform. Here when 
a person comes for insuring his good or 
his property or his merchandise, the 
insurer must see that the risk has some 
safety margin. Otherwise it will result in 
a total collapse of the whole insurance 
system. Therefore, specialised personnel is 
necessary and in nationalising this business, 
wc should try and take the cream of the 
insurance experts and press them into 
service. This is the crux of the whole 
thing. 

This is not nationalisation merely for 
the sake of nationalisation. My hon. 
friend Shri H. M. Patel who has been in 
the civil service and who has held high 
positions in government departments has a 
certain outlook which is called a bureaucratic 
or narrow outlook. It is not mere nationa¬ 
lisation, we have to see how much it is 
utilised for the benefit of the society as a 
whole. Nationalisation of the Life Insurance 
Corporation has proved beyond doubt that 
it has been truly beneficial to the society us 
a whole ; not only has the LIC increased 
its income but it has also reduced its pre¬ 
mium thus enabling people to get them-' 
selves insured. If the general insurance 
business is to be sound and socially oriented 
in the long run it will be an asset to the 
common man. We have to work for it and 
we are trying to do our utmost. 

With these words I welcome this Bill 
and congratulate the Government and the 
powers that be and our Finance Minister 
especially who has taken this important 
first step after the last general elections. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I welcome this 
Bill as the fulfilment of a generally accepted

principle of* nationalisation of general 
insurance. Those who spoke welcomed the 
Bill in general terms. The Swatantra and 
Jana Sangh Members offered some criticism 
but they did not oppose the Bill ; I take it 
that they do not oppose the principle. The 
main criticism of the Swatantra Party spokes¬ 
man was that this measure was unnecessary 
and undesirable. Referring to him, the 
previous speaker said that he belonged to 
the bureaucracy and he was narrow-minded. 
Ido not think so. lie is a broadminded 
person ; lie had been as.ocia'cd with the 
Government in 1956 when life insurance 
was nationalised ; lie was in fact instru¬ 
mental in putting it in good shape and 
giving it a good start. Afterwards it might 
have gone astray. 

Now his whole concern is that the 
Government should not be open to any 
criticism. He has still the paternal or 
maternal care for Gov eminent machinery 
which he nourished and therefore he docs 
not want it to come for unnecessary criticism. 
Perhaps in principle he accepts this Bill. 

Our Andhra friend Mr. Suryanarayana 
quoted Prof. Ranga himself welcoming the 
nationalisation of general insurance ; 
Vasishta himself has given the blessing to 
Viswamithra. Therefore it augurs well. 

Criticism from the Jana Sangh side was 
that one should not use a sledge hammer 
to kill a fly. That he wants to kill the 
fly is clear ; it is the method which lie 
objects. 

Private enterprise in insurance is playing 
havoc. It is not the amount of funds 
that are involved. The principle is involved. 
We implemented the principle by nationalis¬ 
ing banking. In Banking or insurance it 
is not the private enterpreneurs* money that 
goes into the entire working but it is the 
small man’s money, small amounts collec¬ 
ted by way of premium and deposits which 
are involved. Mr. Banerjec pointed out 
that the total paid up capital in the general 
insurance held in the entire country was 
only Rs. 11 or Rs. 13 crores while their 
total assets were worth Rs. 240 crores. 
That does not mean that those who started 


those companies contributed Rs. 240 crores ; 
this amount has been collected from the 
public and therefore the Government is 
responsible in seeing that Rs. 240 crores 
or whatever the amount that has been 
collected is used for the good of the general 
public. A gentlemen in Madras once said . 
“If you want to do temporary fraud, start 
a bank ; if you want to do permanent 
fraud, Mart an insurance company”. He 
was himself banker as well as the manag¬ 
ing director of an insurance company. 
When the public funds como to the care of 
the individuals, if the individual takes it 
honestly and runs the business well, it 
is all right ; in the hands of unscrupulous 
and fraullcnt people there will be misappro- 
pria'ion. Whether fi>c amount involved 
is Rs. ^ a ores or Rs. 10 crores it is 
imniatetial. The principle is that it should 
be nationalised because the entire assets 
lu'c been built not by individuals who 
own the company but by contributions from 
the policy holders and the general public ; 
so tlic Government is very much responsible 
to bring this under its care. By nationalis¬ 
ing and welding together all these 106 
companies, we are going to make a great 
saving also in the reinsurance transactions 
If we take the total gross profits for the 
year, say 1968, for the entire general 
insurance in the country, both Indian and 
non-Indian, the figure works out to about 
Rs. 17,43,00,000 ; out of this as much as 
Rs. 8,11.00,000 ha\e been drained out of 
the country towards reinsurance transac¬ 
tions abtoad in respect of Indian business 
of non-Indian insurers. Therefore, to a 
certain extent, when a bigger company is 
formed and is competent to take bigger 
risks, then to thm extent, the. reinsurance 
quanium will be reduced and the drain, 
of Indian money going abroad will be 
stopped. That is one of the incidental 
advantages in having a bigger Indian 
corporation, 

1 would like to sound a note of caution, 
because some of the Members were saying 
that when you appoint the custodians, 
only those persons who are in the know of 
things should be appointed ; only technical 
persons should be appointed. I agree there. 
But that alone should not be the considera¬ 
tion. Why the Life Insurance Corporation 
went. astray was because for a long time we 
began to depend on those persons who did 
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not have any faith in nationalisation or 
in the nationalised industries. I can under¬ 
stand this as a stop-gap, arrangement, but 
this should not be perpetual. Unless you 
train a cadre of people who believe in the 
nationalised sector, who believe in the 
nationalised insurance, they will not be 
able to deliver the goods for which task 
they have been entrusted with this work. 

There is a scare in the minds of the 
employees that the surplus employees will be 
retrenched. I do not want the public sector 
undertaking to be burdened with all the sur¬ 
plus employees, but they should make an 
assessment and give a guarantee for those 
employees. Now. you can make an assess¬ 
ment and find out the surplus. In the course 
of a few years, the surplus can be absorbed. 

I do not want to extend the guarantee to all ; 
you can have a margin up to Rs. 1,000. 
Beyond tha , wc cannot give a guarantee. 
If you screen all the employees on the higher 
brackets, say, on Rs 1,000 and above you 
will find that there arc many benami ap¬ 
pointments or bogus appointments. All these 
things should be scrupulously screened and 
wc cannot give a guarcantee You can put a 
screening committee If they arc satisfied 
with the qualifications and the emoluments 
paid to them, well and good ; you can keep 
them ; otherwise, you cannot have a guar¬ 
antee, but up to Rs. 1,000, that would be the 
margin. Those who arc below that could be 
protected, because we are not going to throw 
them out of employment. 

Regarding the assessment of Rs. 33 lakhs, 

I feel that it could hive been avoided. I do 
not know what the Minister is going to say 
in reply. If it is possible to reduce it, please 
do that a the earliest time possible. Here, some 
time has been required, because even in the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons, it has been 
said that since the preparation and intro, 
duction of such a Bill would take some time, 
it is necessary to ensure that this Bill should 
be passed. I do not believe this, because 
for the past two decades, the Government 
and the Law Ministry have all been at this 
work. If you ask them probably they will 
give you not one version but a dozen versions 
of how to nationalise general insurance. 
Therefore, at the earliest opportunity, the Bill 
should also be introduced, $0 that not much 
time is allowed to pass by. This compen¬ 


sation of Rs. 3.1 lakhs could have been avoid¬ 
ed, if you had introduced a Bill on national* 
sation of general insurance taking into accoun 
alt these aspects. 

# 

Unless wc take 'he nationalised sector 
and the general insurance in all seriousness, 
the benefit that could be derived for the farm 
products by way of crop insurance, cattle 
insurance and the agricultural sector in gene¬ 
ral will be delayed. All these things can be 
brought only if the nationalised sector comes 
into full operation. 

With these words. I welcome this measure 
as a step in the right direction towards nation¬ 
alisation of genera! insurance.

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I welcome this Bill in 
the hope that our government will see to it 
that we tnake it a success. Unfortunatey, 
most of our nationalised concerns are losing 
concerns and we have to hung our head in 
shame when we see their performance. Only 
yesterday the Railway Minister told us during 
his reply to the budget debate how much 
loss the railways are incurring in their work¬ 
ing. I hope general insurance will not meet 
with the same fate. General Insurance is a 


very intricate subject and a very delicate one 
to handle. Therefoie I wrfht the hon. 
Minister 10 see that it is very carefully 
nursed.

Once, when I was in the Soviet Union, 
I asked the Chairman of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion there, “How is it that in our country 
our nationalised concerns are generally 
losing ?” Hi said. “Perhaps, it is because you 
do not have a specialised economic service 
to run them ; you entrust everything to IAS 
and ICS people who do not know anything 
of the job.” I hope, in running this intri¬ 
cate business, we will see that there is a 
specialised service which can manage it 
properly and well. 

I do not agree wi h the amount of com¬ 
pensation that has bam provided in the Bill. 
About Rs. 33 lakhs a month comes to abou 1 
Rs. 4 crores in the year.’ I do not think it 
is proper when they arc not taking over the 
ownership of the companies. Compensation 
should have been given only when the compa¬ 
nies were taken over. Then we could have 
given suitable compensation. But it is too 
heavy a compensation that wo are 
giving. I think, the hon. Minister will see 
to it that the amount of compensation that 
is given is reduced. I think, one-fourth of 
it would have been sufficient. 


Crop and cattle insurance arc a very big 
necessity for our country. I hope that this 
Government will evolve a scheme by which 
crop and cattle insurance are made possible 
and our farmers, who gamble with the rains, 
are also provided with some security if the 
crops fail. I hope, a scheme for crop insu¬ 
rance will be worked out so (hat the farmer 
could be made to feel that he also got some 
benefit from the nationalisation of general 
insurance. We have nationalised the bank¬ 
ing industry but the farmer still does not 
feel that he gets any benefit from it. We 
still hope that he will be benefited by it. But 
general insurance can benefit the farmer very 
easily if we can provide him with crop and 
cattle insurance. I hope, the hon. Minister 
will try to see, when it is nationalised, that 
crop and cattle insurance are made a very 
important part of this business. 
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• 

With these words I support the Bill in 
the hope that it will be made a profi ib!e 
concern, compensation will not be given to 
the extent it is provided and crop and cattle 
insurance will certainly be introduced.

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I welcome this General Insu¬ 
rance Bill. This is the first step towards 
the promises which the Congress Party under 
the present leadership gave to the people at 
the time of elections. 


The Bill has been criticised by the Svva- 
tantra Party as well as by the Jana Sangh 
Party. It has been criticised on the ground 
that it is unnecessary. My submission is 
that from their point of view, only the conti¬ 
nuation of the capitalist structure of society 
is essential and necessary. It has also been 
criticised by Member belonging to the Com¬ 
munist Party (Marxist) on the ground that it 
provides for payment of compensation. Left 
to myself, I would havq agieed with the legal 
aspect of the matter as contended by tny hon. 
friend because a certain provision in the 
Constitution has been made that it is not 
necessary to make payment of compensation 
in otder to acquire certain property as belong¬ 
ing to a certain sector of the economy. But 
it has been said that the Supreme Court has 
been striking down these socialistic measures 
on the ground that the payment of compen¬ 
sation is necessary, and, therefore, it has 
been provided in this Bill that certain com- 
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pensation to the extent of Rs. 33 lakhs per 
moath should be given to these companies 
which are being taken over. 

Sir, the basic idea of compensation is 
this that whenever property belonging to a 
certain individual is taken away by the 
Government, then that person should be 
compensated, that is, some value in the shape 
of money should be given to that person so 
that he will not be deprived of his right to 
property. But when a certain individual or 
a group of individuals, whether they may be 
in the shape of limited companies or they 
may be individual holders of property, when 
the are unjustly enjoying and exploiting the 
fruits of others, then they should not be 
compensated. 

Now, these persons who arc the custo¬ 
dian of the finances of the public in general 
insurance are not the real owners of property. 
They are exploi ing the accumulated earnings 
and savings of the people. Therefore, if they 
are being deprived of their opportunity of 
exploiting the public, they should not have 
been given any compensation. But however 
lip till now we have not been able to bring in 
the necessary Bill for the amendment of the 
Constitution which is a great hurdle in the 
path of bringing social legislation in this 
country. 

Therefore, for the time being, vve have, 
in order to avoid these legal complications and 
difficulties, rightly provided that some type 
of compensation should be given. Other¬ 
wise, just as we have the experience with 
respect to the Bank Nationalisation Bill 
which was struck down by the Supreme 
Court on the ground dial the principle of 
payment of compensation was not laid down, 
this also will be struck down in a similar 
manner. Therefore, in order to avoid alt 
these difficulties and complications it has 
been found necessary that this provision 
about compensation should be made. 

There are criticisms made that this Bill 
is not going to solve any economic problems 
of the country. Well, this is a criticism 
which is coming from those who are wedded 
to a certain way of thinking and that is 
thinking on capitalist fines. 

On the other hand we, who are wedded 
to socialism, and for which got the mandate 


of the people in the recent election, have got 
to take all progressive measuvs for the bene¬ 
fit of the people. 

Even at the time of Bank Nationalisation, 
all those types of criticisms, stock criticisms, 
were offered. There is nothing new in these 
types of criticisms, which are now being 
advanced in respect of this Bill relating to 
General Insurance. 

Since there is not much time either at 
the disposal of the House or at my disposal, 
I would conclude by saying that I fully 
welcome the features of the General Insu¬ 
rance Bill and that I would extend my fullest 
support for its passage in due time. I hope 
that this would be only a milestone in the 
long march on the path of progress towards 
socialism and that the Bill would be replaced 
by more comprehensive enactment in due 
course of time.

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattupuzha): 
I rise to support this Bill. I congratulate 
the hon. Finance Minister on his having 
brought forward this long-awaited measure. 
This Bill and the spirit underlying it have 
received general acceptance and approval 
from this House. 


SHRI ISHAQ SAMBHALI (Amroha) : I 
take it that the hon. Member is definitely 
against compensation, 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN ; The demand 
voiced not only in this House but throughout 
the country has been for this measure so 
that, if I merely say that I support this Bill 
and that I congratulate the hon. Finance 
Minister on his having taken this step, I 
would not be making any fresh contribution 
to the debate which has been going on. 
Understandably, certain reservations have 
been expressed by certain friends in this 
House, because they have been takin g a line 
which is in tune with their general line of 
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thinking, namely that nationalisation is bad, 
if things are to go on well the private 
industries alone can do it, Government or 
the public sector cannot do it, things cannot 
function in that way and so on. That sort 
of pessimistic approach has become 
ingrained in the minds and in the thinking 
of a certain section in our country. It is time 
they fell in line with the genera 1 trend of 
thinking in the country. 

The question that has been in the minds 
of the common men is this. All round 
nationalisation has been taking place. Life 
insurance was nationalised 15 years ago. 
Banks have been nationalised. Sectors of 
industry are being nationalised. The present 
total investment in the public sector is about 
Rs. 3,500 crores. We are aiming to expand 
it to Rs. 6,400 crores by the close of this 
five year period. So nationalisation is 
accepted. If all round nationalisation is 
accepted and the entire credit system has 
been brought under the control of the nation, 
the question in the mind of everybody is 
why general insurance should remain apart. 
The question is not why we must proceed to 
nationalise it but it is why we should not 
have done it earlier, because in the whole 
canvas of all round nationalisation, if a small 
patch of general insurance remains isolated 
and in the hands of a few, it presents an 
anachronistic picture which is difficult to 
understand or appreciate. 

In all these measures, as you pointed out 
when you spoke, the question is not how 
much money we are getting, how much 
advantage we are getting, but one of principle, 
whether any citizen in this country have the 
right to handle another man’s money with 
a view to make a profit out of it for himself. 

Banks were nationalised. That step has 
a basic validity in the context of the 
development of our economic structure. 
But apart from that, the fundamental 
principle which appeals to the imagination of 
the common man in this countiy is this ; 
my small deposit is being handled by a few 
people ; they have no business to do so ; 
therefore nationalise it. In regard to life 
insurance, I pay my premium month to 
month but it is handled by a few who have 
no business to do. so. Therefore nationalise 


it. If this principle is accepted, nationalisa¬ 
tion of general insurance fits ip to the pattern 
of our structure and there is no escape from 
nationalisation. 

Even as the private sector has managed 
it, the record, so far as general insurance is 
concerned, is not very creditable. Take the 
figures for 1950 and 1970. Have they 
expanded to the extent they should have ? 
Industrial expansion has taken place ; there 
has almost been an explosion in. certain 
sectors. Our national income has gone up ; 
economic activity has increased. But has 
general insurance kept pace with this ? In 
1950, the gross premium income was Rs. 20 
crores and in 1968, it was Rs. 112 crores. It 
should have been much more. 

Also the conventional and conservative 
method of general insurance as handled by 
the private sector will not meet the needs of 
the nation today. As has been pointed out 
from different quarters in the House, the 
question of profit or loss is not so material. 
What we have to consider is how many 
varieties and types of cushion can be 
provided, how many different areas have to 
be covered and how cover can be provided 
to the people who have to face new hazards 
in their day to day life as a result of the 
developments and innovation that are taking 
place. All of them must get the advantage 
of insurance protection. The private 
management will certainly not be equal to 
these challenging tasks. So this measure was 
long overdue. The Finance Ministry and 
the Finance Minister have only responded to 
the demand of the country. He has only 
demonstrated by bringing this measure and 
the others proposed by him in his Budget, 
which are coming up for discussion tomorrow, 
that the party to which he and I belong, and 
which he leads means what it says and in 
terms or the mandate we have received at the 
elections, we are seeking to implement our 
election promises. One by one they are being 
implemented. 

As far as compensation is concerned, I 
do agFee with Shri Shashi Bbushan and 
others, but it is no use ignoring certain 
hard facts. Enough has been said and enough 
number of times has it been said by the 
Supreme Court that the constitution being 
what it is, compensation has got to be paid 
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in certain cases. We on this side do not 
believe in bringing forward a measure for 
the purpose of demonstration and for playing 
to the gallery, irresponsibly unconcerned as 
to what the measure will come to ultimately. 
We do not want to faster a child to be cut 
down by somebody else. Therefore, as the 
father of the child, we believe in taking 
enough precautions so that the child may 
survive the birth and carry on. So, it is 
necessary that compensation should be 
provided. 

I do not think anybody is happy to have 
to pay compensation and the voice is 
certainly loud on this side of the House that 
steps should be taken early enough to the 
extent possible to amend the particular 
provisions of the Constitution which will 
enable, us to nationalise without compensa¬ 
tion wherever compensation is not legitimately 
or righteously payable. This is an instance 
where it may not be righteously payable, 
but the question is whether we should wait 
until the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution takes place or bring forward a 
measure paying compensation and proceed 
to the other measure ultimately. The national 
urge is there for nationalisation, and there¬ 
fore, the first step is being taken, the 
management has been taken over. 
Nationalisation will come later on as the 
Finance Minister has assured us. 

1 was certainly pained when I heard 
certain observations from a very valued 
friend on the other side. He was saying that 
this has been done because we were 
subjected to a certain pressure from some 
quarter, that because somebody had paid 
election money or something like that, we 
bowed our heads to them. Is it not too late 
to say this ? Has not sufficient happened in 
this country which will prove to anybody 
that this party which is sponsoring this Bill 
has mustered enough strength, enough moral 
courage, enough strength of backbone to 
stand upto any pressure that may come up ? 
Do you think that this party which could 
nationalise the banks, this party which could 
stand up to the Princes, this party which 
could nationalise life insurance, this party 
which is going ahead with the nationalisation 
of industries, this party which has defied the 
tallest of men and the tallest of forces in 


this country, is bowing to what you call the 
pressure of the small fry which is represented 
by general insurance ? It would have been 
better if my friend had argued without that 
insinuation. ( Interruptions) 

I am very much amused at the interrup¬ 
tion by Mr. Joytirmoy Bosu. I have seen 
enough of the performance of his 
party in my State. I have seen 
his party fostering Bills deliberately to get 
them butchered at the hands of the judiciary. 
I have seen his party fostering a Bill, playing 
to the gallory, taking it to the court and 
getting it butchered and then saying that it 
is the Constitution that has done it, that 
they are all right. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You paid 
an excess compensation of Rs. 40 crores to 
the bankers by injecting two contradictory 
clauses. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : Mr. Bosu 
must have been in Parliament for quite a 
long time, but may I teach him the elemen¬ 
tary lesson of not interrupting a speaker 
unless he yields. He has mustered a great lot 
of undigested data which he is giving out 
from time to time, data absolutely un-co- 
ordinated, and like a school boy he is saying 
these things now and then. ( Interruption) 

1 am not yielding. I am addressing the 
Chairman. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I request you to 
come to the subject. 

SHRI C'. M. STEPHEN : What I said 

was that his criticism should have been more 

charitable. Not that it is going to affect us, 

not that it is going to wound us at all, but the 

hon. Member who made that criticism should 
• 

not have allowed himself to be exposed to 
such cheapness. That is all that I say. 

As for the four corporations that are 
compemplated, I say that it is the best sort 
of set up that could be thought of. Let there 
be some competition between the different 
corporations which will certainly he better 
than one monolithic corporation. On that 
also I compliment the Finance Minister for 
this particular provision which has been 
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brought in. I am happy that the long awai led 
Bill has been brought in and [ support the 
Bill. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Mr. Chairman, the Bill has had perhaps 
with the only exception of the hon. Member 
H. M. Patel, the fullest possible support that 
it deserves. Even Mr. Patel did not 
controvert the issue, he merely expressed his 
ideological attitude towards the question, 
though he accepted it as a reality and tried 
to make some constructive suggestions which 
I consider more important. Two points were 
debated here. One has legal implications and 
the other has political implications. I am 
sorry that Mr. Chatlcrjce of the CPM who 
made a very good contribution to the debate 
is not present here now. I should like to 
take his point first. He .referred to article 
3IA(l)(b) : taking over of thi management 
of any property by the State for a limited 
period cither for public interest or in order 
to secure proper management. The basic 
point is that the management is to be taken 
for a limited period. It is to be taken for a 
limited ocriod cither in public interest or 
for proper management, but ultimately the 
intention is to return the management. We 
have got some history behind this law. I find 
that there was some Supreme Court judge¬ 
ment in 1964 in the Dwaraka Das Srinivas 
versus Sholapur Spinning and Weaving Mills 
Ltd. After this judgement article 31A was 
substituted. It is after that that the Life 
Insurance Corporation Bill was introduced. 
The present Bill is modalled on that Bill. 
There management was taken over and 
arrangement for compensation was made.

|Mr. Deputy Speaker in (he Chair] 

The reason was that when the manage¬ 
ment was taken over it was not taken for 
a temperary period or for any definite period. 
The intention is to take over the manage¬ 
ment and ultimately to take over ownership 
also. Wc are not making any secret of it. 
That is our commitment and it is the 
direction in which we want to go. Hon. 
Member Mr. Mahajan very competently 
pointed out the circumstances when it can 
be considered as a sort of a malafide action. 
We have to take the fact as it is. The Hon. 
Member Mr. Stephen pointed out that we 
have to function at the present moment 


within the Constitution as it is, 
and the interpretation* given to 

it. When we pass a legislation today 
we have to take .these facts into account. 
Whether one agrees with it * or not, it is a 
different matter. I am not going into the 
question of compensation for acquisition. 
That is a matter which is completely different 
and which will be debated and considered 
on merits when it comes up for discussion. I 
have no doubt that politically speaking it is 
quite essential that we go into the 
question of amendment of tbc Constitution. 
As for the right of property wc want to 
regulate it so that there would not be any 
disparity or concentration of wealth. These 
are two basic commitments which wc have 
made in our manifesto. 

In the light of all that, certainly certain 
amendments to the Constitution are called 
for. But that is a different matter. At the 
present moment, when we frame a law and 
when 1 commend any legislation here, we 
must take into consideration the present 
legal position as expounded in the judgments 
of the Supreme Court. Therefore, it is very 
difficult to accept the interpretation given by 
Mr. Chattcrjee. It will be making fun of 
ourselves if we have to take some chance 
interpretation and bring in a legislation on 
that basis and get it reversed. It brings 
unnecessary conflict between the judiciary 
and the legislature and it creates unnecessary 
tension in the country. We do not propose 
to do that sort of thing. 

The hon. Member, Shri Banerjee, made 
a reference to a certain law that they had 
passed in West Bengal when the State Govern¬ 
ment took over their tram service. I would 
like to read the section under which they had 
taken it over. They had taken it only for a 
definite period ; not only for a definite period 
but this is what they have said. It is very 
interesting. In section 3 of the West Bengal 
(Calcutta Tramways Company) Act, they 
have said : 

‘ Provided that the State Government 
may with the approval of the State 
Legislature cancel such an order at any 
time before the expiry of the said 
period.” 

So, in the legislation that they had 
passed, they indicated their intention, not 
only of returning the management at the 
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end of the period but also with the 
approval of the Legislature, to cancel the 
take-over eveg earlier than the due date This 
is not our intention when we are taking over 
the general insurance business here. We do 
not propose to do so. ( Interruptions) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : No com¬ 
pensation was paid. ( Interruption) 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
We helped you to take over. You do not know. 
We had helped you to take it over. I know. 
At that time, previous sanction of the 
President was necessary for that Bill and 1 
was in the concerned Ministry to facilitate 
that I know Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu. 
(Interruption 1 You can certainly have your 
own differences. But do not suppose that 
you have got the monopoly of progressive 
economic philosophy as far as this country 
is concerned. We certainly believe in that 
philosophy. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Are you 
not talking to a Marxist ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
am talking to a fellow Member of Parliament. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We do 
not pretend ; no display. ( Interruption) 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
What I am telling you is, do not try to think 
that you have the monopoly of progressive 
ideology. Wc have got our own ideology. 
It may be different from yours ; it is different 
from yours. I do not want to hide that also. 
We have got our approach to our economic 
problems and we claim that this is the right 
approach, a progressive approach, which 
alone will solve the real problems of 
this country. I have no doubt about it in 
my mind. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU Go to 
the people. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
The people have already judged it very well. 
Where is the question of again going to the 
, people to judge it now ? The people have 
alreadyJudged it. That is why we are here, 
and you are there. ( Interruption) 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You will 
see what happens. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Well, you are trying to prophesy. Do not 
try to become a jyotishi. I can understand 
your being an ideologist, but do not try to 
become a jyotishi. 

The main point is this. Politically, as I 
have said, our approach to this matter is 
what it is. Coming back to the question of 
management, etc., some Members raised 
the question of certain employees connected 
with the Claims Bureau, etc. This is a point 
which we will go into sympathetically. I do 
not want to make any final commitment. 
That is an aspect which deserves to be gone 
into, and we will certainly discuss this matter 
amongst ourselves and, if necessary, with the 
leaders of some of the Opposition parties 
also, those who are interested in the problem. 
Mr. Banerjoe came and discussed it with me 
this morning. We ourselves have already 
started thinking about it, but I cannot make 
any final commitment on this issue, because 
this is a matter which needs to be gone into 
very carefully. 

Some hon. Member raised the question 
whether it is right to put the same pjoplc 
in charge of this, the people who never had 
any faith in nationalisation. Well, yes and 
no ; the answer is both ways. Certainly we 
should not have such people as are .so 
prejudiced against nationalisation that they 
are likely to subvert the whole thing. But 
there arc some people who have got 
experience and who are committed to 
insurance whether nationalised or not. If 
we can make use of such experts, there is 
nothing wrong. When Mr. H. M. Patel was 
a leading Officer-Secretary in the Finance 
Ministry—as Government servant, I think 
he did excellent service in constructing the 
nationalisation law. When his capacities 
were nationalised, he did good work. Now 
when he is a Swatantra, he is quite different. 
If we can make use of honest, capable, 
experts for constructive activities in the 
nationalised sector, we should do so. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Their 
antecedents should be verified before putting 
them on the job. 
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If there are certain people whose antecedents 
are such that they are likely to prove harmful 
to the working of nationalised general 
insurance, certainly we will have to take 
action. The appointments we have made are 
provisional. There were some people who 
had opposed nationalisation. I must say 
some of them are very honourable persons. 
When we offered them this new responsibility, 
they said, “Let us think about it. We do 
not want to say ‘yes’ immediately." They 
thought about it and said, * We have been 
committed life-long to this insurance, and 
we are prcpaied 10 gi\e out best to 
nationalised insurance also." When such 
people offer themselves, we should not refuse 
them. Ultimately, they are also Indians. If 
we can make use of the expertise and 
dedication of Indians ■ for nationalised 
insurance, we should certainly do so. But if 
later experience proves otherwise, we will 
not hesitate to get rid of them. When we 
nationalise something, it becomes a prag¬ 
matic, practical proposition to implement it 
properly. In the transitional period, we will 
have to be very careful. In the atmosphere 
of criticism and doubt that is being created 
by very powerful forces in the country, when 
we are undertaking the responsibility of 
nationalisation, it is our duty to see that it 
succeeds. We have to see that we make a 
grand success of it. Therefore, we want the 
co-operation of all, of the employees and 
even of those who have opposed it. We find 
people are flexible. Prof, Ranga opposed 
any move for nationalisation when he was 
here. When he is outside the House, he is 
supporting nationalisation. People are liable 
to change their views. Certainly we want 
cooperation from every sector to see that 
general insurance becomes a success. 

I do not want to reply to Mr. H. M. 
Patel’s argument. He has merely put on 
record his general ideological attitude 
towards nationalisation. He quoted our 
Prime Minister saying, “We do not believe 
in nationalisation for nationalisation’s sake”. 
Certainly it is so. We are not making a 
dogma of nationalisation. But when nationa¬ 
lisation is a poweful instrument to strengthen 
the social forces in the country, certainly we 
do believe in it. I do not want to go into 
ideological questions. In his entire speech, 
his attitude was one of constructive co¬ 
operation and I welcome it. When we 
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construct the new Bill, if he can give 
suggestons, they would be wft'come. In the 
meanwhile if he has other suggestions about 
running the management in a more efficient 
manner, certainly we will welcome those 
useful suggestions from him. 

Sir, I do not want to say anything 
more. I thank the House for the very 
splendid support it has given to the Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER The 
question is 

“That the Bill to provide for the taking 
over, in the public interest, of the 
management of general insurance 
business pending nationalisation of such 
business, be taken into consideration.” 

The motion was adopted. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : We will 
now take up clause by clause consideration.

“That clauses 2 to 17 stand part of the 
Bill" 

The motion was adopted. 

Clauses 2 to 17 were added to the Bill. 

Clause I, the Enacting Formula , 
the Preamble and the Title 
were added to the Bill. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
beg to move :

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The 
question is :

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72--GENE- 
RAL DISCUSSION 

MY DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The House 
will now take up general discussion of the 
General Budget. 
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SHRl SAMAR MUKHERJEE (Howrah) : 
My Deputy»S|fcaker, Sir, the budget placed 
before the House by the Finance Minister, he 
claims, will capry forward the mandate the 
ruling party has got three months ago in the 
mid-term elections, and the mandate, he has 
told us, is a mandate for socialism and econo¬ 
mic growth matched by social justice. This 
budget, according to him, is an orientation 
towards that socialism. 

But even a very superficial study of the 
budget placed before us makes it quite clear 
that it is the continuation of the same policy 
pursued by the Congress Government for the 
last 24 years. Even in the last interim bud¬ 
get the same policy was implemented. When 
the mandate was gairbi hatao the budget 
has imposed a heavy burden of taxation on 
the common people. By placing a heavy 
burden on the common people, will the gairbi 
be removed or will it be further strengthened ? 
The objcc’ive that has been placed before us 
✓ here is that the disparities in incomes should 
be gradually remosed. But this very budget 
is based on a policy which further increases 
disparity. 

As the result-of this Budget is the further 
increase of the burden of taxation and the 
increase in the disparity of incomes, it can¬ 
not be called a budget oriented towards 
socialism. Just reverse is the position. It 
is a budget for developing capitalism in the 
same old way. It is not a pro-people Bud¬ 
get ; it is an anti-people Budget. So, there 
is no socialism in th's - Budget ; it is pure 
and simple capitalism. 

As regards taxation, already the Railway 
Minister has imposed a new burden on the 
common people by increasing railway fares 
and also freight. Everybody knows that 
ultimately the burden will be placed on the 
consumers by the business community. In 
this Budget a heavy tax burden amounting 
to Rs. 220 erores has been placed on the 
people. But out of that Rs. 220 erores, the 
tax from wealth and incomes amounts to 
only Rs. 27 erores ; the rest comes from 
other taxes and generally the major portion 
comes from indirect taxes. It is the policy 
of the Congress Governments gradually to 
turn the burden on the common people. That 
is why the percentage of direct taxation has 
gradually, year after year, been reduced and 


indirect taxation has gradually been 
increased. 

I am citing certain facts. In 1951 direct 
taxation was 49.9 per cent and indirect 

taxation 50.1 per cent ; in 1955-56 direct 
taxation was 39.8 per cent and indirect 
taxation 60.2 per cent ; in 1960-61 direct 
taxation was 33.5 per cent and indirect 

taxation 66.5 per cent ; in I965-C6 direct 
taxation was 27.6 per cent and indirect 

taxation 72.4 per cent ; in 1968-69 direct 
taxation was 24.6 per cent and indirect 

taxation 75.4 per cent ; in 1970-71 direct 
taxation was 19.1 per cent and indirect taxa¬ 
tion 80.9 per cent and in this Budget direct 
taxation is only 27 per cent and indirect 
taxation is 73 per cent. Where is the change 
in policy ? This reduction of the percentage 
of direct taxation means that it is helping 
the big monopolists to concentrate more and 
more wealth into their hands and pass on 
the major bin den of taxation to the common 
masses. That i;; why during the course of 
this Congress administration of the last 24 
years this big monopoly capitalism lias grown 
in india, there has been so much concentra¬ 
tion of wealth in the hands of a few and 
economic disparity has developed to such a 
big extent. 

About how monopolists have grown I am 
giving some figures. In 1963-64 the assets 
ofTatas were Rs. 418 erores; in 1966-67 
they were Rs 551 erores, an increase of Rs. 
133 erores during this short period from 
1963-64 to 1966-67. Coming to Birlas, in 
1963-64, it was Rs. 290 erores and in 1966-67 
it was Rs. 510 erores, that is, an increase of 
Rs. 22) erores. In the case of Mafallal, in 
1963-64. it was Rs 46 erores anJ, in 1966-67, 
it was Rs. 127 erores, that is, an increase of 
Rs, 81 erores. So, this is the policy pursued 
by the Congress Government. Whether it is 
capitalist policy or pro-monopolist policy or 
pro-people's policy everybody can. judge from 
these figures. 

Coming to the question of burden of 
taxation, each year, heavy amount of taxa¬ 
tion has been imposed on the common man. 
I have got detailed figures but because of the 
shortage of time I will not place them here. 
But this heavy burden of taxation, each year, 
is becoming so much that it has become abso¬ 
lutely impossible for the common man to bear 
the burden of taxation. Due to the heavy 
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burden of taxation, the standard of living of 
the common people has gone down rapidly to 
such a low level as you can see from the 
figures of poverty line in the rural areas. 
According to the National Sample Survey, in 
1963-61, the proportion of rural population 
under poverty line was 52 per cent: in 1967- 
68, it had risen to 70 per cent and since 
then it has further risen to nearly 80 per 
cent. So, the disparity in income and the 
standard of living is growing very rapidly. 

Again, as to how the burden has been 
imposed on the cammon people, you can see 
it from the figure of inflationary rise in pri¬ 
ces. In 1949, the price index was 100 and in 
September, 1970, it had gone upto 220. Due 
to this inflationary pressure, the purchasing 
power of rupee has declined to 44 p. by 1970. 
So, the common man's pocket is being robbed 
and the big business is accumulating huge 
amounts of profit due to the policy pursued 
by the Congress Government. 

Then, our Finance Minister expressed a 
desire that price stability will be achieved due 
to the measures suggested in the Budget. But 
it is a fact, and it is an admitted fact, that 
this rise in prices is not an isolated thing. 
When the tax burden increases, that results 
in rise in prices. When there is inflation, it 
causes rise in prices. When there is deficit 
financing, it causes rise in prices. When there 
is black money in operation, it causes rise in 
prices. When the grip of monopoly over the 
.whole economy becomes stronger then they 
manipulate prices so that they can squeeze 
the common people through price manipu¬ 
lations.

In this Budget, out of a total deficit of 
dearly Rs. 400 crores. Rs. 220 crorcs are 
left mainly for Decifit Financing. This 
Deficit Financing will not be only of the 
order of Rs. 220 crores ; but we apprehend 
that there will be greater Deficit Financing 
because of the recent developments in Bangla 
Desh and the huge influx of refugees. 

So, the question of price stability being 
achieved, is impossible due to the measures 
suggested by the Finance Minister in this 
Budget. Price is bound to rise. Govern¬ 
ment cannot control the big monopolists. 


From the way in which the taxation 
measures have been imposed, "ft is quite dear 
to us that the Corporate sector baa virtually 
been exempted. Though th^re have been 
some taxes, they are virtually of a very mar¬ 
ginal nature. So, these white elephants 
have been saved. That is why, the next day 
after the Budget was placed here, I saw in 
the newspaper report that there is buoyaocy 
in Lyons’ Range. This is the heading which 
we saw in the paper and the share prices have 
shot up. 

So, the reaction of the big monopolists 
to this Budget is quite evident. That shows 
that this Budget is to defend their interests 
and that is why the prices have shot up. 

The Government have started pursuing 
now policies and they call it, new licensing 
policy. By this licensing policy of conces¬ 
sions and incentives, they have contributed 
to a huge amount of profit being amassed by 
this big business. I can give some figures 
which 1 have got from their organ, The 
Economic Times. According to a study 
made by the Research Bureau of The Eco¬ 
nomic Times, the net profits of 422 compa¬ 
nies, whose results were published during 
August, 1970 to April, 1971, have been in¬ 
creased by 27.5 per cent to Rs. 162 crores, 
whereas the sales have gone up by 13.6 per 
cent to Rs. 3111 crorcs. From this you can 
see, Mr. Deputy-Speaker, how the big busi¬ 
ness is making huge profits under the new 
policy pursued by this Government. And, 
if you call this policy to be orientation to¬ 
wards sacialist economy, it is nothing but 
plain deception on the masses and done to 
hoodwink them. 

So, by the policy of developing capitalism, 
socialism cannot be brought to india, and 
the people cannot be saved from poverty, 
and the employment potentialities cannot 
be developed. 

In the new licensing policy Government 
piously express the hope that they have the 
objective of reducing disparity, but actually, 
there are such loopholes in it as help the big 
business to accumulate such huge profits. In 
thr Economic Survey, at page 20, para 65* it 
is clearly started ; 

"Although the delineation of sectors 

under the new industrial licensing policy 
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imposes certain restrictions on the larger 
industrial houses and foreign concerns, 
these restrictions may be relaxed in case 
the interests of the economy so 
requires." 

So, there are really no restrictions. 

So much has been talked about the green 
revolution, and it has been stated that food 
production has increased. That is good. 
But who are being helped by the methods by 
which this food production has increased ? 
In the Economic Review Survey, it has been 
stated : 

"The question of the rich farmers be¬ 
coming richer and of growing income 
disparities in rural areas cannot be 
solved in the existing background of 
techniques which favour those groups 
which have adequate land together with 
the complemnetary physical and tt’nan- 
cial resources," 

So, disparities are growing by the way 
this green revolution has been conducted. 
It has also been accepted by others that 
the way our agriculture is being conducted, 
it is leading to disparities. It is sufficient 
if I quote from the ECAFE report. It says : 

"The green revolution has primarily 
benefited tbe farmers with large hold¬ 
ings, good quality land, better irrigation 
facilities, higher educational levels and 
better financial standing.". 

The other part is that in the rural 
areas, there have qcen more landless 
labourers, and the poor peasantry’s economic 
standard has gone down, and the crisis in 
their life has been far more accentuated. 

In the case of industrial workers and 
employees, the slogan is raised that pro¬ 
ductivity should be increased. Actually, 
production has increased, and the produc¬ 
tivity per labourer has also increased, but 
their wages have not increased. I would 
ike to quote what the National Com* 
Imlssion on Labour has stated in this 
regard. It say as follows : 

"The production per worker has 
increased by about 63 per cent between 


1952 and 1964, but real earnings have 
remained almost static during this 
period.”. 

That is also the case even now, because 
the price rise has become so steep and 
phenomenal that even if there is some 
nominal increase in their wages, the real 
wages have not increased but have gone 
down. So, these economic facts clearly 
prove that under the Congress regime, due 
to the policy pursued by the Congress 
Government, of developing capitalism in 
India in co-operation with the feudal forces 
and foreign imperialism, the economic life 
of the common masses is going down further 
and further, and the concentration of wealth 
and money has become so huge that this 
Government does not have the courage to 
attack them. That is why many friends 
have raided the question of nationalisation 
of foreign banks and foreign concerns. 
We have repeatedly pointed out those things, 
but Government have no courage to take 
action along these lines. They have allowed the 
Indian economy to be virtually mortgaged 
to the foreign imperialist forces. The foreign 
aid India is getting is a colossal figure. Its 
debt servicing has been so heavy on our 
economy that it is difficult to come out of 
it unscathed. In 1950-51,—foreign aid was 
Rs. 32 crores ; in 1955-56, it was Rs. 113 
crores, in 1960-61, it was Rs. 761 crores, 
in 1965-66 Rs. 2,590 crores and in 1970- 
71, it was Rs. 6,659 crores. Now it is 
more than Rs. 7,000 crores. Under Shri- 
mati Indira Gandhi’s Prime Ministership, 
foreign aid has been of the order of Rs. 
4069 crores and the debt servicing on that 
comes to noarly Rs. 450 crores per year. 
It is due to this drainage of money from 
our country that heavy taxation has been 
imposed on our people. It is not only 
due to foreign aid but also private foreign 
capital which has found a fa' ourable soil 
in India. This amount has increased nearly 
4 times under the Congress regime. In 1948, 
the amount was Rs. 256 crores, in 1970, 
it has become about Rs. 1,030 crores and 
more collaboration schemes are under way. 
The annual drainage on this account consist¬ 
ing of profits, interest, dividends, royalties 
etc. is of the order of Rs. 200 crores. 
Add to it the debt servicing amount of Rs. 
430 crores and you have a huge amount 
going out of India each year into the 
hands of the foreign imperialists. In such 
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a situation, how can the Indian economy 
be considered to be oriented towards soci¬ 
alism ? It is nothing but an attempt to 
bluff the common people. That is why I 
say the white elephants go scot-free. 

They arc proposing to increase the out¬ 
lay in plan projects so that employment 
opportunities can be extended. I have 
reports to suggest that there is huge tax 
evasion. Arrears of tax in 1970-71 arc of 
the order of Rs. 731 crores. All these 
are due from big business houses. There is 
an enormous racket in operation, but no 
stern measures are taken against them to 
unearth and mop up the black money. There 
was a committee headed by Shri Wanchoo. 
It came to some startling conclusions which 
people could not believe. The report here 
says : 

‘'Surprisingly enough, the authorities 
have not said a word about it. The 
Committee’s estimate of the black money 
would startle even the worst pessimists. 
The Committee estimates that the 
Indian economy generates Rs. 2,000 
crores of black money every year”. 

The total of the black money is more 
than Rs. 10,000 crores. In 1966, in the 
Durgapur AICCC session, the then Home 
Minister, Shri Nanda, circulated a paper 
in which he mentioned that the total amount 
of black money at that time was Rs. 2,400 
crores. Since then add each year Rs. 2,000 
Crores and we have a colossal amount of 
black money untapped. The Wanchoo 
Committee called it a parallel economy. 

But this Government is not laying its 
hands on them. We are only told in the 
Budget that some machinery has been set 
up. So, if there is huge black money 
which is operating as a parallel economy, 
there is no chance of any price stability, 
and if these white elephants are left scot- 
free, there is no chance of any reduction 
of disparities in incomes among the people. 

Because of concentration of economic 
power in the hands of a few and the vast 
masses getting more and more poor, the 
internal market is getting limited and the 
production coming out of our industries 


and factories is having limited scope of 
expansion in the internal fnarket. So, the 
Government is now insisting on too much 
of exports. For debt servicing a huge 
amount of export is necessary, For import¬ 
ing important raw materials, the shortage 
of which is creating a crisis, export is 
necessary. For developing competedveness 
in the export market, the slogan is given 
that there should be reduction in the cost 
of production and for this the burden will 
be mainly placed on the labourers. 

It has been said that the economy is 
picking up, that it is poised for revival, 
for growth. It is true that since the reces¬ 
sion there has been some revival, but 
everybody knows that in a capitalistic 
economy there are periodical crises or 
recessions and there are periodical revivals. 
So, after the recession there is a revival but 
it will be followed by a bigger crash if the 
economy is not basically changed. 

Our competitors have performed better 
than ourselves in the export market and 
our relative position as an exporting nation 
has worsened. India's position as an 
exporter was 15th in 1960*61, but by 1969 
it has slid down to a low 23rd. Over the 
past 20 ycai $ India’s share in world trade 
has steadily declined from about 2.1 per 
cent to about 0.7 per cent, one third of 
previous figure. There may be some tem¬ 
porary revival, but this general trend is 
there. Unless there is a basic change in 
the economy, we cannot improve our position 
in the export market. 

In the matter of development and 
industrial production, our position is the 
lowest in the world not only in relation to 
the highly developed capitalist countries, but 
even in relation to the newly developing 
countries of Asia and Africa. This is a 
shameful position which India is occupying 
compared with other countries due to the 
policies pursued by the Congress Government 
in the last 24 years. I say that there is no 
way out from th s mass unemployment, from 
this mass poverty and rise in prices unless 
this whole economy is basically changed. 

It is not socialism. Even nationalisation 
of banks is not socialism. In England and 
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America also 'banks arc nationalised, but 
every body knows that they are imperialist 
countries. It ( ,is State capatialism, and not 
socialism because you arc pursuing capatialist 
policy. In Prance, Belgium and other 
capitalist countries also nationalisation is 
there. To say that this is a step towards 
socialism is to deceive the masses. We have 
said repeatedly that real socialism means a 
total abolition of capitalism, the entire means 
of production must be owned socially ; 
individual ownership will be taken away and 
the means of distribution also must be owned 
by the society. That cannot be done by a 
party which is pledged to develop capitalism. 
That is why in my last speech I said that 
India would become socialist, not under the 
leadership of the Congress but under the 
leadership of the party of the proletariat. That 
is the experience of the other socialist 
countries and that is the lesson of history. 
And the whole world is advancing towards 
that. I am not going to talk about that now 
because that take a long time. Due to the 
policies pursued by this Government, social 
contradictions are boun<f to develop both in 
industrial and rural sectors. There will be 
class struggles because people are being thrown 
out of employment due to closure of the 
factories. Only today there has been a 
discussion on the closure of 81 textile mills 
and more than 81 thousand workers have 
been thrown out of the jobs. What is the 
way for them ? They will have to fight 
back and get their jobs back. In all the 
States factories arc being closed and 
thousands of persons are being thrown out 
of employment. 1 do not want to mention 
the figures to show how unemployment has 
; grown. 

My point is that this Budget helps 
further unemployment, further poverty and 
farther rise in prices. Though symptoms 
of revival are there, though the rate of 
production has increased to some extent a 
basic change in the policy is necessary to 
remove disparities among the people to give 
employment to the masses and to remove 
poverty. The State must have sufficient 
resources. In other words there must be 
bigger investment. That is why nationali¬ 
sation of foreign concerns and monopoly 
concerns is very essential. 


There is then the questions of land 
reforms. Eveiybody knows how land reforms 
have been sabotaged. The Prime Minister 
posed that she was very serious about im¬ 
plementing land reforms which have been 
adopted by the different State Legislatures. 
That is why a meeting of the Chief Ministers 
was convened. It is known to everybody 
that that meeting sabotaged the execution 
of the land reforms. Though the resolution 
or Bills on land reforms were passed by 
the legislatures—they were not full land 
reforms—even those measures were not at 
all implemented. Mr. Chavan stated that 
he had a different ideology and we had a 
different ideology. Yes, when there are 
different classes ideologies will be different 
and no ideology is free from class interest. 
This is the basic thing. The ideology of 
the capitalist class is the ideology of the 
ruling Congress party. We represent the 
preletariat. Our parly is the revolutionary 
party of the proletariat and it is only under 
the leadership of the proletariat socialism 
had been established in all the countries of 
the world. It is a historical fact and nobody 
can deny it. But still, India is in a stage 
where that form of socialism will take a 
long time. ( Interruption ). 

AN HON. MEMBER : Is there any 
communis* party in the world which will 
accept you as a proletariat party ? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : Yes ; 
ideologies are not free from class interests. 
It is an objective fact. Nobody can deny it. 
So, the ideology and outlook of the Congress, 
the ruling party, is an ideology to defend 
capitalism in compromise with feudalism 
and foreign imperialism, and that is the real 
fact which is developing in India. Unless 
this is basically changed, no solution of 
unemployment problem or removal of 
poverty is possible. That is why we suggest 
some immediate measures ; long after, 
socialism will be established not under your 
leadership but under the leadership of the 
Indian proletariat. But before that, even 
within this framework, you can take certain 
measures which I shall suggest here before 
I conclude my speech. Declare a moratorium 
on expoit of profits and repatriation of 
foreign private capital while negotiating for 
rescheduling of repayment of past loans, etc. 
Nationalise all foreign companies ; nationa- 
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Use the entire import-export trade. Impose 
a ceiling on profit and wealth of all big 
industrial and commercial undertakings. 
Take over profit in excess of the ceiling as 
a compulsory loan. Create a national 
development pool out of the compulsory 
loans formed out of excess profits and the 
reserves of big companies. End deficit 
financing. Rigorous tax enforcement and 
deterrent punishment to evaders and corrupt 
officers should be resorted to. Impose a 
steeply graduated personal income-tax. 
Impose a prohibitive tax on luxuries and 
comeforth to discourage conspicuous con¬ 
sumption. Exempt basic necessities from 
taxation and subsidise them if necessary. 
Impose heavier taxes on corporate profits, 
personal wealth, estates and on capital 
gains. 

There are growing disparities, and the 
discontent among the people is also growing. 
There is a growing necessity of fulfilling the 
basic necessities of the masses, but the 
ruling class feels only the necessity of 
suppressing the people’s movement. That is 
why each year the expenditure on defence 
is increasing hugely and the expenses on the 
police, particularly the CRP, have increased 
in the budget. The military expenditure has 
increased by nearly Rs. 59 crores. The 
expenditure on CRP has increased from 
Rs. 89 crores to Rs. 100 crores. It shows 
that more and more this Government is 
developing the entire State machinery as a 
machinery of bitter repression and 
suppression, and in anyway, they are out 
to suppress the people’s movement, so that 
the people cannot--defeat the reactionary 
policies of the Government, 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : Are not 
the socialist countries preparing for defence ? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : They 
are suppressing big capitalists ; you are 
defending the capitalists by suppressing the 
workers. There is a big difference between 
these two, and that is why you must be 
denounced by us. This expenditure must be 
reduced. You can create an illusion for 
some time to get votes. The total average 
votes you have earned throughout India is 


44 per cent; that is less than 50 per cent.

More people come to learn through 
their Own experiences and in epurse of time 
they will see the real character of your 
Government. That is why I oppose this 
budget totally. 

♦SHRI E. R. KRISHNAN (Salem): Hon 
Deputy Sneaker, Sir, the Minister of 
Finance has presented this year’s Budget 
to the House and I am thankful to you 
for giving me an opportunity to participate 
in the General Discussion on the Budget. 
The Budget for the year 1971-72 shows a 
deficit of Rs. 397 crores and new taxes have 
been levied to the tune of Rs. 177 crores, 
leaving an unfilled financial gap of Rs. 
220 crores. 

It is a matter of great regret that all 
these proposed taxes will affect the poor 
people and the middle class people. I 
accept and appreciate the fact that a Govern¬ 
ment cannot run the administration without 
resorting to taxation. But it should be 
aximatic that such taxes should be levied 
on those who can bear the brunt and the 
poor people should not be subject to heavy 
taxation. As all the hon. Members are 
aware, this year taxes have been levied on 
the commodities generally used by common 
people. There is already steep rise in 
prices and with the proposed additional 
taxes the prices of essential commodities 
like foodgrains, cloth and so on are bound 
to go up. 

The people of the Indian sub-continent 
are fully aware ihat this Government is 
wedded to the welfare of common people. 
In the recent General Elections, crores of 
our countrymen, reposing full faith in the 
dynamic leadership of Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi and realising the need for a strong 
Central Government, gave their massive 
support to the ruling party. They exercised 
their franchise in favour of the ruling 
party with the hope that the Government 
under the able leadership of Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi would banish poverty from the 
soil of this country, would work untiringly 
for the upliftment of the poor and down-

trodden and* would endeavour earnestly 
to eradicate unemployment. Before casting 
his vote, everyone searched for the symbol of 
Cow and Chlf in the ballot paper and put 
stamp on it They gave their unqualified 
verdict in favour of the ruling party. The 
Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam unreservedly 
offered their felicitations and proffered their 
hand of cooperation willingly so that the 
Government at the Centre can func ! ion 
effectively and fruitfully. 

I regret to say that this Government, 
which is committed to usher in an era 
of socialism in the country and to work 
for the prospciity of the poor, has in this 
Budget chosen to impose taxes which would 
directly hit hard the poor and middle class 
sections of our society. Maida has been 
taxed at the rate of 10 paise per kilo. 
Bread which is made of maida is consumed 
mostly by the common people of our 
country. Ii there is one common factor of diet 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country, it is this bread. In South, when 
a rikshawpullcr, a porter, a stone-cutter 
or for that matter any worker, earns eight 
annas as his wages, he rushes to a tea 
shop and buys a bun and a cup of tea. 
In fact 90 % of ’he working class in our 
country depends on bread for sustenance. In 
his Budget Speech, the Finance Minister sta¬ 
ted that bread is a tich man's diet. Perhaps in 
Maharashtra, the home State of the Finance 
Minister, it may be so. But I can say that 
for millions of poor people in our country 
bread is the mainstay, I get the feeling 
that perhaps the Finance Minister has 
mocked at the suffering millions of our 
country- I appeal to him to withdraw 
at once this tax on maida, 

We find that 10 % tax has been 
levied on ready-made garments. Being cheap 
and readily available, the poor people 
purchase them. I would have no objection 
to any taxation on ready-made garments of 
superior and fine varieties of cloth. In 
my view it is totally unjustified that ready¬ 
made garments should be taxed. Similarly, 
toilet soap has also come for taxation. 
Common variety of toilet soaps are used 
by the masses to reduce the rigorous of 
certain skin infections. If tax is imposed 
on superior quality toilet soaps^we will have 


no grievance. It is not proper to have 
taxed alt varieties of soap irrespective of 
nuality. Therefore, I would request the 
Finance Minister to revoke this tax pro¬ 
posal on soaps commonly used by the masses. 
Again, kerosene, a petroleum product, 
has come for additional tax at the rate of 
3 paise per litre, Who is using kerosene ? 
It is used by the poor to light their fiuts 
at the time of taking their food. There 
is absolutely no juslificatlon for increasing 
the impost on kerosene. Coarse cloth has 
also been taxed. The consumers of coarse 
cloth are the poor and middle class people. 
We would not protest if superfine cloth 
is taxed heavily. But, since it is the other 
way, I appeal to the Finance Minister 
to withdraw this impost. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN 
There is no tax on kerosene. 

SHRI E. R. KRISHNAN : In Tamil 
Nadu we have seen newspaper reports that 
the price of kerosene has gone up by 
3 paise per litre because of the new tax on 
petroleum products. Petrol has been taxed 
heavily to the extent of 23 paise per litre. 
Duiing the last two decades, petrol had 
not been taxed so heavily. Some may argue 
that petrol is mainly consumed by rich 
people owning cars. But, in India there 
are millions of taxis and auto-rikshaws. 
The main users of these vehicles are poor 
and middle class people of our country. 
The fares of taxis and auto-rikshaws will 
naturally go up, which in turn will effect 
the poor and the middle class.. If you 
impose heavy taxes on imported cigarettes 
and other costly cigarettes smoked for 
pleasure by the richer sections of the society, 
it is all right. But, cheaper cigarettees 
like Charminar and Berkely, generally 
smoked by the labour and working class, 
have been taxed heavily. This, I feel, is 
rather unjust. 

With a view to stopping food imports 
and to attaining self-sufficiency in foodgrains, 
aven as early as 1952, Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru while formulating the First Five 
Year Plan gave agriculture the pride of 
place and started a vigorous “Grow more 
Food Campaign’. He said that agricultural 
implements and mechinery must be made 
available at low prices. Many river-valley 
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projects were taken up. Though the country 
as a whole has not attained full self- 
sufficiency in foodgrains, many States are 
in the threshold of self-sufficiency in food- 
grains. At this stage, 10 % tax has been 
levied on tractors, as a result of which 
the price of a tractor may go up by 
Rs. 6000 to Rs. 7000. The D M.K. Govern¬ 
ment in Tamil Nadu, with the twin objec¬ 
tive of achieving self-sufficiency and 
augmenting food production considerably, 
during the last four years have sanctioned 
crores of rupees as loans to agriculturists. 
Throughout the State, the Government have 
met in full the farmers’ requirement of 
electric connections and pumpsets. In 
consequence, the food production in Tamil 
Nadu has gone up considerably. In 1967, 
when the D.M.K. took over the adminis¬ 
tration, the food production was about 
40 lakh tonnes. Under the wise and saga¬ 
cious leadership of our late-lamented Anna 
and later under the dynamic and illustrious 
guidance of our present Chief Minister, 
Shri Karunanidhi, the Government of Tamil 
Nadu have given loans and grants to the 
farmers for digging thousands of wells and 
for installing millions of pumpsets through¬ 
out the State. The Government have also 
ensured timely supply of fertilisers and 
improved variety of seeds in sufficient 
quantities to the farmers. Electricity has 
been brought to the door-step of every 
farmer in the State. As a result of these 
multiple steps, in 1971 the production of 
foodgrains in Tamil Nadu is estimated to be 
of the order of 72 lakh tonnes. When we 
have tried to Augment food production 
by nearly 32 lakh tonnes in a short span 
of 4 years, we are afraid that the present 
levy on tractors is bound to hamper our 
efforts. I take this opportunity to stress 
that the Finance Minister should re-examine 
the proposed levy on tractor. 1 am of the 
view that the agricultural machinery and 
implements, whether imported or manufac¬ 
tured indigenously, should not be taxed 
so heavily. 

As I had earlier pointed out, we accept 
, and we have no hesitation in accepting that, 
whichever party .may be in power, the 
Government cafinot but levy some taxes. 
During the last four years, the D.M.K. 
Government in Tamil Nadu did not take 
recourse to rigorous taxation which would 
hit hard the toiling millions and in fact 


revoked certain taxes of that nature. On 
the other hand, they did no? vacillate to 
levy taxes on those who can bear the but den. 
On account of the discerging taxation 
policy followed by our Goveinmcir, the 
D.M.K. has been returned to power in the 
recent General Elections with the massive 
majority of 183 seats in Tamil Nadu 
Assembly. Everyone acknowledges un¬ 
grudgingly that we have the best Government 
in Tamil Nadu, which has given primary 
importance to the welfare of the people. 

1 wish to submit that the policy of 
taxation should be discriminatory. Taxes 
should be levied on those who can bear the 
brunt. Many a time we have suggested to the 
Centre a few measures for raising addi¬ 
tional resources without resorting to taxation 
which would hit the common man. I 
am firmly of the view that the entire import 
and export trade of the country should 
be taken over by the Government at the 
Centre. In the recent past, the ruling 
party at the Centre had indicated 
their inclination to do so. I am sure 
that by implementing this proposal, the 
Government would be able to raise subs¬ 
tantial revenue. Besides, the income tax 
arrears run into astounding figures. If 
vigorous and effective measures are adopted 
to realise these arrears, there will be no 
need at all for the Government to levy 
heavy taxes. In the context of steep rise 
in pi ices, I would suggest that income tax 
exemption limit should go up to Rs. 10000 
from rhe existing limit of Rs. 6000. I 
am sure that the Finance Minister with his 
liberal approach would show this gene¬ 
rosity to the middle class people. 

Sir, the Government is compelled to levy 
taxes when the expenditure is mounting 
up. Wc are all aware that the expenditure 
of the Central Government has gone 
up by leaps and bounds. There is great 
and immediate necessity for economising 
the expenditure at the Cent c and I would 
suggest that a Committee be appointed 
to go into this question and suggest specific 
measures for this purpose. 

I wish to state that the Central Govern¬ 
ment have treated Tamil Nadu in a step¬ 
motherly fashion. In the recent session of the 
Tamil Nadu Assembly, our Chief Minister 
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has clearly pointed out that the Report 
of the Fifth Finance Commission has 
adversely afWfcted the financial interests of 
Tamil Nadu. For the period 1969-74, the 
per capita central assistance on all India 
basis is 98.5 rupees But if you take 
Tamil Nadu alone, the per capita central 
assistance comes only to 87.5 rupees. Because 
of this the Tamil Nadu has been deprived 
of central assistance to the tune of 
Rs. 44 crorcs. Is it proper and just ? If 
you take the totality of central schemes for 
financial assistance for the States together, 
you find that per capita assistance of Tamil 
Nadu is 142.5 rupees, while the all India 
average is 185.5 Is it fair ? It is the duty 
of the Central Government to treat all 
the States on par. Why then this discri¬ 
mination against Tamil Nadu ? 

The Fourth Five Year Plan outlay for 
Tamil Nadu was Rs. 250 crorcs. But it 
has been cut down to Rs. 202 crores by 
the Central Government. Is it just to 
reduce the plan outlay by Rs. 48 crores ? 
How can the Government of Tamil Nadu 
formulate developmental plans for the 
welfare of 4 crores of people of that State ? 
How can they solve the problem of 
unemployment ? How can they produce 
more food and other essential commodities ? 
I would like to ask : why should there 
be this reduction in the plan outlay for 
Tamil Nadu ? 

This Budget has not made any provision 
for schemes to solve unemployment problem, 
which has assumed grave dimensions in our 
country. The Central Government should 
engage itself in formulating worthwhile 
schemes to solve this problem. One of the 
grand schemes being talked about in this 
country for so many years now is the linking 
of Ganges with Cauvcry. Recently, a Central 
Minister referred to this scheme in some 
detail. If this scheme is taken up for 
implementation in right earnest, it will give 
job opportunities for thousands of Engineering 
Graduates, Diploma Holders and other 
skilled and unskilled workers throughout 
the country. 7 States will get continuous 
water supply enabling them to attain self- 
sufficiency in foodgrains. Many technical 
experts are of the view that this scheme 
couid be completed in 15 years time. It 


may be asked that this scheme would cost 
Rs. 1500 crores and how to find that huge 
amount. I would say that in India the 
unaccounted money alone would run into 
several crores of rupees. If the Government 
gives a guarantee to the people that after 
i5 years the money would be returned to 
them without interest. I am sure that they 
would come forward to lend the money to 
the Government. The hon. Minister may 
retort that the Government knows all these 
things. It would suffice to point out here 
that only three years ago a Minister here 
held out the olive branch to the people 
possessing black money that if they came 
out in the open, it would be shared between 
them at the ratio of 60 : 40. 

By adopting such methods, if you 
implement this project of linking Ganges 
with Cauvcry, then India would be not only 
self-sufficient in foodgrains but would also 
be exporting foodgrains to other countries. 
Today the United States of America is in a 
position to ofTer to the 300 crores of people 
all over the world any amount of foodgrains. 
By implementing this scheme, India will 
achieve the same level of prosperity. 

On behalf of the D.M.K., and as a 
representative of lakhs of poor people, I 
would request the Finance Minister to 
withdraw the taxes on maida and coarse 
cloth. I would plead with him that this 
question should not be treated as a presti¬ 
gious issue. You will recall that last year, 
Shri Gulzari Lai Nanda, the then Railway 
Minister, proposed an increase in the third 
class passenger fares. But, when there was 
persistent demand both inside and outside 
the House for its withdrawal, he readily 
conceded the demand and gave up the pro¬ 
posal to increase the third class fare. 

The Finance Minister, Shri Chavan, has 
been a champion of the poor and down 
trodden all through his public life. He has 
done yeoman service to the people of 
Maharashtra. He has rich administrative 
experience, and it is fortunate that we have 
such a pre-eminent person as our Finance 
Minister at the Centre. I appeal <o him in 
the name of millions of poor to revoke the 
taxes on commodities consumed by the 
common people. I would request him to 
come to the rescue of the poor. 
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If lie does it, I am sure that the people 
will hum the hymn of praise and chant the 
slogans of long Live Chavan and Long live 
Indira Gandhi, 

To examine the question of Centre-State 
relations and the long standing demand of 
Tamil Nadu for State autonomy and more 
powers to the State, the Tamil Nadu 
for State autonomy and more powers to the 
State, the Tamil Nadu Government six 
months ago appointed a Committee of 
eminent experts under the chairmanship of 
Justice Rajamanner. After going into the 
question in ail details, the Committee last 
week presented its report to our Chief 
Minister, Shri Karunanidhi. I am sure that 
a copy of the report would have been for¬ 
warded to the Central Government and I 
think the hon. Members of this House also 
would get a copy each. If you study this 
report and implement the recommendations 
made by the Committee, then the State 
Governments will get the powers which 
should be with them. Then, the expenditure 
at the Centre would also go down consider¬ 
ably, enabling the Government at the Centre 
to effect the much-needed economy, which in 
turn would result in less taxation. The 
State Government also will be in a better 
position to run their administration smoothly 
and effectively because they will be in a 
position to raise the requisite resources, 
without dependence on the Centre. This 
will pave the way for establishing a real and 
meaningful cooperative federalism in the 
country. The country will emerge stronger 
and more united and integrated. India will 
become a prosperous country. Some may 
doubt the bona fides of this demand and 
say that the D. M. K. once stood for 
secession. It is true that we demanded 
secession but that was before 1963. Our 
Great Leader Anna, who has carved for 
himself a niche in the hearts of four crores 
of Tamil People, dropped that demand 
unequivocally. Instead, he gave the clarion 
call for a prosperous, united and strong 
India. That is what we stand for today. We 
have unassailable faith in the integrity of 
the nation. We do not harbour any bad 
intentions or ulterior motives when we raise 
this question. Our Chief Minister, Shri 
Karunanidhi, has clarified this issue in no 
unmistable teams. 


India is a nation of diverse cultures, 
languages and traditions. They should all 
not only co- exist but develop side by side. 
This will be possible only if the States are 
granted more powers which legitimately fall 
under their purview. If the Central Govern¬ 
ment accepts this legitimate demand of the 
States and act accordingly, then, I am sure 
that for centuries to come India will remain 
strong and united and will be a beacon light 
for the nations of the world. 

Socialism is the bed-rock of the policy 
of this Government. We do not doubt for 
a moment their intention to help and uplift 
the poor of this country. We also accept 
and share in their desire to eliminate 
capitalism from the soil of this country. The 
people have faith in the Government which 
is-wedded to the welfare of the people. Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, I appeal through you to 
the Prime Minister and other Ministers, who 
have got to their credit a long record of 
self-less public service and who are committed 
to the establishment of egalitarian society 
in our country, to heed to the demand of 
States for more powers. I also appeal to 
the Finance Minister to withdraw the taxes 
that affect the common man. 

I am grateful to you for giving me this 
opportunity. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central) : I congratulate the Finance 
Minister for presenting a budget which seeks 
to redeem the promises given in the election 
manifesto. 

I have heard the speech of the hon. 
Leader of the Communist Marxist party 
very carefully, and I wonder whether he has 
read the budget speech carefully or whether 
he has tried to analyse the taxation proposals 
with that open mind or with that attitude 
which.he claims to possess while dealing 
with the interests of the proletariat. I shall 
presently come to the figures showing to 
what extent the working classes are affected 
or what extent the articles of mass 
consumption are taxed. I must advise the 
Members of the Opposition to start reading 
the budget speech from page 2 and especially 
from the heading 'reorientation of policies’. 
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If ijicy do so, I think they will go to the 
extent of praising the budget presented to 
this House, Whether they be protagonists of 
capitalistic society or whether they claim to 
be the champions of the proletariat. 

Page 2 of the speech deals with reorien¬ 
tation of policies. What are these reorient¬ 
ations of policies, and with what purpose 
and with wha effect has the speech dealt 
with the reorientation of policies ? What 
are the aims and objects of these reorienta¬ 
tions ? If they would read the speech with 
an open mind and not with a closed mind, 
they will appreciate the first point that deals 
with the reorientation of policies, namely 
bringing about some socialism, or in other 
words, implementing the principles of 
socialism under the present economic 
conditions with which our country is faced... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Socio-economic conditions. I am trying to 
help the hon. Member. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : I am 
thankful to him for his help, but let him 
not help me. I require no help from him. 


The second point is that It deals with 
economic growth coupled with increasing 
social justice. These are the three objectives 
which are being aimed at by the reorientation 
of policies ? 

Now, what are the proposals ? I am 
dealing with the proposals adopted for the 
achievement of these three objectives. The 
first is the measure adopted for creating 
gainful work for the urban unemployed, and 
the second is the measures for creating 
gainful work for the rural unemployed. 
That is precisely the first point that you 
will see when you scan through the speech 
and the budget proposals...

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SHRI D. K. PANDA : This is a very 
important matter. We are going to lose 
and we have already lost some foreign 
exchange. There is also accumulation 
of stocks to the tune of 9 lakh tonnes 
at the railway station and S lakh tonnes 
at the mines. So, for lifting all these 
accumulated stocks, what is the arrange¬ 
ment that the hon. Minister is going to 
make with a very short time ? 

Secondly, there is absolutely no 
question <>f law and order in the Bara- 
jumda-Ban span i area. The taiget fixed 
for export of iron ore ftom thin sector 
was 1.8 million tonne, and actually only 
twelve lakh tonne has been exported. 
In view of the hu;;c accumulations at the 
rui’way station and the mines,, what step 
is Governin 'it i>oing to take immediately 
for lifting u east 5 lakh tonnes lying at 
the mines ? 

SHRI MOHAN KU MARAMANGA- 
LAM : I have already stated that wc are 
taking action. So far as the railways are 
concerned, the Minister of Railways had 
convened a conference which was attended 
by myself as well as the Minister of State, 
and we hope that we will be table to 
improve the situation so far as railway 
transport is concerned. The hon. Member 
will appreciate that it is primarily a 
question of improving the railway position 
and availability of wagons in that area. 
We want, to lake steps, we are taking 
steps that are available to us, in order 
to ensure this. It is a question of moving 
it to the port, and we are taking the 
necessary steps. 

SHRI N.K. SINHA : Is the Minister 
aware that this is a chronic problem of 
the area, though it may aggravate some¬ 
times, and that is so because of lack of 
communications and lack of adequate 
mileage of railway lines ? Will the 
Minister see to it that the Transport 
Ministry and the Railway Ministry look 
into these deficiencies of the area ? 
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SHRI MOHAN K.UMARAMANGA- 
LAM: I do not think it is lack of 
communications that is responsible for it. 
What is responsible is lack of availabi¬ 
lity of wagons which is. due to the very 
difficult law and order situation that we 
wo facing due to theft of overhead wires 
etc., which hove been listed in the main 
answer, in the Calcutta-Kharagpur and 
Calcutta-Asansol areas. 

SHRI D.K. PANDA : We want to 
get an assurance from the hon. Minister 
that within a specific time some action 
will be taken because the crisis started 
since November 1970. It is a matter of 
arranging 600 Railway wagons to lift the 
stock which would avert, the threatened 
retrenchment of 15,000 workmen.

(a) whether for the third successive 
year, target fixed for fertiliser consumption 
has not been realised; 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor; and 

(c) the steps Government propose to 
take to achieve the consumption target? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) to (c). 
A statement is placed on the Table of the 
Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) Yes Sir. The shortfall in the achie¬ 
vement of consumption target operational 
was however, 18% in 1970-71 as against 
37% in 1968-69 and 23% in 1969-70. Some 
of the States like Madhya Pradesh, Mysore, 
Rajasthun and Maharashtra have realised 
the targets of fertiliser consumption fixed 
for them. 

(b) The main reasons for the low level 
of consumption in comparison to the tar¬ 
gets are:— 

(i) natural causes such as cyclones 
and floods in some States; 

(ii) constraints in the availability 
of credit for fertiliser distribu¬ 
tion and use; 

(iii) inadequacies in the fertiliser 
distribution arrangements; 

(iv) gaps in extension and promo¬ 
tional efforts; and 

(v) unfavourable price ratio bet¬ 
ween inputs and the produce. 

(c) The Government have recently set 
up a Credit Guarantee Corporation to en¬ 
courage banks to provide greater credit 
facilities to farmers and dealers of fertili¬ 
sers. The State Governments have also 


beat urged to ensure the availability of 
production credit to farmers in larger 
measure through‘cooperatives. The Gove¬ 
rnment of India are also continuing to give 
short-term loans to the States 'for stocking 
and distribution of fertilisers. The distri¬ 
bution system was liberalised by replacing 
licensing by a simpler and quicker method 
of registration. Besides, the Central Ferti¬ 
liser Pool maintains buffer stocks in various 
States where the distribution system is not 
efficient and transport infrastructure is 
weak. The Pool also liberalised distribu¬ 
tion arrangement by making direct supplies 
to cooperatives, Agro-Industries Corpora¬ 
tions, Zilia Parishads and even private 
dealers. 

As regards extension, two important 
schemes having a direct bearing on fertili¬ 
ser consumption are in operation, viz. (a) 
national demonstrations and (b) farmers, 
training programme under which latest 
technology, including optimum and balan¬ 
ced use of fertilisers, is sought to be exten¬ 
ded to farmers. The Government are also 
considering the setting up of a Fertiliser 
Promotion Council as a joint venture be¬ 
tween the Government of India, State Go¬ 
vernments, Agricultural Universities and 
fertiliser manufacturers in order to supple¬ 
ment the promotional measures undertaken 
by the State Governments and manufactu¬ 
rers. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : In the 
statement I find certain reasons are given 
for the low level of consumption’but[the 
remediesj are very unsatisfactory. Is it 
not a fact that the chronic trouble with 
fertiliser consumption has been maldistri¬ 
bution and secondly the fact that the 
smaller Jarmers.'cannot afford to purchase 
fertilisers at their, existing prices. What 
is being done to improve the system of 
distribution. This has k been going on for 
a number of years. Secondly, will the 
prices be adjusted in such a way that 
smaller fanners can avail of it to their 
maximum capacity ? 
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SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: Be¬ 
fore I reply to this supplementary, I want 
to make one correction in the statement! 
the statement should read: the shortfall 
in the achievement of operational consu¬ 
mption target. The word ‘operational* 
should be added. 

Shri Gupta has raised a very funda¬ 
mental question in regard to fertiliser 
consumption in the country. It relates 
first of all to the availability of credit to 
the small farmers. It is a major hurdle 
we have come across. The credit links 
are weak. Efforts are made to strengthen 
the co-operatives. The commercial banks 
have been asked to cater more to the 
needs of small farmers and a credit guaian- 
tee corporation has been established to 
guarantee loans to the tune of Rs. 1,000 
to small farmers. The loans were based 
on security and we have changed the secu¬ 
rity basis now. Crops have been adopted 
as security. Various measures are taken 
to improve the availability of ciedit. But 
this is a problem of vast magnitude. We 
have now relaxed somo conditions and no 
1 icence is required to become a distribu¬ 
tion agent. Anybody can become a dis¬ 
tributor by registering himself. 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA : Figures 
show that the lowest rate of consumption 
is by and large in the eastern region of the 
country. May I know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is not a fact that con¬ 
sumption m the eastern region is mainly 
accounted for by the plantations which 
means that the smaller faimers are hardly 
consuming any fertilisers. May 1 know 
from him, in view of the iact (a) that the 
co-operatives are very undeveloped in the 
eastern region, (b) the banks, in spite of 
what he has said, are not yet giving credit 
easily to the small farmers, (c) in respect 
of the Credit Guarantee Corporation which 
is being set up, there is no guarantee also 
that it will cater primarily to the smaller 
fanners, th$ Whole of the eastern region 
is being adversely affected, have they got 


any special measures in view to step up 
the consumption of fertiliser^ in the eas¬ 
tern region ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. UHINDE : It 
is true that in tbe eastern region the main 
bulk consumption is by the plantation 
crops and therefore there is need to look 
to the requirements of the small farmers. 
In the oastern region, we have also come 
across, in addition to the difficulties men¬ 
tioned by the hon. Member, tenurial diffi¬ 
culties and also natural calamities. Tenu¬ 
rial difficulty is the basic one. For provi¬ 
ding credit and fertilisers, even the names 
of the tenants aro not recorded. Steps 
are being taken by the Government in 
West Bengal. We have also conferred 
permanent tenancy rights on the farmerse 
when there was President's rule 

As far as credit is concerned, wc are 
taking a number of steps in the eastern 
region. 

SHRI B. S. MUR1HY ‘ Is the Minis¬ 
ter awaro that most of t he medium and 
small scale cultivator* are slowly becoming 
averse to the use of more and more chemi¬ 
cal fertilisers and, •« so, what is the 
reason ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE . At 
least the reports in the Ministry do not 
indicate that the medium or the small far¬ 
mers aio becoming averse. Really, ferti- 
lieers in this country have become quite 
popular. The point is, resources aro not 
available ; ciedit is not available and the 
distribution arrangements are not satis¬ 
factory. These are the problems which 
we have come across.

Taking over of Assam Silimanite Factory 
by Bokaro Steel Plant 

*247 SHRI DINESH JOARDER : Will 
the Minister of STEEL & MINES be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether any negotiations have taken 
place by Bokaro Steel Plant to take over 
the Assam Silimanite Factory which is in 
the privat sector; 

(b) whether Government ore aware 
that the owners of the Assam Silimanite 
factory are facing prosecution for mak¬ 
ing false claims and the factory has in¬ 
curred a liability of Rs. 60 Lakhs due to 
mismanagement; and 

(c) if so, the reaction of Government 
thereto ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN): (a) Bokaro 
Steel Limited has been examining the 
feasibility of taking over' a Refractory 
Plant and, in this connection, have had 
discussions with Assam Siiimanito Ltd. 
as well as some other units in the 
private sector. 

(b) Government are awar of the liabi¬ 
lities of the Company and also the fact 
that the Registrar of Companies had filed 
d case against the company for certain 
"Violations of the Companies Act. 


(c) There is yet no proposal before 
Government for purchase of .the Comp¬ 
any by Bokaro Steel Limited. If such a 
proposal is received, all relevent factors 
will be taken into considerations before 
taking a decision on it. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER: Sir, may I 
know whether the Assam Silimanite fact¬ 
ory lias a capacity to produce the specified 
quality and the required quantity of fire¬ 
bricks, as it is alleged that it never can 
produce such sophisticated fire-bricks of 
Russian specification as required by the 
Bokaro steel plant? On the other hand, the 
Asian Refractories, Bhandardihi, is a 
modern plant, and may I know whether the 
Government have enquited if it can be 
r better proposition to purchase the same 
instead of purchasing the Assam Silim¬ 
anite factory which was originally purch¬ 
ased by the Wali Brothers at UPCC at Rs. 
1.4 croros and now its value is going to be 
fixed, as is alleged, at Rs. 2 croros, an over 
estimation of the price of the factory 7 
May I know wether this is correct or not t 

SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN: The Ass¬ 
am Silimanite Refractory can produce the 
bricks that are required by Bokaro. It will 
require some remodelling and some extra 
expenditure will have to be incurred. It 
will take about two years to go into prod¬ 
uction. The other factory, the Asian 
Refractory, is also good. I quite agree 
with him that it could also serve the pur¬ 
pose. A committee is going in to all these 
aspects and we have an open mind. There 
are three refractories under consideration. 
They are examining the pros and cons of 
taking over one or more of these; that is 
under consideration. No firm decision 
has been taken so far. 

SHRI DAMODAR PANDEY : I* the 
Minister aware of the fact that almost the 
entire investment of Assam Silimanite has 
come from the public ..exchequer either in 
the shape of loan or by some other method 
and the employer is misappropriating the 
money ? He is not making payment to 
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the workers regularly. For the last thfie 
or four months no payment has been made, 
for which an enquiry committee has been 
set up by the State Government. So, will it 
not be desirable to takee ovor the factory 
immediately without any further delay? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KUMARA- 
MANGLAM) : As my colleague, the 
Minister of State, lias already men 
tioned, a committee hus been appoin¬ 
ted consisting of Mr. Appu Rao. Director, 
Hindustan Steel Limited, a ropresscntaiive 
of Bokaro Steel Limited, and the Senior 
Industrial Adviser in the ministry, Mr. 
Hari Bushan. Wc expect tlicir rrpoit 
within this month itself. All the matters 
raised by the lion, members including 
my lion, friend there will be taken into 
consideration before coming to a Dual 
decision in the matter. 

Industrial Peace in Public Undertakings 

*248. S1IR1 N. K. SINHA : Will the 
Minister of LABOUR AND REHABILI¬ 
TATION be pleased to state the steps 
taken to ensure an era of Industrial peace 
in the country "with special tcference to the 
working of public undertakings ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR AND REHABI¬ 
LITATION (SHRI BAL CiOVIND 
VERMA) : The Settlement machinery envi¬ 
saged under the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, together with voluntary arrangements 
like the Code of Discipline, govern industrial 
relations in the public as well as private 
sector undertakings. The main effoi t is to 
minimise industrial disputes throgh the pro¬ 
cesses of preliminary discussions, informal 
mediation, conciliation and adjudication or 
arbitration, as necessary, under the owing 
statutory ond voluntary arrange its; 
Government have also been holdi'. dis¬ 
cussions with the workers and en» ioycis’ 
representatives with a view to evolving 
agreed measures for securing neeiUd impjo- 
vements in the industrial relations system. 


SHRI N, K, SINHA : In view of the 
fact that 1970 was the worst year from this 
point of view, do Government propose 
to bring about some kind of structural 
changes in the organisation of nude unions 
and also in the management stylo and also 
provide for a permanent machinery to 
settle disputes and introduce sonic kind of 
educational and cultural revolution in the 
factories ? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA : So 
far as changes in the structure of 
the unions as 1 well as the management 
of facloi ies arc concerned, discussions are 
being held with the representatives ol emp¬ 
loyees and employers and we have not come 
to any concrete conclusion. Government 
are of the opinion that thc'C must be some 
suit of a change in the sti uctuie of the 
management and workeis must be made to 
feel that they aie members of the manage¬ 
ment and they should share the responsi¬ 
bility of the management as well. But 
nothing has come out so far. It is under 
discussion. Regarding permanent machi¬ 
nery, the National Labour Commission 
is of the opinion that the system which has 
been in vogue is not of a very satisfactory 
nature. Thciclore, a conference was held 
of emploees and employers on 20, 21 and 
22nd last month respectively. Sonic consen¬ 
sus has been reached on broad issues but 
no concrete proposals have conic forward. 
Government have asked the employees to 
consult among themselves and put forward 
certain suggesions which may be consi¬ 
dered by the Government. 

SHRI N. K. SINHA : What are the 
terms of the agreement so far leached? 
Secondly, some kind of cultural and educa¬ 
tional revolution on patristic lines has to 
be brought about in side the factory. What 
has the Government to say about that 1 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA ; Gover¬ 
nment have a scheme for workers’educa¬ 
tion. Workers tare colleeicd from every 
undertaking and they are put under train¬ 
ing. Then these worker go and take cla¬ 
sses inside the undertaking. This process 
is golig om But we ar e not getting is 
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much co-operation from the management 
side as we want. We are looking into it 
and we wig see what we can do in the 
matter.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

(SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) •. (a) and 
(b). According to the present, schedule 
construction of the entire first stage 
of the Bokaro Steel Plant is to be 
completed by March, 1973. All efforts are 
being made (o adhere to this schedule. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : It is refresh¬ 
ing to hear the hon. Minister that they are 
trying to complete the entire first stage of 
the Bokaro Steel Plant by 1973. I would 
like to know what are the reasons for this 
optimism, whether they have overcome all 
the difficulties in regard to machinery and 
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all that, whether machinery is arriving io 
time and also whether they have overcome 
labour troubles. What are the reasons for 
this optimistic reply? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KUMARAMA- 
NGALAM): So far as the construction of 
the Bokaro Steel Plant is concerned, the 
position has substantially improved. 1 hat 
is the basis for our statement that we ex¬ 
pect that we should be able to keep up the

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR : Mv question 
was, what are the leasons tor this optimis¬ 
tic reply.

ANNASAHhB P. SHINDE : (a) No, Sir, 
Although there had been some initial diffi¬ 
culties m the movement and storage of 
wheat, it is expected that the targe* of four 
million tonnes will be achieved. 

(b) In addn ion to the normal move¬ 
ment of foodgiains, contigcncy plans have 
already been fi amed for movement of addi¬ 
tional quantities or wheat by rail and road, 
'ihe Food Corporation of India, besides 
arranging toi additional hired godowns, is 
taking emergent measures including cons¬ 
truction of plinths for temporary storage 
of whnat. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : The 
hon. Minister has stated that every arrange¬ 
ment had been made to complete the target 
of piocurcmenf of wheat. But the Minister 
of Agriculture of the State of Punjab has 
recently made a statement. He said 
that due to lack of wagons availability 
the wheat movement is very slow. He 
feated that they would not be able 
to reach (he proem cment targets. He 
had also said that due to the non-availa¬ 
bility or inadequacy of the storage facili¬ 
ties there, wheat in Puniab is spoiled, is 
getting spoiled and rotten during the rainy 
season. Therefore, what 1 would like to 
know from the hon. Minister is this: 
What measuies have they taken with regard 
to the feats expressed by the Minister 
in the State of Punjab ? 

SHRi ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE , I 
have reade the statement of hem. 
Minister of Punjab. I have had a 
talk with him. In consultation with the 
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Punjab Government we have worked out 
a plan of movement. We have worked out 
an elaborate plafe of procurement, storage 
and movement. In the month of June, we 
propose to move out of Punjab and 
Haryana 6.2 lakh tonnes of wheat. For 
the rest of the wheat, we have, in consul* 
tatlon with the procurement agencies, 
made arrangements for local storage. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister whether 
they have made a fool-proof arrangement, 
because, the Minister in Punjab had said 
it very clearly that during the rainy season, 
particularly by the end of June he feared 
that several lakhs tonnes of wheat are 
likely to get perished in rain beeause there 
$n no protection arrangements and storage 
facilities. He also said that no wagons are 
available. I do not know what actual 
measures have been taken by the Govern¬ 
ment. I would like to know from the 
Government aboat those measures. 

MR. SPEAKER : Thank you very much 
for taking interest in Punjab ' 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : About 
the wagons, I may say, there had been some 
difficulties because of the problems of the 
teturn of wagons from the eastern region. 
But the Railways are giving their maximum 
possible help and cooperation and there¬ 
fore, as I said, a very ambitious plan of 
moving about 6.2 lakhs tonnes of wheat 
out of Punjab and Haryana has been taken 
in hand and this will be moved out in the 
month of June. Upto Monday last almost 
2.4 millions tonnes of wheat had been 
prdcurod. We have been procuring at 
the rate of about one lakh tons of wheat 
per day. So, we are trying to cope with 
the situation.

The recommendations made 
by the Working Group on Aluminium 
constituted to function under the Chairman 
Bureau of Industrial Costs and Prices and 
the action taken or proposed to be taken 
by the Government on these recommenda¬ 
tions have been announced in Government 
Resolutic i No. 5 (118) Met. 1/70 published 
in the Gazette of India Extraordinary dated 
24.5.1971. A copy of the Resolution is laid 
on the Table of the House. [Placed In lAb~ 
tar} See No. LT—293/71] 

The Report of the Working Group was 
meant to be for official use only to enable 
the Government to fix the selling prices of 
aluminium and some of its products. 
However, as some requests from the alu¬ 
minium producers and _o there for .copies of 
the Report have been.received, the question 
of making copies available to them is under 
consideration of Government. 

(c) The current demand . of aluminium 
is estimated at 2,05,000 tonnes which is 
likely tn go up to 2,74,000 tonnes by 1973- 
74. The present installed capacity for pro¬ 
duction of aluminium in the country is 1, 
68,850 tonnes per annum and it is 
proposed to set up additional capacity of 
2,61,000 tonnes pei annum (1,50,000 tonnes 
in the public sector and 1,11,000 tonnes in 
the private sector) during the Fourth Plan 
period. Thus, by the end of the Fourth 
Plan or early in the Fifth Plan, the installed 
capacity would go up to 4,29,850 tonnes 
which would not only result in self-suffici¬ 
ency in aluminium, but may also enable 
export of about 50,000 tonnes of aluminium 
per annum. 
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SHRI D. O. DESAI «, May I know the 
average requirements of EC grade 
aluminium which is principally used 
for electric transmission lines electric 
cables and Electrical machinery has 
been about 50 percent, and each time 
an industrial licence is issued, it is made 
clear that 50 per cent of’ tho capacity 
be used for manufacture of EC grado. 
My I know whether Government have 
taken an” steps to see that the producers 
adhere to 50 per cent production and effect 
deliveries on a weekly or monthly basis on 
the basis of industrial licence and the Go¬ 
vernment policy of producing 50 per cent 
of aluminium in the EC grade? 

SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN . Yes. 
Government are keeping a very keen eye 
on it. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI ; I may inform you. 
Sir, that the Government have failed 
miserably, and the electrification prog¬ 
rammes are seriously affected. Anyway, 
let me now ask my second supplementary 
question. The imported aluminium, which 
is about 25,000 to 30,000 tonnes, has been 
channelised through the MMTC. Would 
Government aecopt the recommendations of 
the Wanchoo Commission on pricing to bo 
applicable to MMTC. imports or would the 
MMTC be allowed to demand extortionate 
prices as they have done in reent months? 

SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN ; No 
extortion would He permitted and the im 
ported aluminium would be distributed 
on a pro-rata basis to alt consumers.

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND

MANGALAM): The position has improved 
in so far as the Rourkela and Bhilai steel 
plants are concerned.

the past and about which we have had 
sufficient experience as to their satisfactory 
performance under Indian conditions. 
Byelarus tractors were imported in large 
numbers in the past and theit performance 
was found satisfactory. A programme for 
the manufacture of Byelarus tractors 
was also under consideration of 
Government at the time the import was 
recommended. In the circumstances, the 
import of Byelarus tractors was agreed to 
against the requirements for 1969-70. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : May I 
know whether permission was given to the 
particular company to import these tractors 
and tractor parts without taking into 
consideration the utility of these tractors 
in our country ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
There are two criteria which we apply 
while examining imports; Budni test firstly, 
and alternatively if the tractor has been 
used in the country and found to be suita¬ 
ble to our conditions, licences are given to 
import tractors on these criteria provided 
there is demand for these tractors.

The question of introducing 
a Scheme of Unemployment Insurance 
will be considered after a decision is 
taken on the recommendation of the 
National Commission on Labour.

(b) It has been decided to continue 
last year’s price in respect of all varieties 
of wheat except indigenous red. Only 
small quantities of this variety are pro¬ 
duced and procured in some of the States. 
These prices have been fixed by State 
Governments in consultation with the 
Central Government, as per last year’s 
practice and arc at the same level as last 
year. 

(c) Yes, Sir. 

(d) Does not arise. 

Review of Success of Green Revolution 

*257. SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government have reviewed 
the success of the Green Revolution in 
the country and if so, the details thereof; 
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(b) whether Government have taken 
some further steps to step up Green

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : 

(a) Government have no specific pro¬ 
gramme called “Green Revolution” as 
such. The success of the New Agricul¬ 
tural Strategy, launched from Kharif, 1966, 
has often been described as “Green 
Revolution” by many Foreign and Indian 
observers. 

The High-Yielding varieties and Multi¬ 
ple Cropping progiammos constitute the 
two major planks of the New Strategy, 
which have made this “break-through” 
possible. The progress under these pro¬ 
grammes is reviewed by the Government 
from time to time. The general finding 
is that taking the country as a whole and 
taking all crops together, the progress 
made is satisfactory. 

(b) Besides bringing larger areas 

under the High-Yielding Varieties and 

M uitiple Cropping Programmes, the other 
steps taken include intensification* of 
research, extension and farmers’ training 
programmes; intensive development of 
irrigation; particularly ground-water 

resources; surveillance of pests and dis¬ 
eases and well organised plant protection 
operations, etc. 

(c) The participating farmers are 

assured of required inputs viz. seeds, 
fertilisers, pesticides and credit. They 
are also provided training in the latest 
methods and techniques of raising high- 
yielding variety crops; efficient use of 
inputs, particularly fertilisers and better 
water management. Besides, effective and 
purposeful demonstrations are organised 


on farmers’ fields alongwith National 
Demonstrations. 


Setting up of Steel Plant In Kerala

(b) Surplus States expressed concern 
over the difficulties faced by them in 
movement of grain procured. A state¬ 
ment indicating the steps taken for spee¬ 
ding up transportation of foodgrains is 
laid on the table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

The following steps have been taken 
to speed up the transportation of food- 
grains:- 

(i) Movement to West Bengal and 
Assam is being maximised to tho 
extent possible. 

(ii) In order to give additional outlet 
for despatches from Punjab and 
Haryana, a contingency plan was 
formulated for transporting wheat 
all the way from Punjab and 
Haryana to the 3 Southern States. 
This contingency plan is already in 
operation from May 1971. 

(iii) Additional storage accommodation 
is being obtained in Gujarat and 
Maharashtra States so that des¬ 
patches to these two States could be 
increased. 


(iv) Arrangement are bein'’ made to 
obtain additional storage accommo¬ 
dation in Rajasthan so that wheat 
from Punjab and Haryana can be 
accommodated in addition to heavy 
interna) procurement. 

(v) Despatches of wheat by road from 
various mar.dis of Haryana to Delhi 
is beeing increased by obtaining 
additional storage accommodation 
in and around Delhi. 

The position is being constantly reviewed. 

Estimate of Inland Fisheries 
Potential 

*263. SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE:

THE MINISTER OF STATE TN THE

potential of inland fisheries in India 
has been estimated to be about 4 
million tonnes annually. The estimate of 
potential of 4 million tonnes has been 
worked out with reference to the entire cul¬ 
tivable water area in the country, including 
areas requiring reclamation for fish culture, 
and on the assumption that technological 
advances in fish culture methods will be 
extensively applied so as to secure substan¬ 
tially higher yields than are being obtained 
at present. 

(b) No, Sir. 

The production of fish from inland 
water areas in 1970 was 0.7 million tonnes. 


Check on rise in price of Foodgrains 
Oils and other Edibles 

*264. SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : Will 
the Minister of Agriculture be pleased to 
state: 
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(a) the reasons that the prices of food- 
grains, oil and other edibles remain more 
than the prices fix ed by Government ; and

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEBP. SHINDE): (a). Prices 
of foodgrains, oil and other edibles are not 
fixed by the Government except in case 
of Vanaspati and or rice in two or three 
States. 

(b) Government are keeping a con¬ 
stant watch on the prices. In case of 
commodities like foodgrains, sugar, vana- 
sapati etc., action is taken to arrange for 
additional supplies through publie/open 
market channels in order to control prices. 
The State Government will also utilise the 
powers available to them under the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act to check undue pro¬ 
fiteering by traders in respect of essential 
commodities. 

Steel for Travancore Titanium Factory, 
Kerala 

*265. SHRI A. K. GOPALAN : Will 
the Minister of STF.EI. & MINES be plea¬ 
sed to state : 

(a) whether Government propose to 
supply necessary [quantity of Steel for the 
expansion of Travancore Titanium Factory

THE MINISTER OF STEEL & MINES:

In February, 1971 a re¬ 
quest was received from the Kerala Gover¬ 
nment for allotment of about 1,800 tonnes 
of various categories of steel for expansion 
of the Travancore Titanium Factory, 
Kerala. The procedure for obtaining 


priority for supply of this steel was explain¬ 
ed to the State Government. As and 
when the priority Requisitions are recei¬ 
ved, they will be given full consideration 
by the Steel Priority committee in the con¬ 
text of the availability and the total 
demands from all priority sectors. 

Visit by the Ispat aur Khan Mantri to 
Durgapur Steel Plant. 

*266. SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURY : 
Will the Minister of STEEL & MINES 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether he visited Durgapur and 
inspected the Durgapur Steel Plant fac¬ 
tories on the 8th and 9th of May, 1971 and 
also held discussions with the management 
and Labour Union representatives about 
raising the level of steel production in 
Durgapur Steel Plant; and 

(b) the specific new measures initiated 
since than on the basis of these discussions 
for improving production and utilising the 
productive capacity of the Plant in full ? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KUMARA¬ 
MANGALAM) : (a) Yes, Sir. During my 
visit to Durgapur Steel Plant on 8th May, 
1971,1 had discussions with tho manage¬ 
ment and Labour union representatives on 
measures to raise the production of Steel 
iu that plant. 

(b) Tho noed for concentrating atten¬ 
tion on increasing production, on preven¬ 
tive maintenance and creating a congenial 
atmosphere for work by co-operative 
effort was recognised during the discussions 
held with the employees and it is hoped 
that better results may now be expected. 

Central Assistance for Famine Areaa 
and Scarcity areas of Bihar 

*267. SHRi H.M. PATEL : Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased to 
state :

(b) if so, whether the Central Govern¬ 
ment have given any assistance to the 
Government of Bihar to meet the situation? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SH1NDE) : (a) The 
Government of Bihar has declared 
20 blocks as “famine affected areas” 
and 103 blocks as “scarcity affected 
areas” in the districts of Patna, Gaya, 
Monghyr, Champaran, Darbhanga, Hrazai- 
bagli, Saharsa, Muzaffarpur, Dhanbad, 
Santhal Parganas, Shahabad and Bhagal- 
pur. 

(b) The State Government has request¬ 
ed the Central Government for an ad-hoc 
financial assistance of Rs. 3 crores. A 
Central Study Team is visiting the State 
for an on-the-spot assessment. The quan¬ 
tum of assistance, if any, will be decided 
on receipt of the Team’s report. 

Commissioning of a Second mine 
cut at Neyveii. 

*268. SHRI MURASOU MARAN : 
Will the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether a decision has been taken 
to commission a second mine cut at 
Neyveii; and 

(b) if not, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) No 
Sir. 

(b) The proposal to commission a 
second mine cut at Neyveii is directly 
linked with the question of setting up 
additional capacity for power generation 
to meet the estimated power shortage 
in the southern region after 1973-74. The 
matter Is presently under examination in 


the concerned Departments of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 


New Process of Making Steel 

*269. DR. RANEN SEN ; Will the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES be 
pleased to state : 

(a) Whether a new process of making 
Steel has been invented by an Indian 
Metallurgisl and has proved useful in 
actual practice; and 

(b) If so, whether Government have 
given any trial to the method and if so, 
the result thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI MOHAN KUMARAMAN- 
GALAM) : (a) The reference presumably is 
to the concept of Shri I. K. Bharati, which 
envisages production of sponge iron ore in 
a static/rectangular chamber by the reduc¬ 
tion of iron oxide with the help of carbon 
monoxide and hydrogen generated from 
non-coking coal. This process has not 
yet been proved in actual practice. 

(b) A number of complex technical 
features are involved even before pilot 
tests could be considered. Ministry has 
given consideration to the process; how¬ 
ever, in the context of the nature of the 
process. It has been remitted for evaluation 
to experts. Their report is awaited. 


Stock of Foodgrains with FCI and 
taking over of wholesale trade 
in foodgralns 

*270. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) The total stock of foodgrains 
acquired by Food Corporation of India 
and the target tor the next year; 
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(b) Whether it is proposed to take over 
the entire wholesale trade in foodgrains by 
the F.C.I.; and*

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) A 
statement is laid on the Table of 
the Sabha indicating the stock of food- 
grains acquired by the Food Corporation 
for the kharif season 1970-71 and the rabi 
season 1971-72. It is too early to fix a tar¬ 
get of procurement for the next kharif and 
the rabi seasons since this will depend on 
the expected production. However, for 
the coming kharif season, the Food Cor¬ 
poration is preparing plans to cope with 
procurement of 4 million tonnes of rice. 

(b) and (c). Government are carrying on 
a considerable volume of wholesale trade 
in major foodgrains through public 
agencies. Complete take over of the whole¬ 
sale trade of all foodgrains is not contem¬ 
plated at present as the procurement and 
distribution carried out through/public 
agencies have helped to stabilise the prices 
and regulate trade. Moreover complete 
take over of wholes do trade will require an 
elaborate organisation and huge finances.

Concesssion earned by Sugar Factories 

1139. PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleas¬ 
ed to state the total rebate in (i) cane price 
(ii) in Excise duty (iii) any other concession 
earned by each sugar factory, State-wise in 
the crushing seasons 1969-70 and 1970-71 
(up to 30th April, 1971) ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
SHER SINGH): No rebate in cane price 
was allowed during the season 1970-71. 
However, in 1969-70 season, the Govern¬ 
ments of Mysore, Andhra Pradesh, Assam 
and Tamil Nadu were permitted to grant 
suitable rebate in minimum sugarcane 
price mainly on noncontractcd cane crushed 
by factories towards the end ol the crush¬ 
ing season,, so that the amount of the 
rebate did not exceed 5.36 paise per quintal 
for every 0.1 percent fall in actual recovery 
below 9.4%. 

As regards rebaled in excise duty. 
Government of India had allowed a rebate 
of Rs. 8 1 - per quintal in excise duty on 
sugar produced by a factory during the 
year 1969-70 in excess of 105 percent of that 
produced by it in the year 1968-69. A 
further rebate of Rs. 8/- per quintal was 
allowed in excise duty on sugar produced 
by a factory during the period from 1st 
July to 30th September 1970 in excess of that 
produced by it during the corresponding 
period in 1968-69, provided that the total 
sugar produced by it during 1969-70 was 
in excess of 105 percent of its production 
during the Corresponding period in 1968-69. 
No excise duty rebate was allowed in 
1970-71. 


Other concessions granted to sugar 
factories by the State Governments in the 
seasons 1969-70 and 1970-71 as per infor¬ 
mation available were as under: 
Uttar Pradesh : 1969-70 
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(i) Rebate of 25 paise per quintal of 
sugarcane on all sugarcane purchas¬ 
ed upto 14.5.1970 by sugar factories 
in U. P. in excess of 105 percent of 
that purchased by them during the 
corresponding period in 1968-69. 
The remission was available only 
to those factories which commenced 
operation on or before 15th 
November, 1969. 

(ii) Rebate ot the entire cane purchase 
tax of 51 paise per quintal on all 
sugarcane purchased after 14th 
May 1970. 

(iii) Draw back of 51 paise is cane pur¬ 
chase tax on all sugarcane purchased 
after 9th July 1970.

(i) Rebate of 25 paise per quintal of 
sugarcane purchased from date of 
start to 21 st November 1970 in 
case of factories in West and 
Central Uttar Pradesh and upto 
7.8th November 1970 for factories of 
Hast Uttar Pradesh, provided fac¬ 
tories started crushing operations 
on or before 15th November 1970. 

(ii) Rebate of 5l paise per quintal of 
left o\er cane of 1969-70 season 
purchased in 1970-71 season. 

Maharashtra : 1969-70 

Full remission in sugarcane pur¬ 
chase tax (50 paise per quintal) on 
all sugarcane purchased after 15th 
May 1970. 


Andhra Pradesh ; 1969-70 

Waived purchase tax on sugarcane 
to the extent of 80% on the non- 
contracted cane crushed by the 


sugar factories after 30th April, 
1970, subject to the cpndjtion that 
the concession won I'd apply only 
where the recovery of ^hc factory 
falls below the average*recovery of 
the sugar factory during the season 
or 9.4 percent whichever is less.

Remitted purchase tax of 30 paise

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Statement of Objects and Reasons appen¬ 
ded to the Labour Provident Fund Law 
(Amendment) Bill, 1971, the benefits pay¬ 
able under the Family Pension Scheme will 
be in addition to the payments due to the 
employees from the Provident Fund. The 
Family Pension Scheme contain provi¬ 
sions for family pension benefits and 
Provident Funds Scheme, contain provisions 
for provident fund benefits. There is no 
confusion about the nwo benefits and it is 
not necessary to amend the Family Pension 
Scheme to provide that provident fund 
benefits will be paid in addition to the 
family pension benefits.

Scheme, 1971

However, the Central Providen t 
Fund Commissioner has circulated a 
Pamphlet containing illustrative examples 
to all the establishments and the members. 


The period of exercising 
option has already been extended by 3 
months from the 31st May, 1971 to the 
31st August, 1971.

Purchase of Wheat from Mandies 

1150. SHRI V1KRAM CHAND 
MAHAJAN : Will the Minister of AGRI¬ 
CULTURE be plcasod to state :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : 

(a) The Food Corporation of India 
operates only in such mandies as are allo¬ 
tted to them by the State Governments 
taking into consideration their relative 
importance. F. C. I. entered the markets 
as soon as the arrivals of wheat started 
and is paying the farmers the procurement 
price fixed by the Government. 

(b) A list of Mandies where the Food 
Corporation of India has made purchases 
so far as well as a list of such Mandies 
where ,it is operating but ne purchases 


have been made so far is Being collected 
and will be laid on the Table of the 
Sabha. 

(c) The payment to the farmers is 
made by the Coiporation in accordance 
with the rules and regulations in force in 
the regulated markets. At those places 
where thero are no regulated markets, the 
payments ere made to the farmers in acc¬ 
ordance with the traditional system and 
the payment is prompt. In most of the 
mandies payments have to be made to 
the'farmers on the day of the purchase it¬ 
self ai d this is beirg done by the Corpora¬ 
tion. 

(d) All the fanners arc paid as indi¬ 
cated in arswer to (c) the delay in pay¬ 
ment if at all can rnly be a day or two. 
Therefore there is nrimally ro case of a 
farmer not being paid by tbe Feed Cor¬ 
poration of India for more lhan a month 
after purchase. 


Tapping and Utilisation of underground 
water for Irrigation.

(ii) increasing availability of credit by 
processing suitable projects for world Bank 
assistance; (iii) strengthening of the ground- 
water organisations in the States as well as 
at the Centre for handling expanded pro¬ 
gramme of groundwater development; (iv) 
introducing modern drilling techniques for 
fast drilling of tubewells and borewells in 
all types of formations; (v) introducing 
improved methods for revitalisation of 
dugwells; (vi) intensifying arrangements for 
groundwater surveys and investigations; 
and (vii) introducing sophistication in 
groundwater evaluation studies with the 
assistance of foreign agencies.

After discussing the scheme in 
all its aspects it was decided that the 
scheme will bo implemented by the States 
and Union Territories with the urgency 
and earnestness it deserves so that its basic 
objective of alleviating the prevailing con¬ 
dition of unemployment and under-employ¬ 
ment, in the country is fulfilled. The 


Central Government on their part gave the 
assurance to all States and Union Territo¬ 
ries that all projects of States and Union 
Territories under the Sc' cme will be sanc¬ 
tion d with ihe utmost expedition if they 
conform to the objectives of the Scheme. 
It was decided further that for this purpose 
the guidelines that have already been 
issued by the Central Government 
will be observed. It was emphasised upon 
all States and Union Territories that 
their projects should be designed to create 
durable assets which will piomote the 
development of the districts.

Out of 
these 127 villages were not to be consoli¬ 
dated as they are hilly, riverine or are 
under acquisition. Consolidation work 
has already been completed in 171 villages. 
Delhi Administration has framed a scheme 
to consolidate the remaining 59 villages. 
In pursuance of the scheme 15 villages 
were consolidated during the year ending 
31st March, 1971. Work is in progress in 
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another 15 villages. The remaining villa¬ 
ges will be taken up for consolidation 
during 1972-73. The entire work is likely 
to be completed by the end of 1973. 
Delhi Administration has appointed spe¬ 
cial consolidation staff for this purpose.

2. According to ar. amendment to the 
Iron & Steel (Control) Order notified on 
29-3-71, use of iron of steel otherwise than 
for the purposes mentioned by the person 
in his application is prohibited. Therefore 
if a person obtaining steel uses it for pur¬ 
poses other than what is indicated by him 
in his application for that steel he will now 
be liable to prosecution and conviction 
under Section 7 of the Essential Commodi¬ 
ties Act. 


3. Whenever any case comes to the 
notice of Government, suitable action' will 


be taken. Regional Offices of the Iron & 
Steel Controller have been recently set up 
and one of their functions will be to check

The identification 
and selection of hard core of the drought 
affected areas could be finalised only by the 
middle of October 1970 on the basis of the 
data furnished by the State Government. 
The project reports furnished by the State 
Governments were processed and the 
schemes sanctioned very quiekly. In most 
of the States, there was only a short work¬ 
ing season available after the sanction of 
the schemes. In addition, the States had to 
clear the required technical, financial and 
other procedural formalities and arrange 
for the immediate appointment of staff 
before the actual field implementation of 
the schemes could commence. Conse¬ 
quently a sum of Rs. 9.05 crores only 
could be released to the States during the 
year 1970-71. The figures of the amount 
actually spent by the States have not been 
received so far.

‘alien’ subjects of the ‘Peoples Republic of 
Bangla Desh’ does not arise as the Repub¬ 
lic of Bangla Desh has not yet been recog¬ 
nized by the Government of India.

According to 
Radio Pakistan News Bulletin on 25-5-I97J, 
the President of Pakistan, while addressing 
a news conference at Karachi, inter alia, 
referred to the question of refugees 
and declared that “those bonafide citizens 
of Pakistan who had to leave the country 
will be taken back. Some of them were in¬ 
cited, he said, while some were driven away 
forcibly by forces not friendly to Pakistan. 
Some had to leave under threat or duress. 
His Government would make sure that bo¬ 
nafide citizen refugees returned to the coun¬ 
try.'* 

(c) It is the firm intention of the Gos em¬ 
inent that ihe refugees from East Bengal 
who have come to India following internal 
strife there should go back to their homes 
when favourable conditions are created 
there. There is no question of rehabilita¬ 
ting them in India.

Balaria, Zawar Mala and Baroi mines. 
Further workable deposits have been 
located in Dariba-Rajpura and Deri areas 
in Rajasthan. 

(b) The Hindustan Zinc Ltd. are at 
piesent working the Mochia Magra deposit 
in Zawar area in Rajasthan and have taken 
up detailed exploration of other deposits 
in the area, namely, Balaria and Zawar 
Mala. Plans have also been drawn up to 
explore the lead and zinc deposits in Baroi 
(in Zawar area) and Dariba-Rajpura areas. 
The exploration and development of lead 
and zinc deposits take considerable time. 

(c) and (d). Production of zinc metal 
commenced in the country in 1967-68 in 
the smelters (one in the private sector 
based on imported zinc concentrates and 
the other in the public sector at Debari, 
Rajasthan based on Zawar area ore) with 


a total installed capacity of 38,000 tonnes 
per annum. Present production is of the 
order of about 26,000 tonnes per annum as 
against the country’s requirement of 
1,17,000 tonnes. During the Fourth Plan, 
it is proposed to double the capacity of 
both the existing smelters and also to set 
up a new Zinc Smelter at Visakhapatnam, 
based on imported concentrates with a 
capacity of 30,000 tonnes per annum. 
Plans are also being drawn up to increase 
production further, based on the deposits 
in the country including those in Rajasthan 
so as to meet the increasing requirements 
of the non-ferrous metal to the maximum 
extent possible. 


Setting up of Zinc Smelter Plant at 
Visakhapatnam by the Hindustan 
Zinc Limited 

1180. SHRI P.K. DEO : Will the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Zinc smelter at Zawar 
in Rajasthan is proposed to be extended 
or there is a proposal to establish a new 
plant at Visakhapatnam by the Hindustan 
Zinc Limited; and

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN): (a) 
The Zinc Smelter at Debari (near 
Udaipur), bas'ed on the Zawar deposits, 
being operated by the Hindustan Zinc 
Limited, is proposed to be expanded. 
Administrative approval has also been 
accorded to the Company to set up another 
new Zinc Smelter at Visakhapatnam, based 
on imported zinc concentrates. 

(b) The main features of the two 
schemes are briefly as follows :— 

(i) Debari Zinc Smelter (Exapnsioo) 
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It is proposed to expand the Smelter, 
capacity from 18,000 to 36,000 tonnes per 
annum with corresponding increase in the 
production of by-products viz. Cadmium 
and Sulphuric Acid. Along with the 
expansion, it is also proposed to modify 
the existing Superphosphate Plant (utilising 
production of Sulphuric Acid) to produce 
Triple Superphosphate instead of Single 
Superphosphate. 

(ii) Vizag Zinc Smelter 

It will have a capacity to produce 30,000 
tonnes per annum of zinc metal (electro¬ 
lytic grade) and 1,500 tonnes per annum 
of zinc dust. The Smelter will also pro¬ 
duce Sulphuric Acid, Cadmium and Lead 
as by-products. The project is based mainly 
on imported zinc concentrates but will 
also make use of sludge arising in the 
existing Zinc Smelters in the country and 
in the Vizag Zinc Smelter itself. 

Both those schemes are expected to 
materialise early in the 5th Plan.

(b) and (c).- The Punjab Gram Pancha- 
y at Act, 1952 provides for assignment of 
land revenue, to the village panchayats. 
This Act is in force in areas constituting 
Chandigarh Union Territory. The village 
panchayats in Chandigarh Union Territory 
were reconstituted by Punjab Zila Pari- 
shads, Panchayat Samitis and Gram Sabhas 
(Reconstitution and Reorganisation) Order 
1969 which came into force on 1.9.1969. A 
numbei of villages were transferred from 
the district of Ambala to the Union Terri¬ 
tory of Chandigarh by this Order. The 
transfer of necessary records and determi- 
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nation of land revenue grants due to village 
panchayats in Chandigarh Union Territory 
took lime, The records, it is reported, 
have now been obtained and land revenue 
grants due to village panchayats are likely 
to be released shortly. 


Tube-wells erected and energised 
in Chandigarh

The Joint Wage Negotiating Committee 
w ill supervise and ensure implementation 
ol the agreement as well as decision con¬ 
cerning standardisation during the period 
of tire agreement i. e.

Scheme for setting up of Awo-Scrvicc 
Centres in Rural Areas

THL MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDL); (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) Under the scheme. Engineer entre¬ 
preneurs will be assisted in the establish- 
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ment of workshops m the rural areas for 
repair, mamtejiance and hiring of agricul* 
tura! madrinery such as tractors, drilling 
rigs, plant protection and irrigation equip¬ 
ment and for taking up such allied acti¬ 
vities as sale of spare parts, inputs etc. 
which would provide added income and 
work. 

Investments per centre may range from 
Rs. 50,000 to Rs. 2 lakhs depending upon 

the type and size of activity which would 
be met by the entrepreneurs out of loan 
from State Bank of India, nationalised 
banks and other financial institutions. To 
assist the entrepreneurs in the setting "P 
of the centres, the Government of India 
has also earmarked imported tractors and 
other agricultural machinery for priority 
allotment to the centres. The Stale Govern¬ 
ments/Agro-lndustrics Corporations have 
also been requested to assist entrepreneuis 
in formulating viable schenu s and in secu¬ 
ring loans from the financial institutions. 

(c) Initially it is proposed to set op 
500 centres on a pilot basis throughout the 
country. The number of centres would be 
increased depending upon the experience 
and response from entrepreneurs. The 
scheme envisages establishment ot 20 to 30 
centres in the bigger States; 15 to 20 cent¬ 
res in the smaller States and 3 to 10 cent¬ 
res in the Union Territories in the initial 
stages. 

(d) The finance required for procure¬ 
ment of machinery etc. for establishment 
of Agro-service centres is to be obtained 
by the individuals from the State Bank of 
India, Nationalised Banks and other finan¬ 
cial institutions. The Ministry of Indus¬ 
try, Government of India, is implementing 
a scheme, “Training of and Assistance to 
Engineer .Entrepreneurs”. Under this 
scheme 3 months training with free boaid 
and lodging or Rs. 250/- p.m. in lieu 
thereof, and subsidy of about 4 1/2% on 
the interest charges on the loans advanced 
by the commercial banks art paid. A 


provision of Rs. 3 crores has been made 
during IV Plan for the training programme 
and financial incentives under the above 
scheme. The scheme for establishing Agro 
Service Centres of Agriculture Ministry 
also qualify for assistance under the above 
scheme and steps are being taken to set 
up new centres under this scheme.

(a) Careful attention should be paid to 
the proper identification of areas to ensure 
that (i) additional employment opportuni¬ 
ties through these schemes reach out to 
those areas where they are needed most, 
and (ii) areas selected are those where 
appropriate works of labour intensive 
nature can be fruitfully undertaken and 
the work projects proposed in them are 
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rea'ly additional to the schitnei and pr >• 
grammes that are being implemented 
under the normal plans. 

(b) The work projects undertaken in 
the area have to be basically labour inten¬ 
sive; they must also be backed edequately 
by considerations of productivity in releva¬ 
nce to the overall development needs of 
the area. 

(c) In selecting workers lor employ¬ 
ment, families in which no one is emplo¬ 
yed are to be given priority. 

(d) Since the Crash Scheme seeks to 
alleviate the problem of unemployment 
locally, the work drojects under the 
Scheme should not encourage migration of 
labour to the project sites from distant 
areas. 

(e) The wages paid to the workers 
should correspond to the locally prevai¬ 
ling off-season rales not exceeding in all 
Rs. 100 per head per month. An amount 
not exceeding a fourth of the total wage¬ 
bill for any project will be available for 
materials and equipment for that project 
to ensure its productivity and durability.

l. Agricultural Research and Exten 
sion. 
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Administrative Organisations for 
agric ul toraF Rcsearch and Develop¬ 
ment. 1 , 

Employment Potential of agricul¬ 
tural sector. 

4. Problems of small farmers and 
agricultural labour 

5. Programmes for Integrated Area 
Development. 

6. Aiiy other items that the Commi¬ 
ssion may deem fit. 

Keeping those in view at its first 
meeting, held in October 1970, the Commi¬ 
ssion decided to furnish interim reports on 
the following items related to the subjects 
mentioned above :— 

1. Application of science and techno¬ 
logy to agriculture, 

2. Arrangements for multiplication 
and distribution of quality seeds, 

3. Arrangements for supply of ferti¬ 
lisers and chemicals, 

4. Pilot piojects for creation of 
employment potential in different 
types of areas, 

5. Agricultural credit with particular 
reference to the needs of small and 
medium farmers, 

6. Land Reforms, and 

7. Agricultural Extension fif time 
permits). 

At the fifth meeting held in March 1971, 
the Commission felt that the following 
other areas would also be important from 
the point of view of the need for making 
interim recommendations : 

(1) Present status of the soil map with 
soil classification and soil profiles; 


(2) Present status of experiments on 
surface water and groundwater 
utilisation-economics of ground¬ 
water exploitation and restrictions 
on their exploitation; 

(3) Fertiliser sale, promotion, distri¬ 
bution and financing; 

(4) ‘Operation Flood'--dairy project 
and the working; 

(5) Use of mixed hardwood for manu¬ 
facture of paper-pulp; and 

(6) Improvement of existing irrigation 
resomces with particular reference 
to controlled irrigation. 

At the 6th meeting held on 7-5-71, the 
Commission felt that it should submit 
Interim Reports on the following two areas 
in the field of Agricultural Labour ;— 

(1) House sites for landless labourers; 
and 

(2) Rural Works Programme as an 
employment oriented programme 
to maintain wage levels. 

Recommendations will be known when 
the reports are received. 

(c) The Commission has been asked to 
submit its report as soon as practicable 
and, in any case, within a period of 2 
years, i. e. by August, 1972.

To some extent, the delay is also due to the 
shortage ol materials and the failure of 
Mib-contr.iciois u> make supplies to HEC. 

(b) file shortfalls in supply of equip¬ 
ment by HEC are being made up by 
increasing its own rate of production, by 
import of some vital components and by 
subletting some of the work. As a result 
of these efforts, the di spatches frem HEC 
during the last five or six months have 
shown some fine impiovement, and it is 
expected that the supplies will be made in 
time for the completion ot the Plant in 
accordance with the current schedule.

Government of 
India have asked the State Governments to 
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lake stringent measures including coercive 
steps against, defaulting sugar mills to 
enforce tamely payment by sugir factories 
of cane price aVrears to cane growers. 

(c) In Uttar Pradesh, recovery certi¬ 
ficates have been issued on the basis of 
position of cane price dues as on 15-4-1971. 
Eight sugar factories have been placed 
under receivership. Collectors have ann¬ 
ounced auction of six sugar factories. The 
owner of one sugar mill was put 
under revenue lock up for holding 
up payment of cane price dues. In Bihar 
legal steps v/r. criminal and certificate 
proceedings have been started against the 
defaulting mills which do not make pay¬ 
ment on the demand of the cane growers. 
Tamil Nadu Government have reported 
that they are making every effort to per¬ 
suade the sugar factories to clear off the 
arrears early, but the progress was slow 
due to low off-take of levy sugar. With 
the removal of controls over price and dis¬ 
tribution of sugar the position is likely to 
improve. 

Rise in Price of Sugar in Open Market 

1223. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state :

(c) Control on price, distribution 
and movement of sugar have been removed 
with effect from 25th May, 1971 and a 
larger quantity of 4.5 lakh tonnes of sugar 
has been released for sale from 29th May,

It provides 
the basic extension organisation and 
execution agency at the block level for 
most rural development programmes, parti¬ 
cularly the Agricultural Production Pro¬ 
gramme. Effecting improvement in agri¬ 
culture is a major objective of Community 
Development. The question of streamlining 
the working of the programme is under con¬ 
stant review and one of the steps under 
consideration is the appointment of a Com¬ 
mission. 

(c) Community Development Pro¬ 
gramme is being implemented throughout 
the country and no State has indicated any 
desire to discontinue the programme . 

(d) Does not arise. 

Funds for Guide Service and assistance 
to Farmers from Agricultural 
Aresearch Institutes

Fanners’ Days are periodically arranged 
by the agricultural research institutes inclu¬ 
ding agricultural universities. The agricul¬ 
tural implements and machinery evolved at 
the institutes are demonstrated there. 

In addition, under the National, Demon¬ 
strations Scheme in the 4th Plan of the 
India Council of Agricultural Research, 
agricultural research institutes and agricul¬ 
ture universities have been made responsi¬ 
ble for conducting first line demonstra¬ 
tions all over the country. The agricultural 
engineers engaged in the Programme in the 
research institutes or agriculturel universi¬ 
ties demonstrate. Inter alia , the use of 
suitable machinery and implements and 
guide the farmers on their related problems . 

(b) Direct procurement of improved 
implements and supply to farmers does not 
come under the purview of the research 
institutes. However, farmers are given 
the technical advice and guidance on 
availability of implements, their suitability 
and performance. 

(c) In the 4th plan, the agricultural 
institutes including the agricultural universi¬ 
ties have been strengthened for research and 
training on agricultural implements and 
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machinery under various projects, such as, 
University Development programme. All* 
India Coordinated projects and schemes 
for strengthening of I.C.A.R. institutes. 

In additioh, good research schemes, not 
included in the plan, are also taken up as 
ad hoc schemes for which expenditure is 
met from the cess funds. 

Distribution of Tractors to small 
Farmers

Damage to crops due to Insects, dis¬ 
eases, dust storm and rain.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
(a) It is extremely difficult to accurately 


assess the loss in crop yield which is due 
only to damage by insects, pests, plant 
diseases, etc. The crop map be attacked 
by one or more insects, diseases, etc., 
and depending on control measures taken, 
its yield may be affected in varying deg¬ 
rees. It is, however, estimated that losses 
to foodgrain crops in the field on account 
of damage by insects, pests, diseases, 
weeds, etc, and in storage range between 
15 t«> 20%. 

There were reports of hail storms, 
thundei storms, dust storms of high inte¬ 
nsity and rain from Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, 
Punjab and Haryana in April and May, 
1971. The Damage was mostly to the harv¬ 
ested wheat lying on the threshing floor to 
the extent of 20 to 25% in Bihar, 10 to 15% 
m Punjab and Haryana and 20 to 25% in 
Uttar Pradesh. This assessment of damage 
is a general one. No report of any serious 
damage has been received from Rajasthan. 
There has also been damage to other crops 
like mangoes, melons, vegetables, etc. 

(b) For the protection of crops against 
pests and diseases, the State Governments 
have their own plant protection organisa¬ 
tions fully equipped with necessary plant 
protection equipment and material. In 
addition, there are nine Central Plant Pro¬ 
tection Stations for taking control measures 
against crop pests and diseases. It is repo¬ 
rted that the State Governments have taken 
control measures over an area of 3.95 Lakh 
hectares affected by epidemics in 1970-71. 
The Government of India gives grant to 
the extent of 50% and Loan to the ex¬ 
tent of 25% on the cost of pesticides used in 
the control of crop epidemics occurring in 
the States. 

For eradication of pests and diseases on 
crops in endemic areas, a centrally spon¬ 
sored scheme was started during 1970-71 
with a total outlay of Rs. 4.30 crores for the 
4th plan. Under this scheme, au area of 
12.95 Lakh acres was covered by the aero- 
chemical operations in 1970-71, 
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As for the unseasonal rains, the Gover¬ 
nment are aware of the need for improving 
the post-harvest handling and storage at 
producer’s level and have been considering 
steps that are to be taken in this regard. 
So far as damage to the wheat by recent 
rains is concerned, it is reported that the 
damage is more in terms of quality than 
quantity. In order to give relief to the prod¬ 
ucers, the Government have relaxed the 
specifications for procurement of wheat 
in order to facilitate purchase of the rain- 
damaged wheat

ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) No. Sir, 
However, it is a fact that the procurement 
price of wheat for 1971-72 has been reUli- 
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ned at previous year's procurement 
price. It is also true that prices of 
certain agricaltufa! inputs have risen 
marginally since 1968. But the prices of 
certain varieties of fertilisers were reduced 
during 1969-70 and 1970*71, the price of 
a particular variety of ammonium sulphate 
was reduced by Rs. 100/- per M. T. during 
1969-70 and recently the price of urea 
was reduced by Rs, 20/- per M. T. with 
effect from March 4, 1971. There is also 
a downward trend m prices of seeds of 
established varieties. 

(b) In view of the answer to part (a), 
the question does not arise. 

Meeting of ispat aur Khan Mantri with 
Representatives of Steel-Industry and 
Workers.

(b) Steps taken to bring more area 
under irrigation and under multiple cropp¬ 
ing include; (i) giving priority to irrigation 
in allocating funds under the State Plan; 
(ii) mobilising additional financial resou¬ 
rces from the institutional agencies for 
minor irrigation and command area 
development to the maximum extent 
possible ; (Hi) introducing modern methods 
for fast drilling tubcwells, bore wells and 
boring of dugwells and for lifting of water 

(iv) extending rural electrification pro¬ 
gramme for energising wells tubewells; 

(v) strengthening groundwater organisa¬ 
tions in the States as well as at the Centre 
for looking after the expanded programme; 

(vi) encouraging conjunctive use of surface 
and ground-water for providing more 
assured irrigation and encouraging multiple 
cropping; (vii) undertaking command area 
development programmes for more effici¬ 
ent and timely utilisation of the available 
irrigation water (viii) introducing pilot 
project in multiple cropping in selected 
blocks as a Centrally sponsored programme. 

Representations for Lifting of Ban on 
Manufacture of Milk Products in Delhi

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

(b) Government have decided that in 
the larger public interest, the prohibition 
on the manufacture of milk products will 
continue to operate during the ban period 
from 7th May, 1971 to 15th July, 1971 as 
mefittbh&d in the Delhi, Meant and Bulind- 
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shahr Milk and Milk Products Control 
Order, 1971. 

Reduction In Middle Men’s Profit In 
Procurement of Foodgrains 

1246. SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) the steps taken further to reduce 
the middle man’s profits in procurement 
of foodgrains from different States; 

(b) the gap between the procurement 
price and the market price of food- 
grains; and 

(c) the profits, if any, which middle¬ 
men and the State undertaking get? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) Conti¬ 
nuous efforts are made towards maximum 
utilisation of cooperatives and direct pur¬ 
chases from producers. 

(b) Procurement prices, fixed by the 
Government, act as the support or floor 
prices below which the prices are not 
allowed to fall. For comparable qualities, 
the gap between the procurement prices 
and the market prices are cither narrow or 
nil during post harvest [period. The gap 
widens during the lean periods owing to 
upward trend in market prices. 

(c) The State undertakings generally 
work on incidentals approved by Govern¬ 
ment which does not contain an element 
of profit. The middlemen work as commi¬ 
ssion agents of the State undertakings 
and paid commission for services rendered 
in the mandis in accordance with marke¬ 
ting regulaltions and practice which varies 
from State to State. Such commission is 
paid both for procurement and distribu¬ 
tion work, wherever middlemen are 
engaged. It is difficult to say what pro¬ 
fits they make out of the commission paid 
to them. 


Sanction for Expansion of milk Industry 
in Kerala during fourth Plan

Five Year Plan period, at* an estimated 
cost of Rs. 12 lakhs. 

The Milk Scheme at Trivandrum was 
commissioned in the year 1971 with a 
target ted capacity [of 6,000 litres per day 
of milk. Imported equipment for the 
scheme was received under US. A. I. D. 
Programme. The scheme has exceeded 
the target and is now handling on an ave¬ 
rage about 10.000 litres of milk daily. 
The Government of Kerala have initiated 
action to expand the scheme for a daily 
throughput of Rs. 20,000 litres of milk. 
The expansion will be in the form of addi¬ 
tion to the existing dairy buildings (and 
installation of dairy plant and machinery. 

(b) Does not arise in view of (a) above. 


Utilisation of Central Assistance for 
Drought-Affected areas of Gaya (Bihar)

Collier}', Raniganj

(a) to (d). If is presumed that the infor¬ 
mation sought is, in respect of Madhujere 
Colliery. It is learnt that the management 
of the Colliery charge-sheeted 11 workmen 
on 8-1-1971 and subsequently dismissed 
them after holding a domestic enquiry for 
assaulting the unit supervisor and a clerk 
of the colliery. The police too are reported 
to have investigated the matter, and made 
one arrest, on the basis of a complaint lod¬ 
ged by the management. The disputo re¬ 
garding the dismissal of the 11 workmen 
has since been referred for arbitration un¬ 
der Section 10A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947. 


Distribution of Steel to Calcutta Metro¬

Although the Calcutta Metropolitan 
Development Authority indicated a require¬ 
ment of 1546 tonnes of steel for the period 
April-June, 1971, their demands were not 
received in time for normal allocation by 
the Steel Priority Committee. With special 
efforts, however, it was possible to earmark 
about 604 tonnes for them from the 
Reserves. 


2. For the period July-Septembtr, 1971' 
against the indicated demand for 8,992 
tonnes, the Steel Priority Committee were 
able to allocate 592 tonnes, in the context 
of the low availability for allocation com¬ 
pared to the total requirements of all prio¬ 
rity sectors. As a substantial part of their 
requirements are bars and rods, which are 
still available for allocation from other 
sources, the Iron & Steel Controller has 
been asked to help them to the maximum 
extent possible when finalising those alloca¬ 
tions.

The 
Geological Survey of India has been carry¬ 
ing out systematic groundwater resources 
studies in Rajasthan for the last two decades 
and so far over 50 percent of the total area 
of the State has been covered. These in¬ 
vestigations have indicated the availability 
o! nearly 230 million cubic metres of addi¬ 
tional exploitable fresh groundwater every 
year in areas of Padru, Balotra, Asotra 
of Banner district, Shergarh-Balasar 
& Agolai of Jodhpur district, Kantlibasin, 
Singhana and Banganga Basins, Kuchawan- 
Didwana area, Jaisalmer, Banas river valley 
and Ahar river valley. 
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(c) In some areas bone deformities 
found <n human beings can probably be 
attributed to the use of fluorine rich waters 
in many villages of Sirohi and Nagpur dis¬ 
tricts. The* Geological Survey of o India is, 
however, assisting the State Government 
in locating fresh water resources nearest 
to fluorine rich areas with a view to trans¬ 
porting it to the affected area through pip® 
lines. 

Prices of Steel

(b) In order to regulate production 
distribution and prices of steel items rolled 
by the Billet Rerollers, Government have 
introduced a new scheme with effect from 
1.5.1971, A copy of the Announcement 
(No. 1 dated April 28, 1971) giving the 
details of the scheme as also the schedule 


of prices is laid on the Table of the House, 
f Placed in Library.

(c) M/s. Guest, Keen Williams have 
reported a small increase in the prices of 
their spring steel flats due to normal 
commercial factors.

However, the Central Board 
Forestry of which the Minister of Agri¬ 
culture (Krishi Mantri) is the Chairman 
has recommended time and again that 
encroachment in any form upon forests 
should be prevented and that the existing 
areas be augmented <0 bring it to 33% of 
the total land area of the country as prescr 
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jbed in the National' Forest Policy Reso¬ 
lution of 1952. by Consolidation of 
holdings and by bringing under forests all 
available lands such as waste lands 
panchayat and Panchayat Samiti lands 
ravines, canal banks, etc.

(b) Groundwater development through 
tubewells or duggwells, depends on the type 
of sub-surfaec geological formations and 
on the quantum of groundwater recharge 
available. Consistent with the 
local feasibilities, several compact area

SHRl TRIDIB CHAUDHURl 
(Berhanpor): I call the attention of the 
Mininster of HOME AFFAIRS to the 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MrRDHA) : 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, Government have 
scon Press Reports about the activi¬ 
ties of a Pakistani spy ring operating in 
West Bengal and the alleged involvement 
therein of some ex-Ministers of the Govern¬ 
ment of West Bengal and a foimer Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament from that State. The 
State Government have intimated that two 
persons, Shri fiadrudduja, a farmer Mem¬ 
ber of Parlia :nt and Dr. Golain Yazdani, 
a former Minister in the second United 
Front Government have been detained 
under the Maintenance of Internal Secu¬ 
rity Ordinance. 1971. Further inquiries 
are in progress. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURl : Be¬ 
fore I proceed to ask any question I must 
register my most emphatic protest agai¬ 
nst the way the Government has replied 
to this call attention motion. It seems in 
trying to be too clever the Government 
has tried to convince us that they only go 
by newspaper reports ; they only see news¬ 
paper reports and they hear no evil, see 
no evil and speak no evil. This doubly 
confirms in our minds the suspicion about 
the insinuation that has been only made 
by the same newspaper in which reports 
appeared about Pakistani spy ring, insi¬ 
nuations that have also been made by cer¬ 
tain eminent public men of West Bengal. 
This report appeared in the Anand Bazar 
Pairika and the Hindustan Standard OB- 
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SHR1 TRIDIB CHAUDHUR1:1 am 
not the government; he is in the government. 

When 1 ask him a question he should answer 
it on the basis ot fact at his disposal. Does 
tlie bon. Minister feaiize that he is making 
a laughing stock of himself and the govern¬ 
ment. 

SHR1 RAM NIWAS Ml RDM A : The 
question was based on a press report. Since 
the lion. Member has quoted extensively 
from that, l merely said that government 
has seen the press report. I do not know 
what is wrong in that. Then I proceeded to 
say what action the Government •>! West 
has taken in this matter. I have myseli 
said that action has been taken under 
the Maintance of internal Security Ordi¬ 
nance; in view of the extraordinary situation 
whech the hon. Member himself admits 
1 exists in that part of the country, J think it 
Us paoper use of the Ordinance and the 
discretion of the State Government has 
been properiy exercised. 

As regards the insinuation that it has 
been done in view of some impending by- 
clections, well, as a matter of fact, some 
by-election or mid-term election is always 
taking place in the cauntry and if this kind 
of plea is accepted 1 do not think any 
action can be taken under this Ordinance 
even when there is an extraordinary, situat¬ 
ion.* 

As regards the other point which the 
hon. Member raised, some Deputy Minister 
belonging to the Congress Party being in¬ 
volved in it, I will refer to a press report 
that the Deputy Chief Minister of West 
Bengal has denied that any ex-Congress 
Minister is involved in this case. 

SHRl B. K. DAS CHOWDHURY : 
(Coach Bihar) The hon. Minister has tried 
his best to give a cleat answer to the point 
raised. Even then I must say that it was not 
very muchelear, It was specifically stated in 
the calling Attention that this news has 
appeared in the press. The hon. Minister 
stated in reply to Calling Attention thdt 


government have seen the press reports. Is 
it enough ? Arc we here simply to hear what 
the press report ? Should the Minister 
merely repeat that ? Should we not know 
the real facts which are within the know¬ 
ledge of the government? I must say.that 
this is very much reprehensible. The facts 
as stated very clearly show two things. An 
espion age ring has been in existence for a 
Long time. Immediately after the 1962 
debacle arising out of the Chinese aggress¬ 
ion on the NEFA border then Defence Min¬ 
ister admitted on Hoop of the Lok Sabha 
that there are serious gaps of efficiency in 
our intelligence department and intelligence 
branch. Though both China and Pakistan 
aie our neighbouiing State, we are not hav¬ 
ing good relations with them. Yet, our 
intelligence department and intelligence 
officers did not take so much can. to go 
in to the entire matter verly seriously when 
an espionage ring was functioning for Pak¬ 
istan and China. 

Some hon. Members seem to be very 
much agitated that this is being done just 
before the mid-term elections or the by- 
elections in West Bengal. In the press 
report it has been stated that, these two per¬ 
sons arc Dr. Golam Yazdani. a former Uni¬ 
ted Front Minister—-at that time he belo _ 
nged to CPM and shri Badrudduja, ... 

( Intnrriiption ) 

SHRl JYOT1RMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): Sir, l would request you not to 
permit him to make an insinuation. What 
he is saying is baseless. 

MR. SPEAKER: but he did not object 
when the name of a Congress Minister was 
mentioned '! 

SHRl JYOT1RMOY BOSU; If the other 
side is sleeping, why should I worry about it 
.( interruptions) 

SHRl B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
Even during the last election it was menti¬ 
oned that a sum of Rs, 10,000 was given to 
soitifi of the political elements. 
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In view of all these facts I would like to 
know from the Government whether the 
Government has got the Full report. The 
report says that the Government hasgfct a 
dossier of not only the persons but the ms- 
try and could created against some of the 
persons. Some public men and political 
party leaders are also involved. Will the 
Government be good enough to state 
the names of those political 
leaders; otherwise, all political party 
Leaders mignt be involved. Let it be very 
clear and fair. Who are those political 
party Leaders; or, should we presume that 
some of the political elements I would not 
mention the names who are stiil think¬ 
ing of and are utilising the position of this 
Government, particularly the Prime Mini¬ 
ster, with that of Yahaya Khan in relation 
to East Bengal and West Bengal, are also 
involved this espionage ring ? That also 
should be made very much clear. 

In some papers it was also mentioned 
that the Headquarters of this espionage spy 
ring, though apparently from the recent 
press reports, it seems is in Calcutta. But it 
is not so; it is in Delhi. One gentleman, 
who used to work as courier in the Pakistan 
High Commission in Delhi, Mr. Quddus, is 
in possession of certain incriminating docu¬ 
ments. Have the Government got this 
information and have they referred the 
mat ier to the intelligence branch to inq¬ 
uire against all the persons with whom Mr. 
Quddus had a relation ? It will give some 
more revealing facts to the Govci nment. 

So. I request the hon. Minister to make 
a very brief and frank statement clearly 
setting out the names of those persons, 
political party Leaders and political elem¬ 
ents who are involved in this espionage 
ring. 

Finally, I would also like to know from 
the Government whether this Government 
is in touch with the state Government of 
West Bengal and wheather they have said 
that the State Government of West Bengal 
are already coming to the Oonclusion that 
an open trial and proceedings will be start¬ 
ed very soon. 


SHRIRAM NIWAS MIRDHA. The

ers of this spy ring are and who the courier 
is. All I can say is that 13 not in the pub¬ 
lic interest to disclosed all these facts. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) ; It is 
in the interest of fine Government, not. at 
all in the interest of the people and the 
security of the nation, not to give this 
information. 

SHRt RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: The 
whole matter is being investigated by the* 
West Bengal Government and were in 
touch with the West Bengal Government. 
AH possible assistance that can be given to 
them is being given in this nutter. 
It would not be propor that we go 
into the various details about names of 
persons etc., before the investigations 
are over. 

SHRI DEVINDER SINGH GARCHA 
(Ludhiana): A few daye ago the Minister 
of Home Affairs made a sfatemant in 
this House that the situation obtaining on 
the borders of Bangai Desh was a very 
obnormal one mid that the normal ground 
rules could not be obsered. Now we come 
on the revelation that we are faced with a 
very serious problem of internal security, 
that treachery has seeped up to the very 
highest echelones of our national life, of 
our body politic as such. I think, this is a 
situation of very gave emergency. My qu¬ 
estion or suggestion is simply this. Would 
the Government have the courage to recog¬ 
nise the situtation as one of grave emer¬ 
gency and declare it as such in ail States 
surround or touch upon Bangla Desh 
borders; or, will it be deterred by the 
semantics of parliamentary debate? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: 
Government does realise that the situation 
is a very serious one and anyone, who 
would be found guilty of treachery to the 
country, will be vary siriouily dealt with. 
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But we are ct^nmilted to a pariiamen- 
taiy systeip of Government and, I think, 
we should work if as well as we can. There¬ 
fore, whatever„ extraordinary measures 
would be taken would be limited to 'what 
is most essential as happened in this case. 
It was exactly to meet such situations and 
emergencies that this Ordinance was pro¬ 
mulgated. This Ordinance and other legal 
powers available to the Government will be 
used to put down these things. 

. SHRI INDRAIIT GUPTA (Aliporc) : 
Sir, I am not much encouraged to ask ques¬ 
tions because it is obvious we are not going 
to get any information from the Govern¬ 
ment. I think, about 90 per cent or more 
of the Cali Attention Notices that you con¬ 
sider everyday are based on press reports. 
There is no other way by which we can gel 
information. The hon. Minister is studi¬ 
ously refusing to go beyond anything that 
we have seen in the press. 

All T would like to say is this that in 
tliese cases of arrests which have taken 
place, either they have got evidence or they 
have not got evidence. 1 do not think there 
can be any third position. If they have not 
got any concrete evidence on the basis of 
which specific grounds cun be given or spa- 
cific charges can be made, then, it means 
they have acted only on suspicion. In that 
case, I would say that the use of the Ordi¬ 
nance on the basis of mere suspicion against 
prominent public men is something which 
is most reprehensible and this method 
should never be resorted to. 

The Government refuses to give infor¬ 
mation. It means the Government is put¬ 
ting a premium on any type of rumour or 
speculation or anything which may go on 
in this country. The lion. Minister refuses 
to take Parliament into confidence which 
means he keeps the doors wide open to any 
kind of rumour or speculation regarding 
anybody, any person, or any party, that 
anybody may choose' to indulge in. 


I cannot forget that Mr. Badrudduja 
was put under preventive detention in the 
year 1965 also during the Indo-Pakistau 
hostilities. At that time, it was not stated 
anywhere that he was arrested for, or fouud 
indulging in, any type of espionage activity. 
No grounds were given at least as far as we 
know. He was kept in detention for seve¬ 
ral months, and ultimately, he was released 
after the hostilities were over. Subsequent 
ttf that, he again stood for election and he 
came to this House as an elected Member 
of this House. He discharged his duties 
here. So, quite obviously, upto that time, 
at any rate, neither the Central Govern¬ 
ment nor the State Government, nor any 
body else, had any grounds on which they 
could say that Mr. Badrudduja indulged in 
espionage activities. Yet, sonic sort of 
stimga was attached to him. Not only to 
him. At that time, a very large number of 
persons belonging to the minority commu¬ 
nity were put under preventive detention 
and were subsequently released. They can 
say it was a preventive measure based on 
suspicion, based on nothing more than that. 
But such is not the present case. 


A story has been made out, at least in 
the press, and it is upto the Government 
either to deny that story or to corroborate 
that on the basis of whatever evidence they 
have in their possession. The story in the 
press is that some documents or some 
papers in which the names of certain per¬ 
sons have boon found have come into the 
possession of the Government and that 
these documents were intercepted by our 
Border Security Force when some person 
or persons who were employed in the Pakis¬ 
tan Deputy High Commissioner’s Office in 
Calcutta- the Deputy High Commissioner 
who later defected to Bangla Dcsh—were 
trying to smuggle out papers and documents 
to Pakistan. 

They were intercepted by the B.S.F. and 
these papers have come into our possession. 
Will the hon. Minister at least tell us whe¬ 
ther there is any semblance of truth in tbi

story and, if so, who are those personsjwho 
were trying to sumggle out these tilings and 
who were intercepted by the B.S.F., presu¬ 
mably apprehended by them. They have 
not been arrested; they have not been detai¬ 
ned. Who are they? Arc they Pakistanis 
or are they Indian citizens? We know no¬ 
thing about it. The hon. Minister refuses 
tell us anything. 

My only point is this. On the face of 
it, we can alt speculate on many things. I 
am not prepared to accept either of these 
versions, I am not prepared to dismiss that 
anybody cannot be iddulging in espionage 
simply because he is a. political figure We 
know what has happened in other countries. 
We have many famous espionage cases on 
iecord. But those cases were all brought 
to light, public trials were held on the basis 
of concrete evidence and, cither people 
were found guilty and convicted or they 
were aquitted. Nobo iy in this country or 
in this House, I am sure, wants that if in 
respect of any person, no matter to which 
party he belongs and however eminent he 
may be in public life, it is proved that he is 
guilty of espionage, he should be left off. 
Nobody wants that. On the face of it, 
one can go on ^peculating. If some 
Miimter is involved, whether of the 
Congress or of the CPM or some other 
party, I am not interested on the face of it. 
A minister, presumbaly, by virtue of being 
a minister, may have access to certain infor¬ 
mation which may possibly be of some use 
to the other side if it is passed. But, T do 
not know about it. 

Here, Mr. Badrudduja was not a Minister. 
He was a very ordinary humble sort of per¬ 
son leading a very modest sort of life. 
What possible access could he have to 
such top-secret files and top secret 
i nformation which would be of value 
t o the Pakistanis? We can go on spe¬ 
culating anything and we can go on talking 
things iike that. But I want to ask the 
Government whether they have got any evi¬ 
dence or not. If they have not got evidence. 


if they are proceeding only on the basis of 
suspicion, then they wifi JaV themselves 
open to the charge which hasten hurled 
here, that this is a matter of vindictiveness, 
political motivation etc. etc. 

If they have got evidence, we hope, they 
will toll us that the necessary process of 
open trial will be gone through, that they 
will take action in a court of law and that a 
proper trial would be held so that these 
people have got a fair chance to defend 
themselves. If they are guilty (hat can be 
proved only on the basis of concrete evi¬ 
dence, not otherwise. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA ; The 
State Government has taken action under 
the Maintenance of Internal Security Ordi¬ 
nance, which also provides a certain proce¬ 
dure for dealing with such matters. Whatever 
allegations the State Government have 
would have to be conveyed to the detennes 
within five days. Then there is a procedure 
in the Ordnance for bringing up that matter 
before a 3 man Advisory Committee which 
would consist of High Court, judges or 
persons of that status 1 Therefore, it is not 
true to ray that things are done in an 
arbitrary manner. 

It is true that extaordinary situation—as 
the present one—need extraordinary legisla¬ 
tion of the type that has just been enneted. 
But care is taken to see that necessary 
safeguards are provided at every stage and 
protection given to the persons concerned 
as the law would permit. 

About the holding of an open trial, it is 
too early to say what the State Government 
would do in the matter. They are still 
investigating the whole thing and if their 
investigation reaches a certain stage, a 
regular case would be filed and prosecution 
launched, I think the State Government 
would do that when they reach that 
stage. But, at this stage, it is too early to 
say what action will be taken with respect 
to this matter. 
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SHRI SAMAR GUHA : We would like 
to know wliy tfte Government have taken 
a hush-hush attitude in fegard to a serious 
matter which opens them up seriously to 
the criticism that has been offered that 
they have acted with political motive and in 
a vindictive manner against some political 
headers and some political parties. This is 
what one would think unless the Govern¬ 
ment come forward with the full story and 
with the full seized documents which they 
have in their possession in regard to the 
activities of the Pakistani espionage ring. 

The hon. Minister stated that it is not 
in the ‘public interest’ that he should 
disclose the facts found in those seized 
documents. I do not understand how this 
public interest come in. In the press report 
names have been mentioned. It involves 
the integrity of Congress, CPM and other 
parties too. A number of top leaders, 
political leaders, figure in regard to thi 
Pakistani spy-ring. 

Also, it has categorically mentioned the 
names; ot course, it does not mention the 
name but refers to one iournlist. It has also 
mentioned about a few top officials. The 
integrity of the political leaders, political 
parties, a journalist and also a few top 
officials is seriously involved. Is that not a 
matter of public importance ? 

Secondly, in view of the fact that in 
the eastern region of India today, a serious 
situation is developing and eveiy day the 
Pakistani spy-rings are operating and they 
are being arrested, is it not also in the 
interests of the nation that the functioning 
of those two parties and those political 
leaders who are .supposed to have been 
involved in the activities of Pakistani espio¬ 
nage should come to the limelight so that 
the people may know ? 

I am very sorry to note that secretary of 
the Communist Marxist Party has said that 
this is a sorid conspiracy to terrorise the 
people of the minority community. To me, 
any person who is involved in espionage 


activity or spying against his own nation 
does not belong to any community or to 
any political party, He is a traitor. He is a 
spy and he should be treated as such. 

No political party or no community has 
any relevence to this question of a minority 
community or majority community being 
involved as such. But if Government keep 
it hush-hush, then, naturally, the other 
parties wilt take advantage of it and criticise 
them and say Government want to take 
political advantage out of this. 

The whole matter is an alarming comm¬ 
entary on the inefficiency of our intelligence 
working in the eastren region, because this 
espionage ring has been operating there 
for the last five years, but they could not 
unearth even a little bit of it. Even now, 
they have not unearthed those documents 
but only the border security force people 
have done that job for the intelligence, 

Again, as regards the Cabinet Minister 
of the UF Government, Mr. Yazdani, 
he was in charge of pass-ports and issuing 
visas for Pakistani nationals. It has appear¬ 
ed in many papers in West Bengal that Mr. 
Yazdani, violating the Central rules, was 
issuing a number of visas to Pakistani 
infiltrators to moves about in West Bengal 
and to go to any place whatsoever. These 
reports appeared two years before In any 
papers. I want to know from Government 
why they have not taken... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : on a point 
of order the hon. Member has mentioned 
the name of, a former Minister of UF 
Government. He is not here to defend him, 
seif. So how can he mention his name 
here ?. (Interruptions) 

Mr. SPEAKER : 1 am not allowing any 
points of order, The hon. Member is only 
repeating what has appeared in the papers, 

SHRt JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We know 
about this Member. We know How he is 
a CIA agent ( Interruptions ) 
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SHRI C M STEPHEN (Muvattupuzha) 
These people are traitors and they should* 
be dealt with as such. (Interruptions) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : those 
marks should be expunged. 

MR. SPEAKER: Why should they be 
expunged ? 

SHRI P. R. DAS Ml’NSt (Calcutta 
south): They are trying to protect the trai¬ 
tors. Why should anyone object to that ? 

SHRI SAMAR GUETA : Shri Jyotirmoy 
Basu has got elected *'or a second time, and 
he should now feel tired of repealing the 
accusations of CIA agent. 

MR. SPEAKER : May I request the 
hon. Member to conclude and cool down 
also ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Are you 
going to allow anyone here to malign some 
body who has been detained for the political 
interest, and especially a former Minister ? 
The hon. Membci lias no right to do that. 
How can he be allowed on the floor of the 
Hovse to malign a person who is not here 
to defend himself, a man who lias function¬ 
ed as a minister ?. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I am not allowing 
him. So, why should he get up and 
interrupt ? 

SHRI KRISHNA MENON (Trivcndrami 
Anyhow, he has said it all the same. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : These reports 
apreared in many papers in West Bengal 
I want to know from Government why 
they did not intervene in the matter and 
take steps. If they had found that the 
reports appearing in the papers wore 
wrong, naturally those Ministers against 
whom accusations were levelled could have 
been absolved. 


But no contradiction lias come from any 
quarter. Government * alsd did not take 

action. - *

* It will be absolutely wrong on the part 
of Government to use the Maintenance of 
Security Act to imprison a person charged 
with such grave charges as those of espion¬ 
age, I want to know whether Government 
will without delay bring those persons who 
have been arrested public trial. 

Thirdly the Deputy Chief Minister 
of West Bengal has mentioned at a press 
conference yesterday that nvesligations 
against 7 other persons are also continuing. 
It is also in the interest of the country 
that he should disclose the name of these 7 
person as also the names of those political 
parties against accusations have been made 
In addition, he should also disclose the 
names of the journalists and top officials 
implicated in this. 

/ want to ask whether Government will 
repeat the same thing which they did during 
the time of i lie India-Cnina war when they 
refused to disclose the names of those 
person who were having account in the 
Bank of China, whose names have not even 
today been published. Arc Government 
going to publish the name of those person 
involved in this espionage ring caught for 
working for Pakistan? Also, are Govern¬ 
ment going to overhaul the whole intellige¬ 
nce service in West Bengal and other eastern 
regions of India ? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA : The 
hon. member has raised a number of points 
and made a number of observations. He 
snys that our intelligence services in Bengal 
should be strengthened and Should be made 
to inquire into these things. It is exactly 
because our intelligence has been working 
in an effective way that these things have

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MAINTENANCE OF INTERNAL 
SECURflY BILL*

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT): I beg to move for leave to 
introduce a Bill to provide for detention in 
certain cases for the purpose of maintenance 
of internal security and matters connected 
therewith. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved: 

“That leave be granted to introduce a 
Bill to provide for detention in certain cases 
for the purpose of maintenance of internal 
security and matters connected there w ith.” 

Three Members have given notice to oppose 
it, Shri Banerjee, Snri Jagannathrao Joshi 
and Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): I 
rise to oppose this Bill which, in my 
opinion, is a carbon copy of the preventive 
Detention Act with certain more harsh 
provisions and is therefore worse than that. 
It is a sad commentary on our parliamen¬ 
tary democracy that even after their massive 
victory in the elections where the people 
ungrudgingly voted for the present 
ruling party under the leadership of 
Mrs. Gandhi, thy have to come with 
such a black Ordinance. 

My objection is on three counts. The 
first is that the Ordinance was promul¬ 
gated on 7th May, 1971, when it was 
known to every one of us, including the 
Council of Ministers and the Prime 
Minister, that both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment were meeting on 24th May, 1971. The 
Statement of Objects and Reasons of 
the Bill says: 

"In view of the prevailing situation 

in the country and the developments 
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Security Bill 

across the border, there is need for 
urgent and effective preventive action 
in the interests of national security." 
Sub-clause (2) of Clause 1 of the Bill 
says: 

“It extends to the whole of India except 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir.” 

This is discrimination and the Con¬ 
stitution never allows discriminations 
between man and man, between people of 
one State and another. It is something 
extraordinary and passes my comprehension 
that in the State of Jammu and Kashmir, 
which is so near Pakistan and where spies 
enjoy immunity, people cannot be arrested 
under this Act or Ordinance, because it 
is not extended to the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, but somebody iu Kanyakumari 
can be arrested, as if spies go only to 
Kanyakumvri and they do not go to 
Kashmir. Secondly, the provisions of 
the Bill violate article 19 of the 
Constitution relating to freedom of 
speech and expession. Clause 3 of the 
Bill reads: 

“(1) The Central Government or the 
State Government may — 

(a) if satisfied with respect to any person 
(including a foreigner) that with a view 
to preventing him from acting in any 
manner prejudicial to — 

(i) the defence of India, the relations 
of India with foreign powers, or the 
security of India, or 

(ii) the security of the State or the 
maintenance of public order, or 

(iii) the maintenance of supplies and 
services essentia! to the community, or 

(b) if satisfied with respect to any foreig¬ 
ner that with a view to regulating his 
continued

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“presence In India or with a view to 
making arrangements for his expulsion 
from India, 

“it is necessary so to do, make an order 
directing that such person be detained.” 

The hon. Minister said that an oppor¬ 
tunity will be given to the person detained, 
but Clause 8 says : 

“When a person is detained in pur¬ 
suance of a detention order, the 
authority making the order shall, as soon 
as may be, but ordinarily not later than 
five days and in exceptional circum¬ 
stances and for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, not later than fifteen days, from 
the date of detention, communicate to 
him the grounds on which the order 
has been made and shall afford him the 
earliest opportunity of making a repres¬ 
entation against the order to the appro¬ 
priate Government." 

There is a further provision made : 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (1) shall 
require the authority to disclose facts 
which it considers to be against the 
public interest to disclose." 

The grounds will nit be disclosed if 
they think that it is in the public interest 
to do so .{The person concerned will have to 
rot in the jail for months together before 
he is introduced before the court. 

It has been said that foreign spies and 
agents who enter our country should be 
punlsfed. Ts there no provision in our 
various Acts to punish such people? Then 
again, how are we to do it In Kashmir ? 
The tragic part of the store is that even 
after the promulgation of this, there are 
people who are constantly abusing national 
policies and there are people working as 
spies, people who’ areTspreading communal 
hatred. In Calcutta even today Mr. Mehdi 


Mahsud as Deputy High Commissioner of 
Pakistan is moving from Street to street 
and from village to village, preaching com¬ 
munal hatred but he has not been arrested. 
This is brought in to take jJolitical venge¬ 
ance against some political parties who are 
their opponents. In all fairness, in the name 
of parliamentary democracy .equity and jus¬ 
tice, this should be withdrawn. Otherwise 
the impression will gain in the country 
that though the Government has massive 
majority in Parliament, it wants to rule 
the country with certain black Acts. I 
oppose this Bill lock, stock and barrel.

SHRI JROTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : I oppose this measure, on legi¬ 
slative incompetence, and I want to oppose 
the Bill totally. This ordinance was hurri¬ 
edly brought into existence. I call it a law¬ 
less law ; just when a knock at the door of 
Parliament was heard, they tried to pass 
it in thf t month when we sat may be for 10 


days. After that they could not wait, and 
they brought in the ordidance, because they 
had some political mission in their minds 
to further their own political purpose. 
They want to create a real d ; ctatorship in 
this country. So, they are steadily moving 
towards it. 

What about the PDA ? It was enacted 
sometime ago. They have detained no less 
than 3,000 persons in West Bengal alone 
and most of them are political workers 
beloning to the Congress-opposed forces. 
In one case, I am a member of the Govern¬ 
ing body of this cancer hospital; the Can¬ 
cer Reseat Ui Institute. They had arrested 
three persons in Chandannagar. I saw Mr. 
Mirdha and I showed him the original docu¬ 
ments. The chargesheet said that those 
sons gheraoed the Director, threatened to 
stab him and beat him up. As a Member 
of the Governing Body, 1 asked for a report 
form the Director in writing, and the Direc¬ 
tor gave in writing saying that these per¬ 
sons newer came near him, never threate¬ 
ned him and never tried to beat him or 
stab him or shoot him. The whole thing 
was absolutely a string of lies. So, this is 
how they are bringing in these summary 
laws. 

Now, Mr. Nanda’s White Paper. It was 
a mockery ; it is still a joke. The White 
Paper of Mr. Nanda in 1965 did what ? 
With one stroke of the pen, 8,000 persons 
belonging (n the minority community were 
put behind the bars, and by another stroke 
of the pen after a few months, the same 
8,000 people were released without any¬ 
thing being stated about their guilt or inno¬ 
cence. Then, in 1962, 3,000 people, 
workers— 


MR. SPEAKER : You can make those 
points in your speech later. Not now. 

SHRI JYOlIRMOY BOSU: Syed 
Badrudduja had been detained four times 
before that. 0 Interruption) It is just for a 
political purpose. 
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MR. SPEAKER : I request you not to 
go into such details. You will have your 

time at the appropriate time. You can 
now raise only the question of legislative 
competence oi otherwise. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am just 
finishing. ( Interruption ) I want the Govern¬ 
ment to withdraw this Bill, You gave 
Shri Banerjee seven to eight minutes. You 
give me the same time. ( Interruption ) 

MR. SPEAKER : But you must be 
relevant. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Yes, Sir. 
Let not my friends opposite get provoked. 
This is all politically motivated. Mr. 
Badrudduja told me that he was offered a 
Governorship and then a Cabinet position 
by Shri Siddhartha Shankar Ray and Shri 
Atulya Ghosh who went to him. He decli¬ 
ned. This has been the complaint against 
him. The whole thing is politically moti¬ 
vated. ( Interruption ) 

I will show you that there are ample 
provisions in the existing Act. Sir, you 
are a lawyer. You understand the law 
much better than I do. I wish to draw 
your attention to the Official Secrets Act, 
1^23. J want to draw the attention of the 
Ministers also ; if they will kindly read 
section 3 at page 3 of the Act, they will 
find that it gives them powers to impose an 
imprisonment for fouricen years in certain 
cases. That being the case, why do you 
want to bring in a law to put the people 
behind the bars for just one year at the 
most ? I will read the relevant section— 
section 3(1): 

“If any person for any purpose preju¬ 
dicial to the safety or interests of the 
State— 

(a) approaches, inspects, passes over 
or is in the vicinity of, or enters, any 
prohibited place; or 


(b) makes and sketch, plan, mold, or 
note wh''ch is calculate4 to % be or might 
be or is intended to be, dtrectfly or indi¬ 
rectly, useful to an enemy : or 

13.00 Hrs. 

MR. SPEAKER : All this is not rele¬ 
vant at this stage. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Then, 
shall 1 continue after lunch, because I will 
take some time. I want to quote from the 
Act, the ordinance, the Bill and other law 
books to estalish that there are enough pro¬ 
visions existing at the moment and bring¬ 
ing a Bill of this nature is unnecessary, 
unless they have some political motive in 
mind. There is no need to introduce this 
Bill. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Aliporc): 
Let him say that he is prepared to withdraw 
the Bill. 

MR. SPEAKER : I want to finish this 
before lunch. How much more time does 
he want ? 

« 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; About ten 
minutes. 

“(c) obtains, collects, records, or 
communicates to any other person any 
secret official code or pass word, or any 
sketch, plan, model, article, or not or 
other document or information which 
is calculated to be or might be or is 
intended to be directly or indirectly, 
useful to an enemy or which relates 
to a matter the disclosure of which 
is likely to affect, the sovereignty and 
integrity of India, the security of the 
State or friendly relations with foreign 
St ales; 

he shall be punishable with imprison¬ 
ment for a term which may extend, 
where the offences committed in rela¬ 
tion to any work of defence, arsenal, 
naval, military or air force establishment 
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or station, mine, minefield, factory, 
dockyaitf, camp, ship or aircraft 
or otherwise in relation to the naval, 
military or air force affairs of Govern¬ 
ment Or in relation to any secret official 
code, to fourteen years and in other 
cases to three years.” 

Under this ordinance, the punishment 
is not exceeding one year. 

“(4) In any proceedings againat a 
person for an offence under section 3, 
the fact that he has been in communica¬ 
tion with, or attempted to communicate 
with, a foreign agent, whether within 
or without India shall be relevant for 
the purpose of proving that he has, 
for a purpose prejudicial to the safety 
• or interests of the State, obtained or 
attempted to obtain information which 
is calculated to be or might be or is 
intended to be directly or indirectly, 
useful to an enemy. ” 

This is a blanket Act. There is no lack 
of power. If you go to the Indian Penal 
Code, there are other blanket provisions 
contained in sections 120A, 120B, and 
121. Is it not enough ? 

Why is it that they are bringing an 
ordinance ? I will read out what the 
ordinance says. This was issued on 7th 
May. Look at page 130, para 8 (2). It says: 

“Nothing in sub-section (I) shall 
require the authority to disclose facts 
which it considers to be against the 
public interest to disclose.” 

Are we talking about democracy, 
natural justice, and not giving summary 
powers to people who are almost fascist 
in character ? At the same time, you are 
bringing a legislation of this sort so that 
you can arrest a person without disclosing 
to him even the reason for which he is 
being taken to custody. In the Bill also the 
same provision has been kept. 


This is a clear case where the Congress 
Government, taking advantage of its being 
in power at the Centre, is misusing the 
power that it is enjoying in every sphere 
of life. They are trying to deprive even the 
common man, the working class people 
who are opposed to the Congress Party, 
their elementary rights. They are making 
use of the official machinery for the 
purpose of furthering their party cause. 
They are depriving the people of their 
minimun human liberties. 

Take the case of Dr. Golam Yazdani 
and Shri Badrudduja. A lot of temptations 
were offered to them. They refused to join 
and serve the Congress Party. That is why 
they have been taken into -custody. The 
Deputy Chief Minister repeatedly kept 
saying for 15 days “we shall prosecute 
them”. Shri Nahar, the former Hindu 
Mahasabite, said “we shall prosecute 
them.” Yet, they were taken into custody 
under the Maintenance of Internal Security 
Ordinance. Why not under the ordinary 
law of the land f If you have got any 
evidence in hand you could have done 
that. Then we would have welcomed that. 
We challenge you, go to a court of law, 
produce all the evidence and prove that 
they have been doing what you say they 
are doing; otherwise, withdraw all such 
charges. 

Finally, I would appeal to the govern¬ 
ment through your good offices that this 
sort of Bill should not be presented before 
the House. They should withdraw it. I 
oppose the Bill lock, stock and barrel. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : This is not the 
occassion for a full-dress debate. There¬ 
fore, I would not like to touch on all the 
points that have been raised. But the 
Statement of objects and Reasons clearly 
states... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We will 
not be a party to this outrage. So, we are 
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all walking out. Shame on you, shame on 
your hypocrisy. (interruptions) 

SHRIK. C. PANT : He should have 
the courtesy to hear me before he goes out. 

1 will deal with his point. He must wait 
(ill I finish to know whether I am with¬ 
drawing the measure. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Are you 
withdrawing the Bill? 

SHRI K. C.' PANT : You must listen 
to me to know that. How can you walk 
out before you have even heard me? You 
have made the position ridiculous. How 
can I help you? Yon have not heard me... 
(Interruptions). 

Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu and some other hon. 
Members then left the House . 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am surprised at 
this behaviour. They wanted to make 
speeches in order to persuade me to with¬ 
draw the measure. Now they are not pre¬ 
pared to hear me to know whether I am 
withdrawing it or not. 

As I was saying, the Statement of Ob¬ 
jects and Reasons states clearly why such 
a measure is necessary in view of the pre¬ 
vailing situation in the country. 

MR. SPEAKER : Whom are you going 
to convince? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I am saying it for 
the purpose of record. The Statement of 
Objects and Reasons says. 

“In view of the prevailing situation 
in the country and the development 
across the border, there is need for 
urgent and effective preventive 
action in the interest of national 
security. It is, therefore, consi¬ 
dered essential to have powers of 


preventive detention to deal effecti¬ 
vely with threats«to the defence of 
India and to the security of India, 
especially from external sources and 
espionage activities'of foreign agents. 
Since the exis ting laws available to 
deal with the situation have not 
been found to be adequate, the 
Maintenance of Internal Security 
Ordinance, 197 1, has been promul¬ 
gated. It is now proposed tore- 
place the Ordinance by an Act.” 

My hon. friend, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu, 
cited certain laws. I have not got all the 
laws he has cited but the position 
briefly is that those laws come into effect 
after the commission of an offence whereas 
this is a preventive measure. There is a 
basic difference between the two. 

My hon. friend, Shri Tridib Chaudhuri, 
has walked out earlier today in the course 
of the calling attention notice. He used 
some phrases which I jotted down., He 
said that we are living in troubled times; 
that the question of the security of the cou¬ 
ntry was involved; that any moment aggres¬ 
sion could take place; that the Central 
Government is charged with the security 
and defence of tl e country; that we should 
not be complacent and asked why arrests 
were not made under the MIS Ordnance. 
That is implication of what he said. And 
now i c has walked out along with them ! 

I am surprised that, after describing the 
situation in such alarming terms,, in order 
to have a dig at the Government, when 
this situation faces the country and must 
take steps, he has chosen to walk out. 

Another point was made that this Bill 
does not apply to Jammu and Kashmir 
when an extraordinary situation—so my 
hon. friend said—exists. The simple point 
is that the Bill does not apply to the State 
of Jammu and Kashmir because the rele- 
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vant entries In Lists I and HI are not appli¬ 
cable to Jlmnfu and Kashmir. Parlia¬ 
ment is not, therefore, competent to legis¬ 
late on this subject. Thai State has a sepa¬ 
rate law on this subject enacted undef the 
Constitution of Jammu and Kashmir. 
That i i position with regard to Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

My hon. friends, Shrt S. M. Bancrjee 
and Shri Joshi, in referring to Jammu and 
Kashmir indirectly admitted that the situa¬ 
tion there was grave and that it won'd have 
been good if this Bill could have been exte¬ 
nded to Jammu and Kashmir. That is the 
logic of what they said. They said that spi¬ 
es could not be arrested in Jammu and 
Kashmir without this. That is not a fact. 
But the fact is that they expressed their 
anxiety that a situation exists in which 
this Bill. could be justified. T take it as 
their indirect support for this Bill. 

I would not go into the other points 
because my hon. friends are not here but 
I vms surprised to hear Shri Jagannathrao 
Joshi ask us whether any trouble; kya apati 
a gai hai ? We are every day debating in 
this House the extraordinary situation. 

MR. SPP.4KER: I Directed them to 
raise objections on legislative competence or 
on certain constitutional provisions. As 
for the other facts mentioned, they can be 
replied to in the debate. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
They can oppose the introduction of the 
Bill even without those’points. The Rules 
of Procedure that they can oppose it on 
other grounds also. 

MR. SPEAKER: On certain earlier 
observations we are basing this. As far 
as the details are concerned, they could 
wait for the consideration of Bill. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: All right. Sir. T 
will not reply to the other points but I 
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will merely say that I do want to state that 
the insinuation or the charge that it has 
been brought to crush Opposition parties, 
is really most extraordinary and is farthest 

v 

from the truth that any charge can be. It 
is because of the situation in the country 
that this has been brought forward. 
1 can say that we shall use this only when 
it is absolutely necessary to do so. 

Finally, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu is not 
here. I am glade th?t he has developed a 
very deep loyalty for democratic values. 
He has expressed his sorrow that this will 
give an opportunity for the Government to 
deny some of the citizens of this country 
their liberty. All I say is that we stop at 
liberty; I am not sure if his partv would 
stop at liberty. They do not seem to res¬ 
pect even the life of citizens who oppose 
them. 

MR. SPEAKER : The question is : 

“That leave be granted to introduce 
a Bill to provide for detention in cer¬ 
tain cases for the purpose of mainte¬ 
nance of internal security and matters 
connected therewith.” 


The Motion was Adopted. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I introduce the 
Bill.

{Mr. Deputy-Speaker in the Chair) 

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72—GENERAL 
DISCUSSIO N—Contd. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Shri R. D. 
Bhandare to continue his speech. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, yester¬ 
day, when I started speaking, I was try¬ 
ing to emphasise as to how the Finance 
Minister has tried to explain the new ori¬ 
entation of policy. After going through the 
Budget, we come to the conclusion that he 
has tried to give new direction and new 
dimension to the economic policies of the 
country. 

When the Budget was presented to this 
House, all sorts of criticisms were made. 
Some of the hon. Members said that the 
gap between promises and performance 
has widened. Some of them have gone to 


the extent of saying that by these Budget 
proposals, presented to the*houee, the Con¬ 
gress party has given a go-by to Socialism 
and ‘Garibi-hatao\ But Tam not dealing 
and { shall not deal with the cheap criticism 
that has been levelled. I shall take note 
of some other important criticisms which 
have been levelled and more especially the 
criticism levelled by Shri Samar Mukherjee, 
while speaking yesterday in this house. 

He’said, and the majority of his school 
of thought maintain, that the Budget 
simply distributes poverty and rich and 
monopoly interests have not been touched 
in this Budget. That is the first point 
they made. 


The Second type of criticism that was 
offered was that the Budget distributes 
poverty and that the poor and the middle 
classes are taxed to the breaking-point. 

I shall deal with these two types of 
criticisms presently. 

Let us see the first point whether the 
richer classes have been touched or not. 
When we talk of the richer classes, two 
types of taxes have to be taken into consi¬ 
deration; one is the corporate tax and the 
second is the personal income-tax which 
has been levied on individuals. Now, 
the budget for 1971-72 proposes certain 
changes in relation to (i) income from 
priority industries, (ii) long term capital 
.gains, and (iii) surtax. There are some 
changes sought to be made by certain pro¬ 
posals in the budget. Among the structu¬ 
ral changes which were made to achieve 
the objective knd which affect taxation of 
corporate incomes, the following are more 
important. The first is the exclusion of 
debentures and long-term borrowing from 
the capital base for the purpose of tax 
holiday exemption. This tax holiday 
exemption has been to some extent given 
up. Secondly, the deductible amount of 
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expenditure on payment of salaries and 
perquisite* to* directors and other emplo¬ 
yees getting more than Rs. $,000 salary and 
Rs. 1,000 perquisites has been put a limit 
to. The third is that the limit ovfcr daily 
allowances of employees while on tour, for 
the purpose of computing business profits, 
is also being taken into consideration. 
The revised limits of daily allowance will 
be Rs. 80 per day in the case of an emp¬ 
loyee drawing Rs. 1,000 p.m. qnd Rs. 40 
per day in the case of other employees, 
except in cities like Bombay, Calcutta and 
Delhi, the limit is Rs. 120 in the case of 
directors drawing Rs. 1,000 and Rs. 60 per 
day for the others. The fourth is that the 
withdrawal of development rebate after 
three years’ notice period h as also been 
Introduced; that Is to say, from 1st June, 
1974, the development rebate will be with¬ 
drawn. 

Apart from these four proposals in the 
present budget, the proposals of the Finan¬ 
ce Act of 1970 had also made certain struc¬ 
tural changes, the result of which brought 
the following changes: Firstly, the rate of 
development rebate on new machinery and 
plant came down with effect from 1st April, 
1970 on priority industries from 35 to 25 
per cent and on the other industries from 
20 per cent to 15 percent. The second is 
that the provision for granting tax credit 
certificates granted on their manufacture 
income and also central excise duty lapsed 
from the accounting year of 1970-71. Third¬ 
ly, in computing the taxable profits, no 
reduction is now allowed for the entertain¬ 
ment expenditure incurred in India or the 
expenditure on maintaining guest-houses. 

What is the result of these structural 
changes ? The result of these structural 
changes will be summarised in the follow¬ 
ing form. The period of stagnation in 
yield of revenue from corporate tax has 
.now virtually passed, as will be evident 


from the following statistics of collections 
under the head during the past ten years. 
1 need not bother the House by reading 
the figures for all the years, but I shall 
start withe 1968-69. The base has been 
widened in 1968-69 and the collections were 
Rs. 299 crores. In 1969-70, it was Rs. 353.39 
crores; in 1970-71, it was Rs. 382. 21 crores, 
and in 1971-72 budget, it is estimated to 
be Rs. 395 crores. 

So my hon. friend will notice that we 
have taxed the corporate sector and the 
base of the taxation has widened from year 
to year. 

My hon. friend also said that the richer 
and monopoly classes have not been tou¬ 
ched. 1 have dealt with coiporate tax. 1 
shall now deal with taxation of personal 
incomes. 1 shall not take much time on 
this. It is proposed to increase the sur¬ 
charge on income-tax from 10 to 15pei 
cent on incomes exceeding Rs. 15,000, and 
then there is the tapering arrangement. 
Secondly', regarding wealth tax on indivi¬ 
duals and HUFs, it is proposed to raise 
the rates particularly on net wealth in ex¬ 
cess of Rs. 15 lakhs. Thus even the indivi¬ 
duals and HUF have not been left out. 
Thirdly, the rich farmers are touched; they 
are now liable to pay excise duty on the 
purchase of tractors. Therefore, none 
should conclude that we have not touched 
the uclicr classes. 

Criticism has also been levelled that the 
poor classes, the working classes and the 
middle classes have been heavily taxed. Hie 
extent of taxation in the budget proposal 
is four-fold : (1) proposals relating to con¬ 
sumers goods of mass consumption inclu¬ 
ding items affecting the low income groups; 
(2) proposals relating to consumer goods 
not affecting the low income groups inclu¬ 
ding luxuries; (3) proposals relating to other 
goods like industrial raw materials and 
producer goods and so on; and (4) propo¬ 
sals touching the agricultural sector. As 
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regards (1), it is bound to be said, as is said, 
that the incidence on the poor classes is 
heavy. Let us see what is the extent of the 
revenue fiom wage goods available to Go¬ 
vernment from year to year. If we examine 
it, we come to the conclusion that it is only 
22.1 per cent or Rs. 461 crores only. 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
What is it? 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : Wage goods 
means items such as kerosene, sugar, mat¬ 
ches, vegetable products, coffee and tea, 
footwear, soap and cotton fabrics. Tie 
excise duty on these items is only 22.1 per 
cent, but from the other sources it is 77.9 
per cent. The poor classes and middle 
classes have not been taxed to the extent 
the others have been, but that is not to 
say that I am fully supporting whatever 
taxation has been brought in on the former. 
On the contrary, I am making a suggestion 
that Government should come forward 
with a proposal withdrawing the excise 
duty on maida, bread, coarse cloth, soap, 
petrol and ready-mode garments. 

SHRI INDRAJJT GUPTA : Is it an 
inspired proposal? 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE: Do you 
think that it is inspired? 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA : I am hop¬ 
ing so. I am only ask ing. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : It is not 
inspired. It is of my own thinking and of 
my own making. By this time you must 
have studied the Members and their tho¬ 
ught process. 

My second suggestion is that more allo¬ 
cation for improvement of slums and rural 
housing should be made in the Budget. 
You know the position of the slums in the 
bigger cities. So long as the Government 
does not come forward with the necessary 


allocation for this purpose, the State Gov¬ 
ernments and the municipal corporations 
or municipalities are not going to deal with 
this problem at all. It is no use passing on 
thft burden to the States and the Corpora¬ 
tions. Some of the States are very allergic 
to the report of the Finance Commission. 
They would like to have more allocations. 

I would certainly like to suggest to thd 
Central Government to give them more 
funds for slum clearance and rural housing. 

When the Centre gives some amount, 
it is not spent for the welfare of the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes or Back¬ 
ward Classes. It is spent on something 
else and then they give a report to the Cen¬ 
tro that they require more money. My 
suggestion is that the Centre must force the 
States and tho Corporations to better the 
lot of those Ihir g in slums. 

There must be rural housing schemes in 
order to create mixed localities. This is 
not the time for to be vociferous, and I 
need not mention that in India in every 
village there are two parts, one occupied by 
the general community and the other by 
the members of the Schedule Castes. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA (Hapur) : Mas¬ 
ters and slaves. 

SHRI R.D. BHANDARE: As Isaid, 
I do not want to be vociferous, today. I 
only want to make some suggestions. The 
suggestions may or may not be accepted, 
but it is my duty to make them. 

My third suggestion is that more alloca- 

* 

tion should be made for the welfare of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 

Then, l would like in all seriousness to. 
ask the Government what happened to the 
granting of facilities, not political but edu¬ 
cational to to the Buddhists. Two years 
have passed since the then Law and Social 
Welfare* Minister, the late lamented Shri 
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Govinda Mfenoft, announced in this House 
on 12th August, 1969, that facilities, both 
educational anti economic, would be 
granted to the'Buddhists. 1 do not*know 
what has happened to it. 1 have not seen 
any provision n the Budget. 1 do not 
know whether the Government is sleeping 
over the promise given or decision taken. 
1 do not know whether they are aware 
of the existence of article 25 in the cons¬ 
titution under which the Buddhists arc 
entitled to get educational and economic, 
if not political, facilities. 

The hon. Minister has dealt with the que¬ 
stion of price rise. It is not enough to 
lament on the rise in prices. Government 
should have the courage to take the necessary 
measures to bring the prices under control 
and try to reduce them gradually. 

Internal and external savings and loans 
and taxes arc the three sources foi getting 
funds—resources for economic development 
land investment. Taxation is also the instru¬ 
ment to bring about economic and social 
justice in society. This has been repeated 
often, nay, ad nauseam. But 1 do not find 
any change either m the mind or attitude 
of the Government for utilising the instru¬ 
ment of taxation for bringing about econo¬ 
mic and social justice. It is not enough to 
pay lip service to and often quoted proposi¬ 
tion: growth must be accompanied with 
social justice. I think there is no growth 
to that extent, but there is absolutely no 
social justice; social justice is absent in toto 
(Interruption) To some extent there is econ¬ 
omic growth in country Economic Survey 
has shown it in a fashion that you cannot 
make out anything out of it. Even then 
we see some slow rise and some figures 
are given and diagrams are given. As for 
social justice, Mr. Deputy-Speaker, you 
know the status of the tribals and the 
Scheduled Castes who had been clamouring 
for social justice for ages. We thought 
that after Independence Swaraj will bring 
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in Swarajya—good Raj or Ram Raj ...(An 
Hon.Member: Now it is socialism):...which 
means the socialist society. Scheduled Castes 
are subject to suppression and oppression 
everywhete. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Ram Raj was not 
good. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : I do not 
know in what sense you are talking. This 
was the slogan given from time to time. I 
am reminding the party in power to which 
I belong of the slogans given by them from 
time to lime without going into the conno¬ 
tations of the slogans. I am emphasising 
on the fact that even though all sorts of 
atrocities are committed on the members of 
the Scheduled Castes, no relief is given to 
them either by the CBI or the Central 
Government or the States. What happened 
in Madhya Pradesh the day before yester¬ 
day, or foi that matter in Rajasthan. When 
complaints arc lodged by the Scheduled 
Castes, some of the prominant public men 
come forward and say that those complaints 
are false. It is curious fact to lefiect upon 
that in Rajasthan one of the Deputy Minist¬ 
ers undertook a fast because of the atrociti¬ 
es committed on the Scheduled Castes. The 
Government went to the extent of accusing 
their own Deputy Minister that he had 
joined the dacoits and that he was in league 
with the dacoits and as a person in league 
with dacoits he was making false complaints 
because the dacoits from the Scheduled 
Castes were arrested. 

I do not think that the house wi]J agree 
that it is the monopoly of the members of 
the Scheduled Castes only to be dacoits. 

It is not their monopoly. ( Interruption ). 

AN HON. MEMBER : They are only 
followers. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : I do not 
want the House to take it lightly. 
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AN HON. MEMBER : Leader. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : How can 
such a person be a leader in the village so 
that he can take the whole village according 
to his whims or his ideas or imaginations? 
Therefore, dacoits have no caste. They 
could be found and located anywhere. But 
then especially when atrocities are commi¬ 
tted, the poor Scheduled Castes are 
branded as members belonging to dacoits. 
That is my grievance, and that should not 
happen. 

Therefore, if we are to talk in terms of 
social justice, if we are to talk in terms of 
socialism, then we must pay more attention 
to the downtrodden and the under¬ 
privileged classes of society. 

With these words, I conclude. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, 1 rise to oppose these 
budget proposls; and I am opposing them 
on two grounds. One, that they contain 
neither anything to do with social justice, 
as my friend Shri Bhandare has said just 
now befoie me, nor do they satisfy even 
modestly the requirements of growth and 
investment which are necessary today. I 
am not talking withi.i any framework of 
socialism, or whether it is socialism or 
not, because nobody expects a socialist 
budget from this Government. T am talking 
about the existing framework. ( Interruption ) 
What is the use of talking about socialism? 
We are a long way from socialism. The 
point is whether within the existing frame¬ 
work it was possible or not to do something 
more and at least to make a show of 
redeeming the pledges which have been 
given so recently by the ruling party to the 
millions in this countrv. 

This budget has turned out to be the 
biggest anticlimax, T would say, in many 


years. A mountain of assurances, a moun¬ 
tain of promises about * garibi hatao, has 
brought forth the proverbial blouse. The 
best thermometer, as we always know, is 
the • stock exchange, the share market. 
These people who run the share market and 
the owners of those big business-houses 
were probably feeling a little nervous them¬ 
selves before the budget was presented, 
because there had been so much talk about 
the “massive mandet for socialism” and so 
on and so forth. So, they wore a bit 
nervous, not knowing exactly what they 
might hove to lace. Naturally, they are 
completely taken aback now; they never 
expected that tiny would be let off so 
lightly. The initial response which you 
found on the day after the budget propos¬ 
als were announced was that the share 
markets were absolutely buoyant and rejo¬ 
icing, and it is only now after they have 
betrayed their initial reaction, that recently 
in the last three or four days, they have 
started talking about having second thou¬ 
ghts, being at bit cautious: ©h. after all, we 
of the big business sector perhaps have 
always got some burden to bear. 

If you read through their remarks now, 
what they say is boiling down to this. I 
was reading in'a paper this morning, on the 
commercial page, and they say that “it 
will take a little time for us to study and 
find out how far these proposals may be 
a disincentive to further investment." 
This is the maximum that they can work 
themselves up to, because they are taken 
by surprise. They heaved an immense 
sigh of relief, such a sigh of relief 
that one heard the windows in Lyons 
Range or Dalai Street rattling. They 
never expected this. 

This is not surprising at all, because I 
will just recall toon after the general elect¬ 
ions and soon after this massive victory 
won by the ruling party, the Prime Minister 
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of this country addressed the conference or 
the annual session of the Federation of 
Indian Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry here in Delhi. Coming ‘ just 
on the morrow of the elections, all 
these big captains of business who 
had assembled there also wanted 
some sort of assurance from the Prime 
Minister that nothing very drastic was go¬ 
ing to happen. In her speach to the FlCCI 
session, the Prime Minister assured them 
saying, “Please remember that 85 per cent 
of the economy of the country is in the 
private sector and the Government has no 
intention of bringing about a state of aff¬ 
airs where the private sector will not have 
sufficient scope to function and to carry on 
business.” This is nothing new. They 
were assured as so on as the elections were 
over. The next step in the chain came in 
the President's Address to both Houses 
of Parliament after the election. 1 had 
pointed it out at that time in my speech 
during the discussion on the President's 
Address that while so many things were 
mentioned m that Address, not a word was 
mentioned, there was ominous silence, on 
the question of growth of big monopoly 
houses and concentration of economic 
power in the hands of monopoly houses. 
There was no mention in the President’s 
Address whether the Government is at all 
seized of the question after the elections 
and proposes to do auything about it. So, 
what has crystallised now in the form of 
this budget is not something which has 
Hap pened overnight. These are all links 
in a chain and they started immediately 
after the elections, the last milestone 
having been laid now by the Finance 
Minister. 

Yet, you find that the total tax increase 
which is being proposed amounts to R$. 
220 crores, all taken together. Some eco# 
nomic journal, I think the Economic 


Times , commented on this a few days ago, 
assuring Mr. Chavan a place in history for 
no other reason than this that “this is far 
and away, the most massive tax increase 
ever proposed in peace time”. On the one 
hand we have this unprecedented tax in¬ 
crease and on the other, we have the big 
business sector on the whole realising that 
they have been let off cheaply and lightly. 
If you put these two facts together, the 
conclusion is obvious that somebody else 
is having to pay for the brunt of these 
budget proposals. 

The iuciease in the corporate and 
direct taxes taken together Rs. 27 crores 
of that he wants to realise this year and 
Rs. 57 crores next year—will not work out 
to an increase of more than 4 per cent, 
taken as a whole. If you add up all those 
imposts tabulated here by Mr. Bhandure 
and take into consideration the rebate, 
tax holiday, etc., the net burden of all 
these on the corporate sector will not corre 
to more than 4 per cent. This is my cal¬ 
culation. You are at liberty to correct 
me. It means that this is an extremely 
marginal impost, a little bit of nibbling at 
the corporate sector and nothing more. Of 
course, you have made a lot about wealth 
tax, but even there the companies have 
been left out. There is no wealth tax be¬ 
ing placed on companies in relation to 
their gross assets. It is reserved for indi¬ 
viduals, undivided Hindu families and so 
on. Behind all these arguments which are 
put forward, the dominant sector which 
is being protected and shielded is the 
corporate sector of business, particularly 
big business. 


The main burden has, therefore, been 
thrown on the common man. I do not 
knt w what the expert advisers of the Fina¬ 
nce Ministry consider to be the common 
man. If you say that the middle class man 
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liviag in the cities is much better than the 
poorest of the poor in the villages, well, of 
course, that is a fact. But this has no rele¬ 
vance in this context for the simple reason 
that the entire rural sector, the biggest Sec¬ 
tor in this country, is left completely out 
of these taxation proposals. So, why should 
you compare the poorest of the poor of the 
villages with the common man, or the wage 
earner, or the middle class employee, or the 
ordinary citizen in the town when he alone 
is being taxed? So, the entire tax structure 
Is being confined more and more to an in¬ 
creasingly narrow base, and that is the ur¬ 
ban sector, because you refuse to go beyond 
this. 


I warn Shri Chavan that in this grim 
battle for resources, which is the key to 
development, in future also he will be faced 
time and again with this problem if you in¬ 
sist on refusing to touch the rural sector. ■. 
( interruptions ) I know there are members 
in the ruling party who are extremely sensi¬ 
tive whenever the name rural sector is men¬ 
tioned. I remember that befor the elections, 
in the last Parliament I had made a sugges¬ 
tion during the course of some discussion 
that at least the wealthy and rich section of 
the farmers who have received some benefits 
as a result of 20 or 22 years of develop¬ 
ment, not others, should also be made to 
pay something and I remember that half 
the Congress Party stood up in their ben¬ 
ches and would not allow me to proceed 
further. So, I know I am treading the 
ground where angels fear to tread. But the 
Finance Minister has taken refuge behind 
the constitutional argument that this is a 
State subject. So, I would request him to 
consider seriously amending the Constitu¬ 
tion at least to give some powers to the 
Centre in this respect. Otherwise, what 
are you going to do in the ftiture? Where 
are you going to get your resources from? 
Because, after 20 years of development no¬ 


body denies that there is a section .of agri¬ 
cultural community which <has become 
prosperous, which is rich by anp standards; 
nobody grudges that. But il they want to 
be left out of the tax net'for ever that can¬ 
not be done. 

Then, a hue and cry has been made 
about this 10 per cent duty on tractors. Well, 
they may have to pay 10 per cent more on 
tractors. Here I would draw the Finance 
Minister’s attention to a statement which 
was published in the press a few days ago 
by the indigenous tractor manufacturers, 
who are hailing him and greeting him, say¬ 
ing that this is the best thing he has ever 
done. While you have put a 10 per cent 
excise duty on indigenous tractors, you 
have imposed a 20 por cent customs duty 
on the imported tractor. So, the indigen¬ 
ous tractor manufacturers are extremely 
happy that they will have a completely pro¬ 
tected and sheltered market. Even the in¬ 
digenous tractors are not made completely 
indigenous. Almost all of them are made 
with foreign collaboration. But, in any 
case, imported tractors will become much 
more expensive and the farmers, at any 
rate those farmers who can afford tractors, 
will have to go in for indigenous tractors. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN): That is 
not true. When you speak on this point 
you must have some knowledge about what 
is happening in the rural sector. You have 
certainly every right to criticise the propo¬ 
sal. But you should know that with all the 
heavy imposts on imported tractors the 
price of Russian tractor would be still less 
than that of the indigenous tractor. This 
would be a happy news for you. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : If that is 
so, then your 10 per cent excise duty is also 
futile. I am quite willing to imbibe know¬ 
ledge from these champions of the rural 
sector but I say that these are the people 
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who arc no* being taxed. I am quite aware 
of this fact that when I touch this point 
there will be opposition . But some way or 
the other you wftl be faced with this*, pro¬ 
blem because the country is still, by and 
large, an agricultural country. So, you 
cannot leave the majority of the people 
outside the net of taxation and still get re¬ 
sources for garibi hatao. If is not poss¬ 
ible. I may not know much about rural con¬ 
ditions but some people do not know much 
about either economics or planning gene¬ 
rally. 

Now let us take a look, at some of the 
articles which he has selected for excise 
duty. I can understand the Minister say¬ 
ing that he has got to get money and, there- 
foie, he has decided to tax these commodi¬ 
ties. But if his advisers have told him that 
here are some commodities which are not 
consumed by ordinary people but only by 
people belonging to the afflueiUsections or 
leading an affluent life, tnen 1 wonder what 
sort of advisers he has got, where they live, 
what they think about and wliat kind of 
reality they have any connection with. 

Take this maida for bread. 

SHRI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN : 
I thought, you would begin there. 

SHRI ’INDRAJIT GUPTA: I begin 
with tnis because it is so extraordinary. 

1 know that he has very cleverly pegged 
it with the children's nutrition programme 
so that if I oppose this tax he will say that 
I do not want tin* children s nutrition 
programme. But I am not opposed to the 
children's nutrition programme; I am 
opposed to this argument being put forward 
or the idea being given that bread made out 
of maida is not an article of consumption 
of the ordinary people. 

SHRI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN: 

I concede that it is a food of the industrial 
worker. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I may tell 
you that in Bombay.( Interruption ) 

SHRI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN : 
The urban poor man eates it. I concede 
that. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
He has conceded one point. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Besides, 
only a few years ago you have invested 
Government money in setting up the 
Modem Bakeris. At that time we were told 
that the object of this was to change the 
nutrition habits of the people so that they 
would be accustomed more and more to 
consuming bread. Now you place some 
ciub on this. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : On the All 
India Radio there should be no “A lummy, 
n ummy, Modern Bread." 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : There is 
this kind of a contradiction. Either there 
is no coordination between the different 
ministries or the implication of thiB is not 
being studied at all. If that kind of a, 
levy is earmarked for a programme like 
the children’s nutrition programme. 
I do not see why, following the 
same line, a few more levies could 
not be imposed on the richer farmers 
or on the big business houses and 
earmarked, let us say, for the employment 
programme because everybody knows that 
Rs. 25 crores for the educated unempolyed 
and Rs.50 crores of the earlier crash prog¬ 
ramme, these Rs. 75 crores, will not touch 
the fringe of the problem. If we can have 
a levy on bread for children’s nutrition 
programme, why can we not have a levy on 
the big business houses or on the rich far¬ 
mers in some fonn or the other form being 
earmarked for an employment programme? 

I do not see anything wrong with it. 

Then I come to hair oils. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI 
(Shajapur) : Lipstick. 
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SHRIINDRAJIT GUPTA : I am not 
worried about the lipstick. 

Much has been made of this adjective 
♦'perfumed” to hair oils. I would like to 
have a list of those hair oils sold nowadays 
in the market which are unperfumed. I 
do not find any. AH hair oils have some 
sort of a scent or perfume nowadays. That 
is a normal thing. I know that the Finance 
Minister—I hope, he would not mind it— 
probably does not have any need for hair 
oil but certainly he has no right to force 
all the people of this country to join his 
fraternity sooner or latter, beause I am told 
that the absence of oil is one of the contri¬ 
butory factors to baldness. I do not see 
why everybody should be forced to give up 
using hair oils. 

Then, marginal adjustments on cloth, 
coarse and medium, as he called it or 
suggests. Certainly, that will lead to some 
rise in the price. His colleague, Shri L. N. 
Mishra, has made a categorical statement 
only .yesterday in this House in which he 
has said that under no circumstances will 
the price of medium and coarse cloth be 
allowed to rise. I am trying to reconcile 
these two statements. Hither Shri Mishra 
is right or Shri Chavan is right. If Shri 
Mishra is right, then the implication is that 
this increase in the duty on coarse and 
medium cloth will be absorbed by the mill- 
owners and will not be passed on to the 
people. That is the only sense in which it 
can have any meaning. Is that what is 
meant ? Have they got the machinery 
to enforce that ? Can they do that ? If 
not, then these levies are bound to lead to 
a rise. As everybody knows, the actual 
rise in the market is always more than what 
is put in the Budget proposals. 

If that Is so, then Mr. Mishra is wrong 
and he must withdraw the assurance which 
he gave on the floor of the House yesterday. 

15 Hrs. 

Sugar, of course, is not in the Budget. 
But it has been decontrolled only the other 


day. The price of sugar has already gone 
up from Rs. 1.75 P. td H&. 2.00. A 
general price rise is on the cards. Tt is 
quite obvious to anybody.' 

Then, kerosene has been taxed.. 

SHRI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN: 
No, no. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Kerosene 
will come under petroleum products. The 
price has already gone up. 

f SHRI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN : 
That is a different matter. But kerosene 
has not been taxed. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I would 
like to have an assurance from thehon. 
Minister that the prices of higher variety of 
kerosene will not be touched by the impo¬ 
sts he has imposed. I will be satisfied. 

Coming to ready-made garments, there 
are different varieties. We khow the-c are 
some very expensive ready-made garments. 
But there are ready-made garments on the 
making of which depends tho livelihood of 
tens of thousands of small tailors. 

SHRI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN : 
They have been exempted. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Ready-made 
garments of Congressmen have not been 
taxed. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It is not 
clear to me. You have not said 
that. You have said that ready¬ 
made garments making of which 
power is used will be taxed. What 
does it mean ? I do not follow. Ready-made 
garments of a cheaper variety which are 
consumed by middle-class people, children 
and so on are manufactured on a big scale. 
Thousands of people depend on that for 
their livelihood. Please be careful to define 
your proposal In such a manner that the 
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impost is‘ only restricted to the group of 
higher-priced products of ready-made gar¬ 
ments and not to the general run of if. 

As regards patrol, as far as private car 
owners go, they will have to pay more. 
Already, this 20 P. per Litre increase has 
become 25 P. I checked up in Delhi yester¬ 
day. It has risen by 25 P. Now, we are 
paying, instead of Rs. 1.20 P., Rs. 1.45 P. 
It may go up even more. 

I do not know whether the advisers of 
the Ministry think that affluent people ride 
in buses or affluent people ride in auto¬ 
rickshaws, but people who do not have 
private cars cither have to walk or have to 
use public transport. Therefore, inevitably, 
all these transport charges are going to 
go up. 

I find, actually the Finance Minister 
has accomplished something which even 
the foreign oil companies were not able 
to do. The petroleum Ministry has given 
us a detailed statement a few days ago 
saying how these new imposts on crude oil 
imports which have been insisted upon by 
the foreign oil companies are going to be 
accepted by us willy-nilly. There is a long 
argument into which I do not want to go 
now. At the end, they have given a table 
showing an increase in the basic selling 
prices of bulk refined petroleum products 
ex-storage point at Bombay. This it after 
absorbing the rise in crude prices which is 
being enforced by the suppliers from Middle- 
East countries on us because taxes have 
gone up in Iran or somewhere and, there¬ 
fore Indian consumer must pay the whole 
of it. After absorbing all that, in respect 
of motor spirit of two varieties, variety 93 
and variety 79, the increase works out, acc¬ 
ording to the Ministry’s calculations, to Rs. 
31.71 per kilo liter and Rs. 27.90 per kilo 
liter. This is what the foreign oil comp¬ 
anies say. And the Finance Minister has 
increased it to Rs. 200 per kilo litre. So, 


I hope, he will reconsider it because, what¬ 
ever the private car owners may be able to 
sustain, it will certainly not be possible at 
all for thousands and millions of commuters 
who go about their daily business by means 
of public transport. 

So, these are some examples which 
certainly negative the prospect of holding 
the price-line or bring in any kind of 
stable price level within which to operate 
our development plans. Prices are bound 
to go up; they are going up. It is obvious 
that even if higher varieties and more ex¬ 
pensive varictes of certain goods are taxed 
like soaps or cigarettes, it is inevitable that 
the prices of tho cheaper varieties will also 
rise. This is the common law of Supply 
and Demand. 1 heie will be a general 
price rise. 

One of their Election promises given 
was that sterner action will be taken to 
hold the prices. But, here, we find that 
just the opposite is happening. Many 
friends have spoken about these things and 
many others will. Just want to spend a few 
minutes on the question of growth. 

Social justice is nowhere to be found 
here. Our friend Mr. Bhandare has said 
enough on that. I need not dilate much 
on that point. But what about growth 7 
People are prepared to bear certain bur¬ 
dens if that will go to finance develop¬ 
ment and growth programmes which will, 
in the long run, really raise the standard 
of living and combat the spectre of unem¬ 
ployment. But, I must say, the biggest 
disappointment in this Budget is from that 
point of view. 


The increase in the Plan outlay that 
is proposed is only of the order of Rs. 155 
crores. This is nothing. This is a most 
routine, ordinary humdrum type of Budget. 
You will find that the grewth in the public 
sector which is visualised is mostly in the 
infra-structure. The hon. Finance Minis¬ 
ter has dealt with this point in Part Two 
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of his speech. This relates to shipping, 
ports, harbours, roads, Post and Telegraphs 
etc. Well, all these are very important 
things no doubt, but this is what is gene¬ 
rally called ‘the infra-structure' and the 
bulk of the investment there is going to 
go into this sector which is also what the 
private sector needs very badly for its own 
business activities. May I take it that this 
idea of a Plan outlay is that it wilt act 
as a kind of catalyst for the private sector 
to prosper ? Where is growth for the 
public sector visualised ? You have brou¬ 
ght forward a Bill—which, as far as it 
goes, we welcome, though not all the 
detailed provisions, which we shall deal 
with later,—to take over General insu¬ 
rance into the nationalised sector. At 
the same time, you are allowing private 
sector to penetrate into the sector which 
has so long been reserved for nationalisa¬ 
tion. You are counter-balancing nationa¬ 
lisation of General Insurance by de¬ 
nationalisation of the steel sector and 
allowing private parties to be licensed in 
order to set up what are called mini-steel 
plants, which is rather a new departure. 

Therefore, where is investment and 
where is growth visualised for the public 
sector ? That is what I am not able to 
find out anywhere in the Budget. 

Certain relatively—I won’t say absolute¬ 
ly, but relatively, favourable factors 
in the development over the last few years 
have been listed in the Economic Survey 
on the basis of which bolder steps for going 
ahead could have been taken, but, unfortu¬ 
nately, have not been taken. The Econo¬ 
mic Survey has said this, I do not want 
to go into the details. It has said that 
there has been considerable growth in fore¬ 
ign trade, may be temporary, I don’t 
know, but this Survey says that our obli¬ 
gation to the International Monetary Fund 
has been discharged and to that extent 
at least the foreign exchange posit ion has 
improved. There has also been an increase 
in food production, a corresponding fall 
in food imports. At least some 


industries, consumer j?oods industries, 
have been stepping up and povemment 
control over institutional and corporate 
sector has boon established. Well, these 
are* favourable factors which should give 
the Finance Minister an opportunity to 
present the Budget with bolder plaus of 
development, even within the existing 
framework. 

But, I humbly submit, this Budget has 
thrown away this opportunity and I would 
like the Finance Minister to consider its 
political implications also—not only its 
economic implications. 


Do not let this massive majority which 
you have got blind you to the type of 
development which we have seen taking 
place in Ceylon where promises were made 
and assurances were given by a popular 
Government which came to power with 
a huge popular majority but which itself 
now admits that because of being blinded 
by its majority and allowing itself to drift 
year after year the young people in the 
country found that promises were not 
implemented which resulted in certain 
things happening there. This is a very 
unpleasant state of affairs which we have 
seen. Please do not become complacent 
and let not this majority blind you of 
the need for development in this country. 
People are not cairied away by your 
broken promises and un implemented assu¬ 
rances. 

We are today faced with a national 
crisis on our borders, I don’t want to go 
into it in detail, as everybody knows it. 
Wc don’t know where it is going to end. 
We don’t know how it is going to be 
solved or of what proportion it might 
assume tomorrow. Nobody can rule 
out the possibility of this country 
being embroiled in another war. At a 
crucial time like this, we should not 
heve a budget which in any way aggravates 
political instability in the country. Why 
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[Shri Indrajit Gupta! 

should the Finance Minister do that ? 
Why should he . put forward proposals 
which create disaffection and discontent 
and disunity among the people ? This is 
not the way in which the budget should 
be looked at simply as a set of economic 
proposals. 

There has been some increase in in¬ 
come-tax. Isay that Government have no 
moral right to increase income-tax unless 
they could tell us what they propose to 
do about the unrealised taxes and the taxes 
which arc in arrears. It has assumed a 
sencdalous proportion in this country. But 
the hon. Minister has not said a single 
word about it except that there will be 
more tightening up of the machinery. The 
income-tax arrears for 1970-71 are calcula¬ 
ted at over Rs. 700 crores. That means 
that even if one-third of it is realised, the 
deficit in the present budget will not be 
there, and the deficit budget that he 
has placed before us need not have 
been a deficit budget at all. But what 
has happened in regard to these 
arrears? During the last session, a 
statement was made here that Govern¬ 
ment had decided to write off Rs. 74 
crores because it was unrealisable. 
Income-tax evaders, particularly those 
in the upper brackets are getting some sort 
of premium. The budget has not come down 
hard on them. The hon. Minister has 
not said a word about that. 

Only a few days ago in the Calcutta 
newspapers, there were paid advertisements 
issued by the Incom-tax Commissioner, in 
which he has given the names of parties 
with their assessed incomes, but who have 
not paid up their taxes on those assessed 
incomes, and the years covered ranged from 
1962 to 1967. This means that these parti¬ 
es whose names have been listed in the 
public newspapers are parties who have not 
bffp paying their taxes which were due even 
for those years up to date. Let me give a 
few examples taken from the income-tax 


Commissioner’s own list. In the case of 
Bird & Co., their assessed income is Rs. 

194 lakhs, that is, assessed for purposes of 
taxation, but on which the tax has not been 
paid. In the case of the Turner Morrison 
group belonging to our famous Mr. Hari Das 
Mundhra, it was Rs. 154 lakhs; in the case 
of Rohtas Industry, it was Rs. 38 lakhs, in 
the case of Ashok Marketing, it was Rs. 

34 lakhs, in the case of the Atwal group, it 
was Rs. 44 lakhs, in the case of the Jitpaul 
group, it was Rs. 28 lakhs, in the case of 
Surajmal Nagarmal group, it was Rs. 62 
l 3 khs, in the case of the Khaitan group it 
was Rs. 22 lakhs, in the case of Binani, it 
was Rs. 24 lakhs and in the case of the Jalan 
group it was Rs. 14 lakhs, and in the case 
of the Jain group it was Rs. 7 lakhs and so 
on. Instead of tightening up the machinery 
for tracking down and punishing these tax- 
dodgers, why should people be asked to pay 
higher income-tax ? In fact, is it or is it not 
a fact that certain courageous and honest 
and active and energetic officers of the 
Revenue Intelligence Department, even of 
directors’ rank, who were doing good work 
in unearthing and finding out these tax- 
dodgers have been transferred under 
pressure ? I do not want to mention names 
here. 1 hope the officers are known, because 
their names have been given many times. 
Is it not a fact that certain conscientious 
and reliable persons who have been acting 
as unofficial informers to fidd out the secret 
details and who have been giving the infor¬ 
mation regularly to the Ministry have been 
blacklisted and prevented from doing this 
work, though they had been responsible for 
catching some very big tax-evaders ? I sub¬ 
mit that the Central Board of Direct Taxes 
is colluding with' and shielding and protect 
ing some of these criminals. 

As regards the nationalised banks, Shri 
Y. B. Chavan has given us many assurances* 
l hope he will be able to carry them out. 
But it is a fact that even now* valuable 
resources in this country like loans from 
the nationalised banks are still flowing to 
the big business-houses, some of whom 
are doing nothing but speculative business. 
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The Turner Morrison group of Mr. Hari Das 
Mundhra is using this money for buying 
shares and selling shares from one company 
to another in their own group, with the 
result that some of them are on the point 
of closure, and some have closed down. 
Only a few days ago, we heard that in 
Bhavnagar in Gujarat, A1 cock Ashdown 
which is one of the biggest engineering 
concerns is facing closure, and the> belong 
to this Turner Morrison group. 
They have got a crore of rupees as loan 
from the SBI. I could multiply examples 
of this type. 


Therefore, I would say there is no use 
turning a blind eye to this thing. The 
people of this country will resent paying 
higher income taxes when they know that 
there is a big circle of powerful people like 
this who are getting away with crores and 
crores and no step is taken against thorn 
and no punishment given. 


Then there is the question of smuggling. 
How many hundreds of crores of rupees 
worth gold are being smuggled into the 
country every year ? This is a known fact. 
From the Middle East, from Dubai parti¬ 
cularly to the Western Coast along 
Maharashtra, from where the Finance 
Minister comes, there is a regular and 
lucrative trade with these vessels coming 
and transferring their illegal gold to people 
who arc receiving them at this end. It is 
calculated that something like 200 tonnes 
of gold worth over Rs. 400 crores in the 
black market are landed yearly on the west 
coast. What is being done about it? Hardly 
any, not even 10 per cent of it, is ever 
seized because powerful rings are operating 
there. Corruption is rife. I do not think 
that the Customs and Central Excise is 
efficient enough, equipped enough or honest 
enough to deal with this vast smuggling 
trade. Government is apathetic about it. 

Sometime ago, there was a case where 
11 excise officers implicated in one of these 


smuggling cases were interrogated and were 
reported to have made very valuable con¬ 
fessional statements, but no furtHter action 
was taken on that by the CBI or anybody 
else. . • 


In every country where this type of 
smuggling goes on along the coast, at least 
the authorities are equipped with some type 
of fast amphibian craft called hovercraft, 
vessels which could move quite fast on 
water and on land. Government will 
have to import some of these craft. If you 
have half a dozen of them operating along 
the western coast, this kind of gold smu¬ 
ggling which is going on can be stopped. 
But we will not spend money on buying 
them. On the other hand, we are spending 
Rs. 37 crores to buy three Jumbo jets. 
Of course, the passengers who will travel 
by these jets will now have to pay 20 per 
cent more on their tickets. They can look 
after themselves—I am not likely to 
travel on this Jumbo jet. But when we 
can spend Rs. 37 crores on three Jumbo 
jets, can we not give these Customs and 
Excise people a few hovercraft, modern 
type of craft, to track down these smugglers 
who bring into this country hundreds of 
crores worth of black market contraband 
every year ? Instead of doing this. Govern¬ 
ment want to add fresh burdens on the 
people. Naturally the people look at it 
from a different point of view. 


I forgot to mention one thing. This 
concerns the direct taxes on the agricul¬ 
tural sector. Ten years ago, in 1960, the 
income of the agricultural sector was com¬ 
puted at Rs. 6,707 crores and the direct 
taxes paid by it that year was Rs. 106.7 
crores. In 1967-68, the income went up to 
Rs. 51.545 crores and the direct taxes paid 
was Rs. 100.1 crores. I am not an enemy 
of the agricultural sector, but I think some 
proportion should be there. Something 
should change sometime or other. Why 
should those people who can afford to pay 
not pay? How it has to be done has the 
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Constitution to be amended, what type or 
shape of ta# it 'should be, are all matters 
that caii be Considered and decided upon.

SHRI 1NDRAJ1T GUPTA : 
Let him give the latest figures. All I 
wish to say in conclusion is that vse 
cannot support these budget proposals 
on these premises, that not only the ends of 
social justice are being subverted, the mid¬ 
dle class people, ordinary working people 
are being heavily taxed- whether that is in 
keeping with Government’s promises or not 
is for them to face the people and explain 
to them—but growth, investment, with¬ 
out which this country will be landed in 
a terrible crisis, is absolutely not being pro¬ 
vided for here at all. All that is being done 
is that some outlay is being provided for 
an infra-structure which will help the pri¬ 
vate sector to grow fast. This is my bone 
of contention with this Budget. 

After all he has said that the benefits of 
investment and development should be 
spread out as fat as possible, decentralised 
in all parts of the country and all centres 
should share it. But 1 would like to know 
if this very good theory, that concentration 
should not be at one place or in one hand, 
apply everywhere. For example, you will 
find I do not know whether it is a coinci¬ 
dence, that in Bombay City there is a re¬ 
markable concentration of the head offices 
of all the credit institutions. Why are they 
all localised in Bombay? The head offices 
of the Reserve Bank, State Bank, Life In¬ 
surance Corporation, Unit Trust of India, 
Industrial Development Bank, IFC, ICICI 
are all located in Bombay. Out of the 14 
nationalised banks, six have their head 
offices in Bombay. Forty general insu¬ 
rance companies which are now nationa¬ 
lised have their offices in Bombay. All I 
want to ask humbly is : when you talk 
about commanding heights of the economy, 


do you mean only the heights of Malabar 
Hill and nothing else? 

In conclusion I want to say that this is 
a thoroughly pro-capitalist budget, and this 
throws the poor man, the ordinary com¬ 
mon man, once again to these big mono¬ 
polist wolves and the little bit of tinker¬ 
ing with Wealth Tax the proposed abolition 
of the tax holiday after 1974 etc., have 
been taken at their face value for what they 
are worth by the gentlemen who run Dalai 
Street and Lyoiis Range. They are not 
able to conceal their joy and they are sur¬ 
prised also to some extent, and now they 
have realised that things are going to go on 
merrily in the old way. Therefore, the 
people of the county will have to come to 
some conclusions, and unless you change 
this policy and divert from this path and 
try to act in consolance with the pledges 
you have given to the people, the country 
is going to see big upheavels in the near 
future. I hope you will not mind my say¬ 
ing so, but there are Members opposite 
who have not yet become very big leaders 
and Ministers, many young men whom I 
welcomed on the first day, who at least 
will give top priority to carrying out the 
promises and assurances given to the peo¬ 
ple, on the crest of which they won the ele¬ 
ctions. I hope they will stand up and join 
hands with us in the interests of the people 
and see that the development of the country 
takes place at the cost of the big monopo¬ 
lists and rich and big industrialists who are 
ruling the country to exploit it.

SHRI MADHAVRAO SCINDTA 
(Guna) ; Mr. Chairman, Sii, if it were 
merely a question of palliatives, merely a 
question of proclaimed objectives, I would 
be the first person to offer my sincere 
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congratulations to the Government for 
having formulated an excellent programme 
for the economic regeneration of this 
country. No one can possibly disagree 
with the generally declared aims—removal 
of mass poverty, reduction in disparities in 
incomes, generation of savings, develop¬ 
ment and growth and promotion of social 
justice and so on. 


Criticism, however, arises when one 
sees that apart from coining vote-catching 
slogans, the ruling party has no notion of 
when, and in what way, the energies of our 
vast manpower and equally rich natural 
resources can be harnessed to the cause of 
national development. No doubt, there 
has been a wealth of brave words, and even 
braver promises, about the ruling party 
having up its sleeves a plethora of prog¬ 
rammes and policies for accelerating the 
rate of economic and social progress. But 
unfortunately there has been little of deeds 
and programmes to prove the practical 
ability of the Government to live up to its 
professions. 


We have hoard of grandiose promises 
of growth, but the inability to impb , 
these promises in itself reflects the weak¬ 
ness in the very structure of the ruling 
party. The ruling Congress claims to be 
the party of the common man, but it is 
obvious that it has made a bargain with 
capitalist so as to create resources to win 
tho elections. The natural fulfilment of 
these murky behind-the-scenes deals has 
rendered their very promises to (lie common 
man meaningless. The slogan is one step 
forward for garibi liatao but two steps back¬ 
ward for sauda nibhao. 

The ruling party believes in providing 
for each and every Indian. For the 
common man, it provides slogans; for the 
vested interests, it provides loopholes. This 
natural contradiction between how the 
ruling party raises its finances for the 
elections and how it phrases its election 


promises is now clearly manifesting Itself 
in this Budget. 

We were promised relief to the common 
man„but it is a well-knoWh fact that in¬ 
direct taxes increase the burden on tha* 
lower income groups. Indirect taxes are 
themeselves a sign of a 'soft state’ of 
inefficient and uncertain economic adminis¬ 
tration. They are far more diffused and 
uncertain than direct taxes. Yet in India 
this year, approximately 61 per cent of the 
total receipts of Rs. 4,162 crores is 
proposed fo be raised through indirect 
taxation and only approximately 12 per 
cent through direct taxation. In last year’s 
Budget, the Government by increasing the 
excise levies on tobacco, sugar, tea, 
kerosene etc. Raised Rs. 135 crores out 
of a sum-total of Rs. 170 crores of 
additional revenue by indirect taxation, or 
approximately 79 per cent. This year, the 
Government by increasing excise levies on 
maida, cigarettes, ready-made garments, 
petrol, soap etc. has surpassed last year’s 
record of ‘relief’ by raising Rs. 193 crores, 
out of a sum-total of Rs. 220 crores addi¬ 
tional revenue in the form of indirect 
taxation, or approximately 87 per cent. Is 
this the relief that the Government has 
promised? Is this the road to the promised 
land? If it is, I feal very few will survive 
to reach the end of that road. 

The Government incessantly assures the 
nation of price control. But with such an 
increase in indirect taxation, this will be 
almost impossible to achieve, as can be seen 
from last year’s Budget when indirect taxes 
contributed heavily to the price spiral by 
pushing up the rate of increase in the 
working class consumer index from 1 per 
cent in 1969-1970 to five per cent in 
1970-1971. 

Secondly, the deficit is also going to add 
to the inflationary problem. Even the 
existing deficit figure of Rs. 220 crores is 
highly unrealistic, For example—a sum of 
Rs. 60 crores has been provided for the 
cost of maintenance of refugees from 
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Bangla Dealt which, according to the 
Government's own conservative admission, 
is going to cost the nation Rs. 180 crores 
in the year. Evert assuming that we receive 
■ Rs.. 20 crores in foreign aid, this item in 
itself adds Rs. 100 crores to the deficit 
figure, a furthen impetus to inflation. Can 
we believe that in spite of an increase, both 
in the proportion and in the quantity of 
indirect taxation, and over-indulgence in 
deficit financing, the Government with a 
swish of its magic wand will control the 
devastating inflationary monster f 

Fairy God-mothers and magic wands 
may create electoral majorities, but alas, 
God-fathers and niagic wands cannot alter 
harsh economic realities ? 

The budget is not addressed to the prob¬ 
lem of how to generate savings for growth. 
The 10% rate of savings in our nation is too 
low, to achieve a rapid rate of growth. 
In my opinion, there are two main factors 
which contribute to the low saving rate— 
First, the inflationary aspect of the succes¬ 
sive budget pushes towards hoarding or 
wasteful expenditure and discourages savings 
in banks and other monetary institutions, 
as the value of money is constantly declin¬ 
ing. Secondly, high rate of income tax 
encourages the increase of black money. 
Instead of the income being saved and re¬ 
invested, the flow of unofficial money is 
spent on consumption expenditure, adding 
to further inflation. Due to the high 
income-tax, there is a disincentive to save 
and an incentive to consume. Can we not 
reverse this equation ? I strongly support 
the suggestion to increase the income-tax exe 
mption limit from Rs. 5000/, to Rs. 10,000 
thereby providing direct relief to the 
common man. In any case, in these low 
income brackets, I should think, the cost 
of collection is almost as high as the revenue 
collected. If at the same time a consumption 
tax was levied along with a lowering of the 
rate of income-tax, it would succeed in giving 
incentive to save and a disincentive to con¬ 
sume. Under T.T. Krishnamachari’s Finance 


Ministership, when the expenditure tax, 
fairly similar to the proposed consumption 
tax, was levied, it was not accompanied by 
a lowering of income tax. This abortive 
exercise simply made the over all tax 
burden more punitive without changing the 
incentive pattern. The suggested economic 
exercise would have reversed the process, 
by changing the incentive pattern from a 
consumption to a savings oriented one, at 
the same time leaving the overall tax burden 
on the richer sections of society and reve¬ 
nue receipts more or Jess the same. It will 
have provided both a direct and indirect 
relief to the common man as this would 
help to gerejate savings {leading to more 
economic growth, and also help in combat¬ 
ing inflation. The nation was assured a 
rapid rate of growth. In a total expenditure 
of Rs. 5,763 crores. approximately 
Rs. ^2368 crores has been allocated to 
development. However, further inflation 
in the year will reduce even this outlay in 
real terms. In the past, even in this 
sanctioned outlay there has been a 
continuous short-fall. Last year Rs. 
25 crores were sanctioned for rural works, 
only Rs. 6 crores were actually spent in 
the year; Rs. 88 crores were sanctioned 
for fiokaro, only 54 crores were actually 
spent; Rs. 50 crores for unemployment 
relief was officially announced in January 
this year—till 1st April not a Paisa had 
been spent. Rs. 27 crores were sanctioned 
for the Fertilizer Corporation only 19 crores 
spent; For Hindustan Copper, out of the 
sanctioned 21 crores, only Rs. 13 crores 
were spent. 


Neither is there any indication, given 
of the priorities of development. Nor 
are there any new measures to combat 
monopoly and create free access to indus¬ 
trial sectors. In fact, the licensing system 
is misused by the Ruling party to raise 
its election revenues and to perpetuate 
a monopolistic and capitalist system. The 
big businessman, once he has procured 
his license, uses his influence to blot out 
the chances of new entrants into that 
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particular sector, eliminating free access, 
competition and expansion. 

And without expansion, how is the 
Government going to combat unemploy¬ 
ment? We have brillient men and women 
who, given employment opportunities and 
encourangement, can restore India to its 
rightful place in the international sphere; 
but they ere not extended the opportu¬ 
nity; and frustration follows, creating an 
explosive Internal situation. 


Mr. Chavan’s maiden Budget does not 
provide the answer to this countr’y econo¬ 
mic problems. In fact, the very position 
of the Vitta-Mantri seems to be connected 
with had luck and one of jinx. In the 
history of Free India, we have had a 
succession of eminent Finance Ministers 
Shanmukham Chetty, John Mathai, C. D. 
Deshmukh, T. T. K. (twice), Sachin 
Chaudhari, Morarji Desai. Each has had 
to eventually resign due to some reason, 
most becoming; virtually political non¬ 
entities. Mr. Chavan and my family have 
known each other for a long time—over 
two dcceccs. Loth of us belong to the 
Mar&tha community, well known for its 
horsemanship. Mr. Chavan has mounted 
on the horse of the nation’s economy. But 
in this budget, it seems he has been made 
to dig his heels into the side of the horse, 
so as to spur it on, and yet pull hard on 
the reins to stop it, both at the very same 
time. The natural reaction of the horse 
is to buck. I do hope the rider is not 
unseated in the process ? 

Our nation is being rapidly led down 
the road of economic degeneration. We 
should today, be engaged in constructing 
the fabric of a free, united and prosperous 
India, brick by brick, line upon line. The 
grandeur of this enterprise, which embraces 
more than 550 million people and aims to 
build a structure that should endure for 
many generations utterly dwarfs all consi¬ 
derations of ego and identity. We are 
faced with a spine-tingling challenge. We 
have the means, today, if' we will, to set 


every Indian free from the age-old spectres 
of want, fear and ignorance, and enable 
him to live' a life of dignity ant self-ful¬ 
filment. But to achieve this, our Govern¬ 
ment must inculcate a sin so of purpose and 
implementation, and not dissipate tl^g n 
nation's resources in simply trying to 
achieve its political ends It must take 
immediate steps to curb its increasing 
propensity for urealistic doctrinaire measu¬ 
res which create confusion and uncertainty 
in the public mind and contribute to the 
unnecessary dislocation of the country’s 
economy. 

To end in the words of Abraham 
Lincoln: 

“You cannot bring about prosperity by 
discouraging thrift. 

You cannot strengthen the weak by 
weakening the strong. 

You cannot establish sound security on 
borrowed money. 

You cannot escape trouble by spending 
more than you earn. 

You cannot build character and 
courage by taking away Independence.” 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur) : 1 
rise to support the budget proposals. Be¬ 
fore I go to that, let me refer to some of 
the points made by Mr. Mukerjeeand 
Inderjit Gupta. Of course the hon. Fin¬ 
ance Minister will reply in detail to the 
various points which both of them have 
made. Shri Mukherjee says that our 
economy has not made any progress during 
the last year. T do not know on what 
statistics he has made this statement.

[SHRI R. D. Bhandarb in the Chair 1 
During this year our agricultural 
production has touched a new hight of 
105 million tonnes which is a record. On 
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account of 'that some stability has been 
achieved itf the prices of foodgrains. Our 
industrial production has also increased by 
5.5 per cent, k is less than the targeted 
,_pprcentagc but it was because of what 
their Governments have done. If they 
had maintained proper conditions, and if 
they had avoided violence and intimida¬ 
tion, industrial production too would have 
gone up by more than this percentage and 
we could have achievod the target. Be¬ 
cause of violence and disturbance our in¬ 
dustrial production has not increased as 
much as was expected ; still it registered 
an increase of 5.5 percent. 

Sir. another point is this. This time, 
during this year, our national income 
has also increasod by 5 1/2 per cent. I 
want to repudiate the charges made by 
tbo hon. member from the Opposition on 
these points. 

Now, they have said one thing more. 
I do not know from where they got it ; 
that after the budget, the share market has 
got a boon : that there was a boon in the 
share market. But actually, if we see the 
day-to-day events a< reported in the papers 
the prices are going down; there was no 
rise. It was only imaginary according to 
me. After this taxation, the trend is 
downward ; not upward. The hon. Fin¬ 
ance Minister has not given any incentive 
or sop to the share market as alleged by 
thorn. 

Then, they said that the hon. Finance 
Minister has not touched the corporate 
sector. I do not think so. I think that 
if the Government had imposed a five per 
cent increased in the corporate tax, the 
yield would have been Rs. 35 crores. But 
instead of that, indirectly they have taken 
Rs. 16 erores to Rs. 17 crores. So, this 
’allegation that the companies or the cor¬ 
porate sector has not been touched is not 
correct. 

The hon. Finance Minister has taken 
Rr. 17 crores indirectly. One thing we 


have to remember is this. We have to in¬ 
crease our production. We have to see that 
new factories, new undertakings come up. 
We have to create more employment. We 
have to create more surpluses. As such, it 
is essential that some incentives arc left so 
that production can be increased, and new 
industries may come up and more employ¬ 
ment can be created. 

Before I return to the next item, I want 
to ask at present what is the rate of tax 
that the companies are paying. The tax on 
private limited companies is 65 per cent, 
and on public limited companies it is 55 

per cent. More than half the earnings is 
taken by tax on these companies. If 
there is industrialisation, 1 want to 
make it clear that the indust’y docs 
not belong to any one person 
or to any particular house. The shares of 
these compan ies arc held by the public. 
For example, 25,COO to 30,000 people are 
shareholders of a company; these are the 
common people. Therefore, to keep their 
investment safe, you give them an incentive 
for further investment. It is, therefore, 
essential, as I have said, to keep the pace 
of industrial production in a rising trend, 
and to create more industries. 1 think the 
hon. Finance Minister has taken a very 
right decision to give an incentive for in¬ 
creasing the production. 

Having said this, let me turn to other 
criticisms. But before we criticise, before 
we say one thing, we must know what is 
the position, what is t he circumstance and 
what are the needs of the country and how 
the Finance Minister has to meet all the 
obligations. During this year, the Finance 
Minister had to provide Rs. 150 crores more 
for our planning, for the plan targets, and 
that is to create more employment, more 
production and to fulfil all the targets laid 
down in the Plan. So, Rs. 150 crores 
more were tequiied and he that 
provided Rs. 150 crores. They were 
of the opinion that employment 
should be created in the rural areas, for 
people living there should get employment. 
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So, for creating employment in the rural 
areas, Rs, 75 crores have been provided. 
Then, to meet the requirements of the 
Bangta Desh refugees,Rs.60 crores have been 
provided. Then, over and above this Rs. 65 
crores more have been provided for defence. 
Additional asistance to States is Rs. 75 
crores. These five items total up to Rs. 425 
crores, Over and above this, there is 
increase in expenditure. Therefor, it was very 
essential to increase the taxes, in some way 
pleasant and in some other way unpleasant. 
Except for one or two items, I do not think 
the taxation proposals of the Finance 
Minister are unreasonable and are going 
to increase the cost of living or hit hard any 
sector, as alleged by many members 
opposite. 


Out of Rs. 177 crores, if you take away 
import duty, excise duty and direct taxation 
will come to Rs. 120 crores, out of which a 
large amount will go to the upper class. 
Only Rs. 60 crores will be borne by the 
public. It comes to between one and two 
rupees per head and it is not going to affect 
them very much. According to me, the 
taxation proposals are not going to affect 
adversely the general masses, as has 
been said. 


We request the Finance Minister to con¬ 
sider giving some relief to the small tax¬ 
payers by increasing the exemption limit. At 
present the limit is Rs. 5000. It should b« 
increased to Rs. 6000. Indirectly he has 
given some relief to the lower income group, 
but because it is indirect, it will not benefit 
them very much. If the limit is increased 
to Rs. 6000, the department will have less 
burden of work. They can concentrate more 
on scrutinising other cases and the public 
will get the benefit. Any person having an 
income of Rs. 500 a month should not be 
required to pay tax, because the rise in cost 
of production is also affecting them. 
Their case deserves to be sympathetically 
considered. 


Income-tax has been increaseef for people 
whose income is Rs. 1500Q an*l above. At 
present, we are receiving savings*from these 
people for investment. Bptifthcii tax is 
increased, they will not be able to save much 
and invest as they used to do. Therefo fe n n 
there should be no increase in the rate of 
their tax for groups between Rs. 15,(001 

and 40,000. 

This time the Finance Minister has increa¬ 
sed the contribution to provident Fund, life 
insurance,etc. from Rs. 15,000 to Rs.20,000. 
But he has changed the slab. Therefore, the 
public may not get much advantage. 

If the same slab is continued as before, the 
public will get more advantage and they 
will be able to save more. 

Then, some hon. Members said that 
there is no socialism in the budget. I 
think they have not gone through the budget 
By increasing the slabs on income-tax and 
wealth-tax the Finance Minister has 
indirectly put a ceiling on income and 
wealth without changing the Constitution. 
Under the present rate of income-tax nobody 
will be able to save more than about Rs. 
65,000 even if the income is Rs. 10 lakhs. 
Similarly, if one has a wealth of Rs. 10 
lakhs one will have to sell his property or 
liquide his savings or some other invest¬ 
ment to pay his tax liability. So, virtually 
the Finance Minister has introduced a 
ceiling on property, wealth and income 
without amending the Constitution. There 
fore, the present budget is in consonance 
with the policy of the party in power. 

Coming to the development of back¬ 
ward areas though it is the policy 
of the Government to set up 
industries in the backward areas and the 
States are supporting this policy no indus¬ 
tries are coming up in such areas. There 
is still concentration of industries in big 
cities and towns and no industries in small 
towns in spite of all the incentives and 
financial assistance given by the government. 
Take the case of Sholapur, Sangli, 
Kolhapur, Jalagon or the towns in Uttar 
Pradesh. They are towns with a population' 
of 4 lakhs or 5 lakhs. Because no industries 
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• * 

have come up in those towns the people of 
those towns have to go to bigger towns for 
employment. Djiring the election time when 
we go to our constituency we promise the 
voters that we will give them all facilities, 
we will give them employment at their door 
and more.industries in each town. But we 
find that we are not able to fulfil, our pro¬ 
mise. In spite of the State Government 
offering incentives and financial assistance 
why is it that industries are not coming up 
in small town ? The reason is that they are 
not connected by air. Unless there is quick 
means of transport the industries will not 
come up. 


The Civil Aviation Ministry is not in a 
position to provide transport facilities to 
smaller towns because they have no funds. 
The construction of one airport will require 
Rs. 40 lakhs and they cannot spend that 
much of money without providing for it in 
the budget. So, the construction of airports 
is held up. Therefore, government should 
give serious thought to this matter. At the 
same time, Civl Aviation Ministry is spen¬ 
ding Rs. 15 crores for the development of 
international airports like Bombay, Calcutta 
and Delhi and for the purchase of Jumbo 
Jets to bring more tourists to our country. 
But at whose cost? At the cost of the 
development of the small towns. They can 
afford to spend Rs. 15 crores but they have 
no money to establish any airport in small 
towns. That is a serious thing. At least 
20 airports should be established every year 
in small towns. At present there are 23 
airports in the country—in UP there are 
four airports; in Maharashtra, including 
Bombay and Poona, there are four; if you 
take Bihar, there are four and in other 
States there are three airports. The total 
number of airports is 23 and all the indus¬ 
tries are in big towns. Unless these small 
towns are provided with the facility of air 
service, they are not going to have the deve¬ 
lopmental benefit. Therefore my request is 


that you should consider this point and 
should include the development of air ser¬ 
vices to small towns in the Plan target and 
not leave it with the Civil Aviation Mini¬ 
stry. If it remains there, nothing is going 
to happen. I can give many instances. Ten 
years back Poona was linked with Bombay 
and in ten years all the industries have come 
up in Poona. 100 of factories have come up 
there, because it is just 20 minutes run 
from Poona to Bombay. From Poona to 
Sholapur, Sangli, Kolhapur and other pla¬ 
ces it will be 40 minutes run whereas the 
train takes 15 hours. These are the advan¬ 
tages. Unless these things are done, I do 
not think development of industry, which 
we want to develop in small towns, will 
materialise. 

The textile industry, which is one of the 
primary industries in the country, is in 
difficulty. Every year two or three mills are 
closing down. Some people say that this 
is due to mismanagement. 'I do not know 
how far it is correct. I know something 
about the textile industry. The reason is 
that cotton production has not come up 
according to our targets. It is lagging be¬ 
hind much. Our target to achieve cotton 
production was 72 lakh bales by 1962. It 
has come only to 58 lakh bales. We are 
meeting the gap of 14 lakh bales by impor¬ 
ting cotton and paying Rs. 80 crores to Rs. 
90 crorer every year in foreign exchange. 

As against that, what are we doing for 
the development of cotton? The provision 
in the Budget is Rs. 50 lakhs. There is 2 
crore acres of* land under cotton cultivation 
and for its development we have provided 
Rs. 50 lakhs. It works out to 25 paise per 
acre. For the last ten years we have been 
spending Rs. 50 lakhs but without any re¬ 
sult. On the other hand, we are spending 
Rs. 80 crores to 90 crores for the import of 
cotton every year. 

This matter has been raised many times 
before but still no action has been taken. It 
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is a serious thing and I will request the 
hon. Finance Minister to look into the 
matter because it is causing a heavy drain 
on the Foreign exchange of the country. 
Besides this, it is making this industry a 
sick industry. 


Why has this industry not been included 
in the priority industry list? What are the 
criteria for including an industry in the 
priority industry list? This being the pri¬ 
mary industry, mills arc closing down and 
for modernisation the industry is not gett¬ 
ing any finance, unless it is included in the 
priority industry list, the position would 
not improve. The hon. Finance Minister 
is much aware of this industry’s position. 
Therefore I would request him to include 
this industry in the priority industry list. 
This is not going to cost anything. There 
will be no loss of revenue on that account. 


In conclusion I would say that in our 
public sector undertakings there is more 
scope for improvement in management. 
After such huge investment, still the returns 
from the public sector undertakings are 
very poor. This is not due to any fault in 
the plant and machinery installed there but 
it is due always to some non-cooperation 
of workers and some management troubles. 
Unless they are improved, these public 
sector undertakings which are very vital 
and which contribute to the develop¬ 
ment of the country to a great extent will 
not give any return or will not give any 
support to the country’s economy. There¬ 
fore, I suggest that whatever your Plan is, 
whatever your scheme is, you should impli- 
ment it so that the working of the public 
sector undertakings will improve and they 
contribute to the development of the coun¬ 
try’s economy. 

With these words, I support the Budget.

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN 
(Madurai): I rise to congratulate thohon. 
Finance Minister for presenting this budget 
if I may call it, a socialist budget, for the 
first time before this Parliament. The 
Finance Minister has made an honest 
attempt and has done his best to avoid 
taxing the pocket of the common man. 
He has tried to raise ail these resources by 
taxing *hose who can shoulder the burdens. 
He has tried to solve the problem of unem¬ 
ployment that is staring our country in the 
face. He has followed up his earlier pro¬ 
vision of Rs. 50 crorcs in the interim 
budget by another provision of Rs. 25 crores 
for educated unemployed. He has in¬ 
creased the Plan outlay by our Rs. 155 
crores. In addition, he has provided for 
children's nutrition programme. Then, 
he has had to face the problem of relief of 
evacuees from Bangla Dcsh. All this is 
commendable, and Fmance Minister has 
risen to the occasion. 


The budget is something more than an 
annual statement. It is an instrument of 
Development policy and economic growth 
process. In our concept of socialism, the 
goal has to be growth with social justice. 
I can only say that the hon. Finance 
Minister has made a beginning. He has to 
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go very far • before, the expectation of the 
people woufd be fulfilled. 

There are thre$'things that people expect 
immediately, namely solution to unemploy¬ 
ment, stabilisation of the price level, and 
better standard of living. The question will 
be asked : What has the Budget provided 
for in order to tackle these problems ? I 
am afraid I am not in a position to give a 
clear-cut answer to this from the budget. 
It is likely that the price level may rise. It 
is likely that in spite of the provision of 
Rs. 75 crores, unemployment may not be 
solved fully. It is possible that the stan¬ 
dard of living may not have any visible 
improvement. My feeling is that the 
investment in development should be much 
bigger than what it is now, for than only 
employment of a permanent nature will be 
created and growth will be fostered. 

I appeal to the Finance Minister to 
increase the size of outlay on production 
investment and see that the money now 
spent to solve unemployment is invested 
on schemes which have permanent results. 
Such schemes should be selected as would 
yield quick results. That is possible in the 
field of agriculture. A great deal of emplo. 
ment could be created in agriculture itself, 
particularly in the dry areas. 

I do not want the money to be frittered 
away in schemes which j&o not yield per¬ 
manent results. Investment in agricul¬ 
tural schemes will provide employment not 
only for unskilled labourers but also for 
engineers and technicians and also for other 
educated people.

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair.] 

Many schemes of modernisation of agri¬ 
culture can be thought of and selected for 
the purpose. The green revolution has not 
touched the small farmer. 
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A great deal has to be done still. One 
of the obstacles In increasing production 
in agriculture is the present price of food- 
grains, in comparison with the cost of 
production, particularly of the highyielding 
variety. The high-yielding varieties require 
more costly fertilisers, pesticides, labour 
etc. etc. The Agricultural Commission, 
due respect to the economists. I have to 
say, has not seen the real position. The 
economists there do not appear to have 
any touch with the farmers. They sit all the 
time in the Secretariat here in Delhi and 
decide the fate of millions of farmers in the 
country by looking at the figures sent by the 
Government officials. 

I would submit that the commission 
should consist of more farmers. Then only 
justice will be done, and the green revolu¬ 
tion will be fully successful. If we look at 
the world price market, we find that the 
price level is showing a downward trend. 
According to the FAO, rice production has 
increased in developing countries, parti¬ 
cularly in South-east Asia. FAO has urged 
developed countries to reduce rice produc¬ 
tion to overcome this crisis. This will have 
a bearing on and definitely affect India. 

I appeal to the Government to take suitable 
measures to safeguard the interests of our 
farmers. 

Socialism means greater production and 
better distribution. But today the problem 
of employer-worker relations in industry 
is not favourable to this. I am sorry to 
find that the budget makes no mention 
about this. Everyone wants labour pro¬ 
ductivity to be increased and everyone 
talks of linking productivity with wages. 
The employers blame the workers and the 
workers blame the employers. Thus the 
argument goes on. It is high time Govern¬ 
ment found a satisfactory sulution to the 
question of linking wages to productivity. 
The productivity can be law if the manage¬ 
ment is poor, it can also be low if the 
workers are not efficient. The co-operation 
of workers should be sought by manage¬ 
ment and Government must help bring 
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about a better understanding by creating 
at better atmosphere. 

We are faced with certain shortages in 
many fields. Shortages are felt in steel, 
cotton etc. Are these shortages real or 
artificially created t If they are real, was 
our planning wrong ? 1 think*we must do 
better planning in future. In a socialistic 
society, there are certain priorities; enough 
and cheap food, clothing, housing and 
cheap transport. These should be available 
to the masses of the people. 

I am sorry to find in this budget that 
the price of bread is going to be increased. 
Perhaps the Finance Minister might be 
thinking that bread is taken only by the 
hurra sahibs on their table served by the 
hearers. But these days are over and today 
the workers depend upon bread for their 
morning meal before they rush (o their 
factory or field. I request the Finance 
Minister to reconsider this proposal and 
withdraw the levy on maida. 


I may also add that the bread has 
become the national food item, the food of 
the common man, and we must do every¬ 
thing possible to popularise this and dis¬ 
courage taxation on it. 


The Finance Minister wants to tax 
ready-made garments. He feels that the 
nylon pants and arrow shirts are worn only 
by the rich people. It seems sometimes he 
went to villages. If he meets them, he will 
see the poor men living in huts having, 
readymade garments for their children. The 
parents may be in rags, but they want to see 
their children in fine garments. You can see 
the display of readymade garments in every 
village shanty. This is a recent sign of 
village prosperity. We must not take a way 
this innocent pleasure from the poor people. 
I know the Finance Minister has provi¬ 
ded this levy only for readymade garments 


manufactured by power and having regis¬ 
tered trade marks. But* the important 
point is how to enforce this, ft will affect 
the poor children’s rea^y-made garments. 

If it # cannot be totally withdrawn, at least 
children’s garments of a certain size nyjcy* , 
may be exempted. 

Thero is some talk of slums in the 
cities but the large and bigger rural slums 
in villages aro forgotten. 1 am sorry to 
find no mention of this in the budget. I 
think it is time we thought of a bigger 
rural housing programme which will create 
additional employment also. Further, 
there arc many villages in this country 
where there is no drinking water facilities. 
It is a pity that even af<er 20 years, we 
are not able to provide potable water to all 
our villages. A socialist Government should 
have gone in t he direction of providing 
cheaper transport to the mass of people but 
unfortunately in this Budget the Finance 
Minister has chosen to do everything possi¬ 
ble to make transport costlier. It is no use 
saying that the poor will go by bus and 
diesel is not taxed. The Finance Minister 
probably thinks that the tax on petrol will 
affect only the higher income group people 
who own cars. Today even the villagers 
use taxies and it is those people who will 
have to pay more by way of taxi fares.

There is a loop-hole in the wealth tax 
provision and I hope the Finance Minister 
will do something about it. Many indus¬ 
trialists who live in palatial houses do not 
pay wealth tax, because such houses are 
owned by the companies they manage. 
Companies do not pay wealth tax. They 
live in the houses which do not pay wealth 
tax. 

About the tax on foreign travel, I do 
not know whether the Finance Minister 
has taken into consideration the position 
of Air-India. It is ore of the public sector 
undertakings. When Air India intro- 
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duced Boeing* 707 P forms was introduced 
on account of which Air India suffered 
in revenue. Now* they are introducing 
Jumbo Jets and *at this time again there 
•nrtfcis tax on foroign travel. This is not 
going to affect the business people be¬ 
cause they can afford to pay and in fact 
they would pay this amount from the 
company’s earning. Foreigners also will be 
buying air tickets with foreign money in 
foreign countries and so they will not be 
liable to pay this t ax. Only the other people 
who are not foreigners and who are not so 
rich will have to pay this tax. The hon. 
Minister should find some way to help Air 
India.

MR. SPEAKER : No arguments. Next 
speaker. 

SHRI N. K. SHARMA : I will go out 
in protest, 

(Shri N. K. Sharrna then withdrew from 
the House) 

MR. SPEAKER : Prof. S. L. Saksena. 

PROF. S.L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir I have studied the speech 
of the Finance Minister on the Budget 
very carefully and have also read some of 
the documents supplied with the Budget. 
There is no doubt that the Finance Mini¬ 
ster has made a bold attempt to fulfil the 
pledges that his party has given to the 
people. But I am sorry to have to say that 
he has not' succeeded. The tax on soaps, 
on maida on coarse and medium cloth, on 
petrol alongwith increase in Railway fares 
which will make the travel of poor man 
dea T er—all these are taxes on the poor, and 
will hit them hard. I therefore think 
that he could have easily done 3way with 
these taxes in order to build the image and 
fulfil the pledges that his party has given 
to the people. 

But the whole discussion on this budget 
seems to me to be unreal so long as the 


tragedy in the east continues. We 
cannot be sure, or be happy ^it the daily 
happenings; lakhs of refugees are pouring 
in daily. Already their, number exceeds 
about 45 lakhs, and after some time, it 
may increase to over 10 million. What * 
will happen to this budget then ? You have 
provided Rs. 60 crores for six months for 
these refugees but if 10 million people 
come, then this sum cannot last even for 
one month. I therefore think that the most 
important problem before us is, how to stop 
this wanton pushing out of the people from 
Bangla Desh by the Pakistani butchers. 

I really pity the pathetic efforts of our 
Prime Minister and her Government in 
trying to rouse world conscience to stop 
the genocide in Rangta Desh. She is still 
pinning her hopes on that. T learn from 
the papers that the Foreign Minister him¬ 
self is going to various foreign capitals like 
Washington, London,Moscow, etc, to rouse 
world conscience. How docs he hope 
that he will succeed in influencing their 
opinion ? How much time will it take ? 
She is not caring for time which is essence 
of the situation. I therefore, think that 
we ate not seriously thinking as to how we 
can stop this calamity of unending exodus 
of evacuees from Bangla Desh. As I 
said the other day we will have to stop 
this subtle inv asion by Pakistan by inter- 
vening with our armed forces. If we con¬ 
tinue to sit silently like this the exodus will 
never end and the refugees will never go 
back and all our hopes of buil ding a plann¬ 
ed prosperious society in our country will 
be shattered. I think the first and fore most 

problem before us is to stop this exodus and 
to send the refugees back by ending the con¬ 
tinuing genocide which is only possible by 
immediate recogn ition of the Bangla Desh 
Government and by sending our army in¬ 
to Bangla Desh on a mission of mercy 
to stop this genocide and terrorism which 
causes this exodus. Although [ hate war, 
war has to be launched immediately what¬ 
ever be the consequences. If there is no 
war immediately, it is definitely going to 

come afterwards. Then why allow mil¬ 
lions more of Bengalis to be butchered 
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and uprooted. So, why not have it as 
soon as possible ? Otherwise, there is no 
possibility of stopping this genocide and 
exodus and of repatriation of refugees. 

What is happening today ? 40 KM of 
our territory on the Assam border is being 
attacked by Pakistani forces with artillery. 
How long can we tolerate this? It is 
humiliating to our country. This is not your 
real budget. You should have come to 
the House with a war budget. You should 
not hesitate to fight Pakistan by sending 
our troops to Bangla Desh on a mission of 
mercy because ultimately we will have to 
fight Pakistan which has invaded us. 

Pushing 50 lakhs of people into our 
country is invasion and we arc sitting silent* 
ly. Our troops sit quiet when our territory 
is attacked and suffer humiliation. I do 
not think this budget is real. We will 
have to change it completely and make it 
a war budget. If this exodus continues 
and the number increases to 10 million 
or more, how will you be able to meet 
the situation with Rs. 60 crores which 
ycu have provided for refugees ? Therefore, 
the first and foremost problom is, you 
must immediately think how to stop this 
genocide. Sending the Foreign Minister 
on tour to London, Washington, Moscow 
and other places will not help. It is 
our business. East Bengal is our problem. 
It is our declared policy that we shall 
go to the help of the freedom fighters 
wherever they be. We should have gone 
to the help of Bangla Desh people in the 
very beginning. If we had done that, there 
would not have been any problem. At 
that time, the Pakistani force there was 
quite small, only about 30,000. Now it 
is about one lakh. Ultimately we will 
have to fight Pakistan. I, therefore,' say, 
do it immediately and have a real budget. 

Unemployment is a very big problem. 
I do not think the budget gives any real 
solution to it. Providing Rs. 50 crores 
in the last interim Budget and Rs. 25 
crores in this Budget is not sufficient to 


tackle this problem seriously. We have to 
provide a much bigger amount if we 
really want to solve the problem. 

The effect of inflation on prices is 
going to make matters worse. With such 
a big uncovered deficit of Rs. 220 crores, 
the prices are bound to rise still further. 
If the Bangla Desh trouble continues it 
will also contribute to the price rise by 
making things scarce and the poor man 
will be affected. Therefore, I do not 
think this budget is going to help us. 
We have ignored and have not taken 
sufficient note of some of these problems. 
When so many refugees arc coming to our 
country every day I do not know how we 
can get sleep. When so many people 
are being uprooted from then country, 
when our Deputy High Commissioner in 
Dacca is being kept under virtual slavery 
when our territory is being attacked by 
Pakistani army, it is a humiliation which 
cannot be tolerated. I, therefore, hope 
that the Finance Minister will solve the 
problem by presenting a real war budget 
which will provide for our army going to 
Bangla Desh on a mission of mercy, to 
stop the genocide and put the refugees 
back in their places and restore real peace 
in that area. It is only if wo have a 
real war budget that we can make real 
progress. Otherwise, if we today pass this 
unreal budget and if tomorrow we have to 
invade, all our figures will go wrong. 1 
say that this problem should not be tink¬ 
ered with in this way, by sending the 
Foreign Minister to various capitals. In 
that way we will not be able to solve the 
problem and save ourselves. 

SHRI P.K. GHOSH (Ranchi): Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, Sir, I welcome most of the budget pro¬ 
posals. I differ from the Communist Mem¬ 
ber, Sfiri Indrajit Gupta and the CPM mem¬ 
ber, Shri Samar Mukherjee,when they say 
that the budget is anti-people budget. Most 
of the taxation proposals are for taxing 
heavily the higher income groups and the 
richer sections of the population. We 
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have taxed only in a small way the poorer 
sections of the people. In fact, I would 
say that this is a real socialist budget after 
so many years. It is true that it could 
have been more radical. For instance, 
wealth tax could have been imposed more 
heavily on property worth Rs. 5 lakhs and 
above. Then, no change has been made 
by this budget on the rate of estate duty. 
Whenever property worth Rs. 5 lakhs and 
above is passed on to the successor on 
the death of a person there should be 
very heavy estate duty on that. Similarly, 
gift tax could also be increased. 

Many people have sjyd that the excise 
duty on petrol and cigarette is going to hit 
the common man. I would say that they 
will hit more the affluent sections of the 
people. They are going to be levied more 
on the richer section and less on the poorer 
section. Those who' maintain car will have 
to pay very heavily for petrol while the 
bus fare will go up by only a few paise. In 
order to protect the middle class and the 
poorer classes, the Finance Minister has 
given some tax rebate. Scooter owners who 
used to get a tax rebate of Rs. 60 per moDth 
will now get Rs. 75. Others will get Rs. 50 
instead of Rs. 35. Therefore, so far as the 
middle class is concerned, a major part of 
the rise in price of petrol is going to be met 
out of the tax concession given to the em¬ 
ployees. 

But on one point I strongly object, that 
is, the imposition of 10 paise per kg. of 
flour. I am glad that the Finance Minister 
has accepted that bread is being consumed 
by the poorer sections and labourers. But 
he said in his Budget speech that flour is 
consumed by richer sections of the people. 
I can tell you that 10 per cent of the flour 
is being used in sweetmeats and biscuits 
and 90 per cent of the flour goes in the 
manufacture of bread. 

I have been associated with bread manu¬ 
facturing for the last 22 years. I had occa- 
sion to visit England and have training in 
biscuit, bread and confectionary manufac¬ 
ture there. In 1957 when I was in England 


I found that the British Government was 
allowing a subsidy on fcyead, because it felt 
that it was poor man’s food and it should 
be sold at a very cheap price. We arc a 
poor country. We cannot give any subsidy 
to the bread manufacturers but we can at 
least free it from any excise duly or taxes. 
Because of my very long association with 
bakery business, I can tell you that 75 per 
cerit of the bread manufactured goes to the 
poorer sections of the people. A rickshaw- 
wallah, for instance, in the. whole day lakes 
one pound of bread while a rich man or a 
middle class man consumes two slices of 
bread a day. Therefore I will request the 
Finance Minister that he should withdraw 
the excise duty which he proposes to levy 
on flour. 

T welcome the crash programme for 
rural employment, for which a provision of 
Rs. 50 crores had been made in the last 
Budget. Another Rs. 25 crores have been 
provided for creating employment for the 
educated unemployed and technical perso¬ 
nnel. Many people feci that this sum of 
Rf. 75 crores is very little, r al-o agree 
that Rs. 75 crores is a very little amount, 
but what about the enhanced outlay in our 
Plan? This year we have raised the Plan 
expenditure by Rs. 300 crores. This Rs.300 
crores is also going to be spent on creating 
further employment potential. So, it is not 
proper to say that only Rs. 50 crores are 
going to be spent for creating employment 
potential. A much more high amount is 
going to be spent on creating employment 
potential and I am sure that this unemp¬ 
loyment problem would be solved to a great 
extent by these measures. 


But I am afraid there are some privi¬ 
leged classes who always take advantage of 
these provisions made by the Government; 
others do not get them. Certain regions 
take advantage of it. Other regions, spe¬ 
cially the backward regions, are deprived 
of these advantages. I can cite, for exam¬ 
ple, Cbhota Nagpur. Chhota Nagpur is a 
backward area althogh people feel that— 
there are so many industries in public sector 
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undertakings,, private undertakings, coal¬ 
fields, mica fields and $o on and so forth. 
But in the real s$ nse all the development 
that has taken place in Chhota Nagpur is 
jjot for the people of Chhota Nagpur butt 
for the people who have gone there from 
outside. 

Now we are going to have the district 
scheme for employment. The Government 
has asked the district authorities to draw 
up employment schemes. It has been said 
that at least one person in each family 
would be ensured employment# But in the 
districts of Chhota Nagpur and Santhal 
Pargana, not a Chhota Nagpuri will get 
employment under this scheme. People 
from other parts of Bihar will come and 
get employment there. 

It is because the local people of Chhota 
Nagpur are not at the helm of affairs and 
that the people from north Bihar ate the 
officers who are going to implement the 
Plans and they bring their own friends and 
relations. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY (Bettiah) : 
do not get any jobs in south Biliar. 

SHRI P. K. GHOSH : You do get. 
You go and see in the public undertaking, 
in the H. E. C., etc. The local people 
who gave their lands for constructing 
H. E. C. are not getting any chance for 
employment there, it was decided 11 years 
ago, when the lands were taken from the 
local people of Chota Nagpur that at least 
one member per family of displaced per¬ 
sons and affected persons will be given 
employment in the H. E. C. 11 years have 
elapsed and the H. E. C. has not fulfilled 
that commitment. 

As regards their employment, the local 
people have been fooled. With the same 
qualifications, the people from outside are 
absorbed in the permanent cadre whereas 
the local people who lost their lands, 
hearth afcd home, are employed as muster- 
roll workers. It is just to fool them, to 
say that they are being given some job* 
there. This is happening in the H. E. C. 


in the Bokaro Steel Plant, everywhere. 
We always fought for employment of local 
people in the committees and the Govern¬ 
ment of India also had agreed to it. An 
officer from the Government of Bihar has 
been entrusted with the job to see that the 
local people get adequate opportunities of 
employment in the H. E. C. But in the 
name of local people the people from 
north are coming and getting jobs whereas 
the local people of Chota Nagpur are being 
deprived of the opportunities of employ¬ 
ment in the H. E. C., the H. S. L., the 
Bokaro Steel Plant, everywhere. 

In Government service also, in the State 
Government service, 99 percent of the people 
are from north. I am speaking not about 
my feelings only. I am speaking about the 
feelings of my electorate. They say that 
even a chaprasi in a block is brought from 
north Bihar. 

SHRI K. N. TIWARY : Why are you 
creating difference between north and south 
Bihar. Do you want separate identity from 
south Bihar ? 

SHRI P. K. GHOSH : This is a demand 
of Chhota Nagpur people. 

If this state of affairs continues, the 
Government should note that the situation 
will go out of control. 

Even in the field of education, it is so. 
These people do not want that Chhota- 
Nagpurisget educated. You go and see 
that 99 per cent of schools arc in 
dilapidated condition in the villages of 
Chhota Nagpur. In the case of appointment 
of primary teacher, because the officer comes 
from north Bihar they charge Rs. 500 for the 
appointment of a primary teacher. For pro¬ 
motions also... (Interruption) I must tell the 
facts. I am expressing the feelings of my 
electorate. They are very much sore about it. 

I am telling you that the people there are very 
much disgusted. They are very much sore 
it. When I go to my constituency, I find, 
that the people there are very sore about it 
and the situation is very explosive. 
‘•The Government should take note of it.

SttRIMATI JEYALAKSHMI (Siva- 
kasi) : 1 represent the Sivakasi 

constituency which is one of the worst 
drought affected areas of the country. 
There has hardly been a year when the 
rain-fall has heen normal in that part of 
the country. Fortunately there is a 
concentration of Match-Manufacture as 
cottage industry in this constituency. But 
for it the people may have had to emigrate 
to the other parts of the country. It 
provides 70 per cent matches of the country 
and it was a cottage industry and the 
excise duty collection is about 14 crores per 
annum. 

Now the industry is in peril of dying 
out. It was 195U and 51, that the industry 
was divided into 4 categories and the 
cottage industry factories got a concession 
rate of excise duty which enabled it to

survive in the face of competition by the 
huge factories using machinery Dr. John 
Mathai was the Finance Minister then and 
1 take pride in saving that it was my 
father Shri Rainaswamy Naidu, M. I 1 , who 
succeeded in persuading him to do so. 

As such the excise dutv was then c >IUc- 
ted bv affixing hand ro*ls to each individual 
match box. This system was fool proof 
and knave proof. There was absolutely 
no evasion and no loss of revenue. Bm 
later on some our smari official was 
apparently responsible foi the advice to 
give up this system in favour of what r- 
called self removal system. A benci 
system to enable lax evasion'; could nut 
have been thought of. 


You have now the curious spectacle o< 
the tax payer crying not for the reduction 
of tax, not for the relaxation of rules which 
enable him to evade tax, but tor the re- 
miposition o( tltc original system to prevent 
evasion of tax. ’Hiis cry has gone forth 
fioin the Chambers of Commerce, 
political bodies ami the labourers in tla- 
area. '5 hat is because the system of self 
removal has enabled the big mrmulacluivrs 
ro evade (ax and then imlultrc in unfair 
competition against ihe cottage 
industi ies. 

1 make bold to sa\. thin if mis s not 
prevented immediatch, this coUagc industry 
employing hundreds of thousands of 
workers will die causing untold suffering 
to them. I am aware that the f inance 
Minister proposes to appoint a committee 
to consider this system. 1 suggest that 
committees have a way, not of solving 
problems but of shelving them. What is 
needed is immediate action to save the 
livelihood of thousands of womens. 

The fact is that the B S R system is a 
device to tax-evasion. It needs no 
committee to consider this question. T his 
system shuold go. 1 appeal to the Finance 


Ministet to take an immediate decision on 
this question. ,

For esample, the tax on ,-oaise and 
mediiim fabric, cloth, tnaida, ready-made 
garments including those of infci ior quality 
would hit hard the poor and Ihe downtrod¬ 
den sections of the people, anil It deserves 
a reconsideration. 1 would request the 
Finance MinMcr to consider this in the 
interests of ihe pom and the downtrodden 
people. 

The country attained independence 
quite a long time back: 25 years have 
already elapsed, yet there are millions of 
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[Shrim&ti Jeyalakshmi] 
people who • do toot have any shelter, who 
do not have even one square meal a day. 
The disparity between the poor and the 
rich is ever widening. The difference is 
• as .between heaven and holt. [ do not 
know whether such wide disparity among 
human beings exist in any other part of the 
world. The country has yet to travel miles 
and miles ahead if these problems are to 
be removed, and many more revolutionary 
measures have to be taken. It is heartening 
to know that the Government have started 
certain revolutionary steps one after the 
other. 

There are millions of youth in our 
country, who are of full vigour and able- 
bodied and willing to do work but unfor¬ 
tunately they are without any employment. 
One can very well imagine under what 
strain under what mental tensions these 
ablebodied, unemployed youth have to pass 
every moment of their lives. This leads 
to disappointment, frustration and unrest, 
and the frustration among the youth is a 
danger to society; it is also a danger to 
the country. It is also heartening to note 
that the Government have realised the 
gravity of the situation and have allotted 
Rs. 50 crores for creating rural employ¬ 
ment, and another Rs. 25 crores for edu¬ 
cated unemployed. This step is too insig¬ 
nificant, considering the magnitude of the 
problem, and therefore, a much bolder 

and vigorous policy is the need of the 
hour. 

Then, the allotment of Rs. 10 crores, 
by way of an increase from 4 crores, for 
nutrition to children is a step which will be 
welcomed by all sections of the people, yet 
it is no more than a humble beginning. 

There are also thousands of children who 

ot have shelter, and food, and they 
do not get adequate education and other 
help. It is the duty of the Government 
to see that all the children get due care and 
due protection. The children are the 
assets and future of our country and it is 


their fundamental right to get food and 
shelter and proper education. 

Then, as regards the proposal for reser¬ 
vation of 25% seats for meritorious stu¬ 
dents in the public schools, I beg to submit 
that I am not against the existence of such 
public schools providing better education. 
But I am against the existence of such 
schools only for the children of the rich 
and the affluent classes of society. 
One type of better education for the fortu¬ 
nate children of the rich and affluent 
classes runs counter to the principles of 
democracy and socialism. I want cent per 
cent seats should be reseved in public 
schools for meritoi ious students and in the 
case of poor students, all the expenses 
should be borne by the Government. 


80 per cent of our people live in villages 
yet the difference between the rural area 
and urban area is ever widening. Still 
there are thousands of villages without any 
provision for pure drinking water. 1 hope 
Government will take necessary steps to 
see that in no distant date all villages will 
have pure drinking water. 


One of the declared policies of Govern¬ 
ment is the removal ef regional imbalances 
and disparities. But there are many areas 
which are lagging far far, behind. I do not 
know how far Government have been able 
to remove these imbalances. The eastern 
part of the country—Assam, Meghalaya, 
NEFA, Manipur and Tripura—are lagging 
far benind. Assam, from where I come, 
was neglected during the British rule. 
It lagged behind by a hundred years. After 
independence, it received step-motherly 
treatment from our Government. In the 
first two five year plans, Assam practically 
did not get any major project. Only 1.5 
per cent of the plan outlay was spent on it 
by the Goitre in contrast to 17, 16 or 14 
percent spent in respect of certain other 
States. 
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The budget by itself Is not sufficient to 
achieve our desired goal. The immediate 
need is the amendment of the provisions of 
the Constitution which are standing in the 
way of socialism. Constitution is meant for 
the people; the people are not meant for 
the Constitution. People are supreme, not 
the Constitution. 

Raising prices does affect the economic 
development and social justice. Prices have 
gone up by 150 per cent in the last 15 years, 
affecting our development projects and 
social justice also. I request the Finance 
Minister to see that prices do not shoot up 
in this manner affecting development Pro* 
jects and social justice. 


The budget as a whole Is satisfactory one 
and steps in the right direction have been 
taken, for which I would like to take this 
opportunity to congratulate Mr. Chavan. 
Only those who have seen the budget 
through coloured eyes and who have not* 
seen it in the proper perspectivejvill oppose 
it.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 
Evasion off Taxes 

*272. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government have estimated 
the amount of tax being evaded in the country 
and if so, the amount thereof; 

(b) the number of persons prosecuted or 
imprisoned for concealment and false declara¬ 
tion of income in the last three years ; and 

(c) the steps taken by Government to put a 
slop to tax evasion ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): (a) The Government is fully aware 
of large scale income-tax evasion in the country, 
but it has not been possible to quantify the 
extent of this evil. Various Commissions and 
Committees appointed in the past have exa¬ 
mined this question but have been unable to 
make a definite estimate. 

(b) Prosecutions were launched in 85 cases 
for tax evasion during the financial years 1968- 
69 to 1970-71. During the same period 21 
persons have been convicted. 

(c) Several important measures have been 
taken by the Government to put down the evil 
of tax evasion. Considerable emphasis was

laid on this subject in the Budget which was 
presented by the Finance Minister last week. 
In addition to the administrative measures 
taken in this direction, the legal provisions are 
also proposed to be further fortified with a 
view to make decisive impact on this com¬ 
plex problem. A statement giving a list of the 
various measures undertaken in this direction 
during the last few years and those which are 
contained in the Budget 1971-72, is placed on 
the Table of the House. [ Placed in Library. 
See No. LT—312/71] 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 1 1 am very 
much disappointed in getting such a reply 
from the hon. Minister. A lengthy statement 
is also placed here. Unofficially it is estimated 
that about Rs. 4,000 crorcs of tax is being 
evaded in our country. It was also admitted 
by the Government, and several enquiries had 
been made in this matter in the past. Shri P. 
C. Sethi, the then Minister of Finance said 
sometime back in the same House, that there 
was a case against the Birlas. I should like to 
know from the hon. Minister whether any 
specific action has been taken against the Birlas 
and also against the monopoly houses which 
were evading taxes. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: As I submitted 
in my main reply, there is largescale tax 
evasion. Although various estimates are avail¬ 
able in the very nature of this evil it is difficult 
to estimate the extent of this in exact figures. 
Government does take various measures. For 
instance the Income-tax Investigation Com¬ 
mission in 1947 detected Rs. 48 crores involv¬ 
ing 1058 cases. Under the voluntary disclo¬ 
sure scheme of 1951 a sum of Rs. 70 crorcs 
were disclosed. Under the Finance Act of 
1965, Rs. 52.18 crores were disclosed. Under 
the Finance Act II of 1965, Rs. 114 crores were 
disclosed. The income-tax department itself, in 
the normal course of assessment between 1964 
and 1969, detected consealed income amount¬ 
ing to Rs. 161.67 crorcs. As far as this parti¬ 
cular question is concerned, I shall need notice. 
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shri c.,kL c&andrappan : It is again 

very disappointing because the dimension of 
tax evasion is so big and the Government itself 
had admitted it. The figures of collection he 
< has given shows only paltry amounts collected 
in comparison to the big amounts evaded. 
The measures proposed have all proved useless 
in the past. I want to know whether Govern¬ 
ment would consider such measures like con¬ 
fiscating property of those big monopoly houses 
in case it is found that they are evading tax. 
Secondly why could not Government think of 
demonetising the currency ? These were pro¬ 
posals made by various commissions appointed 
by the same Government. They do not even 
publicise in a big way who are the big tax 
evaders, the big monopoly houses in the country 
who are looting us and the Government 
appears to be helpless ? 

MR. SPEAKER. : Did you pick out any 
question from this ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : As for the various 
proposals he has made, this House is aware 
that at the moment the Direct Taxes Enquiry 
Committee is going into the entire question. 
The interim report is under the consideration 
of the Government. The final report is also 
expected. But tax evasion does not pertain 
only to the monopoly houses ; it is spread over 
a large area. It is easy to catch monopoly 
houses because their accounts and other things 
are there but the evil is so wide spread that it 
will take all the administrative measures of the 
Government. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA: From the state¬ 
ment it appears that the Wanchoo Committee 
has been appointed by the Government to go 
into the problem of black money. May we 
know according to the terms of reference of 
this committee when it is going to report to the 
Government ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : The Wanchoo 
Committee has already submitted its interim 
report which is under the consideration of the 
Government. Its final report is also expected.

SHRI K. R. GANESH: This question 
is about evasion of tax. There is difference 
between evasion and avoidance. In the state* 
ment that has been appended to the reply to 
the question, a number of measures have been 
detailed. These measures are designed to take 
care of contingencies such as the one the hon. 
Member has in mind. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : My hon. friend 
has asked a question about evasion and the 
question relates to that. Quite a big amount 
has been detected and the amount written off 
is more than Rs. 700 crores. The evasion, 
according to the rough calculations of many 
economists, is about Rs. 4,000 crores. I would 
like to know from the Minuter whether one of 
the reasons for this is non-publication of the 
names and no phnal action against them. 
What concrete measures have been taken by 
the Government and why the Government are 
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not bringing out blackmoney by demonetising 
hundred rupee notes ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: As far as the 
publication of the names is concerned, the 
Income-tax Act has been amended and the 
names of big defaulters have got to be publi¬ 
shed. Only yesterday in his very able budget 
speech Shri Indrajit Gupta pointed out that 
these names have been published in the 
Calcutta papers. As far as tlic other question 
is concerned, it is a policy matter. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir, I want 
your guidance. Otherwise, they will evade 
any question. Like tax evasion there will be 
answer evasion. I asked what measures have 
been taken to bring out the black money. The 
Minister says that it is a question of policy. 
YVe are putting questions lr» the policy makers. 

MR. SI»EAKER: I think the Minister's 
reply is correct.

SHRI PILOO MODY : Obviously, I have 
not caught your eyes.

Control on Gold 

*274. SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have any scheme 
under consideration to control gold with a 
view to mopping up resources for planned 
development ; 

(b) whether Government propose to 
impose any restriction so that a family is 
allowed to retain only 20 tolas of gold and the 
excess is taken over by Government ; and 

(c) if so, the main features of the pro¬ 
posal ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) and (b). No, Sir. However, 
there is already a ban on the possession of 
primary gold except by public religious 
institutions, licensed dealers, refiners, certified 
goldsmiths and authorised industrial users of 
gold. 

(c) Does not arise. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : The State Minis¬ 
ter of Planning, Shri Mohan Dharia, made a 
statement on the 7th May, 1971 that a family 
should be allowed to retain only 20 tolas of 
gold and Government should take over the 
surplus gold. Is it a fact that he has reflected 
the views of the Government of India so far 
as gold control is concerned; if so, whether 
Government has any new proposals for gold 
control and what is the outline ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : A similar question 
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was proposed in the other House and the Plan¬ 
ning Commission • has written to the Rajya 
Sabha Secretariat as follows: >. 

• 

“As the views expressed by the Minister 
were personal, as made clear by him at the 
informal gathering, the question of the 
Government taking any steps at this stage 
without further examination of their detailed 
implication hardly arises. In any case, 
most of these measures arc closely related 
with the Central Government’s Budget and 
the fiscal policy and by their very nature 
preclude any statement of Government 
position in advance of the presentation 
of the Budget and the policy statement in 
the Budget speech of the Finance Minis- 
ter.” 

My hon. colleague had clarified that he was 
speaking to a group of journalists only in 
his personal capacity and this did not reflect 
the views of the Government. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : I do not think 
that Shri Mohan Dharia is having a dual 
capacity, one making a statement outside and 
the other denying it inside. The policy of the 
the Government, so far as gold control is con* 
cerned, has failed to have an effective check 
on the smuggling of gold into this country. 
Gold is coming into India by way of various 
sources, Dubai and other places, worth nearly 
Rs. 400 crores. Therefore it will adversely 
affect the economy in this country and thereby 
create inflation. The halfhearted measure of 
gold control would never bring any credit to 
this country and also to this Government. 
This Government should consider scrapping 
the Gold Control Order and putting forth 
some other stricter measure to see that gold 
is not used by anyone or it should once and 
for all scrap the Gold Control Order. What is 
the reaction of the Government so far as this 
aspect is concerned ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : There is no pro¬ 
posal with the Government to scrap the Gold 
Control Order. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA ; My other question 
was t What is the other measure to be imple¬ 
mented strictly not to allow the use of gold in 
this country by any person, because even 
keeping in view the present Gold Control 


Order, everydody is using it and the Gold 
Control Order is not effectively operating in 
this country ? Therefore, what is the other 
measure that this Government is contemplat¬ 
ing to check this and what is the enforcement 
of any law so far as this aspect is concerned ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : There is already 
prohibition as far as primary gold is con¬ 
cerned. The importation and the keeping of 
primary gold is already prohibited. Under 
the Gold Control Act, up to a certain limit 
only are ornaments permitted to be kept with¬ 
out declaration. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : May I request 
that this should be answered by the Deputy 
Minister. Shrimati Rohatgi knows better 
about ornaments. She will give a better 
reply. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : The Gold Control 
Act was designed as an anti-smuggling measure 
and various other steps are being taken to see 
that the smuggling of gold is stopped.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : It 
does seem to us that gold control measures are 
not proving as effective as were expected to 
be. So, the specific question that I would 
like to ask is whether the Government has any 
scheme of incentives so that the owners of gold 
are encouraged to come forward with declara¬ 
tion of gold or to. deposit gold for the support 
of our development programmes. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: It is a suggestion 
which the Government will consider. 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: I am 
asking for information, not suggestion. I want 
to know whether the Government has any 
specific scheme of incentives to encourage 
owners of gold to come forward. 

SHRI K.R. GANESH: At the moment, 
there is no such scheme with the Govern¬ 
ment. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN) : If you have 
any specific suggestion, certainly, we will wel¬ 
come it. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: The smuggled 
gold is being sold by persons and jewellers 
without giving any bill or keeping proper 
record. They never issue any bill or keep any 
record. Do the Government take a serious 
view of it ? Also, there is no check by either 
sales-tax or income-tax officers. May I know 
whether the Government will see that those 
who are selling gold without any bill or any 
kind of record will be punished severely. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : It is a suggestion. 
We will keep that in view. 

SHRIMATI LAKSHMIKANTHAMMA : 
It is not a fact that all women have lure for 
gold or they want to keep all gold for them¬ 
selves. There was a time when men were also 
wearing jewels. Now, women want to be 
equal partners in the making of society and, 
for a socialistic suciety, they want to come 
forward and give up lure for gold. May I 
know whether the Government has taken the 
cooperation of women’s organisation in this 
respect. A note was sent to our colleague 
Shrimati Mukul Banerjee on this. They have 
been doing the work. May I know whether 
the Government is also seeking cooperation 
from them ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : We 
are, certainly, willing to take cooperation of 
the women’s organisations. If they come for¬ 
ward with their specific suggestions, we will 
look into them.

SHRI K. R. GANESH t It is a fact that 
there is considerable smuggling of gold in the 
country. Various measures have been taken 
by the Government, both legislative, adminis¬ 
trative and economic. The Customs law has 
been changed. Recently, also, the Finance 
Minister, in his Budget has given details of 
particular steps to be taken in connection with 
this. Preventive measures for strengthening 
the Customs Houses have also been taken. The 
smuggling operations on the Indo-Nepal 
border have been strengthened. 

Demands of Employees of Indian Airlines 

*276. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬ 
TION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether demands of the employees of 
the Indian Airlines for which they went on 
strike in March this year, have since been met; 
and 

(b) if so, what are those demands on which 
settlement has been reached and also 
which are still awaiting settlement ? 
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THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH): 


(a) and (b). Agreement has been reached 
between the management and the Air Corpora¬ 
tions Employees Union in respect of certain 
categories of employees numbering about 8000. 
Negotiations arc in progress regarding the 
other categories. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : At the time the 
strike we called off at the instance of the 
hon. Minister and with the good ofliccs of the 
hon. Minister of Labour Shri Khadilkar, cer¬ 
tain assurances were given. I wish to know as 
to what has happened to those assurances and 
whether those assurances have been fulfilled. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: 1 am not sure 
whether he is referring to the strike iu Decem¬ 
ber or the lock-out. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: It was continu¬ 
ing for the whole year. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: I am sure there 
will be no going back on them. 

AN HON. MEMBER : The question itself 
says 'Strike in March’. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : In March, there 
was a lock out, and strike followed by lock out. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Before lifting 
the lock out there were certain assurances 
given the Labour Minister. I want to know 
whether those assurances have been fulfilled. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: Generally the 
atmosphere is improving in regard to the 
labour-management relations. And, I hope, 
he will see further agreements very shortly. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Is any perma¬ 
nent machinery—apart from the JCM—being 
evolved, to see that their demands are discussed 
properly and decision taken so that they need 
not resort to strike causing loss to the nation 
and inconvenience to the passengers ? 1 would 
like to know whether any such permanent 
machinery is being evolved to see that labour 
relations improve and there is no strike what¬ 
soever in future. 

* 

DR. KARAN SINGH: Already, as the 
hon. Member knows, there is the machinery 
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available under the Industrial Disputes Act. 
In addition, we are considering this matter 
very carefully. We have set up a committee 
in order, specifically, to advise us as to how to 
improve labour-management relations. If as 
a result of their report certain concrete sugges¬ 
tions are made, I myself would be extremely 
happy. I am deeply anxious that resort to 
such unfortunate situation should not recur in 
future. 

SIIRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I want to 
know whether this agreement which was 
arrived at, was arrived at with both the unions 
or only one union. It was said that there was 
certain difficulty felt due to the contradictory 
stand taken by the two unions. There is the 
Technicians Union and the other one AGEU. 
Has this agreement been reached with the 
approval of both the unions or with only one 
union ? If it is arrived at only with one union, 
how do they propose to settle the matter with 
the technicians ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: This agreement 
which was taken was with the AGEU and 
negotiations arc continuing with the IATA. 
I am happy to be able to say that in these 
negotiations the ACEU was much more help¬ 
ful particularly in regard to the controversial 
categories. Therefore, this agreement does not 
in any way adversely affect the other units. I 
hope the agreement with the other units will 
also be reached. 

SHRI B. S. MURTHY : Has any attempt 
been made to see that a permanent device is 
available always in order to sec that no such 
strikes are hereafter resorted to ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: I have already 
said that there is already the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act which lays down procedure for 
resolving disputes. 

SHRI B. S. MURTHY : In the Ministry, 

I ask. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: I don’t want the 
Ministry to be directly involved, but we hope 
the Corporation itself will be able to evolve 
some working arrangement with the other 
Unions. We have set up a Committee which 
will help in evolving these decisions. 
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PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : May I know the 
amount of loss suffered by Government as a 
result of the strike and lock-out ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : As was mentioned 
earlier, there were a number of strikes during 
last year, and I must say that they have adver¬ 
sely affected the corporation. This particular 
lock-out resulted in a loss of Rs. l'24crorcs to 
the Corporation. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA: What was the 
amount that the agreement had cost to the 
corporation ? What is the cost of the conces¬ 
sions given to the employees as a result of this 
agreement ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: The agreement 
covers a period of three years from 1969-70 to 
1972-73 and the expenditure will be staggered 
over these three years. It is not possible for me 
to say any one quantified figure about the cost. 
If the hon. Member is asking what the finan¬ 
cial implications of this agreement are, then I 
would say that the financial implications are 
going to be spread over three or four years, 
and it is not possible for me to give a definite 
figure. But whatever it is, I am happy that 
the agreement has come about, because it is 
in the interests of the workers as well as the 
corporation. 

Increase in Freight on India’s Exports 

*277. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will 
the Minister of SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT be pleased to state i 

(e) whether the Japan-Arabian and Persian 
Gulf-Japan Conference has deeidedto increase 
freight on India’s exports by 12.5 per cent 
from 1st June, 1971 ; 

(b) whether the increase will adversely 
affect India’s exports to Japan and Hongkong ; 
and 

(c) if so, the action taken by Government 
in the matter ? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. However, according to information avail¬ 
able with Government the increase will take 
effect from 1st July, 1971. 


(b) Shipping freight being on? of the several 
factors which influence the foreign trade of 
the country, this increase in freight is apt to 
rcdufce the competitiveness of our exports. 
However at this stage it is difficult to "say td 
what extent our exports to Japan and Hong¬ 
kong will be adversely affected by this increase. 

(c) While it is being urged on behalf of the 
shipping conferences that operational expenses 
in most of the liner trades have increased "on 
an unprecedented scale” in recent times during 
the process of consultation and discussion with 
the Conference lines. Government have em¬ 
phasised the need to maintain at least 
a modicum of stability in freight rates and con¬ 
tain the rate of increase, if at all justified, to as 
low a level as possible and in particular to 
ensure that sensitive items of our exports are 
not, by and large, affected. With this objective 
in view the Freight Investigation Bureau lent 
support to the AH India Shippers’ Council in 
their discussions with the Conference. As a 
result, the rate of increase was scaled down 
from 15% to 12.5%, and oil cakes have been 
fully exempted from the increase. The Con¬ 
ference has also agreed in principle to accord 
special concessions to sensitive commodities on 
the shippers’ making out a proper case there¬ 
for. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Only a couple 
of days ago, the hon. Minister had admitted 
in reply to another question that the 15 per 
cent increase in freight charges had been 
imposed also by the India-UK-Continental 
Conference. So, it seems that both in the 
westward direction as well as in the eastward 
direction, our trade is being subjected to 
further freight increases. In the context of the 
Plan and so on that we are discussing at 
present in the budget, what is the total amount 
which we spend annually now by way of 
freight charges, and which we had to incur by 
having to pay these foreign shipping lines ? 
What is the total amount incurred ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: I am sorry I 
shall not be able to give the total amount of 
freight that the country has incurred, without 
notice, because I do not have that figure here 
with me. But it is true that the other Con¬ 
ference also has increased the rates. For the 
first time, we have taken up the line that 
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there may be some basis for this increase, 
because they say that the stevedore charges 
have increased, the port charges have increased, 
the marine charges have increased, an& the 
tvageif have been increased and that the 
bunkering charges have increased etc. We 
want to draw a distinction between the two 
types, namely those charges which are control¬ 
lable by us and those charges which are not 
controllable by us. For example, take the 
bunkering charges. If the fuel charges are 
increased, they can also raise the rates ; just as 
we increase the freight rates, they can also 
increase the rates if the fuel charges and 
bunkering charges go up. That is what our 
delegation which is going there on the 11th 
and 12 th will discuss in London and will 
impress upon them. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : This position 
will continue to exist so long as our Indian 
shipping is at a very low level of growth. So, 
I would like to know whether Government 
have any specific programme in hand to 
increase our own indigenous capacity rapidly 
so that we shall not have to be haplessly 
dependent on foreign shipping all the time. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: We have been 
taking all possible steps to increase our shipp¬ 
ing capacity, and we have registered a good 
deal of progress. Even during last year, we 
placed orders for about 6.05 lakhs tonnes 
DWT. This is a sizeable quantity of orders 
placed. As for our dependence on liner 
conferences, liner conferences are in vogue and 
they are useful in many ways for international 
trade because they provide a modicum of 
stability of services, stability of charges and 
also regularity of services which even chartering 
or even our own shipping may not in all 
cases be able to ensure or provide. So we have 
become members of the Liner Conference and 
yet we try to discipline them as much as we 
can to the best interests of our country. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Are you 
members of the Conference ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : We are members 
of some of these conferences, of course. 

SHRI A. N. VIDYA^ANKAR: We are 
exporting quite a lot of iron ore to Japan, I 
want to know whether the extra cost will be 


incurred by us as exporters, or by the Japanese 
importers ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Ultimately, all 
these increases really go to increase the cost of 
the commodities, and the buyer certainly comes 
to be prepared to pay for them. But then it 
has to be shared by the seller also in some 
cases. So, it is very difficult to say, but at any 
rate, I have already said that it is difficult to 
say at this stage whether it will have any 
appreciable effect on the quantum of our 
export, because they are governed by bilateral 
agreements about the quantities to be exported 
from India to Japan. 

Fall in value of Indian Rupee

*278. SHRI BIREN DUTTA : 

SHRI CHANDRIKA PRASAD : 

Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether the value of the Indian Rupee 
has gone down in recent months in the free 
market in foreign countries; 

(b) if so, the present rate of exchange in the 
free market outside India ; and 

(c) the reasons for the fall in the value of 
Indian rupee ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): (a) to (c). The 
par value of the rupee has remained unchanged 
at 13.33 U.S. cents since 6th June, 1966. The 
Indian rupee today is stronger than it was 
some years ago as is evidenced by the sub¬ 
stantial reduction in India’s trade deficit and a 
sizeable accretion to her reserves that has 
taken place. Authorised foreign exchange 
transactions are carried out at rates varying 
within the permissible range of one per cent 
from the par value. The rates for unauthorised 
transactions, which are marginal and sporadic 
in character, may fluctuate over time or from 
one place to another so that it is not possible 
to indicate any rate which may be considered 
representative of illegal transactions outside 
India. 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA: May I know 
whether it is a fact that the value of the Indian 
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rupee has gone down because of the accumula¬ 
tion of black money in foreign countries due 
to the overinvoicing of import and underinvoc- 
ing of export by the monopoly control of the 
Indian export and import trade ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : The 
value of the rupee has not gone down ; that is 
the point. 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA: May I know 
whether the value of the rupee is going down 
due to its close link with the dollar whose 
value is going down ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : As I 
said, I do not accept the bon. Member’s point 
that the value of the rupee has gone down. 

Effect on Tourism by proposed withdrawal 
of concessions by the Railways 

*280. SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬ 
TION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Railways are proposing to 
withdraw the concession now available to 
foreign tourists visiting tourist places in the 
country by rail and if so, the reasons therefor ; 

(b) whether the Tourism Department has 
been consulted on this proposal and if so, what 
are its views ; and 

(c) how the proposed withdrawal of conces¬ 
sions by the Railways would affect torurism in 
the country ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION (DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI): (a) 
Yes, Sir. The following concessions admissible 
to foreign tourists are to be withdrawn by the 
Railways with effect from the date shown 
against each as they have not proved to be a 
material factor in tourism promotion : 

(i) 15% concession in the fare for Air- 
conditioned class. The withdrawal will 
take effect from 1.10.1971. 

(ii) “Travel As You Like" tickets available 
on a lumpsum payment of Rs. 806/- for 
a month’* journey in Air-conditioned or 
1st Class. The withdrawal will take 
effect from 1.9.1971. 


(b) Yes, Sir. The Department of Tourism 
accepted the reason put fqrward by the Rail¬ 
way Hoard. 

(c) The withdrawal is not expected to have 
any adverse effect on tourism.

Aid Agreement with Japan 

•283. SHRI R. KADANAPALLI: Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether any agreement was signed 


between India and Japan for the Yen Credit 
to India for the purchase of non-project com¬ 
modities and chemicals ; and 

(b) if so, the main features thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN): (a) Yrs, Sir. 

(b) A Loan Agreement for Rs. 19.04 crores 
($25 39 million) was signed with the Export 
Import Bank of Japan and certain other 
Japanese banks on the 20th April, 1971 for 
financing imports from Japan of commodities, 
raw materials, intermediates, components, 
spare parts, steel rolls, etc., as also machinery 
for the National Small Industries Corporation. 

The loan is repayable in 20 year.-:, including 
a grace period of 7 years and carries interest 
at 5% per annum. 

Ceiling on Urban Income 

•284. SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISH- 
RA: Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether Government propose to impose 
ceiling on urban income in line with the 
legislation regarding ceilings on agricultural 
lands ; and 

(b) what is the level of highest urban income 
and what is the percentage of population in 
that category ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) While 
no formal ceiling is proposed, the combined 
incidence of changes introduced in the rates 
of personal income tax and wealth tax in the 
1970-71 budget, together with the proposals 
for further modification of these rates in the 
budget for 1971-72, puts a virtual ceiling on 
urban incomes. 

(b) Precise information is not available, but 
according to the latest available data on income 
tax statistics, which relates to 1966-67, there 
were only 207 individual assessces in the 
annual income bracket of Rs. 5 lakhs and 
above in the financial year 1966-67 and their 
annual average pretax income worked out to 
Rs. 9.9 lakhs. 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA * May 
I know whether the government has evolved, 
even broadly, any national policy on income 
within the framework of which it is planning 
ceiling on urban incomes ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN: There 
is no national policy on income in the formal 
sense. But, certainly, there are fiscal and other 
policies which affect the ceiling. In our 
budgetary proposals there is a virtual ceiling on 
income. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: Is 
there any idea of the lowest and the highest 
incomes so far as national policy on incomes is 
concerned ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: When 
you say national policy, naturally, one will 
have to go into the different categories. In the 
rural areas, for example, we are thinking in 
terms of land ceiling. We arc not thinking in 
terms of ceiling on the income from land 
because possibly the productivity of the land 
may increase. Therefore, there is no quantifying 
of the ceiling on income. But I can say that 
through certain budget proposals, depending 
upon the composition of the wealth, we have 
tried to pat some limits. If the earning is in 
terms of salaries etc. the ceiling would be a 
little higher than in the case of a person who 
has merely to depend upon his urban pro¬ 
perties. If he depends merely on urban pro¬ 
perty the ceiling is lower. This is the general 
approach. We have not fixed any particular X 
as income limit. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : May 
I know whether the Government is aware that 
there is a feeling that there is no correlation 
between the urban and the rural income so 
that while there is a kind of socialism in rural 
areas there is capitalism in the urban areas ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: I 
would like to say that such feeling was there. 
But we are providing the answer in every budget 
to see that there is also a ceiling on the urban 
property and that is why I say that as a result 
of last year’s budget and this year’s budget 
there is a virtual ceiling on the urban income.

Government do not think that there will 
not have to be a sort of relationship 
between the maximum and minimum. I do 
not say that. But we have not yet fixed up 
any definite relationship. 

Dearth of Inexpensive Hotel Accommoda¬ 
tion for Tourists 

*285. SHRI D. D. DESAI : Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬ 
TION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether in India there is a great dearth 
of inexpensive hotel accommodation for 
tourists ; 

(b) if so, whether Government have formu¬ 
lated any plans to establish and promote a 
chain of such hotels to meet the increasing 
influx of foreign travellers ; and 

(c) if so, the main features of such a plan ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION (DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI) : 
(a) to (c). Yes, Sir. The necessity of providing 
suitable inexpensive hotel accommodation for 
tourists has been recognised by the Department 
of Tourism which has constructed tourist 
bungalows, travel lodges and cantecn-cum-rest 
houses at various tourist centres in the country. 
These are now being operated by the India 
Tourism Development Corporation a Public 
Sector Undertaking. A number of tourist 
bungalows (Class II) have also been construc¬ 
ted with equal financial participation by the 
Central and the State Governments concerned. 
Voluntary and youth organisations have also 
been given grants to put up special accommo¬ 
dation for middle income foreign tourists. It is 
proposed to construct eight new youth hostels 
during the current plan to provide clean and 
inexpensive accommodation. The India 
Tourism Development Corporation also has 
plans to construct three motels which would 
cater to middle income tourists. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : Even before there 
were some difficulties iir obtaining hotel reser¬ 
vations by tourists. With jumbo jets, there 


will be an increase in the arrival of tourists. 
Has the Government taken full care to provide 
for accommodation of the foreign passengers 
who come by jumbo jets ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : Yes, conti¬ 
nuous efforts are being made to see that more 
and more accommodation is provided, specially 
in the context of the introduction of jumbo jets. 
Both the public sector and also the private 
sector arc encouraged and many of them have 
started construction also. 

SHRI I). D. DESAI: Will Air India be 
making profits after the anticipated difficulties 
in providing accommodation on the one side and 
the foreign travel tax on the other side on the 
outgoing traffic from India ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI : There are a 
number of things which are not necessary at 
this stage. Air India is making, and the con¬ 
cerned Ministry also is making, all efforts in a 
continuous way to see that more and more 
facilities are given to foreign tourists. Tourism 
is being encouraged in all the fields, whether it 
is in the matter of giving more facilities at the 
airport or in air travel within the country or 
providing better accommodation in hotels. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : In the 
statement it is said that they propose to cons¬ 
truct youth hostels and motels at various places. 
What are the places where they are going to 
construct all these youth hostels and motels ? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The motels 
arc going to be constructed in Jammu, Varanasi 
and Siliguri. The foundation stone has already 
been laid in Jammu ; the other two are to be 
laid shortly. The youth hostels will be in eight 
or ten places.. If he has got any particular 
State in view, I shall be able to give the 
names. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA : The construction 
of inexpensive hotel accommodation has been 
delayed in various stages particularly in Mysore 
State and other southern parts of the country. 
The allotment of sites and starting of acquisi¬ 
tion proceedings have been delayed. Will the 
Government of India and the Tourist Depart¬ 
ment consider to ease the situation and take 
effective steps to see that the building sites are 
allotted soon for construction of such hostels ? 
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DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: I do not 
know what site he has got in view but as far as 
facilities in Mysore State are concerned, there 
is going to be a youth hostel at Hampi, which 
is a place of tourist interest. Moreover, as the 
hon. Member knows, there is a tourist 
bungalow at Hasan and also one at Bijapur. 
The new Ashoka Hotel has recently been 
started in Bangalore. I hope, the hon. Member 
is fully aware of that. 

SHRI K. I.AKKAPPA : The Ministry 
cannot provide inexpensive hotel accommoda¬ 
tion in several parts specially of Mysore State 
and other southern parts of the country to 
attract more tourists. Take, for example, even 
Tekri, where there is delay in the construction 
because acquisition proceedings have been 
delayed. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The youth 
hostel at Hampi is aimed at giving good accom¬ 
modation at cheaper rates to the travelling 
people within the country. As the hon. 
Member knows, the State Government has to 
acquire land and hand it over to the Depart¬ 
ment of Tourism or the ITDG for construction. 
Sometimes, delay is there on the part of the 
State Governments. Matters are being 
expedited. 

Development of Minor Porta in 
Tamil Nadu 

*287. SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU : Will 
the Minister of SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT be plea«ed to state : 

(a) the main features of the schemes 
approved by the Centre for the development of 
minor ports in Tamil Nadu during the Fourth 
Plan ; 

(b) the estimated cost thereof; and 

(c) the nature and extent of Central Assis¬ 
tance to be provided to the State for the imple¬ 
mentation of the schemes ? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : (a) 

Cuddalore Port in Tamil Nadu is being deve¬ 
loped as a Centrally Sponsored scheme under 
the Fourth Five Year Plan. The works comprise 


river training works, construction*of an RCC 
jetty and breakwaters and dredging. 

(bj Rs. 89 lakhs during the Fourth Plan 
period. * 

(c) The entire approved cost of Rs. 89 lakhs 
will be given as loan to the State Government. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU : I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister whether there 
were any other proposals put fourth by the 
Madras Government for inclusion in the Gent- 
rally-sponsorded schemes and, if so, what are 
the details. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : The National 
Development Council as far back as in Septem¬ 
ber, 1968, decided that in order to achieve 
certain tangible rusults and tangible progress, 
we should concentrate on a fewer number of 
schemes so that they may be adequate for 
handling trailic that might itself there, Since 
in Cuddalore, we expect about 5 lakh tonnes 
of iron ore from Beilary, 1 lakh tonnes of coal 
and 50,000 tonnes of other miscellaneous cargo, 
on this basis, the efforts arc being concentra¬ 
ted on Cuddalore in preference to others. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU ; May I know 
whether the Government will consider inclu¬ 
sion of Nagapatinam port which is one of the 
important ports in Tamil Nadu embarking 
thousands of passengers every month in the 
scheme. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : There are claims 
and counter-claims in regard to minor ports 
and intermediate ports: Minor ports or essen¬ 
tially the responsibility of the State Govern¬ 
ments. As regards intermediate ports, we do 
participate in the approved schemes for their 
development. I think, as I stated earlier, 
according to the decision of the National Deve¬ 
lopment Council itself, we want to concentrate 
on a few number of ports, a fewer number of 
of schemes, in order to get tangible results.

* 275. SHRI H. M. PATEL: Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬

completely burnt during take-off at the Santa 
Cruz airport on January 23, 1971 ;

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The aircraft was insured for six crore 
rupees, which amount has been realised from 
the insurers. 

(c) An investigation was made by the Direc¬ 
tor of Air Safety in the Civil Aviation Depart¬ 
ment. His finding is that the aircraft went 
out of control while the technique of a three- 
engined take-off was being demonstrated, and 
the pilot failed to follow the correct remedial 
procedure. 

Smuggling of Gold into India 

*279. SHRI A. K. SHAH: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state: 

(a) whether before the enactment of Gold 
Control Act, 1963, the price of Indian Gold 
was more or less at par with international 
prices ; 

(b) if so, the price at present ; 

(c) whether the present high price of gold 
ofTers a lucrative market to smugglers; 

(d) if so, the estimated value of gold smug¬ 
gled into the country after the Act came into 
being; and 

(e) the action taken by Government to 
check the smuggling of gold ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): (a) Since in December, 1962, 
the price of Gold in India was about 
Rs. 104.75 per 10 grams as against the inter¬ 
national price of Rs. 53.58 per 10 grams, it 
cannot be said that the price of gold in India 
was more or less at par with the international 
price before the introduction of the Gold Con¬ 
trol in 1963. 
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(b) The ruling price of gold in Bombay in 
the month of May, 1971 has ranged between 
Rs. 195 and Rs. 202 per 10 grams while the 
ppen market price in London during May, 
1971, ranged between Rs, 96.16 per 10 grams 
and Rs. 98.50 per 10 grams. 

(c) Yes, Sir. 

(d) There are no reliable means of estimat¬ 
ing the value of gold smuggled into the country 
before or after the introduction of the Gold 
Control in 1963. However, Government is 
fully aware of the large scale smuggling opera- 
rations in gold. 

(e) The following measures have been 
taken to prevent smuggling of contraband 
goods including gold: Systematic collection 
and follow-up of information, keeping a watch¬ 
ful eye on the suspected smugglers, rummaging 
of suspected vessels or aircraft and patrolling 
of vulnerable sectors along the coast and the 
land frontiers. Some senior ollicers of the rank 
of Collectors of Customs, Additional Collec¬ 
tors of Customs and Assistant Collectors of 
Customs have been posted in vulnerable 
areas to look after anti-smuggling work 
exclusively. Customs Act, 1962 has been 
amended making additional provisions to take 
special measures for the purpose of checking 
illegal import and export of certain commodi¬ 
ties and facilitating their detention. The posi¬ 
tion is also reviewed frequently in the light of 
the information collected, for suitable action. 


Plane Crash in Knlu 

*281. SHRI N. K. SANGHI: Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬ 
TION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether any investigation was ordered 
on the plane crash in Kulu on April 30, 1971 
which resulted in the death of three persons; 

(b) if so, whether any report has been re¬ 
ceived by Government detailing the probable

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 

(a) to (c). Yes, Sir. The investigation is still 
in progress. 

Flying Clubs facing Closure 

*282. SHRI B. K. MODAK: Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬ 
TION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Flying Clubs in the country 
are facing closure because of Government’s 
decision to reduce the subsidy paid to them; 

(b) if so, the reasons for the above decision 
of Government; and 

(c) whether Government are compelling 
the Flying Clubs to purchase I’nshpak trai¬ 
nees’ aircraft and if so, the reasons therefor ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH): 
(a) No, Sir. There has been no reduction in 
the prescribed rates of subsidy and subvention 
received by the Flying Clubs included in the 
Flying Subsidy Scheme. 

(b) Does not arise. 

(c) No, Sir; but Pushpak is the only trai¬ 
ner aircraft in this category produced in the 
country. 

Step taken to Promote Internal Tourism 
in the Country 

*286. SHRI P. K. DEO : Will the Minis¬ 
ter of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIATION 
be pleased to state: 

(a) the steps taken by Government so far 
to promote internal tourism in the country by 
way of providing cheap hotels, parking places 
for tourists buses and other basic facilities; and 

(b) whether Government propose to consi¬ 
der the question of providing basic facilities to 
the internal tourists in big cities like Delhi, 
Bombay, Madras and Calcutta ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH): 
(a) Under its loan scheme, the Department of 
Tourism grant loans on easy terms for the 
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construction of all categories of hotels and 

motels, and for the augmentation of tourist 
transport facilities at selected tourist centres. 
It also has plans to construct youth hostels and 
reception centres to facilitate travel within the 
country. The facilities so provided are intended 
to promote internal tourism as well. 

(b) Yes, Sir, by way of granting loans for 
the construction of hotels and provision of 
transport facilities at these places. 

Closure of Airways (India) Private 
Limited 

*288. SHRI MOHAMMAD ISMAIL: 
Will the Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the attention of Government 
has been drawn to the closure of Airways 
(India) Private Limited, affecting 143 em¬ 
ployees ; 

(b) whether Government have received any 
memorandum from the employees of this firm 
to take over the company ; 

(c) whether Government have considered 
this issue; and 

(d) if so, the reaction of Government there¬ 
to ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) j 
( a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) to (d). Some communications were 
received from the employees asking that Indian 
Airlines be directed to absorb them. The Cor¬ 
poration is examining this matter in the light 
of available vacancies and the requisite job 
qualifications of the applicants. 

Demonetisation of Currency Notes 

*290. SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM : 
Will the Minister o! FINANCE be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government have considered 
the question of demonetisation of currency 
notes of Rs. 10 and above denominations as a 
part of the drive against black money; and 

(b) if so, what decision has been taken in 
this regard ? 
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THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN): (a) and (b). 
The Government does not consider that demo¬ 
netisation of currency notes provides the 
answer to the problem of black money. The 
Government is, however, constantly engaged 
in ihe task of detecting tax evasion, the princi¬ 
pal source of black money. A Committee of 
Experts has been appointed by the Govern¬ 
ment with a view to suggesting legal and ad¬ 
ministrative measures for countering evasion 
and avoidance of direct taxes.

30-4-71. 

(b) and (c). 168 persons were arrested in 
this connection. Apart from the adjudication 
proceedings initiated under the Customs Act 
for confiscation of the smuggled goods and 
imposition of penalties on the offenders, in 
cases where sufficient evidence is available for 
successful prosecution, the offenders are prose¬ 
cuted in a court of law. 

(d) The following measures have been 
taken to prevent smuggling: systematic collec¬ 
tion and follow-up of information, keeping a 
watchful eye on the suspected smugglers, rum¬ 
maging of suspected vessels or aircraft and 
patrolling of vulnerable sectors along the coast 
and the land frontiers. Some senior officers of 
the rank of Collectors of Customs, Additional 
Collectors of Customs and Assistant Collectors 
of Customs have been posted in vulnerable 
areas to look after anti-smuggling work exclu¬ 
sively. Customs Act, 1962 has been amended 
making additional provisions to take special 
pleasures for the purpose of checking illegal 
import and export of certain commodities and

Recently the company sought 
approval to his appointment as M anag ing 
Director with effect from 1st April, 1971 on 
the same salary of Rs. 8000/- with increased 
foreign allowance of Rs. 2500/- p.m. in addi¬ 
tion to commission at 1 % of the net profits 
not exceeding Rs. 45,Q0O/- per annum and 
perquisites. Although the proposed salary was 
in excess of the administrative ceiling of 
Rs. 7,500/-, it was approved in view of the fact 
that Mr. Hartley was already drawing the 
same previously as the Joint Managing 
Director and this came within the recognized 
exceptions. His total remuneration by way 
of salary and commission was however made 
subject to the administrative ceiling of Rs. 1.35 
lacs per annum and no increase in Overseas 
Allowance was allowed.

Enquiry Committee on India’s Loss of 
Asian Hockey Gold Medal at Bangkok

Nagarvala, former Chairman of National 
Hockey Selection Committee stating that 
India’s loss of Asian Hockey Gold medal at 
Bangkok was due to the quarrel between the 
Manager and Coach of the team ; 

(b) whether Government have inquired into 
this,* 

(c) if so, the result of the enquiry; and

appoint a Committee to enquire into this ? 


THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE (SHRI K. S. RAMA- 
SWAMY) : (a) to (d). Government have seen 
Press reports regarding statement given by 
Shri J. D. Nagarvala as well as the contradic¬ 
tions issued by both the Manager and the 
Coach of the Indian hockey team for the Asian 
Games held at Bangkok in December 70 that 
they had no differences between them. The 
matter was also taken up with the Indian 
Hockey Federation who have stated that there 
is no truth in the statement of Shri Nagarvala 
made four mouths after his return from 
Bangkok. 

R. S. S. Office and Shaldsa Functioning in 
Banaras Hindu Usiiversity Campus 

12%. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will 
the Minister of EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the R. S. S. is still having its 
office inside the Banaras Hindu University 
campus and the R. S. S. Shakha functioning 
in the Banaras Hindu University has its 
members from both students and teachers;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE DE¬ 
PARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI D. P. 
YADAVA) : (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) In accordance with the view taken by 
the Gajendragadkar Committee that on the 
University Campus no outside organisation 
should be allowed to have a building of its 
own, the Banaras Hindu University negotiated 
with the leaders of RSS at various levels for 
vacation of the building in the University 
Campus in their possession but no amicable 
agreement could be reached. The University, 
therefore, decided to revoke the permission by 
which the RSS is using the building and filed 
a civil suit to get the same vacated. The 
judgement of the court is awaited. 
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Deposit Mobilisation 

1297. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will 
the Minuter of FINANCE be pleated to 
state: 

(a) whether Government propose to adopt 
effective measures for larger deposit mobilisa¬ 
tion considering that the available resources are 
less and the demand for credit is more in the 
country ; and 

(b) if so, the measures taken in this regard ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): (a) and (b). 
The question of augmenting the resources of 
the banks through intensive deposit mobilisa¬ 
tion in order to meet on an increasing scale 
the wide range of credit demand has been 
continually engaging the attention of Govern¬ 
ment and the Reserve Bank. The urgency of 
deposit mobilisation was stressed by the Finance 
Minister at his meeting with the chief executives 
of the public sector banks held in July, 1970 
and again at the meetings held in November, 
1970, December, 1970 and April, 1971. 
Following the main conclusions reached at the 
Finance Minister’s meeting with the chief 
executives in July, 1970, the Reserve Bank 
issued a circular to banks indicating the broad 
lines along which action should be initiated by 
banks to improve deposit growth. Other 
measures taken to boost up deposit mobilisa¬ 
tion are outlined below: 

(i) Under the Finance Act 1970, exemp¬ 
tion was granted from incometax for 
interest on bank deposits upto specified 
limits. Similarly exemption was 
granted from wealth tax for deposits 
in banks upto specified limits. 

(ii) The provision in the Income-tax Act 
requiring deduction of tax at source 
from interest payment exceeding 
Rs. 400 was modified under the 
Finance Act, 1970, to provide that 
this requirement will not apply in the 
case of interest paid on bank deposits. 

(iii) To help collection of deposits from a 
wider section of the people, Reserve 
Bank has relaxed the stipulation 
regarding payment of brokerage in 


respect of the small door to door 
collections by appointed agents of 
banks.

(iv) Interest on bank deposits was raised* 
in March, 1970 and again in January 
this year. 

(v) A vigorous programme of branch 
expansion is being carried out by the 
banks in order to tap deposits from a 
wide area. Besides, satellite offices 
and mobile offices are being operated 
in some centres. Further, extension 
counters are being opened for the 
specific purpose of conducting only 
d< posit transaction. 

(vi) In order to evoke enthusiasm among 
the members of the staff in the task of 
deposit mobilisation incentive schemes 
for canvassing deposits have been 
introduced by certain banks. 

National Integration Council to seek help 
of teachers and students

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE (SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMI) : 
(a) to (c). On the recommendation of the 
National Integration Council, a Committee of 
Educationists and Student Leaders has been set 
up with the following objectives : 

(i) To examine syllabi, curricula and text¬ 
books with a view to emphasising values 
that would promote unity and mutual 
tolerance and excluding material that 
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tends lo promote ill-will end hatred 
between groups and communities on 
any grounds whatsoever ; and 

* (ii) To recommend measures for elimina¬ 
ting from the organisations of students 
and teachers all narrow and communal 
feelings and to imbue them with a sense 
of national purpose and fraternal feelings. 

The committee of Educationists and Student 
Leaders in their turn have drawn up certain 
programmes and also endorsed certain pro¬ 
grammes of this Ministry in regard to the 
objectives mentioned at (i) above. These are: 

(a) Setting up National Integration Samitis 
in Universities and Colleges with a view 
to fulfilment of the objectives to the 
extent possible. 

(b) Establishment of a Committee for find¬ 
ing out ways and means for promotion 
of a rational and scientific attitude lo 
different problems in the University 
campus. 

(c) Endorsed this Ministry’s crash pro¬ 
gramme for evaluation of text-books for 
classes I to XI in schools throughout the 
country with a view to identify passages 
which are likely to arouse communal 
tension so as to enable the concerned 
authorities to modify them. 

(d) Recommending to Government to 
establish a Commission with powers 
under the Commission of Enquiry Art 
for the purpose of investigating youth 
and other organisations functioning in 
university campuses which are contribu¬ 
ting to communal tensions.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

GANESH): (a) and (bl. No estimate of the 
employment potential of the Central Govern¬ 
ment industrial and commercial undertakings 
is available. Government do not also maintain 
information regarding the employment of 
people belonging to different States in Central 
Government enterprises nor is it proposed to 
colieet such information as this is not in the 
interests of national integration. A statement 
giving Head Office addresses of Central 
Government industrial and commercial under¬ 
takings as well as their total employment 
enterprise-wise, is laid on the Table of the 
House. [Placedin Library. See No. LT 319/71], 
The information would not be indicative of 
the exact local position as the Head Offices, in 
some cases, are not situated at the main places 
of operations and also some enterprises are 
multi-unit organisations having operations in 
different places.

Digha as a sea resort. There are Government 
run Rest Houses and cottages of varying stan¬ 
dards. There is also a Tourist Lodge with 
modern amenities. Direct road and train-cura- 
bus services are available from Calcutta. 

Golf course at Digha, West Bengal 

1302. SHR1 S. C. SAMANTA: Will the 
Minister of EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE be pleased to state ? 

(a) whether Government have recently 
taken steps to popularise golf in India ; 

(b) if so, whether the topography of Digha, 
a popular sea-cum-health resort on the Bay of 
Bengal, offers ideal natural conditions for a 
good golf course ; and 

(c) if so, whether Govern ment propose to 
examine the feasibility of having golf course at 
Digha ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE (SHRIK. S. RAMA- 
SWAMY) (a) : Golf is one of the recognised 
sports and Government encourages its growth 
and development as part of its general policy 
towards sport. 

(b) and (c). The Indian Golf Union which 
is a recognised National Sports Federation for 
Golf has stated that no specific kind of terrain 
is suited or unsuited for laying out a golf 


course and therefore Digha should be as 
suitable or unsuitable as any other location. 
Golf qpurses are not sponsored or laid out by 
Government. The Indian Golf Union have 
stated that if a golf club is formed bv like- 
minded members at Digha, the Union will give 
the club expert advice. 

Reorientation of Education

SHRI M. C. DAGA :

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI 
D. P. YADAVA): (a) and (b). Based on the 
recommendations of the Education Commis¬ 
sion and after a series of consultations with 
various interests concerned including State 
Governments and Universities, a National 
Policy on Education has been formulated and 
announced which emphasises that effort! 
should be made continuously to maintain, a 
proper balance between the output of our 
educational institutions and employment 
opportunities. Steps are being taken to imple¬ 
ment this policy within the available resources. 

In Technical Education, Sandwich courses 
are being gradually introduced at the degree 
and diploma levels in cooperation with indus¬ 
try, so that at the end of the course, the 
graduates and diploma-holders come out with 
adequate practical experience to be readily 
employable by industry as engineers and 
technicians. Such courses have been started 
at over 20 technical institutions. The pro* 
gramme mil be extended gradually to other 
institutions as adequate training facilities are 
secured. 
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An extensive programme of apprenticeship 
training for engineering graduates and diploma- 
holders has also befcn developed to equips them 
i with practical experience for better employ¬ 
ment. Over 10|000 training places are secured 
each year in private and public enterprises, 
government departments and other technical 
organisations. The progiammc of training 
extends over 12 months and each graduate is 
paid a stipend of Rs. 250 per month and 
diploma-holder Rs. 150 per month. To co¬ 
ordinate and supervise the programme of 
apprenticeship, four regional Boards of Appren¬ 
tice ship training have been set up in coopera¬ 
tion with industry.

Closing Down of the Institution "The 
Calcutta Licenced Measures’* 

1305. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state:

Demand and output of Scientific 
Literature 

1306. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU t Will 
the Minister of EDUCATION AND SOIAL 
WELFARE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the demand for scientific litera¬ 
ture in India is growing and there it 4 big gap 
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between the demand and output if so, the 
causes thereof; 

(b) the extent of current demand and indi¬ 
genous output of scientific literatures ; 

(c) whether the American Publishers have 
made use of the PL-480 funds to the tune of 
about 5 crores of rupees to subsidise heavily 
reprints of American Text Books; 

(d) whether the dominating position of 
American Text books in the Indian market 
has adversely affected the indigenous book 
industry in India ; and 

(e) if so, the steps taken by Government 
in the matter ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND IN THE DEPARTMENT 
OF CULTURE (SHRI D. P. YADAVA) : (a) 
to (e). The demand for scientific literature in 
India has been growing continuously. The 
number of Universities was 29 in 1950-51, and 
went upto 83 in 1970-71. The number of 
colleges; both Undergraduate and Post¬ 
graduate, which was 548 in 1950-51 had 
risen to 2361 by the end of 1969. Similarly, 
there has been an increase in the number of 
engineering, medical, agricultural and veteri¬ 
nary colleges. The enrolments in these institu¬ 
tions have also been rising continuously. There 
is reason to believe that the indigenous produc¬ 
tion of scientific and technical books has not 
expanded at the same rate. Since educational 
authorities have liberty to prescribe as text¬ 
books or as supplementary books such books 
as they might consider useful and necessary, 
students by and large read books other than 
those prescribed as text-books or as supplemen¬ 
tary readers. While, therefore, there is reason 
to believe that there is a gap between the 
demand and the indigenous output, its extent 
cannot be gauged precisely. Since standard 
educational materials are an indispensable 
tool for effective education, and as in the field 
of knowledge there are no frontiers, educa¬ 
tional institutions have rightly been having 
recourse to good standard books from when¬ 
ever they have been available. Considering 
that imported bonks are expensive and keep¬ 
ing in view the economic condition of the 
Indian students, the Government of India have 


introduced schems in collaboratlbn with the 
Governments of U. K., U. S. A. and 
U. S. S. R. to make available standard educa- 
tionaf materials from those countries at low 
prices for Indian University students. In all* 
the three cases, the bools required for Indian 
educational purposes, are selected by the 
Government of India in consultation with the 
concerned educational experts and these titles 
are communicated to the foreign governments 
concerned for making the books available Air 
Indian students at low prices. Books from 
U. K. and U. S. S. R. are produced in those 
countries and marketed in India through the 
normal commercial channels. So far as books 
from U. S. A. are concerned, the selected books 
for which the necessary copyright permissions 
are available are reproduced in India by local 
publishers with a subsidy from the Government 
of U. S. from the P. L. 480 Funds. The books 
thereafter marketed through the normal com¬ 
mercial channeb. The American books so 
reproduced are marketed approximately at 
one fifth or one sixth of the original American 
price. The programme for making available 
these books at low prices have been in opera¬ 
tion from 1960 in the case of U. K., from 1961 
in the case of U. S. A. and 1965 in the case of 
U. S. S. R. The expenditure incurred by the 
U. S. I. S. on behalf of the Government of 
U. S. on this programme from 1961 onwards 
has been U. S. $8.9 millions approximately. 

2. It may not be correct to say that the 
schemes for making available to Indian Univer¬ 
sity students standard educational materials 
from abroad at low prices has adversely affect¬ 
ed the indigenous book industry. The foreign 
books are not prescribed compuborily, it being 
open to educational institutions to use such 
books as they may consider suitable. Neverthe* 
less, to avoid any possibility of Indian authors 
and the indigenous book industry being placed 
at a disadvantage, the Government of India 
have initiated a number of schemes for further 
encouraging Indian writing, like :— 

(i) Grants have been assured to State 
Governments having Universities in 
* their jurisdiction (Except Jammu and 
Kashmir and Himachal Pradesh) upto 
Rs. 1 crore each during the current 
Plan period to enable them to bring 
out suitable Indian language books 
to be used either is textbooks or as 
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supplementary reading material, to be 
written in original or by translation of 
suitable foreign books. 

(ii) A scheme for subsidising suitable 
Indian books in English for use at the 
University level either as textbooks or 
as supplementary leading material 
been introduced and is operated 
thrnough National Book Trust. The 
scheme envisages adequate subsidy to 
the selected publications in order to 
enable them to compete with standard 
educational materials from abroad, 

(iii) A Core Book Programme has also been 
worked out. Under this, the Central 
Government will take steps to bring 
out suitable books for use at the Univer¬ 
sity level to be written either in English 
or m any of the Indian languages. 
The books written in the Indian 
languages will be translated into Eng¬ 
lish so that these books could also be 
adopted by other Indian Universities 
not using the said Indian language. It 
is expected that these books will be of 
such standard and quality that they 
can be used throught the country. 

(iv) Grants have been made available to 
the University Grants Commission for 
creating a number of fellowships for 
selected persons to enable them to write 
good books in original or to translate 
approved foreign books. 

In addition to the above, fiscal concessions 
have also been offered to new publishers to 
help them in their publishing programmes. 

Merger of Companies

THE MINISTER OF COMPANY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): 

(a) and (b). During the last 3 years the Central 
Government bat approved two mergers, one 
under the Companies Act. 1956 and another 
under the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1969. A case of merger under 
Section 396 (1) and (2) of the Companies Act, 
1956 was approved by the Company Law Board 
whereby M/s. Ashoka Hotels Ltd. and M/s. 
Janpath Hotels Ltd. merged with M/s India 
Tourism Development Corporation Ltd. The 
Central Government has also approved merger 
of two subsidiary companies, namely, M/s. 
Warrior (India) Ltd and M/s. Auto Accessories 
(India) Ltd. with their holding company M/s. 
Forbes, Forbes Campbell & Co. Ltd. under 
Section ?3 of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Trade Practices Act. 

(c) Section 28 of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act specifies matters 
which are to be considered by the Central 
Government in exercising its powers while 
according approvals under the Act including 
schemes of mergers under Section 23 of the Act 
whether vertical or horizontal. Similarly, the 
Centra] Government has to be satisfied while 
exercising powers under Section 396 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 that the merger, whether 
vertical or horizontal, is in the public interest. 

Volume of Export and Import Trade in 
Cochin Port 

1308. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : Will 
the Minister of SHIPPING AND TRANS- 
PORT be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the volume of export and 
import trade in Cochin Port is declining ; 

(b) if so, the main reasons for the same; 
and 

(c) the steps taken by Government to 
improve the same ? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR): (a) and (b). 
The traffic bandied by the Port of Cochin 
during the last three years showed only marginal 
fluctuation but there was no marked decline. 
Such fluctuations in traffic occur from time to 
time. The traffic handled by the Port would 
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have increased but for the decline in import of 
foodgrains, decrease in coastal movement of 
coal and decline in coastal movement of 
mineral oils. 

(c) The Port is taking various measures to 
provide facilities for handling increased traffic, 
the most important of which an oil dock to 
handle tankers upto 80,000 DWT to cope with 
anticipated increase in import of crude oil for 
Cochin Refineries, a separate berth for import 
of fertiliser raw materials and new methods of 
cargo handling leading to quicker turn-round 
of ships. 

Arman of Income Tax and Wealth Tax 
Outstanding Against Coal Missing 
Industry 

1309. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN t Will 
the Ministerof FINANCE be pleased to state: 

(a) whether non-payment of Income-tax 
and Wealth Tax by the coal mining companies 
is increasing every year ; 

(b) if so, the amount of Income-tax and 
Wealth Tax arrears against the coal mining 
companies in the years 1968, 1969 and 1970 
with the names of companies and the amount 
due from each ; and 

(c) the steps being taken by Government 
for collection of Income-tax arrears from these 
companies speedily ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) and (b). The wealth-tax on 
limited companies was abolished with effect 
from 1st April, 1960 and as such the question 
of increase in wealth-tax arrears does not arise. 
So iar as income-tax is concerned the statistics 
regarding the arrears are not maintained 
industrywide in the Income-tax Department. 
This can be obtained only by a scrutiny of 
thousands of assessment records in some charges 
of Commissioners of Income-tax for the last 
3 years, which will involve considerable time 
and labour. If, however, the Hon’ble Member 
desires information about any particular coal 
mining companies the same can be furnished. 

(c) The Government has during the last 
three yean taken the following steps for speedy 


collection of arrears of taxes :— 

(i) Taking over by the Income-tax Depart¬ 
ment itself of recovery work hitherto 
done by officials of the State Govern¬ 
ment. 

The Government last year sanctioned 68 
posts of Tax Recovery Officers and with these 
additional posts most of the recovery work has 
been taken over by the Income-tax Deparment 
in all the Commissioners' charges. 

(it) The Functional Distribution Scheme 
under which the work of collection of 
taxes has been made the specific function 
of one or more income-tax officers in 
the Range was introduced in 1966 and 
was further extended during the last 
year. 

(iii) Acceptance of crossed cheques by the 
Department and opening of special 
receipt counters for this purpose in the 
Income-tax Offices. 

(iv) Publication of names of assessees who 
are defaulters in the payment of taxes 
over certain prescribed limits. 

(v) Arrear Clearance Fortnights are being 
observed all over the country. During 
this period, special emphasis is laid on 
carrying out pending adjustments/recti¬ 
fications, giving effect to appellate 
orders and collecting the net demands 
due from the assessees. 

(vi) Two Additional Commissioners of 
Income-tax (Recovery) have been posted 
exclusively for recovery work in each of 
Commissioners’ Charges at Bombay and 
Calcutta. Similarly one Additional 
Commissioner of Income-tax (Recovery) 
has been posted in each of Commis¬ 
sioners’ Charges at Delhi and Madras. 

(vii) Sixty posts of Income-tax Officers 
(Collection) were last year sanctioned 
by the Government for attending to the 
work of liquidation of arrear demands.

M/s. Mazagon Docks and 
M/s. Garden Reach Workshops who have 
quoted, to enable an evaluation of the 
soundness of their offers and scrutiny of 
technical specifications.

Repair work to Mosqne on Man Singh 
Road, New Delhi 

1330. SHRI MUHAMMED SHERIFFS 
Will the Minister of EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE be pleased to states 

(a) whether the repair work to the mosque 
on Man Singh Road, New Delhi was suspended 
in the month of March, 1971 ; and 

(b) if so, the reasons for its suspension ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE DE¬ 
PARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI D. P. 
YADAV): (a) and (b). Yes, Sir. The 
repair work to the mosque on the Man Singh 
Road, New Delhi, was suspended by the Wakf 
Board towards the end of March 1971. After 
the reports of the repairs being carried out 
appeared in the press, an officer of the 
Archaeological Survey of India inspected the 
mosque and found that the repairs which were 
in progress tended to alter the character of the 
monument. As the mosque is not Centrally 
protected, the Archaeological Survey of India 
cannot carry out the repairs themselves. They, 
however, offered to give technical advice in 
regard to the rectification of the work already 
done and in taking up further repair work to 
the mosque in conformity with archaeological 
principles, if requested by the Wakf Board. 

Issuing of Licences to Commercial Banks 
by the Reserve Bank of India 

1331. SHRI N.K. SANGHIl Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Reserve Bank of India does not 
issue licences to the Commercial Banks for 
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opening new branches in urban areas unless 
they agree to open double the number of 
branches in unbanked rural areas ; 

(b) the number of rural areas which are 
unbanked, State wise ; and 

(c) the number of branches that are likely 
to be opened in the rural areas (unbanked) in 
Rajasthan during the current financial year ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : In order to 
induce the commercial banks to open their 
offices in the rural areas in larger numbers than 
before. Reserve Bank has been issuing licences 
to the banks for opening offices at urban 
centres in the ratio of one in an urban centre 
for every two offices in rural and semi-urban 
centres in the case of banks which have more 
than 60% of tbeir offices in rural and semi- 
urban areas. In other cases the ratio is one 
office in an urban centre for every three offices 
in semi-urban and rural centres. 

(b) It is difficult to precisely define an area 
that can be effectively served by a bank. Selec¬ 
tion of a centre for the location of a branch of 
a bank is determined by a number of factors 
such as infrastructure facilities, growth potential 
of the place, potential for deposit mobilisation, 
etc. This necessitates taking up surveys of the 
various areas on which the lead banks of the 
districts are presently engaged. 

(c) Licences have been issued to the com¬ 
mercial banks for opening offices at 18 rural 
centres in Rajasthan. Besides, survey reports 
by the concerned lead banks have been received 
in respect of 7 districts of Rajasthan in which 39 
unbanked rural centres have been identified for 
establishing bank offices. The bulk of these 
centres are likely to be covered by bank offices 
in the next one or two years. 

Remunerations to Employees in Public 
Undertakings 

1332. SHRI N. K. SANGHI: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state : 

(a) the total number of employees in the 
Public Sector Undertakings and the amount 
of their wage bill for the year ending 31st 
March, 1971 ; 


(b) the number of deputationists and retired 

Government servants working in various under¬ 
takings and the total amount of remunerations 
paid to them in the year 1970-71 ; and * 

(c) the amount out of the above remunera¬ 
tions paid to the deputationists and the per¬ 
centage of increase had the deputationists been 
working in their parent Government Depart¬ 
ments ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): (a) The total number of em¬ 
ployees in the 91 Central Government industrial 
and commercial undertakings as on 31-3-1970 
was 6.13 lakhs accounting for a total salary and 
wage bill of nearly Rs. 290 crores. Accounts 
for 1970-71 are not yet available. 

(b) According to information available, the 
total number of deputationists from the Govern¬ 
ment services working in the public enterprises 
as on 31-12-70 was about 1390. Information 
with regard to superannuated Government 
personnel employed in public enterprises is 
available only in respect of those holding the 
very top posts of the Chairman/Managing 
Director/Director/General Manager of cons¬ 
tituent units. According to this information, 
there are 14 superannuated personnel holding 
such posts of whom 8 are superannuated 
Defence personnel. Information in respect of 
superannuated Government servants occupying 
other posts is not available. 

(c) Presumably, the hon. Member is referr¬ 
ing to the additional remuneration required to 
be paid to deputationists from Government 
services. The terms of Government officers 
deputed to public enterprises are fixed in 
accordance with Government rules, which 
ensure that the remuneration of such deputa¬ 
tionists is fixed in relation to the scale of pay 
of the post in the Undertaking and the pay 
drawn by them in their parent Cadres. 

Programme for Helping Tribal* 

1333. SHRI R. KADANAPALLI: Will 
the Minister of EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether some State Governments have 
taken steps to help the tribals in their respec¬ 
tive States;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE (SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY) : 

(a) to (c). All the States/Union Territory 
Administrations having tribal population 
have, since independence, taken up special 
programmes for the Welfare of Scheduled 
tribes under the backward classes sector. This 
special programme is supplemental to the 
general programme of development. The main 
aim is to bring the members of the scheduled 
tribes to a level where they may benefit fully 
and equally from the general development 
programme. 

The details of the special programmes for 
scheduled tribes are available in the annual 
reports of the Department of Social Welfare 
which arc laid on the table of the Lok Sabha. 


Operation of Jumbo Jet Service 

1334. SHRI R. KADANAPALLI: Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIA¬ 
TION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Jumbo jet has started 
operating in the country ; 

(b) what is the passenger carrying capacity 
of this jet; and 

(c) what are the special amenities provided 
by this jet service to the passengers ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 
(a) Air-India’s Boeing 747 aircraft (Jumbo 
jets) have started operating to London and 
New York. On the segment Bombay-Delhi, 
they also carry overflow of domestic passengers 
from Indian Airlines (in both directions). 

(b) Air India’s Jumbo jets have 52 first 
class and 288 economy class seats. 


(c) There is a lounge in an upper deck for 
first class passengers. Seats in the economy 
section are 1J” wider than on the Boeing 707 
and the aisles are 2” wider. Films arc shown 
in flight for which there is a small charge in 
foreign exchange for both classes. There arc 
six channels providing taped music. 

Employees suspended or dismissed from 
Service by Indian Airlines 

1333. SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Will the Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state : 

(a) the total number of employees of the 
Indian Airlines either suspended or dismissed 
from service by the Management during the 
recent lock-out period ; and 

(b) the reason for such victimisation of em¬ 
ployees ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 
(a) No employee was suspended or dismissed 
during the period of the lock-out. However, 
immediately before the lock-out 14 employees 
were placed under suspension for instigating, 
abetting or acting in furtherance of an illegal 
strike. The suspension orders have since been 
revoked in all these cases.

Credit restrictions Imposed by the Central 
Banking Authorities on Groundnut 

1338. SHRI D. D. DESAI: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether he is aware that the cropping 
and production of groundnuts as well as of 
edible oils is adversely affected, because of credit 
restrictions by the Central Banking authorities 
oji groundnuts produced by agricultural sector 
and edible oils produced by oil mills, mostly in 
small scale sector; 

(b) whether the said credit restrictions pro¬ 
vide only 23 per cent loan on a tin of edible 
oil produced by oil mills, most of which are 
in small scale sector and a liberal loan of 75 
per cent on the same tin of edible oil is given 
to vegetable ghee producing units, most of 
which are in large scale sector, the moment 
the tin is removed from oil mill to vegetable 
ghee plant; and 

(c) if so, whether Government propose to 
bring about any change in the credit policy in 
view of the above situation ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN) : (a) There 
arc no restrictions on bank credit to agricul¬ 
turists for irrigation, inputs and other agricul¬ 
tural purposes. In fact, the Reserve Bank en¬ 
courage* banks to make advances for these 
purposes. The regulation by the Reserve 
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Bank on banY advances against oilseeds and 
oils is intended to prevent speculative stock¬ 
building with the help of bank finance apd to 
^accelerate the quicker turnover of funds. 

(b) Vegetable oils are finished products in 
the case of oil mills while they are raw materials 
for vanaspati manufacturing units. The mini¬ 
mum margin in respect of advances to oil mills 
against vegetable oils, being finished products, 
has been stipulated at 75 per cent with a view 
to inducing mills to have a quicker turnover 
of goods and funds and also to prevent their 
stocking such finished goods. On the other 
hand in the case of vanaspati manufacturers, 
40/50 per cent margin has been prescribed for 
a limited quantity of stocks equivalent to four 
to six weeks consumption of vegetable oils 
used as raw materials depending on the loca¬ 
tion of factories. The minimum margin of 75 
per cent, applicable to oil mills, is also appli¬ 
cable for advances to vanaspati manufacturers 
against vegetable oils in excess of the specified 
quantity and against vanaspati which is a 
finished product in their cases. 

(c) While formulating selective credit con¬ 
trols, the Reserve Bank takes into account all 
relevant factors such as production, the interest 
of consumers, trends in prices etc. and controls 
are modified from time to time when necessary. 

Tourist Traffic to India during 1970 

1339. SHRI P. K. DEO : Will the Minis¬ 
ter of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIATION 
be pleased to state : 

(a) the extent to which tourist traffic in 
India showed rise/decline in 1970 as compared 
to the traffic in 1969 ; 

(b) the names of the countries from where 
the tourist traffic showed risc/dccline during 
the period ; 

(c) the reasons for the decline, if any ; 

(d) the foreign exchange earnings during 
1970 as compared to the earnings in 1969; 
and 

(e) the steps proposed by Government to 
provide more facilities to the tourists and to 
develop the underdeveloped tourist spots in 
the country ? 


THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 

(a) 280,821 tourists came to India during 1970 
as compared to 244,724 in 1969, recording an 
increase of 14.8%. 

(b) A statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. [Placed in Library. See No. LT 321/71] 

(c) The decline in the number of tourists 
from a few countries is negligible and no 
specific reasons can be given. 

(d) Foreign exchange earnings from tour¬ 
ism have been estimated at Rs. 38.03 crores in 
1970 as compared to Rs. 36.11 crores in 1969. 

(e) Since inadequate accommodation and 
transportation facilities are the major bottle¬ 
necks in the flow of a larger number of tourists 
to India, measures have been taken to aug¬ 
ment these facilities both in the public and 
private sector. Other facilities extended to 
tourists inter alia include abolition of visas for 
nationals of certain countries on a reciprocal 
basis, visa free entry on the basis of a tempo¬ 
rary landing permit which has been extended 
from 7 to 21 days, and streamlining of facilita¬ 
tion procedures for speedy clearance through 
entry formalities. 

Wrong Publication of Map by Air India 

1340. SHRI P. K. DEO: WU1 the Minis¬ 
ter of TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIATION 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether in a recent map published by 
the Air India, part of Jammu and Kashmir 
has been shown as “outside the country". 

(b) if so, whether Government have made 
any inquiry into the wrong publication of the 
map by Air India ; and 

(c) if so, the result thereof and action taken 
by Government in the matter ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH)« 
(a) to (c). In December 1969 an outline 
sketch was included by Air-India’s advertising 
agency in New York in an advertisement. 
This was not intended to accurately delineate 
the boundary of India, and it was withdrawn 
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as soon as it came to Air-India’s notice that it 
could lend itself to misinterpretation. The Cor¬ 
poration has instructed all stations that if any 
advertisement or publication contains a map, 
this must correctly reflect the boundaries of 
India. 

Indian Steamers with Cargo confiscated 
by Pakistan 

1311. SHRI P. K. DEO : Will the Minis¬ 
ter of SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT be 
pleased to state: 

(a) the number of steamers confiscated by 
Pakistan with cargo before Indo-Pak conflict 
broke out in 1965 and the amount of compen¬ 
sation paid by Government as a result thereof ; 

(b) the extent of loss suffered by Govern¬ 
ment as a result of Pakistan’s unilateral closure 
of the Brahmaputra river route between Assam 
and West Bengal five years ago ; and 

(c) the steps taken by Government in this 
direction ? 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTY 
AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : (a) No 
steamers were confiscated by Pakistan before 
the Indo-Pak conflict broke out in 1965. How¬ 
ever, during the said conflict in 1965, Pakistan 
captured three Indian Ocean-going ships and 
190 inland craft. Two out of three ships have 
since been exchanged with two Pakistani ships 
held by India. The third Pakistan ship 
captured by India has since been disposed of 
by public auction and the sale proceeds credi¬ 
ted to the Personal Ledger Account of the 
Custodian of Enemy Property. One Pakistan 
Flat is suil under the custody of the 
Government of India. All the Indian vessels 
confiscated by Pakistan were owned by private 
operators. Claims under the Emergency 
Risks Insurance Scheme have been lodged for 
174 river craft impounded by Pakistan during 
the August-September, 1965 conflct. The total 
amount of claims paid in respect of such 
vessels is Rs. 77.32 lakhs. In addition, a fur¬ 
ther sum of Rs. 5.76 lakhs was offered in 
settlement of the claims filed by one group of 
companies but the claimants have not accepted 
the offer as yet. 


(b) Although the inland water transport 
industry has suffered a serious disruption as a 
result of Pakitan's unilateral closure of the 
Brahthaputra river rou.e between Asam and 
West Bengal, it is not possible to assess the ' 
extent of loss in financial terms, The traffic 
from Calcutta to Assam and vice-versa has 
since been diverted to rail and road, by aug¬ 
menting their capacity adequately. 

(c) The question of release of Indian vessels 
had been taken by the Government of India 
with the Pakistan Government in the past but 
the efforts made in this regard have not been 
fruitful. In the meantime, the Pakistan Govern¬ 
ment have disposed of 188 Indian inland 
vessels and credited the sale proceeds to their 
Naval Fund. The Government of India have 
protested against Pakistan’s action and against 
the illegal use and sale of these vessels. The 
Government of India have reserved their right 
to claim full compensation for the loss of or 
damage to the seized Indian vessels. The 
question of reopening of the Brahmaputra 
river route between Calcutta and Assam via 
East Pakistan has, not been raised by the 
Government of India,

Fees Charged by Schools la Delhi 

1344. SHRI R. P. YADAV : Will the 
Minister of EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 
WELFARE be pleased to state :

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN TIIE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI D. 
P. YADAV): (a) No, Sir. 

(b) Yes, Sir. The Delhi Administration has 
at present no statutory authority to control 
the levy of fees by private institutions in Delhi. 
The Draft Delhi Education Bill proposed to be 
introduced in Parliament, however, provides 
for regulating the charge of fees by the recog¬ 
nised schools. 

Applications for Credit to Small Borro¬ 
wers by Nationalised Banks 

1345. SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether there had been complaints from 
small borrowers that their applications for cre¬ 
dit were being turned down by the nationalised 
banks on the plea of shortage of funds, while 
credit to sectors and units which had been 
enjoying bank assistance of large sizes for years 
was not being curtailed ; and 
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(b) if so, the action taken on their 
complaints ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN): (a) and (b). 
Despite the liberalise credit policy adopted 
by the nationalised banks in respect of smalt 
borrowers and the efforts to mobilise deposits, 
there have been some complaints that the 
credit requirements of the small borrowers are 
not receiving adequate attention. When speci¬ 
fic complaints are brought to the notice of the 
Government, they are referred to the concerned 
banks for appropriate action. The need for 
undertaking adequate credit planning in each 
bank has been emphasized on the Custodians 
and in the recent meeting convened by the 
Finance Minister in April 1971, the Custodians 
were advised that the credit requirements of 
neglected sectors should receive priority in 
keeping with the basic objectives underlying 
nationalisation. 

A much closer scrutiny is being exercised on 
the large-size accounts and detailed guidelines 
on the subject have been circulated by the 
Reserve Bank of India to all banks. Banks 
generally provide credit only for working 
capital and have been endeavouring in an 
increasing measure to restrict the credit 
facilities only to the genuine productive needs 
of the large borrowers. The growing change 
in the attitude of the banks towards the small 
boriowers is reflected in the increase in the 
number of borrowal accounts of fanners, small 
scale industry, road transport operators, retail 
trade and small business, self employed 
persons and education. The number of such 
accounts with the public sector banks has gone 
up from about 2'8 lakhs at the beginning of 
July 1969 to about 11.3 lakhs by the end of 
December, 1970.

THE MINISTER OF PALIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND TRANS¬ 
PORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) s (a) A list 
showing names of 41 Higher Secondary Schools 
which participated in the Fifth Mock Parlia¬ 
ment Competition held in Delhi during the 
year ending March, 1971 is given inthestate- 
ment laid on the Table of the House. [Placed 
in Library. See No. L.T.—324/71). 

(b) The Scheme provides for the award of 
the following prizes after conclusion of each 
competition to the participating institutions/ 
students : 

(i) Shield (Parliamentary Shield). It is 
a running Shield to be kept fora 
period of one year by the institution 
standing first in the competition. 

(ii) One Trophy for the Zone, performance 
of which turns out to be the best on the 
basis of marks obtained by the schools 
under that Zone. 

(iii) Trophies for the institutions for meri¬ 
torious performances in the competi¬ 
tion, on the basis of the order of merit. 

(iv) One Trophy for the institutions which 
stands fust from among the new 
entrants to the competition.

Impact of DoUar Crisis Iri Europe on 
India's Foreign Debts 

1361. SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) the effect of present dollar crisis on 
Indian economy; 

(b) whether due to revaluation of currency 
by many European countries, India as a debtor 
would have to pay a bigger amount in servicing 
its loans ; and

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) Recent 
international monetary developments are not 
likely to have any adverse effect on India's 
foreign trade. However, an orderly and stable 
international monetary system is an essential 
prerequisite for avoiding longer term uncertain¬ 
ties about aid flows and the development of 
world trade. 

(b) and (c). Austria and Switzerland 
formally revalued their national currencies on 
the 9th May, 1971 by 5.05 and 7.0 per cent 
respectively; the increase in the rupee value 
of debt service charges on account of these 
revaluations is estimated to be Rs. 49 lakhs 
during 1971-72. West Germany and Nether¬ 
lands, on the other hand, decided to float 
their currencies instead of adopting a new 
fixed parity; consequently, it is not possible 
to arrive at a precise estimate of the increase 
in the rupee equivalent of debt service charges 
on outstanding debt to these countries. The 
net effect in real terms, if any, on debt service 
obligations of the recent monetary changes in 
Europe, however, will depend on a number 
of factors including, inter alia, unit prices and 
volume of India's exports to these countries, the 
extent of debt relief and untied aid accorded 
by them. 

Tourists to Rajasthan 

1362. SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJHUN-

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND

(a) and (b). Tourist arrival figures are com¬ 
piled on an all-India basis and not State or 
place-wise. It is, however, estimated that with 
the increase in tourist traffic, a larger number 
of tourists are visiting Rajasthan. 

(c) Apart from suitable publicity, measures 
are being taken to strengthen accommodation 
and transport facilities. 

Life Insurance Corporation’s coverage of 
ureas becoming affluent due to Green 
Revolution 

1363. SHRI BISHWANATH JHUNJHUN- 
WALA : Will the Minuter of FINANCE be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether the Life Insurance Corporation 
has not been able to make a substantial break 
through in areas which have gained affluence 
through 'Green Revolution’; and 

(b) if so, whether Government are contem¬ 
plating to take special measures to tap this 
source ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) Though 
there has not been a substantial increase in the 
new business in areas which are believed to 
have been benefited from the ‘Green Revolu¬ 
tion’, the increase in these areas has been 
relatively more than the increase in other rural 
areas. 

(b) The following steps have been, and are 
being, taken by the LIC to increase its business 
in the entire rural sector ; 

(i) Opening of new Branch Offices, sub- 
Offices and Develdpment Centres in 
rural areas. It is proposed to equip 
these Centres with small offices for the 


maintenance of better liaison with the 
field organisation and the insuring 
public and to upgrade existing sub- 
Offices and Development Centres as 
Branch Offices in an increased number, 
so as to equip the field organisation 
for servicing large number of policies. 

(ii) Progressive division of territories into 
compact units and placing of each 
such unit in charge of a worker. 

(iii) To encourage agencies being taken up 
in rural areas, fixing of a lower 
minimum guarantee of business for 
rural agents. 

(iv) Raising of limit for non-medical 
(General) Scheme to Rs. 5000/- and 
fixing of lower qualification for ap¬ 
pointment of medical examiners. 

(v) Simplification of Procedures. 

(vi) Special arrangements with the Post 
Offices in selected places for collection 
of premiums from policy holders in 
areas where banking facilities are not 
available. 

(vii) Sending of mobile publicity vans to go 
round rural areas. 

(viii) Issue of a new policy of Insurance, viz., 
the Centenary policy, to make a special 
provision in the event of defaults in 
payment of premium as a measure to 
overcome difficulties experienced in 
rural areas in regular payments. 

Foreign Aid 

1364. SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN: Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state : 

(a) the amount of foreign aid likely to be 
received in the next two years ;

Unearthing of Unaccounted Money 

1365. SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state: 

(a) the number of raids made during the 
last six months in connection with unaccounted 
money; 

(b) the amount of unaccounted money 
recovered in each of the raids ; and 

(c) the action taken or proposed to be taken 
against the parties involved in these cases and 
details in respect of these persons who posses¬ 
sed unaccounted money ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) The number of searches 

undertaken by the Income-tax Department 
during the six months ending on 31st March, 
1971 to unearth unaccounted money is 126. 

(b) and (c). Assets of the value of 
Rs. 76,06,666 including Rs. 71,13,131 in cash 
were seized in the course of the search as these, 
prima facte, appeared to be unaccounted assets. 
Further investigations are in progress for 
bringing to tax the concealed income. The 
details in respect of persons who possessed 
unaccounted money would be available only 
after further investigations have been made, 
the explanations of the persons concerned have 
been examined and the assessment and appeal 
proceedings are completed. It is only then that 
the Department can say that the amounts 
seized really represent unaccounted money. It 
is not possible, therefore, at this stage to give 
the details of unaccounted money in respect of 
each of the persons. All the necessary action 
as provided in the Income-tax Act for assess¬ 
ment and where called for penalty and prosecu¬ 
tion will be taken.

Calicut Aerodrome

Strike by die Seamen of Indian Flag 
Veeeela 

1371. SHRI SOMNATH GHArTER- 
JEE: Will the Minister of SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT be pleased to state :

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENTARY

The National Union of seafarers of India, Bom¬ 
bay resorted to boycott of Indian ships from 
1-4-71 in order to press their demand for pay¬ 
ment of bonus and certain other allowance. 
As a result of the efforts taken by the Govern¬ 
ment and the concerned parties, the strike was 
withdrawn on 17th April 1971 following an 
agreement between the Seafarers and Ship¬ 
owners to come to a settlement by .negotiations. 
The negotiations were held in accordance with 
the agreement but unfortunately the talks 
failed. 

Government are still trying to find a solu¬ 
tion.

The required infor¬ 
mation is not readily available. 

Exemption from Income-tax is available 
under the Income-tax Act in respect of the in¬ 
come of various types listed in several sections 
of the Income-tax Act, 1981 mentioned below : 

(i) Section 11 1 Income from property 


derived by Trusts constituted for chari¬ 
table or religious purposes. 

(ii) Section 12 : Income from voluntary ^ 
contributions derived by Trusts constitu¬ 
ted for charitable or religious purposes. 

(iii) Section If) (21) : Income of approved 
Scientific Research Associations. 

(iv) Section 10 (22) : Income of Universities 
and other Educational Institutions. 

(v) Section 10 22 (A) ; Income of hospitals 
and other institutions not run for the 
purpose of profit, for treatment and con¬ 
valescence. 

(vi) Section 10 (23) : Income of approved 
Institutions established for the purpose 
of controlling or encouraging notified 
sports. 

(vii) Section 10 (23 A) : Certain categories 
of income of approved institutions estab¬ 
lished for the control and encourage¬ 
ment of professions like law, medicine, 
accountancy, etc. 

(viii) Section 10 (24) : Certain categories of 
income of registered Trade Unions. 

(ix) Section 10 (29) : Income derived from 
letting of godowns, etc. of statutory 
authorities constituted for the marketing 
of commodities. 

A very large number of Bodies and Associa¬ 
tions spiead all over the country derive their 
entire income from activities of the type enume¬ 
rated above and, as such, they are exempt from 
Income-tax. As these Bodies and Associations 
are not tax-payers, no list of their names is 
maintained. 

A list may be compiled after making referen¬ 
ces to the Income-tax Officers all over India ; 
but it wilt be almost impossible to give even an 
approximate figure of the total tax relief result¬ 
ing from the exemptions, because the Bodies 
and Associations being exempt, no returns of 
income are filed by them and no assessments 
are made. 

As the Question is of a general nature, and 
as the effort involved in collecting the required 
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data will be considerable and not commensu¬ 
rate with the results, it it regretted that the 
^Question cannot be answered in the present 
form. Information about specific Bodies and 
Associations or specific types of Bodies or Asso¬ 
ciations can be made available, if desired.

Profits and Premium rates of Life 

Insurance Corporation 

1378. SHR1T. S. LAKSIIMANA N : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state :

Corporation of India for the last three years ; 
and 

(b) in view of the increase in business and 
profits, whether premium rates of the Corpora¬

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): (a) The profit of the life insurance 
business, technically known as surplus, is deter¬ 
mined at biennial actuarial valuations. The 
last valuation was made as on 31.3.69 and the 
surplus for the two year inter-valuation period 
ended 31.3.69 amounted to Rs. 96.57 crores. 

The net profits of the general insurance 
business of the LIC for the last 3 years are as 
under:— 

1967- 68 Rs. 14.45 lakhs 

1968- 69 Rs. 35.67 „ 

1969- 70 Rs. 43.67 „ 

These profits, however, belong to Govern¬ 
ment and do not have a bearing on the life 
insurance premium rates. 

(b) The LIC reduced premium rates under 
certain without-profit plans of assurances with 
effect from 1.2.70. These reductions were 
justified by actuarial considerations, but in 


view of the uncertainty of the trend of future 
expenses, it decided to defer consideration of 
any revision of premium rates under ‘with-profit 
plans’ till such time as expenses have stabilised, 
particularly because equity to policyholders 
under the with-profit plans can be ensured 
through the mechanism of bonus distribution. 
In this connection it may be noted that out of 
surplus of Rs. 96.57 crores for the inter-valua¬ 
tion pe’iod ended 31.3.69, Rs. 91.82 crores was 
allocated among the policyholders by way of 
reversionary bonus. 

Recently, the LIC reviewed the premium 
rates under “One Year Renewable Group 
Term Assurance Plan” and “Level Premium 
Group Term. Assurance Plan” and has decided 
to reduce the premium rates under these plans 
with effect from 1.6.71. 

Timings of Indian Airlines Day Service to 
and from Madras 

1380. SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: Will 
the Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether he is aware that the timings of 
Indian Airlines Day service to and from Madras 
are very inconvenient to the passengers ;

The existing 
timings of operations to and from Madras have 
been fixed in the light of this restriction. The 
timings will be revised suitably when the 
restriction is removed.

(c) Foreigners registration Officers have 
been empowered to grant extensions for a 
period not exceeding six months stay in India. 
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Loan Applications Received by Branches 

of State Bank In Chamba District

Institutional Loan owed by Monopoly 
Houses

named by the Monopolies Enquiry Commis¬ 
sion along with the duration and repayment 
record.

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) State¬ 
ments enclosed I and II give the required 
information in respect of two all India long 
term financial institutions in the public sector 
namely the industrial Development Bank of 
India and Life Insurance Corporation of India. 
Statements laid on the Table of the House. 
[Placed in Library. See No. LT— 325/71]. Similar 
information in respect of the Industrial Finance 
Corporation of India is being collected and will 
be laid on the Table of the House when avail¬ 
able. 


(b) and (c). Last year Goventtnent announ¬ 
ced its decision that in the case of major indus¬ 
trial projects involving substantial assistance 
from public sector financial institutions, the, 
institutions will, as part of their arrangements, * 
exercise option for converting loan/debenture 
assistance given by them in future into equity 
either wholly or partly within a specified period 
of time. The operational guidelines in this re¬ 
gard have recently been framed and the details 
thereof have been given in reply to Unstarred 
Question No. 774 on 28th May, 1971. 

In respect of loans given in the past, it is 
not proposed to convert all such loans into 
equity but the financial institutions concerned 
would have discretion to negotiate conversion 
if there is a default, each case being settled on 
its own merits by negotiations with the indus¬ 
trial concerns. These principles will apply to 
all industrial concerns in the private sector 
including the ones belonging to the 75 Mono¬ 
poly Houses listed in the monopolies Inquiry 
Commission Report. 

Before sanctioning any assistance to an 
industrial concern belonging to a Large Indus¬ 
trial House, financial bodies are endeavouring 
to ensure that the industrial concern in ques¬ 
tion has satisfactorily explored all other normal 
ways of raising finance e. g. by issuing share 
capital or debentures to the public, without 
underwriting by the financial bodies. Where 
assistance is given by the financial bodies, it 
will be ensured that the funds thus provided 
are not diverted to other closely connected 
concerns to acquire control over other companies 
through inter-corporate investment. Subject 
to these necessary precautions, financial assis¬ 
tance by public sector financial institutions 
will continue to be available to any concern 
for genuine productive purposes. 

Arrears of Income Tax Amounting to 
more than Rupees One Lakh

The infoi mation 
asked for about the names of defaulters against 
whome Income-tax arrears amounting to more 
than Rs. 1 lakh are outstanding is not readily 
available and its collection requiring scrutiny 
of more than 4000 assessment records will 
involve considerable time and labour. 

However, if the Hon’blc member desires to 
have the information regarding any specific. 
asscssee(s) the same can he made available. 

Archaeological Excavation at Ambari in 
Gauhati City 

1391. SHRIMATIJYOTSNA CHANDA : 
Will the Minister of EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE be pleased to state : 

(a) whether archaeological excavations now 
being carried out at Ambari in the Gauhati 
City have been yielding interesting finds and 
that the ruins at Ambari are in the need of 
elaborate protcction-cum-preservalion mea¬ 
sures ; and 

(b) if so, whether Government propose to 
take up the matter before further damage is 
done by rains and floods ? 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND MINISTER OF 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI 
S1DDHARTHA SHANKAR RAY) : (a) and 
(b). The Government of Assam and Univer¬ 
sity of Gauhati who conducted excavation at 
Ambari in 1969 and later in collaboration 
with the Deccan College Post-graduate and 
Research Institute, Poona, in 1970, have un¬ 
earthed interesting finds and structural remains 
of two periods one dating from the 7th to the 


12th century and the other from the I3th to 
the 17th century. The site appears to have 
remains also of an earlier period but these 
could not be explored due to the high sub-soil 
water-tabic. Since the ancient site is not cen¬ 
trally protected, it is the responsibility of the 
Slate Government to protect and conserve the 
site. However, when the Survey was 
approached after the first season’s work in 
May 1969, State Government was advised of 
the interim measures required for the preser¬ 
vation of the excavated remains. The State 
Government has not approached the Survey 
again in the matter. Technical assistance and 
advice will be rendered by the Survey as and 
when required. 

Aircraft of Indian Airlines forced to 
Land at Lilabari, Assam 

1392. SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHAS-

Indian Airlines Fokker Friendship 
aircraft VT-DWU, while operating a sche¬ 
duled flight, with 27 passengers and crew of 
five on board, hit a bird just before landing 
at Lilabari. 

The landing was made satisfactorily and 
there was no injury to the passengers or crew. 
The aircraft was inspected after landing and 
the radar dome and some parts of the fuselage 
were found damaged. Repairs are in hand. 

Branches opened by Nationalised Banka In 
Assam

19th July, 1969 and 31st March 1971, 41 new 
offices have been opened in Assam (including 
Meghalaya) by the 14 nationalised banks. 

(b) The number of new offices opened by 
the 14 banks in Gujarat and Punjab during the 
same period was 250 and 73 respectively. 

(c) Under the programme drawn up so far 
about 40 more new offices are expected to be 
opened by commercial banks in Assam during 
the current year. In order to provide a basis 
for planning the expansion of branches. Reserve 
Bank has impressed upon the banks designa¬ 
ted as Lead banks fot different districts to pay 
more attention to the relatively backward 
districts. Further ptogramme of branch 
expansion in Assam would be drawn up as 
soon as surveys of all the districts are com¬ 
pleted.

SIIRI INDR VJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : As the 
hon. Minuter has said, the most important thing 
that concerns this matter is the question of 
taking timely preventive measures. May I 
know whether it is a fact, as is widely rumou¬ 
red, that the hospitals in Delhi do not keep 
with them regular stocks of anti-polio vaccine 
as a matter of course, and it is only after the 
outbreak of an epidemic like the present one 
that a search is made to get hold of vaccine 
from wherever it is available s’ If that is so, 
whether any steps will be taken to see that 
in future, hospitals do carry with them at 
least a minimum stock of anti-polio vaccine 
which will be available whenever required ? 

Secondly, there is nothing to ensure that 
the incidence of this epidemic will be confined 
within Delhi. These are things which can be 
carried and transmitted from place to place 
by various forms of infection. Therefore, I 
would like to know whether the Government 
is thinking of taking special steps to secure a 
larger stockpile of vaccines so that in case this 
epidemic reveals itself in any other part of the 
country, stocks can be rushed there in good 
time. 

My last point is this. He has 
generally said that the incidence is 
found in slum areas or in unhygie¬ 
nic areas and so on. Have they made any 
assessment from the cases which have been 
repoted by the various hospitals in the loca¬ 
lities from which the patients have been 
brought ? I ask this because in Delhi there 
are a number of hospitals of different types; 
for example, there are the railway hospitals ; 
there are the military hospitals ; there is the 
Corporation hospital; there is the General 
Hospital. Then there are some institutions 
under the CGHS. Then there is the indepem 




i^\K 'SWSSUS- 'BSS8KV.

There has been a regular plan 
not only for import but for local production 
and for distribution. So far as import is con¬ 
cerned, some Bombay firms have been given 
recently some licences also, and two impor¬ 
ters DeCruz Corporation, Bombay, and 
Chandramohan, Ltd., Bombay, have been 
importing. The DeCruz Corporation had 
advertised in the newspapers, particularly in 
South India, where there was a heavy demand 
for vaccines sometime ago, that the vaccine 
was available with them in adequate quanti¬ 
ties.

RE : SITUATION IN WEST BENGAL 

SHRI M.KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiruchi- 
rapalli) : Sir, I want to invite your 
attention to a very serious matter about the 
situation in West Bengal. There is a serious 
condition in respect of the refugee camps. 
The seriousness can be well understood from 
this fact. The Chief Minister of West Bengal 
is a very sober and reasonable gentleman. 
He has sent an SOS to the Government of 
India, threatening to resign, if proper help is 
not forthcoming quickly. The house expects 
the Prime Minister to make a statement imme¬ 
diately. May I know whether any responsible 
minister would make a statement on this ? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : (Howrah) 
I support him. I have received a telegram 
from Mr. Mohammed Ismail, M. P. saying : 

“Inhuman torture let loose by the Industrial 
Security Force on Durgapur workers.. ” 

MR. SPEAKER : You should have given 
some notice about it. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Calling 
attention has been refused. Will you allow 
the calling attention ? An abnormal situation 
has developed there. There is stoppage of 
work and 55 men injured. 

MR. SPEAKER: I can not assure him 
anything now. There should be proper notice. 
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SHRI ATAL B1HAKI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : About the refugee problem, 
we have given notice asking for a short dura¬ 
tion discussion. The situation is serious. * 

MR. SPEAKER : I hope you will convey 
the feelings of the House to the Prime 
Minister. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND HOU¬ 
SING, AND HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
D1KSHIT) : So far as the health side is 
concerned, I am ready to give the information.

MR. SPEAKER : He was asking about the 
resignation threat by the Chief Minister.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : In the MINISTER OF DEFENCE (SHRI 
today’s Statesman, it is said on the front page : JAQJIWAN RAM): I was in Calcutta and I 

“Centre to decide on refugees today. had a discussion with the Chief Minister, the 
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Deputy Chief Minister and Shri Tarun Kanti 
Ghosh. The influx of refugees is very large. 
They are spreading throughout West Bengal. 
They have reached a large number. They 
have reached near the Dum Dum airport and 
they are trying to enter the city of Calcutta. 
Naturally, the West Bengal Government is very 
much concerned about that—the mixing up 
of the refugees with the population there. Of 
course, so far as the responsibility for the 
maintenance and upkeep of the refugees is 
concerned, naturally it is that of the Central 
Government. We are not shirking that res¬ 
ponsibility. Wc will have to look after that. 
What the West Bengal Government want is 
that the refugees in the camps should be kept 
in such a way that they do not mix with the 
people and create law and order problem. 
Because, the feeling in the country is so much 
pro-Bangla Desh that any speech against 
fiangla Desh or pro-Pakistan will naturally 
create tension in the country and the Bengal 
Government is very much concerned about 
that. About the resignation and other things, 
1 am not aware of them. They did not men¬ 
tion anything. We discussed how to devise 
ways and means to meet the situation. 

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA : What about 
the cholera epidemic among the refugees ? 

SHRI JAGJIWAN RAM: We did not 
discuss that. That is for the Health Minister 
and the Rehabilitation Minister. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have fixed a Calling 
Attention Motion on this. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai) : Sir, I 
have written to you about this. This has 
appeared in the press. I have received numer¬ 
ous telegrams from different areas that already 
cholera epidemic has broken out and it is 
spreading to the different districts. Already 
the four districts of 24 Parganas, Malda, West 
Dinajpur and Nadia had a toll of at least 5,000 
and it is spreading. Sir, you say you have 
admitted the Calling Attention. According to 
the procedure that is followed in this House it 
is possible to take up the matter today at 5.30 
p. m. The matter is very urgent and impor¬ 
tant and we must know from the government 
what they are doing. Thousands of people are 
losing their lives and we hear from Radio 
Australia, from New Zealand and we read in 


the Times that many countrin^ are sending 
vaccines. Yet, this Government do not come 
out even with a statement. The matter is 
very (urgent. Tomorrow is’ Saturday and so it 
could be taken up only on Monday. Already,'* 
5000 deaths have taken place. I would suggest 
that the matter should be taken up today it¬ 
self. . ( interruptions ) This government has no 
right to continue in oliice.... ( interruptions ) 

MR. SPEAKER : He cannot go on speak¬ 
ing like that every lime. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT : Sir, 

I can understand the concern and anxiety of 
this House. We are faced with a serious situa¬ 
tion and the influx of refugees goes on increa¬ 
sing rapidly. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM : Not 
merely influx but there is the epidemics. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT : This 
epidemics is because of the large number of 
people coming in. If the influx is at this rate, 
not only medicines but nothing could be 
supplied. That is the point I am trying to 
make. Since yesterday afternoon I have been 
in constant touch with our Officers in Calcutta. 
We have made every possible arrangement. 
They said they immediately need saline bottles. 
We have made arrangements. Immediately 
10,000 bottles will be delivered to them. 
There is a stock there itself. Only testing has 
to be done, which takes a little time. Then they 
need molar lactate. That is also being arrang¬ 
ed. They have adequate arrangements for 
medical supplies. Regarding mobile hospital 
we have alerted everybody and another 
mobile hospital is being sent. Then, teams of 
doctors and nurses are also being sent. We 
needed vehicles for transport of medicine and 
patients and so on. For that also we have 
made arrangements with Defence and Rail¬ 
ways. Therefore, so far as these things are 
concerned, every human effort is being made. 

But I have information, as I began by say¬ 
ing, that hundreds of people—I do not say, 
alt of them—when they cross in a famished and 
hungry condition, fall down dead literally. I 
have been trying to contact everybody con¬ 
cerned and they say that the condition in 
which they come is such that they are other¬ 
wise alto hardly able tp survive. That is die 
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[Shri Uma Shanker Dikshit]

SHRI GHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar) : Mr. Speaker, Sir.... 

MR. SPEAKER i Mr. Pilio Mody, thank 
you very much for sending your regrets. But 
that is in a typical characteristic way of your 
own. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, some years ago, Pandit Nehru 
with his characteristic and philosophical 
farsightedness wrote: 

“Our major difficulties in India arc 
due to the fact that we consider our prob¬ 
lems, economic, social, industrial, agricul¬ 
tural, commercial, within the framework of 
of existing conditions. Within that frame¬ 
work and retaining the privileges and special 
status that are part of it, they become im¬ 
possible of solution. Even if some patch- 
work solution is arrived at under stress of 
circumstances, it does not and cannot last. 

The old problems continue and new pro¬ 
blems, or new aspects of old problems, are 
added to them. This approach of ours is 
partly due to tradition and old habit, but 
essentially it is caused by the steel frame 
which holds together the ramshackle struc¬ 
ture.” 


These words of Pandit Nehru said long 
years ago hold good even today. 

Though we have not completely overcome 
these old habits, in recent years and in recent 
months, we in our party and in the Govern* 
ment, have waged a relentless struggle to 
overcome these old habits and to tread new 
paths. 

A National Budget is not merely a grand 
sum-total of Receipts and Expenditure. It is, I 
may say, an effective instrument for advancing 
our accepted national objectives of establishing 
a truly socialist and egalitarian society’ where 
social tensions, arising out of the wide gap 
between the affluent and the poor should be 
resolved and should be reduced. 

Viewed from this angle, I have no doubt, 
and without fear of any contradiction, I may 
say, that this Union Budget for 1971-72 breaks 
many new grounds. Herein one finds promises 
not being broken, but, being pursued absolutely 
and resolutely. How can those who are com¬ 
mitted to the people, that party and that 
Government, afford to break the promises and 
so soon after the recent massive mandate from 
the people ? 

During the last few years we, is this Parlia¬ 
ment have always been pressing upon the 
Government this fact that the under-valuation 
of property has always been a source of leakage 
of money and leakage of the source of income 
for this Government. Here in this Budget we 
find certain steps taken in this direction. Under¬ 
valuation of property is a means to evade 
wealth-tax, capital gains tax and estate duties. 
Black money circulates through this process 
and becomes white money in due course of 
time, evading the taxes in that process. 

Here, in this Budget, Government proposes 
to move a Bill during the current session of 
Parliament, to acquire the necessary power for 
acquiring properties at the prices corresponding 
to what are recorded in the Sales Deeds. This 
is a welcome measure. 

Sometime ago, I had been to the Kulu and 
the Manali valley. There, you will be surprised 
to know, 75 per cent of the orchards which 
ought to belong to the'poor people, are in the 


tlntroduced with the recommendation of the President.. 
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hands of the big monopoly house. The mono¬ 
poly houses have diverted their black money to 
purchase those orchards at cheaper rates, and 
now they form their own property. If this 
process continues, I fear, in another 3 years’ 
time, no native man living in Kulu and Manali 
would have any land of his own. 

A welcome step which the Budget outlines 
is the decision of the Government to sponsor 
legislation in the current session of Parliament 
to discourage benami holdings of property and 
this should also apply to the benami holdings of 
shares. 

The proposal to transfer the work regarding 
the recovery of the arrears of Estate Duty from 
the State Government to the Income-tax De¬ 
partment at the Centre,—though belated,—is a 
good step. 

The proposal for strengthening the valuation 
cell for making valuation of buildings for 
wealth tax purposes is also a good measure. 
Decisions to take steps for checking the leakage 
of foreign exchange through manipulation of 
invoice values and to review the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Regulation Act to plug the loopholes 
that are existing arc also welcome measures 
which the House also wanted to have. 

It has been very firmly stated that the basis 
of tax has to be the size of income or wealth, 
irrespective of whether it is derived from 
agricultural or non-agricultural sources. 
Government cannot afford to ignore the 
growing inequalities in the rural areas. 
Government should take immediate measures 
to achieve this objective as announced in the 
budget speech. 

The rate of surcharge in the case of indivi¬ 
dual incomes and families is being increased. 
The tax on capital gains is being increased. The 
incidence of tax on long-term capital gains in 
the case of companies is also proposed to be 
increased. Wealth tax rate has been increased. 
The exemption from wealth tax and the exemp¬ 
tion available for household or personal 
jewellery and for shares forming part of initial 
capital issues is also being withdrawn. For the 
purpose of tax exemption in the case of new 
industrial undertakings, debentures and long¬ 
term borrowings are being excluded. The 
concessional tax treatment of dividends received 


by foreign coihpanics is also tein^discontinued. 
Further, a ceiling has been fixed on the re¬ 
muneration of company employees at Rs. 6000 
per <month including the perquisites. These 
and such other measures have definitely given** 
a new thrust to our policy of reducing social 
inequalities. They are definitely people-oriented 
and are aimed at curbing the rich and the 
ailluent. 

Some hon. Members have said that the 
Lyon’s Range is happy and has reacted very 
favourably to this budget. If the Lyon’s Range 
is happy today, it is because, if 1 may say so, 
they have not been able to understand the 
wider implications of the budget, which they 
will come to understand about ten or twelve 
days hence or perhaps from next year. When a 
sheep goes to the killkhana, whether it smiles or 
weeps, how does it matter? If today the 
Lyon’s Range smiles, I believe that tomorrow 
they may weep. So, that should not be a 
criterion for judging the budget of a nation. 

The only question that haunts the minds of 
the people and also my mind is this. Will the 
Government and the machinery at its disposal 
be able to implement all these measures fully 
and with the utmost strictness and speed so 
that the tax-dodgers do not take recourse to 
new ways for evading the incidence of these 
tax measures in the coming months and years ? 
Will the Government come forward with the 
promised Bills immediately during this session ? 
Every day we hear that the promised Bill for 
abolition of privileges and privy purses is 
coming. Every day we hear that the promised 
Bill to amend the right to property is being 
prepared and prepared very strongly, but days 
and days are passing and yet the Bills have not 
come, and the people are becoming impatient. 
Merely telling us that the Bills are coming is 
not enough. Since the current session is a long 
one, I hope that we shall see these Bills present¬ 
ed before this House during this session, I am 
reminded of the famous tragedy by Dante and 
the story of Penelope. Penelope was waiting to 
meet her beloved, and he had been cursed. He 
had been weaving the net for the whole day 
and if the net were completed the beloved 
would return. But what happened was that 
Penelope used to weave the net every day but 
by the evening it used to get torn, and 
naturally, the beloved never returned. I hop$ 
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we ihall not be like Penelopes waiting to get 
those promised Bills here. 

• 

«' I take this opportunity to bring to the notice 
of the Finance Minister and the Government 
some aspects of financing of the private cor¬ 
porate sector which need to be thoroughly 
gone into, since our declared objective is that 
the affluent sections of the society should bear 
a bigger burden of our taxes. The total paid- 
up capital of the private corporate sector in 
1969-70 came to Rs. 3574 crores. 

The Industrial Finance Corporation, the 
Industrial Credit and Investment Corporation, 
the Industrial Development Bank, the State 
Finance Corporation, the State Industrial 
Development Corporations, the Life Insurance 
Corporation, the Unit Trust of India, the 
nationalised banks and the nationalised general 
insurance companies-all these have almost paid 
75 percent of the capital of the companies. 
Another 22 per cent came from the public. 90 
per cent of the loans flowed from the public 
financial institutions. In some cases, the pro* 
portion of loan to equity was as high as in the 
ratio of five to one so far as the private sector 
are concerned. Therefore, will it be wrong on 
the part of our people and myself, if I ask a 
question, straightforward, and put it to the 
Government and the Ministry ? The question 
is, how much private is the private sector in 
this country ? I hope the Government will 
give some thought to it and answer it: how 
much private is the private capital. I hope you 
can see that the difference is as between Shri 
Piloo Mody and myself ? That is the difference 
between the private sector and the public 
sector. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : I do 
not know what makes him public property, 
frankly. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI i I 
have brought it to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment, so far as the borrowing side of the public 
sector is concerned. Now, if you look at it as 
to how they apportion the gross earnings, you 
can see the difference, as between Shri Mody 
and myself. How do they apportion the gross 
earnings? The amount deducted towards 
depreciation was worth Rs. 181 crores in 1961- 
62 j it went up to Rs. 385*crores in the year 


1968-69. It has gone up still further. Similar 
is the case with regard to inventories: how 
they are added up and then dividends are dis* 
tributed. The provision for depreciation was 
50.3 per cent in 1960-61. In 1961-62, it went 
up to 52.2 per cent; in 1961-63, it increased 
to 58.6 per cent. In 1963-64, it in creased to 
58.6 per cent. In 1964-65, it increased to 60.7 
per cent, and so on and so forth. The depre¬ 
ciation charges, if you look into the case of the 
USA and the UK, do not exceed more than 20 
to 25 per cent. Take the case of the USA. 
The internal sources of finance are most impor¬ 
tant in the USA, constituting 65 per cent to 70 
per cent, so far as the corporate private com¬ 
panies are concerned, of the total corporate 
funds. It is also the same in the United King¬ 
dom. In these countries, the relative impor¬ 
tance of internal sources for company financing 
is increasing every year. 

Whereas in our country, earnings are appor* 
tioned towards huge depreciation, inventories 
and dividends, and even retained profits do not 
go in for productive capital formation. Why 
not nationalise all these and get more revenues 
from the private corporate sector? I hope 
they are in a position to provide another Rs. 
200 crores for our public finances. Therefore I 
urge upon the Government that the financial 
structure and borrowings pattern of the private 
corporate sector should be thoroughly examin¬ 
ed and rationalised. 

Now, I want to quote some relevant obser¬ 
vations made by our Prime Minister. Inaugu¬ 
rating the 51st Aunual General Meeting of the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce and Indus¬ 
try in December, 1970, she asked the business¬ 
men of this country thus s 

“Growth ait what cost i Any cost ? At 

the cost of the people ? If it is at the cost of 

the people at large, are they going to sit 

back and just watch it helpless ?” 

She said that many observers from of 

classical free enterprise often call Indian busi¬ 
nessmen rentiers rather than entrepreneurs. 
She said with a protected market where buyeres 
chase goods and current rates of dividends and 
market quotations indicating that profits are 
good, a certain temporary rise in costs should 
not be so upsetting. Up to a point, the cost 
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increases should be absorbed. I would like to 
know whether they are going to do so. 

Sir, lastly, I must submit before the Govern¬ 
ment one thing. As you hear the population ex- 
plo sion, as you have heard about the rise in pri¬ 
ce explosion, there is a kind of debt explosion so 
far as our country is concerned, in the matter 
of its economy. The biggest challenging task 
before our country today is the burden of exter¬ 
nal debt. If I may say so, it is a debt explo¬ 
sion. Gunar Myrdal, in his latest book The 
Chdlmge of World poverty, has highlighted the 
problem and he has mentioned about India 
also. He has said : 

“The development of trade and of capi¬ 
tal movement has resulted in the problem 
of rising debt burden of underdeveloped 
countries. It is calculated that the accumu¬ 
lative debts of these countries have increased 
from 10 billion dollars in 1950 to 40 billion 
dollars in 1965 and that they are continuing 
to increase and will increase in future years 
also.” 

Annual payments of interest and amortisa¬ 
tion over the same period have increased from 
0.8 billion dollars to about 3.6 billion dollars. 
The ratio of debt service payments to export 
return rose from less than 4 per cent in the 
middle fifties to 9 per cent in 1965. It can be 
foreseen that if present trends continue all the 
gross inflows of capital will be swallowed up by 
the outflows, including the debt service some¬ 
time in the early seventies. From today’s ans¬ 
wer to a question it appears that more than 
40 per cent of India’s exports are going to be 
kept for debt services. By 1975, it may go up 
to 55 per cent. This is a very serious situation. 

This year’s budget has definitely given a 
thrust so far as our declared objectives are con¬ 
cerned. After making all these submission, I 
have a right to appeal to the Government that 
it is better to look into the conditions of the 
common man today, so far as the levies on 
bread, coarse cloth and kerosene are concerned. 
Keeping in view the support that the middle- 
class, the working population and a vast majo¬ 
rity of the people have given to 
.us, I hope the minister will try to reconsider 
these levies.. There are other ways of getting 
resources. By redising income-tax arrears and 
by a little tightening up of efforts in some other 


avenues, there is no doubt we can* increase our 
resources. Every effort should be made to 
mobilise resources, so that wc can keep up our 
planned expenditure, programme of providing', 
employment to million* of people and also bear 
the burden of Bangla Desn refugees. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Members from Congress 
benches should hereafter confine their remarks 
to 10 or 12 minutes. Regarding yesterday’s 
walkout by Mr. Naval Kishore, he was good 
enough to express regret. I thank him very 
much. Shri Patel. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka) : Sir, 

I rise to offer my observations on the budget 
presented by the hon. Finance Minister on the 
28th May. This budget has been variously 
characterised by the members who have 
spoken before me. After a careful study of the 
minister's speech and the various budget propo¬ 
sals, I have come to the conclusion that the 
Finance Minister was not quite clear in his 
own mind as to the direction which he wished 
to give to the economy of the country through 
this budget. Therefore, this is in many ways 
a most disappointing budget. One had hoped 
that this budget would indicate in unambi¬ 
guous terms how exactly the Government was 
proposing to achieve the major promise that 
the ruling party had made to the electorate, 
viz., garibi hatao. The present budget would 
have then done a very real service. In a real 
sense it would have been indicative of the line 
which the future budgets would be taking. 

The Prime Minister, becoming somewhat 
more realistic after the elections, stated soon 
after the elections that garibi hatao, to remove 
poverty was not something that can be done 
overnight; it would take time. I think that 
is perfectly understandable. But it is equally 
clear that it can only be banished if there is a 
well-thought-out kind of mini perspective plan 
which one is determined to implement during 
the period that lies before the next elections. 
No one, not even the Finance Minister would 
venture to claim that there is anything in 
the nature of such a plan adumbrated in the 
present budget. 

Before I go further I think it is essential to 
make it clear that my party’s aims are no 
different from those of the ruling party. 
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The Swatantra Party alio -want* to reduce the 
disparities between the wealthy and the poor, 
* raise the standard of living of the people and 
give them social security. Our Constitution 
too, in perhaps more meaningful terms, has 
said in its preamble that the goals that we 
should set before ourselves are justice, social, 
economic and political, and equality of status, 
and opportunity. Where we differ is in our 
idea over the ways in which these goals are to 
be achieved. State ownership and state con¬ 
trol, which is what we mean India by socia¬ 
lism, is one way of achieving them. We in the 
Swatantra Party do not think these to be the 
right instruments. We would rely far more on 
the initiative and enterprise of the individual. 
We do not question the fact that there are 
areas in which public interest is best served 
by State ownership. By and large, as we see 
it, the area of public ownership would relate 
to enterprises which provide the infra-structure 
necessary for the development.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72—GENERAL 
DISCUSSION— Contd. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : Sir, I was saying 
that there were nine paragraphs in the Budget 
speech of the Finance Minister which give an 
indication of the reorientation of policies 
which he is seeking to achieve through this 
Budget. But the extraordinary thing is that 
the Budget proposals in themselves do not 
appear to be designed to achieve this reorienta- 
lion. He says 

“The massive mandate which this 
Government received from the people three 
months ago was a mandate for socialism, 
a mandate for rapid economic growth 


matched by increased social justice. There 
can be little doubt that social justice must 
begin with increasing the opportunities of 
job and work for every one.” 

After referring to the various steps already 
taken by his Government including the crash 
programme and the provision of Rs. 25 crores 
that has been made for employment of the 
educated, he proceeds to say : 

“The largest stimulus to employment 
can, however, come only by increasing the 
tempo of economic activity all round. It is 
therefore, essential that expenditure 
under the Plan is maintained at projected 
levels and that no shortfalls occur.” 

He, therefore, proceeds to make slightly larger 
provisions for the Plan while, at the sametime, 
saying that he will lay emphasis on the timely 
implementation of Plan projects for which 
budgetary provision is being made. 

Then, he proceeds to indicate the rest of 
the philosophy underlying his Budget in the 
following words: 

“Faster growth and greater social justice 
will be elusive goals unless persuaded in 
a milieu of relative price stability. We can 
scarcely ignore the adverse effects of un¬ 
abated price increases on both investment 
and income distribution. Inilation also 
dislocates attempts to increase the efficiency 
of production and to lower unit cost which 
in turn affects exports. There is, therefore, 
for continuous vigilance. The derive 
for a faster rate of growth in this sense, 
therefore, blends with the parallel goal of 
achieving price stability.” 

It is an entirely unexceptionable statement of 
philosophy and the objectives. But when I 
look at the proposals, I find nothing in them 
that is designed to ensure either a faster rate of 
growth of our economy or price stability. 
Indeed, the various taxation proposals, both 
direct and indirect, are all such as must neces¬ 
sarily result in reduced capacity for saving 
both by individuals and by the corporate 
sector. This in its turn must necessarily reduce 
the capacity of the private sector for invest¬ 
ment. It may be argued, as has in fact been 
done, that the saving having been diverted 
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the developmetit and expansion of the public 
sector. But then there should have been 
proposals for achieving (his. They are not 
there. 

Without entering into any controversy about 
which sector should dominate, it is clearly 
most essentia] that the enterprises in both the 
sectors should be efficiently run and, where in 
an industry both public and private enter¬ 
prises exist, by showing no partiality to the 
public enterprise or enterprises, Government 
should ensure maximum efficiency for them all 
through competition among themselves. 

One such industry is the shipping industry 
which is a typical industry where both private 
and public enterprises exist side by side and 
both are going to be seriously affected by the 
withdrawal of the development rebate. The 
growth of that industry which as a big foreign 
exchange earner and for other national secu¬ 
rity reasons also is an industry we should 
cherish and nurture, will be greatly handi¬ 
capped by the withdrawal of the development 
rebate after May, 1974. 

Incidentally, the industry will be faced with 
immediate difficulties because of the fact that 
it has to enter into commitment for new ships 
years ahead and most of the ships it has 
already on order are due to be delivered only 
after 1974. Special consideration, I dare say, 
might be given and should be given to those 
ships that are on order. But the question 
really is whether wc desire growth of die 
industry or not. The growth of a vital industry 
like this is bound to be affected and, I am 
afraid, most other industries will also be 
affected. 

Again, the decision to impose a tax on 
foreign travel is likely to hit hard an industry 
like the shipping in which shipping companies 
often have to sendfull complements of crew and 
officers for replacement of absent crew at 
foreign posts. I hope, as and when orders 
arc issued and rules framed, power will be 
taken to give exemption in such cases. 

I « h*l* now turn to the other major objec¬ 
tive of the Finance Minister. Without plenti¬ 
ful employment, talk of social justice becomes 
rather meaningless. The Rs. 50 crore crash 


programme for rural employment and the 
Rs. 25 crore programme for assisting the 
educated unemployed is scarcely likely to help 
in any significant manner. No concrete ' 
schemes have been worked out even in regard 
to these two projects and it will take far more 
money to make a worthwhile impression. I 
would venture to say that the Finance Minister 
would have done well to have given consideration 
to the proposal that the Swatantra party had 
made of a larger programme of road construction 
and house-building, say, of the order of Rs. 250 
crores. Had such a programme been taken in 
hand or could be taken in band without delay in 
every part of the country it would have given 
employment of an appreciable scale both to the 
educated and to the rest, fulfilled the very 
essential needs of the people, and given in the 
bargain a big fillip to the entire economy. 

One welcome statement in the Budget 
speech of the Finance Minister is that which 
promises simplification of the procedure for 
assessing Income-tax and other Direct Taxes. 1 
hope that in practice too, the intention will be 
fulfilled. Generally there is today far more 
delay than appears necessary and far more 
reluctance is displayed by officers to exercise 
discretion vested in them. The vast majority 
of those who arc liable to pay Direct Taxes 
are not desirous of evading payment of what 
is due from them. The attitude towards them, 
should be helpful and understanding, but, 
instead, they too are treated as if they are 
hardened tax-criminals. I hope that the 
Finance Minister will enjoin the adoption of a 
healthier attitude. 

In the same way, I congratulate the Finance 
Minister on his decision to simplify the exis¬ 
ting complicated rate structure of Import 
Duties. This will greatly assist the importers 
as also the customs authorities. In the admi¬ 
nistration of customs also, considerable degree 
of rigidity has crept in and there are consider¬ 
able delays and delays are costly not only 
to the individual or businessmen concerned, 
but also to the country’s economy. 

One thing that has surprised me is the 
absence of any reference to economy. Conti¬ 
nuous vigilance is essential, for, it is so easy 
to go on expanding without taking care, at the 
«gm» time, to cut out or reduce staff of orga- 
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Dilations which have substantially or wholly 
completed the work for which they had been 
created. 

Finally, I would like to draw attention to 
two other important matters. Since Direct 
Taxes have pretty well reached their ceiling, 
it is Indirect Taxation on which we shall have 
to rely very largely for further resources. But 
great care needs to be exercised in the selection 
of the items. What has been done regularly 
year after year for the last few years has al¬ 
ready imposed very heavy burden on a very 
deserving section of our people—the middle 
class and the salaried class. Their continued 
existence is vital for democracy. Unfortuna¬ 
tely, no one has yet ventured to define with 
any degree of precision as to who constitute 
the middle class. Without venturing to define 
I would say that those people whose income 
today is in the neighbourhood of a couple of 
thousand a month are people who cannot be 
said to be really well of. In terms of real 
money today that means only an income of 
Rs. 500 when we became independent or even 
le»s. I mention this only to enable us to have 
a proper perspective in these matters. They 
arc just at a level at which they can live 
moderately comfortably and give satisfactory 
education to their children. These are the 
people, however, who are back-bone of the 
nation. 

The other important question also relates to 
another set of people who constitute the back¬ 
bone of the nation. Somehow, there still pre¬ 
vails in a very large section of our people the 
idea that the burden of taxation on the rural 
area is much lighter than what it should have 
been or be. They forget that the total income of 
those who reside in rural areas is much 
lower and the total capacity to shoulder taxa¬ 
tion is also, therefore, much less. If some few 
farmers are well off and do not have to pay 
any direct taxes, it docs not mean that the 
agriculturists a$ a class are let off lightly. The 
burden of indirect taxation oil those who are 
residing in the rural areas, according to a recent 
study which I have seen, is pretty nearly as 
heavy as that on those living in urban areas, if 
we take account of their relative incomes. More¬ 
over, we must not forget that rain is still the 
dispenser of agricultufa! prosperity as also 
indeed the prosperity of the country. Apart 


from the uncertainty of the tain, the agricul¬ 
turists have to face a whole variety of uncer¬ 
tainties. In spite of pesticides and fertilisers; 
the farmer does not always escape severe loss 
of or damage to his crop. Certainly, there is 
scope for imposing some heavier burden on 
larger farmers but that cannot be through the 
instrumentality of income-tax as some appear 
to consider. It will have to be some other 
more practicable thing. I am glad that the 
Finance Minister has not imposed any special 
burdens on the agriculturists, although he has 
succumbed to the pressure by levying a duty 
on tractors. I would only urge that rather than 
let the question of agricultural taxation drift, 
it should be studied carefully and objectively, 
not by biased economists living in Delhi or 
Bombay but by economists as well as adminis¬ 
trators and other experts who are familiar 
with rural conditions and the conditions in 
which the farmers labour and prosper. 

Before I conclude, I would like to refer 
to what is taking place in Bengla Desh and as a 
consequence in West Bengal and what is likely 
to effect even larger areas of this country. The 
burden of the influx of such large numbers of 
refugees in this country is going to be enormous. 
It cannot but disrupt our economy. It has only 
made a beginning. Already, we are confron¬ 
ted with all variety of problems which at the 
present moment may affect only the refugees 
but which are going to affect our own people. 
The size of the influx, I am told, is anv 
where between 5 and 6 million, and it will 
go on rising before any solution is found 
to a much larger figure ; and there is no 
solution, political or other, in sight. Wc 
have made efforts to persuade the international 
community and to develop international 
interest in the whole situation, but we see that 
for a variety of reasons, that interest is very 
subdued. Even humanitarian considerations 
do not appear to have moved countries j they 
may have moved peoples but not the 
governments of their countries. For us, 
therefore, to wait for a solution until they 
wake up to the seriousness of the situation is 
to commit the gravest possible error for which 
we would have to pay almost an impossible 
price. We cannot go on facing the economic 
burden of 6 miHon refugees, which may grow 
to 10 millions, for any length of time. 
It is almost like saying that we should be 
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prepared to find a thousand crores of rupees 
extra. We can only do so by stopping 
our development efforts. Can we afford to 
do that ? If we cannot afford to do that, can 
we impose additional tax burden of that 
magnitude ? We cannot. How then does 
this country expect to face up to this burden 
and carry this burden ? Why does not the 
Government face this question frontally ? 
The Finance Minister has taken a reasonable 
assessment on such data he might have had in 
front of him on the date on which he prepared 
his budget and he has allotted as Rs. 60 crores 
for looking after the refugees. It is clear now 
that this is going to be an under-estimate ; no 
doubt he will come with a supplementary 
budget. But his entire budget will be thrown out 
of gear. Has he started thinking about it ? Can 
this question be solved only by talking, by 
waiting to sec if somebody else comes and 
solves it. Has the time not arrived when 
we should see if wc cannot find a solution 
for this with our own strength, with 
our own determination ? This is the 
most important question. I have referred 
to it today because it is going to affect 
vitally the budget and the economy of our 
country. 

Before concluding 1 shall once again say 
this. Though one tends to be carried away by 
sentiment and emotion, let this at least be 
borne in mind that our efforts should be to 
level up and not to level down. The policies 
we follow should not merely be to see that 
profit is not made. Profit is the incentive 
which makes people work. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The hon. 
Member may conclude. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Since I have not more 
time, I- shall conclude by saying that our 
efforts should not be to level down but to 
level up. Taxes undoubtedly are the life blood 
of Governments. But as has well been said the 
blood the Government’s taxes, are after all 
drawn from the arteries of the tax payer 
and therefore it is iucumbent on the 
Government to see that when that trans¬ 
fusion is done, it is governed by principles of 
social justice and fairness rather than by con¬ 
siderations of political expediency. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): I was 
raptly hearing nicely worded preamble of the 


budget speech with a lot of spcialitt postu¬ 
lates ; at that time I have not had the idea 
that the sting was in the tail. Indirect tax 
measures which were announced appearced to 
me that this Budget is not a gharibi hatao. 
which they professed but gharibi badao. I do 
not want to use slogans. In reality the indirect 
taxes will really rob the middle class people 
and wage earners who have meagre incomes 
and will add to their daily burden and inflate 
their monthly budgets. 

I have the temptation to analyse the whole 
mechanics and dynamics of the budget from 
socialist perspective but I refrain from doing 
so because this budget is based on unrealistic 
foundation. On one calculation, the gap is 
only Rs. 220 crores. Of course they provide 
only Rs. 60 crores for the refugers and they 
hope to get about an additional Rs. 25 
crores. Will the Government be able to tackle 
the massive problem of rrfugees with this sum? 
Their whole basis is unrealistic. I do not 
know whether our Finance Minister was that 
day infected by the wise smiles of our Defence 
Minister. In a meeting the Defence Minister 
was sitting by the side of the Finance Minister 
and the Prime Minister gave the figure ol 15 
lakhs arrivals, I mean refugees. Immediately 
I told the Finance Minister that this figure 
will shoot up to at least ten million refugees. 
The Defence Minister thought that I was 
making a puerile observation. With his great 
wisdom he nodded his head in disapproval and 
was laughing that my apprehensions were the 
result of an alarmist view. Perhaps the 
Finance Minister has been infected by that 
wise laughter or smile or our Defence Minister 
and only then one can explain the allocation 
of Rs. 60 crores. I warn this Government. 
They are going to face structural collapse in 
regard to the socio-economic developmental 
projects of the country. We already have some 
55 lakhs of refugees and from papers we under¬ 
stand that there is a procession of about 15 
lakhs of refugees in only one centre in the 
Nadia district. Minorities in East Bengal are 
on the run. Their total number was 1.20 
crores or 1.25 crores. The fake peace com¬ 
mittees formed by Yahya regime with the 
Muslim Leaguers and Jamait Islam have issued 
directives to people there to exterminate or 
root out all the minorities except sweepers, 
washermen and barbers. What will happen to 
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them? They ate coming out in lakhs and 
millions. The problem is not only of giving 
them food at a cost of Rs. 1.10 paise per day 
without fulfilling any other requirement such 
as shade or sanitation. But even for the mere 
provision of this food 1 do not know whether 
you have made calculations ? In today’s 
papers we read that the Chief Minister of West 
Bengal in a mood of frustration and despera¬ 
tion has sent a letter to the Prime Minister. 
I know it; the Minister may deny it in the 
House. He says that he wilt resign against the 
Central Government’s policy. He wants the 
Centre to take up not only financing the 
refugees but the whole affair of managing 
them. He has suggested that the Army should 
be in charge of this, if paper reports are cor¬ 
rect. That is more dangerous. The suggestion 
of having the whole refugee problem to be 
dealt with by the Army. The Defence Minister 
had no right to make that statement which he 
made; he had waged a war against the refu¬ 
gees. He did not say about the border 
aggression but he went straight to address an 
election meeting. Is this the way of working 
of the Defence Minister ? The whole nation 
is in danger ; our security and national honour 
are in danger and the whole eastern India is 
going to face disaster of an unprecedented 
dimension. The Defence Minister goes straight 
to Dum Dum and then to some place to 
address an election meeting and then he has 
a casual meeting with some Ministers the 
Writers’ Building and comes back to this 
place. He came here and made a full- 
throated statement about the refugee and other 
problems in this House. I do not know. That 
is the reason why I used the words “indefen¬ 
sible Defence Minister” in the morning, and 
said that he failed to discharge his elementary 
duty of defending not only national honour, 
but national security and other problems 
associated with it. 

I am getting almost three or four or five 
telegrams, and letter every day, giving narrow¬ 
ing pictures of the refugees there. Out of 
these 55 lakhs of refugees, nearly 25 lakhs to 
30 lakhs have no shelter. They are in the 
streets ; they arc under the shadow of trees. 
What is happening? Thousands of refugees 
are now swarming towards Calcutta. The 
refugees are almost invading Calcutta. What 


will happen to Calcutta ? Every day you hear 
the reports about killing, murders committed 
on dozens of young men. When these refugees 
flood the city of Calcutta, they will occupy the 
streets ; they will occupy the bazars ; they will 
occupy the schools and colleges. What will be 
the problem ; I think the Finance Minister and 
the Defence Minister can visualise the eventual 
developments in West Bengal. Therefore our 
financial burden will not only be limited to 
the question of giving food and shelter to the 
refugees. Already there is a complete disloca¬ 
tion of trade, business and other economic 
activities in West Bengal. 

Then, this will add to the political problems 
also. Already the administration there has 
virtually collapsed. All the districts magis¬ 
trates, sub-divisional officers and all other 
important officers have nothing to do except deal¬ 
ing with the massive problem of the refugees. 
Therefore, I want to know from the Govern¬ 
ment what is the basis of their calculation of 
only allocating Rs. 60 crores for the refugees. 
My friend has already quoted the figures; 
The figure may shoot up to 1,000 crores of 
rupees for dealing with the problem of 
refugees. 

I hear a very good statement having been 
issued by our Government, that the refugees 
will go back, and that is the reason why they 
are keeping them in the border areas and 
creating all sorts of troubles there. What a 
hope ? It is like some midsummer night’s 
dream. Unless the Pakistan army is completely 
defeated in Bangla Desh, unless Bangla 
Desh is made completely free, unless the secu¬ 
lar nationalism that has developed in Bangla 
Desh, the concept the Bengali nationalism, 
really comes to * exist and also being worked 
out—a new machinery and government— 

AN HON. MEMBER : Is there any 
difference between Indian nationalism and 
Bengali nationalism ? ( Interruption) 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA • Their nationalism 
is based on Bengali culture. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, order. 
Address the Chair please. 
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SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Secular national* 
ism is based on language and culture. 

MR. DEPU TY-SPE AKER : please come 
to the point. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: This vs an im¬ 
portant. point. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: ir it has an 
effect on the budget, please confine to the 
budget. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : There is no possi¬ 
bility or sign of even a single person belonging 
to the minorities returning to Bangla Desh 
unless the conditions are created there for their 
honourable living and also living in peace 
and security in that region. 

Therefore, the question is this. I do not 
know whether the nightmare or apprehension 
of a war with Pakistan is standing in the way 
of really taking effective measures or effective 
steps solve the problem of refugees. If you 
have to solve the problem of the refugees, you 
have to strike at the root. Because for it ; the 
root cause is the brutal atrocities committed 
by the Pakistani army, and also their com¬ 
munal strategy to subvert the secular national¬ 
ism there. They are trying to create communal 
trouble in the whole of West Bengal, Assam 
and Tripura by sending a large number of 
infiltrators, because that will help them to 
win the last battle of Yahya Khan. Therefore, 
Government will have to take courage in both 
hands and take decisive action. Government 
says, the opportune moment has not come. 
Many opportune moments have already 
passed. They are delaying recognition of 
Bangla Desh. I do not say that recognition is 
an end in itself; it is just a means to give them 
all-out assistance for defeating the armed 
occupation of Pakistan in Bangla Desh. If 
that is not done, the refugee problem will spell 
disaster on our economy and our social fabric 
and political complex. The whole of eastern 
India will be in danger. 

I, therefore, conclude by saying that unless 
Government makes bold themselves to take 
decisive steps in regard to the basic issue of 
recognition of Bangla Desh and giving them 
all-out assistance, the edifice of our economy 
and the whole structure of our social develop¬ 


ment projects will collapse aiyi we will have 
to face disaster and perhaps prepare ourselves 
for another interim budget, which will also 
recoil on our common man. 

* 

SHRI SURENDRA MOUANTY (Kendra- 
pat&j : Sir, \V vt\\Y not be uvtcbat\v.sta\e vo 
characterise this budget as a monstrosity, a " 
travesty, a massive betrayal of the massive 
trust that this country had reposed in the 
ruling party. Socialism is never achieved by 
gimmickry, by stunts, by demagogy. It is 
ultimately to be tested on the touchstone of 
a set of objective criteria. 

I ask in all humility: Docs this budget 
propose to control the spiral of rising prices ? 
Does it promise augmentation of growth ? 
Does it offer increated opportunities for em¬ 
ployment ? Does it open up new dimensions 
of social justice ? This only widens the social 
disparity and economic injustice. 

Only this morning, during the Question 
Hour, we were told that the Education Minis¬ 
try had not enough funds to look after its 
commitments even for primary education. But 
the hou. Finance Minister, in a charitable 
disposition and a (it or ioud protestations of 
social justice, proposes to reserve 25 per cent 
of fresh admissions to public schools for meri¬ 
torious students, who will be offered Govern¬ 
ment scholarships. Who are the students 
who go to public schools ? From which strata 
of society do they come ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN) : You have 
not understood it. It really means, we are 
going to give scholarships to those who cannot 
afford to go to public schools ; that means the 
socially lower group. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : I will 
put a different construction on it. I can very 
well follow the English language. But the 
question is from which strata of society people 
send their children to the public schools ? Well, 
you have no money to look after your commit¬ 
ments even for paimary education and yet you 
are offering scholarship to 25 per cent of the 
entrants to the public schools. This is meant 
for the bureaucrats, for affluent Ministers and 
for that section of the affluent society which 
believes in Anglo-Saxon culture. 
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SOME HON. MEMBERS : No, no. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOH/VNTY : You 
may lay ‘no’ but this is a fact and there fs no 
Sjain saying or rejecting a fact. This is an 
instance of the social justice that the hon. 
Finance Minister proposes in this budget. 

None the less, I must say, this budget 
certainly has some good points inasmuch as it 
seeks to remove economic disparities. These 
should not be lost sight of. This budget seeks 
to impose a ceiling on personal income, that is, 
Rs. 5,000 per month and Rs. 1,000 on per¬ 
quisites. 1 would like to know what is the 
perquisite of a Minister. I am told that the 
perquisites of a Minister may run into at least 
Rs. 1 iakh per annum. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Rs. 4.j lakhs. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : Some¬ 
body says Rs. 41 lakhs. I stand corrected. If 
you are going to impose a ceiling on the per¬ 
quisites of officers in the companies, I would 
beg of the hon. Finance Minister that he must 
give a commitment that a ceiling will be 
imposed on the perquisites of the Ministers 
also and that they connot be allowed to run 
away with the huge amount of perquisites in 
the name of socialism- 

Secondly, I would submit that a national 
minimum salary should also be signified so that 
we have an integrated policy of personal 
income. 

This budget enhances taxation on slabs of 
net wealth above Rs. 15 lakhs and proposes a 
rate of tax of 8 per cent on uniform basis, 
which is a welcome measure. Then, this 
budget proposes certain changes on gift tax 
which is welcome. This budget proposes 
various structural changes affecting the in¬ 
cidence of company tax which also we welcome. 
This budget withdraws the tax holiday, 
euphemistically called development rebate. I 
only hope that this withdrawal may not be 
withdrawn on a subsequent date or of a sub¬ 
sequent period under some plea or other. But 
all these and such other proposals of direct tax 
on companies etc. for 1971-72 bring in a 
meagre sum of Rs. 27 crores. 

While all these direct taxation porposals pet 


him only Rs. 27 crores, he imposes Rs. 150 
crores by way of indirect taxes on various items 
from motor spirit to maida, from soap to 
cigarettes, from textile to postal 'tariffs. He has 
spared more and has left nothing untouched. 
He proposes to earn from additional excise 
duty on textiles Rs. 4.90 crores, from motor 
spirit Rs. 36.30 crores, from special boiling 
point spirit Rs. 4.25 crores, from mineral 
turpentine oil, liquid petroleum gas, lubricating 
stock oils etc. Rs. 9 crores, from cigarette 
Rs. 33.20 crores, I do not know why the 
Finance Ministers are so allergic to smoking, 
saying all the while it is not good for health. 
I think Churchill lived for 90 years being an 
inveterate smoker. The duty on tractors will 
fetch him Rs. 3.4 crores, and duty on oxygen, 
chlorine, ammonia and refrigerant gases 
Rs. 1.60 crores, on glassware Rs. 3.15 crores, 
on maida Rs. 7.5 crores, on cosmestics Rs. 15 
crores, on foreign travel Rs. 7 crores and on 
soap Rs. 2.55 crores and besides all these there 
is the enhancement of the postal tariff. 

I would only expect that the hon. Finance 
Minister would revise this list of indirect taxa¬ 
tion and at least exempt some of the items 
from indirect taxation that he has proposed. 
For instance, I am persuaded to believe, in 
view of the letter which the Maharashtra Chief 
Minister has written to the hon. Finance 
Minister, that perhaps maida will be exempted 
from the axe of his taxation. But motorised 
travel is today no more a luxury. Thousands 
and thousands of people have to go to their 
places of work and for reaching their offices 
and workshops they have to use motorised 
transport. If this 20 paise per litre is imposed 
as additional excise duty on motor spirit, 
certainly it will be disastrous for them. 

Similarly, being a confirmed, inveterate 
smoker, who never lets down his old friend, for 
the sake of his health even.( Interruption ). 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA (Domariaganj) * 
Are you referring to yourself ? 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : Yes. I 
do not believe in that kind of pragmatism 
which leaves one’s friend for the sake of one's 
health even, as the hon. Finance Minister has 
suggested in his Budget speech, because I am 
not given to that kind of ethics. 
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SHRI Y. B. CHAV AN: Stick to that 
friendship but pay for it. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : But, 
according to my means. 

Therefore I would beg of him that he should 
not tax friendship and he should at least revise 
the taxation on some medium varieties of 
cigarettes. 

In spite of all this sledgchammering in the 
name of garibi hat an, the Budget will leave an 
uncovered deficit of Rs. 220 crores. Within the 
short time at my disposal I would like to 
examine what will be the effect of this deficit 
financing on the cost of living index and on 
the price situation. 

The hon. Finance Minister, in course of his 
speech, has very wisely cautioned us : 

“Let me remind hon. Members, 
however, that the price rise in the economy 
has been sufficiently disquieting last year 
and the budgetary deficit must, therefore, 
be kept within reasonable limits.’’ 

I would like to examine whether the budget¬ 
ary proposals will keep within reasonable 
limits this disquieting spiral of rising prices. 

As will be seen from the Economics Survey, the 
budget estimates for 1970-71 had estimated 
deficit financing at Rs. 411 crores. Then, the 
overdraft by State Go' ernments, which is 
another name for deficit financing left to State 
Governments, was Rs. 260 crores. The gap in 
the current Budget is Rs. 220 crores besides 
the uncovered amount of Rs (i crores in the 
Railway Budget. If you total these up, you 
will find that it makes the staggering sum of 
Rs. 897 crores. That is today the total amount 
of deficit financing that we are having in this 
country. 

It may be recalled that the Fourth Plan had 
placed a ceiling of Rs. 830 crores on deficit 
financing. This was to be spread over a period 
of five years, that is, from 1969 to 1974. But 
in the very second year of the Fourth Five- 
Year Plan, as will be seen, we have already 
exceeded the limit of Rs. 850 crores that we 
had imposed on ourselves. Therefore I would 
like to know how this deficit financing, that he 


has indulged in in this Budget, is going to 
save the situation. 

Since the time a: my disposal is very 
short.... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : It is up, not • 
short. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: Since 
my time is up, I would beg of the Finance 
Minister that he must take the House into 
confidence and give us a clear picture of the 
extent of deficit financing today and he will 
assuage our doubts and misgivings about its 
possible impact on the spiral of increasing 
prices which is having a disastrous effect on 
our Plan, on our economy and on our lives. 

SHRI NARAIN (’.HAND PARASHAR 
(Hamirpur) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I rise 
to congratulate the Finance Minister for 
presenting this Budget. 

A Budget is not a mere exercise in adjusting 
figures for expenditure and the figures for 
revenue. It is an exercise in guiding the nation 
towards a destined goal and the philosophy 
behind a Budget is guided by three factors, 
namely, growth and development, social justice 
and price stability. 

Coming to these points, 1 find there is a 
criticism from the friends on the other side and, 
in that criticism, I find sound and fury signify¬ 
ing nothing. My hon. friend, Shri Indrajit 
Gupta, called it the biggest anti-climax after 
the massive mandate to the ruling party. I 
find more of wit in it than any kind of wisdom. 
Similarly, when Shri Samar Guha was referring 
to the impending structural collapse, I was 
thinking of some economic theory that he was 
going to pronounce or propound just for our 
guidance. But unfortunately for us, he reeled 
off into Bengia Desh and started discussing 
those problems and did not discuss the demirts 
or the merits of the Budget. 

Sir, this Budget, for the first time, brings Us 
to a very sound footing in the line of social 
justice. I would say that the strongest point of 
this Budget is that, for the first time, it provides 
a nutritional programme for the children. The 
children have been neglected so far. Today, 
the social justice means also- to look upto the 
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children. My friends on the other side forget 
that the children are a national property* and 
•that they have to be looked after by us. In 
socialist countries which they are very found 
of pointing to, there is a programme for the 
welfare of children. In U.S.S.R., in Japan and 
in other countries also, special sums are provi¬ 
ded for the welfare of children. Here is a 
small beginning in that direction. I cannot 
say that all the children of the country will be 
provided for by this small amount. Here is at 
least a beginning. I congratulate the hon. 
Finance Minister for this that he has given a 
new direction to our budgetary provisions. The 
Indian Express while criticising the Budget was 
of the view that the desired directions which a 
Budget should point to are missing. Here are 
the desired directions, if anybody wants to see 
them. 

Then, there is an unprecedented problem of 
the displaced persons from Bangla Desh. We 
have been forced to do something for them. 
We are very much unhappy over what has 
happened there. We have all sympathy for 
them. Here is a provision for them and, 
though scanty, it is yet a symbol of our faith 
and a token of our sympathy for the people 
who are suffering for raising their banner of 
revolt against a tyrannical regime. We are 
sure that in the days to coine, justice will come 
to them and they would regain their liberty. 

Further, my friends on the other side criticise 
the public schools. But why are they forget¬ 
ting that the hon. Finance Minister has, for 
the first time in the history of India provided 
25 per cent of the seats or scholarships and 
othet provision for the students from ttie 
poorer sections of society, of course, on merit 
to go into those public schools ? When they 
criticise the Government or the party in power 
for these public schools, they should also 
remember that sons and daughters of most of 
the Members sitting on the other side also go 
to these public schools. As Mr. Frank Anthony 
was referring once in this House—when I was 
not a Member of this House—that some 
of the Members on the other side had gone to 
him for admission of their sons and daughters 
into these public schools. Sometime back, the 
Tims of India provided a survey of the Mem¬ 
bers of the Jana Sangh Party, about their sons 


and daughters studying in schools. My hon. 
friend who was criticising me for speaking in 
English should remember that the sons and 
daughthers of the Members of the Jana Sangh 
Party go to these public schools where the 
medium of instruction is English. What is the 
justification for criticising the Members on 
this side of the House for a thing in which 
they themselves indulge. The public schools, 
whether they are good or bad, can be valued 
by the results they produce and not by any 
kind of extraneous philosophy which my 
friends on the other side try to propound. 
The public schools are the schools which are 
craved for today. Even a taxi driver wants 
his son to be sent to the public school. What is 
this craze for ? Then, we are providing seats for 
sons and daughters of the poorer sections of 
society, who are meritorious, who can get first 
division, to go to these public schools. For 
the first time there is a check on the citadels 
of bureaucracy and rich people in sending their 
sons and daughters to public schools. I would 
like to congratulate the Finance Minister 
through you, Sir, that for the first time in 
the history of India, now man living in a small 
cottage can send his son or daughter to a 
public school; whether he wants to speak in 
English or Hindi is immaterial. Thus his 
children can make progress in life. We wish 
that education in other schools, in Government 
schools, in private schools and also in the 
higher-secondary is also brought up to the 
schools high standard which is needed. 

As an educationist and as a teacher I would 
like to quote the words of Rabindranath 
Tagore who said that Education is lighting of 
one lamp with another. This should be ful¬ 
filled in the real sense of the word. We should 
see that light comes to every door and that light 
is not debarred from entering any dark corner. 

My friends on the other side have always 
been criticising the Government by saying 
middle class hatao, this hatao and that hatao. 
My friends should remember that this Budget 
provides us with opportunities to fulfil our pro¬ 
mises given to the people. We have our com¬ 
mitments to fulfil. We have to honour the 
massive mandate thgt the people have given 
us in the recent election. This commitment is 
reflected in this Budget. 
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There is an increase from Rs. 1195 crores 
to Rs. 1350 crores in the Plan outlay. There 
are opportunities provided for the poor to 
come in ar.d find out. There is a crash pro¬ 
gramme for unemployment, both in the rural 
as well as in the urban sectors. If this is not 
providing hope for the poor, then I ask : What 
else is ? This provision is made for the rural 
and urban sector and there are other provisions 
also which will help the poor. 

Even the bitterest critics of the Budget have 
admitted that no single Budget can remedy 
the Indian situation in a day and place the 
economy on a sound footing. It is not the task 
of one Budget alone. What I find is that the 
step which we have taken is a step in the 
right direction. It is a step forward and not 
backward and moreover it is a firm step. 

About price stability, certain people are 
offering criticisms that the priceline will not 
be checked. But can they quote the example 
of any country in the world which has an 
underdeveloped economy where prices have 
not risen ? We are aligned in an international 
economic system. We are part and parcel of 
the world. Ours is not an isolated system of 
economy to apply only to a particular region 
like Punjab or Himachal Pradesh or Haryana 
or Maharashtra. So, we have tried to do 
what we can in that framework. 

I would now request the Finance Minister 
to see that some due concessions are given to 
the needed sectors. There is the Ball-bearing 
industry in Ludhiana. They have sent us 
telegrams. It is a small gcaie industry which 
requires help. I would request, the Finance 
Minister through you. Sir, that he may 
kindly consider this point and render necessary 
help to this small-scale industry. 

There is an interesting phrase that I was 
reading in the newspapers yesterday. It said 
that the tax on lipsticks is a tax on cleanliness 
and comeliness and that the Finance Minister 
does not consider them to be part of our 
national life. But it is a tax on luxuries and 
not on necessaries of life. 

The other point that was raised is the levy 
on motor spirits. The press has commented 
that the motorists and smokers are the social 
targets of the Finance Minister. This matter 
should be considered in its proper perspective. 


The levy on mbtor spirits has beefi conditioned 
by international imports, and we can go only 
up to a limit. I wish it could be reduced to 
an appreciable extent. Here too, the people 
who ply scooters and motor cycle have been \ 
given some exemptions. 

15hra. 

Again, the income-tax exemption limit has 
been raised. So, these are some of the incen¬ 
tives that have been put forward. Lastly, 
there is one other very interesting thing. I 
was reading in The Financial Express dated the 
29th May yesterday and I found that that 
paper had cited the example of a company 
which had made Rs. 40 crores because of the 
development rebate. So the Finance Minister 
has taken the right step and given a warning 
to this sector that the rebate would be dis¬ 
continued after 31st March, 1974. This one 
step would quicken the pace of development 
and make the people eager to put in more by 
way of investment and help productive 
economy. 

If the budget figures are examined on any 
scientific basis of economic theory, I am sure 
it will be found that they provide a sound 
basis for a new kind of direction which we 
are thinking of going towards, the direction 
which The Indian Express thinks we have missed, 
but a direction which is there for everyone to 
see. The trouble with my friends on the other 
side is that they are counting the trees but 
they are missing the wood. I would ask them 
to look at the wood as well as the trees. Then 
alone will they have an integrated picture of 
the social justice for which they are crying 
outside the Parliament and raising slogans and 
painting the walls in red ink or black ink 
according to the colour of their party or per¬ 
haps the colour of their thinking, they should 
remember that here is a budget for social jus¬ 
tice. I would say that this is the strongest 
point of the budget. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) ; Before 
I give my reactions to the budget, I must 
an honest confession that I am not well- 
versed with the jugglery of figures and there¬ 
fore I shall not be able to enlighten the House 
by giving figures of a comparative nature, by 
wor king nut the deficit and by going through, 
the complicated structure of the taxation 
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proposals. But I must admit that as a common 
man, as an ordinary man, I have my own 
, reactions, and probably, the whole cofoplex 
* structure of taxation in the budget has essen¬ 
tially to be judged on the basis of the common 
man’s reaction. Therefore, it is very impor¬ 
tant to give the common man’s reaction. Up 
to this moment, the various speeches that I 
have heard have given the technical view and 
the scientific assessment of the budget, and 
that is why the common man’s reaction has 
gone by default. Another reason why it is 
important to mention the common man’s 
reaction is this. I have a feeling that the 
Finance Minister has lost touch with the 
reality, and has lost touch with the common 
man. This is a budget prepared in an air- 
conditioned chamber, with certain bookish 
notions about what the common man eats, 
what the common man’s habits are and how 
he lives and so on. That is why I am here to 
remind him that when he evolves the standard 
common man, he misses the mark ; he has his 
police around him, and he probably thinks 
himself to be a common man, and that is why 
the common man is hit very hard. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Where does he live 
then ? 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM i I shall tell my 
hon. friend where the common man lives. He 
lives in those places where he has given a 
massive mandate to the ruling party. So, it is 
necessary to know how he feels. You have 
only to see what he used to feel before the bud¬ 
get was presented, and what his reaction is 
after the budget has been presented. 

, I was riding in a taxi from my place of 
residence, and I asked the taxiwallah what his 
reaction to the budget was. His spontaneous 
reaction was: 'Maara gayaa janaab ’. I told 
him ‘But it was you who had voted for Indira 
Gandhi’. His cryptic remark was ‘ Sahtb , dhokha 
kha gayaa'. I want to convey this to the hon. 
Finance Minister that the common man feels 
cheated. It may be that this is his first reac¬ 
tion. But this is how he has taken this budget. 
On the one hand, we find that there is a sense 
of overjoy and celebrations are going on among 
the higher echelons of our economic sector, and 
on the other we find the apprehensions expre¬ 


ssed by the common man. These are the two 
important reactions on the basis of which this 
budget has to be judged. It is, therefore, essen¬ 
tial to remember that it is the common man 
who has placed the Finance Minister in the 
dock and he is answerable to that man. You 
may get some applause from the rich people 
because the budget has been as unexpected to 
them as it was unexpected to the common 
man, because the rich people thought that they 
would not be let off so lightly. So they are 
happy. But equally unexpected—with the 
opposite result, of course—was it to the com¬ 
mon man, because he had expected some relief. 

There is a possibility that after the general 
criticism levelled against the taxation on maida, 
soap, readymade garments and other things, 
the Finance Minister may revise them and give 
certain concessions, but the very fact that the 
Finance Minister thought that bread was not 
eaten by the common man, that the common 
people only ate biscuits, shows how the ruling 
party has lost touch with the common man. 

Now, how is it that we have to spend almost 
every huge amounts in almost every aspect of 
life, in every department of administration. 
One of the most important reasons is that the 
taxpayer has to pay for the inefficiency of the 
administration as well. If we can only spend 
the money which we already have properly in 
running the administration, plugging leakages 
and stopping thefts which are so rampant in 
all the departments in one way or the other, I 
am sure the common man would not have 
suffered the burdens which he ultimately has 
to. Why he has to suffer now is because the 
administration is being run on a very ineffi¬ 
cient pattern. 

I can quote, an instance to show how people 
have lost faith in the fairness of the adminis¬ 
tration. The hon. Deputy Minister of Rail¬ 
ways is sitting opposite. He knows that in 
Kashmir in 1963 the holy relic was stolen from 
the shrine of Hazratbal. Almost immediately 
the then Home Minister here, Shri Nanda, 
made a statement on the floor of this House 
that four persons have been arrested and would 
be put on trial. Today we are in 1971. Upto 
now that trial has not begun. In fact, all those 
4 people who were charged with committing 
that theft—some of them were government 
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employees—have been reinstated with retros¬ 
pective effect. When you lose faith in the 
administration, then corruption becomes ram¬ 
pant and people lose faith in the political 
system which creates such an administration. 

In this House, much has been said about 
facing China, about facing Pakistan and so on. 
I would not like to lag behind in saying that 
this country’s honour and integrity should 
come first and everything else afterwards. I 
am very sympathetic to the refugees from East 
Bengal. My heart bleeds for them and I can¬ 
not, under any circumstances, condone the 
butchery of Yahya Khan and his henchmen, 
but even then, when I think of the refugees, I 
do so only in terms of preserving my national 
interests. I will not get emotional or 
sentimental. If I feel that my national interests 
will be served, I will confine myself only to 
that extent in extending ray sympathy and 
support to that. Therefore, I view this whole 
Bangla Desh problem, this political problem, 
this greatest calamity which has befallen huma¬ 
nity was over there, from the national point of 
view. My sympathies are also limited to the 
extent that it does not jeopardise my national 
interests. But it is very strange that at this 
hour when the whole world should be sympa¬ 
thising with us in our attempt to give aid and 
succour to the refugees from there, we are 
almost in isolation. There is something basi¬ 
cally wrong with our estimate, something radi¬ 
cally unsound with our approach. Probably 
our missions abroad are not functioning well; 
probably our internal security administration 
is not functioning well. There is clear proof 
that our internal security arrangements have 
not functioned well. Shri Chavan happened 
to be the Defence Minister in 1965. How was 
it that thousands of infiltrators could enter the 
state of Jammu and Kashmir ? Our intelli¬ 
gence had no information. A war was fought 
on Indian soil at that time because our intelli 
gence people had not been up to the mark. 
They did not do their job well. But look at 
the huge amounts we are spending on them. 
Look at the amount we are spending on 
defence. Of course, defence is of paramount 
importance. But let us not get sentimental 
over it. There comes an occasion in the life of 
a nation when instead of being very oversen¬ 
sitive, one has to be realistic. Why should we 
keep two neighbours altogether hostile ? Why 
should we not make an honest and earnest 


effort to have a dialogue with China. It would 
obviously result in reducing the defence expen¬ 
diture.* Indo-Pakistan friendship is not possible 
for quite some time but we should not totally 
give up the idea because who has perpetrated 
all the evils in East Pakistan ? Not the people 
of Pakistan ; it is the military machine of 
Pakistan. There arc possibilities that stresses 
and strains will develop in West Pakistan and 
the military regime will be thrown out. Wc 
have to think in terms of long term policy. 
Our first attempt should be to have a dialogue 
vvith China, consistent with our national 
honour. When Mao smiled, we did not smile 
back; we have not taken the diplomatic 
initiative. The result is that China in her 
intelligence and wisdom is blackmailing us 
because we have not been behaving intelli¬ 
gently. I can understand the anxiety of some 
hon. Members who have national security very 
near to their heart; they want to meet threats, 
by threats, and force by force. We should not be 
carried away by emotion. It is perhaps the game 
of China or Pakistan to probe us into military 
action. Why should we play their game only 
because we are irritated ? Some people sugges¬ 
ted that wc should lead this country to war. 
It is easier said than done. In an air-condi¬ 
tioned chamber like this talking of war is easy; 
it is something to be abhorred when all its 
ugliness and brutalities are understood. I can¬ 
not even think of it; thousands of innocent 
people, women and children will get killed. 
That should be the last resort. Our endeavour 
should be reduce our defence expenditure. 
That is possible if we take diplomatic initia¬ 
tive. Something is wrong somewhere ; we are 
thinking in terms of revising our Arab policy 
also. We have cultivated these friends for the 
last 24 years and became they have not behaved 
in a certain manner and they did not behave 
in the manner we would have liked, we are 
going to review the Arab policy ? We are not 
having good relationship With China ; we are 
more or less at war with Pakistan ; our rela¬ 
tions with Nepal arc not as cordial as they 
should be ; we have not got the sympathy of 
the United Kingdom in the manner we expected 
it; the United States looks after her own 
interests and she is playing her own game. 

It will not help the commons man, the 
scooterwala and the taxiwala if he imposed 
these taxes. It is stated that the levy on petrol 
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is intended to bring the internal price ,at par 
* with international price. But we have gone 
beyond that. He probably think* that the 
common man doe* not use petrol. When wc 
are thinking of a people’s car, we are really 
thinking of a middle class man, a man who can 
purchase this car for Rs. 7,000 or Rs. 8000 or 
Rs. 10,000. It is for this common man that 
big projects are under consideration and imple¬ 
mentation. The petrol levy will hit him 
directly. I do not accuse the Finance Minis¬ 
ter for resorting to deficit financing. In my 
family budget I often do so. But our economy 
must show some upward sign. That is only 
possible if we tap all the resources and plug all 
the loopholes. It was stated yesterday that 
about Rs. 700 crores were outstanding as 
arrears of income-tax. Either we do not have 
the machinery or we do not have the will. 
It is time that this country instead of obeying 
others, instead of trying to be dictated to by 
what the others say, evolved a positive policy 
consistent with its national interest. The prob¬ 
lem of refugees is a staggering problem and 
a very disturbing problem too. There is no 
way out. 

I am sure that this Rs. 60 crores will not 
suffice. Something has to be done, and I think 
there also we will have to take our diplomatic 
missions to task. How is it that in a just and 
genuine cause, it was the other party which 
had scored ? I would request the hon. Finance 
Minuter that he should not make it a prestige 
point: that now that he has presented the 
first socialistic budget he will not give any 
concession. Mr. Chavan is known for his 
pragmatism. Sometimes too much of it, and 
he overdoes that pragmatism. I think he must 
have sensed, or taken the consensus of the 
House, that at least the levies which attract 
the common man must be withdrawn. The 
taxiwala says, “ Sahab , hamse dhoka ho gaya." 
That disillusionment of his, should be removed 
and one way of doing it is that you have got 
to withdraw the levies which you have levied 
not on out against the common man who gave 
you the massive mandate. I do not think it 
was a massive mandate ; it was a passive man¬ 
date. In any case it was a mandate.

RESOLUTION RE: FEDERAL DEBT 
COMMISSION—Contd. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The House 
will now take up further discussion of the 
Resolution moved by Sbri Maran on the 2nd 
April, 1971. Two hours were allotted for It. 
One minute has already been taken and 1 hour 
and 59 minutes still remain. I will request 
Shri Maran to be as brief as possible and not 
take more than half an hour. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam) : It is 
an important subject. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN (Madras 
South) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, my Resolu¬ 
tion concerns with the iinancial sickness of all 
the Indian States and calls for a reappraisal of 
the present system of devolution of Central 
taxes, loans, grants and Plan assistance, and 
a review of the huge indebtedness of States. 
This is a problem which is being faced by 
almost all the States of India, irrespective of 
whether they speak Hindi or other languages 
or whether they are ru.i by Congress (R), the 
Communist Party or the DMK. 

We all know that there is a permanent 
disequilibrium or imbalance between the func¬ 
tions of States, on the one hand, and the 
resources on the other.

[Shrimati Sheila Kaul in the Chair.] 

It is also common knowledge that elastic and 
productive sources of revenue under the scheme 
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or federal finance are with the Center whereas 
the States are taking only inelastic and inex¬ 
pensive resources, with the result that potent 
ptirse powers, the result of superior tax-gathering 
resources, are being held with the Centre and 
the Centre accumulates surpluses when the 
States incur deficits. A situation has arisen 
where the Centre is always the giver while the 
States are the receivers at the doorstep of the 
Center with a petition and a beggar’s bowl. 

The Fifth Finance Commission, besides the 
usual terms of reference, was also charged with 
suggesting a solution to the problem of unautho¬ 
rised overdrafts with the Reserve Bank of India. 
It has been asked to give a solution for avoiding 
the overdraft problem. So, this itself is an 
indication that there is a conflict of interests 
between the Centre and the States in the 
allocation of revenues. 

This situation is unique and complicated in 
the Indian Federation, which causes constant 
friction and prevents the States in their genuine 
efforts to counter the mounting social tension. 
I say that it is more complicated in India 
because learned economists, like U. K. Hicks, 
support this view. I want to quote from an 
article in Capital in 1965 wherein U. K. Hicks 
says:— 

“As things have developed financial 
relations are more complicated in India than 
in almost any other federation, certainly 
more than they are in the USA, Canada, 
Australia or Nigeria.” 

In all the federations a balancing factor is 
provided to bridge the fiscal gap. Our Consti¬ 
tution has provided the Finance Commission, 
but with the advent of planning, the entire 
system has been upset. 

Now, the Planning Commission has become 
a monster and the Finance Commission has 
been reduced to the position of a dwarf or a 
pigmy. We always take refuge under article 
282 about which Mr. Santhanam says that it is 
a residuary or a reserve article which deals with 
unforeseen circumstances like natural calamities 
of droughts, earthquake, or where the Govern¬ 
ment of India wants to give any grant to outside 
organisations like UNO. We are expected to 
resort to article 282 only under such unforeseen 
circumstances. 


This has become now the backbone of our 
finances. It has never been the intention of 
Constitution makers. When article 282 was 
taken up in the Constituent Assembly, no 
discussion took place became they took it as so 
simple. But it has over-shadowed the consti¬ 
tutional body, the semijudicial body like the 
Finance Commission and the quantum of assis¬ 
tance under the Finance Commission award 
has been overshadowed. The role of the Finance 
Commission as an umpire has been rendered 
redundant by the operation of the Five Year 
Plans. 

Another factor in our federal Constitution 
is that although we are operating the Consti¬ 
tution for so many years, we fail to create an 
impartial image for federal authorities like the 
Finance Commission and the Planning Com¬ 
mission. During the days of Mr. Nehru, we 
had his towering personality and also we had a 
mono-party system prevailing at the Centre 
and in the States. So, we resorted to political 
salvation and we superseded many of the 
provisions of the Constitution. 

We are once again facing the same problem 
afresh. The problem of our Indian federation 
is the problem of total division of resources. 
We have not solved it became those bodies 
which are supposed to be above doubt, which 
are supposed to be independent and impartial 
are not like that and which do not appear to be 
like that. That is the problem. 

Take for example the Planning Commission. 
Although we have passed two decades of plan¬ 
ning, we are yet to devise suitable criteria for 
the devolution of resources for the States. I 
would like to give only one instance. During 
1968, 10 per cent of the Plan resources were set 
apart for distribution to States with per capita 
income which is less than the average 
national per capita income. Alter three Five 
Year Plans, we evolved this criterion. I may 
give some figures here. The average national 
per capita income is Rs. 418. So ,the States those 
per capita income is less than Rs. 418 will have 
a share In the 10 per cent of the Plan resources. 
Now, the per capita income of Mysore is Rs. 420. 
The average national per capita is Rs. 418. 
Just because Mysore has got Rs. 2/- more than 
the average national per capita income, Mysore 
is exempted from getting the share. So also is 
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the case with Andhra Pradesh whose per capita 
income is more than the average national 
per capita income by Rs. 20 and in the case of 
Tamil Nadu, it is Rs. 16 more than the average 
national per capita income. So; these States 
could not get a share in it. I do not think this 
formula is scientific or realistic because we 
cannot have a blanket decision or an omnibus 
decision. We cannot dub certain States as 
completely progressive or certain States at 
completely backward. The degree of back* 
ward ness or forwardness should be taken care of. 
Mysore is in a very pitiable position. So is the 
case with Andhra Pradesh and Tamil Nadu. 
They have come near the border. Just because 
the per capita income is more than the average 
national per capita income, they could not get a 
share. So, it is desirable to introduce a variable 
ratio concept. I think, the Planning Commission 
will reconsider this aspect. 

Next, I come to the subject of the Finance 
Commission. So many chapters have been 
written by economists. We have come to know 
that between the Planning Commission and the 
Finance Commission there are duplication of 
work, overlapping of functions and divergence 
of assessments. But still we are carrying on. 

SHRIR. D. BHANDARE (Bombay Central): 
They have tried to resolve the dispute in bet¬ 
ween themselves. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : This Fifth 
Finance Commission which is a quasi-judicial 
body, has done lot of injustice not only to 
States like Tamilnadu, but to all backward 
States and middle-class States, because their 
decisions came in favour of more populous 
States and more industrially advanced States. 
Regarding Tamilnadu, it has done injustice to 
the needs and the demands of our people. I 
think no other award of any Finance Commis¬ 
sion has been criticised so adversely as the 
award of the Fifth Finance Commission. This 
latest Finance Commission did not take into 
account the pay increase to our NGOs which 
has cost us Rs. 22 crores per annum. That is 
happening for the simple reason that we did 
not appoint the Pay Commission at a crucial 
date. What is the crucial date? The crucial 
date would have been any time before the 
appointment of the Fifth Finance Commission. 
We wanted to balance our Budget. We 
did not want to incur any overdraft with 


the Reserve* Bank. So, we did not appoint a 
Pay Commission then. So, just’because of our 
prudence, we have been punished. We are 
disbursing about Rs. 22 crores per year. But the 
Finance Commission does not recognise thift^ 
fact. Our prudence and our tax efforts have 
not been taken into account by the Fifth 
Finance Commission. So, in effect, we are * 
losing about Rs. 22 crores per annum. 

In theory the Finance Commission takes 
into account the non-plan expenditure and the 
Planning Commission takes into account the 
plan expenditure. But, who is to take an overall 
view? So far, we find, nobody has taken an 
overall view. But a unique thing happened in 
April, 1969. At that time the Planning Com¬ 
mission presented a draft Fourth Five Year 
Plan to the National Development Council. 
At about the same time, the Finance Commis¬ 
sion presented its interim Award. Perhaps this 
was the first time both of these things concurred. 
We found that the Planning Commission 
indulged in some kind of guess work regarding 
the final award of the Finance Commission. 
The State Chief Ministers were not satisfied. 
So, they wanted to know the impact of the 
Award on the economy of the States. So, for 
the first time in the history of India, the 
Planning Commission discussed this matter 
with the officials of the States, the pros and 
cons of the Finance Commission Award and 
tried to project a Picture for the next 4 years. 
So, what the various academicians and econo¬ 
mists have pointed out have come to be true. 
The Planning Commission came to know that 
there are great variations between State to State 
because of the awards of the Finance Com¬ 
mission. 

The ideal award of any Finance Commission 
should be to see that no State gets a huge 
surplus and no State incurs a huge deficit. 
But what happened ? West Bengal got a surplus 
ofRs. 4.05 crores. Uttar Pradesh got surplus 
of Rs. 32.82 crores. Madhya Pradesh got a 
surplus of Rs. 18.12 crores. Andhra Pradesh 
incurred a deficit of Rs. 33.86 crores. Rajasthan 
incurred a deficit of Rs. 67.07 crores. Tamil¬ 
nadu incurred a deficit of Rs. 11.84 crores, 

SHRI BIBHUTI MISHRA (Motihari) : 
What about Bihar ? 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: Bihar in- 
curred a surplus of Rs. 8.05 crores. So, it has 
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created a new problem. It has created huge 
surpluses for certain States and huge deficits 
for certain States ; because it did not take Into 
•consideration our new pay increase for our 
Government employees, we also incurred a 
...deficit. 

So, the Planning Commission took the final 
picture. The final picture was that some States 
would give substantial surpluses from current 
revenues to the Plan resources. Another find¬ 
ing of the Planning Commission was that some 
States, if they ought to carry on their adminis¬ 
tration, would have to run into overdrafts with 
the Reserve Bank ; otherwise, they could not 
carry on their administration. That was the 
finding of the Planning Commission. Then, 
what happened ? The Planning Commission 
recommended to the Finance Ministry to fill 
the non-Plan account and that to fill the deficit, 
suitable amount should be given. This is the 
genesis of what they call as special accommoda¬ 
tion. So, they have created a special accom¬ 
modation of Rs.800 crores, so that they could 
give it to the States which incurred such a gap 
in non-Plan account. This is also unscientific 
and unrealistic. It will result in a system which 
will encourage the States to incur more deficits; 
the deficit States would be encouraged to incur 
more dificits by this. 

Once again. States like Tamil Nadu persisted 
with their case. We said that because the 
Finance Commission did not take into account 
the emoluments increase to the State Govern¬ 
ment employees, at least this time we should get 
a share from the special accommodation fund. 
But the pity is that we have not got so for given 
a single paisa from that special accommodation 
fund. I think Mysore had a similar case, but they 
got special accommodation to the extent of Rs. 
105 crores. I hope that the hon. Minister will not 
say that their non-Plan gap is as large as Rs. 
105 crores, because it cannot be of that order. 
Anyhow, on the only consideration that the 
proposed plan was nut as big as they wanted, 
they were given Rs. 105 crores. Probably, I 
may be wrong, but I am not accusing that 
Mysore had been favoured. All that we want 
is that our request should be considered. 

This establishes one fact very clearly namely 
that once a decision is taken, ways are found 
to help the States. So also, Andhra Pradesh 


got Rs. 11.5 crores from the special accom¬ 
modation fund. For Telengana alone, they got 
Rs. 45 crores. Let them have it. But the point 
it that our federal authorities like the Planning 
Commission, which are supposed to be inde¬ 
pendent and impartial are not so actually. 

Our party has been accused that we were 
getting godmotherly treatment from Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi. Our friends used to accuse us 
that that was why she gave us about Rs. 18 crores 
for drought relief. But the case is something 
different. We did not get anything from the 
Finance Commission's award. We did plan 
for Rs. 250 ciores actually, but it was cut down 
to Rs. 202 crores. We lost about Rs. 48 crores. 
Now, we are not getting even a single paisa 
from the special accommodation fund. So, I 
would like to tell my friends that we are not 
getting godmotherly treatment from Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi. In fact, we are getting step¬ 
motherly treatment. This is for the informa¬ 
tion of my hon. friends. 

If this sum of Rs. 800 crores were available 
even on the basis of the manifestly unfair cri¬ 
teria of distribution of Central assistance, we 
could have got Rs. 50 to 60 crores. But our 
Central Government, and our so-called federal 
institutions which are supposed to be impar¬ 
tial institutions, adopt different criteria at the 
appropriate time to suit their whims and plea¬ 
sures. 

I would like to tell the House that Tamil 
Nadu is the only State which has been left out 
of the scheme of special accommodation in 
spite of its being neglected by the Finance 
Commission and the Planning Commission. So 
the problem is still there. We have to bear the 
extra burden of Rs. 25 crores on account of the 
emoluments of our State Government servants. 
The State Electricity Board raised the salaries 
of its servants. That comes to about Rs. 5 
crores a year. We find the Planning Commis¬ 
sion has closed its eyes to that problem. The 
Finance Commission has turned a deaf ear to 
us and the Finance Ministry has ignored us. 
But can the State Governments close their eyes 
to these problems ? No, Because they are very 
near the people and they have to face the prob¬ 
lem. They have to solve the problem. How are 
they going to solve it? Naturally they raise loans 
or they go to the Reserve Bank for overdrafts. 
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SHRIK.N. TIWARY (Bcttiah) : That is 
a problem of every State. 

SHRI M. G. DAGA (Pali) i Specially of 
Backward States like Rajasthan. 

SHRI MURASOLIMARAN : I am saying 
our special problems have not been considered. 
But my Resolution concerns all States. 1 am 
actually provoking members from other States 
to lend support to this. 

Our Finance Minister here gave an 
account of the debt position of States as on 
31st March. 14 States in India have incurred 
an overdraft of Rs. 260 crores. This is the 
latest position. 

So we are again facing the final problem 
because these authorities arc closing their eyes 
to the States and the States have no other go 
but to resort to overdraft or market loans. 
Before independence, India was suffering from 
a huge rural indebtedness. Now the problem 
is indebtedness of the states which is as bad as 
rural indebtedness. The figure* I am quoting 
will stagger imagination. In 1968*69, the 
States were borrowing from the Centre Rs. 856 
crores, but after adjustments and repayments 
of interest due they were left with only Rs. 107 
crores. On 15 August 1947, the total debts 
owed by the provincial Governments to the 
Central Government was only Rs. 43.97 crores, 
say Rs. 44 crores. Now, as on 31st March 1971, 
it has became a Himalayan amount, Rs. 8, 139 
crores. Actually, from 1961*62 to 1971-72, 
those debts are increasing annually by 11.6 
percent. So we have a steady growth ; it is 
still snowballing. What is taking place now ? 
Formerly, resources used to flow from the Cen¬ 
tre to the States. But now it is the other way. 
During 1956-57, the total amount transferred 
and from the States to Centre by way of princi¬ 
pal and interest was about Rs. 67.81 crores. 
During 1968-69 it is Rs. 694.0 crores. From 
about 18 per cent, it has become 41 per cent of 
the total amounts transferred from Centre to 
States. Because of the indebtedness of the 
States, because of debt servicing, a pipeline has 
been created for funds to flow from the States to 
the Centre. Now the drain has become unbear¬ 
able to the States. 

Take, for instance, Tamil Nadu. In 1971-72, 
the total amount of loans which our State got 


from the Government of India was Rs. 44.57 
crores-say Rs. 45 crores. 

How much have we to repay ? It is to the*, 
extent of Rs. 50 crores. We get Rs. 44 crores 
but have to repay Rs, 50 crores. It is not the 
case of Tamilnadu alone. During the Fourth ' 
Plan Bihar, for instance, will get central assis¬ 
tance to the extent of Rs. 336 crores but repay¬ 
ments and outstanding central loans will come 
to Rs. 355 crores. This funny situation places 
the State in difficult predicament. States are 
to the Union what the Indian Union is to in¬ 
ternational creditors. The States and the Cen¬ 
tre sail in the same boat. No wonder the States 
are gleaning their arguments from UNCTAD 
documents and from the Government of India 
brief to aid consortium. As their indebtedness 
is increasing every year to the extent of 12 per 
cent, the States are not in a position to repay 
it. This has created a new situation. Whether 
the situation should be described as disturbing 
or alarming is a matter of semantics. It is 
anyhow not a happy situation. The Fifth 
Finance Commission was asked to enquire into 
the overdraft situation and they come out with 
certain suggestions which are not at all prac¬ 
ticable. They said that if the States continued 
to resort to overdrafting the President can take 
over financial administration, or the Finance 
Ministry could send a troop of officials to 
supervise their finance and accounts. 1 think 
this is vexatious interference in the affairs 
of the States and it will create not 
only administrative but political problems 
also. What is the remedy ? The Third 
Finance Commission has made this recom¬ 
mendation ; 

“We consider that a comprehensive 
examination should now be undertaken to 
assess the tax potential of each State, to re¬ 
view its tax structure and to recommend 
rates under different heads of levies in the 
State list. This examination should appro¬ 
priately be entrusted to an independent 
Commission which would naturally take 
not of the widening gap between resources 
and functions of the States brought about 
mainly by the planning process and consider 
what adjustments, if any, should be made in 
Union-State financial relations which would 
add strength both to the Union and die 
States.” 
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If this is done they say that it will strengthen 
.both t Jie hands of the Union as well ai the 
States. 

The next Finance Commission also went 
into the question and it recommended in a 
different way : 

“We feel that the entire question of indeb¬ 
tedness of the States and the soundness of the 
existing borrowings, interest payment, repay¬ 
ment, accounting practices in this respect 
should be reviewed on the basis of a detailed 
study and report by a competent body to be 
Bet up for this purpose”. They are saying that 
a specialised body should be appointed to go in¬ 
to the growing manace, cancerous growth of 
indebtedness of States to the Centre. In an¬ 
other place they say that a survey of the sound¬ 
ness of the present system of inter-governmen¬ 
tal borrowing is necessary as much in the interest 
of the States as that of the Government of 
India. They arc repeating the prior Finance 
Commission’s views. 

In another place, the Chairman says : 

“After fifteen years of working the pro¬ 
visions of the Constitution, during which 
period four Finance Commissions have been 
appointed, I think the time is ripe to have 
a review of the Union-State financial rela¬ 
tionship particularly in view of the 
setting up of the Planning Commission. 
This review should be made by a special 
Commission who can approach the several 
problems that have arisen in the past and 
that are likely to arise in the future objec¬ 
tively and realistically.” 

Usually we get a stock reply from the 
Treasury Benches. ‘Only recently a Study 
Group of the Administrative Reforms Commis¬ 
sion was set up, and they went into the ques¬ 
tion. So, there is no problem at all.’ I want 
to quote from Mr. Setalvad’s report, the Study 
Team’s report on Centre State relations. They 
also support that a specialists committee, a 
Commission, should be appointed to go into 
the problem, this vexatious problem. They say 
at page 65 that “We recommend that the 
matter should be referred to an expert body.” 
That is their recommendation. They also 
recommend such a body. Unless we do some¬ 
thing about it,* the problem will not be solved.

Recently, our Finance Minister told us 
about the overdrafts. He appealed to the 
States to finish off all their overdrafts in due 
course. He may give exhortations like a 
schoolmaster to the States. But these debts of 
an unimaginable magnitude will not be solved 
unless we face it realistically. What do we do 
now ? We take ad hoc decisions. During 
1967-68, the Government had to extend 
assistance to the extent of Rs. 180 crores on an 
ad hoc basis to certain States for clearing over¬ 
drafts. How could the rest be cleared ? 

There are two or three ways. One is 
rescheduling them. Another is to give a 
moratorium. The third is to write them off. 

I think we are ushering in an era which we 
can call the Indira era. If that were so, if the 
Treasury Benches feel like that, what I would 
request them is, let the States be asked to write 
on a clean slate so that we can rub _off all the 
old indebtedness. This we can do without 
doing harm to the financial soundness of the 
Centre. Otherwise, in the coming years, this 
problem will cause a great friction between the 
Centre and the States. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Resolution moved. 

“This House views with concern the 
financi a l difficulties of various States arising 
from the present system of devolution of 
Central Taxes, Loans, Grants and Plan 
assistance with special reference to the 
problems of Tamil Nadu whose legitimate 
claims have been ignored and in particular 
resolves that a Federal Debt Commission be 
set up to review the indebtedness of States 
and suggest ways and means of lightening 
the burden of debt”. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM (Coim¬ 
batore) : Madam Chairman, I rise to support 
Mr. Maran’s resolution regarding the State- 
Centre relationship. Our courteous and cunn¬ 
ing Prime Minister told us the other day with 
regard to the relations between the States and 
the Centre— 

SHRIMATI LAKSHMIKANTHAMMA 
(Khammam): ’Cunning” is a very unparlia¬ 
mentary word. 
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AN HON. MEMBER: Who sayt f Interrup¬ 
tion). 

SHRIMATI LAKSHMIKANTHAMMA : 
At least it is in bad taste. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM: I am 
prepared to amend it as astute. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He says he is using 
the word “astute”. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM : Astute 
stateman as she is, the Prime Minister was 
calling upon the States to work in co-operation, 
to co-operate with the Centre in the enterprise 
of development, etc. Now, the relationship 
between the States and the Centre is like the 
relationship between the dwarf and the giant. 
We have all read the story of the dwarf and 
the giant. They entered into a contract and 
then set out, and wherever they went, when 
they were out in their enterprise or adventure, 
it happened that every time the dwarf got all 
all the blows and the giant got all the food. 
Such a relationship has been mentioned in 
that fine story. The relationship between the 
dwarf and the giant is invariably disadvantage¬ 
ous to the weaker side. Here is an unequal 
combination which is always disadvantageous 
to the weaker side. 

Let us take one example. The Centre has 
enhanced the emoluments of the Central 
Government employees. I support it; it is 
good. I would go further and say, need-based 
emoluments should be given. But once they 
start enhancing the emoluments of the Central 
Government employees, naturally most of the 
State Government employees also ask for 
higher wage. Justice demands that we have to 
pay them a higher wage. The Tamil Nadu 
Government are now paying the same DA as 
the Centre to its employees and they are 
incurring annually Rs. 22 crores of extra 
expenditure. This becomes parr of the 
deficit. How can they make it up? Every 
rim*, they have to look to the Centre and the 
Centre says “Each State is making the same 
demand. How can we meet it ? ” If a just 
demand from one State becomes impossible of 
fulfilment because every State makes such a 
demand, there is something wrong with this 
relationship. This dependence of States on the 
Gentre with regard to financial commitments 
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it a very serious nutter, which requires 

examination. So many Finance Commissions 

have come and gone but this has not been 

looked into. * 

The Prime Minister was supremely com¬ 
placent the other day. The budget raises the 
question of overdrafts. This morning I was 
shocked to read that the Reserve Bank have 
ordered the Andhra Government that they 
must pay their overdrafts; otherwise, their 
cheques would not be honoured. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE: Next will be 
your turn. 

SHRI BALATHANDAYUTHAM : We 
are waiting for our turn. When I gave the 
example of the dwarf and the giant, there is 
another aspect of the State Government 
being very close to the people. The Centre 
is far away ; they are not answerable to 
the immediate demands and needs of the 
people. Our friend was saying that Tamil 
Nadu is an advanced State. But there are 
areas and areas there where people have not 
seen a railway train, as in the constituency of 
Mr. Kamaraj. Of course, it might have been 
very convenient for winning the election. I 
come from a constituency which is supposed to 
be advanced—Coimbatore industrial area. 
There we are not able to give drinking water 
to the people in the city and In the suburbs. 
If some scheme is contemplated for this purpose, 
we are not able to finance it. The panchayat 
units are asked to find the money for supplying 
water which has to be brought from a long 
distance. If the State Government is not able 
to undertake this welfare measure of providing 
drinking water to an area like Coimbatore, 
you can imagine what it can do with its limited 
resources. This problem of resources will raise 
the question which all of you are fearing, which 
we as a party totally oppose, but which cannot 
be avoided—disintegration of the country. If 
the Prime Minister is so complacent and if the 
Finance Minister is thoroughly satisfied that 
he can get the Reserve Bank to send threats to 
■top payments, then I am afraid the States 
will demand not only more power but would 
like to free themselves. I would only appeal to 
the Centre to apply their mind calmly and 
deeply to this question and read the writing on 
the wall. I do not agree with those people 
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who have been talking of Mujibur Rehmaning 
fhis country. But let us understand* the 
‘circumstances which created Mujibur Rehman. 
So, I would only urge that this question of 
, debts should be gone into by a commission. 
While supporting the Resolution of Mr. 
Maran, though I am not able to go to that 
length, I would say that if the Centre is so 
serious about the relations with the States, 
particularly in the matter of finance, they 
should appoint a commission to go into the 
question anew, the relationship between the 
Centre and the States with particular reference 
to the question of debts, which is mounting 
every year, which you are trying to recover 
from them. There is no meaning in expecting 
them to clear the debts. I think a commission 
will have to go into this question and if it 
recommends the writing it off, the Centre will 
have to bear it. Until then the Centre should 
grant the States moratorium. 
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SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
Mr. Chairman, I rise to support the Resolu¬ 
tion moved by my colleague, Mr. Murasoli 
Maran. It is a very simple resolution because 
it says that in view of the financial difficulties 
of the various States in India, not only Tamil 
Nadu but all the States of India, experienced 
by them, a commission be appointed to go into 
the position of indebtedness. Unless you are 
able to contradict the basic position, namely, 
there is no financial difficulty, the simple Reso¬ 
lution, I suppose, will be accepted by the 
Government. 

Whenever we raise the Centre-State rela¬ 
tions as regards the financial position, some 
misgivings are entertained that when we want 
more power for the States it is automatically 
means that the Centre will be weakened. I do 
not think so. We are not aiming at weakening 
the Centre or affecting the unity or the inte¬ 
grity of this country through this. In a federal 
structure unless the constituent units are made 
strong, which goes as a whole taking all the 
parts, the Centre will not be strong. Strong 
States do not mean a weak Centre ; probably, 
strong States may go to contribute to a strong 
Centre. We have nothing against a strong 
Centre. We want the strongest Centre 
possible for the subjects which are 
vitally concerned with the integrity and 
defence of the country and with external 
matters. In all these things we want the 
Centre to be strong, if not stronger. But by 
taking more obligations than they can fulfil, 
the Central Government is dissipating the 
energies that are being given to them. That 
is why in a faderal structure and in a country 
of continental dimensions like India, we want 
the States also being given resources to match 
the responsibilities given to them. As pointed 
out by previous speakers, this problem was 
sought to be solved to a large extent at the 
party level itself till 1967. There was a single 
party in power at the Centre and in the States 


and they were able to settle these things in the 
inner party discussions. Now, after 1967, the 
political picture has changed and these things 
which were simmering below the surface havf 
come out in the open for discussion and foi» 
immediate solution. 

4 * 

There is a widening gap between the reso¬ 
urces of the States and the responsibilities given 
to them. If we take a particular period, say 
from 1950-51 to 1966-67, from the beginning 
of the First Plan to the end of the Third Plan 
the entire revenues available to all the States 
in 1950-51 were of the order of Rs. 252 crores 
and, in 1966-67, they were of the order of 
Rs. 918 crores, that is, an increase of about 
313 per cent. But during the same period, the 
revenues of the Centre increased from Rs. 405 
crores to Rs. 2304 crores, that is, an increase 
of about 469 per cent. This shows that the 
Central resources, the tax revenues, available 
to the Centre have been elastic whereas the 
States’ resources have been inelastic and rigid. 

If we take the debt position during this 
period, as my bon. friend, Mr. Maran pointed 
out, it has gone to a very staggering proportion. 
The gross debt position, as loans from the 
Centre to States which was of the order of 
Rs. 44 crores in 1947 has gone upto Rs. 8000 
crores as per the latest figures. Therefore, a 
situation has been created wherein the debt 
position of the States has become very unbear¬ 
able. The Centre has got some avenues by 
which it can wipe off its deficit. It can resort 
to note-printing in the Nasik press which the 
States cannot do. 

As regards external aid and assistance, even 
external aid to particular schemes in the States 
are routed through the Centre. The Centre 
puts a premium on them and collects charges 
from the States. Even to raise market loans, 
the States cannot do it without the permission 
of the Reserve Bank. Therefore, the position 
is that only the Central Government can fill 
up the gaps. 

Some Members may feel that the Constitu¬ 
tion has already made a provision that where 
ever the State is in deficit and is not able to 
meet the responsibility given to it with the 
resources available with the States, there are 
grants to be given by the Centre. But there 
comes the rub. Because there are two types of 
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grants made available to the States by the 
Centre. One is a statutory one which is b ( eing 
determined by the Finance Commission. I am 
not going into the details of it. I do not agree 
with some of the formulae adopted by the 
* Finance Commission whereby some of the 
States are deprived of their share. 

No State is wholly advanced and no State 
is wholly backward. There are areas even 
within the so-called advanced States which are 
very much backward where even drinking 
water is not available and there are no trans¬ 
port facilities whatsoever. There is no State 
which is wholly advanced or wholly backward. 
The weightage should have been given to the 
degree of advancement or backwardness of a 
particular State. That has not been done. 

Coming to the question of aid by the Centre, 
though the Centre is coming to the aid 
of the States by making some resources 
available to them, there are two types of grants, 
one type is of statutory grants and other things 
are discretionary. If we take into account the 
Third Plan period, we find that out of the total 
resources made available to the States by the 
Centre, as much as 70 per cent have been 
given by way of discretionary grants and loans. 
In this matter of Loans and Grants, the Central 
Government, by this discretionary portion of 
it, has got a powerful lever to influence States 
even in respect of spheres which are not con¬ 
nected directly. If the Centre wants the States 
to do something in the held of Education, they 
say, “We won’t give you grants in some 
other respect.” Even subjects which are 
within the jurisdiction of the States, which are 
constitutionally within the competence of the 
States, are subject to this type of pressure by 
this discretionary power in the sanction of 
loans and grants. 

While giving loans and grants, the Central 
Government can use it for political purpose 
or for any other pressure. That is not a good 
thing for the practice of a healthy Federal 
Structure in our country. In a Federal struc¬ 
ture, to a large extent, States which have been 
asked to do certain things, and to discharge 
certain responsibilities, which have been assign¬ 
ed to them under the Constitution, should 


be enabled to discharge those responsibilities, 
without looking to the Centre for anything. 

The present Debt position is alarming, as 
has been rightly stated by Mr. Maran. A study 
group set up by the Administrative Reforms 
Commission went into this question under Mr. 
Setalwad. They have stated that the enormity 
of the Debt burden itself has created a certain 
irresponsibility among the States. No State 
can imagine to repay all these Debts. There¬ 
fore, they show more and more widening gaps 
in their budgetary provisions and show more 
deficits or resort to over-drafts. Therefore, 
certain amount of irresponsibility has crept 
in in the accountancy and budget proposals 
of the States. That group suggested that this 
state of affairs should be changed. They have 
suggested that early solution should be found 
how to reduce the burden and how to avoid 
the recurrence of this burden. If you allocate 
more resources to the States, more elastic tax 
forms to the States, then States can be asked 
to a certain extent to maintain the responsibi¬ 
lities with which they have been charged. 
Unless this is done there will be a lopsided 
development and the States will become more 
dependent upon the Centre, lose all initiative, 
they will not be responsible for their own fiscal 
measures. They will look up to the Centre to 
come to their aid, now and then there will be 
a state of complete bankruptcy prevailing 
among them. This should not happen. 

The Centre here should concentrate on 
certain subjects and should not bother or 
burden themselves with all the obligations of 
550 million people. The Centre should come 
forward to appoint a Commission which will 
go into the entire question which has just now 
been outlined. We don’t want them to an¬ 
nounce a decision here and now. It is enough 
if they announce their decision to appoint such 
a commission which will go into the matter 
and suggest ways and means how this question 
can be tackled. 

The Resolution moved by Mr. Maran is a 
simple one. We want such a commission to 
go into the grave situation now prevailing as 
far as the position of the indebtedness of the 
States is concerned. 
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The present Government is wedded to the 
policy of ‘Garibi hatao'. States are in the posi¬ 
tion of ‘Garibi’ and succour should come to the 
States also from the Centre. With these words, 
I support the Resolution.

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira) : I could uot 
have agreed more with Mr. Bibhuti Mitra. 

In Gujarat we have always been having the 
feeling that while we generate the bulk of the 
national wealth, most of it is deprived from us. 
All the revolution in the world, whether it was 
the French Revolution or the American 
Revolution or the Russian Revolution or even 
the Indian Revolution or the Magna Carta 
were born out of injustice. In 1950 Gujarat 
held the third position in the country in per 
capita income and the industrial output. 
During the last 21 years wc have been reduo 
ed to the 6th or 7th position. It is true that 
Gujarat has not got at the Centre enough 
personnel in services. It is also true that we 
have not used black-mail tactics or sold our 
votes to keep somebody in power. But we must 
realise that even the most advanced states in 
the world like the United States or Germany 
or affluent Japan do not give more than one 
per cent of their gross national product to 
underdeveloped areas. Gujarat would 
be happy to give one per cent of its 
gross national product for the development of 
any underdeveloped state. But year after 
year it has been deprived of resources much 
beyond that limit and it has been forced into 
a situation where it is driven to the wall and it 
has to come out in the open to challenge the 
Centre. It is the story of Bangla Desh. Bangla 
Desh has been neglected though it has been 
earning more foreign exchange. It was produc¬ 
ing more but was receiving less. The same 
situation is prevalent in Gujarat today. It was in 
1950 that the Central Five Year Plan started. 
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The Industries Regulation Act came into effect 
Jb 1951. Before that we can do whatever was 
necessary for our development. But after 1951 
with the coming into operation of the Indus* 
" trial Regulation Act and the Five Year Plans 
and the Central pooling of the resources, we 
have been finding that the bulk of our reve¬ 
nues are being funnelled into other areas. 

[Mr. Deputy-Speaker in tht Chair]. 

I would also like to make it clear that any 
State which refuses a debt is not creditworthy 
and should not be given a copper from the 
Central pool till it immediately clears its 
bona fides and says or at least gives an indica¬ 
tion that it is prepared to return the loans 
received by it. It is the financial discipline 
of an individual as well as a State, and the 
integrity, conscience, that will raise the State 
and not the expropriation of somebody’s funds 
or somebody’s revenues. This should not be 
the proper course. 

During the last two years, we have seen 
that political considerations have been used 
and we find that these have exploited the 
Central exchequer to a considerable extent. 
Most of the moneys which have been pasted 
on to certain States have been given in consi¬ 
deration of providing some votes or some sort 
of help. I believe some ten seats were even 
bartered for some amount of money. This 
sort of thing is harming the country more than 
anything else. We would rather like that the 
States be asked to produce more. They should 
convert their natural resources into convertible 
wealth and out of that wealth they should pay 
for their development, and they should with 
their own strong arm build up their own 
State rather than depriving other States and 
using their resources for the benefit of them¬ 
selves. 

Now, I would also like to make very clear 
at this stage that the States which have been 
today threatening most have received the 
largest number of benefits in terms of national 
plans or rather the public sector industries. 
We have seen—probably you may not be 
aware—that there is not a single public sector 
industry established in Gujafat during the last 
21 years except the oil refinery which the 
Centre could not in any case have avoided 


because it was the Gujarat State which pro¬ 
duces oil, and the Centre was helpless and it 
had to establish that refinery in Gujarat. 
Except for that public sector industry, the 
Centre has singularly kept that State without 
a single industry in the public sector. As 
against this, the States who are threatening 
today with disruption like the Durgapur steel 
plant and several other plants get more from 
the Centre. The Centre is pouring more and 
more money into such areas where the return 
is so negligible. Moneys or the investment in 
those areas are a total loss. The return on the 
investment is almost of a negligible nature. 
The Centre should be careful in using the 
public funds. When it is receiving large funds 
from all over the country, and when those 
funds are hard-earned money, the Centre is 
expected to exercise some amount of vigilance 
in seeing that any investment gives optimum 
return, and where the return is optimum, to 
see that the investments are channelised so that 
the Central exchequer could derive a certain 
amount of revenue. 

Sir, if the Centre had invested those money 
in the public sector projects wisely, today the 
Centre would not be short of funds. It would 
have generated per annum at least Rs. 3,000 
crores. I can easily show how this amount 
could have been the income of the nationalised 
industries and the public sector undertakings. 
But today what we are seeing is about Rs. 100 
crores are required to be paid to fill the gap 
of loans of the public sector undertakings. 

We have got one industry in Gujarat, the 
Gujarat Fertiliser Corporation. It was set up 
hardly five years ago. This industry with a 
paid-up capital of Rs. 9 crores or Rs. 9 crores 
turned out Rs. 11 crores to Rs. 12 crores as 
income this year. This is in the face of compe¬ 
tition. There are several fertiliser plants in the 
country and most of them are incurring losses 
including our Trombay plant in Maharashtra. 
But the Baroda plant, the Gujarat Fertiliser 
company, has turned out an income of Rs. 12 
crores to Rs. 13 this year. This is the sort of 
return to be looked for. The Centre should 
consider it not from political but from a com¬ 
mercial and technical point of view. There 
are certain States in the east and the sobth 
which have been threatening the life of this 
country and it is those States which come for- 
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ward and ask for further sums from the Centre. 
Would it not be gross waste unless they mend 
their ways and see that the money already 
given is better utilised and returned in course 
of time ? 

The recent budget, I am constrained to say, 
is worked out more with a view to harm a 
particular State. This ceiling of Rs, 6 lakhs 
will more less wipe out most of Gujarat’s 
capital, which the State has build up with the 
same laws enacted by this Parliament, after 
paying huge amounts of taxes. These monies 
have not been collected overnight. All these 
are expected to he appropriated by the budget 
during the course of the next few days. It is 
these sort of things which will discourage sav¬ 
ings, initiative, ciEciency and' confidence in 
the system wherein people work hard, create 
wealth, save money, and build up very large 
installations. People who do not work look at 
these installations with envy and because of 
their majority, they enact certain legislation 
which takes away those works of a life time. I 
request the House to take note of this. So far 
as revenue is concerned, Bengla Desh was on 
the better side. It was West Pakistan which 
earned less. A similar situation exists in the 
case which we are now talking about. If at all 
a commission is to be appointed, it may be on 
the lines of Shri Bibhuti Mishra’s suggestion. 
I never agreed with him more than on this 
occasion. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH (Nandyal): 
Sir, my friend, Thiru Maran has urged this 
House to constitute a Federal Debt Commis¬ 
sion. With well-marshalled facts, he has made 
out a case that in the present scheme of finan¬ 
cial assistance by the Centre to the States, 
Tamil Nadu has suffered the most, with the 
result that that Government will not be able 
to fulfil the promises made to the people at 
large. On the face of it, this resolution looks 
innocent. All he wants is the constitution of a 
commission. He has cleverly roped in all the 
States which are groaning under big deficits 
and overdrafts on the Reserve Bank. I feel 
this is just the thin end of the wedge to see 
that more autonomy is given to State Govern¬ 
ments, keeping in view the Rajamannar Commi¬ 
ttee’s report, which has been given wide pub¬ 
licity throughout the country. Our country 
is having a Constitution which is neither 
federal nor unitary. It is a quasi-federal cons¬ 


titution which has been drawn up by legal 
pundits and constitutional experts with great 
experience. The question of allocation of 
debts and functions of the Centre and th£ 

9 

States was debated in the Constituent Assembly 
and certain subjects were allotted to the 
Centre and certain others to the States and * 
some subjects were kept in the Concurrent 
List. The financial allocations and the duties 
to be performed by the State Governments 
and the Centre have been clearly defined in 
the Constitution. Up till now there has been 
no difficulty, or any difference of opinion with 
regard to the sharing of revenues between the 
Centre and the States. The Conititution 
clearly lays down that from time to time a 
Finance Commission will be appointed to go 
into these matters, based on certain norms for 
allocation of funds and it has accordingly been 
done. 

Secondly, a National Development Council 
has been constituted with the State Chief 
Ministers as its members to go into the entire 
gamut of financial allocations from time to 
time and, as a matter of fact, the National 
Development Council imposes certain financial 
discipline not only on the Slates but also on the 
Centre. 

Now, in addition to all this, my hon, friend 
wants this Debt Commission to be constituted. 
In a nation’s life the enormity of the public 
debt indicates the prosperity of the nation, 
though in the case of an individual the debt 
shows the bankruptcy of the persion. After 
independence in India we have opted for a 
planned economy. In our five year plans we 
provided not only for resource mobilisation 
but also for external aid. These aids and 
resources have not been appropriated by the 
Central Government alone. After all, the 
Central Government acts as a co-ordinating 
agency between the various State Govern¬ 
ments. 

My hon. friend says that since the States 
are nearer to the people they know their 
difficulties and so the State Governments 
should be given more financial allocations, 

I do not understand this argument of my hon. 
friend. The Central projects are also started 
only in various States. There is the Neyveli 
Lignite Project in which crores of rupees have 
been invested in Madras State and the Salem 
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steel plant is going to be inaugurated very 
soon. At one time there was a plea from 
•Andhra that the power generated at the 
Neyveli Lignite Project should be shared by 
t the neighbouring States because it is a Central 
project. Unfortunately, the Madras Govern¬ 
ment rejected this demand of the Andhra 
Government, which suffers from chronic power 
deficit. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : Now we 
can give it from Kalpakam plant. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: It 
reminds me of another Central project. We 
have been agitating for an atomic power plant 
somewhere in Andhra. Here I am not refer¬ 
ring to inter-State rivalries or jealousies ; I am 
trying to impress upon my friend whether this 
will lead to further disintegration of this 
country.

The DMK Government, with its resourceful 
Chief Minister, Thiru Karunanidhi, has hit 
upon this idea of enlisting the support of 
various State Governments by having this com¬ 
mission constituted and also agitating for more 
autonomy. The State Governments must have 
an effective part to play, not only in the 
political affairs of the country but also in the 
economic affairs of the country. Nobody will 
object to that. But to what extent ? They 
have to submit themselves to the all round 
economic prosperity of the nation as a whole. 

There are some States which really require 
assistance in a great way. Are we to starve 
those States because we want that our State 
should be benefited ? For instance, Rajasthan 
is a chronically famine affected area. As a 
matter of fact, the Rajasthan Canal was 
designed to bring prosperity to that State. It 
is a desert which is sought to be converted 
into fertile soil. Rajasthan is a part and parcel 
of our country. It is as much our duty to look 
to the prosperity of Rajasthan as it is to look 
to the prosperity of our respective States. 
Nagaland and other States, which may not be 
economically viable at the moment, are to be 
helped. 

*■ 

There is a certain responsibility cast on the 
Central Government. They have to look after 


these States till they attain that economic 
viability. It is the duty of the Central Govern¬ 
ment, as the head of the family, to see that 
weaker States, States which are poverty 
stricken, where there is no economic viability, 
are also looked after. 

Various Central projects, for instance, huge 
irrigation projects, have been undertaken in a 
State like Andhra Pradesh. Nagarjunasagar 
Project, which was originally estimated to cost 
Rs. 90 crores, has run up to Rs. 150 crores or 
Rs. 160 crores and is proving a white elephant. 
It is eating away the financial resources of our 
Government. We are not able to undertake 
any other work for years to come. Our revenues 
have been sunk in that huge project. So, 
naturally, we are coming to the Central 
Government for necessary assistance. 

In one respect I am inclined to agree with 
my hon. friend, that is with regard to the 
functions and norms that have been set up for 
the Finance Commission. I for one firmly 
believe that there should be a permanent 
finance commission, rather than appointing a 
finance commission from time to time, which 
will be reviewing all these aspects of the matter 
and see that no injustice is done. As a matter 
of fact, every State Government—I know so 
far as tny State is concerned—has Seen floating 
loans when the Government gives a guarantee. 
State Electricity Boards or the Central Coopera¬ 
tive Land Mortgage Banks have been floating 
loans. They have been getting loans from the 
people and that is being spent fin the benefit 
of the people. State Governments have been 
given certain facilities and powers to go into 
these matters. So, 1 feel that my hon. friend 
may think in a very deep manner and see 
whether this Commission will really serve the 
purpose. If it really serves the purpose, I am 
one with him, I will join with him in demand¬ 
ing of the Government the constitution of this 
type of a commission. But will it help us 7 I 
do not think that it helps us in any way. 

Tamil Nadu is a prosperous State. The 
people there are industrious, not only in¬ 
dustrially but also agriculturally. At one time 
Tamil Nadu was a deficit State in so far as 
rice production is concerned. Now it has 
attained the envious position of becoming not 
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only sufficient but also surplus. I congratulate 
the farmers of Tamil Nadu for having done 
this job. Electricity has reached every village 
and water faeilites were given. That State has 
progressed well. Industrially also it lias gone 
well because it was in a strategic position. A 
camposite Madras S:ate, in those days constitut¬ 
ing of Andhra, Kerala and other places, has 
been a sort of a focal point for all development 
and industrial progress. So, Madras got the 
maximum benefit. Then, we had a sort of 
grievance against Tamil Nadu friends. 1 do 
not make it a grievance. As a matter of fact, 
the people who are nearer the seat of power 
get the benefit more than anybody else. Econo¬ 
mics and power politics are so inter woven that 
we cannot separate them. It is impossible in 
the present context of things, in a democracy 
where the majority rule is there, to do that. 

So, I would request my hon. friend to 
reconsider it and withdraw the Resolution. 

After all, his purpose will not be served. We 
must see for the overall prosperity of the 
country as a whole. As a matter of fact, we 
are facing a very unprecedented crisis that 
nearly 50 thousands to CO thousands refugees 
are pouring into India every day. Who is 
going to foot the bill ? It is the Central 
Government. I read in today’s newspapers 
that the Chief Minister of West Bengal has 
threatened to resign if the Central Government 
does not take charge of the enormous refugee 
problem. This is an enormous strain on out- 
economic stability. All the big powers because 
of their past prejudices against India are keep¬ 
ing quiet. They do not raise their little finger 
even. They do not come to the rescue of our 
country. The Finance Minister, in his Budget, 
has allocated Rs. 60 crores for that. I doubt 
very much whether this will suffice. He should 
go in for a bigger sum. This is the responsibi¬ 
lity of the Central Government. 

Take, for instance, natural calamities like 
droughts and floods. If there are floods in 
Assam or in Maharashtra or in Andhra or in 
T am il Nadu, the Centre has to come to the 
rescue of the States. I remember, two or 
three years back, Tamil Nadu had a very 
adverse monsoon. So, the Central Government 
made a special grant to Tamil Nadu, if I 
remember correctly, to the tune of 9-10 crores 
of rupees to start relief works in the State. 


The Central Government ha£ got a special 
responsibility and they have to satisfy the 
people at large to see that ail lound progress 
is made in cvei y State irrespective of the site 
of its population, irrespective of its geographi¬ 
cal size or whatever it is.

With these words, I would again appeal to 
my hon. friend not to press for this Resolution.

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : The amend¬ 
ment would apply to other States also. 


SHRI N. SHIVAPPA: Then it should 
have been brought forward in a general shape, 
touching one and all, thinking all as brothers, 
for the common purpose, common goal and 
common interest. 1 do not know how, but it 
was something parochial, pertaining to a 
particular State. 


However, a very pertinent question arises out 
of this particular Resolution. My hon. friend, 
in this Resolution has given a chance and 
opportunity to our other colleagues in this 
august House to argue only for the sake of 
provincial policies and programmes and not 
for the national economic policies either for the 
welfare stete or for our socialistic programmes 
or for social justice or for the improvement of 
backward areas or for the improvement of the 
downtrodden. It is only aiming at taking some 
benefit for the State by using power and 
pressure tactics, if I have to use without any 
hesitation, became it is coming on a repeated 
basis, that too when the State has initiated a 
particular plan by appointing a committee 
which was referred to by my hon. friend and 
to which I also referred during the last debate 
on the Private Member’s Bill moved by Shri 
Maran. So, these Resolutions and Bills are 
coming quite often to touch the Constitution 
which is safeguarding the interests of demo¬ 
cracy, of our socialistic programmes and the 
welfare of the State. I do not know how my 
hon. friend has lost sight of it. 


SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: Are you 
for amending the property clause or not ? 

SHRI N. SHIVAPPA: The Government 
is coming forward with a Bill which is going to 
touch the interests of all the vested circles and 
big business houses and to help you to work for 
the progress of the country at large along with 
* others. We are not going to be parochial like 
you. We want to take you along with us. 
There is no necessity of such a Bill or a Resolu¬ 
tion or a small Constituent Amendment Bill to 
be taken up here at a Private Member’s Bill.

You could have cooperated with us,«at with 
our Ministers and our party people and chalked 
out a programme for national policies and 
programmes. We would have welcomed you. 
(. Interruption ). I am one individual just like your 
State being one individual partner in the 
Constitution of India. Let us do something in 
a broader perspective and not to confine our¬ 
selves to a very smaller perspective. 

We realise your difficulties. If you have got 
a problem, this is not the way to do it. Thu is 
not a forum and this is not the procedure to 
get more finances for your State. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : You have 
also got the same probleiri. 

SHRI N. SHIVAPPA : If you had created 
an occasion or an opportunity by bringing 
forward a Resolution about the conditions of 
all sections of the people who have really been 
hard hit, that would have been different. You 
want more finances from the Centre for Tamil 
Nadu, by giving certain data and all that. As 
to how to get funds from Centre* there is 
already an arrangement provided in the Con¬ 
stitution. As to what quota you should get, 
there are certain Commissions and Government 
agencies to go into that. They are helping 
you. You could have sat with thein^ 

Over and above that, what I am just not 
relishing is that you are creating an occasion 
and opportunity for certain Members in this 
House to show, if at all, they have got any 
parochial feelings in their provincial policies 
and programmes. That should not develop in 
a body like this. This is the supreme body to 
protect the interests of the country as a whole 
and the Constitution which can be only 
amended for implementing the constructive 
and progressive policies to which we are 
committed. 

Your Resolution is only confined to Tamil 
Nadu as to how to get certain finances, loans 
and grants from the Central Government with 
special reference to the problems of Tamil 
Nadu. What are your special problems ? We 
are not in a position to understand your special 
problems. Equally, every, province has got its 
own special problems. If every speciality is to 
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be attached to the general law of the country, 
then Constitution will have no place, welfare 
society will have no jflace and all socialistic 
policies and programmes will be frustrated. 

Let me here refer to certain incidents 
that have happened. You referred to certain 
irrigation facilities that you want to have and 
certain privileges in financial matters. If there 
is a policy to be made for the economic progress 
of the country by connecting river water of 
the Ganges to that of the Cauvery, which are 
the other provinces that are going to come in. 
The Central Government must have a specific 
programme and a specific policy. It must have 
its own commission either on irrigation basis 
or on some other basis to see that proper pro* 
jects are implemented and sufficient funds are 
made available to them. 

Every State will go on asking for more and 
more finances, loans and grants. Today, there 
is one Government there and, tomorrow, some 
other party may come in power. Naturally, 
this is what happens in a democracy. It has 
t o go either for popularity or unpopularity for 
the reasons best known to them. If the national 
policies and our usual programmes that are 
formulated unJer the Constitution are to be 
frustrated due to some political changes in the 
States or various parties administering in the 
States, if the various policies with regard to 
economic viability and propagating the policies 
and programmes enshrined in the Constitution 
are to be frustrated, then where are we going 
to stand ? 

There are cei»ain policies, economic policies 
w hich are formulated by the Central Govern¬ 
ment and they have to be pursued. If those 
things are to be frustrated, then, where arc we 
going to stand .’ That is the question. 

So, this has created a very interesting situa¬ 
tion where every one will be asked to deviate 
and to talk or argue only on behalf of his 
province. Everyone of us is coming from one 
respective constituency of not less than 9 to 
10 lakhs of people. They have got their own 
problems. Every individual has got some 
problem. They expect the Central Govern¬ 
ment to give money. They say, this is also 
our Gevernment, and so they should give. 

Our friend from Gujarat spoke something. 
He was talking of some industrial project. If 
the Centre’s power l« to be questioned, where 
is the existence of the Constitution? Every 
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Constitution recognises cifl-tairi* powers^oTwhe 
Centre. They ought not to be cut down. Therj 
will be no fun in that* *' 

Consequently, the Resolution which has to 
be moved here should be of an all-India baA 
covering the viability of all sections of our 
people, without allowing any chance for th^ 
disintegrative process to come into operadm. 

We are sitting here as experienced poli¬ 
ticians. We have constitutional knowledge. 
We are arguing, my province should be given 
so much and another province should be given 
so much ctr. Every one will stand and fight 
and there will be no end. Suppose one section 
of Madras MP# insist on something, which is 
not sanctioned, can they secure the majority 
and get it sanctioned ! That is not possible. 
Even among our group, if somebody has to 
stand up and claim some particular industry 
or job-oriented scheme or some other thing, 
saying, Government should agree, Finance 
Minister should be pleased to grant this, other¬ 
wise we arc not going to vote, then, what is it 
that we are going to achieve ? We won’t 
achieve anything; it will not serve the purpose. 
Whatever we do should not frustrate the 
obji ctives enshrined m the Constitution. 

What we feel is that this Resolution is too 
narrow. It is not broad. It is not paving the 
way for others on the national basis or (he 
accepted basis. 

There are 9 per cent who are the privileged 
classes in the country, whether in the public 
sector or private sector or business sector or 
official cadre. What about percentage of people, 
who are of the middle-classes, lower middle 
classes, the poor section of the people etc ? Their 
interests ought to be safeguarded. If they are 
to be safeguarded, there should be a national, 
c conomic programme, based on the ac cepted 
policies and programmes. That should be done 
only by the Government of India and that 
cannot be done by the State Governments. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The hoi. Member 
may continue the next day. The House stands 
adjourned to meet on Monday.
